their  mamfert  superionty  in  nunabera,  and  their 
regularity  ia  point  4>f  military  governtaent,  might 
keep  them  perfectly  in  awe;  for,  when  they 
vrere  pernritted  to  cotne  oh  board;  every  man 
of  them  seemed  extremely ,  afraid  of  fire-arms. 
When  they  saw  the  centinels  mounting  guard 
rbnnd.the  ship,  they  all  hastily  paddled  towards 
theslmre,  and  could  not  without  much  difficulty, 
be  prevailed  on  to  return. 

Ja*?k,  the  new  ship-dnate,  was  now  fourd  very 
useful :  he  constantly  represented  the  Europeans 
in  the  most  formidable  point  of  view  to  all  his 
countrymen,  magnifying  their  powers,  and  aug- 
menting their  numbers;  protesting  that  they  were 
not  traders,  like  many  which  they  had  been  ac- 
customed to  see,  but  that  they  were  all  mighty 
warriors  belonging  to  king  George.  Hence  it 
itiay  easily  be  conjectured  that  his  countrymen 
became  much  intimidated ;  and  as  this  little  dis- 
play could  be  productive!  of  no  ill  consequences. 
Jack  was  permitted  to  proceed  in  his  encomiums. 

Having  been  abundantly  supplied  with  every 
rtiing  but  water  at  Otaheite,  Captain  Vancouver 
thought  it  expedient  to  procure  a  sufficiency  of 
that  valuable  fluid;  for  this  purpose,  attended 
by  two  armed  boats,  and  a  guard  of  sev^n  marines, 
accompanied  by  messrs.  Mudge,  Whidbey,  and 
Menzies,  the  captain  landed,  and  they  were  rc- 
ceiveii  by  the  natives  iu  a  very  orderly  manner. 
Two  men,  armed  with  sticks,  kt^pt  the  spectators 
at  a  proper  distance ;  for  which  they  were  re- 
warded with  somti  presents.  On  their  enquiring 
ibr  vmtor,  they  were  informed  that  some  brackish 
pondBl  could  supply  them  near  the  beach,  but 
very  excellent  water  might  be  had  at  a  little 
distance,  to  which  tiiey  readily  undertook  to 
conduct  them.  As  these  natives  appeared  friendly 
and  pacific,  the  boats  were  left  in  charge  of  Mr. 
Swaine  and  Mr.  Manby,  and  the  party  proceeded, 
with  their  guard,  to  obtain  the  promised  supply. 
They  followed  their  guides  through  a  village  to 
a  handsome  causeway,  of  the  breadth  of  about 
twelve  feet,  with  a  ditch  on  each  side. 

This  opened  to  their  vi6w  a  ipaeiods  plain, 
appearing  like  the  open  common fieidsin  England, 
but,  on  advancing,  it  appeared  that  a  consider- 
able part  of  it  was  divided  into  fields,  which  were 
separated  from  each  other  b^  low  stoM  walls, 
mad  in  a  flourishing  itate  of  cultivatioB.  Having 
proceeded  about  a  nile  from  the  bea.b,  they  ar- 
rived at  the  rivulet  tkej  were  in  quest  of;  it  was 
about  five  «r  six  feet  wide,  and  two  ok  three  feet 


deep.    The  water  it  c<»tatnediri«  excellent  bui 
i  1^8  the,  road, was  too  rough  and.  hard  ttf  admit  n] 
rolling  the  casks  over' it  to  so  great  a  distanie 
number  of  the  inhabitants  undertook  to  carri 
what  was  required  in  gourds,  oin  a  pronlM 
being  properly  rewarded  for  their  trouble.    Th 
civility  of  the  natives  induced  the  party  to  exten 
their  walk  through  the  plantations,  which  tfc 
foaiid  extremely  pleasant.     In  tliis  excur»ioatlu 
beheld  the  land  in  a  high  state  of  cultivatioj 
principally  under  immemale  crc^s(4f  taio, 
abounding  with  a  variety  of  wild  foivl. 

Nature,  in  her  dispensations  of  v^etable  fiv 
seems  almost  to  have  confined  the  inhabitants  bi 
Woahoo  to  the  taro  plant,  the  raising  of  whiJ 
is  attended  with  care,    labour,   and  ingenuiJ 
In  many  of  the  progressive  operations  of  cullivi 
ting  Uiis  plant,  whether  planting,  weeding, 
gathering,  the  inhabitant!  must  be  contiaHall)'  l 
to  their  middle  in  mud,  and  exposed  to  the  ral 
of  a  vertical  «un:  but  on  the  plains  of  OtAaii 
the  surface  teems,  alntost  spontaneously;  withth 
most  abundant  produce  of  esculent  vegetable, 
and  without  the  assistance  of  aqueducts,  wbid 
these  people  are  obliged  to  construct  with  gret 
labour  and  ingeimity,  to  encourage  thein  eveit 
hope  for  a  crop. 

It  is  not  only  in  the  vegetable  kingdom  tba 
nature  seems  to  hav?  shewn  her  partiality.  (It 
human  species,  though  originally  of  tlie  m 
nation,  differ  extremely.     It  seems  evident  to, 
tliat  the  comparative  benevolence  of  theOtaheitui 
and  these  people  was  pioportionedto  tbefertiliM 
of  the  soil  in  which  they  respectively  eiitte 
When  the  Europeans  landed  at  Otaheite,  tl 
effusions  of  kindness  and  hospitality  were  to 
spicuous  in  the  countenance  of  every  one  tbi 
met.     Every  one  endeavoured  to  anticipate  tlKij 
wishes  by  the  most  faseinatii^  attention,  iri 
strove  to  be  foremost  in  performing  anj  littij 
service  they* might  require;  entreating  them 
occept  of  refreshments  at  every  house  tbev 
preached,  displaying  all  that  suavity  and  f 
ness  that  could  be  Expected  among  the 
polished  nations.    At  W oahoo  thev  were  re^ 
ed  with  couloees  and  austerity,  and.their  re^ 
were  beard  with  apathy  or  indifference.    T 
people  exhibited  no  a$siduity  to  please,  nor  tf 
peared  in  the  least  afraid  of  offending: 
offered  no  refreshuients,  ncr  invited  any  one  I 
their  houses.    Their  general  behstvicur  yiu  i

course  of  the  next  day,  that  Mr.  firougliton  saw 
be  had  no  probability  of  beinfg  supplied  through 
their  oaeans,  and  resolved  to  proceed  to  Attowai ; 
h^  therefore  weighed  anchor,  end  steered  to  the 
soulliward  *.  / 

The  boat sj  guard,  &c.  of  the  Discovery  being 
'in  readiness,  Captain  Vancou  ver  was  accompanied 
in  the  yawl  by  Mr.  Menzies;  Mr.  Puget  follow- 
ed with  the  ciitter  and  launch :  the  surf  was  high, 
but  did  not  prevent  their  landing  with  safety,  and 
they  were  received  by  the  few  natives  present  with 
that  distant  civility,  which  they  experienced  at 
Woahoo.  A  man  named  Reehooa  engaged  to 
preserve  decorum,  who,  knowing  they  intended 
to  remain  some  days,  caused  two  good  houses  to 
be  fa&oo«(f  for  their  service;  one  for  the  officers ; 
and  the  other  for  those  who  were  to  labour,  aa 
well  as  those  who  composed  the  guard,  consisting 
of  a' Serjeant  and  six  marines.  An  allotment  of  a 
great  space  of  ground  was  also  appointed,  for  the 
sole  use  and'  accoinmodatioa  of  the  Europeans, 
which  was  preserved  unmolested  by  two  natives  of 
authority.  Those'nalives  who  were  not  permitted 
to  come  within  tlie  lines,  were  employed  in  rolling 
the  water-casks  to  and  from  the  boats;  for  which 
service  they  thought  themselves  amply  rewarded 
with  a  few  beads,  and  nails  f . 

Intelligence  had  been  gathered,  both  hege  and 

would  have  stopped  their  further  progress  into  the  country, 
had  not  a  weiUcon;tructed  wall  served  as  a  pass,  and  formed 
an  aqueduct  to  convey  the  water  brought  thither  from  a' 
considerable  distance,  which  furnished  an  abundant  supply 
for  watcriug  thdr  plantetions.  This  wall,  which  does 
equal  credit  to  the  projector  and  the  builder,  terminated  the 
extent  ojf  their  walk;  from  wlience  they  returned  through 
the  plantation,  which  was  so  highly  cultivated  as  to  impress 
the  liehblders  with  a  favourable  opinion  of  tkeindnstry  and 
ingenutty  of  the  inhabitants.  On  tiie  arrival  of  this  small 
party  at  the  beach,  and  the  captain  finding,  every  thing  iu 
good  order,  ho  left  Mr.  Puget  in-  charge  of  them,  and  n- 
turned  on  board. 

The  reception  of  the  Europeans  at  Attowai  was  not  of 
that  friendly  batnre  they  had  eiperieaced  <^om  their  south, 
era  friends;  bat  the  eaguraess  with  which  th4  men  assisted 
in  promoting  the  prostitutiop  of  the  women ^  and  ti^e  willing. 
nets  of  the  whole  sex,  without  the  leas^  exception,  to  sur. 
render  their  persons  to  the  men  without  importunity.  In. 
curved  aversion,  and  disgust  Tbongh  fnueh  obscenity 
hns  beeu  attribnted  to  the  inhaUtanti  of  Otaheite  and  the 
Society  Isliuids,  Captain  Vaacouver  says--"  No  indecency 
that'  ever  came  nader  my  obtervatlcni,  could  be  compared 
with  the  spuestive  wantonness  presented  la  this  exoursioa.*' 
He  adds^'liowever,  that  he  supposes  thi«;excMsof  Uceatiomu 
ness  if  a  new  acquirement,  taught  them  by  tho  diffisrent 
civilised  ««faiptnaries,  who  for  several  years  past  have  been 
thfir  ceaataht  visitors. 
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«t  Woaho.o,  thationie  Englishmen  were  resident 
in  tb is  island^  .  One  oC  tliein>  a  youth'  abou|t 
peventeen  year's  of  age.  whose  name  was  Row- 
.^ottom,  came  on  board  here  on  the  lOth  of 
Marcli  in  a  large  double  canoe,  who  said  he  was

Rowboltom  was  accompanied  by.  two 
chiefs,  (Oflc  named  Jso-via-ice-hc-lee,  the  other 
jr<?o;' both  of  ivhom,  he  said,  would  be  found 
useful  at  Adowai  and  Onehow.  O  i  imaking 
each  of  (lic^e  chiefs  a  present,  with  which  they 
seemed  highly  pleased,  they  said  they  were  or- 
ilerixl  by  the  prince  Ta-moo-ere  (a  boy  who  is 
the  <;ldcst  son  of  Taiih  th?  spvercign  of  this  and 
|t^j^  ijeighbouring  islands)  to^  S9.y  that  i!)nc»toTi;,

,  A  dozen  hogs,  with  a.  quantity  of,  mats  and 
clothj  being  presented  by  Enemoh,  CaptainVan- 
CQuyer.made  a  suitable  return,  ivith  which,  how- 
ever, he  did  not  appear  satisfied:  an  explanation 
ensued,  when  it  was  acknowledged  by  Enetnoh 
that  the  present  qiadc  him  was  a  liberal  one;  but 
be  would  gladly  resign  the  whole  for  amiisquet 
or  a  pistol.  These  engines  of  destruction  bad 
been  ardently  solicited  by  every  native;  of  con- 
sequence with  whom  he  had  any  transactions,  and 
he  had  been,  frequently  perplexed  how  to  avoid 
complying  with  thieii!  importubities,  without 
giving  offence,  and  encouraging  the  practice  of 
inhumanity.  But,  as  a  plausible  excuse  for  his 
repeated  inattention  to  these  sort  of  requests,  he 
informed  Enemoh  that  the  ship,  and  every  thing 
she  contained,  belonged  toK-iiig  George,  who  liad 
tabooed  nnnquetfi,  pistols,  and  several  other  .par- 
ticulars. Gunpowder  and  balls  were  then  eatrnestly 
solicited ;  but  being  informed  that  those  articles 
were  equally  restricted,  he  became  silent  and 
contemplative.  Finding,  at  length,  that  he  had 
no  prospect  of  success  in  procuring  his  favourite 
weapons,  he  suddenly  grew  cheerful,  and  shook 
the  captain  heartily  by  the  hand^  declaring  the 
presents  he  had  received  were  very  ample,  and 
only  lamented  that  the  arms  and  ammunition  had 
been  tabooed.  His  importance  was  afterwards 
highly  gratified  on  being  saluted  with  four  guns 
on  his  departure,  and  be  tooki  leave  with  every 
appearance  of  being  perfectly  satisfied. 

Mr.  Puget  attended  the  venerable  chief  and  his 
suite  on  board  the  Chathami  to  pay  their  reipfects 
to  Mr.  Broughton,  and,  having  received  sonije

shore.  Mr.  Puget  v/sls  greatly  delighted  with 
the  idea  of  the  intended  visit,  but  he  vcas  after- 
wards esttremely  disappointed  on  being  iiifoinied 
that  the  embarkatiofi  of  the  prince  ah^^iiis  com- 
panion would  not  take  place.  On  hi?  searching 
for  the  cause,  Enemoh,  with  some  hesitation, 
declared,  that  the  two  gentlemen,  who  had  been 
lefllas  hostages  were  seen  on  the  beach,  near  the 
boats,  and  were  supposed  to  be  going  on  board 
without  waiting  the  return  of  the  prince  to  the 
^hore.  Mr.  Puget,  however,  removed  their  ap- 
prehensions, and  all  objections  ceased:  when  the 
young  prince  and  his  young  companion  got 
eagerly  into  the  boat,  which  iminetl lately  put 
;Qfl;  licavingthe  hostages  in-tbeir  former  situation*, 
dinner  being  now  ready,  his  young  friend  did 
not  fail  in  partake  of  the  repast,  but  the  prince 
was  inBniteiy  more  entertained  with  the  objects 
that  surrounded  liim,  and  would  have  returned 
;p«;rfect]y  satisfied  with  his  visit,  had  nothing  more 
been  ofiered>  him.  When  dinner  was  ended. 
Captain  Vancouver  presented  Tamooere  with 
several  very  valuable  articles,  among  which  some 
of  them  particularly  attracted  his  attention.  As 
an  additional  testimony  of  his  approbation  of  their 
conduct,  the  captain  assured  them  that,  if  they 
would  remain  on  board  till  it  was  dark,  they 
should  be  entertained  with  a  display  of  fire-works. 
Tamooere  was  well  satisfied  that  the  intentions  of 
the  Europeans  were  pacific  and  friendly;  and 
though  perfectly  reconciled  to  his  situation  on 
board,  he  entreated  permission  to  go  on  shore;  and 
if  Enenioh  had  no  objection,  he  would  return. 
He  intreated  them  to  remain  a  few  days,  to  give 
■him  an  opportunity  of  making  some  return  for 
their  civilities  in  hogs  and  vegetables;  but  as  the 
navigators  had  accomplished  all  their  necessary 
business,  and  wished  to  obtain  from  Onehow  a 
«tock  of  yams  (which  could  not  then  be  had  at 
Attowai)  he  informed  the  prince  that  he  should

he  was  joined  by  Enemoh,  with  a  train  of  J 
tendants,  who  unanimously  expressed  their  oTaJ 
tude   for  the  many  favours  they  had  receive 
Clearing  nothing  respecting  the  promised  gi 
of  provisions,  Mr.  Puget  took  his  leave  and 
on  board ;  and  the  yoOng  prince,  conceivinif  tl 
fire-works  might  be  conveniently  seen  from  H 
beach,  requested  to  be  indulged  in  that  particuli. 
•  As  the  young  sovereign  was  anxiouslywaitini 
with  multitudes  of  his  countrymen,  in  expecfatw 
of  something  new.  Captain  Vancouver  orden 
some  sky  and  water-rockets    to    be    displayci 
iSoinatcchetec,  KnAToo,  with  many  of  the  uativi 
who  had  begged  a  passage  to  Onehow,  then 
held  the  rockets  with  infinite  astonishment  ai 
admiration;  and  the  vast  concourse  of  peopi 
assembled  on  shore,  enjoyed  the  wonderful  spet 
tacle,  which  they  emphatically  proved  by  (heii 
repeated  bursts  of  acclamations. 

That  the  natives  have  sometimes  been  unfaitli' 
fully  dealt  with,  is  evident  from  the  ])rince  d( 
manding  a  hostage;  and  transgressions  mayhiTi 
been  committed  by  the  natives  as  well  as  b 
strangers,  which  may  have  produced  muti 
misunderstandings;  mutual  aggressions  niayal 
have  arisen  from  the  want  of  a  perfect  knowled^. 
of  each  others  language :  but  that  they  are  capabli 
of  being  taught  by  proper  examples,  how  ti 
respect  the  property  of  others,  is  evident  hytheii 
exercising  those  principles  of  rectitude  wliici 
directed  the  honourable  restoration  of  themusqi 
and  tools  recovered  from  the  sea  f . 

Early  in  the  morning  of  the  14th,  the 

quiries  apd  plMerrations  were  pertinent  and  sensible,  bcyoii 
what  could  be  expected  from  a  youth  of  his  tender  age, 
every  |karticular  he  surpassed  hU  friend  J^poonc. 

f  No  particular  marks  of  external  respect  were  noil 
shewn  to  the  royal  party,  either  from  the  subordinate  diidi 
or  common  people;  but  when  Mr.  Vancouver  wasatthml 
islands  with  Cantain  Cook,  prostration  was  usually  ml 
quired,  even  by  the  subordinate  chiefs.  On  this  occasiat,! 
the  prince'a  superior  rank  v/as  only  proclaimed  by  agyudJ 
conwisting  of  about  thirty  men,  armed  with  iron  pahooai,! 
wlio  attended  the  royal  personages  in  their  excursiosi.

The 

t  avidity  of  the  natives  for  becoming  possessed 

r  these  destruetiw  weapomi,  has  doubtless  been 

I  by  the  success  of  Itan^d,  who  owes  his 

lent  exM tation  to  fire-arms;  some  of  which 
limporV^d  from  Cllina,  and  others  he  aftecy 
I  obtained  ffom  different  traders.  His  ex- 
|iple  has  created  in  every  chief  an  inordinate 
for  power,  and  a  spirit  of  eaterprize  and 
bbition  seems  generally  difliised  among  Aen. 


The  apparent  alteration  in  the  several  govern- 
ments of  these  islands,  since  their  first  discovery 
by  Captain  Cook,  has  arisen  from  incessant  war, 
which  the  commerce  for  European  arms  and 
ammunition  must  encoura^  to  a  most  destructive 
and  deplorable  extent.  If  a  decision  may  be 
allowed  from  a  comparative  view  of  the  first 
visits  of  the  Resolution  and  Discovery,  and  the 
numerous  throngs  which  then  Appeared,  and  the 
few  which  now  make  their  appearance  here,  the 
mortality  must  have  been  very  considerable.  It 
niayr  however,  be  objected,  that  such  visitors 
are  no  longer  a  novelty,  and  the  curiosity  of  the 
natives  is  ,lcss  excited. 

Captain  Vancouver  had  occasion  to  observe, 
that  at  Whyteete,  though  the  town  was  extensive, 
and  the  habitations  numerous,  few  inhabitant^ 
were  to  be  seen ;  and  many  of  the  hoiuses  were 
almostabandoned.  Whymea,  avillage,has1osttwo 
thirds  of  its  size  since  1779:  the  places  on  which 
houses  were  most  numerous  on  his  fprnier  visits, 
are  now  occupied  by  grass  and  vvMds.  That 
wars  and  commotions  had  caused  this  devastation 
appeared  from  the  result  of  his  enquiries  off 
Owhyhee;  when  it  was  proved  that  none  of  the 
chiefs,  with  whom  he  had  formerly  been  acr 
quainted,  were  now  living,  exceipt  Tamaahmdfih: 
uad  that  few  of  them  had  died  a  natural  death : 
most  of  them  having  been  slain  in  these  lamentable 
contests.

]tke  prodacaoai  diffar  Uttie  from  thoio  of  Otahcite, 
lutde  further  to  tin  nortk  of  the  equator,  than  the 
ttjr  blaudi  are  to  the  south.

islands.  Nothing  particular  occured  till  the 
7Ui  of  April)  when  they  fottod  themselves  in  the 

island,  about  two  hundred  and  eighty  British  miles  in  cir* 
cumference,  called  Owhyhee,  where  Captain  Cook  was  un- 
fortunately; shvhi  by  the  natives,  February  1779.  The  best 
eulogy  of  thiagrfiat  man  will  be  found,  dispersed  through 
this  and  other  Grepg^aphieal  productions,  which  from  him 
acquire  a  great  aciBfSf ion  of  knowledge.    These  islands  were 
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midst  of  inlinensc  nnititicrs  of  the  sea  blubbrr  of 
the  specif  of  the  Medusa  Villilia  ;  (he  surface 
of  the  ocean,  as  far  as  the  cje  coUld'  Teach,  was 
80  coni^ilctieljf  cdvet'ed  \vith'  th^se  animals,  that 
hard  I J  a!  'flea  t/uild  hp  dropped  clear  of  them. 
The  larg;cst  did  not  exceed  four  mches  in  cir- 
cumference; a  beautiful  bliie  worm,  much  re- 
sembling' a  cater pilliif.'  w.as  found  adhering  to 
th^ni.  This  wormj'  or  caterpillar,  \vas  (Consider- 
ed by  Mr.  Meuzies  as  a  new  genus.  'In  thfe 
afternoon  they  saw  a  bird,  supposed  to  be  of  the 
duck  or  hawk  kind,  flying  to  the  north-west,  but 
at  too  great  a  distance  to  discover  its  character. 
Since  their  leaving  the  land  they  had  daily  been 
visted  by' one  or  two  lar^e  birds,  which  Were 
sometimfs  taken  for  the  qiicbrantahues^os,  and 
sometimes  for'  an  albatross.  On  the  8th,  however, 
this  point  was  determined  by  Mr  Menzies,  who 
fortunately  killed  a  brown  albatross,  strongly  re- 
sembling those  which  swarm  about  Tierra  el  del 
Fuego,"  vulgarly  denominated  Mothfer  Carey's 
Geese.  This  albatross  had  a  M^hite'  mai-k  ex- 
.  tending  from  the  corner  of  the  ey6  towards  the 
neck.  From  tip  to  tip  of  each  wing  it  measured 
seven  feet,  and  from  the  extremity  of  the  beak, 
1q  that  (Jf  the  tail,  three  feet*.  ', 

■  In  thie  looming  of  the  16th,  the  wind  Mew 
\rith  such  Violence  as  to  makcj  it  necessary  that 
the  topsails  should  be  close  reefed ;  thk  s(|ualls 
were  very  heavy,  seeming  to  portend  an  approach- 
ing storm.  No  soundings  could  be  had  with  a 
hundred  and  twenty  fathoms  of  line  :  at  ten  the 
wind  veered,  and  blew  a  moderate  gale.  The 
necessary  signals  made  to  the  Chatham  not  having 
been  answered,  and  not  seeing  her  at  day-break 

so  named  in  gratitude  to  the  Earl  of  Sandwich,  a  minister 
who  bad  warmly  promoted  his  measures.  Captain  King 
■represeiitotheni  as  a  mild.aAd  affectionate  people,  frc^  ftojin 
.th«  OtJbeitan  levity,  and  the  proud  gravity  of  those  of  the 
Friendly  Isles.  The  climate  appears  to  be  more  tempcrafe 
thaii  that  of  thci  West  Iiidi^;'and  in  Owhyh'ee  th«  mbiihtaind 
arrest  the  clouds,  and  produce  rain  inland,  while  thard  is 
•un>shine  on  the  shorn.  The  winds  seem  generally  easterly, 
'and  there  ii  a  regularland  and  soa  breeae. 
>  *  The  weather  continued  plisasant  with  light  variable 
breezes  tifl  the  10  h.  In  case  of  an  unavoidable  separation. 
Captain  Vancouver  appointed  the  next  rendezvous  in 
Berkley's  sound;  yet wrlle  they  wert?  so  fortunate, as  tp 
keep'  tote  fFicr,  he  wis  dutcrtnlned  to  fill  iir  with  the  icoaitt 
6t  New  Albion',  as  far  ^duth  ward  of  that  sbtion  as  cirdniri. 
stances  would  admit.  Several  small  whales  ^nd  grampn^sou 
liiid  lately  surrounded'  the  ship;  and  this  afternoon,'  about 
twenty  whales  of  the  spermacctf  kind  were  playing  in  .the 
water.    The  immense  number  of  the  mcduW-M'ith  Wbich

lirfiartncnts'in  rdt'i^n;  'iefinfing  Aiuc!i^if>stoaished  and  dis> 
sued  that  he  sho if lU  decline  tiikiiig  them:  the  first  man, 
inrticnlar,'^o»!(d  hardly  bt^berstiBdcd  to  retain  both  the 
Mehtiid'hii  gSriient.       .    ; 

p  The  most  remarkafitenioliiitain  that  had<been  veeo  on 
[cout  of  New  Albion  now  presented  itself.    Its  summit, 


commanded  by  Mr.  Robert  Gray  of  Boston, 
whence  she  had  been  absent  nineteen  months. 
Supposing  this  person  to  be  the  same  (hat  had 
formerly  commanded  the  sloop  Washington,. Cap- 
tain Vancouver  dcf  ired  he  would  bring  to,  and 
sent  on  board  to  acquire  such  information  as  might 
assist  him  in  his  future  operalinnsi*. 

It  was  remarkablie,  (hat  on  their  approach  to 
the  entrance  of  the  inland  sea,  they  should  meet 
with  the  identical  person  who,  it  has  been  £>aid, 
sailed  through  it:  but  his  account  diflf'ered 
very  materially  from  a  relation  of  it  published  in 
England.  Mr.  Gray  was  much  astonished  on 
being  informed  that  His  authority  hud  been  quo(ed, 
and  the  track  ascertained  that  he  had  been  said  to 
have  made  in  the  sloop  Washington.  In  con- 
tradiction to  which  he  declared  to  (he  officers, 
that  he  had  penetrated  but  fifty  miles  into  the 
straits  in  question:  that  he  found  the  passage  five 
leagues  wide;  and  that  the  natives  informed  him 
that  the  opening  extended  a  considerable  distance 
to  the  northward:  that  he  received  no  further  in- 
formation respecting  this  inland  sea,  and  that  he 
returned  to  the  ocean  by  the  way  he  had  entered; 

Satisfied  with  this  information,  our  navigators 
pursued  their  route  which  was  directed  along  the 
coast  to  the  northward.  It  continued  to  increase 
in  height  as  they  advanced,  with  many  detached 
rocky  islets:  passing  the  outermost  of  these  rocks 
at  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  they  distinguished 
(he  south  point  of  entrance  into  I)e  Fuca's  straits. 
Thick  rainy  weather  prevented  their  seeing  much 
of  the  country,  but  they  were  enabled  to  ascertain 
that  this  coast  was  firm  and  compact,  without 
any  opening  into  the  Mediterranean  sea. 

Several  villages  were  seen  scattered  along  the 
shore :  the  wind  blew  a  fresh  gale,  but  as  it  was 
favourable  for  entering  a  certain  inlet,  they  em- 
braced the  opportunity  it  presented,  and  shortened 
sail  to  give  the  Chatliani  the  lead.  About  noon 
they  reached  its  south  entrance,  which  the  natives 
distinguish  by  the  name  of  Classet.     It  is  a  pro- 

cloathed  eternally  with  enow,  elegantly  divided  into  a  double 
fork,'  Ani  rose  from  a  base  of  lofty  mooiitains  covered  mIUi 
a  siiiillari'ilMatle,  which  descended  gradnally  to  hills  of  a 
moderate' height^  and' terminated 'in  l6w  diJIs' falling  pei^ 
pendicniarly'dn  a  sandy  beach:  off  which  taricty  of  rouks 
and  rocky  ifcl6t8  were  scattered  of  different  figures  and  dimen* 
slons.  This  is  generally  siiftposed  to  be  the  Mount  013'inpus 
of  Mr.  MViti^s,  thtAlgh  it  was  not  confirmed  by  its  latitude. 
It  was,  h»we»er,  the'otlly  con«picuous  mountstin  observed 
by  onr  naV^ators  'on  the  part  ef  the  coast  they  had  visited.

^cciing  promontorv:  the  Pinnacle  rock,  at  re- 
presented by  Mr.  Meares  and  Mr.  Dalrymple, 
was  not  perceived.  Ttie  Diacovery  followed  the 
Chatham  between  Tutooohe's  island  and  the  rock: 
this  rock,  which  appears  just  above  the  surface  of 
the  water,  and  over  which  the  surface  breaks  with 

freat  violence.  Captain  Vancouver  named  Rock 
Duncan,  to  commemorate  that  gendeman's  dis- 
<covcry.  The  island  of  Tatooche  isofaa  oblong 
eha|)e,^  about  half  a  league  in  circuit,  baving  a 
terdant  and  fertile  appearance,  but  being  without 
«ny  trees.  Several  canoes  were  observed  on  the 
beach,  which  would  probably  have  visited  the 
Europeans,  had  they  tiiought  proper  to  shorten 
.'Sail*. 

The  29th  of  April  brought  our  navigators  to 
^n  anchor,  about  eight  miles  within  the  entrance 
of  the  supposed  litraits  of  de  Fuca.  They  ad- 
vanced further  up  this  inlet  than  Mr.  Gray,  or  to 
tb6(rkiiowIed£^,  any  other  person  from  the  civil- 
ized world.  The  3 1  at  of  May  btoug^it  them  to 
an  anchor  under  New  Dungenesa.  Their  May'^lay 
-was  ushered  in  by  a  delightful  morning,  affording 
them,  from  the  broken  appearance  ;«f  tbe^oast 
below  them,  tlie  prospect  of  8,peedity  reaching  a 
comm'*''»^'"s  harbour.  The  huts  they  now  beheld 
plainly,  .ated  to  them  that  they  could  be  only 
tempore  ^  .Abitations,beingcompu«ed«f  nothing 
more  than  a  few  mats  dirown  over  cress  sticks.  The 
inhabit^mtfrseemed  to  view  the  Europeans  with  the 
moat  ptf&ct  unconcern,  continuing  to  fish  before 
their  Jtuts  wit4i  as  much  composure,  as  if  such 
vessels  had  been  familiar  to  them.  On  the  low 
land  of  New  Dungouess,  a  number  of  tall  fltmigbt 
poles  were  erected,  resembling  beacons,  support- 
ed from  the  ground  by  spurs.  They  were  pro- 
bably intended  to  answer  some  particular  purpose; 
"~T~^!r'r7r'"'~. "" 

*  As  tjiey  proceeded  along  the  sl)ore,  Uicj  pfisscd  the 
Village  of  Clasisct,  which  appears  to  be  populous  and  ex. 
tensive.  The  fresh  southn'artfiy  wind  being  moderated  by 
th«  interTcntion  of  Itigh  land,  the  natirea  visited  them  with- 
out diiScuIt):,  liaving  ciTilly  requested  pcrminion  I|ef«re  they 
presumed  to  enter  the  ship.  Having  received  some  presents, 
and  assurances  of  friendship,  they  earnestly' solicited  th« 
):)nrop«ans  to  stop  at  their  village.:  bat  on  dne  consideration. 
Captain  Vancouver  declined  their  pressing  invitation,  and 
Erected  his  course  qp  (he.  inlet,  expecting  that  ho  abpuld 
«0on  be  enabled  to  grt  acconunodated  with  a^Qiore^advanta. 
geous  station.  The  few  natives  who  came  off  reserablfd,  in 
many  reopects,  the  people  of  Nootka:  tMr  persons,  ^rew, 
»nd  behavioar,  are  very  similar,  but  their  ornameata  were 
different;  especially  those  worn  at  the  nose.  Instead  of 
(he  crcseei|t,  a4opto4  hy  the  in)i)Mi!ita|i<s  of  Nootha,  ^traigM^ 
jMMCi  of  koa  ha4  tiie  preference  among  these.    Their  arms, 


but  whetlier  of  a  religious,  civil,  or  miliim 
nature  cannot  at  present  be  ascertained. 

Mr.  Whidbey  landed  at  the  upper  part  of  i 
bay>  but  could  find  no  water,  nor  did  be  geei, 
along  the.shore  near  the  habitations  of  the  Indian 
who  remained,  as  before,  deliberately  figbinci 
the  water,  without  paying  any  more  attention  ( 
the  cutter,  than  if  she  had  been  a  canoe  belongii 
to  themselves.     On  receiving  this  report,  tl 
Chatham's  cutter,  with  the  Discovery 'h  yawlaj 
cutter,  were-ordered  to  be  armed  and  supplJ 
with  provisions  for  a  day ;  with  which  they  prl 
ceeded  ta  examine  the  two,  apparent  opcDiiJ 
nearest  to  tliemsel  vea.   ,  Tliey  found  the  sea  alai  j 
covered  with  aquatic  birds  of  different  kin^,  l 
all  of  them  so  extremely  shy  that  they  eluded  tl 
endeavours  of  the  sportsmen.    T<he  knt  epenJ 
w  as  a  compact  shore,  off  which  extended  a  fll 
From  hence  they  made  the  best  of  thiur  wav  i| 
what  seemed  to  be  an  isliand,  off  the  other  suj 
posed  opening.     Landing!  on  the  vyest  sid^  of  (^ 
supposed,  island,    and    ascending  its  emioeiii 
which  was  ncavly  a  peniiendicHlai:  cliff,  tttein 
tentioa  was  instantly. called  to  »,  landscape 
beautiful  tmil  elegant  as  any  of  the  higk^  t  ' ' 
grounds  in  Europe  f. 

Th^  proceeded  to  the  examination  of 
inlet  now  before  then,  acd  {Mircetved  tbatiti( 
trance  was  about  a  league  wide,  having  ri^ 
good  soundings,  and  no  apparent  danger  fn 
rocks  or  shoals.

implements,  and  canoes  were  cwctly  the  same :  Thcirli 
guage  was  also  the  same.

Whih  t 
stoppiyl  to  contempVUethaae  heiaatiet  of  nature,  ins  ph 
and  unexpected  prospect,  they  gathered  some  gooi«b( 
and  rows  in  a  very  forward  state,  Dln^ting  their  i 
along  the  shore,  it  appeared  to  be  much  broken,  »ai» 
ingly  ta  ferm.many  navigable  iaiets. 
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lerr  thtt  was  now  beheld^  and  the  country 
cthem  exhibited  all  that  bounteous  nature 
J  bestow  in  a  sinele  point  of  view.     An  the/ 
lid  not  suppose  thu  this  country  had  erer  been 
ibted  to  the  hand  of  man  for  its  decorations  *, 
rfcould  not  possibly  believe  that  any  uneultiva- 
J  countrj  had  ever  exhibited  so  rich  a  picture. 
.(lie*  passed  along  the  shore,  near  one  of  these 
■tkiotins  spots,  the  tracks  of  deer  were  observed, 
liih  gave  hopes  that   such  refreshments    as 
jinn  might  be  procured  for  the  table*, 
^ybad  no  difficulty  in  clearing  a  space  large 
ioirh  for  their  encampment,  which  was  com- 
Jiauiiy  situated  on  the  north  side  of  the  brook. 
J  tents,  observatory,  &c.  guarded  by  a  party 
fairines,  were  conveyed  on  shore  after  dinner; 
Jwhile  they  were  arranging  in  proper  order, 
tcsptaia  made  a  short  excursion  up  the  har- 
r;  but  nothing  of  importance  demanded  his 
ition.    Before  he  returned  he  found  a  desert- 
liillsge,  capable  of  accommodating  about  one 
inhabitants.    The  houses  were  built  in 
Nootka  taste^  but  did  not  appear  to  have 
Isteiy  the  residence  of  the  Indians.    The 
bitttions  were  in  a  decayed  state ;  their  inside, 
taifflsll  surrounding  space,  which  appeared  to 
been  once  inhabited,  were  over  run  with 
among  which  several  human  sculls  and> 
iwere  carelessly  and  promiscuously  scattered. 
[Oa  the  3d  all  persons  proceeded  to  business  on 
and  on  shore;  the  sail  makers  repairing 
toils,  coopers  examining  the  casks,  gunners 
J  the  powder,  and  parties  procuring  water, 
many  others    performing    their   necessary 
The  serenity  of  the  climate  and  season 
illy  accelerated  the  completion  of  tlieir  diffcr- 
llabours.    And  as  the  part  of  the  country  they 
now  reached  was  almost  destitute  of  inha- 
Dts,  few  circumstances   occurre4  to  divert 
rttt^ion  from  the  pursuits  in  which  they 
engaged.

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were  indulged  with  a  holiday',  that  they  might 
take  some  recreation  and  exercise^oki  shore :  a  teyv 
of  the'  natives  in  two>  or  three  canoes  favoured 
them  with  their  company,  laden  with  fish  and 
venison  for  sale:  the  latter  was  extremely  good 
and  highly  acceptable;  as  they  never  could  pro- 
cure any  before,  though  they  had  seen  uiuuy 
tracks  which  announcea  the  eixistence  of  deer  in 
that  neighbourhood  f .  , 

As  the  employments  on  board  ihc  Discovery 
would  require  some  time  before  they  could  be 
completed,  the  captain  wished  to  obtain  some 
further  knowledge  of  this  inlet;  for  which 
purpose  he  directed  the  Discovery's  yawl  and 
launch,  with  the  Chathani's  cutter,  properly 
armed,  to  be  in  readiness.  He  committed  to  Mr. 
Brouehton  the  charge  of  the  ships,  and  that  of 
the  Observatory.     Air.  Menzies,  with  two  of  the 

J oung  gentlemen,  accompanied  him  in  the  yawl; 
ir.  Puget  commanded  the  launch,  and  Mr. 
Johnstone  the  Chatham's  cutter.  With  this  .ar- 
rangement, they  took  their  departure  on  the  7th, 
at  five  in  the  morning,  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
more  intimately  acquainted  in  the  region  in  which 
they  had  so  unexpectedly  arrived.  As  they  pro- 
ceeded towards  the  western  corner  of  an  isthmus, 
Mr.  Johnstone  saw  a  deserted  Indian  village,  in 
a  very  delintng  state,  and  no  signs  of  inhabitauts 
were  discernible.  The  survey  of  an  inlet,  pointed 
out  by  Mr.  Johnstone,  having  been  aqcoraplishcd 
by  the  joining  of  the  boats,  it  proved  to  be  a  safe 
and  more  commodious  harbour  than  Port  Dis- 
covery; and  rendered  much  pleasanter  by  the 
high  land  being  at  a  grenter  distance  from  the 
water-side.  Its  soundings  give  it  an  additional 
advantage  of  being  very  regular  from  side  to 
side;  but,  with  respect  to  bem  water,  it  appear^ 
ed  to  be  very  deficient.  This  port  was  denomina- 
ted Port  Townsend,  by  Captain  Yancouyer, 
in  honour  of  the  noble  mar4|uis  of  ^hat  naiiie.  . 
In  their  passage  they  found  on  one  of  the  low 

f  In  thdr  persons,  arms,  See  tliese  people  resembled 
the  inhabitants  of  Nootka,  though  less  defiled  with  painty 
and  less  filthy  in  their  external  appearance :  their  ears  were 
embellislMd  with  omameats,  but  not  their  noses.  Some 
of  them  conld  conrersc  a  little  in  the  Nootka  language  t 
they  were  clothed  in  the  skint  of  deer,  or  some  other  aniiMl, 
but  principally  in  a  woollen  garment  of  their  own  maw^fac< 
ture.  Tk'ey  bartered  thdr  bows  and  implements  for  knives^ 
cupped,  trinkets,  &c.  and  they  eren  offered  for  sale  two 
children,  each  abo|it  the  age  of  six  or  seren  yean :  being 
shewn  some  copper,  they  were  anxious  to  close  the  bargain, 
but  Caption  Vancouver  expressed  the  utmost  horror  at  snob 
traffiC)  and  peremptorily  forbad  it.

^inti  projediog  from  the  dacteni  •bore,  tw» 
upright  poles  flmd  in  the  ground,  about  fiileea 
feet  in  height:  on  the  top  of  -each  a  human  head 
was  stuck.  It  roust  have  been  recently  placed 
there,  as  their  hair  and  flesh  trere  nearly  perfect. 
Fury  or  revenge  were  evidently  displayed  in  these 
lieads,  by  the  stakes  having  been  driven  through 
the  throat  to  the  cramium.  Between  the  stakes  a 
fire  had  been  made,  and  n^ir  it  some  calcined 
bones  were  obeerved.  Many  of  these  poles 
were  seen;  but  though  an  opportunity  was  given 
for  examining  them,  the  aaventurers  could  not 
discover >  for  what  purpose  they  were  intended : 
they  were,  in  genefiil/  j>erfiB<ttly  sfraight,  mnd 
about  sik  inches  in  diameter  at  the  bottom :  the 
tallestofthem  were  aboutonehiundredfeethigh,  the 
shortest  from  eighty-IKe  to  nmety :  between  some 
of  them  large  holes  had  been  dug  in  the  ground, 
containing  several  stones  that  had  been  burnt*. 

The  weather  clearing  up  on  the  10th,.  they 
again  embarked,  and  liad  not  been  loiig  out  of 
Oak  Cove,  when  they  observed  sdme  Indians, 
paddling  slowly,  apparently  intending  to  wait 
for  their  approach.  In  this  they  Were  speedily 
gratified,  and  courteously  oflered  thenvsuch  things 
as  they  possessed ;  and  cordially  accepted  some 
medals,  knivef,  b^ads,  and  trinkets  which  the 
Europeans  presented*  to  them,  am}  with  which 
they  seemed  to  be  extremely  well  pleased.  Having 
taken  in  supplies  for  ouly  five  days,  our  naviga- 
tors had  nearly  exhausted  their  provisions,  and 
were  threatened  with  short  allowance,  'their 
sportsmen  were  unable  to  assist  the  stock;  and  a 
supply  from  the  natives  could  not  be  rclycd  upon: 
the  region  they  had  lately  passed  seemed  almost 
destitute  of  human  beings;  and  even  the  brute 
creation  had  deserted  the  shores.  Animated 
nature  was  almost  exhausted,  and  her  awful 
silence  was  seldom  interrupted  but  by  the  croak- 
ing of  a  raven,  the  «oreem  of  an  eagle,  or  the

Near  the  dwellings  of  their  new  friends.  (liJ 
found  the  puie'st  stream  of  fresh  water  tbevhJ 
r  ever  before  seen:  from  its  size,  transparencv  ai 
rapidity,  liltle  doubt  could  be  entertaincd'of  i 
source  in  perpetual  springs.    Kear  it  werci 
two  miserable  huts  with  mats  thrown  carelJ 
over  them.     Tl:e4e  good  people  conducted  thei 
selves  in  a  very  friendly  manner :  they  bad  fl 
to  dispose  of,    except  their  bows  and  irroi 
which  they  bartered  for  other  articles  withJ 
the  least  hesitation;   together  with  iobw  ir 
Ssh,  cockles,  and  clams;  of  the  latter  the  m 
gators  purchased  a  considerable  quantity,  whJ 
was  very  acceptable  in  the  impaired  condition] 
their  stock.     Directed  by  t'iiese  natives,  the  l] 
ropeans  repaired  to  a   iove  in  the  south-ei 
where,  as  they  had  been  taught  to  expect,  tb 
beheld  'a.  number  of  the  natives,  who  were  i, 
under  the  least  apprehensions  on  their  approid 
They  all  sat  quietly  on  the  grass,  except  1, 7o( 
three,  who  seemed  to  have  been  appointed 
give  them  a  hearty  welcome  to  their  country 
tliese  presented  the  adventurers  with  some 
and  received  in  return  a  variety  of  trinkets,  whit 
delighted  them  exceedingly.     These  nativeii 
tended    the    Europeans    to    their    cnmpanio 
amounting  to  about  sixty,  includii^  the  woo 
and  children;  when  they  were  very  cordioliji 
ceived,  and  treated  with  evident  markf  of  idn 
ship  and  hospitality.     The  residence  of  th 
people  here  was  probably  of  a  temporary  natuii 
few  of  them  hud  ever  taken  the  trouble  of  ercctij 
their  miserable  huts,  contenting  theinseirei 
haps  for  a  certain  period,  with  a  lodging  on II 
ground.

ured,  though,  on  their  first  arrival,  the  aquatic,  birds 
enrjraumerout:  but  they  were  sa  extrciucly  shy  that 


So  much  attention  had  been  paid  to  the  opert" 
tioui  oe*ncerning  the  ships,  sinco  the  captain  had 
left  thcim/ that  lie  had  the  satisfaction  to  find,  on 
Kis'  return,  every  thing  had  been  acrnmplished. 
He  now  determined  to  depart  as  soon  as  the 
weather  should  break  up,  which  did  not  happen 
till  the  17th ;  when  every  thing  was  got  in 
readiness  for  sbiling  the  subsequent  morning.  A 
ligM  air  from  the  south-'cast  encouraged  their  de-* 
parture  •. 

The  parts  of  the  yegetable  kingdom,  applicable . 
to  useful  pur])08cs  grew  very  iuxuifiantly,  con- 
sisting of  the  Canadian  poplar,  arbor-viftt 
Americanash,  sytimore,  cotnmon yew,  common 
haxel,  bkck  addcoimmon  dwarf  oak :  these,  with 
the  Canadtait  alder,  the  small-fruited  crab,  and 
Canadian  cherry  trees,  principally  constituted 
the  forests,  which  veenvcd  to  be  encumbered  witb 
underwood.  Of  esculent  vcgetubles  but  fcvr 
yi(re  observed ;  the  dead  nettie,  antT  samphire, 
were  (he  most  eumition:  the  wild  orache,  two 
or  three  sorts  of  wild  peas,  and  the  common 
hedge  mustird,  vTMefh^quently  met  with  f. 

A  scarcit^r  of  fl%sb  water  is  a  serious  disadvan- 
tage in    this    country:    the  streams,   however, 

tb^y  eluded  tba  approaches  of  aian,  and,  keiag  faed  at,  thej 
diappearcfL  About  the. shores,  and  on  the  rucks,  wero 
observed  species  of  the  tern,  the  sea  pigeon  of  Newfound, 
himl,  the  common  gull,  curlews,  sand.larks,  shags,  and 
the  black'  sea  pyo,  like  those  in  New  Holhtnd  and  New 
Zealand,  "(ha  woods  were  not  fully  inhabited  l>y  tho 
featbt^ed  race;  4  small  number  of  partridges  had  been  seen, 
and  a  little  varietr  uf  small  birds.  On  the  borders  of  the> 
Wbiids,  &nd  nea.  the  water>side,  the  white  headed  and 
bro#n  tagle iiit^lit  be  seen ;  ravens,  carrion,  crows,  and  a 
TOry.beaudftil~w<md.prober,  were  plentiful  They  frequent* 
ly  saw  a  bird  with  which  they  were  wholly  unaccpiainted, 
though  they  suppose  k  to  be  a  spi'cies  of  the  heron  :  their 
eggs  were  of  a  bluish  cast,  considerably  larger  than  those 
of  a  turkey,  and  well  tasted.  Their  legs  and  nocks  were 
remarkably  long,  and  their  bodies  exceeded  in  size  a  very 
large  turkeyj^^eirfiiimago  is  of  a  Kghtbrown>  and,  whets 
erect,  toeir  neiglit  could  not  be  less  than  four  feet.  Heron* 
of  the  bonimort  site.  Were  also  seen ;  some  of  which  were 
blue,  and^othcrs  nearly  white. 

TlK  SMiwaa  not  more  bonntifnl  to  th^  of  its  aiifmaf* 
productions,  ihaii  tbey  had  found  its  shores.  They  were 
not  only  scantily  Supplied  with  fish,  but  they  were  in 
general  unable  to  procure  any  but  what  were  of  the  common 
sorts:  assmik|l  iat-fish,  8eft.bream,  8ca.perch,  and  a  large 
coarse  sovt  pt,  sqalpioi..  TiMS^,  with  a  few  tront,  and  a 
suiall  greenisiijeei,  wero  ^e  iSslies  most  generally  caught. 
Tbo  oi^ly  qrfait^ies  of  the  reptile  tribe  that  tbey  observed,^ 
was  a  sm^ll  coiHRon  l>tack  snake,  a  few  lizards  and  frogs, 
and  a  Tariety  of  common  inseets ;  oOiie  of  which  could  be 
considered  as  very  tcoublesoaae. 
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which  our  navigators-  met  with^  •  furnished  a 
uifficieiicy  to  answer  all  domestic  purpoiei 
to  a  numerous  bo''y  of  inhabitants  i  aodj  wtire 
the  country  cleared  and  searched^  many  eligible 
situations  might  probably  be  found  for  establish- 
ments, where,  with  proper  exertions,  wholesome 
wafer  might  be  procured. 

A  few  words  on  the  character  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  country  may  be  expected,  but  the  know- 
ledge our  navigators  have  acquired  of  them, 
their  manners,  and  customs  is  very  limited. 
Those  inhabitants  who  came  within  th^ir  notice 
so  nearly  resembled  those  of  Nootka,  that  the 
best  delineation  is  a  reference  to  a  description  so 
ably  given  to  the  public*.  The  only  difference 
observed  was,  that  they  were  les^  filthy;  for 
though  these  people  adorn  their  persons  with  the 
same  sort  of  paint,  they  are  not  smeared  with  it 
so  abundantly,  nor  do  they  load  their  hair  with 
that  immoderate  quantity  of  oil  and  colour, 
which  is  so  customary  aipofig  the  inhabitants  of 
Nootka.  fn  their  weapons^ .  c^oes,  and  dress, 
they  vary  very  little.  Their  >f  pears,  arrows,  and 
fish-gigs,  were  shaped  like  those  of  Nootka, 
but  none  of  them  were  pointed  with  copper,  or 
with  muscle-shell. 

The  few  skeletons,  carefully  deposited  in  the 
conoes,  were  probably  the  chief,  priests,  dr  leaders 
of  respectable  tribes,  whose  followers  still  retain 
the  highest  respect  for  their  memory  and  remains. 
Baskets  were  also  seen,  suspended  on  high  trees, 
each  containing  the  skeleton  of  an  infant  On  a 
low  point,  south  of  the  encampment,  where  the 
gunners  were  airing  the  powder,  they  taw  several 
boles,    in  which  human  bodies  were  interred. 


slighty  covered  over,  in  different  statM  of  de^J 
sonle  of  which  appmifed  to  haye  been  receotl 
deposited.    About  half  a  mile  to  the  northwan 
of  their  itents,  a  canoe  was  found  suspended  bd 
tween  t*ro  trees,   in  tvhich  were  three  hum* 
skeletons;  and  near  it  a  cli^ared  space. of  »roun 
of  about  forty  yards  in  circumference,  wherein 
vegetable  productions  seemed  lately  to  havebei 
consumed  by  fire,  among  the  ashes  of  which  vrei 
found   the  sculls^    and  other  bones,  of  aboii 
twenty  persons  in  different  stages  of  ealcinatiod 
But  the  fire  had  not  reached*  the  suspended  canoi 
nor  is  it  supposed  that  such  an  intention  was  cvd 
in  contemplation  f.  1 

With  the  causes  that  have  operated  to  produd 
these  effects,  men  are  totally  iin^quainted.   Tu 
character  and  deportment  of  tiie  few  inhabitao 
our  navigators  had  seen,  did  not  counteDance  i 
idea  of  their  having  been  occasioned  hy  re( 
wars;  they  were  naturally  civil  and  friendly, 
their  appearance  indicated  no  inclination  to  I 
tiiity.     Many  of  their  stoutest  men  were 
perfectly  naked,  with  their  skins  umblemisk 
with  scars,  except  Mioh  M; the  small  pox  seenN 
to  have  cccasioned ;  a  <lisease  which  is  suppo 
to  have  been  very  fatal  among  them.    It  i»  dil 
fictfit  to  draw  arty  just  conclusions  on  the 
cause  of  Ihis  havoc  of  the  hunlito  race.    PerhiJ 
the  preseiii  depopulation  may  have  arisen  froi 
the  inhabitants  of  this  interior  part  having  quitttl 
their  former  abode,  to  approach  the  coast;  n 
the  convenience  of  obtaining,  at  an  easier  vi 
cheaper  rate,  those  valuable  articles  which  has 
been  broiight  to  the  sea  comIs  by  the  commerci/ 
adventurers  of  Europe  and  America.

N  the  8th  of  May,  about  noon,  the  Dis- 
covery and  Chatham  directed  their  course

■f  In  their  dtffurent  excursions,  especially  in  tke  neigh, 
bourhood  of  Port  DiscoTcry,  tke  scull,  liroba,  ribi,  baiek 
bones,  or  some  otiier  vcstigM  of  the  bumaa  bddy,  were 
found  in  many  places,  promlscuoaily  scattered  alwat  the 
beach.  Similar  rctwCs  were  frequently  seen  by  the  oflken 
in  their  perambulativn*.  Such  appearances  presented 
themsiplTes  so  repeatedly,  and  in  such  abundance,  that  they 
supposed  the  cuTirons  of  Port  DiscoTery  had  been  a  general 
e«mctary  for  tke  whole  of  the  surrouoding  country.    These,

Cu 
were  snspended  between  trees,  twelre  feet  from  thr  (rix 
in  which  the  ikeletoni  of  two  or  diree  persons  were  i 
posited i  others  of  larger  dimeations  were  hauled  apt 
ikirts  pf  woods,'  containing  from  four  to  seven  skricloi 
coTcrcd  with  a  plank.  In  some  of  these,  broker  bovis 
arrows  were  found.

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On  one  of  the  beautiful  lawns,  nearly  a 
ye  within  the  entrance  of  an  inlet,  which  Cap- 
Vancouver  had  seen  before  when  he  accom- 
party  in  a  boat,  thirty  of  the  natives 
from  the  surrounding  woods,  and  attentivqiy 
yed  our  Europeans  as  they  sailed  along. 
habitations  -were  visible  near  them,  not  were 
canoes  discernible.  They  endeavoured,  in 
I  to  invite  these  good  people  on  board ;  and, 
r advancing  about  four  leagues  up  the  inlet, 
gleuant  gale  ceased  to  attend  them,  and  they 
t  compelled  to  anchor  for  the  night,  in 
iteen  fathoms  water,  about  a  mile  from  the 
TD  shore.  The  beauties  of  this  region  are 
iting:  tlie  serenity  of  the  climate,  the  variety 
fieuing  landscapes,  and  the  abundant  fertility 
Hch  nature,  unassisted  by  art,  pours  fdrth,  rc- 
ires  only  the  industry  of  man,  with  villages  and 
miiong,  to  render  it  the  loveliest  country  that  can 
imagined ;  whilst  the  labour  of  the  inhabitants 
lid  be  liberally  rewarded  in  the  bounties  which 
re  is  ever  ready  to  bestow  on  cultivation. 
Continuing  their  course  up  the  main  inlet, 
lut  eight  leagues  from  their  last  night's  station, 
>f  arrived  off  a  projecting  point  of  land:  on  i^s 
tern  border,  near  the  woods,  they  saw  an 
ian  village,  consisting  of  temporary  habita- 
Several  of  the  natives  assembled  to  take  a 
imyof  the  ship  as  she  passed;  but  none  of 
attempted  to  come  on  board,  tliough  several 
were  seen  upon  the  beach.  Here  the  inlet 
rided  into  two  extensive  branches,  one  taking 
south-eastwardly,  the  other  a  south-western 
tion.  Near  this  place  was  the  appointed 
lezvous  with  the  Chatham ;  a  situation  under 
island  was  fixed  upon  as  the  most  eligible

her  arrival ;  but  on  due  examination,  the  depth 
of  water  was  no  where  less  'than  sixty  fathoms, 
within  a  cable's  lei^th  of  the  shore.  Turning 
up  towards  the  village  point,  however,  they 
found  a  commodious  roadstead,  and  anchored 
about  a  mile  from  the  shore  in  thirty-eight  fathoms 
water*. 

These  people  did  not  essentially  vary  from  the 
natives  which  were  seen  when  the  Europeans  first 
entered  the  straits ;  thev  much  resembled  them  in 
form,  and  were  as  much  besmeared  with  oil  and 
paint.  Their  ornaments,  however,  were  more 
numerous,  and  consisted  principally  of  copper, 
which  was  in  the  highest  estimation  among  them.' 
Tliey  were  not  deficient  in  acts  of  friendship  and 
hospitality.  When  they  joined  the  new  visiting 
party,  they  presented  them  with  what  they  had 
to  dispoiie  of;  and  procured  some  roots  and  shell- 
fish for  their  refreshment,  which  were  found  very 
palatable.  Two  of  the  natives  who  seemed 
most  assiduoijK  to  please,  and  who  were  probably 
selected  as  the  most  important  persons  of  the 
party,  were  presented  with  some  trifles,  which 
they  received  very  thanfully.  On  the  captain's 
returning  towards  the  boat,  they  intimated  that 
they  should  speedily  return  the  visit  on  board  the 
ship  +. 

In  the  morning  of  the  3Ist,  a  few  showers  of 
rain  descended,  but  not  so  copiously  as  to  retard 
the  business  on  shore,  or  to  prevent  the  Indians 
from  visiting  the  ships.  Convinced  of  the  friend- 
ly disposition  of  the  Europeans,  all  the  inha- 
bitants, men«  women,  and  children,  gratified 
their  curiosity  by  paddling  round  the  ship;  for 
the  ladies  and  children  would  not  venture  them- 
selves on  board.  The  generality  of  the  men, 
indeed,  adopted  the  same  line  of  conduct,  con- 
ceremony.  Besides  the  canois  which  were  ajipropriated  to 
the  two  superior  people,  five  others  attended,  as  if  belong- 
ing to  the  train  of  these  chiefs.  They  would  not  repair 
immediately  on  board,  but  advanced  within  about  two 
hundred  yards  of  the  ship,  and  while  thuy  rested  on  ihnir 
paddles  a  conference  was  held,  followed  by  a  song,  by  one 
person,  seversi  others  joining  in  a  chorus  at  certain  periods; 
and  several  in  each  canoe  kept  time  with  the  handles  of  their 
paddles,  by  striking  them  against  the  gun^vale.  This  por- 
i^ormance  continued  while  they  were  paddling,  slowly  round 
the  ship,  and  on  its  conclusion  they  came  along-side  with  the 
most  perfect  confidence.  The  two  chiefs  required  a  littl« 
more  intreaty  before  they  ventured  on  board.  The  captain 
then  presentee!  them  with  some  valuables,  and  several 
trinkets ;  but  tuey  had  no  sooner  quitted  the  cabin,  than 
they  bartered  ovory  article,  excepting  those  fabricated  of 
copper)  for  others  of  infinitely  less  value  or  utility. 

5  F  tented  ly 
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(entedly  remaining  in  their  canoes,  honestly 
bartering  their  bows  and  arrows,  woollen,  and 
skins,  for  copper,  buttons,  and  trinkets.  Their 
merchandize  would  have  been  much  more  ac- 
ceptable, had  it  consisted  of  eatables,  such  as 
venison,  wild  fowl,  or  fish,  as  the  European 
sportsmen  had  little  success  in  those  pursuits. 
As  the  natives  had  uniformly  offered  such  articles 
as  composed  their  dress,  arms,  &c.  rather  than 
any  kind  of  refreshments,  they  must  either  be 
supposed  not  to  have  a  superabundance  of  food, 
or  that  the  Europeans  must  be  more  curious  than 
hungry. 

Intelligence  of  these  proceedings  having  been 
conveyed  from  the  village  to  th&  opposite  shore, 
not  only  their  former  friends,  but  several  large 
canoes,  containing  about  eighty  persons,  came 
alongside,  and  conducted  themselves  with  great 
propriety.  These  principally  belonged  to  the 
other  side  of  the  inlet,  and  were  much  more 
cleanly  than  their  neighbours :  their  canoes  were 
also  of  a  different  form.  The  commodities  they 
offered  for  sale  were  such  trifles-  as  those  brought 
by  the  other  society;  and,  in  all  other  respects, 
they  resembled  the  generality  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  country,  witn  whom  the  Europeans  had 
become  acquainted. 

On  the  23d,  Captain  Vancouver,  in  con- 
sequence of  some  information  he  had  received 
from  several  of  his  officers,  accompanied  Mr. 
Baker  in  the  yawl  to  a  cove  that  some  of  them 
had  seen;  the  examination  of  which  occupied 
them  the  whole  day;  and  he  there  discovered  a 
situation,  which  constituted  a  complete  and  ex- 
cellent port.  In  this  excursion  he  saw  a  few 
straggling  Indians,  whose  condition  seemed  ex- 
tremely miserable.  This  harbour,  from  the 
gentleman  who  discovered  it,  was  named  Port 
Orchard*. 

About  four  in  the  afternoon,  as  Captain  Van- 
couver expected,  the  Chatham  was  seen  from 
the  mast  head,  and  about  suu-set  she  arrived  and 
anchored  near  the  Discovery;  when  Mr.  Brough- 
ton  informed  the  captain,  that  the  part  of  the

whose  waters  washed  thfi  base  of  Mount  Rainii 
though  its  summit  was  a  considerable  distan 
from  the  shore.     The  trees,  and  the  several  shai 
Of  verdure  that  covered  the  hills  gradually! 
creased   tii!   they  became  invisible,    when\ 
perpetual  cloathmg  of  snow  commenced,  wh] 
formed  a  horizontal  Hue  from  north  to  soul 
along  this  range  of  rugged  mountains,  froL 
whose  summit  Mount  Ranier  rose  conspicuouslj 
the  whole  producing  a  picturesque  efl'ect. 

Proceeding  to  the  north-west,  in  which  din 
tion  the  inlet  from   hence  extended,  they  si 
reason  to  suppose  that  ft  communicated  wiihtU 
intended  to   be  surveyed  by  the  other  pari 
which  was  corroborated  by  the  infornidtion  ofl 
few   Indians  who  very  civilly  attended  the} 
About  a  dozen  of  these  friendly  people  hadbn 
present  at  their  dinner;  two  of  them,  at  iIm 
particular  request,  r  .t  down  by  the  Eiiropeai 
and  ate  of  the  bread  and  fish  without  hesitatia 
but  on  bting  offered  some  of  the  venisoii,  tit 
could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  taste  it.    They  behei 
it  with  disgust,  supposing  it  to  have  been  Iiuil 
flesh.      After    raiich  difficulty,    however,  th] 
were  happily  convinced  of  their  mistake,  by  shet 
ing  them  a  haimch  they  had  in  the  boat,  whj 
they  partook  of  the  remainder  of  the  pasty  vif

labour;  yot  they  thought  thrmselres  amply  rewarded  I 
their  exertions  by  a  small  piece  of  copper  abcuit  a  iJ 
square.

Mr.  Puget  had  hardly  any  thing  to  communi- 
le  respecting  the  expedition  he  had  been  dis- 
3ed  on,  but  what  had  fallen  under  Captain 
icouver's  observation,   excepting  the  daring 
aviour  of  an  Indian  tribe.     About  eight  in 
evening,  attended  by  some  of  the  natives  in 
[0  canoes,  they  landed  for  the  night.     These 
ipie  v'nijld  not  come  nearer  to  the  party  than 
out  a  bundled  yards,  where  they  remained  till 
tents  were  pitched,  and  some  loaded  musquets 
iKharged.    They  heard  the  report  of  the  latter 
lOUt  any  apparent  surprize,    and  exclaimed 
/  after  every  discharge.     The  next  morning 
:y  saw  a  canoe  making  towards  them,    and 
led  on  their  oars  to  wait  its  approach :  The 
suddenly  stopped,  but  no  friendly  overtures 
lid  induce  tlie   Indians  to  venture  near  the 
if,    To  remove    their    apprehensions,    Mr. 
i  fastened  some  medals  and  trinkets  to  a 
of  wood,  and  left  it  floating «n  the  water; 
they,  supposing  the  boat  to  be  at  a  suHicient 
nee,  ventured  to  pick  it  up.     The  whole  of 

lllicydonot  bihiimanly  devour  tho  flesh  of  tlicir  conquered 
aiir»,  or  keep  slaTes  for  tlie  stole  purpose  of  enriching 
r  banquet,  crimes  which  have  been  frequently  alledged 
lind  thein ;  it  is  certiiki  that  they  are  not  free  from  the 
beral  failing;  attenditnt  on  a  sa^rage  life.     One  of  them, 
nin^  taken  a  knife  and  fork  to  imitate  the  lMiro|)ean 
pnerofealinft,  secretly  conveyed  them  under  bifi  gariiiont; 
on  his  being  detected,  he  resigned  his  pkinder  without 
JiCFrn  ur  shame. 

iTbcsL'  |)co|  Ic  accompanied  the  adventurers  to  three  or 
V  miserable  hu(  ,    during  which  they  exchanged  what 
vyhad  for  bows,  arrows,  and  spears,  on  fair  hnd  honour.

About  noon  the  party  landed  to  diner  and 
whilst  they  were  getting  ready  to  haul  the  seine 
before  a  brook  of  fresh  water,  six  canoes  paddled 
hastily  rotind  the  point  of  the  cove  they  were  in, 
towards  the  boats.  Their  suspicious  behaviour, 
had  put  the  party  upon  their  guard,  and  a  line 
on  the  beach  was  drawn,  to  separate  the  two 
parties.  They  submitted  to  this  regulation^  and 
divided  their  numbers  into  two  sets:  one  on  the 
shore,  with  their  bows  and  quivers:  the  other 
repaired  to  their  canoes f. 

Mr.  Puget,  supposing  it  would  answer  a'  good 
purpose,  caused  a  swivel  to  be  fired;  arid  though 
they  expressed  no  astonishment  at  the  report  of 
the  gun,  o,r  the  distant  effect  of  the  shot,  th(; 
measure  was  instantly  attended  with  beneficial  cun-* 
sequences :  their  bows  were  immediately  unstrung  ;■ 
and,  instead  of  menacing  a  combat  with  their 
weapons,  they  were  offered  in*  traffic  vwth  their , 
other  trifles,  for  buttons,  kiuves,  beads,  copper;, 
and  other  ornaments :  this  intercourse  continued- 
till  near  the  evening,  when  they  peaceably  took 
fhcir  leave,  and  retired.     Mr.  Puget  remarked,^ 
upon  this  occasion,  that  among  the  several  tribes  of' 
Indians  from  \yhom  they  had  befwre  received  visits,- 
they  had  uniformly  'cehavcd  civil,  courteous  and 
friendly;  but  as  these  assumed  a  conduct  diame-- 
trically  opposite  to  that  which  had  hitherto  been 
adopted,  without  the  least  provocation;  he  con- 
sidered this  circumstance  too  mysterious  to  be  ac-- 
cuunted  for. 

The  scarcity  of  water  has  been  mentioned  as' 


side;  and  the  crews  in  their  respective  boats  wore  ordered 
to  be  ready  in  Ciwe  of  alarm.  A'  seventh  canoe  joining  the' 
Indian  party,  those  on  the  beach  immediately  embarked ; - 
and  the  whole  number,  amounting  to  twenty-four,  by 
their  menacing  gesturei  and  consultations,  created  strong 
siispicioits  that  their  inrlitutions  were  not  friendly,  iiut  as- 
thc  party  wen;  ready  to  act  immediately  on  the  defensive,- 
they  linished  their  repast  with  great  comsposii re,  without' 
indicating  any  distrust  or  apprehension  by  a  precipitate  re. 
treat.  Towards  the  conclusion'  of  their  conference,  an' 
eighth  canoe  joiuvd  the  pa;  /;  whcn'thcy  nil  {Kiddk-d  to  the: 
beach,  and  strung  their  bows.  This  might  be  considered' 
as  a  dcolaratron  of  hostility.  A  man>wlio  seemed  the  lead' 
er  of  thd  party,  advanced  towards  the  station  of  the  otlicets,- 
vati|  an  arrow  across  his-  bow,  in  roiidiness  for  use;  an^ 
others  of  the  party  seemed  in  the  act  of  prt'parniionj  Hut 
such' measures  wer)<  prudently  resorted  to,  as  obliged  them 
all  to  retreat  to  the  line  of  separation.  Still,  however, 
they  wera  mucb  iurliued,  though  irresolute,  to  attempt 
hostilities.

the  grenteat  disadvantage  in  thejnterior  couat/j^ 
but  a  plentiful  supply  of  that  valuable  fluid  was 
pixM'ured:,  the  coUniit')'  ¥as  ailfiOi  beeniisaid  to  be 
nearly  uninhabited;  bjit  this  account  was  found 
to  foe  erroneous,  for  tb$  party  aoudeotally  fell  in 
with  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  Indians,  and 
saw  several  deserted  viilaiges.  The  point  near 
the  present  situation  forming  the  north  of  the 
bay,  hitherto  named  the  Village  Point,  was  now 
d'istinguished  by  the  appellation  of  Restoration 
PojxT,  that  memorable  event  having  been  cele- 
brated whilst  at  anchor  under  it. 

With  a  pleasant  southerly  breeze  on  the  30th, 
they  directed  their  course  to  the  opening  which 
had  been  committed  to  the  examination  of  Mr. 
Broughton.  Having  advanced  about  three  miles 
within  the  entrance,  and  seeing  no  appearance  of 
tlie  Chatham,  a  gun  was  fired,  which  was  answer- 
ed from  behind  a  point  of  land  on  the  starboard, 
where  they  soon  afterwards  saw  the'  Chatham, . 
bearing  a  light  at  her  mast-head,  for  their 
guidance;  and,  though  within  two  miles,  it  was 
almost  midnight  when  they  anchored  in  thirty- 
two  fathoms  water,  aboUt  a  cable's  length  from 
her. 

Nothing  memorable  occured  in  several  boat 
ejccursions;  but  on  the  1st  of  June,  a  signal  was 
made  for  the  Chatham  to  bring  up;  when,  after 
a  few  minutes,  she  was  discovered  to  be  a-ground, 
and  had  made  the  signal  for  assistance.  On  this 
the  Discovery  stood  towards  her,  and  anchored 
about  a  mile  from  her  in  twenty  fathoms  water. 
The  Discovery's  boats  were  instantly  sent  to  her 
relief  but  there  was  little  probability  of  her  re- 

*  Mr.  AVhidbey,  .whose  orders  and  inrlinations  were  to 
endeavour  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  any  niisiindcrstand. 
ing,  avoided  landing  in  the  presence  of  many  persons ;  and, 
as  it  was  about  the  dinner  time  of  the  party,  he  prudently 
made  choice  of  the  opposite  shore,  to  enjoy  a  private  raeal 
Mnint^rruptcd  by  the  Indian-  Ilaving  reached  (ho  spot 
they  intended,  tliey  were  met  oy  about  two  hundred  of  the 
Batives,  some  in  their  canoes  with  their  families,  and  others 
walking  on  the  shore,  attended  by  a  drove  of  about  forty 
dogs,  shorn  close  to  t|ie  skin.  Though  the  natives  were 
so  numerous,  the  party  thoui;ht  proper  to  laud,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  angles;  and  they  were  received  on  shore 
with  the  greatest  cordiality.  Mr.  Whidbey,  however,  did 
not  continue  any  longer  among  them  than  was  absolutely 
necessary ;  and,  having  finished  his  business,  instantly  em. 
barked.  In  the  morning  tho  party  again  pursued  their  en> 
quiry,  and  when  they  had  landed  to  breakfast,  they  were 
visited  by  a  large  canoe  full  of  Indians,  who  were  followed 
by  about  a  hundred  more;  brin, ing  with  them  matt  to 
cover  their  temporary  habitations,  and  many  other  artirles. 

They  lauded  without  hesitation,  and  their  behaviour  was

ceiving  any  injury,  having  grounded  on  a  muHdJ 
bank ;  and  it  was  expected  she  would  float  I 
the  next  tide.  About  midnight  she  was  hn« 
off,  and  anchored  near  the  Discovery,  witbou 
having  received  any  damage*. 

The  boats  being  ordered  on  shore  to  receiB 
Mr.  Whidbey,  and  those  who  had  attended  hin. 
the  launch  grounded;  which  being  perceived  hi 
the  Indian  chief,  he  was  the  foremosit  to  assist  if 
shoving  her  off.     This  being  efiected,  tlicffenijd 
men  embarked.     The  chief,    and  some  othei? 
accompanied  the  party  for  some  time,  whentfad 
very  civilly  took  their  departure.     Mr.  Whidbd 
and  his  party  soon  arrived  off  another  populod 
village,    and  were    attended  by  about  seren 
natives.     They  gave  proofs  of  the  greatest  ho 
pitality,    making    signs    that   they  had  abud 
dance  of  food  to  bestow.     The  ladies  were  pai 
ticularly  earnest  in  their  entreaties,  and  expresu 
much  concern  that  their  ofiers  of  civilitj  vg 
declined. 

In  the  morning,  the  examination  of  the  westa 
branch  was,  pursued,  and  found  to  terminate  I 
an  excellent  cove  or  harbour.  <  )n  each  point  i 
which  was  a  deserted  village.  This  was  denoa 
nated  Fjenn's  Cove,  in  honour  of  a  particnU 
friend.  In  one  of  the  deserted  villages  serei] 
sepulchres  were  found,  resembling  a  sentry-bo] 
Some  of  them  were  open,  which  coiitaia 
skeletons  of  children  tied  up  in  baskets;  III 
smaller  bones  of  adults  were  also  observed.  Tl 
surrounding  country  presented  a  most  delig^ 
prospect,  consisting  of  spacious  medows,  eleg 
ly  adorned  with  clumps  of  trees;  anion:;  whicl 

courteous  and  friendly  in  the  extreme.  A  mlddlci 
man,  who  ap|)earcd  to  be  the  superior  of  the  farly, 
played  great  hospitality ;  and  perceiving  the  VMropi 
were  at  breakfast,  presented  them  with  water,  dried  I 
roasted  roots,  and  other  articles  of  food:  Forwhidiiil 
turn  was  made  by  presents  to  the  ladies  and  oth«rs.  Tl 
chief  had  two  hangers;  one  of  Spanish,  and  the  other | 
English  manufacture.  The  spot  where  they  had  landed* 
delightful,  and  the  shores  on  each  side  pleasing!  ,  A 
which,  together  with  the  friendly  reception  he  had  i 
with,  induced  Mr.  Whidbey  to  continue  his  oxaminalioij 
shore;  on  which  occasion  lio  was  accompanied  by  the d 
and  many  others,  whov  conducted  theitiselvcs  with  n 
propriety:  though  they  were  not  without  a  considm 
degree  of  civil  curiosity  in  the  examination  of  his  cloth 
expressing  an  earnest  desire  to  behold  the  colour  of  tbeii 
which  they  concealed,  intimating  that  his  hands  and  I 
were  painted  white:  but  when  convinced  of  their nisl^ 
by  opening  his  waistcoat,  their  astonishment  wai  '4 
preiisible.

Iff  ou  the  10th,  with  the  loss  of  her  stream 

Ithor,  and  in  the  afternoon  the  boats  returned 

I  a  survey  they  had  been  sent  upon. 


The  survey  was  continued  lu  boats,  by  different 
parties,  in  which  no  very  important  events  oc- 
curred>  or  interesting  discoveries  were  made; 
~Fr6m  the  civil  natives,  who  differed  not,  in  any 
TMpect,  firom  those  the  party  had  frequently  seeub 
they  procured  some  excellent  fish,  for  whick 
they  were  compensated  in  iron.  Not  meetii^ 
with  the  satisfaction  they  expected,  they  thought 
it  hi^-hly  expedient  to  proceed  towards  the  ships. 
On  the  moriiing  of  the  22A,  thuy  discovered  two 
vessels  at  anchor  under  the  land,  and  on  a  nearer 
approach,  they  were  found  to  be  a  brig  and  a 
schootter,  wearing  the  colours  of  Spanish  vessels 
of  war,  engaged  in  pursuits  similar  to  their  own. 
The  Spanish  officers  behaved  to  them  wiA  great 
politeness,  and  very  cheerfully  communicated 
such  information  as  they  thought  would  be 
j^leatfing  and  beneficial. 

Urged  by  repeated  solicitations.  Captain  Van> 
ceuver  took  a  hearty  breakfast  with  them,  and 
bad  them  farewel ;  perfectly  satisfied  with  their 
attentive  hospitality;  but  were  much  astonished 
at  the  vessels,  in  which  they  were  employed  to 
execute  a  service  of  importance:  they  were  each 
about  forty-five  tons  burthen,  mounted  twit 
brass  guns,  were  navigated  by  twenty- four  men, 
and  having  only  one  lieutenant.  Their  .apart- 
ments and  ofiices  tendered  them  the  most  ill 
calculated  and  unfit  vessels,  that  could  possibly 
hiave  been  contrived  for  such  an  expedition.  It 
wad  pleasant  however  to  observe,  that,  notwith- 
standing these  inconveniences,  they  enjoyed  moit 
comforts,  in  point  of  living,  than  could  reasonably 
have  been  expected.

^ITH  a  fine  breeze  the ,  navigators  sailed 
from  Birch  Bay,  (so  called  from  the 
Hance  of  black  birch  growing  in  its  vicinity) 
be  24th  of  June,  and  about  two  in  the  afler- 


iOn  the  3d  of  June  all  hands  were  employed  in  fishing ; 
^n  the  4th  they  were  furnished  with  aa  good  a  dinner  as 
1  br  provided  for  them  with  double  allowance  of  grog 
[ink  the  king's  health,  it.  being  the  anniversary  of  His 
ttty's  birth ;  on  which  auspicious  day  Captain  Van. 
ler  formally  took  possession  of  all  the  countries  he  had

noon  they  were  joined  by  the  two  Spanish  vei- 
sels,  who  saluted  by  cheering.  This  being  re- 
turned, the  respective  commanders  favoured 
Captain  Vancouver  with  their  company  on  board 

lately  been  employed  in  exploring,  in  the  name  of  his  Brl« 
tannic  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors. 

f  It  obtained  this  name  on  Mr.  Broughton's  first  risit 
there,  mken  he  found  a  largo  qtiantity  of  very  excellent 
strawbi»r||ei. 
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^he  DiacoVery,  and  they  pursued  their  way  up 
the  gulph  together.  At  day-break  onthe^6th, 
they  found  themselves  about  half  a  mile  from  the 
shores  of  a  high  rocky  island,  surrounded  by  a 
detached  country  which  presented  a  very  inhos- 
pitable appearance.  The  tops,  of  the  rugged 
mountains  which  composed  these  shores,  were  not 
of  a  sufficient  height  to  retain  the  snow  in  summer, 
though  it  probably  arrays  them  in  winter. 

The  divided  appearance  of  the  ref,ion,  into 
which  they  had  now  arrived,  seemed  to  promise 
plenty  of  employment  for  the  boats.  Captain 
Vancouver  dispatched  lieutenant  Puget  and  Mr. 
Whidbey,  in  the  Discovery's  launch  and  cutter 
to  examine  the  continental  shore.  Mr.  John- 
stone in  the  Chatham's  cutter,  accompanied  by 
Mr.  Swaine  in  her  launch,  were  directed  tO;  sur- 
vey a  branch  of  the  sound  leading  to  the  north- 
-  westward:  and  Senr.  Valdes,  on^  cf  Uie  Spaoish 
officers,  undertook  the  examination  df  the  inter- 
mediatr'  coast.  Mr.  Broughton  went  in  pursuit 
of  a  more  commodious  situation  for  the  ships. 
In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Broughton  returned,  having 
discovered  a  more  eligible  anchorage^  though  iu 
a  dreary  situation.  Ihe  respective  gentlemen  in 
the  boats,  ^having  received  their  instructions^  der 
parted  to  enter  upon  their  offices. 

The  weather  being  serene  and  pleasant,  gave 
Captain  Vancouver  an  opportunity,  in  company 
with  Senr.  Gal iano,  (the  other  Spanish  ofiicer) 
to  visit  the  island  near  which  they  were  at 
anchor.  The  Discovery  steered  for  the  ren- 
dezvous Mr.  Broughton  had  pointed  out,  ivherc 
she  arrived  in  the  evening.  Tlie  situation  was 
on  the  northern  side  of  an  arm,  about  half  a  mile 
wide,  presenting  a  very  dismal  aspect.  The  very 
circumscribed  view  of  the  country  here,  rcndere4 
it  impossible  for  the  captain  to  form  the  least 
idea,  of  any  circumstances  relative  to  the  situation 
in  which  he  had  become  stationary;  or  how  long 

*  They  found  the  continental  shore  continued  nearly  in 
its  north,  west  direction  to  the  eastern  point  of  entran<ie  into 
<his  soand.  Alien  a.  circumstantial  detail  of  matters  not 
relparkably  interesting,  one  of  the  detached  parties  'atcs 
th4t  they  discofcred  an  extensive  deserted  village,  a^uppuscd 
€u  have  been  the  teaUeiice  of  about  three  hundred  persons. 
It  was  built  on  a  rock,  whose  perpendicular  cliff's  were 
almost  inaccessible  on  every  side ;  and  connected  with  the 
inaiu  by  a  narrow  neck  of  land.  A  kind  of  fortress  was 
jndiciousiy  pTacc(i  to  protect  the  inhabitants  of  this  tillage 
from  any  esternal  enemies:  the  wholo  so  skilfuliydbntrired 
»nd  ciecutcd,  that  it  could  hardly  be  considered'ttl-fhe  per. 
isrnMUice  of  the  uatatored  tribes  who  whabit  these  regions,

Captain  Vancouver  had  abacnted  hlnuelf  ff, 
the  present  surveying  excursions,  to  procure  i 
servations  from   the  longitude    here,  aiid 
other  essential  reasons;  among  others,  he\ 
^iso.  desirous  of  acquiring  some  knowledge  of  \ 
main  channel  of  the  gulf  they  had  quiitt 
.Early  in  the  morning  of  the  SOlh,  he  jet  out] 
the  yawl  on  the  latter  pursuit,  with  a  favour 
breeze  from  the  north-west;  but  about  ten  in 
forenoon,  a  certain  prospect  of  a  continuancb 
unsettled  weather  induceid  him  to  abandon  his  j 
sign,  and  return  to  the  ship:  where  he  had 
pleasure  of  hearing  the  launch  and  cutter  I 
arrivcu  soon  after  his  departure,  having  ca 
pleted  the  examination  of  the  C'  tntiiicntal  ecu 

Early  on  the  morning  of  the  2d  of  Julyl 
Johnstone  returned,  and  related,  among  oij 
particulars,  that  behind  a  low  small  spot  uf  Iti 
some  mountains  rose  very  abruptly,  divided  ■ 
two  very  deep  vallies,  whence  streams  of  I'J 
water  flowed,  but  not  in  sufficient  qiiaiititiejj 
admit  of  boats.  In  these  vallies,  and  on  the  ll 
plains,  large  pine-trees  grew ;  but  the  few  wbi 
appeared  on  the  mountains  vrcre  of  stunf 
growth.  Steep  barren  rocks,  capped  with  m 
formed  the  sines  of  this  channel,  the  water] 
which  was  nearly  fresh  at  its  head,  and  of  apj 
colour.     It  was  denominated  Bute's  Ciiannj 

had  not  their  arms  and  implements,  wi<h  parts  of  their  j 
manufactured  garments,  proved  its  inhabitants  to  haveb 
of  the  same  race. 

While  (hey  were  examining  the  rude  and  curious hal 
tions,  the  gentlemen  were  assailed  by  an  unexpected  tii 
whose  trgfons  made  so  fiirious  an  attack  upon  each  of  ll 
persons,  that,  in  order  to  drown  their  foes,  (hey  rust 
up  to  their  necks  in  water.  But  even  this  expedient  pro] 
ineffectual ;  for  nothing  but  boiling  their  clothes  couM  I 
lieve  them  from  those  myriads  of  fleas  they  had  acciimnll 
by  examining  too  tniautely  th''  garments  and  apparel  of  | 
late  inhabitants. 
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i|.yi«n  village  now  preiented  itself,  situated 
-  lligipace  of  a  steep  rock,  containing  about  a 
|{uDilre4  *°<^  ''^^  "'^  "*'  natives^  some  of  whom 
Sited  the  party  in  the  passage  up  the  channel ; 
adintny  at  this  instant  came  off  to  barter  fresh 
lllerring!!,  unil  other  fiah,  for  nails.  From  4he 
Ljiit  Oil  which  this  village  is  erected,  a  very 
(iirrftW  opening,  stretched  to  the  westward,  and 
Aroueli it  &o strong  a  current  flowed,  that  the  boats 
Lre unable  to  row  against  it;  they  were  there- 
Lre  obliged  to  be  hauled  by  a  rope,  along  the 
Lkf  shores  which  formed  the  passage.  In  this 
Kiriuus  service  the  Indians  vohiiitarily  assisfed 
the  utmost  of  their  power,  and  received  an 
Uquate  re\Vard  for  their  trouble. 

Tt  boats  now  sought  shelter  from  inclement 
Iftitber  in  a  small  cove,  where  the  same  cause 
id  before  detained  them :  when  the  ^stock  of 
ivisioDS  being  nearly  exhausted,  it  was  thought 
try  to  return  io  the  ships.  By  these  ue- 
[hed  expeditions  the  boundary  of  the  con- 
>ntsl  shore  was  ascertained  to  the  above 
jrrow  passage,  and  the  strongest  presumptions 
ilertaiued  that  the  whole  coast  on  the  western 
.:,  south  of  that  passage,  was  composed  of  a 
imlellation  of  islands*. 

The  week,  for  which  Mr.  Johnstone  and  his 

„tT  bad  been  furnished  with  supplies,  being 

iw  expired,  the  captain  began  to  be  anxiously 

ilicitous  for  the  welfare  of  his  party;   when, 

jut  two  in  the  morning  of  the  I2th,  their  safe 

fival  was  announced ;  and  that  a  pa«8age  lead- 

rjuto  the  Pacific  Ocean  had  been  discovered.

«UTioN  SouNs. .  Sojue  alloviation,  however,  under 
I  disagreeable  eveats,  was  ajjreeably  att'oidcd  by  tlu-ir 
«aiih  friends. 


and  an  eagle  recently  shot,  which  accounted  for 
the  discharge  heard  in  the  fog.  As  the  partj 
advanced  towards  the  village,  they  were  viaited 
by  several  canoes,  each  of  which  was  provided 
w'ith  a  musquet  and  ammunition  The  village 
had  the  appearance  of  being  constructed  with 
great  regularity,  and  its  inhabitants  were  nu- 
merous, and  well  armed.  Under  these  circum- 
stances the  party  thought  proper  to  pass  by, 
without  further  enquiry,  obedient  to  their 
established  maxim  of  never  courting  a  danger  on 
shore,  wltennecessitydid  nut  enforce  their  landing. 
After  the  thief  received  some  presents,  among 
which  he  gave  articles  of  copper  a  decided 
preference  to  any  thing  else,  he,  with  most  Of  hil 
companions,  returned  to  the  shore:  and,  on  hit 
landing,  several  musquets  were  fired  as  an  ostenta- 
tious display  of  their  dexterity  in  the  use  of  these 
weapons  f. 

With  a  light  breeze  from  the  northward,  on 
the  )3th,  the  English  navigators  weighed  and 
left  their  Spanish  friends  at  anchor,  who  intended 
to  pursue  their  researches  through  a  channel  Mr. 
Johnstone  had  discovered.  Little  further  need 
be  said  respecting  the  station  they  bad  quitted, 
than  to  mention  the  general  satisfaction  that  pre- 
vailed on  leaving  so  inhospitable  a  region.  In 
this  route  they  passed  through  the  duster  of 
islands  and  rocks  at  some  distance  before  the  en- 
trance into  Desolation  sound ;  some  of  which 
presented  a  much  more  grateful  appearance  than 
that  of  the  interior  country.  The  wind  Was  light 
from  the  northern  quarter,  and  the  weather  serene 
and  pleasant.  Whales,  in  great  abundance,  ap- 
peared to  enjoy  the  season,  playing  about  the 
ship  m  all  directions.  Several  seals  also  present- 
ed themselves  to  view:  the  latter  were  abundant 
in  Desolation  sound,  ahl  were  seen  in  all  the  re- 
mote excursions  of  thr  boats;  but  they  were  too 
shy  and  wary  to  be  taken.  These  animals  were 
almost  the  only  possessors  of  the  gloomy  region 
our  navigators  had  just  quitted^;  but  the  scene 
now  before  thorn  was  infinitely  lu^e  congenial  to 

f  The  two  Spanish  gentlemen  b»vii>g  received  such  in< 
formation  of  the  dixroveries  of  uur  F.ttgiish  nnvigatoi^  as 
they  required,  i»ow  begged  leivve  lo  decline  acccMnpanying 
them  any  longer,  as  ttiey  were  iimiblu  in  their  miBitrabU 
vessels  to  cu-uperate  with  them  >.  and  they  wore  apprehensive 
of  retarding  their  progress,  .'^fter  an  exchange  of  good 
wishes,  thuy  bad  each  other  farewel,  having  mutnally  re> 
ccivcd  and  bestowed  every  kiutiiie:>s  aud  uttcntioo, 
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ibteir  ttlndt,  u  ^^U  from  the'upect  of  Ihc  fboMi, 
«■  trom  the  attention  i  of  the  friendly  Infliani, 
yhoi  at  they  were  trolling  the  gulfi;  visited  tiiem 
in  several  caiioea;  with  young  birdsj  fish,  and 
l>errie8,  to  barter  Cmt  tbeiir  trinkets.  From  a 
neighbouring  yitlagc.  they  were  visited  by  several 
■of  the  natives,  who  were  laden  with  fish  and  tlie 
wild  fruits  of  their  country*  which  they  ex- 
(ohanged  for  European  articles  with  great  hoaour 
and'inte^grity. 
^  After  dinner,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Menzies, 
and  several  of  the  officers,  Captain  Vancouver 
went  on  shore,  at  once  to  return  the  visit  of  his 
friends,  and  to  indulge  his  curiosity.  On  land- 
ing at  tlie  village,  they  were  formally  rec<!ived 
by  a  petaon  who  appeared  to  be  the  chief  of  the 
party:  he  approached  them  with  an  air  of  con- 
fidenceu  whilst  the  rest  of  a  munerous  «Qciety, 
M-ero  arranged  and  seated  peaceably  befece  their 
houses.  The  Captain  maide  him  sucfi  presents 
AS  delighted  him  exceedingly,  and  he  instantly 
conducted  them  to  the  village  by  a  very  narrow 
path,  winding  diagonally  up  a  «teep  cli£  On 
tlie  edge  of  tuis  precipice  «tood  die  village,  ttie 
houses  of  which  were  huill  in  the  Nootka  taste,' 
hut  smaller,  and  of  the  height  of  ten  or  twelve 
feci:  almost  close  together*  and  in  rows.  On 
the  beech,  at  the  foot  of  thje  xliiF,  about  seventy 
ranoes  presented  themseltves,  which  were'diiefly 
of  small  dtraentionsi  though  among  them  there 
iwere  several  which  would  contain  cummodiousiy 
About  fifteen  people.  From  these  and  other  cir- 
xumstances,  the  Europeans  were  clearly  of 
opinion,  that  t^is  village  might  reasonably  be 
supposed. to  contain  about  wree  hundned  in- 
hahitants.  The  spot  where  it  was  «rected  was 
very  well  chosen  to  inttlre  its  protection:  a  loose 
sandy  precipice  secured  it  in  front,  and  «  deep 


*  Having  gratified  their  curiosity,  and  made  proper  ac> 
Icnowledgmcnts  by  trivial  presents,  the^^  took  tlieir  leave  of 
the  Tillage,  tohavean  opportnnityof  indulging  tf^emselres, 
bAfore  dark,  with  a  rcfresMiig  walk,  on  a  low  nargin  of 
land  extending  from  the  more  elevated  woodland  country ; 
a  luxury  tb«y  had  not  for  a  long  time  experienced.  In  this 
eacurtion^  they  .saw  two  sepulchres  eompoied  of  plank,  the 
height  of  teach  was  about  five  feet,  the  length  soven,  and 
the  breadth  four.  These  boards  weii  ingeniously  perfo. 
rated  at  the  ends  and  sides,,  perhaps  to  admit  a  free  cireu. 
lation  of  air  to  the  human  bones  they  enclosed,  which  were 
evidently  the  remains  of  many  different  bodies.  Some  of 
the  Indians  attended  them  in  Aeir  walk,  picking  berries 
from  the  trees  as  they  passed,  and  civilly  presenting  them 
to  the  Kuropeaas  on  green  leaves.

The  Chatham  having  been  some  hours  detain 
in  Desolation  Sound,    after  the  Discovery  ha 
siiifed,    now    arrived    and   auchored  near 
About  three  iit  the  morning  of  (he  14th,  out 
navigators  were  under  sail,  and  with  the  assistl 
ancc  of  the  ebb  tide,  turned  about  fotir  leanJ 
up  the  inl^t  towards  a  commodious  anchorini 
place,  which  had  been  discovered  by  their  boalj 
and  was  the  rendezvous  appointed  on  the  retutt. 
of  the  launch  and  cutter;  and  about  sii  tbel 
arrived  and  anchored  in  twenty-four  fathon 
water.  ~  In  the  evening  of  the  Mth,  the  boats  i 
turned,   having  found  the  channel  from  the 
narrow  parts  gradual  ly  increasing  in  width  to  i 
mile,  and  half  a  league,  and  to  coinmunicil 
with  Johnstone's  straits  aboutfour  leagues  furthtj 
without  any  visible  impediment  to  the  navigstiv 
As  they  proceeded  none  of  the  inhabitants  wa 
seen,  but  on  their  return  they  met  with  aboi 
twenty-canoes  filled  with  Inoians,  who  at  iin 
seemed  shy,  but  afterwards' approached  the  putj 
with  conhdence,  and  gave  evident  tokeni  oft' 
friendship  and  docility. 

They  were  more  variously  painted  than  asj 
of  the  natives  the  party  had  iiefore  seen,  fhi 
faces  of  some  of  them  were  uniformly  whitcj 
some  black,  others  red,  and  some  even  of  a  I 
colour;  whilst  the  featunSi  of  otlicts  were  on 
mented  with  a  variety  of  colours,  and  their  I 
decorated  with  the  down  of  young  sea  fowl;  \\ 
these  respects  they  nearly  approach  the  man 
of  the  peojple  ot  Nootka  f.

|(,  being  decorated  and  painted  as  the  fancy  of 
[proprietor  dictated.     The  mansion  of  their 
ider  Cheslakeea  was  distinguished  by  three  raf- 
I  of  timber  raised  above  thereof,  resembling 
J  architecture  of  Nootka.     Upon  the  whole, 
t  village  presented  a  very  picturesque  ap  pear- 
ice,  from  the  opposite  side  of  the  creek.   .  On 
eir  landingi  only  three  or  four  of  the  inhabit- 
scamcdowa  to  receive  them  at  the  beach; 
errstrem&ining  quietly  near  their  houses. 
iTIie  bouses  were  constructed  like  those  of 
Ltka,  but  aptpeared  less  filthy ;  and  the  in- 
pbitants  differed  very  little  from  the  natives  of 
lotka,  iD  dress  or  deportment.     Several  fa- 
jlies  lived  under  the  same  roof,  but  their  sleep- 
( apartments  were  separated  from  the  rest,  and 
delicacy  and  decency  seemed  to  prevail 
among  the  inhabitants  at  Nootka.    The 
en  were  variously  employed;  sonte  in  do- 
tic  affairs,  others  m  the  manufacture  of  gar- 
sit  from  bark,  and  other  materials.     The  fa- 
ition  of  mats  for  many  useful  purposes,  and 
[kiod  of  basket,  so  curiously  wrought  as  to 
plain  water  like  an  earthern  vessel,  comprehend- 
I  the  general  employment  of  the  women,  who 
ire  as  remarkable  for  their  industry  as  for  their 
^niiitj. 
piaving  concluded  this  visit,   the  Europeans 


I  in  grnt  abuudancc,  which  were  bartered  for  sheet 
^per,  and  btae  cloth,  articles  in  the  iiighest  estiinatian 
»i  tkem.  Mott  of  these  people  understood  the  .Vootka 
^ife,  though  it  did  not  appear  to  bo  very  generally 
teD.  The  chief  of  the  Tillage  paid  an  early  visit  to 
Iplaiu  VancOurer,  dnd  received  presents  from  hiiu,  with 
ich  he  was  highly  pleased.  The  name  of  the  chief  was 
nkkees. 

^Someother  Indians  Attended  them  on  this  occasion,  all 
Iwhom  behaved  with  such  civility  and  decorum,  that  they 
^permitted  to  assemble  round  t(ic  Captain  while  he  was 
ignt  in  otaerving.  f  hejr  were  greatly  amused  with  the 
ktof  the  sun's  rays  through  the  reading  glass;  and  the 
Nerful  quality  of  the  quicksilver,  used  fur  the  purpose 
Kl.Xo„XxXIV.  , 


were  entertained  at  the  house  of  an  elderly  chief, 
to  whom  Cheslakees,  and  every  person  present 
paid  great  respect,  by  a  song  which  was  not 
without  melody ;  though  the  performance  of  it 
created  some  disgust  by  the  savage  gestures,  and. 
uncouth  actions  accompanying  it.  The  song 
being  finished,  they  were  each  ceremoniously 
presented,  with  a  strip  of  sea-otter  skin.  A  song 
from  the  ladies  was  then  expected;  and  during 
this  interval  Captain  Vancouver  observed,  in  the 
hands  of  the  numerous  tribe  that  surrounded 
them,  a  quantity  of  spears,  clubs,  large  knives, 
and  other  Weapons,  which  were  not  displayed  on 
their  l!rst  approach  to  the  village.  The  cap- 
tain did  not  much  approve  of  this  change  in 
their  appearance,  though  he  sincerely  believed 
their  intentions  were  of  the  most  inoffensive 
kind:  supposing  they  produced  their  arms  to 
impress  the  Europeans  with  an  idea  of  their 
wealth  and  consequence.  He  thought  it  prudent, 
however,  to  withdraw,  and  having  distributed 
some  articles  which  he  had  reserved,  Chtslakees 
was  informed  that  lie  meant  to  return;  in  con- 
sequence of  which,  he  and  his  relations  attended 
them  through  the  village,  and  accompanied 
them  to  the  sandy  island,  whither  the  Captain 
went  to  observe  its  latitude*. 

Two  or  three  musquets  were  seen  in  most  of 
their  houses,  which  evidently  appeared  to  be  -'  . 
Spanish.  Cheslakees  had  no  lesp  than  eight  in 
his  house,  all  in  the  most  excellent, order :  these, 
and  many  other  European  coihmodities,  they  had 
procured  from  Nootka;  and  in  theif  oommorcpftl 
concerns  with  our  navigators,  they  fFe4iieiitlj( 
observed  that  their  skins  would  produce  more,  at 
Nootka  than  they  chose  to  give  for  them.  The 
number  of  these  villagers  was  estimated  at  aboiit 
five  hundred f. 

Nothing 

of  nn  artificial  horizon,  aflfurded  them  infinite  entertainmeoL 
The  business  being  ended  they  civilly  took  their  leave. 

■f  Mr.  Bronghton  having  been  directed  tu  pursne  the  cine 
in  fixing  the  continuation  of  the  Continental  shore,  Captain 
Vancouver  impatiently  waited  bis  arrival.  He  was  indec-d 
amused  by  the  visits  of  a  few .  Indians  from  the  soathern 
shore  of  the  Straits,  who  sspjiiicd  him  occasionally  with 
fish,  which  proved  v<^ry  acceptable^  aa  k^  was  unable  to 
procure  any  by  his  own  eferta.  Among  the  other  visitors, 
Cheslakees  ^  him  the  boBipir  to  Attend  him^  with  whose, 
importunities^  for  various  articles  be  bad  generously  com- 
plied.  He  continued.seveiral  bo«rs  00  board;  and  as  he  sat 
at  the  Captain's  elbow  whilst  he  was  writing,  he  saw  him 
frequently  referritig  to  a  iroaU  memonnduitt  book,  which 
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Nothing  interesting  occurred  till  the  97th  in 
the  afternoon,  >vhen  Mr.  Broughton  came  on 
board  in  his  cutter,  the  Chatham  having  been 
obliged,  by  adverse  winds,  to  enter  three  leagues 
to  tne  westward  of  their  rendezvous.  Rut  the 
information  communicated  by  Mr.  Brouchton  to 
Captain  Vancouver,  was  merely  nautical  and  as- 
tronomical. 

On  the  28th  the  Discovery  directed  her  course 
to  the  westward,  who  had  not  been  long  under 
weigh  before  she  was  joined  by  the  Chathu.ii, 
and  steered  to  the  northward  for  the  Channel 
leading  to  the  Deep  Sea  BluflT,  which  Captain 
Vancouver  called  Fife's  Passage.  After  a  di- 
versity of  unimportant  events,  the  Discovery 
suddenly  grounded  on  a  bed  of  sunken  rocks  on 
the  Gth  of  August,  about  four  in  the  afternoon. 
A  signal  announcing  her  situation  was  instantly 
made  to  the  Chatham:  she  immediately  anchored  in 
fifty  fathoms  water,  about  a  cable  and  a  half 
from  the  Discovery,  who  received  the  assistance 
of  all  her  boats.  The  force  with  which  the  ship 
had  grounded,  had  occasioned  her  swinging  con- 
siderably forward.  On  heaving,  the  anchor 
came  home,  when  they  could  do  little  ihore  than 
lighten  the  ship  as  much  as  possible,  by  starting 
the  water,  throwing  overboard  their  fuel,  &c. 
Sooi)  after  she  was  aground,  the  tide  took  her  on 
the  ftorbdard  quarter;  and  as  she  was  iafloat 
Abaft  tfhe  took  a  sudden  swing,  and  heeled  so 
considerably  on  the  starboard  side,  which  was 
from  the  rocks,  that,  for  a  short  time,  her  situa- 
tion was  alarming  in  the  highest  degree.  They 
ffMnained  in  this  melancholy  situation  expecting 

V>1iad  Iho  dexterity  to  purloin  without  detection.  Having 
•ccjuion  tu  consult  this  book,  and  knowing  no  other  pur> 
•on  had  been  near  him,  the  Captain  had  i\o  diOiculty  in 
ftxing  upon  the  pilferer.  A  Sandwich  island  mat,  which 
the  Captain  bad  given  him,  he  had  curiously  folded  up,  and 
in  the  centre  of  it,  be  foaad'the  book  he  had  been  robbed 
of.  Cheslakee$  seemed  to  be  somewhat  ashamed  of  the 
detection,  but  suffered  greater  mortification  when  the  cap. 
tain  took  away  the  presents  ho  had  gircn  him :  the  latter, 
however,  were  restored  about  two  hours  afterwards,  on  his 
•ipres^ng  his  deepest  contrition,  and  earnestly  supptieating 
a  return  of  what  his  demerits  ought  for  ever  to  have  de. 

E rived  -him  of.  -  The  act  of  stealing  a  book,  which  could  not 
are  been  useful  to  him,  or  to  any  other  person  except  the 
owner,  srongly  points  ouf  that  -propensity  to  thieving, 
which  almost  generally  influences  the  whole  of  the  un. 
civilized  world. 

*  Having  so  recently  escaped  the  dangers  of  a  perilous 
situation,  a 'prospect  of  many  snares  was  extremely  dis. 
couraging ;  but  being  anable  to  find  a  le^s  diflicult  way  of 
perfonaing  their  adrenturous  lerviccj    they  had  no  other 


relief  from  the  returning  flood,  which,  to 
inexpressible  joy,  was  at  length  announced' 
the  floating  of  the  shears;  a  happy  indicaji 
of  the  ship's  righting.     The  exertions  of 
crew  were,  however,  unabated  till  the  7th  vrl 
the  ship  becoming  nearly  upright,  tlicy  had 
supreme    satisfaction  of   feeling  her 
float,    without  having    received    any  appan 
injury. 

A    light    breeze    springing    up   about 
o'clock,  they  were  again  under  sail,  and  direi] 
their  course  throi^h  the  channel  along  tiie  < 
tinental  shore.     This  was  a  narrow  passutre 
rendered  extremely  intricate  by  the  multiplij 
of  rocks  and  islets,  both  above  and  beiKath  i. 
surface  of  the  water.     This  dangerous  navi 
tion,  from  the  surf  breaking  agamst  thein\ 
great  violence,  seemed  to  continue  as  far  as 
could  discern  towards  the  ocean,  between! 
continental  shore,  and  the  opposite  side  of| 
channel,  which  was  apparently  an  exteniivei 
of  islands*. 

A  thick  fog  ushering  in  the  morning  of  1 
8th,  deprived  the  Discovery  of  seeing  or  ko 
ing  any  thing  of  the  Chatham's  situation;! 
on  the  dispersion  of  the  fog,  the  Captain 
the  satisfaction  of  seeing  her  approach  u^ 
sail.     On  the  return  of  the  boats,  Lieutei 
Baker,   who  had  accompanied  the  Discovej 
people  to  assist  the  Chatham,  informed  Capl 
Vancouver,  that  she  had  latterly  struck  so  I 
as  to  disable  both  the  spare  top-masts,  wi 
had  been  used  for  shears:  but  that  about] 
past  one  they  succeeded  in  heaving  her  off, 

alternative  than  to  procucd,  with  all  the  caution  then 
of  their  situation  would  permit,  through  a  narrow  chJ 
beset  with  islands,  rocks,  and  breakers.  About  fiicif 
afternoon  they  had  fortunately  passed  throuf;h  it*  narrt 
part ;  but  about  six  some  of  the  hidden  dangers  arresd 
progress  of  the  Chatham.  The  Discovery  instaadi 
chored  in  seventy  fathoms  water,  and  sent  tier  boats  ti 
minister  assistance.  Thus,  before  they  could  rccoTeti 
the  fatiguing  exertions  of  one  distressing  night,  a  !■ 
calamity  befel  them  on  the  next. 

They  had  now  less  reason  to  expect  the  preicr 
the  Chatham,  thaa  they  had  that  of  the  Discovery  t 
ceding  night,  as  the  oceanic  swell  was  here  very  ptrcepl 
and  produced  a  considerable  surf  on  the  shore.  Ki 
however  succeeded,  when  she  was  driven  by  the  tidtj 
ledge  of  sunken  rocks ;  and  though  she  had  frequenllyil 
when  lifted  by  the  surge,  it  was  with  so  little  Tiolence,! 
no  damage  was  sustained;  and  her  unpleasant  stilt  ' 
not  be  of  long  duration,  as  it  was  nearly  half  ebb  wIk 
grounded. 
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^  ndt  observe  that  she  bad  lustaineu  any  ma- 
teritl  injury. 

The  laili  of  tlio  Diitcovery  were  hardly  set 

fbeo  the  wind  becume  variable ;    and  by  one

(oottiiciital  shore  was  called  Smith's  Inlet,  by 

Mr.  James  Ilanna.     Ilnving  a  fine  breeze  on  the 

jOth,  they  weighed  at  seven,  and  stood  across 

Queen  Charlotte's    sound  fur   the  entrance  of 

Isoiilh'slnlet. 

latending  a  further  investigation  of  the  con- 
hcntal  shore  up  Smith's  Inlet,  the  Chatham  was 
directed,  that  way,  but,  discovering  a  great 
[Dfiiuber  of  islets  and  rocks,  as  well  beneath  as 
ibnve  the  surface  of  the  sea,  they  abandoned 
Hat  design.  After  many  incidental  occurrences, 
hbe  Discovery  anchored  on  the  1 1th,  in  seven- 
[teen  fathoms,  on  the  south  side  of  a  small  cove. 
It)  did  the  Chatham  on  the  opponite  shore, 
[readying  the  vessels  with  hawsers  to  the  trees. 
tOa  examining  the  cove,  Captain  Vancouver 
[found  it  terminated  in  a  small  beach,  near  which 
itn excellent  stream  of  water  ran,  and  abundance 
■of  wood  was  growing.  Having  much  occasion 
[for  Kuch  articles,  and  knowing  that  it  would 
Itike  a  considerable  time  to  collect  a  (juantity  of 
[tich  to  replenish  the  stores,  the  Captam  came  to 
It  resolution  of  laying  the  Chatham  on  shore,  to 
leiamine  whether  any  serious  damage  had  been 
Itustained  by  her  whilst  she  was  strucing  on  the 
liocb. 


*  On  the  17th,  while  our  natigators  were  under  the 
ifrratcst  concern  for  the  safety  uf  the  detached  parties, 
Ithcy  were  suddenly  suriirized  by  the  arrival  of  a  brig  nrar 
Ilk  entrance  of  the  cove,  under  RnK'>*l>  colours.  Various 
Ivercthe  opinions  on  so  niicomnion  and  so  nncxpertcd  % 
liijht,  and  all  expressed  their  astonishment 'that  a  cotnmorcial 
htsitl  (for  so  she  ap|)earcd  to  be)  should  visit  a  region  so 
lilcsaJate  and  inhospitable:  but  on  the  return  of  Lieutenant 
■Baker,  they  were  informed  that  she  was  the  Venus  belong. 
iini;  to  Bengal,  of  unc  hundred  and  ten  tons  burden,  com- 
Inanded  by  Mr.  Sliepherd,  last  from  Nootlca,  bound  on  a 
ItndiD^  voy'aga  along  thcso  sltores.    By  him  tbey  received 


Afler  giving  directions  for  the  performance  of 
this  service,  he  ordered  the  yawl,  launch,  and 
two  cutters  belonging  to  the  Discovery<  together 
with  the  Chathura'H  cutter,  to  be  in  readiness  to 
depart  the  next  morning,  propeily  equipped, 
and  supplied  with  u  week's  proviHioiis.  The 
boats  bieing  prepared,  agreeably  to  his  wishes, 
they  departed  about  five  o'clock,  and  having 
pro.ceeded  together  to  about  the  middle  of  tho 
sound,  he  directed  Lieutenant  Pugct  and  Mr. 
Whidbey,  in  the  Discovery's  launch  and  cutter, 
to  examine  the  coast  that  had  been  unexplored. 
Conceiving  the  northern  survey  would  be  much 
more  extensive  than  that  to  the  south,  the  Cap- 
tain joined  Mr.  Johnstone's  party. 

During  their  absence,  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
salmon  had  been  taken  to  supply  every  person  tm 
board  the  vessel :  the  store  of  wood  and  water 
were  nearly  completed ;  but  the  rise  and  fall  of 
the  tide  would  not  aflford  an  opportunity  of 
grounding ,  the  Chatham,  without  landing  the 
greater  part  of  her  freight:  the  bottom,  at  low 
tide,  was  also  foimd  to  consist  of  soft  mud,  and 
consequently  unfavourable  to  such  an  opera- 
tion*. 

The  entrance  into  Smith's  inlet  was  almost 
closed  by  rocky  islets;  some  producing  small 
trees  and  shrubs,  and  some  without  either:  rocks 
were  also  numerous  beneath,  as  well  as  above  the 
surface  of  the  sea,  which  rendered  the  navigation 
extremely  intricate  and  dangerous.  About  half 
way  up  the  channel,  a  village  was  perceived, 
supposed  to  contain  about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
persons.  It  was  erected  on  a  detached  rock, 
connected  to  the  main  land  by  a  platform,  and 
so  constructed  as  greatly  to  contribute  to  its 
defence.  A  considerable  number  of  the  inhabi- 
tants visited  the  party  in  about  thirty  canoes,  and 
earnestly  solicited  them  to  come  to  their  habita- 
tions. They  offered  the  skins  of  several  animals 
to  barter,  promised  the  best  of  their  refreshments, 

the  agreeable  tidings  of  tho  arrival  of  the  Dadalus  store* 
ships,  lu.ien  with  stores  and  provisions  ftir  their  use:  but 
the  same  commander  also  brought  inteliigence  of  a  most 
melancholy  event;  Lieutenant  Hergest  the  comniander, 
Mr.  Gouch  the  astronomer,  and  one  of  tbe  seamen  belong- 
ing  to  tho  Daedalus,  had  been  murdered  by  tho  natives  of 
Woahoo,  while  they  were  on  shore  procoring  water  at  that 
island. 

The  weather  was  less  boisterous  on  the  18tb,  when  the 
launch  and  cutter  returned  without  having  met  with  any 
accident,  though  infinitely  fatigued  by  a  long  contcntioa 
with  the  winds  and  waves.  . 
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and  unequivocally  informed  them  that  the  female 
part  of  that  society  would  be  happy  in  the  plea- 
Mire  of  th.'^ir  company.  Having  no  leisure  to 
comply  with  these  pressing  solicitations,  the  civil 
ofl'ers  of  the  Indians  were  declined,  and  the 
party  continued  their  route  back. 

On  the  16th  they  entered  another  opening, 
about  three  miles  to  the  north  of  the  north  point 
of  Smith's  inlet,  which  was  distinguished  by  the 
name  of  Rivers 's  Channel,  and  branched  off  in 
several  directions  :  having  examined  these  bran- 
ches, they  returned  by  a  narrow  intricate  passage, 
leading  through  an  immensity  of  rocky  islets. 
But  being  greatly  fatigued  by  the  inclement  wea- 
ther, and  having  exhausted  all  their  provisions, 
they  returned  on  board  without  fully  accomplish- 
ing their  plan  of  exaniinaiicM. 

FurUier  laboiu,  however,  from  lhi<  party,  was 
deemed  unnecessary  ;  and  every  thing  was  direct- 
ed to  be  taken  from  the  shore,  iu  order  to  be 
ready  to  sail  in  the  morning  towards  the  rendez- 
vous, which  Capir'iu  Vancouver  had  appointed 
with  Mr.  Johnstone.  Nothing  interesting  oc- 
curred till  the  morning  of  the  17th,  when  Mr. 
Johnstone,  for  several  reasons  declined  any  fur- 
ther investigatruD  of  the  business  he  had  been 
detached  to  execute,  and  determined  on  returning 
to  the  ships.     Two  days  atlterwards  he  foriunate- 


ly  reached  them,  almost  exhausted  with  \nnm 
and  fatigue.  -  Nothing  this  party  had  seen  m!\ 
ed  from  the  general  appearance  they  had  so  lonpl 
been  accustomed  to  ;  no  \ariation  to  cheer  o  I 
chequer  the  continual  sameness  of  the  drear  I 
melancholy  scene  before  them,  except  a  canoel 
about  forty  feet  in  length.  This  solitary  article! 
\s  as  hauled  up  the  side  of  a  nuserabie  hut,  ncarj 
which  afire,  almost  extinguished,  indicated  th  I 
vicinity  of  some  human  beings.  In  tills  vesscjl 
they  left  some  copper,  nails,  and  other  trifles  I 
which  on  their  return  were  found  in  the  sauiel 
£tate,  the  canoe  or  hut  not  having  been  visited  jj 
their  absence.  Supposing,  however,  that  thd 
natives  could  not  be  it  any  great  distance,  the/ 
added  some  other  articles  to  their  former  donation! 
In  consequence  of  intelligence  the  captain  lial 
received  from  Noolka,  he  had  resolved  to  abanl 
don  any  further  survey  of  the  northern  conli] 
neutal  shore  for  the  present  season.  This  exami] 
nation  he  had  intended  to  have  continued  about  i 
month  longer ;  but  as  the  distressing  cveiti  o| 
Mr.  llergest's  death  demanded  his  presence  in  tin 
execution  of  his  majesty's  commands  at  Nooti» 
he  determined  instantly  to  repair  thither.  Thi 
navigators  took  their  leave  of  these  northern  soli] 
tary  region^,  and  directed  their  route  towud 
Nootka.  I 


SECTION    VI.

MONDAY  the  SOtli,  as  the  navigators  were 
on  their  passage  to  Nootka,  fresh  squalls 
and  rainy  Mcather  prevailed,  and  continued  till 
noon  the  following  day.  In  the  forenoon  of  the 
2r)th,  they  pass«d  tlie  norlh-west  point  of  the 
large  islands,  which  forms  the  south  and  western 
fhores  of  the  Gulph  of  Georgia  and  Queen 
^'harlotte's  Sound.  In  their  passage  to  \Voody 
Point  the  land  appeared  to  be  much  brok?n,  and 
to  form  many  inlets,  coves,  and  harbours,  which 
they  passed  within  the  distance  of  about  two 
miles.  Proceeding  to  ascertain  the  outline  pf  the 
coast  to  Nootka;  foggy  weMhcr  precluded  them 
from  steering  for  it  with  the  favourable  wind  that 

t  prevailed  from  the  north-v«'est,  but  on  its  clearing 
away  about  two  on  the  28th  they  steered  for  that« 

•  port. 


On  refiching  itsi  entrance  they  were  visited  hi 
a  Spanish  officer,  Afho  brouglit  a  pilot  to  condiul 
the  vessel  to  anchorage  in  Friendly  cove,  whtrJ 
they  found  his  Catholic  Majesty's  brig  the  AdivJ 
bea.ing  the  baoad  pendant  of  Senr.  DonJuai 
Franrisca  de  la  Bodega  y  Quadra,  conunandait 
of  the  nnirine  establishment  of  St.  Bias  an 
California. 

The  Chatham,  byaj-artial  dispersion  of  (h 
fog,   had   found   her  way  in  some  time  bcfoti 
the  Disooverv:   the  I)a?d!>.lus  store-ship,  and 
merchant  brig  called    the  Three    IJroliiers 
London,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Alder  of  tb 
navy,    were  also  there   at   anchor.      As  Scnil 
Quadra    had   his   residence  on  shoire,   Capttil 
Vancouver  sent  Mr.  Puget    to    give  him  io 
ielligeuce  of  their  arrival,  and  lurther  to  inrorij

A  salute 
f  it?eiiteen  guns  was  also  given,  to  the  success 
ftlie  service  in  which  the  Discovery  and  the 
iitbam  were  engaged. 

[,,tfaga»nwflj  u  great  chief,  was. present  on  this 
RRsioii,  but  beiug<  unknown  to  our  navigators, 
(\ras  in  the  morning  refused  admittance  on 
jard  Uic  Discovery;  the  centinels  and  the  officer 
hdeck,  observing  nothing  in  his  appearance  to 
idicatc  his  superiority  of  rank.  Of  this  indignity 

complained  violently  and  repeatedly;  but 
tor.  Quadra  laboured  so  diligently  to  pro.e 
k  their  being  unacquainted  with  his  person 
[utile  sole  cause  of  the  mistake,  he  became 
llengtli  perfectly  reconciled:  Tb'  tents,  ob- 
matory,  instruments,  &c.  were  sent  on  board 
If  iollowinii-  day,  and  all  hands  were  cniplojod 
I  tlic  iiccessiiry  duties  of  the  ship.  The  boats 
»,  in  consequence  of  the  many  services  they  had 
m  engaged  in,  required  considerable  repair, 
1  were  hauled  on  shore  fur  that  purpose  *. 

kiplain  Vancouver  drcamstantially  relates  tlie  particulars 
■the  cession  of  Nootka  to  him  ou  the  part  of  his  Britannic 
pjtst)',  and  Scnr.  Quadra  expressed  liimsolf,  on  (hisocra- 
n.  OH  thu  part  uf  liiss  Catholic  majesty,  in  these  words, 
Tliat  tic  ileriverl ,  till!  greatest  satisfaction  from  liiidin^  a 
jlion  of  my  charucler,  with  whom  he  was  to  transurt  the 
■inets  of  cluliverin^;  up  Nootka."  Hut  this  truoKnctiou 
Vsolviy  political,  a  particular  detail  Of  it  would  be  too 
rcssivc. 

•  Thry  reabhed  Tahslteis  about  two  in  th«  afternoon, 
I  were  received  by  Maquhma  M'ith  great  pleasure  and 
jsfiction.  \\\i  house  was  one  of  the  largest,  though  it 
I  not  completely  covered  ia.  Hero  they  beheld,  seated 
tkind  of  form,   Maquiuna't  daughter,  who  had  lately

The  politeness,  hospitality,  and  generosity 
manifested  on  all  occasions  by  Senr.  Quadra,  in- 
duced Captain  Vancouver  and  Mr.  Broughton, 
with  several  of  the  officers  of  both  vessels,  to  dine 
almost  dstjly  at  his  table,  which  proved  infinitely 
agreeable,  as  it  teemed  with  a  variety  of  refresh- 
ments, to  most  of  which  they  had  lorg  been 
wholly  unacquainted.  The  captain  had  the 
honour  of  Senr.  Quadra's  company  at  breakfast 
on  Monday  the  3d  of  September,  when  he  took 
infinite  pains  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  the  na- 
tives the  most  exulted  opinion  of  their  little 
squadron;  and  the  more  effectually  ♦  j)  establish  a 
good  understanding  in  future,  lie  proposed  < 
ceremonious  visit  to  JMiiqninna.  The  next  morn- 
ing was  agreed  on  for  retting  out  to  proceed  to  his 
royal  residence  at  Taiisheis,  which  was  about 
seven  leagues  up  the  oound.  Agreeably  to  ap*- 
pointment,  Senr.  Quadra  accompanied  the  cap- 
tain in  the  Discovery's  yawl ;  the  other  boats 
being  freighted  with  a's  many  English  and  Spanish 
•jfficers  as  could  be  taken,  they  all  departed  from 
Tahsheis,  a  message  having  been  dispatched  the 
preceding  day  to  announce  their  intended  visit  f. 

After  this  repast  Maquinna  entertained  the 
company  with  a  representation  of  their  warlike 
atchievements.  A  dozen  men  appeared,  armed 
with  musquets,  and  equipped  with  their  ap- 
pendages, making  several  movements  in  imitation 
of  attack  and  defence;  singing  at  the  same  time 
some  heroic  songs,  in  which  they  were  accom- 
panied by  others.  The  evolutions  being  termi- 
nated, the  captain  was  presented  with  two  small 
sea-otter  skins;  and  the  warriors,  laying  aside 
their  military  weapons,  performed  a  mask-dance, 
which  was  ridiculously  laughable,  particularly  as 
performed  by  Maquinna,  \\\\o  took  a  principal 
character  in  the  representation.  Our  navigators 
were  not  backward  in  contributing  to  the  sports 

been  prncl.iimed  sole  hiiress  to  all  his  property  power,  and 
dominion.  Near  her  three  of  his  wives  were  exi.ibitcd,  and 
a  numerous  tribe  of  relatives.  The  young  princess  was 
short  and  bulky,  with  a  round  face,  and  small  features: 
Hir  skin  being  clean,  and,  approaching  to  white,  she 
conid  not  be  considered  as. disagreeable,  blither  protensioua 
to  beauty  wne  i.ot  strongly  supported  To  her,  her  father, 
and  the  other  relations,  the  captain  made  s'titable  presents, 
which  wore  rapturously  received  amidst  the  acclamations  of 
the  throng.  Tlieso  ceremonies  were  succeeded  by  a  most 
elegant  dinnci',  which  Senr.  Quadra  had  jirovided,  at  which 
they  were  honoured  by  the  comjjany  of  Maquinna  and  tho 
princess,  who  had  been  placed  at  the  head  of  the  table,  and 
conducted  herself  wHh  great  propriety. 
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of  the  day;  several  songs  were  suug  which  afford- 
ed much  pleasure  to  the  natives;  and  the  sailors, 
being"  provided  with  drums  and  fifes«  concluded 
the  afternoon's  diversion  with  reels  and  country 
diinccs. 

Ta  the  evening  they  took  leave  of  Maquinna, 
who  •  as  totally  incapable  of  expressing  the 
sublime  satisfaction  he  had  received  from  them; 
Ijfotesting  that  neither  Wacainanish,  nor  any 
other  chief,  had  ever  experienced  such  transceud- 
ant  attention  from  any  visitors.  Before  his  de- 
parture he  said  he  would  return  the  compliment, 
and  in  the  European  fashion. 

After  breakfast  in  the  morning  of  the  5ih,  they 
embarked,  and  directed  their  route  towards 
Friendly  Cove.  About  five  they  reached  the 
cove,  where  the  captain  landed  Senr.  Quadra, 
and  returned  to  the  ship.  In  the  course  of  con- 
versation during  this  little  excursion,  Senr.  Quadra 
requested  some  port  or  island  might  be  named  to 
their  joint  honour,  and  to  commemorate  their 
meeting  and  friendly  intercourse.  Thinking  no 
spot  so  appropriate  for  this  denomination  as  the 
place  where  they  had  first  met,  which  formed  the 
south-western  sides  of  the  gulf  of  Georgia,  and 
the  southern  sides  of  Johnstone's  straits  and 
Queen  Charlotte's  sound,  he  named  that  country 
the  island  of  Quadra  and  Vancouver,  a  com- 
pliment with  which  he  seemed  perfectly  delighted. 

On  the  6th  Maquinna,  with  two  of  his  wives, 
and  some  of  his  relations,  returned  the  visit. 
The  royal  party  had  not  been  long  on  board 
before  they  proved  themselves  the  most  consum- 
mate beggars  the  captain  had  ever  seen,  though 
a  prevalent  disposition  in  the  whole  tribe  of 
Indians.  Every  thing  which  struck  their  fancy, 
either  as  useful,  curious,  or  ornamental,  however 
essential  it  might  be  to  the  possessor,  must  be 
immediately  given  thera,  or  they  would  aft'ect  to 
be  highly  offended,  or  continue  suky  for  several 
days.  The  captain  was,  however,  particularly 
fortunate  m  possessing  every  requisite  to  satisfy 
the  demands  of  Maquinna  and  his  party.  Though 
he  had  been  extremely  liberal  at  Tahsheis,  a 
circum^ance  too  recent  to  have  been  forgotten, 
they  nevertheless   made   a  profitable  visit,    for

Mr.  Cranstoun.  the  surgeon  of  the  DIscovp 
beuig  reduced  to  a  debilitated  state  of  heal™ 
asked  permission  to  proceed  to  Port  Jacksonl 
the    Dajdalus ;    from  whence  a  passage  mi.

The  boatswain  of  the  Discovery,  Mr.  RolJ 
House,  a  careful  and  attentive  officer,  who  hi 
laboured  under  a  violent  rheumatic  complaj 
for  a  long  time,  was  also,  on  his  own  requd 
discharged;  Mr.  John  Noot,  boatswain  of 
Chatham,  being  appointed  in  his  room. 

On  the  16th  of  September,  a  young  lad, 
had  been  missing  from  Senr.  Quadra's 'vet 
About  two  days,  was  found  in  a  cove  near  L 
ships,  most  inhumanly  murdered.  The  calves! 
his  legs  were  cut  off,  his  head  almost  seveif 
from  bis  body,  and  several  other  shocking  wouJ 
had  been  ffiven  in  different  parts.  Doubts  ari] 
whether  ^is  horrid  crime  nad  been  perpetrall 
by  the  natives,  or  by  an  infamous  black  man  \J 
had  deserted  from  the  Spanish  vessel  about  I 
time  the  boy  was  missed.  The  former  opini, 
prevailing,  Senr.  Quadra  demanded  of  Jl/«gu^ 
that  the  murderer  should  be  given  up;  when  j 
precipitate  departure  of  all  the  inhabitanft  of  9 
sound  from  the  neighbourhood,  was  at  leai 
strong  presumptive  proof  their  delinquency, 

A  further  investigation  of  the  territory  I 
Nootka  now  took  place  between  Senr.  Quad 
and  Captain  Vancouver,  when  the  precise  (en 
stipulated  by  the  former  were  rejected,  and  I 
captain  acquainted  Senr.  Quadra  that  he  ml 
positively  decline  any  further  correspondence! 
the  subject.  It  was,  however,  a  satisfactorjj 
flection,  that  though  a  manifest  difference ] 
opinion  arose  in  their  minds,  it  had  not 
feet  on  their  rsonal  intercourse  with  each  oil 
they  continu«c:d  to  visit  as  lisual,  and  this 
Senr.  Quadra  and  Caamano,  with  several  otlj 
Spanish  oHicers,  honoured  him  with  their  ca

The  inclemency  of  the  weather  detained  our 

irigators  in   Nootka  Sound  till  the   I2th  of 

Ictober,  when  in  company  with  the  Chatham 
Deedalus,   they  hauled    out  of  the  cove. 


About  nine  the  next  morning,  the  Chatham,  by 
the  weather  falling  calm  as  she  weighed  anchor, 
became  under  no  command,  and  was  swept  by 
the  tide  on  the  rocky  part  of  the  cove,  where  tfaie ' 
sea  broke  with  violence;  but  by  the  Judicious 
assistance  of  the  Daedalus,  she  got  off  without 
receiving  anv  apparent  damage  *. 

On  the  13th  of  November,  after  experiencing 
the  inniimerable  vicissitudes  usually  attendant  on 
maritime  excursions,  our  navigators  found  them- 
selves within  a  small  distance  of  the  entrance 
into  Port  St.  Francisco.  Having  passed  the  inner 
points  of  entrance,  they  found  themselves  in  a 
spacious  sound,  which  appeared  to  contain  a 
variety  of  excellent  harbours.  The  Spanish 
establishment  being  on  tbe  southward  side  of 
the  port,  their  course  was  "directed  along  that 
shore.  Several  persons  were  seen  coming  to  the 
south-east  point;  from  whence  two  guns  were 
fired,  and  regularly  answered  by  them,  agreeably 
to  the  signal  established  between  Senior  Quadra 
and  Captain  Vaicouver.  At  night  a  large  fire 
was  seen  upon  the  beach,  and  several  other  guns 
were  discharged ;  but,  as  the  meaning  was  not 
understood,  the  navigators  steered  up  the  port, 
under  an  easy  sail,  in  expectation  of  seeing  the 
lights  of  the  town,  off  which  they  intended  to  an- 
chor ;  but  as  they  were  not  to  be  perceived  at 
eight  at  night,  and  as  they  had  found  a  snug 
cove,  they  anchored  to  wait  the  return  of  the

|N  the  morning  of  the  1 5th  of  November, 
the  British  navigators  discovered  their  an- 
orage  to  be  in  an  excellent  little  bay;  within 
I  than  a  mile  of  the  nearest  shore.

On  hoisting 
the  colours  at  sun-rise,  a  gun  was  fired,  and  soon 
after  several  persons  on  horseback  descended 
from  the  hills  to  the  beach,  and  made  signals  for 
a  boat;  which  was  instantly  dispatched  to. the 
shore.  A  priest  of  the  order  of  St.  Francisco, 
and  a  serjeant  in  the  Spanish  army,  embraced 
the  opportunity  this  conveyance  prestMited,  of 
doing  themselves  the  honour  of  brenkfasting  with 
Captain  Vancouver.

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.The  reverend  father  congratulated  him  on  bis 
arraval,  and  aissurod  him  .that  evei'y  relreshment

Serjeant  cxproi^sod  himself  in  Aerms  equally 
friendry,  and  intbrmod  the  captain^.  th«t  iiK  llie 
ab^^encc  of  the  commandant,  he  .vua  diriected, 
on  his  ariivaly  to  render  him  every  accommoda- 
tion in  his  power. 

He  attended  them  on  shore  after  breakfast, 
where  they  einbraced  the  earliest  oppdrtiiBitiH  of 
proving  the.  sincerity  of  their  friendly  .exprcsT 
sions,  by  presenting  him  with  an  ox, .  a  .siwep, 
and  some  excellent  vegetables.  The  rovefcetid 
friar  also  pointed  lout  the  most  convenient  spdt 
for  procuring  a  supply  of  wood  and  wateh 
Having  taken  a  situation  commodiously  adapted 
to  their  several  purposes,  the  Captain  directfed  a 
tent  to*  be  pitched,  for  the  convenience  of  the 
party  he  had  selected  for  his  purveyers;  while 
the  rest  of  the  crcvr  were  engaged  on  board,  in 
repairing  the  d  mages  the  rigging  had  sustained 
in  contending  with  the  tempestuous  weather  *. 

A  south-west  wind,  attended  with  much  rain, 
ble>v  hard  till  Saturday  the  17th  of  November, 
when  the  weather  behig  more  temperate,  Cap- 
tain Vancouver  visited  the  shore,  and  had  the 
mortification  to  find,  that  neither  wood  nor 
water  could  be  procured  without  much  incon- 
venience, and  that  the  water  was  not  of  a  good 
quality;  but,  as  their  Spanish  friends  had  a>4sured 
them  the  water  here  was  infinitely  better   than 


*  Our  navigators  amused  themselves  in  the  morning  with 
(shooting  a  few  quails,  and  returned  on  board  to  partake  of 
the  excellent  repast  which  their  hospirahle  friends  had  pre- 
pared for  them.

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mission,  and  their  friendly  Senior  Sal  topk  a  ride 
with  them  to  partake  o^  thq  jrepfist.  A  loose 
sandy  road,  much  incomnied|i4yith  low  grove- 
ling bush^,  rendere4  the  journey  somewhat  un- 
pleasant, thou|o;h  the  distance.^hArdly  exceeded 
three  miles.  The  situation  and  external  appear- 
ance of  the  mission,  assorted  vk;U  with  those  of 
the  Presidio,  and  its  neighbtourhood  was  pleasing- 
ly diversified  with  bill  and  dale.  [  The  soil  here 
was, richer  than  that  of  tlie  Presidio;  the  pas- 
tures produced  a  more  luxuriant  .herbage,  and 
fed  a  greater  number  of  sheep  and  cattle. 

The  buildings  of,  the  mission  formed  two  sides 
of  a  regular  square;  wiiich  might,  at  any  fu- 
ture period,  have  been  converted  into  a  perfect 
auadrangle  like  the  Presidio ;  the  materials  and 
ie_  architecture. seeming  nearly  to  correspond. 
On  the  arrival  of  the  party  they,  were  received 
by  th^  reverend  father  witn  politeness,  cordiality, 
and  -genuine  hospitality.  They  were  instantly 
conducted  to  their  mansion,  which  communicat- 
ed with  the.church.  The  houses  formed  a  small 
oblong  square,,  the  side  of  the  church  composing 
one  end,  near  which  were  the  apartments  appro- 
priated tothi^  fathers:  these  structures  resembled 
those  at  the  Presidio,  but  were  larger,  more 
commodious,  compact,  and  cleanly.  Along  the 
walls  several  convenient  offices  were  arumgcd  for 
,  a  variety  of  necessary  purposes*. 

By  various  encouragements  to  the  children,  or 
their  parents,  they  procure  as  many  females  to, 
rear  in  this  manner  as  they  require :  they  ara 
well  fed,  and  better  cloathed  than  the  Indian!^ 
in  the  neighbourhood,  and  are  carefully  in-, 
structcd.  But  tliey  must  submit  to  certain  re- 
gulaii9ps  on  their  part;  they  must  not  presume 
to  go  out  of  the  interior  square,  in  the  day-time, 
without  permission:  they  must  never  sleep  out 
of  it  at  night;  and,  to  prev':nt  elopements,  onlv 
one  common  'door  has  any  communication  witn 
the  country,  and  the  fathers  have  taken  upon 
theraielves  the  command  of  that  aperture,  and 
the  additional  office  of  seeing  it  carefully  secured 

itttoiriairc^  of  Ih'c  fathers,  and  the  produce  resulting  from 
their  manufactory  is  wholly  applied  to  the  clolhing  of  the 
rouvertrd  natives :  Captain  Vancou? er,  who  saw  some  of 
the  cK)th,  declared  it  "  was  by  no  means  despicable,  and 
had  it  rccelTcd  the  advantage  of  fulling,  would  have  been  a 
very  decent  sort  of  cluathing."  The  s'"nning  and  weaving 
was  performed  by  unmarried  women  .aid  female  children^ 
who  rcsidei^  within  the  square,  and  were  in  a  state  of  con« 
version  to  the  Ronnm  Catholic  pertuuioa. 
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evefy  evening.  The  apartments  of  the  yromen^ 
who  usually  retire  immediately  afler  tuppef,  are 
also  under  their  immediate  care. 

This  establishment  is  protected  only  by  five 
soldiers^  under  the  directibn  'of  a  corpora^  and 
may  be  reasonably  considered  as  liable  to  some 
danger.  Should  these  chifdren  prove  ungrateful 
and  treadierous,  tl^ey  i^nsht  conceal  a  sufficient 
number  of  v«^eapons  to  effect  any  vricked  purpose. 
There  are  only  three  fiithers,  who  have  each  a 
separate  residence;  and  should  any  attempt  be 
made  upon  them  at  nighty  they  would  be  able  to 
make  but  little  resistance;  nor  is  it  certain  that 
the  guard  would  be  alarmed  in  time.  Should  a 
conspiracy  for  their  destruction  take  place,  the 
mission  would  certainly  fall ;  as  the  conspirators 
would  doubtless  be  jpmed  by  the  Indians  of  the 
adjacent  village,  which  consisted  of  about  six 
hundred  persons;  the  greater  part  of  whom  had 
been  converted  io  the  Roman  Catholic  faith*. 

These  wretched  huts,  each  of  which  accom- 
modated a  whole  family,  were  uniformly  ar- 
ranged, about  three  or  four  feet  asunder,  in 
straight  rows,  leaving  passages  between  them ; 
all  of  which  were  so  abominably  infissted  with 
filth  and  nastiness,  that  they  were  equally  ofiensive 
and  degrading  io  the  human  species. 

Close  by  stood  the  church,  which  reflects 
credit  on  the  constructors  of  it;  the  raising  and 
decorating  of  which  greatly  attracted  the  atten- 
tion of  the  fathers:  the  comforts  of  their  humble 
fiabitatjons  having  been  principally  sacrificed  to 
this  favourite  object.  Even  their  garden  had 
been  greatly  neglected,  though  of  so  rich  a  soil 
as  to  promise  an  ample  return  for  the  labour  be- 
stowed upon  it.  It  consisted  of  about  four 
acres,  and  produced  some  fig,  peach,  and  other 
fruit  trees,  but  of  useful  vegetables,  very  few 
were  to  be  seen ;  weeds  were  the  principal  pos- 
sessors of  this  promising  spot. 

*  Few  adrantages,  however,  appeared  to  hare  attmded 
flttir  coRversiun :  thej  seemed  to  have  treated  the  preccptt, 
and  laborious  example  of  their  pastors  with  the  raost  perfect 
kidilFerenoe.  The  object  of  the  reverend  fathers  was  to 
allure  them  from  a  life  of  indolence,  and  to  create  among 
them  a  spirit  of  industry;  which  would  enable  them  to 
Mgment  their  comforts,  and  partake  of  the  blessings  of 
civiliacd  society.  Deaf  to  these  iia))ortant  lessons,  anil  in. 
ble  of  the  advantages  they  offered,  a  state  of  civiliaa> 
•Ma  appeared  to  them  a  matter  of  iiidilfercncc ;  and,  with 
tite  exception  of  the  inhabitants  of  Tierra  del  Fuego,  and 
those  of  Van  Diemaa's  land,  Captain  Vancouver  declares, 
*^  they  are  certainly  a  race,  of  the  most  miserable  beings, 
possessing  the  faculty  of  honma  reafon,  I  ever  saw." — 


Returning  to  the  convent,  they  were  furnlsliJ 
with  an  abundant  repast,  consistinff  of  hfl 
mutton,  fowls,  fish,  and  such  vegetables  as  JC 
garden  afforded.  The  attentive  and  hosn 
behaviour  of  their  new  friends,  sufficiently  m 
pensated  for  any  deficiency  of  form  in  servS 
up  the  repast;  as  it  has  already  been  intimah 
that  they  were  entirely  unprovided  with  the  con 
mon  and  most  necessary  utensils  of  life  ^^^ 
ally  in  the  culinary  department.  After  (iinn 
the  conversation  of  the  company  Mas  principal! 
directed  to  the  nature  of  the  institution,  andtl 
probable  consequences  of  its  eflec ts.    The  m 


blishment  of  Sta  Clara,  on  a  similar

was  mentioned  in  the  conrse  of  conversntion  ■  s] 
the  next  day  appointed  for  visiting  that  piol 
foundation,  as  it  was  at  no  greater  distance  thi 
about  one  day's  journey.     Senior  Sal  propoJ 
to  be  of  the  party,  and  the  reverend  fathers  i 
dcrtook  to  provide  horses  for  the  expedition. 
On  the  Captain's  return  to  the  Presidio,  hev 
favoured  with  a  polite  reply  to  a  letter  he  l. 
sent  to  Senior  Quadra,  informing  him  that  neitb, 
the  Chatham  nor  the  Daedalus  had  yet  arrivl 
at  Monterry;  but  assuring  him  that  whmi 
they  reached  that  port,  he  might  rely  on  his  t 
services ;  and  trusted  it  would  not  be  k  ^ . 
fore  the  Discovery  would  re-join  them  at  Mn 
terry.     During  the  night  the  wind  blew  a  stroij 
gale,  attended  with  rain,   which  continued 
the  tnorning  of  the  20th,  when  serene  pleai 
weather  succeeded,    and  they  undertook  tb 
journey  to  Sla  Clara.     In  their  way  they  call 
on  then:  friends  at  the  Presidio  and  Mission; 
important  dispatches  received  by  Senior  Sal,  i| 
the  indisposition  of  one  of  the  fitthers,  oblig 
them  to  decline  the  engagement.     Our  mm 
tors,  therefore,  according  to  the  fashion  oft 
country,    started,    attended    by  as  many  jpj 
horses  as  amounted  to  more  than  double

Their  persons,  which  are  ill  made,  are  generally  undnf 
middle  size;  their  faces  are  ugly,  without  any  traits  of  d 
prcssion  but  those  of  stupiui.y  and  vulgularity.  Tbcyy 
an  insurmoun  table  avvrsiou  to  cleanliness,  either  in  m 
persons  or  habitation!.  Their  houses  are  of  a  conical  Ton 
about  seven  feet  diameter  at  their  base,  rudely  conslruclj 
by  a  number  of  stakes,  chiefly  of  the  willow  tribe.  Asb 
apprturc  is  left  at  the  top,  for  the  double  purpose  of  i 
mitting  the  light  and  discharging  the  smoke:  a  luiitDe 
(he  ground  serves  as  the  portal  to  the  habitation;  tliroii| 
whicli  one  person  at  a  time  can  hardly  gain  admittance, 
thick  thatch  of  dried  grass  and  rushes  was  the  gcocnlt 
Tcring  of  these  carious  mansioni.

I  (he  banquet,  some  grog  had  been  procured  by  one  of 

Itofficers  from  the  ship.     So  enchanting  a  scene  could  not 

[qgittcd  without  extreme  reluctance,    especially  as   the 

«t}r  of  it  was  much  heightened  by  the  delighted  serenity 

I  the  weather.     To  this  alternative  they  were,  however, 

wed  to  submit,  and,  st:K>c(ing  a  fresh  supply  of  cavalry, 

lymonnted  and  pursued  their  jonrney. 

ihcy  were  not  far  removed  from  this  delightful  spot, 

they  entered  a  country  which  they  could  nut  have 

bposcd  to  exist  in  these  regions.     For  twenty  miles  it 

ftmly  resembled  one  of  the  most  elegant  parks  which 

6 


smoothed  down  by  a  kind  of  htrrow:  in  No- 
vember or  December,  they  sow  the  wheat  in 
drills,  or  cast  it  on  the  even  surface,  and  scratch 
it  in  with  the  harrow;  and  in  this  simple  process 
the  whole  system  of  their  husbandry  consists, 
which  unif'^rmly  produces  nn  abundant  harvest 
in  July  or  August. 

The  wheat  produces,  in  general,  fromtwfn'}- 
five  to  thirty  to  one,  according  to  the  searois ; 
for  though  enormous  waste  is  occasioned  by  their 
mode  of  thrashing,  which  is  prrformed  by  the 
treading  of  cattle  in  the  open  air,  twenty-five 
for  one  has  always  been  deposited  in  their  gra- 
naries from  the  tjcld.  Other  grains  are  equally 
prolific ;  but  barley  or  oats  are  seldom  cultivatedf, 
as  those  of  the  superior  kind  may  be  obtained 
with  the  same  labour  that  the  inferior  sorts  re- 
quire. The  management  of  the  field  is  super- 
intended by  the  fathers,  but  the  laborious  part 
is  performed  by  the  natives,  who  are  instructed 
in  the  Roman  Catholic  faith,  and  in  the  art  of 
husbandry.  The  annual  produce  is  applied  by 
the  reverend  pastors  to  the  most  useful  and  bene- 
ficial purposes.  Besides  the  arable  land,  a 
small  spot  was  peculiarly  devoted  to  the  pro- 
duction of  vegetables,  which  are  abundant  and 
in  great  perfection;  but  it  was  not  sufficiently 
capacious  to  supply  the  consumption  of  the  Eu- 
ropean residents ;  the  priests,  and  a  guard  con- 
had  ever  bee*  beheld  in  the  most  enchanting;  ple.isure« 
grounds  of  Britain.  This  imaginary  park  had  criginalljc 
been  closely  planted  with  the  genuine  old  English  oak; 
the  underwood  which  probably  attended  its  early  growth, 
had  been  cleared  away,  whun  the  stately  lords  of  the  forest 
obtained  complete  possession  of  the  suil ;  which  was  also 
covered  with  luxuriant  herbage,  and  diversified  with  eml« 
ncncies  and  vallies;  the  whole  producing  a  sceno  not  in« 
ferior  to  the  most  studied  eifcct  of  taste  in  the  elegant  dia> 
position  of  grounds.  Their  tr.-ivelling  this  short  jonrney 
was  attended  with  some  inconvenience,  occasioned  by  fox. 
earths,  burrows  of  rabbits,  rats,  and  other  animals;  but 
their  surefooted  horses,  though  cx|«!ditious,  carefully 
avoided  every  danger.  Having  passid  through  this  de> 
lightful  park,  they  entered  a  low  swampy  country,  through 
which  their  progress  was  obliged  to  be  extremely  slow. 
About  dark  a  better  road  presented  itself,  and  soon  after 
the  arrival  of  night  they  arrived  at  the  mission  of  Sta  Clara, 
which  could  not  be  less  than  forty  geographical  miles  from 
Saint  Francisco.  But,  thoiighthc  adventurers  enicountcred 
some  difSculties  on  the  road,  their  reception  at  Sta  Clara, 
by  the  hospitable  fathers  of  the  mission,  excited  in  them 
the  most  exalted  sensations  of  gratitude  and  regard.  The 
evening  passed  pleasantly;  and  after  breakfasting  on  tea 
and  chocolate  the  next  morning,  they  took  a  view  of  tht 
establishment,  and  the  surrounding  coimtry. 
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taining  a  corporal  and  six  soldiers.  Peaches 
and  other  wall-fruit  flourished,  but  the  vines 
proved  unsuccessful,  M'hich  may  probably  be 
ascribed  to  their  want  of  proper  culture,  rather 
than  to  the  soil  and  climate.  The  oak,  among 
tlie  timber,  appears  to  take  the  lead  :  a  tree  of 
this  description  which  measured  Hfteen  feet  in 
girth,  and  was  of  a  proportional  height,  was 
not  considered  by  the  fathers  as  of  an  immode- 
rate size.  The  timber  of  these  trees  is  supposed 
to  be  equal  in  quality  to  the  best  European  oak: 
elm,  ash,  birch,  and  beach,  are  abundant,  and  in 
high  perfection. 

Our  navigators  repaired  to  the  Indian  village 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  mission,  but  they  found 
(he  habitations  less  regularly  disposed  than  in 
that  of  St.  Francisco;  yet  they  observed  the 
same  horrid  state  of  filthiness  and  idleness.  Not 
a  symptom  could  be  discovered,  in  their  general 
deportment,  of  their  having  received  the  least 
advantage  from  the  precepts  and  laborious  in- 
structions of  their  religious  tutors:  these  wretch- 
ed being  were  totally  insensible  to  the  benefits 
with  which  they  were  provided,  excepting  in 
the  single  article  of  food,  which  they  now  found 
ready  for  their  support,  without  dreading  the 
effects  of  famine,  or  of  being  reduced  to  the 
scanty  and  precarious  morsel.  Not  only  grain, 
but  domestic  animals,  have  been  successfully  in- 
troduced among  them,  and  some  of  the  natives 
have  been  taught  to  manufacture  useful  gar- 
ments, from  the  wool  of  their  sheep.  But  these 
striking  advantages  seem  totally  lost  on  these 
untaught  children  of  nature,  a  compound  of 
stupidity  and  innocence.  The  operations  and 
functions  both  of  body  and  mind,  were  perform- 
ed with  a  mechanical  indifference,  which  they 
seem  to  have  inherited  from  their  fore-fathers. 
Further  efforts,  however,  are  now  making,  to 
brighten  the  gloomy  cloud  of  insensibility,  in 
which  these  miserable  people  arc  now  enve- 
loped*. 

Hunger  having  announced  its  cravings,  the 
party  retired  to  dinner;  a  most  excellent  and 
plentiful  repast  was  provided  in  the  convent. 
The  day  passed  to  the  mutaal  satisfaction  of  all 

*  la  consequence  of  this  visit,  the  fathers  ordered  a  feast 
to  be  prepared  fur  the  entertainment  of  the  Indians  of  the 
village.  The  principal  part  of  it  consisted  of  beef,  which 
was  presented  to  the  villagers  on  tbi»  occasion.  The  black 
e»tUe  oa  the  fertile  plaioi  of  Sta  Clara,  are  wonderfully 


parties;  but  the  visitors  found  itadiflicuU 
the  .next  morning,  to  refuse  obedience  to*th 
pressing  solicitations  of  these  good  people  k 
prolong  their  stay  at  Sta  Clara,  which  necesjiS 
compelled  them  to  decline.  They  took  tli  \ 
leave  at  an  early  hour,  highly  gratified  by  theJ 
reception  and  entertainment.  ^ 

Captain  Vancouver,  knowing  the  mission 
Sta  Cruz  was  also  in  its  infancy,   had  enter! 
tained  an  idea  of  paying  that  a  visit,  but  A 
his  leisure  would  not  admit  of  his  extending  hi 
excursion,  he  repaired  immdfiiately  to  tha  shin 
when  he  had  the  satisfaction  to  find  that  [W 
Chatham   was  at  anchor  near    the  DisroverS 
The  price  of  large  cattle  at  this  port,  was, « 
his  arrival,  six  Spanish  dollars  each,  and  that  < 
sheep  in  proportion.     He  instantly  procured  tli 
quantity  he    required    for    both  vessels,  wjfl 
poultry,  vegetables,   and  other  necessaiiej,  an 
presented  Senior  Sal  with  cash  to  the  ainoiintl 
tlie  supply  having  been  principally  furnished  bf 
him.     But,  to  his  astonishment,  he  declined  rl 
ceiving  the  money  the  Captain  had  tendered  u 
him,    declaring  he   had   been  strictly  enjoined 
b^  Senior  Quadra,  not  to  accept  of  any  ped 
niary  recom pence  from  him;  as  matters  of  thJ 
nature  would  be  adjusted  by  him  on  their  mm 
ing  at  Monterry.     These  injunctions  from  Senid 
Quadra,   removed  his  difliculties,  as  he  wouV 
have  been  incapable  of  requiting  such  generd 
sity  from  persons,  who,  in  every  respect  excep 
ing  that  of  food,  had  (he  appearance  of  i 
poverty,  bordering  on  distress. 

The  Captain's  excursion  into  the  conntryhJ 
convinced  him,  that  though  the  inhabitants  ij 
an  abundant  supply  of  every  essential  rcquisil 
for  human  subsistence,  they  were  almost  dcstituj 
of  those  articles  which  principally  tend  to  iol 
part  genuine  felicity:   he  therefore  experienca 
no  small  gratification  in  being  able  to  distribul 
among  them  a  few  necessary  articles;  such  I 
culinary  implements  and  utensils,  bars  ofiroj 
and  a  few  decorations  for  their  churches: 
which  he  added  a  hogshead  of  wine,  and 
other  of  rum.    These  presents  were  consign 
to  the  care  of  Senior  Sal,  with  a  request  th

prolific,  and  increase  abundantly ;  but  being  iu  a  wild  sU 
some  adroitness  ii  necessary  to  get  them  into  subjecliol 
Though  this  village  appcart'l  to  be  less  populous  thaatbj 
at  St.  Francisco,  it  contained  -'^bout  double  C'f-  aumkr  \ 
inhabitants. 
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«oul<l  equally  disperse  tliem   among    the 
rjidio,  a'"*  *''®  missions  at  St.  Francisco  and 
Clara.    This  request  was  punctually  coni- 
U  with,    and  the   donation   proved    highly 
jjsfactory  to  the  receivers. 
fin  the  morning  of  tlie  2.5th  they  departed  Crorn 
J'rancisco,  highly  indebted  for  tln-ir  hospita- 
■fjjeptioii,  and  proceeded  towards  Monterry. 
^v  proceeded  without  meeting  with  any  ma- 
ii|  obstacles  till  they  arrived  olV  the  entrance  of 
jbay  of  Monterry,  when  they  were  becalmed; 
L|  about  noon  a  pleasant  bree/efrom  the  west- 
permitted  them  to  steer  for  the  bottom  of 
jay,  whose  shores  consisted  principally  of 
r  compact  land ;  but  the  more  southern  and 
^rn  parts  seemed  much  elevated,  and  had. 
appearance  of  being  insular.     Steering  along 
[earoest  expectation  of  finding  a  proper  place  of 


anchorage,  such  a  situation  was  discOTered  about 
four  in  the  afternoon,  by  making  the  signal 
which  had  been  settled  with  Senr.  Quadra,  which 
was  instantly  answered  from  the  Presidio.  Their 
anchorage  was  directed  to  be  nearly  under  the 
elevated  land  on  the  south  side  of  the  bay.  At 
seven  in  the  evening  Mr.  Whidhey  came  on 
board  from  the  Dsedalus,  which  had  arrived  on 
the  226,  having  completed  (he  service  she  had 
been  ordered  upon. 

Soon  after  they  were  met  by  some  Spanish 
boats,  ordered  by  Senr.  Quadra  to  their  assist- 
ance: and  in  about  an  hour  they  were  safely 
moored.  On  their  arrival  they  found  at  anc  hor 
the  Daedalus,  and  the  following  Spanish  vessels; 
the  Vrig  Active,  the  Aransasu,  and  a  schooner. 
On  board  the  brig  the  broad  pendant  of  Senr. 
Quadra  waa  displayed.  <

AVING  arrived  at  Monterry  on  the  26th,  - 

Captain  Vancouver  waited  on  Sen.  Quadra, 
[lo  then  resided  at  the  governor's  house  in  the 

idio;  from  whom  he  received  the  most  cor- 

assurances  of  friendship.     He  returned  on 
rd,  and  early  the  next  morning  the  Presidio 

saluted  with  thirteen  guns;  which  being  re- 

lariy  returned,  the  topsails  were  hoisted,  and 

r.  Quadra's  broad  pendant  saluted  with  an 

|ual  number.     AtYer  a  due  acknowledgment  of 

compliment,  Senr.  Quadra,  accompanied  by 
acting  governor,  and  several  Spanish  otticers,  re- 

ledtlie  visit,  all  of  whom  were  respectfully  and 
moniously  received  on  board  the  Discovery 

Chatham.     When  these  formalities  were  ter- 

inated,  Captain  Vancouver  accompanied  Senr. 

ladra  on  shore,  to  partake  of  the  delicacies  of 

hospitable  table. 

Id  the  course  of  conversation  Senr.  Quadra  in- 

ed  the  captain,  that  On  his  arrival  from 
olka,  lie  found  orders  directing  him  to  cap- 
e  all  trading  vessels  on  this  coast,  excepting 
se  belonging  to  the  people  of  Great  Britain, 
0  weiT  to  pro/?eed  without  molestation.  These 
lers  naturally  induced  them  to  believe,  that 
ir  respective  sovereigns  had  finally  adjusted 
TV  arrangement  with  respect  to  the  territories 
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at  Noot'ia.  This  intelligence  appeared  of  so  im- 
portant a  nature,  that  Captain  Vancouver  began 
to  think  of  relinquishing  the  design  he  had 
^meditated,  of  sending  the  Chatham  home  this 
season  to  convey  intelligence,  if  he  could  pro- 
cure a  passage  to  England  for  an  officer  through 
New  Spain.  He  proposed  to  intrust  all  the  in- 
telligence, surveys,  and  charts  in  his  possession, 
to  the  care  of  Lieutenant  Broughton  the  com- 
mander of  the  Chatham,  who  knew  the  whole  of 
his  transactions  with  Senr.  Quadra  at  Nootka; 
and  whose  abilities  and  observations  would  en- 
able him,  on  his  arrival  in  England,  to  satisfy 
the  board  of  admiralty,  with  respect  to  any  ob- 
jects of  enquiry.  On  this  occasion,  he  requested 
permission  of  Senr.  Quadra  for  Mr.  Broughton 
to  be  permitted  to  take  his  passage  by  way  of 
New  Spain  to  England ;  to  which  an  answer  was 
instantly  given  by  Senr.  Quadra  in  the  affirmative; 
and  that  Mr.  Broughton  might  accompany  him 
to  St.  Bias,  where  he  would  supply  him  with  ' 
money  and  other  accommodations  to  render  hit, 
expedition  perfectly  agreeable.  At  so  generous 
an  otier.  Captain  Vancouver  expressed  his  grate- 
ful acknowledgments,  and  lost  no  time  in  pre- 
paring for  Mr.  Broughton's  departure. 

On  the  2d  of  December  the  captain,  with  some 
5  L  attendants. 
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attendants,  paid  hu  respoi'ts  to  th«  Miuion  of 
St.  Carlos,  accompanied  by  Benr.  Quadra,  Mr. 
Broughton,  and  several  <tther  English  and  Spanish 
officers.  This  establishment  is  situated  about  a 
league  from  the  Presidio  of  Montcrry,  firoui 
vrhence  they  had  a  pleasant  journey  over  a  lively 
road:  their  reception  at  the  mission  was  hospita- 
ble in  the  extreme,  and  manifested  the  joy  of  the 
reverend  fathers  for  the  honour  they  had  con- 
ferred on  them:  nothins;  which  their  humble 
residence  aiVorded  was  withheld  from  them.  On 
their  arrival  at  the  portal  of  the  mission  the  bells 
were  rung,  and  the  reverend  fathers  of  the 
missions  in  New  Albion,  as  well  as  that  of  Duu 
Carlos,  came  out  to  meet  them,  and  usher  them 
into  the  principal  residence  of  the  father  pre- 
sident; a  venerable  personage  aged  seventy-two 
jcars,  with  suavity  of  manners  and  a  placid 
countenance  *. 

An  Indian  village  in  the  neighbourhood,  said 
to  contain  about  eight  hundred  inhabitants,  is 
governed  by  the  same  principles  as  those  they 
had  before  visited.  Notwithstanding  these  people 
were  instructed  and'employed  in  the  occupations 
most  useful  to  society,  they  could  not  erect 
habitations  more  comfortable  than  those  of  their 
forefathers,  nor  had  they  derived  a  single  ad- 
vantage from  the  information  they  had  received. 
Some  of  them  indeed  now  engaged,  under  the 
direction  of  the  fathers,  in  building  a  church  of 
stone  and  mortar:  the  former  is  of  a  tender 
friable  nature,  little  harder  than  indurated  clay; 
but,  when  exposed  to  the  air,  is  said  to  become 
hardened,  and  petrified. 

Having  satisfied  their  curiosity  in  these  parti- 
culars, the  party  rode  round  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  mii^sion,  which  was  pleasantly  situated, 
and  agreeably  diversified  with  hills  and  vallies. 
Through  one  of  the  latter,  a  stream  of  water, 

*  After  the  usual  ceremonies  and  formalities,  their  time 
was  pleasantly  engaged  in  the  society  of  the  father  president, 
and  tvi'o  priests  belonging  to  the  mission  of  St.  Carlos,  who 
attended  them  over  their  premises;  which  much  resembled 
those  at  St.  Francisco,  orSta.  Clara,  but  the  structures  were 
on  a  sniallt'r  scale.  In  their  granaries  a  considerable  quan. 
tity  of  grain  was  deposited,  though  inferior  in  quality  to 
that  produced  at  Sta.  Clara.  There  was  also  a  garden  be. 
longing  to  this  mission,  on  a  smaller  scale,  not  remarkable 
for  the  abundance  or  excellence  of  the  vegetables  it  pro- 
duced.

Returning  on  board  in  the  evening,  the  cant 
was  on  the  following  Monday  honoured  \vi(U 
company  of  the  party  to  dinner ;  with  the  additJ 
of  the  governor's  wife,  and  several  otiier  y] 
of  the  Presidio.

It  was  not  till  the  9th  that  the  caplaiJ 
engagements  permitted    him  to  make   anoth 
short  excursion  with  Senr.  Quadra,  and  seve 
friends,  to  dine  at  the  garden  of  the  Presidj 
This  garden,  though  at  a  convenient  distance  J 
an  excursion,    had  no  regular  accomniodalid 
for  visitors.     The  only  places  of  shelter  in  j 
vicinity  were  a  few  miserable  mud  huts,  inwlijj 
the  gardener  and  a  few  soldiers  were  stationed  I 
its  protection.     Few  incidents  occurred  in  il 
excursion   entitled    to    attention;    the  adjacd 
country    consisted    principally  of  sandy  heal 
over-grown  with  an  impassable  thicket  of  sliruH 
forming    good   cover    for    deer,    foxes,  han 
rabbits,  &c. 

The  inconvenience  suffered    by  some  of 
captain's  visitors  on  board,  from  the  ship's  a^i 
tion,  became  the  subject  of  conversation;  aJ 
as  there  was  no  possibility  of  providini;  agd 
it,  he  solicited  the  company  of  his  Spanish  frieJ 
at  the  encampment  on  shore.     This  request  i 
complied  with  on  the  following  day,  when  1 
was  gratified  with  the  presence  of  most  of 
ladies   and  gentlemen  at  dinner.     A  displavi 
fire-works  was  exhibited  in  the  evening,  wiij 
gave   infinite    delight    to    the  visitors,   besif 
creating  terror  and  astonishment  among  the  I 
dians,  who  were    asscirblod  on   this   oaasil 
which  was  probably  a  novel  spectacle  to  mJ

On  this  occasion  Lieutenar.t  Hanson  received 
Captain  Vancouver's  orders  to  proceed  to  New 
Suuth  Wales;  calling  at  llergest's  islands,  in  his 
ffay  thither,  for  a  supply  of  water,  and  food  for 
(attic,  with  such  other  refreshments  as  were  ne- 
(ewary,  and  could  be  procured ;  passing.thence 
lotlic  north  of  all  the  low  islands,  to  proceed  to 
Otahei'ie;  from  thence  to  New  Zealand,  and 
Port  Jackson,  where  he  was  anxious  the  Dasdahis 
^ould  arrive  with  the  utmost  dispatch,  as  the 
ItitiJc,  sheep,  &c.  would  be  a  valuable  acquisition 
(0 that  country.  His  visit  at  Otaheite  was  not 
Lrelythat  of  procuring  refreshments;  he  was 
lb  to  take  on  board  twenty-one  English  seamen 
[irhohad  been  cast  away  in  the  Matilda,  of  Lon- 
don, in  February  1792,  on  a  ledge  of  rocks. 
After  this  accident,  the  crew  returned  in  their 
boats  lo  Otaheite  from  whence  they  had  dc- 
prtcil  *. 

A  few  cursory  remarks  on  Monterry  bay  may 
[not  be  absolutely  Unnecessary :  It  is  situated  be- 
liveen  point  Piuos  and  point  Anno  Nuevo.  Be- 
[tween  these  points  a  spacious  bay  is  formed,  by  the 
oast  retreating  from  the  line  of  the  two  points 
bout  four  leagues.  The  only  part  that  is  eligible 
for  anchoring  is  near  its  south  extremity,  about  a 
league  south-eastward  from  point  Pinos.     The 

*  This  sliipwrcck  appuarud  to  have  been  attended  with 
kery  disagreeable  consequences,  to  many  persons  at  Otat>cite. 
lucli  valuable  articles  as  the  unfortunate  people  had  pre. 
icrvcd  from  thft  wreck,  instead  of  being  properly  secured, 
litil  been  carelessly  scattered,  or  left  to  the  disposal  of  the 
datives.  This  created  a  jealousy  between  the  chiefs  of 
Hatavai,  and  those  of  Oparre :  a  war  Mas  the  consequence 
lehvcen  the  two  districts,  which  terminated  to  the  disad. 
ptageof  Matavai;  a  considerable  part  of  that  beautiful 


soundings  arc  regular  from  thir^  fathoms  to  four; 
the  bottom  a  mixture  of  sand  and  mud.  The 
anchorage  is  the  only  situation  in  the  bay  where 
vessels  can  ride  with  safety  or  convenience :  the 
Spanish  establishment  is  in  its  neighbourhood; 
and  the  Presidio  is  not  far  distant ;  near  which  a 
wretched  kind  of  house  has  been  erected,  lor  the 
reception  of  a  guard  of  soldiers. 

Tho  Presidio  is  situated  on  a  plain,  a  little 
elevated  above  the  level  of  the  sea;    having  a 
diversity  of  charming  spots  in  (he  neighbourhood, 
which  would  amply  reward  the  taste  and  labour 
of  the  ingenious.    The  buildings  of  the  Presidio, 
like  those  already  described  at  St.  Francisco,  for 
the  use  of  the  oificers,  soldiers,  &c.  are  erected 
along  the  walls  on  the  inside  of  the  inclosure, 
which  admit  of  no  more  than  one  entrance  for 
carriages  or  persons  on  horseback.     This,  as  at 
St.  Francisco,    is   on    the    side  of   the    square 
fronting  the  church.     Besides  the  principal  gate- 
way, they  have  small  doors  communicating  with 
the  country^  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  entrance. 
One  of  these,  to  the   right,  leads  through  the 
apartments  of  the  commanding  officer,  which  are 
numerous  and  extensive,  but  the  windows  are 
not  furnished  with  glass.     The  mndow  places 
are  open;  and  these  arc  all  the  apertures  in  the 
wall,  which,  when  seen  at  a  distance,  give  it  the 
appearance  of  a  prison.     A  small  kind  of  block- 
house is  raised  a  little  above  the  top  of  the  wall, 
where  swivels  might  occasionally  be  mounted; 
and  on  the  outside,  before  the  entrance  of  the 
Presidio,  are  placed  seven  cannon,  mounted :  they 
consisted  of  four  nine,  and  three  tbree-pounderi. 
Those,    with    what   have    been  noticed    at  St. 
Francisco,    one  two-pounder  at  Sta  Clafa,  and 
four  niuc-pounders  dismounted,  form  the  whole 
of  their  artillery.     These  guns  are  planted  on  the 
open  plain,  Viihout  any  breast-work,  or  the  least 
jirolection  from  weather;  and  such  is  said  to  be 
the  defenceless  state  of  all  the  new  settlement  on 
the  coast,  not  excepting  that  of  St.  Diego. 

The  governor  of  the  provmce  resides  at  the 
Presidio,    and    his   command  extends  from  St. 


country  being  laid  waste,  their  houses  consum«d,  and  their 
fruit-trees  destroyed. 

With  respect  to  the  other  objects  of  the  voyage,  Captain 
Vancouver  had  rcipicsted  Commodore  Phillips,  at  i'orl 
Jackson,  to  complete  the  cargo  of  the  Da>ilalus  to  a  year's 
provisions.  He  conmiunicatod  to  him  (he discoveries  ho  had 
made  in  the  South  Pacific  Ocean,  and  transmitted  to  him  a 
survey  of  that  part  of  the  coast  of  New  Holland  which  he 
had  vitited. 
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Francisco  to  Cape  St.  Lucas;  and  on  the  rnsterri 
side  of  the  peninsula  of  California,  up  that  gulf 
to  (he  bay  of  St.  Louis.  The  rank  required  to 
be  qualified  for  this  exten.^ive  command,  in  the 
Spanish  service,  is  that  of  lieutenant-colonel. 
1\y  what  Captain  Vancouver  could  learn,  the 
number  of  soldiers  who  composed  the  j^arrison 
did  not  exceed  one  hundred,  including;  the  non- 
commissioned ollicers.  From  this  body  detaih- 
nionts  are  drawn  to  protect  llie  neighbouring 
missions;  the  remainder,  with  their  families,  re- 
side within  the  walls  of  the  I'residio.  'J'his 
establishment  consisted  entirelyof  militarypeoplc: 
the  few  most  essential  mechanical  employuients 
were  clumsily  conducted  by  sotue  of  the  soldiers, 
under  the  permission  of  the  governor. 

Captain  Vancouver  next  apologizes  for  quitting 
the  interesting  subject  of  these  establishments;  in 
whkh  he  says,  "  AVe  unexpectedly  not  only 
found  an  asylum,  and  pleasant  retreat  from  the 
vicissitudes  and  labours  of  our  voyage,  but  the 
gratification  of  social  intercourse  with  a  set  of 
liberal-minded,  generous  people,  each  of  whom 
endeavoured  to  surpass  the  other  in  manifesting 
an  interest  for  our  welfare,  and  expressing  on 
every  occasion,  the  happiness  they  felt  in  relieving 
our  wants,  or  rendering  us  any  kind  of  service*." 

On  Captain  Vancouver's  first  arrival  at  Mon- 
tcrry,  he  requested  information  of  Senr.  Quadra, 
on  the  method  of  procuring  refreshments,  and 
the  current  price  of  the  different  species  he  might 
require.  In  answer  to  the  first  interrogation,  he 
declared  that  every  thing  the  country  afforded 
was  at  his  service;  and,  with  regard  to  the  last. 


nature:  but  all  remonstrances  were  iiiciiV(imi'!| 
he  insi-sted  that  he  had  performed  his  promise  i 
the  only  scttlcmeut  in  which  he  could  posjj  |

The  parting  from  a  society,  which  the  advcn 
turers  so  smccrely  regarded,  could  not  take  placel 
without  considerable  regret,     The  captain,  liowj 
ever,  experienced  the  satisfaction  of  adminisieriiiff 
to  their  comfort  by  a  supply  of  neccsnary  utensils' 
such  articles  as  he  could  possibly  spare,  heconl 
signed  to  their  use,  and  had  the  satisfaction  ta 
f: ad  that  they  were  highly  valued,  and  tliaukfull? 
rec;ived. 

'l"hc  tides  appeared   to  be  irregular,  and  o(t 
little  elevation :  by  their  general  motion  (liev  anJ 
peared  to  How  but  once  in  twenty-four  hours  J 
and  it  was  high  water  about  seven  hours  and  i 
half  aOer  the  moon  passed  the  meridian.

I  Adrancing  up  the  stream  they  bad  passed  two  Indian 
|cs  on  the  west  side  of  (he  river,  and  had  been  joined 

out  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  uatircs  iu  twenty.fi?e 
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landed  to  dine  on  the  opposite  shore.  Mr. 
Broughton  continued  to  proceed,  and  loon  paned 
a  small  rocky  islet,  about  twenty  feet  above  the 
surface  of  the  water.  The  top'of  thii  little  islet 
was  covered  with  canoes  in  which  dead  bodies 
were  deposited*. 

Proceeding  on  his  course,  he  saw  a  very  large 
village ;  and  such  of  the  strangers  as  seemed  to 
inhabit  it.  Strongly  invited  the  party  to  walk 
thither;  at  the  same  time  assuring  them  that  if 
they  persisted  in  going  to  the  southward,  they 
would  certainly  have  their  heads  cut  off.  The 
same  urgent  intreaties  had  before  been  made  to 
Mr.  Broughton  in  the  course  of  his  excursion ; 
but  not  supposing  them  necessary  to  be  regarded 
he  still  proceeded  up  what  he  considered  the 
main  branch  of  the  river  till  eight  in  the  evening; 
when,  under  the  shelter  of  some  willows,  they 
selected  a  lodging  for  the  night  on  a  low  sandy 
poiiit,  accompanied  by  twelve  of  the  natives  in 
a  canoe,  who  made  choice  of  a  residence  near 
themf. 

The  lieutenant  having  been  seven  days  occu- 
pied in  thjB  examination  of  this  river,  and  his  re- 
maining stock  of  provisions  not  being  more  thaa 
sufficient  for  two  or  three  days,  he  gave  up  the 
idea  of  any  further  search;  because,  even  thus 
far,  the  river  could  not  be  considered  as  navigable 
for  shipping;  he  calculated  also  that  he  was  now. 
near  a  hundred  miles  from  what  he  considered 
the  entrance  of  the  river;  and  that  great  fru- 
gality  was  required  in  the  conduct  of  their  nieal«« 
to  preserve  the  existence  of  his  party  till  thcr 
should  rejoin  the  Chatham.  But,  before  hu 
departure,    he  formally  took  possession  of  the 

ranoes.     To  avoid  surprize,    they  dined  in  their  boats; 
though  there  appeared  to  be  no  necessity  for  such  caution ; 
for,  on  some  trivial  presents  being  made,  trade  immediately 
commenced,  and  was  conducted  with  great  decorum.     Not 
an  attempt  was  made  to  pass  the  line  drawn  on  the  beach, 
except  by  two  who  appeared  to  be  chiefs,  and  who  were 
permitted  to  communicate  with  their  party.     At  the  several 
creeks  and  branches  they  had  passed,  they  gradually  lost ' 
the  company  of  most  of  the  Indians,  excepting  one  elderly  > 
chief,  who  on  the  most  friendly  terms  had  continued  with 
them  from  the  first,  and  had  a  village  farther  up  the  river.  > 
Having  received  considerable  presents  from  the  party,  he 
became  so  strongly  attached  to  them,  thatj  to  manifest  his  ' 
gratitude,  he  went  forward  to  provide  them  with  lodgings, ' 
and  such  acceptable  refreshments  as  his  village  would  afford,  i 
In  the  evening  they  reached  his  habitation ;  where  he  en. 
tieated  them  to, remain;  but,  preferring  a  more  secluded  i 
rcsting.place,  they  resorted  io  a  shallow  creek  higher  up 
the  river,

who  still  continueii  one  of  the  party,  assisted  at 
the  ceremony,  and  drank  his  Majesty's  health  on 
the  occasion;  Some  further'  information  was 
anxiously  endeavoured  to  be  procured  from  this 
venerable  man,  but  all  that  they  could  com- 
prehend vKas,  that  higher  up  the  river  they  would 
be  prevented  passing  by  a  fall;  which  he  ex- 

'  plained  by  taking  up  water  in  his  hands,  and 
striving  to  imitate  the  manner  of  it  falling  on  a 
rock:  pointing  also  to  the  spot  where  the  sun 
rises;  intimating  that  its  source  in  that  direction 
would  be  found  at  a  vast  distance "}. 

At  length  the  party  arrived  on  board  the  Chat- 
ham, having  consumed  half  the  time  in  returning, 
that  was  exhausted  in  passing  up  that  river,  in 
consequence  of  the  general  rapidity  of  the  stream 

■"  downward ;  and  of  beinjy  often  aided  by  a  favour- 
able wind.  Though  Mr.  Broughton  had  re- 
ceived no  orders  for  the  investigation  he  had 
undertaken,  he  was  convinced  that  such  an  enter- 
prize  would  have  been  consonant  to  Captain 
Vancouver's  wishes ;  he  therefore  deemed  it  ex- 
pedient to  join  t!ie  Discovery  with  all  possible 
expedition.  Thus  the  Chatham  quitted  Colum- 
bia river:  the  rest  of  the  time,  till  she  joined  the 
Disco^'ery,  was  performed  in  a  boisterous  un- 
pleasant voyage. 

From  Mr.  Whidbey's  account  of  Grray's  har- 
bour, and  the  transactions  of  the  Diedalus,  ^ve 

,  sballextractasurimary  of  the  particulars,  with  the 

mmrdec  of  Lieqtenant  Hergest  at  Woahoo,  &c.t. 

Mr.  Wbidbey  supposed  the  natives  of  this 

place  amounted  to  about  a  hundred:  they  spoke 

the  Nootka  language,  and  seemed,  in  many  re- 

''  spects,  to  vary  little  from  those  the  navigKors 
had  seen  in  tlie  su^rauer:  their  behaviour  was 
friendly,  civil,  and  courteous.     In  Mr.  Whid- 


*  With  these  ceremonitts  and  enquiries  night  had  closed 
in ;  notwithstaniUng  which  Mr.  Broughton  immediately  f€> 
embarked,  and,  having  the  stream  in  hi^  favour,  proceeded 
OB  his  return.  All  the  Indians,  excoot  the  old  chief,  and 
bit  snite,  very  civilly  took  their  lea»e  They,  hower«r, 
'T^ntt'iued  to  attend  him,  thoir  route  being  the  same  way. 
At  length  the  old  chief  tnok  his  final  adieu  of  our  navigo- 
to^^i;  when  the  part  of  the  river  on  which  this  afisctiouatc 
p^/tin^  was  so'^mnizud,  obtained  the  name  of  Fmendly 
Reach.

'JThe  natives  seemed  to  be  divided  itr;&  thre* 
distinct  tribes  or  classes,  each  having  one  or  tvl 
chiefs.  E;u;h  partizan  declared  the  other  tw« 
were  bad  people.  Hence  it  may  be  presume 
th.?.t  they  were  then  at  variance,  ior  at  least  ha 
sep.^rate  interests.  Some  of  their  war  canoes  hai 
a  piece  of  wood  wretchedly  carvid,  perforated 
and  placed  at  each  end,  three  feet  above  the  {run 
wale:  through  these  holes  they  could  dischare 
their  arrows,  without  presenting  their  persons  I 
their  adversaries ;  and  each  contained  abou 
twenty  people.  One  of  the  Indians  asked  th 
mate  of  the  Daedalus  to  shoot  a  pelican,  (.|)  (Ji 
water  about  fifty  yards  off:  the  mate  fired  twia 
with  a  ball,  and  missed  it:  The  pelican  stil 
keeping  his  station,  the  Indian  missed  with  hi 
first  arrow,  but  with  the  second  he  pjerc« 
through  the  body  of  the  b«rd,  tovthe  great  ei 
ultation  of  the  natives.  They  understand  coa 
mercial  pursuits,  and  deal  honourably  and  fairK 
For  sea-otter  skins  they  sometimes  expected  ira 
in  exchange,  but  usually  sold  them  for  cnppJ 
and  woollen  cloth.  Ft.r  articles  of  less  \a!i| 
they  were  glad  of  pale  blue  bettds;  two  of  nhii 
would  purchase  a  salmon.  They  seen;c^  lo  be] 
hardy  people,  and  regardless  of  the  iuclemeiK 
of  the  weather.  Tliis  is  the  subjtance  of  the  \t 
formation  procured  by  Mr.  Wbidbey,  inbisvii 
to  day's  llarbour.

r,jj,,ving  made  the   Marquesas,    Lieutenant 
^  proceeded   for  Resolution  Ba)'  in  the

[[JiJeggd  of  March  1792.     In  a  heavy  squall 
8t  four  the  next  morning,  they  parted  from 
anchor  and'  drove  out  of  the  bay.     Soon 
itbe  vessel  had  cleared  the  points,  Mr.  Her- 
I perceived  the  ship  to  be  or  fire:  it  hud  been 
[full  of  smoke  during  the  night,  that  none  of 
>crew  could  sl^p;  and  those  who  had  the 
^cb  oil  deck,  imagined  it  hud  come  from  the 
This    opinion,    indeed,    was   generally 
uted  without  reflection,  till  Mr.  Hergest  was 
ffinccd,  after  going  into  the  cabin,-  vhat  the 
loke  orii^inated  from  a  more  alarming  cause. 
I  lifting  up  the  gun-room  scuttle,  an  immense 
tlumn  of    smoke    instantly   issued,     strongly 
poifesting  the  peril  of  their  situation,  as  the- 
ewiu  close  to  the  magazine.     The  powder  was 
Lpeditiously  removed  into  a.  boat  along-side ; 
Lrh  it  was  a  tat»k  attended  with  much  danger, 
[(he gun-room  itself  was  very  hot,  and  full  of 
tokc;  and  the  powf'er  had,  very  carolesgly  and 
fomiscuously,    beeu  stowed  among  the  ship's 
ovisions.     Afte.  hoisting  up  a  large  tjiiantity  of 
Ito  g-et  out  *'.ie  powder,  the  smoke  still  ap- 
lared  to  asrend  from  below:  this  circumstance, 
(itbthe  extreme  heat  of  the  deck,  fully  dcmon- 
ited  that  the  fire  must  bo  in  the  laizarctto  below, 
leresorae  pursers'  beds  were  recollected  to  have 
I  stowed,  and  from  the  seas  shipped  during 
!  teinpcstuouB  weather  had  piobably  got  wet, 
Itakcn  lirei     Confirmed  in  thi»  opinicm,  Mr. 
lergfst  stopped  every  avenue,  and  crevice  about 
uflcr  hatch-way,  and  scuttled  the  deck  to  eu- 
blehiia  to  extinguiiih  the  lire  by  pouring  water 
Iter  it.    He  was  soor>  convinced  th"*  tlie  lire  had 
jinated  as  it  was  at  last  conjeetmedr'  and  p?r- 
kved  the  good  eifect  of  their  judicious  labours.

Other  holes  were  bored  orer  ihc  beds  for  the 
purpose  of  pouring  down  large  quantities  of 
water;  and  they  soon  had  reason  to  thank  divine 
Providence  for  so  critical  a  preservat'.on.  Some 
of  the  bods  and  coverings  were  absolutely  con- 
sumed. As  rum  and  oil  were  stowed  with  thes6 
beds,  had  the  fire  once  broke  out  into  ^  blaze, 
it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have  extinguish- 
ed it,  or  to  have  prevented  its  communicatioa 
with  these  inflammable  substances. 

"■  The  bedding  which  was  scorched  or  rotten, 
was  thrown  overboard,  and  furnished  employment 
for  the  natives  to  enrich  them&elvcs  with  the  dis- 
carded remnants.     In  the  afternoon  Mr,  Hergest 
in  the  cutter,  with  the  second  mate  in  the  long 
boat  w'ent  to  procure  water,  and  landed  with  the 
mute  and  t'^ree  men.     Many  of  tl>e  natives  were 
iMScmbled,  who  behaved  very  disorderly,  as  they 
had  not  a  chief  among  them  :  they  stole  every 
thing  they  came  ne:ir,  so  that  hardly  a  bucket 
remained   to    fill   the  tasks   with  v.ater.      Mr. 
Hergest,  thinking  t^je  party  on  shore  would  re- 
quire assistance  to  effect  his  purposes,  was  on  the 
paint  of  embarking,    when  one  of  his   people 
claimed  his  attention.     The  natives  amused  them- 
selves with  teasing  and  pulling  the  hair  of  a 
young  man,  which  at  the  same  time  diverted  the 
rest  of  the  Indians.     These  indignities  were  found 
so  disagreeable  to  the  poor  fellow,  that  be  in- 
stantly burst  into  tears.     On  being  reproached 
by  Mr.  Hergest  for  his  pusillanimity  and  ehild- 
ishness,  he  found  himself  suddcdy  turned  round 
by  the  natives  behind  him,    and   his   fowling- 
piece  wrenched   from  his  hand.     Mr.  Hergest, 
on  the  imptilse  of  the  mo.ncnt,  ordered  the  mate 
to  fire,  and  bring  down  the  thief;  but  fortunate- 
ly his  piece  M  as  not  cocked,  and  he  had  time  to 
recollevt.  that  there  was  no  other  musquet  orv 
shore,"  for  had  the  thief  been  shot,  as  he  at  first 
intended,  there  was  no  judging  of  the  extent  of 
the  consequences  that  might  have  resulted  from 
it.     M^  Herf  est  and  his  party  prudently  returned 
to  their  boais;  but,  on  rc-cmbrrking,  it  appeare^^' 
that  some  of  tlie  Indians  had  dived  under  water, 
and  cut  the  grapnel-rope  belongiag  to  the  long- 
boat. 

"  Con?idering  that  to  pass  ovi^  such  insults 
and  injuries,  would  encourage  the  islanders  to- 
persevere  iu  their  depredations,  Mr.  Uergest  eiv- 
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dcavourcd  to  awe  tliem  into  better  behaviour  by 
Towing  close  to  the  beach,  and  discharging  a 
volley  of  niusketoons  and  small  arms  over  their 
heads.  T^is  measure  \vaa  so  tar  effectual,  that 
it  drove  all  of  them,  except  one  man,  from  the 
beach  among  the  trees.  This  fellovr  had  the 
temerity  to  reraaia,  and  throw  stones  with  his 
sling  at  the  boats.  Mr.  Hergjest,  however,  took 
no  further  notice  of  him;  but  on  his  return  to 
the  Diedalus,  fired  four  of  their  great  guns  over 
the  village.  This  step  threw  them  into  such  a 
terrible  consternation,  that  the  natives  instantly 
fiew,  in  every  direction,  towards  the  mountains. 

"  In  the  evening  one  of  the  natives  s>vam  off 
with  the  ensigns  of  peace,  which  was  a  green 
bough,  inclosed  in  a  white  cloth,  which  he  threw 
ihto  the  ship,  and  then  returned  to  the  shore. 
From  this  act  of  humiliation  among  the  natives, 
Mr.  Hergest  supposed  that  he  might  get  his 
future  business  conductc^d  on  shore,  without  in- 
terruption or  molestation.  On  these  considera- 
tions, he  went  the  next  morning,  without 
meeting  with  any  disappointment;  but  he  still 
perceived  that  it  was  impossible  to  restrain  entire- 
\y  the  exercise  of  their  thievish  practices,  even 
on  board  the  ship.  One  of  them  had  taken  the 
astronomer's  theodolite,  in  its  case;  but  being 
discovered  swimming  with  it  to  his  canoe,  a 
musquet  was  discharged  at  the  Indiarn  by  (he 
cliief  mate;  that  induced  him  to  abandon  hi^ 
prize,  which  was  recovered,  the  cs«'  .  having 
been  sufficiently  buoyant  to  keep  it  from  sinking. 

"  "When  Mr.  Ucrgest  rciurucd  to  the  shore, 
with  a  guard  completely  armed  to  procure  a 
supply  of  water,  the  natives,  instead  of  inter- 
rupting, chfcrfuily  assisted  in  filling  and  rolling 
down  the  tasks,  for  which  they  were  rewarded 
with  triCes  that  were  very  acceptable.  Their 
operntloiis  wtre  now  carried  on  very  amicably, 
bi!t  the  visitors  were  become  too  numerous ; 
colours  Mere  therefore  hoisted  to  signify  that  tlu, 
ship  was  tabooed,  wliich  had  the  proper  effect 
with  regard  to  the  men,  but  the  women  were 

•  Thus  the  Da;daliis  quitted  the  island,  after  continual 
misundcr&tandiiigs  with  the  inhaUtants  for  their  daring  and 
repeated  thefts.  Mr.  Hergest  concludes  his  narrative  of  the 
transaction!)  at  the  Marquesas  by  expressing  much  satisfaction 
at  not  hariug  taking  the  lires  of  any  of  the  natives  for  the 
preservation  f  their  own  property.  This,  he  observes, 
was  a  fortunate  circumstaDc«,  as  the  shot  from  the  great 
guns  went  up  the  valley  a-.nong  many  of  their  habitations ; 
and  their  escaping  unkurt  wu  nore  than  cotHd  possibly 


not  so  easily  restrained:  they  continued  In  ,'j 
from  the  shore  in  such  multitudes,  that  nju  J 
were  obliged  to  be  fired  over  their  heads  tol  tJ 
them  from  advancing.  'j 

"  Plenty  of  vegetables  were  obtained  J 
hogs  and  pigs  were  scarce  and  dear.  Two'ch  pI 
who  h.id  visited  the  ships,  restored  the  gran 
that  had  been  stolen,  and  promised  to  return  M 
Hergcit'a  fowling-piece.  Having  a  sufficieJ 
stock  of  water  on  board  on  the  29th  of  Octoba' 
and  having  no  business  to  detain  him,  Mr.  Hh 
gest  was  preparing  to  sail-  when  the  two  chil 
who  brought  back  the  grapnel  revisited  the  shiJ 
and  repeated  their  promise  of  restoring  (i 
fowling-piece.  On  account  of  their  former  m 
behaviour,  they  had  received  several  present! 
and  as  Mr.  Hergest  now  had  them  in  his  dowm 
,  and  as  he  knew  they  could  cause  ^he  gun  to  \ 
'delivered  for  its  owner,  he  informci^  ane  of  thei. 
that  the  ship  was  inatantly  going  to  sca,  andifi 
was  not  speedily  sent  on  board,  he  should 
taken  frotnhis  island.

Daedalus  transport,  of  the  untimely  fate  of 
Lieutenant  Hergest,  her  commander,  Mr.  Coocli,

•'  In  the  morning  of  May  7,  the  Daedalus 
arrived  in  the  bay,   where  the  Resolution  and> 
Discovery  had    anchored    iu    1779,    but    Mr, 
Hergest  declined  anchoring  there,   considering 
the  inhabitants  of  that  neighbourhood  to  be  the 
most  savage  of  any  in  the  islands.    '116  there-, 
fore  lay  to,  and  purchased  from  the  natives  somei 
hogs,  vegetables,  and  water.     In  the  evening  be 
stood  off  shore,  and  requested  the  inhabitants  to 
procure  him  a  further  supply  of  water  bud  re-  ■ 
fresh inents  the  following  morning;  but  it  falling 
calm,    and  the  current  setting  the  ship  to  the 
westward,  they  could  not  regain  the  shore  tilt 
noon  on  the  llth,  when  Mr.  Hergest  unfortu- > 
nately  receded   from  his  former  determination, 
and  ordered    the    ship    to  be  anchored.     The 
cutter  was  hoisted  out  and  veered  astern,  <that 
nothing  might  interrupt  them  in  their  necessary 
traffic  for  water;   but  before  three  casks  were 
filled,  he  ordered  the  cutter  along-side,  the  fuiT-. 
casks  to  be  taken  out,  and  replaced  by  empty 
ones;  and  then,  in  company  with  Mr.  Goocfa, 
he  went  on  shore,  and  another  boat  was  hoisted 
out  for  water;    those  on  board   cotitinuing  to^ 
make  purchases  till  it  was  aimost  dark.     At  this 
moment  the  cutter  returned  with  only  five  pcr-u 
sons,  instead  of  eight,  who  went  to  shore  in  her. '

These" 
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These  coinmunicaied  the  distressing  ioielligence, 
ihat  Mr.  Hergest^  Mr.  Gooch^  and  two  of  the 
boat's  crew,  having  lauded  unarmed  with  two 
water  casks  to  fillj  their  defenceless  situation  in- 
duced the  natives  to  attack  them,  who  killed  one 
of  the  people,  and  carried  oif  the  commander  and 
the  astronomer.  The  other  being  stout  and  ac- 
tive, made  his  escape  through  a  £rowd  of  these 
savages,  fled  to  the  boat,  and  with  two  others 
landed  again  with  two  musquets,  intending  to 
rescue  their  officers,  and  recover  the  body  of 
their  roess-mate*. 

"  The  officers  were  assembled  hy  Mr.  New, 
to  consult  the  measures  that  were  necessary  to  be 
pursued:  inconsequence  of  which  a  resolution 
was  formed,  to  stand  olF  and  on  with  the  ship 
during  the  night,  and  in  the  morning  dispatch 
the  cutter  on  shore,  'v^ll  manned  and  armed,  to 
endeavour  to  reco.  .'  '•  ':•  unfortunate  com- 
mander and  shipmates.  old  chiefs  a  native 
of  Attowai,  who  had  bee>  n  board  the  Daedalus 
from  the  time  she  entered  the  bay,  and  had  been 
promised  by  Mr.  Hergest  a  passage  to  his  native 
island^  attended  in  the  boat  to  exercise  his  good 
officers.  He  landed,  and  proceeded  towards  the 
natives,  demanding  the  absent  gentlemen,  when 
he  was  deliberately  informed  that  they  were  both 
killed  the  preceding  night.  Returning  with  this 
messsage,  he  was  sent  back  to  demand  thieir  bodies. 
In  reply  to  this,  th^y  said,  the  bodies  had  been 
cut  in  pieces,  and  divided  among  seven  chiefs. 


"  After  this  ineficctual  effort  to  procure 
bodies  of  those  who  had  ))een  murdered     ^ 
numbers  of  the  savages  repaired  to  the  se'aSl 
and  threw  stones  at  the  party  in  the  boat     I 
fired  several  times,  and  at  length  compelled  thJ 
to  retire.     Finding  their  errand  was  rendeJ 
wholly  unnecesary,  they  returned  on  board 
which  the  old  chief  re-embarked,  and  the  vest 
bore  away  to  land  him  at  Atowai,  as  had  orieiilal 
been  promised;  but,  when  they  were  about] 
or  six  leagues  to  leeward  of  Woahoo,  the 
gentleman  suddenly  sprang  overboard,  and  s« 
from  the  ship,  without  the  least  intention  of  i 
turning  on   board;    and   having  no  particul 
business  at  Atowai,  they  proceeded  to  NootbJ 

"  On  the  lo(  h  of  June  thay  made  the  Ainerid 
coast,  and  bearing  to  windward  arrived  at  Noi 
ka  on  the  4th  of  July.  Obedient  to  a  letterl 
instructions,  left  by  the  late  commander  of  t 
Daedalus  in  his  bureau,  addressed  to  Mr.  Thon 
New  in  case  of  his  death,  Mr.  New  opened  \ 
dispatches  addressed  to  him  from  the  Lords 
the  Admiralty;  and  conformably  to  the  directid 
they  contained,  he  delivered  to  Senr.  Quadi 
the  commanding  officer  at  that  port,  the  let| 
therein  inclosed,  and  addressed  from  the  S 
minister." 

Thus  ended  the  transactions  of  their  voysgel 
the  con'*lusion  of  1 792.  In  the  following  gectiaj 
the  narrative  is  resumed  of  the  proceedinnl 
Monterry.

THS  beginning  of  1793  was  not  marked  with 
uny  thing  important:  the  benevolent  dis- 
position of  Sent.  Quadra  encouraged  Captain 
Vancouver  again  to  be  intrusive,  by  requ<«ting 
•ome  black  cattle  and  sheep,  that  a  breed  of  those 
valuable  animals  might  be  established  in  the 
Sandwich  Islands.    A  dozen  of  them  were  im- 


*,TlieydbcoTfred  that  Mr.  Hergeit  and  Mr.  Gpoch  were 
«tl  alive  among  a  mnltitude  of  the  inhabitants,  who  were 
stripping  and  dragging  them  u  p  a  bill  tMhiod  the  village.  In 
attempting  to  get  near  the  croud,  they  were  lo  vigorously 
aiMdM  fty  stoMft  ft«B»ttlM  merciless  wretches,  that  they

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L frannnitted  to  England  till  Sunday  the  6th  of 
IJuiiiary-    Proposing  to  sail  with  the  land  wind, 
1^  Jjjijovying  evening,  he  was  honoured  on  board 
l^h  llie  company  of  Senr.  Quadra,  Caaniauo, 
liDd  many  of  his  Spanish  friends  *. 
I  So  intelh'gence  had  yet  been  gained  of  the 
libientecs,  though  the  persons  sent  in  pursuit  of 
Uif    ere  returned.     To  prove  thatlhese  people 
Ld  aUscondcd,  without  the  knowledge  or  conni- 
Innce  of  the  Spanish    officers,    Senr.   Quadra 
liered  to  replace  the  armourer  by  substituting 
■die  only  smith  in  his  establishment.     With  much 
teluctance  he  was  induced  to  accept  the  advan- 
>  of  such  an  offer,  which  was  only  excusable 
I  the  urgency  of  the  case.     He  was  therefore 
tived  on    board    the  Chatham,    and   Senior 
idra's  vessels,  as  well  as  those  belonging  to 
British  navigators,    were  intended  to  sail 
tther,  so  long  as  their  southern  course  answer- 
Jthe  purpose  of  their  respective  routes.     Wait- 
only  for  a  favourable  land  breeze  to  take 
jeir  departure.    Captain  Vancouver  consigned 
g the  charge  of  Mr.  Broughton  the  dispatches 
(had  prepared,  with  orders  to  lose  no  time  in 
iiring  to  England :  he  also  directed  his  first 
otenant,  Mr.  Puget,   to  take  upon  him  the 
nmand  of  the  Chatham,  during  the  absence 
jMr.  Broughton. 

The  night  was  perfectly  calm ;  but  about  nine 
ithe  14th,  a  light  breeze  sprung  up,  from  the 
jitward,  with  which  the  Discovery  weighed; 
lutj  as  neither  the  Chatham,  nor  the  Spanish 
kIs  were  able  to  move,  she  waited  for  them 
Point  Pinos.  The  next  morning  she  was 
rther  from  the  shore  than  the  captain  expected : 
e  wind  blew  a  fresh  breeze  from  the  land,  and 
ley  stood  to  the  northward  in  quest  of  their 
itnds.  The  Chatham  joined  them  about  nine 
I'clock,  when  an  opportunity  presented  itself  of 
liking  such  observations  as  were  thought  re- 
uiiite  to  prove  the  rate  of  the  chronometers. 
Captain  Vancouver  remained  off  Point  Pinos 

I*  In  the  afternoon  the  wind  blew  a  hard  gale,  attended 
Ih  sqoalh,  and  a  torrent  of  rain.  An  additional  circiim. 
■ce  contributed  to  detain  him  some  time  longer:  the 
■onrer  o '  the  Chatham,  a  most  excellcAt  workman^  and 
leof  the  Chatham's  best  marines,  bad  absented  themitlTes 
I  the  course  of  the  day :  the  loss  uf  a  man  of  the  Armeur- 
ri  lalei  ts,  and  hitherto  unimpeachable  conduct,  wai  a 
sHer  of  no  small  consequence,  especially  aa  this  little  com- 
poity  had  not  a  competent  person  to  supply  hit  place. 
I  ipplied  to  Senr.  Quadra,  and  to  Senr.  Argucllo,  the 
snsndant  of  the  Presidio.  After  consultation,  a  reward 
ftweaty-fiTedoUaci  wu  oiffeted  for  the  lecovery  of  each 


till  the  evening,  when  being  joined  by  his 
Spanish  friends,  they  directed  their  course  to  the 
southward  with  a  light  northerly  breeze.  The 
Active  brig  outsailed  the  little  squadron,  and  the 
Aranfasu  was  so  bad  a  sailor,  that  she  was  nearly 
out  of  sight  astern.  The  tracks  they  each  had  (o 
pursue  shortly  began  to  diverge,  so  that  by  con- 
tinuing together  they  would  have  drawn  each 
other  from  the  proper  line  of  direction  :  a  sepa- 
ratioH  was  therefore  thought  necessary,  and  Senr. 
Quadra,  Mr.  Broughton,  ai«l  such  of  their 
Spanish  friends  as  could  be  spared  from  the  brig, 
honoured  Captain  Vancouver  with  their  com- 
pany to  partake  of  a  parting  dinner.  Mutual 
good  wishes  were  afterwards  exchanged,  and  an 
affectionate  farewel.  On  reaching  the  Active, 
their  friends  took  their  leave,  they  were  saluted 
with  three  cheers,  which  they  cordially  returned, 
and  each  pursued  their  respective  voyagesf . 

Intending  to  determine  the  existence  or  non- 
existence of  a  cluster  of  islands,  described  in  the 
Spanish  charts  as  lying  between  the  19th  and  21st 
degrees  of  north  latitude,  the  captain  endeavour- 
ed to  obtain  perfect  satisfaction,  but  after  much 
exertion,  he  concluded  they  could  have  no  ex- 
istence in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  spot  assigned 
to  them :  he  therefore  relinquished  .ny  further 
search,  made  the  best  of  his  way  to  Owhyhee ; 
and  at  nine  in  the  morning  on  the  12th  of 
February  he  saw  the  east  end  of  it,  distant  about 
seven  leagues. 

The  navigators  now  directed  their  course  to- 
ward the  north-easterp  part  of  this  island,  form* 
ing  the  eastern  point  of  a  very  deep  bay.  They 
sailed  within  two  or  three  miles  of  its  shores, 
which  were  firm  and  compact,  terminating  chiefly 
in  rocky  cliffs;  from  which  many  streams  of 
water  fell,  and  dischai^d  themselves  into  the 
ocean.  The  countrv  was  uncultivated,  and  had 
a  dreary  aspect,  havmg  only  a  few  small  destitute 
habitations,  thinly  scattered  at  vast  distances  from 
each  other.     Proceeding  to  the  westward,  culti- 

of  the  deserters,  and  soldiers  were  dispatched  in  erery  di» 
rection.  The  loss  sustained,  and  tlin  exertions  to  repair  it, 
would  have  induced  the  captain  to  wait  a  few  days  for  tha 
eTent  of  the  researches ;  but  adverse  winds,  and  a  succesfsion 
of  calms,  prcTtntcd  their  sailing  till  Sunday  the  13th,  when 
the  regular  sea-breese  from  the  north-westt  prevailed. 

f  On  the  9l8t  Joseph  Murgatroyd,  one  of  the  cai  penter> 
crew  was  missing:  he  was  last  obscried  opening  the  gun. 
room  ports,  and  was  supposed  to  have  sought  his  own  dc- 
structionj  by  contriving  to  let  himself  down  into  the  sea,  as 
it  was  hardly  possible  that  bo  coald  hare  met  his  fate 
there  by  accident. 
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▼ation  and  population  appeared  on  the  increase. 
About  nine  a  canoe  was  seen  coming  from  a 
small  bay,  towards  the  ship :  they  immediately 
brought  to,  expecting  others  would  follow  her 
example;  but  they  did  not*. 

About  noon  they  arrived  oflTapart  of  the  north- 
ern side  of  Owyhee,  where  the  coast  is  formed 
of  high,  steep,  rugged,  and  romantic  cliffs, 
discharging  from  their  naked  summits  rapid 
cataracts  into  the  ocean.  The  rushing  of  these 
torrents  uown  the  barren  surface  of  the  rocky 
cliffs,  contra.stcd  with  the  enchanting  country  to 
the  east  and  west,  present  a  very  beautiful  and 
picturesque  appearance.  Nearly  in  the  centre  of 
these  cliffs  is  a  small  deepish  bay:  but  it  scmed 
(oo  much  exposed  to  the  sea.  and  the  generally 
prevailing  winds,  to  be  an  eligible  situation  for 
nhipping.  The  western  part  of  the  land,  from 
this  situ.'ition,  descends  gradually  from  the  base 
of  (he  mountains,  iind  forms  a  capacious  plain 
towards  the  watcr-sido,  which  Mas  highly  culti- 
vated, and  abounded  with  the  habitations  of  the 
natives.  They  passed  at  the  west  point  at  the 
distance  of  about  a  league,  and  hauled  into 
Toeaigh  bay,  in  41  fathoms  water.  The  night 
proved  boistero»is,  attended  with  heavy  gusts  of 
wind  directly  off  the  land. 

In  the  afkcrnoon  of  the  14th  it  moderated,  and 
the  weatlier  became  serene  and  pleasant:  the  ad- 
jacent shores  seemed  fertile  and  populous,  but 
none  of  the  natives  ventured  to  visit  our  Euro- 
peans. Supposing  the  taboo  to  be  at  an  end, 
they  imagined  the  shyncri  of  the  inhabitants 
arf  se  from  some  more  serious  cause.  About  ten 
o'clock,  however,  a  canoe  ventured  to  come 
along-side;  when  the  people  in  her  informed 
them  that  they  belonged  to  Kahouwotoo,  who 
then  resided  at  a  village  on  an  estate  of  his,  in 
the  bottom  of  the  bay  named  Toeaigh ;  off  which 
good  anchorage  might  be  had,  and  water  easily 
procured.  They  •said  the  reason  of  their  not 
having  been  visited  sooner  was,  that  the  whole 
iisland  was  under  a  strict  taboo,  which  prohibited 

•  Thp  visitors  infonin'it  them  thit  a  jjpnrral  (ahnn  h.id 
prevented  the  inhabitants  coming  otf  to  them :  tlipy  wmtured 
at  the  extreme  hazard  of  snflering  death,  should  the  priests 
or  chiefs  become  informed  of  thrir  transgressions:  the  taboo 
had  been  two  days  in  foree,  bnl  its  operation  was  expected 
to  cease  in  a  day  or  two  more.  Intclljcence  was  also  re- 
Peived  from  these  people  that  Tamnunmnnli  was  then  at 
Karakakooa,  and  that  the  disposal  of  hogs  and  other  re- 
frrsliments  of  the  islands  to  European  or  American  visitors, 
was  prohibited  under  the  penalties  of  death,   c.\ccpt  for

the  inhabitants  from  using  their  canoes  orquitf 
the  shore;  birt  that  the  rank  of  their  ,  % 
Kahoxvwoion,  enabled  him  to  dispense  w 'ih<uj 
restrictions  upon  the  present  occasion;  hon  j 
the  vessel  in  sight  was  that  in  which  hisfavomiS 
servant  Tcrchooa  had  cmbarkedj  he  had  tlierefol 
sent  them  to  make  the  necessary  enquiries,  audi 
his  expectations  were  successful,  a  present  of  J 
hog  and  some  vegetables  was  in  the  canoe  fnl 
Terchooa;  who.se  gratitude  for  so  distiHo-uislJ 
a  mark  of  respect  was  instantly  testified,  by  a  Hon 
of  involuntary  tears  on  his  receiving  the  niessaM 
This  was  accompanied  by  a  very  pressing  reqiie 
that  the  captain  would  anchor  off  Kahoicmotoo'i 
village,  where  he  should  be  supplied  with  ever] 
thing  he  required  as  sooa  the  taboo  wag  at  ad 
end,  which  had  existed  four  days,  and  was  not 
on  the  point  of  expiringf . 

Soon  after  the  ship  had  anchored,  Kalwxmotoi 
paid  Captain  Vancouver  a  vi?it,  briii  <-in"' wJiH 
him  half  a  dozen-tine  hogs,  and  a  plentitui  supJ 
ply  of  vegetables,  lie  took  the  liberty  of  aj 
quainting  Kiilwxmotoo  that  arms  and  aminuiiitio] 
Mere  still  tabooed;  at  which  he  expressed  greal 
regret,  btit  did  not  suffer  it  to  influence  his  lioj., 
pitality,  for  he  assurtid  the  captain  that  if  hi 
would  remain  a  few  days  at  Toeaigh,  he  shouIJ 
be  furnished  with  every  refreshment  that  lie  coulj 
possibly  procure.  After  dimier  he  went  wiili 
him  on  shore,  to  tiike  a  view  of  the  watering 
place:  it  is  situated  in  a  small  sandy  bav,  wlicrc] 
over  a  small  space  of  rugged  rocks,  a  finestrearf 
empties  itself.  Kahoicivotuo  repeatedly  iirgel 
his  reqiU'St  of  the  captain's  remaining  a  few  ila\i 
at  Toeaigh;  decliiring  he  \vould  afterwards  acJ 
company  Ijim  to  another  of  his  mansions  Ijin^ 
between  this  bay  and  Karakakooa.  To  (M 
solicitations  the  captain  in  part  consented,  hi 
promising  to  stay  the  next  day;  not  only  in  ejl 
pectation  of  procuring  provisions  for  his  paiplej 
but  also  of  procuring  provender  for  the  caltlfl 
and  sheep;  the  poor  animals  being  almost  starved, 
by  feeding  on  what  they  proctued  at  MoiilerryJ 

nnn«  and  ammunition.  Ilegardless  of  the  taboo,  hoHwrJ 
the  visitors  dispnscd  of  their  c.irgo,  consisting  of  a  hoi;,l 
some  fowls,  and  vegetables,  for  some  iron,  witli  wRichthejT 
returned  to  the  shore.  I 

+  Jle  readily  accepted  tliis  invitation,  and  a  wimlfaTourJ 
inn  his  design,  he  steered  for  the  viliago  of  Tocaigli.  .MiJ 
Whidbey,  who  was  i|i  tlie  cutter  soiiinliiig  for  an  aiu horagf,! 
made  the  signal  fur  an  eligible  situation,  where,  about  twoT 
they  anchored  iu  twi'.nty.five  fathoms  water. 
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on,  witli  wiiichlhcn 


(hiscatis^  the  captain  attributed  the  severe 
Kthehad  suirered  in  his  passage,  amounting 
Ljtliree  rams,  two  ewes,  a  bull,  and  a  cow*. 
Pjyinff  *'"''''  "^sp^'''ts  "<*  Kahowmotoo's  wives, 
liurvcyiiig  this  salt  pond,  occupied  much  of 
(time  and  attention  of  our  navigators.  Having 
Jilicd  the  former  by  a  distribution  of  such 
rticles  as  they  knew  were  highly  esteemed  by 
they  returned  towards  the  boats,  acconi- 
IJiIed  by  the  chief  and  his  consorts,  and  attend- 
I  by  the  natives,  who  conducted  themselves 
ith  great  propriety.  They  presented  them  with 
KOi-nuts  as  they  passed  along,  and  seemed 
jtrt  in  aifordfng  them  any  little  service  or 
j^lity,  without  being  troublesome.  On  reach- 
rtlie  boats,  Captain  Vancouver  requested  Ka- 
^mloo  to  accompany  him  on  board  to  dinner; 
bl,  recollecting  the  taboo,  be  did  not  presume 
^solicit  that  favour  from  the  ladies.     They  were, 

jovever,  of  a  very  different  opinion ;  particularly 

tfaiiiahanna,  Kahowmotoo's  favourite,  who  con- 
ided  that  the  taboo  only  prohibited  their  em- 
itling  in  canoes  belonging  to  O  why  lice.  This 
tiiiuus  method  of  explaining  the  arbitrary 
Sute  seeming  to  meet  with  the  concurrence  of 
A0irmo/oo>  they  soon  embarked,  leaving  Mr. 

Ileozies,  one  of  their  party,  on  shore,  in  search 
vegetable  productions;    he  returned   in  the 
fling,  after  receiving  much  civility  from  the 
itives. 

Kahowmotoo  went  on  shore  with  the  lady  wlio

canoe,  as  a  signal  by  which  he  m'ght  be  known 
ill  the  dark.  Hi;  arrived  about  four  in  tli« 
morning  of  the  16th,  just  as  they  were  getting 
under  sail.  In  his  canoe  were  half  a  dozen  fiiis 
hogs,  .which  he  desired  might  be  taken  on  board, 
and  said  he  had  others  to  follow  the  shjp  to  the 
southward.  Kahowmotoo,  with  his  favourife 
wife,  came  on  board,  in  consequence  of  a  pre- 
concerted signal,  to  conduct  them  to  Tyealatooa. 
The  wind  proved^ariable,  as  well  in  direction 
as  in  force.  Sometimes  the  weather  was  perfect- 
ly calm,  at  others  the  navigators  had  gusts  from 
the  land :  when  night  was  approaching,  a  brig 
and  a  sloop  were  seen  in  the  offing.  From  the 
natives  they  were  informed  that  these  were  the 
Chatham  and  the  Jackall  trader,  under  tho  orders 
of  Mr.  Browq  of  the  Butterworth.  They  in- 
stantly made  towards  them,  and  expected  speedily 
to  join  their  consort.  But  to  their  great  astonish- 
ment, on  Sunday  morning  the  17th,  they  found 
themselves  about  ten  leagues  from  land,  and  had 
lost  sight  of  both  the  vessels.  The  morning  of 
the  18th  brought  the  two  vessels,  again  in  sight; 
and  before  noon  the  Chatham  was  ao  near  them 
that  he  received  a  visit  from  Mr.  Puget,  by 
whom  he  was  informed,  that  he  had  traced  the 
shores  on  the  south-east  side  of  Owhyhee,  without 
finding  any  place  that  presented  a  probabilit)  uf 
anchorage.  Mr.  Pugetalso  informed  Captain  Van- 
couver, that  he  would  find  Karakakooa  a  more 
formidable  place  than  he  expected :  for  the  people 
of  the  Jackall,  who  had  visited  it,  had  de- 
clared it  was  far  from  being  a  desirable  stop- 
ping place  for  small  vessels,  since  Tttinaahmaah 
had  procured  a  number  of  cannon,  and  a  quantity 
of  ammunition.  That  these  cannon  were  planted 
and  protected  by  stone  walls,  along  the  beach  in 
the  bay  before  the  houses,  situated  where  the 


were  therefore  obliged  to  have  recourse  to  swimmiag  for 
that  purpose. 

Tocaigh  is  situated  in  a  grore  of  coeoi  .not  trees,  behind 
a  sandy  beach:  the  village  consisted  only  of  straggling 
houses,  of  two  classes;  those  intended  for  the  residence  oC 
the  inhabitants,  #ere  small,  moan,  miserable  hnts ;  but  the 
others,  appropriated  to  the  building  and  repairing  their 
canoes,  were  excellent  in  their  kind :  on  these  occasions, 
m.iny  were  employed,  wfio  seemed  to  finkh  their  work  with 
neatness  and  ingenuity.  Abokt  the  middle  of  the  villa^  • 
reservoir  of  salt-water  is  inclosed  by  walls  of  nM)d  and 
stones.  These  salt-works  produce  large  quantities  of  salt, 
equal  in  colour  and  quali^  to  any  made  in  Earop*)  but 
the  crystals  are  much  larger. 
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Iiiibiiaiions  of  the  prie.sls  were  destroyed  atUrtlie 
death  of  Captain  Cook  *. 

As  they  approached  Owliyhee  on  the  20th, 
they  met  a  great  number  of  canoes^  laden  with 
the  productions  of  the  country,  whieh  •  were 
honourably  and  civilly  exchanged  for  various 
articles '  of  tratiir.  Beads,  and  some  other 
trinkets,  were  only  accepted  as  presents,  and 
were  not  requited  with  any  return.  Among 
their  visitors  was  Tamnnhmaah's  eldest  son,  tlie 
presumptive  heir  to  the  sovereignty  of  Owhyhee: 
he  was  a  shrewd  lively  boy,  of  about  nine  years 
of  age.  For  the  presents  the  captain  had  made 
him,  he  gave  him  three  or  four  hogs  on  his  quit- 
ting the  ship,  and  promised  an  additional  supply 
in  the  morningf . 

After  some  ceremonious  conversation  between 
'lamaahmaah  and  the  captain,  he  said  the  queen 
and  several  of  his  relations  were  in  the  canoe 
alongside^  and  requested  they  might  be  admitted 

'>  *  Calms,  a.fi(l  light  baOliiig  windii  (iciiiiiicd  <bcm  in. an  inac- 
tive situation,  tiii;  weather  at  the  sajne  time  being  oppres.siydy 
liot  and  sultry;  other  disagreeable  firciirastancus  arose; 
the  only  bull  that  remained,  and  a  Co\t  that  had  brotight 
forth  a  dead  ralf,  were  iinabfe  to  s(*ud,  and  withorut  speedy 
relief  must  both  infaUibiy  pcribh.  In  the  afternoon  of  the 
lOth  they  were  visited  by  several  conu^,  though  about 
fight  or  lime  leagues  from  the  laud.  In  one  of  these  wa»  a 
chief  named  Crymrmahoo,  half  brother  to  Dtmoahmnah. 
On  him  such  presents  were  bestow«l  as  were  highly  scitable 
to  his  rank,  and  seemed  to  give  him  infinite  satisfaction: 
encouraged  by  this  circumstauc^,  ||>c  captain  expected, 
through  that  chiafs  good  oflices,_  to  lie  enabled  to  get  these 
poor  anlmah  conveyed  to  the  lihorc.  Strong  Tntimations 
were  given  that  such  ain  act  wdtild  be  highly  estimated  by 
fcinv:  but  a  tbouiand  evasions  and  excuses  were  immediately 
started:  yat,  as  Captain'  Vancouver  know  that  avarice  is 
the  pnjdominant  passion,  with  most  of  tlicse  islanders,  he 
offered  Vrj/mamahoo  an  ample  recompcnce  for  so  desirable 
k' service ;  the  bull  and  cow  were  instantly  placed  iti  his 
cBTioej  in- whfch  there  were  some' vegetables.  Of  these  the 
bull  ate  plentifully,  strongly  indicating  that  he  would  soon 
recoTer  by  the  help  of  nourishing  food^  which  the  shore 
abundantly  supplied. 

+  Hating"  nowalmost  reached  Tyahtatooa,  Mr.  Whid. 
bey  was  sent  in  the  cutter  to  examine  the  anchorage: 
About  noon  on  the  S-iet  Captain  Vancouver  was  honoured 
with  Iheprssbnce  of  Tbmaahmaah,  the  king  of.  Owhyheet 
From  his  own  memory,  and  the  description  given  of  him 
by  Captain  King,  he  expected  to  have  recognized  his  former 
acquaintance  by  a  very  savage  countenance;  but  he  was 
agreeably  siirpriacd  in-  finding  that  his  riper  years  had 
softened  that  stern  fcrotttyji^irh  his  younger  days  had  ex. 
bibited,  and  his  general  deportment  displayed  an  open, 
cheerful,  sensible  mind,  combined  with  generosity  and 
goodness  of  disposition.  He  w.as  conducted  to  the  ship  in 
a  very  large  canoe,  accompanied  by  John  Young,  an  English 
teanuui,  wb*  was  not  only  tk  favourite^  but  also  bad.  con- 


on  boaru.  This  was  no  sooner  intimated  i\\ 
granted,  and  Captain  Vancouver  wns  iiitrojj  J 
to  her  majesty,  who  they  had  pn  viouslv  unlr 
stood  was  the  daughter  of  KaUoicmntuo  h. 
wife  Namahanna  now  on  board.  Thy  m  *;,•  ■ 
of  the  daughter  and  her  parents,  siiaicienUy'l 
dicated  their  consuDguinity.  She  was  about  'j 
teen,  and  one  of  the  finest  women  thoy  hud 
fore  beheld  in  any  of  the  islands.  The  ^x- 
of  this  visit  was  to  invite  our  navigators  to  K 
rakooa;  but  the  reply  to  their  solicitations  J 
that  their  boat  was  examining  at  Tvahfatnni 
and  on  lier  return  a  satisfactory  answer  shoulJi 
given  J;. 

After  several  occurrences  of  no  very  col 
siderable  importance,  our  navigators  proctcdcjl 
Karakakooa,  and  found  themselves  abreast  of  tl 
bay  on  the  22d,  when  they  were  visited  by  a  vai 
concourse  of  people,  who  brought  in  their  canot 
abundance  of  refre^ments  to  barter  for  diO'ere] 

siderable  influence  with  this  great  chiof.  Tvrrchna,  wlio  bJ 
been  dispatched  to  deliver  the  bull  and  the  cow  to  tlickiij 
was  also  of  the  party,  also  informed  Captaiu  VancouJ 
that  the  cow  had  died  in  her  passage  to  the  island,  butiJ 
the  bull  had  arrived  safe,  and  ate  heartity.  1 

i  Captain  Vancouver  was  highly  pleased  with  tlic  pJ 
priety  and  decorum  of  the  royal  party.  Though  it  J 
sisted  of  many,  not  a  single  article  was  rccjuested;  uord 
a  word  escajie  that  could  be  construed  to  express  an  cxpii 
tution  of  receiving  prusenti.  They  were  particuluilv  ciJ 
tious  to  avoid  givini^  olfenre:  even  the  king  hiinn'lf  wui 
scrupulous^  us  to  enquire  when  and  w  here  he  could  bcstii) 
without  incommoding  or  oflendiiig  any.  person.  TlieinliJ 
bitants  assembled  round  the  shipK,  were  numerous:  hutJ 
being  refused  admittance  on  board,  they  remained  porftdl 
quiet  in  their  canoes,  and  carried  on  a  friendly  anil  houJ 
intercourse.  1 

Desirous  of  preserving  that  harmony  which  nmv  smukI 
to  exist,    the,  captain  distributed  among  his  visitors  ni 
presentt   as  were  suitabhe  to  their-  repective  raiiVit,  aJ 
such  as  he  kneW  would  be  acceptable  to  the  whole  party 
Permission  was  now  requested  for  the  friends  who  ffci 
alongside  in  their  canoes,  to  be  permitted  to  couic  on  boir^ 
Leave  bcin{;  granted, '  a  number  of  new  visitors  of  bol 
sexes,  instantly  found  their  way  aft,  aqd  almost  tilled  tii 
cabin ;  all  of  whom  were  pleased  with  what  they  had  i 
ceived.     The   party  having   been   rendered  happy  by  i 
distribution,  the  king,,  in  addition  to  what  ho  had  bcfoJ 
received,  was  presented  with  a  scarlet  cloak,  reaching  froa 
his  neck  to  the  ground,  adorned  with  tinsel  lace,  and  fuij 
ther  decorated  with  blue   ribbons.      The  looliing.4!laJse 
being  placed  opposite  to  each  other,  displayed,  at  oncrieirl 
the  whole  of  his-  royal  person ;  when  he  was  su  inlinilell 
delighted  wKh    his  transformation,    that  the  cubin  coulT 
hardly  contain  him.     lie  afterwards  struttc<i  upon  the  d«cl| 
and  exposed  himself   in  the  nio«t  conspicuous  places, 
attract  tiic  applause  and  admiration  of  hii  subjects.

duet  upon  his  head,  gave  him  an  air  of  majestic 

mity.   Thus  pompuouslycquipped,  he  paraded 

jiind  the  vessels,  with  a  slow  and  solemn  motion, 

H  with  infinite  affectation  of  majesty,  he  ascend- 

Itlicside  of  the  ship'.     Taking  hold  of  Captain 

faiicouver's  hand,  he  asked,  if  he  and  his  suite 

[ere  sincerely  his   fri.Midsr*  This   question  was 

uttered  in  the  aftir><)ative.     He  then  said,  he 

dertood  they  belonged  to  King  George,  and 

jked  if  he  was  a!so  his  friend  ?   lieing  satisiied 

[tliis  particuU'.r,  he  declared  that  he  was  their 

[ID  good  friend ;   in  testimony  of  which,   ac- 

(fdiiijjlo  the  custom  of  the  country,  they  saluted 

I  touching  noses.     He  then  presented  the  cap- 


tain M'itli  four  beautiful  feathered  helmets,  and 
ordered  ten  large  canoes  to  approach  tho 
starboard  side,  each  containing  nine  very  large 
hogs;  whilst  a  fleet  of  smaller  canoes  contained 
a  profusion  of  vegetables.  This  supply  was  more 
than  they  could  conveniently  receive;  the  decks 
of  the  Discovery  and  the  Chatham  being  both 
encumbered  with  good  things,  but  he  would  not 
sufler  a  single  hog  to  be  returned  to  the  shore. 

The  remaining  live  stock  the  captain  had  on 
board,  consisting  of  five  cows,  two  ewes,  arid  a 
ram,  were  sent  on  shore  in  some  of  his  canoes. 
Tliey  were  all  in  a  healthy  state,  but  in  a  low 
condition.  Tamaahmaah  himself  was  particular- 
ly careful  in  placing  these  animals  in  the  canoes. 
In  addition  to  his  magnificent  present  of  pro- 
visions, other  canoes  were  now  laden  with  cloth, 
mats,  and  other  articles  of  their  manufacture,  and 
were  delivering  into  the  ship ;  but,  as  they  could 
not  then  be  received,  the  king  permitted  them  to 
be  returned  to  the  shore,  and  ordered  them  to  be 
taken  care  of,'  as  they  belonged  to  the  captain,  and 
not  to  himself.  The  remainder  of  the  section  is 
almost  wholly  taken  up  with  an  account  of  two 
English  seamen  residing  on  the  island,  and  the 
characters  of  some  of  the  leading  chiefs ;  a  cir- 
cumstantial account  of  whom  would  probably  be 
thought  a  deviation  from  the  proposed  plan  of 
tlie  work.

S  Karakakooa  does  not  naturally  furnish 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  fresh  water,  on 
iting  the  well  from  wliich  the  Resolution  and 
vovery  had  been  supplied,  our  navigators 
knd  but  a  small  quantity,  and  that  extremely 
ickish:  it  was  therefore  apprehended  that  the 
\ot  it  would  be  pernicious  to  the  health  of  the 
fcple.  The  vast  quantity  of  that  beverage  re- 
Ired  for  the  cattle  in  their  passage  hither, 
jde  the  supply  they  now  required  very  c  -n- 
trable;  he  therefore  applied  to  Tamaahmaah  to 
pultbim  on  this  important  business;  the  result 

idiich  was  that  a  certain  number  of  his  canoes 
1  each  take  oue^  tvto,  ov  three  puncheons. 


according  to  their  respective  siiie,  to  different 
places  on  this  side  of  the  island,  to  be  filled  with 
tliat  liquid  from  the  little  wells  in  their  planta- 
tions. The  plan  was  instantly  agreed  on,  and 
speedily  carried  into  execution.  A  dozen  pun- 
cheons, by  way  of  experiment,  were  dispatched  t» 
different  destinations,  some  of  which  were  expected 
to  return  in  less  than  two  or  three  days;  b^it  it  so 
happened  that  on  the  following  morning,  the 
26th,  six  of  them  were  brought  b;ick,  lull  of 
most  excellent  water;  for  which  the  procurers 
were  amply  repaid  by  a  niece  of  iron  for  eaclv 
cask,  of  the  length  of  six  inches,  and  the  breadth 
of  two.    The  people  of  the  neighbouihood  were 
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Also  directed  to  bring  down  water  for  sale, 
and  tliey  continued  that  traffic  with  their  usual 
integrity  and  honour*. 

On  Thursday  the  ^th,  Kcrtieecuherrei/,  the 
unfortunate  widow  of  the  lase  Tcreeoboo,  favour- 
ed. Captain  Vancouver  with  a  visit.     After  la- 
menting the  death  of  her  husband,  and  witnessing 
nearly  the  extirpation  of  his  whole  race;   and 
after  surviving  a  long  state  of  captivity^  she  bad 
met  in  Tamaahmaah,  a  generous  conqueror,  and 
a  kind  &iend  and  protector.     During  the  conflict 
at  tl^  revolution,  he  was  obliged  to  have  recourse 
4o  some  violence  to  shelter  her  from  the  ven- 
geance of  his  nearest  relations,  and  the  fury  of 
we  populace,  who  clamorously  demanded  lier 
immediate  execution,  and  the  lives  of  all  her 
husband's  adherents.     Having  seen  her  in  1779, 
when  the  captain  visited  these  islands,  he  per- 
fectly recollected  the  features  of  her  countenance ; 
but  tlie  high  degree  of    '  ^acity  it  then  possessed, 
compared   with    her    present    appearance,    too 
jitrongly  manifested  that  she  had  since  experienced 
much  sorrow  and  dejection f. 

On  Sunday  the  3d  of  March,  bis  material 
business  being  almost  accomplished,  the  captain 
visited  the  three  villages  in  the  bay;  and  first  of  all 
the  fatat  spot  where  Captain  Cook,  so  unfortunate- 
ly, for  tlie  world,  was  deprived  of  his  valuable  life. 
Here,  as  well  as  in  the  other  villages,  thr;  very 
numerous  inhabitants  behaved  with  the  greatest 
civility  and  decorum.  It  may  be  proper  to  ob- 
serve, however,  that  they  repaired  on  shore  with 
both  boats  completely  armed,  and,  as  it  was 
usual  on  a  sunday,  they  were  clothed  in  their 
best  attire,  and  attended  by  a  guard  of  marines. 
Perhaps  this  appearance  had  some  inHuenee  on 
their  behaviour;  the  vanity  of  Tamaahmaah,  was 
however,  much  gratified  by  this  parade,  and  he 


*  The  king  passed  the  day  in  visitiDf  the  two  resecla, 
where  all  hit  .enquiries  were  pertinent,  and  directed  to  useful 
o'^j*"tg.  Not  visiting  the  Discovery  on  the  97th,  the  cap. 
t  ^n  received  a  neskage  from  Um,  informing  him  that  an  axe, 
a  <d  soflif  other  articles  bdongiag  to  the  Chatham,  had  bees 
«tolen  by  some  women  who  had  been  suffered  to  sleep  on 
board :  the  articles  were,  howerer,  restored  the  following 
day. 

i  In  faultering  accents  she  infonned  the  captain,  that  the 
lad  accompanied  Tamaahmaahf  to  pay  him  a  visit  and

Crson  was  so  altered,  that  she  could  not  for  a  long  time 
reconciled  to  the  change  in  him,  which  fourteen  years 
kad  produced.  Curiosity  induced  her  to  viiit  scveraii  parts

regretted  that  he  had  not  an  English  drci 
Hport  upon  the  occasion.     But  he  substiiutl* 
garment  which  the  captain  had  given  him,  wp  I 
was  much  applauded  by  the  surrounding  tnult! 
tude.     Ttanna,  and  other  chiefs,  were  prese  H 
but  the  ambitious  Tianna  had  envy  sti  one ly  dJ 
picted  in  his  countenance,  or.  his  not  receivi 
the  same  degree  of  respect  tha|  was  shewn  to  I 
sovereign.     In  vvalking  through  the  village 
asked  the  captain  in  a  contemptuous  tone 
voice,  why  he  gave  that  man  so  maiy  thin« 
and  himself  so  few  ?  The  answdr  given  was  fi 
tended  as  a  kind  of  explanation,  but  it  was  nl 
thought  satisfactory  to  the  interrogator.  NothiJ 
further  occurred  during  the  perambuktioo 
shore,    that  merited  attention.      When  it  w 
ended,  they  returned  on  board  to  dinner. 

Having  promised  to  give  the  king  an  enta 
tainment  with  fire-works,  that  exhibition  w| 
fixed  for  Monday  evening;  and,  in  order  toco] 
tribute  to  the  pleasures  of  the  day,  the  sovcrei^ 
proposed  to  have  a  sham-battle  m  the  aftern(K, 
between  the  best  of  warriors  that  could  be  col 
vened  on  so  short  a  notice.  On  the  4th,  assoj 
as  dinner  was  over,  they  were  summoned  to  i 
review;  and  Tamaahmaah,  deriving  conseoren, 
from  all  his  ceremonies  and  formalities,  requeitd 
the  captain  to  be  attended  on  shore  by  a  guard 

The  warriors  assembled  towards  the  norl 
corner  of  the  beach,  and  consisted  of  about 
hundred  and  fifty  men,  armed  with  speiij 
They  were  divided  into  three  parties.  ThJ 
sham  spears  were  blunt  pointed  sticks;  thecoj 
batants  were  without  any  leader,  making  speech 
as  they  approached,  replete  with  vaunti 
menaces.  His  Owhyhean  majesty  entered 
lists  for  a  shtrrt  time,  and  conducted  himself  w| 
g'eat  dexterity  t.

Supposing  this  might  be  his  last  visit,  Tninuiihtnaah 

Ir^iMifed  him  with  u  pompous  cloak,  composed  of  red  and 

lllo'.i  feathers  ;  with  a  collection  of  oilier  native  curiosities, 

lid  at  the  same  tiine  delivered  into  liis  custody  (he  superb 

■oak  lie  had  worn   on   his  former  visit  at    their  arrival. 

Iftfr expatiating  on  the  beanty  of  this-  cloak,  ho  pointed 

Btthe  tuo  holes  made  in  difiVrent  parts  of  ii  by  the  enemy's 

ars,  ill  his  last  battle  for  the  sovereignty  of  thi:'  i.oland: 

ethuM  carefully  folded  it  up,  and  desired,   on  his  arrival 

iRngland,  that  he  would  jiresent  it  in  hi';  name  to  king 

leorge;  and,  as  no  person  had  worn  it   but  himself,  lie 

Vicily  liiijuined  him  not  to  suiter  any  person  to  throw  It 

icr  their  shoulders,    declaring  it  Was   the   most  vaiunUe 

ling  iu  the  island  of  Owhyh'je,   md  he  therefore  did  I\im. 

If  the  honour  to  send   it  to  so  great  a  monarch,   and   so 

pod  a  friend  as  he  considered  the  king  of  Kuglflud.     When 
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general  practice,  among  tlic  earliest  wlio  made 
their  appearance:  his  delay  had  been  occasioned 
by  his  w.iiting  to  come  off  in  state,  in  one  of  hii4 
largest  canoes,  that  had  been  rigged  for  him  with 
a  full  suit  of  canvas  sails,  >Yith  a  union  jack  and 
a  pendant.  On  his  arrival  he  seemed  highly  de- 
lighted with  his  man  of  war,  but  admitti'd  that 
she  would  make  a  better  appearance  with  a  few 
swivels  properly  mounted.  The  captain  was  ol' 
the  same  opinion,  but  the  words  "Taboo  king 
George,"  prevented  any  further  conversation  on 
that  subjectf . 

Kalunvmotoo,  performed  his  promise  of  visiting 
our  navigators  on  the  9th,  and  presented  them 
with  twenty  fine  hogs,  with  a  large  asssorsment 
of  vegetables:  a  handsome  feathered  cloak  ac~ 
companied  these  provisions 

Tlic  servants  of  the  king  brought  eighty  large 
hogs  for  the  Discovery,  and  half  that  number 
for  the  Chatham,  with  considerable  supplies  of 
vegetables  for  both.  During  the  forenoon  Cap- 
tain Vancou.ver  received  a  visit  from  Tiamia,  who 


the  captain  rpccired  the  cloak,  ho  gave  his  majesty  (he  most 
positife  assurances  of  acting  agreeably  with  his  directions. 

Thinking  lie  had  not  sufliciently  rewarded  Tamaahmaah^ 
for  the  very  essential  services  he  had  rendered  the  Euro- 
peans, (^aptiiin  Vancouver  resolved  to  give  him  an  additional 
testimony  of  his  friendship,  and  their  general  approbation: 
a  number  of  useful  and  ornamental  articles  was  selected; 
among  the  latter  were  two  handssme  cloaks,  and  a  quantity 
of  variegated  gartering  tape;  the  latter  being  held  io  great 
estimation,  as  iieiivg  much  used  in  decorating  a  part  of  their 
dress  called  the  muro.  The  useful  articles  were  a  variety 
of  culinary  ntt  nsils,  and  implements  of  husbaodry ;  with  an 
assortment  of  the  most  general  smiths'  and  carpenters'  tools. 
With  this  ac(|uisi<ioii  he  was  immoderately  delighted.  He 
Uien  took  a  most  atfectionuto  learc,  not  only  of  the  captain 
and  all  the  otUcers,  but  of  «ver)  person  he  saw  upon  tlw 
deck. 

+   On  the  evening  of  their  departure,  Tumaalimaah  was 
requirotl  to  resign  hini;<e1f  to  the  strtct  obedience  of  a  iubho 
which  was  at  that  titoe  to  commence.     On  this  occasion  all 
his  people  who  lifld  any  commercial  intercourse  with  the 
Europeans,  were  io  present  before  liira  all  the  (reasiure  ther 
had    acquired    and    render    him     the    customary   tribute. 
Such  presejrts  as  tli*  king  himself  had  received,  vrere  also 
to  bo  e.vposed  to  public  view,  whe.u  certain  priests  would 
perform  exhortations,  prayers,  and  other  Amotions  of  their 
office.      On   the  8th   the  ^vcathe^  being  pleasant,    .with   a 
gentle  breeze  from  the  land,  they  sailed  from  Karakukooa, 
and  stood  along  shore  to  the  northward,     lamnahmaah, 
with  his  queen,  and  many  of  his  attendants  orertuok  thom, 
Thu  royal  party  continued  on  board  (^11  about  two  in  ti^e 
afternoon;  when,   taking  a  respeciAil  leave  of  thom  all, 
and  lameniing  the  »hof tuiiss  of  their  vifit,  they  returned  to 
Karakakuoa.  '  I 
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^brought  with  him  about  half  a  dozen  lean  hogs, 
for  which  he  had  neither  room  nor  occasion. 
He  wan,  however,  rewarded  with  a  farewel 
.present,  with  which  he  ought  to  have  been  per- 
fectly sati-sficd;  as  he  could  assume  no  merit, 
either  for  the  supplies,  or  services  bestowed  upon 
them;  y.ct  his  envious  pride  displayed  itself  in 
keen  expressions  of  disatisfuctiun  that  he  had 
not  been  complimented  with  articles:),  equully 
valuable  with  those  that  had  been  offered  to 
IVamaahmanh.  His  conversation  was  really  in 
£0  domineering  a  stile,  and  so  dif*  >cnt  from  the 
language  adopted  by  the  other  chiefs  of  O  wliyhec, 
I'mt  the  captain  w£j  induced  to  request  he  would 
return  the  scarlet  cloth,  axes,  and  other  useful 
articles  he  had  given  him,  observing  that  these 
were  so  inadequate  to  his  claims,  they  could  not 
possibly  be  worth  his  acceptance.  With  this 
proposal,  however,  Tiann§  was  not  willing  to 
comply,  pretending,  on  recollection,  to  be  per- 
fectly satisfied. 


Having  no  further  business  at  Ou%j}if(. 
navigators  made  the  best  of  their  way  out  uf  n'' 
bay;  but  calms  and  light  baffling  winds  rend 
tlieir  situation  stationary,  which  gave  the  nar" 
an  opportunity  of  displacing  their  dexterity 
catching  a  small  kind  ot  bonctto.  Thev  J 
not  oidy  entertained  with  the  sport,  but  alio  fj 
nished  with  nii  explanation  of  the  general //iT 
at  the  time  they  arrived  on  the  coast.  It  v»aji 
consequence  of  th?  commencement  of  tlic  seaJ 
for  the  taking  of  these  fish,  which  arc  excellJ 
when  fresh,  and  are  to  be  taken  in  such  abundan 
that  they  constitute  a  principal  part  of  tbc  fm 
of  the  inhabitants,  when  preserved  and  salu 
In  the  evening  Kahoivmotoo,  and  all  the  natiJ 
took  their  leave  after  the  strongest  assurancei] 
perpetual  friendship,  and  expressing  the  hieli 
satisfaction  and  happiness  at  their  visit. 

The  astronomical  observations  made  at  KaJ 
kakooa,  conclude  this  narrative  of  their  transi 
tions  during  their  continuance  at  Owhyhce.

ARRIVING  off  the  eastern  shores  of  Mowee, 
on  the  lOth  of  March,    our  navigators 
availed  themselves  ot  a  favourable  breeze,  and 
bore  away  along  the  coast  about  two  miles  from 
the  shore.    They  took  a  direction  from  hence  to 
the  south  point  of  the  island.     From  the  number 
of  villages  and  separate  houses,  they  supposed 
the  island  to  be  tolerably  well  inhabited;   but 
the  scene  was  changed  as  they  advanced  a  few 
miles  to  the  westward.     The  appearance  of  the 
country  was  differeot:  the  shores  shewed  no  in- 
dications of  being  inhabited,  and  were  almost 
destitute  of  vegetable  productions.     Perpendi- 
cular veins  separated  the  different  strata,  and  de- 
ii:ended  down  the  mountains.     Tb'.y  passed  the 
louth  point  at  the  distmce  of  about  half  a  mile: 
it  is  formed  by  craggy  rocks,  the  sea  breaking  at 
a  little  distance  to  tine  north-west  of  it.    J^>< 
proaching  these  breakers,    they  gained  sound- 
ings, and  suddenly  decreased  the  depth  from

twenty-five  to  ten  fathoms;  but  on  hauling 
shore  they  could  reach  no  bottom  with  i\( 
fathoms. 

While  they  were  thus  situated,  they  werev 
ed  by  some  of  the  poor  natives  from  a 
cove,  where  they  had  some  wretched  habitatiti 
Their  poverty  was  further  apparent,  by 
having  only  a  few  small  packages  of  salt  to  ( 
pose  of,   and  by  the  miserable  plight  of 
canoes.     In  the  afternoon  they  were  visited  | 
a  chief,  in  the  only  deceq^  canoe  they  had  ( 
seen  at  Mowee.     He  had  been  sent  by  Tttet 
to  learn  who  they  were,  and  to  know  if  theiij 
tentions  were  friendly  towards  the  island.

His  connteiiancc 

j strongly  marked  by  ferocity;  but  he  was  re- 

irkable  for  tlie  mildness  and  urbanity  of  his 

n.     In  all  their  conferences  he  was    i 

jncipal  speaker;  and  from  the  attention  paid 

\TUeeree  and  Taio,  to  what  he  advanced,  it 

flentlj  appeared  that  his  abilitit^s  were  held  in 

I  highest  estimation. 

Ilaviiig  so  far  succeeded  in  this  favourite  ob- 
(he  captain  embraced  the  opportunity  of  a 
I  assembly,  to  advert  again  to  the  murder  at 
bahoo.  On  this  occasion  he  was  hastily 
Irked  by  Titecree,  'who  said  that  business  was 
d)  settled ;  that  they  had  full  confidence  in 
s»ertions,  and  he  ought  net  to  doubt  them  ! 
jfing  considered  the  restoration  of  peace  to 
'  islands,  and  the  punishment  of  the  assasins 
I'oahoo  to  be  important  to  the  commercial 

IHc  had  understood  at  Owhyhee,  that  ''.roe  of  the 
bpal  murderers  had  been  put  to  death  by  the  orders  of 
Iree.  These,  and  several  other  circumstances  that 
[adduced,  rendered  it  more  than  probable,  that  Titeeree 
1*010  were  innocent  of  the  murder  with  which  they  had 

lodiret'dy  charged.  A  pusillanimous,  conduct,  ou 
u  occasion,  would  have  sunk  the  ch.-iracter  of  Euro- 
[into  the  lowest  contempt ;  and  atrocities  would  become 
[freqnent;  to  the  disgrace  of  human  nature,  and  the 
■ttion  of  the  adventurers  engaged  in  the  commerce  of 
forth  Pacific  Ocean. 

1  Wednesday  the  13th,  the  captain  was  honoured  with 
■cseDce  of  J^'teeree,  who,  he  was  informed,  was  con. 

'  u  king  of  all  the  islands  to  leeward  of  Owhyhee^ 


adventurers  in  this  ocean,  the  captain  had  long 
contemplated  these  object*.      Tlie   prospect  of 
one  of  them  being  happily  accomplished;  and  of 
justice  taking  place  in  the  other,  bad  given  hir 
great  satisfaction. 

As  hogs  and  other  refreshments  were  not  to  be 
procured,  he  was  desirous  of  quitting  this  station.  . 
lileerce,  and  his  counsellors,  were  informed  of 
this  resolution,  when,  at  their  earnest  request, 
he  promised  to  pay  them  a  visit  on  shore,  while 
the  vessel  was  preparing  for  her  departure.  The 
chiefs,  however,  requested  he  would  defer  his 
departure  fo^  a  few  days,  and  further  solicited 
that  a  display  of  tire-works  might  be  complied 
with;  when  they  would  repair  to  the  ship,  and 
accompany  him  on  shore.  The  captain  was 
readily  induced  to  comply  with  their  wishes;  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  17th,  the  king,  Taio,  and 
the  rest  of  the  chiefs;  and  in  the  afternoon  ac- 
companied by  Titeeree,  and  some  of  the  naval 
officers  in  two  armed  boats,  with  a  guard  of 
marines.  Captain  Vancouver  paid  his  com- 
pliments on  shore,  where  the  landing  was  but 
indifferent. 

The  captain,  and  those  who  accompanied  him, 
were  received  by  the  natives  with  great  civility 
and  respect;  their  number  amounting  to  about 
six  or  seven  hundred,  including  the  children. 
The  king  conducted  them  through  the  crowd, 
who  readily  made  way  for  them,  and  behaved 
in  an  orderly  inoffensive  manner.  They  sooa 
arrived  at  his  residence,  consisting  of  two  small 
shabby  huts,  situated  in  a  pleasant  gruve  of 
spreading  trees;  where  they  were  regaled  with 
cocoa-nuts,  and  other  refreshmments.  The  captain 
requested  yV/c^ree  and  Taio  to  wa\k  with  him 
through  the  plantations:  they  begged  leave  to 
decline  this  task,  pleading  their  great  age  and 
infirmities ;  .but  they  directed  that  J^amahanna, 
Tomohomoh'i,,  and  Martier  should  attend  them, 

and  (hat  Taio  derived  all  his  authority  from  him.  TUeeree 
entered  the  ship  with  a  sort  of  partial  confidence,  attended 
by  Mveral  chiefs :  he  appeared  to  be  upwards  of  sixty 
years  of  age,  and  greatly  debilitated  and  emaciated;  the 
colour  of  his  skin  seemed  to  indicate  that  the  feebleness  of 
his  frame  was  occasioned  by  an  excessive  use  of  the  aro. 
Hi.s  faultcring  voice  prochumed  the  decline  of  life;  but  his 
coiintcnauce,  though  furrowed  by  years  and  irregularities, 
displayed  a  cheerfulness  and  senaibility,  which  time  had 
only  partially  obliterated.  Among  the  articles  the  captain 
.  presented  to  him  on  this  occasion,  was  a  superb  cluak,  not 
inferior  to  any  of  those  he  had  given  Tanuiahmuah :  his 
whole  suite  were  also  complimented  with  presents  |)ro« 
portioned  to  their  rank,  and  each  appeared  well  satisfied.

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V  !»■"•  were  ;nally  capF.ble  of  preventing  the  ob- 
trusion of  the  curious,  and  rendering  them  any 
otltcr  service*. 

Hdvinft-  satisfied  their  curiosity,  they  returned 
to  the  royal  habitation^  where  Titeercc  and  Tnio 
were  dining  or  raw  pickled  lisl:  and  poc  taro,  a 
dish  prepared  from  the  taro  roo*  resembling 
hasty  pudding.  Supposing  the  Europeans  would 
not  be  much  delighted  with  such  food,  they  had 
provided  tv  o  excellent  baked  hogs,  which  Mere 
immediately  served  up;  but  as  the  cook  had 
provuied  r. »  vegetables,  which  would  have  been 
an  important  article  to  mariners,  tiiey  declined 
the  repast;  and  the  chiefs,  having  finished  their 
meal,  returned  with  them  on  board.    •^V'-   \A<i% 

Thinking  Ibis  would  be  the  last  visit  he  should 
receive  from  Titeercc  and  Taio,  the  captain  pre- 
sented them  with  an  assortment  of  tools,  utensils, 
imnlements,  cloth,  linen,  and  beads.  To  TiUrrce 
lie  also  gave  some  goats;  which  being  the  first 
foreign  animals  imported  into  Mo\v(>e,  was  re- 
garded as  an  important  present.  The  inferior 
chiefs  and  attendants  were  not  neglected  on  this 
occasion,  the  captain  having  more  than  gratified 
their  most  janguiiie  .^^xpectat'oiis.  Tiiey  ex- 
pressed an  inclinaticii  to  have  been  liltcral  if  their 
favours  to  the  Ettopeans,  and  lamented*  theiT 
want  of  »'':!ity,  from  the  general  distress  of  tlK-iir 
country;  but  they  promised  to  assist  them  oil  ; 
their  return  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability.  'In 
the  evening  a  display  of  fire-works  took  place 
to  the  great  terror  and  admiretion  of  their  visitors. 


»  Attciuled  by  the  gu-iil  and  these  chiiifs,  they  visited 
the  cultivated  parts  of  the  c^xtciisive  plaii-  of  Ruhcina:  the 
quartvr  nhirh  liordcrrd  on  the  sea  was  judiciously  l.iid  out 
in  plant.itioiis  of  taro,  sii;;ur-canc,  p'vtatues,  (he  cloth. 
plant,  &c.  "and  well  shaded  by  spreading  trees,  principHlIy 
of  the  bread  fruit;  but  tlie  productiuus  of  these  pluin*  \fui;e 
less  luxuriant  than  liiose  ■)(  Otaheito,  or  the  Society  Islands. 
To  the  ravn^jcn  in  Tam(iuhmaah\s  warn,  t*:>!  iin|)overished 
appearance  of  these  crops  wore  to  be  ascribed;  and  the 
dreary  aspect  of  the  country  was  incontestible  evideiiee  of 
this  mclanclioly  truth.  The  tenements  in  the  lands  foriiierly 
cultivated,  W(?re  now  Iiiying  waste,  their  fences  partly  de. 
molished,  and  thrii  little  canals  destroyed.  TJie  larger 
portion  of  the  ))lali.  was  in  this  r\iinous  state;  nb'r'was  u 
hog  or  a  fowl  any  where  to  be  seen  :  The  very  siivill  jiart 
©f  the  land  which  .appeared  to  be  'n  a  flourishing  state, 
bore  the  certain  marks  of  very  recent  labour. 

r  The  exhibitiuii  bciuK  ended,  the  captain  rspect«(|  to 
bare  taken  Ic.ivc  of  his  Mowee  friends ;  but  the  darkness 
of  th»  night,  and  a  heavy  surf  breakinj;  on  (he  shore,  in- 
duced the  king  and  Taio  to  recpiest  perMii};sion  to  stay  on 
board'  Contrary  to  the  general  rule,  he  cunsentod  W  in- 
dulge them,  and  part  of  their  retinue  wiih  the  cabin.     The

Many  other  particulars  tended  to  confirm  the 
perpetration  of  the  murder,  and  that  these  men 
were  at  least  accessary  to  it;  but  Captain  Van- 
couver desired  the  chiefs  would  endeavour  to 
find  out,  and  bring  on  board  every  person  who 
could  prove  the  innocence  of  those  in  custody: 
but  this  injunction  was  little  attended  to,  as 
every  one  was  perfectly  convinced  that  no  such 
person  could  be  found :  he  therefore  wished  that 
a  number  of  the  natives  might  be  gathered  to- 
gether, to  witness  the  awful  punishment  the 
culprits  had  brought  upon  themselves  by  their 
barbarity ;  and  that  they  would  publicly  make  it 
known,  that  the  execution  would  probably  take 
place  on  the  morning  of  the  successive  day. 

Early  on  the  2i2d.  several  of  the  natives  were 
observed  about  the  ship;  and  after  breakfast, 
Coleman,  with  Tomohomoho  and  Tennavee,  came 
on  board.  Immediate  execution  of  the  prisoners 
was  demanded  by  the  two  latter.  A  short  respite 
was,  however,  granted,  but  nothing  appearing 
that  cpuld  either  palliate  or  extenuate  their  guilt, 
.sentence  of  death  was  formally  pronounced 
against  them  |.

ating:  the  other  two  men  were  equally  punctuated,  but 
not  with  the  same  regularity.  By  these  appearances  alone, 
their  persons  could  not  have  been  sufficiently  identiiied,  as 
several  of  Titeerec's  subjects  were  disfigured  in  the  same 
barbarous  taste;  a  practice  which  had  been  adopted  in  the 
preceding  war,  for  the  purpns  s  oJ  increasing  the  ferocity  of 
their  appearance,  and  creaiiiig  terror  in  their  enemies. 

+  Captain  Vancouver  ordered  the  prisoners  into  con. 
finenient  til!  further  evidence  should  be  produced :  Tomob't- 
nioho  disapproved  of  the  delay  of  punishment,  and  begged  th() 
prisom^rs  might  be  immediately  executed ;  but  the  captain 
persisted  in  the  exercise  of  his  own  feelings.  A  fourth 
person  had  been  suspected  of  being  concerned  in  the  munler, 
but  from  the  little  probability  of  his  being  taken,  and  otbei 
circuDistanccs,  any  further  search  was  declined. 

J  Hefore  they  were  taken  from  the  ship,  they  wore 
placed  in  irons  on  the  quarter-deck;  where,  in  the  pre$enc« 
of  th(  whole  ship's  company,  Captain  V^ncouTer  rccapitu. 
latcd  the  crime  they  had  commitcd,  and  the  solemn 
judgment  of  the  chiefs;  circumstances  which  were  also 
miide  generally  known  among  the  Indian  spectators  who 
were  present.  To  render  the  spectacle  more  anrfttl,  ', 
guard  of  seamen  and  marines  were  drawn  up  on  one  kida  or 
the  ship,  and  alongside  of  it  next  the  shore,  a  canoe  was 
stationed  for  the  execution :  thu  rest  of  the  crew  were 
properly  arranged,  to  prevent  any  disturbance  or  oomma. 
tion. 

Another  essential  ceremony  still  remained  to  bo  perform, 
cd:  one  of  these  malefactors  had  long  hair,  which  the-law

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This  public  example  so  long  after  the  perpe- 
tration of  the  crime,  it  was  hoped;  Would  have  a 
salutary  effect,  as  it  would  convince  the  islanders 
that  no  intervention  of  time  would,  in  future,  pre- 
vent the  regular  course  of  justice,  'fbe  dead 
bodies  were  taken  to  the  shore,  attended  by  many 
of  the  natives  who  witnessed  the  awful  scene,  and 
who  paddled  slowly  and  solemnly  towards  the 
island.  The  captain  had  intended  to  have  caused 
each  of  these  dead  bodies  to  have  been  hiing  upon 
a  tree  near  the  shore,  to  deter  others  from  comniil- 
ting  similar  offences;  but  Tonwhomoho  assured 
him  that  such  spectacles  would  be  thought  ex- 
tremely improper,  contrary  to  their  religious  rites, 
and  would  give  offence  to  the  whole  priesthood. 

The  two  chiefs  urged  Captain  Vancouver  to 
pay  a  visit  te  Trytooboortf,  protesting  that  had 
he  not  been  extremely  ill,  be  would  have  been 
present  at  the  late  unpleasant  business ;  and  that 
he  was  particularly  desirous  of  the  captain's 
friendship.  Though  he  entertained  no  ap- 
prehensions for  his  safety,  whilst  he  was  under 
the  protection  of  the  chief,  he  thought  it  would 
have  been  imprudent,  so  soon  after  the  execution 
of  the  criminals,  to  throw  temptations  of  revenge 
in  the  way  of  an  ill-disposed  part  of  the  people 
by  placing  himself  and  others  in  their  power  on 
shore:  their  civil  invitations  were  therefore  re- 
spectfully declined. 

But  as  an  interview  only  was  required,  and  as 
Tri/tooboorif's  indisposition,  and  the  want  of  a 
proper  conveyance,  prevehted  his  coming  on 
board.  Captain  Vancouver  proposed,  as  it  was 
a  fine  day,  to  make  a  commodious  platform,  on 
which  he  might  easily  come  alongside ;  and  then, 
if  he  should  be  inclined  to  enter  the  ship,  he 
ihould  be  hoisted  in  by  a  chair,  or  the  parties 

required  to  be  scTcred  from  his  head  prcTioHS  to  his  cxecu. 
tlon,  to  be  ceremoniously  presented  as  a  customary  tribute 
to  the  kini?  of  the  island.  The  captain  was  shocked  at  the 
vant  of  f«eling  manifested  by  the  two  chiefs  on  this  solemn 
occasion,  who  rudely  and  indecently  contended  for  the 
honour  of  cnttirtg  it  off,  and  presenting  the  tragic  prize  to 
the  king.  The  odioui  contest  being  settled,  the  criminals 
•were  scjiaratcly  taken  into  a  double  canoe,  where  they 
•were  l«»jil»ed  hand  and  foot,  and  deprired  of  life  by  Jinaavee, 
theln  own  ch'cf ;  an«l  so  dexterously  was  this  office  per- 
for^,  that  life  instantly  fled  with  the  report  of  the  piece, 
BtuscMlar  motion  seeming  also  to  cease  at  the  same  moment.

formed  of  his  intentions,  a  general  alarm  arosi 
and  he  was  earnestly  requested*  not  to  quit 
deck,  expecting  some  disagreeable  consequenrd 
might  happen:  Trytoohoory,  however,  paid 
attention  to  these  remonstrances,  and  orderc. 
the  people  who  were  carrying  him  in  the  chii] 
to  proceed  to  the  cabin,  ^here  he  was  coHifoiiabl 
seated,  and  appeared  to  be  perfectly  athomi*.

made  from  two  small  pine-trees,  that  were  driven 
on  shore  nearly  at  the  same  spec.  Three  or  four 
trees  of  the  pine  tribe  were  a',  that  time  lying  on 
the  island,  which  had  occ»jionally  been  lodged 
there  by  the  sea,  and  whi  jh  time  had  rendered 
absolutely  useless*. 

In  the  morning  of  the  ^:7th,  a  pleasant,  though 
unfavourable  breeze,  rcidcred  our  navigator^ 
unable  to  weather  the  nortH-cast  point  of  Attowai, 
as  they  had  intended,  for  the  purpose  of  examining: 
its  northern  shores.  But  being  unwilling  hastily 
tO"  abandon  the  project  they  had  in  view,  they 
tacked  about  two  miles  from  the  shore.  A  range 
of  low  hills,  at  the  foot  of  distant  mountains, 
presented  a  most  pleasing  appearance;  from  the 
richness  of  its  verdure,  the  high  state  of  its  culti- 
vation, and  its  romantic  air. 

About  three  miles  to  the  south  of  the  southern 
extremity,  lies  the  south-east  point  of  the  inland. 
Not  far  from  this  point  is  a  sma^l  cove,  accessible 
only  for  boats,  where  a  village  of  the  natives  is 
enriched  by  .a  rivulet  flowing  into  it.  Thi* 
portion  of  Attowai,  the  most  delightful  district 
of  the  island,  is  the  principal  residence  of  the 
king,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  superior  chief. 
Here  Enemo  the  regent,  with  the  young  prince 
Tamooerrie,  were  now  residing;  who  sent 
Williams  (the  Welchman  mentioned  in  their 
former  visit)  to  acquaint  Captain  Vancouver, 
that  in  the  course  of  the  inorninn;  they  would  visit 
the  ship.  The  captain  had  received  private  in- 
telligence,  (hat  his  behaviour  on  a  former  occa- 
sion had  been  so  highly  approved  by  Enemo,  tlie 
young-  prince,  and  the  principal  chiefs,  that  hogs 
and  many  other  articles  had  been  a  long  time 
tabnncil.  that  his  demands  ;night  be  the  more 
ampU  supplied.  Of  tlicse  friendly  intentions 
til.  J  were  fully  informed  before  they  quitted 
Owhyhe;  but  k  owing  the  great  Smith-Sea 
nation  of  islanders  to  liave  little  adhen  nee  to 
truth,  he  did  not  rely  nplicitly  on  such  tales, 
and  had  fortun  ifely  availcil  himself  of  the  bounty 
of  Tamaahma  ih,  and  his  other  Owhyhean  friends. 
It  was  indei^d  intimated  to  him,  that  having  e.\- 

Tho  leg.bonvs  of  tlm  tv>  ouicfs  were  in  the  canoe,  with 
some  of  the  flesh  aii'l  ^i  ,vs  adhering  to  them;  to  be  thus 
presented  to  'Ihio.  ophies  of  victory  over  the  rebels. 

This  large  canoe  \wi  cliargod  with  the  othcial  dispatch,  and 
the  others  were  condtictinK  certain  riiig.lcaders  as  prisoners 
to  Taio  to  be  exitmmca  respecting  their  conduct  in  the  in. 
stirr'  ciioa].  among  wiioit>  weru  sevcriU  of  his  nearest  rela* 
tions.

reeded  the  pwiod  of  their  promised  return,  the 
importunate  demands  of  the  trading  vessels,  and 
the  extravagant  prices  paid  hy  their  commanders, 
under  the  persifasion  that  they  should  not  return, 
most  of  the  supplies  had  been  disposed  of;  some 
few  hogs,  however,  M-ere  to  be  procured  from 
the  north  side,  and  fortunately  they  were  in  the 
route  he  intended  to  pursue. 

Williams  corroborated  the  account  of  the  in- 
«urrection  which  had  been  related  the  preceding 
day.  He  stated  that  it  arose  from  the  conduct 
of  the  regent  Encmo,  and  that  no  injury  was  in- 
tended against  Taio,  or  his  son.  Their  &•  ersion 
to  him  had  principiiliy  arisen  from  iiis  having 
put  several  people  to  death,  and  confiscated  the 
property  of  others,  for  having  been  suspected 
of  witchcraft;  a  notion  very  prevalent  among 
the  Sandwich  islander:;.  They  again  .stood  iu 
shore,  and  about  noon  received  the  honour  of^  v. 
visit  from  linano. 

The  captain  expected  much  satisfaction  from 
the  renewal  of  their  former  acquaintance,  biit  he 
experienced  sensatioiis  of  a  very  opposite  nature. 
The  limbs  of  Enemo  were  no  longer  able  to  sup- 
port his  aged  and  venerable  person,  being  desert- 
ed by  their  formei*  muscular  strength;  and  a  dry 
white  scurf,  resembling  scales,  overspread  the 
whole  surface  of  his  body. '  The  captain  was 
indeed  surprised  and  shocked  that  a  person  so 
wretchedly  infirm;  should  have  undertaken  the 
trouble  of  this  visit;  which  was,  however,  a 
l}attering  compliment  to  him,  and  for  which  he 
expressed  his  gratitude  in  the  most  appropriate 

tern\st. 

,\s  the  ship  was  not  far  from  the  shore,  the 
good  old  regent  took  his  leave  about  four  in  the 


♦  Tlioiijfh  his  corporeal  infiriTiitios  were  grcaf,  a  ray  of 
nhfcrfiilui'ss  bi-anutl,  forth,  when  lii-  (ItcUiii.l  lie  was  yery 
happy  to  see  him,  and  much  eonceincd  that  he  had  not  ar. 
riveil  on  an  earlier  day;  accordiiii;  to  his  promi^  ■,  wlifti 
be  had  a  great  abundance  of  refreshments  for  his  i  ;  and 
lainenled  tliat  (hey  were  almost  exhausti'l.

This  was  but  a  scanty  supply,  a] 
they  had  little  probability  of  procuring  inoM 
the  captain  therefore  i)ore  up  for  \Mivineiibai 
There  he  intended  to  complete  his  sfdtk  of  waiw 
and  proceed  immediately  to  the  northward 
jiavii'g  still  remaining  of  his  Owh>lican  slock] 
considerable  nuniher  of  hogs,  exclusive  of  avoj 
large  quantity  that  bad  been  salted. 

Poorey,  and  the  rest  of  the  chiefs,  acrompj 
nied  them  to  Whymea,  anxious  (y  ixiider  (he] 
any  services  within  their  power;  but,  owin^j 
liglit  baffling  winds,  they  could  not  antho'tj 
eleven  at  night.  The  next  morning,  the  2l)t| 
as  the  natives  who  had  approached  them  h] 
brought  very  little  for  sale,  Poomi  and  h 
friends  repaired  to  the  shore,  hoping  to  rolla 
such  articles  as  they  required.

a  channel  about  a  mile  in  breadth ;  and  from  the 
colour  of  the  water,  it  must  have  been  infinitely 
too  deep  for  people  to  walk  across  from  one 
island  to  tb<i  other.  On  the  subject  of  popula- 
tion. Captain  King  must  have  been  egrcgiously 
misled :  the  island  of  Oreehooa  is  of  small  extent, 
consisting  wholly  of  one  rugged  naked  rock, 
apparently  destitute  of  soil ;  exhibiting  nothing 
to  indicate  its  ever  having  been  the  residence  of 
human  creatures:  Ifaving  obtainod  this  satis- 
faction, they  hauled  their  wind  to  the  north-west, 
and  for  the  present  bade  adieu  to  the  Sandwich 
islands,  to  pursue  their  route  towards  Nootka.

^HE  navigators  took  their  departure  from 
the  Sandwich  Islands  on  the  30th  of  March, 

„  in  one  week  afterwards  they  reached  the 
Iriablc  winds,  having  a  light  breeze  from  the 
juthward.  A  few  albatrosfies  and  petrels  were 
nasionallv  seen  about  the  ship;  and  on  the 
Jorning  of  the  7th  of  April,  the  wind  suddenly 
liDed  to  the  north-west,  attended  with  squalls

Ire,  the  regularity  and  softness  of  her  features,  and  the 
Icacy  which  she  naturally  possessed,  gaTe  her  a  superiority. 
Lint  of  personal  icoomplishmcnts.  over  the  generality 
llier  sex  finong  the  Sandwich  islanders :  In  addition  to 
■ch,  her  sensibility  and  turn  of  mind,  her  sweetness  of 
Lper,  and  roropla«ency  of  manners,  wore  boyond  any 
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sour  krout.  Being  plentifully  stored  with  these 
healthy  articles.  Captain  Vancouver  ordered  a 
double  quantity  to  be  regularly  served,  to  preserve 
that  excellent  state  of  health  the  crew  had  ac- 
quired in  New  Albion,  and  at  the  Sandwich 
Islands.  Several  birds  of  the  petrel  tri"be  were 
seen  about  the  ship;  and'on  the  8th  a  number  of 
whales  passed  through  a  quantity  of  the  medusa 
villilia.  In  the  night  of  the  13th  they  passed 
over  a  part  of  that  space,  where  Mr.  Meares 
states  that  Mr.  Douglas  found  the  compass  so 
affected,  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  steer  the 
ship  by  it ;  but  our  navigators  affirm  that  they 

thing  that  could  have  been  expected  from  her  birth,  or 
native  education." 

Through  the  captain's  influence  with  the  chiefs,  a  com- 
fortable estate  was  allotted  and  secured  to  each  of  these 
young  women,  which  they  respectfully  took  possession  of; 
and,  in  the  warmest  and  most  grateful  terms,  acknowledged 
the  obligations  they  were  under  for  this  last  mark  of  his 
attention  to  their  future  welfare,  and  for  the  kindness 
they  had  experienced  from  the  Kuropeans  during  their  re- 
sidence among  them.  They  attei\di'd  the  captain  and 
several  of  his  officers  to  the  beach,  where  they  took  an 
affectionate  leiive :  the  latter  embarkei' for  the  ship,  leaving 
the  amiable  females  to  meditate  on  th  ir  new  situation  mi 
independent  circumstances. 
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never  met  with  any  pliaenoiuenon  of  that  nature, 
either  now  or  at  any  former  period  of  their 
voyage,  unless  the  violence  of  the  wind  and  sea 
produced  such  an  a^tiition. 

They  continued  to  ply  with  adverse  "winds  to 
little  cillrct:  on  the  29th  the  weather  was  serene 
and  pleasant.  In  the  morning  of  the  second  of 
May  it  WHS  for  some  time  calm,  and  alterations 
in  the  wind  were  expected  to  take  place  ;  though 
a  heavy  swell  continued  from  the  northward. 
The  liMid  was  in  sight,  but  was  so  obscured  with 
haze,  that  its  parts  could  not  be  distinctly  ob- 
sdtved.  The  northerly  wind  returning,  they 
stood  for  the  land,  and  fetched  it  a  few  miles  to 
the  southward  of  Rocky  point;  just  at  the  spot 
discovered  by  the  Spaniards  in  Senr.  Quadra's 
expedition  to  this  coast  in  1775,  wliicli  they 
named  Porto  de  la  Trinidad.  It  had  been  re- 
commended as  an  eligible  place  for  shipping, 
but  as  they  had  passed  it  before,  unnoticed  as  a 
port,  the  captain  wislud  to  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  it.  Their  tardy  passage  had 
almost  exhaustod  them  of  wood  and  water,  and 
operated  as  an  additional  inducement  for  stopping. 

In  the  evening  they  anchored  in  eight  fathoms 
water  in  Porto  de  la  Trmidad.  Their  station 
was  in  a  small  open  bay  or  cove.  When  moored, 
the  bearings  from  the  ship  were  a  high,  steep, 
rocky,  head  land,  projecting  from  tlMJ  general 
line  of  the  shore  into  the  ocean,  and  forming 
a  bay.  Soon  atiter  they  had  anchored,  they  were 
visited  by  two  of  the  natives  in  a  canoe,  who 
i^pproached  with  confidence  and  a  friendly  aspect. 
In  exchange  for  some  arrows  and  a  few  triOes, 
they  were  presented  with  some  iron,  with  which 
they  returned  to  the  shore,  appurcnCly  much 
pleased.  After  dark,  another  party  followed 
their  example,  having  provided  a  fire  in  their 
canoe:  two  of  them  ventured  on  board,  but 
could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  descend  below  the 
deck:  they  were,  however,  gratified  with  a  few 
trivial  presents,  and  retired,  well  satisfied  with 
their  visit. 
^   Thfe  next  morning  the  c.tptain  went  on  sliorc,

were  armud  with  bows  and  arrows.     These  were  constantly 


attended  by  a  guard  of  marines,  and  a  workiJ 
party,  in  search  of  wood  and  water;  a  supnly ] 
both  which  articles  was  easily  found  near  as  J 
Indian  village.  Most  of  the  regular  inliabiiJ 
of  this  village  were  absent  in  their  cauoes,  tradiJ 
alongside  the  ship,  leaving  some  old  won'ipn  oij 
to  attend  the  Europeans.  After  setting  the  al 
to  work,  the  cajjtain  accompanied  these  ad 
females  to  their  habitations,  amountini;  toll 
houses,  built  of  plank,  and  rudely  constriicti 
like  those  at  Nootka,  but  of  a  dHFeroiit  l'(J 
The  entrance  to  each  is  a  round  hole  in  oiiecotil 
of  the  house,  close  to  the  ground,  tlirou] 
which  a  grown  person  find»  it  verv  diflicultf 
force  himself.  Four  of  these  niansiousapneaii 
to  have  been  recentl  v  ^fH^t,  and  seemed  caltulat] 
for  six  or  se\en  persons  each:  the  otlur  J 
smaller,  and  perhaps  intended  for  a  single  lamil 
To  the  matrons  of  these  bumble  habitations 
captain  distributed  some  nails,  and.  (rinkej 
who,  in  return,  insisted  on  his  accepliiin-  jJ 
larg€  iuuscles,  candidly  acknowledging  they  iJ 
nothing  belter  to  oiler*. 

Having  taken  on  boai'd  about  twenty  tons  i 
water,    and    as    much   wood    as  was  thoiifl 
necessary,  they  stood  to  sea,  without  the  lef 
regret  at  quitting  a  station  which  they  coiisidd 
as  an  unsafe  and  unprotected  roadstead  forsliiij 
The  points  of  Trinidad  Bay  lie  about  two 
asunder.     The  round  rocky-  barren  islet,  froj 
tl»e  north-west   point  of  the  bay,  hm  eight  i 
nine  fathoms  water  round  it,   and  admits  ofl 
clear  channel    from   nine  to  six   fallmnij  de^ 
close  to  the  above  point:  from  thence  to  rod 
point  the  grounds  are  interspersed  with  rocf 
islets  and  .so'.ne   sunken  rocks.     The  soiindini 
of  the  bay  arc  froin  nine  to  five  fathoms, 
they  had  reason,  to  consider  it  not  to  be  vi| 
good  holding  ground. 

They  had  little  opportunitj'  of  hecoming  i 
quauited  with  the  country,  ai  they  never  stravj 
beyond  the  vicinity  of  the  water-side:  tlicgrouDj 
hord(;ring  on   the  sea  contained   several  roi 
patches,  without  trees,  though  they  wcrecovetl 

fa  rcadine^.i  foi*  action,  and  the  ruspeclive  po.isestorsofthJ 
would  not  permit  them  to  be  inspected,  'rhcy  M'atedi 
selves  to^^eflier  at  a  distance <ron>  tliose  of  the  vill.i,'c, 
pearing  to  avsnmc  a  kiiHl  of  superior  dignil}  :  ut  lend 
howerer,  they  bocftTiio  more  docile  and  familiar,  aiiilofdj 
their  hows  and  otter-skins  for  sale.  Their  arrows  »J 
dexttroiisly  made,  and  point(>d  with  bone,  af;ate,  orrnniiij 
Hint.  Th<>y  had  knives  fjibricat.'d  of  the  same  uiaKiis 
many  of  which  displayed  great  uigcn.x  y. 
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jllijrras?,  fern,  and  other  herbage.  At  a  little 
Slislaiue  from  this  margin,  an  uninterrupted 
Udetness  was  seen,  producing  a  variety  of  stalely 
Loe-frees ;  among  which  were  observed  the 
Wk  spruce,  alder,  maple,  yew,  and  a  number 

gbrubs   and  plants   which   are   common    to 
llie  soutlieru    parts    of   New   Georgia.     They 
■ould  form  no  opinion  of  the  land  animals  but 
[Oin  llieir  skins,    which  served  as  clothing  for 
llieinbabilants,  and  were  of  the  kind  to  he  found 
„the  more  northern  part  of  the  Continent.    The 
Jottiiess  of  their  stay  among  the  natives,  would 
lot  permit  them  to  give  a  perfect  Uccount  of 
jtcm,    They  are  indilferently  formed,  but  stout, 
fndflf  a  lower  stature  than  any  tribe  of  Indians 
Lyhad  bcforfe  seen:  therr  hair  in  general,  was 
lor,  kept  extremely  clean,  neatly  combed  and 
(ied;  but  they  are  much  disfigured  and  smeared 
Ifith  paint.     Like  the  other  tribes  on  this  side  of 
Simerifa,   they  commenced   singing  when  they 
iiproachcd  the  ship,  and  their  music  was  not 
Uleasant  to  the  ear:  their  cloathing,  as  already 
Ibscrved,    consisted   of   the  skins    of   animals. 
S^hatever  they  were  possessed  of,   they  readily 
|ichan2;cd  for  iron,  an  article  which  they  held 
I  the  highest  estimation.     The  men  were  not 
try  attentive  to   their  dress ;    a  garment  was 
koseiy  thrown  over  them,  which  was  very  little 
kiculuted  cither  for  warmth  or  decency.     The 
loineii were  more  delicate  on  these  points;  some 
f them  being  covered  from  head  to  foot  Avith  a 
liiid  of  gown,  consisting  of  thin  tanned  hides, 
Wethers  with   a  smaller  robe  of  siuiilar  ma- 
trials;  under  this  they  wore  a  sort  of  petticoat 
'wanner  untanned  skins,  descending  from  the 
hist  below  the  knees*. 

/it  noun  the  coast  was  in  sight,  and  in  the 
flernoon  a  range  of  high  inland  mountains  were 
Ibservcd.      In    the  evening    of   the   I8th    our 

I*  Amon^  those  peopit*,  and  mrfst  of  the  other  Indians, 

ne  niiililatlons  or  lacerations  art    pracfised,    cither  as 

amcnial,  rclif;ioiis,  or  wliiinsical ;  or  pt'iliaps  to  answer 

le  purpose  of  which  atir  narijrators  were  ignorant.

navigators  fetched  well  up  along  shore  of  the 
Isle  de  Feron;  oft'  which  are  many  small  islands, 
and  some  sunken  rocks.  At  this  time  a  schooner 
was  seen  to  windward,  and  the  clearness  of  the 
atmosphere  gave  tlinn  an  opportunity  of  behold- 
ing the  ruiigeJ  uionntaius  that  compose  this 
country,  whoiic  sunnnits  were  encumbered  with 
snow.  The  wind  pt  rmilted  them  to  fetch  Nootkd, 
and  abour  four  in  tlie  al'ternoon,  they  saw  another 
sail  which  they  su|)poscd  to  be  a  brig.  As  this 
might  probably  be  the  Chatham,  the  private 
signal  was  made,  but  not  acknowledged.  At 
five  they  reached  Friendly  Cove,  and  anchored 
in  eight  fathoms  water.  An  officer  was  dis- 
patched on  shore  to  inform  Senr.  Fidalgo  of 
their  arrivhl,  and  that  he  would  salute  the  fort, 
on  the  promise  of  an  equal  return:  eleven  guns 
were  therefore  recipocally  discharged  f. 

The  vessel  they  had  seen  in  the  offing  anchored 
here  soon  after  them,  and  proved  to  be  the  snow 
Saint  Carlos,  from  St.  Bias,  commanded  by  Senr, 
Don  Ramon  Saavedra,  ensign  in  the  Spanish 
navy.  Nothing  of  suflicient  importance  to  re- 
quire recapitulation  occurred,  since  they  had  left 
Isiootka,  till  Sunday  the  2(kh  'of  May,  brought 
them  opposite  to  the  arm  leading  to  Point  Men- 
vj(  s ;  and  where  they  expected  to  find  the  Chat- 
ham, about  eight  miles  within  the  entrance  of  a 
cove  on  the  south  shore;  but  the  wind  and  tide 
being  adverse,  they  made  little  progress  till  si.\ 
o'clock,  when  they  worked  up  the  arm  with  the 
flood  tide,  and  a  light  easterly  breeze.  The 
Chatham  was  seen  at  eleven,  and  about  noon 
they  anchored  within  half  a  mile  of  her  in  sixty 
fathoms  water. 

Mr.  Puget  informed  the  captain  that  he  had" 
arrived  here  on  the  24th,  and  that  nothing  im- 
portant had  occurred  since  he  had  left  Nootka.

SOATE  repairs  being  required  in  and  about 
th '  Discovery,  Captain  Vancouver  came  to 
a  deter  ni nation,  on  the  26th  of  May,  that  whilst 
those  oji  board  were  employed  on  the  necessary 
duties,  two  boat  parties  should  be  dispatched  to 
examine  the  region  before  them.  Recollecting 
a  large  cove  to  the  northward,  that  he  had  no- 
ticed on  his  former  visit,  lie  went  to  take  a 
view  of  it;  and  fuiding  it  a  very  eligible  place, 
he  ancliored  there  at  two  on  the  27th  in  twelve 
fathoms  water,  and  moored  the  ship  to  the  trees 
on  the  shore :  an  excellent  stream  of  water  flowed 
into  the  cove,  through  a  fine  sandy  beach  near 
the  station  he  had  taken ;  and  a  convenient  place 
presented  itself  for  the  observatory  and  tents. 
The  seine  was  hauled  with  such  success  as  to 
aflford  moderate  encouragement  of  acquiring 
some  refreshment  from  the  sea.  These  advan- 
tages exceeded  the  expectations  of  our  navigators 
in  this  desolate  region,  where  the  rain  had  been 
^hiiost  incessantly  pouring  down  in  torrents  ever 
since  their  arrival  on  it. 

On  the  28th  the  repairs  were  begun;  and  on 
the  29th,  Mr.  Johnstone  was  dispatched  in  the 
Chatham's  cutter,  attended  by  the  Discovery's 
small  one,  (o  complete  the  examination  of  this 
inlet,  which  could  not  be  accomplished  the  last 
year  on  account  of  the  badness  of  the  weather. 
*rhe  next  morning,  the  30th,  Captain  Vancouver, 
accompanied  by  Lieutenant  Swaine  in  the  cutter, 
set  out  in  the  yawl  to  examine  the  main  arm  of 
this  inlet,  which  he  had  denominated  Burke's 
Channel.

The  evening  of 
The  3Uth  was  rough,  rainy,  and  unpleasant;  and  the  steep 
precipices  that  constituted  the  shores  would  not  suffer  them 
to  land  till  almost  midnight,  where  they  could  hardly  find 
a  situation  for  constructing  their  necessary  tents.  A  heavy 
fall  of  rain  continued  during  the  night;  and  at  day.light  on 
the  31st,  their  lodging  was  discovered  to  have  been  in  a 
morass,  and  that  most  of  their  attire  was  wet.  In  this  un. 
pleasant  abode  the  weather  detained  them  till  eight  o'clock,

allowance  of  salutary  food  and  spirits,  to  bcu 
at  the  discretion  of  the  officer  commanding  cad 
party;  he  instantly  adopted  that  practice,  whid 
he  afterwards  .found  necessary  to  be  contiiim 
during  the  remainder  of  the  season. 

About  nine  in  the  morning  the  captain  arriv 
in  what  he  supposed  to  be  the  main  bramli 
the  inlet,  leading  to  the  north  from  Filzhifi] 
sound.     A  fresh  southerly  gale  was  in  lijs  |',U(,||| 
but  the  cloudiness  of  the  weather  prevented  1,1 
obtaining    any   observation    for    the    latituJi 
though    he   landed    for   that   purpose  on  soi 
rocks  near  the  western  shf»re.     He  was  visited 
a  few  natives,  who  at  first  seemed  shy,  but 
few  trinkets,  propc.  y  distributed,  obtained  thi 
confidence.      These    people  were  very  differei 
from  those  our  navigators  had  seen  to  the  snut 
ward,  spoke  a  different  language,  and  were  total] 
unacquainted  with  that  used  by  the  inhabitai 
of  Nootka.     They  were  stouter,  and  more  robu 
than  the  Indians   farther  south;    and  the 
minence  of   their  countenances  resembled  tl 
northern   Europeans.     Had  they  not  been 
smeared  with  filth,   oil,    and  paint,  even  tlii 
c  '  ^\XT  would  have  differed  but  little  from  soi 
ot  those  who  are  exposed  to  the  inclemency  ai 
alterations  of  the  weather*. 

The  appearafice  of  the  country  they  bad  pas 
by,  in  the  course  of  the  survey,  did  not  vi 
from  what  has  already  been  frequently  describi 
excepting  that  the  birch,  maple,  and  other  sini 
trees,  seemed  to  be  more  numerous:  twoortbi 
whales,  several  seals,  some  sea-otters,  and  t< 
black  bears  had  been  seen;  all  of  which  wi 
wonderfully  shyf.

le  women  would  have  no  objection  to  their  company ;  but 

9  captain  ciTilly  declined  their  solicitations.     These  people 

lere  employed  in  collecting  cockles,  and  in  preparing  a 

Wfrom  the  inner  bark  of  a  kind  of  plne.tree,  intended 

prhapi  4s  a  substitute  for  bread :  this  was  washed  in  tea. 

>ter,  beat  hard  upon  tbo  rocks,  and  made  up  luto  balls. 
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Not  more  flian  fourteen  inhabitants  were  seen  in 
this  curious  place,  and  among  them  thui-c  were 
neither  women  uor  children.  Hence  it  appeared 
that  iti(?  landing  of  our  navigators  had  excited  no 
inctmsiderable  alarm. 

From  this  extraordinary  mansion  Mr.  Johnstone 
came  back  along  the  eastern  shore;  where  be 
saw  another  habitation  on  a  similar  construction. 
Having  completed  the  examination  of  (his  branch, 
the  party  returned  along  its  northern  shores,  and 
near  the  |,oint  of  entrance.  The  captain's  direc- 
tions were  for  Mr.  Johnstone  to  return  to  the 
vessels,  which  they  reached  in  the  morning  of 
the  following  day^  having  seen  several  bears  in 
their  passage:  two  of  the  young  cubs  were  killedi 
and  proved  to  be  most  excellent  food. 

The  captain  then  directed  Mr.  Johnstone  to 
examine  the  arm  leading  to  the  north -north-west-, 
ward,  and  to  gain  what  information  ^e  could 
respecting  the  channel  they  had  discove'red  lead- 
ing to  the  sea.  With  these  instructions,  and  a 
week's  provisions,  he  departed  in  the  Discovery's 
small  cutter  in  the  forenoon,  attended  by  Mr. 
Barrie*^. 

A  small  stream  of  tide  making  in  favour  of  the 
party,  they  weighed,  aiid  though  they  had  the 
assistance  of  all  their  boats  a-head  till  near  mid- 
night, they  did  not  advance  above  a  mile  before 
they  were  obliged  to  anchor  in  fifty-three  fathoms 
water.  In  this  situation  they  continued  till  the 
morning  of  the  12tb,  when  they  proceeded.  The 
next  morning  they  tried  the  seine,  but  t^ithout 
success.  A  quantity  of  muscles  were,  however, 
procured,  of  which  some  palatable  dishes  were 
formed.  On  the  14th  fhey  received  the  com- 
pliments of  some  of  their  Indian  friends,  among 
whom  was  Whacosh,  with  two  other  principal 
chiefs,  one  named  Amzeer,  the  ether  Mstax9 
Daws.     Dark,    gloomy,    rainy,    uncomfortable 

It  was  tender,  had  a  sweetish  taste,  and  was  thought  ex. 
ccllent  food  by  the  natiTcs. 

*  During  the  captain's  absence,  the  gentlemen  were 
Tisited  by  the  natires,  who  seemed  to  be  of  three  ditTerent 
tribes,  each  having  a  separate  chief,  who  were  respccfWely 
named  Keifut,  Comockshulahy  fyhaco$h.  They^ppcart  ^  ta 
be  on  amicable  terms  with  each  other,  and  conducted  them, 
selves  with  propriety  on  board;  and  their  language  re. 
sembled  that  used  by  the  inhabitants  of  queen  Charlotte's 
Islands.  They  brought  for  barter  the  skins  of  sea.otters  and 
other  animals,  some  of  which  were  exchanged  for  copper  and 
iron.  This  uninteresting  region  afforded  nothing  worthy  of 
particular  notice,  excepting  the  soundings,  and  such  astrono. 
mical  and  nautical  ())»crTations  as  could  be  procured.

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weather  continued,  almost  without  intermission, 
from  the  morning  of  the  14th,  till  about  noon  of 
the  16th ;  when  the  rain  ceased,  but  the  weather 
continued  dark  and  gloomy. 

Many  of  their  Indian  friends  attended  them, 
among  whom  appeared  a  chief  they  had  not  be- 
fore seen,  whose  name  was  MoclaJi.  The  num- 
ber of  these  visitors  exceed(id  one  hundred,  who 
in  general  behaved  with  decency  and  order:  a 
few  trivial  thefts  were,  indeed,  attempted;  but 
great  displeasure  being  shewn  at  the  detection  of 
them,  prevented  a  repetition  of  such  proeeedings. 
Amongst  the  skins  produced  for  sale,  Mas  that 
of  the  animal  which  furnishes  wool  for  the  gar- 
ments for  the  North-west  Americaus.  Exclusively 
^  f  the  head  and  tail,  it  was  fifty  inches  in  length, 
and  thirty-six  in  breadth:  the  quantity  of  wool 
produced,  was  in  a  small  proportion  to  thfr«ize 
of  the  skin.  It  is  found  principally  on  the  back, 
and  towards  the  shoulders,  where  long  bristly 
hairs  force  themselves  through  the  wool ;  and  a 
similar  kind  of  hair  forms  an  outer  covering  to 
the  whole  body  of  the  animal,  concealing  the 
wool,  which  is  short  and  very  fine:  the  skins 
now  produced  were  white,  or  of  a  cream  colour. 
The  pelts  appeared  thick  and  strong,  but  these 
were  too  much  mutilated,  to  lead  to  a  discovery 
of  the  kind  of  animal  to  which  they  had  re- 
spectively belop'^ed*. 

The  cioalhing  of  the  njntives  here  was  skins  of 
the  sea-otter,  or  garments  fabricated  from  the 
pine  bark:  some  of  the  latter  have  the  fur  of  the 
sea-otter  curiously  wrought  into  them  ;  bordered 
at  the  sides  and  bottom,  and  decorated  with 
various  colours.  The  disposition  of  these  people 
appeared  to  be  friendly  and  good-humonred. 
Their  vivacity  and  mirth  indicated  a  lively  genius ; 
and  from  their  frequent  bursts  of  laughter,  it 
may  fairly  be  conjectured  that  they  are  not 
destitute  of  humour :  their  pleasantry  was  not 
confined  to  their  own  party,  or  wholly  reeulting 

*  In  tht!  affcmooii  tlicy  wore  honoured  with  a  female 
party  on  board:  such  of  them  as  aitpearcd  to  be  of  the  most 
(joiiscquinco,  had  adopted  a  very  singular  method  of  deco- 
rating (heir  persons.  Though  sjomc  sort  of  distortion  or 
nuililatii  !>  is  a  provaiiing  fashion  with  the  Indian  tribes,  the 
peculiaii'y  of  that  which  thoy  now  bpheld  was  the  most  ex- 
traordinary. A  .horizontal  imision  is  made  below  the 
upper  part  of  thi!  under  lip,  from  one  corner  of  the  mouth 
to  the  other,  quite  through  the  flesh:  this  orifice  is  gra- 
dually  stretchud  till  it  is  sufficiently  capacious  to  admit  an 
ornament  of  wood  which  is  cemented  to  the  gums  of  the 
lowcr-jaws.     These  wood-ornaments  arc  oval,  and  resemble 


from  thence,  but  was  frequently  at  the  cxnen  J 
of  the  Europeans,  so  perfectly  did  they  tlii  I 
themselves  at  ease  in  their  society. 

The  chiefs,  on  their  approach,  usually  rowcJ 
round  the  vessels,  and  adopted  the  same  ccro 
monious  method  at  their  departure;  singing 
song  that  was  not  destitute  of  harmony.    Thel 
seemed  a  cheerful  happy  people,  and  appears 
to  be  extremely  expert,   as  well  as  honest  ji 
their  commercial  dealings:  of  the  skins  of  sea 
otters,  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  eight v  vNerl 
purchased  by  difierent  persons  on  board ;  besJijJ 
those  of  other  animals.     It  seems  probable  thJ 
their  stock  was  nearly  exhausted,  as  many  of  tlJ 
chiefs  took  their  leave  as  if  they  did  nut  nieunt] 
returnf.  1 

The  fir  1  day  after  their  departure  from  tlij 
vessels,  they  saw  several  of  the  natives  with  ml 
hullibut,  which  had  been  recently  caught ;  bJ 
though  high  prices  were  oH'cred,  the  ludiaii 
would  not  part  with  any  of  them.  As  they  pasjJ 
a  village  on  a  rock,  the  inhabitants  seemed  tl 
regard  them  with  friendship  and  attention,  fol 
wliich  they  were  rewarded  with  some  piescnJ 
Notliing  entitled  to  particular  notice  orciirrJ 
till  the  1.5th,  when  the  party  stopped  to  breakfaJ 
where,  finding  some  muscles,  a  few  of  the  peunl] 
ate  of  them  roasted;  about  nine  they.procecdel 
in  very  rainy  weather  down  the  south-wesletll 
channel,  and  landed  about  one  to  dine.  Mij 
Johnstone  was  now  informed  by  Mr.  Barrie,  ili 
soon  after  they  had  quitted  the  place  where  ihej 
bieakfasted,  sever<il  of  those  wh6  had  eaiel 
muscles,  were  seized  with  a  nunibucss  aboul 
their  faces  and  extremities;  and  soon  after  tlieJ 
whole  bodies  wc«e  afflicted  in  the  same  eil 
traordinary  manner,  Attended  with  giddiness aii( 
sickness.  Mr.  Barrie,  when  in  England,  \vi 
thus  aifectcd,  and  from  the  same  cuus(;;  andwai 
on  the  present  occasion  much  indisposed.  Rcl 
collecting  that  violent  perspiration  had  relicveJ

d  platter  or  dish  made  concave  on  both  sidi's: — they  area 
various  sizi's.  These  horrid  appendagis  are  niaJi;ofSr| 
and  neatly  polished,  but  present  a  mo»t  uiiiKitiTal  nppcerl 
anci*.  This  is  so  strong  an  iuktaiice  of  huniaa  abMiriliivJ 
that  it  hardly  could  haive  been  credited  without  ocular  (le| 
monbtiation!

poisoned  by  editing  mu^^cles :  two  or  throe  others  of  tli^

Jieiice  to  their  oIKcers' advice,  when  they  all 

illjined  nilief,    and  eventually  preserved  their 

This  unfortunate  circumstance  detained 


the  boat  about  three  hours ;  wheh^  having  taken 
the  corpse  on  board,  the  party  continued  their 
route  down  the  south-west  channel,  till  they 
stopped  in  a  bay  for  the  night,  where  they  in- 
terred the  dead  body;  rn  which  account  it  was 
named  Carter's  JBay  ;  the  spot  where  the 
nuiscles  were  eaten  was  called  Poison  Cove;  and 
the  branch  leading  to  it  obtained  the  name  of 
Muscle  Channel. 

The  very  unfavourable  weather,  during  their 
absence,  did  not  afford  them  one  opportunity  of 
ascertaining  the  latitude.  Mc.  Alpin  and  Thomas, 
as  well  as  the  patient  belonging  to  the  Chatham, 
were  a  little  recovered ;  but  complained  of  numb- 
ness, dizziness,  aind  a  violent  pain  in  their  bowels  ; 
and  were,  consequently,  immediately  taken  under 
.the  surgeon's  care.

The  poison  received  by  eating  muscles  was  not 
of  so  malignant  a  nature  but  it  might  have  been 
subdued,  could  proper  remedies  have  been  ap- 
plied in  time.  The  means  used  for  the  recovery 
of  those  taken  on  board,  was  first  an  emetic ;  at 
bed-tirae  anodynes  procured  them  rest;  and  the 
next  day  these  were  followed  with  cathartics, 
which  gave  great  relief,  producing  considerable 
abatement  in  the  unpleasant  symptoms.  The 
assistance  of  diaphoretic  medicines,  and  due  at- 
tention to  the  compljiints  in  their  bowels,  soon 
removed  the  malady.  Besides  the  melancholy 
event  above  related,  prudence  directed  our  navi- 
gators to  abstain  from  muscles  in  future,  though 
they  had  found  those  fish  a  very  pleasant  and 
palatable  fresh  meal  f . 

On  the  27th  of  June  Mr.  Whidbey  observed, 
that  the  face  of  the  country  was,  f/ov  a  consider- 
able 

poison  contained  in  the  muscles  he  had  eaten  about  eight  in 
the  morning;  at  nine  he  began  to  find  himself  unwell,  and 
died  at  half  after  one :  he  pulled  his  oar  till  the  boat  landed, 
but  in  attempting  to  rise  to  go  on  shore,  he  fell  down,  and 
could  not  get  up  without  the  assistance  of  his  companions. 

When  first  seized  his  pulse  was  regular,  but  gradually 
grew  fainter  and  weaker  till  he  expired;  when  his  lips  be. 
came  black,  and  his  hands,  face,  and  neck  were  consider, 
ably  swelled. 

+  The  remainder  of  this  section,  in  the  orisjinal  work, 
almoit  entirely  consists  of  txperimeuts  for  discovering  and 

ascertaining 
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able  distance,  an  entire  barren  waste,  almost 
dehtitutc  of  wood  and  verdure;  and  presenting 
to  tlie  e}'c  one  continued  mass  "^f  naked  rocks, 
rising;  progressively  into  rug'ged  niountiiius,  wliose 
ti^wcrin};  sununits  seemed  to  overhung  their  bases, 
making  tliem  appear  tremendous:  the  whole  had 
a  perpetual  covering  ui' ice  and  snow;  and  water- 
tails  of  various  ditucnsions  were  seen  descending 
ill  all  directions. 

Proceeding  in  their  survey,  they  were  visited 
by  eight  Ini'ians  In  two  canoes,  the  first  they 
had  bciielddir'ng  this  expedition:  their  behaviour 
was  friendly  and  civil;  and  they  presented  the 
party  with  two  tine  salmon,  each  exceeding  the 
weight  of  seventy  pounds.  The  natives  were 
recompenced  with  a  small  piece  of  iron,  and  de- 
parted well  pleased  with  the  commercial  transac- 
tion*. 

By  this  time  Mr.  Wliidbey's  provii:ions  were 
nearly  exhausted,  he  therefore  thought  it  prudent 
to  decline  the  further  examination  of  the  conti- 
nental shore,  and  return  towards  the  vessels. 

Mr.  Whidbey  was  again  dispatched,  in  the 
large  cutter,  attended  by  Mr  Barrie  in  the  small 
one,  to  prosecute  the  inland  navigation.  Taking 
ten  days'  provisions  with  liim,  he  departed  about 
noon;  and  in  the  forenoon  of  Thursday,  the 
4th  of  July  he  made  sail  to  windward.  The 
wind  being  adverse  the  whole  day,  the  party  was 
compelled  at  ten  o'clock  to  anchor,  and  make 
fast  to  the  trees,  in  iifty  fathoms  water.     Nothing 


ascertaining  the  existence  of  navigable  commnnication  be. 
tween  the  North  Pacific,  and  North  Atlantic  oceans;  und 
would  not  afford  much  gratification  to  the  general  reader. 
Some  of  the  most  remarkable  particulars  may  however  bo 
entitled  to  narration — The  seine  and  lines  of  one  of  the 
parties  having  been  repeatcdlf  tried  without  success,  roii. 
tiered  their  situation  very  afilicting ;  neither  the  sea  uor  the 
chores  afforded  them  the  smallest  refreshment:  and  the 
Meathcr  being  extremely  unpleasant  retarded  the  progress 
of  their  boats  in  the  examination  of  this  inhospitable  region. 

Mr.  Whidbey,  in  the  narrative  of  one  of  his  expeditions, 
mentions  that  on  the  SItti  of  July,  as  he  and  his  party 
were  preparing  to  proceed,  a  smoke  was  discovered  issuing 
from  among  the  stones  on  the  shore.  On  examination,  a 
kind  of  stream  of  hot  water  was  found  piusing  among  the 
stones,  which  at  high  water  must  be  six  feet  at  least  beneath 
tha  surface  of  the  sea.  They  could  not  discern  its  soi|rce, 
nor  ascertain  the  exact  degree  of  heat;  but  some  of  the 
seamen  attempting  to  wash  their  hands  i:i  it,  complained  of 
the  heat  being  troublesome  and  inconvenient.  Its  taste 
was  saltish,  and  in  that  respect,  as  well  as  in  the  coloufi 
h  was  thought  to  resemble  the  waters  of  Cheltenham. 

*  On  the  29th,  where  the  party  had  stopped  to  dine, 
they  were  visited  by  ten  canoes,  iu  which  were  about  cixty 


very  interesting  took  place  for  lometimc:  ontl 
lOlli  the  seine  was  hauled,  and  a  satjgfafi  1 
mcnl  of  tiiih  procured  for  all  hands;  an  abundano 
of  berries  were  also  found  on  the  adjacent  shore 

By  noon  of  the  14th,  the  party  reached  poin 
Ashton,  where  Mr.  Whidbey  had  before  quiHa 
the  examination  of  the  continental  shore.  ?» 
ceeding  up  the  northern  branch,  which  hadU 
left  unexplored,  they  were  visited  by  seven  caiiol 
in  which  were  about  thirty  natives,  tho  orcatl 
part  of  whom  were  little  old  men:  they  broiiirlj 
with  them  an  inferior  assortment  of  sea-ou. 
skins  to^  diepose  of,  and  their  wretched  appcai 
ance  was  a  strong  indication  of  the  poverty  l 
their  tribe.  At  the  south  point  of  entrance  ini 
this  arm,  and  for  two  miles  within,  the  ,, 
abounded  with  otters;  playing  about  the  boi 
in  the  most  sportive  manner ;  rea' 'n<;  thcniselrl 
half  way  out  of  the  water,  and  holding;  up  J 
young  ones  in  their  fore-paws,  as  if  they  intend] 
to  give  them  a  sight  of  the  boats  as  tlicy  pa 
by  them  f. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  tents,  observatory,  aJ 
instruments,  were  sent  on  shore,  under  the  i 
rcctions  of  Mr.  Whidbey;  and' Mr.  JohnstoJ 
in  the  Chatham's  armed  cutter,  with  Mr.  Ban 
in    the   Discovery's  small   cutter,    taking 
them  a  supply  of  ten  days'  provisions,  depart 
to  recommence  the  survey  of  the  cut  lincntal  slioi 
northward. 

The  account  which  Captain  Vancouver 

Indians.  The  largest  of  these  canops,  ^vilii  the  chief  i 
his  family,  was  dccoratc«l  with  carved  work,  both  at! 
head  and  stern ;  and  uucouth  figures  were  piiiiitud,  tos 
to  their  ideas  of  elegance.  Skins  of  animals,  as  usu;il,  i 
readily  disposed  of  for  copper,  blue  cloth,  and  blatikcj 
these  people  were  perfectly  honest  and  civil,  which  iDdJ 
Mr.  Whidbey  to  permit  the  chief  to  dino  with  him; 
honour  which  he  seemed  much  to  enjoy,  and  condiuj 
himself  decently.  lie  drank  some  grog,  and  wa«  pari 
larly  fond  of  bread  and  sugar ;  but  he  preferred  the  I)H| 
and  even  seem  astonished  at  the  taste  of  it.  After  dim 
Mr.  Whidbey  returned  down  a  branch  ho  had  pasted,] 
companied  by  the  chief  and  his  attendants,  who  frequt^ 
entertained  the  company  with  songs  not  destitute  of  nieM 
The  party,  iu  the  evening,  stopped  for  the  niglitinia 
cove;  and,  on  an  intimation  beiag  given  them  Ihatl 
were  going  to  rest,  -the  Indians  retired  to  another  tmi 
little  distance. 

f  Going  on  shore,  they  found  a  small  canoe  with  t 
of  the  natives,  who  were  employed  in  taking  salmon,  ill 
were  abundant  up  a  fine  run  of  freshwater  that  (lowed il 
the  cove.

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tird  of  this  fiimnus  inlet,  induced  him  to

rtiii?ht.  Lieutenant  Swaine  was  destined  to 
Hend  him  in  the  latter,  and  Mr.  Puget,  with 
If,  Menzies,   accompanied  liim  iu  the  jawl. 


From  the  appearance  of  the  country  on  the 
western  side  of  this  inlet,  no  douht  was  enter- 
tained of  its  heing  the  continent;  and  tlu-y  de- 
parted, in  full  expectation,  that  in  thisexciirsioD, 
they  should  he  uhlc  finally  to  determine  the 
reality  of  the  discoveries  attributed  to  the  labuurt 
of  Adiniral  de  Fonte.

(^1/ extensive  Boat  Excursion — Pnrti/  attacked  bi/  the  J^Tutives  attended  with  serious  Consequences 
— Indians  endeavour  afterwards  to  annoy  the  Europeans. 


f  ATTERS  being  arranged,  they  departed  at 
five  in  the  morning  of  the  ^ith  of  July,  in 
iick  rainv  weather,  though  in  the  afternoon  it 
icainc  fair  and  pleasant.     Their  course  was  first 

ded  along  the  eastern  shore.  They  passed 
I  island  to  the  west  of  them,  about  two  miles 
and  half  a  mile  broad ;  after  which  they 
ilrred  a  narrow  arm,  leaving  to  the  west  a  coast 
lach  broken,    and  divided  by  water.      They 

)ped  to  dine  about  a  mile  short  of  the  low

Kj  were  visited  by  seven  of  the  natives  in  a  canoe, 
lio  cautiously  approached  them,  and  plainly 
tjmated  that  they  doubted  of  their  friendly  in- 
ntions:  afewtrivial  presents,  however,  dissipated 
leir apprehensions,  and  they  cordiallyjoined  the 
krlv.  They  were  well  provided  with  arms,

At  eight  in  the  evening  they  reached  this  en" 
trance,  where  they  took  up  their  abode  for  the 
night :  ailer  which  they  pursued  the  western 
shore  of  the  inlet,  towards  the  ships,  where  they 
arrived  about  noon.  No  longer  entertaining  the 
least  doubt  of  this  being  the  continental  shore, 
the  captain  resolved  to  prosecute  his  researches 
in  that  quarter,  and  caused  his  stock  of  pro- 
visions to  be  recruited.  After  dining  on  board, 
he  immediately  recommenced  an  examination 
along  the  western  shore  of  the  inlet,  and  rested 
at  night  in  a  small  cove,  about  twelve  miles  to 
the  southward  of  the  ships. 

As  they  advanced,  they  were  joined  by  two 
canoes,  in  which  fifteen  natives  were  contained. 
They  approached  the  Europeans  without  much 
ceremony  or  hesitation;  and  their  countenances 
exhibited  a  greater  degree  of  savage  ferocity,  than 
had  ever  before  fallen  under  the  notice  of  Captain 
Vancouver,  among  the  various  tribes  he  had  be- 
held. In  painting  themsel'.es,  they  had  con- 
trived so  to  dispose  of  the  red,  wliite,  and  blacfc 
colours  as  to  render  inerr  ugly  countenances 
still  more  horribly  hideous :  This  frightful  ap- 
pearance did  not  seem  to  be  a  new  fashion  among 
them,  but  had  been  long  adopted  by  their  ferocious 
dispositions;  that  their  faces  might  corres>pond 
with  the  stern  and  savage  deportment  which 
tliey  affected.  The  captain  offered  tlit^ni  some 
customary  presents,  which  were  disdainfully  res» 
jected ;  a  few  of  them  indeed  condescended  to 
receive  tliem,  but  it  was  with  a  thankless 
indifference^. 


she  rejected  them  with  contempt.  I'his  Indian  then  arranged 
about  six  or  seven  spears,  as  if  he  meditated  an  attack  ; 
at  the  same  tunc  putting  on  liis  war  garments,  apd  drawing 
his  dagger. 
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As  it  was  necessary  for  the  captain  to  land  on 
fhe  point  for  the  purpose  of  taking  angles,  the 
European  party  waited  for  the  launch  to  come 
up;  and  during  this  interval,  their  endeavours 
were  exerted  to  conciliate  the  good  opinion  of 
their  visitors:  but  aU  \vv^-  ineftectual;  they  re- 
fused to  accept  any  more  presents.  Several  of 
t'lem  pronounced  tlie  words  Winnee  waiter,  im- 
plying that  they  wished  to  trade  or  barter;  pro- 
ducing at  the  very  moinenf,  some  wretchtd  sea- 
otter  skins.  But  by  oft'ering  io  trade  with  these 
savages,  they  were  unable  to  procure  theirTriend- 
ship;  for  neither  cloth,  iron,  nor  any  thing  they 
had,  was  thought  suiTirient  in  quantity,  or  equal 
in  quality  to  the  vuliie  of  their  skins,  though 
they  were  declared  to  bn  the  worst,  without  ex- 
ception, that  the  party  had  ever  seen  upon  the 
«;oast.  Onthe  launch  arriving,  the  Europeans 
pulled  towards  the  shore,  when  the  natives  seem- 
ed better  pleased :  Iheir  behaviour  was  more  civil, 
but,  though  their  demands  in  bartering  were 
still  exorbitant,  they  parted  on  better  terms  than 
they  had  met.  They  remained  on  the  spot,  and 
the  Europeans  proceeded  up  the  arm;  but  their 
abiienee  was  not  of  any  long  duration,  for  they 
speedily  returned,  waving  their  skins,  and  ex- 
posing them  to  sale;  and  offered  now  to  exchange 
them  for  those  identical  commodities  which  they 
had  before  rejected  with  contempt. 

It  is  probable,  hosvever,  that  (heir  resentment 
had  been  first  excited,  by  the  perfect  indifference 
shewn  respecting  their  commodities  which  were 
brought  for  sale;  for,  on  their  being  now  offered 
blue  cloth  fur  their  s^kins,  they  began  a  song, 
which  was  not  ended  iiW  they  came  very  near 
them;  when  it  appeared  that  all  their  arms  and 
war  jgarments  were  laid  aside,  after  the  disposal 
of  such  articles  as  they  had  for  sale;  tliey  began 
to  display  their  propensity  for  theft.  This 
drew  from  the  captain  iht  strongest  marks  of  his 
disapprobation  of  their  conduct,  who  nxide  signs 

•  The  war  garments  of  these  pcopli',  wcrrt  furmcd  of 
two,  three,  or  more  folds  of  the  strongest  hules  of  land 
animals;  in  which  the  body  is  tolerabry  well  protected,  and 
both  arras  arc  left  at  liberty  for  a'-tion.  Further  to  secnrc 
the  part  which  covars  the  breast,  thin  laths  of  wood  are 
suinetlmes  fixed  oa  the  inside. 

In  the  morning  of  the  first  of  Augnsf,  the  naJrcs  offered 
fpr  sale  some  sea-otters'  skins,  and  a  largo  ,^rk  bear 
thac  seemed  to  have  been  killed  by  a  spear  in  the  cmirso  of 
the  night:  they  rejtictcd  ercry  article  that  was  proposed 
to  (hem  by  way  of  barter,  though  they  fullbwed  the  Euro. 


for  their  immediate  departure^  with  wbich  tli 
reluctantly  complied*. 

On  Friday  the  M,  the  iZ'iropean  party  passe 
through  a  labyrinth  of  small  iaiets  and  rocks  alun 
the  continental  shore;  this  taking  now  awindin 
course  to  the  south-west  and  west,  discovers 
the  south-eastern  side  of  the  channel  to  be  mucll 
broken,  through  which  was  a  passage  leadini 
towards  the  ocean.  They  passed  this  in  expec! 
tation  o^  landing  a  more  northern  and  weskrll 
communication ;  in  which  they  were  not  mistaken 
as  the  chanrcl  they  were  then  pursuing  was  i 
found  to  commiHMcate  with  the  sea. 

After  encountering  a  succt:'ision  of  raiiivait 
unpleasant  weather    for    several    days,   durinJ 
which  no  interesting  circumstance  arose;  thei 
observed  the  surrounding  country  to  consist  of  f 
huge  mass  of  barren  rocky  mountains,  whosl 
summits  were  perpetually  covered   with  sim 
excepting  in  one  particular  part,  wlioretlievrusl 
in   perpendicular  difl's  from   the  water's  cd»3 
prtnlucing  a  few  scattered  stunted  trees,    Neal 
the  ruins  of  a  few  temporary  huts  of  the  native 
they  discovered  a  box  about  three  feet  sqiiar^ 
containing  the   remains    of  a  human  skeletnij 
whicli  appeared  from  the  confused  situation  i 
the  bonps,  to  have  been  thrust  with  great  \io!enc| 
into  a  very  small  receptacle. 

A  small  round  island  was  soon  after  behelii 
lying  off  the  north-west  point,  fsom  wiicnfethej 
saw  a  remarkable  cock,  resembling  a  ship  itndq 
sail.  Its  situation  and  elevation,  if  aaessibk 
promised  a  perfect  view  of  the  inlet ;  and  ill 
singular  pyramid ical  appearance  excited  theij 
curiosity.  They  reached  the  rock  about  scveJ 
and  found  the  main  inlet  to  take  a  northcrlj 
direction,  extendin;^  from  two  to  three  inib  il 
breadth.  This  singular  rock,  bearing  some  ra 
semblance  io  the  Light-House  rock  ofi'  PlymoudJ 
the  captain  immed  it  the-  New  Eodvstone,  an| 
stopped  oa  the  base  of  it  to  breakfast.    Wt 

pcan  party  for  about  two  ^liU'S,  requesting  they  woulj 
IVinnac  icatler.  l<lu(ling  at  length,  tliat  xm,  articles  wnj 
tendered  them  but  what  they  had  before  '!w«iiuc(l,  thj/Rl 
tired  in  disgust.  The  party,  inchu'nig  a  woman  (Iccuratn 
with  the  lip.ornamcnt,  consisted  of  about ciglitctii  pcsonij 
who,  with  respect  to  ferocity,  nearly  rescmbltd  those Ihi 
had  seen  a  few  days  before.  The  woman,  who  sticrcdili^ 
canoe,  was  a  complete  termagant,  and  secimti  to  |ium 
unlimited  authority :  she  exacted  the  most  rigid  and  niiU 
obedience  to  her  coinaandi}  which  wefc  given  in  » siirl| 
and  •upercilioui  nwDocr. 
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lAt*  were  tbtn  agreeably  employed^  three  small 
lanoWj  V'U>  about  a  dozen  of  the  natives,  ap- 
I   y.|,;d  ihoni  unarmed,  and  with  great  good 
lleBOur  accepted  some  presents;  intimating,  by 
lifiH,  that  they  should  be  happy  to  make   a 
|2tjble  return  if  they  would  visit  thrir  habita- 
|L(;  wliiili   favour  they  pressinsrly  solicited, 
ecUring   they    had     abundance    of    valuable 
rticles  to  disijose  of.     But,  for  several  reasons, 
leir civil  entreaties  were  declined.     The  circuni- 
ace  of  the  New  Eddystone,   at  its  base,   is 
fliit  fifty  vards,  standing  perpendicularly  on  a 
iirtke  of  iiiie  sand.     It  is  entirely  detached,  at 
{distance  of  about  two  miles  from  the  eastern, 
J  one  from  the  western  shore  of  the  inlet,  and 
jkei  htwas  found  to  be  upwards  of  two  hun- 
Errd  and  fifty  f^et.     The  fissures  and  chasms  in 
sides  ailord  nourishment  to  several  small  pine 
«,  and  a  variety  of  shrubs  *. 
After  many  unimportant  incidents  in  the  fur- 
ler course  of  their  examination,  the  party  saw 
Lme  of  the  natives   in  their   canoes  near   the 
lore:   four  of  the.se  canoes  apparently   large 
I  well  manned,  approached  the  launch,  which 
US  then  at  some  distance  astern  of  them ;  at  the 
m  time  signifying  their  peaceable  intentions 
jtheir  singing.     'Ihey  were  also  visited  by  a 
■all  canoe,  with  only  two  of  the  natives,  who 
inily  received  some  trifling  presents;   and  re- 
Ithis  circunit;tance  of  their  kindness  to  some 
their  associates.      These  came   otf    in  two 
BOfs,   that  just  reached   them   as  they  were 
litting  on  shore  to  t«Ve  the  angles.     Tlieir  be- 
Lviour  was  orderly,  civil,  and  inoO'ensive;  and 
pingly  grateful  for   the  presents  distributed 
pong  them.     They  offered  their  commodities 
jbarter,  and  several  exchanges  took  place  ;  no 
Iprebensions   having  been  entertained   by  the 
propeans,  that  these  people  had  any  evil  design, 
Wb,  like  many  of  the  natives  the*'  had  lately 
n,  they  were  well  armed.     Captain  Vancouver 
krefore  landed,  leaving  Mr.  Puget  in  the  yawl

W;  and  on  Captain  Vancouver's  return  to 
i  boat,  Mr.  Puget  informed  him,   that  they

he  was  clearly  of  opinion  tlicy  had  some  mis- 
chievous intention.  He  instantly  ordered  the 
boat  from  the  shore,  expecting  by  that  means  to 
get  rid  of  them.  It  was  with  much  difficulty, 
however,  that  hostile  measures  could  be  avoided, 
when  the  largest  of  the  canoes,  under  the  steer- 
age of  a  termagant  old  woman,  with  a  formida- 
ble lip  ornament,  laid  them  on  board  across  the 
bow  :  this  vixen  snatched  up  the  head  line  which 
was  lying  there,  and  lashed  her  canoe  with  it 
to  the  boat;  whilst  a  young  man  ceate,d  himself 
in  the  bow  of  the  yawl,  and  put  on  a  mask  re- 
sembling a  wolfs  face,  united  with  the  human 
countenance.  At  this  moment,  the  Indian  who 
first  visited  them,  stole  a  musquet  from  the  boat. 
The  situation  of  the  Europeans  Mas  now  very 
alarming,  and  to  augment  tlieir  embarrassment, 
the  launch  was  too  far  distant  to  afford  them  any 
immediate  succour.  They  had  no  other  chance 
of  preservation,  than  to  introduce  a  kind  of 
parley,  to  give  their  friends  an  opportunity  of 
coming  to  their  assistance. 

With  these  ideas.  Captain  Vancouver  went 
forward,  with  a  musquet  in  his  hands,  to  ex- 
postulate with  the  chief;  on  wb-r.;h  about  fifty 
surrounding  Indians  seized  their  daggers,  bran- 
dished their  spears,  and  pointed  them  against  our 
navigators  in  all  directions.  The  captain  still 
entertnined  hopes  of  eOecting  an  amicable  sepa- 
ration. The  chief,  at  his  request,  instantly 
quitted  the  boj*,  and  said,  if  he  would  lay 
down  his  musquet,  his  people  should  instantly 
abandon  their  arms.  The  gun  was  parted  with, 
and  liie  treaty  readily  complied  v>ilh  on  both 
sides. 

Here  the  matter  would  probably  have  rested 
in  tranquillity,  had  it  not  been  for  the  vociferous 
efforts  of  their  female  conductress,  who  seemed 
to  put  forth  all  the  powers  of  turbulent  oratory 
to  stimulate  the  men  to  act  with  hostility  against 
theiTi.  Her  language  had  so  far  operated  on  a 
ferocious  looking  old  man,  as  to  encourage  a 
second  outrage,  and  the  spears  were  again 
brandishing,  as  if  hostilities  were  immediately 
resolved  on.  Observing  this,  the  captain  again 
made  signs  for  peace,  and  went  immediately 
aft;  when  he  found  Mr.  Puget  attempting  to 

iniet  closed  on  all  side ; ;  and  whon  they  had  slept  at  its 
turjnination,  requested  they  would  visit  their  luiibitatians 
ou-  their  retURn.

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accomplish  fhe'same  desirable  object,  and  paciHc 
terms  were  on  the  point  of  being  again  ad- 
justed*. 

Those  who  were  in  the  small  canoes  jumped 
into  Ihe  sea,  whilst  such  of  them  as  were  in 
possession  of  the  lar^es  ones,  raised  the  opposite 
sides,  to  protect  them  from  the  fire  of  the  ya'vvl, 
though  they  were  partly  exposed  to  that  of  the 
launch ;  and  thus  they  scrambled  sideways  to  tho 
shore.  The  only  arms  remaining  in  the  yawl, 
excepting  those  in  the  arm  chest,  were  a  blunder- 
buss, a  musquet,  a  fowling  piece  loaded  wiih 
shot,  and  a  brace  of  pocket  pistols;  the  rest 
of  their  arms,  which  consisted  of  three  musqucts 
and  a  fowling-piece,  having  been  "stolen  in  the 
affray.  The  arm-chest,  however,  afforded  a 
supply  for  their  future  defence,  and  were  ex- 
peditiously got  in  readiness  for  their  protectionf. 

It  was  now  thought  expedient  to  be  vigilant 
and  cautious,  to  have  all  their  arms  ready,  and 
to  charge  such  as  were  unloaded.  These  sug- 
gestions were  privately  attended  to,  that  no  un- 
necessary alarm  might  be  given  to  the  Indians, 
who  were  required  by  signs  to  keep  at  a  proper 
distance;  and  only  one  canoe  at  a  time  permitted 
to  come  near  enough  to  receive  (he  presents  that 
might  be  offered:  these  were  accepted  with  great 
civility;  and  the  general  tenor  of  their  conduct 
manift'sted  a  friendly  disposition.  Apparently 
in  this  humour,  they  paddled  hastily  towards  the 

*  But  this  apparent  cessation  was  not  very  durable:  the 
Captain  Ii.kI  hardly  turned  round  when  he  saw  the  s|)i'ars, 
in  (lie  canoo  which  contained  the  old  woman,  all  In  motion ; 
but  on  his  acain  advancing,  fhi-y  wore  as  suddenly  dropped. 
While  the  (Japtain  was  thins  engaj^ed,  the  Indians  near  the 
(itcrn  of  tiie  boatf  grew  extremely  trouhlcsome;  a  general 
roinmotion  seeming  to  have  tak4<n  place:  some  spears  were 
tliniji;  one  or  two  of  which  passed  very  near  him,  and 
the  Indians  seized  all  the  moveables  in  the  boat  that  cnme 
nitliin  their  reach:  they  had  also  recourse  to  se.verJ  other 
acts  of  violence.  The  destruction  of  our  Kuropein  na. 
Tigators  now  seemed  Inevitable;  as  the  force  they  had  to 
oppose  against  the  number  that  snrrounded  them  was,  as 
they  were  rirciimstanced,  in  every  respect  inadequate. 
Fortunately, about  ten  minutes  from  the  captain's  return  to  the 
boat,  tl»e  launch  had  arrived  within  pistol-shot ;  and  being 
thoroughly  convinced  that  their  forbearance  had  given  the 
Indians  confidence,  and  stimulated  them  to  acts  of  temerity, 
he  gave  direclioiis  to  fire:  this  instantly  taking  elFect  from 
both  the  boats,  was  attended  with  the  desired  effect,  and 
they  were  thus  relieved  from  a  perilous  situation. 

f  On  reaching  the  .shore,  the  Indians  ascended  the  high 
rocky  clitls,  of  which  it  is  composed,  from  whence  they 
Attempted  to  annoy  those  in  the  launch  by  stones;  and 
from  whence  also  they  fired  a  musqucst.     The  arms  they 


yawl;  a  party  of  their  co'mradiM  assen.uun^  ., 
the  same  time  about  their  boat.  Thougii  jk 
gentlemen  in  the  launch  had  observed,  that  tli  J 
people  had  ma'de  uncommon  exertions  to  readS 
the  yawl,  their  efforts  were  at  first  attributed  td 
a  propensity  to  diversion;  but  when  their  spean 
brgan  to  be  in  motion,  they  did  not  delay  i 
moment  to  come  to  afford  relief  to  their  UiinM 
against  the  machinations  of  these  savages.         j 

It  must  be  admitted  that  the  Indians,  (hrouel 
(he  \yaiit  of  caution  in  our  British  navigatord 
had  in  thia  instance  sufficient  address  to  suceeJ 
by  their  friendly  professions,  in  nearly  asscmblin] 
ail  theiV  force  around  (hem;  though  in  an  earUe 
part  of  the  voyage,  they  won'd  have  been  moti 
suspicious  of  their  wiles ;  particularly  thca 
vociferous  hollowing  to  each  other,  iliejr  \Ji 
moderate  haste,  their  throwing  their  tloijs  overl 
board,  and  other  hostile  indications  whiih  weri 
of  too  menacing  a  nature  to  escape  their  sij 
picions:  but  a  series  of  tranquil  intercourse  wia 
the  several  difff^rent  tribes  of  Indians,  had  a| 
most  obliterated  the  apprehensions  which  ha 
formerly  been  enccrtained  of  them  J. 

The  navigators  kcw  directed  their  route  acroJ 
an  extensive  bay,  in  which  several  small  opening 
w^^re  observed,  appearing  to  lead  to  the  easfl 
ward  and  soyth-east.  Nothing  but  a  journal  i 
occurrences,  nautical  and  astronomical,  eiiga<n. 
many  of  the  following  pages.     The  remains 

had  stolen  from  the  boat  were  all  ioadod;  and  thi>v  I 
fire-arms  of  the'ir  own,  but  they  were  not  suppusi'd  lo  I 
charged.  The  laui!cli  being  now  ordered  to  join  them, 
equal  distribution  was  made  of  the  remaining  wcaiions  ad 
aminiMiilion  in  both  boats.  lieiiig  fully  prcpaii'd  to  rt|;| 
any  otlier  attacks  that  might  l  made,  they  re.ittd  on  tlief 
oar»,  .thout  a  quarter  of  air.It  'rom  the  preeipirt  the  !■ 
diaiis  had  lied  to,  (ill  Mr.  Mim  les  had  paid  due  HitrniiJ 
to  (he  tvounded  men.  Uobert  iJrrtton,  in  asiislin^  (or 
move  (he  ijrm  ches(,  first  received  a  wound  in  tin-  bw 
but  by  his  seizing  the  spear  he  destroyed  its  forci';  onl 
repetition  of  the  blow,  he  rcfeived  a  deep  and  dangml 
wound  on  (he  upper  part  of  his  thigh.  (leorge  Bridgfinl 
was  aUo  severely  wounded  by  a  spear  that  passed  qiiif 
through  one  of  his  thighs.  'I'he  captain,  hdwi'vcr,  itj 
afterwards  informed  by  Mr.  Menzies,  that  nuther  oft 
wounds  were  likely  (o  be  attended  with  any  present danjt 
nor  with  consequeticei;  that  might  be  inconvejiicnt  hctj 
after. 

I  What  execution  the  Knropeans'  firing  had  elTfcW 
was  never  ascertained :  some  of  the  natives  were  oIimtiI 
to  fall,  as  if  killed  or  materially  wounded ;  and  exretsij 
lamentations  were  heard  when  they  had  retreated  to  ll 
woods :  after  which  they  did  uot  find  themselves  dispostdl 
renew  tho  attack.  | 
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I  ygtyiW^E^  "^^^  observed  on  a  high  detached 

Iftck  much  exposed  to  the  iticlemeocy  of  the 

Irfither,   in  which   a  sepulchre  of  a  peculiar 

Ijiaracler  was  found.     It  was  a  vault,   formed 

ihthc  natural  cavity  of  tlic  rocks,  meliorated  by 

lit.  rude  artists  of  the  country.     It  was  lined 

Ifilh  boards,    and  decorated  with  fragments  of 

iirlike  instruments;  and  also  contained  a  square 

covered  with    mats,    and    very  curiously 

mrdcd  down.     This  our   adventurers  supposed 

intained  the  r.  mains  of  some  impoitant  person- 

and  the  curiosity  of  many  of  them  was 

wciled;  but  as  any  further  examination  could 

Kwer  no  beneficial  purpose,   and  might  htive 

men  concern  to  the  friends  of  the  deceased, 

Lild  it  be  their  custom  to  visit  the  repositories 

kf  tlie  dead.    Captain   Vancouver  refused   his 

tonseiit  to  have  the  body  disturbed.     Not  from 

lere superstitious  motives,  as  was  by  some  con-  ' 

•ctured;  but  from  a  conviction  of  the  impro- 

Letvof  not  restraining  oiu*  curiosity,  when  the 

titiiication  of  it  could  not  possibly  tend  to  any 

rood  purpose. 


The  provisions  of  the  examining  party  were 
now  so  nearly  exhausted,  that  each  individual 
dined  this  day  on  half  a  pint  of  peas.  They 
were  under  the  necessity  of  keeping  on  their 
pars,  or  under  sail,  all  night;  and  at  seven  in 
the  morning  of  the  16th,  they  arrived  on  board, 
on  which  occasion  tl;cy  were  not  a  little  rcjoiccc', 
as  they  had  been  almost  confined  to  the  boats 
for  twenty-throe  days;  in  which  time  they  Ind 
traversed  more  than  sev\u  hundred  geographical 
miles,  without  hav-tng  materially  advanced  theif 
primary  object.  ,Thcir  return  also  afforded  re- 
lief to  the  feei'ngs  of  those  on  board,  who  had 
experienced  great  anxiety  for  their  welfare. 

By  proper  assistance  and  cure,  the  two.  wound- 
ed men,  who  were  each  valuable  in  their  respec- 
tive stations,  were  in  a  fair  way  of  recovery; 
and  as  they  had  no  object  to  detain  them  longer 
in  thif  situation,  the  Captain  ordered  every  pre- 
paration to  be  made  to  proceed  down  the  inlet 
in  the  moriung.  >.  t;.

Boat  Excursions — Visit  from  a  very  formidable  J^umber  of  Indians. 


\\]R  navigators  weighed  on  Saturday  the 
17th  of  August,  but  having  a  strong  gale 
lorn  (he  southward,  they  made  but  little  progress 
lindward.  On  heaving  up  the  best  bower 
iirliiir,  (liey  found  the  cable  almost  divided,  and 
|oiig,h  it  had  been  very  little  used,  it  was  entirely 
orn  out.,  The  Captain,  however,  thought  hinj- 
llf  fortunate  in  saving  the  anchor,  which,  had 
|p cable  broke,  must  have  fallen  an  uofathoi;;- 
lle  depth.  At  eight  in  the  evening  they  an- 
lored  I'ur  the  night,  near  some  rocks  on  the 
pterii  shore,  in  85  fathoms  water,  and  steadied 
|ith  a  liav^'ser  to  the  trees  on  the  shore.  At  live 
ithe  IS'h,  they  again  made  sail  with  the  tide 

their  favour,  but  with  a  strong  unfavourable 
(In  I'roni  the  southward. 

iTho  Indians,  inhabiting  the  neighbourhood, 
fpioached  them  with  deference  and  fear,  and 
cir.countenances  seemed  to  indicate  that  they 
jprc  disposed  to  be  friendly,  but  none  of  them 
jDuld  accompany  them  to  the  opposite  »hore;

where,  about  three  in  the  afternoon,  they  an- 
chored in  45  fathoms  water,  steadied,  as  ^^efore, 
by  a  hawser  to  the  trees. 

The  weather  being  calm  on  the  21st,  it  gave 
the  natives  of  the  western  shore  an  opportunity 
of  paying  them  a  visit.  On  their  approach, 
one  of  them  who  was  u  kind  of  inferior  chief^ 
desired  to  be  admitted  on  board ;  a  request  that 
was  readily  granted.  He  informed  our  naviga- 
tors that  he  was  acquainted  with  most  of  the 
principal  traders  on  the  coast,  and  was  an  as- 
sociate to  a  powerful  chief  named  0-nun-nis-toy, 
the  U-CH-iSmokct,  or  U-xn-Stikiii,  whose  resi- 
dence was  up  the  north-west  branch,  lie  re- 
quested Captain  Vancouver  to  fire  a  '^tui ;  on 
t'le  report  of  which  this  great  chief  would  in- 
stantly visit  them,  with  salmon  and  .«lvins  in 
abundance,  to  barter  for  their  commoditiis.  A 
gun  was  consequently  fired ;  when  he  desired 
to  know  if  it  was  his  intention  to  go  up  the 
uorth-west  passage.     Receiving  an  answer  in  the 
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affirmative,  he  seemed  highly  pleased ;  but  when 
he  declared  he  shduld  nrst  visit  the  north-east 
branch,  he  seemed  equally  disappointed  and  dis- 
pleased. He  endeavoured  to  convince  our  navi- 
gators that,  in  those  regions,  they  would  find 
neither  skins,  chiefs,  nor  any  thing  worthy  of 
their  researcB^  and  that  the  people  w'lo  resided 
in  them  were  addicted  to  thievery  and  every  other 
vice. 

On  surveying  the  countenances  of  t'.ieir  new 
visitors,  our  navigators  could  not  discover  a  face 
that  they  had  seen  before,  they  were  .therefore 
the  rather  inclined  to  give  some  credit  to  these 
representations;  but  adverting  to  some  late  in- 
stances of  this  treacherous  tribe,  they  paid  very 
little  attention  to  his  report.  **  two  a  breeze 
sprang  up  from  the  south-wfjst,  with  which  their 
course  was  to  pass  to  the  north-east  of  Cape 
Caamaro;  whirh,  beiug  observed  by  our  visitors, 
they  declined  attending;  us  any  further:  iind  as 
the  inferior  chief  had  given  Captain  Vancouver 
the  skin  of  i  sea-otter  oh  his  toniliig  rn  board, 
he  made  him  an  ample  return:  he  also  gave  him 
a  piece  of  blue  cloth,  which  he  desired  him  to 
present,  in  his  name,  to  his  chief  Ononni&loij ;  a 
task  which  he  undertook  to  perform  with  apparent 
satisfaction. 

The  Chatham  ')cing  sent  a-h.^ad  in  search  of 
an  eligible  port,  made  the  signal  in  the  evening 
for  having  discovered  one  on  the  western  shore, 
in  which  she  shortly  anchored ;  steadied,  as  before, 
with  a  hawser  to  the  trees.  On  the  2^,  the  port 
was  found  to  be  formed  by  a  small  convenient 
bay;  which  being  situated  and  circumstanced 
much  to  the  wishes  of  our  navigators,  they  ran  in 
and  moored  in  sixteen  fathoms  water,  about  a 
cable  length  from  the  western  shore.  Plenty  of 
excellent  water  might  also  be  commodiously  ob- 
tained. 

The  boats  were  immediately  prepared  for  two 
long  excursions;  Mr.  Whidbey  in  the  Dicovery's 
large  cutter,  with  Lieutenant  Baker  in  the  launch, 
having  supplies  for  a  fortnight,  were  to  proceed 
on  the  survey  of  those  branches  which  had  been 
before  declined;  and  they  were  to  continue  their 
researches  along  (he  continental  shore. 

To  Mr.  Johnstone,  with  the  two  cutters,  as 
usual,  the  other  expedition  was  entrusted,  taking 
with  him  provision  for  teil  davs.  He  was 
directed  to  return  to  Cape  Caanimo,  and  to 
examine  the  starboard  shore  of  the  ii'-rth  went 
braoch^  till  it  cuiamunicated  with  the  uceao. 


On  the  32d.  the  navigators  were  again  vi.i( 
by  the  same  party  of  Indians  who  attended  th  J 
on  the  gist.     The  man  who  had  undcrukenl 
deliver  his  present  io  the  chief,  informed  Canf  f 
Vancouver,    that  in  a  day  or  two  Ononnkt 
would  wait  upon  him.     He  said  the  chief  was'* 
some  distance,  and  required  soiue  liuie  fo  nrcn  !i 
for  his  journey;  but,  in  the  mean  time,  he  tol 
the  !iherty  to  solicit  a  Ah'thcr  piCE"!!!  lor  hi,,, 
a  teslimotiy  of  his  friendly  intentions:  he  evciiid 
tiiiiuied  I'hat  molasses  and  bread  would  be\rH 
acceptable  to  Oaonnisloj/.     Such  articles,  wjii 
seveval  others,  were  accordin^;ly  entrusted  to  th 
man's  care,  and  he  departed  the  next  mornind 
Rainy  weather,  attended  with  strong  winds  aa 
squalls,  continued  till  the  25th,  when  the  lU 
being  serene  and  clear,  the  captain  was  enabld 
to  procure  some  good  observations. 

About  midnight  the  lairopeans  were  disturL 
by  the  singing  of  a  party  of  the  natives,  auh^ 
were  entering  the  harbour.  Judging,  from  tl 
uproar  they  made,  they  at  first  supposed  tlia 
to  be  a  very  numerous  tribe,  but,  on  a  m-an 
approach,  they  were  discovered  to  be  only  (M 
freight  of  one  canoe,  in  which  seventeen  pirsoJ 
were  contained.  After  paddling  round  tlicve 
sels,  with  their  usual  formalities,  they  landed  i 
an  inconsiderable  distance  from  thcin,  and  col 
tinued  singing  till  day-light.  They  had  bcsitowJ 
much  time  in  decorating  their  persons:  th^ 
faces  were  painted  accordmg  to  the  taste  or  fan 
of  the  respective  possessor,  and  their  haj 
powdered  with  the  white  down  of.  young  i 
fowls.  Approaching  the  Discovery  again,  v,m 
the  same  ceremony,  they  come  alongside  m| 
the  utmost  confidence. 

Kanant,  the  chief  of  the  party,  requested  I 
be  admitted  on  board;  which  being  granted,  I 
presented  the  captain  with  an  otler-t>kin;  wb 
on  making  him  a  proper  acknowledgment,  i 
sired  that  his  people  and  theirs  might  enter!] 
traffic  with  each  other.  They  accordinu:h  lij 
commercial  dealings  together  till  the  '^8thi 
August,  when  they  separated  on  friendly  lerd 
seeming  much  pleased  with  the  honesty  und  m 
priety  of  all  parties,  and  niakuig  honuuriin 
mention  of  Ononnistoft,  their  chief,  and  the  licij 
of  a  very  numerous  tribe. 

In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Whidbey  returned,  all 
having  traced  the  boundaries  of  the  couiiiieiitl 
s!iore;  when  the  several  arms  that  Captain  VV 
couver  had  left  unexamined  were  >diticu\crcd 
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Lof  liUle  extetit.     He  saw  several  parties  of 

[yians  in  the  course  of  tliis  survey,  but  observed 

lutliiii?  tnaterially  diffureiit  from  what  he  had 

l-en  hct'i'fc.  excepting  some  of  their  dancing  and 

l-jgjpg,  which  he  thought  nu>re  savage  and  uu- 

[(tiiih  timn  any  he  had  ever  been  entertained 

liith.    He  obsenes,  indeed,  that  a  small  party 

lif  (he  natives,  consisting  of  seven  men  only,  in 

Iroiiig  up  »ne  of  the  arms,  seemed  to  be  pre- 

jLjiiir  to  oppose  the  landing  of  some,  of  the 

'wtlemen  of  the  European  party  *. 

'  These  actions  being  con!>idered  by  Mr.  WlW.d- 

leyu  pacific  overtures,  he  threw  some  spoons 

[other  trivial  articles  to  the  orator,  and  ^;ave 

liin  some    indications    that  he    an*'    his   j  '-rty 

■intcd  to  cat.     This  intimation  had  the  desired 

It'ct;  the  aged  orator  ordered  those  who  were 

,  to  retire,  and  some  salmon  was  soon  pro- 

iuced.    He  directed  the  boats  to  come  to  the 

xks,  and  instantly  delivered  them  the  fish ;  re- 

ttivin;^  ill  return,  what  he  considered  to  be  amply 

itiiiractory ;  still  blowing  the  down  into  the  air, 

jbe  plucked  it  from  the  asrial  animal. 

It  would  have  been  imprudent,  for  the  sake 

Lf  a  minute  enquiry  into  these  mysterious  cerc- 

loniu,  to  have  attempted  a  further  acquaintance 

kith  these  people;  they  were  therefore  left  in 

tuiet  possession  of  their  dreary  rocks^  every  inch 

|f  which  they  would  probably  have  disputed;  as 

ere  was  reason  to  apprehend  that  this  party  bad 

lither  been  concerned  in  the  attack  upon  the 

|iwi,  or  had  been  made  acquainted  with  the 

jrticulars  of  that  transaction  f. 

In  the  afternoon,  when  these  new  friends  were 

biting  the  Cliathanv,  they  were  surprized  by  the 

•Thi'ir  canoes  were  lodged  dose  to  thcni,  iic.ir  a 
httrhcd  nut.  Having  put  on  their  war  garmeiiis,  tlioy 
jjianccd  to  meet  the  boat ;  one  of  them  being  arnud  with  a 
nquft,  and  another  with  a  pistol,  both  of  wliich  were 
(cked;  tlir  other  fire  were  provided  with  plenty  of  bous 
idarroH'i,  in  readiness  for  immediate  service. 
iThcre  was  also  an  elderly  person  at  a  little  distance, 
Rhoiit  cither  a  weapon,  or"  a  war  garment,  making  long 
1  riaborate  speeches,  >iaviiii<  in  one  hand  (he  skin  of  a 
■i,  and  with  the  other  he  was  plurking  the  feathers  and 
kitii;  whi^>li  he  blew  into  the  air  at  the  conclnsion  of  the 
hcral  subdivisions  of  his  harangue. 

It  In  the  course  of  this  examination,  Mr.  Whidbey  re- 
■rcd  a  visit  from  another  party  of  tin;  Indians,  on  the. 
Vh  uf  August.  They  were  conducted  by  two  chiefs,  and 
isi'tod  of  twenty.five  iiersons.  They  were  extremely 
nial,  and  atfecteil  importance;  not  seeming  to  take 
lily  any  noticu  of  several  articles  that  were  presented 
llhcm,  and  beiag  wholly  engaged  in  their  own  con. 


arrival  of  a  canoe  laden  with  men  in  the  act  of 
singing,  and  keeping  time  by  the  regularity  of 
their  paddling.  Directing  their  course  towards 
the  Discovery,  they  seemed  to  have  given  offence 
to  the  other  party,  who  immediately  assumed 
their  war-ganneiils,  holding  tlicir  spears  in  a  me- 
nacing position.  Thus  cqiiipped,  (hey  advanced 
slowly  to  meet  them,  fulminating  the  most 
violent  speeches,  which  were  answered  in  the 
same  boisterous  (one  of  \oito,  by  some  persons 
stuiiding  in  a  large  canoe.  On  a  nearer  ap- 
prt)ach  they  rested  on  their  paddles,  and  entered 
into  a  kind  of  parley;  when  our  European  navi- 
gators observed,  that  all  those  who  stood  up  in 
the  large  canoe,  were  armed  with  polished  pistols 
and  blunderbusses.  Their  conversation  termina- 
ting in  a  pacific  way,  the  opposing  party  returned 
with  the  new  comers,  who,  on  passing  by  the 
Chatham,  laid  down  their  arms  :  but  when  they 
came  alongside  the  Discovery,  one  of  the  chiefs, 
who  had  been  on  board,  hastily  drew  from  within 
the  breast  of  his  war-garment,  a  large  iron  dagger, 
and  seemed  much  irritated  at  some  expressions 
that  had  dropped  from  those  in  the  large  canoe, 
who  again  very  coolly  took  up  their  pistols  and 
blunderbusses.  An  explanation,  however,  took 
place,  when  their  arms  were  again  returned  to 
their  proper  places:  their  pistols  and  ammunition 
were  carefully  wrapped  up,  and  both  parties  ap- 
peared perfectly  reconciled. 

The  chief  of  the  large  canoe,  at  his  particular 
request,  was  admitted  into  the  ship,  accompanied 
by  a  man  of  apparent  consequence,  who  though 
not  actually  u  chief,  was  appealed  to  by  the 
chief  upon  all  matters  of  importance;  and  his 

Tersation.  The  chiefs  remained  on  board  a  considerable 
time,  and  at  length  became  very  sociable.  One  of  theia 
had  :i  pleasing  cheerful  countenance,  and  was  the  linest 
iit^iiru  of  an  Indian  that  they  had  yet  six-n  upon  that 
coast;  a  number  of  scars  about  him  sulKeieiitly  pointed  him 
out  as  a  great  warrior.  Bread  and  molasses  were  the 
greatest  treat  that  could  be  given  to  these  people;  the 
chiefs  ate  heartily  of  that  food,  and  distributed  some  among 
their  friends  in  the  surrounding  canoes-  As  an  adequate 
return  for  this  «lelieious  repast,  they  earnestly  reconiinended 
some  of  their  whale  oil,  which  stunk  most  intolerably;  it 
was  served  into  the  cabin  in  a  bladder,  out  of  which  a 
spoonful  was  deliberately  poured  by  the  chief;  who  ex- 
patialed  on  its  superior  qualities,  pronouncing  it  to  bo 
equal,  as  a  delicacy,  to  Kuropean  treacle;  Mr.  Whidbey, 
iniit^ed,  found  it  attended  with  much  dillicnlty  to  get  ex- 
cused from  partaking  of  their  nauseous  meal,  which  they 
seemed  to  enjoy  in  the  most  superlative  degree:  a  glass  of 
rum  concluded  their  an^jelic  feast. 
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coiintenance  pronounced  him  a  man  of  penetra- 
tion. This  senator  informed  our  Europeans  that 
the  oil  iff  who  now  visited  us,  was  the  great 
Onon?nslvi/;  and  his  intelligence  was  cunfunied 
by  Kavmtt. 

OiioiinistoTj  acce\iipd  wUh  much  cheorfnlness, 
the  presents  which  Captain  Vancouver  tllOll^ht 
proper  to  oft'cr  him  on  this  occasion.  The  chiefs 
of  the  other  tribe  came  on  board  at.  the  sanii;  time, 
and  received  such  arlich^s  aj  gave  them  pci  icct 
satisfaction.  Towards  the  eveninjj^  tliis  great 
chief,  and  two  or  three  others  of  his  suit,  lament- 
ing that  they  had  not  any  habitation  on  shure, 
re(]uested  to  be  permitted  to  sleep  on  board  ; 
which  was  granted  as  soon  as  proposed,  and 
tire-works  were  exhibited  for  their  amusement. 
Bread  and  molasses,  wit!«  rum  and  wine,  were 
set  before  Onoiiiiistot/  for  his  refreshment;  to 
which  were  added  some  of  their  own  dried  fish ; 
on  which  the  party  fed  heartily,  and  retired  to 
rest  with  great  composure*. 

There  were  live  chiefs  belonging  to  th(;  as- 
sociated parties,  who,  basing  performed  their 
several  parts,  were  admitted  on  board.  Onon- 
vifiloii,,  wishing  to  promote  conmieree,  recom- 
mended that  necessary  employment ;  and  wished 
it  might  be  generally  practised.  Trading  im- 
mediately began  among  the  parties;  when  sea- 
otter  skins,  salmon,  and  several  other  articles 
were  purchased.  Fire-arms,  and  ammimition 
Vcre  at  lirst  earnestly  requested  in  exchange ; 


but  finding  they  were  pf».sl(Ively  wllliheld,  tliM 
soon  appeared  reconciled  to  the  prohibition  g  J 
trafiicked  briskly  in  bartering  for  blue  ciotj)'  a  i 
tin  kettles,  which  they  preferred  next  t<t' tlrp 
arms,  in  exdiange  for  their  sea-otler  skins;  bul 
they  were  willing  to  part  with  their  lisli,'  yJ 
less  valuable  articles,  for  looKing-glasM's,  pewicj 
spoons,  beads,  and  other  trinkets.  Tjm  j„jjj,1 
dealers,  now  assembled,  aninnntcd  to  aboiitsixt] 
persons,  who  all  eondticted  themselves  with  jri-J 
propriety. 

About  noon  on  the  4th  of  Septeinlior,  l\l 
Joluiitone  and  his  party  returned  from  tlieircvl 
pedition.  He  had  not  discovered  a  passsifg  tl 
the  ocean  by  the  way  he  had  pursued,  but  ij 
brought  back  suiiicient  evidence  to  prove  (IiattK 
channel  he  had  navigated  would  ultimalcly 
found  to  communicate  with  it  f. 

Being  ignorant  of  the  cause  of  their  assmiblinii 
and  their  nundiers  were  so  considerable,  m 
Johnstone  declined  any  further  acquanifuntewia 
them;  as  their  intentions  might  probablv 
hostile;  no  such  party  having  yet  visited  the sliil 
at  any  one  time,  or  ever  attended  in  snih  nuiiibof 
together.  It  niay  rationally  be  conjectured, 
informed  of  the  absence  of  the  boats,  thevliol 
of  the  neighbouring  natives  might  be  collcctpdo 
this  occasion,  to  intercept  the  party  on  their  rj 
turn.  A  light  breeze  springing  up,  favonrab 
to  the  boats,  they  kept  under  sail  the  who| 
night,  and  arrived  on  board  about  noon.

(rninff,  when  they  repeated  their  visit  with 
M-  songs,  having  greatly  augmented  the  num- 
j  of  their  party :  this  addition,  however,  con- 
ned principally  of   women,    who  without  a 
vk  male  assistant,   conducted  two  or  three 
loes,  and  managed  their  paddles  with  great 
iterity;  they  were  also  inclined  to  entertain 
jgt navigators  <vith  their  vocal  abilities*. 
;  A  light  breeze  springing  up,  our  adventurers 
loi  under  sail,  and  the  Indians  took  their  leave. 
«'n  after  the  weather  began  to  wear  a  very 
liteatening  appearance;  but  they  were  so  for- 
mate as  to  find,  before  night,  an  excellent  port; 
libifh,  after  the  first  lieutenant  of  the  Discovery, 
tceived  the  name  of  Point  Baker.     This  the 
Ihatbani  entered,  making  the  necessary  signals 
I  be  observed;  but  just  as  they  reachod  its  en- 
ic«,  the  wind  fell  calm,  and  the  tide  sat  them 
bt.  A  light  breeze  springing  up,  blowing  di- 
Etlyinto  the  port,  conducted  them  safe  to  a 
Kurt  situation,  where  they  anchored  about  seven 
[tiie  evening.     The  threatened  storm  continued 

)  lately  inhabited.  The  next  morning;  the  party  were  in 
blion,  and  near  Cape  Caamano,  thuy  were  surprized  with 

esiidlon  appcaraiica  of  twenty  canoes,  from   behind  a 

rpFojrcdnf;  point  of  land  that  seemed  to  contain  about 
loiiuudrcd  and  fifty  Indians:  a  very  formidable  number, 
lexpcricurc  had  taught  our  Kuropeans,  that  the  inha. 
lanij  of  these  regions  never  traversed  tho  country  without 
Id;  veil  armud. 

|jllr,Ji)linsrone,  andhU  party,  put  themselros  immediately 
ithcdAfbnsire,  and  warned  the  Indiann  to  keep  of)';  but, 

tanl'ess  of  his  ajuionition,  they  still  advanced  directly 
trardj  the  boats :  lie  therefore  ordered  a  miisquet  to  be 

doTir  them ;  and  afterwartis  a  swivel,  loaded  with  grape. 
bl,  was  discharged,  cautiously  regulated  to  avoid  doing 

hiriii,  but  near  enough  to  demonstrate  its  effect.     They 

stopped  for  a  moment,   though  they  again   pushed 

|»ard.    A  musquot  was  then  fired  over  the  main  body  of 

ICHiiors;  when  they  stopped  till  the  boats  rowed  past 
k  ami  instantly  paiddled  over  to  the  opposite  shore. 

Most  of  those  who  had  attained  womanhood  wore  very 
h  lip  ornaucnts ;  and  among  the  other  female  attendants, 
h  saw  the  progress  of  that  deformity  in  all  its  stages, 
ich  ill  general  was  accompanied  with  the  most  excruciating 
Ves;  while  the  process  was  as  cruel  as  it 'Was  durable. 
Ise  women  were  more  sprightly  and  cheerful  than  any 
jEuropeans  had  seen  with  this  hideous  mark  of  distinction. 
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with  increasing  violence  during  the  whoTe  night; 
but  they  very  providentially  reached  an  anchor- 
age, that  completely  sheltered  them  from  its  fury. 
Grateful  for  such  an  asylum,  Captain  Vancouver 
named  it  Port  Protection.  Had  they  not 
happily  gained  this  place  of  safety,  they  must 
have  past  a  most  perilous  night.  Thankful,  in 
the  highest  degree,  for  so  providential  a  retreat, 
from  the  stormy  season  which  now  appeared  to 
have  commenced,  he  resolved  to  continue  there 
while  the  boats  should  examine  the  broken  region 
before  them  f. 

Captain  Vancouver  waited  on  Senr.  Saavadra, 
the  commandant  of  the  port;  who  informed 
him  that  he  had  not  received  any  intelligence, 
either  from  Europe  or  New  Spain,  since  his  de- 
parture from  thence  in  the  spring;  and  that 
neither  the  Daedalus,  nor  any  other  ship  with 
stores,  addressed  to  him,  had  been  there.  The 
only  vessel  he  found  at  Nootka,  was  the  Saint 
Carlos,  laid-  up  for  the  winter;  but  it  was  under- 
stood from  Senr.  Saavadra,  that  in  the  course  of 
the  summer  the  port  had  been  vidited  by  La 
Flavia,  a  French  ship,  having  on  board  a  very 
valuable  cargo  of  European  commodities,  which 
was  taken  to  Kamschatka,  to  be  bartered  with 
the  Russians  for  furs;  with  which  a  cargo  of  tea 
was  to  have  been  purchased  in  China;  but  that 
their  expedition  had  not  answered  their  expecta- 

Could  they  indeed  be  prevailed  on  to  dispense  with  this 
barbarous  custom,  many  of  them  have  such  features  as 
would  justly  entitle  them  to  the  appellation  of  comely. 

Want  of  wind  detaining  our  Europeans,  they  purchased 
from  these  people  a  large  supply  of  excellent  salmon,  and 
some  Eua>otter  skins;  for  which  they  received  blue  cloth, 
tin-kettlcs,  spoons,  and  many  other  articles.  lu  all  these 
commercial  transactions,  the  women  took  a  very  active  part, 
and  proved  themselves  perfectly  adequate  to  the  task.  So 
far  from  considering  the  women  inferior  to  the  men,  in 
these,  or  in  any  other  respects,  it  is  evident  that  they  are 
looked  upon  by  the  natives  as  the  superior  sex,  for  they 
generally  kept  the  men  in  awe,  and  under  their  subjection. 
No  chief,  or  person  of  importance,  was  discovered  to  be 
among  this  party,  unless  such  authority  was  vested  in  some 
of  the  females.  They  all  conducted  themselves  with  great 
integrity,  and  seemed  perfectly  to  rely  on  the  same  honour- 
able treatment  from  our  navigators. 

f  Scientific  remarks,  and  descriptions  of  entrances,  in. 
lets,  arms,  bays,  coves,  &c.  then  occupy  a  considcrabla 
space  of  the  ingenious  narrative;  which  could  only  prove 
interesting  to  those  who  are  adepts  in  the  superior  branches 
of  nautical  mathematics.  Let  it  be  observed,  however, 
that  from  hence  our  navigators  directed  their  course 
towards  Nootka,  the  port  of  which  they  reached  on  the 
5th  of  October,  1703.

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tions.  Senr.  Saavadra  further  gtated,  that  the 
rjrew  had  been  luutinouH  at  Nootka.  and  couhl 
with  difHculty  be  prevailed  on  to  be  obedient  to 
their  commander's  orders:  at  length,  however, 
a  rPconciliatioD  was  cflected. 

In  the  morning  of  the  8th,  having  requested 
Senr.  Saavadra  to  take  charge  of  a  letter  to  the 
commander  of  tiie  Dajdalus,  or  of  vMy  other 
vessel  that  might  arrive  at  Nootka,  with  dis- 
patches for  Captain  Yaaeouvcr,  ho  sailed  from 
that  port  with  a  light  northerly  wind,  paying  and 
receiving  from  the  fort  the  usual  compliments. 

On  leaving  the  port  of  Nootka,  the  progress 
of  our  navigators  was  much  ioipeded  for  want  of 
wind;  but,  proceeding  along  the  coast,  they 
observed  on  the  eminences  and  hilU  near  the 
shores,  several  large  fires,  burning  throughout 
the  night;  a  circumstance  which  had  never  before 
attracted  their  observation.  Wishing  to  obtain 
information  respectmg  the  port  of  Bodega,  of 
which  the  storms  of  the  preceding  season  had  dis- 
appointed him.  Captain  Vancouver  directed  Mr. 
Puget  to  make  the  best  of  his  way  thither,  whilst 
he  proceeded  to  St.  Francisco:  expecting  to  nieet 
Senr.  Quadra,  either  there,  or  at  Monterrey,  with 
■uflicient  credentials  fur  adjusting  the  business 
depending  about  Nootka.  Mr.  Puget  having 
received  bis  directions,  and  having  appointed 
St.  Francisco  as  a  rendezvous  for  either  meeting 
liim,  or  hearing  from  him,  he  immediately  de- 
parted for  the  port  of  Bodega. 

In  the  evening  Cape  Mendocino  was  seen 
bearing  south-east,  at  the  distance  of  seven  or 
eight  leagues:  in  the  afternoon  they  passed 
Barro  de  Areno;  the  Chatham,  though  at  some 
distance  from  the  Discovery,  being  still  in  sight, 
and  kept  close  to  the  land.  Fogs  and  thick 
weather  impeded  their  course  till  the  19th,  when 

■t-  Being  hailiHl  from  the  shqrc,  a  boat  was  dispatched 
thither,  which  immediately  returned  with  Senr.  Sal,  the 
«ncc  civil  and  attentive  friend  of  our  navigatoni,  who  not 
oiffymadc  offers  of  hospitality  and  serrlces,  but  gratified 
them  with  a  communication  of  the  interesting  intclligeuco  of 
the  state  of  Europe  up  to  a  very  recent  period.  After 
supper  Senr.  Sal  mpaired  to  the  shore,  and  the  next 
morning  the  captain  received  two  letters  from  him :  one 
requiring,  in  an  olficiai  form,  an  account  in  writing  ef  his 
arrival  in  port  St.  Francisco;  of  the  supplies  ho  should 
i»ant;  and  the  time  he  intended  to  continue  in  that  port; 
thaVBll  those  particulars  might  be  immediately  coninui. 
nicated  to  the  governor  of  the  province.  The  soLOud 
letter  stated,  ihat  under. the  superior  orders,  by  which 
ttlon  ( his  conduct  could  be  governed,  he  was  obliged  to 
iofani  iiiai)   that  no  individual   could  be  permitted  to 
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a  pleasant  bree»e  broagUt  them  to  tn  anchn  • 
Port  St.  Francisco,  not  fur  from  their  f„  1 
birth  off  the  Presidio*.  '°H 

la  jastice  to  their  once  worthy  friend  &  J 
Sal,  ■  the  captain  remarks  that  it  wag  evideiiti 
with  the  utmost  ro^ju^nance,  that  he  was  con 
pcllcd  to  d«^!iver  these  injtuictions,  in  complia,!; 
with  tin;  orders  i»f  bis  senior.  In  reply  to  wli  J 
ho  told  Senr.  Sal  that  he  had  put  in  Porll'r'j 
Cisco  to  procure  wood  and  water,  and  such  J 
freshujcnts  us  the  counUy  might  aQord,  and  i 
wait  the  arrival  of  the  Chatham;  this  port  liavil 
been  appointed  as  their  next  rendezvous,  uJ 
vious  to  tlieir  parting  company:  that  wheii 
should  have  obtained  his  supplies,  wliicli  he  ^j, 
possed  would  not  occupy  more  than  two  or  tlird 
days,  they  should  instantly  tleparl ;  and  that  tb 
restrictions  imposed  in  the  other  letter,  resiKclin 
their  communication  with  the  shore,  should  L 
puntuttlly  observed.  This  pott,  however,  w] 
the  rendezvous  of  the  Chatham,  and  as  tiiecaj 
tain  had  not  been  deprived  of  the  piivileae  \ 
procuring  some  fresh  beef,  he  continued  tlic] 
till  she  arrived,  which  happened  to  be  on  MondJ 
the  21st. 

When  our  navigators  were  here  before,  thi 
prQ^iired  water  in  a  low  phie^  behind  the  Iwacj 
which  was  then  flooded  by  th^  raio:  that  tei| 
porary  fountain  was  now  quite  dry,  and  thev  wei 
induced  to  resort  to  a  small  stream  of  most  ej 
celient  water;  but  as  it  was  necessary  to 
loose  morass  to  arrive  at  it,  the  accon\})lishii)eL 
of  this  object  was  so  tedious  as  to  detain  their, ti 
the  evening  of  the  23d,  when  they  prepared  fl 
their  departure.  On  the  2Uh,  having  the  cq 
tide,  and  a  fresh  breeze,  they  turned  out  ot'li 
port.  Though  the  wind  in  the  otfing  was  ligl 
and  baffling,  they  directed  their  course  as  wc 

come  on  shore,  excepting  for  wood  and  water,  but  hij 
self,  aikd  one  officer,  ur  niidsUipman,  who  wuuld  lic^ 
ccived,  aud  attended  at  th«  Presidio,  as  on  their  fot^ 
visit. 

These  restrictions  were  so  iiagracious  and  degrading  i 
Captain  Vancouver  couid  not  consider  them  in  unyotli 
light  than  as  a  dismission  from  St.  Francisco;  andwasundj 
the  greatest  perplexity  to  account  for  a  reception  sgtolJ 
ditfcrent  from  what  he  had  formerly  experienced,  andj 
contrary  to  what  ho  had,  on  many  occasions,  been  taiia 
to  expect.  It  was  indeed  intimated  to  him,  that  u  aptaiaj 
the  Spanish  infantry,  naoied  ArnillaKa,  bad  lately  arrlif 
at  Monterr»y:  and,  being  the  senior  officer;  had  l,iii 
upon  iiim  the  jurisdiction  of  tl)e  province,  ami  ihit^ 
sentiraent»  w«r0  nut  Ute  most  favouraltla  towards  futt 
visitors.

station.  This  unploitsant  weather  continued  till 
they  reached  Monterrey  ou  the  1st  of  November, 
where  they  anchored  with  the  Daedalus  about 
eleven  in  tlie  forenoon.  Here  they  found  their 
consort,  which  had  fortunately  reached  this  place 
on  the  .lOth  of  the  preceding  month.  Whilst 
the  i>eople  were. engaged  in  securing  the  ship. 
Captain  Vancouver  sent  an  oflTiccr  to  acquaint 
the  governor  of  his  arrival,  and  of  the  object  of 
his  visit;  and  to  offer,  on  bis  part,  to  salute  the 
garrison,  on  a  stipulation  that  an  equal  com- 
pliment should  be  returnedf . 

In  the  afternoon  a  signal  was  made  from  the 
shore  for  one  of  the  boats,  which  attended  and 
brought  oft'  a  Spanish  officer,  who  delivered  twa 
letters  from  Senr.  Arrillaga  to  Captain  Van- 
couver:  one  of  them  purporting,  that  be  had  no 
orders  for  the  reception  of  foreign  vessels  into  the 
ports  under  his  jurisdiction,  unless  the  rights  of 
hospitality  demanded  his  assistance;  and  request- 
ing he  would  7iention  the  objects  which  had 
brought  him  there,  that  he  might  regulate  bi» 
proceediqgs  accordingly:  the  other  contained 
expressions  of  a  desire  to  preserve  the  subsisting 
harmony;  but  at  the  same  time  stated  that  lie 
could  not  depart  from  the  spirit  of  the  orders  by 
which  his  conduct  was  to  be  governed,  and  there- 
fore could  not  permit  any  persons  to  come  on 
shore,  excepting  the  commanders  of  foreign 
vessels,  with  one  or  two  officers  to  each ;  or  the 
individuals  employed  in  procuring  wood  and 
water;  which  service  must  h".  expeditiously  per- 
formed; and  that  his  other  watits  would  be  sup- 
plied with  the  greatest  dispatch,  on  his  giving 
previous  notice  for  that  purpose. 

dcavours  had  been  more  successful,  as  he  had  taken  from 
Otaheitc  to  Port  Jackson  seventy  of  those  animals. 

+  This  b^eiiig  assented  to,  the  captain  waited  on  Senr. 
Arrillaga,  the  commandant,  and  was  received  with  tho

plained.  Captain  Vancouver  then  started  some  enquiries 
respecting,  the  deserters  from  Iho  Chatham,  and  was  inform, 
ed  by  Senr.  Arrillaga,  that  itt  the  mouth  of  January,  tbcy 
had  made  their  appearance,  aud  wer^  taken  into  custody  : 
they  were  ordered  to  be  sent  pcisoneri  to  St.  Ulas,  aud  to 
be  removed  from  th«uce  to  ^outka. 

The 
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Th«  tenor  of  these  letters  differed  so  materially 
from  >v1iat  his  conversation  gave  the  captain 
rcnnoil  to  expect,  >vhcn  he  visited  him  at  the 
Presidio,  that  he  thought  it  necessary  to  send 
him,  the  next  day,  a  minute  explanation  of  the 
objects  of  the  voyage,  and  of  the  motives  which 
had  induced  him  to  enter  the  ports  under  his 
jurisdiction.  He  particularly  stated  that  his 
Britannic  Majesty  had  entrusted  him  with  a 
voyage  of  discovery,  for  the  purpctse  of  explor- 
ing various  countries  in  the  Paciiic  Ocean;  of 
which  the  north-west  coast  of  America  was  a 
principal  object.  That,  before  his  departure 
from  England,  he  had  been  taught  to  believe, 
that  he  should  be  hospitably  received  on  this 
coast  by  the  subjects  of  the  Spanish  crown :  and 
that  he  was  instructed  to  make  a  free  communica- 
tion'of  all  discoveries  made  in  the  course  of  his 
researches  to  any  Spanish  otHcer  lie  might  happen 
to  meet,  engaged  in  similar  pursuits  with  him- 
self; and  that  he  now  proposed  to  transmit  to 
Senior  Quadra  a  copy  of  the  charts  and  surveys 
that  had  been  made  since  their  departure  from 
.<his  port  the  preceding  year.  That  the  voyapr 
was  engaged  in  for  the  general  benefit  of  man 
kind,  and  that  the  court  of  Spain  vvould  be  more 
early  inTormed  of,  and  as  much  benefited  by  his 
labours  as  the  kingdom  of  Great  Britain.  That, 
on  his  former  visit  here,  he  had  been  treated  with 
great  friendship  and  hospitality;  and  had  re- 
reived  from  the  viceroy  of  Mexico,  the  strongest 
assurances  that  these  attentions  had  been  ^hewn 
in  compliance  with  the  desire  of  his  Catholic 
Majesty.  That  our  survey  would  require  an- 
other year  to  complete  it,  and  that  he  had  made 
choice  of  this  port,  or  St.  Diego,  for  refitting  the 
vessels,  and  making  such  astronomical  observa- 
tions as  were  become  necessary.  He  added,  that 
he  hoped  the  officers  and  people  might  be  in- 
dulged with  the  same  recreation  on  foot  and  on 
horseback,  which  they  had  enjoyed  on  their 
former  visit,  under  such  limitations  and  restric- 
tions as  might  be  thought  reasonable  and  proper. 

On  the  4th  he  received  a  reply  to  his  letter 
from  Senior  Arrillaga,  which  he  acknowledged 
to  be  ingenious,  anuthaiiked  him  for  the  perusal 
4}f  the  Viceroy's  letter,  which  ne  had  inclosed. 


*  The  situation  proposed  for  the  reception  'f  their  pro. 
«iiion9  and  storcn,  was  not  only  inconvenient,  but  offensive 
und  unwholesome,  in  the  midst  of  the  iilani;htcring  place 
for  all  the  cattle;  from  whence  the  offal  had  never  been 
cleared  awa/,  but  ieft  from  time  to  time  in  a  continual  state 


In  vindication  of  himself,  he  said,  there  \m  nJ 
roya'  order  for  the  reception  of  the  vessels,  \\\J 
(hat  produced  by  M.  do  la  PerousU.    That  hi 
did  not  suppose  his  excellency  expected  that  ihpJ 
should  repair  a  second  time  to  those  ports;  and 
that  even  Senior  Quadra  had  intimated  that  thi 
attentions  they  had  received  on  (lie  former  od 
casion,  were  f»)r  that  time  only.     But,  notwith) 
tilund  these  objections,    arid  being  desirous  nl 
promoting  a  public  undertaking,  he  rcqucateJ 
the  captam  would  inform  him  of  the  precisj 
number  of  days  in  which  the  store-sliip  could  bj 
unloaded.     He  offered  to  give  him  the  key  of  til 
warehouse  at  the  landing  place,  for  the  receptio] 
of  her  cargo,  near  which  he  might  erect  the  obi 
servatory;  and  permitted  the  officers  and  gentlei 
men  to  recreate  themselves  within  sight  of  tb 
Spanish    officer,    who    should   be  stationed 
protect  the  cargo  and  observatory ;  the  latter 
which  vras^nly  to  be  erected  in  the  day  time, 
he  could  not  suffer  any  of  their  people  tobeoi 
shore  between  sun-set  and  sun-rise.     And  lasljij 
he  had  no  objection  to  their  supplying  then 
selves  with  wood  and  water,  provided  the  perl 
sons  employed  on  that  service  should  retire 
board  at  night,  and  that  he  would  engage  tot 
expeditious  in  these  and  all  his    other  transj 
actions  *. 

On  due  consideration  of  these  circumstancn 
the  captain  declined  accepting  the  assistance  i 
Senior  Arrillaga ;  and  resolved,  after  having  i 
vestigated  these  shores,  to  retire  to  tlie  Sand\vic| 
Islands;  where  he  supposed  the  inhabitants  i 
Owhyhee,  or  its  neighbouring  isles,  would  chei 
fully  afford  him  that  accommodation  which  hi| 
been  so  ungenerously  denied  him  at  St.  Krunrisci 
and  Monterrey.     In  the  forenoon  of  the  .5thtlie| 
unmoored,  and  about  ten  at  night  weighed  ani 
sailed  out  of  the  hay;  on  the  6th  they  hauled  iJ 
close  to  mount  Pind^,  and  there  recommenccf 
their  survey  of  this  coast  south-eastward  fit* 
Monterrey. 

As  they  proceeded,  the  coast  near  the  Ian 
was  observed  to  be  tolerably  w«ll  wooded,  evei 
close  down  to  the  shore:  soind  of  the  trees wti 
very  large,  with  spreading  branches;  and,  beiaj 
generally  distributed  in  detached  clumps,  prol 

of  putrefaction.  In  the  centre  of  this  nuisance  the)  wM 
obligingly  permitted  to  erect  the  observatory,  and  tu  itteil 
to  their  astronomical  pursuits,  but  in  the  diii/'tiine  om

lYery  pletsing  effect.  The  inhabitants^ 
rihe  country>  seemed  to  benefit  by  its  superior 
iluctions,  as  they  soon  discovered  such  a 
^gpproaching  them  as  they  little  expected 
rjuive  met  with :  it  was  formed  of  woodj  after 
.jijootka  fashion^  and  Very  adroitly  navigated 
J  four  of  the  natives  of  the  country;  their 
Jdlesi  vvhich  were  about  ten  feet  long,  had  a 
Je  at  each  end,  which  they  managed  with 
jjt dexterity.  Their  exertions  to  reach  our  na- 
iloM  were  great,  but  as  they  vrere  favoured 
E|,  g  fresh  gale,  the  natives  were  unable  to 
j  up  iivith  them.  The  captain  regretted  that 
etould  not  afford  time  for  a  better  acquaint' 
J  with  these -people,  who,  by  the  ingenuity 
niaved  in  thehr  canoe,  seemed  to  be  very  dif- 
tnt  from  those  insensible  beings  they  hud  met

[a  light  breeze  springing  up,    they  directed 
tjr  course  along  shore  to  the  eastward.     About

The  Presidio  just  shewed  itself 
ove  a  grove  of  small  trees,  forming,  with  the 
t  of  the  buildings,  a  very  picturesque  effect. 

I  Proposing  to  continue  somewhere  for  the  night 

M  as  this  bay  seemed  likely  to  answer  that  pur- 

\k,  as  well  as  to  afford  refreshments,  they  hauled 

■Point  Conception  is  rendered  remarkable  by  its  stretch. 
J  out  into  the  ocean,  from  an  extensive  tract  of  low  land, 
Uling  perpendicularly  into  the  sea,  wmch  broke  against  it 
Klh  great  Tiolence.  Immediately  to  the  eastward  of  this 
pint,  they  passed  a  small  Indian  village,  the. first  they  bad 
kened  along  the  shores  of  the  southern  parts  of  New 
pbiun.    The    inhabitants   made  a  fire  as  soon  ai  they 

oe  within  their  view,  but  no  one  attempted  to  pay 
len  a  visit.  The  navigators  endeavoured  to  approach 
p  liiores  of  the  main  land.  In  order  to  stop  for  the 
lilt.  In  the  evening  It  was  nearly  calm;  and  having 
p  soundings    at    the  depth  of   tiiirty.geTen  fathsms, 
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in  and  anchored  in  six  fathoms  water.  Thui 
situated,  before  the  Spanish  establishment,  Cap> 
tain  Vancouver  sent  Lieutenant  Swaine  t  >  tlie 
commanding  officer  of  the  Presidio  to  inform 
him  of  their  arrival ;  and,  as  he  intended  to 
depart  in  the  mornin{^,  to  request  that  the 
Indians  might  be  permitted  to  bring,  in  the  course 
of  the  night,  such  articles  of  food  as  they  were 
willing  to  dispose  of;  which  was  understood  to 
consist  of  hogs,  fowls,  dried  fish,  and  vege- 
tables. 

Mr.  Swaine  returned,  after  meeting  with  a 
polite  reception  from  the  commandant  Senior 
Don  Felipe  Goycochea,  who  very  hospitably  in- 
formed him,  that  every  refreshment  the  country 
could  afford  was  entirely  at  their  command;  and 
beg^<^i  they  would  remain  a  few  days  to  partake 
of  those  advantages,  that  he  might  enjoy  the 
pleasure  of  administering  to  their  wants.  On 
learning  from  Mr.  Swaine  which  way  thej  were 
bound,  he  observed  that  wood  and  water  would 
be  found  extremely  scarce,  farther  to  the  south- 
ward ;  and  recommended,  if  their  slock  should 
require  replenishing,  to  embrace  the  moment 
which  the  present  opportunity  aiforded  for  so 
doing. 

The  intelligence  communicated  to  the  captain 
by  Mr.  Swaine,  and  the  liberal  conduct  he  ex- 
pected from  the  commandant,  inclined  him  to 
think  of  accepting  the  advantages  he  had  so 
obligingly  offered.  The  next  morning  accom- 
panied by  Lieutenants  Puget  and  Hanson,  he 
paid  his  respects  on  shore  to  Senior  Don  Felipe, 
the  commandant  of  the  establishment  of  Sta 
Barbara.  He  received  them  with  politeness,  and 
earnestly  renewed  the  offers  he  had  made  to 
Mr.  Swaine  the  preceding  evening.  He  said  he 
should  be  happy  to  render  them  any  service  that 
was  not  incompatible  with  the  orders  under 
which  he  acted;  which  orders  only  required 
that  those  who  were  employed  for  the  service  of 

they  anchored  in  company  with  the  Chatham  and  Dae. 
dalus. 

The  want  of  wind  detaining  them  in  this  situation,  fur. 
nished  the  neighbouring  natives  with  an  opportunity  of 
paying  them  a  visit :  their  canoes  were  made  of  wood,  and 
decorated  with  shells:  they  brought  with  them  fish  and 
ornaments,  wkich  they  cheefCally  disposed  of  for  scissars, 
spoons,  and  beads.  They  displayed  great  vivacity  and 
sensibility,  and  conducted  themselves  with  decency  and 
decorum ;  and  seemed  a  perfect  contrast  to  the  inanimate 
stupidity  of  those  Indians  they  had  seen  under  the  Spanisfi 
jurisdiction  at  St.  Francisco  and  Monterrey. 
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the  vamrIs  on  !(1ic  3.  or  engaged  in  their  several 
recreations  in  the  neiglibourhoodj  were  re(||uired 
to  be  on  board  every  night.  The  captain  as- 
sured him  that  his  siipuliiiion  should  be  punc- 
tually attended  to,  as  yreW  as  every  other  regula- 
tion which  his  prudence  might  suggest*. 

The  pleusing  sorioty  of  their  good  friends  at 
the  mission  and   Prrsidio  was  at  this  time  aug- 
mented  by  the   arrival   of   Friar  Vincinte  Sta 
Marin,    op/^  of  the   fathers  of  (ho  misaiou  of 
Buena  Ycntuiu*,  situated  about  seven  leagues  tr 
the  soir h-eastwurd.     The  motives  that  induced 
this  ret'pectabh:  priest  to  favour  them  with  his 
cunipanyj   strongly  manifested  his  beneficence. 
Having  crossed  the  ocean  more  than  once  him- 
self, he  knew  how  valuable  the  fresh  productions 
of  the  shores  were  to  persons  in  their  situation  ; 
and  had  therefore  brought  with  him,  for  their 
service,    twenty  sheep,    and   had  laden  twenty 
routes  with  various  fruits  and  vegetables  from 
the  garden  of   the  mission.      This  benevolent 
friend,    accompanied  by  the  commandant,   and 
Father  Miguel,    honoured  Captain  Vancouver 
ivith  their  company  to  dine  on  board;  where  in 
'the  course  of  conversation  he  was  informed,  that 
the  mission  of  Buena  Veutura  was  situated  in  a 
small   bay ;    and   as   Friar  Vincente  appeared, 
pleased  with  his  visit  on  board,  the  captain  re- 
quested he  would  favour  him  with  his  company 
IB  tlie  Discovery  to  his  residence.     This  oH'er  he 
cheerfully  accepted,    and  the  captain  only  re- 
gretted that  he  must  speedily  lose  the  society  of 
a  gentleman,  whose  observations  through  life, 
and  general  knowledge  of  mankind,    rendered 
him  a  most  entertaining  and   instructive  com- 
p  inion.     The  next  morning  our  adventurers  were 
attended  at  breakfast  by  their  friends  from  the 
sRore;  and  were  detained  at  anchor  till  almost 
noon,  when  they  took  leave  of  their  Sta  Barbara 
friends,   and  accompanied  b^  Father  Vincente, 
they  directed  their  course  towards  B^iena  Ven- 
tura f-

•  They  were  introduced  to  Friar  Miguel,  one  of  the 
reverend  fathers  of  the  mission  of  Sta  ikrbara,  who  ex. 
pressed'  the  greatest  anxiety  for  their  welfare.  Tlic  corn*, 
mandant  had  given  directions  that  our  navigators  slioukl  be 
furnished  with  fruih  meat,  in  such  quantities  a«  they  might 
<hinl(  proper  to  demand:  vegetaWcsknd  fowls  were  princi- 
jiaiiy  to  be  procured  from  piirate  individuals ;  whilst  the 
revercml  fatherti  of  the  mission,  and  the  commandant, 
•bared  with  them  the  prod'uctions  of  the  gardens,  which, 
jyke  those  of  the  moce  uorUwmettablisliiBents,  w«re  but  of 
small  extcBt. 


Tlie  party  found  their  situation  on  (he 
cecding  morning  to  be  within  about  tw«  ,?i 
of  the  shore;  (he  landing  place  near  the  mi  J 
of  Buena  Ventura  being  three  uiilci  diji 
The  coast  opposite,   and  to  the  northward* 
them,  consisted  chiefly  of  high  steep  cliil's  ■, 
dented  with    some   small    sandy    cove.    Vl 
general  face  of  the  country  was  uiountainou 
barren,  rugged,   and  dreary ;   but  towtmlj  1 
mission,   a  margin  of  low  land  extcudid  I'rol 
the  base  of  ihc  mountains :  a  few  trees  in  if 
neighbourhood  of  the  establihiunont,  tended 
give  this  part  of  the  country  a  lean  uiipleaJ 
appearance.     Having  taken  an  early  brcakl'ai 
Captain  Vancouver  attended  Father  "Vincente  l 
the  shore,  where  a  large  assortment  of  refresl 
ments  were  ready  for  embarkation.    The  violcj 
of  the  surf,  at  this  time,  prevented  their  lanilind 
and   it   rcqiured    great    circumspection  in  (H 
Indians   to   venture  off   to  them.     They  wcl 
therefore  determined  to  wait;  and  in  the  lucj 
time  the  canoes  brought  off  sheep,  fowls,  al 
vegetables  in  such  abundance,  that  four  boai 
were  occupied  in  conveying  them  to  the  ships. 

In  this  situation  they  waited  at  a  grupnd  t 
the  afternoon;  when  it  appearing  that  the  su] 
was  not  suOieiently  abated  to  admit  of  M 
landing  in  periect  safety;  and  the  learned  divij 
not  having  the  courage  to  venture  on  shore  L 
any  of  the  canoes,  they  returned  on  board.  BJ 
when  they  had  proceeded  about  half  waytotU 
ship.  Father  Vincente  recollected  that  he 
entrusted  his  bible  and  prayer  book  to  the  cm 
of  a  servant,  with  the  strongest  injunctions  I 
deposit  (hem  securely  on  shore :  this  Ncrvice  hJ 
been  inviolably  performed ;  for  on  their  returf 
these  spiritual  comforts  had  been  forgotten  to  I 
recalled.  The  omission  added  greatly  to  ta 
dejection  of  spirits  which  the  holy  father  no| 
experienced:  an  untoward  accident,  atthesan 
instant,  presented  a  situation  of  great  alarg 
but  it  was  soon  discovered  to  proceed  from  i 

Suspecting  th^t  the  unpleasant  restrictions  which  hi 
been  imposed  oit  our  navigators,  had  been  occasioned! 
their  abusing  the  liberty  that  had  been  granted  (hrni,  l'i|l 
tain  Vancouvep  issued  positive  injunetiauii,  that  uu  j] 
dividual  under  bis  conunund  should  extend-  his  excuttit 
beyond  the  view  from  the  Presidio. 

f  J'o  sail  into  the  bay  or  roadstead  of  Sta  Barbara  it  a 
tended  with  no  difficulty,  as  it  is  open  and  without  to 
kind  of  interruption ;  and  the  soundings  on  appruachlnJ 
j^  re  regular,  from  fifteeo  to  three  fathom*.

Five  head  of  cattle  formed  a  part  of  this 

leral  present;  one  of  which,  being  a  very  fine 

ing-bull,  was  taken  on  board  alive,  in  order 

be  conveyed  to  Owhyhee:   the  others  were 

illcd  to  afford  an  ample  supply  fur  food  :  more 

jbin  these  were  equally  at  their  service,    had 

ev  required  them. 

Their  hospitable  friend  then  conducted  them 
Lards  the  establishment,  which  was  almost  a 
kilo  from  the  water-side.  As  they  ailvanced, 
[great  nuir.ber  of  Indians,  of  all  ages,  and  both 

[•ThsrcTcrend  Father  was  now  so  mucli  ilisconccrtcd, 

lithe  almost  despaired  of  arriving  safe  at  thn  ship.     They 

jirr,  however,  soon  along.sido,  and  thr  reverend  pastor 

I  by  no  means  reluctant  to  Icavo  ilkc  boat.     When  he 

Mnd  himself  safrly  un  board,  he  soon  recovered  from  his 

mier  apprehensions  of  danger,   yet  the  absence  of  his 

nkswas  now  a  soiirse  of  great  vexation  ;  and  our  naviga. 

I  were  nnabic  to  all'ord  hkn  any  consolation,  as  those 

yhad  oil  board  were  in  a  language  he  did  not  understand. 

hhe  evening,  to  his  great  astonishment  and  joy,  a  servant 

■t  on  board  with  the  bible  and  praycr.book,  neither  of 

lichhad  received  the  least  wet  or  injury  from  the  ocean. 

M  very  great  comfort  tliis  circumstance  imparted  was 

fongly manifested  by  the  coiintenasice  of  the  pious  father  i 

I  retired,  and  wa»  closeted  about  three  quarters  of  an 

prj  when  he  returned  to  supper,  and  became  as  cheerful 

Ik  hat!  been  before  these  alarmihg  events  had  happened. 

It  c.\ptaiu  apologized  for   havini;  taken  the  liberty  of 

liliiij;  at  his  situation,  and  obtained  absolute  forgiveness, 

the  laughed  heartily  at  the  adventures  of  the  day,  and  a 

kfurtable  evening  ensued. 

h  ^Yhen  our  navigators  entered  the  mission,  they  were 
jtmi  by  Father  Francisco  Ouine,  and  most  respectably 
uiUiacd.  The  morning  was  employed  iu  surveying  Uie

sexes,  came  running  towards  them.  This  aiiddea 
collecting  of  people  was  attributed  to  curiosity, 
and  <he  desire  of  seeinc  strangers.;  but  our  navi- 
gators were  soon  convuiced,  that  this  grand  as- 
soniblvge  was  not  to  wttlcome  t^iem,  but  the  re- 
turn of  their  pastor  and  benefactor.  'I'hough  it 
was  then  early  in  the  morning,  the  happy  tidings 
had  reached  the  mission,  from  whence  these 
adopted  children  issued;  each  pressi.ig  through - 
the  crowd  to  salute  the  hand  of  their  paternal 
gu::t'dian,  to  receive  his  benediction  :  this  being 
gracio;:<)ly  administered,  the  little  multitude  dis- 
persed witii  apparent  satisfactionf. 

With  light  balHing  winds,  they  directed  their 
course  on  Friday  the  2'2d.  to  the  southward, 
gratefully  thaukfu)  for  the  hospitable  reception^ 
and  brnevolent  donations  of  their  reverend  friend 
at  K'jcna  Ventura |. 

The  land  wind  blew  a  mod<>ratc  breeze  on- the' 
STth,  with  which  they  stoou  to  the  southward 
along  the  shore :  but  the  weather  was  then  so 
hazy  as  to  prevent  tlicir  looking  about  them  tilt 
eight  o'clock,  vfluMi  they  perceived  they  were 
near  the  south-west  point  of  entrance  into  the 
port  St.  Diego,  called  by  the  Spaniards  Ponta  de 
la  Loma.  It  is  the  southern  extremity  of  a  ra- 
markablc  range  of  elevated  laud,  and  at  a  ditiiaiice 
baa  the  appearance  of  being  insular :  the  fact, 
however,  is  not  so;  but  when  viewed  fiom  tho 
sea,  it  has  that  singular  appearance.  It  descends 
in  steep   rocky  clifts  to   the  water-side,    from 

buildings  of  thi  mission,  and  the  arrungcnicuts  of  the  land 
in  the  vidnaKe;  f  II  of  which  .ippcared  to  be  in  a  superior 
stile  to  any  of  the  sctilempnts  they  had  before  seen.  The 
day  passed  agreeably  itv  the  society  of  their  ecclesiastical 
friends;  and  the  pleasure  of  it  was  much  heif;htcncd  by  the 
arrival  of  a  mail  from  Europe,  to  be  forW':;rded  to  I\Iou> 
terrey.  In  the  cvi<ning  they  returned  to  the  vessels,  whicU 
had  been  prevented  moving  by  the  calmness  of  the  weather; 
i  On  the  26th  of  November,  about  nine  in  the  forenoon, 
another  Spanish  establishment  presented  iUM,  erected  close 
to  the  water.sidc.  Its  appearance,  and  situation  relative 
to  the  inission  of  St.  Juan  Capistrano,  corresponding  with 
what  Captain  Vancouver  had  heard  of  that  settlement,  in* 
duced  him  to  believe  ttiat  it  was  the  latt  establishment  betweea 
Sta  Barbara  and  the  Presidio  of  St.  Diego.  This  mission  is 
delightfully  situated  in  a  grove  o(  trees,  whose  iuxurhipt 
foliage,  when,  contrasted  with  the  adjacent  rugged  and 
dr::ary  shorcc,  gr.ve  it  a  most  romantic  appearance..  Ths 
buildings  of  the  mission  were  of  brick  and  stone,  and  the 
!!oil  in  their  vicinity  displayed  the  most  remarkable  fertility: 
the  landing  on  the  beach  in  the  cov£  appeared  to  be  good) 
and  had  he  not  been  at  that  instant  indulged  with  a  favour* 
able  gale,  he  would  have  been  tempted  t«  hare  passed  a.few 
hours  at  this  encbantiof  placei 

whence 
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whence  a  bed  of  weeds  extends  into  the  ocean. 
With  some  difficulty,  our  navigators  entered 
the  channel  leading  into  port  St.  Diego,  across 
which  is  a  bar ;  and  about  two  in  the  afternoon 
anchored  in  ten  fathoms  water,  at  the  usual  place 
of  anchorage  in  the  barbour.  Having  taken  this 
station  without  having  been  observed  by  any  of 
his  Catliolic  Majesty's  subjects.  Captain  Van- 
couver immediately  dispatched  Lieutenant  Swaine 
up  the  harbour  to  the  Presidio,  to.  inform  the 
commanding  officer  of  his  arrival ;  and  to  enquire 
if  any  dispatches  for  him  had  been  committed  to 
his  care.  Mr.  Swaine  was  also  instructed  to  en- 
quire whether  such  commanding  officer  would 
kindly  condescend  to  forward  such  dispatches  as 
he  might  think  necessary  to  transmit  to  England  *. 

When  Mr.  Swaine  returned,  he  informed  the 
captain  that  he  had  been  politely  and  hospitably 
received  by  the  commanding  officer,  who  inform- 
ed liim  that  he  had  neither  seen  nor  heard  of  any 
letters  or  dispatches  addressed  to  him ;  but  that 
he  would  gladly  take  charge  of,  and  forward  to 
Europe,  what  he  might  have  occasion  to  transmit. 
He  i:ssured  Mr.  Swaine,  that  such  refreshments 
as  the  country  afforded  were  perfectly  at  the 
command  of  our  British  navigators;  and  that  he 
should  be  happy  to  shew  them  every  civility 
within  the  line  prescribed  by  the  orders  under 
which  he  acted. 

After  Capiain  "Vancouver  had  answered  the 
commandam's  letter,  andgratefuUyacknowledged 
the  priitcness  and  hospitality  manifested  in  the 
reception  of  the  officer  who  had  been  dispatdied 
to  hiu'i,  he  intimated  an  intention  of  waiting  on 
him  the  following  mormng;  when  the  visit  ac- 
cordingly took  place,  and  the  captain  was  ac- 
companied by  Lieutenants  Puget  and  Hanson : 
On  their  landing,  they  found  horses  waiting  for 
them,  on  which  they  rode  to  the  Presidio,  and 
vere  received  with  tlie  most  flattering  marks  of 
Attention  and  respect.  The  commandant  renew- 
ed his  friendly  offers ;  and  similar  .issu ranees  of 
Assistance  were  given  by  Scnr.  Don  Jose  Zuniga,

Notwithstanding  these  ungenerous  direction 
the  gentlemen  begged  our  navigators  not  ta 
deprive  themselves  of  a  supply  of  such  refrcshl 
ments  as  the  country  afforded;  for  though  the  J 
must  appear  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  {U 
orders,  they  would  rather  mitigate  than  add  td 
their  severity,  where  they  could  prudently  act  i 
lenient  part;  assuring  them  that  all  rigoroul 
proceeding  weje  contrary  to  their  own  inclinal 
tions. 

A  continuation  of  southerly  winds  detaina, 
our  navigators  till  Monday  the  9th  of  DcceinW 
when  they  quitted  the  port  of  St.  Diego.    Thi 
captain  felt  himself  much  indebted  for  the  hos[ 
pitable  intentions  shewn  him  at  the  mission, 
well  as  at  the  Presidio  of  St.  Diego ;  for  whicl 
he  not  only  tendered  his  most  grateful  acknow] 
ledgments,  but  requested  th«ir  acceptance  off 
few  necessary  articles,    which  tiiey  could  nJ 
readily   procure    through    any  other  channel! 
he  had  the  further  satisfaction  of  seeiiig  t'liatthet 
favours    were  very  thankfully  received.    Thi 
captain  concludes  the  transactions  at  St.  Dicgd 
by  stating  such  astronomical  and  nautical  on 
servations  a%  were  made  there,  with  those  tbij 
had  been  made  previously  to  their  arrival, 
after  their  departure  from  that  port. 

Having  quitted  St.  Diego,  our  navigatoi 
were  assisted  by  a  pleasant  breeze  from  iiuttll 
west,  with  which  their  course  was  directed  uloij 
the  coast.  During  the  forenoon,  on  the  lOllu 
December,  immense  columns  of  smoko  were 
to  arise  from  the  shore  in  diflerent  parts,  bJ 
principally  from  the  south  east,  which  towarf 
noon  obscured  the  shores  in  that  direction.  Til 
whole  coast  was  soon  enveloped  with  thciie  dd 
clouds  of  smoke  to  such  a  degree,  tliat  on! 
a  small  part  of  it  was  visible.     The  casta'

SECTION   XX. 

'Ptird  Vtsil  to  the  Sandwich  Islands — Leave  the  Coast  of  J^cw  Albion — Arrive  off  Owhyhee- 
Visited  by  Tainaahmaah— Proceed  to  Karakakooa  Bay— Transactions  there. 


^HE  progress  of  our  navigators  from  the 
coast  of  New  Albion  was  so  slow,  that  at 
ion  on  the  15th  of  December,  the  chores  were 
jgl  visible.  In  the  afternoon  the  wind  blew  a 
Uerategale,  which  brought  them  by  day-light 
leneit  morning  within  the  sight  of  Guadaloupe, 
I  island  about  thirteen  miles,  in  length,  nearly 
I  a  north  and  south  direction.  On  the  22d, 
lev  had  a  calm ;  after  which  they  had  a  gentle 
m,  from  the  north-east:  as  they  proceeded 
had  cloudy  and  gloomy  weather,  accompa- 
j^/dwilh  rain  and  sudden  gusts  of  wind.  On 
sjth  a  tropic  bird  was  seen,  and  a  common 
I  that  appeared  to  be  greatly  fatigued,  as  she 
jiAit'ested  an  inclination  to  alight  on  board.

Under  such 

Vnimstanoes,  it  cannot  bo  a  matter  of  surprize  tha^t  th« 

luiirry  should  have  a  desolate  appuaraucc.

all  their  canvas,  expecting  to  see  the  island  of 
Owhyhee  early  the  next  morning.  The  wind, 
however,  slackened  during  the  night,  and  it  was 
not  till  nine  in  the  morning  on  the  8th,  that 
Mowna-Kaah  was  discovered:  at  this  time  the 
east  end  of  Owhyhee  bore  south-west  at  the 
distance  of  ten  leagues.  They  stood  in  for  the 
land  till  sun-set,  when  being  within  two  leagues 
of  the  shore,  they  employed  the  night  in 
preserving  their  station  off  the  coast,  expecting 
to  find  the  harbour  or  bay  of  Whyeata;  in 
search  of  which  Captain  YancDUver  dispatched 
Wr.  Whidbey  in  the  cutter,  attended  by  a  boat 
from  the  Chatham,  and  another  from  the  Dsdalus, 
all  properly  armedf. 

Mr.  Whidbey  informed  Captain  Vancouver 
that,  in  some  respects,  Whyeata  might  be  a  con- 
venient bay;  but  it  was  entirely  exposed  to  the 
northerly  winds,  which  then  blew  very  strong; 
and,  being  attended  with  a  heavy  sea  from  that 
quarter,  it  was  almost  impossible  to  land  from 


portiL'tis  of  sm  >ke  induced  our  advcutiirrrs  to  exercise  their 
glasses  i<t  search  of  population,  but  neither  inhabitants  nor 
habitation''  were  within  the  limits  of  their  survey. 

+  The  boats  had  hardly  departed,  when  several  of  the 
natives  came  oti"  in  their  canoes,  but  a  heavy  swcU  prevent- 
ed their  bringing  many  refreshments.  Discovering  who  our 
adventurers  were,  they  informed  them  that  Tumnahuiaah, 
with  several  of  the  principal  chiefs,  was  then  on  shore 
waiting  for  their  arrival ;  and  then  hastened  towards  the 
shore,  proclaiming  their  return  to  that  country  with  shouts 
of  joy.  About  ten  in  the  morning  they  were  honoured 
with  tho  presence  of  the  king,  m  ho  expressetl  the  highest 
satisfaction  on  seeing  them  again,  ami  hoped  they  would 
be  able  to  remain  there  some  time,  to  enjoy  the  benelitf 
arising  from  the  fertility  of  the  iKlaiui.  Tumaahmuah  hod 
observed  the  boats  in  tiicir  passage  to  Ihc  shore,  and  ex. 
pected  they  would  rcturu  with  a  favourable  report.  • 

1  b'L  tbci'r 
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their  boats.  The  captain  therefore  resolved  to 
])roceed  to  Karakakooa,  as  t^at  bay  was  the  nio^t 
secure  and  convenient  port  for  shipping  of  any  io 
the;  Sandwich  islands.  His  intention  was  imme- 
diately made  known  to  Tatnaahmaah,  and  also 
that  the  captain  requested  the  pleasure  of  his 
company  thither. 

After  some  miscellaneous  conversation  Ta- 
muahmaah  expressed  an  inclination  to  accompany 
him,  but  the  taboo  appertaining  to  the  festival 
of  the  new  year  demanded  his  attf^ndance,  and 
nothing:  could  excuse  his  absence  without  the 
particular  sanction  of  the  priests.  Aware  of  the 
superior  influence  possesed  by  the  priesthood,  and 
of  the  strict  ad  herenoe  of  the  people  to  their  super- 
stitionii,  he  did  not  attempt  to  check  him  on  that 
consideration;  hut  pretended  to  attribute  his  de- 
clining the  captain's  invitation  to  a  relaxation,  in 
the  friendship  he  had  formerly  shewn  and  pro- 
jessed  *. 

Their  course  was  directed  round  the  east  point 
of  the  island,  and  as  they  passed  the  district  of 
Opoona  on  the  lltb,  they  bad  an  excellent  view 
of  Mowna  Aoa's  snowy  summit,  and  the  range 
of  hills  extending  towards  the  east  end  of  Owhy- 
hee.  From  the  tops  of  these,  several  columns 
of  smoke  wore  observed  to  ascend,  which  Ta- 
tnaahmaah and  his  friends  said  were  occasioned 
by  the  subterrcsneoiis  fire,  that  frequently  broke 
out  in  violent  eruptions,  creating  a  multipiicity 
of  superstitious  notions ;  volcanic  rites  being 
totemnly  performed  for  the  purpose  of  appeasing 
tlie  wrath  of  the  enraged  demon f. 

About  noon  they  were  opposite  the  south 
point  of  the  island :  the  w  ind  blew  strong  till  the

kdllaKC  where  his  son  had  departed  this  transitory  lift-. 
N,  lad's  course  of  the  nighty  privately  eaused  the  body 
Itlieyf/nng  chief  to  be  conveyed  to  one  of  the  sepulchral 
«,  of  the  steep  hill  forming  tho  north  side  of  the  bay. 
lorcuBMUwco  sufficiently  ovinces  tbsir  extreine  aversion 


deatb  of  their  young  chief,  whose  loss  was  de- 
plored by  the  whole  family,  but  more  particularly 
by  Kahowmotoo.  Captain  Vancouver  took  the 
liberty  of  enquiring  when  the  \)ody  would  be  in* 
terred,  and  if  he  might  be  permitted  to  attend 
the  funeral  solemnities;  when  he  was  informed 
by  Kahowmotoo,  that  the  funeral  would  take 
place  the  subsequent  day,  and  that  he  would 
come  on  board  to  accompany  him  on  the  mclau- 
choly  occasion  f. 

The  party  that  accompanied  Mr.  Menzies  re- 
turned with  him  on  the  25th.     Their  object  had 
been  to  gain  the  summit  of  Mowna  Roa,  which 
they  could  not  effect  in  the  direction  they  had 
attempted;    but  they  had   reached  the  top    of 
another    mountain  which    is  very  conspicuous, 
and    called    by  the    natives  Worroray.      This 
mountain  rises  from  the  western  extremity  of  the 
island,  and  in\  its  summit  a  volcanic  crater  ap' 
peared,   per'Vtly  accounting  for  the  formation' 
of  tiidt  part  •  r  the  country,  over  which  it  wa* 
found  so  d^'"."  lit  and  dangerous  to  travel;!;. 

Being  mucu  diipleafied  at  the  ingratitude  of 
his  attendants,  (^  ^tain  Vancouver  detnanded  of 
Tamaamaah,  in  an  expostulating  tone,  the  two- 
knives  that  were  withheld;  and  expatiated  oa 
the  disgrace  the  theft  had  attached  on  every  in- 
didual  of  the  whole  party.  'Tamauhmaah  ex- 
pressed much  chagrin  that  the  captain  should 
be  thus  unhandsomely  treated;  which  was  great- 
ly aggravated   by  one  of  his  most  particular 

to  the  discovery  of  their  religious  riicr,  and  their  dctermi. 
nation  to  prevent  the  attendance  of  the  curious  on  any  of 
their  religious  formalities- 

+  The  whole  of  the  retinue  who  had  attended  Ttimaah' 
mauli  from  .\heedo,  with  the  addjtion  of  sivrral  visitors, 
were  8iipport.il  on  board  the  ships,  and  ought  to  have  felt 
themselves  perfeody  happy  in  their  situation;  but  such  was 
their  irresistible  propensity  to  thieving,  that  five  of  the  cap- 
faiii's  table  knivi's  were  missing.  The  tiulian  party  pro- 
tested they  had  not  the  least  kno«  ledge  of  the  theft;  but 
the  knives  having  been  stoLn  by  some  of  them,  lie  ordered 
,  every  man,  except  the  king  to  quit  the  ship  immediately, 
and  that  none  of  them  should  be  re.admilted.  He  also  itt- 
timatcd  to  Ttmiaahmuah  that  he  expected  the  knives  should 
be  restored,  lie  saw  the  propriety  of  the  captain's  insisting 
upon  tins  demand,  and  in  tliu  course  of  the  morning  three 
of  the  knives  were  retarn"d. 

The  luboo,  which  had  b.'en  postponed  on  account  of 
Whokaa's  itoath,  was  obserrod  this  evening;  '  was  attend- 
ed-,  however,  with  toketis  itt  resenfnient  to  their  ilo. ty  for 
permitting  him  to  die;  for  it  was  only  to  be  in  force  from 
sun-set  to  sun  rising,  instead  of  the  tisuul  time  of  two  nights 
and  a  day.  The  king  returned  to  our  navigators  as  soon  as 
the  ceremonies  w«re  ended. 
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fatouritesliaving  been  justly  charged 'as  one  of 
the  delinquents.  About  noon  he  sullenly  repair- 
ed to  the  shore,  and  did  not  return  till  sent  for  in 
the  evening  when  another  of  the  knives  was  pro- 
duced, which  he  declared  was  the  only  one  he 
could  find.  The  truth,  however,  was  at  length 
made  known;  the  knife  had  been  given  by  the 
pilferer  to  a  person  of  importance,  over  whom 
Tawauhmaah  was  unwilling  to  enforce  his 
authority.     The  captain  readily  acquiesced  to 


the  loss  of  the  knife,  as  it  relieved  him  from  ft 
inconvenience  which  a  number  of  Iroublesoi 
visitors  had  occasioned. 

On  the  30th  our  navigators  were  favoun 
with  the  ccinpany.of  Teree-my-tee,  Crymaniahoi 
Tianna,  and  other  chiefs,  from  the  distant  part 
of  the  island.  They  had  been  summoned  byfhi 
king  to  attend  a  grand  couneil,  to  debate  onthi 
cession  of  the  island  to  the  crown  of  G 
Britain,  which  was  qnanimously  desired 
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Farilier  Tvamaciions  at  Karakakooa — Cession  of  the  Island  of  Oivhijhee  to  the  British  Crovm, 


THE  reception  of  our  European  navigators 
among  these  unlettered  people,  though  dis- 
tinguished by  the  appellation  of  savages,  was 
«ucli  as  is  seldom  equalled  by  the  most  civilized 
nations  of  Europe.  They  were  not  fettered  with 
ungenerous  restrictions.,  hut  immediately  on  their 
arrival,  an  ample  ispace  was  appropriated  to  their 
service  protected  by  the  most  sacred  laws  of  the 
country;  whilst  those  of  their  little  community 
who  cho.se  to  visit  the  interior  parts  of  the  island, 
in  pursuit  of  knowledge  or  recreation,  received 
encouragement  and  assistance  from  the  kindness 
of  Tamanhmaah ;  hospitality  and  friendship  was 
shewn  them,  at  every  house  which  they  approach- 
ed in  the  course  of  their  dilierent  excursions. 

A  strict  taboo  was  on  the  12th  of  February  to 
be  enforced  over  all  the  island,  and  the  chiefs 
were  required  to  retire  to  their  respective  estates, 
for  the  purpose  of  rigidly  observing  tiieir 
solemnities;  which  were  to  continue  *vvc  nights 
and  a  day.  Should  the  omens  prnvr  favourable, 
such  chiefs  would  be  allowed  to  ea*,  what  pork 

•  The  Teitraints  imposed  were — 1.  A  total  seclusion 
from  the  company  of  women.  2.  To  partake  of  no  food 
that  is  not  previously  consecrated.  3.  To  be  confined  to  the 
land,  and  to  avoid  being  wet,  or  afloat  in  sea.watcr. 
4.  Not  to  receive  or  touch  the  most  trivial  article  from  any 
one  who  had  not  attended  the  ceremonies  cf  the  morai. — 
These  restrictions  were  required  to  be  observed  by  the 
v'holc  of  the  party  resident  on  shore.  At  sun.set  they 
obeyed  the  Nummons  of  the  king  at  the  morai,  who  was 
there  olTiciating  as  hif{h  priest,  attended  by  tiie  principal 
Ti'sidoiits  of  their  religions  orders,  chanting  an  invocation 
to  (In;  si.'din.-^  Sim,  with  wliich  they  connnenced  their 
]ial!()«Ned  rifes.  In  tlicir  devotions,  tJiey  di<l  not  iniiit  to 
I  :;i)  J'or  llie  m  elfure  of  his  Rritaunic  Majesty,  aud  for  the

they  thought  proper  to  consecrate  on  this  occJ 
§ion;    and  high  poory,  that  is,  grand  prayerl 
would  be  performed ;    but  should  the  oiueij 
happen  otherwise,  the  rites  were  immediately  t| 
be  suspended.     Captain  Vancouver  having  eu 
pressed  a  desire  to  be  present  upon  some  of  thei 
occasions,   Tamaahinaah  obtained  tlif;  consent « 
the  priests  that  he  should  be  thus  iidulged; 
his  promise,  during  the  continuance  i.f  the  inttJ 
diction,  to  observe  all  the  restrictions  which  tlirl 
religion  demanded. 

Having  promised  obedience  to  this  tonditioJ 
he  was  formally  visited  by  several  of  tlit  ptiJ 
cipals  of  their  religious  order;  one  of  whom  mi 
named  Eakoo,  no  Tamaahmaah,  the  god 
Tamaahmaah.  This  priest  had  often  been  oJ 
of  the  captain's  attendants;  but,  on  this  occasioj 
he  was  detected  in  stealing  a  knife,  for  which  l 
was  dismissed  from  the  party,  and  excluded  I'roj 
the  limits  of  their  encampment"^. 

Tahowmotoo  was  a  constant  visitor,  but  hi 
daughter,  the  disgraced  queen,  seldom  appeara

safe  and  happy  return  of  our  navigators  to  their  nalil 
country.      A    certain  degree    of    order  was    pi'rccplil 
throughout  their  ceremonies,    blended  with  many  siijk 
stitious  and  mysterious  formalities;  among  which,  ivesiu 
mention  ops  performed  about  the  dawn  of  day 
time  the  silence  of  every  creature  was  require'.!,     i  .t  klij 
then  repeated  a  solemn  prayer  in  so  l^w  a  tone  of  Mtiref 
to  be  almost  inaudible ;  in  the  middle  of  which  he  tool:  i 
a  live  pig  tied  by  the  legs,  and  with   '   c  clfort  W'nl 
against  the  ground,  without  brcaki.      il-    siiciuc  l)v  I 
cries   of   the  victim.     Ilog.s,    plantain,    anil  cocda-nin 
were  then  consecrated  for  the  prin.nial  chiefs  ami  \m 
Soon  after  the  sun  rose  on  the  14lii«  thoy  weir  aldtj 
from  any  further  obcdieucc  to  their  Siu;rcd  injui    u.Hi 
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.||,it«ide  of  thebay:  she  was  anxious,  bow- 
er, for  a  reconciliation  witb  Tamadhmaah;  and 
I  unaltered  affection  for  Tahowmanno  was  con- 
J  with  a  sort  of  conviction  of  her  innocence: 
landidly  acknowledged  that  his  own  conduct 
I  not  been  such,  as  to  warrant  his  having  de- 
eded a  separation  from  his  queen ;  and  though 
[l^d  not  authorise,  it  pleaded  a  kind  of  excuse 
J  her  infidelity.  With  respect  to  himself,  he 
Hedged  that  his  rank  and  supreme  authority 
M  a  licence  for  such  indulgences. 
An  accommodation,  which  appeared  to  be 
iuti)a1ly  wished  by  both  parties,  was  strongly 
nd  by  the  queen's  relations;  and  Captain  Van- 
uTer'8  interference  was  frequently  solicited  by 
tem.  A  plan  \fta  therefore  projected  which 
duced  an  interview,  when  the  captain  seizing 
ftmaahmaah's  hand,  and  joining  it  with  the 
tn'i,  their  reconciliation  was  instantly  com- 
lleled.  This  was  demonstrated  by  the  tears 
i\  involuntarily  stole  down  their  cheekii,  as 
iey embraced  each  other,  mutnaliy  expressing 
(satisfaction  they  experienced.  A  short  pause 
Hiuced  by  so  unexpected  an  event,  was  suc- 
ded  by  a  flow  of  pleasantry  and  good  humour ; 
hi  a  little  refreshment,  from  a  few  cheerful 
|i;!«es  of  wine,  concluded  the  scene  of  this  suc- 
isful  meeting. 

[The  queen  gratefully  acknowledged  the 
(eighty  obligations  she  felt  for  Captain  Van- 
[luver's  services  on  this  occasion ;  but,  to  his 
Itouiskment,  as  they  were  all  preparing  to  go 
iihore,  she  said  she  had  another  important 
^raur  to  requett;  that  of  obtaining  from  Ta- 
hmaah  a  solemn  promise,  that  on  her  return 
I  bis  abode  he  would  not  beat  her.  An  ap- 
licatioii  tu  this  effect  was  ipade  to  Tamaahmaah, 
Ihu  readily  complied  with  the  solicitation,  de- 
V'mg  that  nothing  of  tlie  kind  should  ever 
bpeii;  but  Tahowmanno  still  petitioned  the  cap- 
un  to  accompany  them  to  the  royal  residence. 
We  he  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  her  restored 
jail  her  former  privileges  and  honours. 
[The  domestic  affairs  of  Tamaahmaah  being 
ills  happily  adjusted,  his  mind  became  more  at 
lerty  for  political  considerations ;  and  parti- 
llarly  the  cession  of  Owhyhee  to  his  Britannic 
|ajes(y.    This  subject  had  been  seriously  dis-

ided, that  111'  Iiad  been  glveti  a  dilfercnt  bottle  to  drink  out 

from  that  which  had  been  used  by  the  rest  of  the  coni- 
^y,  aud  produced  a  kind  of  dagger,  formed  from  the

cussed  by  the  chiefs  of  the  island,  and  the  result 
of  their  deliberation  was,  an  unanimous  opinion, 
that  in  order  to  obtain  the  protection  of  that 
monarch,  it  was  necessary  that  Tamnahmaah 
should  surrender  it  formally  to  Captain  Van- 
couver, on  the  part  of  his  majesty;  that  he 
should  acknowledge  himself  and  people,  his 
British  subjects,  and  tha^  they  should  supplicate 
that  powerto  protect  th';i.'  rom  future  molestation. 

Convinced  of  the  importance  of  those  islands 
to  Great  Britain,  and  iu  return  for  the  services 
our  British  navigators  had  derived  from  the  ex- 
cellent productions  of  this  country.  Captain  Van- 
couver lost  no  op  vortunity  of  encouraging  the 
friendly  dispositioL  of  these  people  towards  th<>m. 
Under  these  imprt^ssions,  he  'felt  an  incumbent 
duty  to  accept,  fur  the  crown  of  Great  Br'tain, 
the  cession  that  lad  been  tendered ;  and  there- 
fore stipulated  Chat  it  should  be  made  publicly 
and  unequivocally.  The  formal  surrender  of  the 
island,  however,  had  been  delayed  on  account  of 
the  absence  of  two  principal  chiefs;  Commanow, 
the  chief  of  Aheedo;  and  Tamaahmotuo,  the 
chief  of  Koarra. 

On  the  day  of  a  conciliatory  interview  between 
some  of  the  chiefs,  the  dinner  was  announced;  and 
as  the  captain's  consecrated  pork  was  exhausted, 
Tamaahmaah  had  provided  a  repast  suitable  to 
the  keen  appetites  of  their  numerous  guests,  con- 
sisting of  fish,  fowls,  dogs,  and  vegetables. 
The  glass  was  circulated  freely  after  dinner,  and 
Tamaahmotoo  strove  to  excel  in  this  accomplish- 
ment, by  drinking  without  reserve.  Captain 
Vancouver  thought  it  is  duty  to  remind  him,  that 
as  he  was  nut  accustomed  to  drink  strong  liquors, 
the  wine  and  grog  might  diNa^\i'<'  vvith  him; 
but  as  his  spirits  became  cvhilarated,  he  became 
less  attentive  to  these  admonitions,  till  the  opera- 
tion of  the  liquors  compelled  him  to  retire.  As 
some  persons  were  removing  him,  he  indistinctly 
uttered  attowanni,  declaring  he  ^^;as  poisoned; 
and  many  persons  present  appeared  to  be  a  little 
concerned  for  his  safety.  The  king,  however, 
laughed  at  their  apprehensions,  and  briefly  ex- 
plained the  cause  of  bis  indisposition :  a  little 
warm  water  almost  instantly  recovered  him,  and 
he  rejoined  the  party  who  were  still  pleasantly 
regaling  themselves  *. 


widest  part  of  an  Iron  spit;  I)ut  on  seeing  tho  kina[  and 
several  other  persontt,  drinking  wine  from  the  same  bottle, 
he  became  pacilied. 
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The  convocation  of  the  principal  chiefs  of  the 
island,  by  the  royal  mandate^  naturally  occa- 
sioned another  assembly.  Most  of  the  superior 
people,  of  bofh  sexes,  took  up  their  residence 
in  the  neiglibourhood  ;  which  became  so  popu- 
lous that  every  temporary  iiabitution  was  com- 
pletely occupied.  Several  thousands  of  (he  na- 
tives were  now  collected^  whose  cheerfulness, 
good  humour,  and  eag-eruess  to  obligr,  could 
not  be  exceeded  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  most 
civilized  regiont.  The  days  passed  pleasantly  to 
those  who  devoted  (hem  to  mirth  and  innocent 
amusements,  and  advantaneously  to  such  as  were 
expert  in  barteriuj^  one  cnnnnodity  for  another  ; 
whilst  our  Eiu'opean  navigators,  who  recrea(ed 
themselves  on  slfore,  were  received  with  the 
greatest  hospitality,  and  enjoyed  the  amusements 
of  the  country;  all  of  which  could  not  fail  of 
being  interest  in;;:,  whilst  they  were  ci>sentially 
contributory  to  health  *.  ^ 

Among  the  evening  anuisemen(s  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, Captain  Vancouver  was  induced  to 
attend  the  performance  of  a  single  young  woman 
of  the  name  of  Ptivkoo.  Her  dress,  though  the 
weather  was  intensely  hot,  consisted  of  a  large 
quantity  of  thin  cloth  wound  about  her  waist, 
and  extended  to  her  knees.  It  was  so  ingeniously 
plaited  as  to  give  a  beautiful  etfect  to  the  va- 
riegated pattern  of  the  clothe  and  the  nhole  was 
displayed  with  elegance  and  tas(e.  Hrr  head 
and  neck  were  decorated  with  wreaths  of  feathers, 
red,  black,  and  yellow.  Her  ancles,  and  about 
half  way  up  her  legs,    were  ornamented  with 

*  Tlie  (lays  were  usually  clo^^d  with  siii^fing  njiil  ilancing, 
ami  tli<-  nights  were  as  quird/  passed  as  in  the  most  orderly 
towns  in  lOiiropc;  though  thu  inhabitutifs  did  not  retire  to 
tAke  their  repose  till  a  late  hour.  From  sun-set  (ill  the 
time  of  separation  for  the  nii;lit,  the  hours  were  employed 
by  some  parties  in  social  conversation,  and  by  other."  in 
dilTerent  games  of  ciiatue;  and  it  is  worthy  of  remark. 
that  the  losers  al.«'ays  conducted  themselves  with  the  great- 
est good  temper  and  propriety. 

+  Thus  equipped  her  appearance  excited  applause  from 
the  numerous  spectators,  before  a  sinjjle  woni  was  uttered. 
She  performed  in  the  open  air,  accomiunied  hy  two  men 
seated  on  the  ground  in  the  charaeteis  of  iiiusiciaus.  TJieir 
instruments  were  made  of  (he  shells  of  large  gourds  open  at 
the  top,  .and  the  lower  ends  w«'re  Hat  and  thin.  They 
■were  occasionally  striirk  on  the  ground,  and  in  the  inter- 
vaht,  regulated  widi  their  hands  and  lingers,  to  accompany 
their  vocal  exertions,  and  the  motions  of  their  hands  and 
body;  the  vivacity  of  (heir  coantenancs  plainly  testifying 
their  en  joyineut  in  the  performance  of  their  parts  as  well 
as  their  s.itisfaction  on  hearing  the  plaudits  bestowed  upon 
the  lady,  uu  tlie  fascinatiug  gestures  and  niotioti3  of  her 


folds  of  cloth:  this  was  entJOmpassed  by  an" 
of  net-work,  from  the  meshes  of  which  In  ' 
dogs'  teeth  were  hung:  her  wrists  were  decorate 
with  bracelets  mode  of  the  tusks  of  hogs  whri 
were  very  curiously  displayed  f. 

The  afternoon  was  to  be  dedicated  toamoJ 
splendid  speotncle,  in  which  some  ladies  of  tli 
coiu't  of  Tamtiahmaah  were  (o  jierfdrin  the  nri 
cipal  purts.  t)ur  ravigators  were  informed  thl 
about  four  o'clock  was  the  time  for  attendlnetl 
noble  dames,  whose  theatre  or  place  of  exhibitiol 
was  in  a  small  square;,  surrounded  by  houses  an 
sheltered  by  trees;  a  situation  equally  well  chosJ 
for  the  pcrft>rjnanc(;,  as  for  the  accotntnodatil 
of  tlif^  spectators,  who,  including  all  ranks  ad 
descriptions  of  persons,  amounted  to  at  least  fnj 
thousand.  A  did'erence  of  dress  had  been  nl 
served  in  the  audience  at  the  former  enterlail 
ment,  but  here  every  one  shone  forth  in  the  L 
apparel  (hey  could  prociue.  Feathered  ruft 
and  gartering  tape  in  wreaths,  decorated  tj 
ladies'  heads,  and  were  also  sported  as  ro(  'i\^^ 
The  dress  of  the  female  performers  !>. 
that  worn  by  Piickoo,  though  formed  (;»  MUfrii 
materials,  and  more  elegantly  and  tastefully  i 
posed  |. 

As  their  majesties  withdrew,  the  ladies  of  di 
tinction,  and  the  principal  chiefs,  be^an  to 
vance ;  when  the  receptiorj  of  the  former  \ 
marked  with  a  singular  degree  of  rc^pett,  aJ 
they  placed  themselves  in  such  n  manner  asf 
form  a  commodious  avenue  to  their  respecti' 
stations;    where  they  seated  themselves  on 

person.  Her  speech,  or  poem,  whicl)  began  in  asloiri 
solemn  manner,  gradually  became  more  energetic; 
ducing  a  vociferous  oration,  accom|)anied  by  violent  tnl 
tions.  Tho!igh  onr  Kuropeans  were  not  >iullicii'!ul;[ 
quaiiited  vvith  the  lnnguaf;e  to  be  able  to  coinprrhondi 
snbjet't,  they  were  highly  pleased  with  (he  pfrfdriMnj 
The  iiuisic  and  singing  was  far  from  being  discurdiut  oiJ 
pleasing,  and  the  attitudes  were  not  destitute  uf  t^tej 
elegance. 

+  Tnmuahmaah,  who  was  considered  as  a  profound crl 
ill  (he  habiliments  of  the  ladies,  was  frequently  ai)|i('iil«ll 
by  the  most  respectable  among  them,  and  liis  dirtciiJ 
Were  implicitly  obeyed  in  several  little  alterations, 
jjarty  being  fe.lly  attired,  the  king  and  queen,  who  I 
lieen  present  while  they  were  dressing,  were  oliiiidl 
withdraw  ;  (he  royal  jiair  being  prohilM(ed  by  law  fioaif 
tending  such  amusements,  excepting  on  the  festital  ijI  j 
new  year.  The  whole  of  this  day's  recreation  was  \A 
an  infringement  on  the  established  rules,  but  lieiitg  intend 
as  a  compliment  to  our  Kuropcan  straDgcrf^;  the  iiinovu 
was  adniiitted.  .,    . 
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strangers,  tlicinnovjl 


IflOUDd,  which  was  covered  with  mats.  Most 
of  the  ladies  being  corpulent^  they  moved  with 
Leat  hfateliness  and- dignity ;  attended  by  a 
Liber  of  their  pages,  with  extended  fans  to 
Itourt  the  refreshing  breeze;  or  with  fly-flaps  to 
Lperse  the  offending  insects. 
I  Soniiith  time  was  devoted  to  the  decoration 
[j  jiie  pj-rforniers,  'that  the  audience  grew  im- 
iMtiiiit  sttA  chiniourons  ;  manifesting  their  gfeat 
ijjjpieasun!  that  the  ccnnmencement  of  their  di- 
Iversion  should  be  so  shamefully  dehiyed.  Trij- 
hiokca,  wlio  was  the  manager  of  the  ceremonies 
loD  this  orciision,  came  forward,  and  made  an 
Ijpolofifv  of  so  conciliatory  a  nature  as  to  prevent 
ijnv  additional  murmurs;  soon  after  which  the 
laiujic  l)c,i(an.  The  band  consisted  of  live  men, 
L||  etaiuliiKj;  up,  each  with  a  polished  wooden 
Itpear  in  the  left  hand,  and  a  piece  of  the  same 
linaterial  iii  his  right:  with  this  they  beat,  on  the 
Lpear,  to  produce  an  accompaniment  to  their 
Itcices  in  singing.  The  music,  however,  was 
peedifv  interrupted  by  the  appearance  of  the 
[tourt  ladies,  who  were  received  with  reiterated 
MoutJi  of  applause.  The  uuisicians  then  retired 
ikw  paces,  and  the  actresses  placed  themselves 
Ibefore  them  *. 

The  piece  was  in  honour  of  a  captive  princess, 
fliose  name  was  Cri/cowculleneaow,  and  the  sub- 
Iject,  enforced  by  gestures  and  appropriate 
ictions.  Whenever  the  princess's  name  was 
lironounced,  every  person  present  who  wore  or- 

nents  above  their  waist,  was  obliged  to  take 
km  off.  The  actresses  indeed  were  excused 
Ifroin  that  ceremony  during  the  performance, 
liutat  the  conclusion  of  the  act,  they  were  re- 
Buired  to  comply  with  this  mysterious  ceremony. 
iinoiip;  a  variety  of  uncommon  attitudes,  some 
bf  lhe>e  performers  exhibited  a  degree  of  grace- 
lil  action,  for  the  attainment  of  which  it  seems 


♦  The  licroiiio  of  iliu  jjicci,'  had  once  partook  of  the  af- 
lerlionii  and  embraces  of  Tuinaahmaali,  but  was  now 
licddud  tu  an'  inferior  chief,  wh(i:)e  department  in  the.

difficult  to  account.  The  whole  was  supported 
with  wonderful  spirit  and  vivacity;  and  had 
their  performance  finished  with  the  ithird  act,  the 
Europeans  would  have  retired  from  the  theatre 
with  a  much  more  exalted  idea  of  a  moral  ten- 
dency of  their  drama,  than  was  conveyed  by  the 
libidinous  scfcnc  exhibited  by  the  ladies  towards 
the  conclusion. 

Having  finished  this  curious  representation 
with  the  descending  sun,  as  the  law  prohibits 
such  amusements  after  that  period,  the  spectators 
retired  with  great  order  and  decorum ;  but  as 
Captain  Vancouver  had  promised  the  additional 
amusement  of  fire-works,  which  could  not  be 
advantageously  displayed  till  the  absence  of  light", 
the  multitude  were  permitted  to  rc-asserable  f<;r 
the  full  enjoyment  of  that  spectacle.  They  be- 
gan about  seven  in  the  evening;  and  drew  from 
the  expecting  multitude  such  acclamations  of 
surpri/e  and  admiration,  as  may  be  more  easily 
conceived  than  expressed.  Tamaahmaah  fire^ 
the  two  first  rockets ;  but  only  orje  or  two  of  tliB 
chiefs  had  sufficient  courage  to  fftUovv  his  ex- 
ample ■)•. 

Intelligence  was  brought  in  the  afternoon  tha^ 
the  travellers  had  reaehetl  the  summit  of  Mowna 
Roa,  and  were  on  their  return;  but  their  arrival 
was  not  very  soon  expected,  as  they  were  to  re- 
turn by  land,  and  the  roads  were  in  a  very  in- 
difl'erent  state. 

Captain  Vancouver  having  again  resimied  his 
residence  on  board  the  ship,  lie  was,  on  the  2lsl, 
honoured  with  a  formal  visit  of  all  the  great 
personages  in  the  neighbourhood,  except  Coia- 
hecro,  who  was  known  to  have  accepted  the 
stolen  cartridge-box:  the  captain  lliorefore  coiv 
sidered  him  as  an  accessary  in  the  theft,  and 
would  not  sutler  him  to  enter  tiie  ship.  Tiie 
pride  of  this  chief  was  greatly  mortifietl  by  this 


eipal  chiefs  attended  as  usual  to  breakfast,  to  whom  he 
communicated  this  information.  In  the  course  «>f  con- 
versation at  the  break  fast -(able,  he  discovered  that  a  car- 
tridge box,  which  the  centinel  had  suffered  to  lie  carelessly 
about,  had  been  stolen  fcom  on  board  the  Chatham.  This 
unlucky  incident  drew,  for  a  time,  a  veil  of  (rloom  over 
the  cheerfulncsb  which  had  for  some  time  prevailrj;  espe- 
ciaily  as  Tamaalimu{»,\  threw  all  the  blame  on  the  centinel 
for  not  having  taken  greater  care  of  his  accuutremenfs. 
On  maturely  considering  this  business,  however,  the  king 
sent  Kuhotcmotou  in  search  of  the  cirtridge-box,  who 
brought  it  to  them  in  the  course  of  half  un  hour.  The  ac- 
coutrement-box being  restored,  with  its  contents  uninjured^ 
and  undiminished,  ail  parties  were  instantly  reconciled. 

disappointment. 
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disappointment,  and  he  lost  no  inconsiderable 
emolument  from  his  perfidy ;  as  none  of  hiv  as- 
iociates  returned  to  the  shore  without  a  significant 
token  of  the  captain's  esteem. 

The  vumbcr  of  dhiefs  that  were  ex  pectcd  being 
now  assembled.  Captain  Vancouver  asked  the 
king  when  the  cession  of  the  island  was  to  be 
conAmicd.  A  short  conversation  ensued  between 
Tamaahmaah  apd  some  of  his  counsellors  then 
present,  and  as  a  tdboo-poory  was  appointed  to 
commence  on  the  evening  of  the  following 
Sunday,  which  was  to  continue  tilj  tlie  Tuesday 
morning,  they  thought  it  judicious  to  embrace 
that  opportunity  of  reconsulting  the  priests,  that 
each  might  be  convinced  of  the  propriety  of  the 
measure  they  were  on  the  point  of  adopting. 
V  Understanding  that  a  final  appeal  to  the  priests 
could  not  possibly  be  dispensed  with,  the  captain 
-     readily  complied  with  their  wishes. 

He  was  very  much  concerned  that  his  endea- 
vours to  eflect  a  reconciliation,  and  to  establish 
a  peace  in  these  islands  had  proved  unsuccessful: 
the  mutual  distrust  of  the  people  prevented  the 
attainment  of  this  desirable  object.  He  was 
under  the  necessity  of  declining  any  more  per- 
sonal interference  in  this  important  business, 
though  he  knew  the  tranquillity  of  many  thou- 
sands might  have  been  secured,  at  least  for  a 
time,  could  he  have  accomplished  this  design. 
Tamaahmaah  had  been  informed  of  the  captain's 
intended  route  from  Karukakooa,  and  eager  to 
embrace  every  opportunity  of  continuing  his 
good  ofiices,  dispatched  one  of  his  principal 
domestics  to  Toeaigh,  to  make  every  necessary 
preparation  for  their  embarkation  on  their  ar- 
rival. 

After  these,  and  some  less  important  arrange- 
ments had  taken  place,  relative  to  their  departure, 
the  king  and  his  attendants  returned  to  the  shore. 

*  Mr.  Pugct  and^ome  other  officers  repaired  to  the  shore, 
and  there  displayed  the  British  colours;  taking  possession, 
in  his  Majesty's  name,  of  the  whole  Island,  as  requested 
by  Tamaahmaah  and  his  subjects.  On  the  conclusion  of 
this  ceremony,  a  salute  was  fired  from  the  vessels;  after 
which  the  following  inscription  on  copper  was  conspicu. 
ously  displayed  in  the  royal  residence. 

"On  the  ii5th  of  February,  1794,  Tamaahmntih,  king  of 
Owhyhoe,    io  couacil  with  the  principal  chicf;i*  of   the 


About  this  time  the  gentlemen  from  Mowna  R   I 
made  their  appearance,  having  descended  fro  I 
the  mountains  to  the  shore,  trom  whence  th  I 
returned  by  water.     On  the  23d  of  Februar* 
Captain  Vancouver  accompanied  TainaahmL 
io  the  Moral,  and  complied  with  all  the  reeulaJ 
tions  and  restrictions  of  the  taboo.    The  cereJ 
monies  were  similar  to   those  he   had  befoJ 
observed,  though  more  concise,  less  formal,  and 
attended  by  fewer  persons. 

The  prominent  features  in  the  different  speechn 
made  by  the  chiefs  on  the,  cession  of  Owhyhee^ 
particularly  related  to  their  religion,  government 
and   domestip    (economy ;    and    it  was  clearH 
understood  that  no  inteference  was  to  be  adl 
mitted  in  either;  that  Tamaahmaah,  the  cbiefJ 
and  priests,  were  to  retain  their  respective  stu 
tions,  and  that  no  alteration  should  take  placej] 
any  of  those  particulars.     After  a  full  discussiol 
of  these  preliminaries,  the  whole  party  (includJ 
ing  the  king )  declared  that  they  were  no  long 
Tanatn  no  Owhyhee,  i.  e.  the  People  of  Owliyheel 
but  Tanata  no  Britannee,  i.  e.  the  People  of  Bri 
tain.     This  was  immediately  proclaimed  to  tb 
surrounding  crowds  in  their  numerous  canoi 
about  the  vessels;  and  cheerfully  repeated  bytii 
whole  attending  multitude  *. 

A  distribution  of  such  valuable  articles  wal 
then  made  to  the  principal  chiefs,  their  favouri^ 
women,  and  other  attendants,  as  Tamaahim 
and  Captain  Vancouver  esteemed  most  suitabM 
to  their  respective  ranks  and  situations  on  thq 
memorable  occasion.  Such  were  the  cereinonk 
of  ceding  Owhyhee  to  the  British  crown;  bi| 
whether  this  addition  to  the  empire  would  yiell 
any  additional  happiness  to  the  people,  or  efa 
be  of  any  importance  to  Great  Britain,  timeonlj 
must  determine.

OUR  naTigators  had  no  inducement  to  detain 
them  in  Karakakooa  bay^  that  memorable 
~  it  where  Captain  Cook  became  a  sacrifice  to 
I eoterprisins^  spirit;  but  it  now  proved  an 
nitsble  asylum   for  our   British  travellers ; 
^crf  the  unremitted  attention  in  the  superior 
uies  of  the  people  to  preserve  good  order,  pro- 
a  cheerful  and  uniform  obedience   and 
tipect,  from  those  who  acted  in  a  subordinate 
rree.    The  general  conduct  of  the  natives  was 
proschable,  and  they  were  perfectly  fair  and 
MDest  in  all  their  commercial  intercourse.     Ex- 
ting  in  the  instances  of  the  (able-knives,  the 
irtridge-box,  and  some  few  others  of  less  im- 
wrttnce,  our  navigators  had  little  to  complain 
;  and  those  offences  were  principally  occasioned 
leaving  irresistable  temptations  in  their  way. 
1  this  delinquency  reflections  are  only  due  to 
I  particular  individuals  concerned,  and  ought 
tto  be  mentioned  aa  characteristic  of  the  whole 
opie. 

All  Captain  T  encouver's  friends  were  prepared 
kittend  our  adventurers :  some  of  them  were 
(board,  and  othecs  appeared  in  their  canoeSj 
ij  to  follow  the  ship  as  soon  as  she  had  got 
der  sail ;  which  was  effected  about  three  in 
morning  of  the  26th.     The  Discovery  and 
jbatham  directed  their  course  along  the  shore 
irards  Tyahtatooa  bay :  the  morning  was  plea- 
nt,  and  the  surrounding  objects  demanded  at- 
ntion  and  admiration.     The  country  they  pass- 
I  rose  with  a  gradual  ascent  from  the  sea  shore, 
Kmingly  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation,  and  de- 
viated with  a  number  of  extensive  villages; 

I*  AccompanlMl  by  TamaaAmaoA,  sereral  of  the  ofliccrs, 
usome  chief)*,  Captain  Vancouver  visited  the  royal  re. 
lenreat  this  place;  which  consisted  of  three  neatly  con. 
Iietcd  bniMings ;  but  from  their  not  being  regularly  inha. 
led  far  some  time,  were  considerably  out  of  repair.  This 
lidriicu  of  his  majesty,  like  that  of  Karakakooa,  was 
Juiicd  near  a  grand  morai,  on  the  margin  of  the  sen.  It 
Is  the  handsomest  structure  of  the  kind  the  captain  had 
prsopn,  and  kept  in  the  greatest  order ;  It  was  ornament. 
{with  idols,  fabricated  from  the  trunks  of  large  trees, 
Ihadosirc  of  imitating  the  human  form,  but  they  were 
I  most  preposterous  and  gigantic  figures  that  cai)  possibly 
limagined.

whilst  their  numerous  compairfons  moved  on  the 
bosom  of  a  serene  at.d  tranquil  Ocean ;  and  the 
rest,  in  their  more  humble  conveyances,  leisurely 
attended  them,  paddling  along,  and  heightening 
the  beauty  of  the  interesting  scene:  thus  exhibit- 
ing, by  their  numerous  population,  that  wealth 
which  the  improved  state  of  the  island  so  strongly 
indicated.  About  eight  they  anchored  in  Tyaii- 
tatooa  bay. 

Mr.  Meares's  account  of  Douglas's  voyage, 
represents  this  place  as  equal,  if  not  superior  to 
Karakakooa,  for  secure  anchorage;  but  it  ap- 
peared to  our  navigators  in  a  very  different  point 
of  view ;  though  they  admit  that  it  possesses  an 
advantage  with  respect  to  landing,  superior  to 
Karakakooa.  This  landing  is  on  a  sandy  beach, 
before  a  grove,  consisting  of  those  trees  that 
produce  the  cocoa-nut,  and  bread-fruit;  and 
contains  a  village  in  the  midst  of  it.  Near  it  is 
a  small  cove,  towards  the  south  part  of  which 
a  spring  rises  rapidly  from  among  some  rocks 
that  are  usually  covered  with  the  sea-water :  but 
when  this  is  low,  which  is  often  the  case,  it  pro- 
duces a  stream  of  excellent  fresh  water,  the  cur'>- 
rent  of  which  might  be  easily  diverted,  and 
rendered  subservient  to  the  domestic  use  of  the 
neighbourhood ;  as  well  as  to  the  vessels  refitting 
at  Karakakooa*. 

The  captain  was  anxious  to  quit  this  station, 
but  a  light  breeze  from  the  sea,  succeeded  by 
calms,  prevented  their  moving  till  midnight ; 
when,  with  a  gentle  breeze  from  the  shore,  they 
proceeded  along  the  coast  to  the  northward.  In 
the  forenoon  of  the  S7th,  having  a  light  breeze^ 


Having  gratified  their  curiosity,  they  returned  on  board 
to  dinner,  which  consisted  principally  of  beef  and  muttoi);{ 
to  give  the  chiefs  an  idea  of  the  value  of  those  articles  of 
food  which  the  Captain  had  imported;  when  it  was  unani< 
mously  agreed,  by  a  very  numerous  party,  that  both  worft 
excellent.  The  beef,  though  salted,  scorned '  to  claim  the 
preference  in  their  opinion  ;  though  they  admitted  the  mut. 
ton  to  bo  very  similar  in  its  taste  to  the  flosh  of  their  dogs, 
which  they  highly  esteemed.  On  taking  the  opinion  of  the 
whole  compauy  present,  Whether  mutton  or  dog's  flesh  had 
the  preference,  it  was  decided  ill  favour  of  muttou,  by  the 
cisting  voice  of  Diitittahmaah. 
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they  steered  for  the  anchorage  of  Toeaigh. 
Though  a  strong  current  opposed  them,  the 
weather  vras  pleasant,  and  the  objects  about 
them  cheerful  and  entertaining :  a  dreary,  volca- 
nic, and  uncultivated  shore  was,  however,  amply 
compensated  by  the  number  of  their  friends  that 
accompanied  them  afloat  in  canoes;  still  preserv- 
ing that  cheerfulness  and  good  humour  which 
they  had  so  universaHy  manifested  at  Karaka- 
kooa. 

The  evening  being  appointed  for  a  Tnboa,  to 
be  continued  till  the  morning  of  the  Ist  Of  March, 
the  king  and  his  friends  went  on  shore  to  attend 
their  religious  duties.  The  weather  in  the  even- 
ing being  squally,  induced  the  captain  to  believe, 
it  was  very  probable  that  he  should  not  reach  his 
destination  before  it  was  dark :  on  intimating 
this  circumstance  to  Tamaahmaah,  he  engaged 
to  have  a  proper  light  placed  in  such  a  situation 
as  to  be  distinctly  seen,  to  which  he  might  be 
conducted  with  safety.  It  was  not,  however,  till 
near  four  the  next  morning  that  they  gained 
soundings,  when  they  anchored  in  thirty  fathoms 
water.  After  day->liglit  they  removed  to  what 
was  supposed  to  be  the  best  anchorage  of  the 
bay  ',  but  which  was,  in  his  opinion,  a  very  in- 
different one.  The  only  circumstances  that  seem 
to  render  it  a  desirable  stopping-place,  are  the 
stream  of  water,  which,  however,  does  not  con- 
stantly flow;  and  the  probability  of  getting  a 
supply  of  refreshments,  from  its  contiguity  to  the 
western  part  of  the  district  of  Koarra,  and  the 
plains  of  Whymea. 

The  country,  on  their  approach,  had  no  very 
pleasing  aspect;  but  at  some  distance  behind 
where  the  plains  of  Whymea  are  stated  to  com- 
mence, it  is  rich,  productive,  and  occupies  an 
extent  of  several  miles.  In  this  valley,  a  large 
tract  of  luxuriant  pasture  presents  itself,  whither 
all  the  cattle  and  sheep  imported  by  Captain 
Vancouver  were  to  be  driven ;  there  to  ramble 
unrestrained  "  to  increase  and  multiply,"  far 
from  the  sight  of  strangers ;  and  consequently 
less  likely  to  tempt  the  inhabitants  to  violate  the 
sacred  promise  they  had  made*. 

'^he  next  morning  the  king,  and  most  of  their 
other  friends,  made  their  appearance  about  the 
lessels.     In  the  course  of  the  day  Tamaahmaah

displayed  the  excess  of  his  liberality,  by  nre,, 
ing  our  British  navigators  with  about  a  hund 
of  his  largest  hogs,  and  as  great  a  quantitv 
vegetables,  as  the  vessels  would  contain  •  » «1 
oflers  of  a  further  supply  if  it  sbould  L  Ij 
quired.  '' 

It  was  the  captain's  intention  to  have  lailM 
with  the  land  wind  in  the  evening ;  biit  Tarnal 
maah,  lamenting  that  his  necessary  cngaeeraeni 
had  deprived  him  for  some  days  of  the  captainl 
society,  earnestly  solicited  that  the  last  da/mieJ 
be  dedicated  to  the  enjoyment  of  each  othe? 
company,  the  captain  consented  to  remain  th 
following  day.     Sunday  the  second  of  Marcl 
was  therefore  passed  in  receiving  farewcl  visiti 
and  making  grateful  acknowledgements  to  the 
numerous  friends :  who  expatiated  on  the  ple^ 
sure  they  had  experienced  during  their  resideit 
among  them,  and  demonstrated  their  regret 
the  approaching  separation.       By  sun-set  tU 
group   was    nearly    dispersed,    prior  to  whiJ 
strong  iinpressions  were  made  on  the  sensibiii| 
of  our  Europeans,    from   the  repeated  ardei 
solicitations    that   they   would  return  to  thek 
again  ;  and  the  genuine  sincerity  of  their  wish] 
and  prayers  for  their  future  happiness  and  pi 
perity. 

The  flrst  breeze  from  the  land  was^to  announJ 
the  moinent  of  their  departure :  Tamaahm\ 
and  bis  queen,  unwilling  to  take  leave  of  Ihei 
till  the  arrival  of  that  moment,  remained 
board  till  almost  midnight,  when  they  part. 
with  hearts  too  pregnant  with  sensations  to  gi] 
them  appropriate  utterance.  [ 

Our  navigators  bade  adieu  to  Owhjhee  earl 
in  the  mornmg  of  the  3d  of  March,  highly  i| 
debted  for  the  reception,  and  the  abundant 
freshments  they  had  procured.     The  land  mi 
blew  so  faintly,  that  their  progress  from  Owhjb 
was  slow,  which  induced  a  few  canoes  froiiit 
shores  of  Koarra  to  visit  them  as  they  pasiti 
but  they  did  not  recognize  any  of  the  chiefi,  i 
of  their  former  acquaintances.     Towards  no 
the  sea  breeze  reached  them,  with  which  tl 
stood  to  windward.     On  the  4th  they  bore  ai 
along  tlte  north  side  of  the  island.

Here  they 

jain  met  the  Washington.     Their  arrival  being  presently 

mown,  they  were  visited  by  many  of  their,  former  friends ; 

nong  whom  were  the  two  young  women  Captain  Van. 

Karer  had  brought  from  Nootka  and  settled  here.    During 

Jheir  late  absence  they  had  been  kindly  treated,  but  they 

pv  rxprcfscd  their  fears,  that  on  their  tinally  quitting  thesa 

IS,  they  should  be  deserted  or  neglected ;  but  the  captain 

ku  not  inactive  in  obtaining  from  all  the  principal  chiefs 

le  most  solemn  promises  of  the  contrary. 

Since  their  late  departure,  Enemo  had  attempted  to  ac> 
joire  the  supreme  sovereignty  of  these  islands,  independent 
|f  Uteene  and  Taio.  To  effect  this  he  had  beei.  assisted 
I'Kveral  European  and  American  renegadocs ;  but,  after 
kne  dlsttg/ecabiv  .consequences,  Titeeree  s.  V'oited  Mr. 
ItowD  to  ikc  hliii  to  Attowai,  to  ctiect,  in  an  amicable 
lay,  an  acoomnjoi/^tion  with  the  rebellious  chief.  Mr. 
Irown  cump>(';l  wi.h  the  request,  and  after  an  explanatory 
ptcrvicw  on  board  his  ship,  all  matters  were  mutually  ad- 
^M  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties;  and  from  that 


tunity  of  seeing  him.  Having  finished  their 
survey  of  Woahoo,  they  directed  their  course 
towards  the  north'-east  part  of  Attowai :  soon 
after  they  rejoined  the  American  brig  Washing- 
ton, which  had  sailed  with  them  from  Karaka- 
koou,  but  had  directed  her  course  to  the  south- 
ward of  the  islands,  for  Whyteete  in  Woahoo, 
where  she  had  continued  five  days*. 

But  to  return.  Our  navigators  were  early  at- 
tended by  Enemo  and  Tanwocrrie,  accompanied 
only  by  a  few  chiefs;  but  bv  a  number  of  women 
of  the  first  consequence,  who  were  attendants  on 
his  court.  From  the  regent  and  prince  the  cap- 
tain received  a  few  indifierent  hogs,  though 
estimated  by  them  as  some  of  the  best  on  the 
island ;  the  stock  of  these  animals  being  lately 
much  reduced,  by  the  uncommon  deiuand  for 
them  from  the  trading  vessels.  An  ample  supply 
of  vegetables,  they,  however,  depended  upo» 
procuring  here,  in  which  indeed  they  were  more 
successful ;  though  the  yams,  a  very  desirable 
article  for' sea-stores,  were  extremely  scarce. 

Not  having  had  an  opportunity  of  seeine 
Titeeree  and  Taio,  the  captain  deposited  with 
Enemo  the  breeding  sheep  intended  for  those 
chiefs :  informing  him,  that  in  proportion  as 
they  muhiplied,  they  were  to  be  distributed 
among  the  other  islands  f. 

On  the  following  day,  Wednesday  the  12th 

,  of 

period  the  island  has  enjoyed  tranquillity,  thmigh  it  con- 
tinued under  the  government  of  Enemo  as  regent. 

f  Having  been  invited  by  the  regent  to  an  evening  amuse, 
ment  on  shore,  the  captain  proceeded  to  the  place  of  en. 
hibition,  where  he  found  the  performers  assembled,  who 
were  numerous,  and  composed  chiefly  or  women ;  they 
were  habited  in  variegated  apparel :  and  taste  was  visible  ia 
the  arrangement  of  their  fcminino  embeltishnients.  The 
entertainment,  which  consisted  of  three  parts,  was  per- 
formed by  three  classes  of  about  two  hundred  womeiv  ia- 
oich,  who  ranged  themselves  in  five  or  six  rows,  in  the 
singular  attitude  of  sitting  upon  their  haunches.  A  man 
advanced  a  few  paces  before  the  centre  of  the  first  row  of 
the  ladies,  who,  like  a  tlugal  monitor,  directed  the  pro. 
ceedings  of  the  drama.  In  this  situation  and  position  they 
exhibited  an  infinite  variety  of  astonishing  gestures.  The 
whole  of  the  groupc  was  perfectly  in  unison  both  of  voice" 
and  action.  Their  voices  were  melodious,  and  case  and 
elegance  accompanied  their  motions.  The  several  other 
parts  of  the  performance  were  conducted  with  the  same  cor. 
rectness  and  uniformity,  but  were  less  easy  to  be  described. 
There  appeared  to  be  great  variety,  and  little  repetition^ 
though  the  performers  amounted  to  about  six  hundred  per. 
sons.  This  hoorah  was  not  degraded  by  that  difgusting 
obscenity,  which  Captain  Vancouver  had  formerly  beeu 
constrained  to  notice  in  these  public  representations.     The 

numerous 
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of  March,  the  ships'  companies  had  completed 
their  water ;  and  after  procuring  a  few  hogs  and 
vegetables,  and  requiting  the  chiefs  and  others 
for  the  favours  they  had  conferred,  a  formal 
leave  was  reciprocally  taken.  Wishing  to  pro- 
cure a  stock  of  yams,  which  they  understood 
were  plentiful  at  Onehow,  the  navigators  quitted 
Attowai  on  the  13th,  and  proceeded  to  that 
island. 

By  their  several  visits  to  Attowai,  they  had 
found  that  the  roadstead  of  Whymea  was  much 
confined  in  respect  of  safe  anchorage  ;  for  if  the 
Discovery's  cables  had  not'  been  injured  by  a 
foul  bottom,  yet  the  Chatham,  in  March  1792, 
had  both  her  cables  much  fretted  and  damaged 
by  the  rocks  at  the  bottom.  Though  a  situation 
more  convenient  to  the  shore,  in  a  less  depth  of 
water,  is  to  be  found  by  keeping  the  steep  banks 
of  the  river  not  shut  in,  but  just  a  little  open; 
yet,  from  the  lurking  patches  of  rocks  that  have 
been  found  near  the  same  kind  of  bottom,  great 
caution  should  be  observed  to  avoid  those  hidden 
dangers;  instead  of  resorting  to  an  operation  that 
appears  incredihle.  It  had  been  positively  as- 
serted, that  the  natives  were  capable  of  diving  to 
the  depth  of  forty  fathoms,  and  there  cutting 
through  a  fourteen-inch  cable.  It  is  indeed  gene- 
rally admitted  that  these  people  are  very  expert 
fwimiper^*  fM  bav^  almost  as  i)a|tph  dexterity  as 


fish  in  the  water :  their  eflfojrts,  ho«?evcr 
chiefly  confined  to  the  surface.  Wo  (tderful  muii 
be  their  skill  in  diving,  to  be  capable  of  descendJ 
ing  to  the  depth  of  two  hundred  and  forty  feet] 
or  to  continue  in  that  situation  a  sufficient  time  J 
cut  through  a  cable  !  1 

One  of  the  best  divers  in  that  country  was  emj 
ployed  at  Karakakooa,   to  recover  a  caulkin 
iron  which  had  been  dropped  in  twelve  fathoa, 
water.     To  stimulate  his  exertion,  a  considerabl 
toward  wan  promised  him  if  he  succeeded;  but 
after  two  unsuccessful  attempts,  he  was  so  eJ 
hausted  as  to  be  unable  to  make  a  third  trial  tlieJ 
though   he   promised   to  renew  his  efforts  thl 
following  day ;    when,    however,    he   though 
proper  tc  decline    another    attempt,    and  thl 
caulking  iron  was  suffered  to  remain  at  the  boU 
torn.     Captain  Vancouver  mentions  this  circuu. 
stance  on  his  own  knowledge,  and  not  from  tb 
representation  of  others. 

About  two  in  the  afternoon  ihey  anchored  c, 
the  west  side  of  Onehow;  and  in  the  evenine 
Mr.  Puget,  whom  the  captain  had  directed  i 
examine  the  north-west  side  of  this  island  in  (b 
Chatham,  joined  the  Discovery.  Having 
accomplished  their  survey  of  the  Sandwid 
Islands,  and  been  disappointed  of  their  promin 
supply  of  yams,  they  took  their  leave  of  Onehoij

;    Part  from  the  Chatham — Indications  of  Land — Proceed  along  the  Coast — ^nter  Cook's  River, 


HAVING  left  the  Sandwich  islands  on  the 
15th  of  March,  their  course  was  directed 
to  the  norihward,  with  a  fresh  breeze ;  but  as 
the  Chatham  was  some  distance  astern,  a  ichance 
was  given  her  to  overtake  the  Discovery  ;  she 
did  not  appear  by  ten  at  night,  nor  answer  a 
false  fire,  the  captain  therefore  entertained  hopes 
of  seeing  their  consort  at  day-light;  but  in  this 
he  was  disappointed^  and  wondered  at  the  cause 
^  their  separation.  Among  other  surmises,  he 
thought  it  was  not  improbable,  that  by  the  low

He  proceeded,  however,  towards  the  coast  ol 
America,  hoping  to  join   the  Chatham  at  ib 
appointed  rendezvous. 

On  the  24th  the  wind  blew  a  fresh  gale  fro 
the  south-east,  accompanied  with  dark  gloomj 
weather  :  on  the  26th,  two  pieces  of  drift  www 
were  passed  ;  one  which  appeared  to  have 
a  considerable  time   in  the  water,  as  it  tmi 
deep,  and  was  almost  covei'ed  with  barDaclHJ 

which  was  to  be  r^pctrtod,  at  stated  times,  till  t)|B  happn 
issue  had  taken  place.     Fircv^^orks,  a:  usual,  fcro  Mj 
hibited  by  Captain  VuaCQifTcr,  in  rctura  for  the  aiauien 
he  had  roceired.       ,.4  4ft  .<i  Yv  . 
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Ae  other  was  more  buoyant,  and  was  attended 
onlfby  *  f^^  **^  those  shell-fish.  These  pieces 
of  wood  were  the  only  indications  of  the  vicinity 
jf  land  tliat  had  been  seen  by  our  navigators, 
littfleen  the  Sandwich  Islands  and  the  American 
((jst  Mr.  Puget  after\vakds  said,  however, 
tliat  in  passing  these  regions,  about  tour  degrees 
<othe  westward  of  their  track,  he  saw  petrels, 
tnd  other  oceanic  birds.  Messrs.  Portlock  and 
Dixon,  in  their  voyages,  mention  their  having 
iren  seals,  puffins,  and  other  indications  that 
joDie  undiscovered  land  was  not  very  remote; 
but  the  weather  was  so  foggy  at  the  time  of  the 
thatham's  passing,  that  this  fact'  could  not  be 
ascertained. 

With  a  fresh  gale,  chiefly  from  the  western 

marter,  they  proceeded  rapidly  to  the  north. 

On  the  30th  some  s«a-weed  and  a  few  divers 

vcre  observed ;  and  albatrosses  and  sheer-waters 

luere  perceived  about  the  ship.

About  its 

some  small  whales  presented  themselves, 

hicii  were  the  first  our  navigators  had  noticed 

luring  this  passage  to  the  north. 

After  sun-set  on  the  4lh  of  April,  the  wind 

labled  them  to  stand  nearly  for  Trinity  Island; 

id  at  niiduiglit,  having  soundings  at  ihe  dejith 

tifty  fathtuus,  they  plied  till  day-light  under 

easy  sail,    with   soundings  from    iO  io  82 

s.     Early  in  the  morning  of  the  fith  they 

red  towards  Trinity  Island ;  but  as  they  ap- 

iroached  the  shores,  they  found  tho  lower  parts 

f  the  coast  were  generally  free  from  the  snow : 

I »  TfaouKli  tho  c&ptain  did  not  consider  tliis  as  a  new  dis. 
prery,  yet  its  situation  had  not  been  properly  UKcertained : 
1  tokioB  a  nearer  »ur»ei  the  following  day,  it  appeared  to 
jrni  tn  irre^^ular  four.sided  figure,  about  ten  leagues  in 
■rcnit;  havhig  from  its  western  part,  which  appeared  to

the  frost,  which  had  existed  with  severity  since 
the  3ist  of  March,  now  gave  way,  and  the 
thermometer  rose  to  35.  As  they  passed  Trinity 
Island,  it  had  the  appearance  of  being  divided 
into  two,  accompanied  with  several  little  islets 
lying  to  the  north.  As  they  proceeded  they  were 
visited  by  twj  of  the  neighbouring  inhabitants, 
a  yoitng  man  and  a  girl,  in  a  small  skin  canoe, 
who  proved  they  were  acquainted  with  some 
European  nation,  by  having  adopted  their  mode 
of  salutation,  by  bowing  as  they  approached  the 
ship,  and  by  their  willingness  to  venture  on 
board.  The  man  took  his  dinner,  sans  ceremonie, 
drank  brandy,  and  accepted  such  presents  as 
were  tendered  him;  but  gave  a  preference  to 
snuft'  and  silk  handkerchiefs.  From  his  general 
appearance  and  language,  they  were  inclined  to 
suppose  him  to  be  a  Kamiischadale,  rather  than 
a  native  of  America,  or  any  of  its  adjacent  islands. 
They  afterwards  received  a  visit  from  a  single 
Indian  in  a  canoe,  who  was  less  familiar  than 
the  others ;  and  after  paddling  at  a  distance  round 
the  ship,  returned  satisfied  to  the  shore. 

On  the  12th  of  April,  at  noon,  they  were  fast 
approaching  the  coast  to  the  eastward  of  Cape 
Elizabeth ;  for  which  they  steered,  and  passed 
that  prbmontoiy  to  the  entrance  of  Cook's  river. 
The  coast  is  composed  of  high  land,  with  three 
small  islands,  and  some  rocks  before  it ;  the  cape 
itself  is  the  largest  of  these  islands,  which  seemed 
to  form  a  navigable  channel  between  them  knd 
the  main  land ;  though  some  lurking  rocks  were 
discerned  between  the  cape  and  the  middle  island. 
Another  cluster  of  rocks  are  situated  both  above 
and  beneath  the  surface  of  the  water,  to  the 
south-west  of  the  middle  island. 

For  the  first  time  this  season,  they  observed 
some  flocks  of  wild  geese,  aiid  particularly  re- 
marked thai  they  all  flew  to  the  southward ;  but 
on  the  l.'Jtli,  the  extreme  mildness  of  the  weather 
was  succeeded  by  a  .sharp  frost,  and  a  very  heavy 
fall  of  snow;  and  as  our  navigators  were  then  in 
20  fathoms  water,  they  anchored  till  the  weather 
should  promise  to  he  more  favourable  to  their 
pursuit.  Whilst  they  liad  a  peil'ect  view  of 
every  thing  in  the  western  quarter,  a  misty  haise 

be  iuHular,  a  remarkably  high,  Hat,  sqiiare  rork,  lying  in 
a  south-west  direction,  at  tho  distance  of  ubout  two  miles; 
between  which  and  the  island,  a  ledge  of  sumllur  rocks  arc 
situated. 
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from  the  opposite  side  of  the  horizon  totally  ob- 
scured the  opposite  side*. 

On  the  17th,  in  expectation  of  finding  a  deep- 
er channel,  they  proceeded,  but  the  soundings 
decreased  to  six  fathoms;  and  socn  after  the  ship 
grounded  in  fifteen  fathoms  water ;  where  they 
anchored  to  wait  for  the  ebb  tide,  in  order  to 
return  the  way  they  had  come.  The  shoal  on 
which  the  ship  liad'grounded,  lies  six  or  seven 
miles  from  the  main  land,  and  is  near  a  league  from 
the  west  side  of  the  island ;  where  also  a  flat  extends 
some  distance  into  the  river.  Not  long  after,  the 
depth  of  water  decreasing  to  four  fathoms,  the 
ship  struck  with  some  violence,  v>'..,asioned  by  a 
heavy  swell  from  the  ocean,  which  for  several 
days  had  been  attendant  on  the  flood  tide.  In 
this  unpleasant  predicament  they  remained  nearly 
stationary  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  the  vessel  fre- 
quently striking,  and  sometimes  so  heavily' as  to 
give  birth  to  the  most  fatal  apprehensions. 
Having,  at  length,  got  Uie  ship's  head  to  the 
eastward,  she  struck  but  once  more  in  crossing 
the  shoal,  and  the  water  deepened  to  fifteen 
fathoms ;  and  they  soon  after  had  the  satisfactio  ii 
to  perceive  that  the  ship  had  made  no  water, 
nor  suflered  any  other  injury  of  importance. 
The  Indian  passengers  were  remarkably  active 
and  useful  on  board  while  the  ship  was  in  this 
perilous  state,  and  gave  the  most  unequivocal 
proofs  of  their  excessive  joy  on  seeing  the  Euro- 
peans again  in  perfect  security  f. 

Not  far  from  thence  they  were  visited  by  two 
of  the  natives  in  a  small  canoe,  who,  hearing  of 
the  reception  their  neighbours  had  been  honour- 
ed with,  solicited  similar  indulgences:  their 
canoe  was  therefore  taken  in,  and  they  were  per 
mitted  to  continue  on  board.  One  of  the.se, 
who  affected  a  superiority  of  rank,  presented 
the  captain  vrith  some  martin  skins;  for  m Inch 

**  On  the  16th  the  air  was  so  extremely  keen  that  the 
inn's  rays  had  «o  efiect  on  the  thermometer:  they  weighed 
about  ten  in  the  forenoon,  with  the  flood  tide,  and  a  light 
breeze  from  the  north-west,  and  proceeded  up  the  river; 
they  directed  their  course  between  the  western  shore,  and 
'tha  low  island  near  it,  noticed  by  Captain  Conk.  Shortly 
ftfter  noon  they  were  visited  by  three  of  the  natives,  who 
Camn  familiarly  on  hoard  without  the  least  hesilation,  but 
bowed  very  res|)ectfully  on  coming  upon  dcrk.  They 
signified  a  dtsirc  for  some  snuff  and  tobacco,  with  sorac 
other  trivial  articles;  which  they  seemed  to  be  highly  gratified 
by  reciivinjr,  and  manifested  a  degree  of  modest  concern  that 
they  were  incapable  of  offering  any  thin^  in  return.  At 
dinner,  they  did  not  hesitate  to  partake  of  (he  repast,  with 
such  liquors  as  were  offered  to  them;  though  they  drank 
2 


he  was  requited  with  beads,  iron,  snuff,  tobacr 
and  a  few  trihkets.  They  appeared  to  be  " 
quainted  with  the  Russians,  and  to  know  somu 
thing  of  their  language;  but  our  EtuopeanslJ 
mented  that  they  were  unable  to  (Converse  \fM 
them,  as  they  appeared  to  be  very  civil  and  ini 
telligeut  persons. 

The  Indian  visitors  informed  our  navieatorj. 
as  well  as  they  could,  that  their  habitations  wenl 
in  this  neighbourhood,  on  the  western  shore,  ao 
requested  permission  to  take  their  leave.  \VuJ 
they  remained  on  board,  they  behaved  with 
degree  of  modesty  and  decorum  rarely  found 
among  those  in  a  more  civilized  state.  Thevrel 
posed  implieit  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  th] 
Europeans,  and  considered  themselves  as  mucH 
at  home  in  their  society  as  if  they  had  been  inoj 
intimately  acquainted  with  them. 

In  the  morning  of  the  23d  our  navigators  sh;i 
on    the  surface  of  the   water,  large    pieces  c 
floating  ice,  which  w^re  violently  drifted  by  th 
tide  against  the  ship's  bows;  but  it  fortunatelj 
happened  that  they  were  not  of  sufllcicnt  mag, 
nitude  to  be  materially  injurious.     The  wenthej 
was  fair  on  the  24tb,  when,  at  low  tide  a  l 
shoal  was  seen  extending  from  the  northward  ( 
the  eastern  shore,  where  the  river  took  ant 
wardly  direction.     For  their  satisfaction  in  _ 
particular,  as  well  as  to  find  a  more  conveoiei 
station  for  the  ship,  and  a  supply  of  fresh  wa 
the  captain  made  an  excursion  after  breakfi 
accompanied   by  several  of  the  oificers.    'fhei 
were   not  long  in  discovering  a  fine  stream  i 
that  element  oi    the  eastern  shore,  which  mig 
have  been  convcnio'itly  obtained   after  cleann 
away  the  ice.     They  next  directed  their  attenlic 
to  a  bay  or  cove,  where  the  captain  en>ortaiiK 
hopes  of  finding  a  commodious  resting  place  foj 
the  ship.     On  reaching  the  south  point  of  tlJ 

very  cautiously,  seemingly  aware  of  their  intoxicating eSeiJ 
Towards  the  evening  a  light  breeze  (sprang  up,  when  i 
by  si^jnificant  gestures,  u  ished  to  know  if  our  Kuropt 
navig.itors  were  going  up  the  river?  Being  answered  in  I 
alTinuiillve,  thsy  agreed  to  accompany  them ;  and,  lakiJ 
(hiir  c.iiiops  on  ho.-\rd,  which  they  had  made  fast  along.sidi 
the  raptiiin  permitted  them  to  enjoy  that  indnlgena-. 

+  Tlio  weather,  though  cold,  was  now  become  chcerfJ 
and  favoured  them  with  an  excellent  view  of  the  siirroundiij 
regii>n,  >  orapoted,  at  a  small  distance  from  the  rivor,i 
stupendous  mountains,  clothed  in  a  perpetual  sheet  of  iJ 
and  snow;  prescntiitf;  a  prospect  magnificently  grand,  )■ 
dreary,  cold,  and  inhospitable.  A  volcano  uppeard  u* 
the  summit  of  thes'j,  which  from  two  diitiact  craters  cuiini 
large  columns  of  whitish  imokc.  [ 
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jjf,  they  observed  near  the  edge  of  the  steep 
flili'g  that  form  it,  some  houses,  M'hich,  on  a 
Iftirer  survey,  appeared  to  be  mere  skeletons  of 
llibitations  which  had  bern  deserted. 
I  The  watering  plate,  already  mentioned,  lying 
L  the  south  of  their  anchorage,  they  weighed 
kith  the  latter  part  of  the  ebb,  that  they  might 
loe  themselves  as  conveniently  to  it  as  the 
Ijliores  would  admit;  but  in  attempting  this. 
Ley  ran  ii-g;rot:nd  on  a  shoal  between  their  last 
lincliorage  and  the  shoro.     The  ship  was,  how- 


ever, immediately  hove  off,  without  having  sus- 
tained any  apparent  injury.  The  next  morning 
Mr.  Swaine  was  dispatched  with  a  party  to  clear 
away  the  ice  that  impeded  the  run  of  the  water, 
and  select  a  s])ot  for  the  convenient  reception  of 
thecn<;ks;  whilst  another  boat  was  "nployedin 
search  of  commodious  anchorage  foi  the  ship. 
Such  a  situation  being  found  about  a  mile  to  the 
southward  of  the  run  of  water,  they  took  their 
station  there  in  the  evening,  and  moored  in  five 
fathoms  depth  at  low  water.  ,.f^fi 
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Iw  incommoded  hy  the  Ice — Examination  of  the 
■  Found  to  be  (mly  an  extensive  Arm  of  the 

[AVINr    taken  a  station  at  a  convenient 
distance   from  the  shore,  our  navigators 
istiy  engaged  in  the  several-  duties  they  had 
I  perform;  among  which  the  procuring  o^wood 
'  witer  was  not  the  least  essential.     This  ser- 
was  much  interrupted  by  the  floating  ice, 
at  masses  of  which  were  buoyant,  and  driven 
great  violence  against  the  boat,  menacing 
itir  destruction.

requested  they  might  all  be  allowed  to  enter  tlfi 
ship,  and  that  their  canoe  should  be  taken  on 
board*.  " 

The  drift  ice  being  less  abundant  the  following 
da^,  the  chief  and  his  party  took  their  leave; 
evmcing  their  approbation  of  the  treatment  they 
had  received,  by  singing  as  they  paddled  round 
the  ship;  on  which  occasion  ChatidooUz,  who 
was  the  only  person  standing  up  in  the  canoe, 
entertained  the  spectators  wifli  a  number  of 
ludicrous  attitudes  and  grimaces.  The  chief 
promised  a  repetition  of  his  visit  in  the  course  of 
a  few  days;  and  the  captain  endeavoured  to  con- 
vince him  that  game  or  fish  would  be  highly 
acceptable  to. him.  But  his  signs  in  reply  to 
this  request,  did  not  encourage  him  to  expect  a 
supply  of  such  refreshments. 

The  drift  already  mentioned  to  have  been  so 
troublesome  and  perplexing,  now  seemed  to  be 
in  a  diminishing  state;  but  it  afterwards  became 
so  much  augmented  by  the  ilood  tide,  that  l^rge 
masses,  forming  almost  complete  fields  of  ice, 
were  driven  by  the  velocity  of  the  spring  tides, 
against  the  bows  of  the  ship  with  alarming 
violence.     The  following  day,  Tuesday  the  29th, 

modest,  and  particularly  engaging  in  their  manners  and  dc» 
portmcnl.  After  supping,  upon  salt  me;it  a  i  biscuit,  i» 
company  with  five  other  Indians  who  had  bc^a  invited  on 
board,  they  continued  there  till  tliu  nc.\t  inorniag;  when 
the  captain  distributed  ainong  them  presents  of  tobacoo, 
snutr,  c.-ir.fhells,  buttons,  beads,  and  iieoilles,  which  were 
severally  accepted  with  the  must  lively  tokens  of  their 
gratitudle.  -,^ 
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Ibrought  no  favourable  alteration.  The  quantity 
of  ice,  and  the  rapidity  of  the  tide  continued  t6  in- 
crease to  a  very  alarming  degree :  one  large  body 
of  ice  hooked  the  small  bower  cable,  and  with  the 
force  of  the  tide  broke  it  about  fifteen  fathoms 
from  the  bows.  At  the.same  time  the  cable  of 
the  best  bower,  by  which  alone  the  ship  now 
rode,  was  constantly  pressed  with  such  immense 
weight.-,  that  our  navigators  would  have  despair- 
ed of  its  being  able  to  sustain  them,  had  it  not 
been  for  a  new  si^teen-inch  cable,  larger  than 
those  of  their  own  establishment,  which  hiid 
been  procured  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  But 
great  as  their  confidence  might  be  in  this  cir- 
cumstance, their  situation  was  extremely  irksome; 
for  in  the  event  of  its  breaking,  they  would  have 
been  reduced  only  to  one  anchor  and  a  thirteen 
inch  cable  for  their  preservation*. 

Towards  slack  water,  they  had  some  inter- 
niissions  of  these  threatening  dangers;  in  one  of 
which,  by  means  of  creeping,  they  fortunately 
hooked  the  broken  cable;  but  the  rapid  return 
•of  the  ice  only  aft'orded  time  to  affix  a  buoy  to  it, 
•that  it  might  be  recovered  with  the  greater 
facility.  About  the  time  of  high-water  they 
were  visited  by  ten  Russians,  with  double  that 
number  of  Indians,  in  a  large  open  rowing  boat, 
who  with  great  difficulty  and  circumspection  ad- 
vanced to  the  ship  through  the  drift  ice;  they 
expressed  great  concern  for  the  safety  of  our 
navigators.  It  was  apprehended  they  had  come 
with  an  intention  of  passing  the  night  with  them; 
but  after  remaining  on  board  three  very  un- 
pleasant hours,  they  were  induced,  by  the  prospect 
of  an  extensive  open  space  between  the  fields  of 
ice,  to  take  their  leave. 

But  whilst  they  were  thus  annoyed,  and  kept 
in  a  state  of  solicitude  by  the  ire,  the  weather, 
though  cold,  was  serene  and  ])leasant;  and  on 
the  Ist  of  May  they  had  the  happiness  of  ob- 
serving that  a  less  quantity  of  ice  was  brought  up 
hy  the  flood  tide  than  usual ;  and  at  low  watet* 
they  fortunately  recovered  their  anchor  and  cable. 

*  All  communication  with  the  shore  was  now  at  an  end ; 
and  by  the  yiolence  with  which  the  ic«-,  almost  irn  hard  and 
ponderons  as  the  solid  rock,  was  frequently  driren  afcaiiiitt 
the  ship's  bows,  created  serious  apprehensions  Irst  the  hull 
of  the  vessel  should  sustain  some  irreparable  injury.  lu 
addition  to  these  unpleaf.ant  circumstances,  en  heaving  the 
slack  of  the  cable  at  high  water,  they  saw  it  had  been 
chafed  by  rubbing  against  some  rocks  at  the  bottom.  To 
liaTc  quitted  a  station  so  precarious,  uud  so  pregnant  with 


They  were  again  much  incommoded  by  the  ice 
the  following  day;  but  by  moving  their  statin, 
a  little  to  the  south-eastward,  the  cable  at  M 
water  was  found  to  have  hooked  to  a  rock  aij 
the  ship  grounded;  and  so  remained  till  iUe^ 
floated  off  by  the  return  of  the  flood  tide.  Th 
weather  altered  on  the  3d :  the  sky  was  obscurey 
by  thick  misty  rain  and  fog,  which  continued  tj 
the  4th ;  when  the  weather  again  became  faJ 
and  pleasant :  the  surface  of  the  water  was  uearll 
free  from  ice,  and  opened  a  communication  fj 
transacting  business  on  the  shore. 

In  the  evening  Mr.  Whidbey  and  his  party  i 
turned  on  board,  after  having  accomplished  th 
service  he'had  been  sent  to  perform ;  as  his  ej 
aminations  were  principally  relative  to  nautical 
mathematical,    and  philosophical    objects, 
again  decline  giving  our  readers  a  particular  dd 
tail  of  those  abstruse  objects: — We  mean,  hoii 
ever,  to  introduce  an  accoimt  of  such  remarkaU 
occurrences  as  may  arise,  independent  of  scientil 
subjects. — One   evening,    in  particular,  on 
discharge  of  some  musquets  that  had  becon 
damp,  fifteen  Indians  came  from  the  woods, 
with  great  cheerfulness  and  affability  weico 
them  to  their  region,  by  presenting  them 
some  dried  salmon ;    for  which   Mr.  Whidh 
made    at  least    an   adequate  return;   and 
companied    them  to    their  habitations,  whiJ 
were  about  a  mile  from  the  boats,  and  consists 
of  two  huts  that  seemed  to  have  been  recesj 
built.     Each  of  these  fabrics  contained  a  tamif 
of  about  fifteen  persons,  including  difterentagi 
and  both  sexes;  whose  behaviour  was  marki 
with  that  dccorimi  which  had  been  einineBtl 
preserved  among  their  coimtrymen  who  hadvisl 
ed  the  ship. 

The  next  morning  their  stirvey  was  continit 
through  the  rocky  labyrinth,  extending 
seven  leagues  along  the  shore.  Great  circuj 
speetioti  was  necessary  to  conduct  the  boats  cla 
of  these  dangerous  pyramiditral  rocks,  risiii 
I)erpendi«ularly  from  a  base  at  the  depth  of  foi 

disasters,  would  have  bi'cn  a  happy  ri'lief;  but,  hadtl 
been  erer  so  much  iueliucd,  this  resource,  was  denied tbi 
for  not  a  breath  of  air  had  been  in  motioii  during  the  I 
twcntV'four  hours.  Had  they  attempted  to  mure,  U 
must  have  rusigni'd  themselves  tu  the  influence  uid  i 
petuosity  of  the  stream,  enevmbercd  with  huge  nias«al 
ice,  through  a  narr</\v  and  intricate  channel ;  without  t 
able  to  convey  any  intimation  for  the  guidance  of  the  a 
part  of  tkcir  little  cuuuuiuitty  in  the  boats. 
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{onine  fathoms.  Had  any  of  their  boats  ground- 
ed on  them  with  the  rapidity  of  the  falling  tide, 
jjgtant  destruction  could  only  be  expected.'  This 
eifriiordinary  rugged  region  appeared  to  join 
(he  southern  side  of  the  nhoal,  on  which  the 
Resolution  had  grounded  in  1778:  it  must  there- 
fore be  considered  as  a  very  fortunate  circuin- 
itance,  that  neither  Captaii\  Cook  nor  themselves 
d  attempted  to    pass  on  the   south    of  that 

iboal*. 

The  Russians,  who  had  resided  at  this  station 
1  about  four  years,  appeared  to  be  perfectly  con- 
tent to  live  after  the-manner  of  the  native  Indians; 
pirtakingwith  equal   relish  and  appetite  their 
nauseous  food,  adopting  the  same  fashion,  and 
weariogthe  same  apparel;  differing  from  them 
odIv  in  their  exterior  appearance  by  the  omission 
of  paint  upon  their  faces,  and  by  their  not  de- 
corating their  persons  with  any  of  the  Indian 
ornaments.     They  seemed  to  live   on  the  most 
jotimate  terms  of  friendship  with  the  Indians  of 
J  ill  descriptions,  who  were  perfectly  satisfied  in 
I keing  subjected  to  the  Russian  authority. 

Captain  Vancouver  observes,  that  as  the  navi- 

[{[ators  advanced  to  the  north-east  of  this  river, 

[the  western  shore  gradually  inclined  towards  the 

ctstern,  till  they  were  within  half  a  mile  of  each 

I  other;  and  that  by  continuing  to  advance  about 
[two  miles,  their  curiosity  became  satisfied,  by 
Ueingits  eastern  banks  unite  with  those  on  the 
Uestern  side,  and  terminate  in  a  circuiar  form; 
[tb^most  distant  part  appearing  to  be  within  half 

I I  league  of  them.  The  ivater  vvhich  flowed  be- 
Itween  the  banks,  still  retained  a  very  considerable 
■degree  of  saltness,  and  clearly  demonstrated  that 
iBeither  by  falls,  marshes,  or  fens,  any  lar^e  quantity 
I  of  fresh- water  found  its  way  to  the  ocean  by  tins 
[coiomunication;  and  that,  consequently,  "  ac- 
Icording  to  the  general  acceptation  of  gengra- 
Iphical  terms,  this  can  be  no  longer  considered 

•  In  pursuing  his  surTcy  of  Cooli's  river,  Mr.  Whidbcy 
ItbwrTes,  that  he  saw  one  large  house,  about  fifty  feet  long, 
■twenty-four  wide,  and  ten  in  height.  It  was  appropriated 
llothe  residence  of  nineteen  Russians,  and  snperinttMidcHi 
Ih)  an  elderly  man,  who  conducted  their  party  into  the 
Ihousr,  by  a  small  door,  which  was  the  only  entrance, 
leaving  scatfd  them  at  a  table,  near  the  ujiper  end  of  the 
jmaasion,  a  repast  consisting  of  dried  fish  and  cranberries 
pas  produced.  But  the  offensive  odor  of  the  house  took 
|iway  any  relish  for  such  dainties.     The  attentive  host, 
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as  a  7'iv(T:  I  shall' therefore  distinguish  it  hence- 
forth as  an  inlet."  Thus  terminated  this  very 
extensive  opening  on  the  coast  of  north-west 
America,  to  which  had  the  first  discoverer  of  it, 
whose  name  it  bears,  dedicated  one  day  more  to 
its  examination,  he  would  have  spared  the  theo- 
retical navigators  the  trouble  of  ascribing  to  this 
arm  of  the  ocean  a  channel,  to  which  an  existing 
north-west  |)assage  to  the  ocean  might  ultimately 
be  discoveved. 

While  our  navigators  were  making  these  ob- 
servations for  ascertaining  the  termination  of 
Cook's  Inlet,  they  were  attended  by  a  party  of 
the  natives,  who  conducted  themselves  with  great 
decorum,  and  earnestly  invited  them  to  their 
habitation,  at  the  distance  of  about  a  mile  from 
the  water-side :  it  had  the  appearance  of  being 
constructed  by  the  Russians,  but  was  much  out 
of  repair,  and  seemed  to  be  now  considered  as 
only  a  temporary  resting  place  for  travellers. 
Accepting  the  invitation,  they  were  cheerfully 
and  affably  received  by  the  vvhole  party ;  who, 
on  finding  their  intentions  were  speedily  to  de- 
part, solicited  them  to  prolong  their  stay.  As 
ail  additional  inducement,  they  added,  that  their 
friendly  young  chief  Chaikloollz  was  at  no  great 
distance,  and  would  speedily  arrive  at  their 
dwelling.  But  having  satisfied  their  curiosity, 
they  repaired  towards  the  ship  with  the  first  of 
the  ebb  tide ;  and  arrived  on  board  about  four  in 
the  afternoon,  where  every  thing  was  in  readiness 
to  take  them  down  the  inlet  the  next  morning. 

In  the  evening  two  guns  were  heard  \n  the 
offing;  and  the  next  niorning,  Wednesday  tlip 
the  7th,  a  brig  was  seen  at  anchor,  which  proved 
to  be  the  Chatham.  About  noon  Mr.  Puget 
came  on  board,  who  related  sundry  particular* 
which  had  occasioned  the  separation,  and  other 
inevitable  causes  of  delay. 


perceiving  a  reluctance  in  the  gnosis  to  parfftic  6t' the  »•*. 
freshmcnts  that  had  been  set  before  them,  ordered  the 
cranberries  from  the  table,  and  caused  them  to  !»  beateii 
up  into  a  ragout  with  some  train  oil;  when  tho.y  were  again 
served  up,  and  were  expected  tu  have  been  eaten  witii 
avidity.  But  these  hospitable  endeavours  to  please  proving 
unsuccessful,  and  the  gentlemen  having  sacrificed  as  much 
to  politeness  as  their  stomachs  could  bear,  sought  relief  iu 
brcathtDg  the  pure  air,  and  instantly  returned  to  their  tcnts.

THE  weather  being  remarkably  serene,  the 
morning;  of  the  16th  of  May  was  ushered 
in  by  a  sight  tliiit  had  been  little  expected  in  these 
t>ras.  A  numerous  fleet  of  canoes  collected  about 
the  Discovery,  each  carrying  only  two  men;  and 
«t  the  same  time  a  considerable  number  of  them 
visiied  the  Chatham ;  the  whole  fleet  containing 
about  four  hundred  Indians.  With  a  true  mer- 
cantile spirit,  they  instantly  engaged  in  commer- 
rial  dealings,  bartering  away  their  hunting  and 
iishing  irijplements,  which  had  been  neatly  Vna- 
nufactured  from  the  sinews  of  diflerent  animals: 
and  with  bags  curiously  decorated  with  needle 
'work,  performed  on  the  thin  membrane  of  the 
whale's  intestines.  These  articles,  with  some  fish^ 
and  their  ingenious  models  of  canoes,  constituted 
the  principal  commerce  with  these  people,  as 
well  as  with  the  natives  in  Cook's  Inlet.  Furs 
seemed  now  no  longer  considered  as  forming  a 
part  of  their  apparel,  as  they  had  been  on  a  former 
visit.  These  Americans  were  now  satisfied  with 
the  skins  of  birds  or  quadrupeds  of  inconsiderable 
value.  This  frugal  fashion  was  probably  in- 
troduced by  their  Russian  friends,  in  order  to 
increase  the  number  of  the  skins  of  the  sea  otter, 
ermine,  martin,  and  foxes,  and  such  other  animals 
as  come  under  the  denomination  of  furs,  which 
are  worth  the  trouble  of  importing. 
"'  These  good  people  conducted  themselves  with 
great  probity,  and  continued  with  our  navigators 
till  near  noon,  when  they  all  retired  to  a  bay,  they 
were  then  abreast  of.  The  haziness  of  the  atmos- 
phere on  the  18th  prevented  their  seeing  the  coast ; 
and  in  the  afternoon  they  passed  Chiswell's  Isles. 
The  intention  of  our  navigators  was  to  have 
passed  along  the  south-east  side  of  Montiigue 
Island,  but  the  wind  veering  about  to  the  east- 

*  Whilst  thny  continued  at  anciior,  they  were  visited  by 
four  of  the  natives,  in  two  small  canoes,  one  of  whom  was  au 
elderly  man,  who  steemcd  to  linow  they  were  from  I'Ingland; 
EK  he  frequently  made  use  of  ttie  words  "  English,  Portlock, 
and  Nootka".  The  meaning  of  the  two  former  was  per. 
fectly  comprehended;  and  by  the  latter  was  supposed  to  be 
Bteant  the  Tcssel  in  which  Mr.  Mearcs  had  passed  a  winter 
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ward,  and  the  weather  being  overcast,  (lievbore 
up,  and  in  the  evening  they  anchored  uithin  the 
south  point  of  this  island*. 

On  the  23d  they  remained  under  sail  till  about! 
ten  o'clock,  when  a  sudden  flurry  of  wind  veiilod 
its  whole  fury  on  them  with  such  immense  vio- 
lence, that,  though  the  topsails  were  down  be- 
fore it  was  at  its  height,  all  the  masts  wereex-l 
peetcd  to  have  gone  over  the  side;  but  fortiniafe-l 
ly  they  escaped  with  the  loss  of  the  foreyard  only  I 
and  the  splitting  of  most  of  their  sails  then  set'l 
and  being  then  at  no  great  distanre  from  the! 
shore  of  Montague   Island,  they  anchored  ia| 
iifteen  fathoms  water,  struck  the  top-gallan(- 
masts,  and  replaced  their  damaged  sails. 

Lieutenant  Swaine,  with  the  carpenters  andai 
party  of  men,  was  sent  on  shore  to  procure  al 
fo  yard,  in  which  they  almost  instantly  surceed-I 
ed :  this  was  directed  to  be  rough-squared,  onlyl 
in  such  a  way  as  to  admit  of  its  being  used  furl 
the  present  to  convey  them  to  Chalmer's  harbour,! 
where  the  ship  was  to  remain  whilst  the  boatil 
were  engaged  in  exploring  the  navigable  extentl 
of  th«  opening.  On  the  26th  the  forevard  wasl 
sent  on  shore  to  be  properly  finished ;  and  varioml 
necessary  repairs,  in  and  about  the  vessel,  were| 
diligently  engaged  in. 

Two  boat  parties  were  now  equipped:  on*! 
under  the  direction  of  Mr  Whidbey,  and  Ihej 
other  of  Mr.  Johnstone:  the  former  with  the! 
yawl  and  large  cutter ;  and  Mr.  Johnstone  withl 
the  Chatham's  and  the  Discovery's  smaller  tuttpr.l 
Their  respective  objects  were  a  survey  of  tkl 
western  shore  of  tlic  exterior  coast  of  Capfl 
Suckling;  on  which  service  they  departed  ontliel 
17th.  I 

The  weather  being  serene  and  pleasant,  wail 

in  this  sound.  These  people  had  nothing  to  dispose  ofl 
nor  could  they  be  [ircTailed  on  to  venture  on  board,  thou;lil 
they  had  no  objection  to  receive  such  trivial  presents  isl 
were  bestowed  on  thi'm ;  expressing  their  acknowlcdgmeniir 
in  the  ilussian  language,  and  intimating  tliat  thfy  wciel 
people  of  that  nation  residing  up  the  sound. 
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lly  favourable  to  these  excursionsj  and  to 
'  ^pective  eraployments.     Among  the  latter 
rnavieators  attempted  to  take  some  fish  >vith 
.  jeinc,  but  without  success :  on  the  28th  the 
jier  became  gloomy  and  overcast,  and  the 
descended  in  torrents  till  the  30th,  when  it 
jited.    During  the  night  it  became  calm,  and 
iliTOurable  alteration  was  expected  to  have 
I  place :  but  about  five  in  the  morning  of  the 
hit,  the  wind  resumed  its  easterly  direction  with 
(cumulated  violence.     The  stream  cable  gave 
fi(,  and  broke  near  the  anchpr ;  and,  on  a  closer 
nination,  it  was  discovered  to  be  stranded  in 
different  places.

This  very  unpleasant  weather 
jtinued  till  June  2d,  when  it  became  more 
oquil,  the  ship  was  re-moored,   the  stream 
hor  recovered,  and  thieir  other  essential  con- 
were  again  in  a  train  of  .execution.     On 
j  3d  they  h:;d  the  mortification  to  be  convinced, 
[the  carpenters  employed  on  the  bowsprit, 
it  it  was  entirely  rotten  in  the  middle,  and  that 
llbe  time  and  labour  upon  that  business  had 
lapplied  to  no  effect*. 
[Ealy  on  the  5th  they  were  visited  by  some 
gers,  who  landed  from  their  canoes  at  the 
itwing  tent.     As  they  intimated  no  desire  of 
siting  the  vessels.  Captain  Vancouver  paid  his 
mpliments  to  the  party  on  shore;  which  con- 
ned of  eight  Indians  and  a  Russian:  he  parti- 
ily  invited  the  latter  on  board,  and  request- 
Ihe  would  prevail  on  the  Indians  to  procure 
I  some  fish,  for  which  they  should  be  thank- 
Illy  rewarded.     The  invitation  was  positively 
Iciiiied,  but  he  signified  an  inclination  to  pro- 
Ire  some  fish  for  theni :  in  consequence  of  which 
canoes   were   launched,  and   the  party   ac- 
Irdingly  set  ofl; 

'  On  tlic  4tb,  being  the  anniversary  of  his  ilajcity's 
livity,  no  work  was  engaged  in  but  that  o(;  hauling  ihe 
ne,  in  the  pleasini;  oxpuctatiuii  uf  proiurini;  soniu  fnh 
t  the  people's  dinner.

K  the  three  paid  our  navigatorran  early  visi^  on  the  7tli ;

Hated  as  tome  disappointment  to  the  captain,  as  he 
led  on  the  performance  of  their  promise  uf  furnishing 
I  with  an  ample  supply  of  tiib.    The  Uus^iau  wlio  had 


In  the  evening  two  of  the  rahoes  returned,  with 
four  of  the  Indian  visitors;  but  the  Russian  was 
not  of  the  party;  nor  did  any  of  the  Indians  ex- 
hibit any  fish,  or  other  article  for  sale.  The 
captain  made  them  several  presents,  with  which 
they  seemed  exceedingly  delighted;  and  par- 
ticularly informed  them  that  he  had  an  abundance 
of  such  articles,  which  he  would  gladly  exchange 
with  them  for  fish,  wild  fowl,  &c.  As  the 
Russian  had  shewn,  from  his  behaviour,  that  ap- 
prehensions for  his  personal  safety  deterred  him 
from  visiting  the  ship,  the  captam  sent  him  by 
these  Indians  some  beef,  pork,  bread,  and  rum, 
in  order  to  dissipate  his  fears  and  encourage  him 
to  a  perfect  confidence  in  their  pacific  disposition. 

The  four  Indians  again  returned,  bringing 
with  them  two  wild  geese,  and  two  divers,  as  a 
present  from  the  Russian,  who  still  evinced  that 
he  was  much  influenced  by  his  fears ;  though  he 
was  still  evidently  desirous  of  being  enriched  by 
what  our  Europeans  had  to  give  away.  This 
appeared-  from  the  instructions  he  had  invariably 
given  them  to  ask  for  such  articles  as  they  knew 
would  be  highly  acceptable  to  him.  These  were 
readily  entrusted  to  their  charge,  with  a  repetition 
of  the  strongest  assurances  of  their  friendship, 
and  of  their  earnest  solicitations  to  see  them  on 
board  f. 

On  the  8th  the  wind  blew  fresh  from  the 
northward,  accompanied  with  bright  shining 
weather.  In  the  forenoon  Mr.  Johnstone  and 
his  party  returned,  having  completed  the  exa- 
mination of  his  limits  on  the  inside  of  the  sounds — 
The  following  particulars  which  came  under  his 
notice,  have  a  claim  io  our  attention  in  the 
general  history  of  Captain  Vancouver's  voyage, 
and  are  not  of  too  confined  a  nature  to  be  in- 
troduced into  a  performance  calculated  for  general 
amusement  and  information. 

The  evening  became  impleasant  as  the  day  ad- 
vanoed,  and  a  very  hard  gale  of  wind  blew  from 

given  incontesliblu  proofs  of  his  uuMillingness  to  enter  the 
ship,  was  named  Ammus  XicDnnurvitch  nalliisian.  He  was 
better  acquainted  with  g<!(>graphy,  and  fiie  sea,  charts,  than 
any  of  his  coiupaiiiuns,  and  in  other  respects  appeared  to 
be  a  sensible  intelligent  man:  speedily  compreheudiiiji;  the 
object  of  the  wishes  and  enquiries  of  our  navigators  in  this 
part  of  the  world.  In  the  course  of  conversation,  the  cap. 
tain  having  expressed  a  desire  of  seeing  a  Russian  chart  of 
their  modern  discoveries  in  this  ocean,  he  said  he  had  such 
a  chart  at  Port  Etches,  which  hart  been  lately  constructed: 
this  he  offered  to  procure;  and,  after  taking  some  refresh- 
ments, departed  for  that  purpose,  leaving  his  couipaiiious 
b«hiiid. 
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the  eastward^  attended  with  heavy  rain.  About 
noon  the  party  reached  Snug-comer  cove,  where 
shelter  might  have  been  found  from  the  existing 
inclement  weather;  but  Mr.  Jolmstonc,  eager 
to  prosecute  his  survey,  and  supposing  Ihat  some 
other  secure  relreat  might  be  met  wilh  before 
night,  pursued  his  route  between  the  ^outh  point 
of  the  cove,  and  the  island  lying  off  it.  The 
east(>rly  ^lAc  continued  increasing,  insomuch  that 
the  viohuice  of  the  storm  induced  them  to  retire 
to  the  island  they  had  just  observed,  where  they 
hauled  the  boats  on  shore  to  preserve  them  from 
the  wind  and  sea:  to  which  they  were  much  ex- 
posed by  their  critical  and  insecure  situation. 

Soon  after  the  party  had  landed,  a  loud  cry 
from  the  woods  assailed  their  cars,  of  "  Latvlcc 
LttWlee,"  signifying  friendship ;  and  four  Indians 
instantly  appeared,  with  extended  arms,  and 
making  pacific  gestures  to  shew  their  aversion 
to  hostile  purposes ;  which  being  returned,  with 
some  trivial  presents  from  the  party,  friendship 
and  civility  were  established  on  both  sides.  The 
Indians'  canoe  had  been  just  hauled  up  within 
the  skirts  of  the  wood,  but.their  residence  was  at 
a  considerable  distance;  the  violence  of  the  storm 
only  had  driven  them  here  for  shelter.  It  after- 
wards appe«  '  however,  that  these  worthy 
natives  thoug  oper  to  steal  away  during  the 
night.  This  abtjpt  departure  occasioning  sus- 
picions of  their  delinquency,  enquiry  was  made 
into  the  particulars;  when  it  was  soon  discovered 
that  an  axe  was  missing  which  had  been  used 
the  preceding  day.  This  implement  could  not 
have  been  purloined  without  the  unpardonable 
negligence  of  those  upon  the  watch;  a  fault 
which  in  future  was  properly  noticed  by  Mr. 
Johnstone,  who  adopted  such  measures  as  pro- 
duced a  different  conduct  in  those  who  had  been 
thus  inattentive  to  their  duty,  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  excursion.  In  the  course  of  the 
survey,  they  discovered  oii  their  landing,  an  old 
bear  nearly  at  the  top  of  a  pine-tree,  with  two 
cubs :  the  former  instantly  descended,  and  made 
it6  escape ;  but  the  young  ones  were  shot,  and 
aftbrded  them  an  excellent  repast.  The  party 
indeed  fared  tolerably  well  on  tliis  expedition, 
having  killed  several  wild  fowl,  and  collected  an 
immense  quantity  of  eggs  on  the  rocks  where 
ihey  had  landed. 

This  party  had  entered  port  Etches,  which 
Mr.  Johnstone  had  the  captain's  directions  to 
visit,  if  circumstances  would  permit  him  so  to 


do,    to  obtain  some  geographical  informitid 
froni  the  Russians  established  in  that  place,  whd 
habitation  they  found  situated  in  the  north-wj 
part  of  that  port.     Here  they  were  received  w3 
every  mart  of  politeness  and  respect  by  the  ml 
cipal  person,  Mr.  Peter  Colomenee,  wholiadi 
direction  of  an  extensive  commercial  eslabiy 
ment.     Mr.  Colomenee  then  conducted  the  pai 
to  the  Russian  residence,  which  was  defendei]  I 
a  galliot  of  about  seventy  tons  hurtlien,  hauM 
on  shore,  placed  erect,  and  forming  nearly  ol 
side  of  the  square,  within  which  their  houj 
were  built.     On  board  this  vessel  some  ami 
Russians  constantly  resided,  and  on  her*W 
some  swivel  and  carriage  guns  were  moiinti 
three  of  the  latter  were  al8<»  observed  at  thee 
trance  of   the  large  common  dwelling  hou. 
Here  they  were  seated  to  partake  of  a  breakU 
consisting  of  the   following   delicacies— boiU 
seal's  flesh,  train  oil,  and  a  small  dccoctiun] 
eggs;  served  up  with  a  degree  of  neatnejscJ 
respondent  to  the  delicaey   of  the  actich] 
which  the  repast  was  composed;  the  skin,  i 
most  of  the  hair,  still  adhering  to  the  il 
the  seal,  did  not  operate  as  a  provocative  ont 
occasion.     Mr.  Johnstone  desired  to  addai 
lion  of  chocolate,  beef,  and  bread  to  the  bra 
fast;  which  was  readily  admitted,  and  tovli 
their  Russian  host  rendered  ample  justice. 

Mr.  Johnstone  said  there  were  but  a  few  1 
dians  in  the  neighbourhood  of  this  settlen 
but  he  believed  they  had  a  considerable  villi 
at  the  head  of  the  port:  the  Russians  werti 
to  amount  to  about  a  hundred.     In  coiisiden 
of   the  attentive  reception  he  had  experiei 
from  Mr.  Colomenee,  and  in  return  for  thefarn 
their  party  had   received  from  the  Kiissiaul 
the    Indian    village,    Mr.  Johnstone  prewnl 
their  hospitable  host, ;t  with  such  articles  of  tn 
and  consumption  as  were  then  remaining;  anioi 
which  was  about  half  a  gallon  of  rum;  whij 
was  considered  as  the  most  acceptable  complin 
of  the  whole.     Mr.  Colomenee  declared  he  I 
not,  for  a  considerable  time,  been  in  the  ad 
possession    of    such    a  delightful    quantitjj 
spirituous    liquor.       The  immediate,  and 
moderate  use  of  it,  indeed,  soon  proved  it  t«| 
a  fortunate  circumstance  that  his  situation |i 
eluded  him  the  indulgence  of  such  luiuril 
Though  his  previous  deportment,  superiorstati 
and  venerable  age,  entitled  him  to  the  uti 
respect  of  every  rational  individual;  be  been

with  them  till  they  were  clear  of  the  port;  Mhich 
they  did  not  eflTcct  till  about  noon  on  the  20th f. 

Captain  Vancouver  particularly  mentions  Icy 
Baij,  i.nd  Mount  St.  Elias:  he  observes  that,  by 
ten  in  the  forenoon  on  the  294h  of  June  he  tacked 
in  twenty-three  fathoms,  within  a  league  of  the 
east  point  of  the  above  icy  bay,  which  he  named 
Point  Riou.  It  is  low,  and  well  wooded,  with 
a  small  ii^laiid  to  the  westward  of  it.  Eastward 
from  the  steep  cliiTs  that  tcrrminate  this  bay,  and 
from  whence  the  ice  passes  into  the  sea,  the  coast 
has  a  spacious  margin  of  low  land,  rising  from  a 
gradual  ascent  to  the  foot  of  the  chain  of  lofty 
mountains,  whose  summits  arc  the  base  from 
whence  ATovnt  St.  Elian  towers,  majestically 
conspicuous  in  regions  of  perpetual  frost.  As 
they  advanced  along  the  coast  from  point  Riou, 
the  country  became  less  woody,  and  further  to 
the  eastward  vegetation  gradually  disappeared, 
and  presented  a  naked  barren  country. 

On  the  7th  of  July  the  captain  was  visited  by 
some  of 'the  inhabitants  in  a  canoe,  who  came 
alongside  without  much  hesitation;  but  would 
not  venture  on  board,  luiloss  a  hostage  was  sent 
into  their  canoe  as  a  security  for  their  safe  return. 
Their  request  was,  however,  complied  with: 
one  of  the  European  seamen  was  sent  into 
their  vehicle,  and  an  Indian  was  received  on 
board ;  to  whom  such  presents  were  made  as 
were  expected  to  have  been  found  acceptable, 
and  to  encourage  tlieuj  in  otFices  of  friendship.! 
This  treatment  operated  as  might  have  been  ex- 
pected, for  the  Indian  remained  on  board  in  a 
state  of  perfcTt  ease  and  Natisfaction;  till  a  breeze 
fr(»m  the  south-west  sprang  up,  which  was 
favourable  for  our  navigators'  proceeding  intd 
Cross  Sound,  he  desired  his  man  to  come  on 
board,  and  intimated  to  the  native  that  he  must 
rcturuto  his  canoe ;  but  his  countrymen  expressed 

harclly  any  of  them  apiiroachod  the  ship:  Though  Mr. 
Wliidbi'V  had  cosstid  near  four  hundred  and  twenty  milci 
of  the  shores  of  the  peninsula  and  continent,  he  did  not 
meet  with  more  than  lliirtecn  of  the  Indians:  neither  did  he 
sen  any  of  llioir  habitations,  or  deserted  villages.  Hence  it 
appears  that  the  population  of  Prince  William's  Sound  is 
very  inconsiderablo,  when  compared  with  its  extent.  The 
appcaranec  of  the  adjacent  coiintries  gavo  them  every  reason 
to  believe  that  fliese  regions  were  very  thinly  inhabited — It 
was  also  remarked,  that,  during  the  surveying  excursions, 
not  a  sea. otter  had  been  seen  :  whales  or  seals  were  seldom 
found ;  and  wild  fowl  were  less  abundaut  in  Mr.  Whidbey's, 
than  in  Mr.  Johnstone's  expedition.

a  resolution  of  detaining  their  new  companion; 
and  it  was  nut  till  menacing  signs  were  used,  by 
producing  nuisqucts,  and  hoisting  nut  a  boat, 
that  he  was  sullcred  to  quit  the  cnnoe.  No  sooner 
had  the  European  sailor  got  on  boa^d  the  ship 
than  he  was  presented  with  a  sea-otter  skin,  and 
some  other  trivial  natlors,  by  a  man  who  had 
the  appearance  of  the  principal  or  chief  of  the 
party,  and  to  whom  the  captain  made  a  very 
ample  return.  After  this  the  Indians  departed 
singing,  and  our  navigators  proceeded  up  Cross 
sound,  a  spacious  opening  in  the  coast;  and,  as 
Captain  Cook  correctly  observes,  branches  into 
several  arms,  the  largest  appearing  to  take  a 
northerly  direction*. 

Chapter  X  of  the  original  contains  a  survey  of 
the  exterior  coast  of  King  George  the  Third's 
Archipelago;  and  relates  two  boat  excursions, 
rendering  more  complete  the  survey  of  the  con- 
tinental shore,  of  north-west  America.  To  justify 
our  omission  of  these  and  several  other  particulars 
of  a  limited  and  scientific  nature,  we  have  taken 
the  liberty  to  quote  Captain  Vancouver's  own 
words;  which  are  as  follow — "  I  have  cousidcred 
it  essential  to  the  illustration  of  our  survey,  to 
state  very  exactly  not  only  the  track  of  the  vessels 
when  navigating  these  regions,  but  likewise  those 
of  the  boats  when  so  employed,  as  well  when  I 
was  present  myself,  as  Avhenthey  were  conducted 
by  Mr.  Whidbey  or  Mr.  Johnstone,  on  whom 
the  execution  of  that  laboriotis  and  dangerous 

*  Chapter  VIII  which  h  hprc  iiitrudiiccd  in  the  original 
work,  is  devoted  to  Mr.  Pu^et's  survey  of  the  roast  between 
Prince  William's  and  Cross  sounds.  The  transactions  in 
chapter  IX  are  foroi,>rii  to  our  present  purpose,  as  they  arc 
principally  occupied  in  an  account  of  a  boat  excursion, 
and  a  description  of  Aithorp  and  Cross  sound.  The 
following  circumstance  may,  however,  be  entitled  to  at- 
tention. On  the  tSth  of  July  in  the  afternoon,  the  amica- 
ble intercourse  of  the  Kuropeans  \i  ith  the  inhabitants  of  the 
country,  was  in  some  measure  interrupted,  by  the  dctiH'tion 
of  one  of  them  in  the  act  of  stealing  some  of  the  lower  part 
of  the  rudder  chaius:  Musquets  were  fired  to  induce  the 
delinquents  in  the  canoe  to  return  their  priitc,  but  tu  no 
effect:  the  launch  was  therefore  seut  in  pursuit  of  the  canon, 
and  when  the  Indians  were  on  the  point  of  lauding  the 
canoe  overset,  and  most  of  the  stolen  goods  were  left,  be. 
sides  several  other  valuables  they  had  collected  in  the  course 
of  the  day.  The  ofl'oirders,  consisting  of  two  women  and 
one  man,  were  taken  prisoners,  and,  together  with  their 
canue,  conveyed  on  board.  The  three  delinquents  were 
ordered  into  irons ;  but  they  had  not  been  long  in  this  dis- 
graceful situation  before  the  captain  received  a  very  penitent 
petition  from  the  two  ladies,  who,  on  their  joint  promise 
of  future  good  behaviour,  were  liberated.  The  man  re- 
mained in  confincmeat  till  the  19th,  at  which  time  it  was 
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service  principally  fell,  and  to  whom  I  fed  my  J 
indebted  for  the  zeal  with  which  they  engaccd  J 
it  on  all  occasions.  •  The  perusal  of  these  n  '1 
of  our  voj/age  to  persons  not  particularly  inknX 
ed,  I  am  conscious  will  afford  hut  little  ent 

The    following  particulars,    however,   fr 
Mr.  Whidbey 's  narrative  of  this  survey,  t!l 
hardly  be  found  uin'nteresting — In  order  to  d'l 
the   wet  clothes  of  his   party,   and  to  give  ] 
thorough  cleaning  to  the  boats,  Mr.  AVhidbel 
landed  on  a  commodious  beach ;  but  before  th 
party  had  finished  their  business  a  large  canoi 
arrived;    in  which    were    several  women  at 
children,    and  sixteen  stout  Indian  men   w| 
Mere  without   fire-arms.     Their  beljuvio'iir  o 
the  beach  was  courteous  and  friendly  for  a  littj 
time,  but  their  conduct  afterwards  assumed] 
very  suspicious  appearance:  the  children  witi 
drew  into  the  woods,  and  the  others  fixed  the! 
daggers    round  their  wrists;    exhibiting  otb 
hostile  indications.      To   avoid  the  chance 
disagreeable  consequences,  Mr.  Whidbey  tlioug 
it  most   humane    and    prudent  to  depart,  ad 
he  continued  his  route  down  the  branch  alon 
its  south-west  shore.     The  Indians  did  the  sani] 
but  kept  on  the  opposite  shore,  aud  suddenl 
the  canoe  disappeared  f. 

This  conduct  of  the  Indians  greatly  attraclJ 
the  observation  of  the  party,  and  whilst  M 
were  observing   the  motions  of  these  peopl] 

asserted  that  a  similar  theft  had  been  committed  on  boi 
the  Chatham,  it  was  therefore  thought  expedient  to  maj 
an  example  of  the  thief  in  their  possession,  as  it  mijlit  j 
attended  with  the  desirable  eflect  of  prevuating  futik 
misdemeanours;  for  (his  reason  only  ho  was  puiiiiihed vi 
four  doxen  lashes:  after  Which  his  canoe  was  rcturnedl 
him,  and  he  and  his  ladies  were  discharged. 

f  To  avoid  any  communication  with  these  people, 
party  stojiped  to  dine  near  the  high  bluff  observed  ffJ 
point  Vandeput,  but  before  they  had  finished  their  repv 
the  same  Indians  were  seen  coming  round  the  point  of  d 
cove  where  (he  party  had  retired,  and  within  a  qiurlerl 
a  mile  of  their  dinner  station.  As  the  canoe  approaclM 
a  mnsquet  was  fired  over  it,  to  deter  the  Indians  fromij 
▼ancing ;  but  it  had  a  contrary  effect,  as  they  came  rorwi 
with  greater  eagerness;  but  on  a  second  shot  boiugl 
at  the  canoe,  they  instantly  retreated,  and  took 
station  behind  the  point.  Still  as  Mr.  Whidbey  suspt 
they  were  projecting  some  method  of  annoyance  by  surpn 
he  hastcneil  the  meal  of  his  party,  and  put  off  from  ^ 
shore.  His  conjectures  were  soon  proved  to  have  I 
well  founded;  for  .instantly  a  number  of  armed  jk 
issued  from  the  woods,  exactly  at  the  spot  where  tlwF 
had  dined;  and  almost  at  the  same  point  of  time  tiiec 
was  again  seen  paddling  round  the  point  of  the  core. 
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lAeir  tit>;>>tion  M/ts  more  aerecably  excited  by 
lAe  return  of  the  Doats  under  the  direction  oi* 
I Sr.  Johnstone.  On  the  sight  of  these  the  In- 
Lw  diMipFafcd. 

I  The  captain  also  informs  his  readers',  that  Mr. 
Ifbidbey  had  his  directions  to  take  possesion  of 
l^e  continent,  from  New  Georgia  north-wcst- 
L|(d  to  Cape  Spencer,  with  the  adjacent  islandi) 
lieyhad  discovered  within  those  limits,  in  the 
■•line  of  his  Britannie  Majesty,  his  heirs  and 
lors.      This,  on  the  parties  stopping  to 


dine,  was  carried  into  execution;  the  colours 
weic  displayed,  the  boats'  crew  drawn  up  iiiidor 
arms,  and  possesKion  taken  under  the  diHchiir^-o 
of  three  vollies  of  nuisquetry,  with  all  the  uhuuI 
formalities;  and  a  double  allowance  ofgrogservcd 
to  the  respective  crews  for  the  nurposeof  drinking 
his  majesty's  health.  This  circumstance  hnvinp; 
taken  place  on  the  birth-day  of  Frederic  duke  ot 
York,  the  sound  in  which  the  ceremony  took 
place,  was  honoured  with  the  name  of  Princk 
Frederic's  Sound.

The  wind  at  north-west,  accompanied  by  c?»ar 

pleasant  weather,  brought  our  navigators, 

the  Sd  of  September,  to  an  anchor  in  Friendly 

ve,  Nootka  sound.     Here  they  found  his  Ca- 

lolic  Majesty's    armed    vessels  the    Princissa, 

luasu,  and  the  St.  Carlos,  belonging  to  the 

ablishment  at  St.  Bias,  and  several  other  ves^ 

k  The  princissa,  commanded  by  Senr.  Fidalgo 


had  .irrived  from  St.  Bias  the  day  before,  and 
had  brought  hither  Brigadier  General  Don  Jose 
Manual  Alava,  colonel  of  the  regiment  of  Pucbla, 
and  governor  of  Nootka.  This  gentleman  had 
been  appointed  governor  of  Nootka,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  death  of  the  much  esteemed  Senr. 
Quadra,  who  had  died  in  March,  universally 
lamented. 

The  Discovery  having,  in  the  course  of  the 
day,  greatly  outsailed  the  Chatham,  the  latter 
did  not  arrive  till  after  it  was  dark ;  a  formal  visit 
io  the  governor  was  therefore  deferred  till  the 
following  day.  On  Wednesday  the  3A  the  two 
commanders  waited  on  the  governor,  w  ho  resided 
on  board  the  Princissa,  where  they  were  received 
by  him  and  Sen.  Fidalgo  with  great  attention  and 
politeness.  Captain  Vancouver  was  informed  by 
Senr.  Alava,  that  he  was  appointed  to  this 
government  in  order  to  finish  the  pending  nego- 
ciation,  respecting  the  cession  of  these  territories ; 
which,  in  consequence  of  different  constructions 
on  the  first  article  of  the  Spanish  convention  of 
the  28th  of  October  17tK),  had  since  the  month 
of  September  1792,  been  entirely  suspended. 
The  present  governor,  however,  was  still  un- 
provided with  the  credentials  necessary  for  the 
completion  of  this.business  ;  but  on  his  departure 
from  St.  Bias  in  June,  these  documents  were  hour- 
ly expected,  and  a  vessel  was  waiting  there  iu 
readiness  to  be  dispatched  to  this  port,  if  they 
arrived  in  time  for  her  reaching  Nootka  on  the 
15th  of  October;  but  should  she  not  effect  a 
passage  by  that  time,  she  was  to  repair  to  Mon- 
terrey. 
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teney.  lu  consequence  of  this  arrangement, 
Sunr.  Alava  proposed  to  remain  here  till  that 
period  should  arrive;  arJ.  Captain  Vancouver 
also  thought  it  extremely  probable,  that  a  dupli- 
cate of  his  instructions  for  the  like  purpose 
niight  be  transmitted  by  the  same  conveyance*. 

Since  their  arrival  they  had  occasionally  been 
visited  by  JMaquinna,  Clcwpanchxo,  with  some 
of  the  inferior  chiefs,  and  several  of  the  inha- 
bitants, who  brought  to  market  some  fish  and 
venison:  but  most  of  the  people  had  now  retired 
to  their  winter  habitations  up  the  sound.  Senr. 
Alava  expressed  a  desire  to  visit  these  absentees, 
and  as  it  was  generally  known  that  such  an  ex- 
cursion would  be  highly  flattering  to  JVIaqninna, 
and  many  others,  a  party  was  forvned ;  three  of 
the  ships'  boats,  and  a  Spanish  launch  were 
destined  to  convey  the  luggage.  Se'nrs.  Alava 
and  Fidalgo,  with  Mr.  Menzies,  accompanied 
Captain  Vancouver  in  the  Discovery'.s  yawl; 
and  Mr.  Puget,  with  some  of  the  officers  of  the 
Chatham,  went  in  the  cutter;  Lieutenant  Swaine, 
with  some  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  Discovery, 
were  in  their  large  cutter;  and  with  those  in  the 
Spanish  launch,  the  party  consisted  of  fifty-six 
persons. 

As  the  wind  had  not  been  favourable  to  them,  it 
was  sun-set  before  they  arrived  at  a  pleasant  spot 
near  JMnquinna's  village,  where  they  pitched 
♦heir  tents;  but,  as  the  day  was  so  far  advanced, 
their  ceremonial  visit  was  deferred  till  the  next: 
a  message  was  therefore  sent  by  ClcupaneloTV, 
who  had  attended  them  from  the  ships.  But 
Maquinna,  who  was  in  readiness  to  receive  them, 
instantly  dispatched  a  messenger,  requesting  the 
pleasure  of  their  company  that  evening.  This, 
however,  they  thought  proper  to  decline;  but 
some  of  the  gentlemen  walked  to  the  village  to 

*  Under  this  impression,  and  in  ronsidonUion  of  many 
ethp^  circumstanci-s  relative  to  the  situation  of  botli  vessels, 
Captain  Vancouver  resolved  to  remain  till  that  period  with 
8enr.  Alava;  and  if,  in  the  mean  time,  he  shuuld  receive 
any  instructions  fur  the  govoriiiiu'nt  of  his  conduct  res  peeling 
the  restitution  o*"  these  t«i  rilories,  by  the  expected  Spanish 
packet,  or  any  otlier  conveyance,  he  should  be  ready  to 
act  with  Senr.  Aluva  as  the  nature  of  liis  orders  might  re- 
quire. 

The  weather  was  wet  and  gloomy,  but  it  did  not  prevent 
Maquiniia  and  Cleitpaneloio,  with  come  other  chiefs,  and 
several  of  the  natives,  from  visiting  the  vessels :  the  two 
former  received  suitable  p/cscnts,  with  which  they  were 
Jiighiy  satisfied ;  and  the  latter  disposed  of  a  small  quantity 
of  Ash  at  a  very  exorbitant  price.  The  governor,  Scnrv. 
JFidalgo,  Saavadraj   aud  icveral  of  the  Spanish  officers, 


explain  to  hinrthat  it  was  only  the  latcnes  h 
the  hour  that  prevented  their  attending  him  thaO 
evening,  biit  they  would  certainly  wait  on  h?, ' 
in  the  morning. 

After  breakfast  on  the  26th,  the  party  prol 
ceeded  to  Tahsheis,  and  were  welcomed,  ontheij 
approach  to  the  shore,  by  a  vociferous  old  manf 
exclaiming  "  Waroah,     Wacoah" — a  term  exJ 
pressive  of  friendship,  and  the   favonrable  jnl 
tentious  of  the  natives  towards  them.     ThesentiJ 
nients  being  properly  returned  ,  Ihcy  landed,  and 
were   received   by  JMaquinna,   and  two  of  hid 
brothers,  with  loud  and  reiterated  expressions  oi 
"  Wacosh."     This  ceremony  being  ended,  tliej 
were  conducted  through  the  village  to  MaquiiU 
mi's   mansion,    where   they  were  complimented 
with  seats  covered  with  mats  at  the  npjjcr  end  ol 
the  saloon.  [ 

Having  taken  their  places,  twenty  or  tliirlJ 
men  began  each  to  strike  with  a  stick  onaholloTi 
board,  io  summon  the  inhabitants  of  the  villag 
to  that  spot.  This  signal  being  instantly  obevei 
J\Iaquinna  addressed  the  assembled  crowd  witH 
great  earnestness  in  a  speech  of  considerabll 
length,  in  which  he  took  occasion  to  mentioi 
the  infinite  honour  conferred  upon  hira  by  thii 
visit;  and  particularly  endeavoured  tojustiijhf 
own  general  conduct  in  his  political  concerui] 
He  then  proceeded  to  enumerate  the  good  qualitid 
that  were  distinguishable  in  the  character  of  tu 
Spaniards  and  the  English ;  and  that  both  wee] 
strongly  attached  to  himself  and  his  people, 
added,  that  he  hoped  they  would  be  agrecabll 
entertained  by  their  mode  of  receiving  visitors, 

The  performers,  it  appeared,  were  ready  am 
anxious  to  begin  their  performance;  fortiieini 
stant  Maquinna  had  ceased  speaking,  the  liolloi 
board  music  commenced,  and  a  man  fantasticalll 


honoured  our  navigators  with  a  return  of  thiir  visif  ont 
4th  ;  but  in  consequence  of  their  reduced  stork  of  powiJ 
they  were  under  tJic  necessity  of  dcclinini;  the  usual  tn 
mony  of  saluting,  which  was  very  politely  excused  andd 
pcnscd  with  by  the  whole  party. 

Oit  the  10th  the  wind  blew  fresh  from  the  soiitli.eai 
and  exhibited  an   uncommon    instance  of    lightning  aJ 
thunder  in  this  country,  which,  accompanied  with  torn 
of  rain,    continued  during  the  night.      Both  wind; 
weather,    aa  the   autumnal    equinox  approached,  bc( 
very  changeable,     ()i,the  13th  the  atmosphere  wasgloouJ 
with  drifting  showers.     In   the  afternoon  the  wind  bW 
from  the  north-east  in  heavy  squalls,  accompaniiKl  by  w 
rents  of  rain.     This  kind  of  weather  continued  till  the  1714 
but  the  violence  of  the  equinoctial  gales  from  that  timet 
pcared  to  hate  abated. 
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in  a  war  garmei>t  entered  the  hou.sG:  he 

Its  curiously  decorated,  and  his  face  besmeared 

filh  black  and  red  paint;    or  more  properly 

ipeaking  his  features  were  hardly  distinguishable. 

His  hair  was  powdered  with  the  delicate  white 

Jown of  a  young  sea- fowl;  and  in  his  hand  he 

loreainusquet  with  a  flxed  bayonet^  uiukiug  a 

jyage,  though  a  whimsical  appearance.     This 

man  was  followed  by  about  twenty  more,   all 

fantastically  decorated,    but  diflercntly  armed  : 

jomc  of  them  had  niusquctn;  others  displayed 

pistols,  daggers,  swords,  arrows,  ii^h-gigs,  and 

latchets*'. 

The  presents  that  had  been  provided  for  the 

occasion,  were  now  exhilitc/l  to  public;  view, 

ronsisting  of  copper,  blue  cloth,  blankets,  ear- 

Ijliells,  and  other  inferior  articles.     These  were 

diilributcd  by  Senr.  Alava  and  Cnptain  Van- 

icouver,  according  to  the  rank  and  eonsequencc 

the  receiver ;  these  tokens  of  unjity  were  so 

judiciously  given,  that  acclamations  of  applause 

lounded  through  the  villaga.     On  these  sub- 

,  a  second  vocal  and  iustrumLatal  perform- 

ice  vvas  exhibited,  which  concluded  by  a  return 

Maquinna  for  the  presents  they  had  made — 

ie  afterwards  placed  a  sea-otter  skin  at  the  feet 

Senr.  Alava;  and  paid  a  similar  compliment 

Captain  Vancouver,  Senr.  Fidalgo,  and  Mr. 

iget:  after  which  Senr.  ^^ava,  and  Captain 

uicouver  were  each  presented  with  a  second 

■otter  skin ;  thus  completing  the  ceremonies 

the  visit  f. 

Their  curiosity  being  satisfied,  and  their 
ickcts  emptied  liy  the  unremitting  solicitations 
the  inhabitants  of  Tahbheis,  of  all  the  trinkets 
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{♦This  prppostrrotis  group  were  drawn  up  before  our 
Irigators;  auii  though  tiiey  « ere  perfectly  satisfied  of 
vir liarinlcss  and  peueeuble  iiitc.'.tions,  their  savage  and 
Irbaroiis  appcaiance  was  not  a  little  aiignieiitcd  by  their 
foutli  actions  and  vociferous  behaviour:  accompanied 
Ian  unnatural  kiiul  of  jumping.  After  these  people  had 
kfjimcd  (heir  destined  parts,  Maquinna  undertook  a  mask 
Ins  by  himse'r  ilc  seemed  greatly  elated  during  the 
Ifjiinar.cc  of  this  character,  and  convinced  the  biholders 
It  he  took  infinite  delight  in  it.  Tlie  masks  he  had 
l<on  (lid  credit  to  his  imagination  in  point  of  whimsical 
rt;  and  his  dress  was  diil'erent  from  any  of  those  worn 
I'lhMiihcr  perlonners.  It  consisted  of  a  cloak,  and  a 
njiron  covered  with  hollow  shells,  with  ?mall  pieces 
Ic'ipper  so  plai-ed  as  to  strike,  against  each  other,  and 
1:1;  a  jingling  noise;  whicli  with  tlieir  substitute  for  a 
ID,  and  some  vocal  exertions,  produced  a  s.ivage  and 
miihint  noise.  Hut  as  the  object  of  their  visit  was  com. 
I'liiiil  to  Mai'itinmif  their  plaudits  were  bounlil'iflly  be-

they  had  provided,  they  strolled  for  some  time 
about  the  skirts  of  the  wood,  and  then  returned  ■ 
to  their  encampment.  Here  they  found  J\fa- 
quinna,  with  several  of  their  Tahsheiaii  fi'icnds, 
who  requested  they  would  return  to  partake  of 
an  entertainment  in  the  evening ;  but  having 
made  an  appointment  to  visit  Clewpandoo,  at  his 
principal  residence  called  Mooetchee,  he  could 
not  comply  with  the  solicitations  of  Maquinna 
and  his  fraternity.  They  were  honoured  at 
dinner  with  the  company  of  Maquinna,  several 
of  his  family,  and  some  other  chiefs,  who  after 
expressing  their  thanks  for  their  visit,  bade  them 
farewel  after  dinner,  and  they  departed. 

Their  progress  was  not  very  rapid,  as  both 
the  wind  and  stream  wele  adverse  to  their  pur- 
suit, which  was  through  a  region  so  inhospitable 
in  its  appearance,  that  Senr.  Alava  frequently 
expressed  his  astonishment  that  it  could  ever 
have  been  an  object  of  contention,  between  the 
respective  sovereigns.  It  was  near  three  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  27th  before  they  reached  the 
village  of  a  Mooetchee,  which  consisted  of  a 
few  iiouses  huddled  together  in  a  cove ;  the  in- 
habitants of  which  crowded  about  them,  and 
gave  them  much  inconvenience,  though  their 
intentions  were  perfectly  innocent  and  inoficnsivc. 
Clcxvpaneloo,  though  he  was  their  chief,  had  not 
sufficient  influence  to  restrain  this  behaviourj 
ev,on  within  his  own  habitation,  to  which  they 
vvere  led  by  a  narrow  passage  between  the 
houses;  the  filth  of  which  combine^  so  manyi^ 
olfensive  exhalations,  that  they  lost  no  time  in 
the  distribution  of  their  presents,  that  they 
might  be  at  liberty  to  retire X-  r  '■,  -j -."pr 
'        '*    -A* 

stowc<l,  which  gave  general  satisfaction  to  the  snrronnding 
multitude. 

+  In  passing  through  the  village,  thev  observed  it  to  In! 
extensive,  but  thinly  iufiubit.'d,  which  Muqiihina  ihus  ac- 
counted for — Many  of  the  inhabitants  were  still  absent, 
not  having  yetjirocured  theirstock  of  provifionsfor  <iii!  en- 
suing winter;  at  which  timt^,  if  all  their  inhabitJius  ar»» 
o(  copied,  eight  or  nine  hundred  pcrsouo  are  resident  in  (!>(• 
village.  Jl/rt7K//maV  habllafion  was  larger  than  any  of  the 
others,  and  liad  a  very,  superior  advantage  over  all  of  them 
by  being  less  fdchy. 

J  Their  store  of  trinkets  hein^'  exhausted,  thry  repaired 
to  their  boats,  accomijauied  by  Clncpandoo ;  who,  in  re- 
turn, made  tliem  presents  similar  to  those  they  had  received 
from  Maqf^unn  ;  to  which  he  addcil  one  inliniiely  more 
valuable  than  all  the  rest. — It  was  indeed  a  very  fin6  bucli, 
just  killed  ;  which  being  placed  in  their  boat,  they  took 
leave  of  Mooetchee,  amidst  repeated  acclamations  of 
'•  W'acoshf  lywvihf'"  with  earncjt  entreaties  for  them  tu 
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As  the  month  of  October  advanced^  they  knew 
that  tlie  summer  season  of  this  country  was 
drawing  to  a  conclusion  ;  and  therefore  took  an 
early  opportunity  of  receiving  on  board  the  ob- 
servatory instruments  and  tents.  To  complete 
their  fuel  and  v/aicr  could  not  fail  of  detaining 
them  three  or  four  days  longer;  so  that  waiting 
the  stipulated  time,  after  which  the  Spanish  ship 
was  nut  to  be  expected^  could  now  be  of  little 
consequence^  when  compared  to  the  importance 
of  her  arrival,   in  expediting  their  return  to 


England.    This,  however,  did  not  happen  no 
any  other  circumstance  deserving  notice  durin 
this  anxious  interval.     At  midnight  on  the  l6tl 
the  Discovery  put  to  sea,  in  compjiny  with  t 
Chatham.      The    Princissa,    Captain    Fiduliroj 
with  governor  Alava  on  board,  was  to  I'ollov 
the  next  day.     Monterrey  was  chosen  as  the  nt'si 
rendezvous,   where  these  officers  expected  oj 
navigators  would  meet  with  a  reception  suitabU 
to  their  wishes  and  expectations.

Qiiit  M)otka  Sound— Vtolcnt  Storm — Arrive  at  Monterrey — Recche  the  Deserta^s  fromth 
Chathxm  and  Dxdahis — Excursion  into  the  Country — Extraordinary  -Mountain. 


ALIGHT  breeze  from  the  land  accelerated 
the  progress  of  our  navigators  outof  Noot- 
ka  Sound,  so  that,  by  day-light  on  the  17tli  of 
October,  they  were  about  three  leagues  from  the 
land,  when  the  wind  suddenly  died  away,  and  was 
succeeded  by  a  calm  with  thick  hazy  weather; 
which  gave  the  ships  the  appearance  of  being 
stationary  the  whole  of  the  day.  The  haze  was 
succeeded  by  a  thick  fog,  without  a  breeze  of 
wind.  The  obscurity  in  the  atmosphere  had 
concealed  the  Chatham  since  the  preceding 
evening,  but  the  stationary  situation  of  the  Dis- 
covery, induced  Captain  Vancouver  to  conclude 
that  she  could  not  be  far  oft'.  Their  powder 
being  nearly  exhausted,  the  fog  signal  had  not 
been  made ;  a  gun  was,  however,  fired,  and  to 
their  great  astonishment  it  was  not  answered.  The 
fog  and  calm  continued,  and  the  depth  of  water 
was  a  hundred  and  five  fathoms,  with  sandy 
bottom.  The  fog  now  dispersed,  and  the  calm 
was  succeeded  by  a  light  breeze :  another  gun 
was  fired,  and  a  false  fire  burnt  as  a  signal  to  the 
Chatham,   but  neither  was  answered.     On  the 

prolong  their  stay.  But  it  was  tliought  expedient  to  make 
the  best  of  their  nay  towards  the  ships,  on  board  of  which 
they  arrived  on  the  28(h ;  nothing  particular  having  or- 
currcd,  during  their  absence:  the  weather  which  had 
favoured  their  excursion,  had  been  equally  favourablo  to 
the  several  employments  of  ro-equipment;  and  the  serenity 
of  the  weather  afterwards  continued  to  further  their  opera* 
tions. 

*  In  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  November,  our  navigators 
found  themselves'  about  three  or  four  leagues  from  point 
Anno  Nuevo,  point  Pinos  in  sight,  and  having  a  moderate 
breeze,  with  pleasant  wcatliur,  they  steered  for  Monterrey, 


19th,  they  made  all  sail,  steering  to  the  south! 
east. 

In  looking  round  for  their  consort,  a  vessel 
was  discovered  astern,  for  which  they  shortenel 
sail ;  but  perceiving  it  to  be  the  Spanish  shi] 
Princissa,  they  directed  their  course  as  befor! 
with  all  sails  spread  to  a  pleasant  easterly  brcej 
On  the  27th  the  wind  increased  to  a  gale  so  via 
lent,  as  to  render  it  necessary  to  strike  the  tok 
gallant  masts,  and  bring  io  under  the  storm  staJ 
sails ;  this  gale  was  accompanied  with  a  ven 
heavy  rain  till  midnight,  when  thestorm  suddenl] 
moderated  *.  f 

The  ship  being  secured,  an  officer  was  dj 
patched  to  the  Presidio  wit!i  the  .usual  ceremoniei 
tffld  with  an  apology  for  their  not  having  salute 
The  people  who,  on  their  6rst  visit  to  this  Pn 
sidio,  had  deserted  from  the  DicdnUis  and  Cba 
ham,  were  found  here,  directions  having  be 
given  for  their  being  delivered  up  to  our  navig 
tors;  but  as  the  governor  of  the  province  vi 
soon  expected,  they  declined  taking  any  steps  I 
this  business  till  he  should  arrive.     Nor  did  tiifl 


where  they  anchored  about  two  in  the  afternooo. 
moored  nearly  in  their  former  situation.     Here  they  t'uiiJ 
the  Chatham,  she  having  arrived  there  on  the  evening  i 
the  2d.     By  Mr.  I'uget  a  satisfactory  account  was  givcoj

Alava,  respecting  tTie  cession  of 
Noofka  to  the  crown  of  Great  Britain;  but 
nothing  addressed  to  Captain  Vancouver  accom- 
panied these  credentials.  The  erabarrasbment  he 
had  long  experienced  was  now  considerably  in- 
creased,  and  he  knew  not  what  measures  to  pur- 
sue. He  was  however  relieved  from  this  dilemma 
the  following  day  by  Senr.  Alava,  who  con- 
fidentially informed  hiui  that  part  of  his  in- 
structions stated,  that  no  farther  altercation 
would  take  place  respecting  the  precise  meaning 
of  the  first  article  of  the  convention  of  the  30th 
of  October,  1790,  as  (he  documents  transmitted 
by  Senr.  Quadra  and  himself,  had  enabled  their 
respective  courts  to  adjust  that  business  amicably ,^ 
and  nearly  on  the  terms  which  the  captain  had 
repeatedly  offered  to  Senr.  Quadra  iu  September, 
1792. 

Having  maturely  reflected  on  the  several  parts 
of  this  intelligence.  Captain  Vancouver  con- 
cluded, from  the  various  accidents  to  which  his 
future  services  would  render  him  liable,  that 
government  did  not  expect  they  should  remain 
longer  in  these  seas,  than  ihe  survey  of  the  Ame- 
rican coast  might  require.  The  survey  of  the 
coast  of  North-West  America  being  now  a€- 
complished,  with  a  perfect  reliance  on  the  au- 
thenticity of  the  intelligence  he  had  received 
from  Senr.  Alava,  the  captain  resolved  to  make 
the  best  of  his  way  towards  England,  by  the 
way  of  Cape  Horn,  agreeably  to  his  instruc- 
tions. 

The  deserters  from  the  Chatham  and  Daedalus 
had,  at  the  request  of  the  captain,  been  delivered 
up  to  him,  or  at  least  such  of  them  as  were  the 
subjects  of  Great  Britain.  An  account  of  the 
expenceswas  exhibited  against  them,  but  as  the 
captain  did  not  think  himself  authorized  to  dis- 
charge this  debt,  he  acquainted  Borica  that  he 
would  represent  the  business  fully  to  (he  board 
of  Admiralty,  and  the  strictest  justice  might  he 
relied  upon 
seemed  perfectly  satisfied  * 


With  this  ac.  arance  the  governor 


beautiful  cream-coloured  stone :  between  these  magnificent 
column.'  were  deep  excavations,  resembling  p;issa;cs  into

prosentiug  a  most  sinnptuous  disphiy  of  apparent  raius, 
from  the  nrdiitectural  knowledge  and  industry  of  remotest 
ages.  In  this  excursion  the  captain  had  .tn  opjiortuiiity  of 
seeing,  what  he  had  often  heanl  related,  that  tho  suil  bo. 
i'Mne  more  rich  and  fertile  as  they  advanced  from  the  ocean 
into  the  ioterior  country.

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All  evpcctatiohs  of  Ml".  Broughton's  return  to 
Tcsuinc  the  coniuiauil  of  the  Chatham  being  now 
abandoned,  Captain  Vancouver  appointed  Lieu- 
tenant Pngct  to  that  situation ;  and  Messrs. 
Jjiiker  and  Swaine  to  be  iirst  and  second  lieu- 
tenants of  the  Discovery.  To  Mr.  Thomas 
INIanby  he  gave  the  vacant  licutenancj  ;  and  ap- 
pointed Mr.  H.  Humphreys  to  be  master  of  tlie 
Chatham  in  his  room. 

The  business  with  the  shore  now  began  to 
draw  towards  a  conclusion:  the  yards,  topmasts, 
and  top-gallant  masts  were  got  up,  and  tlie 
rigging  was  in  a  condition  for  sea-scrvicc:  but 
as  a  sufBcient  stock  of  water  was  not  yet  obtain- 


ed, and  a  portion  of  time  was  roquircd  to  J 
allotted  for  that  purpose,  the  captain  dispatclKd 
Mr.  Swaine,  on  the  27th  of  November,  witB 
three  boats,  to  the  mission  of  St.  Cruz,  (o  pmi 
cure  a  supply  of  vegetables;  the  contiiiuatioi,,,] 
dry  weather  here  baving  made  the  usual  produiJ 
of  the  gardens  e\lr^mely  scarce.  Mr.  SwainA 
returned  on  the  29th,  and  had  been  so  succcssfnll 
that,  with  the  live  stock,  and  the  other  rel'rc'lij 
mcHts  which  Monterrey  aflbrdcd,  thoy  posspsseJ 
a  store  of  good  things  for  the  proscrvatio;)  n| 
health,  and  for  the  necessary  consi'mption  4 
the  people  during  a  long  voyage  to  a  rcmoK 
country. 


SECTION    XXVIII.  •' 

Quit  Montcrrctj — Account  of  the  Thra  Marias  Lslands — Proceed  to  the  Sfliiih-wartl. 


WITH  a  fresh  breeze  from  the  north-east, 
attended  with  fair  and  pleasant  weather, 
on  the  2d  of  December  our  navigators  quitted 
Monterrey,  bidding  adieu  to  governor  Alava, 
and  their  other  Spanish  friends ;  from  whose  hos- 
pitality and  'kindness  they  had  derived  much 
happiness,  and  a  prospect  of  the  re-establishment 
of  their  health.  From  Monterrey  bay  their 
course  was  directed  to  the  south-east,  but  in  the 
evening  the  gale  died  away,  and  after  twelve 
hours  calm,  it  was  succeeded  by  variable  adverse 
winds;  which  continued  till  the  4th.  The  coast 
of  New  Albion  was  still  in  sight ;  but  this  was 
the  last  they  saw  of  it.  On  the  evening  of  the 
8th,  they  beheld  the  island  of  Gaudalonpe, 
which  they  passed  in  the  night.  At  day-light 
on  the  9th  they  saw  the  island  of  Cerros,  about 
ten  leagues  distant,  represent!  J  in  the  Spanish 
charts  to  be  of  the  length  of  ten  leagues,  lying 
before  an  extensive  bay  on  the  shores  of  the 
peninsula. 

Though  our  navigators  were  too  far  distant  to 
attempt  an  accurate  delineation  of  these  shores, 

*  The  part  o^  the  ocean  in  which  they  had  now  arrived 
was  much  frequented  by  bonitns,  alhicorcs,  and  othur 
fishes  of  tho  tropical  rcgionti,  besides  a  ^reat  number  of 
turtles.  These  were  so  regardless  of  interruption,  that 
Captain  Vancouver  was  induced  to  send  '  u  small  boat  to 
collect  some  of  (hem,  and  in  less  than  half  an  hour  she  re. 
turned  witli  thirteen  very  fine  uucs,  each  weighing  from 


they  could  nearly  ascertain  the  positi.n  of  tlieil 
most  prominent  points;  and  from  the  rcMiIti 
their  calculations,  the  i.sland  of  Cerros  seemed  t 
form  on  its  western  side  a  deep  bay,  bctv.een  ill 
north-west  and  south-wcet  points.

On  the  1 5th  at  night,  being  then  twdvl 
leagues  from  Cape  St.  Lucas,  and  in  the  direcj 
tion  in  which  the  Marias  were  said  to  lav,  tliel 
plied  under  an  easy  sail  till  the  next  inorninfl 
which  course,  by  nine  in  the  forenoon,  brougfl 
them  in  sight  of  those  islands:  in  this  dirertioj 
they  instantly  steered,  but  could  not  gain 
anchorage  before  dark;  they  pa.ssed  the  iiii.>!iti| 
preserving  their  situation  with  the  land,  and  i| 
the  morning  steered  for  the  passage  bft\veciitli[ 
northernmost  and  the  middle,  or  Prince  Georpci 
Island,  so  distinguished  by  Dampier,  Ti 
largest  and  most  northern  islnnd  of  this  group  11 
about  thirteen  miles  in  length.

The  soil  ef  Prince  George's  Island  seemed  to 
lie  principally  of  a  sandy  nature,  on  which  the 
chief  vahiable  production  was  lignum  vita.     It 
bid  ulso  impenetrable  thickets  of  small  trees  and 
IJioriiy  bushes ;  with  the  prickly  pear,  and  several

\'m\  brought  on  board,  was  very  hard,  pondcr- 
\m,  a"d  of  a  close  black   grain.     About  the 
liitts  of  the  woods  many  birds  were   seen ;  as 
Ijiawks  of  several  sorts,  green  parrots  with  yellow 
jjicads,   paroquets,    pigeons,    aad  a  variety   of 
Her  birds,  and  many  of  them   of  the  most 
Ibfaulifiil  plumage.     Pelicans,  curlews,  and  sand- 
Ipiperswere  observed,  but  no  quadrupeds  were

Iibout  the  size  of  a  fo.x .     Many,  turtle  tracks  were 
liotired  on  the  beach,  and  about  a  hundred  of 
ad  manatee,  or  sea-cows  were  conveyed  beyond 
jlle  present  range  of  the  surf.     The   carcases 
If  these  animals,  from  their  advanced  state  of 
putrefaction,  were  supposed  to  have  been  so  left 
(ibout  ton  or  twelve  days  before ;  and  as  they  all 
smed  to  be  nearly  in  the  same  state  of  decay, 
lev  were  supposed  to  be  so  deposited  in  a  violent 
Butlierly  storm.     They  were  eagerly  devoured 
(iv  the  vultures  and  other  birds  of  prey  assembled 
lor  that  purpose.     Captain  Vancouver  thought 
jtextrctnely  probable,  that  the  carnivorous  animals 
Y  the  Marias  are  frequently  regaled  with  such 
iplendid  repasts ;  for  not  only  the  sea-cows  that 
Jemained  entire,  but  the  skeletons  of  many  hun- 
dreds of  those  or  similar  animals,  had  also  been 
k  on  shore  at  diftcrcnt  periods.     Many  sorts  of 
m,  common  to  the  tropical  regions,  were  abun- 
Ut  about  the  shores :  the  sharks  were  the  most 
kring  among  them;  they  followed  (he  boats, 
attempted  to  catch  the  oars ;  one  of  them 
kdeed  succeeded,  but  not  without  the  loss  of  five

Such  is  the  amount  of  the  information  acquired 
by  calling  at  these  is!and.s,  which  are  about  a 
hundred  and  si.\ty  leagues  from  Acapulco,  and 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Saint  BIp.s.  On  the 
Slst  of  December  in  the  morning,  our  navigators 
had  a  sight  of  the  American  coast ;  but  at  so  re- 
mote a  distance  that  they  lost  every  appearance 
of  it  by  noon.  During  the  two  preceding  day."* 
they  had  light  variable  winds  from  the  eastward, 
with  alternate  calms  and  sultry  weath»^r.  On  the 
surface  of  the  ocean  great  numbers  of  turtles  were 
lying  asleep  in  every  direction :  by  lowerinjy 
down  the  boat,  without  impeding  the  progress 
of  the  ship,  they  could  select  as  many  as  they 
required. 

The  weather,  though  very  clear,  continued 
oppressively  hot.  Had  it  not  been  for  their 
anxiety 'to  get  forward,  and  the  extreme  heat  of 
the  weather,  their  situation  would  have  been 
rather  enviable :  the  oeean  was  tranquil,  abound- 
ing with  a  great  variety  of  fish,  turtles,  and  sea- 
fowls.  They  had  no  difficulty  in  providing  for 
their  fourth  Christmas  day  since  they  had  quitted 
thecivilizedworld;  which,  with  the  beef,  mutton, 
and  poultry  they  had  brought  from  Monterrey, 
the  officers'  tables  exhibited  such  a  scene  oi 
luxury  as  cannot  be  often  seen  in  such  distant 
regions  of  the  ocean.  An  extra  allowance  of 
grog  assisted  in  the  celebration  of  the  day,  and 
to  summon  to  their  recollection  their  friends  and 
favourites  at  home. 

Light  baRIing  winds  greatly  impeded  their 
progress,  and  rendered  it  irksome  beyond  de- 
scription. Intelligence  was  now  communicated 
that  some  of  their  water-casks  were  discovered  to 
have  leaked  out:  in  consequence  of  which  Cap- 
tain Vancouver  was  under  the  necessity  of  re- 
straining the  allowance  of  water  to  three  quarts 
a  man  per  day. 


about  tiic  shores,  Iitit  they  arc  all  sHfficicntly  conspicuous 
to  be  avoided;  and  so  far  as  tlieir  examination  extended, 
the  regularity  of  the  .soundings  gave  them  reason  to  believe,

SECTION   XXV. 


Proceed  to  the  Island  of  Cocas — Description  of  that  Island — Pass  to  the  SoiUhxcard — Set 

Gallipagos  Islands  ^Mention  their  Situation. 


THE  wind  in  the  north-'western  quarter  blew 
a  steady  breeze,  and  the  heat  was  less  o?)- 
pressive.  The  atmosphere  was  clear^  and  the 
sea  particularly  smooth;  dolphins^  %ing  ^>3h> 
bonitos,  and  a  variety  of  smaller  fish  were  im- 
mensely numerous :  of  turtles  they  could  easily 
Procure  as  many  as  they  could  dispense  with, 
'he  two  following  days  they  were  set  to  the 
southward  at  about  half  a  mile  pci  hour;  and  on 
the  7th  the  wind  from  the  north-eastward  became 
very  li^ht,  and  the  process  was  engaged  in  for 
distilMng  fresh  water  from  the  sea.  By  this  pro- 
cess^ without  much  additional  expenditure  of 
fuel,  about  twelve  or  fourteen  gallons  of  fresh 
water  was  procured  in  one  da}'.  If  it  could  not 
be  admitted  to  be  of  the  first  quality,  it  was  per- 
fectly fresh,  and  applicable  to  all  the  purposes 
of  cooking. 

As  they  advanced  gently  to  the  south-eastward, 
the  riplings  on  the  surface  of  the  water,  which 
our  navigators  had  observed  before,  became  more 
frequent,  attended  with  agitation,  and  a  rustling 
hissing  noise;  and  with  these  particulars  the 
Chatham  was  infinitely  more  aft'ected  than  the 
Discovery.  The  soundings  were  tried,  but  no 
bottom  was  found  in, these  riplings  with  a  hun- 
dred and  forty  io  a  hundred  and  seventy  fathoms 
of  line. 

On  the  20th  of  January,  land  was  supposed 
io  be  seen  from  the  mast-head  at  a  great  distance, 
bearing  east  north-east;  which  was  not  admitted 
to  be  land,  till  aided  by  a  gentle  breeze  and  the 
current  the  maritiers  had  approached  nearer  to  it, 
and  it  was  peremptorily  pronounced  so  to  be. 
Concluding  it  io  be  the  island  of  Coco?,  at  the 
distance  of  fourteen  or  sixteen  leagues,  (he  joyful 
tidings  were  communicated  by  signal  to  their 
little  conaort.     The  wind,  which  had  been  va-

dious  anchorage  sufficiently  sheltered  against  tha 
prevailing  winds  of  the  season.  Mr.  Whidbe] 
made  choice  of  the  most  eastern,  for  which  thc3 
immediately  steered,  but  could  not  stem  the  cum 
rent  till  about  nine  at  night,  and  at  leiigtlj 
moor^  in  t:  irty-three  fathoms  water,  guoi 
holding  ground:  the  Chatham  nioor^i  ^vith 
them,  in  about  twenty  six  fathoms  water. 

The  ship  being  secured.  Captain  Vancouvcj 
went  on  shore,  and  discovered  that  a  profusion o] 
every  requisite  might  easily  be  procured.

I*  It  does  not  appear  to  wiioin  wc  arc  indrbtt^d  for  the 
iicorery  uf  this  valuable  little  island;  nor  do  the  several 
Ascriptions  of  the  island  of  Cocos  accord  much  with  each 
Ibcr.  After  faking  these,  and  several  other  circnmstnnccs 
Uocunsidcration,  it  seeins  probable  that  some  other  iiiland 
i^ht  oxiiit  not  very  remote  from  this,  to  which  these  ap> 
Lreiit  di:>cordant  reports  might  more  i>ropcrIy  apply. 
If  Many  of  the  trees  that  composed  the  forest,  especially 
jthc  interior  and  elevated  parts  of  the  island,  were  of  a 
lusidcrable  size,  spreading  into  large  branches  towards 
K  top.  The  cocoa-nut  trees,  which  grow  not  only  on 
pshore,  but  higher  up  on  the  sides  of  the  hills,  M'ere  the 
kiy trees  that  they  had  seen  bearing  fruit;  though  an  un- 
Ir  giiava  was  picked  np  in  one  of  the  rivulets.  Many 
lorent sorts  of  fern  presented  themselves:  some  of  them 
wing  a  stem  of  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  growing  to  the 
fi.k  of  twenty  feet.  Such  were  the  most  general  vege- 
lie  productions  of  the  island,  that  i  fell  under  their  ob- 
kiaiion;  to  which  our  navigators  added  the  'seeds  of 
jichos,  apples,  melons,  with  beans,  peas,  &c.  These 
town  by  Mr.  Swaine,  in  a  spot  selected  and  cleared 
hhat  purpose ;  where  it  wa<  supposed  such  articles  were 
jflyto  thrive. 

pKh  and  foKl  seemed  to  be  in  great  abundance,  and 
pc'S  were  entertained  that  future  visitors  may  derive  some 
pc&t  from  Captaiu  Culoett's  liberality  j  as  a  youpg  hog 


gard  to  its  future  utility,  the  abundant  supply 
of  water  it  affords  is  the  first  obj^jct  of  considera- 
tion. This  abounds  in  every  part,  and  can  be 
easily  procured.  It  is  perfectly  limpid,  pure, 
and  free  from  any  unpleasant  taste  or  colour. 
Xhe  soil  near  the  streams  that  fall  into  the  bays, 
is  of  a  poor,  loose,  and  sandy  nature;  but  behind 
the  beach,  and  in  the  fissures  of  the  rocks,  a 
rich  black  mould  was  observed,  promising  much 
vegetable  nourishment;  all  its  vegetable  pro- 
ductions seemed  to  grow  luxuriantly,  covering 
the  island  in  one  entire  wilderness  f. 

It  is  common  for  sea-furing  persons  to  amuse 
themselves  with  these  voracious  animals,  by 
hooking,  or  taking  one  from  the  others  to  feast 
upon;  a  practice  attended  with  the  ill  conse- 
quences of  drawing  mtHtitudes  of  thcni  about 
the  ship:  the  boatswain  and  a  young  gentlemaa 
narrowly  escaped  from  being  drawn  out  of  the 
boat,  by  a  very  large  shark  vhich  they  had 
hooked  in  the  midst  of  about  a  score  of  them. 
This  circumstance  induced  Captain  Vancouver 
to  prohibit  all  further  indulgence  in  this  species 
of  entertainment  These  sharks  appeared  to  be 
of  three  distinct  sorts:  the  major  part  of  them 
were  of  the  tiger  kind,  beautifully  streaked  down 
their  sides;  the  other  sorts  were  brown  and  blue. 
It  was,  however,  singularly  remarked,  that, 
though  they  all  voraciously  devoured  the  two 

was  seen  by  Mr.  Swaine  and  some  of  his  ))arty ;  but  on  his 
observing  them,  he  hastily  retreated  into  the  tliieket.  Whitu 
and  brown  rats  were  extremely  plentiful,  and  land  crabs 
were  almost  as  numeroes.  Birds  of  the  oceanic  tribe  made 
their  appearance  in  great  ilocks,  and  were  not  desjjicable 
food  iluwks,  rails,  and  a  species  of  brown  and  white 
herons,  black  birds,  and  a  few  others  that  chieHy  inhabited 
the  woods ;  with  some  ducks  and  teals,  seemed  principally 
to  compose  the  feathered  race. 

Excellent  lish  frequented  the  shores  in  abundance:  sharks 
wore  also  numerous,  bold,  and  voracious ;  these  assembled 
in  the  bay  in  multitudes,  and  constantly  attended  on  their 
boats,  darting  at  the  oars,  and  whatever  falls,  or  is  thrown' 
overboard.  It  is  remarkable,  that  when  one  of  their  own 
species  was  taken,  and  they  saw  he  conld  no  longer  defend 
himself,  he  was  seized,  attacked  and  devoured  by  his  com- 
panions, whilst  yet  alive;  and,  though  these  monsters 
were  greatly  annoyed  by  the  harpoons,  knivvs,  &e.  they 
were  not  deterred  from  renewing  the  attack  upon  that 
which  was  caught,  till  every  part  of  the  victim's  llesh  was 
severed  from  its  bonus.  It  was  on  this  occasion  discovered 
that  it  is  erroneous  to  suppose  the  shark  must  turn  on  his 
back  to  enable  him  to  take  his  prey,  as  these  sharks  gene, 
rally  attained  their  object  without  tirst  turning  (heniselves, 
as  has  beta  generally  awcrted,  aud  as  generally  believed. 

their 
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former  species,  when  one  of  the  latter  was  cap- 
tured, it  remained  unmolested  by  the  rest,  and 
even  wlicii  killed,  its  flesh  was  abandoned  hy 
them*. 

Having  put  to  sea  from  the  island  of  Cocos  on 
the  ^7th  of  January,  and  havinjy  no  intention  of 
stopping  short  of  the  island  of  Juan  Fernandoz, 
or  some  other  port  to  recruit  llieir  water  and  fire- 
wood, the  ship's  course  was  directed  southerly. 
On  the  first  of  February  the  weather  was  plea- 
sant, and  the  wind  ble\Y  a  steady  bree/c,  which 
encouraged  a  belief  that  our  navijajators  had  at 
leuirlb  reached  the  regular  trade  wind.  The  iu- 
iiiiite  numbers  of  fish  that  still  attended  thcni 
aRbrded  a  very  profitable  amusement,  and  many 
birds  continued  to  accompany  tlieni. 

Land  was  discovered  on  the  '<id,  to  the  west 
south-west,  that  had  the  appearauce  of  being  a 
small  island;  after  which  another  island  was 
discovered.  In  passing  between  these  islands 
they  perceived  neither  danger  nor  obstruction:  the 
largest,  which  is  the  southernmost,  seemed  to  be 
ubout  four  miles  in  circumference,  and  the 
northernmost  about  half  a  league.  The  naviga- 
tors advanced  so  slowly  from  these  islands,  that 
at  sun-set  the  southernmost  of  them  continued 
within  their  view.  Standing  to  the  south-east- 
ward, at  day-light  on  the  (>tb,  they  discovered 
a  more  extensive  quantity  of  land  than  the  is- 
lands they  had  just  passed:  this  seemed  to  be 
very  lofty,  at  a  great  distance,  and  to  consist  of 
three  or  more  islands.  In  the  afternoon  a  breeze 
sprung  up  from  the  south-westward,  and  before 
sun-set  they  saw  clearly  that  what  they  had  for 
some  hours  before  considered  to  be  two  islands, 
was  all  connected  by  depressed  land,  that  had 


also  appeared  like  a  small  island;  and  atao   I 
siderable  distance  beyond  this  low  land  to  ^h 
southward,    an  extensive    table  mountain 
visible. 

On  reference  to  the  relative  position  of  th 
land  to  which  their  attention  had  been  direct 
since  the  Gtli,  the  delineation  of  its  shores  w  ■ 
be  found  to  bear  a  striking  resemblance  Jo  m 
of  the   westernmost  of  the  Gullipagos,  as  y 
down  in  Captain  Cook's  general  chart.    'I'lioelj 
mate  of  that  part  of  the  Gallipagos  islands  tj 
were   now  abtjut  to   leave,   seemed   reniarkabl 
temperate  for  an  equatorial  country;  tlieatmJ 
phere  felt  light  and  exhilarating,  and  the  winJ 
which  was  principally  from  the  southern  quartei 
was  cool  and  refreshing.     The  shores  were  stee 
and  bold,  and  free  from  shoals  or  hidden  daniren 
some  riplings  were  observed,   which  were  J 
tributed  to  the  meeting  of  currents.    The  loll 
moimtains,  of  which  most  of  the  land  is  cod 
])osed,  seemed  in  general  to  descend  regular! 
from  a  flat  summit,  and  to  terminate  atthetiai 
on  very  low  level  land ;  so  that  a  distant  viei 
of  each  of  these   mountains  has  the  appearan 
of  an  island:  hence  the  different  statementj 
former  visitors    respecting  the  number  ofi 
group  of  islands,  is  in  some  degree  accouan 
for. 

Some  assert  that  these  islands  afford  larJ 
streams,  and  even  rivers  of  fresh  water,  a] 
others  have  more  than  intimated  that  theyi 
scantily  supplied  with  it.  This  is,  however,  i 
no  importance,  as  from  their  vicinity  to  Co 
where  perpetual  springs  enrich  every  part  ofi 
island,  vessels  may  at  all  times  procure  a  suj 
ficicnt  quantity  to  answer  all  their  purposes,

and  squalls;  in  one  of  the  latter,  the  head  of  the 
main-mast  was  discovered  to  have  been  mucli 
sprung,  about  five  feet  below  the  rigging,  and. 
seven  feet  above.  The  sails  on  l,he  niain-nia?*. 
being  taken  in,  and  the  wound  further  examined^ 
the  head  of  the  ina!;t  was  found  to  be  in  a  weatt 
and  shattered  condition.  No  time  was  lost  in 
applying  such  remedies  to  the  defect  in  the  mast' 
which  they  possessed;  and,  on  the  9tlh  it  being 
as  secure  as  they  were  capable  of  rendering  it, 
the  mizentop-roast  was  substituted  for  a  maintop- 
mast,  and  the  maintop-gallant  mast  was  got  up 
for  a  mizentop-mast.  By  this  accident  their 
quantity  of  canvas  was  so  reduced,  that  their 
progress  towards  their  rendezvous  was  much 
impeded*. 

At  day-light  in  the  morning  of  the  18th,  a 
strange  sail  was  discovered  astern;  and  as  she 
hud  the  appearance  of  being  a  brig,  she  was 
naturally-  supposed  to  be  the  Chatham:  that 
opinion  was  confirmed  about  four  in  the  after-« 
noon  by  her  answering  the  private  signal;  and 
as  she  had  now  the  advantage  of  them  in  point 
of  sailing,  they  did  not  shorten  sail,  but  left  her 
to  overtake  them,  v  hich  did  not  happen  till  the 
20th,  when  Mr.'Puget  came  on  hoard,  and  the 
two  commanders  were  reciprocally  informed  that 
very  fine  weather,  had  attended  them  ever  since 
their  separation.  From  the  commander  of  a 
British  vessel,  Mr.  Puget  had  been  informed 
that  the  >*  ichoragc  of  Juan  Fernandez  was  con- 
sidered us  very  bad,  and  much  exposed ;  that  a 
Spanish  frigate  had  lately  been  lost  there ;  and 
that  the  island  was  almost  destitute  of  refresh, 
ments:  he  therefore  recommended,  if  the  Chat>

this  disobedience,  the  ship's  cook  made  a  voluntary 
confession  ;  and,  on  his  examination,  attempted  in  some 
degree  to  justify  himself  by  saying,  tho  practice  had  fre- 
quently bi>cn  defended  by  some  of  the  people  on  boardi,  who 
seemed  to  be  acquiiutcd  with  the  opinions  of  the  president 
of  the  Royal  Society,  and  who  urged,  that  pulse  with'any 
kind  of  grease  was  not  only  n  wholesome  food,  but  also 
very  antiscorbutic. 

The  manner  in  which  the  cook  acknowledged  his  traiMi 
gression,  and  his  contrition  for  having  thus  departed  from 
his  duly,  en t  led  him  to  th«  captain's  fidl  forgiveness,  on 
his  solemn  piomisiug  that  he  would  faithfully  attend  to  his 
directions  in  future;  which  promise  he  believes  he  punc- 
tually performed.  But  though  all  their  antiseptics  were 
resorted  to,  the  number  of  scorbutic  patients  continued 
much  on  tho  increase ;  whence  it  was  probable  that  the 
I)ernicious  indulgence  which  bad  produced  the  disease^  had 
been  generally  adopted  amqng  the  crew. 
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Irani  had  occMiun  for  tiaval  stores,  that  it  would  I 
be  most  prudent  to  repair  to  the  port  of  Vulpa-i 
raiso,  as  the  most  probable  place  of  procuruigal 
such  supplies  of  any  on  the  coast  of  Chili. 

The  damaged  and  unserviceable  state  of  the 
Discovery's  main-mast  demanded  immediate  re- 
pair; especially  as  the  head  of  it  appeared  to  be 
extremely  rotten:  a  defect  of  so  serious  a  nature 
admitted  of  no  delay:  and  notwithstanding  the 
strong  injunctions  contained  in  the  captain's  in- 
structions, not  to  visit  any  of  the  Spanish  settle- 
ments, but  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity,  he 
thought  it  expedient  to  submit  to  Mr.  Puget, 
and  the  principal  oiliccrs  of  the  Discovery,  the 
state  and  condition  of  the  mast,  &c.  And  this 
matter  having  been  taken  maturely  into  their 
consideration,  they  were  unanimously  of  opinion, 
that  fur  the  good  of  his  Majesty's  service,  and 
for  the  preservation  of  his  Majesty's  ship,  it  was 
indispensibly  necessary,  that  the  Discovery  should 
repair  to  the  nearest  port,  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  a  new  main-mast;  sinte  the  disabled 
one,  even  afler  it  was  repaired,  must  be  very  in- 
adequate to  the  services  that  might  be  demanded 
of  it  in  those  tempestuous  seas,  which,  at  this 
season  of  the  year,  they  must  naturally  expect 
to  encounter  in  passing  round  Cape  Horn. 

The  port  of  Valparaiso  seeming  to  be  the  most 
calculated  to  supply  their  wants,  and  being  the 
nearest  to  them,  their  course  was  directed  thither 
with  a  fresh  northerly  breeze.  At  four  in  the 
afternoon  Uie  island  of  Massafuero  was  seen  at 
eleven  or  twelve  leagues  distant:  at  midnight 
they  passed  within  four  leagues  of  the  southern 
side.  This  island  appeared  to  be  about  three 
leagues  in  circumference,  with  a  rugged,  hilly, 
and  uneven  surface,  terminating  abruptly  in 
rocky  cliffs  near  the  water's  edge.  During  the 
night  they  had  a  fresh  breeze,  with  some  squalls. 
On  the  21st,  the  jury  maintop-sail  yard  was 
carried  away,  not  f^om  a  press  of  sail,  but  from 
being  exhausted  and  rotten.  This  was  imme- 
diately re])laced  with  another,  of  the  stability 
«f  which  they  were  extremely  doubtful  *, 

At  ten  in  the  morning  on  the  35th,  they  stood 
in  for  the  land,  which  was  very  indistinctly  seen, 
it  being  tlien  enveloped  in  a  dense  haze;  in  the

forenoon  they  were  in  with  the  shores  bii 
saw  no  circumstance  that  could  indicate  the'! 
being  in  the  neiffhbourhood  of  Valparaiso.  }i\ 
thinking  it  prudent,  in  their  crippled  sitnationld 
risk  a  disappointment,  they  stood  oil'  shore  (ill 
an  observation  from  the  latitude  could  be  nrn 
cured,  which  was  arcomptished  about  eleve* 
o'clock.  The  view  they  hud  gained  of  the  coasil 
of  Chili  did  not  much  excite  the  curiosity  ul 
attract  the  attention  of  strangers.  A  considerabli 
part  of  the  sea  shore  was  composed  of  rude  ciil]] 
and  rocky  precipices;  against  which  the  wester] 
swell  broke  with  violence.  A  few  stunted  shrull 
and  bushes  were  thinly  scattered,  but  nolhinj 
like  a  tree  was  to  be  seen;  and  the  landscapi 
bounde4l  by  the  frozen  summits  of  the  towerini 
Andes,  exhibited  a  dreary,  desolate,  and  inhofsnl 
table  picture.  As  they  proceeded  they  behelf 
a  bluff  point  of  land  about  three  leagues  distanl 
which  proved  to  be  the  western  point  of  eutranq 
into  Valparaiso  Bay. 

About  two  in  the  afternoon  they  were  abrcai 
of  the  point  of  Angels,  off  which  some  rocU 
extended  to  the  distance  of  about  half  a  cablel 
length.     Tn  sailing  round  this  point,  the  conntrj 
expanded  upon  them,  and  presented  a  scene  Tetf 
different  from' that  which  they  had  lately  bebeli 
the  whole  of  the  bay,  terminated  by  «  saiiit 
beach,  now    presented  itself;  near   the  upp 
margin  of  whi(-f>,  situated  on  the  sides  of  til 
adjacent  hills,  the  town  of  Valparaiso  wasdi] 
played;    and    though    not    remarkable  fori 
pleasantness  of  its  situation,  it  was  neat,  rrgulJ 
and  of  considerable  extent      The  churches  as 
forts  were  not  deficient  in  point  of  eleganccj  aJ 
clearly  announced  thattliey  were  again  approacl 
ing  towards  the  civilized  world. 

In  the  bay  several  sail  of  merchant  ships  \rel 
observed ;  to  and  from  which  boats  >vcre  cou 
nually  passing  and  repassing  to  the  shore,  vm 
a  busy  scene  of  men  and  cattle  was  rcpresenttj 
pointing  out  that  commercial  intercourse  bctwci 
distant  countries,  which  the  arts  and  civillzatil 
alone  can  effect.  The'  wind  from  the  soulhwa 
blowing  out  of  the  bay,  they  sought  a  proa 
situation  for  anchoring,  which  they  obtainj 
about  three  in  the  afternoon,  in  ten  fathoi

Itferv  civility.     It  was  difficult  to  reconcile  two 

uch  very  opposite  reports,  though  Captain  Van- 

Icouver  was  most  inclined  to  give  credit  to  the 

brner;  especially  as  the  first  representation  was 

fcivcd  from  a  person  not  perfectly  sober.     On 

le  rftiirn  of  Mr.  Manby,  who  had  been  dis- 

latclied  to  the  governor  to  announce  their  ar- 

jival,  he  was  confirmed  in  his  opinion:  he  as- 

nrcd  the  cajptain,   that  if  those  on  board  (he 

tjglitning  had  been  disagreeably  restricted  by  the 

nvprnor,  it  must  be  solely  attributed  to*  their 

discretion  and  improper  conduct,  which  had 

tendered  such  coercive  measures,  on  the  part  of 

be  commanding  officer,  so  indispensibly  nece^s- 

krj  for  the  preservation  of  good  order. 

Mr.  Manby  informed  the  captain,  that  Senior

|ij;cecablc  as  its  circiimstanu<s  would  allow.     At  the  con- 

Vsion  of  these  ceremonies  they  returned  to  their  vciisels, 

icre  their  visit  w  as  immediately  repaid  by  th»  governor, 

icuded  by  his  principal  olTicers,  and  the  inhabitants  of  the 

*»:  and  on   their  coming  on  board  they  were  saluted 

llh  thirteen  guns.     Pressing  intna'.ies  were  also  received 

jDiu  these  gcntlemvu  to  visit  their  fumiiiuSj  which  were  at- 

pded  tp  with  the  utmost  cordiality. 
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Alava  had  stated  to  him,  that  though  he  did  not 
entertain  the  least  doubt  that  the  president  and 
captain  general  of  the  kingdom  of  Chili  would 
conform  to  all  the  promises  he  then  made,  yet  it 
would  be  proper  to  obtain  his  excellency's  sanc- 
tion for  their  being  carried  into  eifect.  For  this 
purpose  he  should  dispatch  a  courier  that  even- 
ing, to  St.  Jago  dc  Chili,  the  residence  of- the 
president,  and  he  hoped  the  captain  would  make 
some  communication  to  his  excellency  by  the 
same  conveyance,  on  the  subject  of  their  visit, 
and  the  succours  they  should  require.  With  this 
request  the  c^tain  instantly  complied :  the 
messenger  was  then  dispatched,  and  intimation 
given  that  a  reply  might  be  expected  without 
delay.  In  the  ihean  time  the  officers  were  not 
restrained  from  visiting  the  town;  the  markets 
were  open  to  tliem  to  procure  refreshments,  and 
they  were  perfectly  at  liberty  to  increase  their 
stock  of  .wood  and  water*. 

The  town  of  Valparaiso  being  destitute  of 
taverns  or  places  of  accommodation  for  strangers, 
our  navigators  were  obliged  to  intrude  on  the 
hospitality  of  many  of  its  inhabitants.  Among 
the  first  of  whom  they  were  indebted  to,  in  these 
tespects,  was  Don  Juan  Barrara,  the  collector 
of  the  king's  duties,  and  Don  Praeta,  the  cap- 
tain of  the  port;  but  as  their  habitations  could 
not  conveniently  contain  more  than  their  respec- 
tive families,  a  lodging  on  shore  was  not  easily 
to  be  procured.  The  impaired  state  of  the  cap- 
tain's health,  however,  rendered  it  necessary  for 
him  to  sleep  on  shore,  and  take  as  much  exercise 
as  his  strength  would  permit.  He  applied  to  the 
governor  to  allot' him  apartments  for  himself, 
and  a  few  of  the  officers  in  some  of  the  public 
buildings  of   the    town,  with    which    he  very 

The  captain  now  directed  his  thoughts  towards  procuring 
a  supply  of  the  abundant  refreshments  which  the  luxuriant 
country  afforded  :  but  his  principal  object  was  iipmcdiatel^ 
to  adopt  efficacious  measures  for  eradicating  the  scorbutic 
disorder  which  now  prevailed,  and  which  had  alarmingly 
increased  among  the  crews  qf  both  vessels.  It  did  not  ap. 
pear,  however,  that  the  unwholesome  indulgence  con. 
nivcd  at  by  the  cook,  had  been  praclisod  so  rotich  on  board 
the  Chatham  as  it  had  been  on  board  the  Discovery.  From 
this  information,  Captain  Vancouver  tlioiijuht  it  expedient 
that  the  crews  of  both  vessels  should,  besides  the  reguhir 
allowance  of  fresh  boef  and  greens,  and  new  soft  bread 
from  the  shore,  be  daily  served  withn  resisonablc  quantity 
of  grapes,  apples,  and  onions  ;  and  he  soon  perceived  that 
this  salutary  diet  was  attended  with  the  desired  ctTect,  by 
perfectly  eradicating  tie  disease. 

obligingly 
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obligingly  complieil^  and  the  Casa  de  Exercicios 
'WM  appointed  tor  their  residence,  relying  on  the 
approbation  of  the  president  of  Chili. 

On  the  i^8lh  the  courier  returned,  and  Captain 
Vancouver  received  from  hi>  ExceUency  Senr. 
Don  AmbroiiioHifi^ticinii  dc  Viillonar,  the  president, 
the  most  ample  coniirmation  of  all  the  liberal 
oilers  they  had  received  from  Go\ernor  A  lave, 
with  a  letter  of  conp:rictulation  on  their  having' 
thus  fur  accontplidlicd  (he  g;reat  object  of  their 
expedition,  and  having  at  length  anived  in  a 
country,  where  nothing  should  be  wanting  within 
the  reach  of  his  power  to  supply.  These  obliging 
offers  were  accompanied  by  a  couimnnicutlun  to 
governor  Alava,  that  if  tlie  captain  and  some  of 
the  principal  officers  would  choose  to  visit  (he 
capital,  they  bad  his  Excellancy's  permissiiui  for 
that  purpose;  and  should  they  take  a  journey  to 
St.  Jago,  the  governor  was  required  by  the  iVe- 
fiideiit  to  see  that  they  were  properly  provided 
i'dr  the  excursion. 

On  the  mast  of  the  Discovery  being  examined, 
the  damage  it  bad  sustained  proved  to  be  greater 
than  bad  been  expected,  as  it  was  sprung  almost 
two-thirds  through,  a  little  below  the  bounds. 
Having  no  resource  but  that  of  applying  the  best 
remedy  in  their  possession,  two  stout  cheeks  made 
of  spare  anchor  stocks,  together  with  two  strong 
fishes,  were  fixed  to  the  mast  below  the  partners 
of  the  main  deck,  and  continued  up  to  its  head; 
and  even  with  tliese  additional  sexurities,  it  was 
a  precarious  stick  to  depend  upon:  they  were 
therefore  compelled  to  make  the  best  shitH  in 
their  power,  and  to  act  with  the  utmost  caution 
in  their  passage*^. 


•  The  setreral  scrvicos  were  arranged,  and  in  a  rcgnlar 
4rain  of  execution ;  but  as  tlie  following  day  wm  tbe  an- 
niversary of  their  departure  from  Falmouth,  and  the  com. 
mcncement  of  the  fifth  year  of  thwr  labours,  they  devoted 
it  to  mirth  and  festrvity.  Kach  man  had  aduuhle  allowance 
.of  grog,  and  an  excellent  dinner,  consisting  of  a  Turicty  of 
the  good  things  ^vhich  the  country  80  abundiuitly  aHbrded. 
Having  reviewed  big  several  arrangements.  Captain  Van. 
couver  determined  ^a  avail  himself  of  the  obliging  permission 
of  the  president  to  vi^t  the  capital  of  Chili,  and  ordered 
the  necessary  prcparationii  to  be  made  for  an  excursion  to 
Saint  Jago. 

+  The  town  of  Valparaiso  is  situatiid  on  a  narrow  tract 
of  land  at  tbe  foot  of  roi;ky  precipices  near  the  shores  at 
the  water  side.  There  is  no  pas«  immediately  into  the 
country  but  for  foot  passengers :  for  the  main  road,  which 
is  the  avenue  into  the  interior  parts  of  the  country,  pastes 
tturuugk  the  villages  of  Almandrel,  and  approachen  tbe  sea.

The  necessary  preparations  being  niado,  t!in 
began  their  journey  early  on  the  3il  of  Apnl 
with  a   numerous  cavalcade;   for    tlioi  Ji  dnj 
country  had  been  long  settled,  they  v^cre  iiilurm.

Amidst  this  poverty  of  vegetation, 
ifew  miserable  inhabitants,  barely  existing  on 
jti  surface,  inhabited  wretched  huts,  or  hovels^ 
jibricated  of  mud;  seeming  hardly  to  alford  a 
ihadc  against  the  rays  of  the  sun,  or  the  rude 
fbispersof  the  wind*.

At  one  of  these  abodes,  about  five  leagues  from  Val- 

•aiso,  they  stopped  to  dine;   when  they  found  the  inter- 

I  accommodations  well  assoxtcd  with  the  external  appear. 
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than  that  of  procuring  them  a  lodging,  they  soon 
relieved  him  from  his  embarrassment.  Thia 
gentleman,  without  hesitation,  instantly  provided 
for  them  a  houst;,  precisely  of  that  description 
which  they  liad  understood  were  situated  on  the 
road  for  their  accommodation. 

The  walls  of  this  house  were  composed  of 
dried  pieces  of  earth  cut  square^  nearly  resem- 
bling bricks,  which  had  been  placed  on  each 
other  in  a  wet  state,  and  plastered  over  with  a 
similar  substance;  but,  being  irregularly  dried, 
the  general  appearance  of  the  respective  sub- 
divisions acquired  the  aspect  of  deformity.  The 
inside  of  this  mansion  consisted  but  of  one  apart- 
ment; which  was  found  barely  capacious  enough 
to  receive  their  baggage;  lor  had  the  weather 
been  rainy,  the  travellers  would  have  had  but 
very  imperfect  shelter  for  themselves.  >Vhilst 
their  supper  was  preparing,  they  visited  the  in- 
habitants in  the  village,  by  whom  they  were  re- 
ceived w'ith  cheerfulness  and  anabilify.  S(»nic  of 
the  faces,  aitioiig  tin;  younger  feniah's,  would 
have  been  thought  pretty,  even  among  those  of 
«Mir  fair  country-women,  had  they  not  destroyed 
the  natural  delicacy  of  their  complexion,  by  the 
intolerable  custom  of  painting  red  and  white. 

The  houses  of  this  village  gave  it  a  pleasing 
appearance,  at  the  tirst  view,  and  induced  the 
party  to  suppose  that  they  should  meet  with  such 
as  were  nsore  comtnodious  in  other  respects:  but, 
on  their  accepting  the  in\  itations  of  the  principal 
people,  they  saw  the  same  want  of  cleanliness 
prevailed,  and  were  confirmed  in  their  opinion 
that  wretchedness,  indolence,  and  superstition 
were  exhibited  bore,  in  as  great  a  degree  as  among 
the  coMagers  in  the  desert  f.. 

The  new  road  was  here  directed  across  the  less 

__  elevated 

anre  of  the  n-i.insion  :  a  dirty  table,  a  stool,  a  wretched  bed^ 
and  liye  or  six  crosses  cons  ituted  all  its  furniture.  This 
residenoe,  however,  «as  no'  without  some  decorations  of 
a  relis{ious  natur.t;  and,  what  was  more  exlraordiiuiry, 
the  inhabitaiils  apirareiiily  indulged  in  the  luxury  of  taking 
the  mat'cc,  an  iufii>ion  of  an  herb  procured  fr«m  Paraguay : 
Still  to  add.  to  their  surpri/..-,  they  perceived  that  the  very 
few  utensils  they  j-.ossessed  for  common  domestic  purposes, 
were  principally  made  of  silver.  The  laud  surrounding 
these  miserable  cai)ins  is  in  a  perfect  state  of  nature,  with., 
out  the  vestige  of  any  labour  having  been  bestowed  upon  it. 
The  very  few  wretched  inhabitants  of  this  drea.vwild 
seemed  to  rely,  without  any  exertion  of  their  own,  on  the 
bountiful  hand  of  Providence  for  their  subsistence:  In- 
dolence and  superstition  seemed  entirely  to  iniluence  their 
conduct. 

t  Thcln  time  passed  agreeably  till  supper  M-as  served,. 
&  I  'wheo> 
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9levate4  r^t  of  the  ridge,  and  ]vere  our  travellers 
$9.w  the  labourers  engai^od  progressively  in  that 
'work.  Tliey  coi^ld  not  avoid  reiparking,  how- 
ev^r^  that  their  ini)('ti\ity  in  this  busiuess,  could 
be  equaJled  only  by  <lie  juniiblo  means  they  pos- 
sessed for  its  ovet'iUion.  Three  hundred  and 
fifty  iniJn  were  cniployt'd  with  pick-axes  and 
shovels;  and  t©  supply  iim  place  of  wheel-barrows 
for  the  removal  of  the  earth,  the  hide  of  an  ox 
was  spread  vipoji  the  i>;round,  and  when  as  nmch 
cirth  was  thrown  upon  it  as  would  require  the 
strength  of  two  men  to  remove,  the  corners  of 
the  hide  were  drawn  tog'ctlier,  and  dragg;cd  to 
the  depressed  side  of  the  road,  and  emptied  where 
it  was  thoug-ht  requisite.  The  whole  plan  of 
.  proceeding  in  the  eoiistruction  of  this  new  road, 
■was  indeed  ridiculous  beyond  conception.  The 
labourers  received  theiif.  provisions,  and  a  rifil 
and  a  half  per  day,  which  made  the  amount  of 
their  daily  wages  about  seven  pence  sterling, 
and  their  food  was  estimp.ted  at  about  four  pence. 
Hence  it  appeared  extraordinary  to  our  naviga- 
tors, that  more  persons  were  not  em})loyed  in ' 
agriculture,  and  other  rural  iniprovemcnt;  espe- 
cially as  the  soil  and  climate  seemed  so  well 
uda))ted  for  cultivation.  By  the  introduction  of 
more  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  and  a  proper  share 
4)f  its  comforts,  a  general  spirit  for  exertion 
would  be  diffused  among  the  lower  orders  of  the 
people,  who  mig-ht  thus  be  encouraged  to  prefer 
A  life  of  diligence  to  one  of  inactivity,  which  at 
present  disgraces  the  greater  part  of  the  com- 
munity. 

After  breakfast  the  party  proceeded  on  their 
Joiurney  along  a  very  narrow  path,  and  at  four 
in  the  afternoon  stopped  at  a  mud  hovel  within 
live  miles  of  the  mountain  of  Praow.  The 
country  they  had  passed  through  had  little  to 
entertain,  and  less  to  interest  the  traveller,  beingex- 


•whcn  thoy  won'  favoured  witli  thi'  conipiitiy  of  every  inha. 
Wtaiit  of  the  village:  tlic  .superior  persons  partook  of  the 
repast,  whilst  tlie.  others  enjoyed  the  peculiar  gratification 
of  beholding  a  sreiic  so  novel  and  \inexpecfed|in  llieir  region. 
The  glass  eirnilated  briskly,  and  the  new  friends  did  Sot 
retire  till  the  night  had  far  advanced.  The  blankets  for 
*he  party  vierc  then  spread,  but  their  rest  was  tornientingly 
distnr!)ed  by  (he  verntiii,  generated  by  the  fdth  of  former 
inhabitants,  which  indulged  their  revenge  upon  the.se  stran. 
rers,  for  having  endeavoured  n  dispossess  them  of  their 
strons;  holds  b>  swrejiing  out  tlie  place.  They  rose  the 
■ext  morning,  without  having  reecivc  much  refreshment, 
haviny  been  so  viulcutly  aonoycd  by  myriads   of  bugs  and

actly  similar  to  that  which  they  had  passed  Ijefow 
but  without  anystrjking  objects  to  vary  the  scene  I 
Being  much  fatigued  with  travelling,  and  thai 
heat  of  the  weather,  the  advice  of  the  (IragooMl 
to  niifke  this  their  resting-place  for  the  night  wa»| 
readily  acceded   to   by  all   parties.     Lamb  and 
p«)ultiv  were  procured,  and  dressed  by  their  ownl 
cook  lor  dinner,  and  both   articles  proved  vcryl 
excellent.     Their   table   was  spread  under  thJ 
shade  of  some  vines,  and  they  were  attended!) J 
a  few  peasants  drawn  thither"^  by  curiosity,  whol 
conducted  themselves  respectfully.     They  relircdl 
early  to  their  biankct.s,  whieh,  as  before 
spread  upon  the  groiiivj  ;:;  the  hovel. 

They  rose  early  the  next  morning,  and  reack^ 
in  a  reasonaule  time  the  h)fty  summits  of  Praow 
from  the  top  of  which  the  landscape  was  extreiiiel 
ly  interesting.  To  the  eastward  the  traveller] 
beheld  the  extensive  valley  in  which  St.  JaffoiJ 
situated,  and  which  was  terminated  bv  the  lofiJ

mud  hovels  were  discerned,  vhich  had  escaiH 
(heir  notice  during  ihe  journey.  They  dt;scendfJ 
Praow  to  the  north-east,  after  which  (he  road 
continued  almo.st  in  an  eastern  direction,  ^nj 
was  nearly  as  broad,  and  in  as  good  a  conditior] 
as  many  of  the  turnpike-roads  in  EiiHandJ 
Several  orchards,  and  a  few  plantations  oi"  pa 
turc  land,  au  which  cattle  vv .  re  grazing  undel 
the  shade  of  a  few  scattered  trees,  were  seen  od 
either  side;  but  the  general  dearth  of  ciiitivatioJ 
occasioned  a  gloomy  wild  appearance,  witlioiil 
hardly  a  single  feature  to  indicate  their  nearapj 
proaeh,  to  so  large  and  populous  a  city  as  tliatol 
SaiiitJago*. 

Having  finished  their  breakfa-st  they  rcsiinio 
their  journey:  the  road  was  level,  firm,  anl 
broad ;    and,  as  they  advanced,  plantations  anl

At  length  tliey 
jjfivfd  at  a  habitat ioa  about  a  niiio  from  the 
igpital)  where  they  uiiaiiiuiouisly  aj^i-ecd  to  halt, 
swell  for  the  purpose  of  taking  rest  and  re- 
fieshment,  as  to  be  able  to  equip  themselves  for 
JL  ceremonious  visit  to  the  captain-general. 
One  of  the  dragoons  was  innncdiately  dispatched 
jfith  a  letter  to  his  excellency,  announcing  their 
,[fival  ill  the  vicinity  of  the  capital,  and  stating 
[that they  intended  to  do  themselves  the  lu)nour 
Lf  pftying  their  respects  to  him  at  the  palace  in 
levelling.  Captain  Vancouver  also  directed 
\\k  dragoon  to  engage  carriages  at  St.  Jago, 
lit  to  convey  the  whole  party  thither.  In 
ilie  midst  0^  these  endeavours  to  make  as  smart 
jnappearance  as  they  could  contrive,  the  dragoon 
[ittiirned,  accompanied  by  an  officer  from  the 
aptain  General,  whom  he  sent  to  congratulate 
icin  on  their  arrival,  requesting  they  would  im- 
ately  repair  to  the  palace,  on  horses  pro- 
fly  caparisoned  for  conveying  them  in  a  suitable 
imcr  to  the  capital. 

Fearing  they  couM   not  decline   making  tlijs 

ublic  entry,  without  giving  olFence  to  the  pre- 

lident,  they  endeavoured  to  equip  themselves  as 

ell  as   they   were    able    in  their   old  rotten 

ifornis.

Init  aljiMit  fort)  years ;  ami  that  at  an  early  period  of  life 
It  liaii  eiKcred  into  the  Kntjilish  army,  but  not  haviiit;  been 
broinuied  accurdiiiir  to  his  own  cstimadon  of  his  merit,  he 
Id  cHibracod  more  advantageous  oilers   on  the  continent. 

ii*  liist  coimiiis^ion  in  the  ser>ice  of  his  Catholic  Majesty 
[laj  ill  (III' corps  of  engineers,  after  which  he  was  inlrodiieed 
liioiif;  (he  dra<;oons,  and  became  a  lieiiteiunit-colonel. 
Ilcafttrwai'ds  obtained  the  distinguished  post  of  military 
iDuiiiiaiidcr  on  Uie  iVontiern  of  Chili,  nnd  governor  of 
tmui'i  tion.     In  this  service  he  remained  twelve  yi'itrs,  and 

fill  tlii!  good  fortune  and  addresji  to  subdue  tlie  natural 


public  entry  were  now  greatly  increased;  l^fi 
therefore  requested  they  might  be  permitted  iq 
visit  St.  Jago  in  a  more  private  manner.  But  po 
a  representation  of  this  circumstance  to  tjie 
ollicers,  instead  of  yielding  to  this  proposal^ 
whips  and  spurs  were  instantly  produced,  and 
also  required  to  be  worn;  expostulating  with 
them  on  the  glarin,i>-  impropriety  of  appearing 
wiUiout  them.  But  all  their  expostulations 
could  not  surmount  their  objection.s,  and  they 
presumed  to  mount  without  these  additional 
equipments*. 

A  capacious  room  was  allotted  to  Captain 
Vancouver  in  the  palace,  and  a  large  contiguous 
apartment  was  appropriated  to  the  use  of  Mr. 
Puget  and  the  rest  of  the  officers,  in  which  were 
a  imntber  of  beds  for  the  party.  The  two  dra- 
goons were  ordered  to  attend  as  servants.  The 
politeness  of  <he  president  did  not  end  here;  for 
he  introduced  to  their  acquaintanee  Don  Ramon 
de  Rosij>^,  the  corrigidor,  and  Don  Francis  Cas- 
sada,  a  captain  of  dragoons,  who  received  th.e 
president's  orders  to  shew  them  all  the  curiositiej 
in  St  Jago,  and  inlrodiice  them  to  all  the  prin- 
cipal families  in  that  cityf . 

>V  hen  tlioy  retired  to  rest,  they  found  their 
beds  were  <olerabIy  good,  but  with  the  tilth  in 
their  ajjarlments  they  \>'ere  exceedingly  disgusted. 
Their  dragoons  were  applied  to  respecting  som,e 
orooms  or  brushes  to  reniove  the  nuisance ;  but, 
to  their  great  mortitication  they  were  informed, 
that  such  things  were  not  in  common  use  at  St. 
Jagcn  <lie  only  alleviation  tliat  could  be  obtained 
was  a  proper  quantity  of  watertosprinklethedust. 

Every  Sunday  morning  the  president  has  alevec,

(lie  iron-graliiig  which  protected  the  windows  of  (he  palace, 
begging  the  compnii^y  would  accept  of  nosegays,  and  re- 
questing they  would  join  the  rest  of  their  party  assembled 
near  the  palace;  but  their  obliging'  invilatiou  w^a  dcclinud 
till  a  future  day. 
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nvhicli  is  usually  attended  by  the  military  people, 
and  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  its 
environs.  In  order  to  he  formally  introduced  at 
this  levee,  they  decorated  their  persons  with  the 
best  apparel  the  exhausted  state  of  their  ward- 
robes would  allow,  and  then  repaired  to  the 
audience  cha  nber.  At  the  upper  end  of  this 
spacious  rv.om,  which  was  neatly  but  not  extra- 
vagantly furnished,  a  small  stage  was  raised  a 
few  feet  from  the  floor,  upon  which  was  placed 
a  chair  of  stare,  ornamented  with  a  canopy  of 
red  damask ;  portraits  of  their  Catholic  Majesties 
being  placed  on  each  side  of  the  president's  chair. 
The  levee  was  attcniicd  by  about  one  hundred 
and  twenty  persons,  and  all  superbly  clothed. 
In  such  a  company  the  thread-bare  uniforms  of 
our  navigators  suH'ered  much  by  comparison ; 
but  his  excellency  kindly  apologized  for  the  re- 
duced state  of  their  ap|)arel,  by  enumerating  the 
bardships  they  had  sutlered  during  their  absence 
from  acivili/ed  world.  After  they  had  severally 
paid  their  compliments  to  the  president,  the  levee 
broke  up,  and  they  followed  the  rest  of  the  party 
to  the  levee  of  the  bishop  of  Chili,  which  always 
commences  on  the  termination  of  the  president's. 
Here  our  navigators  were  again  received  with 
that  politeness  which  had  marked  their  reception 
at  Don  Ambrosio's.  The  bishop  resides  in  a 
magnificent  palace,  and  is  the  next  person,  in 
point  of  rank  and  consequence,  to  the  president. 
Though  the  furniture  was  rather  gaudy  than 
elegant,  it  manifested  the  exalted  station  of  the 
illustrious  owner.  The  bishop  appeared  in  a 
loose  clerical  garment  of  purple  silk,  buttoned 
close,  a  sort  of  apron  surrounding  his  \vai.st,  and 
descending  to  his  knees.  Many  priests  attended 
the  levee,  one  of  whom  always  conducted  to  the 
bishop  the  person  who  was  to  be  introduced, 
who  bent  one  knee  on  receiving  the  benc'iction 
of  the  church.     On  this  occasion,  the  bishop

tors  were  introduced  in  the  evening  to  thefan»|l 
of  Senr.  Cotappa's,  an  eminent  Spanish  inerchanf 
The  house  of  this  gentleman,  like  most  of  t'] 
principal  habitations,  formed  a  quadrangile,  iJ 
closing  an  open  area  of  about  thirty  yards  sriuf^ 
one  side  of  which  is  a  dead  wall  ruimiiii;  parallel 
to  the  .street.     As  none  of  the  houses  exceed  on 
story  in  height,  this  wall  totally  conceals  everi 
appearance  of  the  buildings  within.     The  en 
trance  from  the  street  into  the  fore-court,  wa 
throiigli  a  gateway  in  the  wall,  whilst  the  wing 
or  two  remaining  sides  of  the  square  to  tlierii;li3 
and  left,  were  divided  into  otlices  for  servantsj 
and    sleeping    apartments.       Tliis    gcndcmanl 
house  consisted  of  an  anti-chamber,  a  ^panoii 
dining  room,  and  a  bed-chamber:  all  llie  roonijj 
if  not  superbly,  were  finely  finished ;  biitinth 
principal   one,  two  chandeliers  were  siisppndeJ 
from  the  cieling,  the  subjects  of  which  wcrci 
lected  from  the  sacred  writings.     The  coinnanj

concert  was  performed  entirely  by  the  ladies;  onj 
led  the  band  on  the  piano- forte,  and  (he  olherl 
filled  up  the  accontpaniments  onthe  fhiteN  \iolia| 
and  the  harp.  The  whole  was  capitall »  coiKiui;,^ 
and  all'ord  ul   oiir    navigators  a  nnisical  (mt 
which  they  had  been  long  strangers f.

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Tbe  city  of  St.  Ja^o,  inckiding-  the  8ul)urbs, 
it  upwards  of  three  miles  in  circumference.  It 
ijwell«"PP'*^*^^'*''  water  from  the  river  Mapo- 
(ho,  wiiich  has  its  source  in  the  mountains  at  a 
liisttnce  from  the  capital,  and  '>s  ingeniously 
conducted  through  the  principal  streets  of  the 
town,  'i'his  river,  from  whence  tlie  city  is 
thus  siipphed,  ovornowcd  its  banks  in  Juno, 
1183,  in  consequence  of  an  inundation,  and 
nighed  down  towards  St.  Jago  witli  such  fnrv^ 
lliit  it  demolished  all  the  dams  which  de- 
fended the  country.  Every  individual  was 
thrown  into  the  utmost  consternation  lost  a  second 
iiiiiiidalion  should  succeed.  In  which  case,  as 
the  city  had  bccu  left  defenceless  by  tlie»>e  ini- 
exainpled  torrents,  it  was  reasonably  apprehend- 
ed, that  not  a  single  edifice  would  be  left  stand- 
ing in  the  capital. 

It  was  not,  however,  till  .Fanuary,  171)^,  that 
iDcwdam  or  wall  was  erected  to  defend  the  city 
from  tlie  river.  This  wall  is  sai<l  to  ha\e  a 
foundation  fourteen  leet  b'-low,  and  (o  rise  tVuir- 
leen  feet  above  the  surface  ol'  the  water.  It  is 
jtronglv  constructed,  and  capable  of  resistina; 
wy  weight  of  water  that  may  come  against  it. 
firaides  giving  the  most  perfect  security  to  the 
loffP,  it  aflords  an  agreeable  walk  for  the  re- 
treation  of  the  inhabitants  The  whole  is  built 
of  brick;  and  on  the  connnencement  of  it,  an 
obelisk  was  erected,  in  imitation  of  that  in  St. 
Peter's  square  in  Rome;  on  the  pedestal  of  which 
is  tbe  following  inscription  in  Spanish.

The  gaols  here  being  in  a  falling  state,  and 
incapable  of  securing  pristmers,  a  building  of 
the  Tuscan  order  was  erected,  and  appropriated 
to  that  purpose. 

St.  Jago,  the  capital  of  Chili,  was  founded 
in  1.541 :  it  is  the  residence  of  ihe  PrcE'dent,  who 
is  Captain-General  of  the  whole  kingdom,  and 
presiding  judge  of  the  audietice-chamber,  or 
court  of  justice.  The  number  of  its  inhabitants 
is  esliniated  at  thirty  thousand  five  hundred. 
The  subordinate*-  cities  are,  Coquimbo,  Chillaw, 
Conception,  and  Valdivia;  and  the  principal 
towns  are  Valparaiso,  Capiapo,  Vallenar,  St. 
Francisco  dc  Dorja,  St.  Kaphael  de  la  llcsa. 
La  Liqiia,  Qiiillota,  Los  Andes,  Melipilla,  St. 
Joseph,  Anconcague,  St.  Ferdinand,  Curico, 
Talca,  Linares.  Nueva,  Bilboa,  Caugercs,  and 
others  of  le..<s  iuipoitauee.  The  exterior  com- 
merce of  the  liii)i;(lo.ii  is  principally  carried  on 
frcun  the  sea-jiorts  of  ('onceptioii,  Coquimbo, 
and  Valp.iraisor  but  the  latter.  Iron  its  central 
situation,   lias  tbe  greatest  hUaiv.  of  trade. 

Supposing  the  time  our  navigators  had  been 
absiMit  from  the  vessels,  bail  been  sufficient  for 
the  completion  of  thi^  services  Captain  Vancou- 
ver had  directiid  to  be  performed,  preparations 
were  made  for  their  rtfturn  to  Valparaiso;  and, 
after  expressing  their  grateful  acknowledgments 
for  the  miinerous  obligations  conferred  upon 
them,  they  took  their  leave,  and  proceeded  from 
St.  Jago  towards  Valparaiso.  On  their  arrival 
at  Valparaiso  they  found  their  business  in  a  very 
advanced  state ;  but  a  serious  disaster  having 
happened  to  the  main-mast,  by  its  becoming 
rotten  and  unfit  for  service.  Captain  Vancouver 
gave  up  the  thoughts  of  recommencing  his  sur- 
vey of  tha  coast  to  the  southward  of  the  islands 
of  Chiloe,  as  there  was  not  a  probability  of 
getting  it  repaired,  or  of  procuring  another 
to  supply  its  place.  He  therefore  determined 
on  making  the  best  of  his  way  from  this  port 
round  Cape  Horn  to  St.  Helena;  and  hv.  was; 
even  afraid  the  vessel  was  too  much  crippled  to 
encounter  the  boisterous  seas  in  this  ])assuge, 
though  every  means  was  resorted  to  to  render  the 
repairs  as  permanent  as  possible*.

HAVING  settled  with  Mr.  Puget  the  next 
rcndc/vouH  to  be  at  St.  Helena,  Captain 
Vancouver  left  the  bay  of  Valparaiso  on  the  7th 
of  May,  and  passed  tlic  point  of  Angels.  The 
weather  was  clear  and  pleasant,  but  a  heavy 
swell  from  the  soutli  south-west  indicated  boiste- 
r(nis  stomas  from  that  ((uarter.  From  the  worn- 
out  state  of  their  sails,  the  foreto|)-mast  stay- 
s.iil  s|>lit;  and  on  a  further  survey,  they  were 
liwder  the  necessity  of  condemning  a  best  bower 
•  ahle,  a  foletop-sail,  and  maintop-mast  stay-sail; 
which  were  unbent,  and  replaced  by  others, 
that  were  not  perhaps  in  a  much  more  ser- 
viceable condition. 

On  the  9th  the  wind  blew  a  fresh  gale  from 
tlie  north-west,  when  they  -vnuld  have  been 
enabled  to  have  made  great  progress  to  the  south- 
%vard,  had  not  the  Discovery  been  repeatedly 
under  the  necessity  of  shortening  sail  for  the 
Chatham,  which  was  considerably  astern.  Some 
petrels  and  pintados  were  seen  about  the  ship  on 
the  1-ith,  and  two  days  afterwards  several  alba- 
trosses were  observed.  As  they  proceeded  to  the 
southward,  the  weather  gradually  changed  for 
tlie  worse;  and  the  wind,  >vhich  had  hitherto 
been  generally  favourable,  now  became  turbu- 
lent, and  sometimes  blew  in  very  heavy  squalls: 
in  one  of  these  on  the  22d,  they  carried  away 
i\\e.  maintop-sail  sheet ;  this  obliged  them  to  take 
in  the  sail:  the  starboard  binnpkin  was  also 
curried  away,  and  the  wind  continued  to  blow 


with   great    violence.       False   fires   were  burnt! 
during  the  night  as  signals  to  the  Chatham. 

On  the  "iS-i,  after  lowering  the  topsails,  in  t| 
heavy  squall  of  wind  and  hail,  they  wore  thel 
.ship  to  wait  for  their  consort.  In  the  aftcrnoonl 
the  weather  became  nu)re  moderate;  but  thatfa-f 
vourable  change  was  not  of  long  duration,  fori 
on  the  "iifith  the  gale  increased  with  si>  niuflil 
violence,  that  they  were  under  the  ncrcssitv  ofl 
landing  their  topsails,  and  getting  the  topgallaiitl 
yards  and  masts  down  upon  deck,  to  relieve  thel 
masts,  and  to  make  the  ship  as  snug  as  possiblc.l 
In  the  morning  of  the  'i7th,  the  wuid  cliaiigcdl 
to  the  soutli-west,  and  the  weather  l>cranie  suf-[ 
ficiently  moderate  for  them  to  get  up  (he  tiip-j 
gallant  yards  and  masts,  and  to  set  their  reofcdl 
topsails.  Though,  at  this  time,  there  was  li(tle| 
pressure  on  any  part  of  the  rigging,  their  prin-| 
cipal  ropes  and  sails  were  so  ex4ren:ely  rot(eii,| 
that  their  starboard  nuiintop-sail  sheet  broke,  (lie| 
gib-boom  snapped  short  off  m-ar  the  middle,  audi 
the  wind  split  the  mizentop-sail.

Much  of  the  captain's  time,  after  his  arrival 
at  St.  Helena,  had  been  devoted  to  the  concerns 
of  the  Dutch  pri/e  Msu-assar,  and  in  endeavour- 
ing to  procure  a  safe  paiv.sage  for  her  to  England; 
she  was  very  leaky,  and  nuich  out  of  repair. 
Having,  from  long  experience,  btH'n  convinced 
of  Lieutenant  Jolui.><toiie's  .'■Ivill  and  resources, 
he  committed  the  charge  of  the  Maeas.-ar  to  liiH 
care.  For  this  purpose  h»  received  the  cap- 
tain's directions  to  (juit  the  Chiitliaiti  previous  to. 
her  departure  for  St.  Salvttilor;  and  in  addition 
to  the  people  to  be  engaged  at  St.  Helena,  to  na- 
vigate the  prize  home,  the  captain  spared  him 
seventeen  able  seamen  from  the  crew  of  the  Dis- 
covery, on  v^hose  exertions  IVlr.  Jolitistone  could 
confidently  rely.  \\  ith  thi«  supply  of  indefati- 
gable and  e\pe>rieNced  men,  and  the  kind  as- 
surances he  nTei\ed  from  governor  lirooke,  little 
danger  whs  to  b<;  apprehended  of  the  Macassar's 
safe  arrival  in  some  ])ort  of  Great  Britain. 

Aftt-r  paying  his  respects  to  the  governor,  on 
the  ir)tli  of  ridly,  and  returning  him  his  best 
thanks  for  his  great  hospitality  and  attention. 
Captain  Vancouver  left  liieutenant  Johnstone 
on  board  the  Macassar,  with  amph;  directions  in 
writing  respecting  tlw^  management  of  the  vessel 
of  wbiJi  he  was  put  in  charge  to  England. 
About  six  oVJock  on  the  ftilldwingf.ening,  with 
a  light  breeze  fnmi  the  s(uith-ea?<l,  they  directed 
their  course  to  the  north-wcHfuait!,  anxiously 
looking  forward  to  the  happy  Iwxtr  tluit  should 
nwtore  them  to  their  respccti've  fi  tends,  and  to 
their  country. 

The  weather  continued  very  pl'^asant,  and  our

under  the  convoy  of  the  Sceptre,  ccuuiranded 
by  Captain  Essiiig-(oii.  At  live  in  the  afternoon, 
a  boat  from  the  (lenera!  Goddard  East-lndia- 
inan  came  on  board,  and  confirmed  them  in  the 
opinioit  they  had  formed.  On  this  information, 
Captain  Vancouver  ordered  a  boat  to  be  hoisted 
out,  and  waited  up(ui  Captain  Essington,  by 
whom  he  was  politely  and  respeetfidly  received. 
After  putting  himself  under  Captain  Kssington's 
orders,  and  receiving  such  instructions  as  were 
thought  necessary,  he  repaired  on  hoard  the 
Discovery,  and  h\  spreading  an  additi<mal  quan- 
tity of  canvas,  had  the  pleasure  of  sj)eedily 
joining  company  with  the  Sceptre. 

Though  their  progress  was  nnich  retariled  by 
the  convoy,  the  time  glided  pleasantly  away,  as 
they  had  the  comforts  of  a  friendly  intercourse 
with  their  surrounding  countrymen;  from  the 
pleasures  of  whose  sr>ciety  they  had  been  long 
since  estranged.  Nothing  material  occurred  till 
the  1st  of  S<^ptemher;  when,  after  contending 
with  a  fresh  gale,  which  had  been  attended  with 
«onie  heavy  squalls  of  wind  and  rain,  one  oif  the 
Dutch  prizes  made  a  signal  of  di.stress.  They 
immediately  hove  to,  and  Captain  Vancouver 
sent  the  cutter  to  her  assistance,  but  she  was 
found  to  be  almost  a  wreck;  and  was  therefore 
abandoned,  by  order  of  Captain  Essington,  and 
set  on  tire  in  the  evening. 

About  five  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Saturday 
the  12th  of  September,  a  signal  was  made  by  one 
of  the  headmost  ships,  denoting  she  was  within 
sight   of  land ;    and   soon   afterwards   the  glad

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THIS  work  h  inscribed  to. liis  IMiijesty;  and 
the  dedication,  which  is  pretixed  to  it,  ex- 
Ipttiates  on  the  inducements  which  stimulated  the 
iMissionary  Society   "   to  endeavour  to  deliver 
loiaDkiDd  from  the  greatest  possible  portion  of 
iBiisery  which  befets  thenj,  and  to  confer  upon 
[theinthe  most  abundant  measure  of  felicity  which 
jour  nature  is  capable  of  enjoying."    They  were 
icoDScious  this  could  only  be  eflected  by  the  gospel 
the  grace  of  God  preached  among  all  nations, 
far  as  their  opportunities  or  abilities  might 
jeitend.     For  this  end  their  meetings  became  fre- 
Iquent,  and  their  plans  were  gradually  matured 
■for  execution.     "  A  Missionary  Society  was  in 
[consequence  formed  in  England,  and  zealously 
^conded  by  their  brethren  in  North  Britain." 
The  laudable  motives  of  the  Society  cannot  be 
bore  emphatically  displayed,  than  by  a  recital 
of  their  own  words,   in  their  Dedication  to 
^HE  King:  which  are  the  following.     "Sire, 
To  whom  can  the  Missionary  Society  so  properly 
dedicate  these  lirst  fruits  of  their  labours  as  to 
[four  Majesty,  by  whose  order  the  voyages  of 
jliscovery  were     fifst    undertaken,    which  have 
|)rought  into  view  the    numerous    islands  dis- 
ersed  over  the  Pacific  Ocean  ?  The  reports  made 
iconcerning  them  attracted  the  general  attention 
bf  European  nations;  and  your  Majesty's  sub- 
jects felt  themselves  peculiarly  interested,  whe- 
her  their  views  led  them  to  consider  these  dis- 
coveries as   tending  to  enlarge  the  bounds  of 
cience,   or  as  opening  a  field  of  coinmcrcial

speculation.  A  nobler  object.  Sire,  has  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  Missionary  Society,  who, 
believing  Christianity  to  be  the  greatest  blessing 
ever  imparted  to  mankind,  desired  to  communi- 
cate that  inestimable  gift,  with  all  its  happy 
efiests,  to  these  un-enlightened  regions." 

The  situation  of  this  untutored  race,  their 
mental  ignorance,  and  moral  depravity,  strongly 
impressed  on  the  minds  of  .this  Society,  the 
obligation  they  lay  under  to  endeavour  to  call 
them  from  darkness  into  marvellous  light.  '  The 
miseries,  and  diseases,  which  their  intercourse 
with  the  Europeans  had  occasioned,  seemed 
to  upbraid  their  neglect  of  repairing,  if  possible, 
these  injuries;  but,  above  all,  they  longed  to 
send  to  them  the  everlasting  gospel,  the  first  and 
most  distinguished  of  blessings. 

On  submitting  their  intentions  to  the  public, 
the  Society  met  a  spirit  of  zeal  and  liberality 
highly  encouraging ;  applications  manifold  were 
poured  in  of  candidates  for  the  mission,  with 
subscriptions  adequate  to  the  undertaking.  Only 
the  most  select  for  piety  were  to  be  admitted. 
A  committee  of  ministers,  approved  for  evange- 
lical principles  and  ability,  was  appointed  to 
examine  the  candidates  respecting  their  views, 
capacity,  and  knowledge  in  the  mysteries  of 
godliness.  Many  were  rejected,  and  only  those 
received  who  had  the  strongest  recommendations 
from  the  ministers  and  congregations,  with  whom 
they  had  been  joined  in  communion,  and  of  whose 
intelligence  and  devotedness  to  the  work  thev  had 
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the  fullest  evidence.    Thirty  men,    six  ■wpmcn,' 
and  three  children,  were  approved,  and  preMMilcd 
to   the  directors  for  the  coniuicncenicnt  of  the 
mission*. 

The  Missionary  Society. very  highly  approved 
of  the  missionaries,  and  wished  their  selection  of 
mariners  had  been  equally  choice;  they  had  the 
satisfaclion,  however,  of  having  been  tolerably 
successful  in  that  department.  Captain  Wilson, 
ami  <hc  first  mate,  his  nephew,  were  persons 
perfccUy  quuHlicd  for  IIk!  undertaking-,  and  as 
hearty  in  the  ^\o\k  us  the  niissioiiarics  (hcntselvcs. 
Several  of  the  sailors  were  of  asiiuilar  disposiliou ; 
and  about  half  of  them  "were  communicaiils. 

During  the  first  six  weeks  that  they  wc^io 
detained  in  harbour,  one  of  the  niissi(niaries,  who 
continued  with  them  daily,  and  often  ministered 
unt()  them,  declared  he  never  heard  the  name  of 
(»od  blasphemed,  a  passionate  word  spoken,  or 
!jaw  an  unbecomiii'vaclion  in  any  of  (be  mariners; 
many  of  whom  joined  in  the  ex'rcises  of  prayer 
and  praise  with  ihe  nuist  cordial  devotion.  Sur- 
rounded as  they  then  were  by  king's  ships  in  the 
harbour,  this  excitwl  no  inconsiderable  surprise 
jit  its  novelty.  The  songs  of  Zion  were  daily 
heard  over  the  deep. 

The  preparations  being  completed,  and  all  the 
stores  on  bmird,  a  solenui  designation  of  the 
nvinisters  to  their  office  w  as  made.  The  prosecu- 
tion 'of  the  voyage,  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  benevolent  and  evangelical  purposes  of  the 
society,  will,  it  is  presumed,  be  found  interest- 
ing to  the  navigator,  the  naturalist,  and  the 
politician;  but,  above  all,  will  engage  the  pecu- 
liar attention  of  those  who  glory  in  the  name  of 
christian,  and  long  to  see,  what  tliey  fully  ex- 
pect, the  coming  of  the  kingdom  of  the  Lord, 
and  of  his  Christ,  when  "  the  mountain  of  the 
Lord's  house  shall  be  established  in  the  top  of 
the  mountains,  and  the  nations  shall  flow  unto 
it." 

On  the  10th  of  August  1796,  at  six  in  the 
morning,  they  weighed  anchor,  and  hoisted  the 
missionary  Hag:  the  morning  was  serene,  and  a 
gentle  breeze  blew  from  the  north  north-west.

All  wa9  still  and  quidt ;  furnishing  a  favourable 
season  for  contemplation  to  those  wh(»se  heart 
wore  warmed  with  benevolence  and  ardour  fni 
the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom,  Th 
hymn,  "Jesus  at  thy  icommand  we  launch  inti 
(he  deep,  &c."  wria  sung  by  upwards  of  ahun- 
dred  voices,  producing  a  pleasing  and  soleim 
sensation.  The  sailors  in  the  ships  tliey  passed 
heard  them  with  silent  astonishment;  ami  tlieii 
friends,  who  lined  (he  banks  of  the  river,  wavci 
their  hands,  and  bid  a  last  adieu! 

At  AVoolwich  a  vast  concourse  of  people  wen 
assembled  on  the  shore,  to  salute  (hem  as  ili,. 
j)asspd.  The  breeze  fresi.ening,  they  uiiiM-d  a 
Crravesend  before  noon,  and  employed  the  re. 
iiiaiiider  of  the  day  in  clearing  (he  decks,  wliid 
had  been  ineoinnioded  by  (he  eagerness  ot' 
nuiltitiide  of  individuals  from  the  nei::;lih()uriiv 
towii'- ;  who  crowded  every  part  of  (lie  ship 
bringing  various  articles  of  refreshment,  aiixiom 
to  contribute  to  (he  comfort  of  the  missionaries 
The  Rev.  Dr.  llaweis,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilks,  ai 
the  Rev.  Mr.  lirooksbank,  directors  of  thi 
Society,  had  come  on  board  at  Blackwall;  thi 
two  latter  intending  to  go  down  the  channel  will 
their  brethren  to  Portsmoudi,  and  the  forniprti 
remain  with  them  till  (hey  should  leave  England, 
Captain  Wilson,  Mr.  Hardcastle,  and  Mr.  Feni 
came  on  board  from  ]..ondon,  and  settled  wi 
the  crew  for  their  river  pay,  and  their  bouiitvf. 

On  the  11th  of  August,  at  seven  in  tlieevei 
ing,  they  weighed  anchor,  and  turned  dowi 
into  the  Lower  Hope,  when  they  took  an  af- 
fectionate leave  of  Mr.  Cox;  to  whose  abilil 
and  unwearied  diligence  they  must  <'ver  acknow. 
ledge  themselves  indebted,  both,  for  foi warding 
(heir  departure,  and  for  his  care  in  providinpall 
things  comfortable  for  those  who  had  to  pcrl'oni 
so  long  a  voyage. 

At  eight  m  the  morning  of  the  I'itli,  tlip_ 
weighed  from  Hope  Point  with  a  fresh  galeal 
east  south-east.

Wiliiaui 
lUson,  went  on  board  the  Adamant,  Captain 
l^arre,  who  received  them  very  politely,  and 
fadilyoftercd  to  take  theiu  uuilcr  his  protection.

Of  this  the  directors  were  informed,  and  tliey 
were  ordered  to  wait  the  opportunity.  The 
delay,  however,  began  to  weary  their  patience, 
as  they  all  longed  for  the  day  of  their  departure; 
and  though  entertained  with  the  most  cordial 
welcome  by  the  brethren  at  Portsmouth  and 
Gosport,  they  waited  the  signal  from  the  Adamant 
with  eager  desire.  Yet  the  stay  was  not  un- 
profitable; the  same  gracious  hand  "which  di- 
rected them  tliitlier,  gavt;  them  cause  to  ac- 
knowledge liis  h)viiig  kindness;  some  good,  they 
hoped,  might  result  from  the  preaching  of  many 
who  visited  the  ship,  and  from  the  missionaries 
at  Portsea,  Gosport,  anil  its  vicinity.  Here  an 
ingenious  clergyman  of  Portsmouth  furnished 
Dr.  Haweis  and  Mr.  Greathead,  two  directors  of 
the  society,  with  a  manuscrijit  vorabulary  of  the 
Otaheitan  language,  and  an  aceoinit  of  the 
coimtry,  which  he  had  preserved  from  the  mu- 
tineers who  were  seized  by  the  Pandora,  which 
was  of  inconceivable  service  to  the  missionaries, 

The  missionaries,  during  this  delay,  constantly 
exercised  themselves  on  board,  in  rotation,  in 
preaching,  prayer,  and  praise,  which  many 
attended;  and  they  also  usefully  employed  them- 
selves in  reading  and  writing,  especially  respect- 
ing the  objects  of  their  mission.  In  one  of  their 
assemblies,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  transmit 
to  the  body  of  the  directors  a  very  affectionate 
address;  part  of  which  the  editor  thinks  it  his 
dutv  to  introduce  as  a  specimen  of  the  whole. 
''  On  lookiii.'i'  t'oiward  to  the  length  of  our  voy- 
age, and  (!elil)erafing  on  all  the  dangers  and 
difficulties  which  those  who  traverse  the  bosom 
of  the  mighty  deep  are  exposed  to,  and  frequent- 
ly meet  with,  we  are  by  no  means  discouraged; 
but  can  cheerfully  give  ourselves  up  unto  him, 
who  holdeth  the  wind  in  his  fist,  and  the  waters 
in  the  hollow  of  his  hand.  When  we  extend 
our  view  across  the  great  Atlantic  Ocean,  and 
contemplate  the  more  extensive  Southern  Sea; 
when,  in  <uir  imagination,  we  conceive  ourselves 
laitded  on  our  destined  islands,  surrounded  by 
multitudes  oftlie  inhabitants,  earnestly  enquiring.

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errand?  We  answer.  From  a  distant  shore :  the 
friends  of  God  and  human  kind;  touched  with 
compassion  at  your  unhappy  state,  as  represented 
foy  our  countrymen  who  formerly  have  visited 
you ;  moved  hy  the  spirit  of  our  God,  we  have 
forsaken  relatives  and  friends,  braved  storms  and 
tempests,  to  teach  you  the  knowledge  of  Jesus, 
whom  to  know  is  efernul  lUe.  Thouj^h  Satan, 
and  all  the  host  of  hell  should  be  stuns^  Avith  in- 
dignation and  resentment  at  our  boldness  in  the 
Lord,  and  tire  the  licurts  of  their  deluded  votaries 
fvithallthe  fury  and  madness,  which  brutal  igno- 
rance and  savage  cruehy  are  capable  of;  though 
our  God,  in  wltose  name  we  go — our  Saviour,  by 
whose  rich  grace  we  are  redeemed,  should  deliver

After  the  convoy  had  been  detained  by  delays 
unknown  to  our  hearty  and  resolute  adventurers, 
and  subsequently  by  contrary  winds,  at  length 
the  welcome  signal  was  made  <m  the  10th  of 
September;  at  nine  in  the  morning  the  commo- 
dore and  fleet  began  to  weigh,  and  by  ten  were 
all  under  sail.     I'he  adventurers  alone  were  still 


at  anchor,  detained  by  one  of  their  missionaricij 
A  messenger  had  been  sent  oin  shore,  early  in  (hi 
morning,  for  the  time-keeper,  and  to  brine  o| 
Mr.  John  Harris,  the  absent  person;  but,  afte 
waiting  a  long  time  in  vain,   the  officer  v» 
obliged  to  return  without  him.     They  afterward, 
followed  the  fleet,  which  was  steering  for  (|J 
Needles ;  but  when  they  had  reached  Cowes,  (|ii 
tine  south-east  gale  failed  them,  aud  veeriiiv  (d 
the  westward,  the  signal  was  made  to  return 
when   they   came   into  their   former    situation 
Mr.  Harris  now  came  on  board;  he  had  been  oil 
a  visit  to  Southampton,  and  having  heard  th] 
fleet   were  sailing,   hired  a  boat  and  follonJ 
them. 

Here,  from  a  variety  of  causes,  they  were  del 
tjiined   thirteen  days  longer;  but  they  receive 
the   most  obliging   and  unremitting  kiminptu 
from  the  inhabitants  of  Portsea,  Gosport,  SomlJ 
ampton;  and  even  from  their  friends  in  LoiidoJ 
At  last  the  long-desired  moment  of  departure  an 
rived,  and  the  signal  was  made  by  the  Adainan 
to  drop  down  to  St.  Helen's.     Nothing  coulJ 
surpass  the. beauty  of  the  scene;  the  day  wasrej 
markably  tine,  and  the  convoy  moving  on  difl'rr 
ent  taclcs,  with  their  canvas   spread,  gave  adi 
ditionai  splendor  to  it.

Voyage  from  Portsmouth  to  Saint  J  ago— Huh  to  Rio  Janeiro — Reception — and  Ohsenatiom. 


TAKING  their  final  departure  from  Ports- 
mouth, our  missionaries  launched  forth  on 
the  great  deep.  The  signal  for  sailing  being 
given,  they  all  appeared  upon  deck,  with  counte- 
nances elated  with  joy,  considering  it  as  a  sum- 
mons to  commence  their  great,  their  benevolent 
employment.  At  five  in  the  morning,  the  com- 
modore and  the  fleet,  consisting  of  fifty-seven 
sail  of  transports   and  Portugal  traders,   were

refreshments.  On  the  night  of  the  Gtli,  and  the 
following  day,  they  had  iVeqiiont  and  very  heavy 
showeu  of  rain,  which  cnahlcd  them  to  iill  sonic 
of  their  water-casks.  On  the  1 1  Ih  they  crossed 
the  tropic  of  Cancer,  and  saw  several  flying  flsli 
about  them,  which  excited  much  surprise  and 
admiration. 

The  Vith  had  been  appointed  a  solemn  dav  of 
fasting  and  humiliation,  to  prepare  the  mission- 
aries for  their  great  work,  and  to  heg  of  God  to 
forgive  them  whatever  his  pure  euvi  had  seen  - 
amiss  in  them.  Proceeding  to  the  southward  on 
the  l.Sth,  about  nine  in  the  morning  they  descried 
Sal,  the  northernmost  of  the  Cape  de  Verd  isles, 
which  had  a  sun-burnt  appearance.  At  four  in 
the  afternoon  Bona  Vista  came  in  sight ;  a  white 
haze,  common  to  these  islands,  so  far  obscures 
the  prospect  of  it,  that  it  cannot  be  distinctly 
seen  at  the  distance  of  two  or  three  leagues.  It 
has  a  good  harbour  on  its  west  side. 

At  the  dawn  of  day  on  the  14th,  they  saw  the 
isle  of  Mayo,  and  the  two  dangerous  rocks  which 
lie  off'  its  north  end.  The  sea  broke  upon  them  - 
with  great  violence.  A  brig  and  a  schooner 
were  lying  in  Mayo  road,  waiting  perhaps  for 
cargoes  of  salt ;  abundance  of  which  is  anr  ally 
shipped  from  these  islands.  By  eleven  in  the 
morning  they  lost  sight  of  Mayo,  though  they 
were  at  no  great  distance  from  it,  occasioned  by 
the  hazy  atmosphere  already  noticed  :  at  the  same 
time  they  could  perceive  St.  Jago  off  the  deck. 
At  half  after  one  in  the  afternoon,  they  came  to 
with  the  small  bower  in  eight  fathoms,  the  south 
end  of  Green  Island  bearing  west  south-west. 

They  had  now  safely  reached  the  first  port  for 
refreshment,  after  a  pleasant  voyage  of  three 
weeks  from  St.  He'  ''s.  As  soon  as  the  sails 
were  furled,  the  first  mate  was  dispatched  from 
the  captain  to  the  governor,  to  request  his  per- 
mission to  water  and  purchase  refreshment?, 
which  he  kindly  and  politely  granted.  He  was 
informed  that  live  stock,  vegetables,  &c.  could 
not  be  purchased  that  evening;  but  as  intelligence 
of  the  ship's  arrival  would  be  speedily  circulated, 
the   natives  would   resort  early  in  the  morning 

mercy."— As  the  greatest  danger  was  now  over,  and  the 
ntissiunaries  would  go  but  little  further  with  the  convoy 
without  deviating  widely  from  their  course,  they  hoisted 
their  ensign  to  signify  their  intention,  when  they  were  an- 
j  swered  by  the  comniodore,  and  making  all  sail,  were 
1  followed  by  a  Soulh.Sca  whaler,  and  two  other  vuiisels. 
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vithin  the  walls  of  the  furt  ^hnre  (he  market  is 
usually  held ;  and  as  each  individual  would 
naturally  bring  with  him  such  articles  as  he 
possessed,  he  might  readily  procjire  whatever 
the  island  alForded.  This  being  the  case,  Hiev 
i:ould  only  proceed  wi(h  their  watering,  whicli 
is  here  attended  with  much  trouble ;  and  when 
it  is  procured,  it  is  brackish  and  very  indilicrent. 
That  .which  is  obtained  for  the  use  of  the  fort, 
is  brought  on  asses  or  camels,  from  u  distance 
of  three  or  four  miles  *. 

In  the  morning  of  the  15th,  the  missionaries 
were  considerably  disappointed,  the  market  not 
being  so  well  furnished  as  they  expected;  few  of 
the  country  people  being  apprised  of  their  arrival. 
All  (hat  they  could  procure  for»the  cabin  was  one 
turkey,  five  fowls,  an  equal  number  of  pigs, 
a  quantity  of  oranges;  and  a  quarter  of  a  cask 
of  Madeira  wine,  for  the  missionaries.  For 
these  articles  they  were  indebted  to  the  liberality 
of  the  captain  of  an  American  brig,  that  lay  in 
the  port.  In  return  for  this  civility,  Captain 
Wilson  sent  him  a  cheese,  and  some  tea  and 
sugar. 

Their  water  being  completed,  at  five  in  the 
afternoon,  a  gun  was  fired  from  (he  ship,  a  signal 
for  the  absentees  to  repair  on  board,  and  by  seven 
they  were  clear  of  the  harbour.  St.  Jago  is  the 
most  fertile  and  populous  of  all  the  Cape  de 
Verd  Islands,  notwithstanding  it  is  very  moun- 
tainous, and  has  a  great  deal  of  unprolific  land. 
The  principal  town,  which  is  named  after  the 
island,  is  situated  against  (he  side  of  two  moun- 
tains, between  which  there  is  a  deep  valley  (wo 
hundred  yards  in  width,  extending  almost  to  the 
sea.     An  irregular  street  appears  in  that  part  of 

*  The  ileputy-governor,  who  resides  at  Port  Praja,  h;iil 
long  Idbuiircd  under  a  very  obstinate  complaint,  iVorw 
vhich  he  was  now  recovering:  but,  fearing  a  relapse,  !>r. 
(jillani  was  applied  to  when  he  appeared  on  shore:  his 
opinion  at^reeiiig  with  what  had  before  been  prescribi-'l  by 
tl>e  surgeon  of  an  Indianian,  his  services  were  gladly  ac- 
cepted :  and  he  afterwards  administered  inCiiical  relief  to 
the  fioveriior  and  his  lady,  who  were  also  indispds.'d. 
Their  'lisorders  were  chielly  iiitermittents,  diseases  of  the 
liver,  and  anasarca.  Though  the  place  is  {generally  thought 
imhealtiiy,  one  of  theinhahitants  was,  at  tliattinie,  upwards 
of  one  hundred  and  ten  years  of  ago. 

+  Though  their  stay  was  short,  their  brethren  on  shore 
•were  not  inattentive  to  their  first  object:  the  following  is  ii 
■gimple  narrative  of  what  occurred  on  this  occasion.  The 
ini.sionary  wa,v  uiedifating  on  the  great  goodness  of  God  to 
liitu  an  unworthy  creature,  when  he  met  with  a  native 
black,  maa,  who  utvited  hm  to  Itis  iionsc.    lUs  mind  was 


the  valley  next  the  sea,  with  a  rivulet  at  (he  bnt. 
torn;  which  glides  into  a  fine  cove,  where  th] 
sea  is  generally  so  very  smooth  that  ships  ridoverl 
safely  in  it.  A  small  fort  is  erected  near  (he  jandl 
ing-placc  of  this  bay,  where  a  guard  is  constanoj 
kept ;  and  near  it  isafeeble  battery  of  small  caniio' 

Port  Praya  is  a  small  bay,  about  the  niiiJiHoi 
the  south  side  of  the  island :  Green  Isliind  lios  oi 
the  west  side  of  the  bay ;  it  has  steep  rot  Iiy  sidJ 
but  is  not  very  high.  '  From  this  islantl  to  tli 
west  point  of  the  bay  lie  sunken  rocks,  on  y/]{A 
the  sea  continually  breaks.  I(,  is  ciistoiimrv ., 
iMist-lndia  men,  Guinetktradcrs,  and  others  buimi 
to  the  .southward,  to  touch  here  for  refresh 
men(s  f . 

Having  completed  their  purpose  of  lantlini;! 
PortPr.'va,  a  fine  breeze  sprang  up  at  a  litill 
distance  (ff  (he  island,  bnt  afterwards  gradiialll 
declined  to  calms  and  light  airs  aHenmtely. 
one  in  the  afternoon  they  saw  a  sail  to  the  waa 
ward,  and  at  five  in  the  evening  she  had  gJ 
within  a  mile  of  them.  She  then  hoisted  Enilisl 
colours,  and  fired  a  gun  to  bring  her  (o. 
Duff  also  fired,  and  displayed  her  colours.  TiJ 
stranger  was  so  much  her  superior  in  forte,  lliJ 
the  Duff  must  inevitably  have  fallen  into  hq 
hands,  had  she  been  an  enemy ;  but,  on  her  brini 
hailed,  all  their  apprehensions  vanished :  \\\ 
name  was  the  Jack  Park  of  Liverpool,  hound t 
Africa.  It  was  spontaneously  ejaculated  bvuJ 
of  the  missionaries,  on  this  occasion— "  The  Lot( 
is  better  to  us  than  all  our  fears!" 

At  sun-rising  on  the  19th,  the  sea  was  r,i|J 
and  serene,  and  the  sky  most  beautiful.  Al[ 
distance  were  beheld  some  wa(er-3poiits,  extciJ 
ing  from  the  clouds  to  the  sea,  forming  iniij 

greatly  impressed  with  the  ignorance  and  snperslitioDofil 
poor  fellow  ;  he  therefore  consented  to  a(  (•onipiiiiv  Mi 
and  found  him  evtivnicly  fricnilly.  lie  was  siMliLii'iillnl 
quainted  with  the  I'^igHili  language  to  make  lii':is.lf  uiiilj 
stood  ;  and,  being  asked  wliat  rt'ligion  lie  was  uf,  IksjI 
he  was  a  iloman  Cii.iolie.  After  cxplaitilng  liiub.lf,  i 
well  as  he  ciiuld,  the  missionary  replied,  '•  1  rcii' v filial 
wrong,  God  cannot  l)e  worshipped  tliroiigli  (iu' riuiiijiiit 
Images;"  and  ,",iiited  out  several  passage's  of  (lui'vuol 
which  forbad  such  worship,  before  parting  from  him,  1 
desired  him  to  read  over  the  |-assages  he  IkuI  pointed  out  I 
him;  for  he  hid  an  old  bible,  and  could  read  a  link' :  I 
entreated  him  "  to  conii'arc  the  word  of  (Jod  with  tlie  srI 
timents  he  had  been. taught,  and  to  pray  to  (I oil  tfillwl 
images  set  before  liimi  as  they  are  an  aboiuirutiun  toil 
liord."  Thus,  afitr  a  few  more  words,  they  sopuraicil 
and  the  missionary  humbly  hoped  that  the  labour  wouliit 
be  in  vain  ia  the  Lord.

OntlicJist,  at  six  in  the  morning,  they  ww 
lllie  island  of  Fernando  de  Nuronha,  bearing 
Ifoiit  north-west  nine  leagues.  This  island  re- 
Ipresentcd  some  detached  hills,  the  largest  of 
Ivhich  had  the  appearance  of  a  church-steeple. 
lit  has  two  harbours,  capable  of  receiving  ships 
lof  the  grcales(  burthen  :  that  on  the  north  side 
llias  the  preference  for  shelter,  capacity,  imd 
l^odncss  of  bottom;  but  both  are  exposed  to 
■the  north  and  west :  these  winds,  however,  are 
Iperiodical,  an;l  nut  of  long  continuance. 

The  001  tcr  beiii;;  exhausted,  the  captain  pro- 
Ipused  h.ilf  a  pint  of  Madeira  wine  to  each  of  the 
Inissionaries,  which  was  thankfully  accepted. 
[)ii  the  2(1  of  November,  they  caught  two  Poir- 
Kiigiiesc  men  of  war  in  a  bucket.  They  were 
kach  about  a  foot  long,  having  innumerable  arms 
Bike  worms.  They  are  beautiful  piuk-roloured 
bladders  in  the  shape  of  a  curious  shell.  After 
ping  to  the  surface,  they  scud  before  the  wind 
like  little  ships.  On  being  touched,  they  sting 
tike  nettles. 

Met  on  the  evening  of  the  7th  to  send  up  (heir 
biled  prayers  with  their  brethren  in  England, 
■or  a  blessing  on  this  and  all  other  missionary 
abours.  On  the  9(h  they  sounded  in  the  outer 
bart-of  the  Abrolhos  banks  in  eighteen  fathoms. 


I  *  A  number  of  sharks  bi'ing  ob-<'ived  playing  round  the 
pips,  two  of  thcin  were  caught,  meisuriiig  about  five  foot 
tub  in  length :  after  tbey  >vcre  cut  in  pieces,  stnd  the  cu- 


On  the  1 1th,  at  eight  in  the  morning,  they  saw 
the  scattered  islands  which  lie  to  the  northward 
of  Cape  Frio.  At  half  past  two  it  set  into  rain 
very  hard,  with  bri.sk  gales  from  the  north-east ; 
in  consequence  of  which  they  put  the  ship  under 
a  snug  sail,  intending  to  pass  the  night  betwi.\t 
ihc  Cape  and  the  entrance  of  Rio  dc  Janeiro. 
On  the  \2i\\,  at  day-light,  they  made  sail  and 
ran  for  the  harbour;  but  the  breeze  failing,  it 
was  one  in  the  afternoon  before  they  reached  (he 
entrance.  When  nearly  there,  a  pilot  boat  came 
alongside,  with  the  head  harbour-maiiter,  who 
took  charge  of  the  ship.  They  came  to  with 
their  small  bower  in  seven  fathoms,  and  moored 
with  a  kedge  to  the  northward,  the  Monastery 
bearing  south-west  by  south.  As  soon  ns  they 
had  anchored,  a  guard-boat  came  uloiig-side, 
and  other  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent 
smuggling.  The  captain  was  obligee'  to  land 
when  he  first  entered  the  port,  attended  by  a 
military  ofllicer  from  Santa  Cruz. 

Being  now,  on  the  13th  of  November,  safely 
moored,  after  a  passage  of  five  thousand  miles, 
and  through  malignant  climates,  they  poured 
forth  thanks  with  grateful  hearts  for  God'g 
abundant  goodness  displayed  in  their  favour. 
This  day,  being  the  sabbath,  incumbent  duties 
were  observed  as  at  sea :  the  oHicer  of  the  guard- 
boat  attended,  behaved  with  great  propriety, 
and  at  the  close  of  the  worship,  expressed  hU 
approbation.  When  he  became  more  familiar, 
he  declared  he  had  never  before  seen  people  con- 
duct themselves  so  peaceably  and  soberly  on  their 
first  arrival;  drunkenn'ess,  swearing,  and  noise, 
having  been  always  prevalent. 

Since  (he  captain  was  on  shore,  on  their  first 
arrival,  no  individual  was  permitted  to  quit  the 
ship  till  he  had  been  regularly  examined  by 
superior  oflicer.s,  whose  visit  they  were  patieudy 
to  attend.  At  four  in  (he  afternoon,  on  the 
14th,  these  examiners  arrived  in  the  master-at- 
tendant's boat:  they  consisted  of  some  military 
officers,  the  chief  Justice,  a  Physician,  the  ca|)- 
tain  of  a  ship,  and  an  interpreter.  Their  busi- 
ness appeared  to  be  extremely  trifling;  and  as 
the  questions  now  asked  were  not  deemed  suf- 
ficiently conclusive,  the  captain,  and  some  others, 
were  ordered  to  attend  at  the  Viceroy's  palace, 
there  to  answer  a  similar  strintr  of  interrogations: 

tr.-iils  taken  out,  their  heads  jumped  about  upon  tlie  deck 
for  a  considerable  tiuie. 
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OS  w heiico  tlie V  came  ?  whither  they  were  bound  ? 
tlif^  motive  of  tlieir  voyage  ?  what  political  iu- 
telligence  tliev  had  to  communicute  ?  When  these 
particulars  \»c»e  written  and  signed,  the  party 
was  iufornicd  that  the  papers  would  he  sent  to 
Lisbon  ;  and  that  such  scrutinies  were  the  com- 
mon practice  of  the  colony. 

This  ceremony  bein^  ended,  the  party  was 
permitted  to  i^o  on  shore  whenever  they  thought 
proper,  taking  with  (hem  a  soldier  in  the  boat ; 
and,  as  soon  as  they  landed,  another  soldier 
picked  them  up,  and  followed  them  through  the 
town ;  watching  them  closely  till  they  returned 
to  the  boat. 

From  Monday  till  Saturday  the  party  was  em- 
ployed in  retitting  their  rigging,  watering  the 
ship,  and  procuring  live  stock,  «&c.  fyr  sea-store. 
On  the  lOth,  at  four  in  the  morning,  they  un- 
moored, and  about  noon  the  sea-wind  set  in  with 
H  thick  fog.  At  seven  in  the  morning  on  the 
i20th,  they  weighed  with  a  light  breeze  in  their 
favour  ;  but  when  they  got  abresist  of  fort  Santa 
Cruz,  it  changed  against  them:  they  kept  ply- 
ing, however,  to  windward,  and,  having  made 
a  few  tacks,  the  master-attendant  took  his  leave. 
At  three  in  the  afternoon  they  passed  between 
Razor  Island  and  Round  Island,  when  a  fresh 
breeze  springing  up,  wafted  them  speedily  out 
of  the  sight  of  land. 

The  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  now  the  capital 
of  Brazil,  and  since  the  diamond  mines  liave 
been  discovered  in  its  vicinity,  has  been  the  re- 
sidence of  the  viceroy.  It  is  defended  by  cannon 
planted  on  the  tops  of  the  eminence.',  which 
command  its  entrance:  it  ha"  also  four  regula< 
forts,  of  which  only  Santa  Cruz  and  Losia  have 
much  strength;  and  upon  the  whole,  it  is  not 
so  well  fortiiied  as  it  appears  to  be*. 

*  TKc  inhabiJanIs,  which  arc  a  mixture  o(  Portuguese, 
Mul.itlocs,  and  Ne/jroi's,  aniniiiil  to  about  two  hundred 
thousand,  incliidin;;  the  tity  and  (he  snburl)s.  The  eliurches, 
monasteries,  ejnvenis,  and  some  of  the  priv:)!e  houses, 
arc  ''plendid.  The  streets  are  narrow,  straight,  a  id  regular. 
The  goverr.inent  is  extremely  aetive  in  preventing  tlie  in. 
habilaiitj  froia  havin;;  any  intercourse  with  strangers,  with, 
out  le:>vc  tirst  obtiiiiicd  from  llie  viceroy.  This  capital 
aims  at  si'.i'|)assin>r  all  Roman  (.'atholic  cities  iii  the  parade 
of  religion :  the  corue-  of  every  street  is  decorated  with  a 
tignru  uf  our  Saviour  and  the  Virgin,  pLiced  in  a  niche, 
viih  a  curtain  and  glass  v  indow  irfore  it.  When  sable 
night  arrives,  the  spot  is  ill'ininatcd  with  randies;  and 
riany  assemble  there  to  practice  tiiiir  dcvoiioi.^;  their 
rhuntings  to  these  imaged  bi'ing  sticccssiively  continued  during 


Here  the  missionaries  began  to  observe  maikii 
of  the  superstitii-n  of  the  inhahitaniH ;  for  tl  • 
cross  was  erecttd  on  the  tops  of  the  hill<,  and  oii 
their  forts.  On  the  Lord's  dav  the  i*oi(ii£r,|,s,. 
and  Indians,  who  attended  the  brethicn,  joolud 
on  attentively  during  their  worship,  and  kliiivcd 
seriously,  though  unacquainted  with  the  1;^. 
guage;  whilst  those  who  remained  in  (he  boat. 
though  it  was  Sunday,  amused  them  t'ivcs  witli 
cards  f . 

The  viceroy's  garden  was  rcnderod  b.Mutifui 
by  a  picturesque  assemblage  of  orange,  Jeuon 
and  lime  trees.  A  crocodile  spouted  waler  in  the 
midst  of  sonic  curious  shell-work;  and  from  the 
mouth  of  a  tortoise  issued  a  copious  stream 
though  confined  vithin  the  arras  of  a  hw. 
From  one  of  the  terraces,  the  harbour  iias  a 
most  magnificent  appearance. 

Visiting  the  palace  next,  they  were  politelv 
attended  by  the  colonel  commandant  and  hi, 
lady;  and  they  regretted  that  they  could  make 
no  acknowledgments  in  return  :  especially  when 
th^^-y  observed  their  rooted  superstition,  with 
beadt  and  crucifi.\es  hanging  about  their  necks 
bowing,  atul  crossing  themselves  as  tlicy  pa-tj 
the  objects  of  their  idolatry.  A  grand  procession 
of  priests,  nuns,  &c.  demanded  their  attention, 
as  (hey  were  entering  one  of  their  ca(liedra!<,i 
which  was  hung  with  black,  and  magnificciitlv| 
illumined.  The  prayers  were  chanted,  anil, 
tiiorusses  sung,  accompanied  by  a  band  ol 
music.  The  brethren  were  a^IIicted  (o  lielioldl 
such  external  pomp  of  worship,  without  dis 
covering  a  trace  of  the  pure  undeliled  rtiigiiii| 
of  Jesus.

ing  high,  and  the  wind  blew  a  complete  storm. 
Several  of  ihc  live  stock  died,  either  by  the  cold 
or  t!»c  spray  of  the  sea.  Not  only  many  of  the 
miisionarics  were  sea-sick,  but  also  some  of  the 
seamen:  even  the  crew  felt  the  uncomfortable 
ell'ects  of  stich  bad  weather;  the  captain  there- 
fore apprehended,  that  in  endeavouring  to  double 
Cape  Horn,  this  raw  unseasoned  company  of 
landmen,  women,  and  diildren,  might  fall  vic- 
tims to  the  repeated  storms  and  colder  weather, 
which  might  be  reasonably  expected.  Ai'ier  de- 
liberately weighing  these,  and  the  connected  cir- 
cumstances, he  prudently  adopted  the  resolution 
of  going  the  eastern  passage;  to  pass  a  few  de- 
grees south  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  to 
sail  to  the  south v/srd  of  the  south  of  Cape  of  Nevr 
Holland,  keeping  in  the  track  of  the  westerly 
winds  till  near  the  meridiai.  of  Otaj^eite,  and 
then  to  steer  northward  for  that  island. 

The  sea  running  tremendou&ly  high,  they 
shaped  their  course  right  before  it,  steering  north- 
east by  east,   and   north-east  till  it    gradually 

viv.ahle  to  the  women  and  children.  In  the  course  of  tht 
night  tiiey  t^xpcricnced  a  less  Tiolent  gale,  but  it  wa«  ac. 
couipanit'd  with  nun,  thunder,  and  lightning.  At  dar- 
light  they  had  more  favourable  weather,  and  the  sea  wat 
remarkably  smooth,  tlio;:gh  considerably  discoloured,  oc. 
curiioned,  it  is  said,  by  tlifi  out.set  of  the  ;idc  from  (ho 
great  river  of  Rio  de  Ir  Plaui.  Tl  v  sounded,  but  found 
iia  b(<lto>'.  with  a  hMudi  d  fathom  u.  line. 
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became  smoother.  But^  -to  particurlarize  the 
various  circumstances  of  so  loi^  a  passage,  would 
occasion  a  tedious  repetition  of  winds  and  >vea- 
ther.  The  Missionary  Journal  will  fill  up  the 
chasm. 

On  the  8th  they  Iiad  a  great  head  sea, ;  several 
whales  were  observed  playing  around,  approach- 
iiit^  so  near  the  missionaries  that  they  could  ob- 
serve them  distinctly,  when  they  rose  to  the  sur- 
face to  breathe ;  when  they  threw  up  the  water 
to  a  vast  height,  producing  a  tremendous  noise. 
"  How  manifold  are  thy  works,  OGod!  Heaven, 
earth,  and  scii,  declare  thy  j^lory  I"  The  climate 
licre,  though  advancing  to  the  midst  of  summer, 
seemed  as  cold  to  the  missionaries,  as  the  depth 
of  winter  is  in  England. 

The  gale  still  blow  with  violence,  the  sea  run- 
ning mountains  liiglj;  the  clouds  low,  thick,  and 
gloomy;  (he  ship  scudding  swiftly  before  the 
wind.  They  now  truly  saw  the  wonders  of  the 
Lord  in  the  great  df:ep  Sometimes  the  vessel 
appeared  between  two  lofty  mountains  of  water, 
and  then  ascended  to  the  immense  summit  Some- 
times the  towering  6illc.».»r8  were  viewed  with 
nstonishwent,  following  each  other  with  their 
foaming  tops,  and  seemiag  to  threaten  the  de- 
Utruction  of  the  beholders:  but  so  far  from  in- 
juring them,  they  only  pushed  them  on  w'tJi  the 
greater  velocity  to  their  desired  haven.  The 
brethren  were  unable  to  celebrafe  the  Lord's 
Supper,  through  fhe  agitation  of  the  vessel;  a 
meeting  of  prayer  was  therefore  determined  on 
between  deck(i:  in  tliat  situation,  deprived  of 
the  light  of  the  »un,  avid  the  sea  often  nuiking  a 
way  over  the  ship,  the  Lord  supplied  every  want, 
by  vouchsafing  His  gracious  presence. 

The  immense  shoals  of  fishes  around  them, 
both  astonished  and  amused  them;  the  larger 
advancing  in  great  pomp,  followed  by  a  more 
diminutive  train;  the  flying-fish,  after  their 
aerial  ascei  t,  often  filling  on  b(»ard  the  vessel : 
Oil©  of  these  soaring;  adventurers  Hew  against 
thcis  bell,  and  was  consequently  captured  and 
eattin.  Thousands  of  birds,  about  the  size  of 
pigeons,  also  skimmed  around  thcni.

On  the  24th,  Chtistmas-eve,  tome  of  the  b« 
thren    passed  a  comfurtabfer  evening' 
impressed  with  the  rememf 
absent  friends. 

The   Biissionaries  were  now  dn^y  aphlyiJ 
themselves  io  the  Otaheitean  1«n|5uage;  a  nj 
of  the  day  being  also  appropriated  to'reaJiJ 
Mr.    Greathead's    account    of  the  Soulh* 
Islands.     A  difierence  of  opinion'  now  arose 
the   propriety  of  their  separating,  and  of  (I 
most   eligible  group*  for  (he  present  itinej 
members  to  settle  in.  Some  preferred  the  Frienl 
Isles;  others  proposed  Otaheite.     John  IliirJ 
alone  was  strenuous  in  favour  of  the  MarqucJ 
In   consequence  of  the  probability  «('  suthl 
separation  taking  place,  a  meeting  cf  the  mi 
siqnaries  was  held,   when  it  was  move<l,  tj 
eight  persons,  and  the  chairman,  (tlie  I'aptai] 
be  chosen  to  draw  up  a  code  of  church  goveif 
nieut.     This  motion  being  c»rr'   1  the  foilov/il 
persons  were  then  thosei;  '■")>         to  corapJ 
the  committee:  viz.  Boswei,,  i,i»c«anan,  Covli 
Henry,  Jefferson,  Lewis,  Main,  and  Shelly. 

At  another  meeting  it  was  moved  and  carrii 
that,  "  On  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday,  an  h] 
and  a  half  be  appointed  for  the  diseussjon] 
aon.i  doctrinal  part  of  God's  word.  iht. 
to  be  named  by  a  moderator,  duly  elected,' 
Mr.  Lewis  wa»  chosen  first  moderator.  Itu 
also  voted  that  Messrs.  Henry  and  Kelso  dol 
conjunction  v;itli  the  ordained  ministers,  M 
the  regular  dispensation  of  the  word  of  God] 

On  the  Ist  of  January,  1797,  it  was  remirt 
by  some  of  the  missionaries,  that  they  hud  ( 
sailftd  twelve  thousand  miles  since  the  coniniti>^ 
ment  of  the  preceding  year.     They  - 
vancing  rapidly  towards  the  desired  i 
nothing  very  remarkable  occurred.    '^\.      >j;/^ 
birds  which  had  divity  visited  them,  seemv;&  i^ 
to  have  deserted  them.     Whales  frolicked  ro| 
the  ship,  and  might  probably  have  been  1^ 
had  they  been  the  object  of  their  voyage. 
Smith,  watching  an  opportunity,  siicceoHedj 
striking  a  porpoise,  the  blubber  of  wiiicli  { 
duced  four  gallons  of  g^od  oil*. 

diicc  unhappy  cflTects,  H  bccamo  a  8ubj<>ct  «f  dii-iJ 
whether  the  two  persons  of  ditTerent  senti'    itsoiijlitlf 
continued  as  fcli9w  hWpers  in  the  gren'  ■:/■    (;  but, 
a  variety  of  conferences  on  the  subjec,    (> '  iiic^n 
calmnciis,    the  two  seccderA  acknowlcdgt^t     no  bl 
ceivcd  conviction  from  the  arguments  of  their  Irn 
admitted  the  imprnpiiety  of  their  conduct,  and  \if 
stored  to  friendship  ia  tbc  most  eu]>lc  manner. 
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On  lt»c  17th  C'/'y  had  the  heaviest  and  severest 
ilorni  tliey  had  ever  experienced.  The  sea  ran 
mountains  high :  but  the  incomparable  burk,  with 
which  God  had  blessed  them,  mounted  over  the 
«avcs.  A  eahn  and  serene  state  of  n)ind  enabled 
the  missionaries  to  cast  their  care  upon  God, 
which  they  did  in  a  swetit  prayer,  meeting  be- 
tween deck^.  In  the  evening  the  wind  subsided, 
ind  the  stars  displayed  their  brilliant  fnces. 

On  the  2lst,  the  articles  and  rules'being  com- 
pleted, they  were  approved  and  signed  by  the 
brethren. 

Ninety-sftven  days  had  now  elapsed  since  they 
jell  Rio  Janeiro,  and,  with  the  exception  of 
joiall  vessels,  they  had  not  seen  ship  or  shore  in 
ill  this  time,  though  they  had  sailed  thirteen 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twenty  miles. 
Tired  with  so  long  behddii^  a  vacant  horizon, 
ind  the  familiar  objects  the  sea  daily  presented 
to  their  view,  they  began  eagerly  to  look  out 
for  a  South  Sea  Island;  and  the  time  was  now 
irriving  when  this  curiosity  would  in  part  be 
gratified.  At  seven  in  tbe  morning  Toobouai 
was  dwcp'ed  from  the  fore-yard  by  one  of-  the 
leaRvn,  bearing  south-east  by  east,  ahout  nine 
leagues  off,  appearing  at  that  distance  like  two  se- 
parate islands,  but  on  their  nearer  approach,  they 
perceived  the  low  lands  which  connected  the  hills. 

It  havmg  now  been  fourteen  weeks  since  they 
kst  saw  the  land,  they  thought  it  a  delightful 
prospect.  The  wind  blew  fresh  from  Toobouai, 
and  the  cuptain  had  no  ir  «ntion  of  going  near 
this  island;  but,  to  oblige  some  who  were  de- 
sirous of  seeing  it,  they  tacked  to  windward. 
and  towards  evening  came  within  a  few  miles 
At' it.  They  thought  it  imprudent  to  land  there, 
iis  the  natives  were  prejudiced  against  the 
^iiglish,  on  account  of  the  mutineers  of  the 
uip  Bounty,  who  had  destroyed  about  a  hun- 
H'  1  of  them.  At  some  future  time,  however, 
they  meant  to  visit  them,  to  remove  their  pre-

judice  with  the  glad  tidings  of  the  gospel  of 
peace.  A  fine  breeze  continuing  the  whole 
night,  they  saw  no  more  of  Toobouai. 

The  8*^  venturers  having  now  been  seven  months, 
penned  together,  since  their  embarkation  at 
Blackwall,  became  well  acquainted  with  euch 
other's  disposition;  and  reciprocal  regard  and 
friendship  was  naturally  eittertnined.  Several  of 
the  brethren  having  intimated  a  preference  of  iv 
certain  group  of  islands,  the  subject  of  the  se- 
paration of  the  brethren  among  the  Marque- 
sas, the  Society,  and  tbe  Friendly  Islands,  was 
again  started,  anil  a  meeting  of  the  Society  ap- 
pointed on  the  27th  of  February.  A  meeting 
was  held  accordingly,  when  there  appeared  foe 
each  group  the  list  of  the  names  in  the  follow- 
ing statement*. 

Their  passage  from  Toobouai  was  much  longer 
than  they  expected,  variable  winds  and  unsettled 
weather  militating  against  them.  On  the  1st  of 
March,  from  two  in  the  afternoon  till  four,  it 
rained  excessively.  From  four  till  seven  an  in- 
terval of  fair  weather  succeeded '.  it  then  rained' 
heavier  than  before  from  nine  till  midnight,  ac- 
companied with  vivid  lightning  and  awful  claps 
of  thunder.  Though  the  sea  was  not  remark- 
ably high,  nor  the  wind  extremely  violent,  the 
darkness  and  conflict  of  the  elements  formed  » 
sight  so  truly  dismal,  that  all  on  board  acknow- 
ledged they  had  never  witnessed  any  event  so- 
treniei.dous. 

After  this  storm  nothing  material  occurred  till 
March  the  4th,  when  the  island  of  Otaheite  de- 
lighted their  anxious  eyes;  but  the  distance  was 
considerable.  At  noon  the  extremity  of  the  Icsse* 
peninsula  bore  from  north  by  west,  twelve  or 
fourteen  leagues  off*:  tliey  stood  towards  it  till 
ten  at  night,  then  tacked  about  four  miles  south 
of  the  reefs  off  Atahooro,  and  standing  off  and 
on  till  day-light,  steered  to  pass  between  the  west 
end  of  the  island  and  Eimeo. 


The  business  being  thus  far  settled,  tho  captain  intlmatecf 
to  those  intended  for  Otaheite,  that  it  waa  necessary  tu 
choose  their  committee  and  president.  This  suggestion  wax 
attended  to ;  Mr.  Jefferson  was  elected  president  by  a  great 
majority,  annd  Messrs.  Cover,  Lttcis,  Henry,  and  liroonu 
hall,  to  compusL  the  committee.  Mr.  C«rer  was  also  up. 
pointed  Secretary  and  itorc>kceper,  and  Mr.  Lewis  Libra* 
rian.  It  was  further  agreed,  that  the  president,  secretary, 
&c.  should  possess  their  rcspcctiTO  office!  for  six  months, 
and  that  the  committee  should  go  out  by  rotation,  one  every 
three  months, 

'         '    '   ■  '  •       With 
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Willi  a  gentle  breeze,  on  Sunday  March  5, 
the  missionaries  were  abreast  of  the  district  of 
Atahooroo  by  seven  in  the  morning,  whence 
several  canoes  were  seen  putting  oft",  and  pad- 
dling rapidly  towards  them:  a  cahu  ensuing, 
seventy-four  canoes  surrounded  them ;  many  of 
-which  weie  double,  with  about  twenty  peisoiis 
in  pat  b,  Tlic  multitude  was  »o  great,  that  their 
r.xertions  were  necessary  to  prevent  tlieir  crowd- 
ing on  board:  but,  in  spite  of  all  their  efforts 
to  prevent  it,  upwards  of  one  hundred  of  them 
were  soon  perceived  dancing  and  capering  like 
frantic  persons  about  the  decks  crying  tmjo! 
taifol-^ki  the  same  time  repeating  a  few  broken 
sentences  of  English. 

They  had  no  woapons  among  them;  but,  in 
order  to  keep  them  in  awe,  some  of  the  great 
guns  were  hoisted  out  of  the  wM,  whilst  they, 
without  seeming  appreliensi,  i  any  thing 

hostile  was  inteiuled,  cheerfully  .  ed  to  plaw 
them  on  their  carriages.  The  fii>t  ceremonies 
being  over,  the  missionaries  began  to  view  their 
Kcw  friends  with  some  attention:  their  wild  dis- 
orderly behaviour,  the  oflensive  odour  produced 
by  their  cocoa-nut  oil,  and  other  unpleasant  cir- 
cumstances, contributed  to  lessen  the  favourable 
opinio.!!  they  had  formed  of  them:  neither  could 
they  discern  that  beauty  and  elegance  in  the 
women,  for  which  they  had  been  so  much  cele- 
brated. But  this  depreciation  of  their  merits 
was  gradually  removed  by  their  cheerfulness, 
rood-nature,  and  generosity.  A  very  old  per- 
son, who  called  himself  the  priest  ot  Eatooa, 
was  very  importunate  to  be  tayo  with  the  cap- 
tain; others,  pretending  to  be  chiefs,  selected 
those  who  had  the  appearance  of  olHcers  for 
their  tayos;  but  as  they  bore  no  marks  of  dis- 
tinction, and  did  not  seem  to  exercise  any  acts 
ef  authority,  their  proposals  were  declined  till 
tairther  particulars  were  known  concerning  them. 
They  were,  indeed,  astonished  at  this  treatment, 
and  more  particularly  so  when  they  perceived 
(heir  indifference  respecting  the  hogs,  fowls,  and 
fruit,  of  which  they  brought  abundance. 

In  vain  the  missionaries  endeavoured  io  make 
them   understand  that  this  was  ^hc  day  of  the

Eatooa.  At  length  many  of  the  natives  depart  K 
of  their  own  accord,  several  were  driven  aw 
by  the  old  man,  and  others  by  one  named  Ma/ 
roa,  who  now  assimicd  a  little  authority.  Thn  " 
who  remained  were  chiefly  arreoics  from  Uliefe'* 
amounting  to  about  forty;  and,  being  reduced 
to  order,  divine  service  was  performed  up«n  the 
quarter  deck.  Mr.  Cover  officiated,  and  waj 
perhaps  the  first  that  mentioned  the  Saviour'» 
tiaine  to  these  |)Oor  heathens*. 

It  afterwards  appeared  that  Mannc  Mannc 
the  old  man,  who  was  so  desn-ous  of  havine  the 
captain  for  a  tayo,  had  formerly  been  king  of 
Uiietca ;  that  he  was  nearly  related  to  the  royal 
family,  and  of  considerable  importance  in  the 
islands,  being  chief  priest  over  Otaheite  ami 
Eimeo.  On  this  information,  Maiine  was  in, 
vited  into  the  cabin,  and  treated  very  respect- 
fully. He  now  repeated  his  solicitations  to  be 
considered  by  the  captain  as  a  friend,  when  he 
requested  he  might  be  allowed  a  day  to  consider 
of  the  propri<'ty  of  it 

The  missionaries  were  further  informed,  tint 
the  former  Otoo  had  transferred  his  name  and 
title  of  king  to  his  son,  and  had  now  taken  the 
name  of  Pomarre:  that,  in  a  contest  alioin 
twenty  months  before  with  Ttuiarre,  the  chief 
of  the  south  side  of  the  greater  peninsula,  Po- 
marre's  party  picvuiied.,  and  reduced  his  adver- 
sary to  a  stale  of  dependance,  and  soon  after 
Tiaraboo  was  concpiered :  in  consequence  of  I 
which  the  whole  island  became  his  property, 
or  rather  that  of  his  son  Otoo,  and  had  ever 
since  remained  so.  Motuara,  the  chief  of  Eimeo, 
being  dead,  Pomarre  claimed  the  government  of 
that  island;  and  having  only  the  widow  of  the 
deceased  to  contend  with,  was,  after  a  few  skir- 
mishes, acknowledged  as  king.  The  power  of' 
Omarre,  and  his  son  Otoo,  thus  became  so  for- 
midable, than  no  longer  any  person  dared  lo 
question  their  authority. 

About  thirty  of  the  natives,  and  two  Swedci 
who  had  been  left  here  after  the  loss  of  the  Ma- 
tilda, remained  on  board  all  the  night,  and  part 
of  the  following  da}',  till  they  anchored  in  the 
Lay.     At  the  dawn  of  day  the  old  priest  awoke, 


and  pensive;  hut,  when  (he  singing  began,  they  were  lilW 
with  aTimzcniimt  and  dalight.  If  they  sonietimis  forgot 
theinsclvi'S,  and  interrupted  with  talking  or  laiinhiiig,  t 
nod  of  the  head  broiiglit  them  instantly  t)  oideij  but, 
upon  (hu  >\bokj  their  ktleuec  \>a«  astonishing. 
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1  anxious  to  secure  the  ta^oship  with  the  cap- 
(,iii'  awoke  hiisi  also.  His  importunities  being 
ionger  to  be  resisted,  they  now  exchanged 
ijjoieS)  and  Manne  Manne,  wrapping  a  hnig 
Liete  of  cloth  round  the  captain,  and  placing 
Itaboota  over  his  head,  requested  for  himselC  a 
I  yjquct,  some  shot,  and  gun-powder:  but,  being

The  chief  of  the  district,  an  old  man,  named 
^iteab,  welcomed  them  to  the  island,  and  said

jeit  day.  He  shewed  the  picture  of  Captain 
took,  on  the  back  of  which  was  written  the 
imes  of  his  Majesty's  ships,  and  their  com- 
tnders,  who  had  visited  Matavai  since  that 
treat  navigator's  time.  The  natives  on  shore 
Icrc  delighted  with  the  idea  of  men  coming 
lely  from  Pretane  to  fix  their  residence 
nong  them.

kircd  captain  Wilson,  his  tayo,  to  take  his  choice,  and 

Iniod  astonished  at  his  declining  the  offer.     A  conrersa. 

In  naturally  ensued  on  the  nature  of  their  customs,  when 
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fowls,  cocoii-nuts,  and  a  quantity  of  cloth.  He 
accompanied  the  present,  and  delivered  a  luug 
oration  on  the  occasion. 

Soon  after  one  of  the  Swedes,  named  Peter 
arrived  from  a  disaut  part  of  the  island,  with 
more  fruit,  and  a  very  large  hog  *. 

After  discussing  the  subject  maturely,  it  was 
at  length  resolved,  that,  as  Olaheite  was  the 
most  eligible  island,  the  first  scttienient  should 
be  there,  and  that  the  friendship  and  protection 
of  Pomarre,  and  his  son  Otoo,  should  be  courted 
by  kindness,  and  the  most  y.calous  attention  to 
their  interest ;  but  never  to  interfere  in  their  wars, 
except  as  mediators. 

Torrents  of  rain  discouraged  the  missionaries 
from  landing  till  near  eleven  in  the  forenoon; 
when  the  captain,  Mr.  Jefferson,  and  a  few  more 
of  the  missionaries,  went  on  shore,  accompanied 
by  Manne  Manne,  and  Peter.  Four  or  five 
hundred  of  the  natives  were  assembled  on  the 
beach,  some  of  whom  ran  into  the  water,  and 
taking  the  captain  and  the  missionaries  on  their 
backs,  conducted  them  dry  on  shore.  They 
were  received  by  the  young  king  Otoo,  and  his 
wife  Tehea,  both  carried  on  men's  shoulders : 
each  of  them  seized  the  captain  by  the  hand, 
surveying  him  attentively  and  minutely  in  the 
face,  and  examining  every  article  of  his  dress : 
the  same  excess  of  curiosity  was  also  practised, 
among  the  brethren.  The  queen  opened  Mr. 
Cover's  shirt  at  the  breast  and  sleeves,  expressing 
her  astonishment  at  the  sight  of  the  blue  veins. 

The  captain  now  informed  the  king,  by  Peter 
wlio  acted  as  interpreter,  that  their  only  induce- 
ment for  leaving  Pretane  to  come  and  visit  them 
was  to  do  them  good ;  and  for  that  purpose  only, 
some  worthy  men  of  their  number  intended  to 
settle  among  them ;  requiring,  on  their  part,  the 
free  gift  of  a  piece  of  land,  sufficiently  stocked 
with  bread-fruit  and  cocoa-nut  trees;  and  so  large 
as  to  contain  a  garden,  and  admit  of  houses  being 
built  upon  it;  that  this  land  should  be  their  own; 
that  they  would  not  intermeddle  in  their  wars, 
nor  employ  their  arms  but  for  self-defence;  and 
at  all  times  should    live  free    and   unmolested 


the  captain  explained  to  the  old  priest,  how  little  such  a 
state  of  polygamy  must  contribute  to  happiness ;  that  no 
woman  could  be  truly  all'ucdonatc  and  faithful,  where  the 
heart  was  not  fixed  upon  a  single  object ;  and  that  in  such 
a  state  only  domestic  felicity  could  be  promoted.  The  old 
priest  did  not  much  approve  of  his  doctrine,  though  the 
ladies  admitted  that  it  was  Tcry  good. 
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among  them  ;  io  wliicli  if  he  consentedj  they 
would  continue  on  the  island  ;  if  not,  they  would 
o  elsewhere.  Much  pains  were  taken  to  make 
tiis  proposal  understood,  but  as  Otoo's  physiog- 
nomy (lid  not  indicate  a  large  share  of  under- 
standing, he  probably  did  not  comprehend  half 
of  it;  though  he  siguiiied  that  the  large  house 
was  their  own,  and  they  might  take  what  land 
they  pleased. 

After  this  ^fFanne  Manne  stood  up  in  the 
middle  of  a  ring,  and  pronounced  a  long  speech, 

Iiassing  many  high  encomiums  on  Pre'tane.  The 
iing  then  took  the  captain  by  the  hand,  and  led 
him  to  the  beach ;  after  which,  on  his  request, 
lie  was  permitted  to  return  on  board.  Otoo  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  hear  the  musquets  fired,  and, 
to  gratify  him,  four  were  discharged  twice, 
with  which  compliment  he  appeared  very  much 
pleased  *. 

Understanding  there  were  women  and  children 
«n  board,  they  expressed  a  desire  of  seeing  them ; 
and  when  they  exhibited  themselves  at  the  ship's 
side,  they  set  up  a  cry  of  astonishment.  A  smart 
squall  from  the  north-east  came  on  presently 
alter,  attended  with  heavy  rain,  lightning,  and 
thunder.  The  rain  ceasing  about  nine  in  the 
morning  of  the  8th,  the  missionaries  went  on 
shore,  with  their  chests  and  beds,  and  took  pos- 
session of  their  house.  By  the  captain's  desire, 
Mr.  \V.  AVillson  followed  to  assist  them  in  plan- 
ning their  separate  apartments.  A  vast  concourse 
of  the  natives  had  gathered  on  'lie  beach,  to  ob- 
serve v.ho  should  land  in  the  pinnace,  among 
whom  was  Otoo  and  his  queen,  carried  on  men's 
shoulders,  as  before. 

INIr,  Wilson  having  intimated  that  he  had 
business  to  do  within  the  house,  was  permitted 
to  depart;  but  the  king  first  introduced  a  woman 
to  him  named  Whyeriddf,  the  sister  of  Iddcah, 
and  wife  of  Pomarre,  whom  he  was  required  to 

*  Otou  ih  tall,  and  well  jjropurtioncd,  and  appears  to  be 
a1)out  sfTcntccn  years  or  aije  :  his  queen  is  handsome,  and 
has  seen  about  the  same  number  of  years.  'J'iiough  the 
captain  supposed  iiis  miiji'sfy  had  a  vacant  countenance, 
some  or  the  nussionuries  had  a  more  favourable  opinion  of 
itiin.  As  he  paddled  round  the  ship,  he  was  oil'ered  the 
torapliment  of  lirini;  the  great  guns,  which  lie  thought  pro. 
per  to  dttlinc,  fearing  tJie  noise  wonid  be  oliensive  to  his 
t'ars. 

+  Several  of  the  arreoics  of  Ulietea  having  arrived  here 
about  tliis  lime,  willing  perhaps  to  amuse  the  English 
*tranj;ers,  bei,'an  their  heiras.  In  the  afternoon  they 
collected  in  jfreat  numbers  before  the  house,  and  engaged 
ill  a  kind  of  bux.fighting  or  Mric^Uhig :  iirst  forining  a  riu^, 


take  as  a  tayo:  in  consequence  of  which  nam  J 
were  exchanged,  and  the  usual  ceremonies  ini 
place.  "" 

The  first  step  respecting  the  house,  was  U 
close  it  round  with  the  thicker  sort  of  bamlx)  1 
and  to  fix  a  door  on  each  side,  to  prevent  tl J 
natives   from  crowding  too  much   upon  thcml 
The  several  apartments  were  next  planned,  anJ 
partitions  began.     In  the  arrangement  tlie'niarl 
ried  people  had  a  part  of  one  side  to  tliemselvesj 
and  the  single  men  the  other  side.    A  store-ronJ 
and  a  library  were  then  marked  out;  and  a  n|aJ 
for  the  doctor  and  his  medicines.     To  enclose IhJ 
whole,    a  partition  was  continued  from  ijJe  t 
side,  with  two  lock  doors.     The  remaining  siiao 
was  left  for  a  chapel :  and  into  it  the  outer  dooH 
opened  f.   ,  1 

Manne  Manne  sent  the  missionaries  three  lioJ 
ready  dressed  for  dinner,  with  baked  hreat-fruil 
cocoa-nuts,  &c.  Placing  these  on  a  large  n'm 
of  cloth,  he  invited  them  to  begin  to  eat,  bil 
not  before  they  had  called  upon  God  to  bleJ 
the  provision.  Tlujy  found  it  very  good,  (hoiij 
unaccompanied  with  dish,  spoon,  knife,  Torlj 
table,  or  chair.  Presents  in  abundance  arrive 
from  the  ditlerent  chiefs,  who  were  solitiiin^ 
their  friendship. 

The  house  was  crowded  with  the  nativj 
during  the  day,  which  induced  the  brethren  i 
keep  a  guard  over  their  property,  th(ni!;!i  i 
symptoms  appeared  of  their  having  dcpredatin 
in  view.  AVhen  the  evening  approached,  silcai 
was  demanded;  and,  haviiig  sung  a  hymn,)]] 
Jeflerson  ofli^red  up  a  prayer  to  our  Lord;  duriiJ 
which  time  the  natives  were  very  quiet  anil  al 
tentive,  and  retired  peaceably  when  reqiiejtc(l,f 

The  king  and  queen  shook  hands  with  tlicniil 
sionaries,  and  minutely  examined  their  upparJ 
In  the  morning  of  the  9th,  the  natives  canef 
their  house,  boiled  their  water,  and  prepared tU 

within  which  stood  about  a  dozen  stout  fellows,  MiilnkJ 
backs  lo  the  crowd,  and  faces  towaids  each  oilier.  ]1 
game  commenced  with  an  act  of  deliancc  or  challjii^'o,  m 
niQed  by  beating  heavy  strokes  with  the  Hat  hand  uii  ilidf 
arm.  At  length  one  of  them  step!  forwartl  lo  llio  ii'iilnj 
the  circle:  another,  supposing  himself  his  e(pial  in  \mtti 
advuncoK  to  meet  him ;  sometimes  only  a  blow  or  inl 
takes  place,  and  they  fall  back  again  info  their  rcsptclij 
places.  At  anolhcr  time,  after  advancing  ami  starin,H| 
other  in  the  fac>',  itiic  will  probably  plump  the  tupofl 
Iic.mI  into  the  coiinlenanre  of  his  opponent,  iiiovoiij 
laughter  among  the  cruwd^  Aud  causing  the  sullcni  liii( 
tire  iu  the  dumps. 
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liffiid-fiuit  and  cocoa-nuts.     In  the  course  of  tlie 

ijjy  the  king  and   queen  visited    them  several 

^^(s.    This  moriiing  a  visit  was  also  received 

from  hma,  Madua,  the  widow  of  Orcepiah,  ac- 

(Qinpanied  by  two  chief  women.     Oreepiah  was 

I  giiicli  attached  to  the  English  ;  and  his  widow^ 

supposing  them  grieved  for  his  loss^  burst  into 

tears  on  her  entering  the  cabin.     But  this  scene 

of  sorrow  was  of  short  duration ;  cheerfulness 

UufCeeded^  and  they  breakfasted  and   dined  on 

I  \fiiii,  Manne  Manne  being  also  present. 

Otoo  paddled  round  the  ship  in  Ins  canoc^ 

I  and  calling  out  for  food,  the  captain  sent  him, 

L  8D  English  dish,  half  of  a  roasted  pig,  and 

ionie  biscuit ;  with  which  he  proceeded  towards 

I  the  shore,  seemingly  much  pleased. 

Whilst  the  business  of  the  house,  and  other 

isential  matters  were  going  on  ashore,  the  crew ' 

Lere  employed   in  weighing   the  anchor,    and 

mooring  the  ship  with  the  two  bowers.     In  the 

I  evening  innumerable  presents  were  received,  not 

I  only  OH  board,  but  at  the  house,  consisting  of 

live  hogs,   bread-fruit,   cocoa-nuts,    and  cloth. 

I  More  ready-dressed  meat  was  also  brought  them 

I  than  the  brethren  and  the  attendant  natives  could 

Icoiisii.nc. 

This  day  the  captain  landed  to  display  some 
Igaudy  dresses  to  the  king  and  queen.  Intima- 
jtion  being  given  to  his  Majesty  of  what  was  in- 
Itended,  Peter  desired  Otoo  to  >valk  towards  his 
jlifluse,  a  shed  erected  for  the  purpose  of  being 
loear  the  brethren.  This  was  complied  with, 
land  when  ihe  captain  came  under  a  certain  tree, 
Ihe  ordered  the  people  to  form  a  ring,  placing 
la  box  which  hud  been  brought  in  the  midst. 
lOtoo  was  desired  to  alight  in  order  to  be  dressed, 
phich,  after  some  ridiculous  delays,  he  consented 
■to.  The  queen  also  descended  from  the  man's 
Lhoiilder,  and  was  decorated  with  what  was  taken 
Ifromthe  box.  Equipped  in  this  gaudy  attire, 
■the  surrounding  crowd  gazed  on  them  with  ad- 
Imiration.  She,  yielding  to  the  foibles  of  her 
|(ex,  appeared  exceedingly  delighted ;  but  Otoo 
declared  that  a  musquet,  a  knife,  or  a  pair  of 
keissars  were  more  vai-mble ;  a  more  sensible 
ffcmark  than  wps  expected  from  his  lips. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony,  Manne 

IMannc  appeared  before  the  house,  and  calling 

[the  cupiain  towards  him,   dothed  him  in  the 

Otuheitcan  dress,  putting  on  an  elcgafit  breast- 

Ipliite  over  all.   They  then  repaired  to  tlic  British 


house,  where  the  improvements  were  briskly 
carrying  on.  The  old  priest  accompanied  the 
captain  on  board  to  dinner.  At  the  house  they 
were  very  busy  in  fitting  up  the  apartments  fitr 
the  women,  who  were  intended  to  be  landed  in 
the  afternoon.  After  dinner  the  pinnace  was 
manned  for  the  women  and  children,  and  vast 
numbers  of  the  natives  crowded  to  the  beach  to 
gratify  their  curiosity.  The  house  was  sur- 
rounded all  the  afternoon  by  the  natives,  who 
were  much  delighted  with  the  two  children,  and 
often  called  npon  them  and  the  women  to  shew 
themselves  at  the  door. 

Manne  Manne  having^  already  distinguished 
himself  as  a  useful  man,  besides  bringing  several 
hogs,  &c.  the  captain  made  him  a  handsome 
present.  After  prayer  the  brethren  retired  to 
rest.  Before  the  Otaheiteans  departed,  they 
were  informed  that  no  labouir  would  be*  per- 
formed the  following  day. 

The  .Sunday  passed  very  quietly,  not  a  sis.gle 
canoe  approaching  the  ship;  nor  was  any  inter- 
ruption attempted  on  shore.  A  discussion  took 
place  among  the  brethren,  respecting  the  pro- 
priety of  addressing  the  natives  on  the  important; 
subject  of  their  mTssion;  when  it  was  agreed 
that  Mr.  Jeilerson  should  introduce  the  business, 
through  the  medium  of  Andrew  the  Ssvede,  who 
was  qualified  to  act  as  interpreter,  Accordingly 
they  met  at  three  in  the  afternoon,  several  of  tlic 
natives  being  present ;  and  when  Andrew  inter- 
preted the  first  sentence,  which  they  perceived 
was  directed  to  them,  they  became  extremely 
attentive.  When  they  began  to  conij)rehcnd  a 
little  of  what  was  said,  tliey  asked  some  very 
pertinent  questions. 

Mr.  Jefterson,  pointing  to  his  brethren,  told 
them  that  "  they  were  messengers  of  the  (mly 
true  God;  and  that,  though  all  men  had  offended 
him,  he  was  a  merciful  God ;  conferring  on  tho«; 
who  believed  his  word  great  blessings  in  this  life, 
and  after  death  took  them  to  a  state  of  eternal 
happiness."  Otoo,  who  was  preseirt,  was  not 
much  atlect^d  with  this,  address. 

Early  the  next  morning  several  canoes  were 
seen  alongside,  in  one  of  which  their  constant 
friend  Manne  Manne  was  observed  ;  with  several 
chiefs  and  their  wives:  but  the  principal  person 
now  to  be  introduced  was  the  father  of  Pomarre, 
Otcw,  formerly  Whappai,  a  venerable  looking 
man  aged  about  seventy,  with  grey  head,  and  a 
!  now- 
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snow-white  beard.  His  name  had  formerlv  been 
Otoo;  but,  on  the  birth  of  his  son,  in  compli- 
ance with  the  general  custom,  he  ch.anged  it  to 
Otew.  He  presented  the  captain  with  a  piece  of 
cloth  and  a  pig ;  receiving  in  return^  two  axes, 
four  pair  of  scissars,  four  knives,  two  looking- 
glasses,  and  two  old  shirts,  which  were  all  the 
articles  he  asked  for. 

After  breakfast  Otoo  and  the  queen  sent  off  a  re- 
quest to  the  captain  to  make  them  some  presents  ; 
in  consequence  of  which  they  sent  alongside 
thirteen  live  hogs,  and  three  ready  dressed,  for 
the  king;  the  present  for  the  queen  was  six  alive, 
one  ready  dressed,  and  a  bale  of  cloth.  Their 
Majesties  f'^llowed  in  a  large  double  canoe,  ac- 
companies by  Otoo's  younger  brother,  now 
prince  of  Tiaraboo. 

At  four  in  the  afternoon  Pomarre,  and  his 
wife  Iddeah,  having  just  arrived  from  Tiaraboo, 
paid  their  first  visit  to  the  ship,  with  b.  train  of 
attendants.  After  some  ceremony  they  ascended 
the  side,  and  coming  on  to  the  quarter  deck,  the 
king  wrapped  four  pieces  of  cloth  round  the 
captain  as  his  own  present;  then,  taking  that  off, 
repeat^'d  the  operation  with  an  equal  quantity, 
in  the  name  of  Iddeah. 

The  first  ceremonies  being  over,  he  informed 
the  «nptain  that  he  would  send  provisions,  and 
whatever  they  had  occasion  for,  while  they  con- 
tinued at  Otaheite.  When  seated  in  the  cabin 
he  spoke  highly  of  the  English,  and  called  King 
George  his  friend.  On  this  the  interpreter  was 
desired  to  inform  him,  that  King  George  loved 
him,  and  the  earees  of  Pretane  did  the  same ; 
thait  out  of  regard  for  him  and  his  people,  he 
Iiad  sent  some  worthy  men,  purposely  to  do  them 
good  ;   and  then  desired  to  know  if  any  of  them 

*  Thrsc  important  matters  being  thus  far  settled,  the 
chief  bugan  to  think  of  amusements,  and  aslied  about 
ruckots,  Tioltiis,  &c.  Finding  that  the  brethren  had  none 
of  these  things,  many  persons  seemed  dejected;  but,  to  give 
a  little  spirit,  a  few  tunes  unon  the  (jerman  flute  were 
played  by  Mr.  Bowcll,  and  one  of  the  seamen.  Pomarre 
having  intimated  a  wish  to  sleep  on  board,  it  was  granted  ; 
the  same  favour  was  requested  and  granted  for  his  wife  and 
servant. 

Here  it  may  be  necessary  to  remark  that  Iddeah,  though 
still  considered  as  the  wife  of  Pomarre,  has  not,  for  some 
time  cohabited  with  him,  but  with  one  of  her  toutous  (or 
servants)  by  whom  she  has  had  a  child,  and  is  again  preg. 
nant ;  her  younger  sister,  Whyreede,  next  cohabited  with 
the  chief,  but  left  him  for  one  of  much  inferior  rank  ;  and 
his  present  wife  is  a  very  stout  young  womnn,  though  they

tain,  in  order  to  cultivate  his  friendship,  »^J 
him  an  excellent  metal  watch,  vith  which  k 
seemed  very  much  pleased.     As  he  knew  not  ho« 
to  manage  such  a  prize,  Peter,  the  Swede,  wm 
directed  to  wind  it  up  for  him  every  day,    'K, 
captain  having  checked  Manne  Manne  for  jnj 
dulging  in  wine  immoderately,  he  replied,  thai 
as  he  was  going  on  shore  to  sacrifice  a  man  J 
the  Eatooa,  he  took  it  to  inspire  him  with  coul 
rage.     The  brethren  expressing  their  abhoircno 
of  so  cruel  a  design,  he  became  silent;  and 
friend  Peter  desired  him  never  to 
thing  of  the  kind  to  them. 

In  the  afternoon  Pomarre  and  Iddenh  visitd 
the  house,  and  viewed  the  improvements  inadj 
in  it  with  a  degree  of  astonishment.     They  pari 
took  of  a  dish  of  tea  with  the  brethren ;  one 
the  attendants  pouring  the  tea  from  the  cup 
the  saucer,  and  holding  it  to  Pomarre 's  mouth :  thii 
was  indeed  the  custom  at  every  meal,  hia  dignitj 
not  permitting  him  to  feed  himself     Whrn  hi 
had  finished,  he  desired  th^  sauier  might  be  kepi 
for  his  future  use,  and  that  no  woman  might 
permitted  to  touch  it  f . 

To-day  be    returned  his  watch,   very  muc( 
damaged,  which  was  supposed  to  have  been 
cause  of  his  absenting  himself  from  the  ship;

[be  16ti>  being  appointed  for  the  cession,  in 

J,,  of  the  diitrict  of  Matavai  to  the  English, 
jcaptaiil  landed  upon  Point  Venus;  where  he 
Hi  received  by  the  chief,  and  conducted  to  the 
j(iiii(y  of  the  Missionary  house.  Most  of  the 
[tibrrn  from  the  ship,  and  all  on  shore,  were 
jtfsent  at  the  ceremony ;  and  Peter  the  Swede, 
[ujiisl.  undertook  the  office  of  interpreter.  The 
Lge  took  place  before  the  door  of  the  Mission* 
iv  house.  After  many  preliminary  ceremonies, 
IJiich  would  be  thought  tedious,  were  they  to 
I  minutely  related,  the  solemnity  concluded

The  brethren  intended  fur  the  Friendly  Isles,  having 
dained  ministers  to  accompany  them,  chose  from  their 
ler  Mr.  Seth  Kelso  to  be  their  pastor,  and  urged  to 
on  shore  the  propriety  of  ordaining  him,  and  John 
bi.

was  to  hold  the  present  which  the  captain  miglit 
be  pleased  to  make  to  Pomarre  and  Iddeah.  It 
was  at  length  suggested  by  the  old  priest,  who 
was  always  ready  to  give  his  opinion,  to  give  ten 
axes  for  Pomarre,  and  ten  for  Iddeah;  and  to 
bestow  on  each  five  shirts,  eight  looking-glasses, 
six  pair  of  scissars,  six  knives,  fifty  nails,  and 
five  combs.  To  these  were  added,  on  his  part, 
one  cast-iron  pot,  one  razor,  and  a  blanket. 
The  whole  was  put  into  the  chest,  and  secured 
by  a  lock  and  key. 

lie  then  acknowledged  himself  satisfied,  but 
when  he  passed  between  decks,  he  saw  several 
things  lying  loose,  and  requested  something  front 
every  person  he  saw;  but,  knowing  how  well  he 
had  fared  in  the  cabin,  they  gratified  him  with 
very  little  *. 

it  having  been  made  known  that  the  brethren 
intended  to  address  the  natives  on  the  I9th,  in 
the  morning,  numbers  of  them  assembled  early 
round  the  dwelling. 

At  ten  o'clock  the  natives  were  called  together 
under  the  cover  of  some  shady  trees,  near  the 
house:  a  long  form  had  been  placed  on  the  spot, 
on  which  Pomarre  was  requested  to  seat  himself 
with  the  brethren;  the  rest  of  the  natives  stand- 
ing or  sitting  in  a  circle  round  them.  Mr.  Cover 
then  addressed  them  from  the  words  of  St.  John. 
"  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only- 
begotten  so.i,  that  they  who  believed  on  him 
should  not  perish,  but  should  have  everlasting 
life."    The  Swede  was  the  interpreter  as  before. 

The  Otaheiteans  were  silent  and  attentive;  and, 
after  service,  Pomarre  took  Mr.  Cover  by  the 
hand,  and  expressed  his  approbation  by  the 
word  inij  t-;,  my  iy.  Being  asked,  if  he  under- 
stood what  <vas  said,  he  replied,  "  There  were 
no  such  things  before  in  Otaheite,  and  that  they 
Were  not  to  be  taught  at  once,  but  that  he  would 
wait  the  coming  of  (the  Eatooa)  God." 

About  three  the  ordination  solemnity  of  the 
brethren  Kelso  and  Harris  took  place:  they 
were  set  apart  for  their  work,  by  the  imposition 
of  hands  of  their  ordained  brethren  f. 

Peter,  the  Swede  having  offered  to  go  with 
the  brethren  to  the  Friendly  Islands,  the  cap- 
tain 


Harris,  previous  to  their  departure.  This  was  readily  con> 
sen  ted  to,  and  they  were  accordingly  oiJained  minbters  to 
the  places  of  their  respective  destination. 

t  Pomarre,  and  all  their  Saturday's  guests^  attended  oa 
.  (BP  •  tne 
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lain  consented,  thinkinp^  he  might  be  serviceable 
on  some  nccasiunni,  as  interpreter.  He  also  pur- 
posed taking  with  him  a  >oung  woman  named 
Tunno  Maniio,  a  man  t\vc.  mutineers  had  called 
Tom,  iujd  a  boy  named  Ilarraway.  The  two 
last  had  already  made  great  proficiency  in  the 
Otabqitcan  laniruage,  and  were  therefore  ex- 
pected to  be  useful :  on  which  account  they  were 
also  permitted  to  go. 


Mr.  Puckey  coming  on  board,  some  convej 
sation  look  place  on  the  propriety  of  Hie  i  j 
thren'8  arming  themselvefl  on  shore,  and  koenl 
watch  night  and  day;  which  those  on  board  d] 
approved.  He  replied,  that  their  intention 
taking  arms  was  not  to  injure  the  luitives,  ork 
plant  the  gospel  by  human  power;  but 'mcre| 
for  the  protection  of  their  persons  and  propcrtl 
during  the  absence  of  the  ship.

Occurrences  there  on  the  F^rst  Visit. 


ABOUT  an  hour  before  day-light  they  wcighr 
ed',  with  a  light  air  from  the  soutli-e^st. 
At  sfvcn  in  the  afternoon  a  ^^  ,ti  gale  sprang  up 
from  the  north-eastj  attcnUcd  with  thunder  and 
lightning;  by  ten  o'clock  they  were  off  the 
north-east  part  of  Eiuieo,  when  it  again  fell 
little  wind.  They  kept  runni^ig  along,  the  edge 
of  the  coral  rccf^  tqwards  T^luo  harbour,  and 
bad  irregular  soupdings  i'ur  eight,  twelve,  and 
fourteen  fathom^.  With  a  light  breexe  tlipy  ^un 
clo^  up  to  the  south-east  corner  of  the  harbour, 
ai^d  let  go  their  anchor  in  tc(i  fathoms  water, 
and  uiopred  with  a  strcaip  c^ble  to  a  remarkable 
large  itee,  standing  close  to,  the  water's  edge. 

Taloo  harbour  19  on  thp  north  sida  of  the 
island,  and  the  bottom  is  so  clear,  that  the  coral 
may  be  distinctly  seen,  with  all  its  beautifitl 
branches.  The  harbour  is  about  a  quarter  of  a 
^lilc  broad,  at  the  mouth,  and  the  water  is  of 
aja  astonishing  depth.  This  led  to  a  delightful 
bay  of  two  miles  wide  and  about  three  deep. 
This  bay  is  surrounded  with  trees,  and  not  the 
Ijca^t  agitation  of  the  water  is  perceivable  on  the 
beach,  let  the  wind  blow  from  what  quarter  it 
may.     Tlicy  lay  under  a  ru,omtain  ten  times  the

A  fine  fresh-water  river  runs  up  several 
vyhich  a  boat  can  ascend  a  mile  or  two,  undiiliil 
water  very  commodiously.  It  is  a  very  scciT 
harbo-;r.  It  has  a  border  of  low-luiid, 
Otaheite,  covered  with  bread  fruit,  cocua-ni| 
and  other  trees  *. 

After  dinner,  the  captain,  Mr  Falconer,  \\i 
Puckey,  and  Peter,  set  olf  in  the  piniiaciT 
see  a  vessel  that  was  buikliug  for  Mamie  Manij 
of  which  they  gave  a  favourable  account  on  tL 
return.  In  this  excursion  the  captain  shotl 
wild  duck,  and  two  small  birds,  and  Mr.  fJ 
concr  caught  a  dozen  t\%\\  with  the  sciiu.  Alit 
afternoon  the  ship  was  surrounded  by  the 
lives,  atpong  whom  were  several  women,  mJ 
by  their  amorous  gestures,  signiiit-d  tlieirded 
to  be  taken  on  board,  but  had  the  inortifuMlil 
to  meet  with  no  encouragement.  Several  artitf 
were  ollered  to  barter,  but  no  lioiis,  (lie  raliJ 
a  peculiar  kind  of  prohibition,  was  tlieal 
force  t 

Eight  of  the  brethren,  by  the  porniissionl 
the  captain,  "took  the  j«lly-boat  to  a  frctli-\vs| 
creek  at  the  end  of  the  harbour,  fur  the  purpi 
of  washing  their  linen,  but  almost  instuiitljj 
turned;  su^jiccting,  from  the  unaccouatubld 

which  a  bro  id  plank  is  laid,  and  ihc  corpse,  nttti 
wrapped  in  ,  cloth :  a  small  shed^  like  a  boat  IiithI 
is  placed  ovei  it  to  keep  out  the  rain. 

■f  A  rahoo  ts  imposed  by  the  chiefs,  to  repair  thed 
lations  occasioned  by  inordinate  fcastings.  At  IhH 
none  of  the  residents  can  sell  a  pig,  or  kill  cue  fori^ 
own  consiunptioH :  they  are  permitted,  however,  t»  1 
hogs  from  tlios*  •districts  that  are  free,  and  uset 
they  please.  Someliuies  a  rahoo  is  laid  upon  thci 
whifcb  is  signilicd  by  poles,  with  a  flag  at  top,  stuck  1 
tho  reefs  where  they  arc  prohibited.    . 
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lijviour  of  a  multitude  of  the  natives,  that  thoy 
nieantt"  rob  them  of  their  bundles,  and  commit 
oilier  atrocities.  They  were  not,  however,  mo- 
lested. 

(joon  after  they  were  got  on  board,  a  general 
niictinc;  of  <he  brethren  was  held  in  the  cabin, 
In  debate  on  the  propriety  of  taking  ''.  •'•-arms  on 
jlinrc  with  them  at  Tongataboo.  Aft  or  much  dis- 
fiiision  on  the  subject,  there  appear^'d,  on  a  di- 
vision—for  taking  musqucts,  brother?  Harper, 
Kflso,  Nobl)s,  Shelly,  Vceson,  and  VV  liivinsou — 
aiiiiiist  it,  Bowell,  ntichanan,  and  Cooper, 
"fiotr.c  remonstrances  were  afterwards  ai'drcssed 
to  Messrs.  Harris  and  Co()k,  on  their  going  (o 
the  Marquesas  in  so  small  a  nuiiiher;  lu  which 
Ihev  replied,  that  they  had  long  since  made  that 
place  tl>  i"  choice,  and  still  continued  of  the 
jiino  opinion,  not  doubting  of  a  favourablt;  re- 
ception. On  this  account  they  did  nut  think  it 
iKvcssary  for  the  ship  to  revisit  them,  but  would 
rather,  with  the  captain's  approbation,  that  the 
v>>j(l  should  first  go  to  tlie  Friendly   Islands, 

I  ad  then  proceeding  to  the  Marquesas,  much 
l;;no  and  expense  would  be  saved,  and  the  eap- 

jliijii  be  enabled  to  stay  a  month,  or  nuue,  to  see 
tlieiii  properly  settled.     This  proposal  Was  ap- 
nrnvcd,  and  intended  to  be  adopted*. 
At  night,  about  eleven  o'clock,  the  watch  saw 


*  About  thlrly  canoes,  r(>n(.iit\iiig  men  ami  women.  Ue|)t 
I  p.iddlim;  round  tlii-ni  all  Ihe  fl:iy.  Many  ol'  the  natives, 
I  «iio  had  11(1  canoos,  diyprlt'it  iliriiisclvi's  in  the  water  si-vi'ral 
ihi'irs  toijL'lhur ;  and  if  any  tritk-  was  thrown  in,  (ht'y 
I  Mirilil  (liM' M'vt-ral  fatiiums  after  it,  and  were  almost  ccr- 
I  uiii  of  bringing  it  np. 

\  On  the  2  Ith,  iiiany  natives  from  dill'eront  parts  of  tlie 
|i>Uml,  tame  to  view  the  sliip,  and  seemed  greatly  to  ad- 
min' it.  'I'hey  were  nnarined,  but  manifested  a  disposiliun 
Ifo'  piiindorin^.  None  of  them  were  siitl'ered  to  come  upon 
|lhc(li.'(-ks,  but  they  fonnd  means  to  steal  the  rndder  out  of 
the  jollj -boat  lyini;  alongside.  While  the  people  were  at 
[(liiiiu'r  in  the  eabin,  a  tall  fellow,  getting  upon  the  back  of 
itliu  rudder,  reached  ids  hand  np,  and  snatched  away  a 
Ihoiik,  plunging  instantly  into  the  water.  Thinking  this 
iai'iiuu  too  utrocions  to  be  overlooked,  a  few  small  sliot 
IwiTt'  fired,  which  induced  them  to  take  to  the  water,  and 
liikuik  behind  the  caaoe.  After  mnch  dillicnlty  the  oll'ender 
|«'.is  taken  ;  and  when  brought  alongside,  trembled  through 
Ifrarof  being  put  to  death:  a  rope  being  fixed  round  his 
lliuily.  he  was  hoisted  un  board,  and  lashed  to  the  rigdng, 
jin  sight  of  his  countrymen,  who  ranged  themselves  along 
|llie  heath,  in  expectation  of  scKing  him  punished.  As 
Jl'i'tiT  was  ou  shore  at  this  time,  the  delinquent  was  kept 
Iboiind  till  he  rctnnird  on  board.  He  was  then  directed  in 
linform  the  man,  that  as  the  oH'ence  had  been  committed 
llit'fvre  he  hul  been  warned  of  the  consequence,  he  should 


a  naked  native  standing  in  the  main  chains;  who, 
when  he  attempted  to  seize  him,  made  his 
escape,  taking  with  him  four  yards  of  electric 
chain  f. 

Orders  were  issued  for  keeping  a  good  look- 
out during  the  night,  as  it  was  apprehended  they 
would  be  visited  by  thieves:  two  musquets  were 
therefore  placed  i;i  readiness.  At  two  in  the 
morning,  when  it  was  very  dark,  a  nian  wan 
heard  swimming  under  the  ship's  bi»ws,  meaning, 
it  was  supposed,  to  cut  the  cable;  a  musi[uet 
was  tired,  and  he  lied  with  precipitation;];. 

The  island  itself  appears  to  havesufleredgrcat 
convulsions,  either  from  earthquakes,  or  other 
violent  causes.  The  low  lands  arc  covered  with 
cocoa-ntit,  bread-fruit,  and  other  trees,  all  grow- 
ing luxiuMantly  without  culture.  Here  the  cow.s 
remain,  which  Captain  Cook  had  left,  but  they 
arc  little  attended  io:  they  are  said  to  be  so  wild 
tliat  the  natives  dare  not  approach  them. 

Towards  evening  they  f^.ivv  Tethtiroa,  about 
twenty-four  miles  from  Otaheite,  consisting  of 
about  seven  little  islets,  covered  with  cocoa- 
nuts,  but  nt)  bread-fruit,  which  they  are  not 
permitted  io  cultivate.  It  belongs  to  the  king, 
but  Manne  Manne  claims  it.  The  native* 
amounting  to  about  three  thousand,  are  employ- 
ed in  fishing  for  the  chiefs  of  Otaheite. 


be  set  at  liberty :  but  if  he  should  ever  be  found  guiltv  of 
sueli  a  crime  in  future,  heslio\ild  be  very  seyendy  ])unished. 
lie  promised  never  to  du  the  like  again,  and  retired  with  a 
jo}  fill  connteuancc.  '^ 

The  llagraiit  conduct  of  the  captain's  steward  liaving 
been  freniiently  experience:!,  he  was  turned  out  of  the 
cabin  before  the  mast.  This  evening,  going  on  shore  with 
others  to  bathe,  he  secreted  himself,  liaving  got  some  of 
his  things  ou  shore,  unknown  to  any  but  the  Swede.  This 
caused  the  brethren  mueh  sorrow  of  mind,  as  he  had  made 
a  profession  of  godliness.  They  were  afraid  that  this  mmi, 
thus  leaving  the  ship,  and  indulging  in  all  th"  abominable 
practices  of  tlie  iicaiheu,  would  pioTc  a  reproach  and 
plague  to  Ihcm. 

+  On  the  'i.'ith,  at  six  in  the  morning,  they  weighed,  and 
stood  out  of  Taloo  harbour;  several  of  the  natives  in  their 
cinoes  following  them  to  sea,  expressing  a  desire  to  trade 
with  them.  Tiie  brethren  could  learn  but  little  of  the  peo- 
pie  of  this  i>laiid,  as  they  were  afraid  of  trusting  them. 
selves  in  small  parties  on  shore,  lest  they  should  retaliate 
on  them  the  vengeance  which  Captain  Cook  intlicted  on 
them  for  stealing  his  goats.  They  observed,  hoi\ever,  that 
they  were  less  frank  and  affiible  towanis  strangers,  t/ian 
the  Otaheittiuis  were  in  general ;  and  in  every  point  of  ci- 
vilization was  far  behind  that  people.  In  their  persons 
they  differ  little  from  the  Otaheiteans,  except  in  a  Jewislt 
cast  of  countenance,  which  in  here  more  geuerftl. 
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On  the  26th,  at  four  in  the  afternoon,  they 
tacked  the  ship  close  in  with  One-tree  hill, 
hoisted  their  colours,  and  fired  a  (ijciin.  On 
hearing  of  which  several  of  the  brethren  r»me 
oil'  in  a  double  canoe,  and  reported  that  all  was 
well.  The  chief's  also  were  behavin^r  extremely 
well.  They  took  leave  of  their  friends,  hoisted 
in  the  pinnace,  and  made  sail  for  the  Friendly 
Islands,  for  sending  on  shore  materials  for  a 
flat-bottomed  boat,  to  be  built  during  their  ab- 
sence. 

The  natives  were  extremely  kind  and  attentive: 
th^  daily  attended  devotions,  and  heard  such 
addresses  as  they  were  able  to  make  to  them 
through  an  interpreter.  This  first  experiment 
of  the  ship's  absence  had  removed  all  the  bre- 
threns  fears ;  and  they  saw  them  quit  the  har- 
bour only  with  the  tenderness  of  parting  friends, 
•who  hoped  again  shortly  to  meet  and  rejoice  to- 
gether. 

The  transactions  at  Otaheitc  must  now  be  in- 
terrupted to  follow  their  brethren  through  the 
deep.  The  day  after  their  departure  from  Ma- 
tavai,  they  passed  to  the  soutliward  of  the  So- 
ciety Islands,  in  sight  of  Huaheine,  Ulietea, 
Otaha,  and  Bolabola.  With  a  fair  wind,  and 
pleasant  weather,  they  shaped  their  course  for 
Palmerston's  Island.  Accordingly  on  the  1st  of 
April,  at  day-break,  they  saw  it  bearing  west, 
distant  about  two  leagues.  A  squall  of  wind 
and  heavy  rain  coming  on  soon  after,  they  re- 
turned to  the  ship,  lest  any  accident  should  hap- 
pen to  the  boats.  About  eight  o'clock  the  wea- 
ther cleared  up,  and  a  second  attempt  was  made; 
as  on  account  of  the  tide  of  ebb  the  surface  had 
fallen  considerably;  but  no  place  was  observed 
where  they  could  land  the  boats  with  safety. 
Cocoa-nut  trees  covered  the  islet,  to  get  at  which 
was  the  object  of  our  adventurers.  Otaheitean 
Tom,  the  third  mate,  and  one  of  the  seamen, 
taking  with  them  the  end  of  a  line,  leaped  into 
the  water,  and  ventured  into  the  surf,  where 

*  Palmerston's  Island  consists  of  a  group  of  small  islets, 
right  or  nine  in  number,  conncctMl  by  a  reef  of  coral 
rucks,  and  Ijing  in  a  direction  nearly  o'ircular.  Th>r  isSet 
they  landed  upon  is  about  a  mile  in  ci'cuit,  and  at  high, 
water  not  exceeding  five  feet  above  tho  IctcI  of  the  sea. 
The  soil  is  coral  sand,  with  an  upper  stratum  of  blackish 
mould.  The  inner  area  of  the  islet  is  covered  with  cocoa* 
nut  trees ;  and  near  the  beach  are  the  wherra,  and  several 
other  trees.  Among  them  were  observed  plenty  of  red 
crabs,  dr<tgging  after  thein  a  shell  in  the  form  of  a  perrl. ' 


they  eftectcd  a  footing  on  the  coral  rocks,  \ii\\\(\, 
compose  the  reef,  after  receiving  several  wounds 
on  different  parts  of  their  bodies,  with  the  sharn 
points  of  the  coral.  They  had  still  u  quarter  of 
a  mile  to  walk  before  they  arrived  ut  the  dry 
beach ;  90  that  all  the  cocoa-nuts  they  could  pro- 
cure, would  not  compensate  for  the  difhcultv  of 
obtaining  them,  but  about  half  ebb,  tlicy  saw 
an  openmg  in  the  reef,  which  they  found  deep 
enough  to  pass  clear  over  the  beach ;  where  they 
could  step  out  dry,  and  lie  within  fifty  yards  of 
the  trees.  They  now  applied  themselves  to  the 
object  in  view,  and  sent  both  the  boats  oil'  loaded 
with  cocoa-nuts;  keeping  the  two  Otaheiteam 
on  shore  to  climb  the  trees.  A  second  load  of  I 
cocoa-nuts,  and  grass  for  the  use  of  the  goats, ' 
was  afterwards  procured ;  and  late  in  th^  cveninc  j 
they  returned  on  board,  hoisted  the  boats  in, 
and  made  sail,  having  acquired  five  hundred  and 
thirty  cocoa-nuts  in  the  course  of  the  day*. 

No  satisfactory  evidence  has  been  adduced  f)f  I 
this  island  having  ever  been  inhabited,  though 
rats  have  been  seen  in  it,  and  a  piece  of  a  canoe  j 
was  found  upon  the  beach.     It  has  been  sug- 
gested by  some  authors  that  the      animals,  as 
well  as  tliB  wooden  remnant  of  oat,  might  j 

have  been  drifted  thereon  sonr  jw  tree  or  I 

root,  and  cast  upon  the  shore. 

On  the  5tb  of  April  they  saw  Savage  Island,  I 
the  natives  of  which  had  shewn  a  ferocious  and 
hostile   disposition    to    Captain    Cook    and  Im 
people   in   1774;  when   he   discovered    it,  and| 
gave  it  that  name. 

They  now  shape^d  their  course  for  Tongatabon,  I 
and  on  the  9tli,  about  ten  in  the  morning,  they 
saw  the  land;  and  at  noon  the  island  of  Eooa 
bore  south-west,  distant  about  eight  leagues. 
Passing  to  the  northward  of  Eoo-aje,  they  steered 
west  south-west  to  the  entrance,  followed  bv 
several  canoes  which  put  off  from  the  eastern 
part  of  the  main  island^  and  the  islets  on  the  | 
reef.

jiichorcd  in  nine  fatlioins,  less  than  a  mile  from 

Ae  islet  <'f  Pangimodoo,  and  moored  with  a 
litreani  anchor  and  cable  to  the  south-west. 

Their  followers  were  now  all  eager  to  come 
lonboard,  but  thinking  they  were  too  numerous 
I  to  have  free  acces'?,  only  twenty  of  them  were 

admitted;  and  sentries  were  placed  on  each  side 
Jflftliodcck  to  keep  oft"  others  who  were  very 
Ijuportuiiatr  to  obtrude.  The  commodities  they 
lolTrrod  for  barter  consisted  of  hogs,  cocoa-nuts, 
IlirfHd-fruit,  yams,  spears,  clubs,  and  various 
Articles  ingeniously  manufactured;  but  their 
jdeniands  were  extravagantly  high.  After  dinner, 
Ijdiief  named  Futtafiiihc  was.  introduced  to  the 
Ifaiitain,  as  a  person  of  eminence  at  Tongataboo: 
Ik  appeared  to  be  about  forty  years  of  age,  well 
Iproportioncd,  of  an  open  countenance,  and  noble 
Idemeanour,  though   rather  too   pompous.     He 

alked  much  in  the  cabin,  but  the  brethren  could 
lonly  collect  from  his  conversation,  that  he  was  a 

(Tpat  chief,  that  several  while  men  were  on  the 
^(land,  and  that  he  would  bring  them  with  him 

I  the  following  day.  The  captain  made  him  a 
bcsent  of  an  axe,  a  looking-glass,  and  some 
per  articles^  and  he  took  his  leave. 

He  had  hardly  quitted  the  ship^  when  two 
■Europeans    made  tlicir    appearance.     Without 

lesitation  they  came  alongside,  and  stepped  fa- 
liiliarly  on  board,  giving  the  brethren  the  ex- 
treme pleasure  of  hearing  their  own  language 
|ioken  by  them:  but  that  pleasure  was  much 
liininished  when  they  perceived,  in  the  comte- 
ngce  of  nne  of  them  especially,  so  much  ut  the 
Ibandoned  villain,  that  in  England  a  man  of  pro- 
lit)'  would  have  avoided  him  as  a  pestilence. 
M  as  they  have  to  act  a  part  in  future,  their 
Iwn  account  of  themselves  may  demandVtiention. 
|ne  of  them,  named  Benjamin  Ambler,  says  he 
las  born  at  Shadwell,  near  London;  and  that 
lis  parents  now  keep  a  public  house  in  Cannon 

m 

J*  Tills  respectables  character  cncoiiraged  the  capfain  to 
Itiition  to  Ambler  the  j-iirposc  of  their  visit,  and  <(i  emu' 
ltr,i(c  the  benefits  which  the  native?  wouhl  eventually  re- 
live from  the  talciitfi  and  character  of  the  raissionarica;  re- 
besting  at  the  same  time,  his  opinion  of  persons  si'tlliug 
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Street.  He  is  a  bold,  presuming,  loquacious 
fellow.  John  Connelly  is  a  native  of  Cork  in 
Ireland,  a  cooper  by  trade,  and  much  le.ss  inUiH- 
tivc  than  his  comrade.  Ambler  dccl.ires  ihny 
left  London  in  a  \cHsd  call<:d  the  Otter,  in  which 
they  sailed  to  America;  and  thbre,  to  obtain 
better  wages,  quitted  her  to  go  in  an  American 
vessel  boiuid  to  the  uorth-weiit  coast  on  the  fur 
trade.  On  their  passage  outwards  they  touched 
at  the  islands  of  St.  Paul  and  Amsterdam,  where 
they  remained  some  time,  catching  seals.  They 
proceeded  thence  to  the  Friendly  Isliind.s  hoping 
to  procure  refreshments;  but  having  only  old 
iron  hoops  to  barter,  they  could  not  get  any 
hogs  from  the  natives.  Thus  situated,  tlicsf 
two  men,  and  four  others,  were  induced  to  lea\c 
the  ship,  their  salt  provisions  being  so  extremely 
bad  as  to  be  hardly  eatable,  and  they  had  the  udl- 
ditional  mortification  of  being  put  upon  a  sho<t 
allowaircc.  Dreading  further  inconvenienccM, 
they  prevailed  upon  the  captain  to  discharge 
them.  They  afterwards  lanckd  upon  Anamooka, 
•  liere  an  American  vessel  called  soon  afterwards, 
and  being  in  want  of  seamen,  three  of  their 
number  were  engaged.  An  Irishmen,  named 
Morgan,  remained  ut  Anamooka,  and  these  two 
had  been  thirteen  months  at  Tongataboo,  They 
were  both  under  thirty  years  of  age. 

Ambler  informed  them  that  i'littafaihc  was  a 
great  chief,  presiding  over  all  the  eastern  part 
of  the  island,  but  that  Tibo  Mooniooe,  an  old 
man,  had  great  power,  and  was  generally  con- 
sidered as  king  over  the  island.  lie  added,  that 
he  was  highly  esteemed  by  his  people;  and  that 
humanity  and  hospitality  were  predominant  traits 
of  his  character*. 

At  this  time  a  large  double  canoe  approached, 
in  which  were  several  chiefs,  who,  either  to 
oblige  the  brethren,  or  display  their  arbitrary 
power,  began  driving  the  canoes  from  the  ship, 
compelling  them  to  proceed  towards  the  shore 
as  fast  as  they  could  paddle.  One  of  these  chiefs 
was  Feenou,  who  was  said  to  be  brother  to  him 
who  was  so  much  attached  to  Captain  Cook. 
On  the  approach  of  night  they  all  retired  very 
quietly.  . jj 

at  this  place  with  such  intentions.  He  replied,  that  he 
believed  the  natives  would  receive  them  gladly,  and  treat 
them  very  kindly;  but,  vith  respect  to  property,  he  could 
give  no  assurance  of  its  s.^fcty. 
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In  the  eveninj^  the  captain  and  missionaries 
held  a  meeting,  when  it  was  agreed,  tliat,  if 
Tibo  Moomooc  would  give  them  a  house,  and 
protect  their  persons,  some  of  the  brethren 
should  land  as  soon  as  possible,  to  examir>e  the 
place,  take  a  vievy  of  the  natives  in  their  habita- 
tions, and  learn  how  they  were  likely  to  behave 
to  them:  when  they  might  more  easily  determine 
what  property  they  might  safeJy  take  at  first; 
and  also  consider  the  propriety  of  taking  arms. 

On   vhe   11th,    nt  day-Hght,  a   large   double 
canoe  came  alongsiae,  having  on  board  several 
of  the  chiefs  who  had  visited  them  the  preceding 
day :  they  had  bro  ight  with  them  two  hogs,  and 
a  quantity  of  yan^s.     They  entered  the    cabin 
wit'iout  much  cereuiony,  and  sat  quietly  while 
the  brethiOn  breakfasted.     They  refused  to  take 
tea,  but  seemed  to  relish  the  biscuit  and  butter. 
About  ten  in  the  forenoon.  Ambler  and  Connelly 
brought  three  hogs  and  some  yams  from  Moo- 
mooe,  informing  them   that  h«*  *ould  speedily 
follow.     Pnnclusl  to  his  prom-3,  the  venerable 
chief  was  very  soo;i  alongside,  but  took  time  to 
consider  about  ascending  tlie  ladder,  fearing  1  ; 
was  incapable  of  the  task:  at  length,  however, 
he  made  an    'niempt,  but   was  obliged  to  rest 
himself  at  the    gangway.     With    considerable 
labour  and  difficulty   (having  previously  been 
shaved  that  he  might  appear  decent  before  the 
captain)     he    entered  the  cabin,    followed    by 
twenty-two  attendant  chiefs  and  servants :  these 
squatted  themselves  upon  the  floor,  but  the  chief 
was  seated  in  a  chair,  which  he  admired  so  much 
that  he  requested  it  might  be  given  to  hmi.     He 
accurately  surveyed  the  cabin,  expressed  his  -ad- 
miration of  whatever  he  beheld,  and   asked  a 
number  of  very  pertinent  questions. 

The  captain  took  a  favourable  opportunity 
of  interrog-ating  Moomooe  respecting  his  willing- 
ness for  them  to  reside  there,  and  what  provi- 
sion he  would  be  pleased  to  make  for  them ;  he 
replied,  that,  for  the  present,  they  should  have 
a  house  near  his  own,  till  a  more  suitable  one 
could  b»',  provided:  ttiat  a  piece  of  land  should 
be  ap|tropi'intcd  to  their  use,  and  he  would  cause 
thtir  property  and  persons  to  be  protected.     He 

'♦  F;orii  *lii>=  they  \)?.»in\  to  aiiolihor  large  Iiotise,  which 
Ambler  dcilaied  was  sacinl  lo  the  God  o£  I'ri'Jiine,  in 
•which  Rl.iomooi!  sleeps,  when  indisposed,  hoping  <o  obtain 
a  cure.  On  (he  lloor  were  seen  four  large  conch  shells, 
serving  to  alarm  theroiintry  iu  limes  of  danger;  and  on  the 


added,  that,  if  they  thought  proper,  theyisiijlii 
go  on  shore,  and  examine  the  house.  '    ' 

For  this  purpose  four    of   the  missionariesj 
attended  by  Ambler,  went  in  the  pinnace,  anj 
1-iided  about  four  miles  to  tluj  westward  of  vvJicJ 
the  ship  lay.     The  natives,  excited  piircly  bJ 
curiosity,    crowded    the    shore,    but    beliavJ 
peaceably,    and    permitted    them    to    pass  unJ 
molested.     From  the  beach  they  had  about  lull 
a  mile  io  walk,  and  when  they  arrived  at  tlil 
place,  they  found  it  surrounded  by  a  fence  n] 
reeds  six  feet  high,  qpclosing  upwards  of  tlirJ 
acres  of  ground,  on  which  stooj'   live  liabiial 
tions :  the  largest,  intended  for  «"ie  inissioiiiiricji 
was  thirty-six  feet  long,  and  tifteen  fee*  hiiriJ 
On  the  inside,  hung  to  the  cross-beains,  an  anJ 
chor  was  perceived  of  about  six  hundred  v/e\M 
It   was  of  English  form  and  perhaps  tliesaiui 
which  Captain  Cook  lost  in  1774,  though  AiuJ 
bier  said  they  had  it  from  Annamooku,  \vhci'c  1 
had  been  left  by  an  American  brig*. 

The  party,  after  this  survey,  returned  to  1 
ship,  where  they  found  the  natives  taking  (hJ 
dcpai  i,ure  from  the  shore.  A  meeting  of  t lie  m  J 
sionaries  was  held,  to  consult  on  the  measure] 
noxt  to  be  pursued.  They  approved  of  the  hoii$( 
but  thought  the  group  belonging  to  it,  J 
small  for  the  purposes  of  gardening  and  agricull 
ture.  Another  difficulty  arose,  intiinatitig  lliai] 
as  Moomooc  was  an  oM  man,  it  might  lie  reiii 
oriably  supposed  he  would  shortly  die,  whcij 
disputes  would  probably  arise,  especially  among 
the  chiefs,  whose  property  the  premises  slioull 
be,  or  who  should  be  tlieir  next  protector.  Otlicl 
difficulties  were  started,  and  it  was  only  :igroeiC 
to  go  to  this  house,  if  they  could  do  no  bctlerj 
but  that  Ambler  should  be  sent,  early  i» 
following  morning,  to  Feenou  Toogiihowe,  tJ 
propose  their  residing  with  him:  and,  it' liJ 
readily  embraced  the  ofler,  they  would  iiiinicf 
diately  land  with  such  of  their  property  as  tliel 
thought  necessary  to  take  with  theui. 

At  the  da  vn  of  day  on  the  12th,  the  canorj 
hurried  ofl'  to  the  ship,  each  endeavouring 
get  nearest  to  trade.     Among  the  vi.sitors  of  iial 
portance  was  Futtafaihe,  who  brought  Coiiuellj

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vilh  liim,  to  ask  the  captain  to  place  five  of  the 
missionaries  with  him.  But  they  did  not  approve 
of  living  on  this  part  of  the  island,  nor  to  sepa- 
rate till  they  were  better  acquainted  with  the 
language  and  people:  a  promise  to  visit  him 
when  tlicj  settled,  afforded  him  but  little  satis- 
faciion"^. 

When  he  approached  the    ship  the  natives 

I  readily  made  way  for  his  canoe,  and  appeared  so 

I  i^ych  in  awe  of  him  as  to  amount  to  a  kind  of 

I  ronfirniation  of  what  they  had  heard,  and  led 

the  brethren  to  consider  him  as  the  most  proper 

person  for  their  protector.     Ambler  had  before 

iscquaintcd  him  with  the  nature  of  their  design; 

but)  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  missionaries,  the 

captaiH,  in  their  presence,  recited  the  particu- 

I  lars,  and  what  was  required  of  them;  observing 

I  that  their  only  inducement  to  come  so  far  was  to 

do  them  good.     But  if  they  were  unwilling  to 

receive  the  brefhren,   or  were  not  desirous  of 

their  stav,  the  captain  would  depart  in  a  friendly 

I  manner,  without  landing  a  man  among  them. 

Toogahowe  seemed  to  comprehend  the  greater 

Ipartofwhut  had  been  mentioned,  and  said,  that 

if  they  those  to  land,  they  might  live  there  as 

thev plcaset^,  «^d  nobody  should  molest  them; 

liiid  that,    in  the  afternoon,  lu.   would  send  a 

[double  canoe  to  take  their  goods,  &c.  on  shore  f. 

The  truth  of  Ambler's  information  was  never 

Idcarly'ascertained :  it  was  said  that  Feenou  was 

|at  the  head   of  this   plot;  being  offended  that 

lnothing;  had  been  given  him  in  return  for  a  pig; 

Ibiit  Feenou  declared  that  he  had  never  thought 

«f  doing  them  the  least  injury.     The  party,  how- 

|eTer,  had  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  the  canoes 

ilispersc,  as  they  contained  about  three  thousand 

*  At  nine  Ambler  came  oil"  with  Toogaliowe,  who  had 
klroiidy  promised  to  take  all  the  brethren  under  his  protec. 
tion;  and  to  Ktvc  them  a  house,  uith  land  attached  to  it, 
for  their  own  use.  Ambler  declares  that  Toogahowe  is  the 
Host  powerful  chief  in  the  island,  and  the  greatest  warrior; 
Uiat  he  is  a  terror  to  the  chiefs  of  Tongataboo,  and  to  those 
(f  the  niljaeent  ititands,  which  he  had  lately  subjugated, 
riiat  he  holds  his  niighbours  in  a  state  of  fear  ;  insonuich, 
Jiatwhcn  Moomooi'  dies,  it  is  supposed  he  will  be  formally 
lliosf!!  info  his  olliec  of  great  chief,  or  king  of  the  island, 
pis  a  stout  man,  uhoul  forty  <'ears  of  age,  and  is  sullen 
ml  morose.

+  Ambler,  with  Toogihowe,  liaii  not  been  lonij  on  board, 
lii'i!  he  informed  (hem  of  a  design,  which  probably  would 
fcff  ended  the  voyaije,  if  not  their  il"  's,  at  this  place. 
[hf  plot  wis  ti)  attack  the  ship;  and,  ,,t  hat  moment,  all 
10  mcu  ID  eight  large  double  canuus,  aud  many  hundred

men,    each    armed  wrth  a  formidable  clirb 
spear;  and  the  party  bad  only  thirteen  uudiscipliu- 
ed  men  to  oppose  them. 

At  this  moment  Moomooe  came  alongside 
with  some  yams  for  the  captain,  in  return  lor 
which  he  requested  a  glass  of  red  wine,  saying 
he  had  received  benefit  from  drinking  a  drop  of 
that  liquor  the  day  before.  As  they  were  all 
prejudiced  in  favour  of  the  old  chief,  tliey  be- 
held with  concern  that  his  dissolution,  niighfc 
shortly  be  expected. 

Futtafaihe  and  Mytyle,  two  great  chiefs,  came 
between  decks,  and  joined  witii  the  brethren  in 
their  devotions;  they  endeavoured  to  prevail  on 
them  to  go  with  them;  but  at  Ambler's  persuti- 
sion,  and  promise  to  learn  them  the  language^ 
they  agreed  to  fix  at  his  house. 

In  the  afternoon  the  canoe  arrived  for  the 
missionaries'  goods,  with  which  the  boat  was 
immediately  loaded;  Bowell,  Buchanan,  Goul- 
ton.  Harper,  Shelley,  Vo/'son,  and  Wilkinson, 
accompanied  by  B.  Ambler,  embarked  in  it,  and 
proceeded  to  a  place  called  Alieefo.  A  petty 
chief  was  ordered  by  Toogoliowe  to  go  willi 
them,  to  take  care  that  nothing  slioiild  be  lost. 
Kelao,  Cooper,  and  Nobs,  remained  on  board 
to  prepare  tiie  other  things. 

In  the  morning  of  the  13th,  finding  the  na- 
tives crowd  very  much  aboov'  them,  and  fearina,' 
tl.ev  would  be  troublesome,  ?  ^^tream  anchor  was- 
ordered  on  board.  A  passage  out  of  this  har- 
bour by  the  north  being  desirable,  either  in  case 
of  a  strong  easterly  wind,  or  an  attack  from  the 
natives,  the  ca|itain  intended  going  in  search  of 
it;  accordingly,  with  a  fine  breeze  from  the  east- 
ward,   they  stretched  over    towards    the  small 

single  ones,  were  prepared  to  join  ai  soon  a i  the  attack 
commenced.  Though  this  alarming  iiitclligiMicc  was  sns. 
pcct«d  to  have  been  a  forgery  of  Ambler's,  it  was  thought 
expedient  to  prep.ire  to  repel  such  an  atteiiij)f,  should  it 
happen  to  take  place:  the  small  arms  were  therefore  laid 
.A  readiness,  the  great  gii'ns  loadoil  with  grape.shot,  ami 
every  man  stationed  at  his  quarters.  All  the  tutivcs  ivrc 
immediately  turned  out  of  the  ship,  except  'I'oogaliowe  uud 
his  attendants,  and  the  canoes  ordered  from  Jilon;?si(le.  Ob. 
serving  an  unusual  stir  upon  the  decks,  and  theguus  kvolJiMi 
at  tliem,  the  natives  obeyed  raflier  hastily,  ranging  them- 
selves ahead  and  astern  of  the  ship,  sciMnin!;ly  in  expec.ta. 
tion  of  their  tiring  a  salute,  as  former  naviijators  might 
have  done.  Finding,  at  last,  that  this  \Vas  not  intemljd, 
they  wantiil  to  eonu-  alongside  i\^;\'u\ :  but  onjy  a  few  single 
canoes  were  ^ull'i'n'd  to  apprDach  ;  nor  would  Ihev,  ever 
after,  pernut  the  double  canoes  alongside. 
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island  of  Fastae,  and  then  stood  towards  Atta- 
taa;  where,  seeing  a  canoe  coming  with  some  of 
the  brethren  in. her,  they  anchored  in  twelve  i'u- 
tiioins  brdkon  ground. 

About  three  in  the  afternoon  she  got  alongside ; 
three  of  the  misitionaries  were  on  board  of  her: 
they  said  that  Aheefo  was  farther  from  the  ship 
than  <hey  supposed,  and  the  landing  with  goods 
w  :^  extremely  diificult:  and  after  they  had  got 
to  the  beach,  they  had  upwards  of  a  mile  to  go 
to  the  house:  hence  the  landing  of  the  articles 
was  found  extremely  troublesome,  six  hours 
having  been  fully  employed  in  delivering  them 
safe.  They  were  not  in  the  least  molested;  and, 
though  it  was  dark,  not  an  article  of  their  pro- 
perty was  lost.  It  was  near  one  in  the  morning 
before  every  thing  was  safe,  and  the  house  left 
to  theiHselves. 

In  the  morning  the  natives  provided  a  break- 
fast for  them,  and  about  nine  they  set  olf  for  the 
ship,  when,  the  wind  being  unfavourable,  they 
were  six  hours  in  their  passage.  Every  thing 
•was  in'  readiness,  therefore  the  canoe  was  in- 
stantly dispatched,  leaving  on  b<»ard  suHicient  for 
flinothei^lading.  And  that  they  might  have  what- 
ever was  thought  necessary,  Buchanan  and  Nobs 
remained  on  board  to  take  care  that  they  were 
got  in  readiness. 

The  cargo  broughv  on  shore  was  surrounded 
by  about  a  hundred  persons,  which  created  some 
alarm;  but  Mytile  ordered  the  chests  into  a 
Neighbouring  house,  and  dismissed  the  people, 
threatening  every  one  with  death  who  should  ap- 
proach to  steal.  The  brethren  then  slept,  in 
perfect  security,  upop  mats,  till  waked  by 
Mytile  at  one  in  the  morning,  to  partake  of  an 
entertainment  of  fish,  hot  yams,  &c.*. 

On  the  14th,  they  expected  to  have  but  few 
visitors;    but,  on   the  contrary,  several  cauoes 


•  Before  thoy  weighed  this  morning,  tliey  were  vi.sitcd  by 
a  woman  of  rank,  attended  by  u  vast  number  of  chiefs  and 
females.  This  lady  wa.s  80  extremely  coi-])ulent,  that  it  was 
attended  with  some  difficulty  to  get  her  on  board :  three 
stout  fellows  followed  her,  carrying  a  bundle  of  cloth, 
Hhich  was  presented  to  the  captain  in  form;  who  gave  her 
in  return  what  fully  satitsfied  her.  The  ship  being  under 
sail,  perhaps  less  ceremony  was  used  to  this  great  personage 
than  she  expected;  but  she  and  her  train  seemed  happily 
engaged  in  the  cabin  o/er  the  kavu  howl  for  about  two 
hours  ;  when  she  was  informed  that  the  ship  had  got  a  con. 
siderable  distance  from  her  house,  which  induced  her  to 
ha.stcn  into  the  canoe,  and  sail  instantly  towards  the  shore- 
Jlere  many  females  possess  the  highest  degree  uf  rank,  and 
eii|.|"!rt  it  ^vith  becoming  dignity. 


followed  them  quite  without  the  reefs;  but 
account  of  the  adventure  of  the  preceding  n'  .u"  I 
none  of  them  were  admitted  onl)ourd  biu  Fuh'' 
faille,    who   presented  the  captain  wiUj  a  l" 
turtle,     He  disapproved  greatly  of  the  behavid'n! 
of  his  couiitrymcn ;  said  he  knew  them,  but 
they  did  not  belong  to  that  part  of  ili'c  js)  'Jj 
over  which  he  presided,  he  was  not  comiiPt„„J 
to  punish  them.  '"'" 

Being  now   without  the  shoals,  they  gfeerd 
towards  the  west  end  to  be  nearer  to  the  bretlup 
and,  at  three  in  the  afternoon,  the  canoe  rain  I 
alongside,  with  Shelley  and  Cooper  in  her.  TIk'^ 
reported  that  all  was  well,  and  that  tlicmsolvfJ 
and  those  on  shore  were  pleased  with  their  situ;,. 
tion,    and    that  they  experienced  great  favoiirl 
from  the  natives.     The  canoe  was  loaded  widi I 
what  they  thought  suflicient  for  their  purposij 
till  their  return.     After  some  further  conviisa- 
tion  they  took  an  affectionate    leave   of  each  I 
other. 

A  fresh  gale  sprung  up,  which  afterwards  in. 
creased  so  much,  that  they  could  hiirdlv  ciinyl 
double  reefed  topsails,  and  they  found  (iiV  sliil)| 
was  driving  fast  towards  the  reefii:  bvthetiiiiej 
they  were  abreast  of  Attataa  they  saw  clearlvl 
that,  except  they  cou?d  fetch  the  passage  tlierl 
had  found  out  the  day  before,  they  could  nutl 
escape  shipwreck:  providentially,  however,  Ihevl 
just  weathered  the  reef  on  the  west  Mtle  of  tliel 
channel,  and  running  through  with  confidence,! 
were  soon  in  perfect  safety,  and  grateful  for  sol 
signal  a  deliverance.  f 

They  were  now  in  the  harbour,  but  not  decmJ 
ing  it  eligible  to  anchor  in  so  hard  a  gale,  astliel 
wind  blew  fair  for  them  to  proceed  iu  their  voii 
age,  they  steered  for  the  eastern  channel  out  ii(l 
the  harbour,  and  were  once  more  alarmed  \\iili| 
danger.     The  captain  was  aloft  looking  out,  aiil 

About  midnight,   a  canoe  with  four  men  was  obscrwdJ 

lying  a  head  of  the  ship.     Imagining  that  mischief  was  ilitirl 

aim,  the  brethren   determined  to  drive  thorn  ofl'  witlioijl 

firing  shot;  and,  for  that  purpose,  a  quantity  of  cucoiJ 

nut  husks  was  prepared  upon  the  forecastle,    lindcr  cuitrf 

of  a  squall,  they  soon  after  dropped  under  the  bow,  whcij 

without  making  the  least  noise,  a  volley  of  the  husks  im 

poured   upon   their   heads;  the  suddi-n  surprise  ofwhiii 

caused  thiiii  all  to  plung(>  into  the  water,  whilst  thcniKK 

totally  deserted,  drifted  astern.     To   intimidate  tluni : 

farther,  a  musqiict  wfis  tired  over  their  huad^i.     It  bciBjl 

very  dark,  they  presently  lost  sight  of  the  men,  liut  Ihlulliij 

the  canoe  would  lead  to  a  discovery  of  the  olUnikrs, 

lowered  the  jolJy.boat  down,  and  picked  her  up.

proceeded  to  make  tiie  best  of  their  way  to  tlie 
Marquesas.  Thus,  after  the  most  imminent 
perils,  and  the  most  providential  deliverances, 
they  were  preserved  for  tin;  ?iccomplishment  of 
the  great  work  appointed  fc-  them.  They  had 
humbly  planted  a  seed  of  divine  truth,  which 
they  hoped  would  take  root  and  flourish  to  the 
latest  generation.  .••.,. 


SECTION    IV.  - 

Votjagc  to  the  Marquesas — Discoveries  made — Transactions  at  Cliristiaiia- 

Occiirrenccs  at  the  Marquesas. 


[AVING  extricated  themselves  from  the  dif- 
ficulties which  piirronnded  them  in  Tonga- 
(jbflo  harbour,  the  brethren  once  more  passed 
I  the  open  sen:  for  the  lirst  five  days  they  had 
JjvoiiraMe  wind>;;   but  afterwards,  during  most 
Lf  the  time  that  t)  ley  were  to  the  soutiiwurd  of 
torpic,    they   experienced   successive   gales 
JM  tlie  eastward,  with  high  seas,  and  extreme 
Rold  weather.     Their  Otaheiteans  were  much  af- 
[licted  with  the  severity  of  the  cold :  Harraway, 
>|)0V,  indeed  kept  up  his  spirits,  and  Tanno 
Haiioo  behaved  very  well;  for  by  conducting 
lerself  modestly,   atfably,   and  courteously,  she 
Iras  treated  with    respect  by  every  person  on 
loard.    Ilcr  understanding  was  naturally  good, 
jnd  ve;y  susceptible  of  improvement;  her  talent>i 
habling  her  to  be  extremely  serviceable  to  M 
irook,  and  others  who  were  learning  the  Ian 
iiagc.    The  captain  furnished  her  with  a  com- 
iodious  week-day  dress,   and  a  more  splendid 
lorniiig  gown  and  petticoat  for  Su.idays. 
Tom  was  extremely  apprehensive   of   dying 
pre  he  should  again  see  Otaheite;  and,  in  one 
'  the  gales,  asked  the  captain  if  he  did  not  think 
^e  sliip  would  die:    he  was  very  low-spirited 
tiring  his  passage,  and  suflered  more  than  the 
[hers  from  cold  ;  he  could  not  be  taught  to  do 
Iv thing,  and  seemed  to  be  remarkably  indolent: 
liile  Harraway  was  a  very  useful  boy  in  the 
lip.     Hence   it    appears   that    Harraway    and 
|aiiiio  Manoo  arc   proofs  that  the  Otaluileans 
ken  young,  are  capable  of  receiving  instruction.

On  the  23d  of  May  they  discovered  land;  on 
the  24th,  at  day-light,  they  stood  towards  it,  and 
as  they  drew  near,  found  it  very  low,  and  in  flic 
form  of  a  crescent,  with  a  lagoon  in  the  middle; 
into  whrch  the  sea  broke  on  the  south-west  side. 
though  no  opening  appeared  capable  of  adiuittinj!; 
a  boat.  Perceiving  that  it  was  inhabited,  wIkmi 
they  got  within  «  mile  of  the  north-east  side, 
they  hove  the  ship  to,  and  putting  two  se:irnen 
in  the  jolly  boat,  with  Peter  and  Otaheitean  T>m 
(who  dressed  himself  in  a  piece  of  his  own  new 
cloth  on  the  occasion)  they  rowed  towards  the 
shore,  intendingtoland  if  thenativesappearedtobe 
friendly;  and  to  ingratiate  themselves  into  their 
favour,  toitk  l()i>king-glasses,  beads,  iron  tools, 
and  some  ICngli.'ili  coin  to  leave  with  them.  But, 
on  their  approach,  the  natives  assembled  to  op- 
|)ose  thei'  landing:  as  thcv  v  ijked  along  the 
shore,  lie  women  followd  tlicm  with  spears, 
whic'.i  (hey  shook  in  a  menacing  manner,  and 
signiticanth  warned  I'lem  to  be  gone.  Tom 
shewed  them  hi-;  skin.  Ins  cloth,  and  tatou  m;ii  ks, 
and  spoke  to  them  in  his  «>>vn  language,  which 
they  seemed  not  to  imderstaiid.  Perceiving  that 
all  their  manonuvrr  to  (onciliate  them  were  in- 
elTectiial,  and  that,  approaching  so  near  them  as 
to  be  able  to  give  them  any  thing,  might  expose 
them  to  a  stone  or  a  spe;t  and  provoke  them  to 
lire  upon  them,  tin  •  urned  to  the  ship,  and 
lutisting   the  boat  steered   for   the   higher 

island,  distant  about  ww  leagues''. 

At  noon  they  left  cri-scent  island,  and  had  a 
/:         *  fresh 

<lio  wharra  trees  grow  in)oii  it,  and  ^omo  others  of  a  ns'.'lcss 
kiiul.     Tliu  shore  is  gre/  coral  saui  auU  stones,  thrown  up 
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fresh  northerly  brocze;  at  three  in  the  afternoon 
they  directed  their  course  north  north-west  to- 
wards an  island  with  two  lofty  hills,  which  arc 
conspicuous  even  at  the  distance  of  fourteen  or 
fifteen  leagues:  these  were  distinguished  by  the 
appellation  of  Duffy's  Mountains. 

When  within  about  three  leagues,  they  saw  a 
reef  ahead,  and  <!ie  sea  breaking  very  high  upon 
it ;  they  were  therefore  obliged  to  alter  their 
course  to  the  north  north-west,  which  they  sup- 
posed would  lead  them  clear  of  every  dang"^ 
■which  lay  on  the  east  side  of  the  island  ;  but  in 
this  they  were  iiistakeii ;  for,  after  getting  a 
better  \iew,  they  discovered  that  Duff's  Moun- 
tains were  part  of  an  island  about  three  leagues 
in  leuglh,  with  several  of  considerable  height  to 
the  south  and  south-east  of  it ;  the  whole  forming 
a  group  of  about  six  leagues  long.  Upon  this 
reef  were  several  dry  spots,  whereon  grew 
clusters  of  tr«TS.  It  was  now  the  dusk  of  the 
evening;  and,  being  apprehensive  that  dangers 
might  lie  in  their  way,  they  resolved  to  spend  the 
night  within  the  space  they  already  knew;  and 
accordingly  hauled  their  wind  to  the  north-east 
under  an  easy  sail.  The  natives  on  the  north 
end  of  the  island,  having  observed  their  approach, 
made  a  large  fire  io  alarm  their  countrymen ; 
which  at  times  presented  a  very  curious  pheno- 
menon; and  as  it  was  kept  burning  till  almost 
day-break,  it  proved  very  beneliiial  to  ithe  ad- 
venturers as  a  guide;  the  night  being  extremely 
dark,  attended  with  variable  winds  and  heavy 
rain. 

At  six  in  the  morning  the  north  part  of  the 
islands  bore  north-west,  distant  about  three 
leagues :  towards  the  northernmost  part  of  the 
reef,  they  observed  a  small  islet,  upon  which 
were  assembled  about  fifty  natives,  armed  with 
spears;  they  also  perceived  some  boys  takin<r 
stones  off  the  beach,  and  assiuning  attitudes  ii 
if  they  meant  to  throw  them  at  our  adventurers: 
the  men  als'O  exhibited  tokens  of  ;i  hostile  dis- 
position, but  they  at  length  retired  behind  the 
trees.  Fhe  main  island,  and  (hose  scattered 
about  it,  are  high,  and  pre?  ^nt  a  view  romantic, 

by  'ln!  viok-nce  of  (lie.  sim,  foiiniiijj  ii  wall  to  the  sotith-oaftt 
point.  Tlic  iialivus  whom  (i'cy  savv,  wt-ro  al)oiit  twenty. 
fiv('  in  number,  in(-lii(iiii,:{  tlin-e  or  four  women  with  rliililrcn 
at  tlieir  Ij.uKs.  Tllcy  ari'  of  ;i  ligiit  co.ipiT  ('oloiir,  and  of 
a  niiildlin.i;  stadini.  Sonic  of  (hem  were  qnito  naked,  ex. 
cept  a  piece  of  cloth  roinul  thoir  middle;  others  hiul  u  piece 
gf  clotii  thrown  over  their  shuuldcri;,  and  extending  half 


wild,  and  barren:  the  vsvUeys,  however,  ann 
covered  with  trees;  but  of  what  kind  tlievco  ?J 
not  accurately  distinguish,  though  cocoa-"  J 
trees  were  said  to  be  distinguished  amono-  othc'j 

The  group  was  denominated  Gambier'UsliindJ 
in  honour  of   the  worthy  admiral   so  n 
Duff's  Mountains  lie  in  the  centre. 

The  passage  from  the  Friendly  Isles  havim 
already  been  longer  thin  was  expected,  the  ran 
tain  thought  it  necessary  to  push  on  for  thclVIafi 
quesas.     On  the  26th,    at  break  of  dav,  ty 
thought  they  saw  low  land   ahead,   selniincri] 
very  close;   they  wore  ship  and  stood  froiir 
about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  and  tacked  towar* 
it  again,  when  the  day  presented  to  their  viej 
the  u:imineHt  danger  they  had  escaped;  forthj 
part  which  they  were  running  for,  and  maK 
others,    were  even  with  the  water's  edge,  anl 
t..ey   might   have    struck  bftfore  they  saw  th 
rocks,  or  heard  the  sea  beat  upon  theiii,  so  littU 
noise  was  heard.     This  island  is  about  seventcj 
miles  in  length,  and  nine  in  breadth,   and 
several  clumps  of  trees  upon  it;    but  no  fry! 
trees  or  inhabitants  were  seen.  r 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  28th  they  discovcrJ 
a  low  island  bearing  north-east;  as  thev  dreJ 
near,  they  found  it  a  lagoon  island,  with  patcJ 
of  trees  on  different  parts.  On  the  nortli-\ve| 
end  some  cocoa-nuts  were  growing,  and  nw 
them  a  clump  of  high  dark-coloured  trees. 
the  morning  of  the  29th,  they  were  farther  ol 
than  they  expected,  owing  principally  to  a  y 
wardly  current.  Shortly  after  it  fell  little  wJ 
and  they  tried  to  effect  a  landing  by  row  inn;  do!] 
to  the  shore ;  but  they  found  it  impraelicablj 
the  high  surf  beating  so  violently  upon  fhecoJ 
rocks.  In  expectation  of  finding  a  better  placl 
they  rowed  two  or  three  miles  more  along 
shore  ;  but  finding  it  every  where  the  same,  the! 
thought  proper  to  return  to  the  ship.  Seeing d 
signs  of  itihabitants,  and  despairing  of  tindingj 
landing  place,  the  captain  came  to  a  resolutiol 
of  prticeeding  on  his  voyage. 

In  the  course  of  the  night  they  passed  to  I 
windward  of  (he  island,    and  about  six  in  I 


way  down  the  leg.  One,  who  was  probably  a  clmf,  liJ 
a  piece  of  white  ilofh  round  his  head  like  a  tnrliati.  T1(J 
liave  neitlier  bread-fruit,  cocoa-nuts,  nor  an v  other  friil 
tree,  nor  i^;  any  (hi*ig  perceived  on  fhe  island  to  I'noll 
that  lluy  I"  M-urcd  an  exintence,  by  tisliinR:  they  niihUlittij 
fore  be  c'"ur  traniient  visitors,  or  their  siluaiioii  iiuistl 
wretched  beyond  couccptioji.  -.

nd  about  six  in 


jioriilnffi  encouraged  by  a  suiooth  sea,  hopes 
,ffre  entertained  of  procuring  a  few  cocoii-nuts 
for  the  people,  and  herbage  for  the  goats;  in- 
duced by  this,  they  again  shaped  their  course  to- 
,arrl<i  it;  but,  before  tliey  came  near  it,  it  fell 
[almost  calm,  when  two  of  the  officers,  with 
Peter  and  Tom,  setoff  in  the  pinnace;  and,  when 
tlicvliad  got  about  half  a  mile  round  the  point, 
jll'in  the  boat,  except  two  who  were  but  in- 
different swimmers,  stepped  into  the  water,  and 
effoctcda  landing  though  the  surf  was  very  high. 
From  the  edge  of  the  reef  they  were  under  the 
necessity  of  walking,  knee-deep  in  water,  over  a 
hard  coral  flat,  before  they  came  to  the  trees. 

They  hauled   oft'  a  few  cocoa-nuts,    thc.ugh 

Iflieir  manner  of  getting  them  was  so  tedious,  that 

(lie,  iTcic  ntrt  a  compensation  for  the  trouble; 

but  when  it  became  low  wafer,  and  the  surf  fell 

eiceedingly,  by  nutting  the  boat's  stern  to  the 

rocks  the  adventurers  stepped  out  withoutwetting 

their  feet.     This  being  observed  from  the  ship, 

induced  those  on  board  to  send  the  jolly-boat 

Iwith  more   hands   to  assist  them.      They   now 

Icntcrtaincd  hopes  of  getting  a  plentiful  supply 

Iwitb  the  greatest  ease,  not  considering  that  it  was 

Ipossible  only  at  low  water,  for  them  to  pass  or 

Irepass;  this  they  had  afterwards  the  raisforttine 

Inexperience;  for  though  they  had  procured   a 

[considerable    quantity  of   cocoa-nuts,    they  all 

Inarrowly  escaped   with    their    lives;  eleven   of 

1,   including  the  two  Otaheiteans,    having 

been  left  upon  the  island. 

The  situation  of  those  on  the  island,  was  both 
Ucomfortable  and  alarming;  but,  in  order  to 
nakc  the  best  of  it,  after  seeing  the  boats  safe 
(T,  they  walked  up  to  the  large  clump  of  trees; 
fcud,  being  wet  and  thinly  cloathed,  they  endea- 
[loiircd  to  make  a  (ire :  but,  though  Olaheitean 
Fom  had  in  vain  been  labouring  two  hours  to 
brncure  a  light  by  friction,  they  were  under  the 
Bfcessity  of  passing  the  night  without  a  tire. 
^t  ten  in  the  evening  it  began  to  rain,  and  con- 
ned to  fall  in  torrents  till  three  in  the  morning, 
short  interval  of  fair  weatlier  then  ensued,  and

lliillrtiirc  very  plentiful ;  and  when  low  water  left  part  of 
k  iiicf  dry,  spotted  eels  issued  from  holes,  which  when 


incessant  rain  coiitimird  till  noon  the  following 
day.  To  all  this  they  were  nearly  exposed,  as 
the  trees  afforded  shelter  only  till  the  branches 
were  completely  wet. 

At  the  dawn  of  day,  ®n  the  31st.  the  ship 
stood  close  in,  and  the  captain,  anxious  for  their 
safety,  sent  tie  pinnace  to  endeavour  to  get  them 
off;  but  they  had  the  melancholy  prospect  of 
beholding  the  surf  higher  than  on  the  jjrcceding 
night,  which  obliged  then)  to  wait  the  oppor- 
tunity low  water  might  afford,  happening  on 
th-is  day  about  one  in  the  al'toi  noon.  They  ac-  , 
cordingly  put  back  to  the  ship,  and  soon  after 
came  again  to  the  edge  of  tlio  surf;  when  one 
man  leaped  in  and  got  safe  to  them  with  a  botllo 
of  brandy,  which  was  found  serviceable  in 
raising  the  drooping  spirits  of  tjic  people.  This 
done,  they  put  of}'  again,  and  about  \e\\  returned 
with  a  stage  made  of  fir  deals,  with  directions 
for  its  application  to  disengage  themselves  from 
their  present  didlchlties ;  but  that  measure  proved 
also  ineffectual  for  the  present. 

Low  water  at  last  came,  but  the  sea  was  so 
rough  that  Otaheitean  Tom,  Mr.  Crook,  and 
some  others,  \\alked  up  in  despair  towards  the 
clump  of  trees,  hoping  to  j)rocure  some  dry 
wood  to  enable  them  to  light  a  fire,  which  thev 
now  stood  much  in  need  of,  being  in  a  wet 
and  shivering  condition.  To  their  great  joy, 
however,  they  were  hardly  gone,  when  the  sea 
at  intervals  became  smooth ;  they  successively 
put  in  practice  every  cxpethent  that  coidd  be 
suggested,  and  at  length  arrived  safely  on  board 
the  ship  *.  fc 

The  trees  are  various,  as  at  Palmerston's 
Island  ;  but  the  cocoa-nuts  are  scarce,  and  only 
to  be  found  on  the  north-west  end.  Under  shel- 
ter of  a  grove,  a  moral  of  stones  was  built,  with 
a  per|)endicular  stone  standing  at  a  little  dis- 
tance :  here  they  observed  the  remains  of  two  or 
three  huts,  and  a  plain  space,  with  one  circular 
hovel  near  the  end ;  not  far  off  were  strewed 
upon  the  ground  vast  quantities  of  clam  shells; 
all  which  sufticiently  proved  that  the  island  had 


iiliproaclied,  reared  upon  their  tails,  s»nmin£f  to  declare 
iiosdiity  with  open  month  The  bird;  were  nearly  the 
spnie  as  tliose  at  the  other  low  islands.  15y  their  vaiioiis 
notes,  it  was  sni)posed  that  (his  place  givi  shelter  to  many 
liilllreiit  .'pecit's,  with  this  remarkable  perl  >clion,  that  they 
s'ing  almost  all  thu'ni^ht  long,  (houc;h  it  .iined,  and  was 
exirenii'ly  dark.  Here  are  rats,  plenty  of  tin  red  crab,  and 
a  kind  of  lund  lobster,  which  thu  OUlicitec  is  arc  stran- 
gers to, 

been 
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been  once  iitliabitod;  but  whether  the  persons 
had  eniigr.ik'd  t-lscwlicre,  or  were  become  ex- 
tinet,  could  only  bo  a  matter  of  coi)j{  ctiire. 
One  circu'.Dsfnnce,  however,  is  very  strikin;;', 
that  bowcvor  small  iii  number  the  wretched  re- 
fugees mit,lit  have  beeUj  they  considered  a  niorai, 
or  place  of  worship,  as  indispensibly  necessary. 

From  this  period  nothing  material  occiUTcd 
fill  they  made  the  IMarquesus;  trusting-  wholly 
to  tlijcir  time-keeper,  they  found  themselves,  af- 
ter so  long  a  passage,  considerably  to  (he  west- 
ward. 

On  the  5th  of  June,  when  they  got  within 
four  miles  of  Resolution  bay,  they  saw  two  meu 
padclliiig  towards  thera  in  a  small  wretched  ca- 
noe, whicli  could  only  be  kept  above  water  by

Not  knowing  their  intention 


to  come  on  board,  they  kept  all  sail  set,  and 
passed  close  by  them  with  great  velocity:  this 
being  observed,  one  of  thefn  leaped  into  the 
>vater,  caught  a  rope  which  was  hove  to  him, 
and  expertly  hauled  himself  hand  over  hand  to 
the  quarter  gallery,  where  they  took  him  in  quite 
raked.  At  first  he  surveyed  the  cabui  with  sur- 
prize, but  presently  recovered  himself  and  ran 
upon  deck.  He  was  so  comj)letely  tattowed 
from  head  to  foot,  that  his  natural  colour  was 
hardly  to  be  distinguished,  lie  talked  fluently, 
and  was  tolerably  understood  by  Oook  and  the 
Otaheitcans  :  the  earnestness  which  he  had  ma- 
nifested, was  to  induce  them  to  tack  and  pick  up 
liis  comrade,  who  Avas  his  father  ;  and  that  if  he 
did  not  take  him  in,  he  could  not  reach  the 
island  in. so  wretched  a  canoe,  as  (he  wind  blew 
strong.  To  remove  his  fears,  (hey  took  the  fa- 
ther on  hoard,  and  (he  canoe  in  (ow  ;  but  she 
yoon  went  to  pieces  and  drifted  away,  a  circum- 
stance which  seeuitd  (o  give  (hem  little  concern, 
These  two  natives,  hy  the  advice  (hey  g<ive, 
which  was  niinu(ely  attended  to,  gave  evident 
])r(»(<f  of  their  possessing  no  small  degree  of 
nautical  skill. 

Tlicv  fdund  it  difhcult  to  work  up  the  bay,  on 
account  of  the  heavy  gust  of  wind  from  the 
mountains;  however,  by  Rcven  o'clock,  they 
were  close  up,  and  let  go  their  small  bower  an- 
clior  in  fifteen  fathom  water.  Tw(»  females  now 
swam  olT,  expecting  perhaps  a  fa\()urahle  recep- 
tion, but,  hnding  they  could  not  be  admitted, 
they  kept  swinnning  about  (he  ship  for  about 
half  un  hour^   called  out  iu  a  plaintive  tone. 


then  returned  to  the  shore,  when  two  of  o 
ship's  company  followed  them,  who  were  tf 
tremely  urgent  for  the  captain  to  permit  tliem  to 
sleep  in  the  ship;  which  he  would  readily  lii^j 
complied  with,  as  a  reward  for  their  iinpljnti 
confidence,  had  it  not  been  to  avoid  a  m  in 
dent.  ' 

Their  first  visitors  from  the  shore,  on  the  (iti,  I 
were  seven  beautiful  young  women,  s\viiumiii-i| 
almost  naked  about  the  ship;  a  few  grcoii  leav(^| 
tied  round  the  middle,  being  their  only  covcriiii-l 
For  about  three  hours  they  were  thus  cnga-fid  I 
vociferating  Weheine,  till  several  of  the  na^tivel 
men  had  got  on  board;  one  of  whom  being tliel 
chief  of  the  island,  entreated  that  his  sister! 
might  be  taken  in,  which  was  conjplied  w[\ 
she  was  fair,  with  a  yellowish  cast,  and  \ru\\ 
a  tint  of  red  glowing  on  her  check ;  she  viJ 
rather  stout,  but  po.ssessed  great  symmetry  0(1 
features,  in  which  particular  she  was  nearlyl 
equalled  by  her  companions.  Their  Otahciteaal 
lady  was  fair,  and  comely;  but  she  was  "Teatlvl 
eclipsed  by  these  women,  and  seemed  to  iVel  lutl 
inferiority  in  no  very  small  degree:  but  she  waJ 
their  superior  in  amiableness  of  manners,  audi 
possessed  more  of  the  softness  and  delicacy  oif 
the  sex.  She  was  abashed  to  see  a  woman  quilJ 
naked  upon  the  deck,  and  supplied  her  willi  M 
complete  dress  of  new  Otaheitean  cloth ;  wliicJ 
encouraged  those  in  the  water,  who  were  iiow| 
very  numerous,  to  importune  for  admission.  luJ 
fluenced  by  compassion^  and  seeing  they  Moiildl 
not  return,  our  adventurers  took  them  on  board,! 
but  they  could  not  all  be  equally  gratified,  aJ 
clothes  could  not  be  provided  for  them;  not! 
would  the  mischievous  goats  permit  tlicmtore{ 
tain  their  green  leaves,  free  from  mutilation. 

The  chi(;f  alresidy  tioticed  is  named  Tcniici 
eldest  son  of  Plonoo,  wiso  was  reigi\ing  |!iiii(ej 
in  Captain  Cook's  time:  he  arrived  in  a  respecJ 
(able  canoe,  and  introduced  himself  by  piTseii 
ing  (he  captain  with  a  staff,  about  eight  feel  111 
length,  on  which  a  few  locks  of  human  liiirl 
were  neatly  plaited :  this  present  was  acioiiipa-j 
nied  with  a  few  ornaments  for  the  head 
breast.  Perceiving  a  musquct  on  the  quarter-j 
deck,  he  carefully  took  it  to  the  captain, 
requested  him  "  to.  put  it  to  sleep."  He  rcaivcJl 
an  axe,  a  looking-glass,  a  neck  chain  (0  liaiiijilj 
to,  and  a  pair  0^'  icissars.  Though  the  lattel

liiiicle  is  inucli  prized  at  the  Friendly  and  Society 
Ihlei  lie  was  perfectly  indifferent  about  it>  and 
lenlirel}  ignorant  of  their  use. 
I  Tills  appeared  to  be  a  time  of  scarcity  among 
lieDi)  as  they  were  continually  complaining  of 
lypger,  and  requesting  food ;  to  some  they  gave 
lililtie,  but  it  was  impossible  to  supply  them  all. 
;  women  were  in  that  wretched  state  of  sub- 
litction,  that  if  they  were  favoured  with  any 
liiDC)  ""^  could  not  find  means  to  conceal  it, 
lllieiDen  were  so  destitute  of  gallantry  as  to  take 
lit  from  them.  Towards  evening,  those  who  had 
liot  canoes,  amounting  by  far  to  the  greatest 
Igumber,  plunged  into  the  water  and  swam  on 

likore. 

It  having  been  mentioned  to  the  chief  by  the 

Idetbren,  that  two  of  them  were  io  settle  among 

lllKai,  he  seemed  exceedingly  delighted  with  the 

Loposal,  and  declared  he  would  give  them  a 

louse,  and  a  share  of  all  he  had. 

Aftnr  this  he  went  on  shore,  followed  by  Mr. 

Uarrisj  Mr.  Crook,  Peter,  Otahciteaa  Tom,  &c. 

Tenae  received  thera  upon  the  beach,  and  con- 

Latiiig them  a  little  way,  desired  thcm^  stop; 

irliensomc  of  the  natives  formed  a  ring  round 

jbem,  while  those  who  were  nearest  the  centre 

were  sitting,  to  enable  those  behind  them  to  look 

^nt  their  heads.      This   exhibition    continued 

bout  a  quarter  of  an  hour ;  after  which  the  ad- 

lentiirers  proceeded  up  the  valley,  accompanied 

)|v  the  chief,  his  brother,  and  several  of  the  young 

liitives.    The  road  was  very  sleep  and  ind'Il'er- 

mf,  which  induced  them  to  rest  three  times  be- 

ibre  they  reached  the  chief's  mansion,  and  each 

lime  slaked  their  thirst  with  excellent  watt^r,  in 

flcoa-nut  shells  from  a  rivulet  that  runs  down 

lie  valley.     Tenae  conducted  them  to  one  of  the 

lest  houses,  intimating  that  it  was  for  the  use  of 

|iie  brethren,  and  they  might  occupy  it  as  soon 

tiiey  pleased.     It  was  twenty-feet  long,  and 

Ibout  six  wide,  ten  feet  high  behind,  and  four 

feet  in  front:  the  door  is  about  the  middle,  on 

he  low  side.     The  greater  part  of  their  houses 

Ire  miserable  hovels. 

The  inside  furniture  consisted  of  floor  mat, 
hlending  from  end  to  end,  some  large  cala- 
bashes, fishing-tucklc,  and  a  few  spears :  at  one 
liid  the  chief  kept  his  principal  ornaments  which 

•  It  was  rcniarkcd  that;  lioiii-sty  is  not  considcrt'd  .a  virtue 

imoiig  the  South  Sea  Islat'.ui.'i-s,  t'spocially  if  aitii'los  arc  ex- 

|ust'd  tu  tcinpt  them.     Oil  the  ni^ht  of  the  6th,  ihcy  shifted 
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he  exhibited;  among  other  things,  he  shewed 
them  two  bamboo  cases,  and  two  bunches  of 
feathers  from  the  tail  of  the  tropic  bird,  each  of 
which  contained  at  least  a  hundred. 

Nothing  of  food  was  ofiered,  except  a  few 
cocoa-nuts;  nor  was  anything  of  the  kind  ob- 
served, but  those  and  sour  mahie.  Some  few 
hogs  and  fowls,  indeed,  were  seen  walking  about. 
Provision  was  extremely  scarce;  this  was  signi- 
fied when  our  adventurers  first  landed,  by  a  fel- 
low who  ran  to  one  of  the  brethren,  and  stutled 
a  piece  of  mahie  into  his  mouth,  thinking,  that, 
at  this  season  of  scarcity,  he  was  doing  him  a 
great  kindness. 

On  their  return  to  the  ship,  the  captain  met 
the  two  brethren  in  the  cabin,  to  know  their 
sentiments  respecting  their  settlement  upon  it: 
Mr.  Crook  said  they  had  received  encourage- 
ment, and  the  chief  had  behaved  exceedingly 
well ;  that  he  never  before  nor  since  his  engage- 
ment, had  comforts  in  view,  and,  though  there 
was  then  a  kind  of  dearth  in  the  island,  plenti- 
ful season*  might  perhaps  follow.  Mr.  Harris's 
sentiments  were  entirely  contrary  to  those  of 
M.  Cruuk,  he  disapproved  of  every  thing  that 
had  beep,  stated,  and  declared  the  scene  before 
him  was  a  very  solemn  one;  his  ardour  and  firm- 
ness seemed  absolutely  to  have  forsaken  him. 
It  wfts  agreed,  however,  to  go  on  shore  the  next, 
day,  take  their  beds  with  them,  and  make  a 
trial;  after  which  they  might  return,  if  events 
should  not  answer  their  expectations*. 

In  the  evening  Mr.  Crook  landed,  with  hi^ 
bed  and  a  few  clothes;  Mr.  Harris  declined  go- 
ing, having  several  small  parcels  to  pack  up, 
for  the  convenience  of  taking  them  up  the  valley'. 
Tenae  himself  received  on  the  beach,  Mr.  Crook, 
and  another  of  the  brethren,  and  treated  them 
with  respect  and  kindness.  Tiiey  proceeded  up 
the  valley,  followed  by  a  vast  concourse  of  peo- 
ple, some  of  whom  carried  the  baggage,  and 
deposited  it  in  the  house  intended  for  the  bre- 
thren ;  and  afterwards  to  another  house  of  larger 
dunensious,  about  a  hundred  yards  distant  from 
the  first.  This  house  stood  on  a  square  plat- 
form, raised  with  stones,  with  a  wall  six-feet 
high,  on  the  lowest  side;  (all  of  them  being 
built  upon  a  declivity;)  a  sort  of  escutcheon  ap- 

thc  glass  rover  off  one  of  the  best  ci.iniiasses,  stole  the  cartl 
and  aeedlc;  and  fitted  the  cover  on  an  before. 
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pears  in  the  inside  in  memory  of  Honoo^  the 
chiefs  father.  A  drum,  somewhat  in  the  Ota- 
hoitean  stile,  but  much  longer^  adorns  each 
end*. 

In  tlie  forenoon  the  captain  received  a  letter 
from  Crook,  expressing  his  approbation  of  his 
new  lodging.  When  night  drew  on,  he  was 
left  to  his  rcposcj  and,  after  recommending  him- 
self to  the  care  of  the  Almighty,  he  went  to 
rest,  laying  his  clothes  upon  the  ground  near  his 
hammock;  but  when  he  awoke  in  the  morning, 
not  an  article  of  them  was  (o  be  seen;  he  was 
therefore  on  the  point  of  uttering  very  unjust 
«urraispR,  when  tlie  chief  entered  with  every 
thing  that  was  missing,  carefully  wrapped  up  in 
a  bundle. 

Soon  after  the  receipt  of  the  letter,  Tenae, 
Crook,  and  the  chief's  brother  came  on  board, 
and  were  received  very  kindU'  in  the  cabin.  The 
captain  made  Tenae  a  present  of  a  decorated 
crown,  which  delighted  him  exceedingly :  he 
also  gave  him  a  peice  of  cloth,  a  hammer,  and 
some  gimlets ;  a  large  conch-shell  also  gave  him 
particular  satisfaction;  for  which  they  barter 
<;  8;erly,  pigs,  or  any  thing:  one  of  them  gave 
the  cook  a  broad  axe  for  a  conch. 

Tenae,  who  was  now  more  familiar  than  at 
his  first  visit,  surveyed  the  cabin  with  a  consi- 
derable degree  of  attention.  Happening  acci- 
dentally to  touch  the  wire  of  the  cabin  heW,  he 
was  struck  with  astonishment:  he  rang  it  again, 
and  again,  each  time  expressing  his  wonder 
whence  the  tinkling  sound  proceeded  f. 

In  the  afternoon  Mr.  Godsall  landed  a  chest, 
and  several  parcels  for  the  Missionaries,  which 


•  At  a  little  distance,  on  the  same  platform,  anoti.rr 
Iioiisc  presents  itself,  built  on  a  small  eminence,  Icuvini^  a 
space  in  front,  Avhcrc  two  rude  wooden  figures  of  men  are 
plactd,  nearly  as  large  as  life.  Against  the  side  of  the 
house,  three  other  escutcheons  arc  placed.  The  house  had 
no  door  or  opening  of  any  kind ;  but  excited  by  cu- 
riosity, ono  of  the  brethren  opened  a  hole  on  the  side  of 
it,  aad  beheld  a  coffin  fixetl  upon  two  stakes,  about  a  yard 
from  the  ground.  At  this  moment  Tenae  came  up,  and 
seeing  he  was  not  angry,  he  again  opened  the  h(j\i,  and 
pointed  to  the  coffin.  He  instantly  cried  Honoo!  and  re- 
peated it  several  times,  plainly  signifying  that  it  was  his 
father,  pleased  at  seeing  him  notice  the  honours  he  had 
paid  to  his  memory.  This  sepulchre.  Crook's  house,  tht! 
(rciS,  a:id  every  thing  within  the  platform,  was  taboo,  and 
liii  st  III    be  approached  by  women. 

On  (he  8th;  the  n^tireii  crowded  on.  board;  the  females 


were  safely  taken  to  the  house.    Tom  and  1i 
raway  remained  on  shore  this  night,  their  sc  •' 
being  required  by  Crook.  '*'" 

On  the  9th  the  pinnace  was  sent  on  jl,  J 
again,  with  more  necessaries :  Crook,  rcsolv 
to  stay,  attached  himself  to  the  place,  bee-  " 
eat  sour  mahie,  and  contented  himself  with"*!, 
food  the  island  afforded,  though  not  of  a  v  d 
delicate  kind:    but  he  consoled  hiin»elf  J^ 
thinking,  that  he  should  be  able  to  procure  n'd 
once  or  twice  a  week,  with  fresh  fish  as  ofion 
he  pleased,  and  regretted  not  the  absence  of  Oti 
heitean  delicacies.     Tenae  had  adopted  liim 
his  son,  an  act  which  is  ever  after  held  sacred 

On  the  10th,  at  two  in  the  morning,  tliemoni 
was  totally  eclipsed,   but  the  roughness  of  th 
weather  prevented  an  accurate  observation  of 
On  the  13th  the  chief  and  his  brothers  came 
board  with  Otaheitean  Tom,  who  informed  the 
that  the  boy,    Ilarraway,    had  le^  them 
gone  to  the  other  side  of  the  island;  and  as 
had  mentioned  nothing  of   his  having  such 
intention,    they   supposed   he  meant  to  reniaj 
there/'^r  which  Tom  censured  him  sevcrdi 
but  the  captain,  in  order  to  prove  the  realityf 
Tom's  pretended  great  regard  for  his  comitr 
ordered  him  to  put  his  things  into  the  caiia 
and  go  on  shore  also,  at  the  same  time  intiniatiq 
that  he  was    privy  to   Har raway 's    clopemctl 
The  poor  fellow,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  declard 
his  innocence,  collected  his  trifles,  and  put  the 
into  th"  canoe,    then  sorrowfully  shook  ham 
with  tl.w  crew.     He  put  off,  full  of  the  no, 
poignant  distress,  and  having  gone  a  little  wd 
the  captain  called  him  back  again,  butitwd 

were  as  numerous,  and  at  the  same  time  as  nakid,  as 
fore,  which  induced  the  brethren  to  licstow  upon  each] 
piece  of  Otaheitean  cloth.  Let  it  however,  be  obsmJ 
that  these  women  dress  decently  on  shore;  but  when  iij 
necessary  for  them  to  swim,  their  cloth  will  not  slandli 
water ;  it  is  therefore  the  general  practice  to  leave  it  btli* 
and  supply  its  place  with  a  proper  qui^ntity  of  leaves. 

+  It  was  interesting  to  see  the  seamen,  while  tlicywcrfrL 
pairing  the  rigging,  attended  by  a  group  of  thcinofctfiToqii 
females,  who  were  employed  to  pass  the  ball,  cmjM 
tar-bucket,  &c.  This  they  performed  with  the  j;rcal3 
assiduity,  often  besmearing  themselves  with  the  tar  iiitli] 
novel  occupation.  No  ship's  company  without  a  wondd 
fill  portion  of  chastity,  could  ever  have  resisted  siirli  lenij 
tations.  Some  of  Ihcin  would  probably  ha^e  ofltiided,  1 
they  not  been  ovcr-awcd  by  the  jealousy  of  llic  uiiial 
and  the  prudent  conthict  of  their  uesstnule^, 
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tone  time  before  he  resuDied  his  usual  cheerful- 

Nothing  of  importance  occurred  till  the  SOth^ 
vben  Messrs.  Harris  sad  Crock  came  on  board, 
lod  held  a  ineetiug  with  the  captain  respecting 
ilifir  stay.  Mr.  Harris  complained  of  the  poverty 
of  the  place,  declared  he  could  not  eat  the  mahie, 
^c.  Crook  expressed  a  determination  to  stay, 
even  though  Mr.  Harris  should  desert  him.  The 
result  of  this  conference  was,  that  both  went  on 
ihore  to  make  further  trial  before  their  depar- 
ture. 

On  the  22d  a  native  stole  the  cook's  axe ;  af- 
ter the  fact  he  saw  the  pinnace  chasing  him,  but 
hepadclied  to  the  rocks,  ran  into  the  bushes,  and 
ml  clear  oif.  Ou  the  24th,  a  fisherman  swam 
gif  at  break  of  day,  and  informed  them  that 
Mr  Harris  had  been  on  the  beach  all  the  night 
with  his  chest,  and  had  been  robbed  of  several 
tliiogs.  This  affair  was  little  credited  at  first ; 
supposing  Mr.  Harris  could  not  have  been  so  im- 
prudent as  to  bring  his  property  down  without 
tending  notice,  that  a  boat  might  be  ready  to  re- 
teive  tbeni.  But,  on  enquiry,  the  truth  was 
\rhat  had  been  related.  He  had  come  down  in 
the  evening:  and  as  no  person  from  the  ship  was 
ou  shore,  Uie  boats  being  employed  at  the  an- 
chor, and  tlie  fhip  too  tar  oflf  to  hail,  he  spent 
the  night  sitting  on  his  chest :  at  four  in  the 
BoroiDg,  the  natives  drove  him  from  the  chest, 
uhe  supposed,  that  they  might  steal  his  pro- 
perty; and,  imagining  his  life  in  danger,  he  fled 

the  adjacent  hills.     Mr.  Falconer,  who  went 

bring  him  off,  found  him  in  a  very  pitiable 
ilight,  appearing  like  one  almost  deprived  of 
ij  senses.  The  surf  was  so  high  that  they 
ould  not  land,  and  were  therefore  obliged  to 
laulthc  chest  and  its  owner  ofi'  by  a  means  of  a 


*  While  the  brcthruii  were  at  dinner  on  the  l.^th,  one  of 

!  natives  stole  a  pump-bolt,  but  he  was  detected  and  se- 
1  by  Mr.  Gudsall.  The  rest  all  jumped  overboard  and 
iscajied.  Tlie  thief  was  lashed  up,  and,  being  shewn  a 
UiIl'iI  niiibquet,  fully  expected  to  be  shot.  A  num  of  some 
Mnscqiu'iice,  who  had  come  in  the  same  canoe,   brought 

!  chiuPs  srrond  brother,  with  two  pigs  and  a  plantain- 
9i,  tu  plead  for  tlie.otTcnder,  who  was  his  father,  but  his 
jiit  was  rejected.  It  was  ailccting  to  observe  the  farewell 
icne  between  the  father  and  son ;  but  to  put  a  period  to 

leir  anguish,  the  musquet  was  discharged,  and  the  culprit  li- 
jentcd.  Dumb  gratitude  deprived  the  astonished  puir  of 
lc  power  of  utterance,  they  were  so  completely  over- 
Iholoied  with  joy.  A  solemn  warning  M'as,  however, 
Inn  tlicu),  (o  aioid  lucb  pr<icUces  in  future,  and  they 


rope.  Tl?e  principal  reasons  he  gave  for  leaving 
his  partacr  so  abruptly,  besides  those  already 
mentioned,  were  such  as  he  might  naturally 
have  t'xpectcd.  Tenae  it  seems,  wished  to  treat 
them  with  an  excursion  to  another  valley,  to 
which  Crook  agreed,  but  Mr.  Harris  would 
not  conse?!t.  The  chief  seeing  this,  and  not  con- 
sidering any  favour  too  great,  he  left  him  \m 
wife,  to  be  treated  as  if  she  were  his  own,  till 
the  chief  ret  irned — "Mr.  Harris  told  him,  that 
he  did  not  want  the  woman ;  however,  she  looked 
up  to  him  as  her  husband,  and  finding  herself 
treated  with  neglect,  became  doubtful  of  his  sex, 
and  acquainted  some  of  the  other  females  with 
her  su.'picion,  who  accordingly  came  in  the 
night,  when  he  slept,  and  satisfied  themselves 
concerning  that  point,  but  not  in  such  a  peace- 
able way  but  that  they  awoke  him.  Discoverinc: 
so  many  strangers  he  was  greatly  terrified  ;  and 
perceiving  what  they  had  been  doing,  was  de- 
termined to  leave  a  place  where  the  people  were 
so  ab&ndoned  and  given  up  to  wickedness:  a 
cause  which  should  have  excited  a  contrary  re- 
solution." 

It  having  been  mentioned  to  Crook  that  the 
captain  was  preparing  for  his  departure,  he  re- 
mained stedfast  in  his  resolution  of  staying  in  the 
isla  «d,  desiring  only  such  implements  of  bus-* 
bandry,  and  other  things,  as  would  contribute 
to  render  him  useful  among  the  people ;  observ- 
ed that  his  happiness  would  have  been  greater-,  had 
his  situation  been  with  a  friendly  and  agreeable 
assistant,  who  might  have  comforted  him  in  the 
time  of  trouble;  but,  as  thi  Lord  had  ordered 
things  otherwise,  he  would  resign  himself  to  his 
fatherly  care,  and  rest  in  his  promises,  rather 
than  quit  a  station  where  a  door  of  usefulness 
was  so  evidently  opened  f . 

were  sent  on  shore  with  the  pigs,  which  the  brethren  would 
not  deign  to  accept;  thus  giving  them  the  most  convincing 
proofs  that  their  motives  were  disinterested. 

+  Crook  is  a  young  man  of  twenty-two  years  of  ago, 
serious,  steady,  and  ever  employed  in  the  improvement  of 
his  mind,  lie  applied  diligently  to  the  attatjiiiient  uf  the 
language.  He  is  a  youth  of  understanding,  and  will  doubt- 
less contrive  many  things  tliat  will  be  beneficial  to  (he  poor 
creatures  among  whom  ho  lives  He  has  various  kinds  of 
garden.sceds,  implements,  medicines,  books,  -^c.  His 
manly  behaviour,  on  taking  nn  atT\^ction*fe  farewell,  did 
him  great  credit :  the  tears  glistened  in  his  eyes,  but  did  not 
fall,  "  Hor  did  he  betray  the  least  !>igu  of  fear  to  enter 
upon  his  new  work  alone." 
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At  four  ill  llic  morning  of  tlie  27lh,  they 
weighed,  aud  stood  out  of  the  buy,  with  a  light 
air  easterly.  Kespecting  the  customs  and  man- 
ners of  tlie  people  about  Resolution  Day,  we 
know  little;  but  Crook,  from  his  knowledge 
of  the  language,  collected  the  following  few 
particulars. 

Their  religious  ceremonies  resemble  those  of 
the  Society  Islands.  They  have  a  moral  in  each 
district,  where  the  dead  are  generally  buried 
under  large  stones:  they  have  a  multitude  of 
deities.     They  only  offer  hogs  in  sacrifice,  and 


never  men 


Fhe  chief  Tenac  presides  over  four  districts, 
OhitJihoo,  Taheway,  and  Innamei,  all  opening 
into  Resolution  Bey,  and  Onopoho,  the  adjoin- 
ing valley  to  the  southward. 

There  is  no  regular  government,  established 
law,  or  punishments;  but  custom  is  the  general 

rule. 

They  have  uo  regular  meals,  but  cat  when 


they  arc  hungry,  and  not  a  great  qnantityat  i.i 
time.     The  women  are  not  allowed  to  eathon^ 
and  are  probably  under  other  prohibitions  as  ft 
Otaheite.     They  are  employed  in  making  cloth 
and  matting;    bat  not  m  cookery,  except  fn  j 
themselves.  ' ' 

The  chief  is  said  to  have  three  wives :  iU  1 
youngest  is  with  him  here,  the  others  in  diirerent 
parts  of  the  island.  He  hai  several  childreir 
some  of  which  live  with  him  here,  the  others 
with  their  mothers. 

Their  diseases  are  few,  and  they  are  at  present  j 
happily  free  from  that  fatal  malady  which  has 
made  such  ravages  in  the  Society  Islands.  I 

Their  women  are  rather  of  low  stature,  though  I 
well  proportioned,  and  their  general  colour  in-l 
dining  to  brown.  Some  of  them  were  almost  agj 
fair  as  Europeans,  on  the  first  arrival  of  our] 
adventurers  ;  but  became  afterwards  quite  darlc^ 
coloured,  by  exposing  themselves  to  the  sun  inl 
coming  off  to  the  ship. 


SECTION    V.       ' 

Jieluni  from  the  Mnrqitcsas  to  Otaheite,  wilh  the  Transactions  during  their  Absence — Tranmiion 
during  their  Continuance  at  Otaheite — Return  to  Tongataboo-—Opcurrences  during  their  Ahstnct 


OlSr  the  29th  of  June,  the  brethren  having 
bent  their  course  for  the  Society  Islands, 
they  proceeded  on  their  voyage  m  ith  a  favourable 
gale.  On  the  Sd  of  July  they  fell  in  with 
Tiookoa,  a  lagoon  island,  many  of  which  are 
disseminated  in  this  part  of  the  ocean,  aud 
render  the  navigation  dangerous  in  dark  weather. 
Smoke  was  observed  ascending  in  several  parts, 
and  two  men  were  seen  following  us  alongshore: 
they  appeared  dark  coloured,  with  a  piece  .of 
cloth  tied  round  their  middle,  and  each  had  a 
spear  in  his  hand.  When  a  lieutenant  and  the 
two  Mr.  Forster's  landed  here,    two    islanders 

*  At  seven  in  the  morning,  on  tin-  6th  of  July,  they  saw 
the  liigh  land  of  Otaheite;  and  at  noon,  they  ran  between 
the  Dolphin  bank  and  Point  Venus  reef,  and  came  to  an- 
chor  in  Mat.->vai  bay  iu  thirteen  fathoms  water.  The  na- 
tives crowiU'^  oil',  all  happy  to  sec  them  ;  the  brethren  fot- 
lowed  in  a  flat  bottomed  boat,  which  had  been  prepared 
for  passing  the  shallow  entrance  of  the  river.  A  report 
was  spread  which  afforded  great  satisfaction  ;  they  had,  in 
general,  enjoyed  good  h(!aUh.  The  natives  continued  the 
same  rcspgclful  behaviour  they  had  hitherto  shewn,  and 


received   them  by  touching   noses ;    a  commoii 
mode  of  salutation  all  over  the  South  Sea*. 

The  following  Journal  will  give  an  acourafe 
statement  of  their  proceedings  while  thej  wn 
absent. 

March  26,  The  ship  quitted  the  bay  of  Mat* 
via  this  day,  and  was  soon  out  of  sight.  ThJ 
brethren  who  last  departed  from  the  ship  in  \ 
canoe,  had  an  unpleasant  return,  and  Itiiided 
a  distance,  but  they  got  to  their  companions  iJ 
the  evening,  and  received  their  canoe  and  ili 
contents  the  following  day. 

27th.  Brother  Puckey  informed  the  brcllirc^ 

daily  supplied  them  abundantly  M'ith  provisions.  RapN 
ing  (he  purposes  of  the  mission,  they  cuuld  at  prrscntonlj 
say,  that  appearances  were  encouraging.  Though  ruoltl 
in  the  traditions  and  prejudices  of  ftieir  ancestors,  m 
supposed  them  docible;  and  they  had  already  rcslraiiiciiil 
natural  levity  of  the  natives,  and  so  overawi'd  (ln'tntii 
they  seldom  attempted  to  perform  a  hueva  vtitlilu  t&d 
hearing.  When  thc^  came  near  on  the  Sablnlh,  thrvil 
ways  behaved  with  decency.  In  their  dress  they  exhibild 
much  improTcmcnt  on  the  side  of  modesty.

f  Pomarre  and  Iddeah  came  at  noon,  went  into  the  mar- 
1  brethren's  apartment,  and  found  them  conversing  with 
iarrcuics  on  the  crime  of  murdering  infants.  Iddeah  was 
Ircbsed  on  the  subject,  who  was  then  pregnant  by  a 
puwho  cohabited  with  her;  they  endeaToiircd  to  con- 
re  her  of  the  horrid  guilt  of  murder,  especially  in  a 
Vier,  and  promised  to  receive  tho  child  ioimcdiatcly.

Gth.  Early  this  morning  Otoo  sent  ten  men  to 
prepare  wood  fur  the  blacksmith's  shop.  The 
brethren,  returning  from  Eimeo,  report  that  they 
have  been  kindly  received  by  the  natives,  who 
avoided  stealing  aud  readily  assisted  us.  Brother 
J.  Puckey.  on  the  Lord's  day,  had  addressed 
them.  They  heard  attentively,  and  admitted 
that  it  was  verij  good,  but  that  it  would  be  useless 
for  them  to  change  their  religion,  aH  the  bre- 
thren and  the  Book  would  go  away.  We  pro- 
mised to  return  again  to  teach  them  very  soon. 
They  said,  if  any  of  the  chiefs  embraced  our 
religion,  they  should  follow. 

Micklewright's  conduct  distressed  us:  regard- 
less of  remonstrances,  he  would  tot  keep  from 
the  natives. 

8th.  One  of  the  arreoies,  the  tayo  of  brother 
Henry,  came  to  us  with  his  pregnant  wife :  they 
were  taking  leave  of  us,  to  destroy  the  infant 
which  should  be  born,  according  to  the  rules  of 
that  diabolical  society.  The  wife,  with  true 
maternar  tenderness,  wished  to  spare  the  infant, 
but  the  brutnl  chief  was  resolute  to  the  contrary, 
though  he  acknowledged  it  a  bloody  deed.  They 
oifered  to  erect  them  a  house  for  their  pregnant 
women,  and  to  take  such  children  under  their 
immediate  care.  For  such  an  unnatural  act,  they 
threatened  to  exclude  them  for  ever  from  their 
friendship,  and  assured  him  that  the  Eatoo,  their 
God,  would  also  punish  him.  The  brethren  failed 
not  to  open  to  him  the  wrath  of  God  against  all 
ungodliness  and  unrighteousness  of  men.  On  this 
he  walked  oft'  dejected.  A  few  days  afterwards 
he  promised,  if  the  child  was  born  alive,  that  he 
would  bring  it  to  them,  and,  on  another  visit, 
renewed  his  promise. 

9th.  Brother  Lewis  preached  from  Thou  shalt 
not  kill,  to  the  king,  and  a  great  number  of  the 
natives,  who  head  him  attentively,  and  said* 
"  Good  is  the  word  of  Britain,  not  to  kill  chil- 
dren, not  to  sacrifice  men  *." 

They  renewed  their  attempts  with  Iddeah,  de- 
sired her  to  suffer  their  women  to  take  care  of 
her  child,  and  that  her  example  would  have  the 
happiest 

She  was  sullen,  and  made  no  reply.  They  then  requested 
Pomarre  to  suppress  such  acts  of  inhumanity,  and  tli* 
offerings  of  human  sacrifices.  He  said  Captain  Cook  had 
declared,  that  such  things  ought  not  to  be  done,  but  did 
not  stay  long  enough  to  instruct  them.  One  of  the  bre- 
thren then  informed  them,  that  they  were  come  for  that  ex. 
press  puspose.    He  warned  them  tbat  if  they  despised  their 

f  T  instructionr, 
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happiest  ejects  xipnn  the  niition.  Knowing  her 
eagerness  for  European  eiuth,  they  promised 
her  three  shirts,  and  inanv  other  articles,  when 
'the  ship  arrived,  and  that  they  Avould  report  her 
conduct  to  Queen  Charlotte  and  the  British  earcc 
ladies.  She  said,  "the  child  was  buse  born; 
had  it  been  Pomarre's,  it  should  have  lived;" — 
and  marched  oflT  with  her  paramour,  who  heard 
the  conversation  with  indiftcrence. 

In  the  afternoon  they  addressed  the  natives 
through  the  interpreter.  Amonjy^  their  Auditors 
was  Mawron,  the  husband  of  Pomarre's  sister. 
In  conversation  he  d.clared,  he  was  rrs(»lved  to 
throw  away  the  je^ods  that  could  neither  hear,  nor 
see,  nor  speak,  and  worsliip  the  English  God. 

12th.  Iddeali  appeared  again  in  public,  and 
intelligence  was  received  that  slio  had  murdered 
her  new-born  babe.  The  brethren  therefore  re- 
solved, to  shew  their  detestation  of  her  conduct, 
that  no  more  presents  should  be  received  from 
her.     Commenced  a  weekly  lecture. 

13fh.  Pomarre  and  Iddeah  came  with  a  pre- 
sent of  hogs  and  vegetables.  The  articles  from 
Pomarre  were  thankfully  accepted  ;  those  from 
Iddeah  were  rejected,  and  the  reasons  assigned. 
She  was  much  offended,  said  she  hud  a  right  to 
do  with  her  own  children  as  slie  pleased;  and 
walked  ofl'  with  her  tonton.  Her  unnatural 
crime  did  not  pass  wholly  unpunished  ;  a  dread- 
ful milk  abscess  brought  her  under  the  surgeon's 
knife.  As  we  refused  Iddeah 's  present,  we 
detrired  Manne  Manne  to  distribute  it  to  the 
natives;  instead  of  which  he  conveyed  it  to  bis 
own  house. 

This,  however,  is  but  one  among  the  many 
unnatural  crimes  which  we  dare  not  name,  com- 
mitted daily  without  the  idea  of  shame  or  guilt. 

It  is  remarkable,  that  Iddeah  had  not  been 
^  more  than  two  days  absent  from  our  residence, 
-when  she  appeared  as  if  notliing  had  ailed  Iter ; 
so  little  inconvenience  arises  from  the  most  pain- 
ful operations  of  nature  in  this  benign  climate. 

16tb.  This  day  they  thrice  addressed  the  na- 
tives by  their  interpreter:  they  were  attentive, 

instructions,  and  continued  in  their  wicked  practices,  i'lcy 
should  leaTe  them  and  repair  to  another  island,  where  they 
could  hope  for  more  attention.  Pomarre  seemed  evUiently 
afiecled  with  what  liad  been  said,  and  promiied  to  exert  his 
authority  to  put  an  end  to  these  practices.  Maiino  Manne 
came  in  during  this  conTorsation,  when  he  was  frankly  in- 
foriDod,  that  if  he  offered  any  more  human  sacrifices,  he 
woold  forfeit  their  friendship.  Be  replied,  that  he  certainly

but  as  soon  as  they  retired,  tliey  fell,  ][\^  i ., 
dren,  to  thair  own  light  amusements. '  The  LnJ 
grant  the  seed  sown  may  take  firmer  root  in  tl! 
hearts !  '* 

18th.  The  shop  being  finished,  and  brotJ 
Hodges  and  Hassel  at  work,  the  natives  crowdJ 
round  them,  though  much  frightened  with  iN 
sparks,  and  the  hissing  of  the  iron  in  waw 
Pomarre  was  highly  delighted  with  the  belloj 
and  forge;  aad,  catching  the  dirty  blacksmil 
in  his  arms,  heartily  joined  noses  with  him. 

20th.  A  native  stole  a  box  containing  nails  I 
which  he  was  confined  three  hour$,  and  afio 
wards  liberated ;  but  severe  vengeance  wi 
threatened  against  future  thefts.  1 

21st.  Two  of  the  brethren  went  with  tlirj 
natives  to   procure   wood :    they  went  up  il 
valley,  which  is  about  seven  miles  long,  m),|| 
quarter  of  a  mile  broad,  through  which  ,  riti 
on  a  little  descent  meanders  slowly.     High  pd 
pcndicular  mountains  appear  on  each  side,  coj 
ed  with  shrubs  and  trees,  Mhere  parrots,  parrl 
quets,  and  a  grey  thrush  which  warbles  deli'>|i 
fully,  build  their  nests.     Tl»c  natives  are  ninnj 
rous  and   flourishing,    and  have    provisions 
profusion.     Several  of  them,    however,  are 
fectcd  with  that  horrible  disease  which  Eun 
peans  have  probably  left  them  *. 

At  their  return,    brother  Henry  pv  aclieii  \ 
the  natives;  and  when  he  had  Hni»iheu  iv  di 
course,  Manne  Manne  satirically  observed, 
"  they  gave  them  plenty  of  the  word  olGoj 
but  not  of  many  other  things." 

24th.  Drew  up  rules  for  every  div s  woi 
the  bell  to  ring  at  six ;  to  be  asseinbieii 
prayer  in  half  an  hour ;  to  employ  theinteij 
till  ten  in  various  occupations ;  from  teutotbJ 
to  be  devoted  to  mental  improvement;  t'romtlii| 
till  night  at  their  usual  employment;  bell  tori 
at  seven  for  prayer.  [ 

27th.  Five  of  them  went  to  Eimeo  with  Mad 
Manne  to  finish  the  vessel.  Tlie  brctlirenj 
Eimeo  were  most  hopitably  entertained.

5lli.  Heitt  a  meeting  preparatory  to  the  com- 
puoion.  Brother  Lewis  examined  every  one 
with  great  lideiity  and  tenderness.  A  liappy 
(peoness  of  mind,  and  melting  of  heart  pre- 
railed.  This  was  a  truly  pro.titable  meeting :  we 
eXDcricnced  something  of  the  healing  and  refresh- 
ing presence  of  God  with  us. 

7.  Visited  by  Temarree,  a  chief  priest  from 
Papara:  he  is  called  an  Eatoua,  and  sometimes 
the  man  of  the  Eatooa :  he  was  dressed  iu  a 
wrapper  of  Otaheitcan  cloth,  with  nn  oiHcer's 
I  roat  doubled  round  him.  Being  timid,  at  his 
I  approach,  he  was  invited  in,  and  at  breakfast 
isked  to  partake  of  the  repast;  but  be  first 
wlemnly  held  out  his  hand  with  a  bit  of  plantain, 
tsanoii'ering  to  the  Eatooa,  which  ofie  of  the 
Datives  said  they  must  receive.  When  they  had 
taken  it  from  him,  and  laid  it  under  the  table,  he 
liatdown,  and  made  a  hearty  meal.

Ho  is  also  high 'in 
esteem  as  a  priest.  His  name  of  Eitooa  ni- 
grossed  much  of  their  conversation,  'I'licv  told 
him  thie  Eatooa  could  not  die,  as  he  must. 

14th.  The  tayo  of  Puckey  returned  from 
Oparrc,  bringing  with  him  a  jirescut ;  thev  de- 
clined accepting  it  till  the  next  morning,"  this 
being  the  Lord's  day, 

li>th.  Our  brethren  returned  in  consequence 
of  their  letters. 

IGth.  The  account  they  give  is,  that  they  made 
the  circuit  of  the  greater  poninsiilu,  and  intncd 
Tiaraboo  :  then  they  returned  by  the  south,  and 
were  every  where  kindly  received.  Pomarre. 
and  the  king  and  queen,  wished  to  have  detained 
them,  not  meaning  themselves  to  return  tu  iVJafa- 
via  till  the  ship  came.  Morning  and  evening  the 
king,  or  some  of  the  people,  reminded  thein  of 
prayer,  and  joined  with  them  attentively  ;  but 
sometimes  the  natives  were  noisy  and  irregular. 

Every  where  they  were  treated  sumptuously, 
sometimes  on  a  table,  in  the  English  fashion. 
One  of  the  brethren,  however,  exclaimed,  "Yet 
all  this  kindness  is  not  the.  gospel  :  were  we  as 
gods  among  them,  we  should  be  wretched,  if 
they  believed  not  our  message". 

Entering  Tiaraboo,  they  visited  Pomarre's 
youngest  son  at  Matowee,  his  district,  which  is 
populous,  and  in  high  cultivation  f . 

In  this  «-.xcur8ion  they  visited  a  chief,  who.se 
house  was  stocked  with  vooden  gods,  of  diUerent 
denomimitions:  the  god  of  the  Sun,  Moon,  Stars, 
Men,  Women,  Children,  &o.  Each  had  a 
sword,  a.\(\  or  hammrr  in  his  hand,  to  slay 
those  who  should  offend  him,  unless  they  offerett 
a  sacrifice  or  atonement  lor  their  crime. 

Many  succeeding  da>.4  are  jnly  marked  with 
common  occurrences:  to-day  our  sister  Henr^ 
increased  otir  number  with  a  healthy  female  child, 
after  a  safe  delivery  j.

priesfi,  to  have  proceeded  from  the  anger  of  the  Ofahu'ifeait 
Eatooa,  who  certainly  would  kill  him.     liroonihall  said 
their  pretended   God  was  a   bad  God,  that  their  Jc-hovaJi 
liad  sent  it,  and  would  remove  it  tho  next  day.     J'hc  do 
claratipn  was  iiistantfy  spread  among  the  nativfls,  and  Broom 
LaU began  to  fear  he  had  spoken  too  hastily  oi  nis  rec jvcry^ 
nnd  that  God  might  be  iU.shononred  if  his  illness  incroased  : 
he  therefore  looked  up  caniestly  to  God  in  prayer  to  heal 
him.     Fortunately  he  had  a  refreshing  night's  sle«p,  and  oo 
the  morrow  fomui  himself  recovered. 

X  .9Bth.    After  diviae  lerricc  in  ttie  eveoiug,  W.  Pu  ;ki>y 
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29th.  Resolved  to  erect  a  building,  for  Mr. 
Lewis  to  print  a  Vocabulary  and  Grammar. 

30th.  Manne  Manne  sent  his  tayo,  Mr.  Cover, 
a  double  canoe,  three  goats,   and  twenty  fowh. 

Intirnatioiis  were  given  that  Micklewright  and 
the  Swede  intend  to  seize  Manne  Manne 's  vessel, 
as  soon  as  sh^  is  ready  for  sev,  and  uiake  for  Port 
Jackson. 

June  4th.  Enjoyed  the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's 
Supper,  a  large  body  of  nativcr,  assembling. 
Read  an  address  translated  oy  the  Swede,  which 
they  understood,  and  expressed  their  approba- 
tion of  it. 

7th.  Natives  living  with  the  brethren  found  to 
be  pilferers:  one  of  them  acknowledged  having 
taken  a  large  axe  and  a  checked  shirt.  Other 
thefts  were  committed.  Slight  punishments  &nd 
reprimands  ensued. 

9th.  Dr.  Gilham  had  his  clothes  stole  while  he 
was  bathing.  The  thief  was  pursued,  taken, 
and  chained  to  a  pillar  of  the  house,  but  he  con- 
trived to  go  ofl'  with  the  padlock.  He  was  again 
recovered  but  dismissed.  Though  these  wretches 
will  run  any  risk  to  steal,  ll.cv  hardly  ever  use 
what  they  get,  but  lay  it  up. 

lltb.  Brother  Cover  baptiwi?  the  infant 
daughter  of  brother  Henry,  and  preached  a  ju- 
dicious discourse  on  the  subject.  A  white  wo- 
man producing  a  child  among  them  occasioned 
much  joy;  and  the  natives  were  very  fond  of  it. 
A  heeva  coratnencing  on  the  o*her  side  of  the 
river,  the  performers  were  ordered  to  desist. 
Tliey  immediately  left  off  dancing,  declaring 
tLey  would  do  so  no  more,  as  it  was  the  God  of 
Prelane's  day. 

They  walked  up  the  valley  about  a  mile, 
apd  sat  down  under  a  tree;  the  natives  also 
flocked  round  them  and  sat  down.  The  brethren 
jung  a  hymn,  and  prayed  for  the  salvation  of  the 
heathen,  in  which  themselves  joined  in  atti- 
tude *. 

says,  lie  walked  with  a  native,  and,  from  the  surrey  of  the 
beautiful  scene  around  thcni,  he  took  occasion  to  discourse 
of  him  who  made  all  these  things.  He  admitted  that  the 
God  of  Pretane  made  all  things  there,  but  not  at  Otaheite ; 
that  one  of  their  gods  asocndi>d,  and  stuck  the  stars  in  the 
sky  ;  and  that  Mawwa,  a  powerful  being,  limits  and  re> 
Siilates  the  sun  with  ropes  that  it  may  not  go  faster  than  Jie 
pleases.  Puckey  endeavoured  to  ridicule  these  absurdities 
of  their  pricsta ;  and,  pointing  to  the  house  of  Oparre, 
tssured  him  that  the  Gods  there  were  only  the  work  of 
men's  hands ;  mere  superstitious  idols.  Such  arc  the  pre. 
tended  great  (jods  Ooroo,  Tant,  and  Taroa,  which  are 


14th.  Visited  by  Mawroa,  with  an  abundant 
supply  of  vegetables,  and  accof  ipanied  by  tlirce 
arreoies,  all  extremely  fat  and  tai .^wed  all  over 
This  society  wander  continually  from  island  to 
island.  They  are  the  most  personable  men  that 
we  have  seen,  and  each  of  them  is  said  to  have 
two  or  three  wives,  which  they  exchange  fre- 
quently, and  inhumanly  murder  every  infant  that 
is  produced  among  them.  When  they  demand 
any  thing,  ihiiy  must  not  be  denied.  They  never 
labour,  but  live  by  plunder,  and  are  highly  re- 
spected, as  none  but  persons  of  rank  are  per* 
mitted  among  them. 

On  the  24tb,  several  natives  came  Trom  other 
districts  where  bread-fruit  was  become  scarce,  to 
gather  some  from  the  trees  in  Matavia;  when 
those  of  the  district,  considering  the  brethren  as  i 
proprietors,  complained  to  them,  saying,  if  such 
things  were  permitted  there  would  be  no  fruit 
left.     Tm'o  of  their  body  were  dispatched  to 
talk  with  them  on  this  business,  who  claimed  an  | 
exclusive  right  to  all  the  produce  of  the  trees. 
The  strangers,  howeVer,  were  permitted  to  take  I 
what  they  had  got,  on  their  promise  to  come  no  \ 
more  as  invaders. 

Visited  the  morai  at  Oparre,  where  the  great! 
God  resides,  represented  by  a  clumsy  piece  of 
wood :  here  the  brethren  saw  several  altars,  and  f 
skulls  of  men  who  had  been  sacrificed. 

A  native  coming  inio  their  apartment,  a  bro- 
ther entered  into  conversation  with  him  about] 
God.  The  Islander  admitted  that  the  Otahcitein 
Gods  were  bad  enough,  for  they  ate  men,  hoj,% 
bread-fruit,  «Skc.  which  the  Pretane  God  nevrr 
did,  and  wes  ?>  good  fellow.  He  further  ob- 
served., that  when  he  spoke  to  the  Pretane  God  | 
the  good  rain  comes. 

!i6th.     Plenty  of  bread-fruit  was  brought  to 
day.     It  is  wonderful  to  see  how  Providence  hail 
furnished  this  place:  when  bread-fruit  fails  is

tattires,  that  they  might  be  enabled  to  steal 
tiththe  [greater  facility.

of  the  missionaries  were  invited  to  dine  on  board, 
apd  passed  the  day  happily  there.  The  natives 
also  crowded  on  board,  and  few  of  thcni  came 
einpty-haniied  :  many  of  them  appeared  in  Eng- 
lish dresses,  which  had  been  given  liiem  by  the 
brethren.  8omc  Enj^^-lish  phrasrs  al^M>  escaped 
their  lips,  such  as,  "  Weltorae  again  ;  glad  to 
see  you,  Captain  Wilson." 

8tli.  Iddeah  sent  to  know  if  she  might  be 
permitted  to  come  to  their  house ;  when,  after 
consulting  on  the  propriety  Of  such  a  ?ncasure, 
brother  Cover  was  desired  to  speak  to  her,  and 
if  she  expressed  contrition  for  her  past  olfcnce, 
and  proMiised  she  woultl  no  more  be  guilty  of 
such  conduct  they  would  be  glad  to  receive  her. 
Under  such  professions,  she  came  and  drank  tea 
with  Mrs.  Cover,  and  appeared  much  pleased 
with  her  reception. 

9th.  (Sunday).  Not  a  canoe  was  seen  off  in 
the  bay,  and  the  whole  district  was  remarkably 
quiet.  •  Mr.  Cover  and  Mr.  Lewis  came  on 
board  to  act  as  chaplains  for  the  day.  The  for- 
mer preached  from  the  second  Epistle  of  Peter« 
Chap.  iii.  v.  18;  the  latter  from  Philippians, 
Chap.  i.  V.  28. 

10th.  Andrew  the  Swede  came  from  Eimeo« 
and  presented  the  captain  with  a  fine  turtle. 
Mawroa,  u  kind  friend  to  the  Missionaries, 
brought  a  bog,  and  a  great  quantity  of  uread- 
fruit. 

Some  of  the  brethren  had  made  a  tour  of  the 
island,  and  supposed  the  number  of  inhabitants, 
on  both  peninsulas,  to  be  about  fifty  thousand. 
This  amount,  though  less  than  a  fourth  cf  what 
Captain  Cook  had  calculated  them  at,  was  still 
thought  far  exceeding  the  population ;  Peter  and 
two  of  the  brethren  therefore  undertook  to  take 
a  survey  of  the  island,  and  to  try  some  method 
of  estimating  the  number  of  people  in  each  dis- 
trict. On  the  11th,  they  accordingly  set  off,  hav- 
ing first  engaged  a  man  to  conduct  them  across 
the  nimierous  rivulets,  and  to  carry  their  neces- 
sary baggage*.

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July  IStli.  The  captain  und  six  of  the  inis- 
sioniiries  endeavoured  to  make  choice  of  an  eli- 
ligible  spot  in  the  district  of  Matavai,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  house  ;  but  several  being 
thought  equally  eligible^  no  preference  was  given 
to  any. 

14th.  The  weather  serene  and  pleasant.  In- 
formation had  been  convened  to  the  ship  that  (he 
young  king  was  arrived  at  Matavai ;  but  a  report 
ifjaving  been  propagated  that  he  had  sacrificed  a 
man,  the  missionaries  expressed  their  (disappro- 
bation of  the  horrid  deed.  This  so  alarmed  the 
sovereign  that  he  was  preparing  to  set  oft'  for 
Pappani,  when  the  captain  landed,  and  stopped 
him  as  he  and  his  queen  was  running  along  the 
beach.  Being  asked  his  reason  for  going  away, 
he  said,  that  as  the  mis.sionarics  were  angry,  he 
supposed  the  captain  might  be  equally  so.  The 
latter  intimated  that  he  had  sacrificed  a  man,  and 
he  denied  the  fact.  The  captain  besought  him 
to  abandon  such  inhuman  practices,  and  desired 
him  to  return,  promising  to  send  him  a  canoe, 
which  he  had  brought  purposely  from  Tonga- 
taboo.  At  this  information  he  was  both  pleased 
and  reconciled,  and  accordingly  took  up  his  resi- 
dence at  Matavai. 

15th.  The  captain  and  four  missionaries  em- 
ployed in  dividing  the  goods.  Otoo  and  his 
•wife  came  alongside :  the  Friendly  island  canoe 
was  given  to  him,  with  which  he  appeared  much 
pleased  *. 

19th.  Otoo  sent  a  present  of  two  hogs  and 
some  cloth.  Whilst  at  dinner,  a  native  requested 
the  use  of  the  ship's  harpoon,  to  strike  a  large 
cavally  he  had  observed :  this  he  performed  with 
much  dexterity ;  but  the  wounded  fish  having 
disengaged  the  harpoon,  the  man  dived  after  the 

^hich,  those  who  arc  thought  handsome  arc  courted  with 
Mteat  gifts,  and  arc  so  accustomed  to  change  their  husbandi, 
accompany  them  from  place  to  place,  and  mingle  in  the  di- 
Tcrions  of  the  ijland,  that,  rather  than  be  deprived  of 
these  pleasures,  they  stille  a  parent's  feelings,  and  murder 
their  tender  oH'spring.  As  no  odium  is  attached  to  this 
abominable  deed,  many  hundreds  are  never  suffered  to  be. 
kuld  the  light.  When  either  of  the  parents  arc  disposed 
to  save  the  ctilUI,  they  may  sometimes  succeed.  More  of 
the  males,  however,  are  said  to  bo  preserved  than  the  fe- 
nalcs,  which  partly  accounts  for  the  disproportion  of  tha 
sexes,  and  is  om  of  the  causes  of  the  thin  population. 

Iddeah  came  on  board,  bringing  with  her  two 
hogs,  and  two  bundles  of  cloth ;  one  of  each  was  her  prc- 
iGUt,  the  other  thn^  of  Pomarrc.

weighed  about  forty-five  pounds.  '

fed  and  protected  Tucker.     Having  got  him  on 

board,  he  Was  put  under  confinement  till  they 

ibouldquit  the  island. 

August  1st.     Purchased  two  he-goats  to  take 

I  to  the  Friendly  Island.  Mannc  Manne  arrived 
it  Matavai,  in  the  vessel  he  had  just  built  at 
Eimeo.  The  Captain,  on  seeing  her,  declared 
ibe  was  a  wonderful  performance,  considering 
ber  as  the  first  essay.  Fired  a  gun,  as  a  signal 
for  sailing,  and  received  Dr.  Gilham,  and  all  his 
baggage,  on  board. 

^d.    Iddeah    presented    the    captain   with   a 
piourning  dress.     The  division  of  the  goods  was 
this  day  finished. 
3d.    Sent  on  shore  an  addition  of  small  arms, 

l&c.  which   makes  their  stock  amoimt  to  two

Unmoored  the  ship,  and  got  all  things  in 
Ireadiness  for  sailing,  on  the  following  day.  Se- 
Iveral  of  the  missionaries  came  otf  to  take  leave 
I  of  the  captain,  officers,  and  crew.  At  eight  in 
I  the  afternoon  they  weighed  anchor ;  and  stood 
lout  of  Matavai  bay.  Vast  numbers  of  natives 
■crowded  on  board,  to  take  leave  of  their  respcc- 


*  The  natives  now  crowded  the  ship  exceedingly,  many

tive  friends,  to  see  what  they  had  more  to  be- 
stow; it  being  evident  from  their  genera!  con- 
duct, that  they  possess  an  equal  share  of  genero- 
sity and  selfishness  On  parting  from  their 
tayos,  some  of  them  wept  bitterly  at  one  end  of 
the  ship,  but  after  walking  the  length  of  the 
deck  they  became  as  cheerful  as  ever.  Indeed 
all  their  passions  are  transient  and  momentary, 
especially  that  of  grief;  their  behaviour,  on  tlii» 
occasion,  was  only  consistent  with  their  general 
character  and  disposition. 

After  hoisting  the  pinnace  in  they  .stood  off 
and  on,  waiting  the  packets  of  letters  which 
were  brought  oil'  it  noon,  by  Cover  and  T)tliers 
who  had  not  taken  leave.  After  such  conversa- 
tion as  the  scene  suggested,  an  affectionate  fare- 
well was  taken,  and  they  parted,  perhaps  foe 
ever  in  this  world. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  missionaries,  a» 
soon  as  the  ship  sailed,  to  change  their  abode  to 
a  more  eligible  spot,  and  to  protect. their  premises 
with  -a  substantial  wall.  \Vhon  that  is  accom- 
plished, they  propose  building  a  vessel  of  a 
hundred  tons,  capable  of  visiting  all  the  islands 
around  them;  for  which  they  have  plenty"  of 
materials,  and  very  able  workmen.  It  is  hoped 
they  will  have  widely  diffused  the  glad  tidings  of 
salvation,  with  which  they  are  sent,  by  the  "time 
that  they  may  visit  them  again. 

They  now  shaped  a  direct  course  to  the  So- 
ciety Isles,  and  by  noon  on  the  bth  of  A"gust 
they  were  not  far  from  Iluaheine.  As  they 
rounded  the  south-end,  a  few  canoes  came  off,  in 
one  of  which  was  observed  the  usual  peace- 
ofi'ering,  a  pig  and  a  green  branch.  With- 
out hesitation  they  came  on  board,  and  seemed  as 
familiar  in  their  conversation  e.a  the  Otaheiteans 
Some  hatchets,  knives,  and  looking-glasses  were 
distributed  aijaong  them,  after  which  they  re- 
turned to  their  canoe,  and  padiiled  away  f .

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to  the  Eatooa,    but  very  few  axes,    knives,   tcissars,   or 
cloth." 

+  When  they  were  to  leeward  of  the  island,  several  ca. 
noM  camo  alongside,  in  one  of  which  ^vas  Connor,  an 
Ili'iernian,  one  of  the  Matilda's  crew.  He  had  so  far  for. 
^ot'cn  his  native  tongue,  that  he  could  only  rccolkct  a  fe\r 
words  of  it.  Uoth  he  and  the  natives  entreated  them  t«> 
enter  Owharre  harbour,  but  finding  they  wore  dfterniined 
to  make  uo  stay,  he  asked  tiiu  captain  to  take  Jtkn  home, 
which  was  rcidily  agreed  to;  as  ttiey  had  rriisoa  to  suj). 
pose,  from  the  conduct  of  his  shipmates  of  Otaheitv,  tli:kt 
luch  as  hiia  would  prove  a  hindrance  to  the  mission.     He 

then 
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From  Duaheine  they  steered  to  go  the  nortli- 
ward  of  Otaha,  but  as  it  was  nearly  cahii,  they 
wore  no  farther  than  between  Otaha  and  Borabora 
the  next  day  to  noon.  Some  canoes  came  ofl* 
from  botli  islands^  but  as  it  was  Sunday,  they 
observed  their  invariable  rule,  and  had  no  inter- 
course with  them,  except  that  of  giving  them  a 
few  knives  and  hatchets,  for  which  nothing  was 
taken  in  return.  But  as  they  lay  becalmed, 
they  hung  about  the  ship  the  greater  part  of  the 
diiy. 

8tb.  At  noon  saw  the  land  bearing  nbrth, 
and  supposed  it  to  be  the  Scilly  Islands,  disco- 
vered by  Wallis.  They  now  shaped  a  course  for 
Palmerston's  Inlands,  where  they  had  some  busi- 
ness, and  in  the  morning  of  the  12th,  came  in 
sight  of  them.  Hoisting  the  pinnace  o...,  tbey 
landed  at  the  islet  they  had  formerly  visited,  but 
by  a  diifcrent  passage.  On  this  day  they  got 
about  six  hundred  cocoa-nuts,  ibr  the  ship's  use, 
and  planted  thirty-four  bread-fruit  trees;  of 
which  there  were  none  before  on  this  island:  if 
they  flourish,  some  benefit  from  them  may  here- 
after be  found  by  some  poor  cast-away  islanders, 
or  distressed  navigators,  The  tropic  birds  were 
now  sitting  on  their  eggs,  and  were  so  remark- 
ably tame,  that  hundreds  of  them  might  easily 
have  been  taken. 

1 5th.  Hazy  weather  obscured  Savage  Island. 
On  the  17th  tliey  saw  £ooa,  and  next  day  moored 
ship  in  the  harbour  of  Tongataboo.  Before 
they  anchored,  George  Veeson,  one  of  the  mis- 
sionaries, came  off  to  inform  them  that  the  bre- 
thren were  all  well,  Isaac  Nobs  excepted;  and 
that  from  prudential  motives,  they  had  separated 

then  asked  the  captain's  permission  to  take  Icarc  of  his  wife 
and  child,  which  was  also  promised;  for  which  purpose  he 
was  conveyed  on  shore  in  a  canoe,  and,  with  Dr.  (iilhain, 
walked  to  his  house  through  a  crowd  of  natives,  which  he 
cautioned  them  to  beware  of,  lost,  for  the  sake  of  their 
clothes,  they  should  raukrivc  mischievous  projects:  he  also 
requested  that  they  would  not  go  far  from  him.  When  he 
declared  his  intention  of  returning  to  his  native  country, 
his  wife  wept,  but  he  treated  her  with  the  utmost  indiRc- 
ence,  and  even  dcrlarcd  he  did  not  care  what  became  of  her. 
But  when  he  took  his  beautiful  infant  in  his  arms,  about 
nine  months  old,  his  grief  was  inexpressible,  and  he  seemed 
almost  undetermined  whether  lie  should  stiiy,  where,  on  ac- 
count of  the  wars,  his  life  would  be  in  continual  jeopardy, 
or  extricate  himself,  and  leave  his  beloved  daughter  to  the 
mercy  of  the  savages.  At  length  his  atfection  prspon- 
derattxl,  and  he  tohl  the  captain  that  he  found  it  impos. 
bible  for  him  to  leave  his  chiid :  a  declaration  which,  for

April  15.  Were  visited  by  Too^alio^^p 
who  was  informed  of  our  want  of  tiinbcr  an  I 
land,  both  of  which  he  said  we  should  be  in 
stantiv  supplied  with. 

Siiiidiiy  the  16th.  About  seven  o'clock  (h 
had  p  prayer  meeting.  A  cuckoo  clock  had  bcni 
fitted  up,  the  striking  of  which  greatly  astonish- 
ed  the  natives ;  who  considered  it  as  a  spirit  and 
refused  to  touch  it,  supposing  if  they  stole  any 
thing,  it  would  detect  them.  In  the  forenoon 
brother  Buchanan  preached  from  Jer.  xxii, '^* 
The  natives  present  behaved  very  quieflv.  U 
the  afternoon  brother  Kelso  preached,  tVoni 
2  TiiEss.  iii.  1. 

Toogahowe,  their  patron,  made  them  a  pro. 
^ent  of  three  pieces  of  land  ;  two  uncultivated 
of  an  acre  each ;  and  one  about  the  suinc  extentl 
well  stocked  with  yams  and  banana  trees.    In| 
the  evening  he  sent  a  large  quantity  of  yum;,  A 
bundle  of  eloth,  and  three  baked  hogs  *. 

18th.  After  family  worship,  they  pursued! 
their  different  employments ;  seeds  of  varioiHl 
sorts  were  sown,  and  more  land  prepared,  Al 
chief,  named  Cosawer,  kindly  brought  a  ho?,  M 
and  generously  invited  thebrethren,  whencvertheTl 

the  infant's  sake,  gave  pleasure  to  every  one  who  hcitll 

*  17th.  Sent  Toogahowe  a  prcstnt  of  earthen  ware,! 
two  gimlets,  and  a  parcel  of  Hails.  He  soon  after  sent  il 
messenger,  requekting  (he  brethren  to  come  and  sing  to  hin,| 
before  he  set  off  for  Noogollifva;  but  as  he  was  thcnsut.! 
rounded  by  some  hundreds,  who  wore  drinking  thiir  morg.1 
ing  kava,  they  declined  going;  declaring  that  singing viil 
a  part  of  their  worship,  and  they  did  not  make  u  practiul 
of  it  at  other  times.  JIo  made  some  enquiries  re«|icciiii{l 
the  performance  of  the  clock,  but  disapproved  of  such  J 
spirit  in  his  house.  In  the  afternoon,  the  mothcr.iB-larl 
of  Ambler,  and  her  two  daughters,  muide  them  a  viMt;  kl 
husband  is  commander  in  chief  of  the  Ueet  of  ToogaliMiT 
and  a  most  accomplished  sailor.  She  told  the  brethren  liill 
if  thoy  should  ever  be  iu  want  of  provisions,  she  mm 
readily  supply  them.  -  "  (J lory  to  (iod,  we  are  iiut  likdfl 
to  know  any  want,  ho  gives  \xt  «aougb,  aad  to  spaic' 
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(loie  near  his  resideace^  to  take  vrhatever  his 
plantation  atTorded. 

|9th.    Ambler  returned  this  morning,  to  in- 
form the  brethren  that  the  old  king  Moomooe 
^jg  surprized  that  none  of  them  had  visited  him 
lioce  their  landing,  nor  sent  him  a  present. 
After  due  consultation  among  the  brethren,  it 
;ai  resolved  that  brothers  Kelso  and  Buchanan, 
iccompanied  with  Ambler,  should  visit  Moomooe 
lod  Futtataihe,  andcarrjr  a  present  to  each. 
t   20th.  Mytyle  came  and  requested  one  of  the 
I  brethren  to  shave  him ;  after  vrhich  be  set  cfF  for 
Eooa,  of  which  island  he  is  the  supreme  chief. 

Their  clock  excites  wonderful  attention ;  every 
I  tool  they  h<ive  attracts  the  notice  of  the  si',  round- 
jog  spectators ;    many  of  whom  are  constantly 
Uuttering  reproaches  against  themselves  for  their 
ignorance  of  the  ingenious  arts.     A  poor  ulce- 
rateu  object  applied  to  the  brethren,  and  was 
[fortunately  cured  in  about  two  months. 
Slut.  They  were  visited  by  several,  with  small 
irescute  of  fruit,  &c.     L^boolo,    a  petty  chief 
itaoie  in  the  aflernoon.     He  is  considered  as  the 
I  first  spearman  in  the  country,  and  on  (hat  ac- 
Icount  has  been  appointed  chief  warrior  to  Too- 
^howe. 

2Sd.  This  week  was  dug  and  planted  about  a 
[fourth  part  of  their  home  plantation.     Every 
Igew  employment  they  engage    in  so    strongly 
[(icita  the  attention  of  the  natives,  that  they  be- 
so  troublesome  as  frequently  to  render  it 
cessary  to  drive  them  away.     The  musquitoes 
•re  found  very  unpleasant  visitors :  some  of  the 
brethren  are  confined  with  sore  feet,  attended 
violent  itching. 
Sunday  S3d.     In  the  morning  had  a  prayer 
neeting,  as  usual.     About  eight  John  Connelly 
brnuj^ht  a  bog  and  some  yams  from  Futtafaihe, 
itbo  had  also  empowered  him  to  make  an  offer  of 
itny  islet  they  should  choose,  among  those  scatter- 
about  Tougataboo.     As  fish  are  very  plenty 


*  In  the  course  of.  their  excursion,  they  visited  poor 
iloomooe,  who  was  dangerously  ill,  and  surrounded  by 
jfTcral  of  his  wives,  the  eldest  of  whom  wos  devoted  to  bu 
itmnglcd  at  his  death.  They  made  him  a  present,  Mith 
ibich  beseemed  well  pleased;  especially  as  a  piece  of  soap 
hs  a  part  of  it;  and  when  he  beheld  it,  hu  e\°])ressed  a 
lith  to  be  shaved,  which  was  instantly  roniplied  with. 

After  the  two  brethren  Buchanan  and  Kelso  had  been 
kVin  to  the  beach  by  FuMafaihe,  he  shewed  Humu  several 
bUiidc,  any  of  which,  he  said,  m  ere  at  their  service.  In 
pnsi^qiience  of  ibis  general  and  generuuH  proposal,  several

at  these  islets,  they  will  be  particularly  useful 
during  the  hungry  season.  Brother  Buchanan 
discoursed  from  John  i ;  before  the  conclusion 
of  which,  an  old  chief,  named  Attar,  brought 
some  cava,  and  a  bunch  of  bananas:  he  sat  quietly 
till  the  service  was  ended ;  after  which,  bemg  in- 
formed the  day  was  sacred,  he  apologized  for  in- 
truding, and  took  his  leave. 

The  admiral  of  the  fleet  set  sail  for  Feejee  to 
fetch  a  spirit  (an  idol)  to  cure  Moomooe,  who 
was  at  the  point  of  death.  "  Oh"  said  one  of 
the  brethren,  "  may  the  time  be  hastened  when 
they  shall  turn  from  these  vanities,  to  serve  the 
living  God!" 

24ih.  Harper  visited  Mooraooei's  Fiatooka,  not 
far  from  the  missionary  house  at  Bunghyn,  a 
beautiful  solitude  surrounded  by  trees,  on  which 
are  hung  multitudes  of  large  bats :  here  are  tw  o 
houses,  in  one  of  which  are  contained  a  quantity 
of  spears  and  warlike  instruments,  sacred  io  the 
Odooa,  or  spirit ;  in  the  other,  a  figure  of  the 
goddess  Fyega;  io  whom  they  petition  for  a 
favourable  season  for  making  cloth. 

25th.  In  the  afternoon  the  brethren  were  visit- 
ed by  a  young  chief  from  Leetooka,  called  hj 
Captain  Cook  Leefooga.  His  name  is  Foonogge, 
and  he  is  one  of  the  finest  men  that  has  been  seen : 
he  speaks  several  English  words  very  accurately, 
and  seems  to  have  a  surprizing  facility  to  learn 
any  thing  which  is  pointed  out  to  him.  About 
ten  o'clock,  brothers  Buchanan  and  Kelso  re- 
turned from  Noogollifva,  bringing  with  them 
sugar-cane,  pork,  fish,  and  yams  *. 

27tb.  A  present  of  a  turtle  and  some  yams 
came  in  Moomooe's  name:  this  is  esteemed  a 
very  valuable  present.  Several  of  the  garden 
seeds  hate  now  appeared,  and  look  extremely 
well ;  but  the  rats  and  mice  have  done  incon- 
ceivable mischief:  many  crops  of  peas  have  fallen 
a  prey  to  their  ravages,  and  the  same  disaster  is 
expected  to  happen  to  the  beans  f. 

Dreadful 


among  the  cluster  were  examined,  and  the  preference  given 
to  .Makliahah ;  and  the  few  natives,  about  thirty  in  number, 
now  became  their  tenants;  from  whom  lacy  could  after> 
wards  draw  whatever  they  wanted  of  tho  jjroduccj  or  dc« 
mand  their  fish,  if  they  thuui^ht  proper:  or  improve  tho 
island,  by  making  what  alterations  in  it  they  pleased. 

+  28th.  Great  nvinbcrs  of  people  arrive  daily  in  the  nci^h- 
bourhood,  bringing;  w  ith  them  cloth,  hogs,  yams,  kc,  lo 
be  disposed  of  at  the  funeral  of  l^Ioomuoe,  whose  death  is 
hourly  expected.  Temporary  huts  are  erecting  near 
liunghya,  and  the  Fiatooka.     One  of  JMoouKiot's  sons,  re- 
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Dreadful,  indeed^  is  the  darkness  that  enve- 
lopes the  minds  of  these  poor  heathens.  'Well 
might  one  of  the  hrethrcn  exclaim,  "  Oh,  >vlicn 
shall  the  happy  period  come  when  they  shall  say, 
What  have  we  to  do  any  more  with  idols ! " 

29th.  Foonogge"  and  Mytyle  paid  them  a  visit 
this  morning,  the  latter  bringing  intelligence 
that  Moomooe  had  departed  this  life  at  four 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  ])cople  passing  from 
Noogollifva,  with  their  faces  bruised,  and  blood 
streaming  down  their  cheeks,  were  numerous : 
instead  of  cloth  they  had  matting  round  them, 
and  a  twig  of  the  chesimt-trce  encircled  their 
necks.  This  was  said  to  be  their  mourning 
dress.  About  one  o'cloth  Toogaliowe  arrived; 
soon  after  which  Ambler,  accompanied  by  bro- 
ther Bothvvell,  went  to  see  him.  lie  sat  in  a 
small  neat  house,  giving  orders  to  several  chiefs 
Around  him,  rcspeetingthe  vast  supplies  of  hogs, 
iic.  that  would  be  consumed  at  the  funeral. 

About  three  o'clock  the  body  of  the  deceased 
king  was  carried  near  their  premises,  at  a  small 
distance  from  the  beach :  it  was  laid  on  a  bier 
composed  of  the  boughs  of  trees,  and  support- 
ed by  about  twenty  men ;  several  of  the  relatives 
of  the  deceased  preceded  the  corpse  in  their 
mourning  habits,  as  above  described ;  some  of 
whom  had  cut  their  heads  with  shariis'  teeth,  till 
the  blood  was  streaming  down  their  faces:  a 
multitude  of  persons,  of  both  sexes,  followed 
in  procession.  A  female  chief,  named  Fefene 
Diiatonga,  who  was  remarkably  corpulent,  was 
carried  on  a  frame  made  of  two  long  bamboos, 
between  which  she  sat  on  a  piece  of  matting, 
being  borne  by  four  men.  Futtafaihe  walked 
next,  with  two  women  who  were  devoted  to  be 

tiJnnt  in  the  neighbourhood  of  his  father,  was  sent  for, 
under  pretence  of  having  his  little  fingers  cut  otT,  a  custom 
not  niicommon  here  with  a  view  of  appeasing  the  anger  of 
the  Odooa,  that  the  sick  person  might  recover;  or.  in  fact, 
that  he  might  be  strangled.  ''  Ou  the  arrival  of  Colullallu, 
ho  was  saluted  in  a  cordial  manner  by  his  elder  brother  Too- 
gahowc,  and  soon  after  went  to  see  his  father,  whose  at. 
tendants  seized  npon  him  With  a  view  to  strangle  him  in- 
stantly, when  he,  guessing  their  intention,  said,  if  they 
would  use  gentle  means,  he  Would  submit  to  his  father's 
will ;  but  they  continuing  their  violence,  he  by  great  excr* 
tion  brat  them  otf.  Three  ferjee  men  were  then  called,  and 
these  being  joined  by  a  sitter  of  the  unfortunate  Culciallo, 
thc^  accomplished  his  death. 

*  To  the  left  of  the  tomb,  and  without  the  inclosure, 
sat  about  four  hundred  persons,  principally  men,  for  whom 
yava  was  brewing.  Opposite  to  these  were  placed  five 
roasted  bogs,  t/enty  tnslcett  of  roasted  yams,  and  about 


strangled  at  the  funeral ;  one  of  them  Mas  wcet), 
ing.  but  the  other  did  not  appear  to  be  niucii 
concerned ;  they  had  been  wives  of  the  deceased 
Sonic  of  the  brethren  followed  them  to  the  Vk. 
tooka,  near  which  the  body  was  deposited  foj 
the  present,  in  a  house  which  had  been  carried 
thither  for  that  express  purpose,  and  which  was 
hung  round  with  black  cloth.  This  Fiatookajs 
situated  on  a  spot  of  ground  of  about  four '' 
acres ;  a  mount  rises  with  a  gentle  slope  about 
s<;ven  feet,  on  the  top  of  which  a  handsome 
house  presents  itself,  of  about  thirty  feet  lono- 
and  fifteen  broad;  the  roof  of  which  is  thatched 
and  the  sides  and  ends  left  open.  In  the  contn' 
of  this  house  is  the  grave ;  the  sides,  end?,  and 
bottom  of  which  are  of  p oral  stone,  with  a  cover 
of  the  same.  The  etoa,  and  other  trees,  gro^ 
roih:d  the  Fiatooka  *. 

20th.  Preaching  by  brothers  Buchanan  and 
Kelso.     Many  of  the  natives  crowded  about  Hie  | 
gate,  but  only  a  few  of  them  were  admitted  f. 

2d.  As  this  was  the  day  appointed  for  the  fu<  I 
neral,   brother  Bowell  accompanied  Ambler  to 
Bunghya,  to  see  the  ceremony,  where  they  saw 
about  four  thousand  people  sitting  round  (he 
area  of  the  fiatooka.     Soon  after  their  arrival 
they  heard  a  great  shouting,  and  a  blowing  ofl 
conch  shells  at  a  distance.     About  a  hundrrdf 
men  then  rushed    into  the   area,    armed  njfhl 
clubs  and  spears,  and  began  to  cut  themselveJ 
most  dreadfully.     Others  who  had  spears,  tliru«t| 
them  through  their  thighs,  arms,  and  chceksi;  atl 
the  same  time  calling  on  the  deceased  in  a  nio<(l 
affecting  manner.     A  native  of  '^eejcc,  wholiadl 
been  a  servant  of  the  deceased,  entered  theareij 
with   fire  in  his  hand,    and  having  prcviumlyl 

one  hundred  pieces  of  mahie.  ^ot  far  from  the  proTisiaiil 
sat  about  seven  men,  who  were  tabooed,  and  pruliiblii<dl 
from  cutting  themselves.  One  of  these  issiici'  cders  fori 
the  distribution  of  the  hogs,  yams,  and  yav:;  all  tliut  Innkl 
of  the  latter  were  mentioned  by  name  by  a  person  appo'iiiedl 
to  that  office  by  Fefene  Duatonga,  who  seemed  to  m  (;(| 
manager  of  the  funeral.  Persons  of  both  sexes  sut^ll 
themselves  in  diflercnt  parts  of  the  ground,  bi:atii^  an! 
lacerating  their  fares  immoderately ;  and,  after  ha  b^i 
drauk  the  contents  of  two  bowls  of  yava,  they  d'isp(".>il,  | 
+  May  Ist.  Three  roasted  hogs  were  sent  to  tin--  brclhwl 
this  murning.  Futtafaihe  paid  them  a  visit,  and  was  simjl 
by  one  of  the  brethren.  Great  care  was  takt^n,  cluiiiJ 
this  operation,  lest  any  of  the  hair  should  fall  to  the  giouailJ 
in  which  case  not  ouaof  them  would  dare  to  eat  under  iirl 
roof  again :  fortunately,  however,  no  a  :«dcnt  of  tiit| 
kind  happened. 
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|(i1ed  his  \wtt  ict  it  in  a  flame,  and  then  ran 
Loot  while  it  continued  burning.     When  ihey 
ly  tormented  themselves  to  their  satisfaction, 
lAevsat  down,  beat  their  faces  with  their  fists, 
Ijod  then  retired.     A  second  party  performed  the 
Liiie cruelties,  and  a  third  entered:  four  of  the 
lljtter  liL'ld  stones,  which  they  employed  in  knock- 
lijcr  out  their  teeth.   One  man  run  a  spear  through 
Ilis arm,  just  above  the  elbow;  another  beat  his 
■ii  with  a  club,  till  the  blood  flowed  down 
jis  shoulders.     After  this  brother  Bowoll,  un- 
libleto  bear  the  scene  any  longer,  returned  home. 
Ifuttafaihe  also  came  to  their  residence,  where 
|e  continued  about  two  hours. 
At  two  in  the  afternoon,  four  of  the  brethren 
lifent  to  the  fiatooka,  when  the  natives  were  still 
nployed  at  the  dreadful  work  of  cutting  and 
haiigliiig  themselves.     They  had  not  been  long 
Lre,  when  they  heard  at  a  distance  the  most 
bressive  sounds  of  sorrow   and  lamentation, 
fliis  proceeded  from  a  party  of  about  one  hun- 
ted and  forty  women,  marching  in  single  file, 
|ith  each  a  basket  of  sand :  eighty  men  followed 
the  same  manner,   each  having  two  baskets 
[coral  sand,  singing,  at  the  same  time,  words 
bportiug,  "This  is  a  blessing  to  the  dead;" 
Wwere  answered  in  responses  by  the  women. 
Iiiother  party  of  women,   with  a  quantify  of 
lotb,  replied  to  the  above  responses.     These 
|ree  bands  walked  thus  towards  the  tomb,  cover- 
;the  place  where  the  corpse  lay,  and  the  grave, 
(th mats  and  cloth.     After  some  further  cere- 
floy,  the  body  was  conveyed  to  the  grave  on  a 
ile  of  black  cloth.     Whilst  these  services  were 
irforming,   more  men   and  women  came  into 
iarea,  and  cut  themselves  dreadfully.     Nine- 
fcn  females  then  brought  each  a  bag  of  their 
pst  valuable  articles,    and   twenty-one  others 
leach  a  fine  mat  in  their  hands,  all  of  which 
Ire  deposited  in  the  tomb,  being  denominated 
present  for  the  dead.     Immediately  after  came 
brcsent  from  Toogahowe,  consisting  of  thirty- 
bales  of  cloth,   each  bale  carried  by  four 
|n.    Then  came  another  party  of  mourners. 


In  the  evening  Ambler  made  use  of  very  improper  Ian. 
EC  to  the  brethren,  desiring  thcin  to  quit  the  abbey,  and 
owno  mure  seeds.  On  this  they  applied  to  tlieir  patron 
jahowe,  who  received  them  very  cordially,  and  made 
a  present  of  a  pig  and  some  yams.  When  he  had 
111  their  complaint,  he  was  very  an(;ry.  and  sent  for 
T)ler,  who  came  and  attempted  to  palliate  what  he  had 
K  but  he  received  a  very  severe  rebuke  from  the  chief, 


sixteen  of  which  had  recently  cut  their  little 
fingers  off.  Those  who  held  offices,  or  were 
related  to  the  deceased,  inflicted  on  themselves 
the  greatest  tortures.  The  grave  was  covered 
with  a  hewn  stone.  After  this  stone  had  been 
suspended  with  two  large  ropes,  in  which  two 
hundred  men  assisted,  they  lowered  it  slowly; 
during  which  time  women  and  children  wept 
aloiid.  or  sung  to  the  following  purport:  "My 
Father;  My  Father,  the  best  of  cliicfs,  &c." 
More  cloth  was  then  brought  to  the  tomb  ;  and 
another  party  abused  themselves  as  before.  These 
paroxysms  of  grief  being  ended,  they  sat  awhile 
in  silence.  A  great  shout  ensued,  which  was 
answered  by  a  general  tearing  of  the  leaves  from 
the  necks  of  all  present;  after  which  they  dis- 
persed. 

4th.  Ambler,  who  had  received  from  us 
severed  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  and  a  box  to 
preserve  them  in,  pretended  to  have  been  robbed 
by  the  natives,  and  the  empty  box  was  brought 
back:  but  he  was  suspected  to  have  robbed  him- 
self One  of  the  women  he  cohabited  with,  he 
had  beat  so  inhumanly,  that  she  ran  away.  But, 
though  this  fellow  was  atrociously  wicked,  he 
rendered  the  brethren  great  sei  vice,  by  instruct- 
ing them  in  the  language. 

6th.  Took  a  walk  to  Mooco,  a  fine  elevated 
spot  belonging  to  Feeou  Towago.  He  made 
the  brethren  a  present  of  a  fine  American  dog*. 

7th.  About  ten  in  the  morning  brother  Bu- 
chanan preached  from  Heb.  xii.  1.  In  the  after- 
noon brother  Kelso  from  Cant.  1.  and  afterwards 
administered  the  Lord's  Supper.  Several  of  the 
natives  were  within  the  inclosure. 

8th.  More  than  twenty  double  canoes  arrived 
from  the  Harby  islands,  containing  about  fifty, 
persons  each :  in  one  of  them  was  Morgan  Bryan, 
an  Irishman,  the  former  shipmate  of  Ambler 
and  Connelly.  As  soon  as  he  landed  he  came 
and  staid  some  time,  but  gave  such  specimens  of 
depravity  as  to  excite  a  wish  for  him  never  more 
to  come  under  their  roof  f . 

10th.  At  five  in  the  morning,  brother  Kelso 

being. 

who  told  him  he  had  no  right  to  their  house,  nor  any  thing 
abont  it.     lie  desired  him  to  let  them  alone  in  future. 

+  9th.  Morgan  came  again  to  sec  the  brethren,  who  were 
afraid  of  h.iving  much  of  his  rompanj'.  After  requestiuij 
iron  tools  of  them,  which  they  did  not  think  proper  to  give, 
he  joined  with  Ambler  in  taking  the  liberty  to  upbraid  them. 
Though  Ambler  knew  that  their  stock  of  tools  was  very 
much  reduced,  h<i  did  uot  scruple  to  say,  that  unless  his  n- 
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beins:  on  watch,  saw  a  man  creeping  throush 
the  i«nce:  he  struck  the  thief  repervt^Iy  till  Tie 
ran  ofl".  Mjt^-le  being  informed  of  it,  express- 
ed his  sorrow  that  the  fellow  was  not  killed.  A 
sister  of  Toogaliowe's,  sent  them  a  fine  bog,  and 
some  yams. 

lltii.  John  Connelly  informed  them,  that 
while  the  chiefs  sat  over  the  yuva  bowl  in  the 
morning,  he  overheard  them  laying  plans  for 
depriving  the  brethren  of  (heir  possessions;  but 
they  were  for  deferring  it  till  the  return  of  the 
ship,  when  they  would  have  a  greater  abund- 
ancn  of  articles.  This  information  gave  them 
considerable  uneasiness,  and  led  them  to  con- 
sider, what  steps  were  the  most  prudent  to  be 
tuken.  After  some  debate,  it  was  concluded, 
that  the  safest  plan  would  be  to  separate,  and, 
fvoing  two  together,  put  themselves  under  the 
protcciioa  of  the  greatest  chiefs,  and  place  their 
property  under  their  care;  by  which  means  they 
might  secure  their  persons,  and  preserve  their 
books;  but  that  they  might  have  one  general 
place  to  resort  to  occasionally,  to  commune  to- 
y>cthcr ;  yet,  in  this  distribution  of  themselves, 
it  was  thought  proper  that  four  of  their  number 
should  remain  with  Toogahowe. 

In  the  afternoon  brothers  Bowell  and  Vecson, 
accompanied  by  Connelly,  visited  Toogahowe, 
who  seemed  to  discover  little  concern  when  this 
intelligence  was  communicated  to  him ;  but,  if 
they  did  separate,  he  wished  to  have  his  share  of 
the  property.  He  was  therefore  invited  to  their 
house,  and  every  box  was  opened  in  his  presence ; 
from  esich  of  which  he  took  something  by  way 
of  tyt.lie,  and  departed  satisfied. 

12th.  Toogahowe  wished  for  them  all  to  re- 
main with  him,  but  the  more  the  brethren  deli- 
berated on  (he  subject,  the  more  they  were  con- 
vinced of  (he  impropriety  of  remaining  together; 
it  being  much  easier  for  a  chief  to  provide  for 
two  or  four  than  for  ten;  they  also  supposed 
that  they  should  acquire  the  language  with 
greater  facility.  They  consequently  waited  again 
upon  Toogahowe,  and  acquainted  him  with  their 

quest  was  complied  wiHi,  means  would  speedily  be  adopted 
to  enable  liira  to  satisfy  hiniseir.  IJaTiii^  delivered  this 
nipiiace,  ho  pompously  took  his  leave.  May  he  who  said, 
*'  Be  not  dismayed,  I  am  thy  God,"  protect  them  with  bis 
ahiiip;h(y  power  from  the  machiiiatioiis  of  these  wicked 
men ! 

*  A  j;reat  heiva,  or  mal,  was  performed  at  the  fiatooka 
of  Moomooe,  by  women  in  their  best  garments ;  pieces  of 
cloth  and  silk  were  added  to  their  other  oinaniunt«,  and 


resolution:  he  said  they  might  do  as  they  pleased i 
but  appeared  somewhat  dissatislicd.    Mulcif  J 
a  chief,  was  spoken  to  on  this  buMncus,  who 
agreed  to  take  any  two  of  the  number.    FecnoS 
Allawallo,  who  is  said  to  be  the  greatest  chief  ol 
her  family,  said  she  would  gladly  take  two  ol 
them,    but   that   her    brother  Toogahowe  wa 
averse  to  their  leaving  him ;  that,  as  tliey  ha 
landed  under  his  protection,  he  wished  them  L, 
remain  so ;  and  that  he  should  be  oiTended  witi 
any  chief  who  attempted  to  entice  them  fron 
him.     On  this  account  she  advised  them  onlytl 
visit  the  chiefs  at  their  houses,  where  their  su] 
might  be  either  short  or  long;  and  that,  at 
house,   they  should  be  always  welcome.    ThiJ 
advice  was  approved,  and  they  resolved  to  Mai] 
as  they  were  *. 

14tli.  Toogahowe  was  this  day  vested  «it| 
the  name  ana  authority  of  Dugonagaboola  ii 
the  room  of  his  father  Moomooe.  His  nm 
was  also  altered  from  Feenou  Toogahowe  tl 
that  of  Talliat«boo,  the  god  of  their  famiH 
None  of  his  subjects  dare  address  him  bv 
former  name  in  future,  on  pain  of  death. 

22d.  Prepared  a  piece  of  ground  for  turniit, 
which  seem  to  thrive  better  than  any  other  seedD 

The  men  began  their  diversions  at  Moomoo 
fiatooka,    and    practice  morning   and  cveniit 
Next  Sunday  is  fixed  for  the  cartonga  lahia, 
great  toomai;  after  which  it  is  supposed  manv( 
the  people  will  disperse. 

SBth.  The  great  toomai  was  ■  performed, 
men  in  their  finest  robes  and  ornaments,  thl 
drums  at  the  same  time  beating;  those  arouil 
them  joining  in  a  chorus.  Some  of  the  brethrj 
make  a  practice  of  visiting  one  or  other  of  I 
great  chiefs  every  day,  by  whom  they  are  vei 
affectionately  treated.  Through  the  week  M 
had  a  very  liberal  supply  of  provisions 
them. 

29th.  30th.  Two  of  the  brethren  wereinvilj 
by  Futtafaihe  to  Mooa;  (hey  reached  thati 
sidence  on  the  30th :  they  found  the  abbeys 
ladores  of  this  village  in  a  very  ruinous

Two  drums  were  accompanied  by  a  vocal  concert  of  a 
and  women ;  the  latter  also  danced,  pcrforniliig  ilifcn 
evolutions  in  a  very  graceful  manner.     Aii  old  chief /ii 
quently  applauded  their  performances. 

A  thief,  dclightiffg  in  iron,  stole  the.  wash.tiib,  (ookJ 
the  hoops,  and  concealed  the  staves  in  the  grass;  thiiii 
priving  the  brethren  of  the  only  utensil  of  the  kindll 
they  bad  in  thuir  jtossettsion. 
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I J  the  fence  9  tnuch  out  of  repair.  In  several 
I  f  the  hoJises,  which  Connell)r  said  were  spirits' 
llouie'*  ^^^y  '*^  '"S"  of  woods,  stones,  and 
LikIIm  of  rags,  which  were  considered  as  spirits, 
llfin?  brought  from  the  Feejee  islands.  Though 
IajJ' places  are  falling  down,  they  are  so  sacred 
llliit  they  must  not  be  touched  to  repair  them. 
Lttafailic  himself  is  very  superstitious,  and  is 
loteenied  an  odooa,  or  god:  he  is  also  much  de- 
Lted  to  pleasure,  singing,  and  dancing ;  he  has 
■(Ten)  wives,  who  are  the  first  women  of  the 
loustty:  one,  the  daughter  of  Moomooe,  has 

[itDfes  and  a  complexion  like  an  European,  as 

(seldom  ventures  out  of  the  house,  or  exposes 
ler  person  to  the  sun  or  air. 

June  1st.  The  brethren  returned  to  Aheefo, 

uttafaihe  made  them  a  present  of  a  hog  and 
Lentyyamsj  and  accompanied  them  to  the  small 
itlindof  Makkaha,  which  he  had  given  them*. 

ith.  Informed  by  Vaarjee,  a  great  chief,  of 
lone  of  the  villainies  of  Morgan  and  Ambler, 

specting  articles  which  they  had  stolen :  met 
jome  women  dressed  in  the  things  that  had  been 
blfered. 

lOth.  Mytyle  had  given  pleasure  to  many  of 
|be  brethren,  by  his  readiness  and  ingenuity  in 

aching  them  the  language;  they  were  therefore 
a'm^U  concerned  at  detecting  him  in  several 

!lty  thefts. 

litb.  Spent  the  Lord's  day  in  their  usual 
kinDer.  Futtafaihe  paid  the  brethren  a  visit, 
y  requested  to  be  shaved.  They  excused  them- 
ilres  by  saying  they  never  performed  manual 
[bour  on  the  odooa  day. 

12th.  Foonogge,  a  young  chief,  informed 
kern  that  Morgan  and  Ambler  had  endeavoured 
I  irritate  the  minds  of  the  natives  against  them, 

f  representing  them  as  some  of  the  meanest  of 
it  people.  They  even  encouraged  them  to  at- 
tk  and  plunder  them.  This  being  the  case, 
bey  thought  it  would  have  been  imsafc  to  have 
kotinued  in  the  same  house,  and  therefore  r(*- 
loved  to  one  more  spacious,  which  stood  in  the 
■closure  next  to  Dugonagaboola ;  that  chief 
kving  readily  consented  to  such  a  procedure. 
■very  thing,  except  the  hogs,  were  taken  to  that 


I*  Pressing  inritations  weri;  sent  them  by  several  of  the 
pefs  to  reside  with  them  ;  offering  tliom  houses,  and  what- 
ler  tiiey  can  desire :  consequently,  when  they  separate, 
re  can  be  no  fear  of  wanting  an  asylum. 
U^Oth.  This  morning  Myt>  le  sent  his  serv.-iats  with  one 
tile  lost  hpgs.     In  the  evening  two  chiefs  brought  a  fine 
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residence  ihe  same  evening;  but,  in  the  morning, 
when  the  brethren  went  for  them,  they  found  the 
sty  had  been  broken,  and  only  one  of  the  animals 
remaining;  two  more  were  afterwards  found  near 
the  spot,  and  afterwards  a  single  one :  their 
stock  was  therefore  now  reduced  from  nine  to 
four. 

14th.  Ambler  and  Morgan  having  heard  that 
they  were  suspected  of  having  driven  off  the 
hogs,  came  to  the  house  of  the  brethren,  and 
uttered  the  most  abusive  language,  and  even 
proceeded  to  such  unwarrantable  lengths  as  to 
kick  one  of  the  fraternity.  Observing  their  re*- 
solution  to  proceed  further,  a  sen  the  ensued : 
Morgan  again  struck  with  his  club  the  person 
he  had  before  kicked.  Finding  themselves  over- 
powered, however,  they  thought  proper  to  desist; 
but  did  not  fail  to  utter  the  most  horrid  execra- 
tions on  the  brethren  and  themselves,  if  they  did 
not  prove  inveterate  enemies,  and  murder  them 
before  morning. 

In  the  evening  the  brethren  met  again,  to  con- 
sider further  the  propriety  of  remaining  toge- 
ther; and,  after  much  conversation,  there  ap- 
peared, on  a  division,  eight  for  parting,  against 
two.  It  was  then  agreed,  that  a  division  of  the 
public  property  should  also  take  place.  Dugn- 
nagaboola  having  been  informed  of  this  trans- 
action, ."'idily  consented,  and  promised  to  re- 
pair to  their  house  on  the  17th,  to  receive  a  pre- 
sent which  they  had  provided  for  bim. 

15th.  A  division  of  the  public  property  now 
took  place.  Morgan  and  Ambler  paid  another 
visit,  but  seemed  more  peaceably  disposed. 

16th.  Connelly  demanded  a  cloak  for  Futta- 
faihe, saying  it  had  been  promised  before.  The 
brethren  refused  to  comply  with  the  presump- 
tuuas  demand,  no  such  promise  having  ever  been 
made ;  he  therefore  went  away  exceedingly  dis- 
pleased. On  the  following  day,  he  again  pre- 
ferred his  petition,  and  received  a  similar  an-*- 
swer.  He  swore  he  would  injure  them  to  the 
utmost  of  his  power,  and  threatened  to  murder 
the  firi^t  of  them  tliat  came  within  his  clutches. 
Thus  they  experienced  perils  among  the  heathen, 
but  more  from  their  own  countrymen  f. 

lad,  with  his  hands  tied  together :  they  wanted  to  barter 
hiiD  for  an  axe.  On  enquiring  what  he  had  hern  guilty  of, 
or  whether  he  was  a  bad  boy,  thfy  said  no ;  but  he  was 
good  for  roasting  of  yams,  and  running  of  errands.  They 
told  them  they  did  not  approve  of  such  iniquitous  iiracliccs 
as  veiling  their  fellow  creatures,  on  whkh  they  took  Itimaway. 

(*  Y  24th 
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24tli.  Went  to  visit  Iho  Fiatooka  of  Fi'cnoii 
Lukolalio  at  Valoo.  Several  persons  sat  round 
the  grave,  which  was  covered  \vith  black  cloth. 
And  remarkably  clean.  They  sat  down  to  con- 
verse with  Ihcin,  for  their  instruction.  They 
pointed  to  two  logs  of  wood>  wretchedly  carved 
to  imitate  human  figures,  which  they  said  were 
odoos  brought  from  Ferjce.  The  brethren  as- 
sured thnm  they  were  not  spiritual  beings,  but 
mere  f  ude  pieces  of  WOod,  fit  only  for  'he  fire : 
tior  did  it  appear  that  they  had  tliemsoives  any 
itlea  of  their  great  sanctity,  by  their  tossing  them 
about  with  the  greatest  irreverence  and  uncon- 
I'ern.  It  did  not  appear  that  these  people  have 
Any  regular  priests,  or  any  stated  ceremonial 
vorship;  but  they  entertain  many  superstitious 
notions  about  spirits:  and  are  of  opinion  that  by 
strangling  some  relations  of  the  chief  when  he  is 
indisposed,  the  deity  will  be  appeased>  and  the 
atHictcd  person  recover  *. 

July  '3d.  Brother  Veeson  went  to  reside  with 
Muliccniar,  in  the  district  of  Ahoge.  The  bre- 
thren have  received  pressing  invitations  to  several 
of  the  neighbouring  islands,  which,  nothing  but 
their  wantmg  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  lan- 
{^uage  has  prevented  them  from  accepting  ;  but 
they  hope  speedily  to  remove  that  obstacle,  and 
look  for  opportunities  of  promoting  the  glorious 
design  in  which  they  are  engaged,  which  at  first 
they  little  expected. 

"  The  Lord's  way  is  in  the  sea,  and  his  path  in 
the  great  waters,  and  his  foot-steps  are  not 
known.'* 

7th.  They  were  visited  by  the  wife  and  daugh- 
ter of  Moore,  a  chief  residing  at  Ahogc,  who 
had  been  visited  by  brothers  Caulton  and 
Cooper  some  time  ago ;  when  he  gave  them  a 
large  house  and  plantation  to  induce  them  to 
reside  with  him,  and  to  which  they  had  con- 
sented :  but  being  since  prevented,  his  impatience 
urged  him  to  send  that  message  for  them. 

This  evening  felt  another,  but  a  slighter  shock 
of  an  earthquake. 

8th.  Brother  Harper  called  to  inform  them 

*  In  the  morning,  a  little  after  three  o'clock,  the  people 
Vicre  alannud  by  the  sliock  of  an  earthquake,  which  lasted 
•about  a  minute.  It  was  sensibly  felt  by  the  orcthren,  and 
the  consternation  was  much  increased,  by  the  dreadful 
shrieks  of  the  natires  around  them:  the  surf  on  thp  beach 
prudticed  a  greater  noise  than  they  had  ever  heard  from  it 
l)cfure.  Early  in  ths  morning,  they  were  visitad  by  many 
of  the  natives,  to  wh«u  they  mcationed  the  earthquake ;

12th.  (At  Ardeo.)  Laid   out  the  grass-pl 
before  the  house,   in  the  European  stvie  witi 
the  garden.     Taught  Vaarjee's  men  the  metlioi 
of  digging  with  spades,  and  planted  some  pinej 
apples.     Visited  Tooboocovaloo,  a  cliiet;  ^^f^^ 
relation  of  their  friend.     Were  enteitained  wj 
great  hospitality,  and  received  of  him  &  pre^i 
nant  sow,  in  return  for  which  was  given  a  t'evT 
t'  oii*  and  some  earthen  plates.     Having  told  hil 
that  on  the  Lord's  day  they  did  not  work,  bJ 
devoted  it  entirely  to  the  service  of  God,  he  io] 
cularly  asked  whether  it  was  proper  to  eat  ol 
that  day  ?  Being  answered  in  the  aflirmative  hi 
sent  them  a  baked  hog. 

17th.  They  were  visited  by  brother  Veesoi 
and  the  son  of  Mulicemar,  who  brouglitaho] 
and  some  yams  from  that  chief.     In(elligeii(3 
was  received  from  them  of  the  death  of  Tiiniail 
funia  on  the  13th  instant.     This  being  the  fourtl 
r1     **  who  has  departed  this  life  since  the  arrivj 
ot  ihe  missionaries,  the  natives  believe  that  oj 
God,  in  answer  to  their  prayers,  kills  them;  an 
do  not  hesitate  to  say,    that  if  they  continu 
praying  and  singing,  there  will  not  be  a  chil 
left  alive.     This  idea,  originating  from  the  fJ 
ther  of   lies,   seems  calculated  to  create  son 
trouble ;   but  it  can  prevail  no  farther  than  i 
consistent  with  the  gracious  design  of  our 
venly  father,  who  will  make  his  strenglli  pcrfM 
in  our  weakness,    so  that  we.  may  boldlv  an 
"  The  Lord  is  our  helper,  we  will  not  fearwhj 
man  can  do  unto  us." 

I8th.  The  same  idea  gains  ground,  and 
industriously  propagated.  On  the  22d  brolhi 
Bowell  paid  them  a  visit,  and  informed  tha 
that  he  had  been  at  Mooa,  where  th%  minds g 
the  people  had  received  the  same  daiigerod 
impression,  and  that  their  countrymcu  weretn 
principal  authors  of  it.     Ambler  had  also 

but  the  impression  it  made  on  them  was  momentary;  i 
imputed  it  to  the  odooa,  or  spirit,  ascribing  every  tliiii;l| 
that  which  exccedk  their  comprehcnsioH.     Ambler  saysiti 
the  fourth  xhock  they  haro   had  within  about  righle 
months.     This  day  brothers  Bowell  and  Harper  M  i

i')lli.  The  great  enude,  or  natchc,  described 
by  Captain  Cook,  was  held  at  Mooa.     Men  in 
procession  carried  a  yam,  suspended  on  a  pole, 
j  £c.    Ambler  said  this  was  a  thanksgiving  to  the 
I  odooa  for  the  late  ripe  yams.    The  brethren  were 
invited  to  join  the  procession;  but  they  did  not 
(hoosu  to  -qualify  themselves  by  making  their 
ihoulders  bare  as  the  ceremony  required.     Par- 
ticular honour  is  paid  to  Futtafaihe  on  this  oc- 
casion.   The  ceremonial  closes  with  a  kind  of 
I  cudgel-playing.

On  the  3d.  brothers  Gaulton  and  Shelly  re- 

urued  from  Mooa,   where  they  had  met  with 

brother  Veeson,  who  was  in  health,  and  high 

iivour  with  his  friends;  having  lodged  one  night 

ivitli  biin,  they  received  a  remonstrance  for  it 

Jiext  day   from   Dugonagaboola,    who  assured 

Ihem  of  a  hearty  welcome  at  his  house,  and  ex- 

pted   they  would    make    use   of    no    other. 

Iiniong  other  conversation,  he  informed  them  of 

*  A  small  axe  was  snatchod  this  day  from  one  of  the  bre- 
krcn  while  he  was  cutting  firc>woud ;  and  in  the  evening 
pme  thieves  broke  into  the  dwelling,  rifled  the  first  bux 
ity  came  to,  and  took  out  a  quantity  of  bark,  jalap, 
litre,  and  other  medicines;  but  as  those  were  not  such  ar. 
icict  as  they  delighted  in,  they  left  them  in  the  yard,  where 
kry  were  found  in  the  morning.  What  they  really  curried 
f  was  only  a  few  clothes  that  lay  on  the  chests. 
I  ISth.  Dugooagaboola  scut  them  a  quantity  of  provisions, 


what  their  villainous  countrymen  had  said  of 
them  in  their  absence,  and  e::pre8sed  his  abhor- 
rence of  them  on  that  account. 

5th.  Brother  Bowell  arrived  in  the  evenings 
and  on  Sabbath  dav  brother  Buchanan  and  bro- 
ther Kelso  preached. 

7th.  Brother  Bowell  intending  ta  remain  with 
them  till  their  monthly  praycr-iupetiiig  was  over, 
they  held  an  assembly  of  their  little  society  tli(* 
next  morning,  when  a  general  assembly  was 
agreed  to  be  held  the  first  INIonday  of  every 
month,  in  the'niorning,  for  prayer  and  religious 
conferences;  and  in  the  afternoon  for  reporting 
progress  in  the  language,  consulting  on  their 
proceedings,  &c.  A  weekly  prayer-meeting,  in' 
their  respective  parties,  was  also  resolved  on : 
and  tha*  the  anniversary  'of  their  embarkation* 
should  be  observed  as  a  day  of  public  thanks- 
giving. 

9th.  In  the  evening  they  began  their  weekly, 
meeting,  which  brother  Kelso  opened  with  praise 
and  prayer.  He  then  read  the  second  chapter  of' 
the  First  of  Peter,  and  spoke  from  a  part  of  it : 
after  which  the  other  brothers  spoke  in  rotation. 

10th.  The  anniversary  of  their  embarkation, 
completes  the  first  year  of  their  mission,  and  the 
most  remarkable  of  their  lives;  wherein  the  Lord 
has  for  the  accomplishment  of  his  gracious  pur- 
poses, given  them  innumerable  manifestations  of 
his  almighty  power,  and  infinite  wisdom.  While 
upon  the  mighty  waters,,  they  were  the  peculiar 
objects  of  providential  care  and  bounty.  They 
were  all  brought  in  safe  to  their  desired  haven, 
where  his  hand  has  been  most  wonderfully 
"  stretched  out  still"  in  opening  a  door  of  acces.s 
for  them,  in  giving  them  favour  in  the  sight  of  the 
heathen,  and  in  frustrating  the  machinations  of 
their  more  heathenish  countrymen.  These  are  a 
part  of  his  ways,  but  the  tongue  is  unable  to  ex- 
])ress  all  the  wonderful  things  he  has  dotie  for 
them.  "■  O  that  men  would,  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness,  and  declare  his  wonder- 
ful work  to  the  children  of  men*." 

On  the  21st.  early,  several  of  the  chiefs  came 


which  was  very  acceptable;  but' in  the  course  of  the  day »■ 
they  were  informed,  that  this  great  friend  of  theirs  had  ac- 
cepted of  the  large  axe  from  the  person  who  stole  it ;  and 
after  complimenting  him  on  his  dexterity  in  taking  it,  had 
sent  him  oil'  to  Vavao,  to  be  out  of  the  way  when  the  ship 
arrired.  This  action  gave  them  a  strange  idea  of  tkcir 
great  patron  and  noble  friend  ;  and  yet,  strange  as  the  cun. 
tradiction  seemed,  all  their  goods  were  every  daj'  in  his.-, 
power  if  he  chose  (o  plunder  thcui. .  ,        ' 
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on  board,  among  whom  vai  Futtafaihe ;  who, 
observing  brother  Buchanan,  renewed  hia  soHcU 
tations  fur  him  to  go  and  live  with  him. 

22d.  Brother  Gaultun  went  to  Aheefo,  to 
bring  his  chest,  and  other  things,  to  Mooa, 
where  Futtafaihe  had  given  them  their  choice  of 
several  handsome  dwellings,  situated  between 
his  house  and  the  lagoon.  After  choosing  one 
about  two  hundred  }ards  from  his  own,  they  re- 
turned on  board''-. 

Brother  Wilkinson  brought  off  some  turnips 


of  their  first  crop,  but  manly  of  them  had  bpe 
much  mangled  by  the  rats.     A  trap  was  made" 
by  which  a  great  many  were  caught ;  tlic«e  were 
given  to  the  women  at  their  request,  and  eaten 
raw  as  delicate  food. 

26th.  The  noble  lady  visited  the  ship  this  dnv 
with  several  female  attendants ;  the  captain  de- 
lighted  her  exceedingly,  by  sending  her  on  simre 
in  an  elegant  English  dresu,  which  hud  been  re~ 
served  for  such  an  occasion.

Description  of  Tongaiabooa- 


'Passage  from  Tongatabooa  to  China — OccurrcncfK  at  China  and 
Voyage  Iwme. 


THIS  island  bears  an  unrivalled  sovereignty 
over  th«  whole  group,  Fee jee  not  excepted 
The  inhabitants  «>f  Fcrjce,  having  long  ago  dis- 
t'overed  it,  frequently  invaded  it,  and  committed 
great  cruelties;  but  in  a  late  expedition  against 
f  he  Tonga  people,  under  the  command  of  Tooga- 
howe,  and  others,  they  completely  routed  them, 
and  brought  them  into  subjection;  so  that  they 
now  pay  tribute  to  Tongatabooa  on  certain  occa- 
sions, the  same  as  other  islands.  Tongatabooa  is 
divided  into  three  large  districts,  viz.  Aheefo, 
over  which  Dugonagaboola  reigns  with  absolute 
sway.  Mooa  is  under  the  same  subjection  to 
Futtafaihe;  and  Ahoge  is  governed  in  the  same 
manner  by  Vaharlo :  each  of  these  sovereigns 
claiming  a  right  of  disposal  over  the  lives  and 
property  of  his  own  subjects,  which  the  brethren 
have  seen  exercised  most  despotically.  These 
districts  are  subdivided  into  those  of  smaller  ex- 
tent, which  have  their  respective  chiefs  presiding 
over  them,  to  whom  they  are,  in  some  cases  ac- 
countable for  their  conduct:  the  whole  has  some 


*  Frfrnc  Diiatonga,  the  principal  woman  of  the  island, 
came  on  board,  with  her  Arst  lady  in  traiting :  their  hair  Mas 
pliistercd  up  with  a  coropoiiition  resembling  the  powder  and 
pomatum,  much  used  by  the  London  Belles  a  few  years 
ago.  In  token  of  homage,  her  feet  are  kissed  by  all  who 
approach  her;  and  so  exalted  are  her  ideal,  of  her  own 
dignity,  that  no  man  can  aspire  to  the  honour  of  being  her 
fixed  husband  ;  but  she  cohabits  with  such  of  the  chiefs  as 
she  pleases  to  select,  and  has  several  children.  A  fine  boy, 
aged  about  twelve  years,  attended  her  on  board.  Some 
presents  of  scissars  were  made,  and  thankfully  receiTed ; 
and,  on  their  leaving  the  ship,   thry  jumped  overboard, 


analogy  to  the  ancient  feudal  system  of  our  an- 
cestors. 

These  people  possess  many  excellent  qualities,  I 
which,   were  they  enlightened  with  the  know' 
led^e  of  the  gospel,   would  render  them  truir 
amiable:  their  bounty  and  liberality  to  strangeri 
is  exemplary,  and  their  generosity  to  each  other  un- 
equalled.    After  suffering  extreme  hunger,  if  they 
are  so  fortunate  to  receive  a  morsel,  they  instantly 
divide  it  among  as  many  as  are  present,  the  tint  I 
receiver  generally  leaving  himself  the  smaller] 
share,  and  often  none  at  all.     When  thej  kill  i\ 
hog,  or  dress  a  favourite  dish,  a  portion  of  itiij 
always  sent  to  their  friends,  who  are  eqiiallrl 
anxious  to  return  the  favour  as  soon  as  their  cir- 
cumstances will  admit  of  itf. 

Their  marriages  are  attended  with  little  ctn-l 
mony :  that  of  Vaarjee,  with  whom  brothenl 
Bowell  and  Harper  had  resided  some  time,  wul 
thus  conducted :  a  young  fen:«le  having  cxcitedj 
his  partiality  in  her  favour,  he  informed  \m  ino-[ 
ther  that  he  wished  to  add  her  to  the  number  ofl 

washing  the  snow.white  decoration  from  her  huir,  befori| 
they  paddled  on  shore  from  their  canne. 

\  Their  honcyty  among  themselves  seems  unimpearhablt; 
it  is  to  be  wished  that  as  much  could  be  truly  saiil  withrr. 
gard  to  their  probity  with  strangers.  The  murder  of  cbil.| 
dren,  and  other  horrid  practices,  which  prevail  amon;ilit| 
Otaheiteans,  arc  unheard  of  here.  Their  children  irrin-l 
dulgcd,  and  old  age  honoured.  Female  chastity,  iuded,! 
is  little  regarded  among  the  lower  nrders,  it  being  a  commoil 
practice  with  the  chiCfs,  to  offer  to  their  male  vititunsoiu| 
of  their  females  to  sleep  with  them.

Feasting 

on  the  provisions,  and  a  good  draught  of  yava 

concluded  the  whole;  and  the  bride  might  either 

Irtturn  to  her  father  till  again  sent  for,  or  take 

I  up  her  residence  with  her  husband;  which,  in 

Ithii  instance,  she  preferred.      Polygamy  is  in 

Loininon  practice  among  the  chiefs^  each  of  them 

llaking  as  many  wives  as  he  pleases;  but  they  are 

[itrangcrs  to  domestic  broils,  owing  perhaps  to 

;  absolute  authority  of  the  man,  the  wife  be- 

rjo  much  at  liis  disposal  that  he  may  discard 

Iber  at  his  pleasure. 

I  Tlieir  deities  arc  numerous ;  every  district  has 
lib  own,  and  every  family  of  note  has  one,  whom 
hbey  consider  as  their  peculiar  patron,  each  of 
Itbich  deities  are  sometimes  represented  by  the  se- 
Krai  chiefs  of  those  districts ;  so  that  their  natches 
iid  other  annual  exhibitions,  are  not  mere  pub- 
lic amusements,  hut  religious  observances.    They 
^etwo  natches  in  the  year,  one  to  procure  the 
iiTour  of  Futtafaihe  when  their  yams  are  set; 
md  the  other  to  express  their  gratitude  when 
khey  gather  ihem  in.    They  suppose  the  winds 
(o  be  under  the  control  of  a  female,  called  Calla 
Fiatonga,  who,  they  say,  is  very  powerful,  but 
«iDg  little  regarded  by  them,  sne  is  sometimes 
brovoked  to  blow  down  their  cocoa-nut  and 
[ther  trees,  to  oblige  them  to  bring  offerings  to 
i  bouse  sacred  to  her. 

No  person  among  the  natives  pretends  to  be 
tligious,  or  to  profess  even  the  appearance  of 
anctity;  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  such 
jbaracter  as  a  priest  among  them.     In  all  the  of- 
ferings they  make,  each  man  killii  and  presents 
Vs  own  sacrifice.     The  frequent  earthquakes 
nong  them  are  thus  accounted  for  :  they  sup- 
pose the  island  rests  upon  the  shoulders  of  a  po- 
ent  deity  called  Mowec,  who  has  supported  it 
W  many  ages.     This  heavy  burthen  sometimes 
ihausts  his  paitiencc,  and  he  vainly  attempts  to 
hake  it  off;    which  excites    a  horrid  outcry 
Ivpr  the  whole  country.     Tongaloer,  tke  G-od

of  the  sky,  and  Fenoulonea,  of  the  rain,  they 
suppose  to  be  females.    They  have  many  other 
Gods,  of  both  sexes,  w':ose  names  can  hardly 
be  enumei.'ated,    each   aciing   in   their   proper 
sphere,  and  sometimes  counteracting  each  other 
as  caprice  or  interest  may  lead  them.     They  alsft 
acknowledge   the    existence  of   a    number    of 
strange  Gods.    They  imagine  every  individual^ 
to  be  under  the  control  of  a  spirit  peculiar  t» 
himbcif,  which  they  call  odooa,  who  is  interested 
in  all  his  concerns ;  but  is  little  regarded  till  he 
is  angry,  wi;?n  they  suppose  he  inflicts  upo» 
them  all  the  disoiders  to  which  they  are  subject: 
and  then,  in  order  to  appeas:  him,  the  relations 
of  the  afflicted  person,  especially  if  he  be  a  chief, 
have  recoiViSe  to  cutting  off  their  little  fingcm, 
beating  their  faces,  and  tabooing  themselves  from 
certain  kinds  of  food. 

They  believe  the  immortalit*'  of  tlic  souK 
which  at  death,  they  say,  is  conveyed  in  a  rapid- 
sailing  canoe  to  a  distant  country  tailed  Doo- 
bludka,  which  they  describcas  a  paj-adise. 

In  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  September,  they 
weighed,  and  sailing  from  Tongataboo  by  the 
northern  passage,  passed  the  small  islands  of 
Honga  Harpy  and  Honga  Tonga ;  these  are  both 
moderately  high,  and  appear  fertile.  On  ihc 
morning  of  the  10th  passed  providence  reef, 
which  IS  a  small  spot,  bearing  east  from  llie 
south  end  of  Danger  Island.  They  afterwarur. 
passed  the  iiorih-east  reef,  where  they  appeared 
to  have  a  clear  sea.  Table  and  Danger  Islands, 
of  which  they  had  the  nearest  view,  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  fertilitj',  having  the  loftiest  hiils  co- 
vered with  trees  to  their  summits. 

On  the  12th  at  noon  they  saw  land  bearing 
south,  for  which  they  hauled  up,  wishing  to 
have  some  intercourse  with  the  natives.  The 
wind  bearing  east-south-east,  they  just  wea- 
thered a  reef  lying  eastward  from  a  small  high 
island:  and  standing  a  little  further,  tacked  ship 
clx)se  to  the  north-east  of  what  they  called  Sir 
Charles  Middleton's  island,  ami  chose  a  spot  to 
spend  the  night  in,  having  the  bearings  of  seve- 
ral islands  whereby  to  direct  them  clear  of  the 
surrounding  danger. 

At  day-break  on  the  I3th  theybore  away,  and 
ran  along  the  north-.side  of  Sir  Charles  Middle- 
ton's  Island.  As  they  ran  to  tlie  Windward, 
compass  bearings  were  taken  of  the  islnuds  and

teefs,  io  ascertain  their  relative  situations.  Leav- 
ing Middleton's  Island,  they  passed  close  by 
what  they  called  Direction  Island ;  where  they 
beheld  some  natives  on  the  beach  with  spears 
in  their  hands:  the  island,  which  was  inod<!riitcly 
high,  seemed  to  abound  in  the  common  produce, 
and  was  quite  surrounded  by  a  reef.  Sailing 
thence  west-north-west,  about  six  leagues  fur- 
ther, they  came  near  the  east  end  of  an  island, 
called  Ross  Island,  where  they  saw  vast  numbers 
of  the  natives  assembled  upon  the  beach ;  but 
they  were  perfectly  secure,  being  strongly  forti- 
fied with  a  surrounding  reef. 

From  the  mast-head  they  observed  a  reef 
tending  to  the  north  cast,  to  weather  which 
they  hauled  their  wind  to  the  northward ;  and, 
passing  it.  stood  towards  some  islands,  which 
they  called  the  Clusters.  Ni^t  approaching, 
and  being  surrounded  with  reefs  and  islands, 
they  put  the  ship  under  an  easy  sail,  and  chose 
the  clearest  place  to  make  tacks  in  till  the  next 
morning.  At  nine,  no  danger  appearing,  they 
thought  themselves  safe;  but  they  were  presently 
alarmed  by  the  ship  striking  on  a  coral  reef, 
upon  which  the  sea  hardly  broke  to  give  the  least 
warning.  All  hands  were  instantly  upon  deck, 
and,  as  she  stuck  fast,  became  unoer  great  ap- 
prehensions of  being  8hi,*-wrccked :  a  misfor- 
tune greatly  to  be  dreaded,  as  the  Feejees  were 
cannibals  of  a  fierce  disposition,  from  whom  no 
favour  could  be  expected.  Supposing  it  to  be  a 
weather  reef  they  were  on,  the  moment  she 
struck  the  sails  were  hove  aback,  and  in  the 
course  of  a  few  minutes  they  perceived  that  she 
came  astern,  and  soon  after  was  quite  afloat; 
when  they  were  relieved  from  their  fears,  and  the 
vessel  seemed  to  have  received  no  injury.  They 
cou'.d  not  ascertain  at  sea,  what  damage  had  been 
sustained,  as  she  made  no  water;  but,  on  her  com- 
ing into  dock,  they  saw  how  wonderfully  they 
had  been  preserved.  The  coral  rock  on  which 
they  struck  was  providentially  directed  exactly 

*  Th^se  arc  probably  the  cluster  which  Tasman  got  en- 
tr.nglcd  aino!<*7,  a:id  which  he  calls  Prince  William's  Islands. 
Thi'y  fiTf  prcbably  connected  with  those  which  the  people 
at  Tongatabflo  call  the  Feejees,  as  they  lie  in  the  direction 
pointed  out  by  them. 

Coral  reefs  surround  every  island;  and  though  there 
appcan^d  (o  them  no  openings  through  the  reefs  i.>  the  re> 
f  pcctiTe  islands  they  enclose,  it  is  probable  that  by  a  more 
diligent  search  both  openings  and  anchorage  might  be  found. 
Dut  OS  the  Ciiptaiu  bad  lo  reach  China  at  a  specifici!  date,

against  one  of  the  timbers.  The  force  of  thg 
blow  had  beat  in  the  copper,  greatly  wounded 
the  plank,  and  beat  it  to  shivers.  Hgj  ^v 
stroke  happened  between  the  ribs  of  the  slijn  {> 
must  have  gone  through,  and  they  perhaw 
would  never  nave  returned  to  adore  the  author  ip 
their  mercies. 

When  the  day  had  manifested  the  dangers 
which  lay  hid  around  them,  it  appeared  won- 
derful  that  they  had  escaped  so  well ;  and  seemed 
extremely  desirous  to  get  clear  of  them  as  fast  aj 
possible.     With  this  view  they  sl-ered  between 
several  reefs,  which  seemed  to  extend  on  both! 
sides  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach,     ^^'hen  they 
had  passed  these,  and  began  to  bring  the  islands 
astern,  they  thought  themselves  quite  clear,  and 
regretted  that  they  simuld  have  no  intercoun 
with  the  inhabitants.     At  nine  in  the  niorni 
another  ishind  came  in  sight  to  the  south-west  I 
for  which  they  shaped  their  course,  to  try  if  an- 
chorage could   be  found  near  it.    At  length, 
however,  coming  to  the  north-west  point,  the 
saw  a  shoal  close  to  them,  and  a  large  flat  rai 
south-east  off  the  island :  upon  which  thev  liaulei 
their  wind;  and  this  being  the  last  they  saw ol 
this  dangerous  group,  they  gave  it  the  name  ol 
Farewell  Island  *. 

At  day-light  on  the  17th  they  bore  away,  a 
at  half  past  eight  they  were  opposite  the  north 
east  end  of  the  island  of  Rotoma,  when  seven 
canoes  came  off,  containing  from  about  three  ti 
seven  persons  each.     At  first  they  approachi 
the  ship  with  some  degree  of  shyness,  but  pri 
sently  grew  bolder,  and  vcnturet!  alongside;  oi 
of  them,  with  a  fowl  in  his  hand,  took  hold  ol 
a  rope,  dropped  himself  into  the  water,  andn 
hauled  on  board.     He  informed  them  by  signs, 
that  he  expected  an  axe  for  the  fowl,  by  whici 
they  knew  there  must  have  been  some  intercoun 
between  them  and  Captain  Edwards  of  the  P: 
dora,  who  discovered  this  island  in  August  l?!ll 
It  is  probable,  however,  that  they  have  been  n 

much  time  could  not  prudently  be  spared  in  f^oarch  oi  u| 
uncertainty.  Where  they  passed  close,  they  saw  many iJ 
habitants.  The  natives  of  the  Friendly  Islands  afLnoJ 
ledge  that  (he  Feejees  excel  them  in  many  ingenious  worksJ 
though  they  abhor  them  for  their  detestable  pracllci:  of  ciil 
ing  their  unfortunate  prisoners.  They  use  bows  andirJ 
r«ws  in  war  ;  and  from  the  blackness  of  their  cuHipkiiuiir 
and  the  disparity  of  their  language  and  manntrs,  tliej  m 
a  distinct  race  from  the  natives  of  thoiegrouos  where  w 
sioiis  arc  now  establiihcd.

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sited  by  none  besides,  as  they  seemed  to  behold 
tlicm  with  Hstonishnicnt  and  surprise.  As  this 
(lav  happened  to  be  Sunday,  the  brethren  could 
not  barter  with  these  people;  but  the)*  gave  this 
man  an  axe,  a  few  fish-hooks,  and  some  othef 
things,  which  made  him  leap  for  joy.  Three 
others,  encouraged  by  his  success,  ventured  after 
liiin,  and  were  equally  fortunate.  Many  more 
would  doubtless  have  come  on  board,  but  ob- 
serving  the  brethren  steered  rather  from  the 
island,  they  pointed  towards  a  bay,  seeming  to 
iniimate  that  they  wished  they  would  come  to 
anchor.  This  bay  lays  to  windward  of  the 
highest  blulT  hfil,  on  the  west  end  of  the  main 
island;  a  higher  islet  much  resenibles  it,  be '  i;  being 
iteepish  on  the  north  side;  westward  of  this  last 
lie  three  other  small  islets,  the  largest  of  which 
seems  split  in  the  middle,  as  if  broken  by  an 
I  earthquake*. 

Their  canoes  were  like  those  of  the  Friendly 

[islands,  but  not  so  well  proportioned,    nor  so 

completely  finished.     The  only  weapons  seen  by 

the  brethren,   were  spears  ingeniously  carved, 

Und  pointed  with   the   bone   of  thf  sling-ray. 

The  natives  were  much  surprised  at  the  sight  of 

the  British  shfep,  goats,   and  cats.     Hogs  and 

howls  arc,  however,  abundant  in  this  island ;  and 

I  from  the  fertility  of  tne  ^pot,  and  the  seeming 

Icheerful  and  friendly  disposition  cf  the  natives, 

lit  may  become  a  very  eligible  place  for  ships 

panting  refreshments  to  touc  »  at. 

From  Roiumah  they  steered  north-west  by 
(rest,  and  west,  by  south  eight  days.  At  eight  in 
khe  morning  on  the  2.5th,  they  saw  iand  from  the 
nasi-head,  and  immediately  steered  for  it.  At 
five  in  the  evening  as  they  drew  near  to  the  land 
found  it  consisted  of  about  half  a  score 
cparate  islands,  two  or  three  of  which  were  of 
kunsiderable  size ;  and  saw  a  canoe  advancing 
lowards  tliem,  in  which  were  two  men :  tliey  ap- 
paclicd  within  hail,  but  would  come  no  nearer. 
Tliey  brandished  their  paddles,  hooped  and  hal- 
oocd  in  a  harsh  and  dissonant  tone,  and  used 
bany  extravagant  gestures,  not  in  the  way  of 

I  •  TiiB  main  island  st'oms  extremely  populous  and  fertile  ; 
Irin  the  space  of  a  mile,  upwards  of  two  hundred  houses 
Icri' counted  near  the  bencli,  besides  what  were  prob.ibly 
piircaled  by  the  trees.  In  their  figures,  little  diirerence 
luKI  be  distinguished  between  the  natives  and  the  Friendly 
i'lidcrs,  except  that  they  appeared  to  be  of  a  lighter  colour, 


menace  or  defiance,  but  to  manifest  surprize  at 
so  extraordinary  a  sight,  having  perhaps  uevt  r 
beheld  a  ship  before.  They  had  baskets  of  fruit 
in  the  canoe,  to  which  they  frequently  pointed, 
as  if  they  wanted  to  barter  them ;  or  perhaps 
they  meant  them  as  offerings.  Whate\cr  they 
might  have  intended,  fear  kept  them  at  a  distance, 
though  the  brethren  used  every  method  to  allure 
them  alongside.  Nine  other  canoes  were  now 
seen  coming  off,  but  they  all  acted  with  the  same 
caution  and  fear,  keeping  all  together  astern  of 
the  ship.  Afterwards  the  brethren  were  making 
towards  the  largest  of  the  islands,  when  a  heavy 
squall  of  wind  and  rain  coming  on,  and  obliging 
them  to  bear  before  it,  they  were  so  near  running 
over  some  of  them,  that  the  men  in  one  small 
canoe  jumped  overboard  and  swam  to  another. 
The  gquali  being  over,  and  the  deserted  ca- 
noe not  heing  far  from  the  ship,  they  stood 
close  to  her  and  picked  her  up,  hoping  to 
have  an  opportunity  of  returning  her  the  ucxt 
day. 

The  length  of  this  canoe  was  f.bout  twelve  or 
fourteen  feet,  and  the  breadth  fitteen  inches; 
made  of  one  tree,  sharpened  at  the  ends,  and 
ornamented  on  the  upper  part. 

Having  put  the  ship  under  a  snug  sail,  they 
stood  to  the  eastward  all  the  night,  and  at  day- 
break found  they  had  drifted  considerably  to  the 
southward  :  but,  still  expecting  some  intercourse 
with  the  natives,  they  set  sail,  and  plied  to  wind- 
ward At  eleven  in  the  forenoon  they  v/ere  near 
the  largest  island,  when  five  canoes  ventured  olf 
but  actet!  with  the  same  caution  as  before.  Per- 
ceiving that  the'":  fears  prevailed  over  their  cu- 
riosity, and  that  there  was  little  probability  of 
their  having  any  intercourse  with  them,  they 
lowered  ♦he  jolly-boat  down,  and  intended  to 
tow  the  canoe  close  to  the  shore,  and  there  lea\  j 
iier  with  some  of  their  articles  in  her.  But  ob- 
serving that  the  ship  could  not  get  near  enough 
to  aid  the  boat  in  case  of  an  attack,  this  design 
was  relin([uished,  and  they  immediately  bore 
away. 


and  their  tatooing  is  ssomewhat  dilKront;  many  of  thcso 
having  the  resoinblai\co  of  birds  a:id  tisiies;  with  circles  aud 
spots  \ipon  their  arms  aiul  shouldiMii.  'I'hc  women  wear 
their  hair  long,  ainl  have  it  dyed  <»f  a  reddish  colour;  and 
with  a  pis;ment  of  the  same,  mi.\cd  with  cocoa.uut  oil, 
(hey  rub  tiicir  neck  ajid  breasts. 
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The  largest  of  tbis  group  was  named  Disap- 
pointment Islandj  and  the  whole  cluster  was 
denominated  Duff's  Group;  they  are  about 
eleven  in  number,  lying  in  a  direction  south-east 
and  north-west;  in  the  middle  are  two  larger 
islands,  about  six  miles  in  circumference,  with  a 
small  islet  between,  and  to  the  eastward  three 
islets;  on  the  north-west  part  of  thegroi^p  are 
five  or  six  more.  The  small  islands  are  appa- 
rently barren,  but  the  two  largest  are  entirely 
covered  with  wood,  among  which  were  several 
cocoa-nut  trees.  The  natives  are  stout,  and 
have  copper  -coloured  complexions  *. 

From  six  in  the  morning  till  noon  they  steered 
west  by  north  twenty-three  miles.  From  noon 
they  steered  west  north-west  twenty-eight  miles, 
and  could  just  discern  Volcano  IsUnd  through 
the  haze.  Had  the  weather  been  clearer,  they 
probably  might  have  seen  it  much  farther  off; 
though  even  now  they  were  distant  from  it  about 
twenty  leagues. 

About  noon  they  passed  to  the  southward  of 
Stewart's  Islands,  which  are  five  in  number, 
small,  and  low.  On  the  following  day  they 
passed  in  siglit  of  New  Georgia,  and  saw  no 
more  land  for  several  days.  On  the  10th  of 
October  they  crossed  the  equator  in  lengitade 
152»  E. 

On  the  25th  they  saw  a  low  island  bearing 
west  by  north,  and  presently  observed  some 
canoes  coming  towards  them.  About  nine  ia 
the  morning  one  of  them  came  alongside  with- 
out fear  or  hesitation,  and  by  their  frequent 
mention  of  the  term  "  Capitaine,"  they  were 
supposed  to  have  been  acquainted  with  Euro- 
peans before.  These  first  were  followed  by  many 
more,  who  exchanged  their  fishing-hooks,  lines, 
and  rope  for  any  thing  that  was  given  them. 
Several  of  them  were  admitted  on  board  and, 
for  a  considerable  time,  shewed  no  inclination  to 
steal;  but  those  in  tiie  caiioe*  sron  gave  very 
convincing  proofs  of  their  strong  propensity  to  it 
by  taking  the  rudder  rings;  and  or.^  fellow  was

detecting  handing  a  pump-spear  into  his  canoe 
As  the  brethren  bad  been  accustomed  to  such 
matters,  they  only  drove  them  off  the  decks  for 
these  first  depredations:  but  whilst  they  were 
sitting  at  dinner  in  the  cabin,  they  were  heard 
trying  to  knock  off  the  bolt-head  of  the  rudder- 
rings;  when  the  captain  instantly  fired  some  small 
shot  amongst  them,  and  made  them  sheer  off  with 
precipitation.     At  this  moment  William  Tucker  1 
and  John  Connelly  were  seen  swimming  close 
under  the  stern,  hoping  to  make  their  escape  to 
the  canoes,  and   to   skulk  away  without  being 
fired  at;  but  the  captain,  enraged  at  the  for- 
roer  for  his  ingratitude  and  deceit,  and  dcsiroui 
of  parting  with  the  latter,  told  them,  that  ifl 
they  chose  to  go  they  might,  for  he  would  not' 
fire  at  them.     Connelly  replied,    "  thank  vouj 
Sir,"  and  they  both  swam  to  the  canoes,  andl 
were  received  by  the  savages  with  loud  shoutj 
ings.     Soon  after,  a  breeze  springing  up  froinj 
the  nqrth-cast,  they  resumed  their  course,  andl 
left  them  behind.     Connelly  had  been  forciblvl 
broujght  from  Tongataboo  for  threatening  ilje| 
missionaries.     Whilst  be  continued  on  board  hel 
behaved  quietly,  and  being  rated  in  the  sliip'jj 
books  as  an  ordinary  seaman,  seemed  happy i J 
hi&  situation,  till  the  la^t  transaction  proved  hjil 
hypocrisy.      Tucker  had  also  been  rcinstaledi 
after  running  from  the  ship  at  Otaheitc,  and  hel 
had  also  frequently  said  he  was  happy  in 
present  situation;    it  if  probable  tnat  he  hai 
been  seduced   by  Connelly.     If  the  latter  wai 
really  a  botany-bay  convict,  as  they  have  sina 
heard,  he  may  be  supposed  to  have  bef.M  actuate* 
by  two  motives,  the  fear  of  work,  a.:„«  the  feai 
of  punishment  if  discovered  in  England.  TuckirJ 
conduct  had  long  made  it  evident  that  Iicwai 
under  the  absolute  guidance  of  his  seusual  pju 
sions. 

This  spot,  on  which  they  continued  three  danj 
is  a  small  island  on  the  bosom  of  the  deep,  about 
three  miles  in  circumference;  whore  the  iifca 

saries  of  life  appeared  to  be  so  extrenulv  scar«

forms  us,  in  liis  narrative, 'that  they  saw  smoke.  Iiuti 
llamc,  issuiiig  from  this  volcano;  but  wiicn  the  brotk 
passed  close  to  it,  and  even  when  thpy  were  at  a  liisU'tc^ 
they  beheld  it  emitting  a  large  brilliant  (lame  evervM 
minutci,  which  was  truly  p;raiif)lnir  to  all  on  hoanl,  »li< 
till  then  had  never  seen  so  grand  a  phenomenon.  Tliclifi^lj 
of  this  volcano  from  (he  surface  of  t^e  sea  is  u|v>af(ii^ 
two  thousand  feet;  and  its  bcjght  is  .'u  it$  base  in  tlicp 
portion  of  one  to  three.

At  four  in  the  morr.ing  on  the  26ih,  they  saw 

JO  islands,  and  as  the  day  broke  shortly  after, 
Ly counted  six  more;  for  the  most  southerly 
if  these  they  steered,  and  soon  had  several  canoes 

outthcsiiip,  into  one  oi  which  Andrew,  after 
Lying  taken  leave  of  his  shipmates,  went,  and 
jfasifivfully  received  by  the  savages  f. 

About  ten  in  the  morning  of  the  2?tli,  they 
bine  ill  sight  of  another  low  i.^Iand  ;  licio  inany 
Iflhe  natives  came  olf,  and  trafficked  with  tlictn. 
fliev  thought  it  remarkable  that  hitherto,   in 

«ir  range  among  these  islands^  no  females  had 
jppeared.  At  day-break  on  the  ^9tli,  when  it 
ill  calm,  they  counted  si\   islands,    and  seven 

lets,  to  the  whole  of  which  they  gave  the  name 

the  Thirteen   islands.     About  sixty   canoe- 

knie  off  at  first,    and  afterwards  one  hundrcc 

lid  fifty  appeared  iu  sight;  each  «)f  which,  on 

[average,  containing  about  seven  men,  niakiuj" 

eether  one  thousand  and  fifty.     From  tlies 
other  circumstances,  it  was  moderately  ct 
jilaied  that  the  population  of  this  group  alom 
louid  amount  to  31;)0.     Here,    for   the  Ihs 
p,  some  of  their  women  appeared,  about  i. 
pn  of  them  coming  off  in  tiireu  canoes  :  in 
■0  they  were  accompanied  by  men  ;  the  third 
p  freighted    by  young  women    only.      For 

ne  time  they  kept  aloof,  while  they  were  at- 
btively  observed  by  their  own  men;  but  seeing 
Jty  were  not  particular!  v  noticed  by  the  slran- 
«i,  ;hey  permitted  them  to  approach  within  a

As  tho  ranoe  paddled  away  with  him,  'lo  stood  up  and

few  yards  of  the  ship,  which  (hey  appeared  to 
survey  with  delight.  Some  of  them  had  good 
features:  their  lips  were  thick,  but  not  in  the 
extreme:  nor  were  their  faces  remarkably  broad. 
Their  hair  is  long  and  black.  Their  complexion 
differs  from  that  of  the  men,  by  a  sickly  kind  of 
whitishness,  mixed  with  the  natural  olive.  Though 
they  were  now  beheld  almost  naked,  their  be- 
haviour was  singularly  modest  and  decent.  Most 
of  the  men  were  also  naked :  some  had  a  sash' 
mat  wrapped  round  their  middle;  others  an  orna- 
mental belt.  Some  of  them  had  a  broad  conical 
hat,  somewhat  in  the  Cn  nese  taste.  Their  fish- 
ing tackle  differs  little  from  what  the  brethren 
had  seen  in  the  eastern  islands,  but  their  matting 
i=j  remarkably  curious,  being  wove  in  the  form 
of  a  Spanish  sash,  with  a  fancy  border  at  each 
end.  The  natui.il  colour  of  these  sashes  ig. 
white  ;  but  many  of  them  are  dyed  oi"  a  beauti- 
ful y,-ilow :  it  is  impossible  to  belaid  these 
elegant  .sashes,  without  wishing  to  know  how 
they  came  by  the  art  Turtle  is.  among  the 
r>''  Kq  of  their  sub;  ..icnce;  as  the  adventurer* 
led  with  an  old  iron  hoop,  one  that  ex- 
weight  of  twenty  pounds.

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tending  altutia-tu)  the  shore  of  the  largest  island, 
called  Babelthoup,  divided  into  several  districts, 
governed  each  by  a  separate  chief,  acknowledging 
the  supreaie  authority  of  Abba  ThuUe.  When 
they  hove  to  they  was  opposite  to  the  southern 
part  of  .the  district  of  Artingall.  Abaut  two 
hundred  persons  were  collected  upon  the  beach, 
and  not  lens  than  a  dozen  canoes  were  seen  upon 
{ha  water ;  but,  as  the  weather  then  wore  a 
gtoomy  aspect,  only  t''ree  of  them  came  far 
enough  to  get  alongside.  The  natives  in  these, 
having  a  pifcc  of  white  cloth  tied  upon  a  stick, 
cpproached  without  fear  or  hesitation,  and  spoke 
(o  I  hem  very  familiarly,  but  their  language  was 
wholly  unintelligible;  they  kept  talking,  how- 
ever, with  great  volubility,  accompanying  their 
words  with  violent  and  sudden  gestures  of  the 
hands  and  body.  As  their  comrades  in  the  ca- 
noes bawled  loudly  for  those  alongside  to  rejoin 
them,  the  captain  presented  them  with  a  few 
knives,  looking-glasses,  &c.  when  they  hastily 
though  reluctantly,  took  their  Icjive;  but  before 
they  paddled  ofi",  tht'v  endeavoured  to  shew  their 
gratitude,  by  throwing  a  couple  of  cocoa-nuts 
upon  their  decks,  which  were  all  they  had.  This 
was  the  whole  of  the  intercourse  the  mission- 
aries had  with  the  Pelcw-Islanders ;  a  circum- 
stance which  they  much  regretted,  as  they  would 
have  been  happy  to  have  mentioned  the  expe- 
diency of  settling  a  mission  among  them ;  but, 
for  the  present  voyage,  they  supposed  every 
thing  of  this  nature  at  an  end,  and  proceeded  to 
make  the  best  of  their  way  to  China. 

Soon  after  they  bore  away,  and  fell  in  with  an 
extensive  reef,  trending  north-east,  about  tv/o 
leagues  from  Babelthoup,  and  perceived  three 
small  islands  lying  further  to  the  north  '^. 

From  November  7th,  when  the  brethren 
•auitted  the  Pelew  Islands,  till  their  arrival  on 
the  coast  of  China,  no  interesting  events  oc- 
curred. The  winds  were  so  unsettled,  that  they 
liardly  experienced  any  thing  like  the  north-east 

monsoon,  till  within  about  three  days  sail  of  the

*  Were  the  missionaries  to  admit  the  few  Pelew  islanders 
they  saw  to  be  a  specimen  of  the  whole,  they  thiiilc  them, 
in  eiternal  appearance,  inferior  to  the  Marqiiesans,  the 
Society,  or  Friendly  Islanders.  They  arc  deficient  in 
stature  and  symmetry  to  the  two  first,  and  fall  short  of  the 
mascular,  bold,  and  manly  appearance  of  the  latter. 
Among  seme  customs,  w))ich  they  seem  to  have  in  common 
at  both  places,  is  that  of  slitting  the  ear,  through  which 
Bumc  large  vegetable  ornaments  are  placi;d.

At  day-break 
posing  thqn  they  could  clear  the  noidiem  roc? 
they  bore  away  west,  and,  altering  tlieir  couri 
a  little,  sailed  close  past  the  northernmost  i*let 

On  the  20th,  they  got  into  soundjnffs  art 
passed  some  Chinese  fishing  boats.  At  seven  il 
the  morning  a  pilot  came  on  board,  who  a^k 
one  hundred  dollars  to  take  them  to  Mac 
road ;  but  afterwards  accepted  of  tliirteci 
besides  making  the  brethren  a  present  of  two  fi 
fish. 

21at.  At  ten  in  the  morning  they  passed  bi 
tween  the  Grand  Ijflmma,  and  Potoy,^  and  Icavin 
all  the  islands  but  Lingting  to  the  south  of  ihei, 
they  sailed  through  with  a  fine  easterly  brce; 
At  three  they  came  in  sight  of  Macao,  anj 
half  past  four  anchored  in  the  road,  the  tow 
bearing  west  two  leagues.     The  pilot  was  tin, 
discharged,  and  a  signal  made  for  another.  Thei 
were  anxious  to  laarn  what  European  ships  wei 
at  Canton,  but  had  the  mortification  to  be  i 
formed  that  none  were  yet  arrived,  and  con 
sequently  there  could  be  no   letters  for  thei 
They  had,  however,  sent  their  boat  on  shon 
with  an  officer,  for  provisions :  which  brouLl 
them  a  variety  of  rcfreshnisnts,  of  which  the' 
were  not  however  so  much  in  need  as  tarn 
preceding  navigators  had  been,  who  had  been 
long  at  sea  as  themselves.     From  the  time  ol 
leaving  England,  they  had  run  upwards  of  thirt). 
four  thousand  miles,  and  had  been  out  fourttei 
months,  eleven  of  them  at  sea ;  yet,  in  all  thii 
time,  they  Iiad  liardly  experienced  any  sicb 
and  were  now  all  in  good  health.     They 
DO  antiscoibutics,  as  malt,  spruce,  &«.  but  thei 
crew  consisting  of  only  a  small  number  to  yi\ 
.:re  usually  on  board  ships  on  voyages  of  dii 
covery,  they  usually  procured  a  sufficient  stod 
of  fresh  provisions  to  last,  with  economy,  ti 
more  could  be  obtained :  by  this  mode  the 
men  had  fresh  meat  at  least  twice  a  week ;  ai 
during  almost  half  the  time  they  were  ia  tl 

black,  as  if  they  had  been  dyed,  the  same  as  at  the  Carolij 
nas.     They  appeared  before  the  spectators  perft"  'vnaW 
unconscious  of  any  shame;  and  they  shewei'    ,.;.:  kini 
ness  and  hospitality,  by  the  earnest  and  repeated  iovitatioi 
giren  to  strangers  to^Tisit  their  habitations. 

f  The  Bashees  consist  of  six  or  seven  islands :  twototi 
south-east  arc  high;  some  arc  of  a  moderate  height;! 
most  northern,  except  one,  is  high  and  craggy;  aodli 
tween  these  lie  two  mail  rocks  above  water. 
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goTfth'Seas,  they  lived  entirely  upon  the  hogs  of 
jhc  diflerent  islands. 

Captain  Wilson  observes,  on  his  arrival  in 
port,  that,  "  he  was  » Aceedingly  shocked  at 
hearing  around  liim,  once  more,  that  great  and 
awful  name  blasphemed,  which,  for  fourteen 
inonlhsj  he  had  never  heard  uicntioned  but  with 
Kvercnce." 

On  the  22d  of  Novcuiher,  early  in  the  inorn- 
jiip;,  Captain  Wilson  went  in  the  pinnace  to 
Macao,  hoping  to  get  the  obstacles  to  tlieir 
going  removed,  while  the  crew  were  employed 
in  painting  and  repairing  the  ship ;  and  in  the 
course  of  a  few  hours  they  hud  the  pleasure  to 
ece  licr  look  almost  as  smart  us  when  she  left 
SpiOiead,  They  next  morning  were  happy  to 
embrace  the  opportunity  of  the  windward  tide 
to  weigh  their  anchors,  and  run  into  the  harbour 
of  the  Typa  I  mooring  close  to  the  Britannia, 
Captain  Dennet. 

On  the  35th  the  Britanniai  left  the  Typa  ;  and 
lliat  their  ship  might  he  in  readiness,  they  began 
to  itrip  the  rigging  oft'  the  mast-heads,  and 
found  :t  necessary  to  put  new  cheeks  to  the  main-  > 
mast.  The  whole  of  the  rigging  was  examined  " 
find  thoroughly  repaired ;  and  while  this  work 
(Fas  upon  the  finish  on  the  9th  of  December,  the 
captain  arrived  with  permission  for  the  ship  to 
go  up  tlw!  river.  On  the  Kith  they  moored  at 
VVhampoa,  where  they  found  ships  of  different 
nations.  Among  others  was  the  Arniston,  be- 
I  longing  to  the  East-India  Company,  which  had 
tMO  or  three  days  before  arrived  from  Eugland, 
baying  touched  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope;,  and 
!  by  her  they  were  informed  of  many  particu- 
\hn  relative  to  their  native  country. 

They  expected  to  remain  here  three  months 
I  at  least   before    they  should   be    sent    home ; 
Uut  the  supercargoes  having  determined  to  dis- 
patch the  Glatton,  Boddam,  and  Amazon  packet, 
tbey  ordered  an  immediate  survey  to  be  made  of 
ij  *':>!'  ship,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  being, 

That  the  Duft'  was  in  excellent  order,  and  fit 
I  to  receive  a  cargo,"  Mr.  R.  Hall,  the  head 
Itup.rcargo,  informed  their  captain,  that  if  he 
|v«uld  take  in  their  lading,  and  be  ready  to 
[depart  in  five  or  six  days,  he  w(fuld  dispatch 
[them.    This  the  captain  promised  to  periorm ;

hut  though  the  ship  wan  in  all  r&spcr.ls  in  very 
good  order,  they  hud  many  diflicnllies  to  en- 
counter;  however,  on  the  31st  of  December 
they  were  completely  laden;  and  having,  by  the 
kindness  of  the  supercargoes,  got  over  the 
obstacles  which  the  Chi-.tve  are  continually 
throwing  in  the  way,  tiuy  ran  down  the  river 
the  same  day,  and  joined  the  other  ships  at  a 
pkice  called  the  Second  Bar,  just  as  they  were 
getting  under  sail*. 

On  the 'ind  of  January,  1798,  they  got  down 
to  Macao,  where  the  /  found  three  English  men 
of  war,  and  seven  Btinbay  cotton  ships  at  auchor> 
waiting  for  them  to  s-iil  with  them. 

The  Company's  •!  ip  Glatton,  commanded  by 
Captain  Druannci.  1,  was  appointed  to  convoy 
them  home,  to  i^  %e  the  country  ships  bound  to 
B'jmtay  under  his  care;  and  the  Fox  and  La 
Sibylle  were  to  accompany  them  some  leaguet 
down  the  China  Sea.  Early  on  the  5th  they 
put  to  seu,  with  a  fresh  gale  from  the  north, 
when  the  Duff  was  found  fully  competent  to 
keep  up  with  them.  Their  passage  down  the 
China  Sea,  was  as  favourable  as  they  could  have 
wished :  in  the  course  of  the  night  the  frigateg 
left  ttieni,  and  they  saw  them  no  more. 

On  the  10th  vjiey  passed  Pulo  Sapata,  and  at 
ten  in  the  morning  of  the  IMi,  they  oame  in 
sight  of  the  Malay  coast ;  at  the  same  time  they 
saw  a  strurjge  sail  a-head.  A  report  having  been 
spread  that  an  enemy's  squadron  was  cruizing  in 
the  straits,  the  commodore  made,  the  signal  for 
the  Beet  to  prepare  for  action,  and  that  one  of 
the  fastest  sailing  ships  should  chanr  She  wai 
soon  recognized,  however,  to  be  a  Portuguese 
vessel  which  had  left  Macao  three  days  before 
them.  The  straits  of  Malacca  are  thought  dan- 
gerous to  navigate  in  the  dark;  but,  as  the  wind 
was  fair,  the  commodore  ventqred  to  keep  tlie 
fleet  running  all  the  night. 

Next  day  tbey  had  calms,  which  obliged  them 
to  anchor ;  but  a  breeze  springing  up  at  north- 
east they  soon  weighed,  and  the  wind  increasics; 
at  midnight,  they  passed  the  Water  Islands,  ana 
at  two  in  the  morging  ui'  the  16th,  came  to 
with  the  small  bower  at  Malacca  road,  in  .seven 
fathoms.  They  touched  at  this  place  tc  fill  up 
their  water,    and  obtain   information    for    the 


was  supported ;  the  company  they  had  uow  joined  pleasantly 
rubaptized  the  DulT,  avl  named  her  7%c  1\n  C'vinmanJ^ 
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safety  of  the  fleet ;  but  tliey  were  disappointed 
in  the  hope  of  inteUigence,  as  there  was  none  of 
later  date  than  what  they  had  received  at  China. 
As  this  spoke  only  of  war,  it  was  their  duty 
to  prepare  for  all  events  on  the  passage. 

On  the  17lh  they  received  about  four  tons  of 
water;  and  they  also  received  an  addition  to 
ifieir  live  stock,  and  were  ready  for  sea  that  even- 
ing, had  the  large  ships  completed  their  water. 
One  of  the  fleet,  however,  which  had  lain  several 
months  laden  at  Wham poa,  had  sprung  a  leak, 
\vlji?n  much  time  was  expemled  to  find  out  the 
place  w'lere  the  water  entered.  This  was  at 
hii^t'.j  discovered,  and  deserves  to  be  noticed  as 
a  hint  to  shipwrights,  and  to  those  who  are 
interested  :  by  ripping  the  copper  off  the  under 
wales,  a  bolt-hole  was  found,  left  without  the 
bolt;  an  act  of  negligence  which  might  have 
been  of  the  most  fatal  consequence,  had  it  not 
been  discovered*. 

On  the  '^Oth,  they  sailed  with  the  fleet,  and 
proceeded  down  the  strait  till  they  came  in  sight 
of  Pulo  Pinang,  when  the  Bombay  ships  left 
them,  and  steered  for  that  island.  Their  fleet 
fvas  now  reduced,  consisting  only  of  the  Glatton, 
Boddam,  Amazon,  and  their  own  ship. 

On  the  31st  they  finished  the  last  of  their 
vams,  which  had  plentifully  supplied  them  for 
iive  months.  They  had  a  good  passage,  with 
few  gales  of  wind,  and  met  with  no  disaster. 
They  did  not  even  see  a  strange  sail  to  alarm 
Iheui  till  the  sixteenth  of  March,  when,  in  the 
morning,  they  made  the  Cape  land,  and  fell  in 
with  two  transports  from  Amboyna,  which 
joined  tliem  f. 

At  three  in  the  afternoon  they  anchored  in  the 
bay,  where  Ihey  found  a  squiulron  of  men  of 
war,  under  the  command  of  Admiral  Christian; 
two  outward-bound  East-Indiamen,  and  several 
other  vessels.  In  the  evening  the  health-boat

finding  them  all  well,  gave  permission  for  free 
communication  with  the  shore.  Then  the  ad 
miral's  boat  upon  guard  took  an  account  of  tlie 
ship,  whence  she  came,  &c.  They  afterwardj 
left  the  admiral's  excellent  directions,  and  tie- 
parted. 

On  the  1st  of  April  the  ::ignal  for  sailino-Ma, 
made,  and  the  mis!«ionaries  put  to  sea,  with  (lie 
addition  of  the  transports  Bellona  to  their  Hoot 
The  same  day  they  shaped  their  course  for  the 
island  of  St.  Helena,  where  they  arrived  on  the 
l.^th.  Seven  India-men,  and  two  Soiitli-Sea 
Whalers,  lay  in  the  bay,  all  homeward  bound. 

On  the  1st  of  May"^they  sailed.  As  Caplaii, 
Drummond  was  the  senior  in  command,  liy  had 
the  charge  of  the  fleet,  consisting  of  t\vonivs;ii! 
In  their  passage  they  only  saw  two  or  iha 
strange  .ships.  In  Latitude  ^O**  N,  thcv  fell  in 
with  a  Spanish  vessel  from  Cadiz,  bound  to  Vera 
Cruz.  She  was  made  a  prize  by  the  conmio- 
dore. 

On  the  22d  of  June  they  beheld  the  coast  of  I 
Ireland,  west  of  Kinsale ;  and  on  the  follouino.  | 
day  put  into  Cork  harbour  for  a  convoy.    The 
Ethalion,  Captain  Countess,  was  appointed  for 
that   purpose  by  admiral  Kingsniill;  and,  aflfrl 
eight  days'  detention  by  contrary  winds,  they 
set  sail,  and  on  the  4th  of  July  saw  the  coast  of  | 
England.     On  the  8th  they  passed  the  Downs; 
and  on  the  11th  came  to  anchor  in  the  river] 
Thames. 

Thus  finished  a  voyage  in  which  the  Mission- 
ary Society,  and  their  Christian  brethren  in  con- 
nection with  them  are  so  deeply  interested.  Tlieirl 
prayers  for  them  have  been  heard,  and  succfss' 
bey)nd   their  expectations  have  crowned  thfirl 
endeavours,  in  every  place  where  missions  haicl 
been  srttlcd.     They  lost  not  an  indj-idual  inalll 
their  extcmded   voyage,   and  landed  every  mis- 
sionary in  perfect  health.      Every  seamen  wasj

SUPPLEMENT. 

Conlaining  iconic  Account  of  the  Country  of  Otaheite,,  and  its  Inhabttants, 


e  by  the  coniuio. 


TItn  i'^liind  of  Otuhoite  consists  of  two  pe- 
ninsulas, connected  by  a  low  isthmus  about 
hbri«  miles  across,  covered  with  trees  and  shrubs 
hjiit  wHoUy  uncultivated.     The  larger,  or  Ota- 
liciit;  None,  is  about  ninety  miles  in  circumfe- 
rence; the  lesser,  or  Tiaraboo,  is  about  thirty 
miles.    They  are  divided  into  a  variety  of  dis- 
Iricts.    The  soil  of  the  low  lands,  and  of  the 
vallcvs,    is    remarkably  fertile:    the  mountains 
ali'oril  a  great  \ariety  of  trees  of  all  sorts;  and 
we,  in  many  places,  covered  to  their  very  tops 
kith  wood,  in  others  with  bamboos,  and  in  others 
kith  fern  and  reed.    The  hills  rise  very  steep,  and 
hvell  into  mountains  almost  inaccessible.      In 
Itlicsc  higher   regions   only  is  to   be  found  the 
I  precious  sandal  wood,  of  two  kinds,  yellow  and 
[dark  coloured,  from  whence  the  natives  draw  the 
I  perfume  for  the  cocoa-nut  oil,  with  which  they 
jsnointtherasehes. 

This  country  exhibits  a  mountainous  aspect, 

lintcrspcrced  by  narrow  valleys,   which   re«;eive 

linnunierable  streams   from    the   hills ;   some  of 

phich  full  in  beantifuf  cascades,    and   fill  the 

jrivcrs  which  meander  through  them  amidst  the 

JTCfdant  scenery  to  the  sea.     During  the  rainy 

Iseasoiis,  these  swell  into  torrents,  and  sometimes 

[loosen  rocks  and  trees  from  the  precipices,  and 

toa\cy  them  into  the  valleys,  which  they  over- 

Suw,  and  occasion  much  damage.     When  the 

Irade  wind  gets   far   so  the   south,    and  blows 

psli,  ii  generally  rains  on  the  south  side  of  th' 

I'laiid,  bringing  the  clouds  from  the  mountains 

of  Tiaraboo,  and  giving  their  contents  to  Pap- 

bura  and  the  adjacent  islands. 

The  hills  aflbrd  a  blackish  stone,  which  seems 

I  lava,  in  pieces  from  eight  to  ten  feet  long,  and 

from  four  to  ten  inches  thick,  of  which  they  for- 

liiirlv  made  their  stone  tools.     The  mountains 
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are,  in  some  parts,  bare,  and  full  of  precipices, 
broken,  as  if  by  earthquakes.  In  the  bosom  of 
thoic  mountains  which  bound  the -district  Vyco- 
rede,  there  is  a  very  large  fresh-water  lake,  called 
Vyeheera,  which  they  say  cannot  be  sounded  by 
any  line,  and  contains  eels  of  a  very  monstrous 
size.  The  bay  of  Ratavia  aflfords  safe  anchor- 
age eight  months  in  the  year,  but  is  dangerous 
IVom  December  to  March.  The  only  harbour 
to  the  westward  is  that  of  Oparre :  water  is  con- 
venient and  abundant  in  all  parts  of  the  island. 

The  government  of  Otaheitc  is  monarchical, 
and  hereditary  in  one  family  ;  of  which  there  are 
two  branches.  Temarree,  the  son  of  Oberea  and 
Gamma,  reigned  when  Wallis  first  visited  this 
island:  he  was  ihen  a  child,  and  Oberea  his  mo- 
ther was  regent,  Oamraa  and  she  having  quar- 
relled and  separated.  On  Tcmarre's  accession. 
Gamma  had  retired  to  a  private  station  in  his 
own  district  of  Pappara,  and  left  his  wife  in 
trust  with  the  reins  of  government  for  her  son. 
Gamma  was  son  of  Tenai,  who  since  has  as- 
sumed the  name  of  Otey.  WhappoiV  son  Oto« 
was  then  a  child  of  seven  years  old,  Tootaha, 
their  younger  brother,  was  chief  of  Attahooroo. 

Wars,  and  various  changes,  appear  to  have 
preceded  the  last  grand  revolution,  when  the 
partisans  of  Otoo,  with  the  assistance  of  the  rou- 
tineers, recovered  the  royal  maro  from  the  men 
of  Attahoo.^oo.  By  one  of  these  intestine  wars 
Temarre,  che  Tirridirri  of  Cook,  had  been  pre- 
viotisly  deposed,  and  Ottoo,  the  present  Pomarre, 
advanced  to  the  dignity  of  earce  rahai.  After 
which  he  was  invested  with  the  royal  maro,  like 
a  coronation.  The  royal  maro,  worn  only  that 
day,  was  afterwurdiB  deposited  in  its  place  in  the 
morai.  The  feasting  and  heivas,  on  this  occa- 
sion, continued  two  months. 

7B  Otoo. 
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Otoo,  the  prespnt  king,  is  about  seventeen 
und  \ery  large  limbed.  'Though  he  is  absolute^ 
he  lives  in  the  greatest  familiarity  with  the  low- 
est of  his  subjects:  he  is  dilfercntly  represented; 
somr  pronounce  him  serious  and  thoughtful ; 
others  accuse  him  of  stupidity.  His  queen, 
Tetuii,  is  nearly  of  his  own  age.  Her  counte- 
nance is  pleasing  and  open,  but  masculine,  and 
widened  by  the  usual  method  of  pressure,  called 
touroome  *. 

The  next  in  rank  to  the  king  is  hio  owo  father, 
Pomarre,  who  acts  as  regent  for  his  son.  He  is 
the  largest  man  on  the  island,  being  about  six 
feet  four  inches  high,  and  strong  in  proportion: 
his  wife,  Iddeali,  is  a  woman  of  a  very  mascu- 
line appearance:  they  live  together  in  great  har- 
mony, though  tho}  have  ceas;d  to  cohabit.  The 
next  in  dignity  are  the  chiefe  in  the  several  dis- 
tricts; some  of  whom  are  supreme  in  more  than 
one  district.  Next  to  these  are  the  towhas,  the 
near  relations,  or  younger  brethren,  or  tayos,  of 
the  chiefs.  The  next  in  rank  is  the  ratlira,  who 
has  one  share  to  the  towha's  three.  The  lowest 
class  in  society,  after  the  rattira,  is  the  mana- 
houne ;  they  cultivate  the  land,  and  resemble  our 
cottagers  f. 

The  Otaheiteans  are  friendly  and  generous, 
even  to  excess :  they  seldom  refuse  any  thing  to 
each  other,  if  importuned :  their  presents  are 
liberal,  even  to  profusion.  They  have  no  writ- 
ings, or  records,  respecting  property ;  but  they 
have  their  land-marks ;  every  man  knows  his 
own,  and  he  would  be  thought  of  all  characters 
the  basest,  who  should  attempt  to  infringe  on  his 
neighbour. 

The  natural  colour  of  the  inhabitants  is  olive, 
inclining  to  copper  :  those  who  expose  them- 
fclves  to  the  sun  and  sea  are  darker  ;  but  the  wo- 
men, who  carefully  clothe  themselves,  and  avoid 
the  sun,  are  not  very  much  darker  than  an  Euro- 
pean brunette.     Their  eyes  are  black  and  spark- 


*  It  is  considered  as  the  distinctive  mark  of  their  regal 
dignity,  to  be cYcry  where  carried  about  on  nun's  shonidurs. 
The  king  .and  ((ueen  were  always  alfended  by  a  minibcr  of 
men,  as  carriers,  domestics,  or  favonrifes,  who  were  sa- 
cred, living  withont  families,  and  atteiidiiii;  only  ou  the 
royal  pair  ;  and  are  all  adepts  in  thicTcry,  plunder,  and  im- 
pnrily.  The  queen  has  not  at  present  iin)  child,  nor  is  it 
probable  that  she  will  have  an),  as  she  i-  siiid  to  be  a  perfect 
Messaline,  and  lives  in  a  proniisctionsiiilrrcoiirsc  with  all  her 
f.ortcrs.  The  mode  of  carrying  the  king  and  queen  is  with 
tiitir  U ^i  hatigiug  Jowa  before,  seated  oit  the  lihouidurs, 
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lin^;  their  teeth  white  and  even;  their  skin goftl 
their  limbs  finely  turned,  and  their  hair  jettv 
Still,  however,  their  features  did  not  anpearl 
beautiful,  for  they  widen  the  face,  and  llattcnl 
the  nose  and  forehead,  by  continual  prcssurcl 
with  their  hands.  Their  manners  arc  afi'able  and! 
engaging,  and  their  steps  easy,  firm,  and  grace-! 
ful;  their  tempers  mild,  gentle,  and  unaffected  I 
slow  to  take  oft'encc,  easily  pacified,  and  scldonil 
retaining  resentment  or  revenge.  The  wonioiil 
here,  as  in  all  hot  climates,  come  earlier  to  nu.! 
berty,  and  fade  sooner  than  in  more  norlhcii] 
countries. 

As  wives,  the  women  are,  in  private  life,  jf.! 
fectionate,  tender  and  obedient  to  their  Ims-I 
bands;  extravagantly  fond  of  their  chiUlicnj 
nursing  them  with  the  utmost  care  and  cuuiiun:! 
a  cripple  is  hardly  ever  seen  among  them  incarlvl 
life.  The  men  in  general  exceed  the  cumninj 
size,  and  the  chiefs  are  ntmh  larger ;  few  of  thcmj 
being  less  than  six  feet  high,  and  propurliunablyl 
bulky.  I 

The  dress  of  both  sexes  is  nearly  the  same,  ex-l 
cepting  that  the  men  wear  a  narrow  piece  of  cloth  | 
which,  passing  round  the  waist,  goes  bctnecgl 
the  thighs,  and  is  tucked  in  before,  namcdl 
the  marro,  and  may  be  called  their  breechc«,[ 
An  oblong  piece,  not  unlike  a  piece  of  print-l 
ed  calico,  near  a  yard  wide,  with  a  hole  iJ 
the  middle,  to  admit  the  head,  hangs  dowQi 
before  and  behind,  with  the  sides  oj)(>n,  fall.[ 
ing  loose  to  the  knees,  and  leaving  the  annjl 
qinte  uncovered  :  this  is  the  teboota.  A  squarel 
piece  of  cloth,  doubled  suflicient  to  puss  or,ce| 
and  a  half  round  the  waist  of  men,  and  abo'el 
the  breasts  of  the  women,  under  the  taboota,  jjl 
called  paru:  this  falls  down  only  to  the  knees oiT 
the  man,  but  to  the  mid-leg,  or  ankles  of  tlJ 
woman.  The  women  also  v  ear  a  piece  of  clotlif 
which  they  throw  tastily  over  all,  by  way 
cloak.     Instead  of  the  marro,  worn  by  the  luciil 


and  leaning  on  the  head  of  thuir  carriers  :  They  voryfii'. 
qiiL'nfly   amnsc    thi'mselves   with    picking;   out   the  voniiiiil 
which   there  abound.      It  is  the  singular  priviloi;!'  nf  ittl 
((iieen,   that  she  alone  may  eat  thcni,   which  privili'jo  iljT 
never  fails  to  exercise.  L

So  children  are  brought  into  the  world  with 
less  pain  or  danger  than  those  of  Otaheite  :  the

walk;  presently  after  it  begins  to  swim.  They 
run  about  entirely  naked,  and  are  remarkably 
healthy  and  active. 
Their  voice  and  speech  arc  soft  and  harmoni- 

|ous,  iind  their  dialect  is  the  Italian  of  the  South 
Seas;  it  abounds  with  vowels,  and  expels  every 
harsh  and  guttural   sound   from  the  alphabet, 

j'i'hc  ingenuity  of  all   their  works,  considering

They  have  no  partitions  in  their  houses ;  but

nient  than  the  illness  of  a  chief,  storms,  war,  or 

konie  other  great  calamity.

With  respect  to  their  wor- 
ship, the  Otaheitean  never  draws  near  the 
Eatooa  with  carelessness  and  inattention  ;  he  is 
all  devotion :  he  approaches  the  sacred  p1uc<s 
with  reverential  awe;  uncovers  whcji  he  tread» 
the  ground,  and  prays  with  becoming,  fervour 
They  put  great  confidence  in  dreams,  supposing 
in  sleep  the  soul  leaves  the  body-  under  the  care 
of  the  guardian  angel,  and  ranges  at  large 
through  the  regions  of  spirits. 

The  priests  of  the  Society  Islands  are  a  nu- 
merous body;  they  are  in  every  district.  Manne 
Manne  appears  to  be  the  first  among  tlieni,  for 
knowledge  and  traditionary  information.  The 
priests  have  plenty  of  employment,  being  called 
in  on  all  occasions,  births,  deaths,  or  sickness; 
and  are  physicians  as  well  as  divines.  They  af- 
fect to  possess  extraordinary  powers.  When  a 
priest  denounces  the  necessity  of  a  human  sacri- 
fice, tlie  manner  of  selecting  them  is  by  a  coun- 
cil of  the  chief  with  the  rattiras.  If  the  chief. 
&c.  on  the  requisition  of  the  priest,  declare  they 
can  find  none  deserving  death  in  their  district,  or 
refuse  to  provide  a  human  sacrifice,  a  hog  may 
be  substituted  in  his  place.  A  woman  cannot  be 
offered  at  the  Society  Islands,  though  they  are 
the  chief  victims  at  the  Friendly  Islands.  The 
sacred  ground  around  the  morais  ail'ord  a  sanc- 
tuary for  criminals.  Thither  they  may  flee  foK 
protection,  and  camiot  thence  be  taken  by  force, 
though  they  arc  sometimes  seduced  to  (juit  their 
iisylum.  The  habitations  of  the  British  JNIis- 
sionaries  will  ail'ord  them  an  assured  exetuptiun  ; 
and  the  whole  district  of  Matavai  beina:  ceded  to 


ed  ;  or  they  use  the  stool  they  sit  on  in  tlicir  rarioes.  Their 
usual'  seat  is  on  the  gronni!,  cross-legi;ed,  but  they  have 
seats  for  the  acconMuodation^  of  strangers.  The  ho\ises  .11  e 
full  of  (leas,  which  harbour  in  the  floor,  ;hh!  are  extiiMUoly 
troublesome^  One  of  the  missionaries  dcchires,  he  hrvs 
been  obliged  to  get  up  at  midnight,  and  run  into  the  sua  to 
cool  himself ;  and  to  g>;t  rid' of  a  suarm  of  such  disagree- 
able companions. 

I  They  suppose  no. person  pori.she.'',  or  becomes  eiitln'jt 
after  death  ;^  nor  do  they  adiiut  of  any  punishment  alter 
death,  but  arc  rewarded  w  ith  ileiiees  uf  eiuiueace  and  fe- 
licity, as  men  have  been  more  or  less  pi.using  to  the  dei'y. 
They  consider  the  spirits  of  their  ancestors,  male  aad  fc. 
male,  as  exalted  into  Katooas,  and  Uieir  Hivour  to  be  o'>- 
tiiiucd  by  prayers  and  olkrings. 
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ihem,  no  morclitiman  sacrifices wilfprob&bl^ be 
demnndcd  from  thctn, 

Bolli  sexes  gu  naked  till  they  are  six  or  seven 
years  of  age :  they  begin  tattooing  the  males  at 
thirteen  or  fourteen,  and  the  females  at  an  earlier 
period.  They  bathe  three  times  a-day  in  the 
fresh  water,  and  always  wash  themseflves  in  it 
after  coming  out  of  the  sea ;  and  though  the 
men  and  women  wash  together  promiscuously, 
not  the  least  immodesty  is  permitted.  In  tlieir 
dances,  indecency  escapes  censure.  The  single 
young  men,  who  in  the  heivas  indulge  indecent 
gestures,  would  not  presume  to  do  jo  at  any 
other  time  ;  and,  however  strangely  the  women 
net  in  public  dances,  no  woman  of  character 
would  admit  of  improper  liberties  elsewhere. 
They  extract  every  hair  from  the  nose,  ari-'-pits, 
&c.  to  prevent  its  harbouring  any  dust  or  foul- 
ness. They  trim  their  beards  with  shells,  and 
tvear  their  hair  short  or  long,  as  fancy  dictates. 
They  form  their  eye-brows  into  regular  arches ; 
uiid  the  men  arc  not  less  attentive  to  these  matters 
than  the  wouten.  The  fragrant  oil  supplies  the 
place  of  pomatum ;  and  powder  and  civet  can 
hardly  furnish  greater  bcaus.  The  ears  of  both 
.sexes  are  bored,  for  the  purpose -of  decorating 
them  with  beads,  pearls,  or  other  ornaments ; 
and  sometimes  the  aperture  of  the  ear  is  stuck 
with  an  odoriferous  flower.  They  never  sufler 
a  fly  to  touch  their  food,  if  they  can  by  any 
means  prevent  it :  should  they  happen  to  And  one 
dead  among  their  provisions,  they  throw  it  in- 
stantly to  the  hogs.  To  prevent  the  intrusion  of 
these  insects,  they  all  carry  fly-flaps,  which  are 
usually  made  of  feathers,  and  flxed  to  a  handle 
of  wood  ten  or  twelve  inches  long.  Whenever 
you  enter  a  house  or  place  where  provisi(ms  are 
preparing,  this  is  the  first  thing  they  ofier  you. 

Here,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  there  are  some  who 
make  a  trade  of  beauty,  and  know  how  t»  make 
it  turn  to  their  advantage ;  they  have  procurers, 
nominal  relations,  who  agree  for  and  receive  the 
price  of  prostitution.  The  women  of  rank  al- 
low themselves  greater  liberties  than  their  infe- 
riors; and  many  of  the  arreoy  women  pride 
themselves  on  the  number  of  their  admirers. 

They  delight  in  dogs,  especially  those  with  a 
huihy  tail,  the  hair  of  which  they  use  in  their 
line  breast-plates ;  the  women  not  only  fondle 
the  puppies,  but  often  suckle  them  at  their 
breasts.  The  women  must  not  eat  with  the  men, 
not  drink  out  of  the  same  cup  ;  and  many  kinds 


of  food  are  utterly  forbidden  them.  If  a  mtgi 
touch  their  peculiar  food,  they  are  obliged  to| 
throw  it  away.  I 

They  are  not  accustomed  to  regular  mead  I 
but  usually  eat  as  soon  as  they  rise  at  day-brciik!| 
Some  are  extremely  voracious,  especially  ihel 
chiefs,  who  all  live  luxuriously.  They  havel 
more  wives  than  one,  amidst  the  scarcity  of  wo-l 
men ;  they  drink  the  yava  daily :  and  when  thcrl 
arc  asleep,  they  are  fanned  and  chafed  bj  iheirl 
women.  Their  mode  of  salutation  diflers  consi-f 
derably  from  ours;  they  touch  noses  ;  and  won- 
der  at  our  expressing  affection  by  wettinpr  each| 
other's  faces  with  the  lips. 

Swimming  in  the  surf  affords  singular  deligliti 
to  the  Otaheiteans :  at  this  sport  both  sexes  arel 
extremely  dexterous;  and  the  diversion  is  reckon/ 
cd  great  in  proportion  as  the  surf  runs  higliestl 
and  breaks  with  the  greatest  violence.    In  tli/ 
course  of  this  amusement  they  sometimes  run 
foul  of  each  other,  when  many  are  swinimina 
together,  those  who  are  coming  on  being  uiiabid 
to  stop  their  motion,  and  those  moving  the  con] 
trary  way,  incapable  of  keeping  their  sufficiem 
distance :  they  are  frequently  conveyed  togetlici! 
by  the  » ijohing  wave,  and  hurled  on  shore  befon 
they  can  diseii.barrass  themselves.     The  womciJ 
are  excellent  in  tbla   «nort,    and   Iddeali,  tlia 
queen's  mother,  is  said  to  be  the  most  expert  iJ 
the  whole  island.     The  children  take  thft  siinia 
diversion  in  a  weaker  surf,  learning  to  swim  all 
most  as  soon  as  they  can  walk ;  and  seldom  m 
with  any  accident,  except  that  of  being  dushd 
upon  the  beach. 

Their  amusements  on  shwc  are,  throwing  M 
spear  or  javelin  ;  shooting  with  bows  and  arJ 
rows,  wrestling,  dancing,  and  several  olheT 
games ;  in  all  of  which  the  women  -eii^-age  i 
well  as  the  men.  They  frequently  exercise  i 
quarter-staff;  and  practise  the  sling  for  anuisc 
ment,  as  well  as  employ  it  in  battle,  Tliel 
dances  are  various.  The  houses  in  which 
heivas  Me  performed  are  open  at  the  ends  and  if 
front.  Any  number  of  women  may  perform i 
once ;  but  as  the  dress  is  very  expensive,  seldodl 
more  than  two  or  four  dance.  The  pounan 
or  evening  dance,  is  performed  by  any  numh 
of  women,  of  any  age,  who  choose  to  attendij 
the  place  appointed,  which  is  usually  the  cm 
shade.  Tliey  appear  in  their  best  appanl 
and  their  beads  are  ornameQtcd  with  wreatbi^ 
flowers.

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ORD  MACARTNEYwasanobleraanwhose 
reputation  was  established  foe  talent,  integri- 
ky,  and  aptitude  for  business.    Few  men  had  been 
'  '  in  a  greater  variety  of  situations ;  he  was 
Iperbaps  the  onl^  u:an  whose  conduct  (on  his  re- 
Itumfrom  a  high  station  in  India)  the  opposite 
Ipirties  in  the  legislature,  united  in  applauding, 
Ibis  friends  enjoj^ed  the  satisfaction  of  hear- 
pog  his  eulogy  pronounced,  from  the  mouths  of 
be  two  great  opposite  leaders  in  the  House  of 
~oin«aons  ,    When  he  was  formerly  his  Ma- 
lta's 6nvoy  at  Petersburgh.  he  concluded  an 
dvantageous  commercial  treaty  to  subsist  for 
jtwenty  years.     His  lordship  afterwards  exerted 
ith  prudence  and  address,  for  the  public  ad- 
[finta^,  in  ditferent  quarters  of  the  globe.     He 
jiad  subsequently  indeed  declined  the  govern- 
lent-gencral  of  Bengal,  of  which  the  powei 
^ndthe  profit  exceed  any  other  within  therecom- 
ation  of  the  ministry.     But  a  visit  to  the 
Icourt.of  Pekin  was,  on  many  accounts,  so  un- 
powiBonly  iAvitiog,  and  presented  so  much  to  an 
dent  and  inquisitive  mind,  that,  upon  the  first 
timation,  he  readily  engaged  in  the  attempt. 
[i  behoved  ihe  British  administration,  therefore, 
'  lelect  a  pei'son  of  tried  prudence,  and  of  long 
Kperience  in  distant  courts  and  countries,  to  cn-

ter  upon  a  business  of  so  much  delicacy  and 
difficulty. ' 

His  lordship  made  no  stipulation  with  govern- 
ment, on  accepting  this  employment  j  but  he  was 
permitted  to  select  a  friend  to  accompany  his 
lordship,  as  his  Majesty's  secretary  to  the.  em- 
bassy, and  eventual  successor  to  the  Embassador; 
His  lordship's  recommendations  viere  accepted  in 
every  other  department  of  the  embassy.  Though 
Pekin  lies  on  the  same  side  of  the  equator  as 
London,  with  a  difference  of  only  eleven  degrees 
of  latitude,  the  passage  by  sea  was  thought  most 
practicable,  though  it  is  so  circuitous  as  to  be 
more  than  thrice  the  actual  distance  between 
China  and  Great  Britain. 

On  this  occasion  the  Urst  Lord  of  the  Admi- 
ralty, supposing  one  of  his  Majesty's  ships  could 
not  be  better  employed  in  time  of  peace,  deter-^ 
mined  that  a  sixty-four  gun  ship  should  carry 
the  Embassador  out  and  home;  and  gave  his 
lordship  the  privilege  of  nominating  the  com- 
mander. To  every  branch  of  the  sea-service,. 
Captain,  naw  Sir  Erasmus  Gower,  was  generally 
known  to  be  equal.  Independently  of  the  mi- 
litary exertions  of  this  spirited  and  able  officer, 
he  had  twice  been  round  the  world  at  an  early 
age,  and  materially  contributed  to  surmount  the 
.         7  C  »       .    evils 
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evils  incident  to  such  perilous  and  protracted 
voyages.  At  Lord  Macartney's  desire,  he  was 
appointed  to  the  commai;J  of  the  Lion  Man  of 
\\  ur,  and  gratified  with  a  selection  of  his  own 
()flicer:$.  Innumerable  appfications  were  made 
to  serve  under  him  on  this  occasion  :  and  young 
gentlemen  of  the  most  respectable  families, 
glowing  with  all  the  ardour  and  enterprise  of 
youth,  were  admitted  in  the  Lion,  considerably 
beyond  the  usual  complement  of  midshipmen. 

A  military  guard  was  also  appointed  to  attend 
ihe  person  of  the  Embassador,  as  practised  in 
eastern  embassies,  not  so  much  for  the  purposes 
of  safety,  as  to  add  dignity  to  the  mission  ;  con- 
sisting of  picked  men  from  the  infantry  and  ar- 
tillery, in  order  to  convey  some  idea  of  the  Eu- 
ropean art  of  war,  and  be  an  interesting  spec- 
tacle to  the  emperor  of  China.  It  was,  how- 
ever, an  indispensible  precaution  to  maintain 
strict  discipline  among  these  men  to  prevent  their 
being  guilty  of  any  excesses,  which  might  appear 
flagrant  in  the  eyes  of  the  orderly  Chikjese,  and 
tend  to  confirm  the  prejudices  already  imbibed 
against  the  English. 

This  object  was  secured,  by  putting  the  guard 
chosen  for  this' purpose,  under  the  command  of 
good  and  attentive  oiHcers.  There  were  also  at- 
tached to  the  embassy,  a  professed  painter  and 
draughtsman.  In  Dr.  Gillan,  the  embassy  was 
provided  with  a  skilful  physician,  a  desirable 
circumstance  for  persons  destined  to  pass  through 
a  variety  of  climates ;  especially  as  the  Chinese 
are  supposed  to  be  far  behind  Europeans,  in 
every  kind  of  science.  The  doctor  was  also 
deeply  versed  in  chemistry.  Dr.  Scot,  a  gentle- 
man of  abilities  and  experience  was  appoint- 
ed surgeon,  having  long  served  in  that  capacity 
in  the  navy.  Dr.  Dinwiddie,  and  Mr.  Barrow, 
were  conversant  in  many  branches  of  the  mathe- 
matics, and  well  qualifled  to  be  useful  on  such 
an  expedition.  Two  botanic  gardeners  were 
provided  at  the  public  expence,  and  one  at  the 
expcnce  of  an  individual  of  the  embassy,  prin- 
cipally for  the  purpose  of  collecting  specimens 
of  whatever  productions  nature  might  furnish  in 
the  course  of  the  expedition. 

A  Chinese  interpreter  and  translator  was  now 
much  wanted,  but  they  knew  not  where  to  pro- 
cure a  person  capable  of  serving  in  that  capacity. 
After  much  difficulty  and  enquiry,  however.  Sir 
IVilliam  Hamilton,  his  majesty's  minister  at  Na- 


ples procured  two  Chinese  of  amiable  nianner=| 
and  of  a  virtuous  and  candid  disposition,  aswelil 
as  perfectly  qu;',lified  to  ijtterpret  between  llnifl 
native  language  and  the  Latin  and  Italian,  wliidJ 
the  Embassador  understood,  who  acconipanicdl 
the  secretary  of  the  embassy  on  his  return  tJ 
England,  in  May  171>'i,  to  embark  for  China.    I 

They  began,  from  what  they  knew  of  tlicirl 
own  country,  to  suggest  some  of  the  fittest  prf.[ 
parations  for  an  expedition  thither.  In  tlicj 
choice  of  presents,  for  the  emperor  and  !iis| 
court,  they  mentioned  what  they  conceivedl 
would  be  most  acceptable;  as  extraordinarrl 
pieces  of  ingenious  mechanism,  set  in  frames  otl 
precious  metal,  studded  with  jewels,  &c.  Mostl 
of  these  expensive  articles  found  their  way,  fi.| 
nally  into  the  palaces  of  the  Empei-or,  and  his  mi-f 
nisters;  having  been  obtained  by  the  MundarineJ 
of  Canton  foi  the  promise  of  protection  to  their] 
inferiors,  they  were,  after  some  time,  transmitted 
by  them  to  Pekin,  in  expectation  of  procurine 
the  favour  of  their  superiors. 

The  East  India  Company  appointed  oneoftiih 
most  commodious  ships  in  the  service,  under  tlid 
command  of  Captain  Mackintosh  to  carry  ouil 
such  presents,  and  such  persons,  belonging 
the  embassy,  as  could  not  be  conveniently  acJ 
commodated  on  board  the  Lion ;  and  a  smalleil 
vessel  was  provided  as  a  tender.  Three  commis-l 
sioners  had  lately  been  selected  by  the  East  Indii 
Company,  to  regulate  their  affairs  at  CantonJ 
who  wt  e  to  communicate  there  with  due  so4 
lemnity,  the  intended  mission  of  Lord  MacartJ 
ney,  and  to  deliver  a  letter,  expr<?ssive  of  thisiivl 
tention,  from  Sir  Francis  During,  Chairman  ol 
the  Court  of  Directors,  in  so  public  a  manner  tof 
the  viceroy  of  Canton,  as  to  prevent  its  being  kepi 
from  the  knowledge  of  the  Emperor,  if  thevici 
roy  shoiild  be  so  inclined. 

This  letter  of  Sir  Francis  stated,  that  "  his  s» 
vereign,  having  heard  that  it  had  been  expcclti 
his  subjects,  settled  at  Canton,  should  haveseiit^ 
deputation  to  the  court  of  Pekin,  to  congnitulati 
the  Emperor  on  his  entering  the  eightieth  year o 
his  age;  but  that  such  deputation  not  having 
been  dispatched,  he  expressed  great  displeasun 
thereat;  and,  being  desirous  of  cultivating  tiK 
friendship  of  the.emperor  of  China,  and  of  iiii<| 
proving  the  connection  and  intercourse  betweei 
the  courts  of  London  and  Pekin,  and  extendiq 
the  commerce  bet;veen  their  respective  subjcctii 
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lad  resolved  to  send  liis  cousin  and  counsellor 
]/)rd  Macartnejj  a  nobleman  of  great  virtue  and 
ibiiity^  ^  1"^  Embassador  to  the  ETniperor  of 
China,  represent  his  person,   and  to  express  a 
desire  that  a  perpetual  harmony  and  alliance 
niigbt  be  established  between  the  Emperor  and 
his  Britannic  Majesty ;  and  that  the  Embassador, 
vith  bis  attendants,  should  soon  set  out  upon  the 
Tovage;  and,   having  several   presents   for  the 
Emperor,   from  his  Britannic   majesty,  which, 
from  the  nicety  of  their  mechanism,  could  not 
k  conveyed  through  the  interior  of  China,  to 
10  great  a  distance,  without  the  risk  of  damage, 
ie  should  proceed  directly,  in  one  of  his  Ma- 
jestj's  ships,  properly  attended  to  the  port  of 
rien-sing,  as  near  as  possible  to  the  residence  of 
{h  Emperor  of  China."    And  Sir  Francis  con- 
1,^468  the  letier  by  requesting  "  the  information 
thus  given,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  court  of  Pekin, 
expecting  that  imperial  orders  would  be  issued 
for  the  proper  reception  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain's  ships,  with  his  Embassador  and  suite, 
IS  soon  as  they  should  appear  at  Tiensing,  or  the 
'neighbouring  coasts." 
The  presents  mentioned  in  that  letter  were  so 
ihoice  and  valuable,  that  they  were,  to  some  per- 
ns, supposed  to  be  calculated  for  some  very 
extraordinary  purpose.     One  of  the  members  of 
e  diplomatic  corps,  still  holding  the  exploded 
irejudice  of  the  jealpusy  of  commerce,  failed 
lot  to  attribute  to  the  British  administration,  and 
ast  India  Company,  a  design  of  engrossing  the 
bie  trade  of  China,  by  the  exclusion  of  all 
ither  foreigners;  and  proposed  a  counter  embassy 
I  avert  the  evil. 

The  general  scope,  however,  of  the  present 
ission,  cannot  be  better  ascertained  than  by  his 
Majesty's  private  instruction  to  tlie  Embassador, 
which  it  is  observed,  that  "  more  of  his  sub- 
is,  than  of  any  other  Europeans,  had  been 
ng  trading  in  China ;  that  the  commercial  in- 
Tcoursc  between  other  nations  and  that  great 
pirc  had  been  preceded,  accompanied,  or 
illowed,  by  special  communications  with  its 
vereign.  Others  had  the  support  of  mission- 
ies,  who,  from  their  eminence  in  science,  or 
leir  great  ingenuity,  had  been  frequently  ad- 
ilted  to  the  familiarity  of  a  polished  court, 
id  whilst  they  were  zealous  for  the  propaga- 
on  of  their  faith,  were  supposed  not  to  be  un- 
indfnl  of  the  views  and  interest  of  their  coun- 
v;  while  the  English  traders  remained  unaided, 

{ 


and  at  a  distance  so  remote,  as  to  admit  of  a  mis- 
representation of  the  national  character  and  im- 
portance. That,  under  these  circumstances,  it 
became  incumbent  on  his  Majesty  to  extend  his 
paternal  regard  to  these  his  distant  subjects,  and 
to  claim  the  Emperor  of  China's  protection  for 
them,  with  that  weight  which  is  due  to  the  re- 
quisition of  one  great  sovereign  from  another ; 
that,  a  free  communication  with  a  singular  peo- 
ple, among  whom  civilization  had  existed,  and 
the  arts  been  cultivated,  through  a  long  series  of 
ages,  was  worthy  of  being  sought  by  the  British 
nation;"  but  that,  in  seeking  to  improve  a  con- 
nection with  China,  no  views  were  entertained 
but  those  of  the  general  interests  of  huraanit}', 
the  natural  benefit  of  both  nations,  and  the  pro- 
tection of  commerce  under  the  Chinese  govern- 
ment." 

With  equal  candour,  it  is  said  in  his  Majesty's 
letter  to  the  emperor  of  China,  that,  "  the  dispo- 
sition of  a  great  and  benevolent  sovereign,  like 
his  imperial  Majesty,  whom  Providence  had 
graciously  seated  upon  the  throne  fo'T  the  good 
of  mankind,  was  to  protect  the  peace  and  secu- 
rity of  his  doniiinions,  and  disseminate  happiness, 
virtue,  and  knowledge  among  his  subjects;  ex- 
tending the  same  benetitence,  with  all  the  peace- 
ful arts,  as  far  as  he  was  able,  to  the  wliulu  hu- 
man race."  That,  "  his  Britannic  Majostyj  ever 
impressed  with  such  sentiments,  when  ho  i'oi'.nd 
his  people  engaged  in  war,  had  granted  <;:  lii-i 
enemies,  after  obtaining  many  \i(torirs  over 
them,  the  blessings  of  peace,  upon  tlie  niost 
equitable  conditions."  That,  "since  that  ppiiod, 
not  satisfied  with  promoting  the  prosperity  of  his 
own  subjects,  he  had  also  taken  various  oppor- 
tunities of  fitting  out  ships,  and  sending  ingeni- 
ous men  in  them,  for  the  discovery  of  distant  and 
unknown  regions,  not  with  a  vie'"  of  enlarging 
his  dominions,  nor  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
wealth,  but  for  the  sake  of  increasing  the  know- 
ledge of  the  habitable  globe;  and  for  commu- 
nicating the  arts  and  comforts  of  life,  to  those 
parts,vvheretheyhad hitherto'  'en but littleknown: 
that  he  felt,  above  all,  an  ardent  desire  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  those  institutions  of  his 
Chinese  Majesty's  populous  and  extensive  empire, 
which  had  excited  the  admiration  of  all  sur- 
rounding nations."  That  "  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jesty, being  then  at  peace  with  all  the  world, 
thought  no  time  could  be  so  propitious  for  ex- 
tending the  bound*  of  friendship  and  benevo- 
lence. 
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lence,  and  for  proposing  reciprocal  benefits 
which  must  naturally  arise  from  an  auiicable  in- 
tercourse between  siich  great  and  eivilized  nations 
as  China  and  Great  Britain. 

The  object  of  this  embassy  was,  indeed,  so 
little  limited  to  mercantile  concerns  at  Canton> 
that  Lord  Macartney  had  discretionary  power  to 
visit  every  other  country  in  the  Chinese  Archipe- 
lago, from  whence  important  information  could 
be  derived ;  he  was  therefore  furnished  with  em- 
bassadorial  powers  addressed  to  the  Emperor  of 
Japan,  and  the  King  of  Cochin-china,  with  a 
general  commission  to  all  princes  and  states, 
where  he  might  occasionally  touch  in  the  Chinese 
seas. 

Every  thing,  at  length,  being  ready,  and  the 


ships  at  Portsmouth,  all  those  persons  who  were  I 
the  suite  of  the  Embassador,  to  the  amount  o2 
about  one  hundred  persons,  including  nuisiciansi 
artificers,  &c.  joined  his  excellency  there  in  Sen- 
tember  1793,  in  order  for  embarkation,  'fliis 
collection  of  individuals  had  Just  quitted  theiri 
former  stations,  and  closest  connections,  to  cnl 
gage  in  a  hazardous,  but  interesting  entcrprizc 
impelled  by  the  strong  incentive  of  curiosity,  ani 
eager  to  indulge  the  spirit  of  enquiry,  they  conJ 
templated  China  at  a  distance.  They  Millinv|d 
withdrew  from  the  consideration  of  Europe  and 
its  events ;  feeling  no  regret  but  where  the  affecJ 
tions  of  nature  intervened,  when  it  was  anJ 
nounced  that  the  wind  and  weather  were  favourj 
able  for  departure. 


SECTION    II.  - 

-Observations  on  that  Island — Passage  to  Teneriffe,  and  to  St.  Jaj^o— 
Remarks  on  those  Islands. 


Passage  to  JMadeira- 


THE  Lion  and  Hindostan,  freighted  with  the 
Embassador  and  his  suite,  set  sail  from 
Portsmouth  on  the  26th  of  September,  1792; 
as  did  the  Jackall  brig,  intended  to  serve  as  a 
tender  to  the  Lion.  The  course  of  the  voyage 
to  China,  immediately  from  Portsmouth,  lead- 
ing through  the  British  Channel  to  the  west- 
ward, required  a  wind  which  blows  less  fre- 
quently than  others,  and  for  a  shorter  continu- 
ance. Sir  Erasmus  Gower  availed  himself  of 
such  a  wind,  as  soon  as  it  took  place,  and  the 
Embassador,  anxious  to  have  the  whole  benefit 
of  it,  to  clear  the  channel,  opposed  his  own  incli- 
nation, though  an  invitation  had  been  sent  to  him 
to  stop  at  Weymouth,  where  their  majesties  then 
were.  The  weather,  however,  did  not  long  con- 
tinue moderate.     The  ships,  in  the  darkness  of 

*  In  the  vessels  now  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  Em. 
bassy,  every  comfort  was  provided.  In  the  Lion,  <hoiigh 
burthencd  with  the  baggage  und  usual  incumbrances  of  tra. 
Tellers,  warlike-stores,  and  those  required  for  navigation. 
Sustenance  for  four  hundred  tnen  including  passengers  and 
crew,  for  a  considerable  time  to  come,  yet  room  was  re- 
served for  procuring  many  advantage'  of  a  residence  upon 
land.  Apartments  were  allotted  and  distributed  among  the 
principal  passengers  and  oflicers,  where  they  might  partake 
of  society,  or  withdraw  to  privacy,  at  their  option ;  and 
the  deck  formed  an  open  area,  sufficiently  capacious  to  aU 
low  the  full  cnjoympnt  of  air  aad  exercise.  ^ 


the  night,  soon  lost  company  of  the  tender,  ani 
they  were  themselves  compelled  to  take  shelter  ij 
Torbay.  In  the  delay  of  two  days  here,  whicH 
an  adverse  wind  made  necessary,  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  future  voyage  were  made,  to  thj 
general  satisfaction  *. 

It  must  be  admitted,  indeed,  that  landsmen] 
reflecting  on  their  situation  when  at  sea,  arecov 
scious  of  their  inferiority  to  seamen  on  this  ncJ 
element.  They  arc  unacquainted  with  the  strucl 
ture  of  the  complicated  machine  which  hold! 
them,  on  the  solidity  and  success  of  which  del 
pend  the  preservation  of  their  lives.  Such 
ilections  as  these,  however,  are  slight  und  Irail 
sitory,  and  hardly  damp  that  happiness  of  wbicl 
a  passenger's  life  at  sea  is  certainly  suscepli 
blcf. 


f  Though  the  weather  was  extremely  rough,  Tcryfii 
were  atlucted  with  sickness  among  the  passengers  in  I 
Lion  aud  Uindostac.     A  distinction  appeared,  onthiso 
casions,  in  the  temperaments  of  men,  which  their  a|i|N 
ancc  did  not  in  the  least  denote.     The  two  gentlemen  lil 
suffered  most  from  sickness,  were  of  an  adiili-.'i|;i<,  of| 
frame  sufficiently  robust,  had  generally  been  healthy,! 
had  already  been  at  sea;  while  the  honourable  Mr.  Wtd 
who  was  going  in  the  Lion,  to  try  the  climate  of  Maikii 
for  a  consum|)tion,  was  not  uffoctcd  with  the  most  viula 
agitatioo  of  the  ship. 
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On  tlie  ht  of  October  the  ships  set  sail  from 
I  Torbay,  and  ttretching  over  from  the  hilly  coast 
of  Devonshire,    soon  beheld  Britiiny,  «nd  the 
Uat  isle  of  Ushant;  after  >^'hich  they  saw  no 
id  for  nine  successive  days.     However  usual 
Ijuch  A  situation  is  to  every  navigator,  it  is  an 
hwful  spectacle  for  him  for  the  first  time;  and 
hhe  mind  contemplates  with  admiration  the  ing-c- 
Buity  of  man,  in  applying  the  quality  of  a  par- 
ticular fossil  to  the  purpose  of  directing  his  way 
(broug'h  the  trackless  ocean. 

Tlie  English  having  at  that  time  no  enemy  to 
I ipprehend  or  to  attack,  the  progress  of  the  voy- 
ige  was  not  impeded  by  eflbrts  to  approach  to, 
or  to  avoid  them;  and  Sir  Erasmus  Gower,  con- 
tinued to  steer,  with  favourable  gales,  in  a  di- 
rection parallel  to  Spain,  Portugal,  the  Straits 
of  Gibraltar,  and  the  northern  parts  of  Africa. 
(jir  Erasmus  observed,  that  all  ships  bound  from 
Europe  to  Madeira,  will  perceive  their  way  by 
a  current  or  set,  from  the  western  ocean  into  the 
bay,  formed  between  Ushant  and  Cape  Finis- 
lierre,  and  into  the  Mediterranean.     And  from  his 
observations,  in  five  visits  to  Madeira,  he  sup- 
] puses  such  current  should  be  estimated  to  set 
lioiith-cast,  about  eleven  miles  in  fifty  leagues. 

The  ships  steering  their  course  by  this  esti- 
Iniatc,  assisted  by  several  time-keepers  and  lunar 
lohservations,  foimd  tl'eniselves  on  the  10th  of 
lOctobcr  in  flight  of  Porto  Santo  and  Madeira. 
ISooii  afterward  three  very  small  islands,  called 
ithc  Desertas,  were  observed,  of  which  the  two 
Imit  distant  were  little  more  than  pointed  rugged 

*  Sir  Erasmus  advises,  "  all  ships  bound  for  the  island  of 
llladeira,  to  ctuUavour  to  make  or  steor  for  Porto  Santo, 
land  then  proceed  for  the  Urazen-head,  or  eastern  point  of 
■the  road  of  Funchal,  by  goln);  bctn-een  it  and  the  Desertas ; 
li)f  the  northernmost  of  which  is  a  high  rock,  frequently 
Iniistakun  for  a  sail.  The  passage  is  about  nine  uiiics  wide, 
lljut  with  not  soundings,  except  in  very  deep  water,  close  to 
iMadi'ira.  The  regulations  of  the  port  require  all  ships, 
Iticfarc,  or  on  entering,  to  send  to  the  governor  of  th^ 
■island  an  account  of  what  they  are,  and  their  reasons  for 
plopping  there.  Men  of  war  are  not  permitted  to  send 
phuir  boats  to  Tessels  coming  into  the  road,  till  they  are  Ti.

Bormatioii  whether  any  infectious  disorder  should  bo  on 
poard.  The  same  caution  is  to  be  obserred  respecting  res- 
telt  that  are  departing,  which  must  not  be  boarded  after 
khc  visiting  officer  has  searched  for  natives  learing  the  island 
pDdestinely,  or  for  having  prohibited  goods.  English  men 
vf  war  salute  with  thirteen  guns,  and  are  complimented 
nith  an  equal  number  in  return. 
■i  On  the  first  view,  the  island  of  Madeira  appeared 
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rocks.  The  third,  named  thft  Table  Dij.ierta, 
was  elevated,  but  fiat  and  in  some  dv^f^rro  culti- 
vated :  near  it  a  rock  rises  perpend icuiarly  out  of 
the  sea  *. 

The  British  government  allows  the  contractors 
five  shillings  a  ton  for  water,  and  sixpence  a 
pound  for  beef  for  the  use  of  the  ships  of  war. 
The  contract  wine  is  too  weak  in  quality  to  ad- 
rait  of  keeping:  the  price  is  sixteen  pounds  for  a 
ton,  containing  one  hundred  and  twenty  gallons. 
A  fleet  of  twenty  sail  of  men  of  war,  may  ha 
completely  supplied  with  refreshments  here  in 
the  course  of  nine  or  ten  days.  Ships  which  are 
obliged  to  winter  in  Funchal  road,  should  not  be 
inattentive  to  the  dark  gloomy  appearance  of  the 
>veather  to  the  southward,  with  a  swell  setting 
in,  it  being  extremely  dangerous  to  remain  at 
anchor  with  those  prognostics  f . 

Every  honour  and  attention  was  paid,  by  or- 
der of  the  Portuguese  governor,  to  the  Am- 
bassador, as  well  on  board  the  Lion,  as  after  he 
was  landed.  His  excellency  declined  a  military 
guard;  but  yielding  to  the  solicitation  of  the  go- 
vernor, he  partook  of  an  entertainment  which 
was  truly  sumptuous,  and  to  which  were  also 
invited  the  gentlemen  in  the  suite  of  the  Ambas- 
sador, the  otKcers  of  the  Lion  and  Ilindostan, 
the  merchants  of  the  British  factory,  and  several 
of  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  island ; 
amounting  in  the  whole  to  about  two  hundred 
persons ;  but  not  one  lady  was  present  upon  the 
occasion,  except,  in  the  beginning,  the  governor's 
daughter,  u  child  of  about  ten  years  of  age. 


rocky,  barren,  and  uncultivated  ;  but  on  a  nearer  approach^ 
its  beauties  expanded  to  the  rye,  and  all  was  inviting  and 
picturesque.  The  town  is  situated  in  a  verdant  valley,  in 
which  churches,  and  other  white  structures  aro  intersppiscd, 
forming  an  agreeable  contrast  with  the  ever-green  tree* 
and  plantations.  Spring  and  summer  are  said  to  be  the  only 
seasons  here,  as  heat  and  cold  are  seldom  known  to  be  so 
extreme  as  to  bo  unpleasant.  Havinij;  left  England  in  the  be. 
ginning  of  October,  when  vegetation,  in  many  instance!;, 
began  to  fade,  and  annonnccd  the  sjtecdy  droop  of  nature, 
its  wild  luxuriance  in  Madeira  was  the  more  striking,  so 
soon  afterwards,  in  that  island :  the  whole  creation  seemed 
alive;  myriads  of  insects  were  seen  biizrjng  in  the  air ;  and 
swarms  of  lizards  frisked  along  the  ground  in  every  direc 
tioi:.  Hardly  a  plant  was  visible  without  fruit  or  tlowers ; 
every  tree- was  in  leaf;  many  of  the  hnmble  herbs  of  Eu- 
rope, approaching  hero  to  the  size  of  shrubs.  Nothing 
appeared  languid  or  declining  except  man  might  be  sa 
considered.  The  common  people  had  dark  complexions, 
forbidding  features,  and  were  uilder  the  middle  size  of  Kuw 
ropeans.

fnndc  her  appearance,  dressed  in  all  the  i'urnialiiy 
of  a  matrun,  and  pcrfurined  the  honours  of  the 
table  without  embarrassment.  At  the  desert,  in- 
deed, for  which  purpose  fresh  and  cool  apart- 
ments were  appropriated,  the  governor's  wife 
presided,  she  havin^i^  been  too  much  indisposed 
to  endure  the  whole  ceremonious  task.  She  was 
addressed  by  the  name  of  Donna  Louisa,  and 
her  daup;htcr  by  that  of  Donna  Maria. 

In  the  hall  of  the  government  housn,  the  po- 
pular but  doubtful  story  of  the  first  discovery  of 
Madeira  was  painted,  by  an  Englishman,  named 
Robert  Macham,  who  lived  near  the  conclusion 
of  the  reign  of  the  third  Edward.  The  parti- 
culars of  this  strange  story,  have,  indeed,  tbe  tes- 
timony of  Alcafarado^  but  de  Karros,  the  Livy 
of  the  Portuguese,  ascribes  the  Discovery  of 
Madeira  entirely  to  Gonzales  Zarco,  and  Fristian 
Vas.  The  popular  story,  therefore,  seems  not 
entitled  to  a  repetition. 

Another  native  of  Great  Britain,  Mr.  William 
.Tohnstone,  lately  a  merchant  of  Madeira,  says 
the  mean  length  of  this  island  is  about  thirty- 
seven  miles,  and  the  mean  breadth  eleven  miles, 
containing  an  area  of  407  square  miles,  or 
'260,48Q  acres.  It -is  divided  into  thirty-seven 
parishes^  and  contains  about  eighty  thousand 
inhabitants.  A  considerable  part  of  Madeira, 
however,  seems  incapable  of  cultivation ;  the 
sides  of  many  of  the  hills  being  steep  and  rug- 
ged, and  nearly  destitute  of  soil*. 

Tbe  chief  produce  of  this  island  is  the  grape, 
from  which  are  annually  made  about  twenty-five 
thousand  pipes  of  wine;  half  of  which  is  ex- 
ported to  England,  North  America,  and  the 
East  and  West  Indies :  the  remainder  is  con- 
sumed by  the  natives,  either  in  its  original  state, 
or  in  spirit  distilled  from  it.  The  grape  of  this 
island  is  generally  white,  and  produces  a  white 
juice,  but  there  are  others  that  yield  a  deeper  co- 
loured juice,  forming  a  red  wine  of  tbe  name  of 
Tinto,    of   which  a  small    proportion  gives  a 

*  Indolence  is  Tcry  prevalent  in  this  island,  particularly 
among  the  men,  -who  arc  often  basking  in  the  sun,  or 
stretching  at  their  length  upon  their  floors;  while  their 
wives  and  daughters  arc  dispatched  to  a  considerable,  dis- 
tancc  upon  the  inount.iins,  tu  cut  down  broom,  which  they 
load  themselves  with  to  sell  at  Funchal  for  fuel.  Though 
the  roads  arc  wonderfully  rough  hero,  tifese  women  travel 
constantly  barefooted  :  the  poverty  of  their  food,  consist, 
ing  principally  of  pumpkins  and  salt-fish,  added  to  their  ex. 


darker  tinge  to  the  whiter  juice.     There  is  ah 
red  skinned  grape,   called  Bastarda,  of  y,\I^A 
the  juice  is  white:  and,  in  some  few  soils,  an  j 
thcr  grape  is  raised,  from  which  the  celebrated 
Malmsey  wine  is  produced.     The  average  prir 
of  every  kind  of  wine  is  about  fourteen  pound 'l 
which  reduces  the  whole  export  value  under  twc 
hundred  thousand  pounds ;  part  of  which  is  an4 
plied  in  the  payment  of  manufactures  from  Grelti 
Britain,  flour  and  salt-fish  from  America,  and  corn! 
from  the  Western   Isles,  belpnging,  as  well 
Madeira,  to  the  crown  of  Portugal. 

The  tyranny  of  the  Inquisition  is  not  iiplie]  J 
here  as  formerly ;  feven  the  women  are  said  to  bel 
less  religious  :  none  of  them  have  taken  the  veill 
in  Madeira  for  the  last  twenty  years,  thougli  tliel 
influence  of  the  Portuguese  clergy  was  fornierl  J 
so  unbounded,  that  they  governed  every  |trivai"e| 
family.  The  British  factory  has  ever  been  pro.' 
tected  from  the  attacks  of  the  Inquisition;  unji 
is  on  the  best  terms  with  the  governor  and  ciiieti 
judge,  to  each  of  whom  a  small  salary  is  allow- 
ed by  way  of  compliment. 

The  commercial  houses  in  Madeka  arc  npfgi 
for  the  reception  of  all  passengers,  stopping  fori 
refreshment  there,  in  their  progress  to  Asia  (it| 
America,  if  furnished  with  the  slightest  recom- 
mendation from  any  friend  in  Europe ;  and  oal 
the  arrival  of  fleets,  with  many  passengers,  al 
continued  round  of  entertainments  atid  festivilyl 
ensues  f.  I 

Noxious  animals^  of  any  kind,  are  not  knownl 
to  exist  in  Madeira;  no  serpents,  whether  vej 
nomous  or  innocent ;  no  hares  or  foxes.  Suited 
cod,  impcited  from  America,  is  the  commonl 
food  anYong  the  poor,  which  it  is  supposed  con-l 
tributes  much  io  the  scorbutic  eruptions  on  thtl 
skin,  so  common  uu.'ong  the  lower  classes  ofl 
the  people  here;  who  are  also  much  afHicted  withl 
rheumatic  complaints.  The  middle  and  higherl 
classes  experience  paralitic  afleclions,  supposed! 
to  have  been  produced  by  indolence,  rcpletioDj 

tremc  labour,  together  with  tho  warmth  of  the  cliinaic,! 
give  them  all  the  appearance  of  age  at  a  very  early  pcmdl 
of  life.  I 

+  Among  the  mostestcemed  food  at  Madeira  the  hogiuiiitl 
certainly  be  noticed  :  these  animals  are  permitted  tu  ranjel 
wild  amidst  the  mountains,  when  young,  having  been  |)re> I 
viously  niarliid  by  ttft'ir  rcs|)ective  owners ;  they  feed  iid| 
nutricious  routs,  and  arc  captured  by  dogs. 
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itid  the  neglect  of  exercise.  IntermitteDt  fevers 
ire  not  known  in  the  island^  where  there  are  no 
marshes  to  produce  them. 

Soiuctiracs  the  gusts  of  wind  come  down  the 
mountains  on  the  town  of  Funchal,  with  such 
Molcnce  as  to  unroof  the  houses;  to  prevent 
ffliich  they  have  a  method  of  placing  heavy 
ttonc!)  upon  the  tiles,  without  reflecting  on  the 
1  danger  of  their  rolling  upon  the  people  in  the 
itreets.  Such  perils,  however,  never  intimidate 
jatlants  from  giving,  according  to  the  custom  of 
the  mother  country,  nightly  serenades  under  the 
llalliccd  windows  of  a  fair  inhabitant*. 

To  Dr.  Gillan  it  appeared  that  <h(;rc  had  been 
lievcral  craters  in  the  island,  and  that  eruptions 
bad  taken  place  from  them  at  very  distant  inter- 
vals: this  was    particularly  manifest  near  the 
Brazen-head.     As  far,  indeed,  as  external  ap- 
Ipearancc  can  warrant  a  reasonable  conjecture, 
Itliebody  of  the  island  of  Madeira  may  be  con- 
hidcred  as  the  summit  of  a  primary  mountain, 
Iffom  whence,  at  many  subsequent  periods,  vol- 
ume matter  was  exploded.     The  smaller  islands 
jof  Porto  Santo  and  the  Desertas  were  originally 
lioined  to  it,  but  have  in  a  variety  of  convulsions 
jbecn  separated   from  it,    and  the  intermediate 
lipaces  have  been  covered  with  the  sea. 

The  rocky  shore  of  this  island,  and  the  violent 
liurge  continually  beating  on  it,  form  a  natural 
jdefciicc  against  invasion.     What  art  had  added 
|lothe  capital,  which  extends  three  quarters  of  a 
uile  along  the  beach,  and  nearly  half  a  mile  in 
Ijepth,  consists  of  four  small  forts;  one  situated 
^t  the  eastern  extremity  of  the  beach  of  Funchal. 
This  fort  is  so  low  as  to  be  exposed  to  the  fire  of 
Ihipping.     It  is  called  Saint  Jago :  that  of  St. 
orciizo,  near  the  western  extremity  of  the  town, 
!  an  irregular  work,  having  three  small  bastions, 
|nd  a  battery  towards  the  sea,  and  ti;vnking  the 
each.     This  is  occupied  as  the  residence  of  the 
tovernor.     A  third,  called  Peak-Castle,  is  situ- 
led  on  a  hill,  at  the  north-west  angle  of  the 
pwD,  distant  about  a  mile  from  the  shore.     It 
difficult  of  access  from  the  southward ;  but, 
[hen  the  hill  above  it  is  once  gained,  no  formi- 
plc  resistance  could  be  expected  from  it.     The 
kurth    fort,    which    stands    upon    Loo    rock, 

I*  The  town  has  the  ailvar.tage  of  streams  runnins; 
Irough  the  streets,  but  it  is  not  kept  very  clean  ;  it  is  said 
1  contiiin  about  fifteen  thousand  people.  An  Almeyda, 
jmall,  has  lately  been  fini^bed  hi;re.  Population  and  cul- 
ptiua  are  upon  the  increase,  b.it  the  scasont  arc  uucur- 


though  higher  than  the  largest  ships,  is  not  suf- 
ficiently 80. 

The  Peak-castle  seems,  however,  to  afibrd  the 
principal  defence ;  being  well  built,  and  in  to- 
lerable repair ;  but  it  has  no  ditch.  About 
twelve  guns  arc  mounted  on  it,  of  old  English 
make,  of  ditlcrent  callibres  and  constructions. 
Peak-castle  has  a  small  armoury,  containing  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  stand  of  arms,  and  three 
brass  field  pieces. 

The  forces  on  the  island  are  one  hundred  and 
fifty  artillery,  and  as  many  infantry ;  with  two 
thousand  militia.  The  regular  troops  are  partly 
composed  of  the  natives  of  Angola,  a  Portu- 
guese settlement  on  the  coast  of  Africa  ;  pressed 
into  the  service  from  the  most  idle  and  disorderly 
inhabitants  of  the  place. 

Fresh  meat,  vegetables,  a  stock  of  good 
water,  and  wood  for  fuel,  were  procured  witliia 
a  sintrle  week  fur  the  Lion  and  Hindnstan.  The 
Jackall  tender,  which  lost  their  company  in  the 
channel,  had  not  yet  joined  theiii,  but  the  Em- 
bassador wished  to  pursue  his  route  without  de^ 
lay.  His  excellency  and  suite,  intent  upon  the 
object  of  arriving  soon  in  China,  quitted,  with 
less  regret,  their  amusements  in  Madeira.  And. 
instructions  being  left  for  the  Jackall,  to  proceed 
with  all  convenient  expedition  to  Port  Praya,  in 
the  island  of  Saint  Jago,  they  embarked  from 
Funchal,'  on  the  18th  of  October,   ITD^. 

Not  far  from  the  coast  of  Africa  there  are  se- 
veral clusters  of  islands  and  rocks,  besides  those 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  situated  in 
difl«rent  degrees  of  latitude,  and  near  enough  to 
the  continent  to  be  supposed  to  have  been,  at  a 
very  remote  period,  joined  to  it.  The  first  clus- 
ter, which  occurs  in  a  southerly  course  from 
Madeira  arc  little  more  than  rocks,  called  the 
Salvages,  which  are  to  be  carefully  avoided. 
Within  one  day's  farther  sail,,  lie  another  cluster, 
which  the  ancients  named  the  Fortunate  Isles, 
from  the  abundant  fertility  of  the  soil,  as  weU 
as  the  salubrity  of  the  climate  Without  having 
lost  the  good  qualities,  significantly  at  first  given 
them,  they  are  now  denominated  the  Canary 
Islands,  belonging  to  the  crown  of  Spain. 

Next  to  them  in  succession,  though  far  distant,. 


tain  ;  the  crop  sometimes  fails,  and  phingcs  the  famifr  info 
debt ;  but  the  lenient  laws  of  this  country,  though  they 
seize  the  property  of  the  debtors,  do  tivt  deprive  tbem  of 
their  libertj^. 
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arc  the  C  upe  Vcrde  Islands,  so  named  from  their 
yiciiiity  to  a  continental  cape  with  that  appella- 
tion :  the  whole  of  which  are  subject  to  the 
king  of  Portugal.  One  of  these  islands  is  named 
St.  JugOi  where  the  Jackall  tender  had  been  or- 
dered td  follow  Sir  Erasmus  Gower;  and,  to 
allow  tier  time  to  overtake  him  there,  as  well  as 
to  procure  better  wine  for  the  seamen  of  the  Lion, 
than  Sir  Erasmus  could  get  in  Madeira  at  the 
contract  price,  be  resolved  to  touch,  in  his  way 
to  Saint  Jago,  at  Santa  Cruz,  in  the  island  of 
Teneriffc,  one  of  the  Canaries.  In  proceeding 
to  Teneriffc,  Sir  Erasmus  Gower  observed  a  con- 
6tant  current  setting  to  the  southward,  at  about 
(he  rate  of  one  third  of  a  mile  an  hour,  being 
equal  to  twenty-five  miles  in  the  distance  be- 
tween that  island  and  Madeira. 

On  the  20th  of  October,  the  Island  of  Tene- 
riffe  was  seen  through  the  haze,  by  the  people  of 
(he  Lion.  The  ships  did  not  approach  the  land 
till  the  afternoon  of  the  follirwing  day.  The 
north-east  of  Teneriffc,  called  Punto  de  Nago, 
appeared,  at  about  four  leagues  distance,  to  be 
a  bteep  bluff  point,  not  unlike  the  Brazen-head 
going  intii  Funchal,  though  it  is  higher.  The 
land,  north  or  north-west,  was  roc';y  and 

irregulh  .<d  three  rocky  islands  appeared  de- 
tached from  the  main  land.  The  island,  called 
the  Grand  Canary,  was  seen  lying  to  the  south  ; 
and,  to  the  south-east,  the  road  and  town  of 
Santa  Cruz.  The  Lion  anchored  in  twenty  fa- 
thoms, the  south-east  point  of  the  island  open, 
with  the  castle  point  bearing  south-west  by  west, 
distant  off  shore  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 
The  anchoring  ground  being  very  bad,  in  ge- 
neral, it  is  advisable,  for  ships  that  call  at  this 
place  in  the  winter  months,  merely  to  procure 
refreshments,  not  to  come  to  an  anchor,  but  to 

*Two  or  three  days  being  required  for  shipping  a  necestary 
anpply  of  v^iiie  for  the  Lion,  several  of  the  passengers  from 
that  ship,  as  well  as  from  the  Hindostan,  visited  as  much 
of  the  island  as  they  could.  The  town  of  Santa  Cruz, 
which  is  pleasantly  situated,  appeared  not  to  be  so  crowded 
with  inhabitants  as  that  of  Funchal,  but  it  was  cleaoer, 
better  laid  out,  and  more  compact.  The  well-built. pier, 
stretching  into  the  sea,  the  almeida  along  the  quay,  shaded 
with  rows  of  trees,  and  the  fountain  adorned  with  marble 
statues  in  the  square,  denote  a  govcrnmeBt  attentiTe  to  the 
improvement  of  the  place.  The  walks  and  rides  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Santa  Cruz,  were  more  level  and  agree, 
able,  than  those  in  the  vieinity  of/ Funchal ;  and,  from  the 
lightneit  and  pwrity  of  the  air  they  breathed,  they  felt  they 
were  in  tjortmate  Island.    A  person,  with  wb&m.iomo  ot 


stand  off  and  on,  sending  a  boat  on  shore  to  nnJ 
•ue  the  necessary  forms  with  the  governor,  ti'jj 
order  supplies  on  board.     Even  in  the  luamed 
months,  it  is  necessary  to  buoy  the  cables. 

This  place  is  defended  by  batteries,  and  a  Ijnd 
of  musquetry  towards  the  sea,  and  the  surge  y 
generally  so  high  as  to  render  it  almost  inaccesniJ 
ble  to  the  boats  There  is  a  good  oinle  or  njerj 
whese  boats  may  conveniently  land  in  all  seasions' 
the  pier  is  also  defended  by  a  square  fort,  whjcli 
appears  in  good  condition ;  and  there  are  forti, 
and  small  batteries  to  the  northward  and  south) 
ward  of  the  mole. 

Agreeably  to  the  regulations  of  the  port,  nil 
communication  is  allowed  between  the  ships  anj 
shore,  from  the  setting  to  the  rising  of  the  sun 
Beef,  mutton,  pork,  goats,  poultry,  frnit,  arK 
vegetables  are  good  and  reasonable.  This  iijao 
affords  many  advantages ;  the  wine  is  of ) 
stron^vcr  quality,  and  may  be  had  at  a  cheapei 
rate  than  at  Madeira*. 

The  markets  here  are  stocked  with  a  profmioij 
of  red  grapes,  though   but  few  of  white  on 
were  seen;  yet  the  wine,  exported  from  Tone 
riffe,  is  generally  of  that  colour.     The  season  i 
vintage  excites  cheerfulness  and  activity,  and  ihi 
people  of  the  streets  partook   of  the  gvnen 
gaiety.     This  city  is  situated  on  an  cminencp,  in 
an  extensive  and  fertile  plain.      From  higho 
grounds  water  is  conveyed  in  fountains  to  ~ 
guna,    in  an    aqueduct    composed  of  Avooda 
troughs,  and  supported  by  poles  properly  tixei 
The  town  of  Ticoroiite,  with  several  udjaceoi 
little  villages,  formed  a  scene  perfectly  pictiK 
resque.      Tfao  bosoms  of  the  mountains  wa 
well  cultivated,  and  their  sides  decorated  widi 
spontaneous  plants  of  warm  regioru. 

A  heavy  shower  of  rain  overtook  these  travel] 

these  gentlemen  entered  into  conversation,  mentioned,  uJ 
received  opinion,  that  the  island  contained  several  richmiiq

From  Oratava,  the  ascent  of  the  mountcin  to- 
jfirds  the  Peak,  is  generally  attempted.     Tl.<e 
W  of  the  year,  late  in  Octobci-,   was,  indeed, 
Eiafavourable  to  such  an  undertaking;  but  the 
■cent  was  not  declared  to  be  impossible.     The 
[pportunity  to  the  same  persons,  would  not  pro- 
able  recur,  and  they  came  to  a  determination  to 
by  their  chance.     The  morning  of  October  the 
%  was  serene,  and  seemed  to  promise  a  good 
^iv.    The  huge  cone  o£  the  Peak,    towering 
hove  the  fleecy  clouds,  seemed  to  overhang  the 
hly  of  Oratava,  though  several  miles  distant. 
Jhe  party  set  out  about  noon,  and  proceeded 
lirnugli  a  pleasant  vale,  covered  with  vineyards : 
jbeysooH  began  the  ascent  along  the  sloping  side 
\h  deep  valley,  on  which  a  number  of  large 
ietnut-trces  were  observed ; .  a  few  solitary  huts 
kere  scattered  on  tlie  edge  of  the  mountain, 
Pmost  concealed  in  the  thick  shrubbery  which 
urrouuded  thcrif. 

Having  passed  the  valley  of  chesnut-trees, 
liey  arrived  at  the  summit  of  the  Green,  or  first 
pot&ia,  on  which  they  found  a  level  extensive 

MThruughout  thi«  second  mountain  were  observed  exca. 
■lions  rrsorobling  small  craters  of  extinct  volcanoes.  Kvun. 
Ig  Ix'iiiK  now  Ketttog  in,  it  became  more  dilBcuU  to  trace  out 
lo  uiiuiil  path :  the  cold  began  to  be  unpleasant,  the  tlicr- 
lometcr  having  fullt'n  twenty.cix  degrees.  The  guides  and 
lultiteers  proposed  to  halt;  pronouncing  it  danf^orous  to 
lirance  farther,  at  least  for  that  nti;ht.  Promises  and  mo. 
ices  were  employed  to  induce  them  to  proceed;  they  did 
)  fur  another  hour,  to  very  little  purpose ;  it  then  began 
frain,  the  cold  was  more  intense,  and  the  wind  more  vio. 
Int.  The  travellers  wore  still  at  some  distance  from  what 
kd  bocn  named  the  llestinj;  Place  of  the  English.  Thither 
ley  were  extremely  anxious  to  arrive,  that  they  might 
acb  thi>  summit  of  the  cone  the  next  aft((rnoon,  if  prneti. 
Jble,  The  guides,  howover,  perceiving  a  tempest  then 
pproathing,  in  which  they  declared  every  nnsheltercd  pas. 
(iijor  uust  absolutely  perish,  insisted  upon  stc(])ping  on 
sjiot,  where  they  could  secure  themselves  under  the 
loir  of  a  projecting  rock.    Quo  of  the  partyfendoavoured 
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plain,  covered  with  lofty  heath,  intersporiicd 
with  myrtle,  laurel,  and  whortleberry  shrub,  all 
in  great  luxuriancu,  but  no  cultivation  appeared 
to  have  been  attempted  by  man:  nor  was  nny  hu- 
man habitation  to  he  seen.  At  the  termination  of 
this  plain  a  second  mountain  commenced,  the 
sides  ol"  which  were  steep,  barren,  and  criig|j;y. 
1  he  road  lay  along  a  dangerous  asoent  on  flit; 
brink  of  precipices:  little  verdure  appeared, 
and  a  few  pine  -trees  were  thinly  scattered  on  its 
sides.  Wild  goats  were  the  only  quadrupeds 
which  seemed  to  have  residence  on  these  moun- 
tains. The  party  continued  to  ascend,  by  rug- 
ged narrow  paths,  depending  on  the  sure- footed 
mules  for  safety,  till  they  arrived  at  the  watering- 
place  in  the  hollow  of  a  huge  rock,  under  the 
shade  of  a  solitary  pine. 

Thibaut,  a  native  of  Turin,  and  an  ingeni- 
ous mathematical  instrument-maker,  attended  the 
party,  and  found  by  the  barometer  that  they  had 
ascended,  late  in  the  afternoon,  near  six  thousand 
feet  above  the  town  they  quitted  in  the  morning. 
But  now  the  mountain  began  to  be  over-cast  with 
clouds,'  from  the  hollows  which  intervened  be- 
tween the  basis  of  the  great  cone  and  the  second 
mountain,  impetuous  gusts  of  wind  forcing  and 
combating  with  each  other,  and  seeming  to  pro- 
hibit any  approach  towards  them*. 

The  party  rose  on  the  approach  of  day,  little 
refreshed  by  repose,  thoir  clothes  dripping  with 
the  rain  which  had  fallen  upon  them.  The  sum- 
mit of  the  mountain  appeared  only  at  a  little 
distance,  but  the  weather  was  tremendous ;  the 
wind  being  extremely  boisterous,  accompanied 
with  deluging  drops  of  rain.     The  point  of  the 

to  proceed  up  the  bill  on  his  mule,  but  finding  it  impossible 
to  resist  the  impetuosity  of  the  storm,  thought  it  nucessary 
to  return  to  his  companions.  They  had  been  supplied  with  a 
quantity  of  refreshments  fromOrotava,  but  they  could  only 
strew  the  ground  with  leafy  branches  of  the  Spanish  broom, 
by  way  of  beds  to  sleep  on.  They  were  a  little  sheltered 
from  the  wind^  but  not  from  the  rain,  which  was  frequent, 
but  not  violent:  the  air  was  keen,  the  thermometer  at  forty 
fivo  degrees;  but  the  branches  of  the  cystius,  which  grew 
on  this  dreary  mountain,  proved  to  bo  excellent  fuel,  and 
readily  produced  a  cheering  blaze.  An  awful  scone  presented 
itself  around  them,  .as  they  lay  under  the  grand  canopy  of 
heaven :  the  moon,  then  in  its  second  quarter,  shone  with 
brilliancy,  and  the  zenith  happened  to  be  clear,  towards 
which  the  peak  upreared  its  high  and  tapering  point;  whilst 
the  base  was  lost  in  opaque  rolling  clouds,  which  whirled 
impetuously  from  thence  into  the  vallics  far  below,  reach, 
ing  at  lust  tho  ocean,  over  which  some  remained  suspended, 
whilst  others  seemed  iocorporuted  with  the  waters. 
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tipper  cone  was  ricar,  but  the  conicul  fruotura 
vliirh  supported  it,  was  enveloped  in  thick 
clouds,  ruiliDg  in  rapid  succes^iion  along  its 
glides. 

Some  of  the  porty,  concurring  in  opinion  with 
their  guides,  proposed  to  abandon  Ihe  idea  of 
proceeding  farther;  but  Dr.  Gillan,  Dr.  Scot, 
Mr.  Harrow,  and  Mr.  Hamilton,  of  the  Ilin- 
dostan,  were  strenuous  for  persevering  in  their 
attempt.  The  rest  of  them,  however,  all  turned 
their  eyes  to  Orotava,  except  a  youth  of  about 
eleven  years  of  age,  who  reluctantly  se])arated 
from  his  more  adventurous  compuuionij,  to  fol- 
low the  retrograde  .steps  of  the  person  who  had 
the  care  of  him.  Of  the  two  guides,  bilong- 
ing  to  the  party,  one  conducted  the  gentlemen 
going  to  Orotava,  wh^  as  they  descended  from 
■the  mountain,  cxperieiued  a  rapid  change  of  cli- 
ipate  as  they  approached  the  genial  atinosphere 
below;  such  a  change  being  little  less  astonish- 
ing than  if,  in  that  short  space  of  time,  they  had 
suddenly  been  transported  from  Greenland,  into 
the  warm  latitudes  of  the  Pacific  ocean ;  so 
much  quicker  is  the  transition,  with  regard  to  its 
effect,  in  a  vertical  thau  in  an  horizontal  direc- 
tion. 

Before  the  travellers  had  reached  tlie  sea-port 
of  Orotava,  they  passed  through  the  city,  or 
tipper  town,  of  the  same  name,  neatly  built  of 
Rtone.  Taking  the  dimensions  of  a  large  dragon's 
blood  tree,  growing  near  it,  they  found  its  trunk, 
at  the  height  of  ten  feet  from  the  ground,  mea- 
sured thirty-six  feet  in  girth ;  at  the  height  of 
tfitYeen  feet,  this  trunk  divided  itself  into  about  a 
dozen  branches,  sprouting  regularly,  in  an  ob- 
lique direction  upwards.  Concerning  this  tree 
there  was  a  tradition,  very  current  in  the  islandi 
that  it  existed,  of  no  inconsiderable  dimensions, 
tvhen  the  Spaniards  conquered  TeneriiTe,  about 
three  centuries  ago;  an'd  that  it  was  then,  wliat 
it  still  remaitis,  a  land-mark  to  distiitguish  the 
boundaries  of  landed  possessions  in  its  vicinity. 

The  gentlemen  who  were  anxious  to  pursue 
their  journey  upwards,  were  accompanied  by  the 
second  guide.  This  man  wa«  a  descendant  of  the 
Guanches,  or  original  inhabitants,  when  invaded 
by  the  Spaniards  in  the  fifteenth  century.  With 
this  conductor,  Ifae  four  gentlemen  above  named. 


♦  As  rroon  tts  ihej  httd  reached  Orotara,  a  fever  ronfined 
I)r.  Gilian  to  his  bed,  whicii  hati  been  brought  on  hy  the 


soon  gained  the  summit  of  the  monntiiin,  frol 
whence  the  great  cone  arose.  On  this  juniinl 
another  extensive  plain  appeared,  not  clolhif 
with  verdure,  but  loaded  with  huge  tna.«e«  1 
irregular  black  lava.  The  wind  blew  violcndl 
the  rain  'ocreased,  and  the  apex  of  the  nJ 
began  to  be  obscured  with  clouds.  It  now  k 
cauje  extremely  difficult  for  the  mules  to  gU 
the  current  of  the  wind,  or  for  the  riders  to  ij 
sure  their  seats. 

Having  ascended   about  two    thousand  fd 
above  the  place  where  they  had  passed  the  iii»li| 
the  muleteers  became  refractory,  and  would  nj 
sufl'er  the  aninuds  to  be  cncouragtjd  to  procce 
the  cold  and  $leet  being  then  so  excessive,  thJ 
the  reins  'could  not  be  managed  with  stead 
or  precision.     By  the  violence  of  the  tcmpe 
Mr.  Hamilton  was  literally  blown  from  his  hors 
Dr.  Scot,  being  extremely  well  mounted,  bnldll 
pushed  forward,  till  he  was   Inst  to  the  rust,  1 
the  thickness  of  the  mist.     Dr.  Gillan,  in  eiideJ 
vouring  to  follow,  had  his  mule  forced  bvilj 
wind  to  the  edge  of  a  steep  precipice,  where  sh 
fell  into  a  bed  of  volcanic  ashes,  or  both  imil 
have  inevitably  perished.  No  eflurts  could  afteil 
wards  stimulate  the  animal  to  move  forwards  i 
step.     Another  ran  under  the  shelter  of  a  mij 
oi  lava,  where  he  remained  equally  immuveabM 
As  a  last  resource  now  left,  the  horses  and  iniila 
were  tied  to  the  neighbouring  rocks  ( the  inj 
letecrs  and  guide  having  already  disappeared] 
and  they  proceeded  on  foot,  along  a  valley,  whojf 
ascent  was  gradual  to  the  bottom  of  the  great  m 
ramid,  from  whence  the  peak  arose,  as  from 
second  cone;  but  the  ditficulty  of  getting  fartli(| 
on,  to  persons  already  exhausted,  was  found  tnb 
insurmountable.     Under  all  these  circumstancel 
they  returned  to  the  place  where  they  had  l«| 
the  cattle;  whose  faces  where  no  sooner  turn 
down  the  hill,  than  their  ardour  was  found; 
difficult  to  restrain,  as  it  had  been  to  pushthci 
forward. 

The  party  soon  found  themselves  in  the  miiii 
of  very  dense  clouds,  the  contents  of  which  to 
discharged  upon  tliem  in  torrents  of  houvvrai^ 
which  fell  for  ubout  three  hours:  the  wcitlii 
soon  afterwards  cleared  up,  and  the  upper  pal 
of  the  peak  appeared  covered  with  snow*.

Tlie  great  height  of  the  mountain  of  Teneriffe 
gQVvbicbihe  intense  cold  produccH  abundance  of 
icf,  g<v(!>  the  inhabitants  of  the  wanner  climate 
lielows  an  opportunity  of  using  that  substance 
to  cool  the  wines  for  their  own  consumption. 
Tills  is  collected  by  the  peasants,  in  winter,  near 
Ibe  summit  of  (he  Peak,  and  preserved  in  caves 
vhcre  the  cone  begins  to  rise,  from  whence  it  is 
conveyed^  in  summer,  to  Ofotava,  and  other 
nlaces  on  the  coast. 

The  exterior  practices  of  devotion,  in  ev<M-\ 
dependency  of    Spain    where     the    inquisition 
leachcs,  absorb  iruch  of  the  time  which  might 
otherwise  be  employed  for  the  purposes  of  in 
itruction.    Aeligion  is  the  principal  business  of 
tiie  gentry  of  both  sexes.

The  excursion  to  the  Peak,  sometimes  so  fatiguing  in  the 
[iltcnipt,  anil  so  diiBcult  to  accomplish,  is  often  attended 
Uith  Icjs  difficulty.  The  prospect  from  the  Peak  is  roinuii. 
Itic  and  extensive,  no  other  hill  being  of  sufficient  altitude 
[to  lutcrceiit.tiie  view:  the  north»wcst  coast  seems  well  cul- 
[tirattid,  but  the  south-east  appears  dreary  and  liarren. 
hVithin  the  summit  an  excavation  or  cauldron  presents  it- 
liclf  about  eighty  feet  in  depth,  into  which  the  gentlemen 
lilisicndod,  and  gathered  some  sulphur,  with  which  the  sur> 
V^co  is  coTCicd.     In  many  parts  the  foot  canuot  roMtuue 


neighbourhood  of  Santa  Cruz»    are  manifestly 
volcanic. 

Tenerifle  is  about  seventy  miles  in  length,  and 
twenty-two  in  breadth ;  the  ninuber  of  its  inha- 
bitants being  calculated  at  about  one  hundred 
thousand;  of  whom,  however,  there  is  annually 
a  drain  to  the  Spanish  colonies  in  South  America, 
to  increase  the  number  of  foreign  settlers  there.' 
The  poor  of  Tenerille,  being  very  scantily  paid 
for  their  labour,  are  easily  persuaded  to  emi- 
grate, and  they  have  ni»t  the  resource  of  manu- 
factures, except  an  iusigiiiHcant  one  in  silk.  Be- 
sides corn  and  roots  the  subsistence  of  the  coni" 
nion  people  is  principally,  coufined  to  cod-fish. 
They  arc  not,  however,  very  subject  to  disease; 
and  instances  of  longevity,  even  to  a  hundred 
years,  are  not  uncommon  arao!»g  theui ;  the  air 
is  dry,  and  remarkably  pure. 

The  native  Canary  bird  is  greyish,  with  a  few 
yellow  feathers  on  his.  breast,  which  increase  in 
size  and  number  with  the  age  of  the  bird.  But 
the  Canary  birds  usually  sold  in  England,  are 
principally  bred  in  Germany,  and  by  domestica- 
tion, are  greatly  altered  from  the  wild  natives  of 
the  Canaries;  their  notes  are  also  less  pleasing. 
Teneritfe  is  not  the  largest,  though  probably  the 
most  fertile  of  the  Canary  Islands. 

On  the  27th  of  October,  the  Lion  and  Ilindos- 
tan  continued  their  route  from  Santa  Cruz  to- 
wards Port  Praya  in  the  island  of  St,  Jago. 
They  met  immediately  with  the  trade  winds, 
which  blew  over  the  ocean  constantly  froni  the 
eastward.  The  ships  were  therefore  D>P'dly 
wafted  beyond  that  portion  of  the  globe,  which 
was  considered  as  dividing  the  temperate  from 
the  torrid  zone  :  the  latter  would  indeed  deserve 
the  name   of   uninhabitable,    were   it    not   for 


above  a  minute  on  the  same  spot,  the  heat  penetrates  fo 
rapidly  tliro'.igh  the  shoe;  sraokc  also  frcq\ienfly  issites 
from  the  eui  til.  In  the  cauldron  the  sulphureous  odour  is 
very  otl'ensive. 

*  The  storm  experienced  on  the  Peak  of  Teneritfe  by 
this  party,  a;ul  'vhich  impeded  their  ascent  at  tliat  time, 
was  severely  felt  i\\  the  roads  of  Santa  Cruz.  "  Tlie  win- 
ter," sass  Sir  tliiisinns  Gowcr,  "  appeared  to  be  there  fet 
in,  but  its  .ipproach  was  preraaMir*!  by  at  least  a  nsoi.th.

On  the  2d  of  November  in  the  afternoon  the 
Isle  of  Mil V  appeared  in  sight:  the  north-cast 
Slid  of  it  was  extremely  low,  not  much  above 
tli«'  level  of  the  sea ;  the  land  rises,  gradually, 
(ill  it  arrives  at  a  volcanic  motintain.  At  six  the 
following  morning  the  island  of  Saint  Jago  was 
discovered,  and  at  noon  the  Lion  anchored  in 
Praya  bay,  in  seven  fathoms  water.  English 
men  of  war  salute  with  eleven  guns,  relying  on 
ih«  return  of  an  equal  number.  This  bay  has 
long  been  frequented  by  ships  bound  to  the 
southward;  as  bullocks,  fheep,  hogs,  goats, 
poultry,  and  fruit  are  plenty  and  reasonable. 
Fish  was  also  caught  in  abundance  with  the 
seine.  An  excellent  kind  of  rock-cod,  was  like- 
wise taken  from  among  the  rocks  with  the  rod 
and  line. 

From  the  ships'  decks,  the  island  now  bore  a 
brown  appearance,  but  the  verdure  of  the  large 
leaves  of  the  cocoa-nut,  and  other  trees  in  the 
sand  behind  the  beach,  contributed  to  give  it 
somewhat  of  the  air  of  cheerfulness;  but,  as 
soon  as  the  ships'  boats  had  landed,  a  ghastly 
figure  was  seen,  gliding  hastily  along  the  shore, 
which  demonstrated  the  wretched  situation  of 
the  island.  It  proved  to  be  an  English  sailor, 
who  had  formerly  been  employed  on  board  a 
Dutch  East-Indiaman,  but  had,  by  some  acci- 
dent, been  left  behind  at  Sai.it  Jago.  The 
island,  he  said,  was  absolutely  in  a  state  of  fa- 
mine; that  very  little  rain  had  fallen  there  for 
three  years  before,  and  the  rivers  were  all  nearly 
dry.  The  surface  of  the  earth  was  almost  desti- 
tute of  herbage,  and  the  principal  part  of  the 
cattle  had  already  perished  for  want  of  suste- 
nance; many  of  the  inhabitants  had  emigrated, 
and  others  were  absolutely  famished.  Even  the 
figure  of  the  miserable  narrator  was  a  striking 
continuation,  of  the  extreme  distress  he  was  at- 
tempting to  describe,  lie  admitted  that  he  had 
not  been  long  upon  the  island,  but  he  had  al- 
ready suffered  severely  by  the  general  want.     He 

*  On  a  sandy  beach,  a  littla  to  the  right  of  Saint  Jago, 
close  to  the  rock  at  the  foot  of  an  elevated  plain,  arc  the 
rui:::  of  a  once  e'egant  Romish  chapel,  perhaps  erected 
there  by  the  grateful  pit'ty  of  some  person  who  had  provi- 
dcntiall)  escaped  uhipw reck.

wis  without  money,  and  had  no  occupation  o.t 
shore.     Of  his  scanty  stock  of  common  scatnai.'s 
clothes,  he  gladly  exchanged  the  chief  articles 
for  roots,    or  any  thing  eatable,    to  support  a 
wretched  existence.     English  vessels,  whicli  call- 
ed  at  Praya  bay,    since  his  asrival,  refused  (o 
take  him  on  board,  because  he  had  entered  icto 
foreign  service.     By  a  humane  regulation  of  the 
British  navy,   a  British  sailor,    left  in  forciQn  I 
parts  by  British  ships,  is  received  on  board  ariy 
of  his  majesty's  ships  which  touch  there;  biit  I 
this  poor  man  was  in  a  predicament  which  de- 
prived him  of  that  resource*. 

The  governor  inhabits  a  small  wooded  barrack  1 
at  the  extremity  of  the   plain,    commanding  ^  I 
pleasant  view  or  the  bay  and  shipping.    He  re- 
ceived the  Embassador,  on  his  landing,  with  all 
the  honours  due  to  his  dignified  character,  ad- 
vancing a  considerable  distance  to  meet  his  ex- 
cellency and  conduct  him  to  his  residence.    But 
having  partook  of  the  general  distress  of  the 
country,  arising  from  the  drought  which  had  so 
long  prevailed,  and  rendered  almost  as  barren  ai] 
a  rock,  he  had  neither  wine  nor  any  other  re- 
freshments to  present.     Whatever  was  the  cause,  I 
which  thus  arrested  the  bountiful  hand  of  na- 
ture, by  withdrawing  the  sources  of  fertility,  jtl 
was  remarkable  that  some  few  trees  and  plants! 
continued  to  flourish  luxuriantly,  though  a  pro- 
per portion  of  humidity  for  the  purpose  of  ve-i 
getable  life  was  partially  denied  to  others.    AI 
few  verdant  palm-trees,  notwithstanding  a  gene- 
ral devastation,  continued  to  flourish  amidst  thel 
burning  sands.     The  Asclepias  gigantea,  remark-l 
able  for  its  milky  but  corrosive  juice,  was  rich  in! 
flower,  aiKl  undisturbed:  the  jatropha  cupcas orl 
physic  nut  tree,  not  improperly  called  by  thsl 
French  West  Indians  bois  immorid,  had  receivedl 
no  check.     Some  indigo  plants,  in  shaded  \alcs,| 
were  still  cultivated   with  success,    and  a  fewl 
cotton  shrubs    experienced    great    indulgence,! 
The  mimosa,  or  sensitive  plant,  growing- to  tliel 
magnitude  of  trees,  did  not  appear  to  languish ;| 
and  the  annona,  or  sugar  apple-tree,  rctnaiiiedl 

ously  scattered.  Not  being  commanded  by  any  ncighbnurJ 
ing  eminence  it  had  been  thought  a  situation  capable  of  del 
fence,  and  was  now  a  sort  uf  battery,  nearly  in  a  state  ofl 
ruins.  The  uiilitla  consisted  of  three  regiments,  uf  alinull 
seven  hundred  men  each,  o/  whom  the  oiKcers  were  diiojlrl 
negroes  «r  mnlattoos.  Tho  prison  was  the  most  snporal 
building,  and  next  to  that  the  churcli,  uf  wliic'<  a  tiark.thi 
loured  mulatto  olDciatcdas  priust, 
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I  ii  perfect  verdure.    I'he  borassus,  or  great  fan

JD  vegetation,  a  tree  known  to  botanists  by  the 
Uneof  adansonia,  and  in  England  by  the  Monkey 
I  Bread  Tree.     Its  trunk  measured,  at  the  base, 

(ily-six  feet  in  girth,  which  soon  divided  into 
llwo  vast  branches,  one  measuring  forty-two  feet 
I  in  circumference,  and  the  other  about  twenty- 
liii*- 
Some  of  the  party,  who  had  visited  the  secre- 

Ijarj's  garden,  made  a  longer  excursion  after- 
Iwards,  crossing  the  country,  to  the  town  and 
Ifornier  capital  of  the  island,  and  which  is  also 
I  called  St.  Jago.  The  soil,  as  far  as  they  went, 
litemed  naturally  fertile,  and  exhibited  the  marks 
loftillage,  but  looked  as  if  it  had  sufl'eced  by  the 
IriTages  of  fire.  A  few  latik  meagre  cattle, 
lliardly  capable  of  moving,  excited  their  asto- 
Lhment  that  they  should  still  exist,  so  little 
Lurishmcnt  could  they  derive  from  the  scorched 
I'urtke  of  the  earth.  They  traversed  a  small 
Itiyer  almost  dried  up,  the  little  remaining  of  the 
lilream  losing  itself  gradually  among  the  pebbles. 
lOneach  side  of  this  little  stream  structures  arc  still 
IniDaining  of  considerable  solidity  and  size ;  and 
llhe  fragments  of  glass  lustres,  still  hanging  from 
lllieccilingsof  the  principal  apartments,  point  out 
Itbe  elegance  which  was  o,nce  displayed  in  these 
ow  deserted  mansions.  About  half  a  flozen  fa- 
silies,  at  present  constitute  the  whole  of  tJieir 
Population;  the  rest  had  perished,  or  abandoned 


their  situation,  though  almost  hopeless  of  pro- 
curing a  better. 

Amidst  the  ruins  of  Saint  Jago  they  found  a 
Portuguese,  to  whom  one  of  the  party  was  re- 
commended, who  hospitably  received  them  all 
in  his  house,  and  treated  them  with  variety  of 
tropical  fruits.  But  all  the  islands  of  Cape  de 
Verde  had  experienced  a  similar  state  of  desola- 
tion: they  are  about  twenty-two  in  number,  and 
their  present  reduced  population  hardly  exceeds 
forty-two  thousand:  of  whom  twelve  thousand 
are  supposed  to  be  contained  in  the  island  of 
Saint  Jago  ;  eight  thousand  in  Bimavista ;  seven 
thousand  in  the  isle  of  May;  six  thousand  in 
that  of  Saint  Nicholas;  four  thousand  in  Sun 
Antonio;  about  the  same  number  in  San  Phclippe 
de  Puego;  five  hundred  in  the  isle  of  Brava; 
and  still  fewer  in  the  remaining  isles,  notspecified. 

The  scanty  supply  of  provisions  they  had  to 
dispose  of  to  the  Lion  and  the  Hindostan,  could 
be  no  inducement  to  delay :  the  water  was  not 
good,  nor  easily  to  be  procured ;  it  was  drawn 
from  wells,  and  that  which  afforded  the  best  waa 
at  least  five  hundred  yards  from  the  beach.  Sir 
Erasmus  Gower  recommends  it  to  be  drawn  early 
in  the  morning,  ad  it  is  soon  afterwards  disturbed 
by  the  neighbouring  inhabitants,-  who  take  con- 
siderable quantities  of  it  away. 

They  had  now  been  five  days  at  Praya  bay, 
and  the  .Jackall  had  not  made  her  appearance. 
It  was  therefore  determined  to  prosecute  the 
voyage  without  her ;  and  on  the  8th  of  Novem- 
ber the  two  ships  accordingly  set  sail  for  the 
island  of  Saint  Jago. 
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SECTION   III. 

Passage  of  the  Line-^Course  across  the  Atlantic — Harbour,  City,  and  Country  of 

Rio  de  Janeiro. 


rHE  settlements  on  the  coast  of  South  Ame- 
rica generally  afford  abundance  of  refresh- 
piinti,  which  are  not  always  to  be  met  with  in

cics  of  vegetable  near  it  flourished :  among  others,  the  ma. 
niota,  or  cassadre  tree,  made  its  appeurai^cc,  whoso  ex. 
press  juice  from  the  root  is  deadly  poison,  while  the  root 
itself  is  salutary  food ;  as  is  also  the  sediment,  deposited 
from  the  poisonous  juice,  being  the  substauco  sold  in  Eng. 
land  under  the  name  of  tapioca. 
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every  advaiifage.  The  weather  continued  hazy 
and  sultry  for  some  timi?.  and  many  of  the  sea- 
men, who  suffered  in  Praya  bay,  were  still  indis- 
posed on  board.  They  had  not  much  rain  nor 
lightning  to  clear  the  atmosphck^e :  lience  morta- 
lity often  rages;  and  ships  of  war,  thronged 
with  men,  frequently  lose  no  ^considerable 
proportion  of  their  complement..  But  Sir 
Erasmus  Gower  established  such  Uicthods  and 
regulations  for  ensuring  cleanliness,  aMd  a  con- 
.stant  circulation  of  fresh  air,  as  coiitributcd 
niatekially  to  preserve  his  people.  Attention  was 
also  pail'  lO  the  people's  diet,  by  mixing  a  due 
])roportion  of  vegetable  matter  with  their  animal 
ibod;  and  no  spirituous  liquors  were  allov»ed 
without  a.  reasonable  admixture  of  water  with 
them. 

.  The  s'eadiness  of  the  trade  left  little  to  occupy 
the  hands  or  attention  of  the  seamen,  respecting 
the  manoeuvres  of  navigation;  other  means  were 
therefore  had  recourse  to,  that  moderate  exercise 
might  not  be  omitted :  some  were  employed  in 
working  the  several  ventilators,  and  others  in 
cleaning  every  apartment  and  division  of  the 
ship.  Many  were  employed  in  sewing  new  sails, 
or  piecing  those  which  had  been  torn;  and  some 
in  repairing  their  own  apparel;  combining  thus 
the  oeconomy  of  yidividuals  with  that  of  the 
pub  ic  service. 

By  these  employments  and  amusements  the 
men  gradually  recovered,  and  were  in  a  con- 
dition to  enjoy  the  festivities  usual  on  the  passage 
of  the  line.  The  lower  orders  of  mankind,  who 
know  little  of  life  except  its  labours,  are  not 
easily  forgetful  of  any  occasion,  recurring  to 
them  so  seldom,  of  enjoying  a  momentary  gleam 
Xjf  happiness,  which  reconciles  them  to  subse- 
quent subordination.  This  consideration  induced 
Sir  Erasmus  Gower  to  permit  the  ship's  company 

*  To  krcp  up  the  charter,  howcTcr,  some  novitiates  ,aro 
■fiually  fixrd  on  as  victims  for  the  ceremonial.  It  cou. 
sisted  of  an  ablution,  to  be  performed  in  one  of  the  ship's 
boats,  tilled  with  water,  inlu  which  (lie  party  U  ])lungcd 
t)lindfuld.

In  the  neighbourhood  of  (he  line  a  stagnated  atmosphere 
often  suffers  the  equinoctial  Ircat  to  act  forcibly  on  the 
human  frame;  but  in  the  present  voyage  there  was  very 
little  calm  :  the  south-eastern  breeze  was  steady  :  the  hori. 
son  uppeated  nearer  to  the  eye,  and  the  clouds  dcscendiHl  to

windows,  on  these  occasions,  are  thrown  open 
for  the  admission  of  cool  air,  and  they  sonic- 
times  shew  instances  of  extreme  levity.  If  a 
.stranger  happens  to  make  a  pause  to  listen  to  the 
music,  it  is  not  uncommon  for  the  father,  hus- 
band, or  brother  of  the  lady  who  is  playing,  to 
step  out  and  politely  invito  him  to  walk  in. 
Ladies  sometimes  appeared  with  bunches  of 
flowers  in  their  hands,  which  they  would  ex- 
change with  gentlemen  who  are  passing  by  :  this 
may  probably  be  in  imitation  or  the  Lisbon 
ladies,  who,  on  what  are  called  daijs  of  intru- 
sion, throw  nosegays  from  their  balconies  at 
persons  walking  imdcr  them.  Company  often 
tuet  at  a  public  gardeo,  at  one  extremity  of 
the  town,  near  the  sea-side.  This  garden  was 
enriched  with  shrubberies  and  parterres,  inter- 
spersed with  spreading  trees,  and  decorated  with 
arched  alcoves,  jessamines,  and  other  fragrant 
plants  and  flowers.  In  these  recesses,  during  the 
dry  season  of  the  year,  the  gay  society  of  Rio, 
after  their  evening  promenade,  partook  of  ban- 
quets, rendered  more  enchanting  by  vocal  and 
instrumental  harmony,  accompanied  with  the 
display  of  artificial  fire-works.  Near  the  centre 
of  the  garder  a  large  fountain  of  rock-work, 
with  sculptural  iigiires  of  two  alligators,  spout- 
No  real  or  imaginary  danger,  however,  curbs  the  pro- 
pensity of  society  here  towards  pleasure.  The  city  cc  i. 
tains  three  convents  for  men,  and  Uvo  for  the  other  sex; 
but  none  of  them  are  remarkable  for  the  austerity  and  self. 
denial  supposed  to  have  been  intended  by  their  original  in. 
stitution.  Though  the  conquest  of  the  country  originally 
was  undertaken  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  converting  the 
natives  to  Christianity,  and  ample  endowments  Iravc  been 
made  for  maintaining  friars  to  preach  the  gospel  to  these 
intidels,  yet  not  one  of  the  former  was  now  engaged  in 
such  a  troublesome,  unsafe,  and  perhaps  hopeless  enter- 
prize.  Neither  the  friars,  nor  the  nuns  of  this  place  seemed 
disposed  to  run  into  the  gloomy  recesses  of  devotion;  and 
nothing  could  be  more  gay  or  sprightly  than  the  conversa- 
tion of  the  latter,  with  str.angers  at  the  convent  gates. 
There  were  but  two  booksellers  in  Uio ;  and  their  shops 
contained  only  books  of  medicine  and  divinity.  But  tlia 
.'oligious  system  whir'  once  held  its  tnipire  here,  was  now 
slackened  and  wearing  out :  no  iu(piisitioii,  or  tribunal  of 
the  holy  olfice,  as  it  is  called,  was  established  in  the  IJra- 
zils.  The  ceremonies  of  religion,  indeed,  were  strictly 
observed,  and  an  addition  had  been  made  to  then>  by  ringing 
oflHIs,  and  the  launching  of  sky-rockeLs,  anuouncing,  at 
every  hour,  some  solemnity  performing  in  the  churches; 
and  after  sun-set  the  streets  were  crowded  with  processions.' 
At  every  corner  was  stuck  up,  in  a  glass  case,  the  image 
of  the  Virgin  M.iry,  to  which  homage  was  regularly  paid 
by  thosa  who  approached  it. 
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ing  water  into  a  marble  bason^  arrested  the  at- 
tention of  the  multitude;  in  which  aquatic 
birds,  well  imitated  in  bronze,  were  seen  sport- 
ively iodiilgrnj^  themselves. 

At  the  extremities  of  the  terrace  on  the  side 
of  the  garden  next  the  sea,  two  summer-houses 
were  erected.  Paintings  representing  views  of 
the  harbour,  and  of  the  whale  fishery  that  was 
formerly  carried  on  within  it,  were  observed. 
The  ceilings  were  ornamented  with  various  de- 
signs, and  the  cornices  exhibited  the  several 
pjH'cies  of  fish  peculiar  to  the  country,  in  shell- 
work.  On  the  walls  are  eight  large  paintings, 
though  indifferently  executed,  emblematic  of  the 
principal  productions  which  raised  that  country 
to  its  opulence,  including  views  of  the  diamond 
and  gold  mines,  and  the  manner  in  which  they 
were  worked;  of  the  cultivation  of  the  sugar- 
cane, with  the  processes  for  extracting  its  juice, 
and  granulating  it  into  sugar. 

Contiguous  to  the  shore,  and  not  far  from  the 
town,  another  garden  is  exhibited,  intended 
originally  for  promoting  the  progress  of  botany, 
blit  now  principally  curious  for  a  small  manu- 
facture of  cochineal.  It  was  supposed  that  the 
insect  which  forms  this  dye  at  Rio,  is  not  the 
«ame  as  that  noticed  by  Linn^us,  under  the  name 
of  coccus  cacti  coccinelliferi,  which  is  described 
as  flat  on  the  back,  with  black  legs,  and  tapering 
or  awl-shaped  horns  or  altenna.  The  insect  of 
Rio  is  convex,  with  legs  of  a  bright  red,  in  both 
male  and  female,  and  the  attenna  moniform,  or 
bead-like.  The  male  is  a  beautiful  insect,  the 
colour  of  the  whole  body  of  a  bright  red :  the 
breast  is  elliptical,  and  slightly  attached  to  the 
head ;  the  legs  are  of  a  more  brilliant  red  than 
that  of  the  other  parts;  two  fine  white  filaments, 
about  three  times  the  length  of  the  insect,  pro- 
ject from  the  extremity  of  its  abdomen.  The 
wings,  which  are  erect,  are  two,  of  a  faint  straw 
colour,  and  of  a  delicate  texture.  The  female 
has  no  wings,  is  of  an  elliptic  form,  and  convex 
op  both  sides,  but  more  so  at  the  back,  which  is 


*  The  conTersion  of  the  insects  int<>  cvchincal,  is  a  Tery 
simple  process;  but  if  in  corporeal  suflerancc,  the  poor 
beetle  feels  a  pang  as  great  as  if  a  giant  dies,  the  process  is 
a«  criu-l  as  it  is  simple.  They  are  placed  alive,  in  a  flat 
varthcii  dish,  over  a  charcoal  lire,  where  they  arc  slowly 
roasted  till  tha  downy  covering  disappears,  and  the 
aqueous  juices  of  the  animal  are  totally  evaporated.  During 
(bit  operation  they  arc  continually  stirred  about  with  a  tin 


covered  with  a  white  downy  substance  rescinbllna 
very  fine  cotton.

I'^rlliespaKjl 
of  about  twenty- four  hours  they  appciir  witliouti 
life  or  motion,  but  soon  afterwards  shew  m^A 
of  animation,  and  move  with  some  agiljty  ovej 
the  surface  of  the  leaf,  on  which  they  had  beinl 
d^)osited  by  the  mother.  At  this  time  tbcv  an-l 
pear,  through  a  magnifier,  like  small  specks  m 
red  imshapen  matter.  With  the  increase  of  i\jA 
they  decrease  in  motion;  and  when  tlicy  arrive  at] 
their  full  growth  they  adhere  to  the  leaf  in  a| 
torpid  state.  At  this  period  they  am  takml 
from  the  plant  for  use :  if  they  arc  suft'ered  iiJ 
remain,  they  will  deposit  their  VMJng,  as  alrcad<[ 
mentioned.  Various  cells,  of  a  cylindrical  form,! 
standing  perpendicularly  on  the  surface  of  ttuii 
leaf,  arc  di.scovered  among  the  clusters  of  tliesKl 
insects,  enveloped  in  their  cotton.  These  eellij 
are  the  chrysalides  of  the  male,  out  of  whicbl 
the  wings,,  in  their  nascent  state,  make  their  first  I 
appearance,  and  9re  visible  about  three  da\s 
before  the  insect  is  in  a  state  of  completion  url 
maturity.  It  enjoys  existence,  in  that  statu, | 
only  three  or  four  days,  during  which  it  impreg- 
nates the  females.  The  plant,  on  which  tliijl 
insect  feeds,  is  a  species  of  the  cactus,  or  pricklyl 
pear;  probably  the  cactus  onuntia  of  Linnieus*.! 
Within  the  harbour,  antl  opposite  the  town,[ 
another  species  of  manufacture  is  carried  on,  oifl 
which  an  exclusive  privilege  was  given  to  tl 
company  on  paying  a  fifth  of  its  profits  to  thel 
crown.  It  IS  for  converting  the  blubber  of| 
whales  into  oil.  The  white  whale,  which  sup- 
plies  the  spermcceti,  is  often  sought  for  as  farl 
as  the  Pacific  Ocean;  an  English  s^^'n  from! 
those  seas,  lately  came  into  Rio  harbuur  fur| 
refreshments.  She  had  taken  sixty-n.ne  whales, 
each  worth,  on  an  average,  two  hundred  pounds.] 


ladle,  and  soroctimcs  water  is  sprinkied  upon  them,  to  I 
prevent  absolute  torrefaction,  which  would  destroy  thel 
colour,  and  reduce  the  insect  to  ashes.

admitted  an  arm  of  the  sea.  This  valley  i§ 
watered  by  a  clear  stream,  which  precipitated 
down  a  steep  .uid  broad  rock  of  granite,  form- 
ing a  magniticent  cascide.  Very  little  labour 
was  required  to  encourage  the  plantations  of- 
Tijouca:  almost  without  toil  this  fertile  i^pot 
produced,  growing  promiscuously  atid  sponta- 
neously, in  the  space  of  a  few  yards — indigo, 
coftee,  manioc,  sugar  canes,  plantains,  and  orange 
and  lime  trees.  The  temperature  of  the  valley 
was  excessively  hot,  from  its  very  confined  suua- 
tion,  and  the  reflection  of  <he  sun's  rays  from 
the  sides  of  the  mountains,  which  in  many 
places  v/ere  rocky. 

Severat  districts  of  the*  government  of  Rio 
produced  sugar,  coflee,  cotton,  rice,  pepper, 
and  tobacco,  in  great  abundance.  The  viae  also 
flourished,  but  the  grape  is  not  permitted  to  be 
pressed  for  wine,  as  such  a  process  might  inter- 
fere with  the  sale  of  that  article  in  Portugal. 
The  whole  of  the  Bia/ils  is  divided  into  eight 
independent  governments,  beside  that  of  Rio  dc 
Janeiro,  of  which  the  governor  retains  only  the 
name  of  the  viceroy  of  the  Brazils.  The  revenue 
is  estimated  at  a  million  sterling;  of  which  one 
third  is  consumed  in  the  expencos  of  the  admini- 
stration. The  principal  seat  of  government,  and 
chief  mart  for  comuierce,  was  formerly  at  Bahia 
dos  Todos  OS  Santos;  but  the  discovery  and  im- 
provement of  the  gold  and  diamond  mines,  with- 
in about  one  hundred  leagues  of  Rio  de  Janoiro, 
and  communicating  immediately  with  it,  gave  a 
decided  prepondcrancy  to  the  latter. 

The  project  of  removing  the  scat  of  the  Por- 
tuguese government  to  the  Brazils,  was  once 
seriously  in  contemplation  with  tho  Marquis  de 
Pombal,  when  that  country  was  iuvadod  by  the 
S[>anish  forces  in  17{)1,  and  means  were  pro- 
posed for  conducting  the  royal  family  across 
the  Atlantic,  together  with  the  principal  officers 
of  the  court,  untl  their  attendants.     That  pro  .

One  iifth  of  the  gohl  extracted  from  tlic  mines 
is  exacted  by  the  .-loveriniicnt,  and  whenever  dia- 
monds happen  to  be  tbnnd  in  a  g'old  mine,  they 
are  prohibited  iVoin  searching;  any  more  tor  that 
metal ;  all  diamond  mines  being  seized  as  exclu- 
sively belonj>ing  to  the  crown. 

The  people  of  Rio  were  lately  prohibited 
from  working  up  even  the  p,-old  of  their  own 
inincji;  and  the  tools  and  instrument!^  used  by  ar- 
tificers for  such  purposes,  were  seized  and  con- 
liscatcd  by  tlie  gripe  of  arbitrary  power.  The 
taxes  were  thought  very  oppressive,  especially  in 
the  interior  provinces,  whoie  the  carriage  and 
transit  duties  raised  the  price  of  every  article  so 
enormously,  that  a  bottle  of  port  wine  cost  the 
consiinicr  ten  shillings  sterling*. 

Rio  is  protected  by  several  small  forts  and  bat- 
teries, detached  from  each  other,  but  so  judici- 
ously disposed  as  to  impede  the  progress  of  an 
enemy.  Its  military  establishment  consists  of 
two  squadrons  of  cavalry,  two  regiments  of  ar- 
tillery, six  regiments  of  infantry,  two  battalions 
of  disciplined  militia,  and  two   hundred  disci- 


plined free  negroes;    making,    in  the  t\1io]o 
body  of  at  least  ten  thousand  men,  cxcliisiv 
a  numerous  undisciplined  militia.     The  entr    i 
of  the   harbour  which    is  hardly  a  mile  IV  1 
point  to  point,  is  crossed  in  c^«ry  direction  ll 
heavy  batteries f.  I 

\\  liatever  may  be  the  political  fate  of  UioJ

and  its  productions  flourish.

SECTION    IV.

THOUGH  the  influence  of  the  land  of  South 
America  often  counteracts,  iu  some  degree, 

*  These,  and  other  hardships  led,  not  long  since,  to  a  eon- 
spiracy  against  the  parent  country,  which  was  indeed  forini. 
dabic  am!  remarkable ;  some  of  the  principal  ofliccrs  of  the 
goTvrnnient,  in  which  were  clergy  as  well  as  laity,  hs*ingen- 
terod  into  it.

Clemency  i^nd  good 
poiiry  awarded  ca|iital  punishment  tc  only  one  person,  who 
was  the  chief  conspirator  on  this  occasion.  The  rest  were 
banished  to  thePyrtufuescsctticnicntion  the  coast  of  Africa.

In 
tliosc  latitudes  distant  from  the  line,  the  winds 
arc  frequently  as  tempestuous  as  they  are  vari- 
jl)le,  and  every  precaution  is  necessary  to  be 
taken  to  guard  against  the  danger,  by  put(in|>^ 
the  ships,  while  they  remained  in  the  harbour  of 
]{io,  in  a  condition  to  bear  foul  weather. 

livery  part  of  the  Lion  was  carefully  exa- 
mined, and  whatever  injury  had  been  suffered  in 
the  course  of  the  voyage  out,  was  substantially 
repaired ;  some  of  the  suspected  masts  were 
changed,  and  others  fished  or  strengthened. 
The  sails,  thinned  and  weakened  by  long  use,  were 
no  longer  able  to  resist  rude  blasts,  and  were  laid 
by,  and  replaced  by  canvas  yet  unworn. 

During  the  continuance  of  strong  gales,  a 
gentleman  who  had  suffered  by  sea-sickness,  was 
again  affected  by  the  increased  agitation  of  the 
iliip  by  the  waves.  Another  of  the  passengers 
wag  aflected,  but  in  a  less  degree.  The  rest  not 
only  bore  the  voyage  extremely  well,  but  con- 
tinued in  health  and  in  good  spirits.  Their 
minds  were  nor  corroded  with  present  cares,  and 
ihey  had  an  object  of  desire  constantly  present 
to  their  imagination.  To  avoid  that  languor 
which  often  hangs  upon  passengers  for  want  of 
occupation,  it  was  recommended  for  each  to  fix 
himself  a  task,  the  performance  of  which  would 
1  employ  every  moment  of  his  leisure.  The 
voungest  followed  the  example  of  the  midship- 
men, in  endeavouring  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  name  of  every  mast,  yard,  rope,  and  sail 
belonging  to  the  ship,  as  well  as  the  theory  of 
navigation.  He  was  also  employed,  as  well  as 
a  few  other  gentlemen,  in  obtaining  from  the 
Chinese  interpreters,  some  instruction  in'  the 
language  of  the  country  where  they  hoped 
speedily  to  arrive.  Most  of  the  others  had  re- 
course to  books  for  information  and  amusement, 
[of  which  the  Embassador,  Sir  Erasmus  Gower, 
land  another  person  on  board,  had  provided  a 
I  considerable  store. 

In  a  ship  of  war  the  rank  of  every  man  be- 
jlonging  to  it  is  maintained  with  appropriate  dis- 
Itinctions:  the  windward  side  is  always  considered 
las  a  post  of  honour.   This  side  is  reserved  for  the 


captain,  who  is  nn  absolute  monarch  viliilc  on 
board:  and  for  his  lieutenants,  the  master,  sur- 
geon, purser,  and  cabin  passengers.  The  op- 
posite, or  leeward  side,  is  free  for  midshipmen, 
surgeons'  and  masters'  mates,  and  some  other 
petty  ollirers:  the  main  deck  and  forecastle  arc 
occupied  by  the  remainder  of  the  crew. 

The  navigation  was  continued  in  the  parallel 
of  thirty-seven  degrees  for  several  days,  with  a 
favourable  bree'/c  from  the  westward  ;  and  on 
the  .'Jlst  of  December,  \1^J2,  the  islands  of  Tris- 
tan d'Acunha  came  in  sight.  The  largest  only, 
however,  bears  that  name,  the  others  are  distin- 
guished by  the  appellations  of  Inaccomible  and 
A'ighlingalc  Islands.  Inaccessible,  as  Sir  Eras- 
mus Gower  observes,  seems  to  deserve  that  name, 
being  a  high,  bluB',  and  apparently  barren  plain, 
about  nine  miles  in  circumference,  with  a  very 
forbidden  appearance,  and  may  be  seen  at  the 
distance  of  twelve  cr  fourteen  leagues.  It  is 
described  as  having  anchorage  on  the  north-iNist 
side.  Its  latitude  is  thirty  seven  degrees  twenty 
nine  minutes  south,  and  longitude  eleven  degrees 
forty  eight  minutes  west  from  Greenwich. 
Nightiug.ile  Island  is  irregular  in  form,  having 
a  hollow  in  the  middle,  and  is  about  seven  miles 
in  circumference;  with  small  rocky  isles  at  its' 
southern  extremity.  Its  latitude  is  thirty-seven 
degrees,  twenty-nine  minutes;  its  longitude 
eleven  degrees  forty-eight  minutes  west,  aijd  may 
be  seen  at  the  distance  of  seven  or  eight  lengiu:.<«. 

The  largest  of  the  islands,  which  compara- 
tively may  be  called  the  great  Isle  of  Tristan 
d'Acunha,  is  very  high,  and  discoverable  at  tho 
distance  of  twenty-five  leagues  :  it  appears  to  bo 
about  fifteen  miles  in  circumference.  Towards 
the  north  part  of  this  island  there  is  an  elevation, 
apparently  a  thousand  feet  perpendicular  from 
the  sea.  A  level  then  commences,  forming,  in 
the  sea-phrase,  table  land,  reaching  to  the  centre 
of  the  island;  and  afterwards  becomes  a  conical 
mountain,  not  very  dissimilar  to  the  peak  at 
Teneriffe,  as  seen  from  the  bay  of  Santa  Cm/.' 
Having  examined  the  shore  for  a  convenient  place 
to  land  and  water,  the  l4on  stood  in,  aiul  an- 
chored in  the  evening  on  the  north  side  in  titirty 
fathoms  water,  one  mile  from  the  sJiv^re.  The 
ship,  when  anchored,  was  overshadowed  by  tho 
dark  mass  of  that  part  of  the  island,  whose  siAa. 
appeared  to  rise  like  a  moss-grown  wall,  imme- 
diately from  the  ocean.     On  tho  right  the  eleva;- 
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tinn-was  not  so  rapid,  and  between  (he  rising 
pait  and  tlic  sea,  a  flat  was  left  of  some  extent, 
covered  witli  sedge-grass,  interspersed  with 
shrubs.  The  sea-coast  abounded  with  sea  lions 
and  seals,  penguins,  and  albatrosses:  one  of  the 
latter,  which  was  brought  on  board,  had  wings 
thdt  measured  ten  feet  from  tip  to  tip;  but  others 
are  seen  much  larger  *. 

These  islands  are  fifteen  hundred  miles  distant 
from  any  land  to  the  westward  or  northward  of 
them.  A  settlement  in  Tristan  d'Acunha  has 
twice  been  under  the  contemplation  of  adven- 
turers, but  has  nut  yet  been  carried  into  execu- 
tion. One  project  was  to  render  it  a  mart  for 
the  light  manutactures  of  Ilindostan,  suited  to 
warm  climates  for  the  silver  of  the  Spanish  settle- 
ments in  South  America.  The  other  as  a  conve- 
nient situation  for  drying  and  preparing  tlic  furs 
of  sea-lions  and  seals,  and  for  extracting  the  sper- 
maceti of  the  white  whale,  and  the  whalebone 
and  oil  of  the  black  species.  Whales  were  seen 
sporting  about  here  in  great  abundance,  particu- 
larly near  the  setting  of  the  sun  ;  their  enormous 
snouts  sometimes  elevated  above  the  waves,  with 
a  fountain  spouting  through  an  aperture  in  the 
skull.  SoiiK-times  tlteir  huge  curved  backs  ap- 
peared like  rocks  in  the  ocean,  and  sometimes 
they  expanded  their  tails  like  fans,  flapping  them 
upon  the  surface  of  the  water  f. 

The  weather  was  now  moderately  warm,  suit- 
able to  the  season  ;  January  in  this  hemisphere 
being  a  {>art  of  summer.  Those  who  usually 
reside  on  the  other  side  of  the  equator  must  con- 
sider that  pleasantness  and  vigour  are  to  be  trans- 
ferred from  May  to  December;  and  he  who 
wrishes  to  tlescribe  a  chilling  as]>ect,  must  point 
directly  to  the  south;  while,  on  the  contrary, 
the  north  inspires  cheerfulness  and  joy.  As  the 
ship  approached  the  shore,  two  human  figures 
were  perceived  moving  upon  the  land.  They 
exhibited  a  signal,  by  tying  a  handkerchief  to  a

This  vessel  was  now  gone  to  Nootka  Sound,! 
on  the  north-west  coast  of  America,  in  order  toi 
bring  a  quantity  of  sea-otter  skins  to  China;  pro-L 
ceediug  thus,  alternately  between  Noolka  aiidl 
Amsterdam  island. 

The  Chinese  have  a  particular  art  in  dressin»l 
aeal-skins;  depriving  them  of  the  long  coarscl 
hair,  and  permitting  only  the  soft  fur,  or  niKlerl 
down  to  remain.  The  price  of  those  sluus  atl 
Canton  difl'ered  from  one  to  three  dollaiJi,  orl 
more,  according  to  their  quality,  and  the  ilo[ 
mand  for  them.

1+  All  appoaraures  seemed  to  conUrm  the  assertion  of  Dr, 
lillaii,  "  that  the  Island  of  Amsterdam  was  tho  product  of 
jbiiTraiieous  fire,  and  bore  evident  marks  of  volcanic 
iptioni  in  every  part  of  iti    Tho  eruptions  that  took 
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almost  every  part  of  the  slanting  aides  of  the 
funnel  near  the  water's  edge,  and  in  the  cause- 
way which  divides  it  from  the  sea,  several  springs 
o( hot-xvntcr  were  discovered.  Fahrenheit's  ther- 
mometer, which  in  the  air  stood  at  sixty-two  de- 
grees, on  being  immersed  into  one  of  those  hot 
springs,  ascended  immediately  to  one  hundred 
and  ninety-six  :  in  another,  it  rose  to  two  hundred 
and  four.  On  various  trials,  in  several  springs, 
it  appeared  that  the  general  standard  of  heat  waa 
that  of  two  hundred  and  twelve  degrees. 

One  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  party,  with  a 
hook  and  line,  caught  some  of  the  fish  out  of 
the  bason,  and  let  theih  fall  into  the  hot  spring 
adjoining,  when  in  the  space  of  fifteen  minutes. 
th%y  were  boiled  fit  for  eating f. 

AH  the  springs,  or  reservoirs  of  hot-water, 
except  one,  are  brackish  One  spring  whose 
source  is  in  the  high  ground,  or  ridges  of  the 
crater,  is  a  strong  chalybeate:  small  incrusta- 
tions of  ochre  being  seen  adhering  to  the  sides  of 
the  rock,  whence  it  issues,  as  well  as  in  the  ca- 
vity into  which  it  falls. 

This  island  lies  in  thirty-eight  degrees  forty- 
two  minutes  south  latitude,  and  seventy-six  de- 
grees lil'ty-tour  minutes  east  longitutie.  The 
length  of  the  island,  from  north  to  south,  exceeds 
four  miles,  and  its  breadth  from  east  to  west, 
two  miles  and  a  half,  comprehending  a  surface 
of  about  eight  square  miles,  almost  the  whole  of 
which  is  covered  with  a  fertile  soil.  This  island 
■  inaccessible  except  on  the  east  side,  where  the 
great  crater  forms  a  harbour;  the  entrance  to 
which  continues  deepening  annually,  and  might, 
by  the  assistance  of  art,  be  made  fit  for  the  pas- 
sage of  large  ships. 

The  small  vessel,  in  which  the  present  inha- 
bitants of  the  island  where  brought  to  it  in  the 
preceding  September,  remained  at  anchor,  or  ia 
the  offing  for  eight  weeks;  during  which  time  a 

place,  at  different  periods,  appear  here  distinctly  marked 
by  the  diiferont  layers  that  are  found  with  regular  divisions 
between  them,  tho  glassy  lava  being  undermost ;  the  com- 
pact next ;  the  cellula  lava  next  above ;  over  it  the  volcanic 
as'  es  and  lighter  substances,  and  a  layer  of  vegetable  mould 
C(  spring  the  whole." 

i'ho  volcanic  iullammation  is  pcrccptiliJc,  in  tho  day- 
time, only  by  its  smoke,  but  at  night  from  the  ship's  decks 
wore  observed,  several  tires,  issuing  from  tho  crevices  of 
tho  oarth,  resembling,  In  some  respects,  but  far  exceeding 
tho  nightly  (lames  at  Pietra  Mala,  in  the  mountains  bo« 
twccn  Florence  and  Uologna. 
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boat  v/u  only  able  to  land  twice,  and  Uiey  were 
left  willi  BO  scanty  a  supply  of  provisions  that 
they  must  have  perished,  had  not  the  island  fur- 
nished them  with  plenty  of  fish  and  fowl.  The 
sea  supplies  it  with  excellent  fish,  particularly  a 
kind  of  cod,  which  was  held  in  great  estimation 
whether  fresh  or  salted.  Cray  fish  were  caught 
in  abundance  upon  the  bar,  by  the  hand ;  and  at 
the  ship's  anchorage  in  baskets.  A  «liark  was 
captured,  measuring  eleven  feet  in  length,  and 
five  in  circumference,  and  in  his  maw  a  penguin 
was  found*. 

The  island  of  St.  Paul  lay  in  sight,  and  to  the 
northward  of  Amsterdam:  it  exhibited  no  very 
high  land,  nor  any  rising  in  a  conic  form.  It 
was  overspread  with  shrubs  and  trees,  and  \^as 
reported  to  abound  with  fresh  water;  but  it  has 
no  good  anchorage,  nor  any  convenient  landing 
place.  In  the  evening  of  the  2d  of  February, 
17U3,  the  ships  got  under  way,  and  lost  sight  of 
both  those  islands. 

After  having  sailed  a  considerable  time  in  high 
southern  latitudes,  the  embassador,  and  other 
passengers  of  the  Lion  and  Hindostan  began,  at 
length,  to  indulge  the  hope  of  getting  soon 
into  a  track,  where  they  might  obtain  intelli- 
gence, through  the  homeward  bound  ships  from 
China,  what  impression  the  notification  of  the 
embassy  had  made  there.  By  taking  an  oblique 
course  to  the  north-east,  in  order  to  get  into  the 
straits  of  Sunda,  there  was  a  probability  of  fal- 
ling in  with  ships  homeward  bound. 
>  While  the  breeze  was  fresh,  the  weather,  not- 
withstanding the  sun's  vertical  heat,  was  always 
pleasant.  The  tropic  birds,  remarkable  for  their 
very  high  flight,  began  to  appear  again;  and 
the  porpoises  to  frisk  upon  the  waters ;  while  the 
flying  fish  were  seen  in  numbers,  escaping  from 
their  finny  pursuers  to  become  a  prey  to  ibe 
winged  tribe,  watching  to  dart  upon  them  as 
soon  as  they  rose  above  the  water.  Several  water 
spouts  were  now  observed,  some  resembling  Jets 

*  Respecting  the  birds  tiicrc  was  a  less  Tariety :  of  the 
larger  kind  were  sercral  species  of  tlic  albatrosses,  and  the 
fierce  voracious  blacle  petrel.  One  of  the  latter,  howcTer, 
soon  grew  tame  on  board  the  Lioii;  quietly  eating  whatever 
oflbl  was  set  before  it,  and  taking  great  delight  in  bathing 
in  a  tub  of  sea  water.  This  bird  is  a  more  fatal  enemy  to 
the  blue  petrel  of  Amsterdam,  or  procellaria  forsteri,  than 
to  the  albatross.  It  devours  only  the  heart  and  liver  of  the 
former,  leaving  the  rest  untouched:  nuiuy  of  tbcm,  thus 


d'eaus,  and  others  towering  towards  the  cloud 
not  unlike  the  blowing  of  a  whale.  ' 

Scorbutic  symptoms  now  began  to  affect  ih 
crews  of  both  the  ships,  though  every  mcasur!- 
was  taken  for  the  preservation  of  their  health 
Marinated  cabbage,  culled  sour  crout,  wasniijcd 
with  their  general  aliments,  and  a  beverage  ad 
ministered  to  them  from  the  essence  of  malt 
They  were  also  much  gratified  by  the  indulcencel 
allowed  them  of  tobacco.     The  air  of  land,  to] 
which  they  were  now  approaching,  and  the  use! 
of  fresh  vegetables  to  be  found,  seemed  to  pre- 
sage  eifectiial    remedies.     The  next  diiy,  beinM 
the  2jth  of  February,  they  came  in  sight  of  (h J 
most  westerly  point  of  the  island  of  Java,  n\\m 
Java   head;     and,     soon    afterwards,    PrinceJ 
Ishnid  was  seen,  at  the  entrance  of  the  slraitJ 
of  Siiiida.  I 

The  great  island  of  Sumatra,  by  its  snii(h.fast| 
and    that  of  Java  by  its  north-west  extremitvl 
form  the  straits  between  them,  which  are  inlei!r 
sperscd  with  a  number  of  small  isles;  displayino 
a  scenery,  hardly  inferior  to  the  lollty  range  uB 
mountains  round  the  harbour  of  Rio  de  Janeiro] 
The  two  great  islands,  Sumatra  and  Java,  ard 
low,  and  marshy  in  many  places  towards  M 
shore,  but  afterwards  rise  gradually  to  the  intcl 
rior  of  the  country ;  admitting,  in  their  asceDt] 
every  variety  of  situation,  and  all  the  diifereDl 
tints  of  verdure.     Of  the  smaller  islands,  a  feJ 
have  stei  \)  and  naked  sides.     In  the  middle  ofthq 
strait  is  a  littlle  island,  which  the  English  naviga] 
tors  have  named,   Thwart-the-way ;    and  twij 
smaller,  are,  from  their   figures,   appropriatelj 
named  Cape  and  Button;  but  most  of  the  other 
are  level,  founded  upon  beds  of  coral,  and  c» 
vered  with  trees. 

One  of  these  coi'alline  productions  is  Norlij 
Island,  where  the  Lion  found  the  Hindostan  i 
anchor.     The  latter  met,  near  the  mouth  of  tb 
Straits,  with  one  of  the  East  India  CompaDvi 
ships,  returning  from  China.

eviscerated,  were  found  lying  on  the  ground,  throii«hi 
the  island.  But  the  most  beautiful  of  the  feathered  irilK 
inhabiting  or  visiting  Amsterdam,  is  the  silver  blrdurt/cmJ 
hirumlo,  abttut  the  size  of  a  large  swallow,  with  ii  forkt^ 
tail.  These  birds  range  about  in  considerable  luimbcn, 
little  apprehensive  of  danger;  but  when  a  young  one  »J 
tiikcn,  the  others  fluttered  about  the  captor  for  a  cuiisidsJ 
able  time,  niaking  a  great  noise,  and  seeming  dcterniinnlli 
diirt  upon  iiik  itcud  to  ffiiUke  Iubi  relinquisb  bis  prize.

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Njipatclics  from  the  Compan)''8  CommiHsioners  at 
CiotoD  to  the  embassador;    which,    after  the 
Ljiip  had  waited  ten  days  for  his  excellency  at 
Bitavia.  were  left  there  fur  him. 

Of  the  great  variety  of  aquatic  animals,  inde- 
nfndently  of  those  which    produce  tho   coral 
[landii,  a  large  proportion  is  doomed  to  move 
Lgiyat  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  of  which  the  most 
numerous  here  were  the  sea  urchin,  star  fish,  and 
the  holothuria.     These  are  some,    among  the 
Lany  instances,  of  the  regular  gradations  of  ani- 
ital  lif<'>  ff<"^  rapid  motion,  and  exquisite  sen- 
sibilitv.  to  the  borders  of  mere  vegetuble  irrila- 
Ibilitv.  where  those  two  kingdoms  of  tmture  ap- 
pear to  meet,  and  to  be  confounded  together. 

On  (lie  6th  of  March  the  ships  anchored  in 
iBstavia  road,  situated  in  six  degrees  ten  minutes 
Isoiith  latitude,  and  one  hundred  and  six  degrees 
Ijinyoiic  minutes,  eastern  longitude;  the  varia- 
Ition  of  the  compass  about  half  a  degree  to  the 
I  westward  of  the  Pole.     In  this  passage  to  Bata- 
TJa  several  shoals  are  noticed,  and  beacons  are 
liied  to  some  to  point  out  the  danger 
I  A  circular  range  of  islands  protects  the  roads 
|of  Batavia  from  any  heavy  swell,  and  renders  it 
la  safe  anchorage  for  shipping ;  and  it  is  large 
Itnough  to  receive  all  those  that  double  the  Cape 
|of  Good  Hope.  The  vast  quantity  of  Dutch  vcs- 
I  lying  before  the  city,  clearly  pronounced  it 
Itobetlieir  chief  place  of  trade,  as  well  as  the 
(teat  of  their  chief  government  in  Asia.     Few  of 
he  buildings  in  the  city  of  Batavia,  were  visi- 
ble from  the  road,  except  the  dome  of  the  great 
{church;  the  rest  being  shaded  or  concealed  by 
kbe  large  leaves  of  lofty  palms,  and  other  um< 
Drap^eous  trees. 
The  embassador,  after  having  been  compli- 
nented  on  board,  on  the  part  of  the  Dutch  go- 
Iternment,  was  also  received  on  shore  with  dis- 
tinguished  honours ;   though    his    mission  had 
jcreatcd  there  some  very  strong  alarms.     His  Ex- 
cellency, however,  endeavoured  to  remove  their 
Ipprehensions  by  assuring  them,  that  the  admi- 
pistratinn  of  Great  Britain  had  offered  to  the 
States  General  its  mediatorial  assistance,  if  neces- 
ary,  on  behalf  of  their  trade.     The  council,  ig- 
koraut  of  this  proffer,  acknowledged  their  inten- 
lons  of  counteracting  the  embassy,  as  much  as 
V  in  their  power,  and  resolved  to  send  imme- 
liate  instructions  to  Canton,  for  uniting  with. 


I  *  Tk  unitGcl  luxuries  of  Dutch  and  Eattero  entertain- 


instead  of  opposing  the  eflforts  of  the  embassa- 
dor ;  whence  it  was  hoped  and  expected,  that 
every  European  nation,  trading  to  China,  would 
be  ultimately  benefited. 

The  dispatches  which  liis  Excellencj  re- 
ceived here,  from  the  commissioners  of  the  En- 
glish East  India  Company,  at  Canton,  argued 
favourably  for  his  honourable  reception  at  Pekin: 
The  commissioners  set  forth  that,  "  having  ap- 
plied to  two  of  the  principal  Chinese  merchants, 
to  solicit  an  audience  from  the  Fouyen  or  Gover- 
nor of  Canton,  in  the  absence  of  the  viceroy,  to 
deliver  a  letter  to  him  from  the  chairman  of  the 
court  of  directors  of  the  East  India  Company, 
those  merchants  guessed  that  the  letter  related  to 
the  embassy,  and  expressed  some  degree  of  ap- 
prehension iest  the  measure  might  aflect  the  trade, 
property,  or  security  of  the  merchants  of  Can- 
ton ;  but  that  the  commissioners  assured  them  it 
would  rather  be  productive  of  good  than  ill  con- 
sequences to  the  trading  part  of  the  community : 
that  the  motives  of  the  embassy  were  cnquir'^d 
into,  on  the  part  of  government,  as  a  prelimi- 
nary step  to  the  audience  required  by  the  com- 
missioners; who  declared  that  nothing  farther 
was  intended  than  to  effect  a  stricter  friendship 
between  the  courts  of  London  and  Pekin,  and 
an  increase  of  that  intercourse,  which  had  been 
carried  on  for  many  years,  to  the  advantage  of 
both  nations." 

After  many  suggestions  of  similar  import, 
the  commissioners  added,  that,  the  impression 
looked  for  from  the  embassy,  had  already  taken 
place  on  the  officers  of  government  at  Canton. 
Less  interruption  to  foreign  trade,  and  a  more 
ready  attention  to  the  representations  of  the  com- 
missioners were  very  apparent ;  and  the  Hoppo 
was  already  said  to  liave  in  contemplation  to  abo- 
lish the  extravagant  charges  at  Macao,  by  which 
means  one  of  the  principal  impositions  upon  fo- 
reigners would  be  suppressed." 

'i'lie  communication  of  these  dispatches  to  the 
Batavian  government,  which  now  felt  interested 
in  the  present  embassy,  induced  them  to  cele- 
brate the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  prince 
of  Orange,  Stadtholder  of  the  United  Provinces, 
with  additional  festivities.  A  salute  of  twenty- 
one  guns  was  fired  from  the  Lion,  on  the  Stii 
of  March,  on  the  occasion ;  and  it  was  on  that 
day  that  his  Excellency  first  went  on  shore  *. 

.V      -  .  But 
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But  notwithstanding  tlicse  occasional  scenes  of 
merriment,  the  Dutch  settlers  in  Batavia  appeared 
languid,  wan,  and  weak,  as  it*  labouring  with 
the  "  disease  of  death."  Their  place  of  resi- 
dence, indeed,  is  situated  in  tlic  midst  of  swamps 
und  etugnatfd  pools,  from  whence  they  arc 
every  morning  saluted  with  an  assemblage  of 
ncstilential  vapours,  whenever  the  sea  breeze  sets 
in,  and  blows  over  the  morass.  The  meridian 
sun  raises  from  the  muddy  canals,  which  inter- 
sect the  town,  deleterious  miasmata  into  the  air; 
und  the  trees  which  crowd  the  quay  and  streets, 
emit  noxious  exhalations  in  the  night. 

Dr.  Gillan  says,  that  there  were  but  few  ex- 
amples of  strangers  remaining  in  Butavia  long 
without  being  attacked  by  fever,  which  is  there 
the  general  denomination  for  illness  of  every 
kind.  Europeans,  soon  after  their  arrival,  first 
bt'cuine  languid  and  feeble;  and  in  a  few  weeks, 
Koiiictinies  in  a  few  days,  are  taken  ill.  The  dis- 
order, at  first,  is  usually  a  tertian  ague,  which, 
after  two  or  three  paroxysms,  becomes  a  double 
tertian,  and  then  a  continued  remittent,  which 
tVi'(|(iciill\  carries  otf  the  patient  in  a  short  time. 
It  IS  supposed  that  of  the  Europeans,  of  all 
classes,  who  come  to  settle  in  Batavia,  not  al- 
ways half  the  number  survives  the  year.  The 
place  resembles,  in  that  respect,  a  field  of 
battle,  or  a  town  besieged.  The  frequency 
of  deaths  renders  familiar  the  moiition  of  Jiem, 
and  little  surprise  is  shewn  on  hearing  that  the 
couipanion  of  yesterday,  is  to-day  no  more. 
Female  Europeans,  however.  Fuller  less  at  Ba- 
tavia than  tJie  men.  The  former  seldom  expose 
themselves  to  the  heat  of  the  sun,  make  frequent 
use  of  the  cold  bath,  and  pay  more  attention 
to  temperance*. 

The  established  opinion  of  the  unbealthiness 

displayed  iqioii  the  ocrasion.  'I'lic  oiitcrtainment  took  place 
at  the  house  of  the  Govornor.CJciieral,  a  little  way  out  of 
the  town  ;  tlie  road  to  it  leading  through  an  avenue  of  trees, 
bordered  by  canaU.  On  one  side  were  exhibitrd  the  hu« 
mours  of  a  I'lemiiib  fair,  for  the  amusement  of  the  people; 
while,  on  the  other,  a  Dramatic  Performance  was  repre- 
sented by  several  Ciiiiicsc  actors.  A  grand  ball  preceded 
the  banquet,  and  fireworks,  with  Bpleadid  illuminations, 
were  displayed  througiiout  the  garden  till  the  mnrniiig. 

*  13ut  of  the  fatal  elFects  of  the  climate  upon  both  sexes, 
the  following  assertion  was  made  by  a  young  lady  there. 
That  out  of  eleven  persons  of  her  family,  who  came  to 
Uatavia  only  ten  months  before,  her  father,  brother-in-law, 
and  slxfisterv,  had  alreaify  paid  the  debt  of  nature.  There

Iclr  fuccs  are  wholly  European,  but  their  complexion, 
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twenty-four  hours'  arc  here  divided,  as  to  tlii* 
manner  of  living,  into  two  days  and  two  nights; 
each  persow  retiring,  soon  ufter  drinking  totrcc. 
to  a  bed,  couiiistingof  a  mattrass,  bvilsteri  pillow, 
and  chintz  counterpane,  but  no  sheets;  and  puts 
on  his  night  dress,  or  muslin  cap  and  loose 
long  cotton  gown.,  If  the  person  is  a  bachelor, 
which  is  most  frequently  the  case,  a  female  siavo 
attends  to  fan  him  while  he  sleeps.  About  si.v. 
they  rise,  and  dress,  drink  tea,  take  an  airing  in 
their  carriages,  and  form  parties  to  pass  the  even- 
ing together  till  a  very  late  hour.  The  morning 
meetings  consist  generally  of  men,  the  ladies  sel- 
dom choosing  to  attend  till  the  evening  f. 

Every  native  lady  is  coristiintly  atteiuled  by  a 
female  slave,  handsomely  dressed,  who,  on  her 
mistress  being  seated,  sits  before  her  on  the  floor, 
holding  in  her  hand  her  mistress's  gold  or  silver 
box,  divided  into  compartments,  to  contain  arcca 
nut,  cardamon  seeds,  pepper,  tobacco,  and 
slacked  lime;  all  which,  rolled  within  a  betcl-> 
leaf,  constitute  a  masticatory  of  a  very  pungent 
taste,  and  in  very  general  use  among  the  ladies. 

When,  in  the  public  assemblies,  the  ladies  feci 
themselves  inconnnttded  with  heat,  they  retire  to 
relieve  themselves  by  changing  their  inconvenient 
robes  for  lighter  attire.  The  gentlemen  foUoM^ 
the  example,  and  substitute  white  jackets,  some** 
times  indeed  embellished  with  diamond  buttons^ 
for  thei'  heavy  formal  vestments:  the  elderlj 
gentlemen,  when  thus  circumstanced,  quit  their 
periwigs  for  night-caps.  Except  in  these  mo- 
ments, the  members  of  the  government,  combine 
their  personal  gratification  %vitli  the  eastern  po- 
licy of  striking  vulgar  minds  with  reverential 
awe,  by  the  assumption  of  exterior  and  exclu- 

character,  and  mode  of  life,  approach  more  to  tho'ic  of 
the  natives  of  Java.  A  pale  langour  overspreads  the  conn^ 
tenance,  and  every  tint  oi  the  rose  is  an  alien  to  the  check. 
While  they  continue  in  their  houses,  they  are  cloathed  like 
their  slaves,  in  a  long  red  chequered  cotton  gown,  de. 
scending  to  the  ancles,  with  large  wide  sleeves.  They  plait 
their  huir,  and  fasten  it  with  a  silver  bodkiit  on  tlie  top  ot 
the  head,  like  many  of  the  female  peasants  of  Switzerland. 
The  general  colour  of  their  hair  is  black,  which  they  anoint 
with  the  oil  of  the  cocoa-ant,  and  decorate  it  with  chaplets 
of  flowers.  When  they  go  abroad  on  morning  visits,  or 
to  take  an  airing  in  their  carriages,  mure  especially  in  their 
evening  parties,  they  dress  splendidly,  in  gold  and  silver 
spangled  muslin  rubes,  with  a  profusion  of  jewels  in  their 
hair,  which,  however,  is  worn  without  powder.  They  art 
not  solicitous  in  forming  the  shape  from  any  fanciod  idea  ol 
olegaace,  or  any  standard  of  fashion. 
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sive  disfindlons.  They  are  the  only  persons,  for 
instance,  v>ho  arc  privileged  to  appear  abroad  in 
crimson  velvet;  their  carriages  arc  distingnished 
by  heraldic  ornaments,  and  others  meeting,  are 
obliged  to  stop  and  pay  them  homage.  They 
are,  indeed,  sueccasful  in  supporting  absolute 
sway  over  the  aborigines  of  the  conntrv,  as  well 
as  over  the  slaves  imported  into  it,  and  of  the 
Chinese  attracted  thither  in  the  hope  of  gain. 

The  native  Javanese  are  too  remote  froni  civi- 
lization, to  have  any  wants  that  are  not  easily 
satisiied  in  a  warm  and  fertile  climate.  Thcsul- 
t^m  of  Mataram  rules  to  the  cast,  the  King  <)f 
Bantam  to  the  west,  and  the  Emperor  of  Java 
in  the  centre;  while  tht  '-oast  and  efteclive power 
almost  entirely  belong  to  Holland.  The  other 
sovereigns  are  the  descendants  of  foreigners,  who 
imported  the  Mahometan  religion  into  Java,  and 
acquired  the  dominion  of  the  country,  a  few  in- 
habitants in  the  i.:ountain8  excepted,  who  have 
preserved  their  independence  and  their  faith; 
and,  among  other  articles,  that  of  the  transmi- 
gration of  souls. 

The  emperor  is  said  to  maintain  his  authority 
by  an  army  of  many  thousand  men,  dispeised 
throughout  his  territories,  and  by  a  numerous 
female  guard  attending  about  his  person.  These 
heroines  are  trained  to  a  domestic,  as  well  as  a 
military  life;  among  whom  many  from  nicntal  ac- 
eomplishmenls,  are  the  companions,  as  well  as 
the  attendants  of  his  imperial  majesty.  This 
wngulnr  institution  may  owe  its  origin  to  the  faci- 
lity of  obtaining  recruits,  if  the  same  accounts 
be  correct,  that  the  number  of  female  births  in 
Java,  far  exceeds  that  of  the  males  *. 

When  they  are  determined  to  pursue  revenge, 
they  have  a  method  of  acquiring  artificial  cou- 
rage, by  swallowing  a  more  than  ordinary  dose 

*  The  slaves  imported  into  it  are  principn.ny  from  Cele- 
bcs,  ami  o(lii!T  eastern  islands.  Thoy  are  not  forced  to  ex. 
cfssiTC  labour,  nor  am  they  deprived  of  proper  siisteoiince;

independent  life  til!  thoy  had  betn  made  captives  in  their  wars, 
have  been  known  to  take  oflcnce  against  their  maNters  upon 
very  trivial  occasions,  and  to  avenge  themselves  by  assassi- 
nation.

The  Chinese  are  much  attached  to  gami(i;>-,  33 
well  as  opium;  but  the  habits  of  moderation,  ju 
which  they  are  bred,  and  the  cautious  principles 
instilled  into  them,  prevent  them  from  I'allino. 
into  similar  excesses.  They  are,  indeed,  nui'Ii 
more  capable  of  forming  designs  against  liio  m,, 
vcrnmciit;  and  i.:  <  he  year  1710,  they  joined  iiu 
revolt  againyt  the  Europeans,  under  the  coniniand 
of  a  pretended  descendant  of  the  Emperor  ofl 
China;  but  they  were  repulsed  and  disarmed. 
The  alarm,  notwithstanding,  was  so  great  that 
under  the  orders  of  the  Dutch,  all  the  heads  ofl 
the  Chinese  families,  were  massacred,  and  tlair 
effects  seized.  The  directors  of  the  company  iJ 
Holland  execrated  the  horrid  deed  :  and  uiiidi 
apprehension  being  rntertaiiied  that  the  fad 
would  excite  the  indignation  of  the  emperor  of 
China,  deputies  were  sent  to  him  the  followinirl 
year,  to  apologize  for  the  measure,  as  Ibniidi 
upon  necessity,  and  were  agreeably  surpri-tdl 
when  he  returned  llicui  the  following  answer, 
that,  "  he  w;is  little  solicitous  for  the  talc  of 
worthy  subjects,  v\lu),  in  the  pursuit  of  lucrf, 
had  qitted  their  country,  and  abandoned  tlie] 
tombs  of  their  ancestors 'I ." 

On  the  day  of  interment  the  whole  fauiilv  an 
collected,  and  the  corpse  is  conveyed  to  tl!ei;r,u 
with  n)uch  solemn  ponip.  In  tlie  first  proici-l 
sion  ,)crsons,  bearing  images  of  men  and  womin, 
relatives  of  the  lainily,  (as  among  the  ;iii{i(i; 
Ronians)  and  even  images  of  animals,  \\'\U\ 
tapers  and  incensories.     Then  follow  the  [nv.'hl 

spcclable  family  has  a  n'parafe  vault,  jjenerally  siirroiiiiyl 
by  a  wall.  When  a  Chinese  of  rank  departs  (Ms  WL;  m 
nearest  relations  announce  the  melanclioly  event  to  thesiirJ 
vivini^  relatives.  'I'lie  body  of  the  deceased  is  washed,  per.l 
fumed,  and  clothed  in  his  best  apparel ;  it  is  thfti  sialuiu 
a  chair,  before  which  his  Avives,  ciiildrcii,  and  relafiims  |ifiiJ 
trate  themselves,  and  usually  weep  most  immodcriue'v,  Ou 
the  third  day  it  is  put  into  a  coliiii,  and  |)!ace(l  in  uicoll 
the  best  apartments,  hung  round,  on  thi.i  occnsiuti.  \ti!l| 
ahilclincn,  the  emblem  of  their  mourning.  An  altar ii 
erected  in  the  middle  of  the  apartment,  and  on  it  tin  poJ 
trait  of  the  deecascU  is  placed,  with  incense  buinin^,  ii.aiia 
The  sons,  dressed  in  coarse  white,  stand  near  rlu-  milij 
manifesting  every  token  of  sorrow,  while  the  moilui.  d 
female  relations^  arc  heard  lamenting  behind  the  curtail. 
^  accouipaui(4 
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iccomp^nied  with  musical  instruinents,  and  after 
(hem  the  corpse  is  borne  upon  a  bier,  Httended 
be  the  sons  of  the  deceasedj  clothed  in  white, 
tod  leaning  upon  crutches,  as  if  unable,  from 
extreme  sorrow,  of  supporting  themselves  in  an 
erect  position.  The  fenmle  rolutivcs  are  carried 
in  chairs,  encircled  in  white  silk  to  conceal  them 
from  view:  but  their  lamentations  arc  so  fur  from 
belli;;  suppressed,  that  they  are  very  distinctly 
heaiii.  To  these  were  added  some  hired  per- 
jons,  trained  to  uttor  the  loudest  shrieks  and  la- 
pentations  with  mimic  sorrow. 

The  Chinese,  from  their  industry  and  inge- 
nuity, have  become  so  necessary  to  the  Dutch, 
lliat  they  almost  aiknowleda;e  the  settlement 
could  Iiardiy  subsist  witliout  them.  Their  resi- 
dence at  Butuvia  is  in  the  suburbs;  their  houses 
ire  low,  built  principally  ot  wood,  and  crowded 
vi'\lh  inhabitants.  They  are  expert  in  all  mecha- 
nical employments:  in  town  they  become  clerks, 
I  igeiits,  or  hucksters;  and  in  the  country,  t:ioy 
comincnce  farmers,  particularly  in  the  cultiva- 
I  tion  of  the  sugar  cane. 

The  shops  of  Batavia,  like  those  of  brokers 
I  dealing  in  second-hand  articles,  were  thinly  sup- 
1  with  British  merchandize;  a  plain  demon- 
Utration  that  the  interior  inhabitants  of  Java  are 
either  unable  or  unwilling  to  purchase  curious  or 
costly  manufactures.     But  there  are  lar',e  maga- 
zines for  holding  the  rich  products  of  the  Mo- 
lucca or  spice  islands,  to  be  distributed  from 
lliciiceto  every  part  of  the  \\c    d;  besides  coUee, 
I  pepper,  sugar  and  arrack. 

The  Dutch  Company,  from   an  inmioderate 
Itliirst  for  gain,  wished  to  monopolize  thtj  v/hole 
jof  the  spice  trade  to  themselves.     To  effect  this, 
las  well  a<  to  prevent  even  their  own  commodi- 
Ities  (Voni  over-stocking    the  market,    they  em- 
||i!oyed  a  sot  of  men,  under  the  name  of  ivlir- 
faton,  for  ihc  purpose  of  actually  rooting  out 
ifrom  every  place  where  they  could  penetrate, 
every  treo  which  bears  those  valuable  produc- 
lioiis;  hoping  thus  to  counteract  the  bountiful  in- 
lent  of  nature,  and  to  secure  to  themselves  the 
htliisive  sale   and   property   of  those  articles, 
riie  nutmeg-tree  had  been  accordingly  destroyed

impose  on  the  credulity  of  tiic  pul)lic.  One  of  tin- 
kropurs  of  the  inudical  gatdun  at  lUtavia,  however,  a.^siired 
Vr,  CfilUn,  that  a  tree  distilling  a  poisuuuus  juice  wiiB  in 


by  the  extirpators,  in  all  the  Moluccas,  e.\cej)t 
lianda;  and  a  dreadful  eruption  of  a  volcano  in 
that  island,  a  very  few  years  ago,  so  effectually 
buried  in  its  nshes,  or  otherwise  injured  the  ve- 
getable productions  there,  that,  for  some  time, 
no  slight  apprehension  was  entertained  of  a  great 
diminution  in  the  supply  of  that  valuable  spice. 

The  medical  garden,  at  Batavia,  is  now  well 
stocked  with  spiee-trees,  and  the  Delegates  are 
become  more  liberal  in  their  ideas.  The  nutmeg 
tree  is  a  beautiful  vegetable:  the  stem,  with  a 
smooth  brown  bark,  rises  ])cri^ctly  straight ;  its 
fruit,  when  frenh,  is  nearly  the  size  of  a  c  lumoii 
nectarine.  The  uj)per,  and  outer  surface  of  the 
leaf  is  smooth,  and  of  a  deep  green:  the  whole 
leaf  is  characterized  by  its  fragrant  odour.  What 
is  known  by  the  name  of  nutmeg,  is  the  kernel 
within  the  shell.  The  same  medical  garden  at 
Batavia  contains  a  clove-tree.  The  clove  is  only 
the  germ  of  the  fruit,  with  the  flower-cup  con- 
taining it.  The  leaf  is  oval,  smooth,  small, 
narrow,  tender,  and  aromatic.  The  camphor 
tree  bears  leaves  not  unlike  those  of  the  clote, 
but  stronger.  The  pepper,  is  a  creeping  plant, 
or  vine,  generally  supported  on  a  living  tree. 
The  pepper  grows  in  clusters,  like  the  grape, 
but  of  a  much  smaller  sizo*. 

The  whole  country  abounds  with  esculent  fruit;;, 
which,  like  all  places  within  the  tropics,  mav  be 
gathered  throughout  the  whole  circle  of  'iio 
year.  The  mangosteen,  about  the  si/.e  of  a  noii- 
pareil,  considered  as  the  most  delicious  of  all 
iVuits,  was  ripe  in  March.  If  aboundi*  in  Java. 
It  consists  of  a  dark  red,  thick,  ai;d  lirm  riiu!, 
containing  from  five  to  seven  seeds,  of  which  a 
white  pulp  that  covers  Iheia  is  the  only  part  that 
is  eaten.  It  is  of  a  delicate  subaeul  tii:;!e,  not 
much  differing  from  the  san:c  sort  i)i'  \n\\\)y  sub- 
stance, which  incloses  the  sour-sop  iii  tiie  Wet 
Indies.  Pine  apples  are  planlc  \  here  in  lar^e 
fields;  they  are  carried  to  market,  like  furnipi 
upon  carts,  and  sold  for  less  than  a  penny  cieti. 
Sugar  sold  for  about  tive-pence  a  pound;  ;ind 
provisions  of  all  kinds,  were  remarkably  dieap. 
The  ships'  crews,  fed  on  fresh  meat  e\ery  day. 

In  a  place  so  low,  warm,  and  n/arshy,  noxious 


at^ollcction,  but  i(s  qiiulities  tvere  not  iiKule  kii.)\vn   to 
Ojpeopic  in  the  settlement,  lest  the  know  ledtjo  of   tli.-ni 
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should  be  cbininuniciited  to  tho  slaves,  who  mii^ht  be  tempt. 

td  tu  inuk(iit)4>iinprupur  use  of  such  inu)riiiiitiun. 
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nnimalj  are  expected  to  be  numerous :  but  not 
many  accidents  arose  from  them.  The  lacerto, 
or  guana,  an  inoftensi-ve  land  animal,  is  exteriorly 
formed  like  the  lacerto  crocodihis,  or  crocodile 
which  frequents  the  canals  and  rivers  of  this 
country  From  being  an  object  of  fear,  by  a 
Iransiliun  of  sentiment,  it  became  an  object  of  ve- 
neration, and  offerings  are  now  made  to  it,  as  to 
a  deity.  When  the  Javanese  feels  himself  dis- 
4^ased,  he  builds  a  kind  of  coop,  and  fills  it  with 
such  eatables  as  he  supposes  will  be  most  agree- 
able to  the  crocodiles.  He  places  the  coop  on 
the  bank  of  the  river  or  canal,  confidently  ex- 
peel  ing  that,  by  the  means  of  such  offerings,  he 
«hall  get  rid  of  his  complaints;  should  any  per- 
son prove  so  wicked  as  to  take  away  these  \iands, 
that  person  would  then  draw  upon  himself  the 
malady.  The  inhabitants,  in  the  environs  of 
Thebes,  and  the  lake  Moeris,  are  fully  persuaded 
of  their  sanctity.  Both  these  tribes  bring  up 
and  tame  the  crocodile,  adorning  his  cars  with 
earrings  of  precious  stone,  and  gold,  aud  fixing 
ornamental  chains  about  his  fore-feet.  They  also 
supply  him  regularly  with  victuals,  offer  victims 
to  him,  treat  him  respectfully  while  he  is  living, 
and  cmbulm  and  bury  him  in  a  consecrated 
colHn  *. 

In  the  midst  of  such  gloomy  prospects,  their 
attention  to  their  guests  was  not  diminished.  The 
embassador,  and  his  suite,  were  treated  with 
every  mark  of  attention  and  respect.  His  excel- 
lency, being  indisposed,  was  intreated  to  pass 
a  few  days  at  one  of  the  governor's  houses,  in  a 
healthy  spot  amidst  the  mountains ;  but,  wishing 
to  proceed  upon  his  mission  as  soon  as  possible, 
he  waved  (he  invitation,  and  left  Batavia  on  the 
seventeenth  of  March,  intending  to  proceed  to 
the  Straits  of  Banca.

'I'hc  conipanyV  vrssels  were  lyin?  useless 
ill  the  road,  for  tvant  of  cargoex  to  fill,  or  nricn  to  iiafif^ato 
thrm.  'I'hey  had  no  fehips  of  war  to  protect  their  com. 
rrerce,  even  a/,'ain«.f  piralcn,  who  attacJlod  tlicii'  vvstcU 
iotdctiipes  in  the  f^iijlit  of  Tatavia  load. 


In  her  passage  from  Batavia,  the  Lion  touched 
upon  a  small  imnoticed  sunken  rock,  with  thre 
fathoms  depth  of  water  over  it,  with  six  or  seve 
round  its  base.     This  circumstance  pointed  out 
the  necessity  of  such  a  tender  as  the  Jackal!,  and 
as  the  company's  commissioners  at  Canton  had 
been  disappointed  in  sending  two  small  vessels  (u  I 
precede  the  Lion  and   Hindostan,   in  order  to 
sound  the  depth  of  water  in  suspected  places,  his 
excellency  sent  back  to  Batavia,  to  purchase  sutli  1 
a  one  as  the  service  required,  and  named  her,  out 
of  respect  to  his  Royal «Highness,  the  Duke  of 
Clarence. 

The  little  squadron  then  proceeded  towardj 
the  opening  which  leads  to  the  Straits  of  Buiicn 
The  island  of  Sumatra,  on  its  eastern  side,  funni 
ing  the  western  side  of  those  Straits,  as  its  south.  I 
ern  extremity  furms  the  northern  side  of  tlie 
Straits  of  Sunda.     The  depth  of  water  near  that 
island  is  very  irregular,  shoaling,  in  some  s|)ot<,  I 
from  twelve  to  seven  fathoms,  and  in  others  frum  j 
seven  to  four. 

Soon  after  tlie  Lion'.s  return  to  this  spot,  ttici 
long  lost  Jackall  appeared  in  sight.     It  had  birn 
supposed  that  in  the  stormy  night;  in  which  iM 
lost  company  of  the  ships,  or  in  her  attempt  to 
follow  thi'-ni,  some  misfortime  had  happened  to 
her.     She   had   unfortunately  arrived,    both  at 
Madeira  and  St.  Jago,  a  few  days  after  the  Lion 
had  quitted  them.     She  experienced  many  d 
cutties  in  her  passage,  but  she  was  soon  rcadvtol 
proceed  to  sea  f. 

Having  afterwards  occasion  to  visit  the  small  I 
islands  of  the  Cap  and  Button,  they  observed  m 
the  Cap  two  caverns,  which  ran  hori'/nntallyintnl 
the  side  of  a  rock,  and  in  these  they  alsobciieldl 
a  number  of  birds-nests,  which  are  much  suugbtl 
after  by  the  Chinese  epicurrs.

jbod.  Their  greatest  enemy  is  the  kite,  who  fre- 
quently interrupts  them  in  their  passage  to  and 
from  the  caverns.  The  nests  arc  a  considerable 
^jrct  of  traffic  among  the  Javenese;  many  are 
occupied  in  it  from  tlieir  infancy.  The  birds, 
jfleftliey  have  completed"  their  nests,  lay  only  a 
couple  of  eggs,  which  are  hatched  in  about  fif- 
teen days,  and  the  proper  time  for  taking  the  nests 
is,  when  the  young  ones  are  become  fledged. 

The  Javanese  go  regularly  three  times  a  year 

to  Like  llicm;  but  the  operation  is  attended  with 

I nmih  danger,  and  several  break  their  necks  in 

the  attempt.     The  inhabitants  of  the  mountains, 

usuallv  employed  in  it,  comnrence  by  sacrificing 

I  a  b;ifl'aU»,  »  custom  constantly  observed  by  the 

(javcncsc  on  the  eve  of  every  extraordinary  en- 

herprize.    They  also  pronounce  prayers,  anoint 

hhcinselves  with    scented    oil,    and    smoke    the 

jentrance   of  thi^cavern    with    gum  benjamin. 

■Near  some  of  those  caverns  a  tutelar  goddess  is 

|wors>hipped. 

The  natives  of  this  part,  as  well  as  at  most  of 
Ithe  islands  in  the  Chinese  seas,  arc  called  Malays; 
|thcy  arc  remarkable  for  vindictivcness,  indolence, 
and  indocility.  They  are  low  in  stature;  have 
Ibroad  faces,  wide  mouths,  brown  complexions, 
llon^  black  hair,  and  very  little  beards.  The 
Isouthern  extremity  of  Sumatra  is  thinly  peopled 
b}' a  set  of  them,  who  seem  to  lead  an  indolent 
land  miserable  life.  Their  dwellings  near  the 
|(hore,  are  little  more  than  sheds,  in  which  they 
runiiot  stand  upright.     Their  condition,  which

most wretchedness,  is  guarded  by  the  climate 
from  any  actual  sutfering.  Though  halt  naked, 
for  their  dre«n  .'escends  no  lower  than  their  waist, 
the  J  never  go  abroad  without  being  armed  with 
a  criss  or  <lHgger,  with  a  point  that  has  been  im- 
bued in  a  ])oisonous  juice. 

The  sqiii'.'Jron  weighed  from  North  Island, 
and  proceeded  to  Nicholas  !iay;  an  c. -'erly 
course  from  wliioh  leads  to  Banlam,  formerly  a 
place  of  great  trade.  But  the  Dutch  having 
conquered  the  neighbouring  province  of  Jaga- 
tra,  where  they  have  siuce  built  Hatavia;  and 
trade  in  other  respects  having  taken  a  new  course. 
Bantam  was  reduced  to  a  poor  remnant  of  its 
former  opulence  and  importance.  The  power  of 
the  sovereign' declined  with  the  loss  of  its  trade. 

In  Nicholas  Bay  was  a  convenient  rivulet  for 
watering;  and  at  no  considerable  distance  from 
the  shore,  a  villag-e,  where  buffaloes,  poultry, 
fruit,  and  other  vegetables  may  be  procured  at 
reasonable  rates.  Fresh  provisions  were  daily 
served  here  to  the  Lion's  crew;  and  here,  as 
well  as  at  Angcrce  Point,  many  of  the  invalids 
and  convalescents  were  sent  on  shore  for  air  and 
exercise.  Here  indigo  was  manufactured  from 
the  leaf  growing  in  the  neighbourhood*. 

It  la  extremely  difficult  to  get  far  into  the  Java 
forests,  from  the  abundance  of  underwood,  and 
the  vast  number  of  creeping  plants,  forming  a 
sort  of  net,  .supported  by  other  trees.  The  heat, 
for  want  of  a  current  of  air,  was  extremely 
troublesome.  The  eye  was  often  charmed  with 
the  sight  of  trees  in  superb  blossom,  and  with 
the  beautiful  plumage  of  the  birds;  some  of 
which,  however,  threw  out  a  histiing  sound  by 
way  of  notes,  and  spread  the  alarm  of  serpents 
about  to  dart  their  venom. 

Two  ships,  arrived  from  China,  confirmed  the 
former  favourable  accounts.  Very  soon  after- 
ward the  winds  were  so  far  shifted  as  to  encou- 
rage the  Lion  to  set  sail;  but  from  very  light 
breezes,  little  advance  was  made,  and  the  an- 
chors were  often  lowered,  to  prevent  the  ships 

use,  such  proTJsions  as  he  cannot  immediately  consume. 
Others  preferred  a  bird  railed  a  Mino,  not  uiiliko  a  jack, 
daw  in  form  and  size.  The  fish,  called  skip-jack,  by  (he 
sailors,  was  gometinies  an  amusionient  to  tlicm:  it  is  the 
blennius  uccllatus  of  the  nuturalists,  i)avin|;  eyes  uncom. 
monly  prominent,  and  is  uften  seen  skipping  upon  the  tiur< 
face  of  the  water,  near  the  shore. 
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from  being  driven  back,  till  the  26th  of  Aprils 
when  the  current  changed  it»  direction  to  the 
east-south-east,  and  the  next  day  to  the  north- 
east, half  a  mile.  Of  the  slight  airs  that  Mew, 
the  utmost  advantage  vfaa  taken  by  crowding 
sail.  \VhiIe  the  squadron  Was  at  anchor,  within 
three  miles  of  the  two  islands  called  the  Bro- 
thers, their  latitude,  by  observation,  was  found 
to  be  five  degrec»  eight  minutes  south,  and  their 
longitude  one-  hundred  and  six  degrees  four  mi- 
nutes east.  Afboiit  this  place  several  whales  were 
.seen,  after  the  ships  had  left  the  i»land  of  Am- 
sterdam. 

On  the  2Sth  of  April,  the  hills  on  Banka 
island,  were  descried  above  the  Iraze,  which  hid 
the  lower  grounds.  The  Clarence  and  Jackall 
'were  ordered  to  lead,  and  soon  gave  notice  of  the 
water's  shoaling  to  three  fathoms,  which  obliged 
the  Lion  to  come  to  anchor  for  a  short  time. 
The  flindostan  gut  aground  to  the  north-west  of 
the  small  island  of  Li>cipar».  In  the  cilbrtfl  of 
the  Lion  to  drag  the  Hindostan  from  the  shoal, 
the  cable,  tiiiough  six  inches  in  circumference, 
soon  snapped;  but  not  till  the  Ilindoslan  waa. 
already  loosened  from  tlie  rock;  and  she  got 
clear  soon  afterwards. 

The  eastern  coast  of  Sumatra  was  continually 
insight;  and  tiie  sea,  for  a  considerable  distance, 
was  rendered  muddy  and  less  salt,  by  the  quanti- 
ties of  fresh  water  poured  from  the  large  rivers. 
Detached  pieces  of  land  were  also  observed  sail- 
ing along:  they  were  literally  floating  islands, 
turn'  from  the  parent  shores  by  the  violence  of 
the  fluuds.  On  the  ^Oth,  the  ships  came  to  an- 
chor dose  to  the  western  shore,  near  Banka  the 
southermost  of  the  three  Nanka  Isles.  This 
island  is  celebrated  throughout  Asia  fur  its  tin 
mines,  to  which  England  owed  it»  celebrity  in 
Kiirope  in  very  ancient  times.  Banka  lies  op- 
posite to  the  river  Palanibang,  in  Sumatra,  on 
which  the  sovereign  of  Banka. keeps  his  constant 
residence.  He  maintains-  his  authority  over  his 
own  subjects,  in  a  great  measure,  by  the  assist- 
ance' of  the  Dutch-,  who  enjoy  the  l)encfit  of  a 
contract  with  the  king   of  Banka  for  the  tin 


•  On  llie  17th  of  Alny  our  iiiiTigalors  andiorcd  in  n  spa- 
rious  b;iv  oit  tho  oastorii  siilc  of  <Iig  islatnl  of  Pulo  Con- 
dorc.  The  whole  of  tliU  bay  is  forintd  by  fimr  small 
island'!,  which  approach  so  nearly  Uh  cuch  othcr^  (hat, 
In  Komi!  jioiiitii  of  view,  tlicy  appear  to  join:  they  all 
«t'Cin  to  lie  frui^mcnts  of  primitive  monntuins,  separated 
fcom.thc  great  cotttiucnt  in  Uio. lapse  of  lime.     The  piinci- 


which  bis  subjects  procure  from  thence.    Tt 
advantages  arising  from  it  to  the  Dut  ;h  coinpanv" 
is  estimated  ^  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
pounds  per  annum. 

The  vessels  sailed  from  the  Nanka  Isles  on  the 
4th  of  May;  the  squadron  continued  its  route 
and  crossed  the  line  on  the  lOtli  of  May,  iij 
longitude  one  hundred  and  fifty  degrees  forty. 
eight  nunutes  east.  Tlic  equinoctial  line  crossed 
Pulo  Lingen,  aa  island  of  considerable  magni- 
tude, terminating  in  a  fork,  like  that  of  Par! 
nassus;  but  to  which  the  unharnionious  seamen 
bestow  the  appellation  of  "  Asses'  cars,"  Every 
day  now  presented  new  islands  to  the  view;  dis- 
playing a  vast  variety  ia  colour,  ^orm,  andsiiape; 
some  isolated,  others  appeared  in  clusters.  Many 
were  clothed  with  verdure;  and  some  had  smalT 
trees  growing  on  them;  others  were  barren  rocks, 
the  resort  of  myriads  of^  the  feathered  race.  lI 
this  passage  the  weather  was  often  squally,  and 
accompanied  with  thunder,  lightning,  and  heavy 
rain,  which  compelled  the  squadron  frequenfh 
to  anchor.  The  sea  was  seldom  deeper  than 
eight  fathoms.  Several  of  the  seamen  wcral 
afflicted  with  a  dysentery,  who  were  tlicrd'oie 
removed  on  shore,  to  stop  its  contagious  iuflu- 
ence*.- 

The  English  had  a  settlement  on  Condorctiirl 
the  beginning  of  the  present  century,  when  some  I 
Malay  soldiers,  in  their  pay,  in   resentment  of 
real,  or  imaginary  ill  usage,  raurder«d  their  siiJ 
periors,  with  the  exception  of  a, few  who  fordi- 
nately  escaped  from  the  island,  in  which  no  Eu. 
rupean  has    since    resided.     Close    to  a  sundyl 
beach  at  the  bottom  of  the  bay,  a  village  wai 
situated,     to    which   a  party   being    detacliedj 
armed,  they  were  met  by  some  of  the  inhabit- 
unts,  who  welcomed  them  on   shore,  and  con- 
ducted  them  to  the  residence  of  their  chiyf.   It 
was  a  ncut  bamboo  cabin,,  larger  than  the  rest; 
the  floor  being  elevated  a  few   feet  above  tlie 
ground,  and  strewed  with  mats;  on  which  were 
assembled  as  many  persons  us  the  space  would 
receive.     One  of  the  apartments   contained  an 
altar,  decorated  with  images;  and  the  parlitionj| 

pal  IslaiHl  Is  about  tweirc  miles  in  length,  and  tlirpf  jii 
brcadlli,  in  tiie  form  of  a  crcseeiil,  and  consisting;  iifal 
rid)j;c  of  peaked  liilis.  A  nest  of  tiirllea  was  found  lu'tel 
upon  the  boacli,  each  of  uhicli  was  capable  of  (;r(iwin^i«l 
the  M-cight  of  several  hundred  pounds:  though  they  didiiotl 
fhua  exceed  a  few  ounces. 
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fere  bung  \(  ith  6gure8  of  monstrous  deities. 
But  the  countenances  and  deportment  of  tite 
people  seemed  to  excite  no  religious  awe,  nor 
was  any  person  observed  in  the  act  of  adoration. 
A  few  spears  stood  against  the  wall  with  their 
poiuts  downwards,  together  with  some  match- 
locks, and  a  swivel  gun.  Their  dress  consisted 
nriiicipally  of  blue  cotton,  worn  loosely  about 
I  the  body;  their  faces  were  very  flat,  and  their 
I  fves  reniark.ibly  small,  seeming  to  denote  a  Chi- 
tese  origin,  or  relation*. 

The  writer  of  this  letter  had  perhaps  received 
improper  treatment  from  former  strangers,  and. 
it  was  resolved  that  tliey  should  not  continue  to 
think  ill  of  all  who  ciune  to  visit  them.  On  their 
return,  they  were  as  much  surprised  to  find  their 
I  houses  undemolished,  as  their  visitors  had  been 
to  see  them  all  deserted.  Not  an  article  had  been 
removed;  and  a  small  present,  such  as  it  was  sup- 


posed would  prove  acceptable  to  the  chief,  was 
left  for  him  in  the  principal  mansion;  with  a 
Chinese  letter,  purporting,  "  That  the  ships  and 
people  were  English,  who  called  merely  for  re- 
freshment, and  on  fair  terms  of  purchase,  with- 
out any  ill  intention,  being  a  civilized  nation, 
acting  with  principles  of  lirmanity,  which  did 
not  sutler  them  to  pfunder  or  injure  others,  who 
happened  to  be  weaker  or  fcwej  than  them- 
selves." 

This  letter  could  not  be  expected  to  fall  into 
the  hands  of  those  to  whom  it  was  addressed, 
while  the  ships  remained  in  the  bay.  Their  ap- 
prehensions could,  only  subside,  by  Ptjmoving 
tlie  exciting  cause;  and,  as  it  Wifs  essential  to  get 
the  invalidi)  comfortably  provided  f«»r  on  shore, 
the  signal  was  made  to  weigh  anchor  on  the  18th 
of  May,  when  the  squadi'on  quitted  this  place, 
and  steered  away  to  the  northward.

THE  state  of  health  of  the  Lion's  Crew  be- 
came daily  more  alarming,  and  the  neces- 
sity for  removing  them  on  shore  more  urgent. 
I  Besides  the  dysentery,  many  wore  atHictcd  with 
Idiseases  of  the  liver;  oiliers  with  violent  spasms. 
lOiit  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  men  on  board  the 
llioii,  one  hundred  and  twenty  were,  at  times, 
[in  iho  list  of  patients.  From  ttle  repents  of 
former  voyage;,  Turon  Bay  in  Cochin  China, 
|iromis.'d  the  advantages  of  g-x)od  anchorage  for 
She  ship?,  and  shelter  and  provisions  for  the  men. 
Ifhc  S(|uadron  steering  for  that  bay,  came,  on  the 
pciiing  of  its  departure,    within  sight  of  the 

♦  It  was  ]4roposn(]  to  piirc-hasi'  provisions  licrr;  .".nd  tlie 
pecilied  quantity  were  promisiul  to  l)e  ready  l)y  the  follow. 
11^  day,  when,  if  ttic  wcatlicr  happeueil  fo  be  favoiirabli', . 
iiifalids  were- to  liiivi;  been  landed.  Mcs.<(eiii{or.s- were 
|is|iatch('d  on  sliore,  to  rcci-ive,  uud  i)ay  for,  tlie  promised 
Irovisioiis ;  but,  when  they  arrived  at  the  village,  lliey  were 
pucli  astonished  to  find  it  abandoned.  The  houses  were 
tftu|UMi,  and  none  of  the  efl'ticls  had  been  removed.  lu 
Bi' cliief's  cabin  was  fonnd  a  paper,  written  in  the  Chinese 
ingiiage,  of  which  n  literal  translation  purported,  "That 
lieople  of  the  island  were  few  in  unmbur,  and  very 
kuor,  yel  honest,  and  incapabiu   of  doing  luiscliief,  bnt 


southern  extremity  of  the  great  continent,  which 
may  properly  be  called  Chinese. 

This  part  is  divided  into  three  small  kingdoms, 
or  territories,  named  Canbodia,  Tsionipa,  and' 
Cochin-Cliina.  It  is  recorded  to  have  hern  an- 
ciently a  part  of  tlie  Chinese  empire  ;  but  on  the 
Mogul  invasion  of  China,  from  Tartary,  in  the 
thirteenth  cctitury,  the  Chinese  governor  of  the 
southern  peninsula,  containing  Tiitiguin  to  the 
northward,  and  Tsionipa  and  Cambodia,  to  the 
southward  of  Cochin-China,  took  the  opportu- 
nity of  .setting  up  the  standard  of  indcpentlence. 
He,  and  his  posterity,  resided  in  'J'unguin.     In 


they  wore  greatly  terriSrd  at  the  arrivat  of  .such  largo  sbip.", 
and  powerful  i>orsonb ;  especiallj  as  they  were  nimble  to 
satisfy  their  wants  in  regard  to  the  qnantily  of  cattle,  and 
other  provisions,  of  which  the  poor  inhabitant!)  of  Pulo 
Condore  had  hardly  any  to  supply,  and  therefore  could 
not  atJ'ord  the  expected  satisfaction.  Through  dread  and 
apprehcniiion,  they  therefore  resolved  to  havt^  recourse  to 
Hight,  to  preserve  their  lives.  That  they  sn|)plicate  the 
great  peo|)le  to  iiave  pity  on  ther  that  (hey  left  all  their 
I)roperty  behind  them,  and  only  requested  that  their  cabins 
might  nor  be  burnt;  and  concluded  by  prostrating  tlicni- 
selves  to  the  great  people  a  hundred  times,"

EATIL  MACARTNEY'S  FMBASSY  TO  THE  EMPEROR  OP  CWINA. 


tlie  course  of  lime,  the  Tdngiiiriesc  governor, 
iiiiitutcd  the  extiinple  of  the  ancestor  of  his  so- 
vereign, nnd-aUo  erected  liis  governniuiit  into  a 
:kingcl(»ni.  Both  of  tlieni,  'h-owcvor,  acknow- 
ledged a  nominal  >ass!tlsa?  to  the  Chiaicse  Em- 
pire, and,  occasionally,  did 'hoBiage  at  the  court 
t)f  Privin.  This  connection  with  Cliina,  though 
slender,  rendered  it  more  interesting  to  the  pre- 
sent eiiibassy. 

No  part  of  "Cambodia  came  within  view  of  the 
•squadron;  but  Tsionipa  was  seen  on  the  liHh  of 
May,  and  wa.s  more  elevated  from  the  sea  than 
'Cambodia.  Tvger  Island  was  observed  near  it; 
:and  the  next  day,  two  oClier  islands  called  Pulo 
Cambir  de  Torre,  and  Pulo  Cecir  de  Mer. 
Tsiompa  presented  to  tlie  naked  eye,  a  fine  well 
cultivated  country,  gently  sloping  from  the  sea, 
and  beautifully  diverr^iHed  with  luxuriant  piu- 
tures  and  corn  fieldc. 

On  the  *2'id  of  Mav,  Pulo  Cariton,  called  also 
Pulo  Ratan,  appeared  in  sight,  Ijearing  the  sem- 
blance of  two  islands,  at  some  distance,  being 
jiigh  at  both  extremes,  and  low  in  the  nuddle. 
The  squadron  was  now  abreast  of  the  kingdom 
of  Cochin-China.  The  passage  l>ctween  its 
shore,  and  a  vast  multitude  of  small  isUiids  and 
rocks,  called  the  Paracels,  forming  a  lengthen- 
ing cluster  lying  north  and  south  for  near  four 
hundred  miles,  was  not  without  sonre  peril;  and 
-required  no  inconsiderable  caution  to  guard 
iigain.«=t  thc€ttects  of  easterly  «t»rrcnts,  -which  in 
ihese  seas,  are  called  typhoons,  as  th^y  are  hur- 
ricanes in  the  Atlantic.  Sonic  preternatural  ap- 
pearances in  the  atmospliere  indicated  the  ap- 
proach of  one  <Mi  tlie  23d  of  May.  An  uncom- 
mon redness  of  the  sky  at  [sun-set,  a  hazy  atmo- 
itphere  succeeded  to  a  fine  clear  day.  The  clouds, 
however,  after  some  time  dispersed. 

Several  canot>s  were  seen  fishing  between  the 
squadroii  and  the  land,  and  some  of  them  were 
hailed  to  come  along-side,  but  terrified  at  the 
sight  of  strange  vessels,  they  immediately  made 

*  The  first,  consideration  was  to  find  a  salutary  spot  to 
accommodate  the  sick  and  invalids  on  shore.  Gibraltar  Hill, 
near  the  Lion's  htnlion,  was  determined  on,  "here  the 
"round  was  perfrctly  dry,  and  a  clear  stream  of  water  was 
iiinning  behind  the  tents  which  were  ))itrhi'd  for  the  men. 
With  all  possible  dispatch  the  invalids  were  takrn  on  shore, 
and  a  dispatch  was  preparing  to  be  sent  to  the  town  of 
Turon,  to  announce  the  arrival  of  the  shijs,  with  the 
cause  of  their  dcteuUou,  and  to  request  a  supply  of  fresh 


sail,  and  scudded  away  directly  before  (lie  \vina 
One  of  the^c,  however,  w  as  avrrtaken  by  a  boat 
dispatched  from  the  Ilindostan,  and  a  tishertnan 
was  convewd  on  "board;  he  wa.s  an  old  man,  wHh 
his  head  thinly  co-vered  with  grey  slraggliiw 
hairs,  and  a  countenance  haggard  with  a^e  and 
terror.  His  mind  was  soothed,  and  hi.s'alarnu 
dispersed  by  attention  and  presents;  and  he  con- 
ducted the  Ilindostan  into  Turon  bay;  but,  be- 
fore  she  came  to,  sudden  squalls  of  wind',  uc- 
companiiid  with  thunder  and  lightning,  drove  i,|l 
the  ships  again  to  sea,  and  thej  could  not  iclum 
to  anchor  till  (he  2()(h  .«f  May,  ^vhcn  the  Lion 
moored  in  seven  fathoms  waier.  The  old  Co- 
chin-Chinese was  now  dismissed,  with  a  com- 
pensation for  his  fright,  a«  well  as  for  his  services. 
When  conveyed  to  the  shore,  he  jumped  from  I 
the  boat,  almost  with  the  alertness  of  youth 
and,  hastening  away,  nevvr  afterwards  approach- 
ed (he  ships*. 

But  a  c(mnnunica(ion  soon  opened  between  (lie  j 
ofiieor  and  in(erpre(ers,  by  means  of  the  written  | 
charae(ers  of  (he  Chinese  languages.     The  paci- 
fic disposi(ioii  of  (he  squadron  was  anniMinced, 
i(s  general  object  declared,  and  an   inimettiale  I 
supply  of  provisions  was   requested.     The  £«. 
verning  magistrate  of  (he  place  had  previously 
diMpa(ched  a  messeng-cr  to  (he  capital,  to  oblaiu 
instructions  how  to  act,  and,  in  the  interim,  had 
checked  the  sale  of  all  provisions. 

In  (he  course  of  three  or  four  days,  a  person  nfl 
considerable  rank  arrivtrd  at  Turon,  who  {oni- 
plimentcd  the   embassador  on   the   part  of  hijl 
masler.     He  came   in  a  large  decked  gallev,  ofl 
a   light  construction,    conducted    by   minicrouJ 
rowers.     A  state  cabin  was  erected  near  the  ceiilre  I 
of  the  deck,  curiously  painted;  and  the  jioajj 
and  stern  were  decora(ed  with  variegated  stream- 
ers: the  sides  of  the  state  cabin  were  encirclcdl 
with  spears,  and  various  ensigns  of  authority, 
The  principal  ofiicer,  who  came  in  her,  was  cliidl 
in  elegant  silk  robes,  ^.id  his  manners  were  liigliljl 

provisions:  but  an  al-irm  had  already  taken  place :  fnrail 
soon  as  the  IJon  aiicliored,  an  olficer  came  on  biiaril,  tol 
know  the  reason  for  the  squadron's  a|)pearanrc; ;  ikA 
were  juNtified  in  fiupposiui;  it  to  be  hostile,  having  ueverbt'.f 
fore  seen  ships  of  such  mai;niludeand  warlike  conbtrudioi], 
liesides  the  usual  squadron,  another  vessel  from  Marao,! 
under  Geaocse  colours,  follDwed  them  into  the  bay,  wtiichl 
added  tu  the  iniaiical  Aspect. 
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eu  into  the  bay, 


polished  and  refined.     Nine  boats  attended  his 
L|Iey,  containing  variety  of  provisions^  as  pre- 
s  from  the   chief,    for  the   passengers  and 
I  (j(.}ff.      From   tliat    instant  the  markets   were 
ibundantl)'  supplied,  and  the  articles  disposed  of 
it  very  reasonable  rates. 
The  governor  of  the  district  also  came  on 
I  board,  and  invited  the  embassador  and  his  snite 
Id  an  entertainment  on  shore.     He  even  proposed 
to  keep  an  open  table  for  their  constant  reception. 
Every  mark  of  attention  was  shewn  hence  for- 
ward, and  no  effort  neglected  to  cultivate  the 
friendship  and  good  wishes  of  his  excellency  and 
llic  squadron*. 
Turbn,  before  its  civil  commotion,  was  a  more 
I  (Oiisiderable  phice  than  it  is  at  pre8ent.v    Many 
oftlic  best  buildings  were  in  the  centre  of  gar- 
hens,   planted   with   the    areca-nut    tree.     The 
Iniarket  in  the  town  was  plentifully  supplied  with 
lall  llie  vegetable  produce  of  tropical  climates, 
Jind  fish  and  poultry  were  abundant.     At  an  cn- 
Itfitainmciit  given  by  the  chief  of  the  place,  to  a 
Inarlv  from  the  ships,  the  tables  were  spread  with 
Imanv  dishes,  or  rather  bowls,  consisting  of  pork 
lind  beef,  cut  into  small  square  pieces,  served 
lup  with  a  variety  of  savoury  sauces ;  in  others 
Ivrere  stewed  fish,  fowls,  and  ducks:  before  each 
Iporsoii  was  placed  boiled  rice,  to  serve  instead  of 
jbrcad,  and  two  porcupine  quills  performed  the 
iice  of  knife  and  fork.     The  spoons,  in  iniita- 
|lionof  shovels,  were  made  of  porcelain.     After 
dinner,  an  ardent  spirit,  obtained  from  rice,  was 
lerved  around  in  cups;  when  the  host,  in  the 
■cniiine  vein  of  joviality,  after  filling  his  vessel 
|t(itlie  brim,  and  drinking  its  contents,  turned  up 

•  The  hiiy  of  Turoii  was  more  properly  entitled  to  tlic 
itcio  harbour.  It  is  very  cupaciuus  :  and  has  good  holdinir 
kroiiiut.  The  bottom  is  mud,  and  tliu  anchorage  safe 
Uiroughoiit.  In  common  weather,  ships  may  be  placed  in 
Inch  a  manner  as  to  have  the  advant8f<e  of  the  sea  wind, 
loniiiis;  in  at  the  harbour's  mouth,  from  the  hours  of  three 
Irfour  in  the  morning,  to  the  same  hour  in  the  afternoon. 
Tiiis  b;iy  abound'*  witli  fish.  In  some  of  the  boats,  the 
hlioninii,  his  wife,  and  children  continue  with  him,  sheU 
eri'd  with  a  circular  roof,  instead  of  a  flat  deck,  liroad 
licccs  of  gourd,  or  caiabacli,  kept  their  bodies  alloat,  and 
ieir  heads  from  sinking,  should  they  happen  to  fall  over- 
pril.  As  often  as  tlie  (ishermcn  return  safely  on  shore, 
pv  rrert  altars  to  their  deities  among  the  bushes,  making 
|ir>'rings  of  rice  and  sugar,  and  burning  pieces  of  odorous 
fiil  consecrated  wood. 

'  +  On  the  return  of  these  gentlemen  from  the  entertain. 
lent,  they  were  req\icsted,  by  signs,  to  stop  till  an  ancient 
l>l,v  walked  towards  theia,     iVut  liaving  ever  sceu  any  Eu. 
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his  cup,  to  demonstrate  that  no  deception  had 
been  practised.  He  afterwards  accompanied  the 
gentlemen  to  a  theatrical  entertainment,  where 
he  had  ordered  a  comedy  to  be  performed :  the 
principal  characters  were,  a  passionate  old  man; 
and  a  clown  not  without  humour:  both  the  cha- 
racters were  supported  with  such  characteristic 
simplicity  as  to  give  satisfaction  to  the  audi- 
ence f. 

Some  Cochin-Chinese  young  men  then  dis- 
played a  singular  instance  of  eastern  agility  in  a 
game  at  shuttle-cock,  in  which  their  feet  were 
employed  as  dexterously  as  their  hands.  But  it 
is  not  to  sportive  games  alone,  that  these  ingeni- 
ous people  apply  their  feet  as  well  as  their  hands. 
The  lower  orders,  and  even  many  of  superior 
rank,  are  accustomed  to  go  barefooted.  By 
which  practice  they  have  acquired  a  strong  con- 
tractile power,  and  rendered  the  foot  an  useful 
auxiliary  to  the  hand. 

Though  these  people  possessed  not,  scientifi- 
cally, the  art  of  reducing  the  metalic  ore  into 
the  metal,  they  had  attained  the  practice  of 
making  very  good  iron.  Their  earthenware  was 
very  neat;  and  their  dexterity  appeared  in  every 
operation  they  undertook:  sometimes,  indeed,  it 
was  applied  to  improper  purposes,  and  many  of 
them,  without  much  ceremony,  appropriated 
privately  to  themselves,  whatever  suited  them  in 
the  po.ssessiou  of  another;  nor  were  they  much 
disconcerted  by  detection  j;. 

The  soldiery  of  Cochin-China  were  armed  with 
sabres,  and  had  also  long  pikes  decorated  with 
tassels  of  hair  dyed  red,  a  colour  forbidden  to 
be  worn  in  dress  or  equipage,  by  any  except  in 

ropeans  before,  she  approached  them  with  looks  of  cu. 
rioslty,  but  with  a  suavity  of  countenance  implying  a  wil. 
lingness  to  apologize  for  the  liberty  she  took  to  stop  and 
gaze  at  them.  She  viewed  them  with  great  attention,  aad, 
after  testifying  her  thanks,  exulted  in  the  gratilication  of  an 
ardcut  curiosity. 

J  Wives  and  daughters  are  said  to  bo  transferred  here  on 
very  easy  terms,  aihl  without  much  scruple.  All  affairs  of 
gallantry  were  (lassed  over  without  much  censure.  There 
did  not  appear  anioog  the  Cochin. Chinese,  the  least  traces 
of  painting  or  sculpture,  but  they  had  made  some  profi- 
ciency iu  music.  The  embassador  was  induced  to  accept  of 
an  entertainment,  given  on  shore  on  the  4th  of  June,  be. 
ing  his  Britannic  Majesty's  birth  day,  and  a  grand  repast 
was  provided  on  theoccasioi\:  after  which  a  play  was  exhi- 
bited in  a  style  of  peculiar  excellence.  The  piece  appeared 
to  be  a  kind  of  historical  opera.  The  warblers  all  observed 
time  accurately,  and  their  hands  and  f»ct  were  obedient  to 
the  regular  inoTcmeiit  of  the  instruments. 
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the  service,  or  by  order  of  the  aovereign.  The 
guard,  which  attended  the  embussadur  on  this 
occasion,  fired  a  salute  in  honour  of  the  day, 
and  performed  a  number  of  military  evolutions 
to  the  astonishment  of  the  surrounding  multi- 
tude. 

Among  the  Cocliin-Chinese,  clcphanta  are 
served  for  food,  and  their  flesh  is  esteemed  a 
great  delicacy.  When  llicsc  animals  are  slaugh- 
tered for  th«  table  of  (he  king,  or  his  viceroy, 
pieces  arc  cut  off  and  distributed  among  persons 
of  rank,  as  distinguished  marks  of  favour.  Buf- 
falo is  preferred  to  ot!«er  beef.  It  is  notcuatom> 
ary  to  milk  any  kind  of  animal,  ami  therefore 
that  salutary  fluid  constitutes  no  part  of  their 
fftod. 

Before  the  troubles  in  Cochin-China,  great 
quantities  of  gold  were  brought  from  the  hills  in 
dust,  and  bartered  by  the  inhabitants  for  cotton, 
cloth,  iron,  and  rice.  The  present  mountaineers 
are  descendants  of  the  original  inhabitants  of 
their  country.  They  are  reprosentod  as  a  rude 
and  savage  people,  differing  'm  much  in  their 
manners,  as  in  their  features,  from  the  less  dark- 
complexioned  low-landers,  who  were  considered 
as  a  courteous,  affable,  and  inoffensive  race. 
The  ancient  simplicity  of  manners  still,  however, 
subsisted  among  the  agricultural  inhabitants*. 

The  dresses  of  these  people  are  sometimes 
hardly  sufficiently  different  to  discriminate  the 
sexes.  They  consisted  of  loose  robes,  with  small 
collars  round  the  neck,  and  folding  over  the 
breast,  with  large  long  sleeves,  covering  the 
hands.  Persons  of  rank,  indeed,  especially 
among  the  ladies,  put  en  three  of  these  gowns, 
of  different  colours.  Linen  was  not  worn  among 
them,  but  they  had,  next  the  skin,  vests  auu 
trowsers  of  sligiit  silk  or  cotton.  Turbans  were 
frequently  worn  by  the  men.  A  few  of  the  wo- 
men appeared  in  hats ;  but  neitlier  sex  enjoyed 
the  luxury  of  shoes.  Nothing  attracted  more 
the  attention  or  adnu'r.ition  of  the  Cochin- Chi- 
nese than  manufactured  ornaments  of  polished 
rteel.  Silver-hilted  swords  were  much  coveted 
by  the  military  men. 

Swarms  of  uncommon  insects  were  observed 
busily  employed  upon  small  branches  of  a  shrub,

habit  bearing  the  appearAnoe  of  a  privet.    Th     I 
insects  hardly  exceeding  in  size,  the  donlestic  iu\ 
were  of  a  curious  structure,  having  pectinatr,! 
appendages,  rumg  in  a  curve,  bciHling  toward 
the  head,  like  the  tail-feathers  of  the  coninio 
fowl,  but  in  the  opposite  direction :  every  narl 
of  the  insect  was  perfectly  white,  or  it  i,L 
least  completely  covered    with    white  po\v,ie, 
The   particular  stem  being  frequented  1)^  Hk,,, 
i4isects,  or  by  this  powder.     The  white  wax  of 
the  east  ia  said  to  be  composed  of  this  powder- 
A  certain  proportion  of  vegetable  oil  being  mixeti 
with  it.     The  fact  is  ascertained-,  in  some  decree 
by  dissolving  one  part  of  this  wax  in  tlin.e  paru* 
of  olive  oil  made  hot;  the  whole  will  tlienco-i 
agulate  into  a  mass,  with  nearly  the  firmness  off 
bees'  wax. 

The  country,  in   general,  is  supposed  to  bel 
healthy,  the  scorching  rays  of  the  sutnnicr  boinjl 
tempered  by  the  regular  breezes  of  the  sea.    Tliel 
rauiy  season  commences  in  September,  and  cndjl 
in  November,  during  which  time  the  low  land  J 
are  fretjuently  inundated  by  torrents  dcsceiidinJ 
from  the  motiiitains.     The  inundations,  likctiiel 
periodic  overflowings  of  the  Nile,  rendered  lli J 
country  One  of  the  most  fruitful  of  any  on  tiiel 
globe :  many  parts  of  the  land  produced  three 
crops  of  grain  in  the   course  of  a  single  year.l 
But  its  most  valuable  produce,  besides  the  pre-l 
cious  metals,    consisted    in   pepper,    cinnamonj 
sugar,  silk,  and  cotton,  which  were  readily  bjJ 
tercd  by  the  natives  for  European  manuiacturcj.l 
.  Many  circumstances  concurred  to  hasten 
destruction  of  the  commerce  of  the  countrvJ 
Permission  to  trade  was  only  to  be  obtained  IjJ 
purchase:    extravagant   duties   were   levied  oJ 
goods  for  sale,  and  presents  demanded  by  tlios] 
invested    with  power;'   and   recourse   \vmI  kn 
had  to  perfidy  to  cut  off  ship  and  cargo,  an  ml 
stance  of  which  is  recorded  by  the  East  liidj 
Company,  to  have  happened  in  the  ycitr  I  h8.

Such  an  inteation  render- 
ed tbut  island  of  importance,  and  a  professional 
fjgit  wns  made  to  it  by  Captain  Parish  and  Mr. 
Barrow. 

Callao,  called  Campollo  by  Europeans,  is  op- 
posite <n  the  nioutii  of  a  large  river  on  the  coast 
of  Cochin-China,  about  eip:ht  miles  to  the  east- 
ward; on  the  banks  of  which  stands  the  town  of 
Fui-foo,  a  place  well  known  at  a  little  distance 
from  the  liarbour  of  Turon.  The  south-west 
coast  is  the  only  inhabited  part  of  the  island. 
Tlic  number  of  houses  upon  the  isFand  was  about 
sixty,  thirty  of  which  were  in  the  principal  vil- 
lage, and  chieBy  built  of  wood;  many  others 
were  constructed  of  stone,  covered  with  tiles. 

I  The  lower  grounds  contain  about  two  huiidretl 
acres  of  rich  fertile  land,  diversified  with  tem- 
ples, shrubberies,  and  trees  of  various  kinds:  a 

[Etream  of  pure  water,  issuing  from  the  moun- 
itinSi  is  directed  through  sluices  along  the  ridges 
of  the  vale,  to  refresh  the  rice  grounds.  Behind 
all  those  houses  which  were  erected  at  u  distance 
from  the  village,  were  growing,  in  a  slate  of 
exuberance,  tobacco,  sugar-canes,   and  various 

I  kinds  of  vegetables*. 
The  whole  of  the  Cochin-Chinese  dominions 

I  fills  the  space  between  the  twelfth  degree  of 
northern  latitude,  and  the  tropic  of  Cancer;  but 
their  breadth  does  not  amount  to  two  degrees  of 

ilongitude      The  whole  comprehends  about  nine- 

Itv-tive  thousand  square  niiles. 
Soon  after  Mr.  Jackson's  return  to  the  Lion, 

[the  speedy  departure  of  the  squadron  was  an- 

|noiinced  to  the  officers  of  the  government.     This 

*  After  abont  a  fortnli5hl's  stay  ill  Turon  harbour,  pre- 
Ijiarations  were  making  by  the  s(|uuOron  for  tlioir  lii'imrlurc. 
IThe monsoon  was  now  pcrfoctly  fdTourable  for  an  c.vpccli- 
llious  |>assaf(e  to  the  conmt  of  China.  The  invalids  from  the 
iLion,  who  hud  been  on  shore,  were  returned  on  board  in 
[better  health,  and  the  ship  was  piiriiicd  from  all  tracus  of 
Icoiitagion.  The  passongcrs  had,  however,  to  regret  the 
lloss  of  a  worthy  man,  JVlr.  Tothill,  purser  of  the  Lion. 
iThis  genlleman  had  foriiiorly  been  round  the  world  with  Sir 
lErasmus  Gowur,  and  chose  to  arcompany  his  friend  on  the 
Iprcsciit  occasion,  though  he  had  quitted  a  sca>faring  life  sc. 
iTcral  years  before. 

I  About  this  period,  another  temporary  uneasiness  arose : 
iMr.  Jackson,  master  of  the  Lion,  had  gone  in  one  of  the 
Ithip's  boats,  to  take  the  soundings  and  beariniry  of  the 
Insteru  shore  on  the  peninsula  of  Turon,  and  was  expected 
Id  return  the  s.iuiu  night.  All  the  following  day  elapsed 
Kithoul  any  tidings  of  him,  at  which  his  friends  were  ex- 
ceedingly alarmed,  reflecting  on  the  perfidy,  and  cruelty 


was  answered  by  a  complimenfary  message  from 
the  reigning  prince,  and  accompanied  by  a  se- 
cond present  of  provisions.  The  embassador 
made  an  appropriate  reply,  expressing  bis  in- 
tention of  returning  to  Cocliin-China,  if  practica- 
ble, after  he  should  have  visited  the  court  of 
Pekin.  The  squadron  then  weighed  anchor,  and 
sailed  from  Turon  on  the  16th  <»f  June,   1793. 

In  the  course  of  the  first  three  days  after  their 
departure,  they  met  with  currents  which  set  in 
various  directions,  from  a  variety  of  causes ; 
and  on  the  20th  of  June  a  high  peaked  moun- 
tain presented  itself,  called  by  Europeans  the 
Grand  Ladrono.  Near  it  was  another,  whose 
summit  was  less  aspiring:  and^  on  the  same  day, 
the  main  land  of  China  appeared  in  sight,  bear- 
ing north  north-east. 

On  the  21st  of  June  the  squadron  anchor- 
ed in  twelve  fathoms  water,  under  the  lee  of 
Chook-choo,  another  of  the  Ladrones ;  the 
Grand  Lad  rone  bearing  west-south-west,  distant 
three  leagues,  and  Chook-choo  south  by  west 
three  miles.  The  margins  or  rocks  of  the  La- 
drone  Islands  next  the  sea,  are  of  a  dark  brown 
colour,  and  much  corroded  by  the  action  of  the 
salt-water.  The  rock  consists  of  a  mixture  of 
clay,  calx  of  iron  in  a  small  portion,  and  a 
great  deal  of  siliceous  earth  and  mica.  The  soil 
upon  the  surface  of  the  island  seems  to  partake 
of  their  combined  properties  f. 

The  squadron  being  now  almost  arrived  at  the 
destined  scene  of  action,  the  embassador  gave 
directions  for  the  Jackall  and  Clarence  brigs  to 
proceed  to  IMacao,  on  the  business  of  the  em> 

which  had  been  exercised  against  strangers  upon  the  coast. 
A  rumour  speedily  riacliod  the  ship,  that  Mr,  Jackson,  his 
boat,  and  crew,  h:iil  been  seized  ami  detained:  this  fact 
was  afterwards  conTirnicd  by  a  Mandarine,  who  acknow- 
ledged that  some  foreigners  hiid  been  taLcn  up  for  attempt, 
ing  to  penetrate,  in  the  night. time,  one  of  the  rirers  in  a 
suspicious  unwarrantable  manner.  The  embassador,  how- 
ever claimed  them,  aud  a  promist!  was  made  that  the  boat, 
effects,  and  crow  should  bo  restored.  A  few  days  after 
they  did  return;  but,  during  their  captivity,  they  had  suf> 
fercd  much  fatigue,  and  many  indignities  from  the  people. 

+  The  Ladrones,  and  clusters  of  islands  between  them 
aud  the  southern  extremity  of  China,  are  so  near  to  each 
other,  and  to  the  main  land,  and  appear  so  broken  and  Ir- 
regular, that  they  arc  supposed  to  be  fragments  disjointed 
from  the  ct)utinent,  and  from  each  otitcr,  at  remote  pcriodity 
by  suceessivo  violei'.t  torrents,  or  in  some  sudden  convul- 
sions of  nature.  They  often  serve  as  retreats  for  pirates^ 
and  for  the  temporary  ;ibodc  of  fcKcrmca. 
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bassy.  On  this  orrasion  two  Chinese,  broupht 
fVoni  Europe,  who  hiid  been  companions  of  the 
interpreters,  and  to  whom  his  Excellency  had 
granted  a  passage  in  the  llindostun,  wished  to 
embrace  tliis  opportunity  of  returning  to  their 
native  land,  and  solicited  his  Excellency's  per- 
mission for  (hat  purpose.  The  conduct  of  both 
had  given  general  satisfaction  during  the  passage ; 
ond  one  of  them  was  such  an  adept  ui  the  Chinese 
characters,  that  he  had  occasionally  assisted  the 
interpreters  in  the  way  of  their  profession.  Be- 
fore his  departure  his  Excellency  wished  to  make 
him  a  compensation  for  his  trouble,  but  he  was 
inflexible  in  his  refusals,  declaring  at  the  same 
time  his  gratitude  and  esteem  for  the  English 
nation;  and  that  ample  justice  should  be  done 
to  its  character  in  China,  should  his  opinions  on 
the  subject  be  adopted  by  his  countrymen. 

One  of  the  interpreters  wished  aho,  at  this 
time,  to  retire  from  the  service  of  the  embassy, 
through  fear  of  being  detected  and  punished  for 
leaving  his  country  without  licence,  and  for  ac- 
cepting an  employment  from  a  foreigner.  The 
case  of  the  other  interpreter  was  almost  similar, 
but  he  had  fewer  apprehensions  and  more  forti- 
tude, and  was  determined  to  fultil  his  engage- 
ment. To  prevent  detection,  he  put  on  an 
English  military  uniform,  with  sword  and  cock- 
ade: he  thought  himself  ju.sti tied  in  taking  these 
precautions  for  his  safety,  and  was  prepared  for 
any  event  that  might  take  place. 

The  other  three  Chinese  embarked  on  board 
the  brigs  for  Macao,  with  the  persons  dispatched 
t^1ither  by  the  embassador,  for  the  purposes  al- 
ready mentioned.  Dispatches  were  also  forward- 
ed from  the  governor  general  of  the  Dutch 
East-India  settlements,  to  their  resident  in  China, 
containing;  orders  for  his  co-operation  with  the 
views  of  the  British  ministry. 

Through  the  English  East-India  Company's 
commissioners,  the  embassador  had  information 
that,  "  His  Imperial  Majesty's  disposition  to 
aftbrd  a  rece])tion  to  the  embassy,  suitable  to  its 
dignity,  bad  not  suffered  the  least  diminution, 
as  appeared  by  his  repeated  instructions  on  this 
subject  to  the  diU'erent  governments  upon  the 
coast.  He  had  given  orders  for  Mandarines  to 
await  his  excellency's  arrival,  and  the  pilots  to 
be  properly  stationed  to  take  charge  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's ships,  and  to  conduct  them  in  sjifety  to 
Tieu-sing,  as  well  as  to  prepare  for  receiving 


the  embassador,  and  conveying  him  and  \\\ 
suite  to  Pekin;  concluded  his  commands  with 
these  remarkable  words,  "  that  as  a  ((rent  J\Inn. 
durine  had  come  so  far  to  visit  him,  he  nwst  he 
received  in  a  distinguished  manner,  and  answer- 
able  to  the  occasion." 

The  embassador  was  informed  also  by  the  com. 
missioners,  that  "  two  of  the  native  merchand 
of  Canton  had  been,  ordered  to  hold  themselves 
in  readiness  to  proceed  to  any  part  of  the  coast 
on  the  report  of  his  Miijesty's  ships  being  arl 
rived  there  with  the  embassador,  and  in  all  pro. 
bability  to  accompany  his  Excellency  to  court." 
It  was  conjectured  they  were  to  serve  as  inter- 
preters, as  well  as  to  ♦reat  for  any  merchandize 
which  might  be  sent  with  the  embassador  for 
sale.  Rut  the  commissioners  were  of  opinion 
that  "  the  embassador  was  already  sufticientJT 
provided  with  interpreters,  and  that  the  compan'v 
had  sent  no  goods  for  sale  in  the  ship  which 
attended  the  embassy,  as  she  was  chiefly  ladea 
with  the  presents  for  the  Emperor." 

It  had  been  the  custom,  on  former  embassies 
to  send  one  of  the  missionaries  dependent  on 
the  palace,  to  meet  and  accompany  the  cmbas. 
sador  to  court.  Due  precautions  had  been  taken 
!>ince  the  late  French  Revolution,  and  its  con- 
comitant calamities  were  known  at  Pekin,  to 
prevent  the  introduction  of  similar  principles. 
And  though  foreigners  were  not  excluded  from 
entering  into  Canton,  and  missionaries  were  still 
admitted  into  China,  and  encouraged  in  (heca* 
pital,  yet  their  conduct  was  now  narrowly  watch- 
ed, and  examined  with  suspicious  viligance.       I 

Soon  after  the  return  of  the  brigs  from  .Ma-  !l 
cao,  the  squadron  got  under  weigh,  aiul  quilted  f 
Cliook-choo  on  the  2'.jd  of  June.     They  proceed- 
ed   with  a  favourable  gale  towards  the  straits 
which  separate  the  continent  of  China  from  tlit 
great  Island  of  Formo.sa,  or,  as  the  Chinese  call 
it,  Tai-W'an.     The  same  day  the   ships  jja^sod 
between   two  small    islands,    one   called  As«tj' 
pjurs,  the  other   Lenia.     The  next  day  a  laijel 
elevated   rock   appeared  in   sight,  which  beinjl 
perfectly  wliitc,  was  named  Fcdra  Branca  In  tbel 
Portuguese,  who  first  discovered  it.  I

ments ;  and  expressed  his  hope  that  a  formal 
deputation,  which  he  had  already  dispatched  to 
tho  Lion,  would  prevail  on  the  embassador  to 
come  ashore,  where  preparations  were  making 
to  receive  him  with  all  due  honours.  The  ardent 
desire  of  repairing  speedily  into  the  presence 
of  the  emperor,  served  as  a  full  apology  for 
declining  to  accede  to  any  proposition  which 
might  tenil  to  delay  tlicm. 

Tlie  Governor  had  provided  pilots  who  were 
competent  to  convey  them  to  the  next  port,  at 
which  others  were  successively  to  be  procured, 
till  they  should  arrive  at  Tien-sing.  The  danger 
of  coasting  with  such  large  ships,  the  frequent 
occasion<to  cast  anchor,  aud  the  idea  of  a  direct 
navigation  to  the  gulf  of  Pekin  being  insisted 
on,  he  requested  till  next  morning  to  determine 
on  the  business. 

In  the  mean  time  the  party  went  to  take  a  view 
of  the  city  of  Ting-hai,  about  a  mile  distant. 
The  way  to  it  is  intersected  with  rivulets  and 
canals,  in  various  directions;  which  might  pro- 
bably serve,  among  other  purpo-ses,  to  identify 
the  property  of  the  respective  individuals.  The 
ground  was  cultivated  like  a  garden,  not  a  single 
spot  was  wasted;  and  the  road,  though  good, 
was  very  narrow,  that  as  little  .ii.possible  should 
be  lost  to  culture. 

The  city  is  environed  by  a  wall  of  thirty  feet 
high,  overtopping  the  houses,  most  of  which 
consist  of  only  a  single  story.  Along  the  wall, 
at  the  distance  of  every  hundred  yards,  square 
stone  towers  are  erected  upon  it.  In  the  para- 
pets were  also  embrasures,  and  holes  in  the 
merlons  for  archery.  There  were  no  cannon, 
except  a  few  old  wrought  iron  pieces,  near  the 
gate.  The  gate  is  double,  within  which  is  a 
guard-LoUse,  where  military  men  are  stationed;

+  The  city  wan,  in  some  de;;rfe,  surroanded,  a.s  well  as 
intersected,  liy  canals:  the  bridges  thrown  over  tliem  are 
steep,  and  ascend(d  by  steps,  like  the  Uialto  at  Venice. 
The  streets  are  narrow  p.ossages,  paved  with  square  flat 
stones.  The  town  is  full  of  shops,  consisting  cl  ielly  of 
articles  of  cloathing,  food,  and  furniture,  pompously  dis. 
played.  Even  coftins,  decorated  with  a  variety  of  lively- 
colours,  arc  exhibited  to  alluro  those  who  uicdilatc  upon 
mortality.  Dogs,  and  other  small  qundrupeds  intended  for 
food,  were  exposed  alive  for  sale.  liOose  garmeuts,  and 
trowsers,  were  worn  indiscriiuinatoly  by  both  sexes.  No 
paupers  appear  about  the  streets,  aud  iiidutitry  seems  uni.

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While  the  party  of  Englishmen  were  grati- 
fying their  curiosity  with  observing  the  snrroiind- 
ing  objects,  they  were  themselvM  still  more  the 
occasion  of  astonishment  in  their  beholders. 
Few  of  the  people  here  had  ever  seen  an  Eng- 
lishman before.  They  collected  now  in  multi- 
tudes round  the  strangers,  who  were  attended  by 
a  guard  which  had  been  ordered  for  them.  The 
people,  however,  pressed  close  upon  them:  it 
was  then  the  month  of  July,  and  the  crowd 
added  to  the  sultriness  of  the  weather.  As  the 
party  were  dressed  in  the  European  style,  and 
consequently  their  clothes  adhered  closely  to  their 
bodies,  some  of  them  began  to  sutler  exceedingly 
from  the  heat;  while  the  surrounding  multitude, 
in  habits  hanging  loosely,  felt  no  sort  of  incon- 
venience. The  party  took  shelter  from  the  heat 
and  crowd,  in  u  temple  full  of  monstrous  and 
grotesque  figures  of  the  supposed  deities  and 
guardians  of '  the  city;  and  soon  afterwards  re- 
turned in  sedan  chairs,  followed  by  new  multi- 
tudes. 

The  next  morning  the  governor  made  his  ap- 
pearance in  the  hall,  accompanied  by  a  civil 
magistrate.  The  latter  was  distinguished  by  a 
square  upon  his  breast,  in  party-coloured  silk, 
in  which  an  imaginary  bird,  the  phu>nix  of  the 
Chinese  was  wrought;  us  was  that  of  u  tiger  ou 
the  Governor's  robes,  denoting  his  military  func- 
tions. Tea  followed  an  intcTthange  of  compli- 
ments, and  the  mn£>'strate  then  began  a  speech, 
accompanied  with  a  multiplicity  of  tones  and 
gestures,  and  appeared  to  have  been  intended  for 
a  display  of  eloquence.  He  asserted,  however, 
that  it  had  long  been  the  nractiec  among  the 
Chinese,  to  navigate  along  tlie  coast  from  province 
to  province,  and  that  mode,  in  the  present  in- 
stance, must  be  the  most  eligible;  ihat  Chu-sun 
was  only  a  subsidiary  port  to  the  j^ireatcr  one  of 
Ning-puo,  and  could  not  furnish  such  pilots  as 
were  now  demanded.     To  this  it  was  simply  an- 


Tcrsally  to  prevail.  Men  only  were  obscrTcd  passing  briskly 
through  the  streets.  Women  were  seen,  chiefly,  in  their 
ghops,  and  at  their  doors  and  windows. 

or  tho  latter,  even  tlie  middling  and  inf.Tior  classes,  the 
feet  arc  iiniiaturally  small,  or  rather  triincateil.  Consider- 
ing a  small  foot  as  a  mark  of  beauty,  they  sufTur  much  pain 
and  inconfenicnce  by  having  their  feet  inarmed  and  <listor(- 
f.d.  The  great  toe  is  tho  only  one  peruiilted  to  act  with 
freedom,  the  rest  arc  doubled  down  under  their  foot  in  their 
tendcrest  infancy,  till  at  length  they  unite  with,  and  arc 
buried  in  the  sole.  Hence  tlicy  bring  upon  thenisclTcs  an 
awkward  hobbling  gait,  being  obliged  to  walk  upon  their 
hceli,  and  to  totter  as  they  jjass.

swered,  that  as  the  English  ships  were  m  \\ 
larger  than  the  Chinese,  and  of  a  different  co  I 
struction,  they  required  a  mode  to  be  follow  "ill 
difl'erent  from  their  usual  practice:  and  that 
Ning.poo  might  supply  such  pilots  as  were  noti 
to  be  found  at  Chu-san,  they  would  immediatelrl 
proceed  thither  in  search  of  them.  'i 

The  Governor  instantly  took  the  alarm.  Thei 
departure  for  Ning-poo,  he  observed,  would  bi 
construed  by  the  Emperor,  as  a  disapprobatio 
of  their  reception  at  Chu-san,  which  probabl 
would  occasion  the  Joss  of  his  ofiici;  and  of  hi 
dignity,  pointing  to  a  red  globuliir  button  whid 
then  decorated  his  bonnet,  and  denoted  th 
second  class  of  magistracy  in  the  empire,  of  whicb 
there  are  niue,  except  which,  strictly  speakiujJ 
there  is  no  rank  or  dignity  in  the  couutrv. 

The  governor,  to  avert  the  danger,  iindcrtooi 
io  procure  persons  capable  of  conducting  tti 
squadron  to  the  place  required.  Orders  wen 
instantly  dispatched  for  all  persons  who  had  cvj 
been  at  Tien-sing  to  repair  immediately  to  iJ 
hall  of  audience.  Several  came,  and  after  nj 
note  examination,  two  of  theiu  were  found  wh] 
had  often  traded  to  that  port,  and  who  said,  ilj 
squadron  might  be  conducted  to  a  safe  an] 
commodious  harbour  for  large  vessels,  under  tlJ 
island  of  Mi-a-tau,  within  u  day  or  two  s  sal 
of  Tien-sing. 

These  two  men  received  directions  fromiln 
governor  to  prepare  themselves  to  go  imindialel] 
ou  board  the  Clarence,  and  to  pilot  the  EnjlJ 
ships  into  the  harbour  he  mentioned,  or  as "nei 
to  Tien-sing  as  was  practicable.     'J'o  gel  (hen 
selves  excused    from   this  business,    the.«e  i 
declared  they  had  large  families,  which  hc_ 
be  involved  in  the  most  extreme  distress  if  tiJ 
were  separated  from  them.     These,    and  oltj 
arguments,  were  enforced  in  vain;  the  Em 
ror's  orders,  he  said,  must  be  obeyed,  and  I 
could  hearken  to  no  remonstrance.

The 
pilots  being  now  on  board,  the  Clarence  got 
under  way.  The  next  day  she  passed  through 
the  straits  called  Gongh's  passage,  uud  joined 
the  Lion  at  her  place  of  anchorage. 


During  her  absence  the  embassador  had  been 
attended  by  the  deputation  mentioned  at  Chu-san, 
and  by  another  from  the  governor  of  the  pro- 
vince. Both  had  solicited  his  excellency,  and 
his  suite,  to  partake  of  cntertaimneuts  on  shore, 
which  he  declined,  alledging  the  necessity  of  the 
immediate  prosecution  of  his  voyage  towardu 
the  Emperor's  court.  ',      .    ;

SECTION    VI. 

iyavigation  through  the  Yellow  Sea — E7nbassador's  Entrance  into  the  River  leading  to  Tien-sing-^ 
Progress  of  the  Embassjj,  along  the  Pei'ho,  towards  the  Capital  of  China — Departure  of  the 
Ships  from  the  Gu{f  of  Pc-chc-lce. 


THAT  part  of  the  coast  of  China  along  which 
the  squadron  had  sailed,  from  the  eastern 
limits  of  Tung-quin  to  the  Chu-san  islands, 
locasures  upwards  of  one  thousand  nautical 
tnilcs.  What  remained  of  the  Chinese  coast 
Ironi  iicncc  to  the  port  nearest  to  Pekin,  is  of 
aD  extent  still  more  considerable.  But  ut  Chu- 
jan  the  squadron  was  arrived  at  the  utmost 
boundary  of  recorded  European  navigation. 
The  yellow  sea  derives  its  name  from  its  rceeiv- 
ing  tiie  water  of  the  IVhang-ho,  or  Yellow  River 
uf  China,  which  abounds  with  yellowish  mud. 
The  Yellow  Sfa  is  bounded  by  China,  Tartary, 
aud  the  peninsula  of  Corea*. 

The  nature  and  cause  of  the  qualities  of  the 
magnet  have,  at  all  times,  been  subjects  of  con- 
templation among  the  ChiiK^se.  Their  theory, 
in  this  and  many  oilier  instances,  is  the  reverse  of 
(he  European  philosophers.  It  is  obvious  that 
while  the  magnetic  needle,  suspended  by  its 
centre,  points  at  one  extremity  to  the  north,  it 
hi)ks,  at  the  other,  to  the  south;  but  each  re- 
tains its  own  polarity.  Thus  the  power,  which 
principally  attracts  the  nee  'le,  may  be  supposed 
to  reside  towards  either  or  both  positions  of  the 
earth,  In  England  it  has  been  supposed  that 
the  needle  has  its  chief  tendency  to  the  north 
pole;  but  in  China  the  south  alone  is  consider- 
ed as  containiniy  the  attractive  power. 

The  Chinese  pilots  bad  soon  occasion  to  ob-

I  nen  in  preparia;;  her  for  sea.     lie  had  brought  with  him  a 

ctwiiasii,  but  no  chart]  nor  any  iiibtrumcut  for  taking  an 


snrve,  how  much  more  essential  the  perfec- 
tion of  the  compass  was,  to  the  bolder  navi- 
gators of  Europe  than  to  themselves;  os  the 
commanders  of  the  Lion  and  Ilindostan,  trusting 
io  that  instrument,  stood  out  directly  from  the 
land  into  tl>e  open  sea. 

The  squadron  entered  the  yellow  sea  on  the 
9th  of  July,  in  dark  cloudy  wcatlver.  Vast 
quantities  of  yellowish  brown  mud  were  dis- 
turbed by  the  motions  of  the  sliips  through 
the  water,  when  they  were  sailing  in  six  fii- 
thonis  water;  a  circumstance  which,  to  persons 
who  knew  not  the  cause,  might  have  created 
ainm,  lest  it  should  denote  a  sudden  shoaling 
oi*  flic  water. 

On  the  morning  of  the  lOth  of  July,  they 
had  thick  hazy  weuther,  with  a  constant  heavy 
swell  from  the  eastward.  Two  islands  were 
perceived,  which  the  pilots  called  Tchin-sau, 
and  Shoo-tong-yeng,  bearing  north-west  by  west, 
about  nine  leagues.  On  the  llth  at  five  in  the 
morning,  two  new  islands  were  seen,  called  Pa- 
teha-san  and  Te-tchoiig.  On  the  1-l^th  the  pilots 
observed,  that  the  squadron  was  then  opposite 
the  Chinese  province  of  Kiang-nan,  and  that  in 
the  neighbourhood  were  large  shoals.  The  fog 
became  so  tliick,  that  it  was  hardly  possible  to 
see  from  one  end  of  the  Lion  to  the  ether.  Xi 
may  be  dillicult  to  explain  why  a  shallow  se* 
should  generally  hnve  tlie   atmosphere  over  it 

obserTation.  But  as  tho  Chineso  seas  arenarrow,  and  cTcry 
where  intersected  with  islands,  they  have  less  ocrasion  for 
charts,  and  thuy  d*  ocud  principally  on  the  polarity  of  the 
needle. 

foggy; 
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fogCT :  but  the  fact  has  also  been  observed  on 
the  banks  of  Newfoundland,  And  other  places 
thinly  covered  with  water. 

Efforts  were  made  to  keep  the  ships  tog:eth(  r 
during  the  fi*g,  guns  were  fired,  notwillistand- 
ing  which  the  Hindostan  was  separated  tiiis  day 
from  the  rest  of  the  squadron.  The  pilots  ol)- 
sorved  that  the  thickest  fogs  acconnpaiiiod  the 
!»>uth-east  winds,  which  often  contiimed  four 
or  iive  days  at  a  time.  On  the  Hdi  the  wind 
4."ontinued  in  the  same  quarter;  but  the  fog  was 
dispelled.  Several  junks  were  observed  steering 
dift'erent  courses.  Land  birds  also  made  their 
appearance,  and  sea-weed  and  bamboos  were 
observed  floating  upon  the  water.  The  Hindos- 
tan, it  afterwards  appeared,  had  that  day  fallen 
in  with  the  Endeavour  brig,  commanded  by 
Captain  Proctor,  belonging  to  the  East  Imlia 
Company.  She  had  on  board  a  young  man  who 
could  speak  the  Spanish  and  Chinese,  who  in- 
tended to  offer  hii  services  as  an  additional  in- 
terpreter to  the  embassy. 

Both  divisions  of  the  squadrons  had,  on  the 
J 5th,  the  wind  from  the  southward,  accompa- 
nied part  of  the  day  with  a  fog.  The  Hindos- 
tan, in  clear  intervals,  descried  a  small  coiiic- 
fihaped  island,  denominated  Ca-te-noo  by  the 
pilot;  and,  on  the  following  day,  observed  '\.^ 
craggy  promontory  of  Shan-tung,  and  a  niiall 
island  to  the  south  of  it.  From  hence  the 
Lion  steered  north  by  west  by  compass,  till  she 
got  into  the  latitude  of  thirty-six  degrees  twenty 
jTiinutc'S  north.  Here  the  soundings  lessened  from 
forty  to  twelve  fathom?*. 

On  the  I8lh,  the  v»'ind  was  for  the  most  part 
easterly,  and  the  weather  foggy  in  the  afternoon, 
the  squadron  passed  a  very  spacious  harbour,  in 
which  were  several  junks.  Between  Cape  Ma- 
cartney and  a  projecting  point  of  land  in  the 
form  of  an  oblafe  cone,  the  coast  in  general  is 
bold ;  and  the  mountains  seeai   to  extend   far

into  the  country,  They  are  interspersed  with 
beautiful  villn<:<'s  along  the  shore.  The  bay  of 
Ki-san-seu  is  very  spacious,  extending  ten  miles 
from  east  to  west,  and  nearly  the  same  (iistaiicc 
from  north  to  south:  thei'e  are  two  h:uboiiis 
within  lliis  bay;  one  at  the  back  of  a  hi!:h  hhiil' 
point,  called  Zeu-a-lau;  the  other  licar  tlic 
mouth  of  a  river,  called  Ya-nia-too.  The  snu.i- 
dron  rouiiiined  one  day  in  this  bay,  hiuina;  pro- 
cured new  pilots;  but  on  (he  21dt  of  Julv  they 
made  sail  through  the  passage  between  Cape 
Zeu-a-(au  and  the  island.  In  the  evening  thev 
hauled  round  a  projecting  head-land,  which 
with  a  bluff  point  due  west  from  this,  forms  the 
entrance  of  Ten-choo-foo  bay,  in  which  the 
squadron  anchored  iu  seven  fathoms  wafer,  within 
two  or  three  miles  north-east  of  the  city  of  that 
name.  The  anchorage  foul,  with  a  hard  groiiiul 
and  shells,  Tlie  Clarence  was  therefore  im- 
mediately ordered  to  Mi-a-fau  to  cNJunine  i(s 
harbour.  In  the  mean  time,  an"  oflicer  was  dis- 
patched to  the  governor  of  Ten-choo-foo,  lo 
proclaim  the  arrival  and  object  of  tlie  sci'jjulroii, 
As  soon  as  the  governor  of  Ten-choo-foo  w?,s 
inf<»rmed  that  the  embassador  was  on  board  the 
Lion,  he  instantly  sent  off  a  present  of  fresh  pro- 
visions and  fruit,  and  went  afterwards  in  person 
to  compliment  his  excellencyf. 

The  governor  invited  the  embassador,  p,!id  his 
suite,  in  the  most  pressing  manner,  to  entirtiiiii- 
nients  and  plays  on  shore.  lie  wished  for  an 
opportunity  of  shewing  his  excellencv,  on  a 
small  scale.,  what  a  splendid  receptior.  was  pre- 
paring for  him,  by  his  sovereign  on  his  arrival 
at  the  imperial  court.  To  a  nation  like  the 
Chinese,  among  whom  subo.-dination  is  obserNod 
with  unreiuitting  strictness;  and  who  look  up 
to  the  hrone  with  the  profoundest  degree  of  ve- 
neration, it  might  ♦  -nd  to  impress  them  with 
a  generid  sense  of  the  importatice  of  the  Eng- 
lish nation.     Every  consideration  denvindeti,  at 


and  in  that  posture  cumiuunicated  his  busiacss,  to  thcgrcU 
surprise  of  (he  I'lngiish  spectators;  a  surprise  that  vna 
much  l.(:i;r|i(enod  hy  the  undisturbed  counteuitucu  of  ilie 
governor;  and  he  remained  in  that  degrading  situalimi  all 
the  time  he  was  conversing  with  him.

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tlie  same  time,  that  the  individuals  who  com- 
posed the  embassy,  should  adopt  sue!)  a  cautious 
and  circumspect  conduct  as  fo  avoid  f^iving 
offeoce  where  it  was  so  easily  taken;  and  thus  to 
counteract  the  prejudices,  which  thi*  t'ompany's 
records  testify  to  have  been  eutertaiiu-d  in  that 
country,  against  the  morals  and  maiincrs  of  the 
English. 

tlu!  squadron  being  now  pretty  far  advanced 
ill  the  yellow  sea,  and  expecting  speedily  to 
arrive  at  the  destined  port  in  the  gulf  of  Pekin, 
hiij  excellency  thought  it  expedient  to  disperse 
u  paper  throughout  the  fleet,  which  was  pub- 
licly read  to  the  crews  and  passengers  of  each 
vessel.  This  paper,  among  other  things,  ptir- 
|ioi'tcd,  that  the  success  of  the  embassy  depended 
upon  (gaining  the  good-will  of  the  Chinese;  and 
iliis  might  also  depend  ou  the  ideas  entertained 
by  them  of  the  English  nation :  that  the  un- 
favourable impression  retained  by  the  Chinese 
against  the  English,  for  irregularities  formerly 
committed  at  Canton,  could  o!'.ly  be  cflaccd  by 
t  conduct  diametrically  opposite :  he  therefore 
recommended  particular  catition  and  mildness  in 
every  intercourse,  or  accidental  meeting  with  the 
poorest  individual  of  the  country.  He  (rusted 
alto  that  the  propriety  and  expediency  cf  main- 
tiining  the  credit  of  the  English  name,  would 
secure  their  voluntary  obedience;  and  that  the 
>aine  incentives  would  produce  similar  conduct 
oil  every  person  concerned  in  th(i  embassy. 

His  excellency  declared  that  lie  should  report 
tbc  goOii  conduct  of  those  who  merited  com- 
mendation ;  but  that  he  should  be  equally  ready 
to  censure  mi.scon(luct,  or  to  suspend  or  dismiss 
transgrossors.  His  excellency  f::r(her  observ- 
ed, that  however  impelled  by  a  sense  of  duty 
(0  promote  the  objecls  of  his  mission,  and  to 
inspect  into  the  conduct  and  punish  the  crimes  of 
(hedisobcdieiit;  he  should,  on  the  other  hand,

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the  Clarence  from  thence,  the  ofTucr  reported, 
that  (Ik)'  harbour  did  not  aflord  them  a  secure 
retreat,  "  on  account  of  a  dangerous  reef  of 
rocks  lying  off  the  east  end  of  the  easternmost 
of  the  Mi-a-tau  islands,  called  Chu-san;  that 
the  r.'jf  was  a  dangerous  object,  and  could  not 
be  approached  nearer  than  where  the  soundings 
were  nine  fathoms,  as  the  water  shoaled  close 
to  it  very  suddenly."  The  Clarence,  however, 
anchored  in  this  bay,  within  a  mile  of  the  shore, 
in  a  clayey  holding  ground.  This  is  about  three 
miles  long,  and  nearly  as  many  broad;  it  is  po- 
pulous and  well  cultivated. 

'i'he  report  of  the  Clarence  would  not  admit 
of  a  hope  that  any  pern^anent  shelter,  for  ships 
of  such  a  size,  could  be  had  in  the  harbour  of 
Mi-a-tau.  It  was  now  determined  by  Sir  Erasmus 
Gower,  before  the  ollicer  should  venture  in:o  the 
Gulf  of  Pekin.  of  which  the  strait  of  Mi-a  tan 
might  be  considered  as  the  entrance,  to  send  an 
oflicer  to  survey  the  mouth  of  the  river  which 
fell  into  it  from  Tien-sing.  The  Jackall  was  no 
sooner  dispatched  for  this  purpose,  than  a  ncvr 
Chinese  piiot  was  recommended,  perfectly  ac- 
quainted with  the  matter  in  agitation.  He  was 
a  man  of  venerable  aspect,  plausible  in  hTs  man- 
ner, and  appeared  to  be  expert  iu  nautical  af- 
fairs. He  asserted,  that  there  was  a  very  com- 
modious harbour  witl)in  six  miles  of  Pei-ho,  or 
M  liite  River,  flowing  from  Tien-sing,  with 
plenty  oi  water  for  ships  of  any  magnitude; 
and  to  confirm  his  assertion,  he  drew  a  sketch  of 
the  place,  with  its  relative  situation  with  regard 
to  the  northern  coast  of  the  gulf,  and  to  thu 
mouth  of  the  river. 

On  the  24th  of  July,  tbc  Clarence,  which  had 
b<>?n  tint  a-head,  tired  several  musquets  as  sig- 
nals of  danger;  upon  which  the  ships  wore 
round,  <r;nd  stood  ofl*  to  cast  south-east.  On  the 
25tli,  with  the  wind  south  and  south-westerly, . 
light  breezes  apd  clear  weather,  the  squadron 
stood  to  the  westward  under  easy  sail.  The 
depth  of  water  regularly  decreased  from  fifteen 
to  seven  fathoms.  At  midnight,  the  Clarence 
made  the  signal  of  danger:  the  ships  coiiac- 
qiicntly  hauled    their   wind   to  the  south-ea^t, 

highly  extolled  by  a  Miiudaiinc.  of  rank,  who  accompanied 
the  embassy  tliroiigliuut,  who  declared  before  he  parted 
from  it,  tlint  the  sntiKi  minii)er  of  Chinese,  taken  froni  Iha 
dilluri  .t  ranks  i>  Miciety,  could  not  have  bebavud  with 
more  propriety  ana  ducoruio. 
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and  the  Lion  soon  got  into  from  six  to  ten 
fathoms. 

On  the  26(h  of  July  it  rained  most  violenUy, 
accompanied  wi(h  tiemRndous  claps  of  thimder, 
and  vivid  flashes  of  lightning.  The  JackuU  was 
perceived,  returning  from  the  westward,  sur- 
rounded bv  a  number  of  Chinese  junks;  and 
from  the  report  of  (.'aptain  Campbell,  who  had 
bef  n  sent  to  explore,  it  appeared  that  no  secure 
harbour  was  to  be  found  on  the  shores  of  the 
river  Pei-ho. 

The  Jackall,  in  going  up  the  river,  was  ac- 
costed by  some  Chinese  soldiers  in  a  boat,  who 
desired  her  to  cast  anchor.  Soon  after  a  Manda- 
rine, with  several  attendants,  came  on  board  ; 
and  when  he  was  thoroughly  satisfied  that  she 
b»;longed  to  the  embassy,  he  made  many  en- 
quiries respecting  the  embassador,  and  wanted  to 
know  what  presents  he  had  brought  for  his  im- 
perial Majesty.  When  lie  had  gained  what  in- 
formation he  could,  he  closed  his  interrogatories 
by  declaring,  that  the  emperor  had  given  special 
orders  for  the  reception  and  acconmiodation  of 
the  embassy,  and  odered  to  supply  whatever 
might  be  wanled  *. 

The  Mandarines,  on  being  assured  that  the 
ships  were  too  large  to  cross  the  bar,  suppo.'.ed 
their  size  to  be  immense,  and  forme'  a  propor- 
tionate idea  of  the  quantity  of  presents  that 
must  have  been  required  to  .*ill  them.  Orders 
vvere  instantly  given  for  a  suflicient  number  of 
junks  to  bring  those  presents,  as  well  as  the 
passengers  and  buggage,  on  shore.  An  ex- 
tensive i)uilding,  near  the  river's  mouth,  hud 
been  jMOvided  tor  the  reception  of  the  embas- 
sadrjr,  supposing  he  might  have  thought  it 
necessary  to  have  remained  there  a  few  days,  to 
recover  from  the  fatigue  of  so  long  a  voyage  }•. 

In  the  tuime  plentiful  and  gratuitous  manner

Two  Mandarines  of  rank,  one  in  the  military 
and  tic  other  in  the  civil  department,  with  a 
numcious  train  of  attt^ndants  approaclud  tlie 
Lion  to  pay  their  respects  to  the  embassiulor:  ii, 
the  emperor's  name,  and  their  owii,  (hey  con- 
gratulated  him  on  his  safe  arrival,  after  tra- 
versing  so  great  a  pcriion  of  tlu;  ocean.  The 
civil  Mandarine,  whose  family  nanie  was  Clwxc 
was  honoured  with  thv?  additional  title  of  Ta-xhin 
or  Great  JSlan;  and  had  the  honorary  distinctioii 
of  a  blue  globe  upon  his  bonnet:  he  was  grave 
but  not  austere,  in  bis  manners,  and  his  addro^ 
indicated  a  plain  and  solid  unde-standing.  He 
had  been  preceptor  to  some  ot  the  imperial 
family,  and  was  considered  as  a  man  of  taleuu 
and  literature.  >  . 

The  military  Mil lUiiini  A  an  open  maiily 
countenance,  and  bar  i  i.^  honourable  ad- 
dition of  Tu-zhin,  or  Gnat  JMan.  He  had  sig. 
nalized  himself  in  battle;  and  had  received  many 
wounds.  Besides  the  red  globe  above  his  bur,- 
net,  he  was  honoured  with  another  mark  of  fa- 
vour for  his  services.  This  was  'terally  a  fea- 
ther,  and  it  was  taken  from  a  peacock's  tail.  It 
was  given  him  by  the  Emperor,  with  directions  to 
wear  it  pendant  from  his  bonnet.  He  was  cele- 
brated f'ii'  his  skill  in  archery;  the  bow  and  ar- 
row being  still  in  use  in  the  Chinese  armies,  and 
generally  preferred  to  fire-arms.  His  person  was 
perfectly  suited  for  a  warrior ;  he  was  above 
the  middle  si/e,  erect,  and  musculac;  and  his 
activity  and  strength,  as  well  as  Mi-  other  mar- 
tial qualities,  were  Iflghly  prized

One 
llic  brigs  might  remain  in  the  Pei-ho  river  to 
iivcy  him  to  the  Lion,  after  which  his  ex- 
llency  requested  that  Sir  Erasmus  would  quit 
ic  coast  of  China,  nnd  not  revisit  it  till  the 
nth  of  May.

Sir  Erasmus  Gower  declined  the  proposal  of 
going  to  Pekin,  concpiving  his  presence  with  the 
squadron  indispensibly  necessary.  He  said  he 
should  return  to  one  of  the  bays  mentioned,  and 
on  the  re-establishment  of  (ho  health  of  the 
crews,  he  should  proceed  to  accomplish  theobjects 
contained  in  the  instructions  for  (he  advantage  of 
the  public.  The  Mandarines  having  been  ap- 
plied to  for  that  purpose,  procured  from  the 
viceroy  letters  to  secure  good  treatment  for  the 
Lion.  On  this  occasion  there  was  a  general 
meeting  on  board  the  ships,  between  those  who 
were  to  depart  from  thence,  and  those  who  were 
to  remain  behind,  and  they  took  an  affectionate 
farewell  of  each  other. 

The  embassador  and  gentlemen  of  the  em- 
bassy, embarked  on  the  5th  of  August,  171>.'i, 
for  the  Pei-ho  river,  on  board  the  Clarence, 
Jackall,  and  Endeavour  brigs ;  while  the  ser- 
vants, guards,  musicians,  and  other  attendants 
accompanied  the  presents  and  baggage  in  the 
JMnks.  With  a  favourable  breeze,  and  a  spring' 
tide,  they  crossed  the  bar  in  u  few  hours,  and  in 
the  afternoon  came  to,  for  a  short  time,  opposite 
a  small  village  called  Tung-coo,  with  a  military 
post,  wherethetroopsw(  re  drawn  up  in  compli- 
ment to  the  embassador.  Toe  situation  of  Tung- 
coo  was  not  inviting:  the  land  was  low  and 
swampy.  From  this  place  the  vessels  were 
dragged  or  trailed  along  by  a  niuTvber  of  Chinese 
peasants.  In  their  progress,  the;  soon  passed 
another  village,  named  See-coo,  and  reached  the 
same  evening  the  town  of  Ta-coo.  Many  of  the 
houses  in  these  places,  as  well  as  those  inter- 
spersed with  the  river's  banks,  were  little  better 
than  huts,  with  mud-walls,  and  thatched  roofs, 
A  few  buildings  were  large,  elevated,  and  orna- 
mented like  the  dwellings  of  opulence,  but 
hardly  any  thing  indicated  the  existence  of  mid- 
dle ranks,  or  the  multiplied  gradations  between 
abundant  wealth,  and  absolute  indigence. 

The  embassador  entered  iiumediatety  into  the 

gardens,  castles,  bridfje-;,  liikes,  Tolcanoes,  and  other  an. 
tiipiilies,  of  battles  by  sia  and  land,  dociv  yanis  or  plaeeg 
for  building  ships,  horse-races,  biill-iightin;!;,  and  of  most 
other  objects  curious  or  romarkable  in  the  doniinloits  of  his 
Uritannic  Majesty,  and  other  parts  of  Europtr:  also  of  some 
of  the  most  eniiiiL'ut  persons,  including  the  royal  family  of 
Great  Britain;  the  re|)rescntalioiis  themscWes  hi-ing  monu. 
mcnts  of  the  arts  by  whiih  thity  are  made  in  their  yrtsent 
ad'-auced  state. 
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yatch  prepared  for  liis  reception.  It  resembled 
the  passage  boats  on  the  English  and  Dutch  ca- 
nals, but  being  intended  for  a  longer  route,  was 
made  more  spuciuus,  better  decorated,  and  fitted 
up  with  greater  conveniences.  The  apartment 
allotted  for  his  excellency  comprised  most  of  the 
vessel,  consisting  of  an  anti-ciiambcr,  a  saloon, 
a  bed-chamber,  and  a  closet.  A  square  sopha, 
or  seat  of  honour,  such  as  are  met  with  in  the 
niarsions  of  all  chief  Mandarines,  and  on  which 
they  give  audience  to  their  suitors.  On  each  side 
the\vatcli,  from  head  to  stern,  a  gangway  was 
constructed,  projecting  about  two  feet  beyond 
the  gun-wale.  Upon  this  the  crew  conducted  the 
vcfscl.  The  cabin  allotted  for  the  crew  was  next 
the  stern ;  in  -  'orucr  of  which  perfumed 
matches  were  con  r  '•  'ept  lighted,  and  placed 
round  an  idol  upon  >.  11  altar.  Boats  attend- 
ed with  provisions,  an  .  iiiooks  to  supply  <he  em- 
bassador's table,  witho-ut  the  necessity  of  going 
ashore*. 

The  transhipping  of  luggage,  of  which  there 
were  six  hundred  packiiges,  most  of  which  were 
heavy  and  unwieldly,  occnpied  about  three  days. 
While  they  were  thus  engaged,  tl»e  chief  con- 
ductors of  the  route,  Chow-ta-zhin  and  Vancta- 
zhin  occasionally  visited  the  embassador,  as  well 
to  testify  their  respect,  as  to  observe  that  he  was 
comfortably  accommoflated.  Their  politeness 
even  extended  to  the  principal  gentlemen  of  the 
embassy,  who  were  also  honoured  with  visits  of 
civility.  The  inferior  mandarines  were  equally 
attentive  to  the  accommodation  of  the  passengers. 
And  even  the  Chinese  soldiers  and  sailors  mani- 
fested a  disposition  to  please,  beyond  what  could 
liave  been  expected  from  persons  of  inferior 
rank. 

The  gentlemen  in  each  yatch  were  served  after 
the  eastern  manner,  with  a  separate  table,  and 
occasionally  with  all  the  delicacies  of  the  couu- 

*  Tlicre  were  sixteen  othrr  3  atclis  in  (lie  procession,  be- 
sides the  cinbubbiidoi's  :  many  of  them  were  eighty  feet  in 
Ji'ngth,  and  very  caiLicions.

The  muiiaKi  J 
ment  of  the  latter  seemed  to  be  better  unileistodd 
than  that  of  the  former;  for  the  wine  was  e-vw 
rally  muddy,  and  ill-tasled,  and  soon  became  soufj 
The  spirit  was  strong  and  clear.  In  the  northcrd 
provinces  it  wus  usually  disti'Icd  from  niilloij 
and  in  the  southern  fioni  rice :  the  strength  ol 
some  of  it  was  ascertained  to  be  abov^>  the  com] 
mon  proof  for  ardent  spirits.  It  is  called  byibJ 
Chinese,  hot-Mine,  shuxi'  choo.  1 

Fruits  of  various  sorts,  as  plumbs,  pears,  apJ 
pies,  grapes,  apricots,  and  oranges  were  sencdJ 
Pe»':hc8  were  pr(;sented  as  comiug  from  PekiiJ 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  which,  greater  atteni 
tion  is  supposed  to  be  paid  to  the  culture  of  tliil 
fruit  than  in  the  ])rovince8.  iJrecn  and  6olie| 
tea  were  supplied  in  abundance.  It  appears 
however;  to  have  been  too  recently  gathered fo| 
an  English  palate,  and  it  was  common  to  hcatj 
wish  expressed  for  Loudon  tea.

It  is  observable  that 
iQore  (ban  four  persons  seldom  sit  at  the  same  ta- 
ble io  China;  but  a  banquet  is  frequently  srrved 
tipon  small  tables  in  the  same  apartment.  It  is 
probable  that  some  circumstance  of  delicacy  to- 
wards the  embassador,  might  have  induced  the 
tireroy  to  adopt  this  particular  mode  of  hospi- 

Every  necessary  arrangement  having  been  com- 
leted  for  the  embassy's  proceeding  up  the  river, 

I  the  signal  was  made  for  sailing  on  the  morning 
of  tbe  9th  of  August.  No  guns  are  fired  in 
China  by  way  of  signal ;  but  circular  rimmed 
plates  of  copper,  in  which  there  is  a  certain 
mixture  of  tin  or  zink  to  render  it  more  sonorous, 
are  used.

Hiited  sifting  on  the  waves,  with  case,  dignity,  and  firm. 
k!\c«;  and,  though  xrithoiita  trident,  he  scorns  cooKcioiis  of 
jfinirity  by  ♦he  possession  of  a  magnet  in  one  band,  while 
[tbn  dolphin,  which  he  holds  iu  theolher,  dcu4>tt's  kis  puwer 
[otcr  the  itihabitants  of  the  ocea.s.  His  agitated  locks,  and 
jdisurdured  beard,  flowing  in  all  dirocliuus,  liCtini  intended 
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The  motions  of  the  embassy  on  the  river  were 
not  rapid ;  the  meandering  course  of  the  stream 
tending  to  retard,  in  some  degree,  its  progren; 
but  it  furnished  a  favourable  opportunity  of  sur- 
veying the  banks  and  circumjacent  places,  adorn- 
ed with  pleasant  villas,  and  delightful  gardens; 
the  fields  were  in  the  highest  state  of  cultivation, 
and  principally  covered  with  the  holcus  sorghum, 
the  tallest  vegetable  producing  grain.  It  is 
usually  called  Barbadoes  millet,  growing  ten  or 
twelve  feet  high,  and  is  said  to  increase  a  hun- 
dred fold. 

Near  some  of  the  towns  and  villages  several 
pyramids  were  observed  of  the  height,  of  about 
fifteen  feet,  but  of  diiferent  dimensions  with  re- 
spect to  length  and  thickness.  They  were  com- 
posed of  bags  of  salt  heaped  together  iu  that 
form,  as  peat  is  preserved  in  many  parts  of  Eu- 
rope. Though  these  bags  were  covered  with 
only  common  matting,  they  were  suflicientlj 
sheltered  against  the  dissolution  of  their  contents 
by  rain  J. 

Not  only  on  the  first,  but  also  the  second  day's 
progress  up  the  Pci-ho,  the  banks  were  lined  with 
innumerable  spectators.  On  the  third  day  they 
reached  the  port  of  Tien-sing,  which  literally 
signiGes  iu  the  Chinese  language,  hcavenbj  spot: 
an  appellation  which  it  claims  from  its  situation 
in  a  genial  climate,  a  fertile  soil,  a  dry  air,  and 
a  serene   sky.     It  is  the  general  mart  for  the 

to  convey  an  idea  of  that  troubled  element.  The  circum. 
stance  of  the  divinity's  reliance  upon  a  magnet,  sufficiently 
indicates  how  intimately  the  knowledge  of  its  properties 
has  been  incorporated  with  the  mythological  doctrines  of 
the  Chinese,  as  well  as  at  what  an  early  period  that  knov^. 
ledge  must  have  been  applied  to  navigation. 

f  The  approach  of  the  embassy  was  an  event  of  which 
tbe  report  spread  rapidly.  Crowds  of  spectators  were  as> 
licmbled  oh  the  banks  of  the  Pei-ho,  to  sec  the  procession 
pass;  while  the  females,  as  shy  as  they  wiTC  carious,  took 
a  glance  at  them  through  the  gates,  or  peeped  over  the  vrMa 
to  enjoy  the  sight.  A  few,  indeed,  of  the  ancient  dames  at. 
most  dipped  their  little  feet  into  the  river,  to  get  a  nearer 
view ;  while  tbe  younger  part  of  the  sex  kept  behind  at  a 
tnore  cautious  distance. 

;|:  When  night  came  on,  the  banks  were  illuminated  with 
a  diversity  of  variegated  lights.  TUe  tran.'^iKirent  lantL'rns, 
.iifi.xcd  to  the  mast-head  of  the  vessels,  denoted  the  rank«  of 
the  passengers  they  contained :  all  wliich,  nith  the  reful. 
guilt  glittering  of  the  lights  from  the  cabins  of  the  junks, 
reflected  from  the  water,  produced  an  enchanting  moving 
illumination  ;  a  8|)ectes  of  magiiitice.ice  affording  much  gra. 
tilicutioa  to  the  Chinese.  The  shrill  aouud  of  the  loo,  ami 
the  sting  and  buz  of  uiusquitocs  during  the  uigUt,  afforded, 
however,  no  additional  enjoyment. 
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northern  provinces  of  Cliina^  and  is  built  at  the 
confluence  of  two  rivers,  from  which  it  rises  in 
a  gentle  slope.  The  palace  of  the  governor  stands 
on  a  projecting  point,  commanding  the  prospect 
of  a  broad  bason,  or  expanse  of  water,  produced 
hy  the  union  of  the  rivers,  and  which  is  almost 
covered  with  vessels.  Across  the  rivers  a  bridge 
of  boats  extended,  which  occasionally  separated 
to  pc  niit  vessels  to  pass  betweai  thciu.  Temples, 
and  handsome  edifices,  adorned  the  quays;  con- 
tiguous to  which  were  yards  and  magazines  for 
naval  stores. 

Yet  in  all  the  ardour  of  curiosity,  the  people 
preserved  the  greatest  degree  of  decency  .ad  re- 
gularity in  their  demeanour.  The  gradual  rise 
on  every  side  from  the  water  to  the  furthest  ex- 
tremity of  the  city,  rendered  the  whole  one  great 
amphiihcatre.  It  was  literally  lined  with  heads 
gradually  and  judiciously  elevated  one  above 
another  as  their  situation  directed.  Every  face 
was  seen,  and  the.  number  surpassed  any  multi- 
tude that  had  ever  been  observed  in  the  country. 

The  fleet  which  conveyed  the  embassy,  stop- 
ped opposite  the  centre  of  the  city,  where  the 
viceroy,  who  had  come  by  land  from  Ta-coo, 
was  in  waiting  for  the  embassador.  His  excel- 
lency disembarked,  with  all  his  suite,  attended 
by  his  whole  train  of  servants,  guards,  and  mu- 
flicians.  He  was  received  on  shore  by  the  vice- 
roy. A  body  of  Chinese  troops  was  drawn  up 
behind  them,  and  the  following  order  was  ob- 
Bcrved : 

Three  military  Mandarines,  or  principal  offi- 
cers. 

A  tent,  with  a  band  of  music  outside  the  tent. 
Three  long  trumpets. 
A  triumphal  arch. 

Four  large  green  standards,  with  five  small 
ones  between  each,  and  bowmen  between 
each  small  colour. 

Six  large  red  standards  with  matchlock  men, 
and  five  small  colours  between  each  stand- 
ard. 


•  The  weather  being  <hen  extremely  v.arm,  screral  of 
the  troops  carried  fans  with  their  military  arms.  Fin«  are 
worn  in  China  by  both  sexes,  and  by  all  ranks.  Oflicers  iu 
other  parts  of  the  east  arc  frequently  seen  cxcrciiiing  their 
b.ittalions.Mith  umbrellas  over  their  heads.

At  the  upper  end  of  the  pavilion,  "where  th. 
majesty  of  the  emperor  was  supposed  to  be  con 
stantly  residing;  it  was  expected  a  rcspecttni 
obedience  should  be  paid  to  that  ideal  dory. 
this,  howevar  singular,  was  accordingly  J^', 
formed  by  a  profound  inclination  of  the  body 

Tea,  swcatments,  and  other  refreshments  beinffi 
served,  the  legate  informed  the  embassador  tliatl 
the  emperor  was  at  his  country  mansion  at  Zlic.' 
hoi  in  Tartary,  where  he  proposed  to  cciebriitcl 
the  anniversary  of  his  birth-day,  being  on  ||,e| 
thirteenth  of  Hie  eighth  moon,  answerina;  fu  \\^A 
seventeenth  of  September;  and  that  it  was  hiJ 
desire  to  receive  the  embassy  in  that  city. 

When  the  embassador,  and  the  gentlemen  on 
his  suite,  had  returned  to  their  respective  valclij 
a  magnificent  repast  was  sent  them  on  (be  part  oil 
the  viceroy,  as  at  Ta-coo,  together  with  presenUl 
of  tea,  siik,  and  muslins.     He  also  sent  a  nhd 
tiful  dinner,  and  presents  to  the  soldiers,  musij 
cians,  artificers,  and  servants  of  the  embassyf. 

One  of  the  dramas  particularly  attracted  tlie  atJ 
tention  of  those  who  recollected  scenes  soniewliad 
similar,  upon  the  English  sthge.  The  piece  re-l 
presented  an  Emperor  and  Empress  of  CliinJ 
living  in  supreme  felicity:  when  a  revolt  suddenj] 
takes  place,  a  civil  war  ensues,  battles  follonj 
and  at  length  the  arrh-rebcl,  who  was  a  general 
of  cavalry,  kills  his  sovereign  with  his  own 
hand,  and  routs  the  imperial  army.  The  captivel 
Empress  appears  upon  the  stage  in  the  dcepestf 
agony  of  despair,  lamenting  the  loss  of  licr  liiJ 
band  and  her  dignity,  when  the  conqueror  enters! 
approaches  her  with  respect,  sooths  her  sorrnwJ 
talks  of  love  and  adoration,  prevails  on  the  Clii-j 
nesc  princess  to  dry  up  her  tears,  forget  lier  it- 
ceased  consort,  and  yield  to  a  consoling  woirj 
The  nuptials,  and  a  grand  pruces.sion  cuncli 
the  piece. 


his  e.xcellency's  yatch:  where  a  eoin()aiiy  of  eonu'diaiis, 
various  times  of  the  day,  exIiibitcJ  dramatic  pii'i'i's.  lijj 
dialogue  was  spoken  iu  a  kind  of  recitative,  arcompaniiJiil 
a  variety  of  musical  instruments.  Female  cliaratters  witt 
jMjrformed  by  boys  or  eunuchs.  Unity  of  place  was  ipJ 
))arcntly  psescrvedj  for  (here  was  no  change  of  scene  diuiij 
the  rcprciieutatioa  of  one  piece. 
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The  weather  in  the  evening  proving  favour- 
able tor  departure,  the  yatchs  and  other  ves- 
gels  belonging  to  the  embassy  proceeded  up  the 
Pci-ho,  a  little  way  beyond  Tien-sing.  The 
liouses  of  this  capital  are  chiefly  built  of  brickj 
of  a  leiiden  blue  colour;  some  few  are  red,  and 
others  of  a  pale  brown.  Those  last-mentioned 
liad  been  exposed  to  no  other  heat  than  that  of 
(lie  suii.  Some  of  the  houses  at  Tien-sing  arc 
two  stories  high,  contrary  to  the  usual  mode 
fliiich  the  Chinese  alfect  in  building.  They  ge- 
nerally prefer  those  of  a  single  story,  in  con- 
formity to  the  original  form  of  all  dwellings. 
Jlaii}  of  the  Chinese  feci  themselves  awkward 
in  astending  the  stairs,  or  looking  down  from 
heights.  Isi  the  making  of  bricks  from  the  clay, 
tbiii  lasers  of  straw  are  placed  befwccn  them,  to 
prevent  their  adhering  together  while  they  are 
drying ;  hence,  it  appears  that  the  Chinese,  like 
the  children  of  Israel,  could  not  make  brick 
without  straw. 

As  the  embassy  proceeded,  the  lands  continued 
to  appear  cultivated  with  the  utmost  care.     The 
Barbadoes  millet  was  frequently  planted  in  al- 
ternate rows^  having  between  them  other  distinct 
row.>*  of  a  smaller  grain    and    humbler  stems. 
Sometimes  in  small  spots,    accidentally  vacant 
near  the  edges  of  the  bank,  or  along  ridges  of 
I  corn,  was  planted  a  species  of  dolichos,  not  very 
I  dissimilar  to  the  kidney  bean.     Sometimes  whole 
fields  of  beans  were  observed :  but  no  weeds  ap- 
peared to  diminish  useful  produce,  or  to  share 
jffith  it  the  fruitffllness  of  the  earth  ;  every  field 
had  (he  neatness  and  regularity  of  a  garden. 

Few  trees  or  cattle  exhibit  themselves  in  these 

[plains:  the  eye,  however,  is  delighted  with  the 

unbounded    prospect    of    habitations,    and   the 

flourishing  display  of  culture:   ■    '.  the   people 

have  experienced  the  dititdful  efl.c-  of  famine, 

{from  the  destructive  ilcpredations  of  locusts,  or 

[the  inundations  produced  by  the  t.ill  of  torrents 

Ifrom  the  mountains.     On  these  »)ccasioU'5,  rob- 

heries  arc  frequent;  bat  as  th'v  wvc  committed' 

Ifrom  necessity,  and  t';^  craving;*  of  hunger,  those 

Icriuies  usually  cease  on  the  return  of  plenty*. 

*  The  low  and  sdna-tinies  marshy  country,  through  which 
I  the  river  passes  ''otUributi's  to  the  proiluction  of  insects; 
Iniany  of  whicii  anr  troublosome  from  their  sling,  and  others 
Iffom  their  unplcasimt  noise.  The  music  produced  by  a 
lipecics  of  cicada,  was  not  of  the  vocal  kind,  but  was  occu- 
Ifiuucd  by  (he  motion  of  two  flaps  of  lamcilue  which  cover 


The  variety  of  objects  upon  the  shore,  at- 
tracted the  notice  of  the  travellers,  who  often 
quitted  the  yatchs  to  take  occasional  excursions 
upon  land.  But  they  began  to  perceive  that 
they  were  watched  with  a  degree  of  jealousy 
and  suspicion,  beyond  what  they  had  ever  heard 
of  the  cautious  police  of  China.  It  appeared 
that  this  change  of  behaviour  was  inconsequence 
of  orders  from  the  legate.  At  length,  however, 
the  interpreter  discovered,  from  scaJ.'crcd  hints 
in  the  familiarity  of  discourse  wilh  the  Manda- 
rines, that  some  recent  dissatisfa<  lion  had  been 
conceived  at  the  court  of  Pekin  against  the  Kn- 
glish  nation.  The  only  explanation,  which  could 
be  obtained  on  this  occasion,  was  the  following. 

In  1791,  the  Emperor  of  China  dispatched  an 
army  into  the  country  of  Thibet,  to  drive  back 
the  Rajah  of  Napaul,  who  had  made  predatory 
excursions  thither;  and  in  the  contest^  his  army 
met  with  more  resistance,  and  sufl'ered  greater 
losses  than  had  been  expected  from  so  feeble  an 
enerny.  Mortified  at  their  want  of  success,  some 
of  the  Chinese  oiUcers  imagined  they  perceiv«d 
European  troops,  and  European  tactics  opposed 
to  them.  They  discovered  hats,  as  well  us  tur- 
bans among  their  enemies,  and  they  -Micludcd 
that  the  former  must  have  been  Englisli  Hence 
it  is  politically  and  industriously  propagated 
among  the  people  of  China,  that  the  English 
had,  on  this  occasion,  actually  alForded  assist- 
ance. Though  the  embassador  took  it  for  grant- 
ed, that  neither  of  these  surmises  could  be  relied 
on,  he  was  induced  to  believe  that  the  bare  as- 
sertion would  be  sufficient  to  alienate  the  admini- 
stration of  China  from  any  favourable  disposi- 
tion towards  the  government  of  Great  Britain. 

It  had  been  the  common  policy  of  many  coun- 
tries in  the  east,  prior  to  a  menaced  attack  on 
the  territories  of  a  foreign  prince,  to  send  a 
friendly  embassy  thither,  tl.c  better  to  discover 
(heir  real  situation,  strength,  and  plan  of  oper- 
a lions.  The  British  administration  well  knew 
with  what  a  jealous  eye  the  Chinese  beheld  their 
acquisitions  in  Bengal,  and  the  prejudices  which 
might  be  raised  on  the  score  of  ambition:  and

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the  most  judicious  method  had  been  pointed  out 
to  the  embassador  to  follow,  to  allay  any  suspi- 
cions arising  from  a  dominion  so  accidental,  and 
so  little  sought  for;  but  it  was  impossible  to 
foresee,  or  prepare  against  the  imputation  of  an 
interference  with  the  Chiuese  arms  which  hkd 
never  taken  place. 

It  may  be  necessary  to  observe,  that  the  go- 
vernment of  China  has  not  established  any  mode 
of  conveying  letters  for  the  convenience  of  the 
people.  The  emperor  onli/  receives  and  sends 
expresses  at  the  rate  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  miles 
a  day.  For  the  exigencies  of  government,  as 
well  as  fur  the  use  of  the  officers  of  state,  slower 
couriers  are  appointed,  who  are  rarely  permitted 
to  carry  letters  or  packets  to  individuals.  But 
information  is  conveyed  to  the  body  of  the  peo- 
ple, or  withheld  from  them  at  the  discretion  or 
caprice  of  government  *. 

Persons  of  rank  in  China  are  particularly  care- 
ful about  the  quality  of  the  water,  and  generally 
use  distilled  water  for  their  own  consumption : 
even  the  lower  classes  among  the  Chinese  never 
drink  it  till  tea,  or  some  other  salubrious  vege- 
table has  been  infused  in  it.  Not  only  is  this  in- 
fusion drank  hot,  as  common  beverage,  but  even 
wine,  and  every  other  liquid.  In  otlier  climates 
warm  beverages  are  also  found  most  wholesome. 
In  the  hot  cHmatc  of  Hindostan,  choultries  or 
inns  arc  founded  along  some  of  the  public  roads, 
as  buildings  for  pious  uses  are  elsewhere.  The 
Chinese,  however,  enjoy,  in  the  heat  of  summer, 
the  grateful  coolness  produced  by  ice ;  but  it  is 
principally  with  fruits  and  sweetmeats.  In 
bowls,  which  are  generally  used  in  China  in- 
stead of  dishes,  alternate  layers  were  placed  of 
ice,  with  kernels  of  apricots  and  walnuts,  or  the 
Hceds  and  slices  of  the  hairy  root  of  the  linen- 
wha,  were  frequently  presented  to  the  embassa- 

"1^  The  river  being  shallow,  tlie  mud,  or  diluted  clay, 
raised  from  its  bottom  by  ihc  large  vessuU  passing  over  it, 
or  detached  from  itit  loose  buuks,  is  suspended  ia  the  water 
in  such  large  quantities,  as  to  render  it  turbid  and  hardly 
potable.  But  the  Chinese  ha? e  a  method  of  refining  it  by 
the  following  simple  process.  A  small  qiiautity  of  alum  is 
put  into  the  hollow  joint  of  a  bamboo,  in  which  several 
I)erforations  are  inail«.  A  convenient  quantity  of  water 
fs  taken  fron  the  river,  and  stirre«l  about  three  or  four  mi. 
nutes  with  the  bamboo  ;  by  which  the  alum  unites  with  tiic 
earthly  partirlce,  and  precipitates  theiu  to  the  bottom, 
leaving  the  water  above  them  pure  and  transparent.  The 
water  of  the  Nile  is  also  said  to  be  purilied  by  alum.

dor  and  his  suite,  at  breakfasts,  given  by  some  of 
the  principal  Mandarinesf . 

The  Chmese  of  superior  rank  are  courteous 
familiar  and  affable ;  but  they  are  vain  and  i,;,^ 
tional.      The  two  Mandarines  who  conducted 
the  embassy,   took  great  pleasure  in  satisfyiuir] 
the  enquiries  made  about  their  country,  us  f;,r  ^^ ' 
they  were  able.      At  every  military  post,  aiid 
every  respectable  town  along  the  river;  tioons 
were  drawn  out  while  the  yatcln  carryin<r  tl„. 
embassy  were  passing,  and  a  sahite  of  ♦lirp(>*Em„j,  I 
was  fired.     Of  military  posts,  some  wcic  pa^s,.;] ' 
every  day,  when  the  high  road  happorod  to  ai,. 
proach,    the  river.     Few  carriages  whore  spen  I 
upon  it,  and  none  with  more  than  two  whcclt 
Gentlemen    travel    usually  on  horsebiick,  aiidl 
in  sedan  chairs,  or  chair  palanquins:  ladies  are 
generally  carried  in  close  litters,  suspended  bit- 
tween  mules  or  horses.     Tlierc  are  no  coiiclies  ia 
the  country. 

The  custom  mentioned  by  former  travellers 
of  applying  sails  to  land  carriages,  is  nut  enlircjv 
laid  aside.  These  vehicles  are  small  caris,  iirl 
double  barrows,  made  of  bambuo,  ^vj|||  onJ 
large  wheel  between  tliem.  >Vhen  there  n  no| 
wind  to  favour  the  progress  of  one  of  tliesr,  iJ 
is  drawn  by  a  man,  who  is  regularly  harnessrdl 
to  it,  while  anothor  regulates  it  behind,  audi 
assists  in  pushing. it  forward.  When  thevtindiil 
favourable,  the  sail  saves  the  labour  of  thefurj 
mer  of  these  tM'o  men. 

On  the   16th   of  August,    the  yalths  havingl 
proceeded  as  far  up  the  river  Pei-ho  as  the  depth! 
of  Mater  would    admit,    came   to  ancl'or  neai 
Tong-thoo-foo,    which  is    ninety  miles  distanli 
from  Tien-sing;  beyond  which  the  Pei-ho  was  i 
longer  navigable  except  for  boats. 

At  Ten-clioo-foo  Sir  Erasmus  Gower  experiJ 
enced  the  g^od  cflccts  of  the  orders  that  had  bftoj 

which  they  are  accustomed  to  take  at  all  hours,  andii 
usually  presented  to  visitors ;  }  et  there  arc  some,  csprdiijl 
in  the  northern  provinces,  who  delight  in  spirituousliquorJ 
and  arc  disposed  to  be  very  convivial.  The  MamlarinJ 
indulge  themselves  greatly  in  habits  of  luxury.  Thcydii|| 
partake  of  several  meals  of  animal  food,  highly  seasoned  J 
each  repast  consisting  of  several  courses.  The  intenals  J 
leisure  were  devoted  to  smoakiiig  tobacco,  miiiHl  withodnJ 
ous  substances,  and  sometimes  a  little  upitim,  or  in  dierJ 
ing  the  areca  iiiit.  The  books  of  cntortainmoiit,  sudii 
faistoriiv,  novels,  and  plays  abound  in  China.  Sedcaiv 
gratidcatioos  of  the  s«nsi«,  ratlicr  than  cKercisct  ofll 
body,  or  pleasures  of  the  miuii,  were  principally  attci 
to  in  their  vacant  hours.

It  was  there- 
fore determined  to  continue  the  voyaee  to  Chu- 
san,  where  more  effectual  ossistance  might  be  ex- 
pected. The  distance  was  short,  and  the  season 
favourable;  and  it  had  been  found,  in  the  for- 
mer passage,  "  that  in  no  part  of  the  world  wai 
the  sea  so  clear  of  danger  as  from  Cbu-san  to  the 
river  Tien-sing."

SECTION    VII.  , 

Embassy  lands  near  Tons;-clwo-foo,  proceeds  through  Pckin  to  a  Palace  in  Us

HOWARDS  the  western  extremity  of  an  im- 
mense plain  stands  Pckin,  the  present  capi- 
llnl  of  China.  The  route  lay  through  it  from 
iTon^-clioo-foo  to  the  autumnal  palace  of  the 
Emperor,  cpWcd  yucn-inin-yuen,  or  garden  of 
kfrpptual  '.erdure;  where  such  of  the  presents 
|!  could  be  safely  conveyed  to  Zhehol  were  to 

deposited:  and  tlie  tinbassador  and  his  suite 
[rere  to  he  accommodated  close  to  yucn-min- 
Ln,  while  pr«'piirations  were  making  for  the 
lurncy  into  Tartary.  Every  thing  brought  by 
jiennbassy,  was  taken  out  of  upwards  of  thirty 
Ufis,  and  housed  in  the  course  of  a  single  day. 
|ut  materials  and  labourers  are,  in  China,  at  the 
tehnt command  of  the  state:  a  promptitude  and 
fcpprfiiiness  of  obedience  argued  a  confident  ex- 
leclatior  of  an  adequate  recompcnce*. 

Almost  the  whole  of  the  habitable  parts  of 
le temple  were  occupied  by  the  numerous  train 
f  the  embassador;  only  one  priest  remained 
lit((iW!i»oh  over  the  lamps  of  the  shrine,  and

Kratiou  of  souli.  This  «'di(ice  is  orcasioMiilly  converted 
L  a  kind  of  c.Lravansera,  where  travellers  of  rank  are 
lgc(l  in  llieir  jouniies  upon  the  public  service,  thrgugh 
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foot  from  the  floor,  like  those  which  are  some* 
times  seen  in  military  guard-rooms  in  Europe : 
thick  woollen  cloths  were  spread  upon  themi 
which,  with  the  addition  of  a  cushion,  consti" 
tuted  the  whole  of  the  bedding  of  these  priests. 
Little  more  is  used  by  other  classes  of  society  in 
China,  where  the  common  people  continue  to 
wear  at  night,  a  considerable  part  of  the  dress 
which  covers  them  in  the  day. 

A  public  banquet  or  breakfast  was  prepared 
the  following  morning  by  the  Mandarines,  to 
which  every  one  belonging  to  the  embassy  was 
invited.  It  was  denominated  a  breakfast  from 
the  time  of  giving  it ;  but  from  the  quantity  of 
viands  of  which  it  consisted,  it  formed  a  very 
substantial  repast.  Tables  were  spread  in  the 
vacant  parts  of  the  new  store-rojnis;  no  other 
_).ace.  Under  cover  being  sufficiently  ample.  It 
seemed,  in  this  instance,  to  be  the  Chinese  eti- 
qtiette,  when  an  extraordinary  mark  of  civility  is 
intended,  to  include,  with  the  principal  object 
of  it,  the  whole  of  his  attendants. 

The  assemblage  of  the  people  was  so  great, 
from  the  beach  to  the  temple,  that  it  had  the 

this  part  of  tlie  connlry.  The  most  conspicuous  deity  in 
this  temple  was  :i  porsouillcation  of  Providence,  under  a 
!;rncurul  female  ti^ure,  iiulding  in  her  hand  a  circuldr  plate, 
Willi  an  eye  pourtrayed  upon  it.  Two  halls  of  worship 
bclongin;;  to  tliis  temple,  contained  several  statues  of  male 
and  female  deities  ;  some  carved  in  wood,  and  painted  witk 
variety  of  colours :  other:  wore  of  porcelain. 
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appearance  of  n  crowdcil  lair,  in  wliicli  boolln 
were  iTcclftl  lor  the  sulo  of  licjiior,  I'rnil,  und 
otl)(<:r  iii'Uclcx.  AnuMig  llic  niiiltitudes  of  people 
ill  Tonc^-clioo-fiM).  not  ii  person  hud  been  ob- 
florved  to  sulirit  rbnrily.  A  smull  portion  of 
tbe  people  seemed,  indeed,  (o  be  in  a  Htate  np- 
proaeliinj;'  to  indigenee;  and  none  were  driven 
to  Ihe  neeessily  of  cravinji^  Hs^istance  from  u 
slninger.  In  seasons  of  great  eulamity  the  em- 
peror of  ('liina  always  comes  forward:  be  orders 
tlie  "-ranaries  to  be  opened;  be  rcniils  the  taxes 
of  those  who  are  visited  by  misfortune  :  he  ap- 
pears (o  bis  snbjects,  ns  standing  almost  in  the 
place  of  providence  in  their  favour  *. 

Some  of  the  Mandarines,  Mho  accompanied 
the  English  to  Tong-choo-foo,  were  acquainted 
with  the  true  nature  of  eclipses;  but  the  Chinese, 
in  general,  did  not  seem  to  be  sufficiently  skilled 
ID  numerical  computa'-^n,  to  be  abje  to  solve 
any  intricate  probii^m.  They  calculated  by  the 
assistance  of  a  machine  called  Swaii-pan,  in 
which  bails  are  strung  on  wires  in  diflferent 
columns,  and  arranged  upon  the  plan  of  Arabic 
figures. 

Among  the  Chinese,  silver  is  properly  a  mer- 
chandize. None  of  it  is  coined,  though  large 
payments  are  made  of  that  metal  in  masses  of 
about  ten  ounces  each,  having  the  forn:  of  the 
crucible  they  were  refined  in,  with  the  <jtamp  of 
a  single  character  upon  them,  to  ascertain  their 
weight.  Its  value,  in  currency,  rises  and  falls 
according  to  its  relative  scarcity  or  plenty.  Spa- 
nish dollars  are  kpown  at  Tong-choo-foo,  and 
are  current  throughout  Asia.  Gold  is  often  used 
in  articles  of  dress  or  luxury. 

There  are  those  circular  and  lofty  edifices  in 
China,  which  the  Europeans  term  pagodas,  de- 
dicated to  several  uses;  but  none  to  religious 
worship.  The  temples  consecrated  to  such  a 
purpose  difl'er  little  in  height  from  common 
dwelling  houses.     In  many  instances  there  is  a 


*  In  pafisiog  along  the  streets  to  parchasc  a  few  trilles,  a 
Marty  of  gentlemen,  accompanied  by  some  Mandarines, 
obsirrcd  on  llie  sides  of  houses,  the  proji't''""  of  a  lunar 
eclipse,  which  was  sjicedily  to  happen.  In  the  clear  and 
pleasant  atmosphere  of  this  climate,  all  classes  of  men  are 
inclined  to  be  attentive  to  the  appearance  of  the  heavens  ;

mcr.  Some  accidental  coincidencirs  taking  place  served  to 
strengthen  this  belief;  and  the  vanity  of  prediction  had 
certainly  its  share  in  forming  the  pretended  science  of  as. 
trology.     The  people  of  China,  have  from  the  earliest  ages. 
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similarity  in  the  e.xferior  forms  of  the  relmj 
of  Fo.  Thve  is  no  state  religion  ttikn«i\vltl!!J 
or  encouraged  in  China:  but  the  fuiih  of  „,„]; 
of  the  common  people  is  that  of  Fo.  The  K, 
peror  is  of  one  faitli;  many  of  the  Mandarin"  i 
of  another.  Upon  the  aUurs  of  the  Chiiu 
temple  are  placed,  behind  the  screen,  nn  imajje 
Skin-7)K)o,  or  the  Holy  Mother  sitting  wiii, 
child  in  her  arms  in  an  alcove,  having  tn\i  ,)\ 
glory  round  her  head.  Tapers  are  also '((,„, 
stunt ly  burning  before  her. 

No  people  are  more  superstitious  than  (||, 
cnuimon  Chinese.  Besides  the  common  ()Hlo,,i 
of  devotion  on  the  part  of  the  priests  and  Ti 
males,  the  temples  are  often  visited  by  the  (lis 
ciples  of  Fo  previous  to  any  undertaking  of  jm 
portance,  whether  to  marry,  go  a  jouriiev, 
conclude  a  bargain. 

The  Chinese,  in  their  turn,  bad  an  opporlu. 
nity  of  seeing  an  European  ceremony  of  relition, 
in  the  funeral  of  a  person  belonging  to  th 
embassy,  who  died  near  Tong-choo-foo.  Hcwai 
an  ingenious  artist  of  the  name  of  Eades,  bc^ 
longing  to  the  embassy.  He  came  from  Rirminn 
ham,  and  wa6  induced,  though  beyond  the  lulddli 
age,  to  undertake  a  long  and  perilous  voyage,  i 
hopes  of  acquiring,  among  other  arts,  tliut  o 
making  a  kind  of  tinsel  that  did  not  tarnish,  ai 
practised  at  Pekin.  By  order  of  his  excellency 
the  funeral  rites  were  performed  the  next  da\' 
with  military  honours.  It  was  attended  not  odI 
by  the  greatest  number  of  lis  late  fellow  tra. 
vellers,  but  by  a  vast  concourse  of  Chinese, 
The  ceremony  of  interment  was  pcrft)rmcd  wii 
becoming  decency,  suitable  to  eastern  custotsj 
which  considers  the  least  mark  of  levity,  oi 
these  occafiops  as  barbarous  and  inhuman.  Hi 
body  was  intCL  ed  amidst  several  Chinese  tombs, 
interspersed  with  cypress  trees. 

The  Chinese  burying-places  arc  no  oiherwii 
consecrated,  than  by  the  veneration  of  the  pei 

con.'idercd  a  solar  eclipse  as  portending  some  national  cJ 
lami.y,  and  as  they  estimate  their  own  happiness  liy  J 
dog  ee  of  virtue  possessed  by  their  sovereign,  theyatiriljiii] 
to  s  jme  deficiency  on  his  part  i»  hatevcr  they  think  poJ 
tonto'is.     lie  never  ventures   any  important  uudrrt.ikiii 
at  the  approach  of  such  an  eclipse,  but  alfects  to  avuiild 
converse  of  his  ministers,  that  he  may  take  r  review  of  I 
|)a8t  actions,  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  their  moni 
for  which  the  approaching  eclipse  may  be  sent  as  an  adnoj 
nition,  and  iuvitvs  his  subjects  to  oifer  him  free!)  Ilii 
advice. 
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nlc,  tlic  rciniiins  of  whose  unceaturs  are  deposited 
iiitlifni.  'I'I't-'  people  prcHerve  those  sHcred  te- 
pu^itorics  Avilh  jrreat  cure,  visit  thcin  aiuiuall^t 
ffiiiove  any  weeds  tliut  may  have  growii^  or  dirt 
tliiit  limy  have  been  (tirown  upon  thehi. 

Tlic  toim<rv,  for  some  miles  round  Tonp- 
rlioo-t'oo,  is  level  and  fertile.  Some  of  the 
|(;,ipjisli  gciillcnu'n  were  supplied  with  horses, 
tociiiillc  tliem  to  liilc  about  tiie  neighbourhood. 
J\|iilc3  are,  however,  more  esteemed  than  horses, 
a>i  sllb!^isti^g^  on  Ii'sh  ibod,  and  capable  of  more 
labour.  Muny  of  llie  liorses  were  as  regularly 
iviM^'d  us  ut  leopard.  The  riders  met  several 
tliiiicsc,  who,  on  approaching,  alighted  in 
civility  to  the  htrane'ei  This  is  a  mark  of  re- 
mct  shewn  here,  uiul  '  .o  been  extended  to  other 
parts  of  the  east. 

The  principal  autumnal  crops  arc  Indian  corn 
and  millet:  there  arc  few  iuclosures,  and  few 
rattle  to  enclose.  Hardly  any  fields  are  to  be 
ma  in  pasture;  the  animals  for  food  and  tillage 
being  principally  fed  in  stalls,  and  fodder  col- 
Irctcd  for  them.  Reans,  and  the  fmer  kind  of 
straw  cut  small,  formed  a  considerable  part  of 
the  food  for  horses.  The  roots  of  corn,  and 
coarser  stems,  are  often  left  to  rot  upon  the 
ground,  for  the  purposes  of  manure  *. 

But  however  meritofious  their  conduct  may 
be  found,  their  husbands  arrogate  an  extraor- 
dinary dominion  over  them,  and  treat  them  with 
great  severity :  holding  them  sometimes  at  such 
g  distance  as  not  to  permit  them  to  sit  at  the 
same  table  with  them;  behind  which  they  fre- 
quently attend  as  handmaids.  But  this  domi- 
uion  is  sometimes  tempered  by  the  maxims  of 
mild  conduct  in  the  difl'crent  relations  of  life. 
The  old  usually  reside  with  the  young  to  temper 
their  impetuosity;  and  obedience  to  them  is 
enforced  as  well  by  habit  as  by  moral  precepts. 
Plain  sentences  of  morality  are  hung  up  in  the 
cummon  hall,  where  the  male  branches  of  the

family  assemble.  The  child  i.4  hound  to  labour, 
and  provide  for  his  parents'  nuiintcnaiueand  sup- 
port; and  the  brother  for  the  brother  iikid  sister 
in  extreme  distress.  The  must  distant  rclitivi-, 
if  in  ill  health,  or  in  di^trt.'ss,  iiits  a  claim  up'iii 
his  kindred  for  relief  Whilo  these  are  the 
practices  of  the  Chinese,  we  cannot  be  surprised 
at  seeing  no  mendicants  or  objects  of  distress 
among  lliemf. 

The  embassador,  and  three  gentlemen  of  Iiis 
suite,  travelled  in  sedan  chairs,  the  usual  vehicles 
for  persons  of  high  rank  in  China.  The  other 
gentlemen,  and  all  the  Mundurines,  were  ou 
horseback.  Chinese  soldiers  on  f(U)t  were  oc- 
cupied in  clearing  the  way.  The  servants  and 
privates  of  his  Excellence's  guard  were  in  rough 
carriages  or  waggons.  The  road  forms  a  mag-' 
niiicent  avenue  to  Pekin,  and  is  perfectly  level ; 
the  middle  of  which  is  paved  with  granite,  bor- 
dered, in  many  places  with  trees.  The  travellers 
soon  passed  over  a  marble  bridge,  which  is  wide 
and  substantially  built  over  a  rivulet  not  subject 
to  inundations,  and  is  little  elevated  above  the 
level  of  the  roads  whicii  <t  connects  together. 

A  halt  was  made  to  breakta^t  ••!  a  small  villiigc 
upon  the  road.  The  inn  bore  no  resembl'ince  to 
the  modern  edifices  of  that  kind  in  Engltti;:d. 
No  elegance;  no  decorations;  but  the  rooms, 
though  small,  were  clean  and  cool.  Every  sort 
of  refreshment  was  provided.  From  this  place, 
if  not  before,  the  mind  was  at  every  step  ia 
ankious  expectation  of  discovering  that  capital, 
which  was  said  <to  be  the  greatest  in  the  world. 
They  arrived  at  length  at  one  of  the  eastern 
suburbs.  The  street,  through  which  they  passed, 
was  paved,  and  full  of  people.  It  exhibited  a 
busy  scene  of  manufacturers,  shop-keepers,  and 
buyers.  Though  the  concourse  of  people  was 
diverted,  for  a  while,  with  the  passing  spectacle, 
they  afterwards  returned  to  their  owa  con- 
cerns, .  .•. 


■I-  Many  heavy  and  bulky  packages  were  carried  in  tho 
following  manner  by  men.  To  each  side  of  the  loud  ara 
liYrd  two  strong  bamboos.  If  four  men,  that  is  two  to 
each  baiul)oo,  should  not  be  sufficient,  two  shorter  than  the 
first  are  fixed  to  the  extremities  of  each  of  the  original  long 
ones.  These  eight  extremities  arc  brought  to  rest  on  the' 
shoulders  of  eight  men.  And  by  l>amboos  fastened  upon 
others,  the  strength  of  a  greater  number  of  men  may  be 
applied  in  a  geometrical  proportion,  each  sustaining  an 
equal  degree  of  pressure  in  raising  and  carrying  tcry  con^ 
sidcrable  weights. 
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To  traverse  ih'ta  suburb  took  about  fifteen 
minutes,  when  (he  ptirty  appeared  before  the  walls 
of  the  city  of  Pckin.  The  arrival  of  the  em- 
bassador wan  aiinuunced  bv  firing  of  gunn; 
and  a  bau()uct  \\a»  provided  for  all  the  gentle- 
men, at  a  reeling  place  within  the  gate.  Ovrr 
the  gate  was  a  watch  tower  several  stories  liig'h. 
Round  the  gate,  on  the  outside,  was  a  semi- 
circular wall,  with  a  lateral  gate,  on  the  plan  of 
European  fortifications.  The  eity  walls  were 
about  forty  feet  in  hei^rht.  Several  horsemen 
were  able  to  ride  abreast  upon  the  ramparts, 
ascending  to  them  upon  slopes  of  earth  on  the 
inside  *. 

Most  of  the  houses  in  this  main  street  had 
shops  painted,  gilt,  and  decorated  like  those  of 
Tong-choo-foo,  but  in  a  grander  style.  Several 
eircumstances  contributed  to  throng  so  wide  a 
street.  A  funeral  procession  was  met  in  it,  which, 
from  the  white  colour  of  the  mourners,  was  taken 
for  that  of  a  wedding! — but  the  lamentations  of 
the  young  men  attending  the.  corpse,  inclosed  in 
a  handsome  square  case,  shaded  with  a  canopy 
painted  in  lively  colours,  soon  undeceived  the 
travellers.  The  female  relatives  followed  behind, 
in  sedan  chairs  covered  with  white  cloth.  Soon 
after  a  nuptial  procession  presented  itself  to  view. 
The  lady,  whom  the  bridegroom  had  not  yet 
seen,  was  carried  in  a  gaudy  chair,  ornamented 
with  festo(ms  of  flowers,  attended  by  her  rela- 
tions, friends,  and  servants,  supporting  the  pa- 
raphernalia, being  the  only  portion  given  with 
a  daughter,  in  marriage,  by  her  parents. 

When  the  embassy  had  arrived  at  the  eastern 
side  of  the  yellow  wall,  they  observed  much  less 
bustle  than  before,  and  instead  of  shops  for 
business,  the  houses  were  all  private.  Before 
the  courts  of  these  hou.ses,  a  wall  curtain  ob- 
structed the  view  of  the  passengers;  and  this 
was  called,  the  wall  of  respect.  They  halted 
opposite  the  treble  gates,  which  are  nearly  in 
the  centre  of  this  northern  side  of  the  palace- 
wall:  it  appeared  to  inclose  a  considerable  space 
of  ground.     In  some  spots  were  steep  uiounts; 

*  On  cnterinp;  Prkiii  rolhingwas  pcrcrircd  that  could 
rxcUe  particular  attention  :  few  of  thr  houses  were  higher 
th.an  one  story ;  none  uiore  than  two :  the  street  was  about 
a  hundred  fuet  wide,  but  uiipaved,  having  water  sprinkled 
on  it  to  icci'p  down  tim dust.  Across  the  street  a  triumphal 
arch  is  erected,  btiilt  of  wood,  liaving  three  elegant  gate« 
ways  Over  these  were  constructed  threeroofs,  above  each 
otlier,  richly  decorated.     The  lirst  street  extended  en  aline 


in  others  de«!p  hollows,  now  filled  with  ^uj^ 
with  varied  margins.  Out  of  these  arlificiai 
lakes,  small  islands  rose,  beautified  with  fanciid 
fabrics,  and  interspersed  with  trees.  On  tli 
hills  of  diilerent  heights  the  principal  palaces  for 
the  Emperor  were  erected,  and  some  of  thp^c 
eminencies  were  embellished  with  lofty  tr,.,,^'^ 
forming  a  scene  irresistably  charming.  TJie  wholo 
had  somewhat  tlie  appearance  of  enchantment 

Continuing  in  a  westerly  course  through  the 
city,  the  dwelling  house  of  some  Russians  My^ 
pointed  out;  together  with  a  library  of  foreign 
manuscripts,  ainong  which  was  said  to  he  an  Ant- 
bic  copy  of  the  Koran.  Some  Mahometans  Mere 
seen,  distinguished  by  their  red  caps.  Amoni; 
the  spectators  of  the  novel  sight,  some  wntnini 
were  observed,  natives  of  Tartary,  or  of  Tartar 
extraction,  whose  feet  were  not  distorted,  jik,. 
those  of  the  Chinese.  Many  of  them  were  gen- 
teely  dressed,  and  had  delicate  features:  a  thick 

fiatch  of  Vermillion  on  the  middle  of  the  hwft 
ip,  seemed  to  be  a  very  favourite  mode  of  cm. 
bellislimcnt.  Some  of  these  ladies  were  in  co- 
vered carriages,  and  others  rode  on  Iiorscback 
astride,  lik«j  men. 

The  eniiiassy  had  no^ 
ed  for  its  reception, 
and  Yuen-in»ii-yuen 


-eaclied  the  villa  inlond- 
ited   between  Hai-tien 
Contained  a  fjardcn, 


divided  into  serpentine  v  alks,  and  diversifird  wiih 
artificial  inequalities  The  building  comprised 
several  distinct  pavilions,  embellished  print  iimllv 
with  landscapes;  a  rivulet  meandering  round  im 
island  ;  a  grove  of  trees,  with  scattered  grft«!i 
spots,  and  craggy  rocks  heuped  rudely  upuQ 
each  other. 

'Hie  governor  of  this  palace,  after  an  intpr- 
change  of  the  accustomed  con»pliinen(s  of  ci\iliiv 
between  him  and  his  excellency,  agreed  with  tiie 
latter  that  the  most  advantageous  mode  of  dis- 
playing the  presents,  would  be  to  place  the  prin- 
cipal articles  on  each  side  the  throne,  in  one  of 
the  halls  of  audience.  The  approach  to  this  ball. 
the  external  appearance  of  which  was  truly  mag- 
nificent, was  through  three  quadrangular  courts, 

directly  to  the  westward,  till  it  was  interriiptc^l  bv  the 
eastern  wall  of  the  iin|)erial  palace,  railed  the  Vello\t  Wall, 
from  the  colour  of  the  vaniisbed  tiles  on  the  roof,  immense 
magazines  of  rice  were  seen  near  the  gate;  and  looking 
from  It  to  the  left,  along  the  city  wall,  was  perceived  an 
elevated  edifice,  as  ay  observatory,  erected  by  the  Einptiur 
Yong'loo,  who  has  greatly  eoibellishid  the  city  of  iVkin, 
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iiirroundpd  by  biiildingsi  separated   from  each

The  hall,  in  the  inside, 
1(11  ceils  one  hundred  feet  in  length:  it  i^  forty 
ll'tot  in  breadth,  and  its  height  is  ahovc  twenty 
If^yt,  This  spacious  hall  was  well  calculated  to 
liiisplay  the  present<i;  having  nothing  left  in  it 
[but  tlio  throne,  a  lew  jars  of  porcelain,  and  a 
liiiiisical  cJ.'ck,  pl.i>ing  twelve  ohl  English  tunes, 
liuade  early  in  tlit;  present  century,  by  George 
idnrkc,  of  Licidtiilnill  Strccl,  Londun*. 

Tlii'sc  prostrations  are  required  from  strangers, 
las  well  as  from  the  subjects  and  tributary  princes 
|(i|' the  enjpire:   and  tiie   legate  now  prc>'Sod  the 
Ifinbas^ador  to  practice  them  in  his  presei. c  before 
Idle  throne.     His  excellency  having  received  his 
Ijlajcsty's    instriutions  on  this   head,  was   pre- 
Ipart'd  to  answer  the  demand,      lie  well  knew  the 
|fli(|iu;tte  of  the  court  in  exacting  ceremonies,  as 
Wradiiig  to  one  party  as  exalting  to  the  other. 
\tkr.ding  to  this  spirit,  orders   were  given  to 
Kfile  in  large  Chinese  characters,  not  only  on  the 
fiags  of  the  yatchs  up  the  river  Pei-ho,   but  aho 
bn  those  which  accompanied  all  the   land  car-

I  China  to  the  deity ;  doubtless  as  an  attribute  of  pjwer, 
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characters,  hn^werer,  had  attracted  general  notice; 
they  were  inserted  in  the  Court  Gazette,  and 
would  find  their  way  into  Europe.  Thv  embas- 
sador was  therefore  attentively  on  his  guard 
with  respect  to  any  act  of  his  own  wiiich  might 
tend  to  lessen  the  dignity  of  his  sovereign. 

^\  isliing  to  gratify  the  supposed  wishes  of 
the  Emperor,  without  failing  in  duty  tnwards 
his  own  sovereign,  he  did  not  refuse  to  accede 
to  the  ceremony  of  prostration,  but  offered  to 
perform  the  whole  on  a  condition  which  did  not 
render  it  less  personally  respectful  to  the  Emperor, 
while  it  removed  the  |)rincipal  objection  attached 
to  it  as  an  act  of  homage  in  his  representative 
character.  The  condition  was,  "  that  a  subject 
of  his  Imperial  Majesty,  of  equal  rank  to  liia 
own,  should  perform,  before  the  picture  he  had 
with  him  of  his  I\Iajesty,  dressed  in  his  robes  of 
stale,  the  same  ceremonies  that  the  eiub.iss:ulor 
should  be  directed  to  tlo  before  the  Chinese 
throne."  It  was  of  importance  fliat  this  pro- 
posal should  be  given  in  writing,  to  avoid  the 
possibility  of  misconcepfiou:  but  the  emb.issado- 
rial  interpreter  was  unacquainled  with  the  style 
requisite  for  the  palace;  and  the  missionaries  hardly 
ever  attempted  to  write  otlicial  papers.  The  le- 
gate, who  aimed  at  nothing  less  than  uncondi- 
tional compliance,  resisted  any  compact  in 
writing,  and  was  unwilling  to  allow  any  assist- 
ance for  s\ich  a  purpose. 

After  many  apjjlications  on  the  part  of  the 
embassador,  sever.il  of  the  missionaries  were  in- 
trodiicetl  to  his  Excellency;  but  in  a  formal  and 
cautious  manner,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  le- 
gate and  a  Portuguese  Jesuit,  whom  the  Em- 
peror had  raised  to  a  higher  degree  tlia.i  any 
of  his  brethren.  J'his  man  was  iuiiuical  to  the 
interests  of  Great  Britain,  and  encouraged  the 
legale  to  resist  the  Emperor's  request  to  re- 
move to  the  capital,  where  preparations  might 
be   more  conveniently  made   for  the  journey  to 

rt'-idiii^,  almost  cxcliibivcly,  in  the  person  of  the  sovereign, 
{  whof<e  dominion  tl.i;y  consider  as  virtnally  extending  <;ver 
tlio  whole  world.  If  they  sacrilieo  to  hint  in  his  absciicc,  it 
is  not  snrprisin;;  that  tliey  should  adore  him  prem'ut.  The 
adoration,  or  Kutcoit,  as  the  C'iiinese  word  expresses  it, 
consists  in  nine  prostrntsons  of  the  liody,  the  forehead 
toiiehin:;  the  Hour  ea(^h  time.  It  is  dillienlt  to  imagine  aii 
exterior  mark  of  more  profound  humility,  or  that  iiioru 
strongly  implies  a  conviction  uf  the  oninipoteiiee  of  that 
being  towards  whom  it  is  made.  -       ^       ..       .  ~ 
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Zlie-hol.  But  the  governor  of  the  palace  of 
Yiien-inin-vuon,  who  was  superior  in  pov-or  to 
the  legale,  interfered  on  the  occasion,  and  the 
removril  to  the  capital  took  etFect  immediately. 

At  Pckin,  the  whole  of  tie  embassy  was  lodged 
in  a  spacious  hotel,  oi  palace,  consibtinjj  of 
flovcral  edilices,  built  on  the  general  model  ot'thc, 
dwellings  of  the  great  Mandarines.  Annexed  to 
the  principal  apartment,  now  destined  fur  the 
F.uipcror.  was  an  elevated  building,  intended  for 
the  pui pises  of  a  private  theatre,  and  concert 
room,  will)  retiring  apartment^i  behind,  and  a 
gallery  rotiiHl  it  for  spectators. 

The  memorial  of  his  excellency  was  atldrespcd 
to  Ho-choong-tanng  Colon,  first  minister  of  the 
Empire,  and  represented  that  "  his  Majesty  the 
King  of  Great  Britain,  in  sending  an  f  -nbassy  to 
his  Majesty  the  Emp«".or  of  China,  fully  intend- 
ed to  give  tl»e  strunjr'-'  lestiipony  of  particular 
esteem  and  veneration  for  his  imperial  Majesty  ; 
that  the  embassador  entrusted  to  c  nvey  such 
^sentiments,  was  »;arne8tly  desirous  of  fulfilling  that 
objet;tof  his  mission  with  zeal  andcfiect;  tLathe 
was  ready  likewise  to  conform  to  every  exterior 
ceremony  practised  by  his  Imperial  Majesty's 
fjibjects,'  and  the  tributary  princes  attending  at 
his  court,  not  only  to  avoid  tlie  confusion  of 
novelty,  but  in  order  to  shew,  by  his  example,  on 
behalf  of  one  of  the  greatest  as  well  as  nuMjt 
distant  nations  on  the  globe,  the  high  and  just 
sense  universally  entertained  ot  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jesty's dignity  at»d  transcendant  virtues;  that  the 
embassador  had  determined  to  act  in  that  manner 
without  hesitaii(;n  or  difficulty,  on  (his  condition 
only,  of  \thich  he  flattered  himself  his  Imperial 
Majesty  would  inunediately  perceive  the  neces- 
sity, and  have  the  goodness  to  accede  to  it,  by 
giving  such  directions  as  should  be  the  means  of 
preventing  th  ;  enibas8ad<»r  from  stinVfiiig  by  his 
devotion  to  Lis  Imperial  Majesty  in  this  instance, 
for  the  embassador  would  certainly  suffer  heavily 
if  his  conduct,  on  this  occasion,  could  be  con- 
strued as  in  any  wise  unbecoming  the  great  and 
exalted  rank  which  his  mu'ster,  whom  he  repre- 
sented, held  among  the  independent  sovereigns 


*  This  cai^ital,  Mith  i-Cf^ard  to  tho  proportion  it  brars  to 
the  rcKt  of  China,  Ih  by  no  means  equal  to  that  of  London 
ill  Gri'at  Britain.  The  |)rinci[>ul  part  of  it  is  called  the 
T.iit.ir  city,  from  the  circiimstanco  of  its  having  bt^on 
jilaniicd  aiiuw  in  the  thirtreiith  rciiliiry.  It  was  in  the  form 
of  a  parallelogram,  of  whirh  the  four  \>alli^  face  tiie  four 
wrdiual  points.  Tbcy  inclndu  an  area  of  fourtucn  square  j 
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of  the  world;  and  that  this  danger  couhllie 
easily  avoided,  and  the  satisfaction  be  generiilonl 
all  sides,  by  his  Imperial  Majesty's  order  that

This  paper  was  prooerly  addressed,  and  de-l 
livered  to  the  legate;  who  seemrd  to  approve  its  I 
contents,  and  promised  to  forward  it  inmicdialc- 
ly;  whose  acquiescence  was  little  doubted.    Ini 
this  persuasion  preparations  were  made  immc-I 
diat«ly,  for  the  journey  to  (he  Emperor's  pre-l 
sencc.     The  articles  destined  for  Zhe-hol  wen] 
brought  back  to  Pekin,  among  which  were  si\| 
small  brass  field-pieces,  on  light  carriages.  '1\h\ 
excellency  caused  them  to  be  tried  by  (lie  ai- 
tillery-mcn,  previous  to  (heir  exhibition  bernrei 
his  Imperial  Majesty,  ami  they  were  fired  witlil 
great  celerity.     This  dexterity  in  military  iini-j 
noeuvres,    gave  great  umbrage  to  the  legale,! 
though  he  afiected  to  say  (hat  the  Imperial  armvl 
were  ctpially  expert,     lie  now   countermanded 
the  orders  inspecting   those  field-pieces,  whichl 
before  were  destined  for  Zh<!-hol.     The  few  bar-l 
rels  of  gun-powder,  intended  for  salulos, 
the  mtisquetry  of  the  embassador's  guard,  wcrel 
also  become  objects  of  suspicion,  and  he  (lcsircd| 
they  might  be  given  up. 

The  request  was  immediately  complied  with  ail 
a  matter  of  no  impor(ance.  The  whole  (enorl 
of  his  conduct  now  strongly  indicated  u  niindl 
agitated  by  apprehension,  that  the  Chinese  .shouldl 
attribute  superior  prowess  to  the  English  iiationi 
Even  in  a  iti.4play  of  presents,  to  gratify  tliel 
curiosity  of  the  natives,  he  cautiously  avoiileiij 
evfc'y  expression  of  approbation,  though  most  off 
them  were  entitled  to  the  most  enthusiaiticl 
praise*. 

The  solenvn  adoration  of  heave  is  and  earfli  ill 
confined  to  the  person  of  the  Emperor,  hikI  llirj 
his  accommodation  it  is   performed   at  Pekii 


miles;  in  the  centre  of  which  stands  the  Imperial  palantj 
comprising  within  its  yollow  walls  one  square  mile  at  lcaji:[ 
the  whole  being  about  onn  third  larger  than  Ijondon,  oiiiil 
present  extended  scale.  Adjoining  to  tho  sftuthcrn  Mall 
tho  Tartar  city,  is  anutlier,  called  by  way  of  distiiictlaiJ 
the  Chinese  City.  Its  walls,  which  arc  much  on  the  dt>cliM|l 
include  about  ninety  ^cju are  miles:  a  small  part,  huwciffj 
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wTiere  lie  annually  appears  abroad  in  several 
magnificent  processions.  But  the  ceremonies 
whicli  constitute  the  chief  public  spectacles  in 
(hat  city,  have  been  compared  to  those  religious 
ones  of  his  holiness  at  Rome,  under  the  name  of 
fonziont. 

Riches,  in  China,  give  little  importance,  and 
DO  power:  there  is  no  hereditary  dignity  to  give 
it  weight ;  and  property,  without  olHce,  is  not 
always  secure.  The  delegated  authority  of  go- 
Ycrnment  often  leans  n:ore  heavily  on  the  unpro- 
tected rich,  than  on  the  poor,  who  are  less  ob- 
jects of  temptation.  There  are  properly  but 
three  classes  of  men  in  China:  men  of  letters, 
from  whom  the  Mandarines  are  selected;  culti- 
vators of  the  ground;  and  mechanics,  including 
merchants.  In  Pekin,  alone,  the  highest  lite- 
rary honours  arc  conferred  on  those  who  excel  in 
the  sciences  of  morality,  and  government,  as 
taught  by  the  ancient  Chinese.  These  are  chosen 
by  the  euperor,  to  all  the  civil  offices  of  state, 
and  t3  the  great  tribunals  of  the  Empire.  Mi- 
jita'-y  rank  is  conferred  on  such  as  surpass  in 
military  tactics*. 

But  children,  in  China,  arc  more  frequently 
desprted  than  parents  neglected.  Female  infants 
arc  generally  chosen  as  the  less  evil,  and  devoted 
to  the  river;  because  daughters  are  cot^giilered 
more  properly  to  belong  to  the  i'amilies  into 
which  they  pass  by  marriage;  the  sons  continue 
the  support  and  consolation  of  their  own.  These 
infants  are  exposed  soon  after  birth,  before  the 
countenance  is  animated  to  seize  parental  af- 
fection.    Many  are  snatdict!  from  the  jaws  of 


h  occupied  by  irregular  buildings ;  a  considerable  part  of  the 

rest  is  in  cattivation.     Within  this  compass  has  been  raised 

the  sieiumong-tun,  or  eminence  of  venerable  ogriciillinists, 

thither  the  Kmperor  repairs  cTery  spring,  and  according 

tu  ancient  usages,  dlrocts  with  his  own  hand  ''le  plough, 

I  through  a  small  lield,  by  way  of  doing  honour  to  the  pro. 

fission  of  the  husbandman;  a  group  of  pea.sints,  chanting 

hymns  in  praise  of  '.i.:sbaiidry.     The  celebration  of  this  ex. 

trnplary  festival,  is  inndc  known  in  the  remotest  village  of 

the  empire.     It  grittiru's  the  humblest  cottager,  in  the  dis. 

i|ipolntaienfs  vi\w1\  tlu>  vicissitudes  of  the  season  frequently 

oaasion,  when  hu  rocullcctt  that  his  calling  hns  been  di^'.

*  All  the  branches  of  a  family  residing  under  one  n>of,  is 
Uttemlod  with  in),iortant  ell'ects:  it  teaches  temperance  and 
Urdor  to  the  younger,  under  the  authority  aud  example  of 


death  by  persons  appointed  by  government  to 
watch  the  river,  which  provides  (')i-  those  tuken 
up  alive,  and  buries  those  who  have  expired. 
One  of  the  missionaries,  who  had  been  vigilant 
in  this  work  of  humanity,  asserted  that  about 
two  thousand  are  thus  annually  exposed,  of 
Avhoiri  a  very  small  portion  was  preserved. 

A  missionary  must  appear  a  singular  spectacle 
to  every  class  of  beholders:  to  see  men  actuated 
by  motives  \ety  different  from  those  of  mo.st 
human  actions,  quitting  their  country  and  their 
connections,  to  effect  a  change  in  the  tenets  of  a 
people  they  had  never  seen;  and  in  pursuing  that 
object  to  suffer  every  persecution,  encountering 
every  risk,  and  sacrificing  every  comfort;  over- 
coming the  prejudice  of  being  strangers  in  a 
country  where  most  strangers  were  prohibited ; 
and  where  it  was  crime  to  have  abandoned  the 
tomhs  of  their  ancestors;  and  gaining  at  length 
establishments  necessary  for  the  propagation  of 
their  faith,  without  deriving  any  personal  ad- 
vantage. The  several  missionaries  were  per- 
mitted to  build  four  convents  at  Pekin^  with  a 
church  to  each  of  them. 

The  evening  before  the  departure  of  the  em- 
bassy from  Pekiit,  a  Mandarine  of  exalted  rank 
waited  on  his  excellency,  with  a  gracious  message 
to  him  from  th';  Emperor,  to  learn  the  stale  of 
his  healthy  which  he  had  heard  had  lately  been 
affected;  and  recommending  him  to  travel  by 
easy  journeys  into  Tartary;  and  informing  hit 
excell(ency  tliat  he  and  his  suite  would  be  ac- 
commodated at  the  palaces  where  his  Imperial 
Majesty  usuiilly  stopped  in  his  way  to  Zhe-hol. 

the  okler ;  and  enables  the  whole  to  subsist,  like  suldien 
in  a  mess,  with  prudence  and  oecunomy :  yet  the  poor  aro 
sometimes  compelled,  by  necessity,  lo  live  on  vcgi^tiiblefood 
only,  the  price  of  labour  not  being  always  proporUoaatu  (o 
the  price  of  provisions. 

Order  is  so  generally  observed,  that  the  commission  of 
crimes  is  rare.  Kvery  tenth  housekeeimr  i:i  answerable  far 
the  conduct  (>f  the  nine  neighbouring  families,  i  I'.o  polico 
is  observed  with  particular  strictness  within  the  walls.  Mar* 
riages,  among  tho  poor,  is  a  measure  of  prudence,  the  soni 
being  obliged  to  support  thoir  parents.  The  custom  of  earl^' 
marriage  being  considered  in  the  light  of  a  religious  duty, 
this  union  usually  takes  place  whenever  there  appears  a 
prospect  of  procuring  future  subsistence;  that  prospect, 
however,  is  net  always  realized;  uiul  children,  born  witL. 
out  means  beiug  hud  of  provided  for  thorn,  arc  lomctimca 
abandoned  by  the  wretched  authors  of  their  existence.  Su> 
perstition  has  stepped  forward  to  sanction  this  horrid  deed, 
rendering  it  a  holy  uttering  to  tbo  spirit  of  the  adjoining 
river,  to  throw  an  infant  into  it,  with  a  gaurd  suspendei 
from  its  neck  to  kvep  it  froni  iioiaediAte  drowning. 
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SECTION  VIII. 

Journci/  to  the  nortTicrn  Frontier  of  China—'  I'lexv  of  the  Great  Wall. 


THE  embassador,  uith  most  of  his  siii(e,  set 
out  from  Pekin  on  the  2d  of  September, 
1703.  in  this  |)art  of  the  Journey  his  excellency 
travelled  in  an  English  post-chaise,  in  v,  hich  he 
accommodated  some  of  the  Mandarines.  At  tlrst 
they  were  under  great  trepidations  from  the  ap- 
prehension of  Ihe  vehicle  over-turning;  but  their 
fears  soon  subsided,  and  they  became  inexpressi- 
bly delighted  with  the  easiness,  lightness,  rapi- 
dity, und  elegance  of  their  carriage. 

The  land,  as  they  parsed,  appeared  to  be  in 
a  high  state  of  cultivation,  and  its  produce  was 
nearly  the  same  as  on  the  other  side  of  the  city. 
One  field,  however,  attracted  more  particular 
attention;  as,  from  its  regularity,  it  evidently 
proved  itself  a  species  of  the  polygonum,  and 
had  been  regularly  planted.  The  leaves,  when 
macerated  and  prepared,  imparted  a  dye  of  a 
blue  eolour,  nearly  equal  to  that  produced  by 
indigo.  A  dye  of  a  green  colour  was  also  said 
to  have  been  extracted  from  the  buds  and  tender 
leaves  of  a  plant  of  the  species  of  colutea*. 

A  narrow  river  was  crossed  early  in  the  first 
day's  journey  which  was  deep  enough  to  be 
navigated  by  small  boats,  of  which  a  consider- 
able number  was  seen  upon  it.  Goods  were  con- 
veyed frequently  down  these  rivers  from  the  con- 
fines of  Tartary;  and  furs,  with  the  richest  of 
its  produce,  are  transported  thence  on  the  backs 
of  dromedaries,  which  are  stronger  and  fleeter 
than  camels.  Sheep,  with  short  fleshy  tails 
weighing  several  pounds,  were  seen  grazing  upon 
the  plains.  These  arc  highly  prized  by  Chinese 
epicures. 

A  few  miles  farther  on  the  travellers  stopped 


*  There  is  hardly  a  vogetablo  a;ro«ing  in  China,  of  which 
the  dillcrent  usrs  have  not  been  discovorol  by  t^xporiment  or 
accident,  so  as  to  h:iTu  enabled  them  to  huvc  siicccdanca 
among  themselves,  for  articles  which  would  (»therwise  be 
necessary  for  them  to  procure  from'  other  countries.  Thus, 
for  example,  they  substitute  the  scL-ds  of  a  species  o(  the 
sagara,  by  way  of  pepper,  and  an  oil,  little  inferior  to  the 
olire,  is  extracted  from  the  kernels  of  the  apricot;  but  oil 
for  common  purposes  is  drawn  from  the  seeds  of  scsamum, 
of  hemp,  of  cotton,  of  turnips,  of  a  species  of  mint,  and 
of  several  other  voj^ctables.  A  species  of  cultivated  me- 
mordica  is  an  cxcelletit  substitute  fur  cucumbers:  the  cup 
•f  the  acorn  serves  tiicu  to  dye  black,  and  the  leaves  of 


for  the  day,  at  one  of  the  palaces  built  for  tiiir 
convenience  of  the  Emperor,  encompassed  M'ith 
a  park  and  pleasure  grounds.  Some  mineral 
springs,  in  the  neighbourhood,  are  occasioiiallv 
resorted  to  by  the  Emperor,  and  arc  thence  de- 
nominated his  baths. 

In  the  progress  of  the  second  day,  several 
plantations  of  tobacco  were  observed  upon  the 
low  ground.  Its  smoke  is  inhaled  through  bam- 
boo tubes  by  the  Chinese,  and  is  very  pievaleut 
among  persons  of  both  sexes,  and  to  those  of 
very  tender  age.  Girls  who  had  never  reached 
their  tenth  year,  comitig  from  the  houses  near 
the  road  to  sec  the  strangers  pass,  had  loti<r 
pipes  constantly  in  their  mouths.  The  prwder 
of  tobacco  is  also  taken  as  snufF.  Povdercd 
cinnabar  is  often  employed  for  the  same  purpose. 
A  Mandarine  is  seldom  without  a  smal'  orna- 
mental phial  to  hold  his  snuif,  of  which  he  oc- 
casionally pours  a  quantity,  equal  to  a  pindi, 
upon  the  back  of  his  left  hand,  to  be' con ve} id 
to  the  nose  as  fancy  may  suggest. 

In  the  third  day's  journey  the  populadin 
seemed  to  diminish:  the  route  led  throuirli  a 
small  walled  town,  but  without  cannon,  tluiigh  j 
troops  were  stationed  in  i*  for  the  protoctioii  of 
the  public  granaries.  At  the  bottom  of  sonio  if 
the  hills  a  river  ran  to  the  soutiuvurd,  over  wliicli 
a  bridge  was  throwti  upon  caissoons  of  uutllcj. 
Such  bridges  are  common  in  this  part  of  the 
country,  as  they  arc  constructed  at  a  trifling  cx- 
pence,  and  are  well  calculated  to  resist  the  tor- 
rents, which  rush  suddenly  and  iinpi'tuou«Iy 
from  the  impending  precipices  f. 

On  the  morning  of  the  4th  day  the  travellers 

an  ash  arc  made  to  anstver  for  those  of  the  mulberry  in 
rearing  silk  worms. 

+  In  their  progress  towards  Tari.try,  the  iinmber  of'l'ar. 
tars  inhabiting  the  towns  and  villni;cs  on  the  roud,  si't'incJ 
to  be  nearly  equal  to  that  of  the  Chinese  ;.and  the  dillereiuc 
in  the  manners  of  those  two  nations  became  less  slrikiii|;. 
The  Tartar  women  were  principally  discriminated  by  liiviiij 
feet  of  a  natural  size.  The  head-dress  of  both  (•()Ilsi^tl'd 
of  natural  and  artificial  flowers,  a  practice  of  cnibellishnient  j 
never  omitted  by  the  poor  or  aged  :  the  culture  of  niilural 
flowers  for  this  purpose  is  a  regular  occupation  tliruughuut 
the  cuuutry. 
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I  (line  in  sight  of  what  had  been,  and  still  con- 
tinued (o  be  the  wonder  and  admiration  of  ages — 
a  work  of  stupendous  magnitude,  the  great 
wall  of  China,  said  to  extend  fifteen  hundred 
miles  in  course.  The  travellers  were  now  able 
to  determine,  from  their  own  feelings,  that  it 
wa$  »ot  alone  the  dimensions  of  those  walls,  that 
1  created  wonder  in  the  persons  who  had  hitherto 
seen  these  intended  barriers  against  the  Tartars. 
Astonishment  is  seldom  excited  by  mere  labour 
that  may  be  performed  by  common  means.  It 
vas  the  extt'eme  difficulty  of  conceiving  how  the 
materials  could  be  conveyed,  and  such  structures 
raised,  in  situations  secmins;ly  inaccessible,  which 
principally  occasions  astonishment.  One  of  the 
most  elevated  ridges,  over  which  the  wall  is  car- 
ried, has  been  ascertriined  to  measure  five  thou- 
|sand  And  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet. 

The  road  which  led  to  the  wnll  was  by  a  steep 
lucent,  which  took  them  to  the  southern  gate 
thrown  across  the  road ;  where  it  passed  over  the 
9uina!<^  of  a  range  of  hills,  apparently  inacces- 
sible in  almost  every  part.  Along  this  it  ran 
through  a  narrow  pass  to  a  military  post,  where 
some  men,  placed  at  certain  distances,  turned 
out,  generally  unarmed,  as  the  embassy  passed. 
I A  innn  at  the  top  of  the  tower  beat  upon  a  loo, 
while  another  fired  a  salute  of  three  cannon 
placed  vertically  in  the  ground. 

After  passing  another  gate  nearr  •  the  old 
iTartar  boundary,  and  going  through  ,><'r|>en- 
hicular  defile,  they  arrived  at  Koo-pe-koo,  the 
Iresidcnce  of  the  strong  garrison  placed  for  tlw 
pfeiice  of  the  outer  vail  in  this  part  of  it. 
ICmiceirtrio  works,  uni'.cd  with  the  main,  wall, 
linclflsed  the  fortress.  Military  honours  were 
Ipiiid  to  the  embassador,  on  his  arrival  at  this 
jnorlhern  boundary  of  China  Proper,  "  The 
Itroops  were  drawn  uj),"  as  Capt.  Parish  relates. 
Till  two  lines,  facing  inwards.  They  were  formed 
Dv  companies,  each  of  which  had  its  leader,  its 
siamlard,  and  five  camp  colours.  In  entering 
llie  lane  formed  by  the  two  linos,  there  were  Man-

On  tills  side  of  the  Wall,  the  scasja  became  graduolty 
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darincs  on  each  sid'.-;  then  music,  tents,  trumpets, 
and  pai-loos  or  triumphal  gates,  twelve  compa- 
nies in  succession  on  each  side;  and  lastly,  about 
ten  small  field-pieces  of  various  forms  and  con- 
structions. The  parade  of  the  companies  were 
each  as  follows :

"  The  number  of  the  whole  amounted  to 
twelve  hundred.  The  interval  between  the  com- 
panies nearly  equalled  the  extent  of  their  front." 

A  general  consideration  of  this  barrier,  evinces 
the  resolution  and  comprehensive  views  of  that 
government,  which  could  embark  in  so  vast  an 
undertaking;  the  advanced  state  of  society  which 
could  supply  the  resources,  and  regulate  the  pro- 
gress of  such  a  work ;  and  the  vigour  and  per- 
severance with  which  it  was  carried  to  perfection. 
The  line  it  has  traced,  continues  still  to  be  at 
a  demarkation  between  the  respective  nations  of 
Chinese  and  Tartars.  Though  since  their  being 
under  one  absolute  dominion,  the  word  of  the 
monarch  alone  is  implicitly  obeyed,  on  the  part  of 
all  liis  subjects  indiscriminately,  yet  each  people 
have  local  claims  and  jurisdictions*. 

A  dog  in  Tartary  is  the  faithful  companion  of 
the  peasant.  It  is  a  ^inall  species,  with  a  longf 
recurved  tail,  of  which  caprice  or  fashion  seldom 
robs  him,  and  which  generally  leans  to  the  left, 
ii^  Liniianis  n-marks  of  the  domestic  dog.  Tliat 
of  Tartary  seldom  harks  in  the  day-time.  The 
peasants  of  this  |  irt,  like  (hose  of  Switzerland 
and  the  \  Ips,  are  very  subject  to  a  swelling  in 
the  ^;lai  is  of  the  neck,  called  by  the  French 
Coitre.s,  supjjosed  to  be  in  consequence  of  thtf 
frequent  n^e  x^if  sncw  water:  both  sexes  are  sul)- 
ject  to  thc':<  veilings;  but  females  more  tSiaa 
males.

cooler,  the  moi'ntaius  less  richly  clothed  with  verdure;  and 
the  roads  more  riiggod ;  the  woods,  inhahifrd  by  w'olrcs^ 
bears,  and  timers,  had  little  to  adorn  them  but  a  scanty  ci).

During;  tlie  seventh,  or  last  day's  journey,  the 
ridges  of  the  mountains,  containing  immense 
rocks  of  granite,  ran  nearly  parallel  to  the  road. 
IJetwceik  the  upper  ridge  and  bottom  of  the 
Aalley,  an  antique  ruin  claimed  atteniion:  it  was 
a  perpendicular  rocli,  two  hundred  feet  high,  of 
an  irregular  form,  having  tall  shruhs  growing  on 
its  surface. 

The  iisccnt  to  Tartary  is  such,  (hat  some  parts 
of  it  have  been  ascertained  to  be  at  least  five 
thousand  yards  above  the  surface  of  tlic  yellow 
sea.  This  elevation  nnist  have  greatly  contri- 
buted to  the  cool  tempeiaiure  of  the  atmosphere. 
A  little  beyond  the  towering  rock  above  de- 
scribed, throi!gh  a  recess  of  mouni'ains,  the 
valley  of  Zhe-liol,  the  summer  residence  of  his 
imperial  maje4y,  appeared  fn  view. 

'J'he embassador,  wilh  his  suite,  proceeding  to- 
wards Zhe-hol,  was  received  with  military  ho- 
nours, and  conducted  lo  a  suite  of  spacious  edi- 
fices, amidst  a  crowd  of  spectators,  on  horse- 
back and  on  foot.  Several  of  the  latter  were 
clad  in  yellow  garments,  and  their  heads  were 
covered  with  round  hats  of  the  same  colour: 
some  boys  were  also  in  similar  attire.  All  these 
were  a  sort  of  inferior  la.nas,  or  friars,  and  no- 
vices belonging  to  the  temples  of  Fo.  The  impe- 
rial garden,  the  palaces,  and  (he  temples,  situ- 
ated immediately  beyond  the  town,  exhibited  a 
scene  of  grandeur  and  magnificence.  The  town 
of  Zhe-hol,  excepting  (he  houses  of  Mandarines, 
consisted  of  n\iserable  hovels,  full  of  people. 
The  streets  are  crooked,  unpaved,  and  dusty*. 

Soon  after  the  Embassador's  arrival,  he  was 
waited  on  by  two  Mandarines  of  rank,  with 
compliments  from  his  imperial  nuijest*  ,  and  by 
another  Mandarine  on  the  part  of  the  great  Co- 
loa,  or  prime  minister,  Ho-choong-taung.  The 
legate  called  on  him  the  same  day,  and  without 
preface  or  apology,  delivered  back  to  his  excel- 
lency open,  the  mei  lorial  respecting  the  ceremony 
of  reception,  which  had  been  delivered  to  him 
sealed,  under  the  promise  of  transmitting  it  to 
Ho-choong-taung.  The  legate  pretended  he 
had  kept  the  memorial  in  his  possession,  though

it  was  well-known  that  it  had  been  forwarJed  (n 
Zhe-hol,  and  its  contents  approved,  'jj,: 
change  of  sen(iment  was  supposed  to  have  been 
brought  about  by  the  viceroy  of  Cantrvi,  iatclv 
arrived  at  Zhe-hol  fromlhibet,  where  he  had 
commanded  tliv>  Chinese  troops.  Me  was  a  pro- 
fessed  ent my  of  the  English,  and  represeiilcd 
them  as  restless,  enterprising,  and  dangerous 

The  colao  was  now  of  opinion  (hat  the  honiiiirel 
of  vassals  to  the  emperor  should  be  performed 
by  the  embassador,  without  any  return  of  (he  in. 
dependence   of   his    own   sovereign.      On  tli|,| 
ground  it  was  thought  his  excellency's  memoiiii|I 
to  the  court  ought  not  to  be  avowed,  and  nf 
course  p;»  a i?swer  returned.     A  firm  opinion', 
consequently  entertained,  (ha;  when  (he  enili.i. 
sador  should  be  iniroduecd  into  (he  preseiucoli 
the  emperor,  he  could  not  avoid  making  ilicjif. 
customed  prosternations  without  stipulating  aiiv| 
condition. 

The  Ungate,  with  t\u)  other  Miindarinrs  ont'iel 
part  of  (he  colao,  waited   on  his  excellency  (lief 
next  day,  and  urged  hiin  to  give  up  the  con- 1 
tested  point,  concerning  which  tht?y  were  driven  I 
to  the  necessity  of  fluctuating  between  tlicop. 
posite  and  contradictory  elVorts,  of  repi(scnliii|f| 
the  prostration  as  a  mere  unmeaniiig  eerenioni 
when  proposed  to  the  embassador ;  but  ofstrionil 
import  from  a  Chinese  (o  his  Hriiaiuiie.  MiltMv J 
After  much  had  been  said  by  both  jnu  ties  on  t!ie| 
subject  of  prostration,  Lortl  Macartney  vcrv  j,; 
dicmusly  observed  that,  (o  his  own   so\(ivij;!il 
towhom  he  was  botnid  by  every  bond  of  anejii.i.nrel 
and  attachment,  he  bent  upon  one  knee  v»iuii;i]). 
proaching  him;  and  that  he  was  willing  <o  ('m- 
ply  with  the  satne  form,  to  express  his  respcitl'iill 
sentiments  towards  his  imperial  majesty. 

This  proposition  seemed  perfectly  satisfariorvl 
to  the  Mandarines,  who  promi.sed  to  relnrnl 
speedily  with  the  determination  of  the  court.  In| 
a  private  visit,  which  the  embassador  afterwaril 
made  to  the  colao,  he  was  received  with  poliie-j 
ness  and  alfability,  and  with  due  attention  tolii« 
rank  and  character.  Intimation  was  then  •:'i\(iij 
to  him,  that  his  imperial  majesty  would  k\ 
pleased  to  accept  of  the  same  form  of  res|)eclfiil| 
obedience  from  the  English,  which  they  were  acf 

tliick  cloth  and  cushions,  for  sitting  iti  the  day,  andslijcj!.! 
iui;  in  the  night.  There  were  also  Tarnished  tables,  lalj 
chairs  for  visitors. 
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fujtorocd  to  pay  to  their  own  sovereign.  It  was 
jlso  formally  declared^  that  the  reception  of  the 
crabassy  by  the  emperor  would  take  place  on  the 
Htii  oi"  September,  three  days  prior  to  hisbirlh- 
(lay.  In  the  mean  time  several  flatterinj^  mes- 
sages were  conveyed  to  his  excellency,  expressive 
of  the  perfect  s.ilisfaction  which  the  presents 
ffavc  to  liis  imperial  majesty*. 

Ilo-choong-tauiigwas  a  finished  statesman,  of 
relii.cd  manners,  and  the  c'eepest  penetration, 
lit;  was  called  to  olilcc  and  anthority,  indeed, 
l)vtlie  mere  favour  of  the  sovereign;  and  the  ap- 
piovini':  voice  of  persons  of  ravik  and  influence 
iiiaiiitained  him  in  it.  In  those  governments  in 
Asia,  tilt)  prince  is  not,  as  in  Europe,  afraid  of 
debasing  his  digaily  by  alliances  with  his  snb- 
itc(s.;  and  the  number  of  children  of  Asiatic 
iiio'iarchs,  by  dilleicnt  wives  and  concubines, 
crc'iile  30  many  matrimonial  connexions  with  the 
crown,  that  the  iniliience  arising  from  them  is 
foiiiiteracted  by  competition.  Such  a  tie,  added 
ti)  power  already  acquired,  increases  and  secures 
il:  a  daughter  of  the  emperor  is  married  to  a  son 
of  Ho-choong-taung.  This  connection,  how- 
ever, alarmed  some  of  the  imperial  family,  and 
other  loviil  subjects  of  the  empire,  who  were 
fciufnl  of  the  heightsto  which  the  ambition  of  that 
favourite  might  aspire.  One  person,  indiscreetly 
zealous,  was  punished  capitally  by  the  present 
emperor,  for  daring  to  present  a  memorial  to  him, 
exhorting  him  to  proclaim  his  successor,  as  a 
measure  of  safety,  to  piovcnt  future  disscntions 
ill  the  empire.

niiTce  for  the  geneial  hi'iielit  of  maiilvind,  and  he  >.li^htly 
tiiiKlit'd  on  the  ad'airs  of  tril.uit.iry  princes;  oti  the  di.s.solu. 
tioii  of  the  Mogul  empire  of  llindoslan,  in  whose  contests, 
though  they  claimed  the  protection  of  the  neij^hbouring 
countries,  the  Kiietlish  did  not  interfere.  The  Colao,  how- 
ever, gave  not  the  least  opi;ning  to  he  more  particular  in  the 

I  i]is:iTowal  of  any  aid  against  thi>  peoplu  of  Thibet. 

His  excellency  was  i\h  straiiRcr  to  the  haughty  notions  on- 
tortaiued  by  the  Chinese,  that  thej  were  independent  in 
point  of  1  oinmerce,  and  that  every  sui^li  transaction  with 
I'oroigners  was  by  them  consideretl  as  a  favour,  not  ad- 
milting  that  they  could  possibly  derive  any  advantage  from 

I  anuitiial  interchange  of  conimoditics.  Such  were  the  avow- 
c  I  or  alTccted  notions  entertained  by  the  Chinese  govern. 
mi'iit,  of  the  st!i)erioi'ity  or  indepcndenre  of  the  empire. 
Tlic  embassador,  thercfoie,  was  not  averse  to  their  con. 


On  the  day  of  the  embassador's  presentation 
to  the  emperor,  he  was  accompanied  by  mo*t  of 
his  family;  the  scene  was  in  the  garden  of  the 
palace  of  Zlic-hol.  A  r;iaj.';niiiccnt  tent  was 
pi  iced  in  the  ceti^rc  of  tlie  giirdcn,  and  viiliin  it 
Wiisa  throne,  'i'hc  fur;iitiiro  of  the  tent  was 
elegant,  without  glitter  or  ailectcd  enibellish- 
menls.  Several  small  round  tents  were  pitched, 
in  front,  and  one  of  an  oblong  form,  having  a 
sopha  in  it  at  one  e\lremity  for  the  emperor  to 
retire  to  occasionally.  One  of  the  small  tents  in 
front  was  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  embassy, 
till  his  imperial  majesty  slunild  arrive;  the  others 
for  the  several  tributary  princes  of  Tartary,  and 
delegates,  from  the  tributary  states,  who  were 
assembled  at  Zhe-hol  to  be  present  at  the  cele- 
bration of  the  birth-day,  and  now  attended  to 
dignify  the  embassador's  reception.  In  the  great 
tent  his  imperial  majesty  was  to  receive,  seated 
on  his  throne  in  liis  large  state  tent,  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  king  of  Gre.it  Ih'itain.  The  tri- 
butary |)rincrs,  those  of  the  imperial  family,  and 
the  great  Mandarines  of  the  court,  foi.aed  a 
very  considerable  group,  while  they  were  in  the 
front  of  the  grand  imperial  tent;  each  decorated 
with  distinctive  marks  of  the  rank  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  emperor  f. 

These  personages  had  each,  in  his  own  district, 
a  circle  of  courtiers  dependent  on  him;  but  here 
their  grandeur  was  lost  in  the  contemplation  of 
that  of  his  imperial  anijesty.  The  etiquette  of 
respect  requires  long  waiting.  The  embassy  as- 
sembled before  the  dawn  of  day,  and  many  of 

sidering  a  commercial  intercourse  as  a  condescension  on 
their  part;  and  expri;sscd  a  willingness  to  negotiate  on  such 
terms.  The  Colao  obligingly  replied,  that  they  slioulil 
have  frequent  opportunities  of  meeting  during  the  continu- 
ance of  his  excellency  s  visit.  The  cunfercnec  ended  as  it 
had  begun,  with  every  appearance  of  satisfaction  on  both 
sides.  .Messages  of  civility,  accompauifd  with  presents  of 
fruit  and  sweatmeats,  soon  followed  botU  from  the  Empe- 
ror and  the  Colao. 

+  Purely  to  compliment  the  British  embassy,  the  Kmpe- 
ror  permitted  his  courtiers  to  appear  in  Knglish  cloth,  in. 
stead  of  silk  or  fnrs,  in  which  only  they  had  hitherto  been 
allowed  to  ajipear  before  his  imperial  Majesty.  The  princes 
were  distinguished  by  the  t/ansparcnt  red  button,  indicating 
the  highest  of  the  nine  ordirs,  as  tixul  by  the  present  Km. 
peror.  No  person  appeare!  on  this  occasion,  who  was  in> 
ferior  to  the  second  rank  in  the  slate,  the  characteristic  of 
which  is  the  opaque  red  butti^i.  Some  were  honoured  with 
peacocks'  feathers  stuck  in  .'n  agate  tube,  and  pendent 
from  the  bonnet.  Those  persons  who  had  received  three 
feathers,  as  tokens  of  Imperial  fi  vour,  coQccivedthcmsehui 
trebly  happy. 
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the  courliers  remained  the  vvlioie  night  in  the 
gai'dcti. 

Soon  after  day-light  tho  emperor's  approach 
was  signified  by  the  sound  of  musical  instru- 
ments; and  his  imperial  majesty  was  preceded  by 
persons  loudly  proclaiming  his  virtues  and  his 
power.  lie  was  seated  in  a  triumphal  car, 
borne  by  sixteen  men,  followed  by  bis  guards, 
officers  of  the  household,  standard  and  umbrella 
bearers,  and  a  band  of  music,  lie  was  clad  in 
plain  dark  silk,  with  a  velvet  bonnet,  similar  to 
that  article  of  dress  among  the  Scotch  highland- 
'Crs,  ornamented  with  a  -large  pearl  in  the  front, 
the  only  jewel  he  appeared  to  have  about  him. 
His  imperial  majesty  entered  the  tent,  and  as- 
cending a  few  steps  consecrated  solely  to  his  use, 
«eated  himself  upon  the  throne.  Ho-choong- 
taung,  and  two  officers  of  his  household,  were 
next  hiiti,  andlcnclt  whenever  they  addressed  him. 
'The  princes  of  his  family,  the  tributaries,  and 
great  officers  of  state,  having  taken  their  re- 
spective stations  in  the  tent,  the  president  of  the 
tribunal  of  rites  conducted  the  embassador,  at- 
tended by  his  page  and  Chinese  interpretei',  and 
accompanied  by  the  minister  plenipotentiary, 
near  the  foot  of  the  throne  on  the  left-hand  side, 
denominated  the  place  of  honour.  The  other 
gentlemen  of  the  embassy,  a  great  number  of 
Mandarines,  and  officers  of  inferior  dignity, 
placed  themselves  at  the  great  opening  of  the  tent, 
where  the  ceremonies  that  passed  within  could 
be  distinctly  observed. 

His  excellency  appeared  in  a  rich  suit  of  em- 
broidered velvet,  adorned  with  a  diamond  badge 
and  star,  the  order  of  the  Bath;  and  o\cr  this  a 
long  mantle  of  the  same  order,  sufficiently  ample 
to  cover  the  limbs  of  the  wearer.  The  miniiiter 
plenipotentiary,  being  an  honorary  Doctor  of 
Laws  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  assumed  the 
scarlet  gown  of  that  degree,  which  happened 
also  to  be  suitable  in  a  government  where  de- 


*  The  splendid  manner  in  which  the  e^lba^sy  was  rcceivitl

lani^uage;  and  biting  informed  thut  the  euibassailur's  pa^e, 
^Teorge  Staunton,  a  youth  then  only  in  his  thirtccntli  year, 
VSLS  the  only  one  who  had  made  any  prolicicncy  iu  it,  tlie 


grees  of  learning  lead  to  every  kind  of  political 
situation.  The  embassador,  instructed  bv  the 
president  of  the  ceremonies,  held  the  niagnjlicent 
stjuare  gold  box,  adorned  with  jewels,  in  which 
was  enclosed  his  majesty's  letter  to  the  emperor 
between  both  hands  lifted  above  his  head;  then' 
ascending  the  few  steps  that  led  to  the  throne 
and  bending  on  one  knee,  presented  the  box 
with  a  suitable  laconic  address  to  his  imporial 
majesty ;  who-graciottsly  receiving  the  same  with 
his  own  hands,  placed  it  by  his  side,  and  express- 
ed "  the  greatest  satisfaction  at  the  testimony  which 
his  Britannic  Majesty  gave  to  him  of  his  esteem 
and  good  will,  in  senduig  him  ttn  embassy,  with 
a  letter  and  rare  presents;  that  lie,  on  his  part, 
entertained  sentiments  of  the  same  kind  towards 
the  sovereign  of  Great  Britain,  and  hoped  that 
harmony  would  nlwayis  be  maintained  aiiiono' 
their  respective  subjects*." 

After  a  little  more  conversation  with  the  em- 
bassador, his  imperial  majesty  gave,  as  the  tiist 
present  to  his  Britannic  Majesty,  a  gem,  or  pre- 
cious stone,  exceeding  twelve  inches  in  length, 
highly  valued  by  the  Chinese.  It  was  formed 
into  the  resemblance  of  a  Sceptre,  such  as  is 
always  pliu'ed  on  the  imperial  throne,  al- 
lusive  of  peace  and  plenty.  The  embiissailor, 
complying  with  Chinese  etiquette,  and  the  mini- 
ster plenipotentiary,  rcs|>ectfiilly  oHured  presents 
in  their  turn,  on  their  own  behalf;  which  Iiis  im- 
perial majesty  condescended  to  receive,  and  {;iive 
others  in  rettirn.  These  presentfl,  on  both  side?, 
were  probably  less  valuable  in  the  estimation  of  | 
the  receivers  than  in  that  of  the  doners ;  hiii 
were  mutually  acceptable  when  consiilercd  a 
tokeii:H  of  respect  on  the  one  part,  and  of  favmir 
and  good  will  on  the  other t. 

At  the  concliii^ion  of  the^e  coremonies  several 
Hindoo  embassadors  froiri  iV^ii,  and  M.ilioiuf- 
tans  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Caspimi, 
were   introduced  to  the  emperor,    who,    when 


Emperor  expressed  adefire  of  havinj<  him  produced:  wht 
lie  approached  the  throne,  and  answered  some  tpio'^liiim 
proposed  to  him  by  the  Kmperor  in  the  Ciiine'se  l;nii;iiJi;i', 
at'companird  with  the  most  elcijant  and  ?r»ceful  niHiimidf 
address,  his  Imperial  -Maji'sty  was  so  <lelii;lit«:d  witli  ihe 
conduct  of  that  accomplishod  young  ^-ulUMnun.  Iliiii  lie 
took  from  his  i;irdle<thc  areca>nu(  purse,  w  liirh  huni,'  lu  ii, 
and  |)re<ented  it  tn  him  with  Iris  own  h.tud.  .twas  lurnrd  | 
of  pluiit  yellow  silk,  having  on  it  the  liciire  of  tiu'  livi'. 
clawed  dragon,  with  some  Tartar  tharuuturs  wioii;lii  | 
npau  it. 
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(Wliad  repeated  nine  solemn  prostrationg,  were 
insdinlly  dismissed.  Tlie  Eiijjlish  embassador, 
god  llie  three  persons  >vho  accoiiipanit'd  liiiu, 
werpthen  conducted  to  tlie  left  iiaiid  of  his  im- 
perial majesty,  and  scuted  upon  cushions.  The 
princes  of  the  imperial  family,  the  Chief  Tartar 
tributaries,  and  the  distinguished  oftioers  of 
court,  were  seated  according  to  their  respective 
rank,  nearer  to,  or  more  remote  from  the  throne: 
before  which  was  placed  a  table  for  his  imperial 
jBajosty ;  and  he  seemed  to  partake  heartily  of 
the  viands  and  the  fruits  that  were  set  before 
hiin.  Tea  was  also  introdtjced,  the  di>'he8  and 
cups  being  carried  to  him  with  hands  uplifted 
over  the  head.  Much  silence  and  great  so- 
lemnity were  observed  during  the  whole  of  this 
pompous  business.  No  conversation  occurred 
among  thff  guests ;  no  bustle  among  the  attend- 
gilts.  The  commanding  feature  of  the  scene  was 
tlie  calm  dignity  and  sober,  pomp  of  Asiatic  gran- 
deur, which  European  relinements  have  not 
yet  attained. 

His  imperial  majesty  was  remarkably  '  Jentivc 
to  liis  European  guests.  During  the  repuct  he 
ordered  several  dishes  to  be  conveyed  from  his 
own  table  to  theirs;  and  when  it  ended,  he  .sent 
for  them,  and  gave  them  with  his  own  hand,  a 
goblot  of  warm  Chinese  wine.  lie  a^-krd  the 
i  embassador  the  age  of  his  sovereign,  of  which 
lie  was  respectfully  informed ;  and  he  expressed  a 
wish  that  he  might  attain  his  years,  which  then 
nmounted  to  eighty-three,  in  a  perfect  state  of 
he;il(h,  The  festival  at  length  concluded,  and 
he  descended  the  throne,  walking  firm  and  erect, 
Uidiout  the  least  symptom  of  infirmity,  to  the 
[open  chair  which  was  in  waiting. 

Soon  after  the  embassador's  return  liome,  he 
I  received  from  the  emperor  presents  of  silk,  por- 
Icelain,  and  tea  for  himself  and  all  the  gentlemen 
Jof  \m  suite.  Among  the  fruits  were  some  very 
|excellent  white  grapes  of  an  ui^common  form, 
[mnre  oblong  in  form  than  Spanish  olives,  and 
jabout  their  size.  At  or  after  all  intercourse  in 
[China,  between  superiors  and  inferiors^  an  inter- 


*  An  invitatioii  was  sonii  .ifter  given  from  the  Kmpcror  to 
Itlie  ciibassador  and  his  suite,  to  visit  the  girilen  and  pleasure 
Jsroiiiuls  of  Zlie-hol.  In  pioceoditig  towards  tiicin  at  an 
Inirlyi's.ir  in  the  inorntng,  they  happened  to  meet  his  Impc. 
Iriiil  Majesty,  who  stopped  to  receive  the  embassador's 
iMlutiiiions,  and  to  inform  liim,  that  he  was  proceeding  to 
liiK  (levutiniis  in  the  temple  of  I'oo.tuht ;  that  as  tliey  did 
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change  of  presents  takes  place  ;  but  those  of  the 
former  arc  granted  as  donations,  while  the  latter 
are  cons'dered  as  ofteriugs*. 

The  embassador  was  not  a  little  surprised  when 
he  found  the  person  appointed  to  attend  him  on 
the  proposed  excursion,  was  even  the  prime- 
minister  himsflf;  Ilo-choong-taung,  he  was  in- 
formed, was  then  waiting  in  the  pavillion  fot 
him.  The  preat  Vizier  of  the  empire,  whoiv 
the  people  almost  considered  as  a  second  eni^ 
peror  was  nov/  ordered  to  give  up  some  part  of 
his  time  to  keep  u  stranger  compnny  in  a  mere 
tour  of  pleasure  and  curiosity.  But  this  idea 
was  soon  repressed  by  the  appearance  of  the 
Thibet  general,  who  joiivd  the  Coiao,  as  if  be 
apprehended  the  crabus.^ador  was  endeavouring 
to  gain  some  ascendency  over  him,  or  that  com- 
ments on  the  Theban  war  should  pass  between 
them;  he  therefore  thought  proper  to  deprive 
them  of  that  opportunity.  T'he  general's  bro- 
ther, and  another  in  administration  were  also 
present. 

Tliey  conducted  his  excellency  and  suite 
through  a  vast  inclosure  of  pleasure  grounds; 
the  rtMuainder  being  reserved  for  the  use  of  the 
female  part  of  the  Imperial  Family,  was  inac- 
cessible to  these  ministers  as  well  as  to  the  Eng- 
lish. Passing  through  a  verdant  valley,  in  which 
they  observed  willows  of  an  extraordinary  mag- 
nitude, they  arrived  at  a  lake;  on  which  they 
sailed  in  yatchs  till  they  came  to  a  bridge  in  the 
narrowest  part;  and  beyond  which  it  seemed  to 
lose  itself  in  distance  and  obscurity. 

Near  the  borders  of  the  lake  several  small 
palaces  were  situated;  each  containing  a  public 
hall,  and  a  throne  in  the  middle :  several  side- 
rooms  were  furnished  with  European  works  of 
art,  and  with  the  curious  natural  productions 
of  Tartary.  Among  the  latter  was  an  agate  of 
unique  beauty  and  size,  placed  in  one  of  the  pa- 
vilions upon  the  lake:  this  agate  is  four  (eet 
in  length,  carved  into  a  landscape,  on  which  are 
cut  some  lines  of  poetry  which  were  composed 
by  the  emperor  f. 

One 


tiot  worship  the  same  gods,  he  tvould  not  dcsiro  his  ex. 
ccllency  to  accompany  him  ;  but  he  had  directed  his  mi- 
nisters to  attend  him  throuf^h  the  gardens. 

+  The  gardens  were  enlivened  by  herbaceous  animals,  both 
quadrupeds  and  birds,  but  no  menagerie  of  wild  beasts  was 
perceived.  Some  monstrous  varieties  gf  gold  and  silver 
fisiics  were  seen  sporting  in  ponds  of  pellucid  water,  upon 
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One  of  the  curiosities,  said  to  be  in  the  garden 
ef  Zhe-hol,  the  toxvn  in  miniature,  was  not  per- 
mitted to  be  seen  by  the  party;  being  inclosed 
withir.  the  limits  set  apart  for  the  ladies  of  the 
palace.  Something  of  this  kind  is  now  in  one  of 
the  imperial  palaces  at  Petersburg. 

During  the  excursion  through  the  gardens  of 
Zhe-hol,  which  occupied  several  hours,  Ho- 
choong-taung  paid  great  attention  to  the  embas- 
sador, displaying  all  the  politeness  of  an  ex- 
perienced courtier :  the  deportment  of  the  other 
minister  was  also  aflablc  and  onirteous;  but  the 
manners  of  his  brother,  the  general,  was  formal 
and  repulsive.  The  violent  prepossession  lie  had 
imbibed  against  the  English  was  not  attempted 
to  be  concealed  by  him.  While  ,the  gentlemen 
of  the  embassy  were  passing  through  the  several 
buildings  in  the  purlieus  of  Zhe-hol,  they  em- 
braced every  opportunity  of  expressing  their  ap- 
probation of  what  they  saw;  and  they  certainly 
found  no  diSiculty  in  concurring  with  the  general 
opinion  of  the  curious  mechanism,  which  bad 
formerly  been  shewn  in  London  under  the  ap- 
pellation of  Cox's  Museum  :  but  the  general, 
unacquainted  with  that  fact,  exulHngly  demand- 
ed whelher  such  performances  were  to  be  found 
in  England,  when  he  suftered  the  poignant  in- 
formation of  hearing  that  it  was  from  thence  they 
came  to  China, 

In  the  course  of  conversation  between  Ho- 
choong-taung  and  the  embassador,  the  former 
mentioned  the  arrival  of  the  Lion  and  Ilindostan 
al  Chu-san,  when  his  excellency  seized  that  op- 
portunity of  requesting  that  Captain  Macintosh 
might  now  be  permitted  to  join  the  ship,  hav- 
ing had  the  happiness  of  paying  his  obeisance 
to  the  emperor;  but  the  general,  who  kept  close 
to  the  Colao,  instantly  interfered,  exclaiming, 
that  it  was  not  proper  he  should  be  allowed  to 

a  bottom  studded  witli  pcbblus  of  agate,  jasper,  and  other 
])recious  stones.  There  were  no  gt<i/cl  walks  in  these 
grounds ;  no  belts  of  trees,  iior  clu'^.ps  of  shrubs ;  every 
aiipcarance  of  regularity  of  desie;n  was  studiously  avoided ; 
but  natural  Kubjects  seemed  scattered  round  by  accident,  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  render  their  position  pleasing. 

*  Karly  in  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  September,  the 
embassador  and  his  suite  wer.c  called  upon  to  be  present  at 
the  celebration  of  the  Emperor's  anniversary :  a  festival 
which  continued  many  days,  though  the  principal  ceremony 
was  that  of  rendering  profound  and  devout  homage  to  the 
supreme  nuijesty  of  the  Emperor.  The  ceremony  was  no 
loiif,;<.r  performed  in  a  tent,  nor  did  it  partake  of  the  nature 
uf  a  bauquet.     The  ceremonial  pasitcd  iu  a  vast  hali^  in 


traverse  the  Chinese  empire.  Nothing  decigiy. 
was  determined  on  for  the  present,  but  a  re- 
newal of  the  subject  was  proposed  on  a  future 
opportunity. 

By   the  fatigue  of  this  day's  exercise  Ho- 
choong-taung  ,  found  himself  much  indisposed 
and  sent  to  request  the  embassador  would  permil  I 
his  English  physician  to  visit  him.     Dr.  Gi||aj 
accompanied  the  messenger  to  the  Colao's  house 
where  several   of  the  faculty  were  assembled! 
By  the  answers  to  the  questions  which  Dr.  GjlJan  1 
proposed  to  the  patient,  it  appeared  that  he  la- 
bourcd  under' two  distinct  compluiiits  :  one  was 
rheumatism,    which   first   attacked    him   in  \\A 
mountains  of  Tartary;  and  the  second  was  dij. 
covered  to  be  a  completely  formed  hernia.    The  I 
doctor's  description  of  the  disorders,   and  tlie 
proposed   method   of  cure  were   put  down  in  I 
writing.     The  Colao  approved  of  liis  proceed- 1 
ings,  and  made  him  a  present  of  a  piece  of  <;ilk. 

Though  the  patient  was  speedily  relieved  iromj 
the  most  pressing  of  his  complai»f,<i,  the  rlicu. 
matisni,  no  interview  could  be  had  with  iiimfurl 
some  tinje  by  the  embassador,  he  therefore  dL*! 
terinined  to  write  to  him  on  the  subject  of  Ciii>j 
tain  Macintosh,  to  rcuew  his  solicitations  to  re- 1 
join  his  ship  at  Chu-san;  r.nd  as  no  C'liiiicscl 
would  venture  to  carry  a  letter  withotit  kwA 
of  the  legate,  the  interpreter  to  the  enibasfvl 
undertook  the  business,  (though  it  was  attciidnll 
with  much  risk,  and  produced  great  persoiiall 
insult  from  the  rabble)  and  put  tke  letter  iiuj 
proper  channel  for  its  speedy  delivery*. 

The  awful  impression  intended  to  be  wronshtl 
on  the  minds  of  men,  by  this  devout  veneiHlioaj 
of  a  fellow  mortal,  was  not  to  be  eflaced  l)}anj[ 
immediate  scenes  of  gaiety  or  merriment;  amu«c-f 
ments  of  that  complexion  were  postponed  till 
the  following  day.     In  the  mean  time  the  eio-l

During  the  performance,  and  at  particular  signalii  nintl 
times  repeated,  every  person  present  prostrated  hiuisiirnigtl 
times,  except  the  «uibassador  and  his  suite,  who  maikonlJ 
one  profound  obeisance,  fiut  the  person  to  whom  the  ul 
of  adoration  was  made,  iu  i  nitatiou  of  the  deity,  rcuaiiH 
invisible  the  whole  time. 

t 
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bassador,  accompanied  by  Sun-ta-zhin,  lately 
nromoted  to  the  rank  of  Colao,  visited  the  gnvnd 
temple  of  Poo-ta-la^  comprizing  one  immense 
fabric,  and  several  which  were  less  stupendous. 
The  principal  was  a  grand  cathedral  of  a  square 
form,  each  of  whose  sides  was  two  hundred  feet. 
In  the  middle  of  the  chapel,  there  was  a  space 
railed  ofl',  and  elevated  above  the  floor,  present- 
ing three  altars  superbly  decorated,  and  three 
colossal  statues  of  Fo,  his  wife,  and  child.  No 
less  than  eight  hundred  lamas,  or  priests,  wore 
attached  to  this  temple;  some  of  them  from  their 
early  infancy. 

This  extravagant  devotion  of  the  Emperor  to- 
wards Fo  was  supposed  to  have  arisen  from  this 
circumstance,  that,  from  a  contemplation  of  the 
great  length  and  unparalleled  prosperity  of  his 
rrign,  he  had  gradually  brought  himself  to  iina- 
friue,  that  his  favourite  deity  had  vouchsafed  to 
become  incarnate  in  his  person.  Enthusitisiii  is 
often  known  to  accompany  the  most  sliiiiing 
talents;  and  whatever  ground  there  may  be  for 
attributing  to  this  great  prince  su  whimsical  a 
fancy,  he  has  certainly  displayed  much  vigour, 
rapucity,  aiul  attention  in  the  administration  of 
hii  government. 

the  next  day  were  exhibited,  on  the  lawn 
before  the  Emperor's  great  tent,  a  variety  of 
fiilcrtiiinmcnts;  and  his  Imperial  ISIaiosly,  sur- 
roiimlcd  by  his  court,  graced  them  witli  his  pre- 
sence.    Every  person  who  excelled  iii  strength. 


dexterity,  or  in  the  performance  of  any  extra- 
ordinary feat  of  agility,  were  assembled  on  the 
occL'sion.  After  the  ballets,  various  kinds  of 
fire-works  were  exhibited:  the  whole  concluding 
with  a  volcanic  eruption  of  artificial  fire  in  a 
superb  stile*. 

The  Emperor  divides  his  time  according  to  the 
reasons:  the  winter  in  his  Chinese  territories,  and 
the  summer  in  Tartary ;  and  as  his  Imperial  Ma- 
jcsty  had  resolved  on  a  speedy  return  to  Pekin> 
is  was  agreed  that  the  Embassador  should  leave 
Zhe-hol  before  him.  Every  male  in  China,  of 
Tartar  parents  or  descent,  is  allowed  a  stipend 
from  his  birth,  and  i»  registered  among  the  ser- 
vants of  the  prince.  Of  these  his  body  guard 
is  composed,,  to  whom  his  personal  safety  is  con- 
fided. 

JJcfore  his  excellency's  departure  for  Pekin,- 
he  received  an  answer  from  the  Coluo  to  his 
letter,  sigiiifying  that  the  [lindostan  should  be 
permitted  to  sell  goods  and  purchase  a  cargo  at 
Chu-san,  by  the  permission,  and  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Mandarines,  who  would  not  per- 
mit the  natives  to  exact;  and  that  as  she  had 
come  from  Europe,  laden  principally  with  pre- 
sents for  the  Emperor,  no  duties  should  be  de- 
manded on  her  return;  but  that  it  was  incon- 
venient to  suffer  Captain  Mackintosh  now  to  join 
his  ship,  the  business  of  which  nr.ust  continue  to 
be  done  by  the  people  to  whom  she  was  then 
entrusted. 
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SECTION    IX. 

Ecturn  to  Pekin — Observations  a:kl  Occurrences  there,  and' at  Yacn-min-yiicn: 


THE  principal  of  those  who  attended  on  the 
anniversary  of  the  Emperor's  birth,  depart- 
ed from  thence  on  the  21st  of  September,  in  dif- 
ferent directions.  Almost  at  the  commencement 
of  this  journey,  one  of  the  embassador's  guards 
died  in  consequence  of  a  surfeit  occasioned  by 
eating  immoderately  of  fruit.  This  event  was 
not  divulged,  it  being  contrary  to  rule  to  suffer 
■  any  one  to  breathe  his  last  within  the  imperial 
Urecincts:  the  next  morning,  therefore,  the  corpse

of  this  European  was  conveyed  from  thence  in  a 
palaquin,  as  if  still  alive;  his  death  being  after- 
wards annoimced  at  some  di.stance  upon  the 
road.  '■' 

The  embassy  arrived  at  Pekin  on  the  26th 
of  September,  to  the  inexpressible  joy  of  such 
of  their  fellow  travellers  as  had  been  left  behind 
them,  who  had  remained  ever  since  immured  in 
a  state  bordering  on  captivity.  The  embassador's 
entrance  into  the  city  was,  however,  marked  with 


culiar  in  their  cxercisps,  or  habits^  was  here  displskyerl.- 
Soreral  of  thorn  danced  in  a  pleasing  manner,  and  with* 
graceful  attitudes. 
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iTiti  usual  honours,  and  he  received  the  custom- 
ary vigils  from  the  principal  Mandarines:  niHuy 
of  whom  were  in  waiting  for  liim  at  his  hotel. 

His  excellency  judging,  from  circumstances, 
that  a  system  of  precaution  originating  in  jea- 
lousy, had  been  uniformly  adopted  with  rrgrrd  to 
the  emlia<«sy,  foresaw  the  expediency  of  fixing 
some  future  day  for  his  departure;  and  he  was 
informed  that  such  a  proposal  was  expected; 
the  unbounded  hospitality  aflbrded  to  the  Eng- 
lish, being  defrayed  out  of  the  public  purse,  was 
one  of  the  very  many  powerful  arguments  ad- 
vanced against  the  prolongation  of  the  visit.  His 
•xcellency  was  therefore  determined  to  ask  per- 
mission to  depart,  after  the  great  festival,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  Chinese  year,  in  February; 
before  which  time  it  might  rationally  he  supposed 
u  friendly  comuiercial  intercourse  might  be  es- 
tablished*. 

The  religion  of  the  Emperor  is  performed 
vilh  great  magnificence  in  Tartary,  but  in  China 
it  is  new.  The  Mandarines,  and  men  of  science, 
venerate  Confucius,  and  assemble  in  halls  simply 
constructed :  the  lower  classes  of  the  people  can- 
not afl'ord  to  contribute  to  tbe  erection  of  splendid 
edifices  for  public  worship;  and  their  r«;ligious 
attention  h  much  engaged  with  their  household 
^ods';  for  every  house  has  its  altar,  and  its  deities. 
Their  books  of  mythology  contain  similitudes  of 
<ho.se  whom  they  suppose  preside  over  their  per- 
sons and  properties  f. 

The  officers  of  the  household,  and  other  at- 
tendants in  the  Imperial  palaces,  are  obliged,  be- 
fore the  age  of  puberty,  to  be  deprived  of  the 
means  of  becoming  men:  though  it  is  sometimes 
done  from  childhood  to  forty  years  of  age. 
Nothing  but  the  tortures  of  a  maddening  jea- 
lousy could  have  first  suggested  the  idea  of  mu- 
tilating one  sex,  in  order  to  render  it  an  unsus- 


*  Exterior  ceremoni(*s  performed  in  honour  of  the  Em. 
pcror,  to  inKi>iro  people  with  sentiments  of  respect  toMard.s 
iiim,  arc  practised  generally  throughout  the  Empire.  On 
■  is  Imperial,  Majesty's  birlh.day,  all  the  Mandarines  of 
Feliin,  clothed  in  their  roremonial  robes,  asscniblcdat  noon 
in  the  great  palace  at  that  city ;  where  each  prostrated  him. 
flclf  nine  times  before  the  throne,  upon  which  incense  was 
burning,  making  oHerings  of  viands  and  liquors,  and  con. 
sidering  that  he  could  not  partake  of  them  when  absent. 
Incense  is  also  burned,  and  offerings  made,  every  new  and 
fiill  moon,  before  the  throne  of  the  several  palacCs,  by  all 
tike  ofiicers  of  the  Emperor's  household. 
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pected  guard  upon  the  other ;  and  notliin|^  ](„ 
than  the,  abuse  of  unlimited  authority,  could  cf. 
fectuate  so  cruel  and  unnatural  a  purpose.  No 
longer  belonging  to  either  sex,  held  in  horror 
and  contempt  by  both,  without  the  possibility  „f 
oHspring.  Thus  mutilated,  they  may  be  sun. 
posed  to  be  more  firmly  bound  by  the  factiliom 
tie  of  servitude,  and  more  devoted  to  the  prince 
by  whom  they  are  employed.  Menial  servaiitj 
in  the  beginning,  and  pretending  to  no  import- 
ance,  they  are  the  ready  and  servile  ministers  to 
the  potentate's  private  pleasures  and  ainusptiicnlg 
and  creep  gradually  into  familiarity  and  favoiir! 
From  thence  they  sometimes  pass  into  situations 
of  ])'  »ver  and  authority;  in  which,  when  they 
on«  e  got  a  secure  footing,  they  revenge  tlieni. 
selves,  as  if  it  were  on  mankind,  for  the  wrongs 
they  have  sufiered  in  their  persons. 

The  qualifications  for  such  offices  consists  in 
that  operation,  which  in  some  parts  of  Europe 
is  adopted  for  meliorating  the  voice.  It  may 
seem  astonishing  to  the  English  reader,  that  the 
operations  for  this  purpose,  however  dcliiatc  in 
themselves,  are  performed,  even  upon  Chiiioseof 
an  adult  age,  with  little  accident  or  peril  with 
respect  to  life.  Such  a  fact  is  the  more  extra- 
ordinary, as  the  art  of  surgery  is  so  little  nadei- 
stood  in  China,  that  the  operation  of  openinp;  a 
vein  is  never  attempted  there;  and  anatomy  is 
not  only  unknown,  but  held  in  horror. 

Such  as  are  willing  to  become  eunuchs  art 
immediately  received  into  one  of  the  palacw, 
and  promoted  to  some  employment  in  it,  wliidi 
gives  him  the  advantage  and  importance  oft 
gentlemen.  It  detracts  nothing  from  his  title, 
whether  he  carries  a  besom  or  a  bunch  of  keys; 
very  few  of  them,  however,  are  dignified  with 
a  ball  upon  the  cap,  the  badge  of  office  of  botb 
civil  and  military  Mandarines;}:.

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When  a  new  Emperor  ascends  <lic  throno,  (lie 
nrincipal  persons  of  the  country  take  their  daugh- 
ters to  the  palace  for  his  choice;  and  thofic  Mho 
arc  accepted  reflect  no  incooHiderahle  honour  or 
rri'dit  upon  their  families.  Ik-sides  those  sclect- 
^  for  his  Imperial  Majesty,  others  are  piesontcd 
IS  wives  or  concubines  to  the  princes  of  his 
hlood.  The  latter,  in  China,  are  rej^arded  in 
the  game  li|;;ht  as  handmaids  in  the  old  tcstani{:nt. 
(jliortly  after  the  cmbavsador's  return  to  Pekin, 
tlie  Emperor's  approach  to  Yucn-min-yuen  was 
innounccd,  with  an  intimation  to  his  excellency, 
that  tlie  usuhI  etiqudtte  of  the  court  required 
that  he  should  proceed  some  miles  upon  the  road 
to  meet  him.  Though  at  this  time  much  indis- 
posed with  the  rheumatism,  his  excellency  went 
rarly  in  the  morning  to  the  rendezvous  pointed 
out.  The  Emperor  came  with  regal  pomp  and 
dignity;  and^  perceiving  the  embassador,  stopped 
I  to  deliver  a  gracious  message^  requesting  him  to 
retire  without  delay  from  the  cold  and  damp  of 
ll'ie  morning,  so  unfavourable  to  the  complaint 
which  attended  him. 

The  embassador   received    intelligence  from 
Uoiiie  of  the  great  IMandarines,    friends  to  the 
embassy,  that  a  council  had  been  called  to  take 
into  consideration  the  letter  brought  by  hint  from 
tlie  king   of    Great  Dritain;    and  the  conduct 
necessary  to  be  pursued  respecting  his  subjects. 
On  this  occasion  the  prime  minister  had  summon' 
rd  the  Thibet  general,  and  a  former  IToppo  who 
was  a  declared  enemy  of  the  English,  then  a 
state  prisoner,  convicted  of  embezzling  the  pub- 
lic treasure,  to  give  their  testimony  and  advice; 
g!i  being  competent  to  judge  of  the  disposition 
of  tlic  foreigners  trading  to  that  port,  but  really 
I  to  strengthen  the  Colao  against  the  more  favour- 
iablo  inclinations,  of  his  Imperial  Majesty.     As 
liiothing  auspicious  could  be  expected  from  the 
Itiiggestions  of   such   persons,    the  embassador 
Iforinally  notified  his  desire  to  the  prime  minis- 
jtcr,  to  leave  Pekin  early  in  the  month  of  Fe- 
jbruary. 
Instead   of  an  answer  to  this  message,    the 

llieglns  to  fall  off,  and  the  whole  shortly  disappears:  his 
Irrame  also  withers,  and  his  face  becomes  full  of  furrows. 
iThe  mistionarics  are  luoro  afraid  of  giving  oftcncu  to  an 
leunucb  than  to  a  Mandarine;  and  knowing  thoy  hare  the 
|«ar  of  tho  Emperor,  thoy  endeavour,  by  meekness  and 
Itivility,  to  conciliate  their  good  wishes. 
j  At  the  death  of  an  Kmperor,  all  his  women  are  removed 
po  ita  edifice  called  thu  Palace  of  Cliostifj/,  in  which  tlicy 
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embassador  received  an  invitation  from  the  Colao, 
to  call  on  him  at  Yuen-minyuen,  where  he  had 
some  English  letters  t<»  deliver  to  bun.  lli.s  ex- 
cellency accordingly  tound  some  letters,  dated 
Chu-san,  from  the  Lion  iind  llindostan;  the 
ccntents  of  which  he  communicated  to  the  Colao, 
ami  informed  him  that  the  Lion  would  soon  put 
to  .<4eii,  but  that  the  llindostan  would  wait  for 
her  commander:  and  his  excellency  put  tho 
letters  into  his  hands.  The  Colao  expressed  a 
wish  that  the  ship  would  wail  to  carry  back  the 
embassy.  He  also  intimated  that  his  excellency 
and  his  suite  might  materially  suffer  in  their 
healths,  if  they  did  not  depart  before  the  rivers 
were  frozen  up,  as  travelling  by  land  was  very 
inconvenient.  The  embassador  saw  clearly  that 
other  motives  were  concealed  under  the  pretended 
solicitude  for  the  embassy's  health,  and  made  a 
proper  reply.  He  was,  however,  suffered  to  take 
leave,  without  being  informed  that  the  emperor's 
answer  to  the  king's  letter  was  ready,  and  would 
be  delivered  the  following  day. 

Early  the  next  morning  the  legate  waited  on 
the  embassador,  to  acquamt  him  that  the  Colao 
wished  to  sec  him  speedily  at  the  great  hall  of 
audience  in  the  palace  of  Pekin.  Though  the 
embassador  was  indisposed  at  the  time,  he  speedily 
set  out,  properly  attended,  to  the  palace,  to 
which  ho  passed  through  a  considerable  part  of 
the  Tartar  city ;  he  there  found  the  Emperor's , 
answer  comprised  in  a  large  roll,  covered  with 
yellow  silk.  It  was  placed  in  the  midst  of  the 
hall,  from  whence  it  was  afterwards  to  be  sent  to' 
his  excellency's  hotel.  Whatever  favour  it  might 
contain,  could  not  be  attributed  either  to  the 
Colao  or  his  associates,  whose  unfriendly  dispo- 
sitions had  clearly  been  demonstfated  by  their 
obstinate  refusal  of  the  presents  usual  from  fo- 
reign ministers.  But  in  conversing  with  Ho- 
choong-taung,  on  the  points  de«ireable  to  be 
obtained  from  the  English  East  India  Company 
in  China,  he  begged  to  be  favoured  with  a  brief 
abstract  of  them;  and,  without  engaging  to 
support  them,  promised  they  should  be  tal^ea 

are  secluded  from  the  world  for  the  rest  of  their  days.  There 
arc,  in  Chiua,  a  few  instances  of  Pagan  nuns,  who  make 
a  vow  of  remaining  virgins.  Though  the  laws  of  the  country 
do  not  admit  of  religious  convents,  these  women  are  ad. 
mired  for  persevering  in  citbrts  so  difficult  to  be  accom- 
plished. The  adultery  of  women  is  punished)  but  not  ct< 
pitally.  , 
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into    immediate    consideration.      lie    therefore 
forwarded  the  statement  without  delay*. 

At  this  juncture  one  of  the  Neapolitan  Chinese, 
who  bad  quitted  the  Lion  near  Marao,  brought 
his  excellency  a  letter  from  one  of  the  Eust-India 
Company's  commissioners  at  Canton,  mentipnin^ 
the  probability  of  an  immediate  rupture  with 
the  republicans  of  France  and  Itrubant.  Under 
nil  these  circumstances,  and  bein^r  atlrntive  to 
the  safety  of  the  Hritish  ships  homeward  bound 
the  er.aing  v'^ason  from  Canton,  his  excellency 
signified  to  the  Colao  iiis  intention  of  joining 
Sir  Erasmus  Gower,  at  Chu-san,  as  soon  as 
possible;  and  requested  that  a  letter  from  him 
might  be  immediately  forwarded  containing  such 
information. 

This  resolution  was  perfectly  agreeable  to  the 
Colao,  and  every  consideration  proved  the  pro- 
priety of  it.  ('hinese  decorum  required  that 
the  embassy  should  cease  with  (he  receipt  of 
the  Euiperor'H  answiir,  and  of  the  farmiii  pre- 
snits;  nor  could  any  personal  communication 
afterwards  take  place  with  his  Imperial  Majesty. 
So  sudden  a  removal  from  Pekin  disconcerted 
several  persons  of  the  embassy,  who  had  made 
their  arrangements  for  passing  the  winter  in 
it;  but  they  were  forced  to  yield  to  imperious 
necessity.  The  route  was  directed  through  Ilan- 
choo-foo,  and  Chow-ta-zhin;  and  Van-(a-zhin, 
with  other  persons  of  the  first  rank,  who  were 
in  the  confidence  of  the  court,  were  appointed 
to  accompany  these  suspected  strangers  in  their 
long  journey  through  the  empire,  to  watch  their 
conduct,  and  penetrate,  if  possible,  their  real 
character  and  designs. 

On  the  morning  of  the  7th  of  October,  IIo- 
choong-taung,  with  two  other  ministers,  came  to 
a  pavilion  within  the  gates  of  I'ckin,  to  engage 
in  the  ceremonies  of  parting  with  the  embassa- 
dor, and  delivered  some  gracious  messages  on 
the  part  of  his  Imperial  Majesty.  They  ex- 
pressed a  hope  that  his  excellency  was  satisfied 

f    "■ 

*  The  Emperor's  answer  arrived  tlic  same  CTonjng,  ac- 
companied with  scTcral  chests  of  presents  for  Ms  Majesty ; 
othisrs  came  also  for  the  embassador,  and  all  Uic  persons  of 
his  suite;  even  tokens  of  his  bciicficenru  were  extended  to 
the  officers  and  crews  of  the  .ships  vrhb  I'.ad  brought  the  em- 
bassy to  China. 

As  no  positive  directions  had  been  given  respecting  his 
eicelkncy'?  departure,  it  was  inferred  from  the  J'!inperor's 
last  declaration  at  Yucn-miu.yiien,  that  recourse  would  not 
bu  had  to  absolute  command ;  but  it  would  be  inellVctual  to 
ituy  against  the  Colao's  inclination,  and  he  had  to  regret 


with  the  treatment  the  embassy  had  tiillierto  re- 
ceived during  its  stay  among  them;  and  their  as. 
surances,  that  nothing  ohuuld  be  wantini;  to 
render  his  jtuirney  to  the  port  of  embarkation 
commodious  and  agreeable  to  him.  Two  tuljcj 
of  bamboo  wood,  covered  with  yellow  cloti, 
were  placed  upon  a  table,  containing  rolU  oj' 
yellow  paper  resembling  vellum,  on  one  of  which 
WHS  written  an  enumeration  of  the  imperial  pre. 
scnts ;  and  upon  the  other,  an  answer  to  the  re- 
quisitions made  by  (lie  embassador  respecting  the 
English  factory  at  Canton  f. 

Besides  the  multitudes  employed  in  supplying 
Pekin,  or  drawing  supplies  from  it,  the  niaiiy 
attendants  upon  men  in  ollice,  and  the  slow  pro- 
cessions,  particularly  of  funerals,  souictimrsuc. 
ciipy  almost  (he  whole  of  a  ver-,  bioiui  rnad. 
No  person  is  permiKed  to  be  buiicd  in  the  cit\, 
and  the  cerem«)i)ics  of  removing  the  bodies  oiit 
of  it,  seem  (o  tlu°ot)g  the  gates  as  much  as  the 
supply  of  provisions  for  the  living.  \>  batcMr 
be  the  rank  or  fortune  of  a  (Miinese,  he  intikcs 
habitually  no  parade  or  show,  reser>iiiG!;  Ins 
principal  expence  for  solemn  festivals,  or  piirii- 
cular  events  iu  his  own  family.  The  lo»s  of  a  | 
parent  here,  is  considered  as  a  loss  indited.  Tlie 
sentiment  of  allection  and  resp^'ct  tawurdssuib 
while  living,  is  not  suddenly  extiut:  ^i^hcd  in  the 
breast  of  the  survivors.  The  hemt  is  both  in- 1 
dulged  and  consoled  by  paying  siipertiiious  de- 
voirs to  the  names  of  the  deceased.  Every  in- 
stitution tending  to  maintain  the  habits  of  duty 
on  behalf  of  the  oflspring  towards  their  pro- 
genitors, is  sanctified  into  a  precept  not  to  be  I 
neglected,  but  at  ihc  peril  of  being  inlamoi!«, 
The  first  procession  observed  this  day,  was  pre- 
ceded by  several  performers  en  solemn  niibu: 
then  followed  a  variety  of  insignia,  with  silkal 
colours,  painted  boards  and  devices  displn^ind 
the  rank  and  office  of  the  person,  who  is  no 
more.  Immediately  before  the  corpse,  the  male 
relations  walked,  supported  by  friends  who  were 

the  little  projjress  ma^Ie  na  to  the  purport  pf  his  mis>ten, 
He  had  also  liuun  privately  informed,  that  thrCliine!ieriit''r.  I 
tained  no  other  idea  of  an  embassy,  than  that  ot  u  \l'itl 
with   presents  on  some  solem)i  festival,  and  to  lust  onljl 
during  tbu  continiianre  of  it.

+  Affpr  parting  with  the  Umperor's  ministers,  (htcintel 
siidorj  atteodixl  1^'  his  former  retinue  of  Kngiisli  anilj 
Chinese,  lasscd  through  one  of  the  eastern  gates  at  Mio,! 
where  he  was  s.iiuted  with  the  usual  honours,  and  procctil 
ed  immediately  for  Tong.ehoo>fu»,  to  eqibark  npmitlie| 
l\i-ho.  • 
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9CCirj»>*<J  in  preventing  tlicm  from  yielding  to  the 
eicMs  of  grief:  over  the  mourners  were  curried 
umbrellas,  with  deep  curtains  hanging  from  the 
f(|gc9.  The  people,  among  other  superstitions, 
gre  extremely  scrupulous  'about  the  time  and 
place  of  burying  their  de.d;  the  delay  occa- 
(luiied  before  these  diflicult  points  arc  ascertain- 
ed, h&i  often  long  detained  the  coffins  of  the  rich 
I'runi.  their  last  repository:  miuiy  of  them  are 
teen  in  houses  and  gardens  tinder  temporary 
ruols,  to  preserve  them  from  the  weather  during 
this  period  of  irresolution  ;  but  necessity  obliges 
the  poor  to  banish  such  ^cruples^  and  Uiey  de<- 
mit  at  qnce,  and  with  little  ceremony,  the  re- 
mains of  their  relatives  in  their  final  abode*. 

The  olTerings  from  (locks  and  herds,  and  those 
ofuii,  salt,  tlour,  and  incense,  mentioned  in  the 
Levitical  law,  are  known  and  observed  by  the 
Chinese;  and  they  have  their  lares  and  penafes 
like  the  Romans.  It  was  not  surprising  that  a 
priest  uf  another  sect  should  have  been  a  visitor 
it  this  time  at  the  temple  of  Fo.  He  was  a  dis- 
ciple of  Lao-koun,  whose  original  doctrines 
diH'ercd  little  from  those  of  Epicurus.  He  main- 
taioed  that  to  live  happily  should  be  the  princi- 
pal object  of  man;  and  that  indifference  with 
regard  to  events  was  one  of  the  principal  means 
of  attaining  that  end:  that  it  was  useless  to  re- 
flect much  upon  the  past,  or  to  be  solicitous 
concerning  the  future:  the  wisest  employment 
being  to  enjoy  the  fleeting  moments  as  they  pass. 

The  yatchs  were  ready  the  following  day,  and 
the  presents  embarked  upon  the  Pei-ho,  whose 
waters  wcre^  already  low,  and  continuing  to  de- 
crease: in  iv  few  days  more,  it  was  apprehended 
that  they  would  be  too  shallow  to  float  the 
vatchs.  Very  little  progress  had  been  made 
when  Van-ta-zhin  came  to  inform  the  embas- 
sador, that  the  Colao  S  in-ta-zhin  had  just  re- 
vived a  letter  from  the  E'liperor,  an  extract  of 
Iwhich  he  s  ad  to  the  foilowi.*g  purport.    "  That

One  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  embassy  went  into  an  open 

hiO|ili>,  where  he  observetl  a  curious  figure,  which  he  sup. 
Josiid  W.1S  intended  to  represent  the  lirigam  of  *hc  Hindoos, 
Jr  heathen  god  vf  gardens.     It  was,  however,  ^.  \ly  a  simple 

bort  rolumu,  resting  upon  the  back  uf  an  animal  of  tiic 


his  particular  care,  that  every  proper  distinrtion 
nhould  be  shewn,  and  attentitm  paid  to  the  em- 
bassador and  his  suite  in  their  route  to  Chu-san, 
and  that  he  should  .see  them  safely  embarked  on 
hoard  their  ships;  but  that  if  those  ships  should 
be  sailed  from  thence,  to  proceed  in  the  same 
manner,  and  for  the  like  purpose,  to  Canton." 

Snn-ta-7.hin  wns  not  only  a  Colao,  he  was  also 
honoured  with  the  yellow  mantle,  covering,  like 
a  spencer,  his  other  garments;  the  highest  dis- 
tinction that  could  be  enjoyed  in  China,  and 
tends  to  render  the  wearer  a  sacred  character. 
He  was  elegant  in  his  manners,  but  tenacious  of 
his  rank  and  dignity.  Without  disclosing  hia 
private  in!>f  ructions,  he  gave  the  embaKsador  to 
understand  that  his  letter  to  Sir  Erasmus  Gower 
had  not  been  forwarded,  having  been  retained 
through  the  suspicions  of  Ho-choong-tutuig. 
Sun-ta-7,hin,  however,  was  .soon  convinced,  by 
the  explanation  which  the  embassador  gave  him 
of  that  letter,  of  the  necessity  of  sending  it; 
and  he  wrote  coiicerning  it  to  jiis  Imperial  Ma- 
jesty. 

The  inhabitants  along  the  Pei-ho  bore  strong 
marks  of  poverty  in  their  habitations  and  apparel, 
but  their  general  cheerfulness  testified  that  they 
did  not  consider  their  condition  as  the  conse- 
qiienrc  of  any  particular  act  of  injustice  done 
to  them.  A  few  sheep  were  seen  grazing  upon 
some  small  spots ;  but  the  greater  number  are 
brought  from  Tartary,  as  well  as  other  cattle. 
A  scanty  proportion  of  animal  food  serves  as  a 
relish  to  the  vcjiotable  diet  of,  the  common 
people.  Milk,  clieese,  and  butter,  the  princi- 
pal resources  of  pastrrul  life,  are  little  known 
among  the  Chiiiorc:  ii;e  common  people  seldom 
taste  of  animiil  food,  unless  of  such  as  die  by 
accident  or  disease. 

Their  crops  of  corn  being  got  in,  and  the 
stubble  taken  oft'  the  ground,  it  is  ploughed  w  ith 
a  single  buffalo:  their  plough  is  of  a  simple 
construction,  and  where  the  soil  is  very  light,  it 

lizard  kind.  The  column  was  probably  only  meant  to  bear 
a  uKinumcntnl  inscription  in  Chinese  characters,  Nthich  al. 
most  occupied  one  side  of  it. 

The  embassy  was  cheerfully  receired  at  Tong-choo-foo. 
The  temple,  its  former  residence,  was  again  prepared  for 
its  accommodation;  and  in  the  evening  the  city  was  d/eco<. 
rated  and  illuminated.  Troops  were  drawn  out  before  the 
temple  in  various  uniforms,  some  of  M'hipl.  were  fanciful 
and  picturesque,  but  apparently  fitter  for  U\e  sti^ge  thtjq  ^ 
licld  of  b*tt|e, 
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is  drawn  by  men  and  women.  In  passing  by 
some  villages,  several  women  were  seen  at  their 
doors  with  rocks  and  re-:h  employed  in  spinning 
cotton.  Some  of  tliat  se.x  also  assisted  in  the 
harvest,  and  are  haidiy  io  be  distinguished  f|;om 
the  males  by  any  (»<ilicacy  of  feature  or  com- 
plexion. The  general  ch.racter  of  Ihe  persons 
of  these  women,  according  to  the  observaticm  of 
Mr.  Hickey,  who  had  particularly  sttidied  the 
human  form,  '•  was  the  reverse  of  what  is  gene- 
rally considered  as  elegant  or  beautiful.  Their 
heads  were  large  and  round,  and  their  stature 
low,  apparently  not  above  six  lengths  of  the 
head.  Their  shape  was  wholly  concealed  from 
tbe  neck  downwards  ly  loose  dresses;  thsy  wore 
wide  trowsers  from  the  waist  to  the  small  of  the 
leg;  and  their  feet  and  ankles  were  wra|jpcd 
round  with  bandages."  Those  of  a  more  ele- 
gant form  were  probably  not  employed  in  these 
labours. 

It  is  common  iuic  for  young  maidens,  dis- 
tinguished by  their,  faces  or  their  figure,  to  be 
purchased  from  their  pi,. juts  at  the  age  of  four- 
teen, for  the  use  of  the  powerful  and  opulent. 
Accident  had  thrown  a  lew  of  these  within  the 
view  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  embassy,  who  con- 
sidered them,  from  the  delicacy  of  their  com- 
plexions, and  the  hearty  and  regularity  of  their 
features,  as  entitled  to  admiration,.  To  the  cir- 
curast:ince  of  small  eyes,  attributed  generally  to 
the  Chinese  of  both  sexes,  Mr.  Hickey  adds, 
that  "  most  of  the  men  had  bliuit  noses  turned 
upwards,  high  cheek  bones,  and  large  lips,  with 
ftoraplexions  dark  and  muddy.  Their  hair  was 
universally  black,  thick,  and  strong.  The  Chi- 
nese often  wear  whiskers,    and  encourage  f^e 

*  The  sumptuary  laws  of  China  regulate  the  d<M!llin$;s, 
as  vrcll  as  the  apparel  of  the  opulent:  the  more  spacious 
the  apartments  of  the  rich,  the  metre  confinetl  must  be  the 
cabins  of  the  poor:  and  the  more  splendid  the  establishments 
of  the  former,  the  mure  miserable  uill  bu  the  couditiun  of 
tlie  luKer;  us  the  more  is  consumed  in  supplying  the  stiper- 
fluiticR,  the  less  remains  fur  obtaining  the  necessaries  of 
iife.  The  windows  arc  small,  and  are  of  paper  instead  of 
glass.  Very  little  iron  is  useil  in  their  i-uildings;  even' 
nails  are  seldom  intruducod.  All  public  buildings,  and 
mast  of  their  palaces,  have  tbuir  chi'^  doors  and  windows 
to  the  south. 

■I-  The  Chinese  hare  no  SiiHday,  nor  even  such  a  division 
of  time  as  a  week.  Their  temples,  however,  are  daily  open 
r>r  the  visits  of  devotees.  Persons  of  that  description 
have  made  some  grants,  ::!iongh  not  to  any  considerable 
amount,. fur  the  maintenance  of  their  cloriiy  ;  but  no  lands 
»re  subject  tc  ecclesiastical  tithes.    A  land  tas  tQ  govern. 


growth  of  a  beard  upon  the  cbin,  which  in  si>f. 
fered  to  descend  in  straight  lines*.'* 

Each  town  is  supposed  to  be  under  the  pro- 
tection  of  certain  stars  or  constellations,  of  wliich 
last  the  Chinese  reckon  twenty-eight;  and  tliey 
have  also  a  division  of  the  stars  answeriiijr  to 
the  iiigns  of  the  zodiac,  and  which  they  call  tlm 
twelve  mansions  of  the  sun.  Their  astrologerj 
pretend  to  foretel,  and  annually  publish  alu)a- 
nac!.s,  in  which  they  mention  the  variation  of 
the  weather  in  the  several  scr.sons  of  the  succeed- 
ing year;  which  operates  as  a  voluntary  tax  upon 
superstition.  The  Chinese,  in  general,  arc  fond 
of  sobriety;  they  marry  early,  and  are  less  ex- 
posed to  the  temptations  of  debauchery f. 

A  small  spot  of  ground  is  allotted  to  every 
cottage  for  raisinj>  culinary  vegetables;  and  hogs 
and  poultry,  particularly  ducks,  seemed  attend- 
ant upon  almost  every  dwelling:  the  latter  are 
frequently  hatched  by  artificial  heat. 

On  the  18th  of  October  the  embassy  entered 
the  province  of  Shan-tung.  All  its  provincial 
attc'.idants  were  then  cli:uiged  for  others  destined 
to  conduct  it  to  Ilan-choo-foo.  Two  cities  were 
passed  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon;  before 
each  nf  which  a  great  number  of  junks  and 
barges  were  observed  at  anchor;};. 

On  the  25th  of  October  the  yatcjis  readml 
tire  highest  part  of  the  canal.     Here  the  river  i 
Luen,  the  largest  whieh  ft'e»ls  the  can:il,  des- 
cends   rapidly  into    it.      The   oppo^»ite  Mcstern) 
bant  is  strengthtned  by  a  strong  bulwark  of  stone, 
against  which  the  waters  of  the  Luen  strike  willi  I 
such  violence  as  to  divide,  and  follow  a  parttlic 
northern,  and  a  part  the  Bouthcrn  cour&i:  of  the 
canal.     A  little  farther  on  they  arrived  in  thel 

ment  has  been  lately  subsf  itutcd  to  a  poll.tax,  as  bettor  pm.  I 
portioned  to  the  faculties  of  individuils.  Mjiiy  iin|)<ii't>, 
and  all  Icxuries,  are  also  taxed,  but  the  duty  hein^  udil<<ll 
to  the  orig'iial  price  of  t'lc  article,  is  seldom  ili<;tln<!ni<y| 
from  it  by  (he  consumer.  A  transit  duty  is  likov«'is(  hiidonl 
goods  passing  from  one  province  to  '■..■other.  Taxes  ii|iun| 
rice,  and  some  other  articles,  ire  reeeiteil  in  kiiiil:  iAt| 
several  species  of  grain,  on  which  the  poorer  classes  |irinci. 
pally  subsist,  are  exempted  from  taxation. 

t  This  being  the  full  of  the  moon,  the  night  was  employ. 
ed  in  religious  ceremonies:  guns  firing  almost  contiiiiul>;i 
bands  of  noisy  music  were  zealously  occupied  ;  firo.wurkil 
exhibited ;  and  perfumed  matches  were  coati'matly  tiuriiiiiil 
from  midnight  ^ill  tbe  rising  of  the  sun.  On  the  'i'ii«i\ 
October,  the  yatchs  stopped  before  Lin.sin.choo,  acityA'l 
the  second  order,  uc4r  which  itood  a  beautiful  i)Uf(o<li<)l| 
niao  stories. 
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vicinity  of  tbc  place  where  the  Leu-tzc,  or  famed 
liiihiiig  bird  of  China  is  bred,  and  taught  the 
grt  of  supplying  his  owner  with  iish  in  great 
abundance.  It  is  a  species  of  (he  pellican,  rc- 
neiubling  the  common  corvorant,  which  Dr.  Shaw 
lias  distinguished  in  the  following  terms;  "  brown 
pelican  or  corvorant,  with  white  throat,  the  body 
M'iiilish  beneath,  and  spotted  with  brown,  the 
tail  rounded;  and  the  irides  blue;  the  bill 
yellow." 

On  a  large  lake  close  to  this  canal,  an  im- 
mense number  of  rafts  and  small  boats  are 
c'qstantly  employed,  built  expressly  for  this 
kind  of  fishery.  On  each  boat  or  raft  arc  ten 
or  a  dozen  birds,  which,  on  a  signal  being  given 
ly  the  owner,  plunge  into  (he  water,  and  bring 
up  fish,  sometimes  of  an  enormous  size;  grasped 
vithin  their  bills.  They  seemed  so  perfectly 
trained  as  not  to  require  either  ring  or  cord 
about  their  throats,  to  prevent  them  from  de- 
vouring any  portion  of  their  prey,  except  what 
the  master  thought  proper  to  reward  them  with. 
The  boats,  constructed  for  this  purpose,  were  so 
light,  that  two  men  often  carried  one  to  the  lake, 
together  with  the  fishing  birds. 

This  part  of  the  canal  is  strongly  embanked 
I  on  both  sides ;  the  water  being  brought  into  a 
oarrower  channel,  and  raised  considerably  above 
its  former  bed.      The   lands   below  are  over- 
flowed several  nionllis   in  the  year,  and  culti- 
vated with  that  species  of  rice  which  requires  to 
I  be  immersed  in  water  till  it  is  nearly  fit  for  the 
sickle.     Two  crops  arc  annually  raise,'],  one  of 
iwhich  is  ripe  in   May  ur  June;  the   other  in- 
lOctobiT  or  N<»veniber. 

To  remove  the  shell  or  husk  of  rice,  a  large 
leartlien  vessel,  or  large  sione  mortar,  is  tixcd 
liiito  (he  ground;  and  the  giaiii,  placed  in  it, 
lis  struck  with  a  conical  stone  (ixed  to  the  <'\- 
llreniity  of  a  lever,  and  cleared,  sometimes  in- 
Ideed  iiii perfectly,  from  the  husk.  Cue  istone  is 
■worked  frequently  by  a  person  treading-  upon  the 
lend  of  the  lever.  The  same  object  is  attaiiied 
)lacing  the  grain  between  two  flat  stones, 
of  a  circular  form,  the  upper  of  whicli  turns 
Iround  upon  (he  other,  but  at  surli  a  d'stanee 
protn  it  as  not  to  break  the  intermediate  s;i-i(in. 

riiis  operation  is   also  performed,  on  u  larger 

cale,  by  water  mills. 

On  the  2d  of  November,  the  yatclis  !>»rive<f  at

tion  with  the  Yellow  River,  so  called  from  the 
large  quantities  of  yellow  mud  suspended  in  it. 
This  stream  is  so  rapid  in  its  current  at  this  spot, 
as  to  induce  the  Chinese  to  think  it  necessary 
to  make  sacrifices  to  the  spirit  of  the  river,  to  in- 
sure a  safe  passage  over  it.  For  this  purpose 
the  master  of  the  yatch,  attended  by  the  crew, 
assembled  upon  the  forecastle;  and  holding  a 
cock  in  his  hand  as  a  victim,  wrung  oft'  his  head, 
and  threw  it  into  the  stream.  He  then  conse- 
crated the  vessel  by  sprinkling  his  blood  upon 
the  deck,  the  masts,  and  doors  of  the  ca- 
bins; upon  each  of  which  were  stuck  some  of 
the  feathers  of  the  bird.  Several  bowls  of  wieat 
were  then  brought  forwards  and  ranged  in  a  line 
across  the  deck.  Before  these  were  placed  a 
cup  of  oil,  another  of  tea,  one  with  ardent 
spirit,  and  a  fourth  with  salt.  The  captain  at 
the  time  making  three  profound  inclinations  of 
the  body,  lifting  up  his  hands,  and  uttering  a 
few  words,  as  if  addressed  to  the  deity :  the  loo 
was  also  forcibly  beaten,  r.nd  lighted  matches 
were  held  towards  heaven,  covered  with  silver 
leaf.  Libations  were  afterwards  made  by  the 
captain  to  the  river,  by  throwing  into  it  the 
cups  of  the  liquids;  and  afterwards  that  which 
held  the  salt.  The  ceremonies  being  ended,  the 
people  feasted  bdartily  on  the  bowls  of  meat,  and 
confidently  launched  the  yatch  into  the  current. 
As  soon  as  he  had  reached  the  opposite  shore, 
the  captain  returned  thanks  tr>  heaven  with  three 
inclinations  of  the  body. 

During  the  progress  of  the  yatchs  towards 
the  yellow  river,  letters  frequently  passed  be- 
tween the  Emperor  and  8un-ta-zhin,  and  the 
latter  often  paid  friendly  \iiitt  to  the  embassador. 
Sun-ta-zhin  frequently  quoted  from  the  Impe- 
rial dispatches,  expressions  of  kindness  and  at- 
tention towards  the  embassador.  And  as  testi- 
monies of  the  Emperor's  personal  regard,  his 
messiio'ps  were  often  accompanied  with  presents 
of  dried  meats  from  his  table,  preserved  after 
(he  eastern  manner.  His  Imperial  Majesty,  in  a 
recent  reply  to  Sun-ta-zhin's  letters,  assured  him 
(bathe  "entertained  a  high  esteem  f<)r  the  em- 
bassador and  his  nation,  notwithstanding  the 
various  surmises  which  had  been  made  concern- 
ing them;  and  that  he  was  determined  to  pro- 
tect their  trade,  concerning  wliirli  his  excellency 
appeared  to  interest  himself  so  w  armly.  That  as 
a  particular  mark  of  liis  Imperial  Majest\'s  nt-

tontion  to  the  wishes  of  the  Kng;li8h,  he  had  ap- 
p')inted,  as  viceroy  in  the  govcrmiient  of  Cantmn, 
a  .person  of  his  own  bloody  and  endued  with 
sontintents  of  justicu  and  benevolence  towards 
strangers;  and  thut  he  had  received  instructions 
to  revise  the  regulations  of  the  port  of  Canton, 
and  to  suppress  the  vevations  and  g-ricvunces  of 
which  the  English  complained." 

Soon  afterwards  the  vatchs  arrived  before  a 
liandsonie  town,  of  which  those  houses  which 
fionted  the  terrace  on  the  banks  of  the  canal, 
were  all  two  stt>ries  high,  and  while-washed. 
The  inhabitants  were  more  decently  clad,  and 
the  women  fairer,  and  more  beautiful  than  those 
^vhich  they  had  seen  to  the  northward.  Some 
of  the  walls  and  buildings  were  in  ruins,  but 
the  town  had  still  the  appearance  of  carrying 
on  an  extensive  trade,  there  being  about  a  thou- 
sand v<'ssels,  of  difterent  sizes,  lying  at  anchor 
close  to  it.  A  garrison  of  two  thousand  men 
turned  out,  with  colours  and  music,  seemingly 
in  order  to  be  reviewed.  The  country  near  it 
was  a  plain,  well  cultivated  and  abounding  M'ith 
rice  and  mulberry-trees. 

Proceeding  farther,  they  perceived  large  plan- 
tations of  raulberry-trces;  some  of  which  bore 
white,  others  red  or  black  fruit.  The  Chinese 
do  not  graft  their  trees;  but  some  of  the  larger 
branches  were  observed  to  bear  the  niisletoe. 
The  trees  arc  frequently  pruned  or  dwarfed,  io 
enable  them  to  produce  a  constant  succession  of 
young  shoots  and  teiidcr .leaves;  which  are  more 
nutricious  for  silk-worms,  than  those  gathered 
from  older  branches. 

After  the  silk  is  wound  ofl',  the  anrelias  fur- 
nish an  article  for  the  table,  as  weli  as  the 
^hite  earth  grub,  and  the  larva  of  tin;  sphinx 
moth;  in  which  however  the  Chinese  are  not  sin- 
gular; for  in  the  West  Indies  a  large  caterpillir 
that  feeds  upon  a  palm,  is  esteemed  a  delicious 
morsel*. 


*  Solid  and  permanent  bridges  are  thrown  oTcr  tlic  canal 
ia  mai.y  parts  of  tie  province,  the  arches  of  wliich  arc 
Tarioiisiy  conslrueted.  Some  of  them  are  scmicirouljr,  and 
ethers  of  an  elliptical  form  ;  some  of  them  resemble  a  horse, 
shoe,  the  spaee  being  widest  nuai  the  top  of  the  arch.  To 
pass  under  llieie  bridges,  one  of  wliich,  situated  in  the 
suburbs  of  So'-.-clioo-foo,  it  is  necessary  to  strike  the  mast 
of  the  yi>ti<!i,  and  to  erect  in  its  stead,  somewhat  like  a  pair 
of  (heari.  formed  of  two  poles,  one  from  each  fiidc  of  the 
vefael,  whkh  uiiitiog  at  the  top,  foroi  two  legs;  but  the 


Beyond  Sou-choo-foo,  the  whole  face  of  the 
country  presented  a  forest  of  mulberry-treej,  in. 
terspersed  with  a  few  taliow-trecs.  From  the 
fruit  <if  the  last,  t'he  croivn  scbifcnin  of  fiinna^us: 
the  Chinese  obtain  a  kind  of  vegetable  fat,  which 
has  tl«!  properties  of  tallow,  but  in  sfrippino. 
it  oft'  it  does  not  soil  the  hands.  Tliis  fruir 
in  its  external  appearance,  resembles  the  berries 
ot  the  ivy.  When  it  is  ripe,  the  capsule  opens 
and  divides  into  two,  or  sometimes  tliree  divj. 
sions,  and  falling  off,  discovers  as  many  kernels 
each  attached  by.  a  separate  foot-stalk,  and  co- 
vered with  a  snow-white  fleshy  substanice,  con- 
trasting beautifully  wit4i  the  leaves  of  the  tree 
which,  at  this  season,  partake  of  the  purple 
and  the  scarlet.  The  fat  substance  is  so|)araled 
from  the  kernels  by  crushing  them,  and  boiling 
them  in  water.  'Ihe  candles  made  of  this  fat 
are  firmer  tV.an  those  made  of  tallow,  and  are 
perfectly  free  from  all  oflcnstve  odoia-,  but 
they  are  not  et.'ual  to  those  of  wax  or  sperma- 
ceti. 

The  yatclis  stop»)ed  ».i  a  village  near  the  cilv 
of  Haii-choo-foo,  to  receive  the  new  viterov 
of  Canton.  He  came  in  his  barge  to  p.-iy  the 
first  visit  to  Siin-ta-zhin,  and  to  the  embu'sndor. 
He  confirmed  the  assurances  which  Imd  bctn 
given  to  Sun-ta-zhin,  in  relation  ^o  the  Enghsli, 
and  mentioned  his  own  favourable  opinion  of 
them. 

In  addition  to  the  honour  conferred  bv  Ilic| 
Emperor  on  Caung-ta-zhin,  the  viceroy,  the 
habitants  of  Che-kiang,  which   he  had  Just  re- 1 
signed,  and  where  h  '    .ad  administered  impar- 
tial justice,  gave  him  «  .e  most  flattering  n''  ,,|| 
titles,  by  calling  him  "  the  second  Confucius' 
The  vicert)y  accompanied  Sun-ta-zhin  and  the  I 
embassador,  on  their  entrance   into  Man-chuo-j 
foo,  on  the  9th  of  November,  1793.  /. 


arrhes  of  some  of  the  bridges  arc  sufliciently  lofty  to  adaitl 
the  Teasels  to  pass  under  in  full  sail. 

TIic  city  of  Sou.choo.foo;  in  the  vicinity  of  Nankin,  itl 
large  and  populous,  and  is  termed  the  Paradise  of  China: I 
■  he  houses  are  well  built,  and  handsomely  dccoratod;  the] 
inliabilants,  many  of  which  are  clad  in  silk,  appear  chmMl 
and  hap|)y.  The  women  are  fairer,  and  dressed  in  a  hcual 
taste  than  those  they  had  seen  in  the  north,  many  of  wlionl 
were  distinguished  by  a  small  cap  of  black  satin,  adornril 
with  jewels:  they  had  also  ear-pendeuts  of  gold  or  ct\M 
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jfan-choo'foo — Joiirncy  from  thence  to  Chu-nau;  and  to  Canton — Pas.'ins:e  of  the  Lion  mid  Hinclos- 
ia\i  from  the  former  to  the  latter — Residence  of  the  Embass!/  at  Canton,  and  Macao — J^nnsage  to 
St.  Helena — licmarks  on  that  Island — Return  home. 


THE  city  of  Han-clioo-P  i  is  situated  between  ' 
(he  bason  of  Ihe  s:\-nud  canal,  and  the  ilvcr 
Chcn-taiig-cbaung,  wliicli  falls  into  (lie  sea  about 
sixtv  miles  to  the  eastward.  In  pcpuUiion,  it  is 
Bcarlv  equal  to  Pekin;  and  it  is  the  grand  empo- 
riuin  for  merchandize  between  t!ie  nortl^ern  and 
southern  provinces.  It  ha'  nothing- grand,  h(»w- 
evcr,  in  its  appearance,  except  its  walls.  The 
bouses  arc  low;  none  exceeding  tvro  stories. 
The  streets  are  narrow,  paved  with  large  smooth 
flags  in  the  middle^  and  with  small  flat  stones  on 
the  sides.  The  principal  of  them  consist  of 
shops  and  warehouses,  many  of  which  are  not 
inferior  to  the  most  splendid  of  the  kind  in  Lon- 
j  (ion.  An  extensive  trade  is  carried  c.  u,  silks, 
and  not  a  little  in  furs  and  English  broad  cloths. 
The  ladies,  instead  of  linen,  wear  next  them  a 
fjik  netting;  and  over  (hat  a  waistcoat  and  draw- 
ers of  silk,  liner;,  in  told  weather,  with  furs. 
A  satin  robe  is  worn  above  all,  neatly  gathered 
round  the  waist,  and  retained  by  a  sash. 

Information  was  received  ait  Han-choo-foo, 
I  that  Sir  Erasmus  Gower  had  sailed  from  Chu- 
jsaii;  but  as  he  had  mentioned  in  a  former  letter 
I  that  he  should  repair  to  Canton  to  procui'e  a  sup- 
Iply  of  medicines,    a  dispatch  was  sent  to  the 

*  During  a  temporary  obstruction  to  (he  progress  of  the 
Iboats,  two  young  men  came  up  who  were  aoxions  to  have 
la  sight  uf  the  embassador  ;  they  Merc  also  embassadors  from 
Idii-king  of  the 'Lequ(>5e  islands,  and  wero  proceeding  to 
||uy  tribute  and  do  homage  from  the  sovereign  to  >hc  cm. 
Ipiror.  Their  drrss  consisted  of  a  fine  brown  sliav  1,  the 
iBianufarturc  of  their  country,  lined  with  the  furs  of  squir- 
[rrlt,  and  they  also  wore  silli  turbans.  They  were  of  a 
li'ark  complexion,  communicative,  and  well  bred.

company's  comnvissioncrs  at  Canton  to  stop  (hfi 
Lion.  From  thi;;  place  the  new  viceroy  per- 
mitted '^aptain  Macintosh,  and  some  of  the  cm- 
lta>sador's  suite,  to  go  to  Chu-san,  where  the 
Ilindostan  was  taking  in  a  cargo.  Sun-ta-zhin 
accotnpanied  this  party:  they  set  out  on  the 
Ij'lh,  and  arrived  there  on  the  19(11  of  Novem- 
ber; when  their  conductor,  after  making  pre- 
sents to  them  on  behalf  of  the  emperor,  shook 
the  captain  familiarly  by  the  hand,  and  bade 
him  a  cordial  adieu. 

The  embassador  and  the  viceroy  set  out  the 
same  day  for  Canton,  the  route  to  which  lay 
upon  the  river  Chicn-tang-chaung.  Two  bodie's 
of  Tartar  cavalry,  in  superb  and  various  dresses, 
were  drawn  out  upon  the  beach,  and  saluted  his- 
excellency  as  he  passed  to  his  barge.  They  had 
a  spirited  and  warlike  appearance.  An  immense 
crowd  of  boats  were  assembled  on  thiy  occasion, 
but  they  were  all  conducted  without  confusion. 
The  watermen  were  uncommonly  expert;  and,, 
among  the  experienced  boatsmen  was  one  whu 
rowed,  steered,  held  the  sheet,  and  smoked  his- 
pipe  at  the  same  time  *. 

A  plant  inuch  resembling  tea,  called  by  the 
Chinese  cha-whaw ,  is  the  camellia  sesanqua  of 


those  of  the  rose.  'Mie  largest  and  oldest  leaves  arc  least 
esteemed,  and  are  therefor^  destined  to  the  lowest  classes  of 
the  people:  on  the  young  leaves  much  preparation  is  be- 
stowed before  they  are  delivered  to  the  pm  chaser  ;  every 
leaf  passes  through  the  fingers  of  a  female,  who  rolls  it  up. 
nearly  to  the  form  it  had  assumed  before  it  became  expartil- 
ed  in  the  progress  of  its  growth,  ft  is  then  placed  upon  thin 
plates  of  iron  or  earthenware;  but  it  is  confidently  said  in 
the  country  that  no  plates  of  cop^x*  are  ever  employed  for 
that  purpose,  as  has  been  unjustly  asserted.  The  colour 
and  astringincy  of  green  tea,  is  su|)posed  to  be  derived 
from  the  early  period  at  which  the  leave,  arc  plucked  ;  and 
which,  like  unripe  fruit,  are  generally  green  and  acrid. 
The  tea  is  packed  in  large  che-its,  lined  with  very  thin 
jilates  of  lead,  and  the  large  dried  leaves  of  some  vegetable. 
It  is,  however,  trne  thii  the  tea  is  pressed  down  int(j  those 
rlu'sts  by  the  naked  feet  of  Chinese  labourers.  But  not- 
withstanding this  indelicaie  o])eration  of  Chinese  packers, 
Ihe  upper  ranks  of  China  are  particularly  fond  of  tea.  That 
of  good  quality  is  dearer  at  Pekin  (ban  in  London. 
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Uie  b()<!iiii.sfs.  It  yields  a  nut,  from  whence  is 
expn^sfd  an  esculent  oil,  equal  to  the  best  which 
cunics  I'lom  Florence. 

Arriving  near  the  town  of  Chan-ssn-shen  the 
river  was  no  longer  navigable.  During  their 
route,  as  well  as  when  they  c«n)e  there,  (hero 
%vere  several  interchanges  of  visits  between  the 
viceroy  and  embassador,  while  preparations  where 
making  for  the  journey  by  land.  The  op- 
pressions to  which  foreigners,  and  partiv'^ukrly 
the  English,  were  exposed  at  Canton,  frequently 
were  mentioned  in  the  course  of  conversation; 
and  the  benevolent  disposition  of  the  viceroy  in- 
duced him  to  be  attentive  *.  .ch  complaints; 
and  Chow-ta-zhin,  whom  he  had  taken  i.iito  his 
confidence,  and  npoii  whose  attachment  the  em- 
bassador had  reason  to  rely,  undertook  to  urge 
the  business  to  him  in  private. 

£very  iccessary  preparation  being  r.iade,  the 
embassy  piirsHed  their  journey  towards  Canton. 
Not  a  mile  was  travelled  without  a  village,  nor 
hardly  a  spot  that  was  under  cultivAtidTn:  Uie 
vills^ea  were  not  surrounded  by  walls,  but  they 
were  adorned  wilh  handsome  gateways  at  (heir 
extremities.  Where  the  face  of  a  hill  or  moun- 
laii.'  is  not  neariy  perpendicular  to  the  surface  of 
the  earth,  tho  slope  is  converted  into  several  ter- 
races, one  above  another;  each  of  which  is  sup- 
ported by  mounds  of  stone.  These  stsiges  are 
not  confined  to  tlie culture  of  any  particular  ve- 
getable; pulse,  ^ain,  yams,  sweet  potatoes, 
carrots,  onions,  turnips,  and  other  culinary 
plants.  Are  produced  upon  them.  On  thp  top  of 
the  mojuntatn  was  a  reservoir  to  catch  rain  water, 
and  coavey  it  by  cbanncU  successively  to  the  dif- 
ferent terraces. 

To  collect  manure  is  an  object  of  so  much  at- 
tciHion  with  the  Chinese,  that  the  old  and  young, 
who  are  incapable  of  any  other  kind  of  labour, 
are  continually  in  pursuit  of  it.  They  rummage 
every  street,  road,  river,  and  canal,  holding  in 
their  hands  small  wooden  rakes  to  piik  up  the 
dung  of  animals,  and  ofials  of  every  kind  which 
can  answer  the  purpose  of  manure. 

Through  the  whole  of  this  short  journc}',  not 
a  spot  was  seen  that  was  not  cultivated  with  in- 


*  In  a  gub!>rqnent  vinit,  the  viceroy  informed  thpemhassa- 
dor,  that  ho  was  certain  no  pains  would  lie  spared  by  the 
pcr^uuii  itc  was  about  to  govern,  to  impress  their  minds  ngainst 


dustry.    The  soil  in  many  places  was  indlflercnt 
but  the  people  were  the  more  active  in  their 
efforts  to  fertilize  it.     On  the  small  terraces,  the 
hoe  serves  the  purpose  of  a  plough  in  turninivun 
the  soil.     The  husbandry  is  ^^ingularly  nnat. 

ThouglA  inos  are  comvaon  in  ^,he  g/eat  roads  of 
Chna,  so  few  travellers  oa'ised  it:ro>ig]i  this  n^jl 
of  thi^  country,  that  not  a  hou.'«  could  be  found 
lit  for  \he  reception  of  the  embassy  in  the  town 
where  (hey  arrived  at  night.  They  were  there- 
fore accommodated  with  the  public  hull,  in  whiih 
young  men  were  cxaniined  who  were  candidates 
for  degrees. 

The  examination  of  these  students  are  saitl  to 
be  always  public;  and  (he  governors  and  magis- 
tratei  who  preside,  with  (he  nnmerous  auditors 
who  attend,    suppress  any  inclination  to  uv- 
tiality  in  the  judg-cs.     Oral  and  written  questions 
arc  put  to  the  candidates,  as  in  England ;  and 
the  sHcccssfiil  one,   af(er  b'cing  elected  to  (he 
llniver8i(y,  may  gradually  attain  to  the  highest 
offices  and  dignities  of  the  state;  that  Iionour 
being  open  to  all  classes  of  men.     The  general 
]iersuaiiion  also,  that  audiority  has  been  acquired 
tlurough  merit,  must  contribute  to  insure  respect 
and  ol)edience  to  it:  except  in  cases  of  notorious 
abuse,  against  wliich  rank  and  learning  do  not 
always  afford  security.     Such  a  system  of  go- 
verninent  promises  great  benefits  to  society,  and  I 
can  only  fail  when  (lie  temptation  to  do  evil  pre- 
ponderates over  the  strength  of  principle,  and 
(he  hazard  of  detection  in  the  sacrifice  of  it. 
The  poor  and  private  individuali  of  China,  \yIiu  | 
have  opportunity  of  communicating  their  com- 
plaints, or  declaring  their  sentiments  on  (lie  con- 
duct of  their  rulers,  may  be  said  to  be  left  al- 1 
most  at  their  mercy;  and  the  same  conclusion 
will  apply  to  foreigners  when  left  in  the  same 
predicament.     The  embassador  therefore  seized! 
every  opportunity  of  impressing  on  the  mind  ofl 
the  viceroy,  the  necessity  of  his  protecting  \k\ 
strangers  at  Canton,  from  the  extortion  of  the 
collectors  of  (he    customs.      The  viceroy  vA 
guarded  in  his  promises,  but  seemed  inclined  to 
do  all  the  service  in  his  power*. 

The  embassador  was  not  certain  wlu'tlier  tl:e 

apprcheiiiioo 

the  i'^ngllsh  nation;  hut  that  he  saw  the  niccsvify  ufil 
diani((;  of  conduct.,  aii  well  fro  in  a  principle  of  jnsiirngl 
(he  KngUsh,  as  for  the  hunoiir  of  his  own  coniiti  v.    Ho  I 
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i  inprehension  originate  with   the  viceroy, .  or 
from  a  liiglier  source;  but  it  was  certainly  an  in- 
jication.  that  from  a  sence  of  tlie  English  land 
forces  in    India,   and  of  their    vast    maritime 
I  ,trenfl;tli>   the   British   nation  was  thought  too 
nowct'ful  not  to  require  some  delicacy  of  con- 
duct, even  from  the  haughty  empire  of  China, 
{tig  excellency  acknowledged  that  he  had  enter- 
taioed  doubts  of  the  disposition  of  the  court  or 
oiiDister  of  Pekin  towards  his  country;  but  from 
jlhe  explanation  of  the  emperor's  minister  who 
accompanied  him  to   Han-choo-foo,  as  well  as 
he,  the  viceroy,  had  given  of    he  geruine  scnti- 
loienU  of  his  imperial  majesty,  he  relied  on  the 
issuranccs  that  were  thus  solemnly  made  to  him, 
of  a  particular  attention  to  the  interests  of  the 
British  subjects  in  China,  and  had  already  im- 
parted this  confidence  to  the  English  govcrn- 
meol,  which,  he  doubted  not,  would  confide  in 
(lie  accomplishment  of  the  promises  made  to 
him,    The  viceroy  then  asked  the  embassador, 
whether  he  would  empower  him  to  certify  a  con- 
tinuance of  this  amicable  disposition,    by  the 
king's  writing  speedily  to  his  imperial  mnjosty, 
land  by  sending  again  a  minister  to  China,  if  the 
leniperor  were  disposed  to  admit  of  such,  not 
I  with  the  expensive  parade  of  the  present   cm- 
y,  but  merely  as  a  testimony  of  the  continued 
lamity  of  his  Britannic  Majesty. 

His  excellency,  not  having  expected  such  a 

proposal,  said,    that  the  king  would   probably 

Ihave  no  diflicuUy  in  writing  to  the  emperor,  to 

jacknoM  ledge  the  receipt  of  the  presents  sent  by 

biin,  and  to  thank  him  for  the  distinguished 

Banner  in  which  he  had  received  the  embassy ; 

circumstance  very  distinct  from  the  objects  of 
kt,  all  of  which  he  still  hoped  might  be  efi'ected 
h  time;  but  that  the  vast  distance  between  the 
two  empires,  and  the  diHiculty  and  uncertainty 
pf  navigation,  made  it  impossible  to  ascertain  the 
arrival  of  a  now  tMnbassy.  The  viceroy  con- 
kluded  by  observing,  that  he  would  instantly  dis- 

liough  his  power  was  groat,  and  his  fooling  apparently

1  redress,  there  were  otiier  prejudiced  enemies  at  court, 
llio  might  also  consider  reform  as  a  censure  upuu  them : 
Lt  exclusive  of  111!  ihcbe,  ho  could  nut  avoid  thinking  of  the 
Vii'iDptory  manner  in  which  ilo-chiiong-taun;;  had  refused 
t(  requisitions  of  Ihi!  embassador ;  that  if  in  a  rrpresenta> 

uii  of  these  matters  to  the  Jjritisli  court,  an  endeavour 
lere  made  to  vxcitu  resentment,  any  subiequent  appear. 
Vci>uf  resentment  against  this  country,  migiil  involve  him 
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patch  a  courier,  to  relate  thosubstance  of  the  con- 
ference, accompanied  with  such  suggestions  of 
bis  own,  as  he  hoped  would  prove  satisfactory  to 
the  emperor. 

The  embassy  again  embarked,  but  their  pro- 
gress was  much  impeded  by  the  violence  of  the 
wind  and  rain.  When  the  showers  lyid  ceased, 
their  eflect  in  swelling  the  river  still  continued, 
and  its  current  being  favourable,  they  advanced 
rapidly  along  the  stream.  Proceeding  further  in 
a  northerly  course,  they  passed  by  a  vast  extent 
of  swampy  land,  in  the  midst  of  which  was  the 
largest  collection  of  water  in  llie  country,  called 
Poyang  lake.  Into  this  lake  several  rivers  flow, 
and  several  canals  are  formed  from  it,  inclosed 
within  high  banks  for  the  security  of  vca.sels  in 
tempests  and  inundations.  The  billows  of  the 
lake  sometimes  rise  as  high  as  those  at  sea,  and 
are  supposed  to  be  equally  dangerous.  Small 
sandy  islands  were  perceived  in  the  lake,  just 
peeping  above  the  surface  of  the  water,  the  so- 
litary abodes  of  fishermen*. 

In  this  province  the  women  of  the  lower 
rank  are  exonerated  from  the  prejudice  of  little 
feet:  and  they  are  so  very  robust  and  diligent, 
that  peasants  of  other  provinces  come  to  Kiang- 
see,  to  purchase  what  they  call  a  working  wife. 
A  farmer  in  that  province  has  been  seen  to  drive 
with  one  hand,  a  plough,  to  which  his  wife  was 
yoked,  while  he  sowed  with  the  other  hand 
in  drills.  The  wives  were  distinguished  from 
the  maidens,  by  the  latter  permitting  the  hair  ; 
near  the  forehead  to  hang  down  towards  the  eye- 
brows, while  the  former  have  all  theirs  bound 
upon  the  crown  of  the  bead. 

The  river,  against  the  course  of  which  the 
yatchs  had  for  some  time  tracked,  was  now  be- 
come shallow,  and  soon  oeased  to  be  navigable : 
a  second  land  tour  was  therefore  unavoidable. 
The  travellers  set  out  early  in  the  morning,  and 
arrived  the  same  day  at  Nan-shoo-foo,  where 
covered  barges,    on    the    river    Pekiank,    were 

criminally  In  the  eye  of  his  government,  for  favours  shewn 
by  him  to  the  English  in  the  mean  time,  and  that  he  wished 
to  be  perfectly  satislied  in  that  respect. 

*  Plantations  of  the  bamboo  abquntled  in  the  pro»ince  of 
Kiansee,  in  several  .^^pots  in  the  vicinity  of  thu  river,  ou 
which  the  embassy  was  now  embarked.  With  the  large 
camphor  free,  that  grow  a  little  mure  di'^tant  from  the  river, 
was  sometimes  mixed  one  of  still  gnater  magnitude,  a 
species  of  the  ficus,  or  Chine-ii  yan^.^lioo,  of  which  the 
branches  spread  horizontally  *o  .^uch  an  extent,  that  ono  treo 
is  almost  sutficient  to  cov.>r  half  an  acre  of  liinii. 
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found  in  readiness  io  receive  the  persons  andba|r- 
ga|i:e  of  the  embassy'.  This  river  continues  its 
course  tlirough  an  extent  of  about  two  hundred 
and  sixty  miles  to  the  city  of  Canton,  From 
thence  it  falls,  after  a  course  of  eighty  miles, 
into  the  southern  sea  of  China;  near  which  it 
has,  among  foreigners,  the  name  of  Bocca  Tigris*. 

The  iniluence  of  the  rtensive  trade  carried 
on  by  the  English  in  China,  was  apparent  some 
days  before  they  reached  the  city  of  Cmton;  for 
upon  the  river,  as  well  as  on  its  ba  iks,  some 
hrokcn  English  was  frequently  spoken :  many 
boats  were  also  seen  going  dovn  the  river  with 
merchandize  for  the  English  market.  The  stream 
was  also  crowded,  in  many  places,  with  rafts  of 
timber,  chiefly  of  the  lurch  and  camphor  trees ; 
destined  for  the  middle  and  northern  provinces. 

The  viceroy  had  thought  it  expedient  to  pro- 
ceed to  Canton  before  the  party,  to  procure  a 
proper  reception  for  the  embassy.  He  sent  from 
thence  some  magnificent  barges,  adorned  with  a 
profusion  of  glass,  gilding,  and  painting,  in 
which  the  embassador  made  his  entrnnce  into 
Canton  on  the  liHh  of  December  Vt\)3.  The 
splendid  manner  in  which  his  excellency  was  re- 
ceived, added  to  the  personal  attentions  of  the 
viceroy,  must  have  taught  the  inhabitants  that 
the  English  were  nO  longer  destitute  of  protec- 
tion, or  unworthy  of  esteem. 

Many  of  the  embassy  had  now  the  happiness 
of  hearing  from  their  friends  at  home  ;  and  in- 
telligence had  arrived  that  France  had  com- 
menced hostilities  against  Great  Britain.  The 
embassador  had  also  the  satisfaction  of  learning, 
that  the  Lion,  after  which  ship  the  company's 
commissioners  had  sent  a  messen^ier,  had  been 
overtaken,  and  was  then  lying  ut  Bocca  Tigris. 

The  Lion  sailed  from  Chu-san  on  the  18th  of 
October,  after  having  continued  there  about 
seven  weeks,  during  vvhich  time  the  crew  were 
almost  restored  to  a  state  of  health.  She  then 
'.««tood  over  for  Formosa,  and  anchored  near  the 
Ladroncs  on  the  2Sd  of  October. 


*  As  soon  as  the  river  bocamc  SHllkiently  deep  and  wide, 
tJic  passasc  l)arges  were  dianged  for  mole  commodious 
yafchs.  'J'he  volume  of  water  was  increased  by  a  junction 
«itli  another  coiislderablc  stream  from  the  north-west.  At 
tlieir  conllucnce  stood  the  city  of  Chau-choo-foo,  the  en. 
vtrons  of  which  were  pleasant  and  romantic.  The  boats 
which  ply  from  one  part  of  the  city  to  another',  are  chiefly 
managed  by  females,  who  are  generally  young  and  neatly 
dressed  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  |)iisseni;ois.  These 
frail  damiicls  did  not  make  choice  of  this  double  occupation 


When  the  company's  commissioners  liatl  snn.. 
plied  Sir  Erasmus  Gower  with  the  rordiciiiM 
and  the  other  articles  which  he  requirod  bp 
again  shaped  his  course  for  Formosa,  and  ilikA 
through  its  straits;  but  having,  in  a  gale  of 
wind,  sprung  her  fore  and  maintop-musts,  the 
Lion  returned  to  the  Ladrones  to  refit. 

Several  piratical  vessels,  whose  crews  ^verp 
Chinese,  were  hovering  in  this  neighbourhood 
and  had  lately  taken  several  Chinese  junks,  be- 
sidcH  plundering  the  adjacent  island.  Their  I 
practice  i»,  after  taking  out  whatever  they  deem  j 
valuable,  to  set  fire  to  the  habitations,  to  sink 
the  junks,  to  make  slaves  of  the  stout  and  ro- 
bust, aind  put  the  rest  to  deuth. 

On  the  21st  of  November  the  Lion  fell  in  with  1 
a  brig,    which,  on  oxamiiiation,    proved  to  be 
the  same  vessel  to  which  the  seal-catchers  be- 
longed, whom  the  embassy,    in  the   protcdincrl 
February  had   foimd,   and  left  on  the  voicany 
island  of  Amsterdam  ;  where  it  is  probable  llieyl 
will  now  end  their  days,  as  Sir  Erasmus  seixedl 
the  brig  as  a  lawful  prize,  she  having  been  fitiedl 
out  from  the  isle  of  France.     Before  the  da-l 
mages  were  repaired,  which  the  Lion  had  sus-i 
stained    in   tempestuous  weather.    Sir    Eiasinusl 
Gower  fortunately  received  the  dispatches  whit  ' 
had  been  forwarded  to  him  by  the<:ommissioiifrs,l 
in  consequence  of  which  he  returned  to  the  BomI 
Tigris. 

The  Hindostan,  Captain  Mackintosh,  alsorc^ 
turned  to  Canton  sof  '>er  than  he  expected.  Tin 
Chu-san  traders  were  not  prepared  for  so  extniJ 
sive  a  concern,  neither  was  it  convenient  for  them 
to  purchase  the  European  commodities:  teaaij 
silk  were  cheaper  tht^re  than  at  any  other  planj 
but  they  wanted  the  amount  in  specie,  wliuli 
Captain  Mackintosh  wii"  not  prepared  (f»  vm 
ply  with.  He  tliorefori:  found  it  expcdiciil 
proceed  to  Canton,  where  he  wis  to  v\>yn,  I'J 
the  present  voyage,  the  same  privileii;e.s  aiid  evj 
emptions  as  at  Chu-san.

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THE  city  of  Canton,  in  which  the  embassy 
now  lodged,  like  any  other  sea- port  or 
frontier  town,  has  a  number  of  foreigners  mixed 
tvifh  the  natives.  The  handsome  factories  of  the 
difleront  European  natives,  each  with  its  national 
flag  flying  over  it,  arranged  in  a  line  along  the 
river,  contrast  with  the  Chinese  buildings,  and 
«re  an  ornament  to  the  whole.  The  neighbour- 
hood of  the  foreign  factories  abounds  with  ware- 
bouses  for  the  reception  of  European  merchan- 
dize. All  purchases  are  made  by  individuals  be- 
longing to  the  ships,  or  by  the  agents  of  Com- 
panies in  Europe.  The  probity,  punctuality, 
and  credit  of  the  English  East  India  Conip;*nj, 
in  particular,  and  their  agents,  are  so  well  known 
among  the  Chinese  merchants  to  be  such,  that 
their  goods  arc  received,  with  respect  to  quan- 
tity, or  quality,  as  they  are  declared  in  the  in- 
voice, without  examination,  throughout  the  em- 
pire *. 

The  viceroy  in  his  favourable  disposition  to- 
wards the  English,  was  perhaps  influencfd  by 
the  opinion  he  had  conceived  of  their  science  and 
acquirements.  Accident  contributed  towards  in- 
spiring him  with  such  sentiments.  The  custom 
of  inhaling  the  vapour  of  tobacco  is  very  gene- 
ral in  China,  and  extends  to  the  highest  ranks. 
The  viceroy  once  requiring  to  light  his  pipe  in 
thn  absence  of  his  attendants,  the  embassador 
took  a  phosphoric  bottle  from  his  pocket,  and 
having  opened  it,  he  kindled  a  match  that  fully 
answered  the  purpose  wanted.  This  singularity 
of  a  person's  carrying  Ore  about  him  without  the 
apprehension  of  injury,   attracted  the  viceroy's 

♦During  the  embassador's  stay  nt  Canton,  an  interchange 
iif  visits  frequently  took  place  lutwcen  him  and  the  vice- 
mj  ;  and  also  between  the  former  and  the  gcntlomen  of 
liie  factory.  The  pride  and  reserve  of  rank,  were  not  in. 
licwl  much  cherished  l)y  the  viceroy,  lie  was  the  first  iii 
(hat  exalted  station  who  ever  admitted  the  native  merchants

+  The  marriages  in  China  arc  early  and  prolific :  the  ex. 
I  position  of  infants  implies  the  excess  of  population  beyond 
I  the  means  of  subsistence.  Population  in  China,  is  not  sub- 
Ijcct  to  b«  dimiuishcd  materially  by  war.     Extraordinary 


attention,  who  asked  for  information  on  the  stib- 
ject.  His  excellency  explained  the  phenornenon 
to  him  in  general  terms,  and  made  him  a  present 
of  the  bottle,  which  he  thankfully  received. 

The  state  of  physic  is  e\tremely  low  in  China: 
there  are  no  public  schools,  or  teachers  of  it.  A 
young  man  has  no  other  method  of  acquiring 
medical  knowledge,  than  by  engaging  himself 
to  some  practitioner.  The  emperor's  physicians, 
as  well  as  most  of  his  domestic  attendants,  are 
chiefly  eunuchs.  Amputation,  in  cases  of  com- 
pound fracture  and  gangrene,  is  utterly  unknown ; 
death  is  the  speedy  consequence  of  such  accidents. 
No  male  physician  is  permitted  to  attend  s 
pregnant  woman,  and  still  less  to  practise  mid- 
wifery; in  the  indelicacy  of  which  both  sexes 
seem  to  agree  iu  China.  Books,  indeed,  aru 
written  on  that  art  for  the  use  of  female  practi- 
tioners, with  drawings  of  the  position  of  the  in- 
fant &t  different  periods  of  gestation  ;  the  whole 
accompanied  with  a  number  of  superstitious  ob- 
servationsf. 

The  public  revenues  of  China  proper  are  said 
to  be  about  two  hundred  millions  of  ounces  of 
silver,  or  about  sixty-six  millions  of  pounds  ster- 
ling. No  certain  account  could  be  procured  of 
the  Tartar  revenues.  Besides  what  the  emperor 
derives  from  his  deu'iesims  there,  the  chiefs  \niy  a 
tribute  which  increase  according  to  diuir  capabi- 
lity of  affording  it];. 

However  imperfect  in  the  science  of  a.stronomy 
the  Chinese  arc,  they  have  some  idea  of  iuiagi- 
nary  circles  in  the  heavens;  such  as  the  ecliptic 
which  they  call  the  yellow  road,  the  equinoctial.

+  In  point  uf  taxation,  the  Chinese  are  more  favoured 
than  many  of  the  subjects  of  Kurojia  ;  suppO'Siiiir  silver 
to  bear  the  same  proportion  to  the  consinnablc  productions 
amon>;  the  former,  which  it  docs  araong  the  latter;  for  if 
all  the  revenues  were  reduced  to  a  ca;)ita(ion,  it  would  not 
amount  to  more  than  live  shillings  a  heid  on  the  popnlitiun 
of  the  empire;  but  by  an  analogous  computation,  the  peo- 
ple of  Ireland  would  pay  to  government  eight  shillings  n 
head ;  those  of  France  under  tho  monarchy,  sixteen  shil- 
lings a  heati ;  and  eacli  inUindual)  in  Uritaiu,  at  Icait 
thirty  four  shillings. 
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anil  the  meridan  line.  The  number  of  planets 
known  to  them  is  five,  which  corresponds  to  that 
of  the  elemental)',  which  they  suppose  to  enter  into 
the  composition  of  all  bodies ;  namely  fire,  water, 
earth,  wood,  and  metal,  over  each  of  which  a 
planet  is  supposed  to  preside.  Few  of  the  Chi- 
lu'sc  seem  to  have  any  idea  of  the  earth's  motion; 
but  imagine  that  the  sun  actually  moves  through 
the  fixed  stars. 

The  viceroy  promised  the  embassador  that  go- 
vernment would  not  oppose  the  acquisition  of 
the  Chinese  language  by  foreigners.  He  was, 
indeed,  confirmed  in  his  good  disposition  to  pro- 
tect the  English,  by  the  late  dispatches  from  the 
emperor,  in  which  his  imperial  majesty  expressed 
how  welcome  the  return  of  an  English  minister 
to  his  court  would  be  to  him.  He  requested 
that  notice  should  be  immediately  conveyed  to 
hiin  of  the  minister's  arrival  at  Canton,  to  which 
place  he  should  dispatch  proper  persons  to  re- 
ceive and  conduct  him  to  Pekin.  The  viceroy 
udded,  from  another  of  the  emperor's  letters, 
that,  as  he  intended  to  resign  his  crown  in  the 
57th  year  of  the  current  cycle,  answering  to  the 
vear  1796  of  the  Christian  era,  he  should  be 
happy  to  see  such  minister  by  that  time,  or  as 
soon  afterwards  as  might  be  convenient. 

The  present  embassador,  his  suite,  and  at- 
tendants, continued  at  Canton  to  have  all  their 
cxpences  defrayed  by  his  imperial  majesty. 
The  same  honours  were  paid  to  the  embassador 
on  his  leaving,  as  he  had  received  on  his  arrival 
at  Canton.  The  attention  of  the  viceroy  to- 
wards him  \vas  uniform  throughout.  His  per- 
sonal regard  seemed  to  increase  in  proportion  to 
his  further  acquaintance  with  his  excellency,  as 
well  as  the  consequent  inclination  he  avowed  in 
favour  of  the  English.  - 


The  embassador  was  received  and  cntcrtainrd 
with  great  politeness  by  the  governor  of  Macao 
This  Portuguese  settlement  is  situated  at  the 
southern  extremity  of  an  extensive  island,  sepa- 
rated  only  by  rivers  from  the  southern  conlinent 
of  China.  But  the  settlers  of  Macao,  enervated 
by  the  eflects  of  a  climate  within  the  tropics, 
gradually  fell  from  its  former  prosperity :  they 
still,  however,  send  cargoes  to  some  of  the 
neighbouring  countries.  Others  lend  their  names 
for  a  trifling  con&ideration,  to  foreigners  belong- 
ing to  the  Canton  factories,  who  reside  part  of 
the  year  at  Macao.  These,  with  more  capital, 
credit,  and  connections,  are  more  successful ;  hut 
they  require  to  be  nominally  associated  with  Por- 
tuguese, to  be  allowed  to.  trade  from  the  port  of 
Macao*. 

Soon  after  his  excellency's  arrival  at  Macao, 
bis  subsequent  destination  was  determined  on  by 
the  receipt  of  letters  from  England.  Several 
considerations  induced  him  to  continue  no  lunger 
in  China  than  he  could  avoid:  he  dcterrnincd 
therefore  to  accompany  home  the  fleet  in  the 
Lion,  destined  to  attend  him,  that  he  might  thus 
secure  the  protection  of  a  line  of  battle  ship  for 
a  considerable  mass  of  property.  This  dotcrnii- 
nation  being  made  known  in  the  difl'ereat  ports  of 
Eastern  Asia,  two  richly  laden  .ships,  one  from 
Manitly,  tin;  other  a  Portuguese,  put  thcnisclvcj 
under  the  c()i)\oy  of  the  Lion. 

When  all  the  ships  were  ready,  and  assembled 
near  Macao,  the  embassador  embarked,  leaving 
none  of  the  gentlemen  behind  who  accompanied 
him  to  China,  But  Mr.  Henry  Baring,  now  a 
supercargo  at  Canton;  and  the  Chinese  interpre- 
ter who,  in  the  name  and  dress  of  an  English' 
man,  continued  with  his  excellency  till  the  uio- 
nicnt  of  his  embarkation.

of  Camoen  is  visTble:  tradition  informs  tho  world  thtl 
Caraoen,  a  Portuguese  pout,  wrote  the  celebrated  poem  of  | 
the  Luciud.  This  interestiug  cave  is  now  in  the  middle  i\ 
a  garden,  briungiug  to  a  house  where  the  embassador,  i^l 
two  of  iiis  suite  resided,  at  .Macao. 
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la  the  Straits  of  Banca  they  fell  in  with  three 
irmed  ships  from  Bengalj  and  near  the  straits  a 
squadron  of  Malay  pirates^  consisting  of  a  snow 
god  ten  proas.  The  former  carried  fourteen 
gix  pounders,  and  each  of  the  latter  from  four 
to  eight  three  pounders.  These  vessels  were 
full  of  men,  with  pikes  and  side-arms ;  and  the 
decks  were  strewed  with  a  kind  of  grape  shot. 
Though  it  clearly  appeared  they  were  fitted  out 
for  hostile  purposes.  Sir  Erasmus  Gower  had 
too  important  a  charge  to  he  diverted  from  it, 
by  any  occasional  occurrence :  they  were  there- 
fore permitted  to  proceed  without  molestation. 

On  the  Java  side  of  the  Straits  of  Sunda  the 
fleet  completed  its  stock  of  wood  and  water. 
That  being  effected,  the  Jackall  tender  was  dis- 
patched with  the  armed  India-men,  to  Calcutta; 
having  on  board  some  tea,  tallow,  and  varnish 
plants  to  be  conveyed  to  Bengal,  under  the  care 
of  Dr.  Dinwiddie.  The  convoy  put  to  sea  again 
on  the  19th  of  April,  and  experienced,  after  the 
first  month,  several  gales  of  wind,  particularly 
off  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

On  the  18th  of  June  Sir  Erasmus  Gower  was 
joined  by  all  the  ships  under  his  convoy,  and 
by  his  Majesty's  ships  the  Samson  and  Argo, 
from  Europe.  They  were  all  then  in  sight  of 
St.  Helena,  the  lofty  sidef  of  which  bear  so  ter- 
rific an  appearance,  that  probably  there  had  an- 
ciently been  a  cluster  of  island?  in  itt  neighbour- 
hood. The  fleet,  in  doubling  the  island,  kept 
within  pistol-shot  of  its  steep  and  rocky  coast, 
in  order  to  secure  their  anchorage  in  the  road 
opposite  to  a  valley,  of  which  the  pleasing 
scenes  are  justly  said,  by  an  ingenious  traveller, 
I "  to  be  laid  in  the  lap  of  horror." 

St.  Helena  lies  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
I  Atlantic  Ocean,  distant  mainy  degrees  of  longi- 
tude aqd  latitude  from  any  continent  or  other 
island;  and  may  be  considered  as  the  summit  of. 
a  great  oiountaio«  whose  roots  are  buried  in  the 
I  bottom  of  the  tea.    It  was  discovered  more  than 
I  two  centuries  ago  by  the  PortugncM.     The 
Ifiaglish  took  it  from  them,   and   the    Dutch 
Ifnwa  tho  English.    The  last  recovered  it  again, 
m  surprise,  from  the  Dutch ;  and  it  now  belongs 
|(o  the  East-Iadiu  Company,  who  have  spaced 
c;xp«nGe  to  reader  it  ft  oMvenient  place  of 
i>rt  for  ships  iv  their  homeward  passage.    The 
anituf  thejslaad  is  wooded;  but  is  so  cold 
H  ftiiit  will  hardly  ripen  in  it.    Clear  rills;  of 


water  issue  from  the  highest  peaks,  and  pursue 
their  course  abruptly  down  towards  the  valiies, 
which  the^  contribute  to  fertilize.  Storms  are 
seldom  experienced  in  the  immediate  neighbour- 
hood of  this  island.  Thunder  or  lightning 
rarely  display  their  awful  and  tremendous  effects : 
hence  it  is  concluded  that  little  electric  matter  is 
scattered  in  its  atmosphere. 

The  numbers  of  visitors  in  this  island,  in- 
cluding the  crews  and  passengers  of  the  ships 
Iving  there  at  anchor,  are  sometimes  equal  to 
the  whole  number  of  the  settlement.  The  chief 
officers)  passengers,  and  invalids  reside  generally 
on  shore,  during  the  stay  of  their  respective 
ships.  There  are  no  inns;  every  house  being 
open  for  the  reception  of  strangers,  who  are  con- 
sidered, for  the  time  they  stay,  as  a  part  of  the 
family.  A  moderate  compensation  is  fixed  for 
the  host  for  furnishing  his  guests  with  the  com- 
forts and  conveniences  of  life.  Supplies  of  fresh 
water  and  fuel  are  also  provided  here  for  the 
remainder  of  the  voyage.  The  long  drought 
and  scorching  winds,  which  for  three  years  had 
desolated  the  island  of  St.  Jago,  extended  their 
baneftil  influence  to  Saint  Helena  at  the  same  pe* 
riod ;  nor  Inid  the  island  at  that  time  entirely;  re- 
covered from  the  calamity.  Upwards  of  three 
thousand  horned  cattle  perished  for  want  of  food 
and  water. 

The  valley,   and  some  of  the  higher  land^, 
however,  had  regained  their pristiiM  verdure;  and 
the  gfirden  gro^nds  were  in  excellent  condition : 
a  botanic  plantation  also  contained  trees  and 
plants  of  different  climates.    An  insect  had  des- 
troyed many  of  the  fruit  trees,  except  the  apple, 
which  has  ever  since  beeo  successfully  cultivated. 
The  plantain  and  banana  throve  well;  but  cotton, 
indigOi  and  canes  were  unsuccessful.    The  land' 
was    principally    cultivated    by   black    slaves*, 
brought  into  the  island  by  the  fitst  Europeao- 
settlers;,     These  men  were  hareUjK  treated  bj[r 
their  owners,  till  the  East  India  CfMnpany  inter- 
posed, and  caused  them  t»be  placed  under  the 
protection  of  government,  and  nearly  put  on  Kv 
footiug  with  the  other  free  iahabitants,  who*, 
when  accused  of  crimes,  are  entitled  to  a  jury, 
as  well  as  in  civiii  causes.     Previous  to  this  re- 
gulation, one  tenth  of  their  number  died  an- 
nually.    These  regulations,  at  flrst,  may  have 
hurt  the  feelings  of  the  owners  of  slaves,  but  not 
their  real  interests;  for  it  clearly  appears  that,

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before  (licir  inlrodiKtion,  there  was  generally  a 
loss  of  about  ten  in  a  hiiudrcd  slaves  every  year, 
to  be  supplied  at  a  very  heavy  ex  pence;  but 
under  the  present  system  they  naturally  increase. 
All  future  luiportation  of  slaves  iuto  the  island 
is  prohibited.    ■ 

'I'hw  principal  settlement  of  St  Helena  has  the 
peculiar  advantage  of  uniting  tl  e  shelter  of  a 
leeward  situation,  with  the  coolness  of  windward 
gales.  The  country  is  so  fertile,  and  the  climate 
bo  congenial  to  the  liuraan  feelings,  that  it  would 
perhaps  be  diilkult  to  •  lind  oujt  a,  spot  wh.rc 
persons  could  have  a  better  chance  of  protracting 
their  days  in  ease,  health,  and  eoinfort. 

Nothing  material  occurred  till  the,  21st  of 
July,  on  "which  day  a  fleet  of  ships  of  eleven, 
sail'of  the  line,  was  discovered  in  the  north-east; 
five  of  which  appeared  to,  be  of  considenvble 
magnitude.  These  were  observed  to  have  form- 
ed a  line  of  battle  abreast,  and  were  bearing 
down  towards  the  convoy.  The  private  signal- 
not  being  answered,  the  strangers  wcte  concluded 
to  be  enemies:  the  weather  coming  on  suddti 
thick,  accompanied  with  rain,  the  two  fleets 
were  concealed  from  each  other  for  ten  or- fifteen 
minutes;  after  which  it  cleared  up  as  hastily. 
The  supposed  enemies,  were,  however,  discover- 


ed to  be  a  fleet  of  Indiamcn  from  England,  under 
convoy  of  the  Astistunce  man  of  war,  of  lilty 
guns.  ... 

The  homeward  bound  fleet  continued' its  course 
V  ith  variable  winds,  making  no  very  rapid  pro-. 
gie~8.  They  passed  near  the  Western  Islands  in 
llie  middle  of  August,  when  the  Spanish  and 
Portuguese  hhips  panted,  »t(iori)>g  directly  for 
their  ov\n  coasts.  On  the  (^nd  of  September  the 
fleet  saw  the  southern  extremity  of  Ireland.  In 
steering  afterwards  for  the  English  cliunnel,  IJiey 
had  some  diiiieultv  in  keejiing  suflicien'.ly  to  the 
southward  of  the  Hcilly  Islands. .  In  passing  the 
British  Clianiiclj,  in  thp  night  oC  i\u}  bi,\\,  the 
wind  blowing  very  strong,  they  fell  in  with  the 
grand  fleet,'  under  ,tlie  eonnnand  of  Earl  Uowc 
standing  down  tlio  channel.  The  weather  waj 
dark  and  tempestuotis  in  consequence  of  which 
several  of  the  sliips  ran  foul  of  each  other,  re- 
ceiving and  producing  considerable  daiiiHoe. 
Tlie  Lion)  .h'O-woser)  H4)i);rM°ed  safely  the  iu|. 
lowing  day  in.  Port&uKuiilt  harbour,  where  the 
embassador  and  other  passengers-, disembarked; 
after  an  absence  of  nei^rly  twot  y<^t'8,  in  a  voyage 
devoted  to  th^  service  of  his  ^Quntry,  and  in 
pursuit  of  2^11  object  which  he ' sincerely  wishes 
may  be  ultimately  obtained.

THE  Chinese  are  remarkable  for  paying  the 
greatest  deference  and  respect  to  old  men. 
They  are,  in  general,  of  a  mild  and'humane  dis- 
position, but  they  are  violent  and  vindictive 
when  oflende*;  (Veqtiently  avenging  themseW^s^ 
in  slow  but  persevering, and  methodical  grada- 
tions: many  of  them  are  io  litigiously  disposed, 
as  to  sell  th^it  property  to-enablo  them  the  more 
eflectiially  to  support  a  law-suit,  and  to  beighten 
the  distress  ot  punishment  o't  their  adversaries. 
But  though  they  indulge  a  vicious  propensity  in 
this  particular,  they  love  virtue'  and  honour 
those  who  practise  it. 

Interest  is  one  of  the  greatest  foibles  of  the 
Chinese;  and  the  extreme  love  of  life  s^nother. 
Those  who  have  only  a  few  pistoles  in  their  pos- 
'session  will  readily  pari  with  the  whole  to  pur- 


,  cliaso  a  good  coffin  twefnty  years,  perhaps,  be- 
fore it  may  be  wanted,  and  consider  it  as  tlie 
most  vaKmble  artitlp  in  their  possession. 

The  Chinese  are  generally  low  in  stature,  and 
of' brown  con1ple.\i-ens^>  ^though  in  tl>e  northern 
provinces,  they  are  as  fair  as. -the  Europeans, 
A  pfcrfect  beauty  among  Ihem,  according  to 
theiir  idea  of  perfection,  must  have  a  large  fot'e- 
head;  a  short  nose,  small  well-cut  ej-es,  a  large! 
flat-face;  i  a.  moderate-sized  motith,  and  black 
hair.  i

(0  llie  knee.  They  always  wear  silk  or  stuff 
booU;  and  carry  a  fan  in  (lioir  hand.  They  arc 
scrupulously  exact  in  piiri'oiiiiing  certain  cere- 
monies and  compliments;  the  whole  of  uhich 
Huiv  he  reduced  to  bowinp;,  kneeling,  and  pros- 
lraimu:>  ^^  prescrihed  hy  tiujc  and  place,  as  wd\ 
as  bv  the  age  or  qnalify  of  the  persons.  And 
llioujih  from  the  prejudice  of  education,  we  may 
consider  their  cuslonis  nsfunldslic,  the  Chinese, 
iiitlu'ir  turn,  may  censure  our's  as  barbarous. 

Tlipir  feasts  arc  particularly  troublesome  to 
I  Europeans,  consisting  almost  wliolly  of  cere- 
monies and  complinuMits.  They  usually  require

Tlieir  90ui;s  arc  excellent, 
lliiil  being  unacquainted  with  the  .tsC  of  spoons, 
Itlicy  si(»  the  fluid  part  of  it,  and  the  grosser 
Jiiibstaiices  arc  conducted  to  the  mouth  by  their 
Idmpsticks.  After  the  first  dish,  wine  is  served 
luptocachuf  the  guests,  but  none  is  tasted  till 
Itiie  entertainer  has  set  them  the  example.  A 
Kniiieiiy  is  performed  during  the  repast,  and 
I'iiiii  the  desert  is  brought  in,  money  is  collected

festivity.  Husbands  arc  permitted  to  have  con- 
cubines, but  they  arc  subordinate  to  the  wife. 
Their  usual  time  of  mourning  is  three  years;  but 
it  is  frequently  reduced  to  twenty-seven  months. 

Criminals  arc  punished,  in  China,  commen- 
surate to  the  enormity  of  the  crime.  Capital 
offences  pass  through  five  or  six  ditferent  tri- 
bunals, before  a  definitive  sentence  is  pronounced. 
The  women  have  apartments  in  prison  separate 
from  the  men;  and  debtors  are  not  compelled  to 
associate  with  felons.  For  slight  olfences  the 
culprit  is  bastinadoed;  for  others,  he  is  dootned' 
to  wear  a  heavy  collar  about  his  neck.  Certain 
enormities  cause  the  olfenders  to  be  marked  upon 
the  neck  with  Chinese  characters,  denoting  (heir 
crimes:  others  are  condemned  to  teiii|)orary  or 
perpetual  bani.'^lnnenf,  or  to  drag  the  royal 
barks  for  one,  two,  or  three  years,  'i'lieir  ;a- 
pital  |)unishmeuts  iirc.  straiif:;liif'j:,  bi'licadiii<^;  and 
cnilina  into  ten  lliditxan-f  }ic(rs  ;  the  latter  is  iii-

ARTHUR  PHILIP,  like  hi*  dutin^iihed 
naval  predeceMon,  Drake»  Dampier,  and 
Cook,  has  raised  fainuelf  by  hit  meritorious  «er- 
Tices.  His  fathw,  Jacob  Philip,  a  native  of 
Frankfort  in  Germany,  settled  in  Knglaod  ak>  a 
tsacher  of  languages,  and  by  his  learnii^  and 
abilities  became  enabled  to  maintain  his  family, 
and  educate  a  son.  He  married  Elisabeth, 
the  widow  of  Captain  Herbert  of  the  navy, 
by  whom  he  had  a  son,  named  Arthur,  the 
subject  of  these  memoirs,  born  in  the  parish 
of  Allhallows,  London,  on  the  11th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1738. 

Being  intended  for  naval  or  maritime  services, 
he  was  sent  to  the  school  of  Greenwich,  where 
he  received  an  education  suitable  to  his  early  pro- 
pensities. At  the  age  of  sixteen  this  youth  began 
nis  career  under  Captain  E  veret  of  the  navy,  at  the 
commencement  of  hostilities  in  1755;  and,  while 
be  fu:quired  the  rudiments  of  his  profession  un- 
der that  able  officer,  he  shared  with  him  in  the 
misfortunes  and  glories  of  the  seven  years  war. 
At  the  capture  of  the  Havanoab,  when  he  vrafi 
in  the  twenty-third  year  of  bis  age,  he  wn»  ap- 
pointed a  Lieutenant  of  the  Stirling  Castle,  by 
Sir  George  Pocock,  a  consummate  judge  of  na- 
val accomplishments. 

But  peace,  with  all  its  blessings,  was  restored 
in  1763,  and  Arthur  found  leisure  to  marry,  Mid 
settle  at  Lyndburst  in  the  New  Forest,  where  he 


amused  himself  with  farming,  assiduously  dii- 
charging  ^hose  provincial  duties,  which  necci* 
sarily  Ml  to  the  lot  of   owners  of  land,  as  irell 
as  to  other  inhabitants.     But  sailors,  like  their 
own  element,    must   frequently  be  in  motion. 
Those  occupations,  which  delighted  him  while  I 
they  were  new,  had  no  longer  any  charms  for  I 
him,  when  they  became  familiar.     He  therefore  I 
oflered  his  skill  and  services  io  Portugal,  wheij 
it  engaged  in  warfare  with  Spain;  and  hisofiefi 
was  cheerfully  accepted.     But  when  the  interfer-[ 
ence  of  France,  in  1778,  made  it  his  dutytoj 
fight  for  his  king,  and  to  defend  his  country,  tbel 
Portuguese  court  greatly  regretted  his  departure 
thoueh  they  applauded  his  motive.  I 

His  return  afforded  pleasure  to  those,  vm 
knew  his  value,  and  were  desirous  of  advancinjl 
his  rank ;  for  be  was  made  master  and  commanderl 
in  the  Basilisk  fireship  on  tlie  2d  of  Septembl 
1779.  But  in  her  he  bad  little  opportunity  ofl 
displaying  his  zeali  or  of  acquiring  addilioiu^l 
fame,  'fbis  step,  however,  placed  him  iDil 
higher  sitnation,  and  caused  bim  to  be  appointcil 
Post-ca|)t«in  in  the  Ariadne  frigate  on  tlie  li^tbofl 
November  1781,  when  he  was.upwards  of  fortTf 
three.  In  the  Ariadne  be  had  not  much  time  fori 
active  adtentures,  beiM  appointed  to  the  Europi 
of  siity-fQMr  (um  on  the  93d  of  December  17811 
Daring  the  meraarablb  yew  1783,  Philip  pro-j 
moted  its  enterprises,  and  partook  of  its  glorial 
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And  in  January,  1783,  he  sailed  with  a  ro- 
int'orrrineiit  4o  the  EhaI  Indies,  where  superior 
bravery  contended  against  superior  force,  but 
the  ])olicy  of  our  negociutions  terminated  un- 
cqiinl  hoMililies  by  a  necessary  peace. 
Tlic  activity  and  zeal  of  Phillip  was  now  di- 


rected to  more  peaceful  objects.  It  having  bceri 
determined  to  form  a sel  dement  in  that  part  of  New 
Holland,  to  be  denomiitalcd  New  South  Wales, 
he  was  selected  a-t  a  proper  oftlcer  to  conduct 
such  an  entcrprize,  which  at  once  required  pro- 
fttssional  knowledge  and  habitual  prudence  *,

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AN  expedition  from  motives  of  legislative 
authority,  commenced  by  public  authority, 
ind  concluded  by  a  fixed  establishment  in  a  very 
remote  country,  promises  to  lead  us  to  some 
points  of  knowledge  which  could  not  by  the  for- 
mer mode  have  been  attained.  A  transient  visit 
to  the  coast  of  a  great  continent,  cannot  produce 
satisfactory  inforniatipn  respecting  its  inhabitants, 
soil,  climate,  and  productions;  but  when  these 
essential  particulars  arc  contemplated  by  resident 
observers,  errors  inseparable  from  hastv  observa- 
titn,  will  then  be  corrected  from  infallible  ex- 
perience: many  objects  will  then  present  them-  j

On  a  full  discr  .:y  of  the  extent  of  New 
Holland,  by  our  illustrious  navigator.  Captain 
Cook,  a  doubt  has  arisen  whether,  to  a  land  of 
such  magnitude,  the  name  of  island  or  continent 
may  more  properly  be  applied.  But  though 
the  etymology  of  the  word  island,  points  out  only 
a  land  surrounded  by  the  sea,  or  by  any  water ; 
yet,  in  the  usual  arceptatiooj  an  island  is  con- 
ceived to  signify,  a  land  of  only  moderate  extent 
surrounded  by  the  sea.  A  distidction  formed  on

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venieiice  at  least,  if  not  for  speculative  accuracy. 
If  we  suppose  this  extcut  to  be  about  one  thou- 
sand miles  each  way,  (he  claim  of  New  Holland 
to  be  called  a  Continent  will  be  indisputable. 
The  greatest  extent  of  that  country  being;,  from 
East  to  AVcst,  two  thousand  four  hundred  Eng- 
lish miles,  and,  from  North  to  South,  two  thou- 
sand three  hundred  miles. 

To  New  South  Wales,  England  is  allowed 
the  claim  of  prior  discovery.  The  whole  of 
that  eastern  coast,  except  the  southern  point, 
having  been  untouched  by  any  navigator,  till  it 
was  explored  by  Captain  Cook.  This  consider- 
ation, added  to  other  favourable  accounts  given 
of  (bis  side  of  the  continent,  decided  the  choice 
of  the  Ikidsh  government,  in  appointing  a  place 
for  the  banishment  of  a  certain  class  of  criminals. 
And  (he  cause  of  the  determination  to  send  out 
thus  the  convicts  under  sentence  of  transporta- 
tion, was  the  cessation  of  their  removal  to 
America  ;  and  the  inconveniences  experienced  by 
the  other  modes  of  destination  adopted  after  that 
period, 

Virginia,  greatly  in  want,  at  its  first  settle- 
ment, of  labourers  to  clear  the  forests,  which 
impeded  cultiv<<(ion,  was  willing  to  receive  those 
English  criminals,  whom  our  courts  of  law 
deemed  not  suiliciently  guilty  for  capital  punish- 
uioi:t.  The  planters  hired  their  services  for 
liiuited  terms;  and  they  were  latterly  committed 
to  the  care  of  contractors,  who  were  required  to 
prove,  by  certilicates,  that  they  had  disposed  of 
them  according  to  the  intention  of  the  law  *. 

The  benelits  of  this  regulation  were,  that  the 
colonics  received  by  it,  at  an  easy  rate,  a  very 
necessary  assistance;  and  the  mother  country  was 
relieved  from  the  bur'hen  of  subjects,  who  at 
Jiotne  were  not  only  useless  but  pernicious  to  her. 
Though  the  individuals,  in  some  instances, 
proved  incorrigible,  it  sometimes  happened,  that 
during  the  period  of  their  legal  servitude,  they 
became  reconciled  to  a  life  of  honest  industry ; 
and  rising  gradually  by  laudable  efforts,  to  in- 
dependence, honour  and  estimation,  and  proved 
vainable  members  of  society. 

By  the  contest  in  America,  and  the  subsequent 
separation  of  the  thirteen  colonics,  this  traffic

was  'annihilated.  Other  expedients  have  since 
been  tried.  The  deliberations  on  the  subject 
have  more  than  once  employed  the  attention  of 
Parliament.  On  December  6,  1786,  orders 
were  issued  by  his  Majesty  in  Council,'  and  an 
Act  establishing  a  court  of  judicature  in  the 
place  of  settlement,  besides  making  other  regula- 
tions, received  the  sanction  of  the  legislature 
early  in  the  year  1787 

The  objects  principally  aimed  at  are  the  rc- 
.strictions  of  the  number  of  capital  inflictions,  a. 
far  as  the  security  of  society  will  admit,  and  tlio 
employment  of  every  method  that  can  be 
devised  for  rendering  (he  guilty  persons  service- 
able to  the  public  and  tliemselves;  Ui  correct 
their  moral  depravity,  induce  habits  of  indi'^fry, 
and  arm  them  in  future  against  the  tcmplatiuiit 
by  which  they  have  been  once  ensnared 

For  effectuating  these  purposes  well-regulated 
penitentiary  houses  were  in  contemplatioii:  a 
plan  was  therefore  accordingly  formed  bv  (lie 
united  efforts  of  judge  Bl^ckstone,  Mr.  Eden, 
and  Mr.  Howard,  which  was  adopted  by  Par- 
liament in  the  year  1779.  Difficulties  howoer 
occurred  which  prevented  the  execution  e.i'  tim 
design. 

In  some  ccntries,  such  malefactors  as  are  not 
capitally  convicted,  are  sentenced  to  the  gullifs 
or  mines;  punishments  often  more  cruel  than 
death,  and  here  absolutely  impracticable.  In 
other  places  thry  labour  in  public  works,  under 
the  care  of  overseers.  This  method  has  been 
partially  tried  in  England  On  the  Thames,  but 
has  not  produced  the  benefits  expected  from  it, 
and  there  seems  to  be  little  temptation  to  pursue  i 
it  to  a  further  extent. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  to  adhere  as  much  aj 
possible  to  the  practice  approved  by  long  expfri- 
ence,  of  employing  the  services  of  such  crimi- 
nals in  remote  and  rising  settlements.  For  tlii<j 
Rurpose  (hp  establishment  on  (he  eastern  coibtof 
few  Holland  has  been  projected,  and  carried  <m 
with  care  and  caution.  That  some  diniciilticij 
will  arise  in  the  commencement  of  such  an  under- 
taking must  be  expected ;  but  no  moral  obii$>;atioii| 
requires  that  convicts  should  be  conveyed  to  al 
place  of  perfect  convenience  and  security.

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Preparation  of  the  Fleet  destined  to  Botant/  Baij — Particulars  of  its  Arrangement — Departure — 
Passage  to  the  Canarij  hies — Reasons  for  touching  there. 


THE  squadron  destined  to  the  execution  of 
the  above  design,  began  to  assemble  at  the 
Mother  Bank^  in  the  Isle  Wight,  aboiiUhc  16th 
of  March,  1787.  This  fleet  consisted  of  the  fol- 
lowing ships;  his  Majestj-'s  frigate  Si rius.  Cap- 
tain John  Hunter,  and  the  armed  tenc3r  Supply, 
c^)inmanded  by  Lieutenant  H.  L.  Da  I.  Three 
store-ships,  the  Golden  C'^ve,  Flshhuvn,  and 
Borroivdalc,  for  carrying  provisions  and  stores 
for  two  years,  including  instruments  of  hus- 
bandry, cloathing,  &c.  And  lastly  six  trans- 
ports, the  Scarborough  and  Ladjj  I'mrhiju,-  from 
Portsmouth;  the  Friendship,  and  Charlotto, 
from  Plymouth ;  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  tlie 
Alexander,  from  Woolwich.  These  were  to 
convey  the  convicts,  with  a  detachment  of  ma- 
rines in  each.  Altogether  they  formed  a  little 
squadron  of  eleven  sail*. 

Two  months  had  nearly  elapsed  before  the 
tliips  were  properly  enabled  to  quit  this  station, 
and  proceed  upon  their  vr.yagc ;  and  even  then 
some  few  articled  were  iinpreparcd  or  neglected. 
Part  of  ihe  cloathing  for  the  female  corvict-,  ior 
example,  being  uniinished,  was  obliged  to  be  left 
behind;  and  ti.e  ammunition  of  the  marines  was 
not  completef!  at  their  first  embarkation;  an  omis- 
sion which,  in  the  course  of  th«  voyage,  was 
easily  supplied. 

The  necessary  interval  was  usefislly  emjiloyed 
in  pointing  out  to  the  convicts  the  ad\uii<;u'os 
(liov  would  derive  froui  good  conduct,  and  tiu; 
jf'iiaintv  of  severe  puui^hinent  in  case  of  turbu- 
lence or  nuitim.  lint  from  the  tcst.rnony  of 
those  who  commanded  it  appears,  thit  their  be- 
haviour, while  the  ships  remained  in  port,  was 
regular,  humble,  and  siuitable  to  theii  situation; 
such  as  could  not  excite  alarm,  or  require  the 
I  exertion  of  severity. 

When  the  fleet  was  at  length   prepared   for 
[sailing,  the  convicts  and  marines  on  boai'd  the

transports  were  thus  arranged.  The  Friendship 
carried  a  Captain  and  44  marines,  with  77  male, 
and  20  fr  lUiMc^  convicts.  The  Charlotte,  a  Cap- 
tain and  V-^  men,  with  88  male  and  20  female 
convicts.  The  Alexander  had  two  Lieutenants, 
and  35  marines,  wiih  213  male  convicts.  In  the 
Scarborough,  a  Captain  and  thirty-three  ma- 
rines, with  208  male  convicts.  The  Prince  of 
Wales  transport  had  two  Lieutenants  and  thirty 
marines,  with  .50  female  convicts.  The  Ladrj 
Pcnrhtjn,  a  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  and  3 
privates,  with  102  female  convicts.  Ten  ma- 
rines were  also  sent  as  supernumeraries  on  board 
the  Sirius.  The  whole  complement  of  marines, 
including  officers,  amounted  to  212,  Twenty- 
eight  women,  wives  of  marines,  carrying  with 
them  seventeen  cbiid.en,  were  also  permitted  to 
a. -company  their  husbands.  The  number  of 
c  )nvicts  wa«  778,  of  whom  S.jS  were  men. 
T  wo,  however,  on  board  the  Alexauder,  was 
rardoned  before  the'Meparture  of  the  fleet,  and 
consequently  remained  in  England. 

Governor  Philip,  on  his  arrival  ai  the  station, 
hoisted  his  flag  on  board  the  Sirius,  as  Comnm- 
dore  of  the  squadron.  At  day-break  on  the  !3th 
of  May,  he  gave  the  signal  to  weigh  anchor. 
I  lis  Majesty's  frigate  Uvea  was  ord'^'red  to  at- 
tend the  fleet,  in  order  to  bring  intelligpii.-e  of 
its  passage  through  that  most  (liflicuU  purt  of 
the  voyage.  On  the  !^0th  of  May  t!:e  Hyena 
returned;  bit  brought  no  exact  account  of  the 
staff  of  the  transports;  the  sea  at  that  time  run- 
ning so  high  that  the  (rovernor  r  )uld  not  sit  t>> 
write,  nor  could  he  send  on  board  the  several 
ships  for  exact  reports  of  their  situation,  and  of 
the  behaviour  of  the  convicts,  All,  however, 
had  not  been  perfectly  tranquil ;  the  convicts  in 
the  Scarborough  had  formed  a  plan  of  getting 
possession  of  that  ship,  which  tlie  officers  had 
happily  detectu^d  and  frustrated ;   and  the  Go- 


transport  ticm'^elvps,  and  iho  .scarcity  of  servantMn  his  M«.

'I'lic  Abljf}  Uaynel  niondons  tho  poliry  of  this  !>])ecics  of 
banishnieat^  iu  ihs  14lh  book  uf  Ims  lliUury.

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vernnr  bad  ordered  two  of  the  ring-leaders  on 
board  the  Sirius  for  punishmcht.  These  men, 
after  receiving  proper  chastisement,  were  re- 
moved into  the  Prince  of  Wales;  and  no  other 
attempt  of  the  kind  was  made  during  thevoyag<>. 

The  high  sea  which  had  impeded  the  inter- 
course between  the  ships,  as  tiicy  were  out  of 
the  reach  of  rocks  and  shoals,  wa>^  not  an  un- 
favourable lii'cumstaiice.  On  the  whole  the 
weather  might  be  reckoned  fine,  &nA  the  passage 
very  prosperous  from  Spithead  to  Santa  Cruz,  in 
the  Isle  of  Teneriffc,  where  the  fleet  anchored  on 
the  3d  of  June. 

The  chief  object  proposed  by  the  Governor 
in  touching  at  Tencriflc,  was  the  obtaining  a 
fresh  supply  of  water  and  vegetables.  In  this, 
and  every  other  port,  the  crews,  soldiers,  and 
convicts,  were  supplied Avith  fresh  meat,  fruit, 
and  vegetables^  The  allowance  was,  to  the  ma- 
rines, a  pound  of  bread,  a  pound  of  beef,  and 
a  pint  of  wine  per  man  daily :  the  convicts  had 
three  quarters  of  a  pound  of  beef,  and  of  bread, 
but  no  wine.  Figs  and  mulberries  were  plentiful 
and  excellent.  Precautions  respecting  health 
were  successfully  employed  throughout  the 
voyage,  as  'le  reports  of  the  number  of  sick 
and  dead  will  sufficiently  evince. 

If  the  number  of  convicts,  who  died  between 
the  time  of  enibarkatiun,  and  the  arrival  of  the 
fleet  at  this  place,  should  not  perfectly  agree 
with  this  assertion,  it  must  be  considered  that 
the  deaths  were  confined  entirely  to  that  class  of 
people,  many  )f  whom  were  old,  or  labouring 
under  diseases  contracted  in  prison,  or  else- 
where. 

The  Governor  of  the  Canaries,  at  this  time, 
was  the  Marqui^  de  Brancifort,  a  Sicilian  by 
birth.     He  was  resident  at  Santa  Cruz,  and  paid

loped in  purpetuiil  mists,  and  distilling  sullicient  water  for 
tlie  ample  supply  of  the  island:  but  thii  wonder,  though 
Touched  by  several  voyagers,  vanished  at  the  approach  of 
sober  enquiry  ;  nor  could  a  single  native  be  found  iiardy 
enough  to  assert  its  existeticc.

particular  and  polite  attention  to  Governor 
Phillip,  and  the  other  officers.  The  port  of 
Santa  Cruz,  though  not  excellent,  is  the  hest  ia 
the  Canaries,  and  the  usual  place  for  vessels  to 
touch  at  for  refreshment. 

To  enter  into  much  detail  respecting  the  Ca- 
nary Islands,  which  lie  in  the  course  of  every 
ship  that  sails  from  Europe  to  the  Cape,  would 
be  superfluous;  but  perhaps  a  few  general 
notices  concerning  them  may  not  be  unacceptable. 
They  are  in  number  about  fourteen ;  r  f  whicli 
the  most  considerable  are  Canary,  7hicr{ffc, 
Fortaventnrc,  Palma,  Ferro,  Gomera,  Lance- 
rotta.  Their  distance  from  the  coast  of  Africa  is 
from  forty  to  eighty  leagues.  The  circumference 
of  Tenerifle  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  and 
twenty  miles,  but  that  of  Canary,  or  as  it  is  ge- 
nerally called,  the  Great  Canary,  is  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty.  They  have  been  possessed  by 
Spain  from  the  beginning  of  the  15th  century*. 

The  capital  of  Tenerifle  is  Laguna,  or  St. 
Christopher  of  the  Lake;  so  called  from  its 
being  situated  near  a  lake.  Both  this  and  Santa 
Cruz  are  built  of  stone,  but  the  latter  is  the 
most  pleasing:  they  are  abyut  four  miles  distant 
from  each  otiier.  The  capital  of  the  Great 
Canary  is  the  cilij  of  Palms,  but  that  place  has, 
for  a  considcfablc  time,  been  the  centre  of  ec- 
clesiastical government  onl^ , 

The  shijs  were  preparlnj^  to  depart,  when  on 
the  evcnirg  of  the  9th  of  June,  a  convict  found 
means  to  escape  from  the  Alexander,  by  cutting 
away  the  boat :  but  he  was  r  'ssed  and  speedily 
retaken.  By  the  lOlh  of  June  the  ships  hai 
completed  their  water,  and  early  the  next  morn- 
ing, the  Governor  giving  a  signal  for  weighing 
anchor,  the  fleet  pursued  its  course f.

AS  a  sufiScie  it  supply  of  vegetables  could  not 
be  procured  at  Santa  Cruz,  Governor  Phillip 
intended  to  anchor  for  about  twenty-four  hours 
lu  ihe  bay  of  Port  Praya.  The  islands  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  oiler  to  vessels,  without  any 
material  variatign  from  their  course,  admirable 
stations  for  supply  and  refreshment.  The  Azores ; 
the  Mandciras ;  the  Caniiries ;  and  the  Islands  of 
Gape  Verd,  siicrossively  present  themselves  to 
the  voyager,  aft'ording  abundantly  every  species 
of  accommodation.  On  the  southern  side  of  the 
equator,  a  good  harbour  and  plenty  of  turtles 
give  importance  even  to  the  little  barren  island 
of  Ascension;  and  St.  Helena,  by  the  industry 
of  English  settlers,  presents  elegance  and  plenty. 
Without  these  sources  of  assistance,  the  interval 
of  almost  forty  degrees  on  each  side  of  the  line, 
in  a  sea  much  cxpostjd  to  heat  and  calms,  would 
even  discourage  the  navigators  of  tho  eighieenth 

century.  ..■''■;• 

The  fleet  came  in  sii\ht  of  the  Cape  Verd 
Islands  oil  the  IHth  of  .hine,  and  was  directi^d 
to  steer  for  Saint  Jago  ;  but  as  it  seemed  proba- 
froin  several    circuinstaiia's,    t,h;it   nil   the

ships  would  not  be  able  to  got  into  the  bay,  the 
Governor  changed  his  plan.  The  signr^l  for 
I  anchoring  was  therefore  haule !  down,  and  the 
ships  were  directed  to  continue  tl.'ir  course;  to 
the  great  disappnintment  of  many  incJividuals  on 
board,  who  wore  eager  to  enjoy  the  refreshments 
[of  the  shore. 

Ill  the  passage  from  the  Cape  Verd  Islands, 
jthc  fleet  suHcrcd  much  inconvenience  fVom  heat 
land  heavy  rains ;  but  the  precautions  iinreinit- 
|lin2;ly  observed  in  all  the  ships,  prevented  any 
Iviolent  sickness;  nor  did  i!ie  oppressive  heat 
continue  so  long  as  might  hav;  been  expected 
111  these  latitudes;  for  bet'tuc  thev  reached  the

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equator,    the  temperature  had    become  much 
more  moderate. 

On  th,"  5th  of  July,  1787,  the  Botany  Bay 
Heet  passed  from  the  northern  into  the  southern 
hemisphere.  Three  weeks  more  of  favourable 
weather  conveyed  them  to  Rio  de  Janeiro;  and 
on  Mie  6th  of  August  they  anchored  in  the  har- 
bour. Rio  de  Janeiro,  or  Janttary  River,  so 
called  from  having  been  discovered  by  Dias  de 
Solis  on  the  feast  of  Saint  Januarius  in  1525,  i.4 
not  in  fact  a  river,  though  it  was  then  supposed 
to  be  so-  it  is  an  arm  of  the  sea,  into  which 
several   small  rivers  descend. 

The  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  called  also  St.  Se- 
bastian, is  situated  on  he  west  side  of  this  bay. 
It  is  now  the  capital  uf  all  Brazil,  and  the  re- 
sidence of  the  Viceroy.  The  port  is  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  world,  very  narrow  at  the  entrance, 
and  capacious  enough  to  contain  a  great  number 
of  siliips.  It  has  soundings  from  twenty  to  one 
hundred  and  twenty  fathoms.  A  hill  shaped  like 
a  sugar-loaf,  on  the  west  side,  marks  the  bear- 
ings for  entering  the  harbour:  the  situation  of 
which  is  fully  pointed  out  by  some  small  islands. 
Tiie  mouth  of  the  harbour  is  defended  by  two 
forts,  named  Santa  Cruz  and  Losia.  The  usual 
anchorage  in  it  is  before  the  city,  north  of  * 
siniill  island  named  Dos  Cobras*. 

Don  Lewis  de  V'urconedlos,  the  Viceroy,  in 
one  «-f  the  first  families  in  Portugal,  and  brother 
to  the  Mar(]uis  of  Castdlo  Mcthor.  Governor 
Phillip,  who  was  some  years  a  captain  in  the 
Portuguese  navy,  is  much  honoured  by  that 
nation.  As  soon  as  Don  Lewis  was  informed  of 
the  nature  of  Governor  Phillip's  commission,  he 
ordered  the  garrison  to  pay  i.ie  same  honours 
to  that  officer  as  to  himself;  a  distinction  which 
the  Governor  modestly  wished  to  decline,  but 

Captain  Cook's  arrival  .it  thia  placo  in  1708 ;  but  the  re- 
ception given  by  the  pvesent  Viceroy  to  Governor  I'hilllji 
and  his  olUcers  was  extremely  tlill'oreat;  it  wa»  polite  ftu«l 
Mattering  to  a  very  great  degrtf. 
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■was  not  permitted.  His  officers  were  all  intro- 
duced to  the  Viceroy,  and  received  every  possible 
murk  of  attention  to  thcm^  and  regard  for  their 
country*. 

The  root  of  a  shrub  called  Cassada,  or  Cas- 
sava satroplm,  in  its  crude  state  is  highly  poison- 
ous; but  by  washina:,  pressure,  and  evaporation, 
it  is  deprived  of  all  its  noxious  qualities,  and 
being  fonni-cl  iuto  cakes,  becomes  a  salubrious 
si'b::tiiutc  for  bread;  and  is,  indeed,  the  bread 
of  thousands  in  tropical  climates f. 

On  the  4tb  of  September,  the  Governor  hav- 
ing furnished  his  ships  with  necessaries,  weighed 
anchor,  and,  as  he  passed  the  fort,  he  was  sa- 
luted by  twcnty-onc  guns.  The  salute  was  re- 
turned by  an  e(|ual  nuinbor  from  the  Sirius;  and 
thus  ended  an  intercourse  honourable  to  both 
nations. 

The  passage  of  the  Botany  TJay  fleet  from 
Rio  de  Janeiro  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  was 
marked  by  no  tixtraordinaiy  accidenls.  They 
left  Rio  on  the  4th  of  September,  and  on  the 
l.Sth  of  October  the  ships  came  to  anchor  in 
Table  Bay.  Mere  they  were  to  take  their  final 
refreshment,  and  lay  in  every  kind  of  stock  with 
which  they  were  not  already  provided.  Table 
Hav,  on  the  north-west  sidi;  of  the  t\ipe  of  Good 
Hopi',  has  its  name  from  the  Table  Mountain,  a 
promontory  of  great  elevation,  at  the  foot  of 
which  stands  Cape  Town,  the  principal  Dutch 
settlement  in  this  territory.  This  bay  is  not  en- 
titled to  the  name  of  a  port,  from  its  pot  being 
a  station  of  security:  it  is  expose'!  t.»  all  the 
•\vinds  which  set  into  it  fro. a  she  :,et» ,  and  is  not 
properly  secured  from  those  v.hf'h  blow  from  the 
land.  The  gusts  from  the  summit  of  Table 
Mountain  are  sufficiently  violent  to  forrc  ships 
from  their  anchors,  and  greatly  to  annoy  pcisons 
on  shore,  by  destroying  tents,  and  other  tempo- 
rary edifices.  The  storms  from  Ihe  sea  are  still 
more   formidable;   ships   have  frequently  been

driven  by  them    from    their    anchorage,    and 
wrecked  at  the  head  of  the   bay.      But  these 
accidents  happen  chiefly  in   the  winter  iiiontlLs 
from  May   14  to  August   14,  when  few  shins 
venture  to  anchor  here. 

The  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  though  populaily 
called  the  mo.st  southern  point  of  Africa,  is  not 
so  in  fact.  The  land  projecting  furthest  to  the 
south  is  a  point  to  the  east  of  it,  called  by  the 
English  Cape  LaguUus;  a  name  corrupted  from 
the  original  Portugueze  das  ^igulhus,  which  is 
descriptive  of  its  form,  and  might  properly  be 
translated  J\'eedU;  Cape.  Table  Mountain  is  sa 
namc<l  from  its  appearance,  terminating  in  a  Hat 
horizontal  surfisce,  from  which  the  face  of  the 
rock  descends  almost  perpendicularly.  This 
mountain  rises  to  iJ.V»7  feet  above  the  level  oflhc^ 
sea.  Devil's  Head  is  situated  to  the  east  of  (he 
former,  and  is  about  oS()S  feet  in  iieight;i. 

But  though  the  country  in  the  neigbboiM'hood 
of  the  Cape  could  not  he  rendered  so  pleasing  as 
that  of  Rio  dc  Janeiro,  yet  the  .governor,  Mvii- 
heer  Van  Grade,  was  as  attentive  to  the  Eng- 
lish officers  as  the  viceroy  of  Bra.'.il.  They  were 
elegantly  entertained  at  his  table,  and  had  every 
reason  to  be  perfectly  satisfied  with  his  behaviour 
and  disposition.  In  about  a  mouvli,  the  live 
stock  and  other  provisions  were  procured;  and 
the  ships,  containing  about  live  htiiulred  uniin.ils 
of  dill'erent  kinds,  but  principally  poultry,  ex- 
cited the  idea  of  Noah's  ark. 

On  the  l^th  of  November  the  fleet  set  sail, 
but  was  considerably  delayed  by  strong  wiiuls 
from  the  south-east.  On  the  ^5th  Governor 
Phillip  left  the  Sirius  to  go  on  board  the  Supply 
tender;  in  hopes,  by  leaving  the  convoy,  to  i;aiii 
time  for  examining  the  environs  of  Botany  Bii\, 
to  enable  him  to  fix  on  an  eligible  situatiuiii 
for  the  colony,  before  the  transports  slioiild] 
arrive.  Major  Ross,  the  commandant  of  (he 
marines,  now  quitted  the  Sirius,    !nd  went  uiil 


of  manners  in  the  inhabitants  did  not  appear  to  be  ci|iiliJ.

igrd  the  Scarborough^  to  accompany  that  part 
lot"  the  detachment  which  probably  would  be 
jinded  first.  Captain  Hunter,  in  the  Sirius,  wus 
to  t'uilow  With  the  store-ships,  and  the  rest  of 
the  transports  ;  and  he  had  received  the  necessary 
instructions  for  his  future  proceedings.  From 
jliis, time  to  the  3d  of  January,  1788,  the  winds 
here  extremely  favourable.  The  Supply  how- 
(ver  sailed  very  indiQ'ereutly,    and  suifercd  so 


mucli  in  the  voyage  that  she  was  hardly  thouglit 
a  safe  conveyance,  yet  slio  performed  in  forty- 
one  days  a  voyage  of  sc\imi  thousand  miles.  On 
the  day  above-uienlioufd  she  wus  ^vithiu  sight  of 
the  coast  of  New  South  ^V'ales.  Hut  the  winds 
then  became  v  •r'ablc,  and  a  current  sometimes 
setting  strorj^  J  to  the  southward,  so  much  im- 
peded her  course,  tliat  she  did  not  arrive  at 
Botany  Bay  till  the  18th.

A  S  soon  as  Governor  Phillip  landed  on  the 
\i\  shore  of  Botany  Bay,  an  interview  took 
place  with  the  natives.  'Ihey  were  all  armed, 
but  on  seeing  the  Governor  approach  with  indi- 
cations of  friendship,  alone  and  defenceless,  they 
I  returned  his  confidence  by  laying  down  their 
weapons.  Though  totally  devoid  of  cloathing, 
ihcv  seemed  very  fond  of  ornaments,  fixing  the 
liKuls  and  red  baize  that  were  given  them  on 
their  lioads  or  necks,  seeming  perfectly  happy  in 
llhei'iiioyment  of  such  enibeilishments. 

All  examinatiun  of  the  bay  very  naturally  suc- 
Ivicdtd  this  interview,  when  it  appeared  that, 
llioiigh  it  was  extensive,  it  did  not  alford  a 
shelter  from  the  easterly  winds  ;  and  that  it  was 
too  shallow  for  ships  even  of  a  moderate  daught, 
las  they  must  be  obliged  to  anchor  with  the  en- 
[trance  of  the  bay  open,  where  they  must  be  ex- 
Iposed  to  a  heavy  sea,  which  rolls  in  whenever 
lil  blows  hard  from  the  eastward.  Several  nnis 
lot' Ireali  water  were  observed  in  dill'ercnt  parts 
lot' the  bay;  iiut  no  situation  presented  itself  to 
Iwhiih  there  was  not  some  very  strong  objection. 
Jill  the  northern  part  a  small  creek  appeared, 
|^vllich  runs  a  considerable  way  into  the  country, 
Ibiit  it  has  water  only  for  a  boiU.  In  the  western 
IhiiiiKli  of  the  bay,  which  is  continued  to  a 
Igrcat  extent,  the  olficers  could  not  find  a  supply 
lot'  fresh  water,  except  in  very  small  drains. 
Il'oiiit  Sutherland  ollered  the  most  eligible  situa- 
Ition,  having  a  run  of  good  wator,  though  not 
Jill  very  great  ubiuulance  :  besides,  to  this  part  of 
Ittio  harbour    the    ships    could    not   approach. 


Smaller  numbers  might,  in  several  spots,  have 
found  a  comfortable  residence,  but  no  place 
could  be  found  calculated  for  the  reception  of 
so  large  a  settlement.  The  Supply  had  not  been 
so  e.\pcditious  as  to  give  Governor  Phillip  the 
advantage  he  had  expected  in  point  of  time.  On 
the  19th  of  January,  the  Alexander,  Scarbo- 
roi  gh,  and  Friendship,  cast  anchor  in  Botany 
Bay,  and  on  the  ^Oth,  the  Sirius,  with  the  rc- 
inainder  of  the  convoy. 

Not  approving  of  the  openness  of  the  hay, 
atul  the  dampness  of  the  soil,  the  Governor  had 
already  deternuaed  to  seek  another  situation.  lie 
r(!solved  to  examine  Port  Jackson,  a  bay  men- 
tioned by  Captain  Con'  (o  the  north  of  this. 
There  he  hoped  to  tiud  a  better  harbour,  and  a 
more  commodious  place  for  the  establishment  of 
his  new  ffovernment.  That  no  time  miffiit  he 
lost,  the  ground  near  Point  Sutherland  was 
ordered  to  be  cleared,  and  preparations  to  be 
made  for  landing,  under  the  direction  of  t'.ie 
Lieutenant  Governor. 

Governor  Phillip  tlun  prepared  to  pr '  'ceJ  to 
tli(>  examination  of  Port  Jacks<'n.  lie  v.ejit 
round  with  »iiree  boats,  taking  with  him  Cap- 
tain Hunter,  and  «onie  other  oilirer.,  that  tlie 
greater  dispateh  inia,ht  bo  made,  r.arlvinthc 
afternoon  of  the  'u.'id  of  January,  they  arrived  at 
Port  Jack<(on,  which  is  distant  about  tlir<-e  leagues. 
Here  (iovernor  Phillip  had  the  inexpressible  sa- 
tisfaction to  find  one  of  the  finest  harbours  in  the 
world,  in  which  a  thousand  sail  of  the  line  might 
ride  iu  the  most  pcrt'ett  security. 

The 
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The  different  coves  of  this  harbour  were  ex- 
peditiously examined,  and  the  preference  was 
given  to  that  which  had  the  finest  spring  of 
watefj  and  in  which  ships  ran  anchor  so  close 
to  the  shore,  that  quays  might  be  easily  con- 
structed, at  which  the  largest  vessels  may  unload 
This  cove,  mIuc):  is  about  half  a  mile  in  length, 
and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  across  at  the  entrance, 
Ihe  Governor  distinguished  by  the  name  of  Stjcl- 
fin/'Cove,  in  honour  of  Lord  Sydney. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  boats  at  Port  Jackson,  a 
second  collection  of  the  natives  appeared  about 
the  place  of  landing.  These  were  also  armed 
■with  lances,  and  at  first  were  extremely  vocife- 
rous; but  recourse  being  had  to  the  gentle 
means  which  had  successfully  been  employed  be- 
fore, they  were  easily  pacified,  and  thankfully 
accepled  whatever  was  offered  to  them.  One 
person,  in  particular,  who  sceused  to  be  the 
chief  of  his  tribe,  not  only  gave  marks  of  con- 
lidcuce  in  his  now  friends,  but  also  proofs  of  de- 
lermine-.l  resolution.  Conducted  by  Governor 
Phillip,  to  whose  guidance  he  voluntarily  in- 
trusted herself,  he  went  to  the  spot  on  the  beach, 
where  the  men  belonging  to  the  boats  were  then 
boiling  their  food :  when  he  approached  the 
marines,  who  were  drawn  up  near  that  place, 
and  perceived  that  by  such  a  step  he  should  be 
separated  from  his  compauiiULs,  he  resolutely 
stopped,  and  with  great  firmness,  seemed  by 
gestures  to  denounce  revenge  if  any  unfair  ad- 
vantage should  be  taken  of  his  situation,  lie 
then  <almly  examined  what  was  boiling  in  the 
pot,  and  by  his  expressions  of  admiration,  cvi- 
tlently  shewed  that  he  intended  to  profit  by 
what  he  saw*. 

Preparations  for  a  general  removal  were  now 
expeditiously  made,  but  on  the  tilth  of  January 
imich  astonishment  was  spread  throughout  the 
fleet  by  the  appearance  of  two  ships  under  French 
colours.      In  this   remote   region  visitors   from 


^''  In  passlii!;  near  a  puint  uf  lain!  in  this  harbour,  (he 
boats  were  oliscrvcd  by  many  of  the  natives,  twenty  of 
whom  wailiil  unarmcil  into  the  water,  rcreived  what  was 
otrrreii  (hem,  and  minutely  examined  tlic  boat.  Their  manly 
Lehavionr  induced  (Governor  Phillip,  who  was  hijihly  pleased 
with  i(,  to  give  the  place  the  name  of  MkhIi/  Cuvv.

Europe  w  re  very  little  expected,  and  their  ar. 
rival  occasionf*  a  multiplicity  of  conjectures' 
many  of  which  were  exceedingly  ridiculous' 
Governor  Phillip,  however,  recollected  that  two 
ships  had  been  sent  out  some  time  before  from 
France,  for  the  purpose  of  discovery,  and  ra- 
tionally  conclud«^d  these  to  be  the  same.  Bui 
more  important  matters  demanding  his  attention 
he  did  not  think  proper  to  delay  his  departure' 
for  the  sake  of  making  further  enquiry. 

On  the  25tli  of  January,  seven  days  after  tlu 
arrival  of  the    Supply,   Governor  Philip  left 
Botany  Bay  in  the  same  ship,  and  sailed  to  Port  | 
Jackson.     The  rest  of  the  fleet,   under  convoy 
of  the  Sirius,  was  ordered  to  follow,  when  (lio  | 
abatement  of  the  wind  should  facilitate  iis  work- 
ing  out  of  fhe  bay.     The  Supply  was  hartliy  out 
of  sight,  when  the  French  ships  again  appoared 
olf  the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  and  a  boat  was 
sent  to  them  effering  them  any  inforinatioii  or  I 
assistance  they  might  require.     It  was  now  dis- 
covered  that  these  were,  as  the  (joveriior  Imdj 
supposed,  ihe  Jiou.isolc  and  the  .Anlrulabc,  on  a 
voyage    of   discovery,    under   the   direction  of 
Monsieur  la  Perouse. 

On  the  2()th  the  transports  and  store  ships,  ar-' 
companitul  by  the  Sirius,  evacuated  l»o(anv  ilu. 
and  speedily  they  were  all  assembled  in  .Sdii,'\  [ 
Cove,  the  place  now  destined  for  their  port,  anil 
for  the  reception  of  the  new  settlement.    The  I 
debarkation  was  now  made  at  Sydney  Cove,  and  I 
the  work  of  clearing  fhe  ground  for  the  en(aiii|) 
ment,  as  well  as  for  other  huildingii,  was  [hxw\.\ 
But    the    labour    attending  this  0[)erali()i)  \va< 
greater  than  can  possibly  be   ctuiceived.     Tlipj 
coast,  and  the  neighbouring  ctnmtrv  is  coMivd 
with  wood;  and  though  in  this  spot  tlic  trtril 
were   less  incumbered  with   underw,,,)d  tliaii  In 
many  other  places,  their  magnitude  was  siiclini 
to  render  the  leeling  and  removal  of  them  ata<L| 
of  no  small  ditliculty.     By  the  habitual  indo- 

tageous  light  to  Captain  Cook,  than  to  Governor  I'liilliji, 
may  easily  be  reconciled.  'I'heir  objects  were  iliUVrciit:  t!ie| 
one  recpiired  only  shelter  and  refreshment  for  a  small  vcssfl,  I 
and  for  a  short  time  onl}  :  the  other  had  a  •;reat  man}  tiil 
provide  for,  and  «as  iitnler  the  necessity  of  lindiu;,' a  plarel 
wherein  ships  of  very  considerable  burthen  might  easilv  ap.! 
proach  the  shore,  and  lie  at  all  times  in  the  most  \wdcA 
security.  The  a|Ji)earancc  of  this  place  is  picturesti'icsnjj 
pleasing,  and  the  harvest  it  adordsof  botanical  acciniMlioii'J 
made  it  extremely  inlereitiiig  to  the  philosophical  gcmk'iMii| 
engigcd  in  that  expedition. 
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lencc  of  the  convicts,  and  the  want  of  proper 
persons  to  encourage  them  to  do  their  duty,  their 
labour  was  rendered  less  efficier*  ♦han  it  might 
liavebecn*. 

February  was  ushered  in  by  a  violent  storm  of 
thunder  and  rain.  The  lightning  struck  and 
shivered  a  tree,  under  whicli  a  shed  had  been 
erected  for  some  sheep,  and  five  of  those  animals 
ffere  unfortunately  destroyed  by  it.  The  en- 
campment still  went  on  with  alacrity,  so  that 
(jrly  in  this  month,  public  storehnuses  were 
projected  and  undertaken  UiiremiKing  diil- 
pence  began  to  triumph  over  the  obstacles  which 
I  circumstances  had  presented. 

Port  Jackson  was  not  visited  by  Captiiin  ('ook; 
I  he  only  saw  it  at  the  distance  of  about  a  league 
from  the  coast.      Governor  Phillip,   howciver, 
I  pronounces  it  to  be  a  harbour,  with  respect  to 
extent  and  security,  superior  to  any  he  has  ever 
keen.    Other   experienced  navigators,   wlio  at- 
tended hira,  are  of  the  saine  opinion.     From  an 
entrance  not  exceeding  two  miles  across,  Port 
Jackson  gradually  extends  into  a  very  capacious 
bason;  having  ample  soundings  for  the  largest 
vessel*,  and  space  sufficient  to  accommodiite  in 
security  any  nmnber  that  could  be  assembled. 
Itriins  principally  in  a  western  direction  about 
thirteen  miles   into   the   country,    and  contains 
about  a  hundred  small  coves,  aifording  admi- 
Irable  shelter  from  all  winds. 

The  soil  about  Port  Jackson  is  of  various 
Jqualities.  The  neck  of  land  which  divides  the 
jjoiita  end  ol'lhe  harbour  from  the  sea,  is  chiefly 
■land.  Between  Sydney  Cove  and  Botany  Bay, 
Itlii'  llrst  space  is  occupied  by  u  wood,  beyond 


♦  On  thc26tli  of  .Imiiiiiry  llu>  (-oloiirs  wore  ilispliiyed  on 
jihiirc,  and  the  (Joveriior,  \vi(li  his  priio'ipul  ollicors,  as.

JHSes.  From  this  time  to  the  7ih  of  I''el)ruiir>,  all  was 
kurry  and  exertion.  The  receivers,  as  well  as  the  givers  of 
Jonlcrs,  were  fully  occnpied;  nor  lan  a  l)ii>ier  scene  be 
imagined  than  this  part  of  the  coast  exiiiliited  during  the 
Itimtiniiauce  of    tliese    liist    ellorts  |i)wai(N  t .  lablishment. 

I'bc  plan  of  the  eiicainpinent  was  ipiiikly  loniieil,  ami  places 
ki'k'citd  for  dilVereiit  pnrposcs,  so  -.is  to  introduce  the 
llriclest  order  and  rogularit).  The  frame  of  a  work  to 
loiiiitnict  a  temporary  habitation  for  the  (Governor,  liad 
keen  taken  from  Kngland  ready  formed:  these  materials 
Vt'ie  iiielhodically  and  exiicditiouiily  put  together.    Hospital 

leiits  were  also  erected,  for  wLitli  there  was  shorti)  too 
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whicli  a  kind  of  heath  ftrescnts  itself,  poor,  sandy, 
and  full  of  swamps.  As  far  as  the  eye  can  reacii 
to  the  westward,  the  country  is  one  continued 
wood. 

The  7tli  of  February,  1788,  was  the  memo- 
rable day  on  which  a  regular  form  of  govern- 
ment was  established  on  the  coast  of  New  South 
Wales.  All  possible  solemnity  was  given  to  the 
necessary  proceedings  on  this  occasion.  On  a 
spac<%  previously  cleared  for  the  purpose,  the 
whole  colony  was  as^emblcd:  the  military  ap- 
peared undtjr  arras;  the  convicts  stationed  apart. 
Those  who  held  the  principal  ollicrs  under  the 
Governor,  were  placed  near  his  person.  The 
r  lyul  commission  was  then  read  aloud  by  Mr. 
1).  Collins,  the  Judge  Advocate.  By  this  in- 
strument Arthur  Phillip  was  constituted  Captain 
General,  and  Governor  in  chief  in  and  ovtM*  the 
territoryof  all  New  South  Wales;  extending  from 
the  northern  Cape,  called  Cape  York,  in  the 
latitude  of  ten  degrees,  thirty-seven  minutes 
south,  to  the  southern  extremity  of  the  said  ter- 
ritory of  New  South  Wales,  &c.  and  of  all 
towns,  garrisons,  castles,  forts,  or  other  for- 
tifications, which  may  hereafter  be  erected  on 
the  said  territory. 

The  act  of  parliament,  establishing  the  courts 
of  judicature  was  next  read;  and  then  the  pa- 
tents under  the  great  seal,  authorizing  the  pro- 
per persons  to  hold  these  courts  upon  proper 
O'.'casions.  Major  Ross  of  the  Marines,  was  ap- 
poitited  Lieutenant  Governor;  and  a  triple  dis- 
charge of  nnisquetry  concluded  this  part  of  the 
ceremony  f. 

This  address,  which  was  received  with  uni-

much  occasion.  In  the  passage  from  I'lc  Cape  little  sick- 
ness liad  been  oxpcrienced,  and  hut  few  deaths  had  happen- 
ed amoii'  the  coilviets;  but  soon  after  lainling,  a  fata? 
dyseni(T)  prevailed  ;  and  the  scni\ y  b."e:ui  to  raije.  wiili 
such  violence  as  to  furnish  a  constant  supply  of  patients 
for  the  lio>pi(al  tents.  lM)r  those  alHicli'il  wiili  thisdisonii'r, 
fresh  provisions  could  larelv  be  pincured;  and  esculeni  v.. 
j;etal)lc'-  conlihiot  be  obluiuciliu  sullkient  iiliuty  to  produce 
any  materia!  ullcviatloii  of  the  complaiui..  liul,  with  re. 
gard  to  till'  dysei\tery,  the  red  gum  of  the  free  v.liich 
aljouutls  on  tliis  coa^t,  was  found  a  very  iinvverfiil  remedy. 
The  jcllow  gum  possesses  (he  .same  property,  but  in  an  iu« 
ferior  degree. 

|-  After  thi.',  Governor  I'hillip  advaimd.  and  addressing 
Iiimself  to  the  private  soldiers,  thanked  llieni  sincerely  for 
tluir  gi'xtral  good  conduct.  He  theu  explained  to  the  cl  u- 
victs  the  nature  of  their  pri'st'nt  situation  ;  charging  lh« 
greater  part  of  them  to  recollect,  that  they  hail  alrciuly  for. 
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veisnl  acclumatioiij  (crmiimted  the  ceremonial 
peculiar  to  the  day.  The  assemhly  was  now  dis' 
persed,  and  the  Governor  reviewed  the  troops 
on  tlic  pjroiind  tloiired  for  a  parade:  after  which 
he  entertained  iiis  ofTifers  with  a  dinner^  and  the 
first  evening  of  his  govcrnnient  was  conchided 
in  good  order,  and  innocent  festivity,  amidst 
reiterated  wishes  for  its  prosperity. 

Governor  Phillip  seems  to  have  every  requi- 
site to  ensure  the  success  of  the  undcrtakin::; 
entrusted  to  him,  as  far  as  the  perfections  of 
one  man  can  ensure  it.  Intelligent,  active,  firm, 
and  persevering,  with  complacency  and  mildness 
to  render  those  qualificartions  pleasing,  it  seemed 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  he  might  bring  the 
native  inhabitants  of  New  South  Wales  into  a 
\(duntary  subjection,  or  at  least  establish  with 
them  a  strict  amity  and  alliance.  Hut  notwith- 
standing the  rectitude  of  his  intentions,  a  friendly 
inlercburse  could  not  speedily  be  established. 
M.  De  la  Perouse,  while  he  remained  in  Botany 
Hay,  had  a  dispute  with  the  inhabitants,  which 
obliged  him  to  use  his  (ire-arms  against  them: 
this  unfortunate  ailair,  joined  to  the  ill  behavioifr 
of  some  of  the  convicts,  who  officiously  wan- 
dered out  among  them,  produced  a  shyness  on 
their  parts  >\hich  could  not  be  removed,  though 
every  proper  measure  was  pursued  to  regain 
their  confidence.  Some  of  the  straggling  con- 
victs have  been  killed  in  the  woods,  and  others 
dangerously  wounded  by  the  natives;  but  it  is 
reasonably  supposed  that  the  convicts  have 
usually  been  the  aggressors. 

As  the  month  of  February  advanced,  heavy 
rains  began  to  fall,  which  urged  the  necessity 
of  procuring  speedy  shelter:  but  only  si.vteen 
carpenters  could  be  hired  from  all  the  ships. 
No  more  than  twelve  of  this  profession  were 
found  among  the  convicts,  and  several  of  them 
were  sick.  These  therefore  formed  but  a  small 
party,  in  proportion  to  the  work  required.  One 
hundred  r'-nviets  were,  also  added  as  labourers; 
but  with  every  eHbrt,  the  barracks  for  the  men, 

ritid  their  lives  to  tin:  justice  of  tiw-ir  country ;  but  (h.-it 
till'  lenity  of  it>  laws  had  .Tgniii  put  it  into  their  power,  by 
iiiilustry  and  nciifuiic,  to  ii'f,.:iii  the  advantages  and  estiina- 
tioii  in  society  of  which  they  had  onci;  deprived  themselves. 
They  v,crc  now  partiiul.irly  encouraged  to  make  that  edbrt, 
and  lliej  were  fortunately  almost  rei::oTed  from  every  teinj). 
tatioii  to  p;iilt.  Tlieic  was  little  opportunity  f()r  plunder  in 
«o  smill  a  society,  and  certain  d'jteclion  must  almost  in. 
lUnlly  follow  every  Uagitious  attempt.    To  peison*  detected 
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or  the  huts  for  the  officers,  could  not  be  erected 
so  expeditiously  as  they  were  wanted.    So  U, 
as  the  middle  of   May  -those  essential  matters 
were  unfinished,  as  well  as  the  hospital,  and  the  i 
storehouse  for  those  provisions  which  were  im* 
landed  at  first.     'Ihe  Governor  himself  was  still ' 
lodged  in  his  temporary  house ^)f  canvas,  which  1 
was  not  perfectly  impervious  either  to  wind  or 
weather. 

On  the  14:th  of  February  a  parly  was  dispatch- 
ed in  the  Supply,  to  settle  on  a  small  island  to  I 
the  north-west  of  New  Zealand,  discovered  anj 
much  commended  by  Captain  Cook,  and  bv  him 
named  J\urfulk-  Island.     To  the  office  of  super- 
intendent and  commandant  of  this  island,  Go. 
vernor  Phillip  appointed  Philip  Gidley  Kiiiff 
second  lieutenant  of  the  Sirius,  an  officer  of  great  I 
merit,    who   might  fully  be  depended  on.    As 
Norfolk  Island  wasthenwithout  inhabitants,  only 
a  small  detachment  was  sentwith  Lieutenant  Kinw,  I 
consisting  of  one  subaltern  ollicer,  six  marines,  al 
midshipman,  a  surgeon,  two  flax-dressers,  withj 
nine  men  and  women  convicts.     The  substance  ofl 
the  instructions,    delivered  to  Mr.  King  at  bill 
departure  is  here  subjoined. 

Tnstructionsfor Piiii.ipGinj.r.Y Kisa,  Supnin- 
tendantand  Commandant  of  JS/o/ttoLK  I>u\i). 

You  are  appointed  to  superintend  and  com- 
mand the  settlement  t«>  be  formed  in  Norloliit 
Island,  and  to  obey  such  orders  as  you  siul!! 
receive  from  me,  his  Majesty's  Governor  iiJ 
Chief,  and  Captain-General  of  New  8ouifi( 
Wales,  or  from  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  m\ 
absence. 

You  arc  to  proceed  in  his  ^lajcsty's  anupjl 
lender  the  Supply,  whose  commander  li;is  invl 
orders  to  receive  you,  with  the  men,  woinetil 
stores,  &c.  forming  the  intended  seltlcniciit,  itndl 
on  your  landin<i^  at  Norfolk  Island,  you  ait  lol 
take  upon  you  the  trust  reposed  in  you. 

After  pursuing  the  necessary  nieasuros  icrl 
securing  yourself  and  people,  and  for  the  pre-l 


in  future  in  such  atrocities,  he  could  not  proini.<e  i;;! 
mercy.  \\'hat  mercy  could  do  for  them  tlioy  had  alroiirl 
experienced.  Against  future  oifenders,  thcrofnro.  'IT 
rigour  of  the  law  would  certiiinly  be  put  in  forc'.' ;  wkiJ 
those  whose  beha.viour  should  iudicate  a  resolution  to  rcforaJ 
might  dc])cnd  upon  ciicourai;cmcnt  fully  ade((aate  to  ik| 
deserts.  After  many  other  judicious  observations,  be imi.| 
eluded  by  declaring  hii  carncit  desire  to  promote  tlicliiM 
pincss  of  all  vvtiu  were  under  his  govGrnmuot. 

■ . ,       ,      scrvaliM 
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tcrvation  of  the  storcjj  \o<\  arc  immediately  to 
proceed  to  the  cultivnlion  of  tlie  flax  pliint,  wliicli 
voii  will  And  growing  spontaneously  on  the 
islrlnd.  You  are  also  required  to  attend  to  the 
cultivation  of  cotton,  corn,  and  other  plants, 
with  the  seeds  of  which  you  arc  furnished,  and 
which  I'ou  arc  to  consider  as  public  stock,  and 
of  the  increase  of  which  you  arc  lo  send  me  an 
account.  It  is  left  to  your  discretion  to  use 
such  part  of  the  corn  that  is  raised  as  may  be 
found  necessary;  but  this  is  to  bo  done  with  the 
greatest  oeconomy;  and,  as  the  corn,  flax,  cotton, 
and  other  grams  arc  the  property  of  the  crown, 
vou  are  to  keep  an  exact  account  of  the  increase, 
and  you  will  in  future  receive  directions  for  the 
disposal  thereof. 

You  are  to  learn  the  nature  of  the  soil,  what 
quantity  of  land  is  fit  for  the  cultivation  of 
corn,  tiax,  and  cotton ;  what  quantity  of  cattle 
may  be  bred  upon  the  island,  and  the  number  of 
people  you  judge  necessary  for  the  above  pur- 
pose. To  observe  also  what  are  the  prevailing 
winds  in  the  diflerent  seasons  of  the  year,  the 
best  anchorage  for  the  season ;  the  rise  and  fall 
of  the  tides ;  and  when  the  dry  and  rainy  seasons  I 
be;:,  »  and  end. 

Vou  arc  to  be  furnished  with  a  four-oared 
boat,  and  are  not  on  any  consideration  to  build, 
or  permit  to  be  built  any  vessel  or  boat  what- 
ever that  is  not  docked,  whose  length  of  keel 
exceeds  twenty  feet :  and  if  any  vessel  or  boat 
that  exceeds  twenty  feet  should  be  driven  on  the 


sland,  )t)u  are  to  cause  it  lo  be  scuttled,  or  other- 
wise rendered  unserviceable,  letting  her  remain 
in  that  situation  till  you  receive  further  directions 
from  me. 

You  will  he  furnished  with  six  months  pro- 
visions, vithin  which  time  you  will  receive  an 
additional  supply:  but  as  you  can  procure  fresh 
fish  and  vegetables,  you  are  to  make  the  pro- 
vision you  receive  serve  as  long  as  possible. 

The  convicts  being  the  servants  of  the  crown, 
till  the  time  for  which  they  are  sentenced  is  ex- 
pired, their  labour  is  to  be  for  the  public  ;  and 
you  are  required  to  take  particular  notice  of 
their  behaviour,  that  they  may  hereafter  be 
treated  according  to  their  different  merits. 

You  are  to  cause  the  prayers  of  the  churcL  of 
England  to  be  read  with  due  solemnity  every 
Sunday,  and  to  enforce  a  due  observance  of  re- 
ligion and  good  order,  transmitting  to  me,  as 
often  as  opportunity  offers,  a  full  account  of 
your  situation  and  transactions. 

You  arc  not  to  permit  any  intercourse  or  trade 
with  any  ships  or  vessels  that  may  stop  at  the 
island,  whether  Knglish,  or  of  any  other  nation, 
unless  they  should  be  in  distress,  in  which  case 
you  are  to  assist  them  as  much  as  may  be  in  your 
power.

SECTION   V. 

Hold  a  Crimiiuil  Court — Brolicn  Baij  explored — Interviexi:  leilJi  the  .Vatives — Peculiarities  remarked 
• — Friendljj  Behaviour  and  Extraordinary  Courage  of  an  old  .Man. 


GOVERNOR  PHILLIP  discovered,  with 
consid'^rable  regret,  that  in  the  community 
couimilted  to  his  care,  the  strict  enforcement  of 
the  sanctions  of  the  law  was  necessary.  There 
were  in  it  many  individuals  whom  lenity  could 
not  touch,  nor  rigour  terrif^y ;  who  seemed  to 
have  lost  all  sense  of  social  duty,  and  w  ith  it  to 
[have  lost  all  value  for  life  itself.  Towards  the 
latter  end  of  Felruary,  a  criminal  court  was 
convened,  in  which  six  of  the  convicts  received 
Uentence  of  death.  One,  who  appeared  to  be 
the  head  of  the  gang,  was  executed  the  same 


day  :  one  of  the  rest  was  pardoned,  and  the  other 
four  reprieved.  Those  last  mentioned  were  exiled 
to  a  small  island  within  the  bay,  and  fed  only  on 
bread  and  water.  They  had  frequently  robbed 
the  other  convicts,  as  well  as  taken  the  stores. 
The  criminal  who  suffered,  and  two  others,  were 
detected  stealing  from  the  stores  on  the  very  day 
that  they  had  received  a  week's  provisions:  at  the 
time  when  their  allowance  was  the  same  as  that 
of  the  soldiers,  spirituous  liquors  excepted.  So 
great  was  their  propensity  to  dishonesty,  that 
even  the  waut  of  a  motive  could  not  repress  them. 
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On  ll'c  'M  of  March  Governor  Philtip  went 
■will)  a  loni>;  boat  ami  cutter  to  exftmine  the 
bi'oki'ii  land,  noticed  bv  Oaptain  Cook,  eight 
inilos  to  tlic  n(»iUjw.ird  of  P(»rt  Jackson,  which 
he  named  Broken  Baij.  The  Governor  and  his 
attendants  found  the  bay  very  extensive;  but  they 
slept  in  tlic  boats  in  the  noitli-west  part  of  the 
bav,  as  Ibe  natives  were  niinicrous,  though  they 
appenrcd  to  be  friendly.  The  next  day,  after 
pasi^ifig  a  bar  which  had  water  only  for  small 
vessels,  they  entered  an  extensive  branch,  whence 
the  ebb  tide  came  out  so  strong  tliat  the  boats 
could  not  oppose  it.  Most  of  the  land  in  the 
upper  part  of  this  branch  was  full  of  swamps,  and 
\isited  by  great  numbers  of  pelicans,  and  various 
other  birds.  Among  others  r.n  uncommon  kind 
railed  then  the  Hooded  Gull',  Lut  it  appears, 
from  a  drawing  sent  to  England,  to  be  of  that 
species  culled  the  C<Ts/)/rtn  Tcrv,  andisdescribed  by 
Mr.  Latham  as  the  second  variety  cf  that  species. 

Leaving  this  branch  they  proceeded  across  the 
bay,  and  went  to  the  south-west  branch,  which 
is  also  very  extensive,  from  which  runs  a  second 
opening  to  the  westward,  aflbrding  shelter  for  a 
number  of  ships.  Continual  rains  prevented 
their  taking  a  further  survey.  The  land,  which 
was  much  higher  than  at  Port  Jackson,  was 
more  rocky,  and  equally  covered  with  timber. 
Large  trees  were  seen  even  on  the  summits  of 
the  mountains,  and  appeared  accessible  only  to 
birda.  Round  the  head-  land,  forming  the  southern 
entrance  into  the  bay,  there  is  a  third  branch, 
which  Governor  Phillip  declared  to  be  the  finest 

})iece  of  water  he  had  ever  seen,  and  therefore 
le  honoured  it  with  the  name  of  Pitt  Water. 
Either  this,  or  the  south-west  branch  is  capable 
of  containing  the  whole  navy  of  Great  Britain. 
But  on  a  narrow  bar  running  across  the  entrance, 
it  has  only  eighteen  feet  depth  at  low  water. 
There  are  from  seven  to  fifteen  fathoms  within 
the  bar. 

In  the  course  of  this  excursion  some  interviews

(hint;  calculated  for  performing  such  an  amputation,  but  a 
shell  fixed  to  a  short  sticky  and  used  generally  for  pointing 
their  spears,  or  for  separating  the  oysters  from  the  rocks. 

The  men  are  dilfercntly  distini^uished:  their  fingers  arc 
not  mutilated,  but  most  of  them  have  lost  the  right  front 
tooth  of  the  upper  jaw.     Governor  PhilJi])  having  remarked 


with  the  natives  took  place.  When  the  party 
first  landed  at  Broken  Bay,  several  women  &( . 
companied  the  men  to  the  beach  ;  one  of  whom 
was  remarkably  talkative  and  cheerful,  whicJi 
was  thought  extraordinary,  as  the  women  are 
less  lively  and  volatile  than  the  men.  This  vivn- 
cioiis  young  lady,  when  she  joined  the  pariv 
the  second  day  in  their  canoe,  stood  up  and  til- 
tertained  them  with  a  pleasing  song.  The  mpn 
readily  assisted  in  making  the  Englihh  a  fiir,  and 
seemed  much  int  lined  to  render  any  friendly 
services  in  their  pt)wcr.  In  a  bay  where  tliti 
Governor  and  his  company  landed  to  draw  tlu* 
seine,  a  number  of  the  natives  again  approached 
them;  when  it  was  first  observed  by  the  Governor, 
that  the  women  in  general  had  lost  two  joints 
from  the  little  finger  of  the  left  hand.  As  these 
appeared  to  be  married  women,  it  was  at  tirst 
conjectured,  that  this  privation  was  a  part  of  (hs 
marriage  ceremony ;  but  going  afterwards  into  n 
hut  in  which  were  several  women  and  children, 
he  saw  a  girl  of  abt)ut  six  years  of  age  whos- 
left  hand  was  thus  miitdated.  Several  instiincrs 
were  afterwards  observed  of  women  with  child, 
and  of  others  that  were  wives,  who  had  not  Iim 
those  joints,  and  of  children  from  whom  they  hud 
been  cut  *. 

The  women,  however,  were  not  pcrticiiUrlv 
forward  in  producing  the  mutilated  finger,  m 
could  it  always  be  ascertained  whether  they  had 
lost  the  joints  or  not.  For  though  they  did  not 
attempt  to  secrete,  nor  seemed  impressed  with 
the  idea  that  one  part  of  the  body  more  requires 
concealment  than  another,  yet  there  was  a  shyness 
and  timidity  among  them  which  oflen  kept  them 
at  a  distance.  They  never  approached  so  readilj 
as  the  men,  and  frequently  would  not  land  from 
their  canoes,  signif^ying,  by  signs,  that  what  was 
offered  them  should  be  given  to  the  men,  ^Vllo- 
ther  this  reserve  proceeds  from  the  fears  of  the  | 
women,  or  from  the  jealousy  of  their  hnsbundi, 
seems  a  difficult  point  to  determine  f.

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When  the  soutlicrii  branch  of  Broken  Hay  was 
first  visited,  an  attempt  was  nindc  to  land,  wlicre 
there  was  not  suflicient  water  for  (lie  boat.  An 
old  man  and  a  youth  were  then  slundini'-  on  the 
rocks  where  the  boat  was  trying  to  approach. 
Having  ohsprvcd  how  much  our  advtniturers  had 
labonred  to  get  under  land,  they  were  solicitous 
to  point  out  the  deepest  water,  and  seemed  de- 
sirous of  rendering  any  service  in  their  power. 
Two  of  the  officers  permitted  themselves  to  be 
conducted  by  the  old  man  to  a  cave  at  some  dis- 
tance, but  declined  his  pressinc;  invitations  to  go 
in:  this  was  unfortunate,  as  the  rain  at  that 
time  fell  in  torrents,  and  the  cave  was  found 
next  day  sufficiently  capacious  to  have  sh  "Itercd 
the  whole  party.  The  old  man  took  infinite 
pains  to  make  this  understood,  but  to  no  purpose, 
and  his  visitors  suft'ercd  for  their  suspicions.  He 
afterwards  assisted  in  clearing  away  the  bushes, 
and  making  preparations  for  the  party  to  sleep 
on  shore;  and  next  morning  he  was  amply  re- 
warded for  his  civility  and  attention.  Two  days 
afterwards,  when  Governor  Phillip  returned  to 
the  same  spot,  the  old  man  saluted  him  with  a 
dance  and  a  song  of  joy,  attended  by  his  son, 
and  several  of  the  natives.  A  hatchet  and  some 
other  presents  wore  given  them ;  and  the  Go- 
vernor flattered  himself  that  a  durable  friend- 
ship would  have  been  the  consequence.  As  soon 
as  it  was  dark,  however,  the  olil  man  stole  a 
spade,  and  was  detected  with  it  in  his  hand. 
(Jjvernor  Phillip  saw  the  necessity,  on  this  oc- 
casion, to  shew  his  abhorrence  of  such  acts,  and 
when  the  culprit  approached,  he  gave  him  two 
ur  three  slightest  slaps  upon  the  shoulder,  and 
then  pushed  him  away;  at  the  same  time  signili- 
rantly  pointing  to  the  spade.  This  gentle  chas- 
risement  at  once  terminated  their  friendship.  The 
old  man  instantly  seized  a  spear,  and  advancing 
towards  the  Governor,  poized  it,  with  a  deter- 
j  mined  resolution  to  strike.  But  perceiving  that 
his  threats  were  disregarded,  or  perhaps  dissuaded 
by  some  of  the  other  natives,  he  dropped  the 
sppar  and  departed.  From  this  circumstance, 
and  other  similar  events,  it  appears  that  the  in- 
Wi ii^iiiiants  of  New  South  Wa'cs  are  not  deficient

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in  point  of  personal  bravery.  The  old  man  re- 
turned the  following  morning  with  many  other 
of  the  natives,  but,  to  ranviuce  him  of  his  error, 
he  was  lcs«  noticed  than  his  companions,  who 
were  gratified  with  halchets  anil  many  other 
articles.  ' 

On  the  0th  of  March  Governor  Philip  re- 
turned to  Port  Jackson,  having  obtained  sonic 
useful  knowledge  of  the  country,  and  maintained 
a  social  intercourse  with  the  natives.  The  rain, 
which  was  abundant,  rendered  it  impossible  for 
the  governor  to  return  by  land  as  he  li.id  intend- 
ed; which  would  have  given  him  an  opportunity 
of  exploring  a  part  of  the  country  that  ap- 
peared to  be  good,  and  free  from  timber. 

On  the  10th  of  March  the  French  ships  sailed 
from  IJotany  Bay.  M.  De  la  Perouse,  during  his 
stay  there,  had  set  up  two  long  boats,  the  frames 
of  which  he  had  brought  from  Europe.  Very 
little  intercourse  had  taken  place  between  the 
French  and  English  in  this  interval.  A  few  of 
the  convicts  absconded  and  endeavoured  to  get 
admitted  into  the  French  ships,  but  they  were 
very  properly  rejected.  Those  vessels  returned 
to  the  north,  where  they  were  to  maka  another 
voyage  *. 

On  the  19th  of  March  Lieutenant  Ball  arrived 
in  the  Supply  from  Norfolk  Island.  He  had 
made  that  island  on  the  29tli  of  February,  but 
was  five  days  ofl*  the  coast  before  he  found  it 
possible  to  land  his  stores  and  provisions.  The 
commandant  wrote  in  high  spirits  at  the  promis- 
ing appearance  of  this  new  territory,  and  subse-. 
quent  accounts  have  proved  that  his  opinion  was 
not  erroneous.  He  mentioned  Norfolk  Island  as 
an  entire  wood,  or  as  a  garden,  over-run  with 
the  noblest  pines  in  straightness,  size,  and  mag- 
nitude. 

.  From  the  different  accounts  which  have  been 
received  of  Norfolk  Island  carefully  united,  it  is 
about  seven  leagues  in  circumference,  and,  if 
not  originally  formed  by  the  eruption  of  volcanie 
matter  from  the  bed  of  the  sea,  must  doubtless 
have  contained  a  volcano;  which  clearly  appears 
from  the  quantity  of  pumice  stone  di^ttributed  in 
every  part  of  it,  and  mixed  with  the  soil.    This 


strov  cd  by  the  natives ;  hiit  Governor  Philli|i  caused  the  in. 
scription  wliicli  iiad  been  on  it  to  be  engraved  on  copper, 
and  atRxcd  to  a  neighbouring  tree.  M.  J)c  la  Peronse  had 
paid  a  similar  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Caplaiii 
ClerkCj  at  the  harbour  of  St.  Peter  atid  Paul  in  Kanitschatka. 
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island  is  extremely  well  watered,  and  near  the 
middle  of  it^  is  a  small  mountain,  wbich  tliecotn- 
mandant  has  named  Mount  Pitt,  near  which  rises  a 
strong  ai\d  copious  stream.  This  flows  through  a 
delightful  valley,  and  afterwards  divide:)  itself  into 
several  branches,  each  of  which  retains  suflicient 
force  to  turn  a  mill.  Several  excellent  springs 
have  also  been  discovered  in  several  parts  of  the 
island  *. 

When  the  European  settlers  fanded,  there  was 
not  an  acre  clear  of  wood  in  the  island,  and  the 
trees  were  bound  together  by  a  creeping  shrub, 
called  Supple  Jack,  so  intimately  interwoven  in 
all  directions,  that  there  was  no  penetrating  far 
among  them.  The  commandant,  even  with  his 
small  numbers,  soon  caused  a  space  to  be  cleared 
sufficient  for  the  requisite  accommodations,  And  fur 
the  production  of  esculent  vegetables.  Accord- 
ing to  the  declarations  of  Mr.  King  himself,  in 
his  letters  to  Governor  Phillip,  "  There  was  not 
a  doubt  that  this  colony  would  be  in  a  situation 
to  support  itself  entirely,  without  assistance,  in 
less  than  four  years." 

Fish  are  taken  ip  great  plenty;  and  flnc  turtle 
in  the  piopcr  season.  The  woods  are  inhabited 
by  innumerable  tribes  of  birds,  many  of  which 
are  very  gay  tn  plumage.  Pigeons  are  numer- 
ous, and  a  white  bird  not  unlike  the  Guinea 
fowl,  excep^t  in  colour:  both  of  these  were  at 
first  80  tamo  as  to  suffer  themselves  to  be  taken  by 
h»nd.  Vegetables  for  the  tabic  are  chiefly  the 
cabbage  palm,  the  wild  plantain,  the  fern-tree,  a 
kind  of  wild  bpinage,  anid  a  tree  bearing  a  dinai- 
nutive  fruit  son'^ewhat  resembling  the  currantf . 

A  small  island,  entirely  uninhabited,  was  disco-

ecrved  from  opprrkiivc  heats  Uy  continual  brroacs  from  the 
tea,  and  of  so  miU\  a  limiiHraliirc  ihiring  the  winter  that 
TCgetatioD  has  no  intrrruptian,  one  crop  rognliurly  succeed* 
log  MROthcr.  A  M'.rkit  of  .refreshing  showers  maintain  pcr-^ 
petuai  Tcrdu^c;  iMit  not  of  grass,  fur  none  has  yet  been 
leeti  upon  theisluitj;  but  of  tre(-«,  shruht,  and  other  tc- 
gctablei  which  grow  abiiiidanlty  in  erery  part.  On  the 
leaTCB  of  thtsp,  and  particularly  of  some  kinds,  the  sheep, 
hogs,  and  gouts  nut  only  live,  hut  thrive  aiui  fatten  c.x- 
rccdiiigly.  To  the  salubrity  of  tlio  air  every  iodividual  in 
this  little  coiony  cau  l>ear  the  most  at:>plu  testimony,  from 
the  uninterrupted  good  health  they  have  generally  enjoyed 
in  it. 

■f  But  the  productions  which  give  the  greatest  im;^  ort. 
•incc  to  (he  island,  ^re  the  pines  and  the  tlax  pLint ;  tlu: 
former  rising  to  a  great  sb.c  and  i)erfocti:>n,  and  promising  a 
taluuble  snp{)ly  of  mast  and  spurs  fur  the  nuvy ;  the  latter  is 


vered  by  Lieutenant  Ball  in  his  pft$«age  to  Nor- 
folk Island.  He  examined  it,  io  his  return,  and 
found  the  shore  abounded  with  turtle;  but  there 
was  no  good  anchorage.  He  named  it  Lord 
Jlowe  Island.  It  is  in  31 «  30'  aouth  latitude, 
and  150"  east  longitude. 

To  expedite  the  cultivation  of  Norfolk  Island, 
a  further  detachment  was  Kcnt  thither  in  October; 
eonjisting  of  an  officer,  and  eight  marines,  wiili 
thirty  convicts,  viz.  ten  women,  and  twenty  men. 
Thus,  there  existed  on  this  islet  44  men,  and  IG 
women,  who,  having  eiglileen  months'  provisions, 
passed  the  time  comfortably  on  this  sequestered 
spot,  under  the  management  of  a  young  ruler,  of 
whose  busy  life  the  foil  jvving  are  some  of  the 
particulars : 

Phillip  Gidley  King,  who  conducted  llie  ori- 
ginal settlers  to  Norfolk  Island,  was  bom  at 
Launceston  in  Cornwall,  on  the  2.'Jd  of  April 
1758.  He  is  the  son  of  Phillip  King,  of  that 
town,  draper,  who  married  the  daughter  of  JoLu 
Gidley,  of  Exeter,  Attorney-at-Luw.  He  was 
much  indebted  for  his  scholastic  learning  to  Mr, 
Bailey  at  Yarmouth.  At  the  early  age  o? twelve, 
he  went  to  the  East  Indies  on  board  the  Swallow 
sloop,  Captain  Shirley,  by  whom  lie  was  rated  a 
midshipman.  At  the  end  of  Ave  years  he  re- 
turned to  England,  with  much  knowledge  of 
his  business,  and  some  knowledge  of  the  world. 
In  1775,  he  entered  upon  real  service,  and  ha.s 
continued  in  active  employmert  from  that  period 
to  this  great  epoch  of  his  life.  He  went  to  Vir- 
ginia, in  the  Liverpool,  during  the  year  1775, 
with  Captain  Bellow,  with  whom  he  continued 
till  that  frigate  was  wrecked  in  Delaware  Baj. 

equally  estimable  for  tho  purposes  of  making  sail.doth  ami 
cordage.  The  pines  measure  from  one  hundreil  and  sixty, 
to  one  hundred  and  eighty  feet  in  height,  and  are  somctimn 
nine  or  ten  feot  in  diameter  at  tho  bottom  of  the  trunk. 
They  rise  to  about  eighty  fcot  without  a  branch,  and  tk 
wooid  is  said  to  be  of  the  best  quality.  The  feru  tree  mea- 
sures from  seventy  to  eighty  feet,  and  alTords  excellent  food 
fur  sheep,  and  other  smati  cattle:  a  plant,  suppo.ied  tobc 
the  true  oriental  pepper,  has  been  ktely  discovered  in  (lie 
island  growing  ii»  groat  plenty. 

Uats  are  the  only  quadrupeds,  which  have  bei^n  seen  io 
the  islami;  ami  from  thc«e^aiid  the  ants,  much  niLseliief  \riu 
apprchend»Hi  ;^  but  no  great  inconveitieitce  has  yet  been  ex- 
perienced from  them :  further  proper  exertiuai,  it  it  prr- 
sumed*,  will  reduce  the  numbi-r  of  such  enemies.  On  the 
Mhole,  Norfolli  Island  may  Justly  bo  considered  as  an  ai- 
q4l)^ition  of  importance,  and  will  probably  answer  the  must 
s'anguiK^e  ox|)cc(aliuns  which  have  (tccQ  fuf^nei)  U»^  U* 
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Jo  Oetpber  1778,  he  entered  on  board  the  Prin- 
cess B-oyti},  and  was  tnade  ii  lieutenant  in  the 
Renown,  by  Admiral  B-^ron  on  the  26th  of  N'o- 
vember  following.  He  letumed  to  England  the 
subsequent  year ;  and  served  in  ihe  Channel  on 
board  the  Kite  cutter,  and  Ariadne  frigate,  till 
the  beginning  of  1783.  With  Captain  Phillip 
be  went  to  the  ^ast  Indies^  as  Lieutenant  of  the 


Europe,  iu  January,  1783;  from  whence  he  re- 
turned on  the  restoration  of  peace  in  May  1784. 
In  this  Service  Philip  and  Kingbecanie  acquaint- 
ed with  ^.he  merit  of  each  other;  and  when  the 
expedition  of  New  South  Wales  was  projected. 
King  wiis  appointed  Lieutenant  of  the  Sirius,  on 
the  25lli  of  October  1786,  when  Phillip  wa? 
nominated  commander  of  the  voyage.

Tk^'te  cf  the  Tr^mports  discharged — Ttvo  Excursions  into  the  Couniry — IJuts  of  the  KatiKS' 

■  Their  J^'otvms  of  Sculvturc. 


THE  Charlotte,  Lady  Penrhyn,  and  Scarbo- 
rough transports,  having  been  cleared  of  all 
their  stores,  were  discharged  from  government 
service  on  the  ^.'Jth  of  March,  and  left  at  liberty 
to  proceed  to  China,  whenever  their  commanders 
(bpuld  think  proper.  The  other  s)hi|)s  were  de- 
tained till  the  biorc-houses  could  be  finished. 

The  month  of  April  was  only  distinguished  by 
two  expeditions  of  Governor  Phillip  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exploring  the  country.  On  the  first  of 
these  he  set  out  oii  the  15th  with  provisious  for 
four  days,  attended  by  some  officers,  and  a 
small  party  of  marines.  Landing  at  the  head  of 
a  small  cove,  called  Shell  Cove,  near  the  entrance 
of  ihe  harbour,  they  'jjroceeded  in  the  same  di- 
rection till  they  arrived  at  a  large  lake,  which 
they  examined,  but  not  without  much  dilHculty, 
as  it  was  surrounded  ly  a  considerable  extent  of 
bog  and  marshy  ground.  Here  they  first  beheld 
a  black  swan,  n  species  proverbially  rare  in  other 
puts  of  the  world,  though  not  uncommon  here. 
It  i€  l8r,Qer  than  the  common  swan,  and  equally 
beautiful  in  form.  When  it  rose,  it  wings  were 
observed  to  be  edged  with  white^  »nd  its  bill  was 
I  tiuped  with  red. 

With  some  difficulty  they  passed  the  swamps 
I  and  marshes  near  the  harbour  in  about  three  days. 
I  Quitting  these  low  grounds,  they  found  them  %\xt- 
ceeded  by  a  rocky  and  barren  country.  Though 
the  hills  were  covered  with  flowering  shrubs,  va- 
riety of  obstacles  rendered  the  ascending  and  de- 
hceitiling  extremely  diflicult,  and  in  many  parts 
impracticable.  At  the  distance  of  about  fifteen 
luilei  from  the  coast^  Governor  Phillip  obtained 

•  ■    .  I 


an  excellent  view  of  the  inland  country,  and  <«> 
several  of  the  mountains  he  gave  new  appella- 
tion. The  most  northern  of  them  he  named 
Carmarthen  Hills  :  the  most  southern  Lansdowu 
Hills;  and  one  which  he  observed  between  these, 
was  denominated  Richmond  Hill. 

On  the  22d  of  April  another  excursion  was 
undertaken.  The  governor  landed  with  his  party 
near  the  head  of  the  harbour,  where  they  found  a. 
good  country,  but  shortly  arrived  at  a  very 
close  cover,  which  they  endeavoured  to  pass 
through,  but  found  themselves  obliged  to  relin- 
quish the  attempt,  and  return.  The  next  day, 
by  keeping  close  to  the  banks  of  a  cre^k  for  three 
or  four  miles,  they  were  enabled  to  pass  the  cover, 
and  for  three  successive  days  continued  their 
course  to  the  westward.  The  country  through 
which  they  travelled  was  fine,  pleasing,  and  pic-* 
turcsque ;  and  the  soil,  in  general,  was  excellent. 
The  trees  grew  at  the  distance  of  twenty  \o  forty 
fee^  from  each  other,  and  almost  wholly  free 
from  underwood.  Ascending  a  small  eminence 
on  the  5th  day  they  saw  Carmarthen  and  Lans- 
down  Hills,  for  the  first  time  in  this  second  expe- 
dition. The  country  round  this  hill  appeared 
so  beautiful,  that  Governor  Phillip  named  it 
heile-vue.  They  were  now  apparently  about 
thirty  miles  from  the  mountains  which  they  had 
proposed  to  reach,  and  not  having  taken  more 
than  six  days'  provisions  with  them,  they  were 
obliged  to  return.  Water  for  the  consumption 
of  the  day  was  always  taken  with  them,  as  they 
could  not  depend  upon  the  mere  casual  supply 
of  that  ewential  article.     The  extent  of  this  ex- 
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cursion  in  a  direct  line,  had  been  about  thirty 
miles,  and  had  taken  up  five  days ;  but  the  re- 
turn of  the  party  was  effected  with  much  more 
ease,  the  track  having  been  made,  and  the  trees 
tnarked'  where  they  had  passed.  Thus  cir- 
cumstanced, they  reached  their  boats  in  about  a 
day  and  a  half. 

It  was  stiU  the  general  opinion,  from  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  country,  that  a  large  river  would 
be  descried  in  that  district,  by  pursuing  the  line 
they  had  entered  upon:  another  expedition  was 
therefore  planned,  and  a  resolution  formed  to 
reach,  if  possible,  either  Lansdown  or  Carmar- 
then Hills;  and  the  expectation  of  so  important 
a  discovery  made  every  one  anxious  to  go,  re- 
gardless of  the  fatigue  with  which  such  under- 
takings were  unavoidably  attended. 

But  the  design  was  for  the  present  deferred,  as 
Governor  Phillip  had  added  to  a  former  indis- 
position a  severe  pain  in  his  side,  by  sleeping  fre- 
quently on  (he  wet  ground.  It  was  therefore 
thought  absolutely  necessary  to  allow  himself  the 
respite  of  a  few  weeks,  before  he  ventured  to  en- 
counter any  new  fatigue  *. 

The  huts  seen  ■  here  consisted  of  single  pieces 
O'f  bark,  about  eleven  feet  in  lengtli,  and  from 
four  to  six  in  breadth,  bent  so  as  to  form  an  acute 
angle,  resembling  cards  when  set  u|)  by  children. 
These  imperfect  structures  are  supposed  to  be 
principally  intended  to  conceal  them  from  the 
animals,  for  which  they  are  obliged  to  lie  in  wait : 
they  may  also  afford  shelter  from  the  rain,  for 
,'one  or  two  persons.  The  bark  of  many  trees  was 
observed  to  be  cut  in  notches,  as  if  to  facilitate 
the  climbing  of  the  natives.     In  several  of  them

jfMTcmc\y  lit  for  the  purpovcs  of  cultiiration,  that  thegorernor 
resolrid  upon  sending  a  dutachment  to  settle  there,  as  soon  as 
a  sufficient  number  could  be  spared  from  works  of  more  im. 
mediate  necessity ;  but  as  the  natives  know  not  ho'v  to  avail 

Hheinselves  of  its  fertility;  tho  most  considerable  part  of 
their  food  h  procured  by  lisliing ;  but  in  the  inland  country, 
where  recourse  caoiiut  bo  bad  to  such  means,  it  sooms 

'hardly  possible  thnt  they  should  bo  abia  to  procure  any 
kind  of  auiiiial  fuud,  ns  their  (pears  appear  to  be  the  only 
missile  weapons  unions  thcin.     These  parts  are,  however, 

.frequented  by  tho  nuiives,  which  was  sufficiently  proved  by 
the  temporary  huts  which  wore  observed  in  several  place^. 
Near  one  of  thcNO  huts  tlht  bunes  of  a  kauguroo  were  found, 
and  some  trees  were  seen  oi.  lire.  A  pie(e  of  roof,  like 
that  of  tho  fern.tree,  was  picked  up  by  Governor  Phillip, 
which  appeared  to  have  been  so  recently  chew«d  thatUcould 
aot  hava  been  left  there  many  minutes.    From  this,  and 


holes  appeared,  apparently  the  retreat  of  some 
animal,  but  enlarged  by  the  people  in  order  to 
catch  the  inhabitant.  The  animals  that  take  re- 
fuge in  these  places  are  the  squirrel,  the  opossum 
or  the  kangu-rat :  at  the  bottom  of  one  of  these 
trees,  the  skin  of  a  flying  siquirrel  was  picked 
up. 

Several  fires  appeared  to  have  been  lately 
made ;  but  the  shells  of  oysters  or  muscles,  were 
seen  in  only  one  of  them,  and  did  not  then  ex* 
ceed  half  a  dozen.  No  fish  bones  were  per- 
ceived; whence  it  may  be  intimated  that  these 
people  do  not  take  with  them  any  provisions  of 
that  kind.  Kanguroos  were  frequently  seen,  bot 
they  were  so  extremely  shy,  that  it  was  very  dif- 
ficult to  shoot  tbum.  It  is  remarkable  that  she 
kanguroo.  though  it  resembles  the  jerboa  in  the 
peculiarity  of  using  only  the  hinder  legs  in  pro- 
gression,  does  not  belon'^  to  that  genus  f . 

In  all  the  country  hitherto  explored,  the  par- 
ties have  seldom  proceeded  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
without  seeing  trees  which  had  been  on  fire. 
Violent  thunder  being  very  common  on  this 
coast,  jt  seems  probable  that  they  have  been 
burnt  by  lightning,  which  the  gum  tree  is  said 
particularly  to  attract :  but  it  is  equally  pro- 
bable that  they  have  been  set  on  fire  by  the  na- 
tives. The  gum-tree  is  supposed  to  be  highly 
combustible,  and  it  is  (he  practice  among  thesv 
people  to  kindle  their  fires  at  the  root  ot  one  of  j 
these  trees.'  When  they  quit  any  place,  they 
never  extinguish  the  fire  they  have  made,  but  { 
permit  it  to  burn  <)ut,  or  commimicate  its  flames  | 
to  that  Or  any  other  t.ce,  us  accidental  circum* 
stances  may  determine. 

other  evident  marks,  it  appeared  certain  that  the  natiici  j 
had  only  fled  at  the  approiKh  of  the  Kuropean  plrty;  but 
so  effectually  did  they  conceal  themselves  that  not  uiic  of 
them  was  perceived.  I 

f  The  Natives  of  New  South  Wales,  though  they  nuke 
no  attempt  towards  cloathiag  (huniselves,  sutrerconsiderablj  I 
at  times,  from  the  cold  and  wet.  In  the  neighbourhood  of  I 
Botany  Bay  and  Port  Jackson,  the  natives  are  not  witboiit  [ 
notion!  of  sculpture:  the  figuns  uf  animals,  of  shieldu 
and  weapons,  and  even  of  men,  have  been  seen  carved  upon  j 
the  rocks.  Though  these  figures  are  far  from  being  per*  I 
feet,  they  are  sufficiontiy  so  to  ascertain  tho  object  intcmlel  I 
Fi^h  wcrt  frcquenly  represented:  and  tho  fo«m  of  a  large  I 
li«ard  was  sketched  out  in  one  place  with  tolerable  acciiran.j 
Oil  the  top  of  one  of  tho  hills,  t\ic  figure  of  a  man  in  tbel 
attitude  of  danciug,  Was  executed  in  <it)k),  and  diipladl 
great  gcniuij. 
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Governor  Phillip,  on  his  return  from  this  ex- 
cursion,- was  informed  that  he  had  lost  five  ewes 
and  a  lamb.  To  heighten  the  distress,  it  appear- 
ed they  had  been  killed  near  the  camp,  and  in 
the  middle  of  the  day.  The  three  transports 
bound  to  China,  sailed  the  5th,  6th,  and  8th  of 
]yfay :  and  the  Supply,  having  been  caulked, 
sailed  to  Lord  Ilowe  Island  on  the  6th,  for  tur- 
tle, hoping  it  would  aftbrd  some  check  to  the 
scurvy,  with  which  the  people  continued  to  be 
so  much  affected,  that  about  two  hundred  of 
them  were  incapable  of  performing  their  busi- 
ness. 

The  great  labour  attending  the  clearing  of  the 
ground,  would  not  leive  time  for  getting  uuich 
grain  into  it.  They  had  not  yet  stfwti  more 
than  eight  or  ten  acres  with  wheat  and  bar- 
ley:* and  even  this  inconsiderable  stock  was  ex- 
pected tr  sufl'er  from  the  depredations  of  the  an(s 
and  mice. 

On  the  25th  of  May  the  Supply  tender  re- 
turned from  Lord  Howe  Island,  but  without 
bringing  any  turtle.  Having  met  with  squally 
weather,  she  had  been  obliged  to  cut  away  licr 
best  bower  anchor,  but  had  sulfercd  uo  other  da- 
mage. About  this  time  one  of  the  convicts,  in 
searching  for  vegetables,  l|ad  wandered  a  consider- 
able way  from  the  camp,  and  returned  very  danger- 
ously wounded.  He  reported  that  another  n\un, 
who  had  gone  out  for  the  same  purpose,  had 
been  carried  off  by  the  natives  in  his  sight,  after 
having  been  severely  wounded  in  the  head.  A 
shirt  and  hat  were  afterwards  found,  both 
pierced  with  spears,  in  one  of  the  huts  ;  but  no 
JDtelligeoce  could  be  procured  respecting  tlie 
man.  The  convicts  were  suspected  to  have  been 
the  aggressors,  though  the  man  who  returned 
declared  he  had  not  given  any  kind  of  provoca- 
tion. On  the  .'iOth  of  May,  two  men  who  had 
been  sent  to  collect  rushes  for  thatch  at  some  dis- 
tance from  the  camp,  were  found  dead,  one  of 
whom  had  four  spears  in  his  body.     As  the  rush- 

*  Excliisivp  of  what  was  sown  by  the  Lioiifonant  Go. 
Tcrnoi  and  other  individuals,  fur  tlie  support  of  their  own 
stucii. 

+  When  the  oflTor  of  friendship  was  accepted  on  their  side, 
lh(<}'  instantly  laid  down  their  spears  and  stone  hatchets, 
ami  joined  the  jiarty  with  great  cordiality.  Many  of  their 
women  and  children  nintiuued  at  a  small  distance,  some  of 
whom  were  afterwards  brought  down  by  the  men,  to  receive 
the  little  articles  which  were  oU'ered  th'-m  as  presents.  No- 
thing  was  discovered  among  these  people  that  iu  the  least 
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cutters'  tools  had  been  taken  away,  the  Governor 
supposed  it  might  be  possible  to  discover  the  na> 
tives  who  had  been  active  in  this  affray :  and  to 
make  them  understand  that  the  conduct  of  the  as- 
sailants had  been  wholly  unwarranted,  and  very 
highly  disapproved. 

The  next  morning,  therefore,  the  Governor 
went  out  with  a  small  party,  consisting  of  twelve 
persons,  and  landed  at  the  spot  where  the  men 
were  killed-  They  traversed  the  coiKitry  for  up- 
wards of  twenty  miles,  and  then  arrived  at  the 
north  shore  of  Botany  Bay,  without  having  mot 
with  any  one  of  (!iC  natives.  Merc  they  saw 
about  twenty  canoes  engaged  in  fishing.  And 
when  the  fires  were  made,  and  the  party  pre- 
pared to  pass  the  night  upon  the  beach,  some  of 
those  in  the  canoes  were  fully  expected  to  have 
joined  them.  But  not  one  among  them  made  his 
appearance.  The  next  morning,  though  about 
fifty  canoes  were  drawn  up  on  the  beach,  not  a 
person  could  be  found  belonging  to  any  of 
them. 

Governor  Phillip  had  now  resolved  to  return 
to  Port  Jackson,  but  as  he  was  proceeding  foe 
some  time  near  the  coast,  he  saw  a  great  number 
of  natives,  assembled  at  the  mouth  of  the  cave. 
The  party  was  within  ten  yards  of  them  before 
they  were  perceived ;  and  the  Governor  could 
baldly  make  his  people  halt  before  a  great  many 
of  them  appeared  in  arms.  A  man  who  seemed 
to  be  the  leader,  as  he  advanced,  gave  signs  for  the 
Europeans  to  retire;  but  when  he  saw  Governor 
Phillip  approach,  alone,  unarmed,  and  making 
friendly  overtures,  he  threw  his  spear  awa}-,  and 
met  him  with  perfect  confidence.  In  a  few  mi- 
nutes the  European  party  were  surrounded  by 
two  hundred  and  twelve  men,  but  nothing  oc- 
curred to  shew  that  the  natives  were  accustomed 
to  act  with  treachery,  or  that  they  intended  to 
take  any  cruel  advantage  from  their  great  supe- 
riority in  numbers*. 

The  finest  stream  of  water  was  seen  here,  that 


degree  tended  to  prove,  that  any  of  them  had  been  concerned 
in  the  aflray  of  the  rush.cutters.  The  Governor  parted 
with  them  on  the  u)ost  friendly  terms,  being  more  convinced 
than  ever  of  the  necessity  of  treatii'j'  hem  with  becoming 
confidence.  Had  he  gone  with  the  wiioio  of  his  party,  or 
had  even  hesitated  before  he  made  the  signals  of  friendship, 
a  lance  would  probably  have  been  throw  u,  after  which  a 
rencounter  could  not  have  been  prevented,  which  in  such' 
rircumstaucus  must  have  terminated  fatally. 
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had  hitherto  been  discovered  in  the  country,  but 
the  cove  in  which  it  runs  lies  very  open  to  fiie  sea. 
When  the  nsitives  perceived  that  the  Englisli 
were  proceeding  towards  the  next  cove,  an  old 
man  made  signs  that  he  miglit  be  permitted  to  go 
first.  He  did  so,  and  when  he  had  ascended  the 
hill,  he  culled  out,  holding  up  bolh  his  hands 
(their  usual  signal  of  amity)  to  inform  the  na- 
tives in  the  next  cove,  that  the  people  wlio  were 
advancing  were  friends.  The  Governor's  party, 
however,  did  not  descend  to  that  cove;  but  as  he 
saw  about  forty  men,  and  did  not  suppose  they 
had  assembled  on  any  particular  occasion,  it  was 
evident  that  they  were  more  numerous  in  that 
part  than  had  been  imagined.  Governor  Phillip 
bad  calculated  before,  from  what  he  had  seen, 
that  all  the  inhabitants,  in  Botany  Hay,  Broken 
Bay,  and  the  intermediate  country,  could  not 
exceed  fifteen  hundred.  In  crossing  the  country 
between  Botany  Bay  and  Port  Jackson,  smoke 
was  observed  ai  the  top  of  Landsdown  Hills, 
which  clearly  proves  that  the  (erritory  is  inha- 
bited-as  far  as  those  nmuntains ;  a  distance  ihat 
cannot  be  less  than  fifty  miles  from  the  sea*. 

On  the  22d  of  June  a  slight  shock  of  an 
earthquake  was  perceived,  which  conliiuied  only 
two  or  three  seconds.  It  was  felt  by  most  of  the 
people  in  the  camp,  and  by  the  Governor  him- 
self, who  at  the  same  time  heard  a  noise  i'roni 
the  southward,  resembling  the  report  of  gnns 
iiced  at  a  considerable  distance. 

On  the  24th  a  convict  who  had  absconded  on 
the  5th,  having  committed  a  robbery,  returned 
into  the  camp  almost  starved.  He  had  supposed 
he  could  subsist  in  the  woods,  but  found  it  impos- 
sible. One  of  the  natives  after  having  given 
him  a  fish,  made  signs  for  him  to  go  away.  He 
afterwards  declared  that  he  joined  a  party  of  the 

*  From  further  cnquiricsit  was  rcascmably  conjectured  that 
one  of  the  natives  had  been  mtinlered,  and  several  wound> 
ed,  before  the  attack  made  upon  the  rtish^cnttcrs;  Gover. 
nor  Phillip  therefore,  on  his  return,  proclaimed  the  re- 
ward of  emancipation  to  any  convict  who  should  discover 
the  aggressors.  It'  this  step  did  not  procure  any  inforroa. 
don,  it  possibly  might  prevent  such  acts  of  violence  in  fu. 
turc. 

About  this  lime,  the  two  bulls  and  four  cows,  belonging 
to  government,  and  to  the  Governor,  from  the  neglect  of 
th(3  person  appointed  to  attend  them,  straycc  into  the 
woods,  and  never  could  be  recovered— a  loss  which  was 
much  to  be  regretted. 

The  fourth  of  June  demanded  due  celebration !  It  was  a 
day  of  reurission  from  labour,  and  of  general  festivity 


natives,  who  would  have  burnt  him,  hut  lie 
found  means  to  make  his  escape.  He  even  pre- 
tended to  have  seen  the  remains  of  a  luiiuan  body 
actually  lying  on  a  fire:  but  such  a  report,  from 
such  authority,  wasontitled  lulittlecredit.  IlesaiJ 
that  the  natives  were  at  this  time,  in  the  jrreafpit 
dibtress  for  food,  and  that  he  had  seen  four  (if 
them  dying  in  the  wood.s ;  making  fcigniiiijint 
Aligns  for  somelhing  to  eat,  as  if  they  were  pe- 
rishing through  hunger.  When  this  man  waa 
tried  lor  his  oll'cnce,  he  pleaded  guilty,  and  suf- 
fered with  another  criminal. 

By  degrees  the  settlement  of  Sydney  Cove  was 
now  advancing  towards  maturity.  Large  spaces 
were  opened,  plans  formed,  lines  marked,  and  a 
prospect,  at  least,  of  future  regularity  was 
clearly  discerned,  and  appeared  the  more  strik- 
ing by  the  recollection  of  the  former  confiisioii, 
By  the  plan  given  in  the  original  work,  linc'^  are 
traced  out  which  dislingnish  the  principal  street 
of  an  intended  town,  to  be  terminated  by  the  ^go- 
vernor's house,  the  main  guard,  and  the  criminal 
court.  The  |)i'iiicipal  streets,  according  to  the 
desif^n  in  this  plan,  will  be  two  hundred  feet 
wide.  It  is  also  propoicd  by  Governor  Phillip, 
that  when  houses  are  to  be  built  here,  the  graiitj 
of  land  shall  be  made  with  such  clauses,  as  will 
prevent  the  building  of  more  than  one  house  on 
one  allotment,  which  is  to  consist  of  sixty  feet  in 
front,  and  l.)0  feet  in  depth.  These  regulations 
will  preserve  uniformity  in  the  buildings,  pre- 
vent narrow  streets,  and  many  inconveniences, 
It  has  also  been  an  object  of  the  Governor's  at- 
tention to  place  tiu>  puhlic  buildings,  in  eligible 
situations,  and  to  give  the  store-houses  and  hos- 
pital sulhcient  space  for  future  enlargement. 

The  first  huts  that  were  erected  here,  were 
composed  of  very  perishable  materials^  the  soft  I 

throughout  the    settlement.      At  sun. rise   the  Sirins  and 
Supply   fired   each   a  salute  of  twenty-ono  guus ;   at  one  | 
o'clock  the  salutes  were  repeated,  when  the  marines  on 
shore  'fired  three  vollics.     Tiii;  same  honours  was  again  re. 
pcated  from  the  ships  at  sun.set.     Large  bonfires  wore  be- 
.held  blazing,  and  the  whole  camp  exhibited  a  scene  of  juj. 
That  the  happiness  of  the  day  might  be  general  in  the  sd- 
tiemcnt,  the  two  convicts  who  had  been  banished  to  an 
island  in  the  harbour,  received  a  full  pardon,  and  tookthcii  I 
part  in  the  general  exultation  of  the  day.     Thegovurnor't  | 
house  was  the  centre  of  conviviality  to  all  who  could  be  ad. 
mitted  :  nor  was  mi)  thing  neglected,  which  in  snch  a  si- 
tuation could  mark  ■>  day  of  celebrity,  consistent  with  pro*  I 
pricty  and  good  order. 

i'     •  •    .  ,  '  -■/'     wood  I 
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vood  of  the  cabbage  palm ;  being  only  intended 
,0  aflbrd  immediate  shelter ;  and  as  this  wood 
was  used  when  it  was  quitr  grecnj  it  was  the  less 
likely  to  prove  durable.  The  huts  of  tlic  con- 
victs were  slighter  still,  being  compoKisd  of  only 
upright  posts,  wattled  with  twig?,  and  phiistered 
lip  with  clay.  Barracks  and  huts  wore  after- 
wards formed  of  mere  durable  materials.  Ihiild- 
insjs  of  stone  might  easily  have  been  raised,  but 
(here  was  no  means  of  procuring  lime  for  mor- 
tar. Ill  building  a  small  house  for  the  Gover- 
nor, on  the  eastern  side  of  the  cove,  the  lime 
was  made  of  oyster  ihclls,  but  it  could  not  be 
thus  supplied  for  many  buildings. 

E,\cellcnt  clay  for  bricks  is  found  near  Sydney 
Cove,  and  good  bricks  have  been  made  from  it. 

The  hospital  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the 
cove,  on  a  very  salutary  spot,  entirely  clear  of 
the  town;  and  is  so  substantially  erected  that  it 
will  probably  be  lasting.  On  the  high  ground, 
between  the  hospital  and  tlie  town,  if  water  can 
be  obtained  by  sinking  wells,  the  Governor  in- 
tends to  erect  the  barracks,  surrounding  them 
with  proper  works.  The  ground  marked  out 
for  the  church  lies  still  nearer  the  town,  that  edi- 
fice being  proposed  to  form  one  side  of  the  prin- 
cipal parade.  A  store-house  was  in  contempla- 
tion that  might  be  secure  from  the  danger  of 
tire ;  as  in  a  country  exposed  to  frequent  storms 
of  thunder  and  Ifghtning,  it  excited  uneasy  sen- 
sations to  have  all  the  provisions  and  necessaries 
lodged  in  wooden  buildings,  covered  with  a 
combustible  kind  of  thatch.  On  an  elevated 
spot,  forming  the  west  side  of  the  cove,  a  small 
oliservatory  has  been  ruised,  under  the  direction 
of  Lieutenant  Dawes.  A  small  house  built  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  for  himself,  forms  the 
corner  of  the  parade;  and  the  principal  street 
will  be  carried  on  at  right  angles  with  the  front 
of  the  buildings.  Instead  of  thatch,  shingles 
iire  now  much  used,  made  from  a  tree  resembling 
u  fir;  but  producing  wood  not  much  inferior  to 
t\.2  English  oak.  The  principal  farm  is  situated 
in  the  next  cove  to  the  east  of  the  town. 


*  Metals  of  Tarious  kinds  are  supposed  to  abound  in  the 
soil  on  which  the  town  is  placed.  \  convict,  who  had  for. 
niorly  worked  in  the  Statfordshirc  lead  mines,  confulcnfly 
declared,  that  the  ground  they  were  now  clearing,  contained 
a  lirgc  quantity  of  that  ore ;  and  copper  is  supposed  to  lie 
under  some  rocks,  which  were  blowH  uj)  to  facilitate  the  sink. 
iiig  of  a  cellar.  The  Governor  himself  entertained  an  idea 
that  several  metals  were  contained  in  the  earth  near  the 


Sydney  Cove  lies  open  to  the  iidrth-east>  and 
is  continued  in  a  south-west  direction  for  about 
a  thousand  yards,  gradually  decreasing  from  tlie 
breadth  of  fourteen  hundred  feet  till  it  terminates 
in  a  point,  where  it  receives  a  small  stream  of 
fresh  water.  The  anchorage  extends  about  two 
thousand  feet  up  the  cove,  and  has  soundings  of 
four  fathoms  near  the  shore,  and  from  five  to 
seven  near  the  middle  of  the  channel.  It  is  per- 
fectly secure  in  all  winds;  and  for  a  considerable 
distance,  on  both  sides,  ships  can  lie  almost  close  • 
to  the  shore ;  nor  are  there  rocks  or  shallows,  in 
any  part  of  it,  to  render  the  navigation  danger- 
ous. Such  a  situation  could  not  fail  to  be  desi> 
rable  to  a  discerning  man,  who  wished  to  esta- 
blish a  settlement,  which  must  for  some  time  de- 
pend for  support  on  the  importation  of  the  prin- 
cipal necessaries  of  life  *. 

The  climate  at  Sydney  Cove  is  supposed  to  be 
equal  to  the-  Bnest  in  Europe.  The  rains  are 
never  of  long  contimiance;  fogs  are  seldom  seen* 
The  soil,  though  light  and  sandy  in  this  part,  in 
as  good  as  can  usually  be  found  so  near  the  sea- 
coast.  All  the  plants  and  fruit-trees,  brought 
from  Brazil  and  the  Cape,  which  received  no  da- 
mage in  the  passage,  thrive  exceedingly;  and 
vegetables  are  now  become  plentiful;  not  only  of 
the  European  sort,  but  of  such  as  arc  peculiar 
to  this  country.  The  orange  trees  flourish,  and 
the  vines  and  fig-trees  are  in  high  perfection. 
Should  not  other  articles  of  commerce  direct  the 
attention  of  the  settlers  to  other  points,  the 
wines  of  New  South  Wales  may  perhaps  be 
hereafter  sought  with  avidity,  and  become  a  part 
of  the  luxury  of  European  tables. 

The  flax-plant,  which  was  seen  by  our  Eu- 
ropeans at  their  flrst  arrival,  has  not  been  found 
since  in  any  great  abundance;  a  very  ample  sup- 
ply of  this  article  may,  however,  be  obtained 
from  Norfolk  Island.  It  is  supposed  that  the 
natives  pull  up  the  plant  when  it  is  in  flower,  to 
bt  used  in  their  Ashing  lines. 

On  the  whole,  notwithstanding  the  difiiculties 

and  disadvantages  at  flrst  experienced,  and  th";

spot,  and  that  mines  might  hereafter  be  worked  to  great 
advantage. 

In  places,  whore  they  were  digging  to  make  wells,  they 
found  a  substance  that  was  at  first  taken  for  a  metal,  and 
was  afterwards  found  to  ho  black  lead.  The  kind  of  pig- 
ment which  the  painters  call  Spanish  brown,  is  found  here 
in  great  abundance ;  and  the  white  clay,  with  which  the  na- 
tives paint  themselves,  is  still  iu  greater  plenty. 
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sicknesses  wliicli  from  various  causes  have  pre- 
vailed, the  settlement  at  Sydncj'  Cove  wore  a 
very  promising  aspect  vthen  the  last  accounts 
were  sent;  and  littkc  doubt  remains  hut  it  will 
hereafter  fully  answer  the  expectation  which  was 
formed  when  the  design  was  projected.  The 
scantiness  of  the  streams  of  fresh  water  was  for 


a  time  thought  unfavourable,  but  that  difficiiitt 
has  been  removed,  by  plenty  of  good  spriiigs 
which  have  been  discovered  by  digging.  Though 
the  house  huilt  for  Governor  Philip  stands  fifty, 
six  feet  above  high  wafer  mark,  yet  even  there 
by  sinking  a  well  fifteen  feet  in  the  rock,  an  ex- 
cellent spring  of  pure  water  has  been  obtained. 


SECTION   VII. 


Fish  outrageonsly  seized  hrj  the  Xalivcs — Another  Expedition  of  the  Governor — Further  Particulavs 
of  the  Manners,  Customs,  Sgc.  of  the  Mitivcs  of  A'ew  South  Wales. 


IT  being  generally  understood  that  the  natives 
were  much  dLstressed  for  provisions,  and  high- 
ly resented  the  incroachments  made  upon  their 
fishing-places;  a  general  order  had  been  issued 
to  those  sent  out  upon  such  parties,  to  give  a 
part  of  what  they  had  got  to  the  natives,  if  they 
happened  to  approach ;  in  consequence  of  which 
they  went  away  seemingly  well  satisfied:  but  on 
the  9th  of  July,  about  twenty  of  them,  armed 
with  spears,  visited  the  spot  where  the  Europeans 
were  fishing,  and,  without  any  apology  or  pre- 
tence, violently  seized  the  greater  part  of  the 
fish  which  were  in  the  seine.  While  this  detached 
party  committed  the  act  of  depredation,  a  much 
greater  number  presented  themselves  at  a  small 
distance,  with  their  spears  poized,  ready  to  have 
thrown  if  any  resistance  had  been  made.  But 
the  cockswain,  who  was  at  the  head  of  the 
fishing  party,  prudently  permitted  them  to  take 
away  what  they  chose,  and  they  parted  upon 
friendly  terms.  This  is  the  only  instance  in 
which  these  people  have  proceeded  to  an  unpro- 
voked act  of  violence;  and  even  this. they  may 
have  been  driven  to  by  necessity.  Since  this 
transaction  an  officer  has  always  been  sent  down 
with  the  boat. 

Governor  PhilHp,  with  a  small  party,  went 
out  about  this  time,  to  examine  the  land  be- 
tween Port  Jackson  and  Broken  Bay.     Many 

•  The  sililors,  who  wore  ordered  to  wait  on  the  beach  to 
take  rare  of  the  boat,  su w  uboiit  t\v j  uiidred  inuii,  divkled 
into  two  )>artie8.  After  sonio  time  (Iicy  drew  tlieniselves  up 
on  opposite  sides,  and  from  each  party  men  advaiiredsin;:;ly 
and  tlircw  their  spearsi,  at  (he  same  time  guarding  them. 
Kclves  witli  their  shields.    At  iirsit  this  scenied  tp  bo  merely  a 


hundred  acres  of  land  wore  here  foimd  free  from 
timber,  and  exlremely  fit  for  cultivation.  He 
proceeded  to  PiU  Wafer,  and  on  his  wiiy  saw 
many  of  the  natives,  but  none  of  them  tiiouoht 
proper  to  approach.  Rciurning  to  the  boals 
near  the  mouth  of  the  harbour,  fhey  saw  about 
fifty  of  the  people,  including  men,  women,  and 
children,  who  has  assembled  there.  Some  lionr<i 
were  passed  with  fhem  in  a  friendly  amicable 
manner,  but  though  in  all  this  time  th<*y  mani- 
fested no  uneasiness,  they  seemed  somewhat  de- 
lighted when  their  visitors  were  preparing  to  de- 
part. This  has  always  been  obseivrd  since  it 
lias  been  known  among  them  that  our  Europeans 
intend  to  remain  on  the  coast.  Many  of  the 
women  were  now  employed  in  fishing,  a  ser\i('e 
frequently  performed  by  them,  the  men  being 
principally  engaged  in  making  spears,  canoes, 
fish-gigs,  and  the  other  .articles  that  constitute 
their  necessary  stock  of  implements'*'. 

It  having  iieen  supposed  that  many  of  the  na- 
tives had  quitted  the  coast  on  account  of  tiie 
iicarcity  of  fish,  the  dift'eient  coves  of  the  har- 
bour were  examined  in  one  day.  Only  sixtv- 
seven  canoes  were  then  counted,  and  no  mure 
than  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  people  were 
seen.  But  it  was  the  season  in  which  fhcy  de- 
vote almost  the  whole  of  their  time  to  tiie  con- 
struction of  new  canoes:  large  parties  of  them

ever,  it  wore  a  more  serious  aspect,  and  the  wouion  r.iii  up  I 
and   down,    in  great  agitation,    uttering  violent  siiritk^. 
liut  it  dues  not  appear  tiiat  any  of  the  men  were  kiiieil  ur  | 
wounded. 
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were  consequently  seen  in  the  woods  preparing 
materials  for  that  essential  purpose*. 

From  the  extraordinary  shyness  of  these  peo- 
ple since  the  arrival  of  the  settlement,  little  ad- 
dition has  been  acquired  to  the  knowledge  of 
their  manners^  as  related  by  Captain  Cook;  but 
most  of  his  observations  have  been  contirnied. 
The  assertion  that  they  have  not  any  nets^  is 
mtong  the  very  few  that  have  been  found  erro- 
iicowsf .  Small  nets  have  been  brought  over  to 
England,  the  manufacture  of  which  is  very  cu- 
rious; the  twine  of  them  appears  to  be  com- 
|)osed  of  the  fibres  of  the  flax-plant,  with  very 
little  preparation :  it  is  strong,  heavy,  and  so  ex- 
tremely well  twisted  that  it  seems  to  have  a  near 
affinity  to  the  best  whip-cord.  Governor  Phillip 
mentions  lines  of  their  manufacture,  made  of  the 
fur  of  some  animal,  and  others  that  seemed  to 
be  of  cotton.  The  meshes  of  their  nets  arc 
formed  of  large  loops,  curiously  inserted  into 
each  other,  but  without  any  knots.  At  u  little 
distance  they  appear  like  common  nets,' but  when 
they  are  inspected,  a  peculiar  mode  is  observ- 
able. This  net  seems  to  have  been  used  as  a 
landing  net,  or  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the 
fish  when  taken.  These  people  are  also  provided 
with  small  hoop  nets  for  catching  lobsters  and 
cray-fish. 

The  inhabitants  have  few  ornaments,  except 
those  which  are  impressed  upon  the  skin,  or  laid 
on  as  paint.  The  beards  of  the  men  are  short, 
and  are  supposed  to'be  kept  in  that  state  by  occa- 
sionally scorching  oiT  the  hair.  On  the  (irst  ar- 
rival of  Europeans  among  them,  they  took  par- 
ticular delight  in  being  shaved.  They  frequently 
hang  in  their  hair  the  teeth  of  dugs,  and  other 
animals,  the  claws  of  a  lobster,  or  any  kind  of 
small  bone,  which  they  fasten  with  a  kind  of 
gum ;  but  no  such  decorations  are  ever  seen  upon 
the  women.  Though  they  never  attempt  to 
cloath  themselves,  they  arc  not  insensible  of  the 


•  ShorHy  after  this  cxuniination,  (io?crnor  Pliillip  went 
a^ain  to  explore  the  coast  between  Port  .Jackson  and  Bo- 
tany  Bay.  In  this  joiiiuey  he  saw  very  few  of  the  natives, 
but  he  observed  additional  proofs  of  their  havini;  been  dis. 
trrssrd  for  food,  lu  tlie  preceding  summer  they  could 
not  eat  cither  the  shark  or  the  sting  ray,  but  now  much 
coarser  food  was  highly  acceptable,  or  any  thing  that  af- 
f(inled  the  smallest  nutriment.  A  young  whale  having  just 
ttfva  driven  on  the  coast,  they  \verc  busily  employed  in 
lurrying  it  away.     Not  a  native  nas  seen  without  having 
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cold;  rain  is  irksome  to  them :  during  a  shower 
they  frequently  cover  their  heads  with  pieces  of 
bark,  and  are  observed  to  shudder  exceedingly. 
Governor  Phillip  was  convinced  that  cloathing 
would  be  very  acceptable  to  them,  if  they  could 
be  induced  to  learn  the  use  of  it.  He  therefore 
applied  for  a  supply  of  frocks  and  jacket8.^ti)  dis- 
tribute among  them.  They  are  to  be  long  and 
loose:  and  equally  calculated  for  men  and  wo- 
men. 

The  persons  of  these  people  smell  strongly  of 
oil,  and  their  colour  is  rendered  darker,  by  dirt; 
But  though  they  have  so  little  delicacy  in  these 
points,  they  seem  exceedingly  disgusted  if  they 
meet  with  strong  effluvia  to  which  their  organs 
are  unaccustomed.  One  of  them,  who  had 
touched  a  piece  of  pork,  presented  his  finger  for 
his  companions  to  smell,  with  strong  marks  of 
distaste.  They  never  refuse  to  accept  of  bread 
and  meat,  when  it  is  offered  to  them ;  but  they 
usually  throw  it  away  soon  after.  Fish  they  ac- 
cept with  great  eagerness. 

They  are  supposed  to  burn  the  dead;  this  is 
evident  from  the  following  account.  The  ground 
seemed  to  have  been  raised  in  several  places,  like 
the  graves  of  the  inferior  people  in  England, 
Governor  Phillip  ordered  some  of  these  barro^^s 
to  be  opened.  In  one  of  them  n  jaw-bone  was 
seen,  not  quite  consumed;  but  in  general  they 
contained  only  ashes;  and  they  were  so  disposed, 
that  it  clearly  appeared  the  body  must  have  been 
laid  at  length,  raised  a  few  inches  only  from  the 
ground,  just  sufficient  to  admit  a  fire  under  it ; 
and  having  been  consumed  in  this  position,  it 
must  afterwards  have  been  covered  lightly  over 
with  mould.  Fern  is  generally  spread  upon  the 
surface,  with  a  few  stones,  to  prevent  its  being 
scattered  by  the  wind.  These  graves  are  not  nu- 
merous, nor  are  they  near  any  of  their  huts. 

Late  accounts  from  Port  Jackson  mention,  that 
the  natives  still  avoided  all  intercourse  with  our 


large  pieces  of  it,  which  appeared  to  have  been  laid  a  short 
time  upon  the  (ire,  that  the  outside  Jiiight  ln^  properly 
scorched.  In  this  state  they  swallow  all  their  (i<h,  iierer 
snlferiirg  it  to  broil  for  more  than  a  few  minutes.  The 
wiater  months,  in  which  li^h  are  extremely  scarce  upon 
the  coast,  are  June,  .Tuly,  August,  and  part  of  Scptem. 
ber.

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settlcmeni,  either  from  dislike,  or  from  con- 
tempt. They  perhaps  suppose  that  wc  cannot 
teach  them  any  thing,  that  will  make  them 
amends  for  our  encroachments  upon  their  fishing' 
places.  They  seem  perfectly  honest  amonji^  them- 
selves, and  often  leave  their  spears  and  other  im- 
plements upon  the  beach,  in  perfect  confidence 
of  tinding  them  untouched.  But  the  convicts 
too  frequently  make  free  with  them,  and  dispose 
of  them  to  vessels  coming  to  England,  though 
they  thus  become  liable  to  be  prosecuted  for 
theft,  or  for  purchasing  stolen  goods. 

Except  in  the  aflair  of  sfjzing  the  fish,  the  na- 
tives have  not  attempted  to  annoy  the  settlers,  by 
setting  fire  to  the  grass,  as  they  did  when  Cap- 
tain Cook  was  on  the  coast;  nor  have  they  ma- 
nifested any  desire  to  burn  the  crops  of  corn. 
Should  any  design  of  thiii  kind  ever  appear  to  be 
entertained,  it  must  at  all  events  be  counteracted; 
but  in  no  other  case,  harsh  measures  will  be 
adopted.  Conciliation  is  the  plan  to  be  par- 
sued:  but  Governor  Phillip,  when  he  last  wrote, 
seemed  to  think  he  should  never  get  any  of  them 
to  remain  long  enough  among  his  people,  for 
either  to  learn  the  knguage  of  the  other,  except 
by  constraint.

Animals  op  New  South  Walks. 

OF  Quadrupeds,  the  whole  stock  in  the  coun- 
try appears  to  be  confined  to  a  very  few  species : 
Wolves  have  not  been  seen,  though  the  tracks  of 
them  were  frequently  observed  on  the  coast  by 
Captain  Cook's  party.  Birds  are  numerous,  but 
they  generally  belong  to  classes  already  known  to 
naturalists.  A  few  drawings,  however,  and 
specimens  of  both,  have  been  sent  over,  and  a 
short  account  of  tbera  is  given.  Of  reptiles, 
few  have  been  seen  that  are  in  the  least  curious. 
A  large  lizard  of  the  Scineus  kind,  with  the  pe- 
culiarity of  a  horji  standing  near  the  extremity  of 
(he  tail,  is  said  to  be  among  some  specimens  sent 
over  as  private  presents.  Also  a  kind  of  frog,  of 
a  blue  colour ;  but  these  do  not,  in  other  re- 
spects, differ  materially  from  the  usual  form  of 
their  respective  species. 

QUADRUPEDS. 

The  Kangooroo  has  bccu  already  described. 


The  Spotted  OpossirM. 

THE  length  of  this  animal,  fr6m  the  note  to 
the  extremity  of  the  tail  is  twenty- five  int^ics,  of 
which  the  tail  makes  about  nine  or  ten.  The 
general  colour  of  the  animal  is  black,  iiu-liiiini; 
to  brawn  beneath:  the  neck  and  body  are  spotted 
with  irregular  roundish  patches  of  whit''.  The 
cars  arc  large,  and  stand  erect;  the  visage  is 
pointed,  and  the  muzzle  furnished  with  Ion" 
slender  hairs:  all  the  legs,  from  the  knees  down- 
ward arc  almost  naked,  and  ash-coloured:  on 
the  fore  feet  are  five  claws;  and  on  the  hind 
four  and  a  thumb,  without  a  claw:  about  au 
inch  and  half  of  the  tail,  from  the  root,  is  co- 
vered with  hairs  like  those  on  the  body ;  from 
thence  to  the  end  with  long  ones  resembling 
those  of  a  squirrel.  The  specimen  from  which 
this  account  was  taken,  is  a  female,  and  has  six 
teats  placed  in.  a  circle,  within  the  pouch. 

Vulpine  Opossum. 

THIS  resembles  the  common  fox  in  shape, 
but  much  smaller,  being,  from  the  point  of  the 
nose,  to  the  setting  on  of  the  tail,  only  twentj- 
six  inches;  the  tail  is  fifteen  inches:  the  upper 
parts  of  the  body  a  mixture  of  dusky  and  white 
hairs,  with  rufous-yellow  tinge :  the  head  and 
shoulders  partaking  most  of  this  last  colour: 
round  the  eyes  blackish :  above  the  nostrils  ten  or 
twelve  black  whiskers,  four  inches  or  more  in 
length  :  all  the  under  parts  of  the  body  are  of  a 
tawny  buif-colour :  the  tail  is  the  colour  of  the  I 
back  for  about  a  quarter  of  its  length,  from 
then '3  to  the  end  black  :  it  has  five  toes  on  each 
fore  foot,  the  inner  one  being  placed  high  up; 
on  the  hind  feet  four  toes  only,  with  a  thumb, 
consisting  of  two  joints,  without  a  claw,  placed 
high  up.  The  whole  foot  serves  the  purpose  of 
a  hand,  as  in  many  of  the  opossum  genus.  The 
legs  are  shorter  in  proportion  than  those  of  the 
common  fox.  The  ears  are  about  an  inch  ai.da 
half  in  length :  in  the  upper  jaw  are  six  cutting 
teeth,  and  four  grinders  with  two  small  canine  | 
teeth  at  an  equal  distance  between  them. 

Norfolk  Island  Flying  Squirrel. 

ABOUT  the  size  of  the  American  grey  squir 
rel,  and  the  colour  of  the  upper  part  nearly  rc' 
scmbling  that  animal ;  the  under  parts  white :  s 
streak  of  dusky  black  runs  from  the  nose  to  the 
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tail,  and  another  springs  on  each  side  of  the 
head  behind  the  nostriU:  ears  not  rising  from 
the  head :  on  each  side  of  (he  body  is  a  broad 
flap  or  mcfnbranej  as  in  other  flying  squirrels, 
which  is  united  to  the  fore  and  hinjiegs:  this 
membrane  is  black,  fringed  on  the  outer  edge 
with  white:  the  tail  for  two-thirds  of  the 
length,  is  of  an  elegant  ash  colour,  paler  than 
the  body;  from  thence  to  the  end  dusky  black: 
the  toes  on  the  fore  legs  are  five  in  number ; 
those  of  the  hinder  uncertain,  the  legs  behind 
being  wanting:  length  from  head  to  rump  nine 
inches :  the  tail  tea  inches. 

BIRDS.        • 

Blue  Bellied  Parrot. 

THE  length  of  this  beautiful  bird  is  fifteen 
inches.  The  bill  is  reddish ;  orbits  black :  head 
and  throat  dark  blue,  mixed  with  lighter  blue 
feathers:  back  part  of  the  head  green;  towards 
tliethroat  yellow  green;  back  and  wings  green: 
prime  quills  dusky,  barred  with  yellow :  breast 
red,  mixed  with  yellow:  belly  of  a  fine  blue: 
thighs  green  and  yellow:  tail  cuneiform;  the 
two  middle  feathers  green ;  the  others  the  same, 
with  bright  yellow  on  the  outer  edges:  legs 
dusky.     Inhabits  Botany  Bi^y. 

Tabuan  Parrot. 

THE  length  of  this  parrot  is  about  twenty- 
four  inches:  the  bill  brown,  the  upper  mandi- 
ble tinged  with  red  :  the  head,  neck,  and  under 
parts  of  the  body  a  bright  scarlet :  the  back  and 

I  wings  a  beautiful  green.  On  the  lower  part  of 
the  neck, '  between  that  and  the  back,  a  crescent 
of  blue:  the  t^il  long,  and  cuneiform;  most  of 
iU  feathers  deep  blue;  the  legs  ash-coluured ;  on 
the  upper  part  of  the  wings  is  seen  a  narrow  line 

[of  lighter  green. 

'    Pennantian   Parrot. 

SIZE  of  the  scarlet  Lory ;  length  about  six- 
Itmi  inches:  the  bill  of  a  blueish  horn  colour: 
■the  general  colour  of  the  plumage  scarlet:  the 
Ibase  of  the  under  mandible  and  the  chin  covered 
■with  fine  blue  feathers;  the  back  black,  the  fca- 
Itbers  edged  with  crimson :  wings  blue,  but  much 
paler  down  the  middle :  the  quills  and  tail  black, 


the  feathers  edged  outerly  with  blue,  and  three 
of  the  outer  tail  feathers,  from  the  middle  to  the 
end,  of  a  pale  blue:  the  tail  wedge  shaped,  the 
middle  feathers  eight  inches  in  length ;  the  outer- 
most only  four:  the  bottom  of  the  thighs  blue; 
legs  dusky,  claws  black. 

Pacific  Paroquet. 

THE  length  twelve,  inches,  bill  of  a  silvery 
blue,  end  black:  in  some  the  forehead,  and  half 
the  crown,  of  a  deep  crimson,  in  others,  thft 
forehead  only:  behind  each  eye  a  spot  of  the. 
same  colour:  on  each  side  of  the  vent  a  patch  of 
the  same:  the  plumage  of  a  dark  green,  palest 
on  the  under  part;  the  tail  is  cuneiform;  the 
two  middle  feathers  five  inches  and  a  half  in 
length;  the  outer  ones  two  and  a  half;  upper 
parts  of  the  same  green  as  the  body;  beneath 
ash-colour :  the  outer  edge  of  the  wings,  as  far 
as  the  middle  of  the  quills,  deep  blue :  the 
ends  of  the  quilU  dusky;  legs  brown^  claws 
black.  ,         ,    , 

The  Sacred  King's  Fisher. 

THE  size  is  rather  less  than  a  blackbird :  the 
bill  black;  the  lower  mandible  yellowish  at  the 
base :  head,  back,  wings  and  tail,  blue,  tinged 
with  green :  the  under  parts  of  the  body  white, 
extending  round  the  neck  like  a  collar:  legs 
blackish.  The  bill  is  strong  at  the  base,  and 
sharp  at  the  point.    .  ■ 

Superb  Warbler— JWfl/t?. 

THE  length  five  inches  and  a  half;  the  bill 
black ;  the  feathers  of  the  h^ad  long,  and  erect 
like  a  full  crest;  from  the  forehead  to  the  crown 
of  a  bright  blue;  from  thence  to  the  nape,  black 
like  velvet:  through  the  eyes  from  the  bill,  a 
line  of  black;  beneath  the  eye  springs  a  tuft  of 
blue  feathers:  beneath  these,  and  on  the  chin,  a 
deep  blue  feeling  like  velvet :  on  the  ears  ano- 
ther patch  of  blue,  and  across  the  back  part  of 
the  head  a  band  of  the  same.  The  hind  part  of 
the  neck,  and  upper  parts  of  the  body  and  tail, 
deep  blue:  the  under  pure  white;  wings  dusky, 
shafts  of  the  quills  chesnut:  tail  two  inches  and 
a  quarter  long,  and  cuneiform;  the  two  outer 
feathers  very  short:  legs  dusky  brown,  claws 
black. 
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Superb  Warbleii — Female. 


THE  Female  Superb  Warbler  is  entirely  des- 
titute of  all  the  fine  blue  colours,  pale  as  ^vell 
as  dark,  by  which  the  male  is  adnriiei! ;  except 
that  there  is  a  verv  narrow  circle  of  azure  round 
each  eye,  apparently  on  the  skiu  only:  all  the 
upper  tVuthers  consist  of  shades  of  brown,  and 
the  throat  and  belly  is  white.  Except  from  the 
shape  and  size,  this  bird  would  not  be  suspected 
to  belong  to  the  same  species  as  the  male.  The 
epithet  of  Supirb  seems  ill  applied  to  the  female. 

The  Caspian  Tern — Web-footed. 

Til  E  length  of  this  bird  is  nineteen  or  twenty 
inches;  the  bill  three  inches,  stout  and  of  a  pale 
yellow;  nostrils  pervious;  crown  of  the  head 
black ;  the  feathers  longish,  and  forming  a  kind 
of  pensile  crest  at  the  nape;  the  rest  of 'the  head, 
neck,  and  under  parts  of  the  body  white :  back 
and  wings  pale  cinereous  grey:  quills  grey,  with 
the  ends  dusky;  the  inner  webs,  half  way  from 
the  base,  white:  tail  grey,  forked;  the  end  half 
of  the  other  feathers  white;  legs  black.  This  is 
supposed  to  inhabit  China,  the  Friendly  Isles,  and 
Hapaee,  one  of  the  Sandwich  Islands.

Norfolk  Island  Petrel — Web-footed. 

THE  length  sixteen  inches;  bill  one  inch  and 
a  half  long,  und  hooked  at  the  tip:  the  head  as 
far  as  the   eyes,    the  chin  and  throat,    waved, 
brown  and  dusky  white:  the  body,  oo  the  upper 
parts,  of  a  sooty  brown,  the  under  of  a  deep 
ash  colour:  the  inner  part  of  the  quills,  espe- 
cially next  the  base,  very  pale;  and  the  wings, 
when  closed,  exceed  the  tail  by  abodt  an  incTi : 
the  tail  is  rounded  in  shape,  consisting  of  twelve 
feathers  of  the  same  colour  as  the  upper  parts  of 
the  body:   the  legs  are  pale  yellow,  the  outer 
toe  black  the  whole  length,  the  mid«!le  one  half 
way  from  the  tip,  the  webs  also  correspond,  the 
outer  one  being  black,  except  at  the  base ;  and 
the  inner  one  black  for  about  one  third  from  the 
end;  the  claws  black:    the  spur,   which  serves 
as  a  back  toe,  is  also  black.     This  inhabits  Nor- 
folk Island,  and   burrows  like  a  rabbit  in  the 
sand;   continuing  in  the  holes  throughout  the 
day,  and  coming  out  in  the  evenings  in  search  of 
food. 


BttONZE-WfNOED   PiGtOH. 

THE  size  of  a  large  dove-bouse  pigeon ;  t]ie 
general  plumage  ash-colour,  brown  on  the 
upper  parts,  the  feathers  margined  with  pale  ru- 
fous; the  under  parts  pale  ash-cniour,  vi(|, 
pale  margins;  the  wing  coverts  the  same  rolout 
as  the  back,  but  the  greater  ones  have  each  a 
large  oval  spot  of  bronze  on  the  outer  webs  near 
the  ends,  forming  together,  when  the  wings  are 
closed,  two  bars  of  very  brilliant  bronze,  chang- 
ing into  red,  copper,  and  green,  in  difl'ercnt  re- 
flections of  light.  Several  of  the  feathers, 
among  the  other  coverts,  have  also  the  same  spou 
on  them,  but  they  are  irregularly  placed:  the 
quills  are  brown,  with  the  inner  webs,  from  the 
middle  to  the  base,  pale  rufous,  as  are  the  sides 
of  the  body,  and  all  the  under  wing  coverts:  the 
tail  has  sixteen  feathers;  the  two  middle  ones 
brown,  the  others  pale  lead,  or  dove-colour, 
with  flHbar  of  black  near  the  tips ;  the  bill  of  a  dull 
red,  the  forehead  very  pale,  passing  a  little  my 
under  the  eye:  the  chm  and  throat  pale  grcv; 
the  legs  red.'   This  bird  inhabits  Norfolk  Island. 

WitlTE-FltONtED    IIeRON. 

THIS  bird  is  little  more  than  half  the  size  of  | 
the  common  heron:  the  length  is  twentv-eight 
inches :  the  general  plumage  blueish  ash :  top  of  I 
the  head  black;  the  forehead,  sides  of  the  head, 
chin,  and  throat  white,  passing  downwards,  and 
finishing  in  a  point  about  the  middle  of  the  neck 
beforte :  on  the  lower  part  of  the  neck  the  fea- 
thers are  long  and  loose,  and  of  a  pale  cinnamool 
colour:  the  under  parts  of  the  body  also  inclineto 
this  last  colour,  but  are  considerably  paler:  (he I 
quills   and  tail    are  ditrk   lead    colour,    almost  | 
black :  on  the  back  the  feathers  ate  long  and  nar- 
row, and  hang  part  of  the  way  on  ihe  tail :  the  I 
bill  is  four  inches  long  and  blilck;  but  thebasel 
half  of  the  under  mandible  is  yellowish;  the  legil 
are  formed  as  in  other  herons,   of  a  yellonishl 
brown  colour,  and  the  claws  are  black.  Tliisbitd| 
was  sent  from  Port  Jackson  in  New  Ilollaiid. 

Wattled  Bee-Eater. 

The  length  of  this  bird  is  about  fourteen  iii-l 
ches  and  a  half:  the  bill  one  inch,  and  of  iiearljl 
the  shape  and  size  as  in  the  Poe  bird:  the  colouti 
black;  the  gcncralcolour  of  the  plumage  hrovnl 
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paleit  on  the  un'ler  parts :  most  of  tlic  feathers 
are  pointed  in  ^hapc,  having  a  streak  of  vhilc 
down  the  middle:  the  fore  part  of  the  head  as  far 
as  the  eyes,  is  smooth  ;  the  rest  of  the  licad  ap- 
pears full,  the  feathers  heing  longer ;  from  the 
irape  of  the  bill,  a  broad  streak  o?  silvery  white 
passes  under  the  eye  ;  and  beneath  tiiis,  on  each 
tide  of  the  throat,  hangs  a  pendulous  wattle, 
about  half  an  inch  in  length,  and  of  an  orange 
colour:  the  wings  when  closed,  reach  about 
one  third  on  the  tail,  which  is  about  half  the 
length  of  the  bird,  and  cuneiform  in  shape: 
the  quills  and  tail  feathers  are  of  a  darker  brown 
than  the  rest  of  the  birds,  and  have  the  tips 
white :  the  middle  of  the  belly  is  viillow  :  the 
legs  are  of  a  pale  brown,  the  hmd  loo  very  stout, 
and  the  outer  toe  connected  to  the  middle  one  as 
far  as  the  first  joint.  It  inhabits  New  Holland, 
and  vvas  received  from  Port  Jackson. 

PsiTTACEOUS  HORNBILI. 

TUTS  bird  is  about  the  size  of  a  crow:  the 
length  two  feet  three  inches:  the  bill  large,  stout 
at  the  base,  much  curved  at  the  point,  and  chun- 
uelled  on  the  sides :  the  colour  pale  brown,  in- 


clining to  yellow  near  the  end ;  the  nostrils  are  at 
the  base,  and  are  surrounded  with  a  red  skin, 
a»  is  the  eye  also  oi>  the  upper  part :  the  head, 
neck,  and  under  parts  of  the  body  of  a  pale  blue 
grey  ;  the  upper  part  of  the  body,  wings,  and 
tail  ash -col  our;  most  of  the  feathers  are  tipt  with 
dusky  black,  funning  bars  of  that  colour  across 
the  wings:  the  wings,  when  closed,  reach  to  near 
tlirc(!  quarters  of  the  length  of  the  tail :  the  tail 
is  long,  and  cuneiform  ;  the  two  middle  feathers 
nicusurin^!,  eleven  inches,  and  the  outer  one  on 
each  side  little  more  than  seven ;  a  bar  of  black 
crosses  the  whole  near  the  end,  and  the  tips  of  all 
the  feathers  are  white:  the  legs  are  short  and 
scaly,  and  the  toes  placed  two  forwards,  and  two 
backwards,  as  in  those  of  the  toucan  or  parrot 
genus:  legs  and  claws  black:  this  bird  was  killed 
at  Port  Jackson*. 

A  section  then  follows  containing  Mintical 
directions,  and  other  detached  remarks  hy  Lien- 
tenant  Ball,  concerning  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Abrfolk 
Island,  Ball  Pyramid,  and  Lord  Howe  Island. 
As  these  remarks  are  purely  nautical,  and  cannot 
aflbrd  information  or  amusement  to  the  general 
reader,  we  shall  pass  over  that  section,  and  pro- 
ceed to  another,  which  professes  to  be.

SECTION    I. 


A  Concise  Account  of  Lieutenant  Shortland — His  various  Services — 4ppointed  Agent  to  the  Trans- 
ports sent  to  Mw  South  IVales— Ordered  by  Governor  Phillip  to  England,  by  Batavia—Joumat 
of  his  Voyage — Mw  Discoveries. 


LIEUTENANT  JOHN  SHORTLAND 
had  very  early  in  life,  a  strong  predilection 
I  for  the  navy,  and,  in  1755,  at  the  age  of  sixteen, 
entered  into  his  majesty's  service,  in  the  Anson, 
{of  sixty  guns,  which  went  out  in  the  fleet  under 
I  the  command  of  Admiral  Boscawen  On  the 
iBanks  of  Newfoundland  this^  fleet  fell  in  with, 
land  took  the  Alcide  and  Ly's,  two  French  ships 
lof  seventy-four  guns.  Returning  from  this  ex- 
Ipcdition,  Mr.  Shortland  went  on  board  the  Cul- 
lloden,  of  seventy-four  guns,  and  was  in  the  fleet 

*  Such  is  the  account  of  the  birds  of  which  sporimens 
kve  been  obtained  from  Port  Jackson,  or  from  A'orfollt 
psland.

under  Admiral  Byng,  off^  IMinorca.  He  went  soon 
afterwards  into  the  Hampton  Court,  commanded 
by  Captain  Harvey,  in  which  he  was  present  at 
the  taking  of  the  Foudroyant  and  Arpe.  Ar- 
riving in  England,  he  went  on  board  the  Van- 
guard, Commodore  Swanton,  to  the  West  Indies, 
in  the  fleet  under  Admira!  Rodney,  and  was  pre- 
sent at  the  reduction  of  Martinique,  the  Gre- 
nades, and  the  other  islands  which  were  then  cap- 
tured. In  1763  he  was  appointed  Lieutenant  by 
Admiral  Swanton,  since  which  period  he  has  al-r 

wary  kind  have  frequently  been  soon ;  but  they  arc  so  shy, 
and  run  so  rapidly  tliat  only  one  of  them  had  yet  been 
killed.

GOVERNOR  PHILLIP'S  VOYAGE  TO  BOTANY  BAY» 


vays  been  engaged  in  important  services.  Dur- 
ing (lie  late  war^  and  fur  onic  time  afterwards, 
he  was  principally  employed  in  going  to  and  from 
America,  except  in  178'-^,  when  he  commanded 
the  transports  with  the  i)tli  regiment  on  hoard, 
destined  to  relieve  Gibraltar,  under  convoy  of 
the  Cerberus  and  Apollo :  he  succeeded  iu  getting 
in  all  the  transports  in  perfect  safety,  and  landed 
the  men  without  loss  or  accidents. 

On  his  return  from  this  service,  in  attempting 
to  get  through  the  Gut  of  Gibraltar  in  the  night, 
he  was  chased  by  a  squadron  of  Spanish  frigates, 
who  took  three  of  the  transports  in  company,  but 
he  fortunately  escaped  in  the  Betsey  transport, 
and  arrived  safe  in  England.  In  1786  he  was 
appointed  agent  to  the  transports  sent  by  go- 
vernment to  New  South  Wales,  where  he  arrived 
in  January  1788.  After  remaining  six  months  at 
the  New  settlement  of  Port  Jackson,  he  was  or- 
dered to  England  by  Governor  Phillip,  who  ho- 
noured him  vvrfh  dispatches  for  Government. 
He  arrived  in  England  on  the  29tb  of  May, 
1789. 

This  concise  recapitulation  of  Mr.  Shortland's 
services  sutliciently  points  out  his  merit  and  abi- 
lity as  an  experienced  seaman,  without  any  fur- 
ther eulogium. 

The  Alexander,  the  Friendship,  the  Prince 
OF  Wales,  and  the  Borrowdale,  were  got 
ready,  early  in  July,  1788,  to  sail  for  England, 
under  the  conduct  of  Lieutenant  Shortland.  Go- 
vernor Phillip  took  the  opinions  of  the  roasters  of 
these  transports  concerning  their  route.  After 
which  it  was  agreed  that  they  should  go  to  the 
northward,  cither  through  the  Endeavour  Straits, 
or  round  New  Guinea.  Unfortunately,  however, 
the  ships  were  very  ill  prepared  for  every  mode 
of  return :  their  complement  of  men  was  small, 
only  six  to  an  hundred  tons,  officers  included : 
they  were  without  a  surgeon,  and  unprovided 
with  sour  crout,  portable  soup,  and  the  other  an- 
tiseptics recommended  by  the  Royal  Society.  It 
cannot  therefore  be  a  matter  of  surprize  that  the 
sailors  should  have  suffered  so  dreadfully  from 
the  scurvy  :  in  the  length  of  time  necessary  for 
exploring  a  passage  through  an  unknown  sea 


*  In  the  forenoon  of  the  6th  of  Augvst,  several  canoes 
were  seen  with  Indians  in  them,  who  came  close  up  the 
ship,  without  seeming  apprehensive  of  danger.  Rapes  were 
throwB>  whick  they  raadily  took  hold  of,  and  suffered,  the 


perplexed  with  islands ;  and  had  not  the  good 
fortune  to  obtain  a  supply  of  salutary  refresh- 
ments. 

Lieutenant  Shortland,  in  the  Alexander  trans- 
port  sailed  from  Port  Jackson  on  the  14th  of 
July,  1788,  directing  his  course  to  the  east-north- 
east, with  intention  to  touch  at  Lord  Howe 
island,  and  there  to  appoint  each  ship  a  place  of 
rendezvous  in  case  of  separation.  This  neces- 
sary step,  which  ought  to  have  been  previously 
taken,  had  been  omitted :  the  Alexander  not  hav- 
ing been  able  to  join  the  other  transports  till  the 
evening  before  their  departure.  Even  then,  the 
boats,  booms,  and  spare  anchors,  were  stowed 
loose  between  decks,  in  a  manner  which  must 
have  produced  dangerous  consequences,  had  the 
ship  been  thus  exposed  to  a  heavy  sea.  As  sood 
as  the  weather  appeared  tolerably  favourable  for 
working  out  of  the  harbour.  Lieutenant  Short- 
land  made  the  signals  to  the  masters  of  the  other 
transports  to  get  under  way  without  waiting  for 
his  ship. 

Lieutenant  Shortland  having,  at  length,  lust 
sight  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  Borrowdale, 
was  resolved  to  go  to  Lord  Howe  Island  to 
wait  a  day  or  two  for  them,  supposing  thev 
might  touch  there  with  similar  intentions.  On 
the  19th  he  steered  a  direct  course  for  that  island, 
but  he  afterwards  thought  it  more  prudent  to  re- 
linquish the  design  of  calling  there.  The  Prince 
of  Wales  and  Borrowdale  transports  were  seen  no 
more  throughout  the  voyage,  and  it  has  »ince 
been  known  that  they  took  another  course. 

On  Monday  July  21,  at  ten  in  the  morning, 
the  master  of  the  Friendship  went  on  board  the 
Alexander,  and  Carteret's  harbour  was  appointed 
by  Lieutenant  Shortland  as  the  place  of  rendez- 
vous. The  same  day,  at  five  in  the  afternoon, 
land  was  discovered,  bearing  from  south-w(<t 
by  west,  at  the  distance  of  eight  leagues:  it  I 
was  about  six  or  seveu  leagues  in  length,  (he 
land  very  high,  with  a  remarkable  peak  :  It  \m 
now  named  Sir  Charles  Middleton's  Island  It 
lies  in  latitude  28°  IC  south,  and  in  longitude 
1590  50' east*.

ship  to  tow  them  along ;  in  this  situation  Ihej  willingly  tt. 
changed  rings  which  they  wore  on  their  arms,  and  beads  of ! 
their  own  manufacture,  for  nails  and  other  trifles,  !>Iie»in{  | 
a  decided  prcfcrcoce  to  whatevj."  was  made  of  iron.    G'' 
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to  make  boxes,  or  small  cases,  of  which  every 
man  had  one  to  contain  his  little  rings  and  beads. 
At  noon  a  point  of  land  was  seen,  running  from 
the  Two  Brothers,  now  named  Cape  Satisfaction; 
aadthc  rock,  which  had  been  mistakea  for  a  ship, 
\ras  calle(L.thc  Eddy  stone,  and  bore  north  by 
yttit,  distant  four  leagues. 

The  superiority  of  these  people  over  the  New 
Hollanders,  in  sir.c  and  strength.  Lieutenant 
Shortland  says,  is  very  remarkable.  Their  ca- 
noes, which  contained  from  six  to  fourteen  men, 
are  well  put  together,  the  bows  and  stems  very 
lofty,  carved  with  diifercnt  figures,  and  stained 
with  a  kind  of  red  paint.  They  were,  indeed, 
formed  exactly  on  the  same  model  and  construc- 
tion as  those  of  Otaheite.  The  ornaments  worn 
bv the  inhabitants  of  Simboo  (the  name  given  to 
this  island )  were  large  rings  of  white  bone,  one 
or  two  of  which  every  man  had  upon  his^rist, 
and  a  shell  with  a  ixiathcr,  which  was  tied  upon 
the  head.  About  two  in  the  afternoon  the  Lieu- 
tenant's visitors  thought  proper  to  depart,  find- 
ing they  had  followed  the  ship  as  far  as  they 
could  venture  to  trust  themselves,  and  made  im- 
mediately for  the  shore.  From  what  these  peo- 
ple had  in  their  possession,  it  appeared  that  their 
land  produced  cocoa-nuts,  bread  fruit,  bananas, 
and  many  other  vegetaUles  of  the  Society  and 
Friendly  Isles.  Nor  was  it  without  regret  that 
Lieutenant  Shortland  declined  the  invitations  of 
the  natives  to  partake  of  their  refreshments;  but 
the  length  and  uncertainty  of  his  passage  seemed 
to  forbid  the  least  delay.  The  bay  from  which 
these  men  had  come,  he  named  Imlian  Bay :  the 
furthest  point  of  land  north  was  named  Caye 
Middleton. 


After  lying  to  in  the  night,  the  ships  sailed  at 
four  in  the  morning  of  August  7th,  and  bore 
away  to  the  north  by  west.  At  five  they  saw  the 
land  which  they  had  left  the  preceding  night, 
and  six  or  more  small  islands ;  the  latter  were 
called  the  Treasury  Isles;  they  are  moderately 
high  and  well  clothed  with  trees  and  her- 
bage. 

The  Alexander  and  Friendship  had  now  run 
from  the  latitude  of  10'»  44' south,  and  longi- 
tude 161^  30' east,  to  the  latitude  of  7^  10'  south, 
and  longitude  156"  30' east,  the  whole  way  al- 
most in  sight  of  land.  As  proceeding  westward 
might  have  entangled  them  with  New  Girinea, 
Lieutenant  Shortland  resolved  to  try  the  psissuge 
which  was  now  before  hiiu.  At  ten  in  the  even- 
ing, the  Alexander  was  nearly  abreast  of  the 
two  points  that  form  the  passage,  and  the  sound- 
ings were  from  ten  to  thirty  fathoms,  on  a  soft 
sandy  bottom.  At  two  in  the  morning  of  the 
8th  of  August,  a  strong  ripple  of  a  current  wa» 
plainly  perceived;  and  by  live  the  ship  had 
nearly  cleared  the  straits  *. 

Mr.  Shortland  now  congratulated  himself  on 
having  cleared  this  large  tract  of  land,  which  he 
had  supposed  united  the  whole  way  from  the 
place  at  which  he  Hist  fell  in  with  it.  The  only 
places  in  which  Lieutenant  Shortland  suspected 
there  might  possibly  be  a  passage,  was  between 
Cape  Phillip  and  Cape  Ilenslow,  and  again  be- 
tween the  Capes  Marsh  and  Pitt.  The  ascertain- 
ing of  these  matters  he  leaves  to  otiier  naviga- 
tors, but  strongly  recommends  the  route  he  took, 
as  the  safest  and  most  expeditious  passage  from 
Port  Jackson  to  China. 


SECTION   IV. 

Appearance  of  *he  Scurvif — The  Boats  land  at  One  of  the  Pclew  Islands — Some  Account  of  the  Xa- 
tives — Distresses — The  Friendship  cleared  and  sunk — Wretched  Condition  of  the  Alexander  ivhen 
she  leached  Bataxia — Lieutenant  Watts's  Mirratiie  of  the  Return  of  the  Lady  Penrhijn  Trans- 
port;  containing  an  Account  of  the  Death  of  Omai,  and  other  Farticidars  at  Otaheite. 


ABOUT  the  lOth  of  August  the  scurvy  be- 
gan to  make  its  appearance,  and  for  want 

lets  had  many  charms  for  them ;  und  pu-rcs  of  old  iron  hoops 
were  not  seen  with  imlifrcrnnce.  They  actid  very  conscii'ii- 
tiously,  without  the  least  attempt  to  defauud  or  orcr.reach. 

I  Uiit  tiiough  they  so  willingly  suffered  themscUcs  to  be  tow. 

I  «t  after  the  ship,  they  cuiild  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  vlu. 

I  ture  alongside.    They  seemed,  howorer,  cttrcmely  desirous 


of  proper  remedies,  increased  to  a  destructive 

malignity.     So  many  lives  had   been  subdued 

__.  by 

that  oflr  people  should  nni-hor  oii  the  coast,  ai.d  go  ashore 
with  th£m  ;  and  by  way  of  inducement,  held  up  the  riod  of 
an  orauj;e  or  lemon,  the  feathers  of  tame  fowh,  and  olhec 
things,  signifying  that  such  things  might  be  hud  on  shore. 

*  Lieutenant  Shortland  judged  these  straits  to  be  betw.'oa 
four  and  five  leajucs  iti  lun^tli;  %nd  seven  or  eight  brjad. 
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by  its  ravages,  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  sa- 
crifice one  of  the  ships,  and  finally  to  reduce  the 
consolidated  crews  of  both  in  the  remaining 
transport  to  such  a  state  of  weakness,  that  with- 
out immediate  assistance  they  must  have  perished 
even  in  port,  or  would  again  have  been  turned 
adrift,  from  total  inability  to  take  the  necessary 
steps  for  their  preservation. 

On  the  ISth  of  August  five  seamen,  belonging 
to  the  Alexander,  were  on  the  sick  list,  com- 
plaining of  pains  in  the  legs  and  breast ;  having 
also  loose  teeth,  and  sweUod  gums  to  such  a 
degree,  that  they  could  not  without  difficulty 
rat  even  flour  or  rice.  The  weather  was  now 
very  variable,  sometimes  sultry,  and  sometimes 
squally,  with  occasional  showers  *. 

The  scurvy  increased  rapidly  in  the  Alexander, 
though  the  precautions  of  smoking  the  ship, 
and  washing  it  with  vinegar  were  taken  ;  the  dis- 
tribution of  porter,  spruce  beer,  and  wine  among 
the  seamen  also  took  place.  On  the  2d  of  Sep- 
tember six  men  ainl  a  boy,  on  the  5th  eight,  and 
on  the  8th  no  less  than  ten  were  rendered  unable 
from  illness  to  perform  any  duty.  So  great  an 
increase  of  the  malady,  in  the  midst  of  all  the 
efforts  that  could  be  made  to  counteract  the  ma- 
lignity of  it,  was  too  certain  a  prognostic  of  its 
future  ravages. 

At  six  in  the  morning,  September  Hth,  a 
small  island  was  seen,  bciiring  west-south-west, 
distant  five  leagues;  and  (lie  wind  coming  round 
to  the  south-south-west.  Lieutenant  Shorthand 
bore  away  for  a  passage  between  two  islands. 
Having  entered  the  passage,  at  nine  he  sounded, 
and  found  thirteen  fathoius,  with  a  fine  sandy 
bottom.  Many  cocoa-palms  were  seen  on  the 
shore,  which  seemed  to  promise  eflfectual  refrci-h- 
nient  for  the  sick:  a  boat  from  each  of  the  ships 
was  therefore  manned  and  sent  out.  Many  In- 
dians approached  these  boats  in  their  canoes,  and 
invited  our  Europeans  on  shore,  intimating  that 
they  might  be  supplied  with  cocoa-nuts,    and

of  tliu  passage. 


many  other  things.  But  when  they  attempted 
to  land  at  a  place  which  had  the  appearance  of 
being  a  morai,  they  would  not  permit  it,  giving 
them  to  understand  that  they  must  proceed  fu^ 
ther  one  way  or  the  other.  During  this  time 
many  persons  of  both  sexes  swam  off  from  shore 
with  bamboos  f  full  of  water,  which  they  sun! 
posed  the  ships  to  be  in  want  of. 

Mr.  Sinclair,  the  master  of  the  Alexander, 
being  in  the  boat,  gave  the  following  account  of 
this  expedition:  "Finding  that  he  could  not 
make  them  understand  that  he  wanted  cocoa-nuts 
and  not  water,  he  was  determined  to  land,  aud 
accordingly  put  on  shore  at  a  convenient  place, 
amidst  a  concourse  of  between  three  and  four  hun- 
dred people.  He  immediately  nxed  upon  an  old 
man  among  them,  whom  he  supposed  to  be  a 
chief,  and  made  him  a  present  of  some  nails  and 
beads,  which  w».-e  thankfully  received.  This 
circumstance  fortunately  secured  his  friendship; 
he  afterwards  frequently  exerted  his  authority, 
by  checking  the  most  insolent  of  his  people, 
wlien  they  pressed  forward  to  steal  whatever  tliey 
could  touch.  A  seaman,  holding  his  cutlas  in 
a  careless  manner,  had  it  snatched  from  him,  and 
the  thief  had  so  much  address  in  the  transaction, 
that  lie  was  almost  out  of  sight  before  he  was 
distinguished.  Notwithstanding  the  apparent 
willingness  of  the  natives  in  the  canoes  to  <nve 
satisfaction,  Mr.  Sinclair  could  not  procure 
above  thirty  cocoa-nuts,  and  even  those  were 
grorn :  perhaps  the  people  did  not  comprehend 
his  signs.  These  islanders  were  moderately  tall, 
well-limbed,  and  had  long  hair.  Several  of 
them  chewed  the  betel  nut,  and  these  were  fur- 
nished with  a  small  hollow  stick,  out  of  which 
they  struck  a  kind  of  powder  like  lime.  Their 
arms  were  a  lance,  and  a  kind  of  ad/e.  Find- 
ing himself  unsuccessfid  in  the  chief  object  for 
which  he  was  sent  out.  Mr.  Sinclair  returned  as 
expeditiously  as  he  could.  In  exchange  for  his 
presents,  the  chief  gave  him  one  which  was  not 


*  The  ships  were  supposed  to  be  at  no  very  considerable 
distance  from  the  land,  as  birds  were  frequently  seen  in 
^reat  numbers:  on  tlie  16th  (lie  friendship  mndc  thesignil 
for  seeing  land,  but  it  could  not  be  descried  from  the 
Ali.\aii(ler.

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very  acceptable:  it  was  a  composition  of  fish, 
yams,  and  several  other  things;  the  odour  of 
which,  perhaps  from  the  stalciiess  of  the  com- 
position, could  not  have  been  agreeable  to  any 
European.  When  our  people  first  landed,  many 
of  the  natives  mentioned  the  word  En:^lees,  as  if 
desirous  of  knowing  whether  they  were  of  that 
nation;  but  when  they  understood  that  we  were, 
they  shook  their  heads,  and  said,  Espagnol. 
Perhaps  the  discovery  of  our  nation  might  have 
made  them  less  courteous  on  shore  than  they  had 
been  in  their  canoes*." 

On  the  3d  of  October,  the  Alexander,  being 
in  danger  of  driving  with  the  current  upon  the 
shore  of  Karkalang  or  Sanquir  Island,  was 
obliged  to  drop  her  anchor,  which  happily 
brought  her  up  in  four  fathoms  water.  In  the 
evening  of  the  17th,  (he  Friendship  struck  upon 
a  reef  on  the  coast  of  Borneo,  when  the  Alex- 
ander immediately  cast  anchor,  and  sent  a  boat 
to  her  assistance;  but  at  day-light  the  next  morn- 
ing, she  also  lay  so  encompassed  with  sand-keys 
and  shoals,  that  it  was  ditHcult  to  discern  how 
she  sailed  into  that  situation,  or  how  she  could  be 
extricated  from  it.  The  Friendship,  however, 
got  off  from  the  reef,  without  sustaining  any  ma- 
terial injury:  and  on  the  19th  a  narrow  channel 
was  discovered,  through  which  the  Alexander 
sailed  out  of  her  dangerous  station.  The  ships 
were  now  about  eight  leagues  from  the  coast  of 
Borneo. 

The  scurvy  had  reduced  both  <he  crews  to  a 
most  pitiable  situation.  The  A!e\iuulcr  hud  lost 
eight  of  her  complement,  and  had  only  two  men 
in  a  watch;  there  being  but  four  seamen  and  two 
boys  capable  of  duty;  and  though  these  were 
anxious  to  do  their  best,  being  also  excited  hy  a 
promise  of  double  wages  when  they  should  ar- 
rive at  Batavia,  their  exertions  were  inadequate 
fo  the  necessities  of  the  ship,  which  thev  were 
hardly  al)Ie  to  put  about.  The  Friendship  had 
hut  five  men  who  were  not  disabled,  and  their 
i-tock  of  provi.iions  was  very  short.  This  being  the 
vvretclied  state  of  the  two  ships,  it  was  thought 
indispensably  necessary  to  give  up  one  for  the 

*  FjiMitcnant  Shorfland's  people  were  doomed  to  fiiul 
their  distresses  itugmcntiul.  ■  'I'ow.irtls  tlio  lumcliisiun  cf  Sep. 
tinilMT,  agues  and  interinilfent  fevers  prcviiiled  amoiii;  them  ; 
tlu!  proportion  of  those  disabled  by  the  scurvy  was  very 
ftinsiderubic  ;  some  deaths  hud  Iiappene<l,  and  the  few  men 
hIhi  still  had  sullicient  health  to  drag  through  their  jibcos- 
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preservation  of  the  other.  On  this  sulject  the 
masters  consulted,  and  it  was  agreed  as  follows. 
As  the  Friendship  was  the  smaller  vessel,  and 
would  be  sooner  cleared  than  the  Alexander,  Mr. 
Walton,  her  master,  consented  that  she  should 
be  deserted  and  sunk,  on  his  being  allowed  half 
freight  of  the  Alexander,  after  which  she  was 
boarded  and  turned  adrift.  The  ship's  company, 
thus  consolidated  fr6m  both  vessels,  was  still 
very  deficient,  not  amounting  to  half  the  proper 
complement  of  the  Alexander,  nor  was  it  more 
than  was  absolutely  necessary  to  work  that  ship 
to  Batavia. 

At  five  in  the  morning  on  the  99th  of  Octo- 
ber, a  land  wind  springing  up  from  the  coast  of 
Borneo,  the  Alexander  got  again  under  way. 
At  five  in  the  afternoon,  Pulo  Laoot  bore  from 
south-south-west  to  south-west  by  south,  dis- 
tance fourteen  leagues;  but  the  wind  being  now 
southerly,  and  the  current  strongly  against  the 
vessel,  she  did  nut  get  round  this  island  till  No- 
vember the  5th. 

Wine  was  regularly  served,  in  due  propor- 
tions to  the  sick  and  well ;  but  neither  that,  nor 
any  other  expedient  that  could  be  devised, 
amended  the  condition  of  the  people.  Sickness 
continued  to  spread  so  extensively  among  them, 
that  in  the  beginning  of  November,  only  one- 
man,  besides  the  officers,  was  capable  of  going 
aloft.  A  short  alarm  by  no  means  tended  io  con- 
sole them  in  their  situation  :  on  the  first  of  No- 
vember four  large  boats,  three  of  which  rowed 
eighteen  oars,  and  the  fourth  about  twelve,  bore 
down  upon  the  ship,  apparently  with  hostile 
intentions.  When  they  approached  within  about 
a  mile  they  lay  to,  seeming  to  consult  with  each 
other,  and  afterwards  occasionally  rowed  and 
sailed  after  the  Alexander.  Lieutenant  Short- 
luiul  hoisted  English  colours;  when  one  of  the 
bouts  immediately  hoisted  Dutch,  and  another 
Portuguese  colours.  They  continued  in  chase 
till  live  in  the  afternotm ;  and  it  was  concluded 
iliat  they  had  reso'-cd  to  board  and  seize  the 
ship  in  the  niji'Iit.  During  (he  pursuit,  the 
whole  of  their  little  strength  was  put  in  motion, 

sary  duty,  were  tortured  M'iih  swelled  'rn-s,  and  violent 
pains  ill  tlie  breast.  Hitherto  the  I'^rieni  .liip  had  been 
more  liappily  ciiciimstaneed;  on  the 'i3d  of  September  she 
was  spoken  to,  and  had  then  only  one,  num  disiiblcd  by  the 
senrvy:  but  a  ra|)id  increase  of  the  malady  made  a  fatal 
compensation  for  tho  d(Jay  of  its  cou)mcnccment. 
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all  were  stationed  at  their  quarters,  and  the  car- 
ronadcs  and  great  guns  put  in  order.  Lieute- 
nant Shortland  was  determined  to  give  a  display 
of  his  own  resolution,  and  to  provoke  a  trial  of 
that  of  his  assailants,  by  firing  a  shot  in  a  direct 
line  over  thefn.  This  manoeuvre  fully  answered 
the  intentions;  they  immediately  desisted  from 
the  pursuit,  and  hastily  proceeded  towards  the 
shore. 

Had  the  Alexander  been  no^  a  very  few  days' 
sail  more  distant  from  Batavia,  she  must  inevita- 
bly have  been  lost,  from  mere  inability  to  con- 
duct her  into  port,  as  every  man  on  board  must 
have  been  totally  disabled.  On  the  Itth  of  No- 
vember, only  one  man  on  board  was  able  to  work, 
besides  the  officers;  a  little  longer  continuance 
tnust  infallibly  have  reduced  her  to  the  condition 
of  floating  at  the  mercy  of  winds  and  waves, 
without  the  least  possibility  of  assisting,  im- 
peding, or  directing  her  course,  ^t  six  that 
evening  the  wind  was  too  scanty  to  carry  her 
into  the  roads  of  Batavia,  an  eftbrt  was  therefore 
made  by  all  who  were  able  to  work,  and  anchor 
was  cast  between  the  islands  of  Leyden  and  Alk- 
mara;  a  gun  was  soon  afterwards  fired,  and  a 
signal  made  for  assistance.  At  two  in  the  after- 
noon on  the  18th,  no  assistance  arriving,  they 
even  ventured  at  endeavouring  io  weigh  the  an- 
chor, a  task  which  they  indeed  accomplished, 
but  not  without  the  utmost  difficulty:  after 
which,  standing  in  with  the  sea-breeze,  the  ship 
came  again  to  anchor  at  five,  in  nine  fathoms  *. 

At  five  in  the  morning  of  the  I9th,  a  boat  ap- 
peared in  sight  from  the  Dutch  Commodore, 
which  he  hud  generously  laded  with  refreshments. 
She  also  brought  a  boatswain's  mate,  and  twelve 
seamen,  to  assist  in  refitting  the  ship  for  sea. 
On  the  20th  the  sick  were  conveyed  to  the  hos- 
pital, where  many  of  them  exp-red,  being  in  too 
advanced  a  stage  of  disease  for  skill  or  accommo- 
dation to  recover  them.  A  fresh  crew  was  at 
length  made  up  from  the  Bridgewater  and  Con- 
tractor East  Indiamen  that  lay  in  the  road ;  and 
from  the  Raymond,  Asia,  and  Duke  of  Mon- 
trose, which  came  in  a  few  days  after,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  few  men  from  the  Dutch  Commo- 


*  The  boat  was  now  hoisicil  out  and  sent  to  implore  as. 
sistance  from  the  Dutch  Commodore,  the  crew  of  the  Alex. 
sndcr  not  being  able  tu  furl  (heir  own  sails.  A  party  was 
instantly  sent  to  assist,  and  nix  of  the  Dutch  suumen  con. 
tiauud  all  uight  uii  bourd^    lc«t  auy  uiiwvlcomo  weather 


dore.  In  this  cretir  only  four  of  the  original 
seamen  remained,  the  rest  being  either  dead,  or 
not  sufficiently  recovered  to  return  with  the 
Alexander,  when  she  sailed  again  on  the  7th  of 
December. 

The  remaining  part  of  the  voyage  Was  attend- 
ed  with  few  remarkable  circumstances,  and  was 
made  in  a  tract  too  well  known  to  all  navigators 
to  require  a  mote  minute  description  of  it.  At  the 
Cape  they  met  with  Captain  Hunter,  in  the 
Sinus,  who,  when  the  Alexander  arrived  on 
February  18,  1789,  had  been  in  Table  Bay  six 
weeks.  From  him  Lieutenant  Shortland  re- 
ceived intelligence  that  the  Borrowdale,  and  tho 
Prince  of  Wales,  had  returned  by  the  southern 
passage,  and  had  been  heard  of  from  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro. In  Tabic  Bay  the  Alexander  continued 
at  anchor  till  the  16th  of  March,  when  she  sail- 
ed  again,  and  arrived  off  the  Isle  of  Wight  on 
the  28th  of  May. 

Thus  ended  a  voyage,  the  first  part  of  which 
Was  rendered  important  by  discoveries ;  the  next 
was  involved  in  gloom  from  the  virulent  attacks  of 
disease  and  the  ravages  of  death.  Much  was  cer- 
tainly performed,  and  much  was  endured ;  but 
from  the  whole  we  may  reasonably  conclude, 
that  the  settlement  of  our  countrymen  on  the  new 
southern  continent,  must  considerably  tend  to 
the  improvement  of  navigation,  and  the  exten- 
sion of  geographical  knowledge.  It  is  not  ne- 
cessary that  disagreeable  apprehensions  should  be 
excited  by  the  misfortunes  of  the  Alexander  and 
the  Friendship.  It  may  not  again  happen  that 
ships  shall  quit  Port  Jackson,  so  ill  prepared 
with  antidotes  against  the  poison  of  the  scnrv}' ; 
nor,  if  they  should,  it  cannot  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected that  their  visitation  will  be  equally  se- 
vere. 

The  Lady  Pcnrhyn,  Captain  Sever,  quilted 
Port  Jackson  on  the  5th  of  May,  1788.  In  the 
evening  of  the  7th,  supposing  they  saw  a  fire  - 
shore,  they  sounded,  but  found  no  bottom  with 
ninety  fathoms  of  line.  The  scurvy  began  to 
make  its  appearance  among  them,  so  early  as  the 
9th  of  May:  one  man  was  rendered  unfit  lor 
duty  by  it,  and  several  others  complained  much 

should  come  on.  Never,  perhaps,  did  any  ship  arrire 
in  port  more  helpless,  without  being  shattered  from 
weather,  from  the  cruel  effects  of  a  dreadful  and  iuvinciMd 
disorder.  .  .  . 
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of  tBc  severity  of  its  attacks.  The  weather  was 
venerally  squally^  attended  with  thlinder,  light- 
ning, and  rain. 

In  the  morning  of  the  14th,  they  saw  an 
island,  about  eighteen  or  twenty  leagues  distant; 
it  seven  in  the  afternoon,  it  was  about  nine 
leagues  distant,  on  which  they  brought  to  for 
the  night,  and  next  morning  made  sail  and  stood 
for  it.  At  noon  they  spoke  to  the  Supply,  Lieu- 
tenant Bali,  who  informed  them  that  this  was 
Lord  Howe's  Island.  During  the  afternoon  and 
night  they  stood  ofl'  and  on,  and  at  nine  the  next 
morning.  Lieutenant  Watts  with  a  party  went  on 
shpre  in  search  of  turtle,  but  they  could  not  dis- 
cover the  traces  of  any,  and  iibout  noon  Mr.  Watts 
returned  on  board.  But  this  disappointment  did 
not  deter  them  from  making  another  eftbrt :  Mr. 
Anstis  therefore  went  with  a  party,  in  the  pin- 
nace, to  try  his  success  in  the  night.  About 
noon  the  next  day  Mr.  Anstis  returned,  without 
having  seen  a  single  turtle,  but  the  party  had  not 
entirely  lost  their  labour ;  so  successful  had  they 
been  in  fishing,  that  they  had  caught  a  sufllicient 
quantity  to  serve  the  ship's  company  three  or  four 
days. 

Lord  Howe's  Island  was  discovered  by  Lieute- 
nant Ball,  on  his  passage  to  Norfolk  Island,  in 
February,  and  on  his  return  he  stopped  to  sur- 
vey it :  he  then  caught  a  great  quantity  of  fine 
green  turtles,  which  were  foimd  in  great  abun- 
dance. Induced  by  this  success.  Governor  Phil- 
lip sent  the  Supply  a  second  time  to  this  island, 
but  she  was  not  then  successful ;  the  weather 
might  probably  be  so  cold  as  to  occasion  the 
turtle  to  remove  to  the  northward.  This  island 
is  about  two  leagues  in  extent.  It  is  broad  at 
each  end,  and  very  narrow,  with  low  land  in  the 
centre,  forming  two  bays.  There  are  regular 
soundings  on  the  west  side,  but  the  ground  is  too 
hard  for  holding  well,  being  coral  rocks.  This 
island  has  also  every  appearance  of  having  un- 

*Tlic  inhabitants  of  this  isiaiul  wure  all  of  the  ft-athcrcd 
tribe,  and  the  ehirf  of  these  was  thugnitet;  of  which  there 
m!mc<l  to  be  prodigious  numbers.  This  was  perhaps  the 
timt:  of  their  incubation,  the  females  being  all  on  their 
nests:  these  arc  places  simply  hollowed  in  the  sand: 
horc  they  were  apparently  secure,  there  not  being  a  single 

I  quadruped  that  could  be  found  upon  the  island  to  disturb 
them :  a  great  many  of  their  eggs  were,  howcTcr,  brought 

I  by  the  people  on  board.  Large  pigeons  were  met  with  in 
^eat  plenty ;  with  beautiful  parrots  aud  parroqucts :  also 


dergone  a  volcanic  revolution,  great  quantities  of 
pumice  stone  having  been  found  in  it  *. 

This  island  is  well  covered  with  wood,  the 
principal  of  which  is  the  large  and  dwarf  man- 
grove, the  cabbage  tree,  and  bamboo.  The  ve- 
getables we  met  with  were  wild  celery,  spinach,, 
endive,  scurvy-grass,  and  samphire. 

In  the  afternoon  the  pinnace  was  hoisted  in, 
and  they  made  sail  to  the  eastward.  Nothing 
material  occurred  till  the  31st,  when,  at  three  in 
the  afternoon,  they  saw  two  islands ;  one  seven' 
leagues,  and  the  other  about  six  distant.  Not 
having  an  opportunity  of  getting  well  in  with 
the  land  before  night  came  on,  they  plied  occa- 
sionally, and  at  day-light  next  morning  made 
sail  and  bore  up  for  it.  On  approaching  the 
southermost  land,  they  saw  it  formed  two  bar- 
ren isles:  the  north  island  lies  in  a  north  half  cast 
direction  from  these,  and  about  five  leagues  dis- 
tant. They  were  in  hopes  of  finding  this  island' 
productive  of  something  beneficial  to  tlie  people, 
as  the  scurvy  was  daily  gaining  ground,  but  they 
were  greatly  disappointed  ;  the  north  and  south- 
sides  are  surrounded  by  rocks,  over  which  the- 
water  flows,  without  any  opening  for  a  boat. 
Captain  Sever,  however,  ordered  the  small  boat 
to  be  hoisted  out,  and  went  on  shore  accompanied* 
by  Mr.  Anstis :  they  found  very  great  difficulty 
in  landing,  and,  after  they  were  upon  the  rocks, 
to  ascend  a  dangerous  precipice  to  gain  the  level 
part  of  the  island.  The  whole  of  it  bears  the 
strongest  marks  of  being  a  volcanic  production : 
the  extent  of  it  is  about  two  miles  and  a  half; 
and  the  inhabitants  are  the  brown  gull,  the  light 
grey  bird,  ganets,  and  a  parroquet  resembling 
those  met  with  at  Lord  Howe's  Island.  The  gen- 
tlemen could  hardly  walk  a  step,  without  being  up 
to  the  knee :  they  saw  a  great  many  rats  and  mice, 
and  found  many  birds  lying  dead  at  the  entrances 
of  their  burrows*  This  island  was  named  Ma- 
cauhy's  Island,  in  honour  of  G.  M.  Maoauley, 

a  new  species,  apparently  of  the  cootc,  and  of  tlie  rail 
and  magpie.  A  most  beautiful  small  bird  was  seen  ;  it  was 
brown,  with  a  yellow  breast,  and  yellow  on  the  wings :  it 
appeared  to  be  a  species  of  tlic  humming  bird:  a  black  bird 
wiu  also  observed,  like  a  bhcer-water,  with  a  hooked  bill, 
which  burrows  in  the  ground.  Ants,  which  are  very  nu- 
merous, arc  the  only  insects  of  this  place,  except  the  com. 
mon  earth  worm.  The  soil  is  of  a  sandy  nature,  and  fresh 
water  seems  to  be  extremely  scarce.

At  five  in  the  afternoon,  the  captain 
rclurnini!^  on  board,  thny  inudc;  .sail,  standing  to 
the  eastward:  Maoauley's  Island  is  situated  in 
;^0"  0\)  south  latitude,  and  18()«  58'  37  cast 
longitude. 

The  scurvy  now  spread  cxcej'dingly  anion;^ 
the  crew,  and  by  the  lith,  nine  of  the  men  were 
unable  to  get  ort  of  their  hammocks,  and  many 
others  complained  much  of  their  suHerings  :  par- 
ticularly of  having  swelled  gums,  of  the  flesh 
being  black  and  hard  ;  and  of  a  contraction  of 
the  sinews,  with  a  total  disability.  Wine  was 
daily  served  out  to  them,  and  they  might  have 
had  sour  krout,  but  they  refused  to  eat  it.  From 
this  time  to  the  17th  they  had  little  v  riety,  und 
the  people  were  in  a  veiy  deplorable  slate ;  for 
with  all  the  persons  on  board,  including  even  the 
captain,  they  could  muster  but  ten  men  who  were 
able  to  do  duty ;  and  even  some  of  them  were  in 
a  very  debilitated  state  :  sour  krout,  which  had 
before  been  refused,  was  now  sought  after :  the 
captain's  fresh  stock  was  appropriated  entirely  to 
their  use,  whilst  himself  and  his  oflicers  were 
living  solely  on  salt  provisicms.  To  add  to  their 
distress,  the  wind  hung  almost  constantly  in  the 
eastern  board,  and  they  could  make  but  very  lit- 
tle progress.  For  several  days  they  had  squally 
and  unsettled  weather,  attended  with  heavy  rain, 
and  frequent  storms  of  thunder  and  lightning. 
OiJ  the  7th  of  July  they  fell  in  with  the  south- 
east trade  wind,  and  as  the  crew  were  in  a  weak 
condition,  it  was  resolved  to  make  Otahcite  as 
soon  as  possible. 

At  six  in  the  mornilig  of  tlie  0th,  they  saw 
Osnaburgh  Island:  at  seven  they  bore  up  for 
Otahcite,  and  at  ten  that  island  made  its  appears 
ance.  By  five  in  the  afternoon  they  were  abreast 
of  Otahcite  Hay,  when  ten  cunoes  presented 
themselves   alongside  with    bread-fruit,   cocoa-

camu  ufl'  to  the  ship,  and  the  natives  were  obserred  on  tthoru 


imts,  &c.  The  Indians  urged  tliem  to  come  to 
an  anchor  there;  but  Mr.  VVatts  advised  tlietiin- 
tain  to  stand  on  for  JVIatavai  IJay  *.  ' " 

It  was  a  pleasing  circumstance  on  their  arri- 
val,  to  see  the  natives  fltick  round  the  sliip,  fa||. 
ingout  "Tayo,  Tayo"  signifying/r/V/z^/s.-  .„„] 
bringing  plenty  of  cticoa-nuts,  bread-fruit,  nlujn. 
tains,  antitaro;  with  a  fruit  called  the  Olabcii,. 
apple;  they  also  brought  several  hogs  and  fdwls 
'Ihe  Indians  s(*emed  rejoiced  to  s(>e  tliciii,  und 
disposed  of  their  ctmnnoditics  on  v(>ry  niodcrai)' 
terms;  their  whole  behaviour  clearly  iiiilicutiii{j 
the  ntost  friendly  and  benevolent  intentions.  |„ 
the  evening  (he  chief  of  Matavai  came  on  board 
in  whom  Lieutenant  Watts,  recognized  an  old 
friend.  Th?  chief  was  highly  delighted  at  sec. 
ing  Mr.  Walts,  as  he  was  the  only  person  in  ty 
ship  who  had  been  here  before,  except  tlie.<i|(\v. 
ard,  who  had  been  before  the  mast  in  the  JU-su. 
lutiou.  W  hen  Mona,  the  diief,  beheld  his  old 
acqiuiintance,  he  informed  his  companions  who 
hi;  was,  and  that  he  had  been  with  Captain  Cook, 
and  they  seemed  happy  to  have  some  of  their  old 
visitors  again.  Mr.  Watts  heard  from  Mona  (imt 
Otoo  was  still  living,  that  he  was  absent  on  a 
visit  to  the  eastward,  but  expected  to  return  in 
few  days. 

The  next  day,  Oediddee  agreeably  surprised 
them  with  a  visit  on  board.  lie  was  liappv  to 
see  them,  and  very  all'ectionately  enquired  alter 
his  friends:  he  took  much  delight  in  relatiiiirlus 
route  in  the  Restdution,  and  had  slored  his  mv- 
niory  with  the  names  t'f  the  several  places  he  iiad 
been  at  iu  her.  lie  informed  them  that  no  ship 
had  visited  the  islands  since  Captain  Cook;  and 
therefore  they  concealed  his  death.  Oediddee 
confirmed  the  report  of  the  cattle,  &c.  being  de- 
stroyed by  Maheine,  and  tohl  them  (hat  Ouiai, 
and  the  two  New  Zetiland  bo^s  had  been  dead  ii 
considerable  timef. 

The   first  salutations  being  over,    INIr.  W'Mi 

assemblini;  in  j;reat  numbers.  Sotm  afterwards  a  raiwc 
'•aine  alongside,  with  iiitellii;ence  thai  Otoo  was  on  (he 
beach.  I  he  t  aptain  and  Mr.  Watts  hastened  to  the  sliDrr, 
and  found  him  .surrounded  by  an  iiniu/itig  concourite  (if  pt'ii. 
pie,  amon:;  whom  were  several  womi'n  ver)  active  in 
woundinn  their  forelieatis  witii  sharks'  teelli.  They  wcri, 
however;  surprised  (o  see  a  man  carrying;  the  purtr.iit  of 
C^iptaiu  Cook,  whicli  li.tii  been  p,iinled  by  Webber  iu  17(7. 
Though  •'(I  m\ich  time  ha<l  elapsed  since  the  finisliini;  of  tli.s 
picture,  it  seemed  to  have  received  no  injury,  and  llioy 
were  informed  that  Otoo  always  took  it  with  him  wlienrtr 
he  went.

asked 
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tsked  Otoo  to  accompany  him  to  tlin  ship,  to 
wliicli  he  readily  assented ;  but,  before  he  entered 
(lie  boat,  he  ordered  the  portrait  iii;  and  Avas 
equally  ceremonious  with  the  portrait,  when  he 
^ot  alongside  the  ship.  When  he  arrived  on 
hoart),  he  seemed  iii^hly  ])leased,  made  rcspect- 
i'ul  enquiries  alter  his  old  friends,  and  particu- 
larly with  regard  to  Captain  Cook.  He  vi.si(cd  the 
BJiip  between  decks,  and  was  aatonislied  to  find  so 
lew  people  on  board,  and  those  in  a  very  debili- 
tated state.  He  mentioned  the  death  of  Omai, 
and  the  New  Zealand  boys;  and  added,  that  a 
skirmish  had  taken  place  between  the  men  of 
Uliatea  and  those  of  Huaheine,  in  which  the 
former  were  victorious,  and  that  a  considerable 
part  of  Omai's  property  had  been  conveyed  to 
Uliatea. 

Otoo  was  much  improved  in  his  person,  and 
made  a  very  respectable  appearance ;  not  having 
vet  been  disfigured  by  the  baneful  eifects  of  the 
1(171.  He  preserved  his  original  character,  li- 
berally supplying  the  ship  with  provisions.  Dur- 
ing their  stay  at  Otaheite,  he  daily  visited  them, 
and  zealously  importinied  the  captain  to  move 
(lie  ship  into  the  llesolution's  old  birth;  but  con- 
sidering the  small  number  of  people  on  board, 
and  their  weak  situation,  bethought  it  prudent 
to  remain  where  he  was,'  as,  in  case  of  necessity, 
JH! could  immediately  put  to  sea*. 

A  few  days  before  they  quitted  Matavai  Bay, 
Otoo  lirought  the  ring  of  an  anchor  on  board, 
declaring  it  might  readily  be  converted  into  small 
liati'Iiels.  On  e.vamining  it,  Mr.  Watts  recol- 
lected, that  it  belonged  to  an  anchor  which  Cap- 
tain Cook  bought  of  Opooui  at  I>ola,  in  1777. 
There  being  no  forge  on  board  the  Lady  Pen- 
rliyn,  the  captain  ofl'ered  Otoo  three  hatchets  for 
it,  which  he  readily  accepted. 

Though  from  the  season  of  the  year  they  ex- 
pected a  scarcity  of  regetables,  they  were  agree- 
ably surprised  to  find  them  in  (he  greatrst  profu- 
jbion:  hogs  were  multiplied  exceedingly:  fowls 
Mere  plentiful  and  reasonable,  but  they  were  all 
cocks,  and  old.  The  natives  also  brought  goats 
alongside  for  sale :  ar.d  some  of  them  brought  a 


*  Otoo  was  alway.s  arcdinpanlfd  by  a  woman,  whose  ad. 
[via*  )m  frequently  rcqfii!.sh'(l ;  sin:  wus  not  Iiaiulsome,  lU'U 
ItliiTdid  she  possess  that  delicai-y,  or  those  uncaging  ruun. 
Iiii'rii  that  so  geaerally  dislingiiisii  hrr  country uoiiiuu:  she 
I  was  uf  tiic  liarree  cla.-s,  and  snoiiicl  invested  with  great  au. 
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cargo  of  cats,  and  offered  them  in  barter.  Cap- 
tain Sever  bought  a  fine  male  and  milch  goat, 
with  two  kids. 

Cocoa-nuts,  and  the  bread  fruit,  were  exceed- 
ingly plentiful.  The  Otaheite  apple  was  equally 
so.  Taro,  and  plantains,  both  ripe  and  green, 
were  brought  in  great  quantities  by  the  natives, 
but  yams  and  swoct  potatoes  were  extremely 
scarce.  They  purchased  seven  or  eight  do/en  of 
pimikins,  anil  a  quantity  of  chilipods ;  but  the 
natives  refused  to  touch  any  of  the  pumkins,  and 
they  declared  the  chilipoda  would  poison  them. 

It  has  already  been  noticed,  that  no  ship  of 
any  nation  had  visited  this  island  since  Captain 
Cook;  and,  from  appearances,  the  iron  which 
the  natives  then  obtained,  was  nearly  exhausted, 
as  no  other  iron  was  now  seen  but  the  blade  of  a 
table  knife.  They  did  not  even  bring  any  tools 
on  board  to  be  sharpened,  which  probably  would 
have  been  the  case  had  they  been  possessed  of 
any ;  so  eager  were  they  to  obtain  hatchets, 
knives,  &c.  that  every  produce  of  the  island  was 
purchased  at  very  reasonable  rates.  But  it  was 
not  only  on  hatchets,  knives,  and  nails,  that  the 
natives  had  fixed  their  affections,  they  extended 
their  wishes  to  gimlets,  files,  and  scissars;  they 
also  enquired  fur  looking  glasses,  and  white 
transparent  beads,  but  none  of  these  latter  arti- 
cles were  to  be  had  on  board :  red  feathers  which 
had  formerly  been  held  in  the  greatest  esteem, 
were  now  of  little  value;  they  were  willing  in- 
deed to  accept  them  as  presents,  but  would  not 
barter  any  thing  for  them. 

Their  situation  not  being  a  very  eligible  one, 
Mr.  Watts  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  go  to  any 
considerable  distance  from  the  ship,  or  to  pass 
much  of  his  time  on  ^hore,  which  deprived  him 
of  the  means  of  getting  iiiformation  respecting 
Omai,  and  the  loss  of  his  property,  &c. :  but  he 
was  inclined  to  think  that  the  cattle  and  all  the 
animals  were  killed,  except  goats,  as  Oediddee 
when  he  confirmed  the  revenge  of  the  Einieo 
people,  never  mentioned  that  any  single  animal 
was  saved :  goats,  indeed,  had  been  left  on  former 
voyages,    and  by  multiplying  bad  become  the 

thority ;  but  whether  she  was  his  wife  or  not  could  not  bo 
ascertained,  though  Mr.  Watts  was  of  opinion  that  they 
were  married,  aud  he  appeared  tu  be  very  much  attached  to 
her. 
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property  of  many,  but  Maheine'ti  resenttnent,  it 
appears,  was  levelled  only  at  Otoo*. 

The  people  being  nov,  astonishingly  recovered, 
and  able  to  assist  in  the  duties  of  the  ship.  Cap- 
tain Sever  thought  it  necessary  to  run  down 
among  the  Society  Isles,  having  a  plentiful  sup- 
ply of  provisions  on  board;  they  accordingly  got 
under  way  before  day-light  ou  the  *^'?d.  The 
natives  took  the  alarm,  and,  the  breeze  slacken- 
ing, they  had  visitors  in  abundance,  none  of 
whom  came  empty-handed.  Their  friends  parted 
from  them  very  reluctantly,  and  the  suddenness 
of  the  departure  greatly  disappointed  the  natives. 
They  would  not  have  left  the  place  so  abruptly, 
had  they  not  supposed  that  if  their  intention  was 
known,  the  Indians  would  have  flocked  on  board 
in  great  multitudes,  and  have  been  extremely 
troublesotiie.  They  had  the  satisfaction  of  leav- 
ing the  island  in  the  most  perfect  amity  with  the 
natives;  and  it  would  be  doing  them  injustice  not 
to  mention,  that  while  the  Lady  Penrhyn  lay 
here,  not  one  occasion  offered  to  induce  them  to 
fire  a  musquet. 

Oediddee  regretted  their  departure  exceeding- 
ly, and  requested  the  Captain  to  take  him  to 
tJliatea,  but  Otoo,  (whatever  his  reasons  might 
be)  begged  he  might  not  be  taken  from  Ota- 
heite:  the  captain  declared  he  should  not,  and, 
taking  leave  of  Oediddee,  conducted  him  into 
his  canoe,  on  which  he  wept  abundantly.  Otoo 
was  one  of  the  earliest  on  board  in  the  morning, 
and  did  not  quit  the  ship  till  they  had  cleared  the 
reef;  lie  expressed  great  sorrow  at  their  depar- 
ture, and  begged  they  would  not  be  long  absent: 
he  earnestly  desired  to  have  some  horses  brought 
to  him,  more  particularly  than  any  other  animal: 
before  he  quitted  the  ship,  he  b^ged  a  few  guns 

*  Many  of  the  natires  had  been  carried  off  by  the  rcne. 
real  diseascj  which  arose  from  their  coiinectiuns  with  the 
crews  of  the  Resolution  and  Discovery :  nor  were  the  wo> 
men  so  free  from  this  disease  as  formerly,  especially  the 
lower  class ;  the  superior  sort  uo  longer  choosing  to  risk 
the  ehaiice  of  luch  an  acquisition. 

+  In  the  evening  an  aged  chief,  named  IhUi,  whom  Mr. 
Watts  recollected  to  have  often  seen  with  Captain  Cook, 
came  on  board ;  he  confirmed  the  reports  they  had  heard 
at  Otahcite,  and  informed  thcoi,  that  after  Omai  had  got 
perfectly  settled,  he  found  it  ncrcssary  to  purchase  a  great 
«|uantity  nf  cloth,  and  other  neressarics,  for  himself  and 
family ;  fur  which  bis  neighbours  made  him  pay  very  extra> 
vagantiy ;  by  which  means  he  expended  much  of  his  trea> 
sure-  He  died  at  his  own  house,  as  did  the  New  Zealand 
kojSf  bat  Tutty  could  not  give  inforniation  of  the  parti-

might  be  fired,  with  which  the  captain  com- 
plied.  A  breeze  now  springing  up,  a  last  fare- 
well  .was  taken,  and  they  stood  to  the  north- 
west  for  Huaheine. 

At  noon  on  the  25th,  they  Haw  that  island,  bear- 
ing  west  three-quarters  north,  fourteen  lea?ue» 
distant.  Having  had  very  light  winds,  and  those 
westerly,  they  tltd  not  reach  Huaheine  before 
noon  on  the  ^6th.  They  kept  standing  oif  and 
on,  on  the  east  side  till  the  29th,  during  which 
time  the  natives  brought  off  some  refreshments 
but  they  were  very 'exorbitant.  The  wind  veer- 
ing south-south-east,  they  stood  round  the  north 
end  of  the  island,  and  brought  to  oflf  Owarree 
harbour:  the  natives  were  perfectly  friendly,  and 
supplied  them  with  every  article  except  bread- 
fruit; but  that  was  not  to  be  procured.  They 
were  importuned  to  go  into  the  harbour,  which 
the  captain  thought  proper  to  decline,  as  he  did 
not  intend  to  stay  more  than  a  day  or  two  f . 

Having  recruited  their  stock  of  provisions,  and 
added  plenty  of  yams  and  sugar  cane,  (the  wind 
coming  to  the  eastward)  they  took  leave  of  their 
friends  on  the  2d  of  August.  They  carried  awav 
from  hence  sixty  hogs,  weighing  from  70  to  '^'^i) 
pounds  each,  besides  fifty  small  pigs,  ten  dozen 
of  fowls,  and  an  immense  quantity  of  cocoa-nut<, 
sugar  cane,  green  plantains,  taro,  and  yani«, 
The  people  were  all  perfectly  recovered,  and  had 
a  plentiful  stock  of  provisions,  so  that  they  had 
now  little  reason  to  be  alarmed  for  their  safctv. 
At  day-light  on  the  8th  of  August  they  saw  a 
low  flat  island,  bearing  from  east  to  north-ea.«t, 
seven  or  eight  miles  distance;  it  seemed  (o  be 
well  clothed  with  trees,  but  the  weather  beini; 
then  squally,  they  had  but  an  imperfect  view  ()t 
it.     Captain  Sever  named  it  Penrhyn's  Island;  it 

culars.     Upon  Omai'g  decease,  the  Uliatea  men  came  for 
his  property,   allcdging  that  as  he  was  a  native  of  their 
island  they  had  certainly  a  right  to  it.     Tutty  said  they 
took  awfty  a  considerable  part  of  his  remaining  proptri}, 
and  particularly  his  musquets,  the  stocks  of  which  they 
broke,  and  buried  the  powder  in  the  sand ;  he  adde<l,  that 
the  conflict  had  been  very  fierce,  and  many  were  slain  on 
both  sides.,    The  house  which  Captain  Cook  bad  built  for 
Omai  was  still  in   existence,  being  covered  by  a  very  large  I 
one  after  the  country  fashion :  it  was  taken  possestiuit  of  I 
by  the  chief  of  the  island.     The  horse  was  still  living;  the  I 
marc  had  foaled,  but  died  soon  afterwards :  the  foal  diiii  I 
also.     Thus  were  the   benevolent  intentions  of  his  Ma.  I 
jcsty,   and  all   the  pains  and  trouble  taken  by  Caplaiil 
Cook  to  preserve  the  cattle,    rendered  absolutely  fruiki 
less. 
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ij  situated  In  9«  10'  south  latitude,  and  20'^o  15' 
east  longitude. 

Nothing  particular  occurred  till  tho  15th  of 
September,  when  about  noon  thuy  ,^eheld  the 
island  of  Saypau,  bearing  west  half  north,  twelve 
leagues  distant.  The  next  day  at  noon,  the  south 
end  of  Tinian  was  four  leagues  distant.  In  the 
afternoon  Mr.  Anstis  went  in  the  small  boat  to 
sound  a  small  bay  round  the  south  point  of  Say- 
nan  .  he  returned  at  seven  o'clock,  having  found 
iVoin  ten  to  twelve  fathoms  water,  about  a  mile 
offshore,  but  the  ground  hard.  The  next  morn- 
iDU  Mr.  Austin  went  on  shore  to  endeavour  to 
nritcnre  a  bullock,  many  of  which  were  seen 
erarintr  nn  the  island  of  Tinian.  In  the  evening 
lie  returned  with  the  best  part  of  a  young  bullock. 
At  day-light  the  next  morning,  they  made  sail 
and  stood  in  for  the  road,  and  at  nine  came  to 
anchor  in  eighteen  fathoms.  Soon  after  they  an- 
chored a  party  was  sent  on  shore  to  hunt  *. 

During  their  stay  at  Tinian,  they  were  chiefly 


occupied  in  filling  water,  the  well  not  aflbrding 
above  three  tons  a-day;  sometimes  not  quite  so 
much :  the  water  was  a  little  brackish,  but  had  not 
any  unpleasant  flavour.  They  found  the  hogs 
and  fowls  remarkably  shy,  and  the  cattle  had  en- 
tirely deserted  the  south  part  of  the  island : 
which  is  attributed  to  the  alarm  the  Charlotte's 
people  had  occasioned  among  them. 

They  procured  two  bulls,  eight  hogs,  and  a 
dozen  fowls.  Limes  and  sour  oranges  were  very 
plentiful.  Cocoa-nut  trees  were  numerous,  but 
they  were  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the 
beach.  In  addition  to  the  animals  of  this  place, . 
several  wild  cats  were  observed.  The  country 
had  nearly  the  same  appearance  as  when  Captains 
Byron  and  Wallis  visited  it,  but  many  of  the  py- 
ramidical  pillars  bad  fallen  down,  and  others 
were  much  decayed.  In  their  passage  from 
hence  to  China  nothing  material  occurred :  on 
the  19th  of  October  they  anchored  in  Maca(> 
Roads.        ,     -  ,       .

Tfie  Scarborough  qui  is  Port  Jackson — Touches  at  Lord  Howe's  j^sland — Joins  the  Charlotte — Falla 
in  uith  a  large  Shoa^Discovers  a  JVumber  of  Islands — Account  of  the  Inhabitants — Canoes- 
Ornaments — Discovers  Lord  Mulgrave's  Islands — Arrival  at  Tinian — Departure  from  Tinian-— 
Arrival  at  Macao  Roads. 


THE  Scarborough  transport.  Captain  Mar- 
shall, quitted  Port  Jackson  on  the  6tli  of 
May  1788,  to  proceed  towards  China,  to  take 
ill  a  cargo  of  teas  at  Canton  for  the  East  India 
Company.  For  several  days  they  had  very  un- 
settled weather,  accompanied  with  squalls  and 
heavy  rain.  On  the  KUh  they  saw  Lord  Howe's 
hiatid;  and  the  next  day  at  noon,  they  found 
the  Supply  brig,  the  Lady  Penrhyn,  and  the 
Charlotte,  standing  oft'  and  on  under  the  island. 
At  two  o'clock  the  Scarborough  was  close  in 
with  the  land,  but  the  weather  not  permitting 
them  to  go  on  shore,  they  passed  the  night  with 
standing  off  and  on.  Early  the  next  morning. 
Captain  Marshall  sent  a  small  party  on  shore  at 
Lord  Howe's  Island,  to  endeavour  to  procure 
loine  turtle,  as  Lieutenant  Ball  in  the  Supply  had 

*  From  this  time  to  the  25th,  they  had  light  varying 
winds,  with  frequent  shovtsrs  over  the  laud ;  and  the  Hies 


caiiglit  a  large  quantity  there  in  February,  but 
a'*  er  the  most  diligent  search  not  a  single  turtle 
was  io  be  tbund :  this  excursion,  however,  was 
not  wholly  fr'titless,  for  they  brought  oiT  a  quan- 
tity of  fine  birds,  sufficient  to  serve  the  ship's 
crew  for  about  three  days. 

Having  procured  what  refreshments  the  island 
afforded,  they  made  sail  at  four  o'clock,  with  the 
Charlotte  in  company,  and  stood  to  the  eastward. 
In  the  morniogof  the22d  they  saw  Norfolk  Island. 
On  the  30th  they  passed  several  large  trees,  and  a 
number  of  Cocoa  nuts  floating  in  the  water,  but 
no  land  was  to  be  perceived.  Nothing  of  im- 
portance occurred  till  the  4th  of  June,  when  the 
water  appearing  coloured,  they  sounded  and 
shuck  the  ground  in  fifteen  fathoms  water:  a 
man  was  sent  to  the  mast  head,  who  could  plainly 

were  found  as  troublesome  as  Captain  Byron  had  repre- 
sented them.   •     .     ;  ,    -    .  I      .  u  V 
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discern  a  slioal  running  to  (lie  westward.  Cap- 
tain Murshall  then  altered  his  course,  and 
stretched  to  the  eastward,  carr^'ing  soundings 
from  fifteen  to  thirty  fathoms  water,  over  a  rocky 
bottom,  where  in  many  ]ilace3  they  could  see 
|!;round  distinctly.  Running  to  the  eastward, 
about  eight  miles,  they  found  no  bottom  with 
seventy  fathoms  of  line,  which  induced  the  Cap- 
tain to  tack  and  s<and  to  the  southward.  Vast 
quantities  of  birds  of  diO'erent  kinds  were  seen 
flying  to  the  westward  of  the  shoal,  so  that  there 
fiiay  probably  he  an  island  near  the  situation. 
The  east  part  of  this  shoal  is  situated  in  113° 
hi  east  longitude,  and  the  south  part  of  it  in 
U)°  5(y  south  latitude.  How  far  it  extends  to 
the  westward  and  northward  is  uncertain.  Be- 
ing now  free  from  the  shoal,  they  stood  to  the 
northward  with  a  light  easterly  breeze*. 

At  seven  they  saw  another  small  island,  about 
•ix  miles  to  the  south-west  of  Hopper's  Island  ,- 
this  was  named  Ileudcrvillc's  hland.  About 
noon  another  island  made  its  appearance;  to 
which  Captain  Marshall  gave  the  appellation  of 
Woodle's  Islarul,  three  miles  north-west  of  Hen- 
derville's  Island.  Five  large  canoes  came  from 
Woodle's  Island  towards  the  ship ;  but  when 
they  were  within  about  four  miles  ef  it,  they 
turned  back  and  stood  fur  the  shore.  The  wind 
blowing  oiT  the  land  prevented  them  from  going 
near  enough,  to  enable  them  to  give  a  satisfactory 
description  of  these  islands;  they  seemed,  how- 
ever, to  abound  with  cocoa-nut,  and  a  variety  of 
ether  trees.  At  three  in  the  afternoon,  the  Scar- 
borough being  within  three  miles  of  Ilender- 
ville's  Island,  they  sounded  with  sixty  fathoms 
of  line,  but  got  no  ground.  Several  large  fires 
\vere  seen  upon  the  shore,  and  multitudes  of  the 


*  At  six  in  the  morning  of  the  18th  they  saw  an  island 
right  a.head:  they  sounded  when  about  six  miles  from  the 
land,  but  got  no  bottom  with  sixty  fathoms  of  line.  Two 
«r  three  canoes  came  towards  the  ship,  with  two  or  three 
men  iu  each,  but  (hey  f>'ion  put  back  again,  and  made  for 
the  fshorc.     The  Captain  named  it  Hopper's  hland. 

+  When  the  canoes  were  pretty  close  to  the  ship,  the 
captain  shewed  them  some  little  nails,  a  quart  bottle  and  a 
louking.glasii,  all  of  which  they  were  anxious  to  obtain  ;  but 
they  could  not  be  pre?ailed  on  to  bring  their  canoes  along, 
side.  Three  of  them  jumped  out,  and  swam  to  the  ship, 
when  a  rope  was  given  them  to  take  hold  of,  but  they  would 
not  consent  to  come  on  board.  On  receiving  their  little 
presents  they  laughed  immoderately,  and  gave  the  ca])t!vin 
some  beads  and  animals  teeth,  which  they  wore  about  their 
fiecks   as    ornamunts;   a  circumstance  which  sufficiently 


natives  were  assembled  on  the  bcacli,   niatiy  of 
them  pointing  at  the  ship  with  looks  of  Nvoiide 
and  astonishment.     Soon  afterwards  nineteen  n 
noes,  with  several  men  in  each,  made  townril, 
the  ship,   which  induced  Captain  Marshall  to 
lay  to,  expecting  they  would  come  alongside 
many  of  them  came  within  a  quarter  of  a  mjip 
of  the  vessel,  and  there,  taking  down  tlicjr  siiils 
stopped  to  gaze  at  her,  but  they  could  not  be 
prevailed  on  to  venture  alongside.     Two  of  tlie 
canoes  at  length,  however,  made  for  the  shin 
and  the  captain  ordered  his  people  out  of  sJ,| 
that  the  natives  might  not  be  intimidated  f. 

It  is  to  be  lamented  that  the  captain  did  not 
survey  these  islands  more  minutely,  as  there  n 
little  doubt  of  their  affording  a  variety  of  refresh. 
ments;  the  natives  being  all  plump  and  fleshy 
and  seemingly  enjoying  a  life  of  ease.  Tlic  inhii! 
bitants  are  of  a  copper  colour,  stout  and  well 
made;  they  have  long  black  hair,  with  bladv 
eyes  and  eye  brows,  and  seem  to  have  reuiarkiiblv 
fine  teeth.  Their  ornaments  were  necklaces", 
made  of  beads  intermixed  with  teeth ;  and  tnuiiy 
of  them  had  their  faces  painted  white [j;. 

After  quitting  these  new  discovered  islands 
Captain  Marshall  stood  to  the  northward,  wiihii 
light  breeze;  and  at  five  in  the  morning  on  Uie 
f20th,  they  saw  an  island  bearing  east-nortli-casf, 
eight  miles  distant:  it  seemed  very  low,  andal' 
most  level  with  the  water.  When  Captain 
Marshall  got  close  in  with  the  land,  he  per- 
ceived  it  to  be  a  chain  of  islands  extending  from 
south-east  to  north-west  for  the  distance  of  about 
thirty  leagues.  Having  a  favourable  breeze,  tliev 
run  along  the  islands,  about  three  miles  froiii 
shore,  when  several  canoes  came  after  the  ship, 
but  none  of  them  would  venture  nearer.     jMulii- 

proves  that  they  have  some  idea  of  barter.  Soon  after  (hese 
islanders  took  their  leave,  and  returned  towards  the  shore: 
and  Captain  Marshall  made  sail  and  stood  to  the  nurth. 
ward. 

%  If  we  may  give  an  opinion  of  these  people  from  the  i 
construction  of  their  canoes,  they  seem  to  possess  no  iu. ' 
considerable  share  of  ingenuity :  many  of  their  canoes  are  ca- 
pacious enough  to  contain  sixteen  or  twenty  persons;  (117  i 
are  narrow  and  well  calculated  for  fast  sailing,  and  yet  there 
is  not  the  least  danger  of  their  oversetting,  as  they  m 
steadied  with  an  outrigger  resembling  a  ladder  on  the  wea. 
ther  side.     Though  these  vehicles  always  sail  un  the  sarao 
side,  they  are  so  contrived  as  to  sail  one  way  as  well  as  the  | 
other,  and  the  Indians  manage  them  with  great  do\terity. 
From  what  little  Captain  Marshall  saw  of  these  pcojile,  ■ 
they  appeared  to  bo  liv«Iy,  ingeaiouB,  and  expert. 
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(udei  of  th«  natives  soon  assembled  on  the  beach, 
to  gratify  their  curiosity  in  gazing  at  her :  this 
induced  Captain  Marshall  to  invite  them,  by 
t\gat,  to  approach,  but  none  among  tlicm  would 
venture.  He  was  half  inclined  tc  send  his  boat 
on  shore  to  procure  some  refreshments,  many  of 
(be  trew  bein^  laid  up  with  the  scurvy;  bul  he 
prudently  declined  takmg  such  a  step,  thinking 
it  would  be  hazarding  too  much  to  have  sent  a 
few  men  amongst  an  ignorant  multitude,  with 
whose  character  and  disposition  they  were  totally 
unacquainted.  Within  the  islands  there  appear- 
ed to  be  some  fine  harbours.  The  natives  were 
almost  black :  theii^^canoes  resemble  those  already 
described. 

There  being  no  probability  of  procuring  re- 
freshments from  these  people.  Captain  INIarshall 
made  sail,  and  at  noon  on  the  22d  they  saw  land, 
in  the  direction  of  north  by  east,  eight  miles 
distant:  it  appeared  low,  flat,  and  full  of  trees. 
In  ruuning  along  shore,  they  found  the  land  they 
had  seen  consisted  of  six  different  islands,  ex- 
tending from  north  by  east,  to  south  by  west 
to  the  length  about  of  fifteen  leagues.  The 
liouthernmost  island,  Captain  Marshall  named 
Alkn's  Island;  the  second  Gjjllcspy's  hlcnid;  the 
(bird  Touchiiig's  Island;  the  fourth  Clavhc's 
bland;  the  fifth  Smith's  Island;  and  the 
northernmost  Scarborough  Island.  They  ran 
along  these  islands  about  three  miles  distant  from 
the  land,  and  kept  the  lead  continually  going, 
but  could  get  no  bottom,  which  seemed  very  ex- 
traordinary, as  the  land  is  low.  These  islands 
abound  with  cocoa-nut  and  cabbage  trees.  By 
(he  time  they  were  a-breast  of  Scarborough 
Island,  it  was  so  dark  that  they  could  not  per- 
ceive the  land  ;  but  the  Indians  made  two  very 
large  fires,  which  enabled  them  to  get  clear  of 
all  the  islands.  At  six  in  the  afternoon  of  the 
'23d,  more  land  appeared,  bearing  north  to  north- 
west*. 

Several  large  canoes  now  put  off"  from  the 
«bore,  with  eight  or  ten  men  in  each.  The  Char- 
lotte, Captain  Gilbert,  was  in  company  with  the 
Scarborough;  she  was  indeed  at  some  distance  a- 

»  By  two  the  next  day,  they  were  within  two  miles  of 
jiand,  which  they  found  to  be  a  chain  of  islands,  extending 
Inoarly  from  cast  to  west  for  twenty-five  leagues  :  the  Scar- 
Iborough  coasted  along  within  a  mile  of  the  land,  and  often 
linundcd  with  an  hundred  fathoms  of  line,  but  could  get  no 
Ibolfom.  At  the  same  time  they  saw  the  water  break  near 
|thc»horc,  and  a  multitude  of  the  natives  were  collected  on

stern,  and  the  canoes  all  went  ahmg-yidc  her. 
Several  of  them  went  on  board  the  ("harlotte, 
and  ran  fore  and  aft,  stealing  every  thing  they 
coiild  find ;  one  of  them  got  hold  of  the  pump- 
break,  and  was  attempting  to  jump  over-board 
with  it,  but  was  prevented  by  one  of  the  sailors. 
They  seemed  to  be  very  civilized,  and  all  of  them 
had  coverings  round  the  waist:  llwy  wore  neck- 
laces made  of  beads,  to  which  a  crQss  was  sus- 
pended, like  those  worn  by  the  Spaniards.  Cup- 
tain  Marshall  distinguished  these  islands  by  the 
name  of  Lord  Mulgravc's  Islands,  in  honour  of 
Lord  Mulgrave. 

Lord  Mulgrave's  Islands  abound  with  cocoa- 
nut-trees,  and  they  observed  remnants  of  oranges, 
and  many  other  sorts  of  fruit.  These  Islanders 
had  no  onensive  weapons :  it  therefore  seems  pro- 
bable that  they  live  on  friendly  terms  with  each 
other.  At  noon  on  the  27th  they  saw  land* 
which  they  found  to  be  a  cluster  of  small  islands, 
but  no  appearance  was  seen  of  their  being  in- 
habited. At  noon  on  the  28th  more  islands  were 
observed :  two  large  canoes  were  lying  on  a  sandy 
beach,  but  they  did  not  perceive  any  inhabitants. 
At  five  in  the  afternoon  more  islands  presented 
themselves,  which  were  supposed  by  Captain 
Marshall  to  be  those  which  Lord  Anson  dis- 
covered, and  named  Barbadoes  Islands. 

Having  now  a  clear  navigation,  they  pro- 
secuted their  voyage  without  meeting  with  any 
thing  remarkable  till  the  thirty-first  of  July, 
when  at  six  in  the  morning  they  saw  the  island 
of  Say  pan,  bearing  west  by  south  six  leagues 
distant.  At  day-light  the  next  morning.  Cap- 
tain Marshall  sent  his  boat  on  shore,  with  a 
small  party  to  procure  refreshments,  and  look 
for  anchorage.  At  two  the  boats  returned, 
loaded  with  cocoa-nuts  and  cabbage ;  but  thej 
could  find  no  place  for  a  vessel  to  anchor  in, 
the  water  being  very  deep  close  to  the  land,  with 
a  rocky  bottom,  and  so  heavy  a  surf  that  the 
boat  did  not  land  without  much  difficulty. 

Not  meeting  with  a  harbour  at  Saypan,the  Cap- 
tain resolved  to  proceed  to  Tinian;  where  he 
might  come  to  anchor,  and  put  bis  sick  people 

the  beach.  About  three,  a  small  canoe  with  two  men  in 
her  came  oflf  from  the  shore,  but  when  they  were  at  thedis. 
tance  of  a  hundred  yards  from  the  vessel,  they  put  back 
again  as  fast  as  possible,  seemingly  much  terrified ;  these 
men  had  skint  wrapped  round  their  waists,  and  their  hair 
was  decorated  with  shells  and  beads. 
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on  shore,  having  at  that  time  fifteen  men  laid  np 
with  the  scurvy,  and  the  rest  of  his  crew  were 
remarkably  weak  and  feeble.  The  wind  how- 
ever, was  so  variable,  that  they  did  not  reach 
the  south-west  side  of  (hat  island  till  the  4th  of 
Au£^ust,  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  anchtired 
in  twenty-five  fathoms  water,  and  soon  after- 
wards the  Charlotte  came  to  anchor  near  tlie 
Scarborou;;h. 

Early  the  next  morning.  Captain  Marshall 
sent  his  sick  people  on  shore,  with  a  tent ;  and 
provisions  to  serve  them  for  five  days.  After 
landing,  the  boat's  crew  walked  about  the  island, 
and  s&w  a  great  number  of  cattle,  hoga,  and 
fowls;  but  they  only  caught  a  calf,  a  hog,  and 
A  fowl  or  two,  and  loaded  the  boat  with  c6coa- 
nuts,  oranges,  and  limes.  Ort  the  6th  the  chief 
mate  went  on  shore  to  look  for  fresh  water  :  he 
found  out  the  well,  mentioned  in  Lord  Anson's 
Voyage,  but  it  was  perfectly  dry,  and  no  fresh 
water  was  to  be  found  within  two  miles  of  the 
landing-plare.  The  boat  retuilied  about  noon ; 
and  towards  evening  the  wind  came  round  t6 
south  south-west,  blowing  very  strong.  The 
wind  continuing  to  blow  strongly  into  the  bay. 
Captain  Marshall  sent  his  boat  on  shore  on  the 
7th  for  the  sick  people,  which  they  broug)it  off. 


but  not  without  much  difficulty  and  datim 
In  the  mean  time,  every  preparation  was  made 
for  sea,  the  Captain  being  determined  to  get 
away  as  soon  as  the  wind  shined  to<f<outh,  or 
south  by  east,  so  that  they  conM  clear  the  wen 
part  of  the  island.  During  the  nieht  they  had 
a  heavy  pale  at  south  west,  when  they  expected 
every  mmute  to  be  driven  on  shore:  at  day- 
break, however,  the  wind  shiflcd  to  south  south- 
east, on  which  they  instantly  cut  the  cable  and 
ran  clear  of  the  land.  (Captain  Gilbert  cut 
botii  his  cables  and  followed  the  Scarborough 
Hardly  had  they  cleared  the  land  when  the  wind 
again  shifted  to  the  south  soiith-weat,  and  blew 
a  hurricane ;  insomuch  that  had  the  vessels  then 
been  at  anchor,  they  must  inevitably  have  been 
driven  on  shore.  Though  Capftain  Marshall'* 
people  had  been  so  short  a  time  tm  land  ihcj 
received  great  benefit  from  it;  their  strength  gn- 
dually  returned,  and  they  soon  became  perfectly 
restored. 

Nothing  cttraordinary  occurred  in  their  pas- 
sage from  Tinian  to  China ;  thev  saw  the  I^tna 
Islands  in  the  evening  of  the  7th  of  September, 
and  anchored  in  Macao-Uoads  the  following 
afternoon. 


SECTION  IV. 

Suppkmentai  Account  of  Animals. 


t  BIRDS. 

Bankian   Cockatoo. 

THIS  bird'is  about  the  size  of  the  great  white 
Cockatoo ;  thie  length  twenty*two  inches. 
The  bill  is  very  sliort,  and  of  a  pale  lead-colour. 
The  head-feathers  are  pretty  long,  and  the  bird 
is  enabled  to  erect  them  into  a  crest  at  will.  The 
colour  of  the  head,  neck,  and  under  parts  of 
the  body  are  doslcy  brown,  inclining  to  olivo, 
darkest  on  the  belly.  The  feathers  on  the  top  of 
the  head,  and  back  part  of  the  neck  are  edged 
vtrith  olive;  the  rest  of  the  upper  part  of  the 
body,  the  wipgs,  and  tail  are  of  a  glossy  black ; 
the  la^t  is  pretty  long,  and  a  little  rounded  at 
the  end :  the  two  middle  feathers  are  entirely 
black ;  the  others  of  a  fine  vermillion  in  the 
middle  for  about  one  tiiird,  otherwise  black,  the 
thitter  edge  of  the  exterior  feather  bkck  the 


whole  length.  Leffs  black:  this  bird  was  met 
with  in  New  South  Wales.  With  the  above 
specimen  was  sent  the  head  of  another,  which 
differed  in  having  a  mixture  of  yellow  in  vuriuui 
parts  of  it. 

Red-shovldereo  Parrakeet. 

THIS  is  about  the  size  of  the  Guinea  Parra* 
keet.     The  whole  length  ten  indies  and  a  half: 
thexolour  of  the  plumage  is  green,  inclining  to 
yellow  on  the  under  parts :  tlie  top  of  the  head, 
the  outer  edge  of  the  wing,  and  sdme  parts  ut  I 
the  middle  of  the  same  arc  deep  blue :  round  the 
base  of  the  bill  crimson,  having  a  mixture  oi' 
the  same  <m  the  fore  part  of  the  neck,  except  I 
that  between  the  bill  and  eye  is  a  mixture  ufl 
yellow:  the  shoulders  and  under  parts  of  the | 
wings  are  blood  red;  two  or  tfaree-of  tlie  inner 
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qaills*  And  (lie  vent  pale  red:  (he  greater  quills 
dusky,  fringed  outwardly  \vith  yellow  :  (lie  tail 
If  very  much  wedg«  d  in  shape ;  the  feathers  ut 
the  base  chcsnut,  towards  (he  end  dull  blue :  tlu; 
bill  and  Iefi;s  brown.  This  species  inbabi(8  New 
South  Wales. 

Crested  Goat  Sucker. 

*  THIS  is  sonaewlia(  smaller  (ban  (he  European 
ipecies,  measuring  about  nine  inches  and  a  half 
in  leng(h.  The  colour  irf  (he  plumage  on  (he 
upper  par(  is  dark  brown,  uiotded  and  crossed 
with  obscure  wbi(i8h  bars :  (he  quills  arc  plain 
brown,  five  or  six  of  (he  ou(cr  ones  being  marked 
with  dusky  white  spots  on  (he  outer  webs :  (he 
tail  is  rounded  in  shape,  and  marked  wi(h  twelve 
narrow  bars  of  a  uusky  white,  mottled  with 
black,  as  are  the  other  whi(i8h  marks  on  the 
upper  par(s:  (he  under  par(8  of  (he  body  are 
more  or  less  whi(e;  bu(  the  fore  par(  of  (he  neck 
ami  breast  are  crossed  with  several  dusky  bars:

New  Holland  Cassowary. 

THIS  is  a  species  differing  from  (hi^t  generally 
known :  it  is  much  larger,  stands  higher  on  its 
legs,  and  has  a  longer  neck.  Its  length  is  seven 
feet  two  inches.  The  bill  is  not  very  different 
from  that  of  the  common  Cassowary ;  but  the 
horny  appendage  on  the  top  of  the  head,  in  this 
species  is  totally  wanting- :  the  whole  of  the 
head  and  neck  is  also  covered  with  feathers, 
eiccpt  the  throat  and  fore  part  of  the  neck  about 
half  way,  which  are  not  so  well  feathered  as  the 
rest;  in  the  coimnon  Cassowary,  the  head  and 
neck  are  bare  and  carunculated  as  in  the  turkey. 
The  general  plumage  consists  of  a  mixture  of 
broivn  and  gtey,  and  the  feathers  are  somewhat 
curled  at  the  ends  in  the  natural  state:  the  wings 
Are  so  chort  as  to  be  useletts  for  flight.  Thi  long 
ipines  which  are  observed  in  the  wii^  of  the 
commoB  soTt,  Me  in  this  not  to  be  perceived, 
Bor  is  there  any  appearance  of  a  tail.  The  legs 
are  Btout>  fofmed  like  the  Galeated  Cassowary, 


with  the  addition  of  their   being  jagged   the 
whole  of  their  length  at  the  back  part. 

The  bird  is  not  uncunuuon  in  New  Holland, 
several  of  thcni  having  been  seen  about  Botany 
])uy,  and  other  parts.  That  from  which  thn 
plate  was  taken,  was  shut  within  two  miles  of 
the  .settlement  at  Sydney  Cove,  and  the  drawing 
made  on  the  spot  by  Lieutenant  Watts. 

White  Gallinula. 

THIS  bird  resembles  the  purple  Gallinula  in 
shape,  but  is  much  superior  in  size,  being  as 
large  as  a  dunghill  fowl.  The  length  from  the 
end  of  the  bill  to  that  of  the  claws  is  two  feet 
three  inches:  the  bill  is  very  stout,  and  the 
colour  of  it,  the  whole  of  the  top  of  the  head, 
and  the  iridcs  red;  the  sides  of  the  head  round, 
the  f.ycs  are  reddish,  thinly  sprinkled  with  white- 
feathers.  The  whole  of  the  plumage  is  white: 
the  legs  the  colour  of  the  bill.  This  species  i» 
common  on  Lord  Howe's  Island,  Norfolk  Island, 
and  other  places,  and  is  a  very  tame  species. 
Tlio  other  sex,  supposed  to  be  the  male,  is  men- 
tioned to  have  some  blue  on  the  wings. 

Dog  of  New  Soutii  Waleb.         .  .t 

THE  height  of  this  species,  standing  erect, 
is  soincwhut  less  than  two  feet:  the  length  two 
feet  and  a  half.  The  head  resembles  that  of  a 
f«)X,  the  oars  short  and  erect,  with  whiskers  on 
the  muzzle.  The  colour  of  the  upper  parts  is 
pale  brown,  j^jra  dually 'growing  lighter  towards 
the  belly:  the  hind  part  of  the  fore  legs,  and 
the  fore  part  of  iiie  hinder  ones  white,  as  are 
the  feet  of  both :  the  tail  is  somewhat  bushy, 
but  lesri  so  than  that  of  the  fox. 

This  species  inhabits  New  South  Wales  :  thi» 
specimen  (a  female)  is  now  alive  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Marchioness  of  Salisbury,  'at  Hat- 
field-house,  havine:  been  sent  over  as  a  present 
to  Mr.  Nepean,  from  Governor  Phillip.  It  has 
the  manners  of  a  dog,  but  is  of  a  very  savage 
nature:  it  laps  like  others  dogs,  but  neither  bark*, 
nor  growls  when  offended  or  teized,  but  erects 
the  hairs  of  the  whole  bodv  like  brittle*,  and 
seemsj  furious :  it  is  eager  after  prey,  aud  de- 
lights in  rabbits  or  chickens,  raw,  but  will  aot 
touch  dressed  meat.  Its  fierceness  and  agility 
gives  it  greatly  the  advantage  of  other  animals 
much  superior  in  size;  .for,  when  a  fine  French 
fox  dog  Mr«s  put  to  it,  in  a  moment  it  seized  him. 
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by  the  loiiis,  and  v'ould  have  soon  terminated  his 
existence,  had  not  help  been  at  hand.  With  the 
utmost  ease,  it  could  leap  over  the  back  of  an 
ass,  and  was  near  worrying  one  to  death,  having 
so  fastened  on  it  that  the  creature  was  not  able 
to  disengage  himself  without  assistance.  A  se- 
cond of  these  is  possessed  by  Mrs.  Lascelles, 
which  is  equal  to  it  in  point  of  ferocity;  whence 
it  may  be  presumed  that  this  elegant  aninial  will 
never  become  familiar. 

'-.',  Spotted  Martin. 

'  THIS  is  about  the  size  of  a  large  pole-cat, 
and  measures  from  the  tip  of  "he  nose  to  the 
setting  on  of  the  tail  eighteen  inches :  the  tail 
itself  being  nearly  of  the  same  length.  The 
visage  is  pointed  in  shape,  and  the  general  colour 
of  the  fur  is  black,  marked  with  irregular 
blotches  of  white:  the  iai!.  in  particular,  has 
in  elegant  appearance,  and  tapers  gradually  to 
the  point.  It  inhabits  the  neighbourhood  of 
Port  Jackson. 

Kanguroo  Rat. 

THE  upper  jaw  of  this  species  has  two  cut- 
ling  teeth  in  froiii,  with  three  others  on  caih 
side  of  them,  and  at  a  distance  one  t'uUe  grinder, 
sharp  at  the  edge,  and  fluted  on  the  sides ;  and 
close  to  these,  t\>o  true  grinders:  the  lower  jaw 
has  two  long  cutting  teeth  formed  like  those  of 
the  squirrel,  with  three  grinderK,  corresponding 
with  those  in  the  upper /|aw.  The  general  shape 
of  the  body  is  not  very  different  from  that  of  the 
kanguroo;  but  the  visage  being  strongly  similar 
to  that  of  the  rat,  and  the  colour  not  ill  resem- 
bling that  animal,  it  has  obtained  the  name  of 
the  kanguroo  rat.  This  is  an  inhabitant  of  New 
Holland. 

The  Laced  Lizard. 

THIS  elegant  species  is  in  length,  from  tbe 
nose  to  the  end  of  the  tail,  about  forty  inches. 
It  has  a  few  weak  teeth  in  the  mouth  which  are 
rather  sharp,  at  about  a  quarter  of  an  inch 
distance  from  one  another :  the  tongue  is  long 
and  forked :  the  general  shape  is  slender ;  and 
the  colour  of  the  skin,  on  the  upper  parts,  a 
brownish  or  blueish  black,  whimsically  marked 
with  golden  yellow  :  in  some  parts  this  colour  is 
beautifully  mottled,  like  some  kinds  of  laced 
work;  in  others,  striped  in  various  directioos: 
2 


the  under  parts  are  yellow,  crossed  with  single 
bars  of  black  on  the  chin  and  throat,,  and  double 
clouded  ones  on  the  belly :  the  toes  are  five  in 
number  on  each  foot,  barred  across  with  black 
and  yellow,  as  the  legs,  and  each  furnished  Mitli 
a  crooked  black  claw :  the  tail  is  longer  than  the 
whole  of  the  body ;  towards  the  base,  clouded 
and  marked  as  the  rest;  but  the  further  half 
handed  with  black  and  yellow,  each  band  beinir 
about  three  inches  broad,  the  end  running  to  a 
very  sharp  poiut.  This  lizard  is  not  uncommon 
at  Port  Jackson,  where  i»  has  the  reputation  of 
a  harmless  .sj)ecies. 

Bag-throated  Balistes. 

THIS  fish  is  frequently  found  on  the  coast  of 
New  South  Wales :  as  the  drawing  was  obtained 
without  any  description,  the  size  of  it  is  uncer- 
tain. The  erect  horn  or  spine  is  placed  over, 
and  a  little  behind  the  eyes,  as  in  Willov'^hhifn 
Icthyologiu,  attended  with  two  shorter  ones  di- 
rectly behind  the  first :  the  long  spine  is  straight, 
sharp  at  the  point,  and  deeply  sawed  on  the  back 
part.  It  has  also  a  deep  poueh-like  appendage 
beneath  the  thryut,  in-  shape  like  a  jclly-ba-r, 
This  fish  is  pretty  common  on  the  coast  of  Nc\v 
South  Wales.  VVhen  skinned  it  is  said  to  be 
pretty  good  eating. 

A  Fish  of  New  Solth  Wales. 

THE  ground  colour  of  this  fish  rcseiiiblf!i 
that  of  the  British  mackarel,  marked  with  se\eriil 
round,  blue  and  white  spots.  The  figure  of  it 
is  represented  faithfully,  from  a  drawing  by 
Daniel  Butler,  sent  from  New  South  Males, 
where  it  is  in  great  plenty.  It  is  said  to  taste 
like  a  dolphin. 

Pout  Jackson  Shark. 

THE  length  of  this  specimen  was  two  fed: 
and  it  was  about  five  inches  and  a  half  over  at 
the  broadest  part,  from  thence  tapering  to  the 
tail :  the  skin  was  rough,  and  the  colour  brown, 
palest  on  the  under  parts  :  over  the  e3es  on  each 
side  a  long  ridge  appears  of  about  three  iuches; 
under  the  middle  of  which  the  eyes  are  placed: 
their  teeth  are  numerous,  consisting  of  at  least 
ten  or  eleven  rows :  the  forward  teeth  arc  small 
and  sharp ;  those  behind  are  blunter  and  larger, 
and  several  rows  are  perfectlv  flat  at  tup,  forming 
a  kind  of  bony  palate  like  that  of  the  wolf-fish: 

the 
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i\\e  under  jaw  is  iTurtiishcd  much  like  the  upper: 
the  breathing  holes  are  five,  as  is  usual  iu  the 
ireniis:  on  the  back  are  two  iins  and  before  each 
stands  a  strong  spine,  as  in  the  dog'-fish  :  it  has 
also  two  pectoral,  and  two  ventral  'ins;  besides 
Bfl  anul  (in,  placed  at  a  middle  distance  between 
the  last  and  the  taih.  the  fail  itself  lias  the  ap- 
pearance of  being  divided,  the  upper  part  being 
liuuh  longer  than  the  other. 

Tliis  was  taken  at  Port  Jackson,  but  to  what 
size  it  may  usually  arrive  cannot  be  determined  :

Watts 's  Shark. 


THIS  species  seems  hitherto  to  have  escaped 
the  researches  of  our  Icthyologists.  The  length 
of  the  specimen  is  nineteen  inches;  the  head 
broad,  and  angular  in  shape ;  and  the  body 
nnnided,  and  nearly  equal  in  its  'dimensions  for 
above  half  the  length,  when  it  suddenly  grows 
siiiull,  and  so  continues  to  the  end  of  the  tail: 
the  colour  of  the  body  is  brown  in  diU'erent 
ilmdcs,  and  there  are  three  rows  of  large  pale 
spots,  of  an  irregular  shape,  most  of  them  dark 
within ;  one  row  passes  down  the  middle,  the 
others  are  on  each  side;  and  there  are  others  less 
conspicuous  below  them.  The  mouth  is  placed 
iR'iiri'r  the  oni\  of  the  head  than  i'i  most  of  the 
iienns,  and  ftniiisiied  in  tlie  front  with  nine  sharp 
(i0(il<ed  teeth,  in  three  rows,  with  plenty  of 
small  ones  on  each  side.  The  eyes  project  con- 
siderably above  the  rest  of  the  head,  and  are 
placed  on  the  upper  part  of  it :  at  the  most  for- 
ward part  of  the  head  are  two  cartilaginous  ap- 
pendages, with  four  others,  nearly  similar,  on 
e.:ih  side  between  the  first  and  the  breathing 
holes :  the  pectoral  fins  are  placed  beneath  these 
last;  the  abdominal  about  the  middle  of  the 
li>  dy ;  and  the  anal  between  the  last  and  the  tail : 
the  under  part  is  also  finned  from  that  place  to 
the  end :  on  the  body  arc  two  11  ns,  placed  un- 
commonly far  back. 

This  fi!sh  was  met  with  in  Sydney  Cove,  Port 
Jackson,  by  Lieutenant  'NVatt«,  and  supposed  to 
be  extremely  voracious,  in  ))ri)portion  to  it<  size. 
It  had  lain  mi  the  deck  lor  two  hours,  and 
Reetned  perfectly  quiet,  but  on  Mr.  \\atts'sdog 
passing  by,  the  shark  sprung  upon  it  with 
astonishing  ferocitv,  and  seized  it  bv  the  leg; 
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nor  could  the  dog  have  disengaged  himselC  had 
not  the  people  come  to  his  assistance.  ^    ; 

Great  Bkown  Kingpfihhek. 

THE  length  is  from  sixteen  to  eighteen  inches: 
the  bill  aliout  three  iiitlies  and  a  half;  the  upper 
mandible  brown;  the  under  svliite,  but  brown  at 
the  base:  the  head  has  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
feathers  to  form  a  crest,  w  hen  erected ;  the  colour 
whitish,  and  most  of  the  feather's  either  tipped 
o:  crossed  with  black:  the  neck  am;  under  parts 
of  the  body  are  nearly  the  same  in  colour,  cros."  d 
on  the  sides  with  dusky  lines;  over  the  forehead 
the  colour  is  dusky  brown,  nearly  black,  passing 
backwards  in  an  irregular  shaped  streak  a  con- 
siderable way  behind  the  eye  :  the  back  and  most 
of  the  wing,  is  black  or  dusky,  but  the  middle  of 
the  wing  is  of  a  shining  blue  green,  as  well  as 
the  lower  part  of  the  back  and  rump  :  the  tail  is 
barred  witli  pale  rust  colour  and  black,  inclining 
to  purple,  and  towards  the  end  whitish:  the  legy 
of  a  dusky  yellow,  the  claws  black. 

This  species  inhabits  various  places  in  the 
South  Seas,  but  the  specimen  from  which  this 
description  was  takcn^  was  sent  from  Port  Jack- 
soi.

Blacr  Flying  Opossum. 

THE  following  is  supposed  to  be  a  new  animal 
of  this  genus.  The  length  from  the  tip  of  the 
nose,  w  hich  is  pointed  in  shape,  to  the  root  of 
the  tail,  is  twenty  inches ;  of  tlie  tail  itself 
twenty-two  inches,  at  the  base  quite  light,  gra- 
dually increasing  to  black  at  the  end  :  the  width 
across  the  loins  sixteen  inches :  the  ears  large 
and  erect :  the  fur  is  of  a  richer  texture  than 
that  of  the  sea-otter  of  Cook's  River :  on  the 
upper  parts  of  the  body  it  appears  t  first  sight 
of  a  glossy  black,  but  on  a  closer  inspection, 
there  is  found  a  mixture  of  grey:  the  under 
parts  are  white,  and  on  each  hip  a  tan-coloured 
spot  appears,  almost  as  large  as  a  shilling:  at 
this  part  the  fur  is  thinnest,  but  at  the  root  of 
the  tail  it  is  so  rich  and  close  th.at  t'l''  hidecunnct 
be  felt  through  it.  The  I'ur  is  also  continued  to 
the  daws.  The  jaws  are  fiinii.-^luul  with  teeth, 
placed  as  in  some  others  of  this  genus ;  in  the 
upper  jaw  forward.^  are  four  small  cutting  teeth, 
then  two  canineones,and  backwards  livegrinder.s: 
the  uuder  jaw  has  two  large  cuttirg  teeth,  like 
the  Vulpmc  Opossutn,   live  grinders,  with  no 
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iiiiermediate  canine  ones.  The  fore  legs  have 
five  toes  on  each  foot  v'ith  a  claw  on  each ;  the 
hinder  one  four  toes,  with  claws,  and  a  thumb 
without  »  claW,  enabling  the  animal  to  use  the 
foot  as  a  hand. 
This  beauti^  J  quadruped  inhabits  New  South 


Wales :  the  specimen  from  which  this  account ' 
taken,  is  a  male,  and  the  property  of  Henr" 
Constantine  No  well,  Esq.  The  fur  of  it  ig  L 
so  valuable  a  texture,  that  should  it  lierearter 
be  fouud  in-  plenty,  it  may  probably  become  a. 
very  valuable  article  of  commerce^

TO  remove  the  inconvenience  which  this 
country  had  suffered  from  the  gaols  being 
exceedingly  crowded  with  prisoners,  who  had 
been  sentenced  to  transportation,  government 
made  choice  of  a  spot  on  the  east  coast  of  New 
Holland,  to  be  formed  into  a  settlement,  for  the 
salutary  purpose  of  receiving  such  convicts. 
The  east  coast  of  New  Holland  had  been  dis- 
i-overcd  and  explored  by  Captain  Cook,  in  his 
SiTst  voyage  round  the  world,  and  by  him  deno- 
minated New  South  Wales.  Botany  Bay,  the 
place  which  he  entered  with  his  ship,  was  thought 
entitled  to  the  appellation  of  a  harbour,  and  re- 
commended by  him,  in  the  narrative  <^f  his 
voyage,  as  a  convenient  place  for  a  settlement :  it 
was  therefore  fixcu  upon  by  government  fbr  that 
special  purpose. 

On  the  25th  of  October,  1786,  his  Majesty's 
ship  Sirius,  then  in  the  dock  at  Deptford,  was 
commissioned,  and  the  commsiid  of  her  conferred 
upon  .  Arthur  Phillip,  Esq. :  the  Suppiv  was  also 

*  Oa  the  0th.  of  December,  the  ships  i)cing  ready  to  fall 
down  the  river,  they  slippeil  the  moorings  and  sailed  to 
l^ung.Reach,  where  they  tjok  in  the  guns  and  ordnance 
stores.  The  peculiar  nature  of  the  service  required  from 
the  Sirius  being  considered,  another  officer,  bearing  a  cer- 
tain raiili,  wp,s  thought  necessary  to  command  the  ship  in- 
|he  absence  of  Captain  Phillif,  whose  presence,  it  was  sup. 
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put  into  commission,  and  Lieutenant  Henry 
Lidgbird  Hall  was  appointed  to  command  lier. 

Tlie  Sirius  was  about  540  tons  biuthen,  mount- 
ing twenty  guns,  and  was  a  very  capacious  (ori> 
venient  vessel.  The  Supply  armed  tender  wusa 
brig,  a  strong  firm  roomy  little  vessel,  mount- 
ing eight  guns  r  the  complement  of  the  Sirius 
was  one  hundred  and  sixty  men ;  that  of  the 
Supply  was  fifty-five  These  two  ships  were  in- 
tended, after  having  escorted  the  ci)Hvict8  to  the 
plac3  of  their  destination,  to  remain  in  that 
country  to  be  employed  in  the  public  service,  till 
they  should  be  relieved  by  other  vessels  from 
England*. 

On  the  30th  of  January,  1787,  two  trans- 
ports, one  freighte  with  male,  and  the  other 
witli  female  convicts,  dropt  down  to  Long-Reach, 
and  afterwards  proceeded  to  Gravesend,  MJiere 
they  were  joined  by  the  Sirius  the  next  day,  and 
advanced  to  the  Norc:  here  they  aiso  anchored 
associating  with  the  armed  tender  Supply.    On 

posed  would  be  requisite  whercfer  the  scat  of  gOTcrnmcnt 
in  that  country  might  be  lixedi  In  consequence  uf  which 
Captain  .lohn  Hunter  received  a  commission  appointing  lib 
second  C'apti.<'.i  of-  the  Sirius,  with  the  rank  of  I'ost  Cap- 
tain, with  power  to  command  her  in  the  absence  uf  (he 
priucipal  Captain.

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ffie  4lh  of  February  they  anchored  in  the  Downs 
vlicie  thoy  were  detained  by  contrary  winds  till 
the  l*Hh,  when  tbey  put  to  sea,  and  arrived  at 
(be  IMother  Bank  on  the  21st,  where  the  trans- 
ports and  store-ships  w6re  directed  to  rendez- 
vous. 

On  the  9tli  of  May^  Captain  Phillip  arrived 
ti  Portsmouth,  and  came  on  board  the  follow- 
itiG^  day  to  issue  signals  and  orders  to  Lieutenant 
John  Shortland,  the  agent  for  transports,  to  be 
delivered  to  the  several  masters  of  the  ships. 
On  the  13th  they  sailed  from  the  Mother-Bank, 
in  company  with  the  Supply  armed  tender,  and 
gix  transports,  having  on  board  600  male,  and 
200  female  convicts,  together  with  three  store- 
ihips,  containing^  provisions  and  other  stores. 
On  board  the  ships  conveying  convicts,  160 
marines,  with  their  proper  officers  were  em- 
barked :  a  surgeon,  and  three  assistants  were  also 
embarked  in  the  transports.  The  wind  being 
easterly,  they  ran  out  at  the  Needles,  and  were 
accompanied  by  the  Hyena,  Captain  de  Coursey, 
who  had  received  orders  to  see  them  a  hundred 
leagues  to  the  westward.  They  had  light  breezes, 
with  pleasant  weather,  down  the  channel,  but 
had  the  mortification  to  observe  that  two  of  their 
transports  sailed  very  indifferently ;  one  of  which 
the  Hyena  towed  two  or  three  days. 

They  experienced  variety  of  weather  till  the 
21st,  when  Captain  Phillip  put  his  dispatches 
on  board  the  Hyena;  a  report  was  soon  after 
made  from  one  of  the  transports,  that  a  disco- 
very had  been  made  of  an  intended  insurrection 
among  the  convicts  in  that  «hip;  in  which,  if 
tlicy  succeeded,  they  were  io  have  quitted  the 
fleet  in  the  night,  and  afterwards  employ  the 
ship  as  they  might  determine  among  themselves. 
A  few  days  previous  to  this  project.  Captain 
Phillip  had  humanely  directed  that  many  of  the 
male  convicts  should  be  disencumbered  of  some 
irons  with  which  they  were  embarrassed,  that 
they  might  more  conveniently  strip  themselves  at 
night,  as  well  as  be  rendered  more  comfortable 
during  the  day.  This  indulgence  had  doubtless 
encouraged  those,  who  were  disposed  to  exert 
their  ingenuity  in  so  daring  an  attempt,  to  carry 
jiich  a  measure  into  execution.  After  the  de- 
covery  of  the  plot  upon  very  satisfactory  evidcncCj 


two  of  the  principals  were  brought  on  board  the 
Sirius,  severely  punished,  and  sent  on  board 
another  transport,  laden  with  very  heavy  irons. 

Intending  to  make  the  islands  of  Porto  Sancto 
and  Madeira,  they  were  at  a  little  distance  from 
the  former  on  the  29th  in  the  evening ;  and  the 
weather  being  hazy  they  shortened  sail,  that  ^-c 
convoy  might  not  fall  suddenly  in  with  the  land 
in  the  night.     At  day-light  the  next  morning 
they  saw  the  Deserters  off  Aladeira,  having  passed 
the  islands  of  Porto  Sancto  in  the  night.     At 
five  in  the  afternoon  on  the  1st  of  June,  the^ 
made  the  Salvages.     They  had  light  airs  and 
variable  till  the  23d,  when  the  wind  sprung  up 
from  the  northward,  and  they  steered  for  the 
island  of  Teneriffe.     Some  of  the  convoy  being 
considerably  astern,  they  brought  io,  and  in  the 
afternoon  they  bore  away,  and  made  the  signal 
for  the  convoy  to  make  all  the  sail  possible,  that, 
as  they  were  strangers  to  Santa  Cruz  road,  they 
might  save  day-light  to  the  anchorage,  which 
they  effected,  and  had  the  whole  convoy  in  before 
dark;    jit  half  after  six  in  the  evening,    they, 
anchored  in  fifteen  fathoms  water.      The  next 
morning  Captain  Phillip  sent  an  officer  to  the 
governor,   informing  him  who  they  were,  and 
their  business  at  that  island ;  but  previous  to  their 
anchoring,  some  officers  came  on  board  the  Sirius 
for  the  very  same  purpose,  a  ceremony  which  is 
seldom  neglected.     The  officer  who  had  been 
dispatched  to   the   governor,    brought  a  very 
polite  reply  from  him,   signifying  his  sincere  - 
wishes  of  affording  him  every  refreshment  which 
could  be  procured.     Captain  Phillip  then  waited 
on  the  governor,  who  politely  expressed  a  wish 
that  Teneriffe  was   capable   of  affording  every 
refreshment  which  he  might  have  occasion  for. 

Two  days  after  this  visit,  the  governor,  who- 
was  then  the  Marquis  of  Branccforte,  came  on 
board  himself,  attended  by  several  officers,  when 
the  usual  interrogations  were  again  proposed  and 
answered.  A  few  days  after  this  visit  from  the 
governor.  Captain  Phillip  was  invited  to  dine 
with  him,  and  to  bring  with  him  as  many  of  the 
principal  officers  as  could  be  spared  from  the 
sliips.  A  party,  consisting  of  about  twelve,, 
readily  attended,  and  were  entertained  with  the 
greatest  hospitality  and  politeness  *.

somewhat  scarce.  During  their  stay  here,  the  watering -of 
the  ships  was  a  material  consideration,  and  they  were  often: 
emflojcd  ia  this  ucccssary  business  on  board  the  tranports 
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ll(>r()re  lli(*v  ^'Ofi  loady  to  put  to  sea,  a  party 
«<irnc(l  to  make;  a  short  exrursion  into  t\m  cotiii- 
Iry;    for  (his    piirposo  they  set  out  early   one 
iiioruinji;,  accoiupaiiied    by  two  merchants  Vho 
Mcrc  rosideuls  of  tliis  |)hu'e.     The  name  o£  these 
two  worthy  gentlemen  were  Mr.  Little  and  IVIr. 
Armstrong".       They    liiid    previously    provided 
liorscs,    nujles,    provisions,    &c.    and    meant    to 
proceed  towards  the  city  of  Jiaguna,  the  capital 
of   the  island.     The   distance  was  estimated  at 
three  miles  from  Santa  Cruz,  but  from  the  bad- 
ness of  the  roads,  and  other  causes,  it  appeared 
to  be  not  less  than  twice  that  distance.      The 
party  travelled  through  many  of  the  streets  at 
Lagnna,  which  arc  regular,  and  cross  each  other 
at  right  angles ;  the  buildings  being  in  general 
very  good.     There  are  two  parish  churcheii,  two 
nunneries,  and  three  or  four  convents,  built  in 
a  quadrangular  form.     A  conduit  in  the  middle 
of  the  town  supplies  the  inhabitants  with  water, 
issuing  from  cavitic  in  several  parts  of  a  hill, 
and  conveyed  down  the  declivity  in  stone-troughs. 
The  plain  on  which  Laguna  stands  is  pleasant 
and  fertile  :  it  being  now  the  height  of  the  har- 
vest, the  people  were  engaged  in  cutting  dow  n 
their  corn,  which  seemed  to  yield  abundantly : 
the  environs  seem  also  to  be  enriched  with  many 
pleasant  gardens.     The  governor   has  a  palace 
f.ere,  but  generally  resides  at  Santa  Cruz ;  and 
this  city,  once  the  residence  of  persons  in  au- 
thority, seems  now  deserted  by  persons  of  dis- 
tinction.    Our  navigators  lamented  that  the  time 
proposed    for   transacting    their    business   here, 
would  not  admit  of  a  visit  to  the  Peak,  a  moun- 
tain which    has    employed    the    pen    of  many 
writers. 

The  bay  of  Santa  Cruz  is  slieltered  by  several 
ftniall  batteries  of  four  or  five  guns  each,  jjlaccd 
at  certain   distances   round  the  bay ;   but  their 

artor  d.irlv.  A  coinitf,  oik' fvciiiitj,',  wliilc  several  of  <lic 
ni'rt  Nvi'ic  engaged  in  clearing  a  Ixjai  of  wati-r,  coiitrivifi  to 
sli|)  into  a  small  boat,  and  dropiii-d  away  from  the  ship 
wn  port  civ  I'd.  Cictting  to  some  considerable  distance,  he 
exerted  himself  at  his  oars,  and  got  on  board  a  foreign 
East  India  ship  then  lying  there,  and  oflercd  himself  as  a 
8>eaman ;  bnt  his  scivices  were  refnsed.  Kxiiecting  to  be 
inimcdiadly  missed,  and  songlit  after,  he  thought  it  ex. 
pedient  to  quit  that  ship,  and  landed  to  flie  westward  of  the 
town,  but  on  a  place  where  there  was  mueh  siirf,  and  whire 
ihe  roeks  bohind  him  were  inae(  essible.  The  olliier  of  tin; 
marines  on  board  that  transport,  iiinslciinij  the  conviols  as 
iisual  at  setting  the  watch,  discovered  .that  this  man  uas 
aiLijing,  and  iuformation  of  it  \\A»  ioimwdialel/  cuuve^ed 
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principal  fort  is  near  the  landing-place,  and  is  « 
v(;rv  strong  work. 

The  town  of  .Santa  Cruz  is  irregular,  the  nrin, 
ci  pal  btrcet  having,  by  its  form,  being  almost  en- 
titled  to  the  appellation  of  a  square  :  the  govor. 
1101  's  house,  situated  at  the  upper  end,  has  morn 
the,  appearance  of  a  country  inn  than  tli<;  palate 
of  !i  jj,-<)vernor.  The  skirts  of  the  town  sccni 
dosrrtod,  and  nearly  in  ruins. 

Ill  the  al'lcrnoon  of  the  9th  of  June,  the  trans- 
ports  having  completed  their  watering,  the  sig. 
Hill  was  made  from  the  Sirius,  for  all  persons  in 
the  ileet  to  repair  instantly  to  their  respective 
ships;  and  on  the  lOth  they  put  to  sea  with  a 
light  air  of  wind  from  the  land.  They  steered 
to  the  south-west  till  they  were  near  the  meridian 
of  the  island  of  Sal,  the  northernmost  of  the 
Cape  dc  Verde  Islands,  and  then  sailed  a  little 
to  the  eastward  of  it.  At  nine  in  the  inorninff 
of  the  19th  they  saw  the  island,  bearing  north- 
west by  north,  distant  four  leagues,  'fhev 
steered  about  tlu'ee  or  four  miles  wide  of  (he 
reef,  which  extends  from  the  north-east  part  of 
Bonavista,  and  runs  in  a  south-east  direilJoD 
three  or  four  miles.  It  was  about  two  o'clock 
in  the  aftt moon  when  they  made  the  island  of 
Bonavista,  and  consequently  they  had  a  good 
opportunity  of  seeing  the  reef;  from  which 
Captain  Cook  says,  in  one  of  his  voyages,  he  was 
in  great  danger,  and  that  it  lies  off  the  south- 
east part  of  the  island ;  in  which  last  assertion 
he  certainly  appears  to  have  made  a  mistake. 

At  twelve  o'clock  at  night,  they  intended  to  an- 
chor in  Port  Praya  bay,  in  the  i.sland  of  St.  Ja^o: 
the  object  for  which  they  endeavoured  to  i>e( 
into  this  bay,  was  a  supply  of  fresh  provisions, 
Fresh  gales  of  wind,  lieavy  showers  of  rain, 
with  frequent  calms,  and  other  peculiar  circum- 
stances, very  nuich  retarded  their  progress.    On 

to  Captain  Phillip,  who  next  morning  sent  an  officer  I'mia 
the  .Siiiiis  to  the  Rovernor,  re()Mesting  his  assistance  in  n'. 
covering  the  deserter.  I'ursnaiit  t(j  orders  issued  bv  liim 
for  that  purpose,  the  boat  that  had  been  taken  aw.iy  iiis 
perceived  the  next  morning  beating  on  the  rocks  1 1  ilu 
Mcstward  of  the  (own  :  and  when  the  niesseii;;(  r-i  m  ,« 
rowing  to  pick  her  up,  (hey  saw  the  fellow  endeavoiiiiiii;!.)

flic  M^^  of  July,  however,  in  the  eveninpj,  they 
crossed  the  equator  in  h)iigitu(le  20"  10' west ; 
and  wilh  5"  ^0'  of  west  variation.  They  diii 
not  see  any  thing  till  the  3d  of  August,  wlien 
tliev  made  Cape  Frio,  and  at  twelve  o'clock  at 
njn-ht  were  right  abreast  of  it.  This  Cape  is 
gii  island  distant  about  three  miles  from  the 
main  land:  they  never  approached  the  shore 
nearer  than  five  or  six  miles,  at  which  distance 
tliev  had  thirty  fathoms  water  over  a  soft 
bottom. 

On  the  6th  of  August  a  light  breeze  from  the 
tea  conducted  them  within  the  islands  which  lie 
off  the  harbour,  where  they  anchored  for  the 
night,  with  the  convoy,  in  fourteen  fathoms 
water,  the  island  of  Raz  bearing  south  by  west 
two  miles,  and  Rodondo,  a  low  flat  island,  south- 
west by  south.  The  next  morning  an  officer  was 
dispatched  to  the  town,  to  inform  the  viceroy 
wlu)  they  were,  and  their  reason  for  having 
visited  that  port.  On  the  7tli,  with  a  brt^e/e 
from  the  sea,  they  weighed,  and,  with  convoy 
m\vd  into  the  harbour.  As  they  ])assed  Fort 
S,iiito  Cruz,  they  saluted  with  thirteen  guns,  and 
were  complimented  by  an  equal  number  from  the 
foil:  they  anchored  oft"  the  town  in  seventeen 
j'allioms  water,  over  a  good  soft  bottom. 

The  persons  on  board  the  ships  had  been  re- 
markably healthy :  only  sixteen  bad  been  buried 
since  their  departure  from  England.  Six  only 
I  of  (hat  number  had  died  between  Tenerilfe  and 
j  this  place.  Many  of  thu^c  whom  they  had  lost 
Kiiue  they  left  Portsmouth,  had  been  lingering 
under  diseases  with  which  they  were  atllicted 
Ulicn  they  embarked,  and  whose  dissolution 
niijrht  naturally  have  been  expected.  On  their 
Lriival  here,  an  inconsiderable  number  were  la- 
Ibdiiriiig  under  fevers,  or  other  serious  com- 
jilaiiits,  except  between  'iO  and  30,  in  whom 
Lmptonis  of  the  scurvy  had  lately   appeared. 

•  When  our  navigators  had  heen  about  ten  days  in  this 
Ihmhoiir,  they  found  the  convicts  in  a  imith  healthier  state 
Itliaii  tt  hen  they  left  Spitliead.  M  nth  pains  liad  been  taken, 
|liv  some  persons  who  were  averse  to  the  expedition,  to 
Lupagate  a  report  that,  whilst  lying  at  the  Mother  Jiank, 
■hey  were  10  siekly  that  eight  or  ten  of  them  were  buried 
fury  day,  Among  such  a  number  of  pe()i)le  coiilined  in 
Iraal'l  ships,  to  have  no  sick  on  board  can  hardly  he  oxpect- 
|il,  hut  there  are  few  country  towns  in  Kngland,  which 
|ont.iiu  1 50()  inhabitants',  (the  number  which  those  ships 
lad  on  board)  *hieh  have  not  frotpiently  as  many  sick  as 
Vy  had,  when  the  report  was  circulated  that  they  buried 
Ui'b  iximberK  daily. 
+  The  2lst  of  Augunt  being  the  anniversary  of  the  Prlace 
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Fresh  provisions  and  vegetables  were  prociirerl 
on  their  arrival,  and  served  to  the  ships'  com- 
panies, marines,  and  convicts.  Even  the  con- 
victs had  a  proportion  of  oranges  with  their 
other  provisions,  that  fruit  being  remarkably 
cheap  and  plentiful.  It  was  indeed  no  uncom- 
mon circumstance  for  those  who  passed  in  the 
country  boats,  to  throw  a  shower  of  oranges 
among  the  people  in  the  ships*. 

Here  the  navigators  received  every  thing  that 
was  civil  and  polite;  and  a  few  days  after  their 
arrival,  all  the  officers  were  introduced  to  the 
viceroy,  who  seemed  anxious  to  render  them 
every  service,  consistent  with  his  instructions 
from  the  court  of  Portugal.  It  is  customary, 
when  any  foreign  ships  are  in  this  harbour,  for 
a  guard  boat  to  attend  night  and  day,  in  order 
to  prevent  smuggling;  but  that  ceremony  was 
omitted  in  favour  of  our  navigators,  every  of- 
ficer btMng  permitted  to  walk  where  he  pleased, > 
except  in  the  -forts;  a  liberty  never  granted  to 
strangers.  No  centinel  was  placed  in  any  of  the 
king's  boats  at  landing,  nor  in  those  of  the  trans- 
ports; a  mark  of  civility  highly  gratifying  to 
every  officer  in  the  fleet.  But  when  the  masters 
of  the  transports  went  on  shore,  anon-commis- 
sioned officer  from  their  guards  accompanied 
them  wherever  they  went,  and  a  private  soldier 
attended  their  sailors  f. 

On  the  3d  of  September,  the  watering  of  the 
convoy  having  been  completed,  and  every  other 
n(;cessary  preparation  made,  a  signal  from  the 
Sirius  required  every  ])er3on  to  repair  immediate- 
ly on  board  their  respective  ships;  the  signal 
for  unmooring  being  exhibited  at  the  same  time; 
and  on  Tuesday  the  4th,  with  a  light  breeze 
from  the  land,  they  weighed  with  the  convoy. 
A  singular  compliment  was  afterwards  paid: 
when  the  Sirius  had  got  within  half  a  mile  of 
Fort  Santa  Cruz,  that  castle  saluted  them  with 


of  Brazil's  birth.day,  our  havigators  displayed  the  flag  of 
Portugal,  at  sun. rise,  at  the  forc-top  mast  head,  and  that 
of  their  own  nation  at  the  main  and  mizen.  At  half  an 
hour  after  ten,  the  viceroy  received  compliments  upon  that 
orcnsion ;  when  most  of  the  officers  of  the  Ueet  landed,  and 
attended  iii  procession  to  pay  their  </'  I'rs,  and  were  rc« 
ceived  with  particular  attention.  Tli.y  were  the  first  com. 
pnii\  admitted  into  the  levee  room ;  after  them  followed  the 
cleiiiy,  military,  and  the  civilians.  As  soon  as  our  navigators 
hail  entered  the  room,  a  signal  was  made  from  the  palace, 
and  the  fort  began  to  fire.  The  commanding  officer  left  on 
board  the  Sirius,  had  received  orders  to  salute,  after  the  - 
fort  had  tired  two  guns,  which  was  particularly  attended  tOj 
and  a  salute  of  twenty-unc  guns  was  gWcn. 
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twenty-one  giins,  which  they  answered  with  the 
same  number.  This  was  supposed  to  be  parti- 
cularly meant  as  a  suitable  return,  to  the  atten- 
tion paid  by  his  Majesty's  ship  to  the  birth-day 
of  (he  Prince  of  Brazil. 

The  harbour  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  may  be  known 
by  a  remarkable  bill  at  its  entrance,  called  Pao 
d'Asucar,  from  its  resemblance  to  a  sugar  loaf; 
another  hill  to  the  south-east,  is  by  some  named 
the  False  Sugar-loaf,  but  it  more  resembles  a 
church  with  a  short  spire  steeple.  The  land  to 
the  westward  of  the  harbour  is  high  and  broken, 
and  generally  so  covered  with  clouds  that  the 
true  iigure  of  it  cannot  be  discovered.  Right  otf 
the  harbour  lie  several  small  islands,  from  which 
a  few  rocks  project. 

This  harbour,  which  is  very  extensive  and 
commodious,  has  many  convenient  ba>s  in  it, 
where  a  great  mmibcr  of  ships  may  be  secure 
from  any  bad  weather.  The  town  is  large,  po- 
pulous, and  well  built,  but  standing  on  ground 
which  was  formerly  swampy,  and  surrounded 
with  hills  of  an  inunenso  height,  its  situation  is 
supposed  to  be   unhealthy.     Some   few   of  the 


streets  are  wide,  most  of  the  otliers  are  very  narrow 
The  square  or  parade  is  large,  and  the  buijdinij 
round  it  commodious:  the  south  side  of  the 
square  is  ornamented  with  the  viceroy's  palace 
The  churches  here  are  noble  structures,  and  their 
decorations  extremely  rich:  they  seem  also  to 
have  excellent  organs  in  them.  The  mechanic* 
here  carry  ou  their  business  in  distinct  parts  of 
the  town,  particularly  streets  being  appropriated 
to  particular  trades:  one  street  is  inhabited  by 
faylors,  another  witli  shoe-makers,  a  third  with 
carpenters,  &c. 

As  far  as  forts  and  guns  can  give  strength  to 
any  place,  the  city  of  Saint  Sebastian  inav  1^ 
considered  as  strong.  The  island  of  Coljrcs 
which  overlooks  it,  lies  close  to  the  town,  ami 
hvs  a  strong  work  upon  it,  with  a  good  depth  of 
water  ofl"  it.  The  annual  exports  from  Rio  de 
Janeiro  are  3200  arobes  of  gold,  which  arc  spiit 
to  Portugal,  and  of  whi(  h  the  king  has  a  tenth 
part;  (),(JW)  cases  of  sugar,  weighmg  40  arobis 
each;  r),(XX)  cases  of  rice,  and  I5CK)  casks  of 
rum,  each  cask  containing  eight  almudas. 


SECTION    II. 

Anchor  in  Tabic  Bay — Refreshments — Depart  from  the  Cape  of  G^od  Hope— Captain  Phillip  quitit 
the  Sirius,  to  proceed  on  the  Voyage  in  the  Supply —  The  Sirins  arrives  in  Botany  Bay,  andjindu 
the  Supply  at  Anchor  there — The  Bussole  and  Astrolabe  arrive — Quit  Botany  Bay,  and  uvclwr 
in  Port  Jackson. 


FOR  the  two  first  days  after  leaving  Rio  dc 
Janeiro,  they  had  light  and  variable  winds; 
after  which  it  veered  to  the  north-east  and  fresh- 
ened. The  weather  then  became  dark  and  cloudy, 
attended  with  lightning  and  rain.  On  the  19th 
they  saw  several  Pentada  birds.  On  the  29th 
thick  hazy  weather  during  the  night  induced  the 
convoy  to  mistake  the  course,  and  they  were 
found  at  day-light  scattered  and  to  leeward. 
They  bore  down,  and  made  the  stgiiul  for  closing. 
Nothing  important,  or  worth  relating,  happened 
00  this  passage.  On  the  12th  of  October,  expect- 
ing ..y  hour  to  make  the  land,  atul  the  wea- 
ther being  hazy,  with  a  strong  westerly  wind, 
at  roidnignt  they  made  the  signal  and  brought 
to:  ai  six  the  next  morning  they  saw  the  land, 
distant  ten  leagues ;  at  noon  the  entrance  of 
Table  Bay  bore  east  three  leagues.  At  the  dh- 
tauce  of  ttbout  eight  leagues  from  the  land,  the 


Supply  being  ordered  for  the  sternmost  of  the  j 
convoy,  Lieutenant  Ball  took  that  opporliinitf 
of  sounding;  and  at  the  distance  before  men- 
tioned he  had  115  fathoms,  over  a  black  saiidv 
bottom;  and  at  five  leagues  distance  he  hud'JO 
fathoms,  sand  with  soft  stone. 

On  the  14th  of  October,  at  five  in  the  evening, 
fhoy  anchored,  with  all  t'"e  convoy,  in  'Whk 
Bay,  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  the  i«xt  morn- 
ing saluted  the  fort  with  thirteen  guns,  \\\M 
was  answered  by  an  equal  number. 

Table  Bay  being  the  last  port  at  which  on: 
navigators  could  touch  for   refreshment  during  I 
their  voyage,  such  articles  as  they  required  fur 
present  consumption,  and   for  stocking  the  in- 
tended settlement,  were  applied  for  in  si.cli  quun-l 
titics,  as  they  could    find   room  to   receiu'  m\ 
board  the  diiferent  ships.     Little  less  th.tn  tcnl 
days    elapsed   before  they  obtained   from  M 
*i  couucilf 
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council  the  necessaries -they  required  in  suflicicnt 
quiiiititips*. 

For  the  first  cigJ'.t  days  they  had  fresh  gaU's 
from  the  south  south-east,  and  soujctimes  at 
joiith,  which,  wi(h  a  lartie  sea,  so  much  dis- 
(rrssed  their  catlle,  that  they  were  alVaid  tliey 
should  lose  some  of  them.  On  the  ^i^>th  (Cap- 
tain Phillip  embarked  on  board  the  Supply,  to 
uroreed  singly  in  that  vessel  to  the  cjast  of  New 
South  Wales,  where,  he  exported  to  arrive  a  fort- 
night or  three  weeks  before  th.?m,  as  some  of  the 
convoy  sailed  very  heavy,  lie  took  witli  him 
from  the  Sirius,  Mr.  Philip  Gidley  Kiou',  second 
lieutenant,  and  Lieutenant  D;iwes  of  the  marines: 
spvcral  carpenters,  sawyers,  and  smiths  were 
litso  pnt  on  board  the  Supply.  And  as  a  number 
of  working  people  would  be  wanted  in  erecting 
buildings,  &c.  three  of  the  best  sailing  trans- 
ports, under  the  command  of  Lieuteti.;iit  Short- 
land,  the  agent,  were  directed  to  quit  the  con- 
voy, and  proceed. as  e\|)editiously  as  they  could 
to  Botany  Bay:  Major  Ross,  the  lieutenant  go- 
vernor, embarked  in  one  of  those  trartsporls; 
the  remaining  transports  and  store-ships  being 
left  under  the  care  of  the  Sirius. 

The  next  day,  after  parting  company,  the 
Supply  was  seen  from  the  mast-head,  and  the 
three  transports  were  about  seven  miles  distant; 
but,  the  wind  shifting  to  the  south-east  in  the 
nifi;ht  of  the  27th,  they  stood  to  the  southward, 
and  saw  no  more  of  them.  On  the  I6th  they 
jaw  a  quantity  of  sea-weed,  which  was  supposed 
to  come  from  the  island  of  St.  Paul,  as  they  were 
now  near  its  meridian;  and  only  sixty  le.igues 

•  A  few  (lays  before  ihey  sailed,  having  romplcted  their' 
stock  uf  protisiuns,  tlicy  embarked  on  board  (he  Sirius  six 
cows  with  calf,  two  bulls,  a  number  of  sheep,  goat.*;,  Iiogs, 
and  poultry.  ,0n  hi)aril  one  of  the  transports  were  juit 
three  mares,  as  man)  eolts,  and  a  young  .stallion.  A  quan- 
litv  of  live  slock  was  also  taken  on  board  the  .store  ships. 
The  oflircrs  on  board  the  transports,  who  were  to  compose 
the  g;irrison.  h.id  each  jjroTJdod  themselves  with  as  much 
lite  itock  as  they  could  find  room  for,  not  only  (o  live 
upon,  but  eventually  with  a  view  of  stocking  their  little 
farms  in  the  country  to  whi(;h  they  were  going.  'I'o  effect 
this,  every  persim  in  the  fleet  determined  to  live  almost 
wholly  on  salt  provisions.  Having  completed  all  their 
business  at  the  Cape,  they  made  preparations  for  sailing 
o:i  the  l'2th  of  November;  and  on  the  i;jth  they  weighed, 
»ilh  the  whole  convoy,  and  stood  out  of  tlw  Ir.iy. 

+  On  the  1st  of  January,  1788,  they  had  a  heavy  g.ile 
of  wind  from  north  north-west,  with  violent  sipialls  and 
hazy  weather:  the  sea  was  very  high  and  irregular,  and 
broke  violently  upon  some  of  the  ships.  Their  excessive 
lolling  greatly  «Ustre»aed  the  cattle,  which  were  now  in  a 


from  it.  Whenever  hazy  weather  was  portended, 
the  signal  to  close  was  always  maile,  that  heavjr 
sailino-  ships  might  not  run  the  risk  of  being 
separatee'  fmni  the  Siriusf . 

On  the  6l!i,  in  the  evening,  a  signal  was  made 
for  the  convoy  to  close,  and  to  drop  into  the 
Sirius's  wake,  under  an  easy  sail.  Though  the 
night  was  dark,  it  was  clear  in  the  horizon,  and 
they  could  st^o  two  leagues  a-head.  This  night 
the  aurora  austreales  were  very  bright,  of  a  beauti- 
ful crimson  colour,  streaked  with  yellow,  orange, 
and  white;  these  colours  continually  changing- 
thfir  situations.  They  continued  steering  iu'for 
the  land,  and  made  it  on  the  8th  at  three  in  the 
afternoon.  They  stood  on  withotit  the  Mewstone, 
and  steered  in  fi)r  the  south  cape,  whicli  they 
passed  at  three  miles  distance,  leaving  the  rocka 
Swilly  and  Eddistone  without  them.  Swilly  is  a 
hi:;-!)  rock;  and  the  Eddistone  has,  at  a  distance, 
till"  appearance  of  a  sail :  these  two  rocks  are  at 
tlu^  opposite  ends  of  a  ledge  of  sunken  rocksj  oa 
wliieh  the  sea  appeared  to  break  rery  high. 

They  had  got  to  the  eastward  of  the  south 
cape  when  it  became  dark,  and  were  within  five 
miles  of  it  when  it  fell  calm:  soon  after  a 
light  air  sprung  up  from  east  north-east,  which 
with  a  large  westerly  swell,  hardly  gave  the  ships- 
steerage  way.  Though  their  situation  created 
some  anxiety,  the  breeze  favoured  them,  and 
they  had  the  satisfaction  to  weather  those  rocks^ 
which  seemed  inimical  to  their  purpose|. 

On  the  night  of  the  8th  it  blew  very  strongs' 
fro:n  north  northeast,  accompanied  with  thun- 
der, lightning  and  rain :  on  the  10th  they  had 

weakly  state,  and  their  condition  much  aggravated  by  their 
iK'ing  frequently  throvvn  with  much  violence  oil'  their  K-gs, 
and  exceedingly  bruised.  The  sea  now  appeared  to  be- 
cover.'d  witli  luminous  spots,  resembling  lanterns,  float- 
ing on  its  surface:  the  vessels  were  also  attended  by  many 
sea-birds;  such  as  albatrosses  and  gulls;  a  lari;e  black 
bird  was  also  observed,  which,  i«»  the  motion  of  its  wings, 
wa^  not  u^nlikca  crow;  but  its  neck  and  wings  were  longer' 
than  (hose  of  that  bird. 

+  in  the  morniag,  at  day.light,  they  bjre  we-U  south. 
west  three  leagues.  Here  several  animals  were  seen,  play, 
ing  alongside,  which  were  at  first  supposed  to  bu  seals, 
but  they  appi'ared  to  be  ditlerent  from  the  animals  go  called 
which  aie  met  with  on  the  coast  of  Americaand  Newfound, 
laud  ;  they  having  a  short  round  head,  and  these  creatures 
I-.-1-I  long  heads,  and  tipercd  to  the  nose;  they  had  long 
whiskers,  and  frequently  rose  so  high  th;it  half  the  Icngtii 
of  the  body  was  out  of  the  water,  to  enable  ihem  to  look 
about  them:  from  these  circumstance!  tbey  wece  Imagined 
to  be  of  tlic  sca.ottec  kind. 
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two   violent  squalls  from  the  north-west,  with 
lightning,  thunder,  and  rain.     At  noon  on  the 
IDth,  they  were  abreast  of  Red-point,  which  is 
well  dclcrinincd  by  Captain  Cook.     About  three 
leagues  to  the  southward  of  Botany  Bay,  a  range 
of  whitish  coloured  cliiTs  appear  on  the  coasts, 
which  extend  some  distance  farther  south,  and 
O'Vcr  these  cliffs  the  land  is  moderately  high  and 
level.     As  soon  as  they  had  brought  the  entrance 
of  the  bay  to  bear  north  north-west,  they  brought 
to,  and  made  their  signal  for  the  convoy  to  pass 
successively  under  the  Sirius's  stern  ;  when  they 
were  informed  that  the  entrance  of  the  harbour 
bore  north  north-west  seven  or  eight  miles;  which 
it  was  supposed  they  could  not  have  seen  before 
(lark.     The    next   morning   being   fair,  with  a 
south-east  wind,  they  made  sail  for  this  opening, 
and,  by  signal,  ordered  the  ships  into  the  Sirius's 
wake.     When  the  bay  was  perfectly  open,  they 
saw  the  Supply,  and  the  three  transports  at  an 
anchor;  the  former  having  arrived  the  18lh,  and 
the  latter  the  19th.     At  eiglit  in  the  morning  of 
the  20th,  they  anchored,  with  the  whole  of  <he 
convoy,  in  Botany  Bay,  in  eight  fathoms  water. 
While  the  ships  were  sailing  in,  many  of  the 
natives  assembled  on  the   south   shore,  and  as- 
sumed menacing  postures;  pointing  their  spears, 
and  often  repeating  the  words  wara,  wara.     The 
Supply  had  not  gained  more  than  forty  luurs  of 
them,  and  the  three   transports  twenty.     Soon 
after  their  arrival,  the  governor  was  attended  hy 
several  of  the  ofldcers  to  examine  the  south  shore, 
in    order  to  Hx  upon  a  spot  for  erecting  some 
buildings.     Very  little  fresh  water  could,  how- 
ever, be  discovered,  and  no  eligible  spot  present- 
ed itself  for  their  purpose:  the  natives  were  found 
too  shy  to  give  them  any  necessary  information. 
During  the  time  they  lay  here,  they  sounded  the 
bay,    and    found  a  considerable  extent   of  an- 
chorage   in    four,  Hvc,  six,  and  seven    fathoms 
water,    but  entirely  exposed  to  easterly  winds, 
and  no  shelter  from  those  winds  could  possibly 
be  procured  in  any  part  of  the  anchorage.    They 
anchored   on  the  north  shore,  off  a  sandy  bay, 

*  The  day  aft^T  their  arriv.-il,  the  (fovernor.  with  two 
other  oflifcrs,  eiiiliarki'd  in  (hrui;  br>ats,  and  proceeded 
along  the  ciiiut  to  thenurthuard,  intending  to  reach  what 
(.'iiptain  C'ook  h.iti  called  Hroitcu  liny,  hoping  to  discover  a 
better  haibour,  as  well  as  a  better  conntry;  for  nothing 
Hoemed  to  rerommend  Biitaiiy  Bay  as  a  proper  place  on 
which  to  form  an  infant  settlement.  In  thig  examination, 
a  Targe  opening  about  three  league.s  and  a  half  to  tho  north- 
ward  of  Cape  Banks,  was  the  liriit  that  attracted  their 
ovtice.    Tiiough  it  had  rather  au  unpromUing  appearance

tain  Phillip  to  prepare  ft)r  sea,  tlio  hignaj  ^g^ 
made  for  the  transports  to  get  under  way  <»n  (]),. 
2(ith.  Two  large  ships  were  perceived  thi^ 
morning  in  the  oiling,  standing  in  for  the  hnv 
under  French  colours:  these  sliips  Imd  |„.,,;| 
observed  two  days  before,  but  as  tlio  wind  blew 
fresh  from  north-west,  lliey  could  nut  get  in  with 
the  land.  A  boat,  with  an  oJlicer,  was  sent  to 
assist  them  in,  and  about  an  hour  after,  a  bretr/.e 
springing  np  from  the  south-east,  they  were 
safely  anchored  in  the  bay.  Our  navigators 
then  got  under  way,  and  with  the  transports 
worked  out  of  the  bay,  and  anchored  the  whole 
convoy  in  Port  Jackson  the  same  evening. 

The  two  strange  ships  were  found  to  he  llip 
Bnssole  and  Astrolabe,  which  had  sailed  from 
Brest  in  June  1785,  upon  discoveries,  and  were 
coinniandcd  by  Mons.  de  la  Perouse.  Mum. 
de  I'Aiigole,  who  commanded  one  of  these,  ships 
when  they  left  France,  had  been  lately  nnirdered, 
with  several  other  oBieers,  by  the  natives  at  tlic 
Islands  of  navigators;  though  they  had,  till  that 
unfortunate  dav,  always  appeared  friemilv  and 
inoflTensive.  This  accident  happened  when  llieir 
launches  were  on  shore  filling  water,  on  the  dav 
before  their  intended  departure  from  tliose 
islands.  Whilst  they  were  employed  in  (lllintf 
their  water-casks,  confiding  in  the  friendly  dis- 
position of  the  inhabitants,  the  sailors  had  been 
inattentive  to  the  keeping  the  boats  afloat;  a 
misunderstanding  happened  between  the  seameu 
and  some  of  the  natives,  and  a  quarrel  ensued: 
and  the  impossibility  of  moving  the  boats,  ex' 
posed  the  olHcers  and  crews  to  the  rage  of  the 
multitude,  who  attacked  them  with  clubs  and 
showers  of  stones;  and  would  probably  have 
killed  every  man  among  them,  had  there  not 
been  a  small  boat  at  hand,  which  picked  np 
those  whose  had  recourse  to  swimming  for  tlie 
preservation  of  their  lives.     Many  of  the  iia- 

when  they  entered  it,  they  had  not  ^one  far  in  before  they 
discovered  a  lart'e  branch  cxtendin^^  to  the  southward:  into 
this  they  went,  and  loun.l  themselves  perfectly  land  i(.\  kcd, 
with  a  good  depth  of  water.  They  'irocoedcd  up  for  two 
days,  carefully  surveying  every  cove,  ok  other  place,  which 
they  found  capable  of  receiving  ships;  tho  countrv  wim 
also  particularly  noticed,  and  found  infinitely  superior  tu 
that  of  Botany  liay.  Approving  tho  uligiiiilky  of  this 
situation,  the  governor  determined  ou  fixing  liis'residonci! 
here,  and  returned  immediately  to  tiic  ships. 
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fives  ^vcre  slain  in  this  aflray  :  and  the  loss  said  to 
be  sustained  hy  the  ships  was  supposed  to  have 
l)eeii  fourteen  persons  killed,  including  Captain 
de  I'Angle,  and  some  other  ufiirers;  many  others 
>verc  wounded,  and  the  boats  wore  entirely  de- 


stroyed, lint  this  statement  of  the  transaction 
was  only  collected  from  loose  hints  dropped 
in  conversation;  as  the  French  navi|;ators  did  not 
appear  disposed  to  speak  upon  that  subject,  it 
probably  may  not  be  accurate. 
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SECTION   III. 

Ihpcatcd  IiUt'n'iexi:H  icilh  the  jVathrs — Their  U'ciipoiis,  Ornaments,  P.^rsons,  JManncrs,  and  Hahi- 
latious — Aiiiinuls — Departure  of  the  liuasolc  and  Astrolabe — A  Gold  Mine  pretended  to  be  dis- 
covered—  The  Fraud  delected. 


A  FEW  days  after  the  arrival  of  Captain 
Hunter,  with  the  transports  in  Port  Jack- 
son, he  set  oif  with  a  six-oared  boat,  and  a  small 
boat,  to  take  a  survey  of  the  harbour.  He  took 
with  him  Mr.  Bradley,  the  first  lieutenant,  Mr. 
Keltic,  the  master,  and  a  young  gentleman  of 
(he  quarter-deck.  A\  bile  they  were  employed 
on  this  service,  they  had  fre(iucut  meetings  with 
(lillcrent  parties  of  the  natives.  The  narrator  of 
the  vovagc  of  the  Endeavour  mentions,  that  "  at 
Botunv  iJay  they  had  seen  very  few  of  the  na- 
tives, and  that  they  appeared  a  very  stupid  race 
of  people,  who  were  void  of  curiosity.'  But 
ia  the  Voyage  to  New  South  Wales,  it  is  de- 
chircd  that  they  were  seen  in  considerable  num- 
bers, "  and  they  appeared  to  be  a  very  lively 
inquisitive  race ;  they  are  a  straight,  thin,  but 
vcll-made  people,  small  in  their  limbs,  but  very 
active."  They  examined  the  covering  of  the 
Europeans  with  the  greatest  attention,  and  ex- 
pressed the  utmost  astonishment  at  the  sight  of 
it,  considering  their  apparel  as  several  different 
skins,  and  the  hat  as  forming  a  part  of  the  head. 
They  were  nnich  gratified  with  a  few  trifles  that 
were  given  them,  and  always  appeared  cheerful 
and  in  good  humour,  dancing,  and  endeavouring 
to  imitate  the  words  and  motions  of  our  navi- 
gators. 

They  were  generally  armed  with  a  lance,  and 
liad  a  short  stick  to  assist  them  in  throwing  it. 
Their  lances  are  usually  about  ten  feet  long ;  a 
ehcU  at  one  end  of  the  throwing  stick,  is  intend- 
ed for  sharpening  the  point  of  it,  and  for  various 
other  purposes.  It  seems  j)ossible  that  a  man 
upon  his  guard  may  easily  parry,  or  avoid  these 
lances,  though  it  must  certainly  be  acknowledged 
that  they  fly  with  wonderful  velocity. 

While  they  were  employed  on  the  survev  of 
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the  harbour,  and  going  to  land  in  the  upper  part 
of  it,  in  order  to  ascertain  a  few  angles,  they 
were  astonished  to  find  the  natives  much  more 
numerous  than  they  had  ever  noticed  before  in 
any  other  place:  they  conjectured,  from  their 
numbers,  that  they  might  possibly  be  those  who 
inhabited  the  coves  in  the  lower  part  of  the  har- 
bour, and  who,  on  their  arrival,  had  been  so 
much  alarmed  at  their  appearance,  that  they 
thou;jht  it  necessary  to  retire  farther  up.  They 
appeared  very  hostile,  and  a  great  many  armed 
men  were  upon  the  shore  when  they  approached 
it,  seeming  by  their  motions  to  indicate  venge- 
ance against  them  if  they  should  rashly  presume 
to  land.  Finding  their  numbers  still  increasing ; 
and  their  whole  number,  after  leaving  one  man 
in  each  boat,  amounted  only  to  ten  seamen,  and 
four  olHcers,  with  only  three  musquets,  they  con- 
tented themselves  with  making  signs  of  friend- 
ship, and  returned  to  the  ship. 

About  two  da}  s  after  they  appeared  again  in 
the  same  place,  more  con)pletely  armed  for  such 
an  interview.  'J'hey  saw  not  so  many  of  the  na- 
tives as  they  had  done  before,  though  it  is  pro- 
bable they  were  in  the  wood  at  no  great  distance  ; 
but  having  occasion  to  put  on  shore  to  cook  .some 
provisions  for  the  bouts'  crew,  a  projecting  point 
of  laud  wa*  chosen  for  that  purj)ose,  which  the 
party  could  have  defended  against  some  hundreds 
of  such  people.  Hearing  some  of  the  natives  at 
an  inconsiderable  distance  on  the  opposite  shore, 
they  called  to  them,  and  invited  them,  by  a  dis- 
play of  trifling  presents,  to  coujc  over  to  them,  the 
distance  not  exceeding  one  hundred  yards  across. 
Shortly  after,  seven  men  embarked  in  canoes : 
they  landed  and  advanced  towards  the  Euro- 
peans w  ithout  their  lances.  Their  Captain  then 
approached  them,  holdiugj-  up  both  his  hands, 
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to  convince  tlicm  tliul  In-  whs  uniimu'd  ;  two  oi- 
licors  ulso  uiivauccd  in  tlic  same  manner.  Tlii'v 
incl  them  and  shook  handa ;  they  Here  alarm- 
ed at  beholding  live  niarines.  who  were  niidcr 
arms  near  tlic  bouts ;  but  they  were  order- 
ed to  ground  their  armb  and  stay  by  them.  The 
natives  then  cheerfully  seated  theniiielveii  bmong 
the  navigators  by  their  lire,  who  invited  them  to 
partake  of  the  repasit.  but  they  did  nut  relish  any 
of  the  food. 

The  captain  was  one  day  on  shore,  in  another 
part  of  the  harbour,  cultivating:  friendsihip  with 
a  party  of  natives,  when  their  munbers  rapidly 
encrcased  to  about  ninety  men,  all  armed  with  a 
lance  and  a  throwing  stick,  and  many  with  the 
addition  of  u  shield.  Oo  examining  the  shields, 
it  appeared  that  some  of  them  had  reen  pierced 
quite  through  in  several  places:  they  also  set 
up  another  shield  at  a  small  distance,  and  threw 
a  spear  at  it  which  did  not  go  through.  One  of 
the  gentlemen  then  pulled  out  a  pistol  fiom  his 
pocket  loaded  with  ball,  and  fired  through  the 
thickest  part  of  the  shield,  which  astonished 
them  exceedingly.  The  natives  were  very  noisy, 
but  did  not  seem  disposed  to  be  quarrelsome ; 
several  little  presents  were  given  them,  which 
were  gladly  received,  but,  like  the  children,  they 
were  only  pleased  for  the  moment,  for  they  were 
often  found  dispersed  carelessly  upon  the  beach. 


*  The  womci)  in  general  arc  not  quite  so  thin  as  the  men, 
though  snulliT  limbed.  When  they  were  ordtrud  to  ap- 
proach the  imrigators,  about  twenty  men,  who  had  not 
before  niudc  their  appearance,  sallied  from  the  wood, 
equipped  with  lance  and  shield :  they  were  painted  with 
streaks  of  red  and  white  aH  over  the  face  and  body,  to  give 
them  a  terrific  appearance :  some  of  them  were  painted  with 
a  tolerabtc  degree  of  taste;  others  had  circles  of  white 
round  their  eyes,  and  several  had  a  horizontal  streak  across 
the  forehead.  The  bodies  of  the  men  are  much  scarified, 
particularly  on  their  breasts  and  shoulders  :  these  scarifica- 
tions are  not  in  any  regular  form,  but  they  are  considerably 
raised  above  the  skin,  and  arc  certainly  considered  as  urna. 
mental.  The  men,  thus  armed  and  decorated,  drew  them- 
selves up  in  a  line- upon  tlic  beach,  each  having  a  green 
Dough  in  his  hand,  as  a  symbol  of  friendship.  Their  di«. 
{tosition  was  as  regular  as  that  of  any  well  disciplined  troops 
could  have  been ;  and  this  party  seemed  wholly  devoted  to 
the  service  of  the  women,  whenever  any  insult  should  be 
offered  theu>.  Two  very  stout  armed  men  were  also  placed 
upon  a  rock,  nor  far  from  where  the  boat  lay,  as  centincls. 
After  a  visit  of  about  four  hours  this  interview  terminated, 
both  parties  appearing  to  be  well  satisfied  with  what  had 
passed. 

The  general  stature  of  the  men,  is  from  about  five  feet 
BIX  inches,  to  five  feet  nine  inches :  they  are  thin,  straight, 
and  pioportionably  made,  are  very  active,  and  walk  erect. 


N\  liiie  our  navigators  wore  engaged  vrith  tli 
\yAH\,  ii  number  of  women  were  obwrvcd,  lu,,.,. 
ing  from  their  conccalmeut»  in  the  woods,  b,i« 
would  not  venture  to  gratify  their  curiosi'h  in 
coming  among  theui.  It  was  intimated  to  tin 
men,  that  if  the  women  would  come  forwni,! 
some  presents  would  be  made  thoin.  Tlie>  (^^^. 
sired  to  b«  the  bearers  of  such  presents  to  (i,g 
women;  but  the  trinkets  were  peremptorily  n-. 
fused,  ludess  they  came  in  person  to  rctriu' 
them.  At  length  an  elderly  man,  who  seemed 
invested  with  the  principal  authority,  dircckd 
the  women  to  advance,  which  they  did  imnicdi- 
ately,  and  with  all  the  good  humour  imaginable: 
and  while  the  Europeans  were  decorating  their 
heads  with  beads,  linen  rags,  and  some  other 
trifles,   they  laughed  immoderately,   though  at 

the  same  time  trembling  with  the  apprehension  of 
danger  *. 

The  remarkable  softness  of  the  rock^  which 
encompass  the  sea  coast  here,  is  providentially 
rendered  salutary.  Whenever  rocks  are  seen  in 
this  country,  as  well  in  the  interior  parts  as  on 
the  shore,  they  are  all  found  to  be  of  the  soi^ 
sandy  kind,  and  contain  plenty  of  such  cavities 
or  hollows. 

In  the  woods,  where  the  country  is  not  very 
rocky,  a  piece  of  the  bark  of  a  tree  is  often  ob- 
served, bent  in  the  middle,  and  set  upon  the  ends, 

The  women  arc  not  so  tall,  or  thin,  but  they  are,  in  geiKral 
well  made,  their  colonr  is  a  rusty  black,  resembliiii;  that  uf 
soot;  but,  some  of  the  women  are  almost  as  white  a$  i 
mulatto.     Some  few  of  the  natives,  of  both  sexes,  haT, 
tolerably  good   features;    but  they  have  generally  broad 
noses,  large  wide  mouths,  and  thick  lips.     Their  cDuntn. 
nance  altogether  is  far  from  prepossessing ;  and  thcv  are 
filthy  in  the  extreme:  they  never  r'.an  their  skin,  biitdc. 
light  in  smearing  it  with  the  fat  of  such  animals  as  tliry 
destroy,    and   afterwards  heighten  it  with    mud    or  din 
They  are  never  washed,   but  when  accident,  or  want  of 
food  obliges  them  to  go  into  tho  water.     Many  of  the  mtr, 
wear  a  piece  of  wood  or  bone,  forced  through  the  septum  of  I 
the  nose,   which  wideno  the  nostril,  and  greatly  spreads  tlic 
lower  part.     Most  of  them  bad  parted  with  the  two  fure. 
roost  teeth  on  the  right  side  of  the  upper  jaw  ;  and  many  I 
of  tho  women  with  the  two  lower  joiuts  of  the  little  fineei 
of  the  left  hand.     They  have  good  teeth  in  general.    Tlnir  I 
hair  is  short,  strong,,  and  curly ;  and,  having  no  inetiiod 
of  cleaning  or  combing  it,  it  always  appears  matted  anil 
filthy.     The  men  wear  their  beards,  which  arc  short  and  | 
curly.     The  men,  women,  and  children,  go  entirely  naked, 
and  seemed  to  have  no  fixed  place  of  residence,  takiugthiii  I 
rest  wherever  night  overtakes  them :  sometimes  the^  repose 
in  such  cavities  in  the  rocks  on  the  sea-ihorc  which  are  a- 
pableof  defending  them  from  tho  rain,  andnotunfrequcntlr| 
make  a  good  firvia  thviu  before  tbey  take  absolute  possession 
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yrilh  a  piece  set  up  against  that  end  on\yhicli  the 
n'\aA  blows.  This  hut  supplies  the  place  of  a 
habitation,  and  will  contain  a  whole  family. 
These  bark  huts,  ( if  they  deserve  that  appella- 
tion) are  intended  for  those  who  are  employed 
in  hunting  the  kangaroo,  opossum,  or  any  other 
animals  which  are  to  be  found  in  the  woods.  As 
most  of  the  large  trees  are  hollow,  and  rotten 
at  the  heart,  the  opossum,  kangaroo  rat,  squirrel, 
ai|,d  other  creatures  when  they  are  pursued,  usually 
run  into  the  hollow  of  a  tree.  In  order,  there- 
fore, to  make  sure  of  them,  when  they  find  them 
in  the  tree,  one  man  easily  climbs  even  the  tallest 
tree,  by  means  of  notches  made  at  convenient 
distances:  when  he  is  arrived  at  the  top,  or  where 
an  outlet  may  be  found  for  the  animal,  he  re- 
mains there  with  a  stick  in  his  hand  while  an- 
other person  below  applies  fire  to  the  lower 
opening:  the  creature  is  now  compelled  to  en- 
deavour to  make  his  escape,  cither  upwards  or 
downwards,  but  whichever  choice  he  make, 
death  is  almost  inevitable. 

Our  Europeans  were  induced  to  believe,  that 
the  natives  associate  in  tribes  of  many  families 
together ;  and  it  now  appeared  that  they  have  no 
fixed  residence,  and  that  the  tribe  takes  its  name 
from  the  place  of  theii:  general  abode ;  for  though 
the  different  families  take  different  routs  in  search 
of  food,  they  can  be  speedily  assembled  in  case 
of  any  dispute  with  a  neighbouring  tribe.  These 
people  are  not  remarkable  for  their  bravery,  ex- 
cept when  they  are  influenced  by  passion,  and 
then  they  act,  as  all  savages  do,  like  madmen. 
In  all  their  quarrels,  however,  they  generally 
art  isnder  the  tuition  of  a  chief. 

All  the  human  race,  which  were  observed  here, 
appear  to  exist  chiefly  on  what  the  sea  affords, 

*  With  TCipcct  to  religion,  it  docs  nut  appear  that  they 
have  any  object  of  adoration :  neither  the  sun,  moon,  nur 
ftars  nrcupy  more  of  their  attention  than  that  of  other 
animals.  It  is  certain  that  they  burn  their  dead:  some  of 
tlic  boats'  crew,  when  a  survey  was  taking  of  Port  .larkson, 
saw,  when  on  shore,  on  a  rising  ground  near  the  water  .side, 
what  they  supposed  to  be  a  fresh  grave.  The  earth  being 
lemoved,  a  quantity  of  white  ashes  was  found,  which  ap. 
pearcd  to  have  been  lately  deposited  there.  Among  the 
ashes  were  found  part  of  a  human  jaw  bone,  and  a  small 
piece  of  the  skull ;  both  of  which  appeared  to  have 
been  partly  consumed  by  fire,  but  was  not  so  much 
injured  as  to  prevent  its  being  perfectly  recognized. 
They  put  these  remains  together  again,  and  covered  the 
grave  up  as  before.  The  earth  was  not  more  than  six 
inches  uudecthe  suifaccof  the  ground,  but  what  appeared  on 


and  consequ«ntly  the  sea-coast  is  fuller  of  inha- 
bitants than  the  interior  part  of  the  country. 
The  men  fish  with  a  spear,  or  fish-gig,  in  the 
use  of  which  they  seem  extremely  dexterous. 
Our  navigators  relate  that  they  have  sometimes, 
in  fine  weather  seen  a  man  lying  across  a  canoe, 
with  his  face  in  the  water,  and  his  fish-gig  im- 
mersed, ready  for  darting  :  lying  motionless  in 
this  manner,  and  having  his  fuce  a  little  under 
the  surface,  he  can  distinctly  observe  the  fish ; 
which  he  could  not  do  if  his  eyes  were  above,  as- 
the  tremulous  motion  of  the  surface,  occasioned 
by  every  light  air  of  wind,  would  mislead  his 
sight :  in  this  mode  they  strike  at  the  fish  with 
so  much  certainty,  that  they  seldom  miss  their 
aim.  The  women  are  generally  employed  in  the 
canoes,  with  lines  and  hooks.  Their  lines  seem 
to  be  manufactured  from  the  bark  of  various 
trees.  Their  hooks  are  usually  made  from  the 
mother  of  pearl  of  different  shells,  or  the  talons 
of  birds.  The  men  also  dive  for  shell-fish,  which 
they  take  from  the  rocks  under  water.  What- 
ever they  procure  they  throw  on  shore,  where  a^ 
person  attends  to  receive  it,  and  has  a  fire  ready 
kindled  for  cooking.  They  had  no  other  method 
of  dressing  their  food  than  that  of  broiling, 
having  not  the  least  conception  of  boiling*. 

The  animal  called  the  kangaroo,  described  in 
the  voyage  of  the  Endeavour,  were  found  in 
great  numbers :  one  of  these  was  lately  shot, 
which  weighed  140  pounds ;  its  tail  was  forty 
inches  long,  and  17  in  circumference  at  the  root: 
the  flesh  of  it  was  thought  as  good  as  mutton. 
This  animal  has  wonderful  strength  in  its  hind 
quarters,  and  in  his  endeavours  to  escape  when 
surprized,  springs  from  his  hind  legs,  which  are 
remarkab'"  long,  and  leaps  about  six  or  eight 

the  top  was  raised  to  tho  usual  height  of  the  graves  in 
England. 

In  the  months  of  March  and  April  the  natives  were 
much  less  numerous  than  they  had  been;  but  they  were  not, 
for  that  reason,  supposed  to  have  retired  back  into  the  in. 
terior  parts  of  the  country ;  fur  in  all  the  ^>xcursion$  that 
had  been  made  inland,  very  few  had  ever  been  seen.  Per. 
haps  they  were  gone  farther  to  the  northward,  according 
to  custom,  as  the  cold  weather  apprnachedj  to  seek  a' 
warmer  climate  by  following  the  sun.  In  this  practice  they 
have  another  very  powerful  incitement,  as  well  as  the  chcer.- 
ing  warmth  of  the  sun,  which  is,  that  the  fish  inclines  to  the 
northward  when  the  cold  weather  comes  on.  This  conjec- 
ture may  account  for  Captain  Cook's  having  seen  so  few 
natives  while  he  lay  in  Botany  Bay,  as  it  was  in  April  or 
May  that  he  was  tber«.  .^       ■-    - 
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\ardii  at  cadi  bniiiul,  but  his  fore-feet  arc  so 
very  short  lliat  they  never  touch  the  {^ruiind  in 
running.  They  have  astonishing  strength  in  their 
tail,  which  assists  them  greatly  when  they  arc 
attacked.  In  hunting  oiiu  of  these  creature!!,  as 
soon  as  the  hound  sei'/es  him,  he  turns,  and 
catching  hold  with  the  nails  of  his  fore-paws,  he 
?|)rings  upon,  and  strikes  at  the  dog  with  the 
claws  of  his  hind  feet,  which  arc  wonderfully 
.strong,  and  tears  him  in  such  u  manner,  that  the 
dog  is  obliged  to  be  carried  home  from  the  seve- 
rity of  his  wounds. 

The  opossum,  which  is  found  here  in  great 
abundance,  diO'ers  from  the  American  opossum, 
and  partakes  of  (he  kangaroo  in  the  strength  of 
its  tail,  and  the  form  of  its  fore-leirs,  which  arc 
extremely  short  in  proportion  to  tnc  hind  ones : 
like  that  animal,  it  has  the  pouch  or  false  belly, 
for  the  protection  of  its  young ;  and  its  colour 
is  nearly  the  same,  but  the  fur  is  both  thicker  and 
liner. 

>Vith  respect  to  the  feathered  tribe,  the 
parrot  seems  most  to  prevail :  birds  arc  often 
met  with  here,  with  the  head,  neck,  and  bill  of 
a  parrot,  and  with  the  same  variety  of  beautiful 
plumage  on  those  parts  for  which  that  bird  is 
here  distinguished,  and  a  tail  and  body  of  a 
dillcrent  form  and  colour.  Birds  are  also  seen 
here  with  the  legs  and  feet  of  a  parrot,  though 
the  head  and  neck  resembled  a  common  sea-gull, 
and  the  wings  and  tail  were  like  those  of  a 
hawk. 

Besides  those  of  the  parrot  tribe  in  this  coun- 
try, there  are  a  very  great  variety;  as  the  macaw, 
lorey,  cockatoo,  and  parroquets  of  different  kinds 
and  sizes,  and  cloathed  with  the  most  gaudy 
plumage.  The  crow  is  common  here,  thonrh  it 
croaks  in  a  manner  different  from  those  that  are 
to  be  found  in  Europe :  hawks  of  various  sizes 
and  colours  are  numerous  here;  and  herr  are 
likewise  pigeons  and  quails :  but,  among  a  great 
variety  of  smaller,  hardly  one  of  them  was  so 
accomplished  as  to  have  a  pleasing  note. 

Of  insects  here  arc  as  great  a  variety  as  of  birds, 
among  v^'hich  arc  the  scorpion,  centipede,  spider, 
and  ant ;  the  ants  arc  of  various  sizes,  from  the 
smallest  known  in  Europe,  to  about  an. inch  in 
length:  some  are  black,  others  white,  and  others 
of  a  reddish  colour;  the  bite  of  the  latter  is 
attended  with  a  most  acute  pain  for  some  time 
after  the  wound  is  inflicted.  The  spider  spins  its 
web  in  the  woods  betweeu  trees,  and  generally 
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spins  them  so  remarkably  strong,  that  it  rrfiuiirj 
considerable  force  t(»  break  them,  lipon  hiiHh,., 
where  the  web  has  been  found  hanging  in  clns' 
ters,  a  thin  shell  is  seen,  like  that  wherein  tlir>silli. 
worm  prepares  its  silk;  and  on  opcniiii!,-  it,  a 
quantity  of  silk  has  bctiu  found  within,  in  wli  eh 
a  spider  was  also  wrajipcd  up. 

Among  the  reptiles,  there  are  snakes  from  Hip 
smallest  size  known  in  England,  to  the  Icnulli  of 
about  eleven  feet:  they  are  also  as  ih'nk  as  u 
man's  wrist.  Lizards,  of  different  sizes,  are  nho 
plenty.  »*»•". i 

The  natives  are  sometimes  acoompniiitd  hy 
dogs,  which  appear  to  be  domesticated  likotiiosfi 
of  Europe.  They  are  of  the  wolf  kind,  and  of 
a  reddish  colour. 

Many  beautiful  plants  and  flowers  ixto  to  bp 
found  ii'  this  country,  which  may  probalilv  af- 
ford hereafter  much  entertainment  to  tliu  curious 
in  the  science  of  botany.  Our  Europeans  some- 
times met  with  parsley,  sorrel,  and  spinach,  but 
not  in  suniciciit  (|u<intities  to  alford  relief  to  those 
who  are  atUicted  with  scorbutic  complaints. 

Our  navigators  were  now  in  the  middle  of  a 
wood,  in  which  trees  abounded,  from  the  sm  ot' 
a  nian's  arm,  to  twenty-eight  feet  in  circuinic- 
rence;  but  they  were  so  crooked,  rent,  or  rotten, 
that  hardly  one  in  a  dozen  could  be  found  ser- 
viceable ;  and  it  was  an  additional  misfortune, 
that  not  a  piece  of  timber  had  been  then  found 
that  would  float  in  water.  The  wood  was  i» 
remarkably  lieavy,  that  when  they  found  it  ne- 
cessary to  cut  down  a  large  tree,  in  order  tu 
dear  a  certain  piece  of  ground,  it  was  foniul  ex- 
tremely troublesome  to  dispose  of  it,  or  reiiio\c 
it  from  place  to  place. 

When  our  navigators  arrived  in  this  counlrv, 
at  nearly  the  end  of  January,  in  1788,  the  wea- 
ther was  fine,  though  warm,  and  the  sea  nnd 
land  breezes  pretty  regular.  In  February  tin- 
air  was  sultry,  with  lightning,  thunder,  and 
heavy  rain:  this  kind  of  weather  continued  alumt 
a  fortnight,  with  a  few  short  intervals  of  t'iiir 
weather;  a  flash  of  lightning  one  night  strne!^ 
a  tree  by  which  a  ccntincl  stood,  who  received 
great  injury ;  the  tree  was  greatly  rent,  and 
some  pigs  and  sheep  in  a  pen  at  the  foot  of  i!, 
were  all  Killed. 

About  the  middle  of  the  month.  Lieutenant 
King  of  the  Sirius,  a  master's  mate,  and  a  Mii- 
geon's  mate,  with  four  other  persons  froiu  the 
ship,  with  a  few  mea  and  womeu  convicts  em- 
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barked  on  board  the  Supply,  and  she  stuiled  with 
them  tor  Norfolk  Island.  In  their  pussiigc  tliuy 
full  in  with  a  small  island,  which  hud  not  bulorc 
been  discovered;  it  lies  in  latitude  .'il'^  36'  s«iu(li: 
the  lieutenant  named  it  Lord  llowc'^  Itiluiid. 
After  having  landed  u  party  intended  to  remain 
on  Norfolk  Island,  with  their  provisions  and 
ttoreii,  Mr.  Ball,  in  his  return  to  I'urt  Jackson, 
called  to  examine  it  more  partieulaily.  lie  funnd 
anchorage  on  the  west  side  of  it,  hut  the  bottom 
yum  coral  rock.  Landing;,  with  his  hoat,  witliin 
a  reef,  he  caught  a  number  of  excellent  turtle 
upon  a  sandy  beach.  A  |:>'reat  \ariety  of  birds 
were  also  found  on  the  island,  whirh  were  so 
little  accustomed  to  he  disturbed,  that  the  s(;a- 
mcn  were  enabled  to  knock  down  us  muny  as  they 
wanted  of  them  with  their  sticks. 

In  March  the  weather  was  variable:  the  ma- 
rines were  this  nn>nth  ordered  to  clear  ground, 
itnd  be^in  to  build  huts  and  barracks  for  the 
winter:  the  convicts  were  also  directed  to  em- 
nloy  certain  hours  in  the  same  necessary  business 
for  themselves. 

The  editorthen  gives  an  account  of  the  wea- 
ther from  March  to  Deceniber  inclusive;  and  re- 
turns back  as  far  as  the  beginning  of  March,  ut 
which  time,  as  the  two  French  ships  already 
uieiitioned  were  preparing  to  leave  the  coast, 
their  commander  was  determined  to  visit  Mons. 
de  la  Perouse  before  his  departure.  He  there- 
fore sailed  round  to  Botany  Bay,  i,i  the  Sirius's 
long-boat,  accompanied  by  a  few  oiiicers.  They 
remained  two  days  on  board  the  Bussole,  where 
they  were  hospitably  and  politely  entertained. 
The  Russule  and  Astrolabe  sailed  from  Botany 
Bay  the  llth  of  March. 

in  the  neighbourhood  of  Sidney  Cove,  which  is 
that  part  of  this  harbour  in  which  Governor 
Phdlip  has  fixed  his  residence,  there  arc  some 
spots  of  tolerably  good  land,  but  they  are  only 
of  small  extent:  exclusive  of  these  spots,  the 
loil  is  rather  steril,  and  full  of  stones;  but  to- 
wards the  head  of  the  harbour,  a  considerable 
extent  of  tolerable  land  presents  itself,  which 
may  be  cultivated  without  waiting  for  its  being 
cleared  of  wood,  as  the  trees  stand  wide  of  each 


other,  and  have  no  underwood.  The  woods  vn 
the  spot  now  mentioned,  resemble  those  on  a 
deer- park,  as  much  as  if  tln^  hud  really  been 
intended  for  such  a  purpose;  but  the  soil  seems 
sandy  and  shallow,  and  will  require  much  manure 
to  improve  it.  The  grass  on  it  is  about  three 
feet  high,  very  close  and  thick. 

On  the  Gth  of  May,  three  of  the  transports, 
vvhich  were  chartered  by  the  East-India  Coni'- 
pany  to  load  tea  ut  ('hinu,  sailed  from  Ibis  port; 
the  Supply  armed  tender  also  sailed  for  Lord 
Howe's  Island. 

The  carpenter  of  the  Sirius,  and  his  crew,  had 
been  regularly  employed  on  shore  since  their  ar- 
rival in  this  coutitry,  assisting  in  the  erection  of 
store-houses  and  other  buildings.  TMic  ship's 
coin|)uny  were  also  V4triously  occupied  out  of  the 
ship  upon  the  business  of  the  settlement. 

The  scurvy  having  lately  appeared  moic  among 
the  seamen,  marines,  and  convicts,  than  when 
they  were  on  board  the  ships,  created  some  sur- 
prize, as  they  had  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  being 
nmch  upon  the  land^  and  of  eating  many  vege- 
table productions;  but  the  gentlemen  of  the  fa- 
culty say  this  is  no  uncommon  thing,  when  peo- 
ple are  obliged  to  continue  the  same  salt  diet. 
About  the  middle  of  this  month  a  convalescent, 
who  had  been  sent  from  the  hospital  to  gather 
wild  spinach,  or  other  plants,  was  murdered  bj 
two  of  the  natives;  one  of  them  escaped, 
but  was  wounded:  some  of  his  cloaths  being 
found,  which  were  bloody,  and  had  h'jen  pierced 
by  a  spear,  it  was  supposed  he  had  been  killed. 

Whether  any  of  the  natives  of  this  countiy 
are  cannibals,  is  a  subject  on  which  our  naviga- 
tors could  nut  venture  to  speak  positively;  but 
the  following  circumstance  may  incline  persons 
to  believe,  that,  if  the  natives  in  general  do  not 
eat  human  flesh,  that  such  u  horrid  custom  is 
sometimes  practised.  One  of  the  oiiicers  was 
present  when  two  native  children  were  interro- 
gated respecting  the  quarrels  of  their  country- 
men: being  asked  how  the  chiefs  disposed  of 
those  they  killed,  they  mentioned  some  who 
burned  and  buried  the  slain,  but  they  particularly 
named  one  who  ate  those  he  killed  *. 


•  Shortlv  after  two  convicts,  who  had  bemi  emi>loyetl  a 
little  elisianuc  up  the  harbour,  in  cuttiiii;  lusiuw  for  th.itch. 
iiifT  were  found  niiirdcrud  by  the  uativts.  Tlic  olliccr,  who 
wiut  to  look,  after  those  uiifoitiiuato  men,  and  obsorve 
what  busiaess  they  had  done,  after  hailing  for  some  lime, 
without  receiving   any  reply,  di»iiUihed  his    boat's   crew 
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upon  the  se.irih,  and  at  lt>«i;th  purieivod  the  two  men, 
lyinj;  in  ditloniut  places,  both  dead;  the  braius  of  ono 
having;  been  beat  out  with  a  clul)  or  stoue,  and  the  other 
had  many  wounds,  in  one  of  >\hicb  a  pa.'t  of  a  spear  re> 
maiued.  Their  t^'ut,  piov.sions,  and  cloa  lis  nm.ineJ,  but 
most  of  the  tools  h.id  been  taken  away. 
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The  4t.li  of  June  being  the  birth-day  of  his 
Majesty,  it  was  celebrated  with  every  possible 
demonstration  of  loyalty*. 

I-arn;c  iires  were  often  seen  in  this  season  on 
some  of  the  hills;  but  for  what  purpose  our  Eu- 
ropeans could  not  for  a  long  time  conjecture. 
Sevt  rul  of  the  ofticers,  observing  one  of  these 
largo  firc;;  on  a  hill  at  no  considerable  distance, 
thev  !i.'j;reed  to  visit  it,  cxpcciing  they  might 
probably  be  gratified  with  some  funeral  cere- 
mony: taking  their  guns,  they  advanced  to- 
wards the  solemn  scene,  but,  on  their  arrival, 
not  a  person  was  to  be  seen;  still  three  or  four 
acres  of  ground  were  perfectly  in  a  blaze.  They 
were  then  of  opinion  that  these  fires  were  made 
for  the  purpose  of  clearing  the  ground  of  the 
shrubs  and  underwood,  that  .they  might  the  more 
easily  get  at  those  roofs,  which  constitute  the 
chief  of  their  subsistence  during  the  winter. 
They  usually  took,  the  advantage  of  windly  wea- 
ther for  making  such  fires,  that  they  may  be 
spread  the  more  extensively. 

Proper  ollicers  were  now  directed  by  the  go- 
vernor, to  ascertain,  as  near  as  possible,  the 
number  of  canoes  and  natives  within  the  harbour 
of  Port  Jackson:  in  the  lower,  or  north  part  of 
the  harbour,  a  considerable  number  of  canoes 
were  employed  in  catching  fish:  but,  seeing  they 
were  observed,  <!hey  quitted  their  work  and  fled, 
a  circumstance  wliirii  convinced  our  navigators 
that  the  persons  thus  employed  were  women,  as 
thev  hid  aiwavs  shewn  a  desire  of  avoiding 
them.  The  Europeans  niad«»  every  signal  of 
fiion(l>ihip  ihr.y  vould  devise  to  gain  the  con- 
fidence of  these  females,  bi^t  to  no  purpose: 
though  there  were  mariv  men  upon  ♦'  e  shore, 
who  sj>oke  to  them  in  their  usual  familiar  man- 
ner, and  earnestly  invited  them  to  come  on  shore. 


*  III  July  our  scorbutic  patients  were  rather  .vorsc:  the 
w^nt  of  a  litllc  fioli  food  for  the  sick  was  much  to  be  la- 
pjcntid-.  iiiiv!  fi'ih  were  tlion  rcinurkably  scarce ;  and  many 
of  the  niitives  were  almost  starving  on  accotmt  of  that 
acarcii> .  They  ea^^orly  watclied  every  opportunity  of  pro- 
Tidi'.ig  r»i'y  RmiiI  of  .liiiieiit  for  their  present  subsistence, 
li'a  Iji.il  w;.s  shot,  ail. 1  yiven  tv  them,  they  instantly  pluck- 
ed oir  i'j  I.  iithers,  piit  it  on  the  Pre  -.rithout  takins;  out  the 
iiites  lies,  and  ate  the  whole.  Ot  smjil  birds,  they  even 
devourul  the  bones  and  feathers. 

+  A  report  prevailed  in  the  settldnent  that  ont  Dailey,  a 
convict,  had  dir-covered  a  piece  of  ground,  in  which  a  quantify 
of  yellow  ore  w?3  perceived,  which,  on  inspection,  ap- 
"pcarcU  to  have  a  certajj  proporlio"  of  gold  in  it.  Tlic  govcr- 


Whilst  the  party  were  thus  in  conversation  with 
them,  some  of  them  ventured  within  about 
twenty  yards  of  the  shore,  and  lying  upon  their 
oars,  they  observed  one  of  the  savages  place  lii.s 
lance  upon  the  throwing-stick,  not  supposing  lie 
had  any  idea  of  directing  it  among  them,  after 
having  received  so  friendly  an  invitation  to  land; 
but  they  were  now  convinced  that  they  only 
wanted  them  within  their  reach,  as  they  did  not 
appear  to  have  any  fire-arras.  But,  when  they 
thought  they  could  throw  the  lance  with  eftect, 
it  was  discharged,  and  went  about  six  feet  over 
the  heads  of  the  Europeans.  The  commander 
instantly  snatched  up  his  gun,  which  he  was  ro 
solved  to  discharge  among  fhei.i,  but  it  missed 
fire:  Mr.  Johnston  then  discharged  his  into  the 
bushes  to  which  they  repaired  for  shelter;  but  as 
it  was  only  loaded  with  small  shot,  it  could 
hardly  have  done  any  very  serious  injury.  What 
could  have  been  their  provocation  to  engage  in 
so  treacherous  a  business!  for  nothing  hostile  or 
mischievous  appeared  in  the  conduct  of  our  na- 
vigators. 

On  a  comparison  of  the  accounts,  taken  ac- 
cording to  the  directions  of  the  governor,  it  ap- 
peared that  they  had  seen  67  canoe i,  94  men,  .'H 
women,  and  9  children;  which  is  far  from  being' 
an  .^.curate  account  of  the  numbers;  for  more 
{persons  had  been  afterwards  seen  at  one  time,  in 
only  one  part  of  the  harlutur. 

On  the  27th  the  Supply  tender  arrived  from 
Norfolk  Island,  where  she  had  been  with  stores 
and  provisions  for  that  settlement;  she  bronjihi, 
the  unpleasant  intelligence  of  the  1(»S8  of  Mr. 
James  <^unningham,  and  four  others,  ,vho  were 
drowned  in  the  surf,  the  boat  being  overset  iu 
landing  the  stores  from  the  Supply  f.

nor  happened  to  be  tiien  absent  on  a  short  oxciirsion  into 
the  country;  and  the  report  brintf  made  t(.  the  lieutcnaiii. 
governor,  ho  naturally  rxamiiiMl  the  man  who  had  made 
the  discovery,  and  had  related  the  story  with  much  plausi- 
bility. Dailey  being  interrogated  res]>ecting  the  place,  ri'. 
fused  to  <{ive  any  exMlicit  account,  of  it  till  the  returu  of  thi; 
governo' ,  to  whom  he  would  explain  the  particulars  of  the 
discovery,  on  receiving  a  rcasonalile  compensation  for  so 
valuable  an  acquisition.  Some  ships  being  then  ou  tlic 
point  cf  sailing,  the  reward  he  r-.nectcd  was  his  own.  ami 
a  certain  woman  convict's  a  ■■  ,'oment,  and  a  passage  in 
one  of  the  ships  to  England :  a  |)arti(  ular  sum  of  money  wm 
:ilso  required.  The  lieutenant-governor  declared,  that,  as 
he  I  ad  already  mentioned  the  discovery,  he  should  also  (lis. 
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The  Sirius  leaves  Port  Jackson — Sails  for  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope — Fulls  in  with  larg'  Islands  of 

Ice — Casts  Anchor  at  Robin's  Island.

IN  tlie  month  of  September  GoverHor  Phillip 
expressed  his  intention  to  dispatch  the  Sirius 
very  soon  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  to  pur- 
chase such  a  quantity  of  provisions  as  she  might 
be  capable  of  taking  on  board.  To  lighten  her 
as  much  as  possible,  he  desired  the  commander 
of  her  to  land  eight  or  ten  of  her  guns  and  car- 
riages, with  any  other  articles  which  (he  ship 
could  spare  for  the  time  she  might  be  ahstMit,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  room.  In  consequence 
of  which  eight  guns,  twenty  half  barrels  of  pow- 
der, a  spare  anchor,  and  several  other  particulars, 
were  put  on  shore  at  Sidney  Cove. 

On  theoOth  of  September,  the  captain  received 
Ills  final  orders  from  the  gove"nor,  ,i.m\  on  the 
tiist  of  October  unmoored  the  ship:  the  gover- 
nor and  his  family  dined  on  board,  and  the  wind 
being  easterly ,  they  got  under  v.eigh  and  wokked 
down  to  the  lower  anchorage,  where  they  c:unc 
to,  intending  to  take  a,dvantage  of  the  land  m  itid 
in  the  morning,  to  put  so  sea.  The  Golden 
Grove  store-ship  also  anchored  below,  having 
provisions  and  stores  on  board  for  Norfolk  Island, 
with  a  number  of  men  and  women  convicts  on 
board;  iogether  v/ith  six  marines,  and  three  sea- 
men from  the  Sirius.  In  the  evening  the  gover- 
nor and  his  pcrty  took  their  leave. 

They  we'd  no  sooner  clear  of  the  harbour  than 
the  wind  veered  to  the  southward,   and  began  to 

close  what  part  of  the  country  it  was  in,  or  ho  might  «x. 
pect  punislimoiit  for  ilarinj  to  impose  on  (hose  oflicprs  to 
whom  ho  bttd.relajed  this  business.  Induced  hy  (ho  fear  of 
punishment,  he  proposed  to  the  lleut,  nant-govenior,  that 
an  officer  should  be  sent  down  (he  harbour  with  him,  for 
(hem'-.e,  which  he  said  was  in  (he  lower  part  of  the  har- 
bour, and  he  woirfd  shew  the  place  to  the  oflicer.  A  cor- 
I'jral,  and  (wo  or  three  priva(es,  were  then  sent  undei-  the 
command  of  an  oflicer,  to  a((end  liim  to  the  place  he  pointed 
out;  (hey  landed  as  (lie  convic(  diiC'.<<'d,  who  declared  the 
walk  would  be  but  shurt.  They  eii(ered  tm-  ,.  "od  in  their 
way  to  the  mine;  and  when  (iiey  wore  aumn!;  (he  bushes, 
Dailey  craved  permission  to  retire  a  few  mouu'nts  on  some 
necessary  occasion.  This  indulgence  having;  been  granted, 
tlic  officer  continued  (here  several  hours  without  seeing  their 
informant  again,  who  immediately  pusiied  ott'  for  (he  camp 
by  land,  as  he  knew  (he  road  extremely  well,  and  liad  cun. 
niiig  enough  to  persuade  the  oHicer  to  send  (he  boat  away 
as  soon  as  they  had  landed.  The  convict  arrivml  in  Ci<mp 
pretty  early  in  the  aftcrnooo,  and  iufunncd  tbc  lioutuuaut- 


blow  strong,  with  thick  hazy  weather;  the  «ar- 
penter  now  reporter!,  that,  though  the  ship  had 
hitherto  been  tight,  it  now  made  water.  When 
this  voyage,  upon  which  the  captain  had  novv^  en- 
tered, was  the  subject  of  conversation,  in  com- 
pany with  the  governor,  he  alwjiys  spoke  in  fa- 
vour of  the  passage  round  Van  tJiemen's  land, 
and  to  t'-p  westward ;  but  when  he  expressed  a 
wish  to  be  directed  by  what  route  he  should  en- 
deavour to  perform  the  voyagt ,  he  declined  that, 
alledging  that  he  should  be  governed  by  circum- 
stances. After  duly  considering  this  business, 
and  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  attendant 
on  either  choice,  and  judging  from  the  experi- 
ence of  those  who  hatl  before  made  the  eastern 
passage,  the  commander  determined  to  pass  to 
♦  he  southward  of  New  Zealand,  and  round  Cape 
Horn. 

They  stood  off  to  the  eastward,  determined  as 
expeditiously  as  posi'ble  to  get  an  oiling  of  fifty 
or  sixty  leagues:  the  wind  continued  southward, 
with  ha/.y  and  squally  weather,  till  the  oth,  when 
it  shifted  <o  south-south-east.  On  the  9th  they 
were  aitnost  p,s  far  to  the  southward  as  Van 
Diemen's  Lanl,  or  South  Cape  of  New  Holland ; 
and  the  wind  seeming  settled  in  the  south-west 
quarter  they  steered  a  course  for  the  Soirth  Cape 
of  New  Zealand;  on  the  l'2th  they  passed  that 
cape,  -ind   met  with  a  vast  number  of  birds  of 


governor  th.at  ho  had  left  the  olhcer  in  full  possession  of  tho 
g(;!(!  iniiie.  // ;  thjn  took  a  few  tliingsoiit  of  liisown  tent,  and 
disiippearcd.  The  party,  after  searching  (hrouijli  (ho  woods 
for  (he  cheat,  i|uiUed  their  stations  and  niarclicd  round  to 
the  camp,  where  they  airivcd  at  duk,  tired  and  cliagrincd 
at  the  trick,  the  villain  had  played  them.  The  want  of  pro. 
vision  soon  afterwards  induced  him  to  make  hi.'<a',)pearancc, 
and  a  severe  punishment  was  the  necessary  conse(|uencn  of 
this  imposition.  S(ill,  however,  \\i  insisted  on  having  made 
(he  discovery,  and  that  he  quit(ed  tho  officer  that  he  might 
give  information  to  the  governor  himself.  When  (lie  go. 
veriior  re(urned,  another  oflicer  waf  sent  with  him  on  tlils 
business,  who  declared  he  would  shoot  him  if  he  attempted 
to  run  (hrec  yards  fiom  him;  the  clieat  was  then  so  (ho. 
roughly  intimidated,  th^t  he  acknowledged  he  knew  of  no 
gold  mine:  he  rur(hC'r  confessed  that  he  had  filed  down  part 
of  a  yellow  mutul  buckle,  mi.xed  w<(h  it  fo.hu  gold  filed  olt' 
a  guinea,  i  id  hud  ble  led  the  whole  with  some  ear(h. 
The  invonto  ,  however,  received  an  udciuate  punishment 
fur  his  ingenuity. 
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\arious  kinds,  chiefly  aquatic,  such  as  albatrosses, 
livers,  peterels,  pentada  birds,  and  a  variety  of 
o-ulls,  sonic  of  which  were  very  large,  and  of  a 
mouse  colour;  and  another  smaller  sort,  vj^ith  a 
white  body,  dark  ^YiHgs,  and  theliead  of  a  light 
blue  colour. 

About  the  middle  of  October  they  frequently 
heard  the  divers  in  the  night,  and  often  saw 
them  in  the  day-  It  was  astonishing  how  these 
birds  could  get  from  or  to  the  land,  at  such 
an  innncnse  distance  from  it  as  from  eight  hun- 
dred to  a  thousand  miles;  for  they  certainly  lay 
their  eggs  and  hatch  tiieni  on  shore. 

On  the  2d  of  November,  by  lunar  observa- 
tions, they  were  in  longitude  SIO"  2V  cast. 
From  the  7th  till  the  ITth,  the  weather  was  very 
variable,  and  the  wind  unsettled.  On  the  18lh 
the  wind  shifted  to  west,  with  a  moderate 
breeze*. 

For  several  days  before  they  made  the  land,  and 
every  day  after  they  left  it,  till  the  7th,  they  fell  in 
with  a  great  many  very  high  ice-islands:  and  saw 
plenty  of  divers  and  seals.  From  the  27th  of 
November  till  (he  13th  of  December,  they  had 

s  wind  constantly  in  the  north-east-quaitcr, 
which  is  said  to  be  uncommon  near  Cape  llorr. 
for  so  long  a  time;  as  ships  bound  into  the  south 
sea  often  4ind  it  rather  tedious  getting  *  the 
westward  round  the  capef . 

On  the  16th  the  wind  shifted  suddenly  to  the 
rorth-west  quarter,  and  blew  a  steady  gale.  On 
the  19th  it  blew  very  strong  from  west-north-west, 
with  hazy  weather,  ami  frequent  showers  of  rain; 
which  again  changed  the  wind  to  the  south-west 
quarter,  and  the  weather  became  fair  and  plea- 
sant. They  now  appeared  to  have  got  out  from 
among  the  ice-islands,  with  which  part  of  this 

*  Thry  fircjiicntly  f»ll  in  with  liigli  islands  of  ice:  on  <Iie 
21lh  they  had  frt-hh  galos,  with  haiy  rold  wrallicr;  lhi<y 
met  ice.islaiius  so  fi i<|iu'iifly,  that  they  were  oblige(i  to  alli-r 
thpir  course  to  avoid  them.

They 
continued  their  eoiirse  iiorlh.;-a>l,  and  expressed  Iheii'  con. 
viction,  that  tht're  is  no  island  so  situated  from  Cape  Horn 
as  this  l)ie((o  Kjnire-/  is  said  to  he. 

+  The  ship's  roiiipany  now  i>;.»nifestcd  strong  symptoms 
of  the  scurvy,  whieli  was  thi  more  distressing  as  they  had 
nothing,  with  uhieh  tlicy  rould  hope  tu  check  its  progress, 
rxrept  a  little  esseiic  ■  oi  malt,  >\  Inch  they  continued  to  aiU 
mini  ter.  This  appearance  of  the  scurvy  among  the  com- 
panv  of  the  Siii  is  could  not  excite  surprise,  as  it  was  more 
extraordinary  ihitit  had  not  shewn  itself  sooner,  when  it 
was  cuiisidercd  hutt  tliuy  had  lived  iiiuce  they  had  kTt  (hv 


ocean  seems,  at  this  season  of  the  year,  to  beovcr- 
spread.  Our  navigators  had,  in  the  whole,  been 
twenty-eight  days  among  the  ice,  and  sailed  a  dis- 
tance of  eight  hundred  leagues.  They  had  passed 
through  a  lane,  or  street,  if  it  may  be  so  called, 
of  ice-islands  the  whole  of  tha*  distance.  Thev 
were,  in  general,  from  the  size  of  a  countrv 
church,  to  the  magnitude  of  one,  two,  or  tlirei.- 
miles  in  circumference,  and  of  a  proportioiiu!;;^ 
height.  At  this  season  of  the  ytar,  however,  in 
such  high  latitudes,  the  nii?;hts  are  so  very  short, 
that  hardly  an  hour  can  be  called  dark ;  or  it 
would  be  attended  with  great  danger  to  rim 
in  the  uight,  the  ice-islands  were  so  very  numer- 
ous. 

Our  navigators  carried  on  strong  westerly 
winds  with  them,  which  compensated  tor  iIk: 
northerly  and  easterly  gales  which  detained  tlu-m 
so  long  between  Cape  Horn  and  Scith  (>eori«,i:i; 
and  it  was  exceedingly 'fortirvite  ':'»t  the  \viiids 
were  so  favourable,  as  the  iV    ■'•:  pany  were 

now  strongly  attacked  by  the  !r.enrvy. 

Having,  on  the  2.5tli  of  December,  arrived  on 
the  meridian  of  Greenwich,  from  which  tlicv 
had  sailed  in  an  easterly  direction,  and  completed 
.'iOO*'  of  east  longitude,  and  consequcnti  "  gainod 
t«venty-four  hours,  their  conuaander  dropt  H\H)^\ 
and  repeated  Thursday  23th  of  December.  On 
the  30lh  died  Joha  Shine,  a  seaman;  and  on  the 
ijlst  died  Joseps':  Caldwell,  a  seaman;  both  tukin 
off  by  tlie  scurvy.  At  day-light  they  saw  the 
liind;  the  nearest  was  distant  about  four  It  agues, 
and  the  Table  mountain  bore  south  by  east 
abiMit  ten  leagues.  The  wind  coming  from  (!i: 
sea,  ihey  stood  along  shore  to  the  souti'v.  in', 
and  in  the  afternoon  the\  were  a-brcas'  »i  :'  ■ 
bin's  Island.     The  weakly  condition  ot 


cape  outwani  lioiind:    fur  during  that  time,  whicii  •>      ;: 
wards  of  thirteen  months,   they  had  not  tasted  a  mor^  '.    I 
fresh  pro«isiotis,  nor  touched  a  single  blade  of  vo;;otahlrs 
I        They  now  began   to  be  subject  to  liazy  iiioist  weailiiT, 
I    with  very  freipient  foijs  ;   the  weather   was  extremely  (dIiI. 
and  mountainous  islands   of  ice  were  beheld  in  every  qiur. 
I    ter:   for  fourteen  days  after  gelling  to  the  eastward  of  I'jpe 
I   Horn,  they  ivere  beating  to  the  north. t^ast,  anxious  to  priN 
ceed  so  far  to  the  northward  as  to  feel  the  influence  of  ilic 
summer  bun,   hupin:;  their  scorbutic   patients  might  oMm 
some   relief  from   it.     They  observed  inanv  large   mIwIm, 
going  in  droves  of  from  live  to  twenty. tirt'^    ;   >uling  witiiin 
a  cable's  k'ngth  of  the  ship,  and  some:'  ,'■  i.earer.    On 
the  13th,  in  the  morning,  they  passed  onr  .     the  laT'tj 
ice  islands  they  had  seen,  which  they  supposcu  to  Ic  tin: 
miles  in  length,  and   tlie   perpendicular  height  about  3J()| 
foet. 
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ef  the  ship**  i  smpany,  who  were  capable  of  dbing 
duty  upeif  4eck,  and  the  dejected  state  of  many 
others,  induced  the  captain  to  endeavour  to  bring 
the  ship  to  an  anchor  before  night ;  as  the,  idea 
of  being  in  port  exhilirates  the  spirits  of  those 
\vho  are  reduced  low  by  the  scurvy ;  which  was 


the  case  with  many  of  their  ship's  company, 
After  striving  in  vain  to  weather  the  reef  off  the 
south  end  of  the  island,  the  captain  bore  away, 
and  i'ifi  round  the  north  end,  and  anchored  with- 
in, in  nine  fathoms  water. 
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diiti  Robin's  Island,  and  anchor  in  Table  Bat; — 'flic  Sick  arc  sent  on  Shore — The  Alexander  Trans- 
port arrives — Provisions  obtained  for  the  Scltlemcnt  at  Port  Jackson — Departure  of  the  Sirius — 
A  violent  Tempest — Arrive  at  Port  Jackson. 


WHEN  the  ship  was  anchored,  a  boat  was 
sent  with  the  first  lieutenant  on  shore  to 
the  island,  to  procure  such  inteUigence  from  Eu- 
rope, as  the  commanding  oflicer  was  able  to  coin- 
uitmicate.  Our  commander  also  wished  to  be  in- 
formed whether  Governor  Van  de  Gracf  was  still 
at  the  Cape,  and  if  Colonel  Gordon  continued 
commander  in  chief  of  the  troops  in  garrison 
there.  Tlie  lieutenant  was  very  politely  received 
by  the  conunanding  officer  on  shore,  who  gave 
liim  every  inforuuitioii  in  his  power,  but  unfor- 
tunately he  knew  not  a  word  of  the  English  lan- 
Siage,  and  the  other  was  equally  ignon^nt  of  the 
iitch.  It  was  observed,  however,  that  lie  wore 
a  large  orange  cockade  in  his  hrtt ;  and  tliough 
lie  could  not  converse,  he  informed  the  oftieor,  by 
('\|)ressious  of  half  l:.nglish  and  Uuteh,  that  the 
English  and  Dutch  were  friends,  and  that  the 
Freuch  had  no  connection  with  Holland.  On 
hearing  what  a  long  voyage  they  had  come,  the 
otiicer  generously  sent  a  basket  of  such  fruit  as 
his  garden  aflbrded,  which  was  immediately  di- 
vided among  the  sick. 

In  the  nuirniug  of  the  2d  of  January,  with  a 
fine  breeze,  they  got  under  way,  sailed  up 
to  Table  Day,  and  anchored  there  in  seven  and  a 
half  fatliowu.  The  ship  being  secured,  the 
loiiimander  sent  an  officer  to  the  governor,  to  in- 
form him  of  the  business  he  was  come  upon  ; 
who  very  politely  assured  him  that  great  al)iin- 
dunce  oi  every  thing  was  to  be  had,  and  that  he 
had  only  to  signif^y  in  writing  the  quantity  of 
each  article  that  was  wanted,  and  the  neces- 
sary directions  would  be  immediately  given.  His 
excellency  also  condescended  to  inform  hiui^  that 
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he  should  in  a  few  days  send  a  ship  for  Amster- 
dam ;  and  that,  if  he  had  any  dispatches  to  for- 
ward, and  vviuld  send  thrrn  to  his  house,  they 
should  be  safely  delivered  into  the  custody  of  the 
British  ambassador  at  the  Hague. 

On  their  arrival  here,  the  commander  directed 
that  quarters  should  be  provided  for  the  sick, 
which  was  accordingly  done,  and  forty  invalids 
were  landed,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Worgan, 
the  surgeon  of  the  ship.  AVhen  they  arrived  in 
(his  bay,  they  had  just  twelve  men  in  each  watch, 
and  half  that  number,  from  scorbutic  contrac- 
tions, were  unable  to  go  aloft. 

On  the  olh  a  Dutch  India  chip  arrived  here 
frim  Kio  de  Janeiro:  by  this  ship  informr^tion 
was  received  of  the  arrival  at  that  place  of  two 
vessels  from  the  east  coast  of  New  H.ylland ;  that 
they  arrived  singly  and  in  great  distress,  from 
sickness,  and  the  death  of  many  of  their  people. 
From  a  variety  of  circumstances  no  doubt  could 
bo  entertained  that  one  of  these  ships  was  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  being  one  of  their  transports, 
and  the  other  was  the  Borrowdale  store-ship. 
The  officers  of  this  India  ship  also  observed,  that 
they  were  so  weak,  that  had*  they  not  been 
boarded  by  boats  without  the  harbour,  they 
could  not  have  brought  their  vessels  into  safety. 
These  ships  had  probably  parted  company  with 
Lieutenant  Shortland,  soon  after  sailing  from 
Port  Jackson,  and  had  then  determined  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  eastward  by  Cape  Horn. 

On  the  19th  a  Dutch  frigate  arrived  here  from 
Ratavia,  from  which  information  was  received 
that  Lieutenant  Shortland  had  arrived  at  that 
port,  with  a  single  ship,  in  the  beginning  of  Dc- 
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cember,  in  a  very  distressed  condition;  that  he 
had  bttried  the  greatest  part  of  the  Anp'a  Com- 
pany, and  vms  assisted  by  the  company  of  the 
above  fntiiMt^'to  secure  his  vessel,  which  he  could 
not  have  done  without  assistance;  and  that  he 
had  been  obiijj^ed,  some  time  before  his  arrival, 
to  sink  the  other  vessel  that  was  in  company  with 
him,  lor  the  purpose  of  manning  one  out  of  the 
two  ships'  companies,  or  he  could  not  have 
reached  Batavia  with  either :  for,  when  he  ar- 
rived there,  only  four  men,  out  of  the  two 
crews,  were  capable  of  standing  on  the  deck. 

On  the  18th  of  February  Mr.  Shortland  ar- 
rived in  the  Alexander  transport,  much  to  the 
satisfaction  of  our  commander,  as  he  was  pre- 
paring to  sail  the  followiD<^  day.  He  was  going 
otf  from  the  sliorc,  wlieu  •  ■  -f'^ived  the  ship 
coming  round  Green  Poini :  nvcd  instantly 

on  board,  and  his  people  were  ^.  ejoiced  to  see 
their  old  friends  in  Table  Bay,  that  they  cheered 
them  as  they  came  alongside.  He  now  received 
from  Mr.  Shortland  a  confirmation  of  the  intel- 
ligence he  had  collected  from  the  oflicers  of  the 
Dutch  frigate.  . 

On  20(h  of  February  our  commander  sailed 
from  Table  Bay,  having  first  taken  on  board 
twelve  months  provisions  for  the  ship's  company, 
and  six  months  flotir  for  the  whole  settlement, 
with  various  stores  for  the  colony,  &c.  While 
they  lay  ut  Tabic  Bay,  many  civilities,  and  marks 
of  attention  were  received  from  Governor  Van 
de  Graef,  Colonel  Gordon,  and  other  otiicers  of 
this  settlement 

After  they  quitted  the  Cape  of  4Sood  Hope, 
they  had,  for  three  weeks,  strong  gales  from  the 
southward,-  with  squally  weather.  On  the  20th 
of  March,  having  sprung*  the  trussle-trccs  of 
the  main-top  nia^t,  they  struck  and  unrigged 
them,  and  fitted  new  ones:  on  the  22d  they  had 
a  very  heavy  gule  of  wind,  and  a  prodigious 
high  broken  sea  ;  it  continued  to  blow  very  hard 
all  night,  and  they  shipped  much  water,  but  the 
ship  having  a  Hush  deck,  no  water  could  lay  on 
it,  and  the  only  danger  was  that  of  filling  the 
boats:  to  prevent  which,  after  the  gale,  they 
\fere  ordered  to  be  turned  bottom  up.  On  the 
J6th  of  April  they  were  in  latitude  44*  45' south, 
and  in  longitude  135"  ^0'  east.  At  night  they 
observed  the  sea  spread  over  with  luminous  spots, 
resembling  lanthoriw  floating  on  its  surface.  On 
the  2Uth  they  had  a  strong  gale  from  the  west- 


north-west,  vrfaich  moderated  in  the  night,  and 
veered  to  the  westward,  with  a  light  air  at  south- 
west, and  encouraged  tiieiD  to  make  all  the 
sail  puosd^le.;  but  they  had  no  sooner  got  every 
thing  set,  than  tlte  wind  veered  round  to  tlie  south'- 
ward,  and  b^an  to  blow;  in  a  few  hours  it  in. 
creased  to  a  violent  gale:  as  they  drew  near  the 
meridian  of  the  south  cape,  the  gale  increased 
to  an  absolute  tempest,  with  thick  hazy  weather, 
and  a  most  astonishing  high  sea.  At  day-light 
on  the  21st,  the  fore,  main,  and  mizzen  stay-suils 
were  all  split  by  the  violence  of  the  wind  :  which 
reduced  them  to  the  reefed  fore-sail  and  balanced 
mizzen.  They  now  found  themselves  embayed, 
the  gale  not  in  the  least  likely  to  abate,  and 
the  sea  running  mountains  high,  with  very  thick 
weather,  a  long  dark  night  coming  on,  and  so 
unknown  coast  close  under  their  lee ;  nothing  re- 
mained to  be  done  but  to  carry  every  yard  of 
canvas  the  ship  was  capable  of  bearing,  and  for 
every  person  on  board  to  constantly  keep  the 
deck,  and  look  out  attentively  under  the  Ice  for 
the  land.  They  knew  not  what  baj*,  or  part  of 
the  coast  tliey  were  upon,  nor  what  ledges  of 
rocks  might  be  detached  some  distance  from  the 
shore ;  and  they  had  every  moment  reason  to  ap- 
prehend that  the  next  night,  by  the  ship's  striking, 
would  launcii  the  wliole  of  them  into  eternity, 
Their  situation  was  such  that  not  a  man  of  them 
could  have  escaped  to  relate  the  particulars  of 
the  calamity.  Whatever  might  have  been  the 
private  feelings  of  each  individual,  the  orders 
were  executed  with  the  greatest  alacrity  and  pre- 
cision. Fortunately,  at  this  instant,  the  wind 
favoured  them  near  two  points,  and  the  ship  lav 
better  upon  this  tack,  than  the  course  on  the 
other  had  promised  :  still,  however,  the  weather 
was  so  thick,  the  sea  so  high,  and  the  gale  so 
strong,  and  so  dead  upon  the  shore,  that  little 
hope  remained  of  their  weathering  the  land. 
At  two  in  the  afternoon,  as  the  commander  was 
looking  from  the  quarter  deck  very  anxiously  to 
leeward,  he  observed  the  looming  of  a  very  steep 
point  of  rocky  land,  and  the  sea  foaming  with 
terrible  violence  against  it.  Though  he  did  not 
mention  this  circumstance,  it  was  that  instant 
discovered  by  the  sailors  stationed  forward,  who 
called  out,  "  Land  close  under  our  lee."  He 
replied,  that  he  had  seen  it  some  time,  and  that 
it  was  now  upon  their  beam.  The  vessel  was,  at 
this  time,  half  buried  in  the  sea  by  the  press  of 
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sail,  siftco  uhe  was  going  through  it  at  the  rate  of 
four  knots.  They  soon  shot  past  thia  head,  and 
from  the  course  thev  had  made,  they  knew  it  was 
Tasman's  Head,  being  the  eastern  point  of  a 
bay,  of  which  the  south  cape  is  the  western, 
which  Tasnian  had  named  Storm  Bay. 

Iter  passing  Tasman's  Head,  they  kept  their 
niiid  still,  and  carried  sail,  in  order,  if  possible, 
to  weather  Maria's  Islands,  which  lay  six  leagues 
to  the  north  east.  At  eight  the  next  morning 
they  passed  to  the  windward  of  Maria's  Islands, 
tvhich  the  haziness  of  the  weather  prevented 
tbeu!  frooi  seeing  till  they  were  upon  the  lee- 
quarter.  A  more  wonderful  escape  than  that 
which  they  experienced,  can  hardly  be  conceived. 
Every  thing  which  depended  upon  the  crew,  was 
certamly  performed,  but  it  would  he  ingratitude 
to  divine  Providence,  to  attribute  their  restora- 
tion wholly  to  their  best  endeavours. 

After  having  weathered  Maria's  Islands,  they 
continued  to  stand  on  with  a  press  of  sail  to  the 
eastward,  anxious  to  gain  an  offing  from  the 
coast,  tlie  ship  being  very  much  disabled.  All 
the  rails  of  the  head,  round-houses,  and  figure 
of  the  head  were  entirely  washed  away  ;  and  the 
rails  of  the  bumpkins  were  so  weakened  as  to  re- 
quire to  be  grapped  dowR  to  the  knee  of  the  head. 


As  soon  as  they  were  to  the  eastward  of  Ma- 
ria's Islands,  the  wind  shifted  to  south-east,  and 
east-south-east.     On  the  26th,  the  wind  set  in 
from  the  northward,  and  blew  fresh,  and  often 
attended  with  the  most  violent  squalls :  it  con- 
tinued northerly  till  the  2d  of  May,  when  it  in- 
clined to  the  southward,  and  afterwards  to  the 
eastward.     The  winds  now,   after  twenty-four 
hours'  calm,    inclined    again  to  the  southward, 
and  they  kept  plying  to  windward  with  all  the 
sail  they  could  carry.     Right  oft'  Cape  Three 
Points,  at  six  leagues  from  the  shore,  they  sound- 
ed in  seventy-five  fatlioms,  over  a  bottom  of  grey 
sand.     On  the  8th  a  light  air  from  the  north- 
ward, carried  'hem  by  day-light  the  next  morn- 
ing in  sight  of  the  entrance  of  Port  Jadkson ; 
and  in  the  evening  of  the  9th,  they  entered  be- 
tween the  heads  of  the  harbour,  and  worked  up 
to   Sydney  Cove,  where  they  anchored   in  the 
evening,  after   an  absence  of  219  days ;  .51  of 
which  they  lay  in  Table  Bay,   Cape  of  Good 
Hope ;    so  that,  though   they  had    fairly  gone 
round  the  world  during  this  voyage,  they  had 
only  been   168  days    in    describing  the  circle. 
They  found    in   the    cove   the   Supply  armed 
tender.

THE  ship  being  secured,  the  commander  went 
on  shore  to  wait  for  the  governor,  whom  he 
found  in  good  health,  drinking  tea  with  a  few 
frieods ;  among  whom  he  noticed  a  man  of  this 
country  who  was  decently  cloathed,  and  seemed 
to  be  as  easy  and  familiar  at  the  tea-table  as  any 
person  there;   he  handled  his  cup  and  saucer 
I  with  ail  much  address  as  if  he  had  been  long 
accustomed  to  such   entertainment.     This  man 
was  forcibly  taken  from  his  friends  by  Lieutenant 
Ball  of  the  Supply,  and  Lieutenant  Johnson  of 
the  marines,  wVo  were  dispatched  down  the  har- 
Ibour,  with  two  boats  for  tl:at  purpose :  tlie  go- 
Ivernor,   having    found  that  no  encouragement 
(would  induce  them  to  visit  the  settlenieat  of  their 


own  accord,  he  had  therefore  resolved  upon 
this  method  to  get  one  man  into  his  possession, 
who,  by  tender  and  judicious  treatment,  might 
dispose  his  countrymen  to  place  more  confidence 
in  the  Europeans.  The  name  of  this  man  was 
Ara-ba-noo,  and  he  was  taken  by  force,  as  al- 
ready stated,  and  in  the  following  manner. 
Afler  he  had  been  a  short  time  conversing  with 
some  of  the  gentlemen,  one  of  the  seamen,  who 
had  received  previous  instructions,  threw  a  rope 
round  his  neck,  and  dragged  him  precipitately 
to  the  boat :  his  cries  drew  a  number  of  his 
friends  into  the  skirts  of  the  wood,  from  whence 
they  threw  many  lances,  but  without  efiiect. 
The  terror  this  poor  wretch  endured,  can  better 

be 
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be  conceived  than  expressed,  he  expected  to  have 
been  imuiediately  murdered  ;  but,  when  the  of- 
ficers came  into  the  boat,  they  removed  the  ro|)e 
from  his  neck  to  his  leg,  and  treated  him  with  so 
much  tenderness  that  lie  became  more  cheerful. 
i\r:  some  time  after  his  arrival  at  the  governor's 
house,  he  was  ornamented  with  an  iron  shackle 
un  one  of  his  ''^gs,  to  prevent  his  effecting  his 
escape.  This  he  was  taught  to  consider  as 
a  decoration,  and  bestowed  on  him  as  a  com- 
pliment. He  soon,  however,  became  reconciled 
to  his  situation,  from  the  indulgent  attention  of 
every  person  about  him;  and  intimating  some  un- 
easiness from  the  iron,  it  was  taken  oflT,  and  he 
s^as  permitted  to  go  where  he  pleased.  He  soon 
acquired  the  names  of  the  gentlemen  who  took 
notice  of  him.  At  length  he  procured  that  of 
the  commander,  which  he  never  forgot,  but  ex- 
pressed his  desire  to  come  on  board  his  nonrc ; 
un  expression  signifying  a  boat  or  vessel.  The 
ilay  after  the  Captain  came  in,  the  governor  and 
bis  family  did  him  the  honour  to  dine  on  board, 
when  he  was  also  favoured  with  the  company  of 
^ira-hn-noo,  whom  he  found  to  be  a  very  sociable 
s;uod  naturt'd  well-looking  fellow,  of  about 
thirty  years  of  age  *. 

Before  the  Sirius  sailed  from  Port  Jackson,  the 
£roveriior  had  formed  a  resolution  of  sending  a 
tletachment  of  the  marines,  with  a  number  of 
convicts,  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  and  pre- 
paring a  tract  of  land  at  the  head  of  this  har- 
bour, in  order  to  sow  corn.  ^^  hen  they  re- 
turned from  their  voyage,  great  progress  ap- 
{)earc(l  to  have  been  made  at  this  farm,  w'hich 
lad  been  named  Kosi^  Hill :  it  much  exceeded 
expectations;  the  quantity  of  ground  prepared 
for  receiving  the  grain  at  the  proper  time,  was 
very  considerable;  many  huts  were  built,  the 
gardens  were  in  tolerable  order,  and  a  prospect 
presented  itself  of  a  \ery  extensive  farm  in  due 
t*inie ;  and  if  there  were  people  enough  to  la- 


*  I'Apn'Ssicii;  Ms  siirpriso  at  fho  ^.'ovoriiors,  that  h«  had 
not  sm-ii  ;i  siiiglo  iialivc  on  llie  sliori;,  i)r  a  raiioe  as  the) 
canii-  up  to  lht>  ship,  hu  \v:i.s  infoniiLMl  that  tht>  »iiri!l.po\ 
Jiait  iiiaili:  iis  appi-aiaiico,  a  few  iiioiilhs  ago,  aiiumi;  thcko 
wrotilifd  rriiaturts.  ami  that  it  was  truly  shockiii!;  to  visit 
tho  coves  of  this  harbour,  foniiorly  so  mi|ch  fri-qiiciitwl  b\ 
the  III! lives  ;  when',  in  (he  caves  of  lhi>  rorks,  which  af. 
•fordetl  shelter  to  wholu  families  in  bail  weather,  iiothinir 
was  now  to  l)f  seen  but  men,  women,  anil  children,  luiii; 
dead.  It  seems  prol)able,  from  variety  of  eirriimstnnces, 
that  these  people  were  hitherto  niiaripiiiinted  Mith  tliis 
disense,  and  were  coiiseipiently  straii;:ers  to  any  method  of 
tPCiilins  it.     It  ma)  theielorf  be  suppose  I,   that  when  any 


hour,  they  knew  it  might  be  carried  twenty  mile, 
to  the  westward ;  and  every  foot  of  the  gronml 
appeared  as  good  as  that  on  which  they  wen; 
now  employed  in  cultivating.  But  though  the 
land  was  tolerable,  they  found  an  insurmount- 
able difficulty  in  establishing  an  extensive  farm 
chiefly  on  account  of  the  deficiency  of  water. 
At  Rose-Hill,  in  dry-seasons,  they  had  but  very 
little  water,  and  what  they  had  wtis  very  indif. 
fcrent.  Several  attempts  have  been  made  by  the 
gentlemen  here,  who  had  little  farms  iii  tlic 
neighbourhood  of  Sydney  Cove,  to  raise  grain  of 
diflerent  kinds  for  feeding  pigs,  goats,  or  ])oiiltrv; 
but,  though  the  corn  shot  up  very  quickly,  it  iio 
sooner  formed  into  ear,  than  the  rats,  or  other 
vermin,  destroyed  the  whole  of  their  prospect: 
:♦  '"^  necessary  to  remark,  however,  that  even  such 
of  tile  corn  as  had  escaped  the  vermin,  turned 
out  most  niiseriable  empty  straws. 

On  the  6th  of  .Tune  the  captain  was  engaged  in 
a  party  with  the  governor,  on  a  visit  to  Broken 
Bay,  to  examine  some  part  of  that  harbuiir 
which  had  not  been  noticed  in  his  last  visit  to 
that  place:  two  boats  were  dispatched  under  the 
care  of  Mr.  Keltic,  master  of  the  Sirius,  with 
provisions,  &c.  And  the  party,  which  consist- 
ed  of  the  Governor,  the  Judge  Advocate,  ('ii|i. 
tain  Johnson  of  the  marines,  Mr.  >V  bite,  princi- 
pal surgeon  of  the  settlement,  and  some  others, 
with  two  men,  all  armed  with  musqiiets.  Sit:. 
They  landed  on  the  north  part  of  Port  Jackson, 
and  proceeded  along  the  c';r..-.i  to  the  northwiird; 
in  the  course  of  the  march  they  had  several  ioni; 
sandy  beaches  to  cross,  which  were  foimd  vch 
fatiguing :  when  they  ascended  the  hills,  tlitv 
had  frequently  thick  woods  to  pass  through  ;  but 
as  they  often  met  with  paths,  which  the  iiatiui 
had  trod  down,  they  were  not  only  more  com- 
modious for  passing,  but  were  found  advanta- 
geous, as  they  frequently  conducted  them  to  the 
spots  they  were  searching  for.     They  left  Port 

of  thein  arc  taken  ill,  and  the  malady  assumes  the  ajiprar. 
ance  of  the  small. pox,  they  arc  instantly  deserted  hy  ihcir  | 
friends,  and  left  to  perish  for  want  of  care  and  siisfeiiuiKv, 
Five  or  six  days  after  our  rommander's  arrival,  putir^Nn. 
ba-noo  Mas  seized  with  the  smalUpox,  and  thuui;h  evm 
possible  nirans  Mere  used  for  his  reeorery,  he  lired  only  (III 
the  crisis  of  his  disease.  The  loss  of  this  man  was  inucbj 
lamented  by  every  person  in  the  settlement. 

Many  people  hud  been  lost  in  the  woods,  and  had  ciiliff  I 
been  killed  liy  the  natives,  or  perished  there  Sivniurimsl 
had  been  t.ied  by  u  criminal  court,  and  found  (guilty oil 
robbing  the  public  stores:  they  wercsentencuU  to  death,  aiii  | 
executed  accordingly.  I 
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Jackson  ftt  six  in  the  morning,  and  arrived  at 
the  »outh  branch  of  Broken  Bay,  at  tliroe  in  the 
afternoon,  after  a  warm  and  tedious  journey : 
loaded  as  they  were  with  provisions  for  several 
days,  water,  and  ammunition.  Arriviiijf  at  the 
water  side,  they  found  their  boats,  wliich  had 
left  Port  Jackson  at  midnight,  were  safely  ar- 
rived. It  being  now  too  late  in  the  day  to  "enter 
upon  the  business  they  had  come  upon,  they 
pitched  their  tents,  and  hauled  the  seine  for  fish. 
Having  some  success  with  the  seine,  they  sat 
down  to  regale  thcmselved  on  fish  and  salt  beef; 
and  rested  the  remainder  of  the  day.  In  t\\e 
course  of  these  excursions,  the  boats'  crews 
discovered,  this  afternoon,  a  native  woman,  en- 
deavouring to  conceal  herself  from  their  sight, 
ill  the  long  grass,  which  was  then  extremely 
wet,  and  consequently  uncomfortable  to  a  poor 
naked  creature.  She  had,  before  the  arrival  of 
the  boats  at  this  beach,  been  employed,  with 
jDine  of  her  friends,  in  fishing  for  their  daily 
food;  but,  being  alarmed,  they  all  made  their 
escape,  except  this  miserable  j^irl,  who  hadjnst 
recovered  from  the  small  pox,  and  Mas  extremely 
weak,  having  a  swelling  in  one  of  her  knees, 
and  being  incapable  of  moving  to  any  consider- 
able distance.  She  therefore  crept  off  as  well  as 
she  could,  and  concealed  herself  among  the 
grass,  within  twenty  yards  of  the  spot  where 
they  had  erected  their  tents.  She  was  discovered 
by  p  person  who  had  shot  at  a  hawk  from  a  tree 
right  over  her.  She  was  so  terrified  at  fhe  re- 
port of  the  musquet,  that  she  screamed  out,  and 
discovered  herself.  When  the  governor  went  to 
take  a  view  of  this  unhappy  girl,  she  appeared 
to  be  about  seventeen  or  eighteen  years  of  age, 
and  had  covered  her  naked  and  debilitated  body, 
with  grass,  as  before  expressed.     She  was  much 

*  The  following  day  was  employed  in  going  up  the  south 

branch,    which   the  governor    named   Fitt.Watcr:    when 

much  of  the  day  was  spent  in  examining  it,  they  returned 

to  the  place  where  they  had  passed  the  preceding  night,  and 

encamped  on  the  same  spot.    Their  tents  were  no  sooner  up 

than  they  repeated  thr'r  visit  to  their  young  female  friend, 

«hom  they  fottnd  in  a  bark  hut  upon  the  beach  :  this  was 

I  the  very  place  in  which  she  and  her  friends  were  enjoying 

themselves,  when   the  arrival  of  the   boat  alarmed  them. 

ISlir  was  not  alone,  as  before,  but  had  with  her  a  beautiful 

female  infant,  about  two  years  of  age;  and  upon  their  ap. 

Iproach  (the  night  being  cold  and  rainy)  she  was  lying  with 

I  her  elbows  and  knees  on  the  ground,  covering  the  child 

ifrom  their  sight  with  her  body.     On  their  speaking  to  her, 

|ihe  raised  herself  up,  and  sat  oa  the  ground,  with  her 
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frightened  on  their  approaching  her,  wept  pite* 
ously,  and  made  dreadful  lamentations.  They 
endeavoured  to  console  her  as  much  as  they 
could,  and  with  (ho  assistance  of  a  few  expres- 
sions, collected  from  poor  Ara-ba-iioo  when  he 
was  'living,  she  seemed  a  little  comforted.  Thfi 
sailors  were  ordered  to  bring  her  some  fire,  and 
they  pulled  grass,  dried  it  carefully,  and  spread 
round  her  to  keep  hex  warm.  Hawks,  crows, 
and  gulls  were  shot  and  broiled,  of  which  she 
partook,  as  well  as  of  some  fish,.  They  after- 
wards gave  her  some  water,  of  which  she  seemed 
to  be  very  much  in  want.  After  their  utmost 
endeavoiirs  to  procure  a  comfortable  night's  re- 
pose, they  visited  her  early  the  next  morning, 
when  they  found  her  much  recovered  of  her 
fears,  frequently  calling  aloud  to  her  friends, 
who  had-  left  her,  and  who  they  knew  could  be 
at  no  great  distance  from  her.  All  her  endea- 
vours, however,  to  bring  them  back,  were  in- 
eflectual,  while  the  party  remained  with  her ; 
hut  they  had  no  sooner  quitted  the  beach,  than 
they  saw  some  of  them  come  out  of  the  wood ; 
and  there  being  two  canoes  on  the  shore  belong-' 
ing  to  this  party,  they  launched  one  in;  >  the 
water,  and  went  away  *. 

After  giving  her  more  fish,  and  placing  A 
quantity  of  fire-wood  and  water  within  her  reach, 
they  took  their  leave.  They  embarked  in  the 
boats,  and  sailed  across  the  bay  to  the  north 
branch.  They  proceeded  but  a  small  distancej 
before  they  landed  on  the  west  shore  and  re- 
freshed themselves ;  after  this  they  advanced  till 
they  came  to  its  head>  which  was  very  narrow, 
shallow,  full  of  shoals,  and  ended  in  a  large 
bason.  When  they  returned  from  this  branch; 
they  pitched  their  tents  on  the  west  shore  for  the 
night,  and  early  in  the  morning  advanced  to  the 

knees  up  to  her  chin,  making  the  most  miserable  spectacle 
in  the  human  form  that  perhaps  ever  was  beheld :  the  ii(llo 
infant  could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  loo'k  up,  but  lay  with 
its  face  upon  the  ground,  with  one  hand  covering  its  eyes. 
They  supplied  the  woman,  as  before,  with  birds,  fish,  an<l 
fuel^  and  made  her  bed  comfortable:  her  miserable  hut  was 
also  sufficiently  fortified  to  keep  out  the  weatbcr.  She  was 
now  becoMe  so  reconciled  to  their  frequent  visits,  con. 
vinced  that  they  had  only  her  comfort  in  view,  that  whcii 
she  wanted  fish,  she  would  ask  for  them,  and  she  was  im- 
mediately and  plentifully  supplied.  ViKiting  her  again  tho 
neVt  day  the  child  seemed  to  have  so  far  got  the  better  of  itg 
fears,  that  it  would  permit  them  to  take  hold  of  its  littlo 
hand ;  when  it  was  perceived  that,  young  as  it  was,  it  haj 
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northward:  in  tliis  route  they  met  with  many 
shoals  of  considerable  extent;  and,  rowing  six 
or  seven  miles  up,  they  arrived  at  the  head  of  it, 
which  divides  into  two  large  bays.  Tlioy  re- 
turned from  hence  to  a  point,  near  the  entrance 
of  this  north  harbour,  where  they  passed  the 
night :  here  they  perceived  about  eighteen  or 
twenty  natives,  a  few  of  whom  approached  and 
conversed  with  them.  Across  the  mouth  of  this 
north  harbour,  a  bar  of  sand  extends  from  the 
sandy  beach,  almost  over  to  the  eastern  shore, 
and  on  which  the  sea  broke  prodigiously  from 
side  to  side:  they  were,  on  that  account,  obliged 
to  remain  there  till  it  was  more  than  two-thirds 
flood,  when,  in  the  deepest  part  of  the  channel, 
they  pushed  out,  and  pulled  over  for  the  south- 
west arm,  up  which  they  went.  Here  they  en- 
camped for  the  night,  and  successfully  hauled 
the  seine,  which  produced  a  vast  quantity  of  ex- 
'.cellept  mullet,  and  other  fish.  Grateful  for  so 
liberal  a  supply  of  these  tish,  the  place  was  not 
improperly  called  Mullet  Island. 

The  next  morning  they  struck  their  tents,  and 
procr  ded  to  examine  a  point  of  high  land, 
whicii  had  the  appearance  of  an  island,  and 
which  they  afterwards  fouiid  to  be  really  entitled 
to  that  appellation.  In  examining  (his  they 
were  led  into  a  branch  which  had  not  before 
been  discovered :  they  continued  their  course 
upwards,  still  finding  considerable  depth  of  water, 
and  itrong  tides;  both  which  were  considered  as 
indications  of  a  considerable  river.  They  con- 
tinued going  up  till  the  evening  ;  when,  finding 
it  impossible  io  make  any  farther  discovery,  and 
their  provisions  being  neiirly  expended,  they 
gave  up  their  pursuit.  Though  the  tide  was 
now  high,  the  water  was  perfectly  fresh,  and 
the  general  depth  of  this  river  was  from  three  to 
seven  fathoms ;  and  its  breadth  was  from  one 
hundred  to  three  hundred  fathoms.  When  it 
became  almost  ^ark,  tl'.ey  could  not  perceive  a 
spot  on  which  they  could  erect  a  tent,  so  very 
deep  were  the  shores,  except  where  they  were 
marshy :  at  length  they  put  a-shore  on  a  parcel 
of  rocks,  which  was  indeed  the  only  spot  near, 
where  they  could  find  room  for  their  tents,  and 
here  they  passed  the  night.  The  next  morning 
they  returned  down  the  river,  and,  as  the  wind 
blew  fresh,  in  the  afternoon  they  arrived  in  the 
south  branch,  at  Pitt-water.  At  night  they  fixed 
their  tents  there,  and  caught  ^omc  tish,  to  pre- 
vent too  rupid  a  consumption  of  their  other  pro- 
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visions.     They  now  discovered  that  their  female 
friend  had  quitted  this  place. 

The  governor  was  now  determined  to  return 
expeditiously  to  Port  Jackson,  and,  after  gome 
necessary  rest,  to  prosecute  this  useful  discovery 
to  its  source.  They  struck  the  tents  at  night, 
and  embarked  them  in  the  boats:  the  wind  beini; 
northerly,  it  was  intended  they  should  sail  at 
midnight;  a  wigwam  sheltered  them  during  the 
night,  having  a  large  fire  before  it,  near  which 
they  reposed.  The  boats  having  sailed  in  the 
night,  they  set  otf  early  in  the  morning  by  land 
and  arrived  at  the  north  cove  of  Port  Jackson  by 
two  in  the  afternoon,  where  the  boats  were  al- 
ready arrived.  In  their  journey  they  passed  se- 
veral dead  bodies,  which  they  supposed  had 
fallen  by  the  small  pox. 

Boats  were  immediately  ordered  to  be  prepared, 
and  provisions  got  ready  for  another  excursion, 
the  same  party  having  engaged  to  go  again,  and 
endeavour  to  trace  this  river  to  its  source.  On 
the  2i)th  of  June,  the  wind  being  fair  for  an- 
other visit  to  Broken  Buy,  they  sailed  early  in 
the  morning.  Besides  their  former  party,  they 
hud  an  addition  of  five  marines ;  and  the  whole 
number  amounted  to  about  forty,  including  those 
in  the  boats.  They  were  all  well  arimu,  und 
capable  of  making  a  powerful  resistance,  if,  us 
they  advanced  up  the  river,  they  should  find  the 
interior  parts  populous,  and  the  natives  hostile. 

Instructed  by  their  Idst  expedition,  they  aom 
found  themselves  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
south  branch  of  Broken  Bay,  where  a  boat  had 
been  ordered  to  meet  them.  They  arrived  at 
the  head  of  Pitt-water  before  eleven,  but  no  boat 
appeared,  which  obliged  them  to  walk  round  all 
the  bays,  woods,  and  swamps  till  they  joined 
the  boats,  by  which  exertion  they  were  exceed- 
ingly fatigued ;  and  the  day  was  too  far  advanced 
to  admit  of  their  proceeding  any  farther :  this 
being  the  genuine  state  of  the  case,  they  readily 
agreed  to  pitch  their  tents,  and  occupy  the  spot 
which  they  had  formerly  done  when  they  were 
in  this  quarter. 

On  the  30th  they  embarked  in  the  boats  at 
day-break,  intending  to  proceed  as  high  up  a; 
possible:  they  passed  Mullet  Island,  and  pro- 
ceeded into  the  river;  advancing  as  far  up  asa 
point  on  which  they  had  rested  a  night  when 
(hey  were  here  before,  and  which  was  within  a 
few  miles  of  the  place  where  they  declined  (lie 
pursuit :  here  they  reposed  for  the  night,  and  at  I 

daj- 
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day-light  on  ihc  l«t  of  July  fhey  eiubsirked  ; 
wlien,  after  advancing  a  little  beyond  llieir  fur- 
thest discovery,  they  found  the  river  divided  into 
two  branches;  one  Iciuling  to  the  north-west,  and 
tlie  other  to  the  southward;  they  tcuk  that  arm 
which  led  to  the  north-west,  and  rowing  np  it 
all  the  remainder  of  the  day,  they  found  it  in 
general  shoal  water,  from  four  to  ten  and  twelve 
'feet:  the  banks  of  this  branch  were  principally 
perpendicular  mountains  of  barren  rock.  In 
many  places  the  mountains  did  not  reach  the 
margin  of  the  river,  and  retreated  a  little  way 
from  it,  and  were  joined  by  low  marshy  points, 
which  extended  from  the  foot  of  the  mountains 
to  the  edge  of  the  river.  At  five  in  the  evening 
they  put  on  shore,  and  raised  their  tents  at  the 
foot  of  one  of  the  mountains  ;  and  in  the  morn- 
ing of  the  2d,  they  proceeded  higher  up :  but 
this  morning's  -jirogress  was  much  retarded  by 
many  large  trees  having  fallen  from  the  banks ; 
and  here  the  rivei  became  so  narrow,  that  it 
hardly  deserved  that  respectable  name:  by  ten 
o'clock  they  hud  barely  room  for  thpir  oars,  nor 
had  they  a  oufficient  quantity  of  water  to  float 
the  boats.  They  found  it  necessary,  therefore, 
to  return,  and  before  noon  (hey  put  on  shore: 
they  now  judged  from  the  estimated  distances, 
that  they  were  about  (hir(y-four  miles  above 
Mullet  Island. 

They  had  now  a  strong  ebb  tide,  and  they 
rowed  late,  hoping  to  get  out  of  the  branch 
before  they  stopped  for  the  night.  About  si.* 
in  the  evening,  they  entered  the  southern  branch, 
and  encamped  there  for  the  night.  The  next 
morning  t*~ey  proceeded  up  this  arm  for  about 
seven  or  eight  miles,  when  it  again  divided  into 
two  branches.  The  governor  determining  to  go 
as  high  as  the  bo;its  could  find  Avater,  (hey 
passed  through  various  windings,  and  met  with 
many  difficulties  from  the  shallowness.  It  is 
probable  that  both  this,  and  the  last  branch 
they  examined,   might  extend  many  miles  far- 


•  On  the  6th  of  July  they  froqiu-ntly  saw  fires  in  the 
voodii,  and  somt'timrs  heard  the  nativi's ;  in  the  a>~'"rnoon 
they  ;aw  more  persons  in  the  ^«oods,  and  fires  in  many  dif. 
fiTiut  places:  they  called  to  thein  in  their  own  lani<iiage, 
by  frequently  repeating  ihe  word  cotsec,  sii^nifyini?  "  eome 

I  k're."  At  length  two  men  eanic  to  Ihe  waterside,  willi 
much  apparent  ease  and  familiarity.  From  (his  ciiciiin- 
stancc,  they  supposed  ''hj  had  seen  (hem  before,  either  at 

I  Botany  Bay,  I'ort  Jackson,  or  Broken  Bay.    They  were

ther  than  they  with  their  boats  could  trace 
them;  but  the  branch  appeared  to  be  no  longer 
navigable  for  any  vessel  but  the  canoes  of  the 
natives.  Having  fid  vanccd  as  far  as  possible  with 
their  boats,  and  rowed  about  three  miles  down 
to  a  point  where  there  was  tolerable  landing;  they 
put  ashore,  and  pitched  their  tents  for  the 
night*. 

The  banks  of  the  river  here  are  low,  and  co- 
vered with  what  are  called  the  pine-trees  of  (hi* 
country.  The  natives  subsist  principally  on  roots, 
which  they  dig  from  (he  ground. 

At  five  in  the  evening  they  put  ashore  at  (he 
foot  of  the  hill ;  and  at  day-iight  in  the  morning 
of  the  5th,  they  embarked  and  proceeded  up  the 
river,  in  which  they  still  found  considerable 
depth  of  water.  As  they  advanced,  the  rivcc 
contracted  very  rapidly  in  its  breadth,  and  the 
channel  became  shoaler,  which  induced  them  to 
believe  that  they  were  not  far  from  its  source:. 
In  the  evening  they  arrived  at  the  foot  of  a  high 
mountain,  which  was  spread  over  with  lofty 
trees,  and  beheld  a  pleasing  country :  they  as- 
cended some  distance,  and  erected  tlieir  tents  for 
the  night.  In  the  midst  of  darkne-ss  and  so- 
lemnity, (hey  heard  distinctly  tl>e  roaring  of 
what  (hey  supposed  to  be  a  water-fall ;  a  circum- 
stance which  strongly  intimated  to  them  that 
(hey  could  no(  think  of  advancing  much  far- 
ther. In  the  morning  they  walked  to  the  top  of 
the  hill,  when  they  found  themselves  within  five 
or  six  miles  of  a  long  range  of  mountains;  be- 
tween which,  and  that  where  they  stood,  a  deep 
valley  was  ob-^erved,  through  which  a  branch 
of  this  river  might  probably  run.  This  range  of 
n.  i.iitains  were  supposed  to  be  those  which  are 
visible  from  Port  Jackson,  and  called  the  Blue 
Mountains.  The  hills  on  each  side  the  gap 
were  thus  named  by  governor  Phillip  : — on  one 
side  the  Carmarthen,  on  the  other  the  Lansdown 
Hills ;  and  that  on  which  they  (hen  stood  was 
called  Richmond  Hill  f. 

\  Having 

presented  with  a  hatchi  t,  and  a  wild  duck  ;  for  which  they 
threw  in  return  a  invdW  coil  of  line,  made  of  the  hair  of 
some  nnimul:  they  also  offered  a  spear  wiiicli  was  refused. 

+  When  (hey  h.id  reached  half  a  mile  higher  than  the  foot 
of  Richmond  dill,  they  met  the  stream  setting  down  so 
strong,  that  they  could  hardiv  get  the  boatj  so  high.  Here 
(hn  riter  again  divided  into  two  branches,  from  one  of 
which  the  stream  descended  with  great  wlocity,  with  a  fall" 
over  a  range  of  stones  lying  acrwss  its  eutraucc:  this  was 
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Having  now  cxanniined  whatever  they  thoufrht 
worth  their  attention,  they  repaired  to  Mullet 
Island,  where  they  landed  on  the  10th  in  the 
evening.  It  hiew  so  hard  a  gale  of  wind  from 
the  sonth,  that  they  were  obliged  to  pass  two 
nights  here.  On  the  ISth,  though  very  squally, 
they  struck  their  tents  and  sailed  for  Pitt-wnter, 
where  about  nuon  they  encamped  upon  a  point 
pretty  high  up.  On  the  I3th,  as  they  intended 
to  land  well  up  this  branch,  to  avoid  the  uiost 
tiresome  part  of  the  road  to  Port  Jackson,  they 
embarked,  after  they  had  breakfasted,  and  row- 
ed up  about  two  miles,  when  the  party  for  walk- 
ing went  on  shore,  each  having  his  arms  and 
knapsack,  with  two  days  provisions:  by  four  in 
the  nfterrioon  they  arrived  at  the  north  part  of 
Port  .larkson,  but  tliev  might  us  well  have  been 
Ullfy  leagues  off,  ft)r  here  t**  •  could  have  no 
communication  either  with  the  Sirius  or  the 
settlement,  no  boat  having  been  sent  to  meet 
them.  Tltey  instantly  made  a  large  fire,  near 
which  they  lay  all  night,  the  weather  happening 
to  be  very  cold.  Crossing  the  hills  the  next  day, 
they  cauje  to  the  month  of  the  north-west  har- 
bour, but  could  discover  no  means  of  passing 
it.  At  length  they  found  a  cnnoe  upon  the 
beach,  with  which  they  entertained  hopes  of 
getting  two  men  across  the  water,  who  could 
then  walk  over  to  the  cove  where  the  Siriui  lay. 
This  flattering  prospect  deceived  them  :  the  first 
man  who  entered  the  canoe  overset  her,  and  she 
immediately  sunk,  and  the  adventurer  was  ob- 
liged to  swim  on  shore. 

After  some  deliberation,  a  proposal  was  made 
to  walk  round  the  head  of  the  north-west  har- 
bour; but  this  proposal  was  objected  to  on  ac- 

*hc  fall  which  (hey  had  heard  the  night  boforc,  when  they 
wcrcsituatrd  on  the  side  of  Hichniond  Hill.  They  were 
now  unable  to  proceed  any  further,  on  account  of  the  de- 
tidency  f  xatcr:  all  expectations,  therefore,  of  (racing 
thit  rivei  nigherup,  with  their  boats,  were  now  abandoned. 
On  (he  bi.'iks  they  perceivetl  some  yam;;,  and  other  roots, 
and  evident  mark:^  uppeared  of  the  natives  Iiaving  frequent, 
ed  these  parlK  in  search  of  iliein  for  food.  Many  (raps 
were  found  here  for  catching;  animals,  in  which  were  ob> 
served  the  f(  athcrs  of  several  birds,  particularly  the  quail. 

They  encamped  on  the  (itii  of  July,  in  the  evening,  about 
seven  miles  below  Uichmund  Hill;  and  early  (he  next  morn, 
ing,  set  oiT  on  (heir  return,  encamping  on  the  7th,  about 
twenty.six  miles  down,  where  they  pitched  their  tents  for 
the  night.  On  the  9th  they  proceeded  to  examine  some  of 
the  ioferior  branches ;  in  one  of  which  they  passed  (he 
night,  and  saw  a  few  natives,  w  ho  came  otf  to  (hem  in  their 
boats  with  much  cheerfulness  and  good  humour:  among 
ttie  trttiiug  preseuls  bestowed  upon  them  was  a  small  look* 


count  of  the  wretched  condition  of  their  n\u)cn 
Our  commander  now  determined  to  go  buck  to 
Broken  Bay,  and  rejoin  the  boats,  which  lit;  sup- 
posed he  could  eifect  in  the  course  of  that  dav : 
but  thinking  it  probable  that  he  ni'oht  taH  j/, 
with  some  parties  of  the  natives  in  tlie  way,  h,- 
wished  to  have  a  companion.  Captain  (JoJIJnH 
wished  to  accompany  him  in  the  intended  walk 
and  they  were  on  the  point  of  setting  out,  wheii 
two  of  the  |)eople  who  were  with  them  proposed 
swimming  over  the  water,  and  to  cross  tlir(iiij[r|| 
the  wood  to  the  Sirius.  They  immcdialely 
stripped,  and  being  fortified  with  a  dram,  thcv 
tied  up  in  a  handkerchief,  a  shirt,  trowscrs,  and 
a  pair  of  shoes  each,  which  was  rested  upon 
their  shoulders.  Thus  equipped,  they  eiitt^red 
the  water,  and  in  about  seven  minutes  landed  on 
the  opposite  shore;  but  one  of  them  being  seized 
with  the  cramp,  was  under  the  necessity  of  dis- 
engaging himself  from  his  bundle,  wliiili  wn* 
lost  of  course.  They  ran  through  the  wood,  and 
speedily  arrived  on  board  the  ship  ;  one  of  tlinn 
|)erfectly  naked,  and  the  other  hnviiig  on  Ins 
shirt  and  trowsers.  Upon  their  inforuiaiion,  a 
bout  was  sent  down,  which  took  them  on  hoard, 
after  having  experienced  a  very  fuliguingjourticv. 
At  eight  ill  the  moroing  they  hoard  the  report  of 
a  gun,  in  consequence  of  which  they  frequiMitl)' 
fired  several  together,  and  as  often  heard  the  re- 
port of  that  which  they  Mipposed  had  been 
meant  to  answer  them*. 

About  the  end  of  August,  the  governor  having 
expressed  a  desire  of  having  a  survey  made  of 
Broken  Bay,  and  Botany  Bay,  their  commaiidfr 
oflered  to  pei  form  that  service.  The  Sirius  had 
been  rcTioved  from  Rsincy  Cove,  to  one  more 

ing  glass:  which  they  took  the  trouble  to  explain  the  use  nf, 
When  they  observed  their  own  fivure  in  this  mirror,  iiuv 
turned  it  up  and  looked  behind  it;  after  which  they  pointed 
to  the  water,  ><!i(;nifying  that  they  also  saw  their  figure  ro. 
fleeted  from  thrt. 

*  After  cal  ng  out,  they  listened  a((entirc)y,  and  heard 
a  very  faint  loice  in  answer;  and,  r.t  last,  by  frequent 
calling,  found  who  (he  person  was :  it  proved  to  bo  Petrr 
White,  saiUnuker  of  the  Sirius,  who  bad  been  four  &i)S 
lost :  a)id  when  he  quitted  (he  ship,  had  not  more  thanfuur 
ounces  of  biscuit  with  him,  one  ounce  of  which  was  still 
remaining:  he  was  very  faint,  and  appeared  stupid  and 
exhausted.  They  (ook  him  with  them,  and  by  giving  liim 
such  provisions  as  (hey  had,  in  small  quandtics,  he  scemrd 
considerably  recovered  in  a  very  few  hours.  But  hud  lio 
not  l)een  found  in  twenty.four  hours  more,  ho  perhaps 
would  have  been  incapable  of  making  any  further  oii'ortia 
save  himself,  and  must  have  perished  wheru  ho  lay  down.

After  having  rested  a  few  davs,  a  survey  of 
Botany  Hay  was  proceeded  on.  'I'wo  boats,  with 
pr(»visi(ms,  tjnts,  &c. were  got  ready,  and  dis- 
patched round,  under  the  care  of  Nir.  Keltic, 
the  master  of  the  Siriiis.  A  few  of  the  gentle- 
men of  tho  settlement  having  expressed  a  wish  to 
accompany  the  party;  permission  was  readily 
j^rantcd,  and  they  all  agreed  to  walk  over  to  the 
boats.  >Vhcu  they  arriveii  there  they  found 
their  tents  pitched,  and  soon  began  their  opera- 
tions; and  in  the  course  of  about  ten  days  the

Having  placed  llio  (op-ridors  iu  tlie  Sirlns  by  the  end  of 
October,  (liey  took  their  provisions  on  board;  and  on  tlie 
7tli  of  November  they  moved  the  M\i  from  tlie  Careeninq 
('uvc  to  .Sidney  Cove.  A  few  days  prior  to  this,  .Toiin 
Mara,  thu  gunner'.s  mate,  had  l)een  uiis.sing,  and  wa^  sup. 
posed  to  have  been  lost  in  the  woodt:  parties  weredinpatch- 
fd  in  search  of  him.  About  the  third  day  after  lie  disip. 
peared,  some  of  tlie  oflieers  tlioiight  they  heard  the  vnitc 
of  a  man  upon  the  north  shore,  as  they  were  going  up  the 
harbour  in  a  boat,  early  in  the  morning;  tiny  lay  njion 
thenars  a  cuiiKidcrable  time,  and  listened  very  attentively; 
when  they  again  heard  tho  ♦oice,  and  rowed  towards  tho 
ihore,  apparently  to  the  spot  from  whence  the  buund  was 
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large  stia  which  tumbles  in  here  with  an  easterly 
wind*. 

'I'he  night  before  they  left  the  Careening  Cove, 
Mr.  Francis  Hill,  one  of  the  master's  mates,  ob- 
tained permission  to  go  over  to  Sidney  Cove,  from 
whence  he  was  to  return  early  the  uext  morning: 
he  accordingly  went  over,  and  early  the  next 
morning  was  put  across  to  the  nearest  part  of  the 
north  shore,  intending  to  walk  round  to  the  ship; 
a  journey  which  might  have  been  performed  in 
about  an  hour  and  a  half:  in  this  short  distance, 
however,  ]Mr.  Hill  lost  himself;  and  the  next 
day  parties  were  sent  out  dillerent  ways  in  search 
of  him,  and  boats  dispatched  up  and  down  the 

direrted:  there  the.y  found  the  person  who  had  been  missin;, 
sitting  upon  a  rock:  he  was  extremely  faint,  and  hardlj 
able  to  get  into  the  boat;  having  had  nothing  to  eat  during 
his  absence  hat  an  herb  used  by  way  of  tea.  Being  inter. 
rogate(Mtith  respect  to  the  manner  of  his  losing  himself^ 
he  said,  ''  that,  having  been  sent  on  shore  in  the  cToning, 
to  till  some  water  ca'-ks,  which  were  landed  at  a  run  of 
water  near  the  ship,  and  having  just  before  drank  pretty 
freely  of  grog,  lie  felt  hiinsi'lf,  soon  afti-r  he  landed,  raueli 
inclined  to  sleep:  that  ili'.-  weather  being  warm,  and  tho 
evening  advancing,  he  laid  down  upon  the  hill,  some  dis. 
taiice  from  the  run  of  water,  and  fell  asleep  upon  the  grass; 
that  he  did  not  wake  till  it  was  Inie,  and  the  night  being 
dark,  he  found  himself  a  little  confiiseil  when  he  awoke, 
and  went  farther  into  the  wood  instead  of  coming  out  of 
it,  and  by  that  means  lost  himself  entirely."  Ife  added, 
that  "  when  they  found  him,  he  was  so  much  exhausted 
that  he  could  not  have  walked  much  longer,  aod  that  ho 
had  but  just  reached  the  water.sidc  the  uight  before." 
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harbour  for  tliR  siiitio  purpose;  a  gun  was  fired 
from  tlir  sliip  every  two  hours  for  the  space  of 
two  >vh()lo  (huft:  uml  the  third  day  many  ud- 
ditionnl  parlies  were  sent  out,  but  without  eft'ect: 
it  WH)4  therefore  supposed  that  he  had  fell  in  with 
a  pnr(v  of  the  imti>es,  who  probably  had  mur- 
dered him,  as  he  took  no  arms  wilh  him  to  de- 
fend himself.  The  natives  were  very  much  dis- 
posed to  take  ndvantiijirc  of  a  single  person,  par- 
ticularly when  unarmed*. 

The  want  of  one  of  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try, who,  from  being  accustomed  to  live  among 
them,  might  have  prevented  much  of  (his  hostile 
disposition  in  them  towards  the  Europeans,  was 
much  to  be  lamented.  Had  poor  Ara-ba-noo 
lived,  he  would  have  acquired  enough  of  their 
language  to  have  sufliciently  understood  them, 
and  could  have  made  them  perfectly  comprehend 
that  they  wished  to  live  with  them  on  the  most 
friendly  footing;  and  to  promote,  as  much  as 
might  be  in  their  power,  their  comfort  and  hap- 
piness. The  governor  was  extremely  anxious, 
to  havi?  a  man  or  two  in  their  possession,  who 
niight  be  (aught  enough  of  the  English  lan- 
guage, without  the  danger  of  losing  any  part 
of  their  own,  to  render  them  useful  to  their 
c(umtrymen:  a  project  was  therefore  in  agita- 
tion of  securing  one  or  two  such  persons  by 
force. 

For  this  purpose.  Lieutenant  Bradley,  with 
some  other  othcers,  and  a  party  of  men,  were 
sent  down  the  harbour  in  an  armed  boat,  on  the 
2r)th  of  November.  Proceeding  to  the  north 
part  of  the  harbour,  they  observed  two  native 
men  walking  upon  one  of  the  sandy  beaches,  and 
immediately  formed  a  scheme  for  engaging  them 
in  conversation:  a  few  large  fish  were  held  up, 
and  they  were  called  to,  which  produced  the 
desired  effect ;  the  men  cheerfully  came  forward, 
received  the  fish,  and  a  conversation  ensued 
among  all  the  parties.  Five  of  the  people  be- 
longing to  the  snip  were  then  upon  the  beach, 

*  Of  this  there  are  many  instances,  bciiiilcs  (he  following: 
a  man  belmging  to  the  Sirius,  who  tad  often  been  cs^ploy. 
cd  in  shooting  for  the  officers,  was,  a  few  days  pvcTious  to 
the  supposed  death  of  Mr.  Hill,  In  the  woods  Icoking  for 
game,  and  had  been  observed  by  a  party  of  the  natives  from 
the  skirts  of  a  wood.  As  they  hail  not  been  seen  by  him, 
they  took  the  advantage  of  that  circumstance,  and  threw  a 
large  stone  at  him,  which  very  narrowly  missed  his  head : 
kad  it  hit  him,  it  would  probably  have  knocked  him  down, 
and  deprived  him  of  his  senses,  which  would  have  given 
.\em  an  opportunity  of  dispatching  him.    Hot  succeeding 


aud  the  boat  wu  lying  afloat  with  her  stem 
cloie  to  the  shore,  and  the  sailors  lying  on  Hi^j^ 
oari.  Mr.  Bradley  waa  in  the  stern  of  the  boitt, 
and,  obierving  the  opportunity,  gave  the  signal 
for  securing  them.  They  were  inunediutdy 
seized,  and  tumbled  into  the  boat,  followed  bv 
the  persoM  who  lecured  them,  and  (he  boat  im. 
mediately  pulled  off.  They  called  aloud  to  tluir 
friends  as  soon  as  they  were  taken  hold  of,  nnd  ^ 
number  of  them  appeared  in  the  skirt  of  the 
wood;  but  observing  arms  in  the  hands  of  thojq 
in  (lie  boat,  who  stood  up  ready  to  fue,  they  did 
not  venture  an  attack.  When  the  men  were  first 
taken  into  the  boat,  they  were  lashed  to  the 
thwarts  of  her,  but  when  they  were  far  enmiolj 
from  the  shore  to  prevent  the  possibilitj  of  an 
escape,  their  hands  were  set  at  liberty,  niul  they 
were  secured  only  by  one  leg:  but  till  they  wore 
so  far  liberated,  their  terror  was  considerublo. 
When  they  were  landed  at  Sydney  Cove,  they 
were  immediately  taken  up  to  the  governor') 
house,  where  they  were  very  humanely  (roiitcd; 
but,  to  prevent  all  'possibility  of  escape,  cacli 
had  an  iron  shackle  put  upon  one  of  his  logs^  to 
which  a  piece  of  rope  was  8pli'">d,  and  a  man 
was  ordered  for  each,  who  L  le  answerable 
for  their  security;  wherever  vent,  one  of 

these  keepers  accompanied  ttici,  holdinf;  om 
end  of  the  rope  in  his  hand.  When  these  two 
strangers  landed  in  Sydney  Cove,  curiosity 
prompted  many  people  to  go  and  sec  them; 
among  these  were  two  natives,  a  boy  and  a  (rirl: 
the  girl  was  called  A-ha-roo,  and  the  boy  >\mi. 
hnr-rij,  or  Jinl-der-nj.  As  toon  as  they  beheld 
the  men,  with  raptures  of  joy  they  addressed 
them  both  by  their  names:  the  children  \^ere 
also  known  to  them. 

It  was  soon  discovered,  on  the  arrival  of  these 
two  strangers,  whom  the  children  called  by  name, 
that  one  of  them  was  a  chief,  or  distinguished 
person  among  the  tribe  of  Ca-di-gal;  h:s  name 
was  Co-al-by  ;  he  was  a  man  of  about  thirty-five 

in  their  attempt,  however,  they  still  stood  their  ground, 
when  he  fired  a  small  charge  of  shot  at  them ;  from  which 
it  waa  supposed  they  felt  no  inconvenience,  as  they  laughed 
at  him,  and  advanced  with  their  lances :  he  instantly  load, 
cd  his  gun  again,  with  a  heavy  charge  of  buck.shot,  and  » 
they  appeared  to  him  to  bo  determined  on  mischief,  ho  re. 
solved,  for  his  own  safety,  to  fire  among  them;  two  of 
them  fell,  and  the  rest  made  o(F  with  precipitation :  but  he 
supposed  they  took  their  dead  or  wonnded  friends  with 
them.  He  continued  on  the  spot,  and  loaded  his  guu,  and 
thcD  proceeded  towards  the  ship. 

jcitfs; 
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yfar<;  and  the  ac^  of  the  other  was  about  twenty- 
live  }ears:  hchad«everal  names,  as  Ra-na-lang, 
yonle-troo-i/e,  or  Vo-la-raverij;  the  lirst  was 
said  to  be  hid  proper  name;  the  others  were 
given  liim  on  account  of  his  connections.  Tlie 
presence  of  Co-al-bi/  operated  as  a  clieck  upon 
the  cheerful  disposition  of  Jin-nn-lan^,  When 
these  people  had  been  seventeen  days  \n  this 
silimtion,  tliey  appeared  to  be  so  comfortable 
auJ  h!ipp,y>  thiit  their  keepers  began  to  be  less 
apprehensive  of  their  rndeiivourinf^  to  attempt 
an  escape;  of  which  they  did  not  fail  to  take 
notice.  One  evening,  when  tlicir  keepers  were 
littinj;  within- the  door  of  their  house  at  supper ; 


Jiti-na-laufi  was  within  also,  and  amusing  liim- 
self  in  the  same  manner;  Co-iil-bi;  was  sitting  at 
the  outside  of  the  door,  and  pretended  to  '>c 
eatinje:  his  supper,  the  end  of  his  rope  being  in 
tlie  hand  of  the  keeper.  Whilst  tliose  witiiin 
were  thus  amused,  Co-al-by  drew  the  splice  of 
his  rope  from  the  shackle,  and  in  an  instant  was 
over  tlie  pailing,  and  out  of  sight.  An  imme- 
diate search  was  made  for  him,  but  without  ef- 
fect, for  they  saw  him  no  more.  They  aHer- 
wards  heard,  however,  that  be  had  joined  \m 
friends,  and  will  doubtless  bn  carefid  to  avoid 
European  snares  in  future.  The  other  man  grew- 
much  more  cheerful  after  Co-al'bjj's  absence.

IN  February,  the  navigators  began  to  tl'ink 
seriously  of  their  disappointment  of  arrivals; 
they  had  not  then  more  provisions  than  would  be 
coDsumed  by  June,  at  the  allowance  already 
mentioned.  The  governor  now  saw  a  necessity 
for  dividing  the  settlement,  and  intimated  that 
such  a  division  should  speedily  take  place,  by 
tending  a  proportional  number  of  marines  and 
convicts,  under  the  command  of  Major  Ross, 
the  lieutenant-governor,  to  Norfolk  Island,  where 
he  understood  there  were  resources,  which  Port 
Jackson,  and  its  environs,  did  not  aiford.  An 
arrangement  accordingly  took  place,  and  our 
commander  received  an  order,  on  the  26th  of 
February,  to  prepare  the  Sirius  for  sea,  and  to 
embark  the  lieutenant-governor,  with  a  company 
cf  marines,  the  officers,  and  baggage,  and  186 
convicts;  making  221  persons  in  the  whole:  a 
proportion  of  the  remaining  provisions,  and 
other  stores,  was  likewise  allotted  to  them;  and 
he  was  also  directed  to  land  them  upon  Norfolk 
bland:  Lieutenant  Ball,  commander  of  his 
Majesty's  srmed  tender  Supply,  was  ordered 
under  his  command,  afid  he  also  embarked  a 
compsnjr  of  marines,  and  twenty  convicts. 

They  sailed  from  Port  Jackson  on  the  6th  of 
March,  and  made  Lord  Howe's  Island  on  the 
9tb,  at  four  in  the  aflertiooR>    distant  about 


eighteen  leagues.  A  very  remarkable  rock  lies 
about  fonrd'cn  miles  to  the  southward  of  this 
island,  which  is  named  Ball's  pyramid.  Tiiis 
island  is  about  three  miles  and  a  half  long,  north 
north-west,  and  south  south-cast,  and  is  very 
narrow  across.  It  has  anchorage  on  both  sides, 
but  the  bottom  is  foul.  On  tlie  I.Stb,  at  two 
in  the  morning,  they  made  No: folk  Island:  they 
brought  to  till  day-light,  and  tlieq,  as  the  wind 
was  fresh  from  the  south-west,  they  knew  there 
could  be  no  landing  in  Sydney  Bay,  where  the 
settlement  is  fixed,  as  the  southerly  winds  oc- 
casion a  higl.(  surf;  he  therefore  bore  away,  and 
ran  round  to  the  north-east  side  of  the  island  into 
Cascade-bay ;  where,  after  a  few  days  of  mode- 
rate weather,  and  an  oH'-shore  wind,  it  is  pos- 
sible to  land  on  one  particular  spot,  which  is  a 
rock  projecting  some  distance  into  the  sea,  hav- 
ing deep  water  to  it.  On  that  rock  he  landed, 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  13th,  all  the  marines, 
and  a  great  many  convicts;  but  being  set  to  the 
eastward  in  the  night,  he  did  not  land  the  re- 
mainder till  the  l.Jth,  when  they  were  also  put 
on  shore  there.  When  these  people  were  land- 
ed, the  wind  shifted,  and  blew  so  strong,  that' 
he  was  unable  to  land  any  part  of  the  provisions. 
From  the  Sirius  and  Supply,  they  had  put  on 
shore  270  people,  and  had  not  sent  any  store); 
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with  them,  and  they  were  now  driven  out  of  the 
sight  of  the  island.  He  knew  the  exhausted 
stat?  of  the  stores  there,  and  he  was  not  unac- 
quainted with  the  many  difficulties  which  Lieu- 
tenant Ball  had  met  M'iUi,  which  gave  him  much 
uneasiness.  On  the  19th,  hovt'ever,  a  slant  wind 
from  the  south-east,  brought  our  commander 
again  in  with  the  island.  As  he  stood  in,  find- 
ing he  could  fetch  the  wind wafd  part  of  the 
island,  he  steered  in  for  Sydney  Bay.  As  he 
drew  near,  hg  observed  the  Supply  lying  to  in 
the  bay,  and  the  signal  upon  the  shore  was  fly- 
ing, that  long-boats,  or  any  others  might  land, 
watl'.out  any  danger  I'rom  the  surf.  Aoxious  to 
avail  kiimsolf  of  this  favourable  signal,  he  steered 
as  far  as  he  thought  safe,  and  brought  to  with 
the  shi|)'s  head  ofV  shore,  in  the  south-east  part 
of  the  bay.  hoisted  out  the  boats,  loaded  them 
witli  provisions,  and  sent  them  in*. 

By  the  time  the  principal  pa^t  ct  the  provi- 
sions was  landed,  the  weather  p.oved  very  un- 
favourable to  their  wishes  P:id  endeavours;  the 
wind  set  in  for  tiie  southward,  the  sea  rose  aiiu 
occasioned  a  very  high  surf,  which  rendered  it 
unsafe  for  any  person  to  remain  on.  board.    Every 


for  the  general  safety  aod  good  of  the  wlo'^ 
that  martial  law  be  uow  established  in  this  island' 
till  they  might  be  relieved  from  the  distressing 
pr-jpect  now  before  tliem  by  a  supply  of  pro. 
visions;,  or  till  the  governor  in  chief  of  h.s  Ma- 
jesty'sjIeMltocyin  this  part  of  the  world  mijjht 
think  (it,,  either  to  approve  or  disapprove  ot'it. 
By  the  proclamation  of  the  law  martial,  it  wai 
generally  consented  to.  But,  to  avoid  further 
ceremony*  the  general  ttl)proba(ion  was  taken  by 
every  individual  passing  under  the  king's  colours 
wliica  wore  displayed  for  that  purr>c9c.  Thcv 
were  previously  informed  that  s»  ch  ccretnonv 
would  be  considered  as  an  assent;  it  was  adjptcil 
with  a  considerable  degree  of  solemnity,  aiid  \v;n 
attended  with  apparent  cheerfulness  through  the 
whole. 

By  this  proclamation  of  the  law  martial,  iiuit!i 
mischief  was  prevented;  hitherto,  every  con- 
vict, or  any  other  person  on  this  island,  who  liad 
committed  any  felony,  were  to  be  sent  to  Port 
Jackson,  with  all  the  evidence,  and  (here  to  be 
tried,  which  would  have  been  attended  wilb 
many  inconveniencies  and  disagreeable  cou>c- 
quonces.     During  the  whole  time  of  its  exislciicc,

They  were  now  situated  on  an  island,  of  only 
five  miles  in  length,  and  three  in  breadth,  three 
hundred  leagues  from  the  nearest  part  of  New 
South  Wales,  deprived  of  every  hope  of  re- 
lief by  a  change  of  situation  ;  and  they  had  the 
additional  mortification  of  expecthig  a  further 
reduction  of  their  allowance  of  provisions. 

In  the  month  of  April  they  observed  that 
Mount  Pitt,   which  is   the  highest  groiind   in 
the  island,  was  crowded  with   birds.     This  hill 
is  as  full  of  holes  as  a  ra obit-warren ;   and  in 
these  holes,  at  this  season,  these  birds  burrow, 
take  possession  of  a  hiibitation,    and    prepare 
their  nests.     These  birds  are  of  the  cquatic  kind, 
and  are  in  the  day-time  frequently  at  sea  in 
ecarch  of  food.     When  it  is  dark,  vast  quanti- 
ties of  them  hover  over  the  ground  where  their 
nests  are;  and  the  seamen,  marines,    and  con- 
victs, go  out  in  parties  to  procure  them  for  the 
general   benefi*.      Arriving   upon    the    ground 
soon  after  dut,  ,   they   light  nmall  firps,  wliieh 
attract  the  attention  of  the  birds,  and  they  drop 
fron.  the  <tir  iis  fast  as  the  pecjple  can  take  them 
up  and  kill  them:  when  they  are  on  the  ground, 
their  long  wings  prevent  their  rising  till  tliey  can 
ascend  an  eminence.     Nature  has,  however,  pro- 
vided them  with  a  strong,  sharp,  hooked  bfSl, 
and  a  sharp  spur  in  their  heel ;  with  the  assist- 
ance of  which,  and  the  strength  of  their  bill, 
they  climb  the  stalk  of  a  tree  sufficiently  high  to 
throw  themselves  upon  the  wing.     This  bird  is 
about  the  size  of  a  pigeon;  but  when  cloathcd 
with  its  feathers,  appears  considerably  larger  : 
they  are  of  a  rusty  black  colour,  and  web-ibot- 
cfl;  they  make  their  holes  upon  the  hills   for 
breeding  their  young  in,  and  lay  but  one  egg, 
whicii  is  as  large  as  a  duck's  egg.     This  bird  of 
Providence,  as  it  may  with  propriety  be  called, 
rescntbles  the  sea-bird    in  England,  calleu   the 
pulBn:  they  had  a  strong  fishy  taste,  b'll  the

keen  appetites  ot'  the  people  relished  them  very 
well :  the  eggs  A\'ere  thought  excellent. 

At  the  end  of  May,  the  Wreck  of  the  ship  still 
held  together,  but  the  beams  and  knees  were  all 
either  broken  or  loose.  Whenever  the  weather 
would  admit,  a  few  sailors  were  sent  on  board, 
to  Save  such  articles  as  could  be  got,  and  to 
convey  them  on  shore.  Their  distress  did  not 
obliterate  from  their  memory -the  4th  of  June, 
the  birth-day  of  their  much  loved  sovereign. 
In  the  mornihg,  the  colours  were  displayed,  and 
at  noon  three  Vollies  of  musquetry  were  fired. 

On  the  6th,  a  convict  man,  who  had  been  in 
pursuit  of  birds,  said  he  had  been  robbed  of  his 
shirt  by  three  other  convicts,  who  had  quitted 
the  business  they  hitd  heen  employed  at,  and 
taken  shelter  in  tlie  woods:  it  being  necessary  to 
check  an  evil  of  so  dangerous  a  nature  as  early 
as  possible,  the  lieutenant-governor  sent  two 
small  parties  of  marines,  and  intimated  a  desire 
of  sending  two  parties  of  the  seamen,  who  might 
perhaps  be  less  suspected  Of  any  design  to  ap- 
preluMul  lliem.  Each  person  was  sent  armed 
u|)ou  this  duty:  in  the  evening  the  culprits  were 
broiight  in,  pinioned.  A  few  days  after  a  court- 
martial  was  assembled  for  the  trial  of  these  con- 
victs, and  they  were  sentenced  to  receive  three- 
hundred  lashes  each. 

The  Sinus's  men  were  now  fully  employed, 
when  the  weather  would  permit,  in  fishing  for 
the  settlers,  and  at  other  times  in  making  fishing- 
lines  and  hooks.  A  party  of  marines,  and  all 
the  convicts,  were  clearing  {\\e  ground  for  corn 
and  potatoes.  On  the  24th  of  July,  when  only 
twelve  days'  salt  provisions  were  left,  it  was  ad- 
judged necessary  by  the  lieutenant-governor  and 
council,  to  stop  the  salt  provisions  entirely, 
whih;  the  birds  were  to  be  caught;  the  ratio  was 
now  three  pounds  of  flour,  and  a  pint  of  rice 
per  week,  or  instead  of  the  flour,  Indian  cora 
meal,  or  wheat  ground,  with  the  hussks  and  bran 
in  the  meal.     A  portion  of  the  cleared  land  was

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planted  with  potatoes^  as  the  first  thing  from 
which  relief  could  be  expected.  The  bodily 
strength  of  the  people  was  now  considerably  re- 
duced fur  want  of  a  sufficiency  of  food. 

On  the  4th  of  August^  a  seaman,  happening 
to  cast  his  eyes  towards  the  sea,  saw  a  sail. 
Exulting  with  joy  he  ran  back,  calling  out,  in 
'.nitures,  a  ship!  a  ship!  The  news  instantly 
spread  all  over  the  settlement,  and  men,  women, 
and  children  were  hastening  in  different  direc- 
tions, to  welcome  the  expected  relief.  The 
commander  took  a  spy  glass  in  his  hand,  and 
Joyfully  observed  a  ship  with  an  English  ensign 
flying,  not  more  ths»n  ?\x  or  seven  miles  offshore. 
Some  of  the  officers  agreed  to  walk  across  the 
island  to  receive  them:  they  endeavoured  to 
shew  themselves  to  them,  but  they  did  not  think 
proper  to  notice  thcin ;  they  observed  the  ship 
sailing  before  the  wind,  and  making  sail  from 
the  island. 

As  these  officers  were  returning,  lamenting 
their  disappointment,  and  accusing  the  com- 
mander of  wanting  the  common  feelings  of  hu- 
manity in  not  giving  them  some  comfort  or  sa- 
tisfaction, it  struck  one  of  them  that  this  ship 
must  have  been  from  Port  Jackson,  and  that  the 
commander  was  bound  to  China ;  and,  as  she 
had  nothing  on  board  for  tbe  island,  they  did 
not  choose  to  lose  any  time,  Tliey  kept  a  good 
look  out,  however,  and,  on  tli«.  7th,  a  ship  was 
discovered  in  the  offing,  and  towards  the  even- 
ing another  made  its  appearance:  the  surf  being 
low,  a  boat  was  instantly  sent  off  to  go  on  boaVd 
the  nearest.  They  proved  to  be  the  Justinian 
and  the  surprize,  from  Port  Jackson,  with  pro- 
visions for  the  island,  and  an  addition  of  two 
hundred  convicts  *. 

The  arrival  of  supplies  at  this  very  critical 
juncture,  was  truly  comfortable  ;  for  their  great 
and  only  resource  now  b6ganto  fail  them  greatly. 
The  Mount  Pitt  birds,  which  had  long  support- 
ed them,  were  extremely  scarce:  the  fish  also 


•  The  Jnstiiiian  anil  Surprize  wore  cleared  in  about  three 
weeks,  and  proceeded  on  their  royai;o  to  China  ou  the  30th. 
As  soon  as  these  ships  arrived,  as  well  for  (heir  safety,  as 
for  the  more  expoditiuuslv  landing  the  provisions,  our  com. 
inander  sent  Lieutenant  dradlcy  on  board  the  one;  and  Mr. 
Donovan,  a  midshipman.  Mr.  Keltie,  the  master  of  the 
Siriiis,  and  Mr.  Brooks,  attended  the  whole  day  at  the 
landing  place.  The  boats  employed  on  this  business  were 
Banned  by  the  crow  of  the  Siriu«,  and  every  possible  at- 


failed  them  entirely.  Had  these  supplies  been 
detained  six  weeks  longer  by  any  accident  or 
other  cause,  the  settlement  would  have  been  re- 
duced to  the  most  deplorable  situation. 

A  sail  was,  about  this  time,  discovered  in  ttie 
offing,  which  was  supposed  to  be  the  Gorgon 
that  they  had  so  long  expected;  but  on  her 
nearer  approach,  they  discovered  her  to  be  the 
Supply  armed  tender.  She  had  been,  upon  lier 
return  from  Norfolk  Island  with  the  account  of 
the  misfortune  of  the  Sirius,  immediately  dis- 
patched to  Batavia;  where  Lieutenant  Bull  wan 
directed  to  endeavour  to  hire  a  vessel,  and  load 
her  with  provisions  for  the  use  of  the  settle- 
ment. After  the  return  of  the  Supply  to  Port 
Jackson,  she  required  some  repairs,  which  having 
been  completed,  she  ^as  ordered  upon  the  service 
wherein  she  was  now  found,  viz.  bringing  a  few 
stores  from.  Norfolk  Island,  with  orders  to  em- 
bark the  remaining  officers  and  crew  of  the 
Siriiis,  and  to  return  with  them  to  Port  Jackson. 
This  information  was  joyfully  received  by  our 
commander,  as  his  situation  had  now  become 
exceedingly  irksome,  and  he  had  endured  verj 
oppressive  feelings.  On  the  llth  of  February 
he  embarked  with  the  officers  and  ship's  com- 
pany, on  board  the  Supply,  having  taken  his 
leave  of  a  place  which  had  occasioned  him  su 
much  vexation  and  distress.  They  had  fnie 
weather  during  their  passage  to  Port  Jackson, 
where  they  arrived  on  the  »7th,  and  were  hos- 
pitably received  by  all  their  friends  there ;  but 
he  was  much  dissatisfied  with  hearing  from  the 
governor,  that  he  bad  contracted  wWh  the  masier 
of  the  Dutch  Snow,  for  carrying  the  officerj 
and  ship's  company  of  the  Sirius  to  England. 
Though  anxious  to  reach  England  as  soon  ai 
possible,  he  would  much  rather  have  waited  the 
arrival  of  an  English  ship,  than  to  have  cm- 
burked  under  the  direction,  or  at  the  disposal  of 
a  foreigner.

GOING  from  Port  Jackson  to  Rose  Hill 
great  improvenirtnis  have  been  and  are  still 
making;  a  considerable  town  laid  out,  good 
buildings  erected,  and  roads  cut,  with  upwards 
of  two  hundred  acres  of  laud  cleared  for  corn ; 
with  eighty  acres  to  be  appropriated  to  edifices 
and  gardens.  Rose-Hill  is  certainly  a  pretty 
situation,  but  it  appears  to  be  a  poor,  sandy, 
steril  soil,  and  will  require  much  manure^  much 
dressin,^,  and  good  farmers  to  manage  it,  before 
good  crops  of  any  thing  can  be  expected  from  it. 

If  gvovernment  mean  to  persevere  in  esta- 
blishing a  settlement  in  this  country,  upon  an 
extensive  plan,  a  very  heavy  expeuce  will  be 
necessary.  Cattle  are  required,  if  it  is  only 
for  the  manure  they  furnish ;  for  without  ma- 
nure, this  land  wilt  never  produce  any  tolerable 
crops.  Should  it  be  resolved  on  to  stock  it  suf- 
ficiently with  cattle,  many  people  would  also  be 
required  to  manage  them  properly,  and  to  pre- 
vent them  from  being  attacked  by  the  natives, 
who  are  sometimes  driven  to  great  distress. 

Norfolk  Island  is  subject  to  sudden  changes, 
but  it  is  remarkably  healthy.  There  nnot  be 
a  stronger  proof  of  the  salubrity  of  ti.  <  mate, 
than  the  constitutions  of  the  human  race,  or  any 
other  animal :  they  cannot  be  more  prolilic  in 
any  part  of  the  world ;  tv  o  children  at  ^.  birth 
are  often  seen,  and  won'.en  exceeding  Itie  usual 
period  of  child-bearing",  have  as  fine  healthy 
children  as  can  be  seen.  Only  one  old  woman, 
who  was  sickly  when  she  came  into  the  country, 
and  one  infant,  has  died  of  a  natural  disease  on 
the  island,  since  it  has  been  settled. 

The  name  of  Ba-na-lang,  a  native  man  who 
)iad  been  in  the  lower  part  of  the  harbour,  has 
already  been  mentioned  with  that  of  Co-al-by, 
who  soon  after  made  his  escape.  Ba-na-lang  had 
been  kept  in  his  shackle,  and  had  been  so  kindly 
treated,  that  it  was  supposed  he  might  be  trust- 
ed with  his  liberty  without  any  fear  of  his  ab- 
icnting  himself;  he  was  therefore  in  April  1790,

suuria  now  brtweou  tltsa,  tbat  they  froquautly  knA  »  dauue 


set  at  liberty,  and  did  not  seem  disposed  to  leave  the 
governor's  house;  his  satisfaction  with  his  situa- 
tion was  so  well  feigned,  that  no  person  appeared 
to  suspect  him  for  several  days :  at  length,  how- 
ever, he  thought  proper  to  depart,  after  having 
stripped  himself  of  his  very  decent  cloathing, 
and  left  them  behind.     Both  he  and  Co-al-by 
were  frequently  seen  afterwards,    and  were  so 
familiar  as  to  converse  with  the   people,   who 
often  invited  them  to  come  to  Sydney  (the  name 
by  which  the  settlement  is  known)  but  they  did 
not  seem  inclined  to  accept  of  this   invitation, 
till  the  governor  himself  should  invite  them,  and 
give  them  his  promise  that  they  should  not  be 
detained.    The  governor  accordingly  did  invite 
them,    and  promised  them  several    articles   of 
which  they  were  much  in  want.     Though  these 
people  had  once  been  so  treacherously  deprived 
of  their  liberty,  they  found  themselves  inclined 
to  depend  on  the  governor's  promise,  and  actually 
did  go  to  Sydney:  they  were  kindly  received, 
visited  from  house  to  house,  and  saw  all  their 
old  acquintances;    they  received  several    Utile 
presents,  and  returned  to  their  friends  whenever 
they  thought  proper.      This  confidential   visit 
from  two  men,  soon  en  ated  a  more  general  in- 
tercourse;   and  the  next  visit  from   these  men 
brought  the  fnue  favour  from  their  wives  and 
faitiiiios,  whoM    example  was  followed  by  many 
others. 

A  short  time  pi  vious  to  this  friendly  and 
general  visiting  from  the  natives,  the  governor 
went  dov.  the  harbour  himself,  to  see  and  con- 
verse with  Ba-na-lang  and  Co-al-by,  when,  hear- 
ing that  these  t»yn  mp;i,  with  several  other  natives, 
were  in  Collins-  Cove,  he  went  thither,  accom- 
panied by  il  other  gentlemen,  and  they  were 
ulf  unarmt  II  This  want  of  necessary  caution 
had  nearly  p''oved  fatal  to  the  governor.  A 
party  of  the  natives  wounded  him  with  a  spear, 
from  which  he  was  not  perfectly  recovered  in 
less  than  six  weeks*.  ,,    .;,. 

The 

among  themselves  at  night,  on  the  loMror  part  of  Sydney 
Cove,  where  a  small  house  had  been  built  by  the  governor's 
ardcr,  for  tlwic  acconunodation.    A  daace  waa  now  pro. 
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The  dancers  being  ready,  they  were  placed  in 
a  semicircle,  by  Ba-na-lang  and  Co-al-bj,  who 
teemed  to  have  the  principal  direction.  The 
dance  was  begun  by  a  few  young  boys,  and  was 
afterwards  increased  by  men  and  women,  till 
their  number  amounted  to  about  twenty-six.  The 
dance  was  truly  wild  and  savage,  though  with 
some  appearances  of  regularity  and  order.  In 
a1'  the  different  figures  that  they  performed,  they 
generally  concluded  by  certain  numbers  of  their 
principal  dancers  advancing  to  the  front,  and 
going  through  Hbnt  fuvourite  part  of  the  dance. 


the  quivering  motion  of  the  knees.  Their  music 
consisted  of  two  sticks  of  very  hard  wood,  one 
of  which  the  musician  hold  upon  his  breast  in 
the  manner  of  a  violin,  and  struck  it  with  the 
other  in  regular  order.  The  performt-r^  -,v!,u 
wjis  a  stout  man,  and  had  a  very  stron:^  voice 
sung  the  whole  time,  and  frequently  applied 
those  graces  in  music,  the  piano  and  forte. 
Signs  of  approbation  from  the  audience,  sermed 
to  give  them  infinite  satisfaction,  and  gcneialU 
produced  extraordinary  exertions.

EVERY  thing  being  ertibarked  on  the27lh 
of  March,  1791,  they  left  Sydney  Cove  in 
the  Waaklkmheyd  transport,  and  sailed  down 
the  harbour:  they  were  accompanied  by  the 
governor,  and  ihany  of  the  civil  and  military 
otlicers  in  the  settlement.  On  their  passing  the 
lower  point  of  the  cove,  all  the  marines,  and  the 
New  South  Wales  corps,  carte  down  and  cheered 
the  people  by  way  of  taking  leave.  Soon  after, 
the  wirtd  Setting  in  frorii  the  sea,  they  were 
obliged  to  anchor  till  the  next  morning,  when  a 
land  wind  carried  them  clear  out.  The  master 
of  the  ship  had  orders,  from  Governor  Phillip  to 
call  at  Norfolk  Island,  to  take  on  board  the 
dispatches  of  Lieutenant-governor  Ros^.  if  it 
could  be  done  without  any  material  loss  of  time. 
There  were  on  board  this  vessel  1'^."  souls,  vic- 
tualled for  sixteen  weeks.  They  wished  to  avoid 
tonrhir.g  at  Batavia,  to  prevent  sickness  among 
their  people,  which,  in  thei.  then  crowded  state, 
was  much  to  be  dreaded. 


posed  by  some  of  the  principal  people,  \th\c\i  was  readily 
agreed  tu,  and  the  following  night  was  appointed,  when  (he 
governor,  and  a  considerable  number  attendi-d,  every  per. 
aon  bi'ing  provided  with  arms  of  some  denomination  ;  a  very 
necessary  raution,  however  friendly  appearances  might  then 
be,  for  experience  had  shewn  that  these  people  have  plenty 
of  treachery  in  their  «!isposition.  Preparatory  to  this  ex. 
hibition,  great  attention  appeared  in  their  different  modes 
«f  dccoratluK  their  persons.    The  young  women  were  cm.

Upon  making  the  isle  of  Pines,  on  the  23d  of 
April,  the  wind  blew  so  strong  from  the  north- 
ward of  east,  that  they  could  not  weather  and 
pass  to  the  eastward  of  it.  The  Isle  of  Pines,  so 
far  from  being  an  inconsiderable  spot,  is  not  less 
than  fifteen  miles  over  in  a  south-east  and  norths 
west  direction;  it  is  high  and  remarkable  in  the 
middle,  being  a  pointed  hill  sloping  towards 
the  extremities,  which  are  low;  the  low  land 
having  many  tall  pine-trees  upon  it. 

They  continued  to  steer  to  the  north-west- 
ward without  seeing  any  thing,  and  when  llies 
had  reached  the  latitude^  of  19"  0()  south,  they 
hauled  to  the  north-east,  so  as  to  pass  between 
Queen  Charlotte's  Islands  and  the  large  track  of 
land  which  had  been  seen  by  Mefwiciu's  Bouajain- 
ville  and  iSiirvillc  formerly,  and  lately  by  Lieu- 
tenant Hhordand,  in  the  Alexander  transport, 
and  more  recently  still  by  Lieutenant  Ball  in  the 
Supply  armed  tend<'r. 

On  the  lOth,  in  the  morning,  they  saw  land

1)earing  west-north-west,  distant  about  seven 
leagues;  it  proved  to  be  a  cluster  of  small  islands^ 
five  in  number;  well  covered  with  trees.  They 
steered  from  them  directly  to  the  northward,  to 
see  if  they  could  discover  Gower's  Island.  On 
(he  12th,  at  nine  in  the  morning,  the  man  at  the 
mast-head  discovered  breakers  on  the  starboard 
bow,  and  not  more  than  six  miles  distant;  soon 
after,  breakers  \vcre  seen  on  the  starboard  quar- 
ter ;  and  at  eleven  breakers  were  observed  on  the 
larboard  beam;  on  this  they  brought  to,- and 
sounded  with  130  fathoms  of  \m%  but  had  no 
ground.  Thi?  had  the  appearance  of  a  dange- 
rous cluster  of  shoals,  for  being  s'tuated  in  a 
climate  where  it  seldom  blows  so  strong  as  to 
:.i«e  a  large  sea,  a  ship  in  the  night,  without 
a  very  good  look  out,  might  be  in  'very  great 
danger  before  they  could  be  perceived. 

On  the  1 4th,  at  day-light,  they  saw  land,  and 
at  sun-rise  they  discovered  this  land  to  be  a  num- 
ber of  islands,  some  of  considerable  extent,  and 
many  of  a  smaller  size.  Thirty-two  were  dis- 
tinctly counted  from  the  mast-head,  and  proba- 
bly there  might  be  several  more.  At  ton  o'clock 
six  or  seven  canoes  were  seen  coming  oft",  with 
large  triangular  sails;  a  little  after  noon,  one  of 
them,  with  nine  men '  in  it,  came  up  with  them, 
though  they  did  not  shorten  sail :  they  could  not 
persuade  them  to  come  alongside,  or  touch  the 
ship,  but  they  threw  some  beads,  nails,  and 
ether  trifles  into  their  boat,  with  which  they  ap- 
peared highly  pleased;  and  in  return  threw  some 
pieces  of  cocoa-nut  on  board :  a  fresh  brce/e 
springing  up  at  one,  they  went  away.  The  men 
in  the  boat  were  of  a  dark  copper  colour,  stout, 
clean,  and  well  made ;  their  hair  was  in  a  knot 
on  the  back  of  their  head,  and  they  seemed  to 
have  some  method  of  getting  rid  of  their  beards; 
but  they  had  a  kind  of  artificial  beard,  consisting 
of  a  number  of  figures,  which  were  fastened  on 
between  the  nose  and  mouth,  and  close  under  the 
nose  ;  a  row  of  teeth  hung  to  that  board,  repre- 
senting a  mouth  lower  than  the  natural  mouth: 
holes  run  through  the  sides  of  the  nose  info  the 
passage,  into  which,  as  well  as  through  the  sep- 
tum, pieces  of  bone  or  reed  were  thrust.  Their 
canof  s  were  about  forty  feet  long,  but  ill  made, 
and  had  an  outrigger.  On  the  IStli,  at  eight  in 
the  morning,  they  saw  three  small  islands  bearing 
west-north-west;  at  eleven  o'clock  two  more 
islands  were  in  sight:  at  noon  five  islands  and 
two  rocks  were  to  be  teen;  thev  seemed  all  to 
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be  connected  by  a  reef,  which  on  the  west  side 
extended  to  some  distance  from  them.  These 
were  supposed  to  be  a  part  of  Captain  Carteret's 
nine  islands. 

The  hills  mentioned  by  Captain  Carteret,  on 
the  coast  of  New  Britain,  by  the  name  of  the 
Mother  and  Daughters,  are  very  remarkable; 
a  little  way  in  the  south-easternmost  quarter,  a 
hill  presents  itself  with  a  small  flat  top,  or  vol- 
cano, which,  while  they  continued  in  sight  of  it, 
emitted  vast  columns  of  black  smoke.  The  next 
step  to  be  pursued  was  to  examine  the  Duke  of 
York's  Island,  and  on  the  night  of  the  22d,  they 
ran  off  the  east  point  of  it,  with  a  light  air  front 
the  westward,  and  brought  to  till  daylight.  On 
the  23d  in  the  morning  they  had  very  little  wind, 
and  the  boat  was  sent  in  shore  to  sound ;  many 
canoes  came  off,  with  every  appearance  of  a  friend- 
ly disposition :  the  boat  that  was  sounding  en- 
deavoured to  make  them  understand  that  they 
wanted  water,  and  shewed  a  small  keg,  intimat- 
ing that  they  wanted  it  to  be  filled:  the  people 
in  one  of  the  canoes  went  to  the  boat,  received 
the  keg,  went  on  shore  and  filled  it,  and  brought 
it  back  to  the  bokt:  the  officer  then  gave  them 
another  keg,  which  was  meant  as  a  present,  but 
it  was  instantly  sent  on  shore  by  another  canoe : 
in  the  mean  time  a  breeze  sprung  up,  the  boat 
steered  along  shore  and  the  ship  followed.  Those 
who  had  taken  the  last  keg,  after  having  filled 
it,  followed  the  boat,  came  up  with  her,  and 
delivered  it.  This  was  a  certain  proof  of  the 
honesty  of  these  people,  and  it  will  the  more 
particularly  appear  so,  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  keg  wag  hooped  with  iron. 

As  they  ran  round  the  western  side  of  the 
island,  they  observed  a  small  bay  or  cove;  dis- 
covering that  water  was  to  be  had  here,  they  were 
determined  to  have  as  much  as  might  be  neces- 
sary for  their  purpose.  The  first  night  there 
was  a  very  strict  look  out  kept,  as  well  by  the 
natives  as  by  the  Europeans;  they  had  a  regular 
watch-w.<r(',  which  they  sung  out  in  a  very 
musical  manner.  The  next  morning  they  loaded 
a  boat  with  empty  casks,  and  had  the  other 
armed  to  lie  oft'  the  shore,  and  cover  those  em- 
ployed in  filling  water:  he  ship's  guns  were 
loaded;  and  twelve  men,  .vith  small  arms,  at- 
tended on  shore  with  Ihe  witerers.  The  water- 
ing business  was  now  begun,  and  the  'lativcs  saw 
the  nature  of  their  business  tiiere.  Their  num- 
bers, however,  increab.  i  very  rapidly,  and  all 
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Mined;  tlie<y  \wae,  uiAtcd,  ap  \wy  UMibUisoawt 
that  very  little  vKoi'k  could  be  do^te  in  watering. 
An  old  man^  all  ov«r  covered  with  white 
powder,  and  who  scorned  to  possess  great  au- 
tkority  among  theiu,  encouraged  iliein  to  com- 
mit acts  of  violence,  and  some  stones  were  thrown 
with  great  force  among  the  sailors.  The  oon- 
sequencu  of  this  unmerited  attack  was,  that  the 
officer  was  obliged  (o  iire,  the  covering  boat 
fired,  and  a  few  shot  were  fired  from  the  ship. 
At  this  time  there  were  about  thirty  or  fortjr 
canoes  about  the  ship,  full  of  people;  4beir 
terror  and  consternation  at  the  noise,  and  proba- 
bly the  eftect  of  the  guns  was  such,  that  many 
leaped  from  their  boats  overboard,  and  swam 
under  water  as  far  as  they  were  able.  Those 
guns  were  fired  only  to  intimidate,  but  they  oc- 
casioned a  general  dispersion  of  the  natives,  and 
the  filling  of  the  water  was  carried  on  with  qase 
and  expedition :  about  seven  tons  were  received 
on  board  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon. 

Before  the  boats  .went  on  shore  the  next  morn- 
ing, they  fired  a  few  gra))e  shot  into  the  woods, 
and  none  of  the  natives  were  seen  at  the  time  the 
boats  landed.  They  warped  the  ship  within  a 
cable's  length  of  the  watering-place,  and  secured 
her  head  and  stern  for  covering  the  party  on 
shore.  The  covering  boat  was  directed  to  fire 
when  any  of  tlie  natives  were  seen  in  the  woods 
over  the  watering  party,  which,  during  the  day, 
had  been  frequently  done.  Many  canoes  entered 
the  bay,  but  at  an  awful  distance,  holding  up 
green  boughs  aa  a  signal  of  peace  and  amity: 
to  some  they  made  signs  to  depart;  to  others, 
who  ventured  a  little  nearer,  they  manifested 
tokens  of  friendship,  and  signified  that  they 
drew  the  firing  upon  themselves  by  their  sling- 
ing of  stones  among  the  Europeans  who  were 
watering.  After  these  hostilities,  very  little  in- 
terruption happened,  except  thai  the  coveriiig 
boat  had  occasion  to  fire  a  few  musquets  into 

*  After  peace  had  been  rc.cstabli>lic(l  on  shore,  (h«  conk 
sbell  was  sounded,  which  was  the  signal  for  great  numbers 
to  assemble,  who  joined  ia  a  song  of  friendship,  which  was 
roally  harmonious  and  Tery  pleasing.  The  cauoes  crowded 
the  bay  from  different  parts  of  the  island,  and  were  as  fa. 
miliar  as  over,  except  that  they  would  not  now  venture  ou 
board,  as  many  of  them  had  done  before  the  quarrel. 
These  are  said  to  be  the  only  people  in  these  seas  wi:o  do 
not  set  a  value  upon  iron  work,  in  preference  to  any  other 
thiag:  they  Mrere  not  pleased  with  iookiug.glassos,  or 
beads,  but  they  were  fond  of  rags  of  white  linen,  atrips  of 
aculct  doth)  or  any  thing  of  a  gay  or  gau(!y  colour. 


the  woods  over  the  watering  place.  lu  tlic  space 
of  four  days  they  completed  their  water;  and  on 
the  last  evening,  as  the  sailors  were  coming  from 
the  shore,  a  great  many  of  the  natives  came  do\^  n 
to  the  betbch  with  green  boughs  in  their  hands, 
bringing  with  them  cocoa-nuts,  plantains,  yaing, 
&c.  accompanied  by  a  song  of  friendship.  They 
seeuHHl  earnestly  ^  wish  for  a  reconciliation,  and 
testified  their  greatest  concern  for  what  had  hap. 
penod.  Peace  was  now  concluded,  with  much  ce- 
remony, and  every  demonstration  of  concern  and 
iiubinissiou  was  exhibited  by  the  natives ;  and  it 
is  feared  that  they  had  too  much  reason  to  be 
sorry,  for  it  is  extremely  probable  that  some  of 
them  must  have  lust  their  lives  by  the  grape  shot 
from  the  ship*. 

The  weapons  used  by  the  people  of  this  island, 
were  lances  of  difierent  kinds;  some  were  made 
of  a  kind  of  ebony,  or  hard  wood,  about  ten 
feet  long,  frequently  ornamented  with  feathers 
of  diftierent  colours:  the  lance  is  thrown  by  hand, 
but  they  had  not  the  use  of  the  throwing-stick, 
like  the  natives  of  New  South  Wales.  In  their 
quarrels  they  also  use  the  sling  for  throwing 
."tones.  They  use  in  fishing  a  spear,  small  seine 
nets,  and  hooks  and  lines. 

They  have  a  kind  of  musical  instrument,  with 
which  they  sometimes,  in  their  canoes  alongside, 
endeavoured  to  amuse  the  Europeans,  composed 
of  a  number  of  hollow  reeds  of  difierent  lengths. 
Sound  was  all  they  seemed  to  expect  from  these 
iostj-uiuents;  they  did  not  aim  at  harmony  or 
concoi^ :  their  vocal  music  was  more  harmomous, 
but  they  had  little  variety. 

When  tliesc  people  were  inclined  to  be  friend- 
ly, they  sung  out  in  one  particular  tone,  in  which, 
though  there  were  five  hundred  together,  the 
nicest  ear  couid  nut  discover  one  to  difler  in  (he 
tone  or  purticulsir  nott\  Immediately  after  this 
vocal  saluic^  they  all  mimicked  the  barking  of 
a  dug:  which  was  given  aa  a  certiiin  proof  of 

The  natives  of  the  Uukc  of  York's  Island  arc  stout  and 
robust,  and  of  a  light  copper  colour:  they  go  entirely 
naked.  Their  huir,  which  is  wooly,  is  so  enriched  viih 
a  sort  of  grease  or  ointment,  a|id  a  whit«  or  red  powder 
with  which  they  dress  it,  that  it  han^s  like  so  many  candle 
wicks;  titey  are  usually  as  completely  powdered  as  a  finish. 
e<l  beau,  equipped  for  an  assembly.  Some  have  their  hair 
of  a  yellow  colour,  ccher»  dtilight  in  a  shining  rcd<;  but 
none  of  them  wore  latisfiod  with  th«  colour  which  nature 
has  given  tbem. 
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their  duDOsltion;  perhaps  in  ullii<tion  to  the 
wonderful  fidelity  of  that  class  of  animals. 

This  island  appeared  to  be  about  ten  miles 
in  length,  in  a  south-south-west,  and  north- 
north-east  direction:  it  is  of  a  moderate  beiglit, 
and  flat;  but  is  well  covered  with  wood.  Along 
the  sca-sbore  many  huts  of  the  natives  were  seen, 
which  were  small  and  neatly  made;  chiefly  built 
of  bamboo,  and  generally  situated  under  the 
shade  of  a  grove  of  cocoa-nut  trees,  with  a  fence 
or  railing  before  them  ;  within  which  the  ground 
was  well  cleared  and  trodden.  In  short,  from 
what  could  be  observed  while  the  Eiiro|)caiis  re- 
mained there,  they  thought  they  could  venture 
to  pronounce  the  whole  island  a  perfect  giirden. 
It  produced  cucoa-imts,  yams,  plantains,  bana- 
nas, sugar-cane,  beetle-nut,  bread-fruit,  mangos, 
and  guavas.  There  are  also  hogs,  dogs,  and 
fowls.     The  soil  is  extremely  rich  and  fertile. 

In  the  morning  of  the  37th  of  May  they  pre- 
pared for  sailing;  but  before  they  got  under  way, 
two  English  pointers,  male  and  female,  which 
had  been  given  to  the  master  of  the  ship  at  Port 
Jackson,  were  taken'  <m  shore,  and  given  to  a 
party  of  the  natives,  who  were  much  pleased 
ivith  them :  a  cock  and  hen  were  also  given  lo 
them.  At  tea  o'clock  they  sailed  out  of  the  bay, 
which  was  named  Port  Hunter.  They  steered 
north-west  by  west,  and  west-north-west,  and  at 
eight  in  the  morning  saw  Sandwich  Island,  bear- 
ing north-west.  It  is  of  a  moderate  height,  and 
Mell  covered  with  wood.  On  the  north  side  of 
the  island,  they  observed  the  remarkable  peaked 
hill  mentioned  by  Captain  Carteret,  with  the  c  r  - 
responding  one  on  the  coast  of  New  Ireland. 

During  the  night  of  the  oOth  they  had  heavy 
dull  weather,  with  light  and  variable  winds, 
which  fell  only  in  light  showers.  At  seven  the 
next  morning,  they  saw  an  island  bearing  north- 
west by  west,  and  at  eight  saw  more  land  from 
the  mast-head,  bearing  west,  which  they  sup- 
posed to  be  part  of  the  Admiralty  Islands:  the 
wind  was  at  south-east,  and  (hey  could  not 
weather  the  southernmost,  on  which  they  bore 
away  and  passed  between  them.  Having  seen 
much  land  in  different  directions  before  dark, 
they  determined  to  bring  to  for  the  night:  it 
then  fell  calm,  and  they  had  by  the  morning  only 
drilled  a  little  with  a  current  to  the  north-west. 
At  day-light  on  the  Slst,  they  saw  much  land  to 
the  northward  and  westward.  Five  large  canoes 
came  off  from  the  nearest  island,  wiUi  eleven 


r.ien  in  each  ;  six  pnddled,  and  five  stood  up  in 
the  center  of,  the  boat,  painted  and  decorated  aa 
if  inter.ded  for  war ;  but  when  they  approached 
they  shewed  no  hostile  appearance;  they  wer'i 
invited,  by  signs,  to  come  on  board,  but  they  " 
declined  venturing  too  near  the  ship:  they  held 
up  a  variety  of  articles,  which  they  seemed  de- 
sinus  of  exchanging.  They  were  stout  well- 
looiing  peoplci,  rutlier  darker  than  (he  natives  of 
the  Duke  of  York's  Island:  their  hair,  which 
was  wooly,  was  knotted  or  tied  upon  the  top  . 
of  (heir  head.  Their  canoes  were  (Vorn  forty  tt» 
fifty  feet  in  length,  neatly  made,  and  turned  up 
a  little  at  the  extremities:  a  stngc,  «hich  lay 
across  the  midships  of  the  boat,  projected  out 
some  distance  on  one  side;  this  stage  appeared 
to  be  intended  for  (he  warriors  to  use  riieir  wea- 
pons upon.  On  the  opposite  side,  was  fitted  in 
a  difierent  manner,  an  out-vigger  to  balance  thti 
boat :  three  of  the  rowers  sat  before,  and  three 
abafi  the  slage,  so  that  those  intended  for  battle  , 
were  not  inconuuodcd  by  them. 

This  groupe  of  islands  is  very  extensive,  as 
well  in  a  north  and  south  direction  as  east  &»d^ 
west.  Having  now  got  to  (lie  westward  of  the 
Admiralty  Islands,  they  supposed  themselves 
clear  of  St.  George's  Channel.  On  the  3d  of 
June  they  saw  land,  about  two  points  before  the 
starboard  beam,  which  proved  to  be  two  islands; 
at  eight  o'clock  the  next  morning  they  saw  an- 
other. It  is  probable  that  these  islands  have 
been  seen  before,  as  in  a  general  chart  of  these 

seas,  there  are  three  islands  laid  down  nearlv  in 
....  •• 

this  situation. 

On  the  11th  of  Juiy  necessity  obliged  them  to 
reduce  the  allowance  of  water;  the  whole  al- 
lowance was  to  each  man,  for  all  purposes,  two 
purser's  quarts  for  twenty-four  hours,  and  the 
weather  was  exceedingly  sultry,  which  aggra- 
vated the  distress.  On  the  IStli,  from  the  un- 
favourable prospect  before  them,  it  was  thought 
prudent  to  call  together  the  oflicers,  to  consult 
upon  the  most  eligible  plan  to  be  pursued,  for 
enabling  them  to  reach  some  port  or  settlement 
where  it  might  be  possible  to  obtain  some  supply 
of  provisions  and  water,  sufficient  for  (he  relief  of  ' 
121  men,  the  number  now  on  board  this  small 
vessel.  It  was  the  general  opinion,  that  it  would 
be  highly  imprudent,  in  the  present  reduced 
state  of  provisions  and  water,  any  longer  to  at- 
tempt to  reach  the  strait  of  Macassar,  in  the  face  . 
of  fresh  westerly  winds,  and    a  strong  easterly 

current:  - 
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current;  and  what  rendered  it  still  more  neces- 
sary to  abandon  such  nn  attempt  was,  that  the 
master  of  (he  ship  dechired,  in  the  presence 
of  some  of  the  otiicers,  that  he  knew  not  of  any 
one  place  in  their  route,  short  of  Batavia,  where 
any  supply  for  their  numbers  could  be  had.  The 
quantity  of  provisions  now  on  board,  at  half 
allowance,  was  a  supply  for  ten  weeks,  and  the 
water,  at  two  purser's  quarts  a  luan  pcrday,  was 
a  supply  for  the  same  time,  provided  they  had 
no  leakage.  . 

On  the  l.'3th  they  bore  away  to  the  northward, 
determined  to  attempt  the  strait  through  which 
the  Acapulco  ships  pass  to  the  port  of  Manilla, 
or  to  go  round  the  north  end  of  Luconia,  and 
endeavour  to  fetch  Macao  in  China.  In  the 
morning  of  the  14th,  they  saw  land  bearing 
north,  which  was  found  to  be  two  islands,  nearly 
ioined  together  by  a  long  sandy  spit  above  water. 
The  islands  are  dangerous  to  people  in  the  night, 
on  account  of  the  sandy  spits  which  project  from 
them.  These  were  named  Phillip  Islands,  after 
Arthur  Phillip,  the  Governor  of  New  South 
Wales*. 

The  wind  now  became  very  variable,  but 
chiefly  from  the  south-west  quarter ;  on  the  2d 
of  August  it  shifted  to  west-north-west,  and  they 
stood  to  the  south-west.  On  the  4th  they  made 
the  land,  bearing  we'-t-south-west  twelve  leagues : 
at  noon  they  saw  it  from  south-west  to  west  half 
south;  it  proved  to  be  the  north  end  of  the 
island  of  St.  John.  On  the  S<h,  in  standing  to 
the  .southward,  they  saw  an  island  bearing  south 
five  or  six  leagues;  which,  from  its  situation, 
must  have  been  the  island  of  Palma. 

On  the  1 1th  of  A;igust  they  stood  in  for  Hum- 
mock Islund,  and  sent  a  boat  in  shore  to  search 
f<tr  anchnra^ic,  which  they  soon  made  the  signal 
for  having  ibund;  and  at  noon  came  to  in  twenty- 
two  fathoms  water.     A   canoe  came  off,  with 


*  On  the  17(h  in  the  mornintr,  they  saw  land  from  the 
mast-liiud,  bearing  west  hy  south  about  ten  leagues  dis- 
tant; at  noon  thvy  saw  it  from  the  detk,  and  it  appeared 
to  L  •  thrtc  islands.  The  islands  lie  in  the  latitude  of  9^ 
33'  north,  loiii;;i(udc  137-  30'  east,  and  are  probably  a  part 
of  the  i\  w  Carolines.  From  the  time  of  their  making 
these  island^  to  the  23d,  they  had  light  and  variable 
vf inds.  It  afterwards  became  very  squally  and  unsettled 
wea;lier,  with  very  heavy  rains  at  times.  During  these 
heavj  sliowers,  wliich  were  comfortable  in  their  situa- 
tion,  cv^ry  one  was  employed  in  spreading  his  blanket 
or  lUg,  to  preserve  as  much  water  as  he  could  for  his 
own  use;  for  having  no  means  of  providing  a,  quantity

in  the  afternoon  they  sent  a  boat  to  look  fur 
water,  which  was  found  in  great  abundance 
near  the  east  point  of  the  island.  They  imme- 
diately began  to  water  the  ship,  and  very  soon 
had  a  number  of  canoes  from  the  shore  on  board, 
with  a  variety  of  refreshments,  which  they  much 
wanted.  A  brisk  trade  was  carried  on  for 
poultry,  goats,  and  fruit  of  various  kinds.  Thjj 
day  the  Raja,  according  to  previous  information, 
came  on  board  in  a  large  boat,  and  did  our  na- 
vigators the  honour  of  a  visit,  he  was  attended 
by  a  person  nc\t  in  authority,  and  a  consider- 
able number  o  people;  and  was,  on  his  arrival, 
saluted  with  tive  guns.  On  this  occasion  it  Mas 
thought  necessary  to  have  a  party  of  ten  men 
armed,  on  the  top  of  the  round  house  abaft, 
where  they  continued  during  the  Raja's  visit f. 

In  the  evening  they  weighed  from  the  road, 
and  put  to  sea:  one  unfortunate  .favanese  sea- 
man was  accidentally  left  on  shore,  yet  as  he 
spoke  a  language  wliich  most  of  these  people 
understand,  that  may  probably  be  the  means  of 
saving  his  life;  but  as  their  rage,  when  once 
roused,  does  not  expeditiously  subside,  the  con- 
sequence may  therefore  be  fatal  to  that  innocent 
man.  This  unlucky  affair  deprived  the  seamen 
of  an  opportunity  of  completing  their  water,  or 
of  cutting  their  wood.  They  had,  however, 
filled  as  much  water  as  would  prevent  their  being 
distressed  for  sometime,  and  the  sailors  had  been 
indulged  with  many  refreshnsents.  Hummock 
Island  is  exceedingly  fertile,  producing  most  of 
the  tropical  fruit.  They  found  here  rice,  sugar- 
cane, pine-apple,  mango,  sour  oranges,  limes, 
plantains,  cocoa-nut,  sago,  sweet  potatoes,  to- 
bacco, Indian  corn,  dogs,  goats,  fowls,  parrots,  &c. 

for  the  general  good,  every  one  did  the  best  he  could  for 
himself. 

+  When  the  Raja  left  them,  he  promised  to  be  on  board 
the  next  day,  and  said  he  would  bring  with  him  the  articles 
they  wanted.  The  next  day,  in  the  afternoon,  the  Uaji 
came  again  on  board,  but,  instead  of  the  expected  supply, 
he  produced  only  four  small  baskets  of  s.igo  powder,  and 
one  bag  of  paddy,  which  would  hardly  have  supported  two 
men  for  a  week.  Hence  a  misunderstanding  arose  betwecu 
the  Raja  and  the  British  navigators,  originating  principally 
from  the  coatending  parties  not  comprehending  each  other. 
S(-veral  lives  were  lovt  before  the  termination  of  this  ridi- 
culous dispute.  ,

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But  their  principal  article  of  trade  with 
the  Dutch  is  bees-wax,  of  which  they  have  a 
vast  quantity,  and  of  course  abundance  of 
honey. 

The  natives  of  these  islands  arc  the  sante  sort 
of  people,  and  speak  the  same  langimgc  as  those 
on  Mindanao ;  and  they  have  much  of  the  Malay 
both  in  appearance  and  disposition;  th(;y  are 
nearly  of  the  same  size,  form,  and  colour,  and 
have  many  of  their  features:  they  gpncrally 
wear  jackets  and  trowsers  ;  but  the  lower  classes 
seldom  wear  any  thing  but  a  wrapper  round  the 
waist;  with  a  handkerchief,  or  other  piece  of 
linen  round  the  head,  in  the  manner  of  a  turban. 
In  the  sash  or  wrapper  which  surrounds  the 
waist,  their  cress  or  dagger  is  stuck,  the  scab- 
bard of  which  is  a  case  of  wood.  Many  of  these 
people  were  afflicted  with  a  disease  resembling 
ihe  leprosy;  their  skins  being  covered  with  a 
dry  scurf,  like  the  scales  of  a  fish,  which  had  a 
very  disagreeable  appearance. 

Their  canoes  are  of  various  sizes,  the  bottom 
being  hollowed  out  of  the  trunk  of  a  tree,  and 
they  were  generally  raised  with  an  upper  work  of 
split  bamboo ;  they  had  an  out  rigger  on  each 
side  to  balance  them;  and  they  had  also  a  larger 
boat,  on  which  they  mounted  three  small  pieces 
of  brass  cannon.  These  boats  will  conceal  a 
number  of  men  :  they  were  usually  covered  with 
an  awning  of  split  bamboo,  raised  some  dis- 
tance above  the  gunwale,  like  the  ridi^e  of  a 
house.  Their  mast  is  composed  of  three  bam- 
boos, two  of  which  stood  as  a  pair  of  sheers, 
and  required  no  shrouds;  the  third  stood  for- 
ward, answering  ilie  purpose  of  a  slay;  and 
upon  this  mast  they  set  a  square  sail. 

When  they  left  these  islands,  the  wind  being 
from  the  westward,  they  steered  to  the  south- 
ward. At  seven  in  the  morning  they  saw  a  small 
island,  bearing  south-west;  at  ten  "they  saw  two 

*  Af  tnhlnisht  on  the  21st  of  Scpfomber  they  saw  an 
island  bearing  westiioith. west  thrte  or  four  miles  distant, 
which  they  siippow-d  to  hi-  the  island  of  Solonibo.  In  the 
iiiorninK  of  the  '2.<d  they  made  the  ishnuN  called  Cariinan 
Java;  the  |.rineipal  of  which  is  large  and  of  very  consider, 
able  heiglU;  it  is  encompassed  by  many  smaller  ones,  some 
of  which  are  well  covered  with  wood.  On  the  morning  of 
the  24th,  they  siw  several  water-spouts  and  whirlwinds ; 
some  of  which  came  so  very  near  that  they  fired  a  few  guns, 
hoping  the  concHSsioii  of  Uxe  air  might  disperse  them ;  but 


more,  and  by  four  in  the  afternoon  of  the  15th, 
seven  islands  were  in  sight,  bearing  from  south- 
west to  west-north-vve.it.  At  six  they  saw  a 
large  island  a-head,  with  a  number  of  smaller 
ones,  and  soiiu;  rocks  of  considerable  height. 
This  island,  which  is  very  high  land,  is  that  laid 
down  in  the  chart  by  the  name  of  Poolo  Sanguy. 
At  day-light  on  the  25th,  they  made  the  island 
of  Celebes.  On  the  27th  at  noon  the  land  of 
Celebes  was  distant  about  eight  or  nine  leagues. 
At  four  in  the  morning  of  the  29th,  they  had  a 
heavy  squall  from  west  north-west.  On  the  30lb, 
at  five  in  the  morning,  they  saw  the  island  of 
Borneo.  On  the  31st,  et  day-light,  the  laud  of 
Celebes  bore  east  by  north  half  north  :  they  had 
a  heavy  squal  of  thunder,  lightning,  and  rain. 

On  the  7th  they  saw  two  large  proas  in  the 
south-west :  they  might  have  been  trading  vessels, 
but  knowing  that  -these  seas  are  infested  with  pi* 
ratical  vessels  of  that  description,  it  was  neces- 
sary for  them  to  be  upon  their  guard. 

The  whole  time  they  had  been  in  this  strait, 
the  wind  had  been  variable  from  the  south-south- 
west, to  west-north-west.  On  the  1 1th,  in  the 
forenoon,  as  they  were  standing  to  the  M'estward, 
the  water  appeared  suddenly  of  a  very  light 
colour,  and  on  looking  over  the  side,  they  per- 
ceived the  ground  under  the  ship:  before  they 
had  time  to  heave  a  cast  of  the  lead,  it  seemed 
deeper,  and  they  had  ten  and  twelvo  fathoms. 
From  the  mast-head,  at  the  same  time,  a  dry 
sand-bank  appeared,  bearing  north-north-east 
six  miles  distant ;  a  little  way  to  the  eastward  of 
it,  the  water  seemed  to  break.  This  shoal  is 
very  dangerous;  but  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  regularly  marked:  there  is  a  shoal,  indeed, 
marked  in  the  Dutch  charts,  nearly  in  the  same 
parallel,  but  it  is  so  much  misplaced  in  its  longi- 
tude, or  distance  from  the  land,  that  it  cannot 
be  supposed  to  be  meant  for  the  same  shoal  *.  '

their  guns  were  too  small  to  give  a  sutlkiont  $hock  to  f^e 
atmosphere  ;  yet  a  good  breeze  of  wind  sprii\ging  up,  they 
were  carried  clear  of  them.  They  steered  from  Cariniaii 
Java,  west,  and  in  the  evening  of  the  25th,  they  made  the 
small  islands  called  the  Boomkin^,  which  lie  about  five 
leagues  from  the  coast  of  Java.  In  the  morning  they  saw 
Car?  wang  Point  on  Java,  bearing  sbuth-soMth^wcst  «bi  or 
seven  miles;  and  at  five  in  the  afterr^oou  ct  'he  27tb,  an. 
chorcd  in  Batavia  Iloiid,  after  a  passage  from  Pori  Jackson

THE  master  of  thr  ship  acquainted  his  owner 
(the  Sliebaudcr)  of  hi:^  arrival;  and  tliut 
gentleman  wrot<^  to  Captain  Hunter,  the  same 
night,  bea;fi;ing  he  mj.'.-ht  see  liini  earlv  (he  next 
morning,  that  he  nii^Lt  introduee  hiiu  to  tin* 
governor  :  he  also  informed  iiini  that  it  was  ab- 
solutely unneeessary  for  him  to  write  to  the  go- 
vernor on  any  bnsiness  he  night  have  to  setllc 
with  him,  as  sueh  ad'airs  might  be  more  metho- 
dically adjusted  by  a  personal  interview.  Cap- 
tain Hunter  landed  the  next  morning,  and  went 
with' the  Sebauder  (who  spol:e  English)  to  the 
governor,  who  resided  about  three  miles  out  of 
town.  He  informed  him  that  Governor  Phillip 
had  found  it  necessarv,  in  order  to  forward  his 
Majesty's  service,  to  employ  the  vessel  in  which 
he  was  embarked,  to  c<mvey  to  tha(  prtrt  the  of- 
ficers and  company  of  his  Majesty's  loit  ship  the 
Sirius,  with  a  view,  that,  after  they  had  procured 
the  necessary  provision  and  refreshment,  they 
should  be  permitted  to  proceed  in  the  same  vessel 
to  England.  He  therefore  desired  ])ermission  to 
liave  lier  refitted,  and  to  proceed  with  all  possible 
expedition. 

The  governor,  however,  not  choosing  that 
any  vessel  belonging  to  the  company  should  be 
employed  as  a  transport,  obtained  the  permission 
of  the  council  to  purchase  the  vessel,  a  business 
that  was  transacted  accordingiy*. 
•:  On  the  14th  of  November,  Robert  Henderson, 
seaman,  died;  and  Ed>vard  Moore,  a  seaman, 
died  on  the  lltli  of  December.  On  the  15th 
they  made  Cape  Lagullus,  and  the  ITth  an- 
chored in  Table  Bay,  at  the  Cane  of  Good  Hope. 
When  they  got  a  few  leagues  to  sea,  they  found 
the'  weather  quite  moderate,  and  made  sail,  ex- 
pecting to  be  able  to  recover  the  bay  again.     On 


*  A  short  time  previous  to  their  arrival  here,  the  town  c,( 
Batavia  ha4  been  very  unhcaltliy,  and  was  not  now  in  a 
much  better  state.  The  sailors  indeed  had  contipued  to 
enjoy  good  health,  till  about  a  week  before  they  were 
ready  for  sea,  when  a  fever  began  to  rage  violently  among 
them  at  Hatavia:  in  some  of  the  seamen,  iiowcrcr,  tlir. 
malady  was  brought  on  by  intcm]jcrancci     On  the  19tii  of

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the  '■V:IA,  in  the  evening,  they  fetched  clow  round 
(iiccii  Point,  and  hoisted  the  sign.il  of  dibticss, 
Iniviiig  but  one  small  anchor  left:  his  JMujo.stv'.', 
slii|),  Providence,  the  Assistant  armed  toiulcr, 
and  Pilt  transport  in  the  bay,  repeated  their  sij;- 
nuls  with  many  guns,  and  sent  all  their  boats; 
several  English  \S  balers,  and  some  Americans 
also  sent  their  boats,  with  anchors  and  hiiuiici!^, 
and  they  were  soon  got  into  safety.  The  niunc 
night  tiicy  received  anchors  and  cables  from  (lie 
shore,  and  secured  the  ship. 

On  (lie  13th  of  January,  1702,  having  com- 
pleted their  provisions  for  sixteen  ^^c^ks,  (he 
captain  direrlod  that  su':h  of  the  men  as  vcrc 
suthcientiy  recovered  to  proceed  upon  the  voy- 
age, might  be  discharged  from  sick-quarters  and 
sent  on  board.  On  the  18th,  with  a  breeze  I'loiii 
south-south-cast,  they  r.in  down  to  Robbin's 
Island,  where  they  anchored.  On  the  iJili, 
with  a  south-west  breeze,  they  stretched  o"1  to 
sea.  Five  men  were  left  at  sick  quarter^,  being 
too  inflrm  to  be  taken  on  board. 

On  the  4th  of  February,  at  five  in  the  aHcr- 
noon,  they  saw  the  island  of  St.  Helena,  and  at 
noon  anchored  off  James's  Valley.  The  cap- 
tain sent  an  officer  on  shore  to  wait  on  the  gu- 
vernor,  who,  in  a  note,  politely  expressed  his 
concern  for  the  misfortunes  he  had  met  with, 
and  offered  every  refreshment  the  island  could 
afford  to  the  seamen.  On  the  5th  he  landed,  and 
was  received  by  the  governor  under  the  usual 
salute. 

A  letter  from  Captain  Hunter  io  the  Lords  of 
the  Admiralty,  is  here  introduced  in  the  original 
work,  giving  his  opinion  on  tlie  best  course  IVoiu 
New  South  Wales  to  Europe. 


October  died  Daniel  Buddie,  seaman.  On  the  20th  they 
left  the  road  and  sailed  to  the  island  of  Onrust,  where  tliey 
anchored  and  received  Some  stores  for  the  use  of  the  sliip.

AT  day-lipht  on  llic  Ist  of  February,  Lieu- 
tenant King,  and  Lieutenant  Dawes  of  the 
Marines,  left  Sydney  Cove  in  a  cutter,  to  pro- 
ceed to  Botany  Bay  and  visit  Monsieur  de  la 
Pcrouse,  on  the  part  of  fJovernor  Phillip,  and 
to  tender  him  any  assistance  he  might  require. 
They  arrived  on  board  the  Boiissolo  at  ten  in  the 
morning,  and  were  politely  rceeived  by  Monsieur 
Perouse,  and  the  few  oiliiers  he  had.  After 
Lieutenant  King  had  delivered  his  message  to 
hin>,  he  returned  his  thanks  to  Governor  Phillip, 
adding,  at  the  same  time,  that  he  should  he  in 
France  within  the  space  of  six  months,  and  as 
he  had  stores,  &c.  sufficient  to  serve  him  for 
three  years,  he  should  be  happy  to  send  Governor 
Phillip  any  thing  that  he  might  want.  Monsieur 
Pcrouse  informed  Mr.  lvini>-,  that  many  of  the 
convicts  had  been  tq  him,  requestin<i'  to  enter  on 
board  his  ships,  but  that  ho  had  disnii.ssed  them 
with  threats,' and  had  given  them  a  day's  pro- 
vision to  carry  them  back  to  t!ie  settUMiicnt.  The

About  this  time  two  criminal  courts  were 'as- 
sembled td  try  oflender»,  who  are ,  j  loceeded 
against  in  the  following  manner.

It  was  also 
fiippoie*'  thAt  thirty  of  the  natives  wore  kijiei  .'  this  un- 
fortunate afrdy.    lie  la  Vcrouse  quitted  the  isliirtd  imiud- 


a  cc'taiu  time,  droscd  in  (heir  uniforms  and 
their  side-arms:  wlicn  they  are  njcl,  the  judge- 
advocate  administers  an  oath  to  the  members r 
afterwards  one  of  the  members  administers  an 
oath  to  the  judge-advocate,  who  presides  yt  the 
court,  and  the  rest  tak'j  their  scat  according  to 
their  rank.  The  prisoner  is  then  asked  whether 
he  is  guilty,  or  not ;  when  the  general  answer  is, 
"  not  guilty."  The  accusations  arc  read,  and 
witnesses  examined  to  support  the  charge;  afler 
which  the  ]irisoner  enters  on  his  defence,  and 
produces  evidence.  The  court  is  then  cleared, 
and  the  members  proceed  to  pass  sentence.  If 
judgment  of  death  is  pronounced,  five  out  of  the 
seven  must  concur  in  opinion.  Tlic  governor 
can  respite  a  criminal  sentenced  to  die,  and  the 
legislaliure  has  fully  empowered  him  to  execute 
the  ;sentence.  of  the  law,  or  (o  temper  it  with 
meriey..  Actions  for  debt,  to  a  certain  amount, 
are  cognizable  by  this  court ;  and  all  other  actions 
at  conunon  law,  where  they  arc  decided  aceord- 
i'ng  to  the  law  of  Eugland,  as  nearly  as  can  hc- 
ascertained. 

On  the  6th  Governor  Phiilij)  signified  hTs  in- 
tontion  of  sending  Lieutenant  king  to  Norfolk 
Icland,  with  a  lew  people,  and  stock  to  settle  it; 
and  Lit'iitenunt  IJall  ^^a.s  ordered  to  receive  on 
board  the  Supply  the  stoics  riiul  provisions  for 
that   purpose.     The  ijusiriess  engaged  the  wholu 

of  Mr.  King's  attention   till   tlie    l.')th,    when,

(lialely  aflcr  endeavouring  to  rejjain  his  l()n;,'-boafs,  wliich 
he  found  tiv'  natJTCs  had  destroyed.  He  n-entions  the  in. 
Iialiiianis  o,  these  islands  as  a  stronj;  and  handsome  race  of 
men  ;  f  er>  iew  among  them  beinij  less  than  six  feet  hi!;h, 
and  well  i..";jorti()ncil;  and  the  women  are  delicately  beau- 
tiful, lie  further  observed,  that  the  inhabitants  are  much 
more  advanced  in  internal  policy  and  order  '!rin  any  of  the 
islands  in  the  Paciiir  Ocean.  Mo  dcciarod,  that  at  erery 
place  he  had  touched  ator  been  u-ear,  he  had  found  all  the 
ni)utical  astronomical  rqniarks  ,uf  C'u[)iaui  Cook  to  be  very 
exact  anil  true,  lie  concluded  with  saung,  "  ITufin  Mpn- 
sii'iir  '.  ''(ok  a  taut  fait,  qu'il  ne  m'd  rfcn  I;iiss6  a  fairc,  qnb 
d'adi'ilrer  ses  oeuvrtis."  'fn  effect^  Mi\  Cootc.  luis  done\'so 
mtrrlt,  /hat  lie  hai-l^jt  me  nothing  to  do,  but't^  (tfhniit  his 
laboiini.  .,■)'_,  •■  f  .  r! 
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having  received  his  comraission  and  instructions 
from  the  governor,  and  taken  the  oaths  of  fidelity 
and  allegiance,  &c  by  v»^hich  he  was  appointed 
stiperintendant  and  comn)andi>.:~.t  of  Norfolk 
Island,  he  embarked  the  following  persons,  who 
were  appointed  to  go  with  Mm,  viz.  Mr.  James 
Cunningham,  master's  mate  of  the  Sirius ;  Mr. 
Thomas  Jameson,  surj;con's  (irsl  mate  of  the 
Sirius;  Mr.  John  Altree,  assistant  to  ihesurj^von; 
Roger   Morly,    weaver;    Willia.n    Wcstbrook, 

and Sawyer,  seamen;  Charles   Heritage, 

and  John  Batchelor,  marines;  viith  nine  male, 
and  six  female  convicts;  twenty-three  persons  in 
tlie  whole. 

They  sailed  from  Sydney  Cove  at  seven  ii;  the 
morniiig,  and  at  eight  got  out  of  the  harbour, 
when  it  blew  a  perfect  hurricane.  At  two  in 
the  morning  on  the  16th,  the  wind  veered  roUnd 
to  south-by-west,  and  moderated.  In  the  even- 
ing a  flying  fish  flew  on  board,  which  in  this 
latitude  was  thought  extraordinary.  Af  day- 
orcak,  on  the  18th,  land  was  discovered,  bear- 
ing east-south-east.  Early  the  next  morning, 
having  neared  the  land  consiuo-rably,  they  per- 
ceived a  pointed  rock  right  a-head,  at  some  di'<- 
tance  from  the  island:  they  hove  to,  and  sound- 
ings were  tried  for  with  1^0  fathoms  ot  line, 
but  they  got  no  bottom.  They  had  light  winds 
and  ph'asant  weather  till  the  *i4th,  when  they 
had  very  strong  gales  from  east-south-east,  with 
a  high  cross  sea.  Early  in  the  morning  of  the 
^8th,  the  wind  veered  to  soulh-west,  and,  sup- 
posing themselves  to  be  about  fifteen  leagues  to 
the  westward  of  Norfolk  Island,  they  hove  ib 
at  .>cven  in  the  evening.  About  eleven  o'clrtck  in 
the  forenoon  they  made  the  largest  of  the  two 
small  islands,  lying  o(F  the  sou(li-west  end  of 
Norfolk  Island  five  leagues  distant.-  The  point 
of  Norfolk,  opposite  Nepean  Isle,  was  named 
Point  Hunter,  after  Captain  John  Hunter  of  his 
Majesty's  ship  the  Sirius. 

At  day-light  on  the  3d,  Lieutenant  King  left 
the  Supply,  and  went  in  her  boat  with  Mr.  Cun- 
ningham, to  examine  the  soiitli-west  side  of  the 
island,  which  they  rowed  round  till  they  op^ued 
Phillip  and  Nepean  isles  oft'  the  south  point. 
There  is  only  one  place  on  this  side  of  the  island 
wtiere  landing  is  practicable,  and  th^t  is  in  a 
«mall  bay  just  within  the  west  point. 

4s  it  blevir  very  fresh  aU  night,  liicuteiiant 
King  landed  the  next  nuirniiig  abreast  of  the 
Su|)pl3,  with  the  midshipman  and  surgeon  ;  they 


walked  across  the  island  to  the  bay  that  Mr. 
King  had  seen  the  day  before.  Atier  ascending 
a  very  steep  hill,  they  got  to  the  top  of  the 
island,  which  they  found  to  be  a  plain,  but  every 
foot  of  ground  was  covered  with  trees,  or  the 
large  roots  of  trees  which  rose  above  the  surface 
of  the  earth :  it  was  impossible  to  walk  the  dis- 
tance of  three  or  four  yards,  without  encounter- 
ing an  almost  impenetrable  net- work  formed  of  a 
great  variety  of  articles.  No  grass  or  herb  grew 
between  the  roots  of  these  trees,  though  the  soil 
appeared  to  be  extremely  rich  and  good.  The 
pines,  which  are  numerous,  are  of  incredible 
growth :  one  of  them,  which  had  been  blown 
down,  or  had  fallen  by  age,  measured  140  feut 
in  length ;  and  several  were  then  standing,  which 
measured  ^0  feet  in  circumference.  They  grew 
perfectly  straight,  having  no  branches  for  almost 
eighty  feet  fro?«  the  ground. 

They  found  it  impracticable  to  get  into  Anson's 
bay,  though  they  saw  down  into  it:  the  hill  over 
it  was  a  perpendicular  cliO',  with  a  large  kind  of 
iris  growing  on  the  sides  of  it.  Had  not  the  iris 
been  suflicieatly  strong  to  have  supported  tlieir 
weight,  they  must  have  fallen  down  a  depth  of 
ninety  fee«.  They  were  too  thankful  for  their 
mistake  to  attempt  a  second  trial. 

During  this  excursion  they  saw  not  a  leaf  of 
flax,  or  any  herb  whatever.  They  saw  pigeons, 
parrots,  parroquets,  doves,  and  a  great  variety 
of  birds,  so  perfectly  tame  that  they  might  Iw 
' kndcked  down  wHb  .  a  stick.  On  hearing-  a  re- 
port that  l!M»diiigiii  Anion's  bay  %y«»  very  practi- 
cable. Lieutenant  Ball  accompanied  Lieutenant 
King  to  \isit  and  examine  the  place,  and  tliiv 
found  it  exactly  answcted  the  muster's  dcM-rip- 
tion  of  it.  The  she roj  close  to  the  beaich,  wa- 
covered  with  a  long  kind  of  iris,  withiii  which 
,vas  impenetrable  forests,  aiid  the  soil  was  ex- 
tremely good.  Here  Mr.  King  determined  to  lix, 
and  vyas  highly  pleased  thait  he  had  discovered  « 
spot  where  he  could  begin  his  operations.  Hul. 
as  it  was  late  in  the  evening,  he  returned  on 
board  the  Srtpplv,  whieiv  she-was  8(H)n  ni'kx 
brought  to  an  anchor  in  twenty  fathoms. 

At  day-light  on  the  6tii  Lieutenant  King  lei'l 
the  Supply,  with  two  boats,  taking  in  them  all 
^hfept^fsotis  belonging  to  the  settlement,  with  the 
icnts,  sOmb  '^provisions,  and  many  of  the  i.io'^t 
neceasar^y  ti^ols;  all  wliich  they  landed,  and  bcf^au 
clearing  4 'S|}iOt  of  ground,  to  erect  the;  tents  on. 
he  colmirs  were  hoisted,    and  before  sun-set, 
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etcry  article  was  on  shore,  and  the  tents  abso- 
Uitely  pitched.  Before  the  colours  were  hauled 
down,  Mr.  King  assembled  his  small  colony 
under  them  (Lieutenant  Bsill,  and  some  of  his 
olBcers  being  present)  and  drank  thr,  health  of 
his  Majesty,  the  Queen,  the  Prince  of  \^'ales, 
and  success  to  the  settlement.  And,  to  testify 
their  loyalty,  they  gave  three  cheers  on  the  oc- 
casion. 

Soon  after  the  landing  of  this  party,  tlicy  dis- 
covered a  fine  rivulet  of  water,  runninj^  close  at 
the  back  of  the  ground  wliere  the  settlement  was 
made.  Trees,  growing  in  every  direction,  form- 
ed an  impenetrable  assemblage  of  Ihcm,  and  gave 
the  whole  the  appearance  of  an  impervious  forest. 
As  Lieutenant  King  had  only  twelve  men  (one 
of  whom  was  seventy-two  years  of  age,  and  an- 
other a  boy  of  fifteen)  exclusive  of  the  mate  and 
surgeon,  his  progress  for  some  time  must  con- 
sequently have  been  very  slow.  On  the  8(h  they 
had  strong  gales  and  cloudy  weather:  at  nine  in 
the  morning  they  hoisted  the  colours,  as  a  signal 
that  the  Supply's  boat  might  luiui ;  and  at  eleven 
they  received  the  last  of  their  baggage,  pro- 
visions, and  stores,  and  hauled  the  boat  up. 
In  the  afternoon  Lieutenant  Ball  came  on  shore 
to  ask  Mr.  King  if  he  had  any  further  occasion 
for  the  Supply:  and,  as  he  had  not  any,  he  took 
leave  and  returned  on  board  ;  and  in  the  after- 
noon sailed  for  Port  Jackson.  Lieutenant  King 
icnt  by  him  a  juurnal  of  his  proceedings  to  Go- 
vernor Phillip*. 

Wishing  to  make  every  thing  as  commodious 
as  possible,  he  set  people  to  work  on  the  1 7th, 
to  clear  a  piece  of  ground  a  little  above  the  gar- 
den, where  he  intended  lO  move  the  tents,  or  to 
build  houses:    he  set  two   sawyers  and  a  car- 

*  Sunday,  tlic  9th,  every  pciidii  in  the  scttlomcnt  as- 
sembled in  his  tent,  where  he  perfo.mcd  divine  service; 
iifler  which  his  cummissiun  from  <iic  governor  was  read,  a\). 
pointing  him  commandant  of  this  island.  He  then  nssuicd 
every  person,  that  he  intended  to  forward  the  kint'  s  ser- 
vice to  the  utmost  of  his  power ;  a'.-.ii,  (addressinij  himself 
to  the  convict;;)  informed  (hem  that  tfie  idle  or  dishonest 
i'hould  not  escape  that  punishment  w  hich  was  due  to  useless 
and  destructive  members  of  society. 

In  the  afternoon  they  .^aw  some  turtle  lyiiifi  on  a  sandy 
beach  at  the  east  end  of  the  bay,  two  of  which  were  con. 
Teyed  to  the  tents  for  general  use,  ami  issued  in  lien  of  salt 
provisions.  Having  tJius  discovered  that  there  were  turtle 
oil  the  island,  Mr.  King  gave  peremptory  orders,  that  no 
person  should  go  near  the  beach  where  they  were  seen,  that 
they  might  not  be  frightened,  or  risk  the  loss  of  so  va- 
luable a  resource.    The  turtle  they  had  uken  wdfjUcd  t  *o 
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penter  to  work  in  digging  a  saw-pit,  in  order 
to  saw  pine  for  building  a  store-house  for  pror 
vi.-iOns,  &c.  which  were  now  lodged  in  his  teut> 
made  of  the  .Sirius's  sprit  sail. 

In  walking  about  the  island,  the  surgeon  fountl 
out  the  flax  plant,  which  proved  to  be  v>ha^ 
th(;y  had  hitherto  called  the  iris.  Mr.  King 
had  nt)  idea  of  its  bring  what  Captain  Cook 
calls  the  tlax  plant  of  New  Zealand  :  the  cliffs 
and  shore  near  the  settlenictit  w(^re  covered  with 
it :  it  very  much  resembles  the  iris,  except  that 
the  leaves  are  much  thicker  and  larger;  the  flaxy 
part  is  the  fibres,  which  extends  the  wliule  length 
of  the  leaf. 

The  store-house  was  fini.shcd  on  the  2d  :  its 
dimensions  were  twelve  feet  square,  and  ni.ie 
feet  high.  All  the  provisions  were  now  deposit- 
ed in  it.  During  the  last  three  da^s  the  wind 
blew  strong  from  the  so«itli-west,  which  blighted 
i'very  plant  which  bid  fair  for  doing  well :  the 
rats  were  now  discovered  to  be  very  numerous  J 
they  destroyed  some  Indian  corn  which  was  threb 
inches  out  of  the  ground. 

Supposing  the  south-west  vfnds  would  be  frc- 
qtient  during  the  winter,  ivlr.  King  began  to 
clear  the  ground  on  the  north-east  side  of  the 
hill,  which  he  named  Mount  George,  which 
would  be  sheltered  from  the  souta  and  south- 
west w  inds  The  ground,  which  had  some  time 
been  clearing  to  fix  the  tents  upt)n,  being  now 
ready,  thcv  wore  moved  to  it  on  the  3d,  and 
some  of  the  men  began  to  build  huts;  the  sawyers 
were  emploved  in  sawing  scantling,  and  other 
necessarv  timber  to  build  the  lieutenant  a  house. 

The  wheat  which  had  been  sown  in  the  gar- 
den ground  on  the  2(1,  had  been  consumed  by 
the  rats  on  the  4lh.     Not  a  grain  was  left  upon 

hundred  weight  each,  l-'rom  this  time  till  the  15th,  every 
person  was  employed  in  cleaning  and  turning  up  the  gardiin 
ground,  which,  when  iinished,  was  e^'closed  by  a  hedge, 
.ind  sown  with  (lilferent  kinds  of  seeds.  Tliis  afternoon 
three  more  turtles  were  turned,  which  were  brought  to  tlio 
settlement. 

On  .Sunday,  the  16(h,  Lieutenant  King  |ierformcd  divine 
service.  Two  convicts,  whom  he  had  periniited  to  take  an 
excursion  the  preceding  day,  returned  tliis  day  at  noon  quite 
naked:  they  had  several  cuts  or  wounds  in  different  parts 
of  their  bodies,  occasioned  by  the  entangled  ktato  of  the 
woods,  aud  the  sharpness  of  the  briars :  they  had  not  buea 
long  from  the  'Jittlemeiit  before  they  lost  the  sight  of  tha 
sun  from  the  thickness  of  the  woods.  At  length,  hearing 
the  noise  of  thnir  eliurch-bell,  which  was  a  man  beating  on 
the  head  of  an  empty  cask,  they  speedily  returned  to  the 
scttlcuieut. 
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the  land.  There  tvcre  no  catsj  and  but  one  dog 
on  the  premises;  and  these  vermin  were  there- 
fore become  a  serious  nuisance:  to  get  rid  of 
them,  however,  as  soon  as  possible,  all  th6 
empty  casks  were  ordered  to  be  converted  into 
traps. 


On  Sunday,  the  6th,  Lieutenant  King  per. 
formed  divine  service;  and,  as  some  irregulari. 
ties  had  taken  place,  which  did  not  merit  curpo> 
ral  punishment,  he.  read  to  them  the  orders  for 
the  preservation  of  decorum,  of  which  the 
following  is  an  abridgment  *.

»  Though  the  comma;' lant,  fiinlii-g  the  rats  to 
he  extremely  hupjcTous,  nad  ordered  the  empty 
casks  to  be  converted  into  tvuns  and  great  quan- 
tities of  thos<;  |Vermin  were  caught  for  several 
successive  uighi's ;  yet  they  soon  grew  too  ciiii- 
ning  to  be  caught  in  the  traps,  and  too  bold  to 
be  intimidated  by  the  dead  bodies  of  their  as- 
sociates, which  had  been  industriously  scattrrrd 
about  the  premises.  Some  glass  was  then  direct- 
ed to  be  pounded  very  (inr,  and  mixed  with  oat- 
meal, >\hich  being  scattered  about  the  garden, 
destroyed  vast  numbers  of  them;];. 

On  the  8th  of  May,  the  t-'«>  sawyers,  the 

carpenter,

THE  settlement  being  now  arranged  in  sonie 
degree  of  order,  Lieutenant  King  distribut- 
rd  the  people  into  regular  working  parties,  to 
facilitate  ihc  dilTerent  operulioii^  he  was  desirous 
of  getting  forward.  Five  men  were  dispatched 
to  clear  away  ground  on  the  north-east  side  of 
Mount  Georpe;  two  in  clearitig  a  road  from  the 
ground  to  the  fresL-water  rivulet ;  two  sawyers 
were  prcparuig  timber  to  build  him  a  house;  two 
men  were  erecting  huts  ;  and  he  sent  Mr.  Altree, 
the  surgeon's  assistant,  to  proceed  upon  a  project 
already  mentioned. 

For  a  considerable  time  the  people  were  thus 
invariably  employed  :  but  the  work  was  often  re- 
tarded by  severe  colds;  and  siiuietimes  '^c  work- 
men had  been  blinded  for  four  or  five  days  to- 
gether,   by  the  white  sap  of  a  tree,    which. 


*  L  No  person  to  be  absent  from  public  worship,  whicli 
will  begin  every  Sunday  morning  at  cleTcn  o'clocli :  they 
are  to  uppt'Sir  clean,  and  bcharc  thcmselTes  devoutly.

»Way  garden  ground,  and  those  who  raise  the  greatest 
qunntity  of  seeds  and  vegetables  will  be  rewarded. 

V.  The  women  are  to  sweep  round  the  houses  or  tents 
every  morning,  and  to  cook  the  victuals  for  the  men.  Fish 
or  fowls  must  not  be  cleaned  in  or  near  the  houses;  that 
tiusiness  must  be  performed  by  (he  sea-side. 

VI.  Persons  going  near  turtlcbay  wil!  be  instantly  and 
severely  punished. 

Vn.  The  women  arc  to  collect  the  men's  dirty  linen  every 
fSfday,  and  to  retura  it  washed  and  mcudcd,  on  the  Sun- 
day  morning. 


VIII.  No  person  is  to  cut  down  ordcstroj  any  banana, 
tree. 

IX.  Exchanging  or  sctlitig  tluaths  by  the  convirfs  is 
strictiv  forbid.  Inattention  to  this  order  will  be  deemed  a 
theft.' 

X.  Great  cnre  is  t(i  be  taken  of  all  the  tools. 

XI.  The  dishonest  or  idle  will  be  totally  excluded  from 
any  present  or  future  indulgences ;  they  will  be  cither  chas- 
tised by  corporal  punishment  on  the  islaird,  or  bo  sent  to 
Port  Jackton  to  be  tried  by  a  criminal  court  there. 

f  On  the  17l!i,  Mr.  King  detected  John  Batchclor,  a 
marine,  in  his  tent,  stealing  rum  out  of  a  small  vessel.  In 
the  afternoon  he  assembled  the  settlement,  and  punished 
the  thief  with  three  dozen  lashes ;  causing  him  to  be  led  by 
a  halter  to  the  jWace  of  punishment.  The  deficiency  of  rum 
was  also  stopped  out  of  his  allowance.  Though  (here  wai 
reason  to  hope  that  this  example  would  have  :i  good  elTict, 
yet  on  the  ?Oth,  a  convict  boy  was  detected  stealing  the 
snigcon's  allowiiR<:c  of  rum  out  of  his  tent.  Ke  was  pa- 
nishcd  with  a  hundred  laslies. 

X  Out  of  six  cwci  which  the  comuianiluut  brought  to  (hf 

island, 
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carpenter,  and  three  convicts  were  poisoned,  by 
eating  sooie  beans  which  much  resembled  the 
yrindsor  bean;  in  two  hours  after  eating  thein, 
they  were  seized  with  violent  retchings,  and  cold 
■weats.  .Fortunately  some  sweet  oil,  and  other 
tnedicioes  administered  by  the  surgeon,  gave 
them  relief:  but  they  were  so  nmtli  weakened 
and  exhausted  that  they  were  unable  to  work  for 
a  week  afterwards. 

On  the  10th  the  commandant  ordered  a  pu- 
nishment of  forty  lashes  to  .be  inflicted  (xti  one 
of  the  convicts,  for  using  threatening  and  sedi- 
tions language. 

On  their  first  landing  they  found  a  great  num- 
ber of  pigeons,  which  were  so  tame  as  to  be 
easily  taken ;  but  they  had  lately  quitted  the  low 
boughs,  and  harboured  about  the  tops  of  pines; 
when  plucked  and  drawn,  they  weigh  from  about 
three  quarters  of  a  pound  to  a  pound  each. 
Parrots  here  skre  very  numerons  and  very  ugly  ; 
the  harshness  of  their  note  is  also  extremely  dis- 
ngreeable  to  the  ear.  The  parroqiMUs  are  entirely 
green,  except  a  red  tuft  on  their  head.  Several 
of  the  small  birds  have  a  melodious  note,  and 
their  plumage  is  beautiful.  "  There  are  also  a 
species  of  birds  wbich  burrow  in  ihc.  ground 
like  rabbits,  where  Ihey  hutch  their  eggs,  and 
rear  their  young:  they  are  web-footed,  and  their 
bill  resembles  that  of  the  sea  fowl ;  bat  they  arc 
free  from  any  fishy  taste,  their  flesli  being  deemed 
extremely  fine.  These  birds  never  quit  their 
holes  till  sun-set,  from  which  time  till  midnight 
the  air  swarms  with  them. 

On  the  18th  the  shell  of  the  commandant's 
house  was  finished:  its  dimensions  were  twenty- 
four  feet  l(»ng  by  twelve  wide. 

They  planted  upwards  of  one  thousand  cab- 
bages on  the  2.'Jd,  and  every  vegetable  at  the 
plantation  was  in  a  thriving  state:  they  had 
turnips,  carrots,  lettuces,  onions,  leeks,  parslty, 
cellery,  five  difl'erent  sorts  of  rabbajies.  arli- 
chokes,  and  beet  in  great  forwardness;  but  the 
potatoes  and  yams  appeared  to  be  almost  destroy- 
ed by  the  grub-worm  *. 

island,  five  died  with  the  scab,  thotigh  every  possible  care 
Mas  taken  of  them  ;  and  one  of  the  sowd  was  iJiiisoned  b} 
eating  sumcthinf;  noxious  in  the  woods.  The  reinniiider  of 
the  stork,  which  appeared  to  be  doins  «ell,  consibted  of 
two  ewes,  three  sows,  two  boars,  four  hens,  one  cock, 
three  ducks,  a  drake,  and  a  goat.

On  the  7th  the  commandant  was  obliged  to 
pimish  a  convict  with  thirty-six  lashes,  for  steal- 
ing a  hatch  of  eggs  from  under  a  hen  in  the  act 
of  incubation. 

About  this  time  Governor  Phillip  sent  seven- 
teen queries  to  Lieutenant  King,  respecting  the 
appearances  of  things,  and  the  probable  con- 
sequences that  might  ensue,  respecting  their  dif- 
ferent operations.  These  queries  are  amply 
stated  in  the  original  work,  accompanied  witn 
the  commandant's  judicious  answers. 

At  sun-ri  e  on  the  1^2th  of  August,  colours 
were  hoisted,  in  observance  of  the  Prince  of 
Wales's  birth-day. 

Frequent  accidents  having  happened  to  boats 
here,  induced  the  commandant  to  search  for  a 
better  landing  place,  or  a  place  where  landing 
uiight  be  practicable,  when  the  surf  ran  too 
high  to  land  in  Sydney  Bay ;  and  Lieutenaat 
Ball  having  mentioned  one  in  Casciide  Bay,  on 
the  north  side  of  the  island,  the  commandant 
set  out  at  day-light  in  the  morning,  taking  three 
men  with  him,  in  search  of  it,  proposing  also  to 
examine  Ball  Bay  in  his  road.  He  left  the 
surgeon  commanding  oiKoer  at  the  settleraeot, 
where  his  steadiness  and  general  knowledge 
made  him  a  valuable  associate.  After  climbing^ 
and  descending  a  number  of  steep  hills,  they 
arrived  at  a  gully  to  the  westward  of  Bali  Bay, 
about  eleven  o'clock,  from  whence  they  walked 
round  to  the  bay  by  the  sea-shore,  it  being  low 
water. 

The  landing  place  mentioned  by  Lieutenant 
Ball,  is  on  a  rock,  a  little  detached  from  the 
island,  and  has  comtutnti<:ation  with  it  at  half 
tide:  there  is  no  objection  to  this  being  a  very 
good  landing  place,  were  it  not  for  the  almost 
total  impossihility  of  gettujg  provisions  or  stores 
Ctirther  than  the  rock,  which  is  about  three  hun- 
dred yards  from  the  valley  that  leads  down  to  it. 
At  day-light  on  the  19th,  they  set  out  on  their 
return  to  Sydney  Bay,  where  they  arrived  at  four 
in  the  afternoon,  with  hardly  a  rag  to  cover 
themselves,    the    cloaths    being    torn    oif   their 

any  misfortune  happen  to  her  :  unfortunately  their  boat 
was  swept  away  to  the  westward  by  ttie  tide,  wu!  whilst 
(hey  were  striving  to  get  under  the  point  of  the  reef  again, 
a  heavy  surf  broke  on  her  broadside,  and  overset  her.  This 
shocking  accident  gave  him  inlinite  concern.  Small  as  their 
numbers  were  biiforc,  they  were  now  decreased  by  the  loss 
of  Mr.  Cunningham,  an  amiable  young  man,  the  sawyer, 
and  one  of  the  best  of  the  convicts:  a  kcaiauD|  bclougiug 
to  the  Supply:  was  also  drowned. 
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backs  by  Ojc  briars.  In  the  morning  of  the  35th, 
the  surgeon,  with  six  men,  went  to  Bali  Bay,  to 
make  a  commencement  on  the  crock,  taking  with 
them  four  tents,  and  a  wc<>k'8  provisions. 

Early  in  the  month  of  October,  they  found  a 
sensible  alteration  in  the  weather :  it  being  very 
warm,  except  in  the  mornings  and  evenings, 
which  are  still  extremely  cold.  On  the  I3th  at 
day-light,  the  Golden  Grove  was  observed  lyin^?; 
at  an  anchor  in  the  road  ;  and  soon  afterwards, 
Mr.  Donovai!,  a  midshipman  belonging  to  the 
Sirius,  came  on  shore  to  deliver  the  governor's 
letters.     This  gentleman  also  delivered  a  letter

Phillip  to  send  what  tiiitber  he  could  to 
Port  Jackson,  the  comriandant  set  the  men  to 
work  in  cutt'ng  spars  nsid  sawiii<;  boards  tor  that 
purpose.  At  day-light  on  tl)«*  17th  of  Oct(»ber, 
the  Golden  Grove  stood  into  the  roud  iiml  an- 
chored. By  the  21st  of  October  the  whole  of 
the  stores  and  provisions  were  riccived  from  the 
Golden  Grove ;  besides  two  sows  and  fonrlcni 
young  pigs,  belonging  to  the  crown  ;  and  a  she- 
goat,  which  was  !hc  property  of  Mr.  Collins, 
the  Judge-advocate  *. 

But,  previous  to  the  departure  of  the  Golden 
Grove,  a  letter  was  dispatched  to  Mr.  Blaik- 
burn,  the  master  of  her,  requesting  him  to 
communicate  his  remarks  on  the  navigation 
round  these  islands,  which  he  very  obligingly 
complied  with,  and  his  observations  are  foiuid 
very  just  and  accurate:  they  are  inserted 
at  large  in  the  large  Quarto  Edition,  page 
337,  &c. 


*  Protisions  for  about  seviiitfcn  months  were  received  af 
tlie  following  ratio:  for  one  man  for  a  week,  tlour,  seven 
pounds:  beef  tlirce  pounds  and  a  half,  pork,  two  pounds: 
butter^  six-oiinres;  peas,  three  pints.  For  one  woman 
for  a  week,  Hour,  four  pounds  and  a  lialf;  beef,  two 
pounds  and  a  quarter;  pork,  one  pound  and  a  quarter;

As  Lieutenant  Kifig  had  much  occasion  for  a 
( arpcnter,  a  man  who  had  been  discharged  from 
(he  Sirius,  and  was  on  board  the  Golden  Grove 
as  a  s.iilor,  made  application  to  him  fof  a  birth, 
but  be  said  lie  was  so  circumstanced  tliut  he 
could  make  no  agreement  with  him,  but  inform- 
ed liim  that  if  he  chose  to  remain  he  must  tak^ 
it  on  himself:  thw  he,  with  great  readiness,  con- 
sented to,  and  the  commandant  found  hiui  a 
great  acquisition. 

The  Golden  Grove  sailed  for  Port  Jackson  on 
the  2»Jth  f .

The  weather  now  becoming  very  hot,  the  com- 
mandant changed  the  working  hours,  and,  to 
»void  the  heat  of  the  sun,  gave  the  labourers 
from  half  past  ten  till  half  past  twelve;  they 
were  employed  in  clearing  ground,  making 
shingles,  and  cutting  a  road  from  the  settlement 
to  Ball  Bay  +. 

The  2.5tii,  being  Christmas  day,  was  observed 
as  a  holy-day  :  the  colours  were  hoisted  at  sun- 
rise, and  the  commandant  performed  divine  ser- 
vice; the  oflTicers  dined  with  him,  and  each  of 
the  convicts  had  a  pint  of  rum,  and  a  double 
allowance  of  beef:  the  evening  concluded  with 
bonlires. 

On  taking  a  comparative  view  of  the  work 
performed  by  convicts,  the  commandant  adopted 

*  After  the  depaituie  of  (he  Golden  Giovc,  the  com- 
mandant  made  public  an  extract  from  Governor  Phillip's 
fcltcr  to  him,  to  the  following  eflect,— "  You  Mill  return 
any  marine,  convict,  or  other  person,  whose  conduct  you 
disapproTc:  and  you  may  permit  those  whose  good  be- 
haviour  merits  the  indulgence,  to  work  one  day  in  the  week 
on  lots  of  land,  one  or  two  acres  to  a  convict,  to  be  point- 
(>d  out  by  you  for  thai  purpose,  and  which  may  be  con. 
sidcred  as  their  own  property  while  they  behave  well.  When 
the  time  for  which  they  are  sentenced  shall  expire,  lauds 
will  be  granted  them,  if  they  wish  to  remain  as  settlers, 
and  you  are  at  liberty  to  give  them  such  a  part  of  the  pub.

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Some  irregularities  having  occurred,  the  com- 
mandant found  it  necessary  to  assemble  all  the 
free  people  on  the  23d,  to  read  the  articles  of 
^var.  The  next  day  Robert  ^V'ebb,  a  seaman 
belonging  to  the  Sirius,  but  who  was  employed 
as  a  gardener  on  the  island,  expressed  a  desire 
to  speak  to  him  in  private :  the  request  being 
complied  with,  he  informed  him,  that  a  plaa 
had  been  concerted  among  the  convicts  to  sur- 
prize him ;  with  the  rest  of  the  officers,  &c.  and 
to  possess  themselves  of  the  public  stores.  On 
his  being  interrogated,  he  said,  that  Elizabeth 
Anderson,  a  female  convict,  had  informed  hiui 
of  the  particulars.  Thinking  it  necessary  to 
substantiate  this  information,  the  commandant 
caused  Robert  Webb  and  Elizabeth  Anderson  to 
be  kept  apart,  and  took  their  depositions  sepa- 
rately, on  oath.  They  agreed  in  every  particular, 
and  were  in  substance  as  follow. 

That,  on  the22d,  between  nine  in  the  morning 
and  noon,  Elizabeth  Anderson  sighed,  when  Wil- 
liam Francis,  who  stood  near  her,  asked  her  why 
she  sighed  ?  she  answered,  that  she  was  very  low. 
W  illiam  Francis  then  asked  her,  if  she  could  get 

had  been  raised  on  an  acre  ui  ground,  and  was  sown  in 
June  and  July.  At  first  it  had  a  most  promising  appear, 
ance;  but  when  the  ear  was  shot  and  nearly  filled,  some 
heavy  rains  in  September  laid  a  considerabh:  part  of  it  down, 
and  the  quantity  destroyed  by  rats  and  quails  was  iucrcdible: 
though  there  was  a  prospect  of  getting  at  least  fifty- 
bushels  of  grain,  the  whole,  when  gleaned,  did  not  exceed 
ten  bushels.  'J'he  barley  was  extremely  fine,  116  ears 
having  been  produced  from  one  grain-.  Garden  vegetables 
also  flourished  ;  cabbages  were  cut  which  weighed  twenty, 
six  pounds  each. 

■^  On  the  8th,  a  male  child  was  brought  forth,  and  being 
the  first  born  on  theisland,  he  received  the  name  of  Norfolk. 
On  the  15th,  at  noon,  parties  were  sent  in  pursuit  of  the 
eocKswain  of  the  coble,  who  had  lost  himself  in  the  woods, 
as  he  was  returning  from  Ball  Bay:  he  was  found  on  the 
18th,  naked  and  almost  exhausted,  and  could  not,  without 
difficulty,  be  conveyed  to  the  settlement. 
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her  liberty  whether  she  would  leave  Webb.  On 
her  saying  yes,  he  said,  the  first  ship  that  comes 
here,  except  the  Sirius,  every  one  of  us  wijl 
have  our  liberty,  to  which  we  were  all  swofu 
last  Saturday;  and  we  (the  convicts)  would  have 
had  it  already,  if  the  Sirius  was  not  the  first 
ship  expected ;  and  the  day  that  Wat(s  was 
flogged  was  intended  to  ha\e  been  the  day  for 
making  Mr.  King,  and  the  free  people  pri- 
soners. 

The  taking  Webb  and  Anderson's  depof-ilions, 
and  interrogating  them  consumed  about  two 
hours;  and,  it  being  Saturday,  many  of  the 
convicts  were  out  getting  cabbages.  As  there 
was  a  possibility  that  the  accusation  against 
William  Francis  might  be  an  invention ;  yet, 
having  received  that  information,  it  became  ne- 
cessary to  use  every  precaution  against  a  surprize. 
The  coumiandant  therefore  ordered  a  constant 
guard  of  three  privates,  to  be  conducted  by  Mr. 
Dunavan,  the  serjeant,  and  corporal ;  and  a 
guard-house  was  built,  in  which  the  provisions 
and  stores  were  deposited. 

John  Bryant,  a  convict,  was  interrogated  on 
this  business,  and  a  pardon  promi^d  him  if  he 
would  discover  all  he  knew.  He  was  brought 
before  the  commandant,  and  sworn  on  the  cross, 
being  a  Catholic ;  the  substance  of  wliich  was 
as'  follows.  That  in  going  out  to  work  on  the 
14th,  with  all  the  convicts,  Samuel  Picket  re- 
marked how  easy  it  would  be  to  take  the  island, 
by  making  the  commandant  prisoner,  when  going 
to,  or  returning  from  Arthur's  V^ale;  K^'ter  which, 
coming  in  and  seizing  the  arms,  and  making  pri- 
soners of  the  marines  and  other  free  people. 
The  remainder  of  Bryant's  deposition  agreed  in 
c\ery  particular  with  the  testimony  of  Elizabeth 
Anderson  and  Robert  Webb  *. 

The  commandant  ordered  Samuel  Picket  and 
William  Francis  to  wear  irons,  and  the  next  day 
(being  Sunday)  after  prayers  he  addressed  the 
convicts,  and  pointed  out  the  absurdity,  as  well 
as  the  villainy  of  their  plan  ;  assured  them  that 
nothing  but  industry  was  necessary  to  insure  them 
a  happy  and  comfortable  support:  he  exhorted 
them,  by  their  future  conduct  to  eflface  the  rae- 

*  It  was  now  clear  to  (lie  coinmandaiit  that  a  scheme  had 
kcuii  catered  into,  in  which  most  of  the  convicts  were  con. 
tteciied,  and  their  succeeding  in  it  so  far  as  regarded  the 
tdkinir  of  himself  and  the  ofTicers  prisoners  was  not  to  bn 
iloubtcd.    Had  t'icy  succeeded  iu  the  first  part  of  their  plan, 


mory  of  this  criminal  attempt;  promising  to 
distinguish  and  encourage  those  whose  conduct 
was  meritorious.  Having  finished  his  address  lu 
the  convicts,  he  caused  the  following  additional 
orders  to  be  read. 

The  commandant  orders  that  no  officer,  soldier 
free  person,   or  convict,  shall  ever  absent  tliciiw 
selves  from  the  camp  or  town  for  ten  minutes  lo- 
go(!;er,  without  leave  from  the  officer  charged 
with  the  guard. 

livery  person  returning  from  that  leave,  shall 
acquaint  such  officer  of  their  return. 

Every  convict,  who  is  observed  going  over  the 
hill  to  the  farm,  without  leave,  will  be  fired  at 
by  the  sentinel t 

The  convicts,  and  not  more  than  three  togo- 
ther,  may  build  houses  for  themselves,  at  their 
leisure  hours,  in  such  places  as  shall  be  pointed 
out. 

No  person  shall,  in  future,  be  suOered  to  live 
out  of  the  camp. 

John  Thompson  and  Samuel  Picket  are  dis- 
possessed of  their  garden  ground,  on  account  of 
their  ill  behaviour.  So  outrageous  an  attempt 
having  been  made,  the  commandant  thought 
himself  justified  in  administering  the  oaths  of 
allegiance  and  fidelity  to  the  officers,  marinrs, 
and  free  people  individually,  in  the  presence  uf 
the  convicts.  The  theft  of  some  Indian  rorii 
being  fully  proved,  the  offender,  William 
Thompson,  was  sentenced  to  be  punished  with 
fifty  lashes.  Thomas  Jones,  another  convict,  re- 
ceived thirty-six  lashes,  for  \his  insolence  ami 
abuse  of  Messieurs  Jamiesnn  at  '  Dtmavan.  Ail 
the  convicts  were  now  employed  in  cutting  down, 
trees,  and  clearing  the  ground  near  (he  houses. 

Joseph  Long,  a  convict,  endured  twelve  lashes 
on  the  ^8th,  for  quitting  his  work,  and  abscnling 
himself  without  leave.

Picket  and  William  Francis,  for  their  ill  lielia- 
viour  respecting  the  plot;  but  he  expressed  h'u 
determination  to  send  Francis  to  Port  Jatksoii 
the  first  opportunity,  conceiving  him  to  je  a 
troublesome  and  worthle||B  villain.

THE  interval  of  fine  Mcather,  v,U\eh  enabled 
them  to  examine  the  state  of  their  provi- 
sions, was  succeeded  by  a  tremendous  hurricane, 
In  the  morninj;  of  the  25lh,  they  hud  light 
winds  from  the  north-east,  and  very  dismal 
cloudy  weather:  towards  noon  tlie  wind  blew 
a  heavy  gale,  and  its  violence  continued  to  in- 
crease. At  midnight  it  blew  with  great  fury, 
attended  with  deluges  of  rain.  At  four  the 
next  morning,  several  large  pines  were  blown  up 
by  the  roots ;  one  of  which  fell  on  a  hog-stye, 
niid  killed  a  sow  and  seven  pigs;  a  similar  ac- 
cident befel  ajiow  and  two  boars  belonging  to 
the  crown  *. 

On  the  2d  of  March,  at  day-light,  the  Supply 
was  seen  in  the  road:  on  which  the  commandant 
»eiit  Mr.  Dunavan  on  board  her :  he  soon  re- 
turned bringing  letters  to  Mr.  King  from  Go- 
vernor Phillip;  who  had  also  sent  twenty-one 
men,  and  six  women  convicts,  with  three  children 
III  the  Supply,  to  be  landed  on  this  island. 
Having  full  confidence  in  the  few  free  persons 
who  were  with  him,  tho  commandant  did  not 
hesitate  a  moment  in  receiving  the  additional 
number  of  convicts  who  were  now  arrived, 
though  some  of  them  had  very  infamous  cha- 
racters. 

The  commandant  now  ordered  the  surgeon  to 
examine  all  the  convicts  "who  had  latelv  arrived,

the  horror  of  this  sci-'.-.c,  i  ':>r«e  tree  fell  ;>c«oss  the  gra. 
iiiiry,  and  dashed  it. to  pieces,  staviug  a  number  of  Hour 
ra>ks  that  were  in  it;  bnt,  by  the  general  at■ti^i(y  of  the 
|M-rsons  in  the  settlement,  the  only  loss  sustained  nas  a  few 
(loiindu  of  tlonr  and  a  few  stores  that  were  blown  awiiv. 
Tlie  jjale  now  raged  with  the  most  violent  fury:  while 
forests  seemed,  as  it  were,  swept  away  by  the  roots.  Tlio 
violence  of  the  wind  blew  np  cabbages,  turnips,  and  other 
vegetables  forcibly  from  the  earth.  At  three  the  «ind 
uered  round  (0  south,  and  moderated,  and  at  siin.set  the 
wcither  was  very  pleasant.  There  was  no  appearance,  on 
any  part  of  the  island,  of  such  a  storm  liaviii;;  ever  hap- 
pcued  before:  fortunately,   however,  only   one   man  was 


to  discover  if  any  of  them  were  infected  with 
disease,  but  they  were  all  found  to  be  healthy. 

The  convicts,  who  were  now  just  arrived,  were 
permitted  by  the  commandant,  to  work  on  habi- 
tations for  themselves  till  the  18th :  the  others 
were  employed  at  task-work.

On  Sunday  the  5t1i,  after  divine  service, 
Thomas  Jones,  a  convict,  acquainted  the  com-' 
mandant  that  the  term  of  his  transportation  ex- 
pired that  day.  He  had  been  informed  by  Clo- 
vernor  Phillip,  that  the  different  terms  for  which 
the  convicts  were  sentenced  was  not  known,  as 
the  masters  of  the  transports  had  left  the  papers 
necessary  with  their  owners;  but  that  he  had 
wrote  to  England  for  them,  yet  till  their  ar- 
rival no  steps  could  be  taken,  as  the  convicts' 
words  were  not  satisfactory.  He  therefore  in- 
formed Thomas  Jones  that  he  might  work  for 
whom  he  pleased,  and  if  he  chose  to  work  for 
the  public  good,  he  would  be  used  the  same  as 
others  wore,  till  he  received  further  orders  con- 
cerning them. 
On  the  8th,  Noah  Mortimer,  a  convict,  re- 


hurt;  lie  recoired  a  violent  contusion  on  his  right  side,  by 
tlic  hratich  of  a  tree  falling  on  him. 

i  Thomas  Watson,  a  convict,  was  detected  in  another 
conviii's  house,  on  the  23d,  sd-aliiii;  a  bag  of  flour.  The 
idiiimaiidant,  after  examining  witnesses,  and  fully  proving 
the  i.het't,  ordered  him  into  confinement,  with  an  intention 
of  seailiiig  him  to  I'ort  Jackson  to  take  his  trial.  To  pre- 
v.Mii  tliese  di'prcdations  as  much  as  possible  in  fnture,  ho 
f  .ive  orders  for  the  convicts  to  be  mustered  in  their  huts 
three  times  every  night,  and  the  hour  of  muster  to  be  con. 
st.TiitIv  changed:  tliis  was  in  some  degree  salutary,  but 
robberies  continued  to  be  committ"d. 

•fames  Davis,  a  convict,  received  twcnty.four  lashes,  on 
the  'i/ith,  for  using  seditious  expres.sions,  and  contorap. 
tuunsly  tiiruwing  away  some  fish  which  haii  been  issued. 

0(1  the  30ih,  some  incorrigible  wretch  stabbed  one  of 
the  hogs  belonging  to  the  cro\vn,  which  occasioned  Iti 
death. 
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ccived  sixty  lushes  for  refusing  to  woik.  The 
lOth,  being  Good  Friday,  divine  service  was 
performed  ;  but  no  work  was  done  at  the  settle- 
ment. 

On  flic'iGth,  John  Williams,  a  marine,  quitted 
hiij  guard,  and  raised  a  quarrel  in  a  convict's 
house  :  when  a  battle  arose  between  himself  and 
another  marine;  the  former  was  punished  with  the 
chastisement  of  twenty-four  lashes*. 

At  day-light  on  the  1.3th,  his  Majesty's  armed 
tender  the  Supply,  was  perceived  in  the  road: 
the  surf  at  that  time  ran  very  high  in  Sydney 
Bay,  and  there  being  but  little  easterly  wind, 
with  a  strong  flood  t'lAe,  she  could  not  get  to 
Ball  Bay  before  three  in  the  afternoon;  when  the 
commandant  received  his  letters  from  governor 
Phillip,  iuCorming  him,  that  he  had  sent  Lieu- 
tenant John  Crcswell,  of  the  marines,  with  four- 
teen privates,  to  the  island ;  that  Mr.  Creswell 
was  to  put  himself  under  his  command  ;  and 
that  in  case  of  his  death  or  ab»encc,  the  govern- 
ment of  the  island  was  to  devolve  on  him.  He 
had  the  pleasing  gratification  to  find  that  his 
conduct  was  approved  of  by  Governor  Phillip. 

The  surf  ran  very  high  on  the  14th  till  three 
in  the  afternoon,  when  Lieutenant  Creswell  land- 
ed, with  his  detachment  and  part  of  their  bag- 
gage; but  nothing  else  could  be  received  on 
shore  till  the  17th,  when  part  of  the  provision* 
and  stores  were  landed. 

The  sea  ran  so  high  that  no  boat  could  land  till 
the  ^Ist,  when  they  received  the  remainder  of  the 
provisions  and  stores. 


*  The  Ith  of  June,  being  the  annirrrsary  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's birth.day,  it  was  obserred  as  a  holiday.  The  coiuiirs 
were  hoisted,  the  marines  and  free  people  drew  up  under 
arms,  ia  front  of  the  commandant's  house.  The  malccon> 
Ticts  were  drawn  up  on  the  right,  and  the  females  on  the 
left.  In  consideration  of  the  good  behaviour  of  the  con- 
victs on  the  day  of  the  hurricane,  they  were  permitted  to 
partake  of  the  general  festivity  of  the  day  :  half  a  pint  of 
I'UDi  being  ordered  for  each  man,  and  a  pint  of  wine  for 
rach  woman.  When  every  person  was  assembled,  and  be. 
lore  the  tiring  began,  Thomas  Watson,  who  was  in  con. 
tjncmcnt  for  a  theft,  was  forgiven  in  consideration  of  the 
day. 

f  I.  All  persons  are  r?gularly  to  attend  muster,  and 
divine  service,  unless  prevented  by  sickness:  the  penalty 
fur  disobedience  ia  extra  work  incurred,  or  by  a  stoppage 
of  provisions:  if  repeated,  corporal  punishment  will  bo 
inflicted. 

II.  No  person  shall  be  absent  from  thrir  quarters,  with- 
out Icavu)  either  by  night  or  day,     If  they  ar«  seeu  lurk. 


On  the  28th  of  July,  a  tree  fell  on  J„l,n 
Bryant,  a  convict,  which  bruised  his  head  so 
extremely  that  he  died  about  two  hours  after- 
wards.  This  man  was  one  of  the  very  fev,  honest 
convicts  which  the  commandant  had  on  this 
island.  Edward  Gaft',  a  convict,  received  a 
hundred  lashes  on  the  6th,  for  stealing  throe 
quarts  of  wheat.  That  thefts  in  so  small  a  so- 
ciety should  so  often  happen  was  truly  astonisli- 
ing;  hut  when  it  is  considered,  that  the  principal 
part  of  that  society  were  notorious  for  (heir 
depravity,  it  would  almoit  be  wonderful  if  tlicv 
acted  with  integrity. 

Most  of  the  marines,  who  came  to  the  island 
with  Lieutenant  Creswell,  were  now  in  posses 
sion  of  comfortable  huts  and  good  gardens. 

The  12fh  of  August,  being  the  anniversary  of 
the  Prince  of  Wales's  bijrth-day,  was  observed 
as  a  holiday,  but  no  liquor  was  given  to  (he 
convicts  on  that  occasion,  their  recent  thcftj 
having  excluded  them  from  that  indulgence. 

The  carpenters'  having  finished  the  shell  of 
Lieutenant  Creswell 's  house,  the  commandant 
employed  them  in  making  an  addition  to  the 
back  part  of  his  habitation,  being  apprehensive 
it  was  in  danger  of  being  blown  down  by  the 
prevailiAg  violent  south-west  winds. 

Aflter  divine  service,  on  Sunday  the  16(h,  the 
following  orders  were  read,  for  preserving  re- 
gularity and  good  order  among  the  inhabit- 
ants f.

ing  about  after  the  watch  is  set,  they  will  be  fired  at  by  the 
centinel. 

HI.  The  working  hours  shall  be  duly  attended  to,  and 
those  who  arc  absent  frum  their  work  after  the  drum  beats 
for  that  purpose,  will  lose  a  portion  of  the  time  they  may 
save  from  their  tasks.  A  second  offence  will  be  severely 
punished. 

IV.  The  tasks  to  be  continued  as  usual,  and  the  time 
saved  by  the  gangs  to  be  at  their  own  disposal.  Those  »!m 
distinguish  themselves  by  cleaning  the  ground  and  cultirat. 
iiig  their  gardens,  shall  meet  with  suitable  encourugemciit, 

V.  If  any  one  belonging  to  a  gang  shall  be  justly  ac 
cuscd  of  idleness,  he  shall  receive  adequate  punishment. 

VI.  Those  who  from  indolence  or  obstinacy  neglect  lo 
build  themselves  warm  huts,  or  who  cut  themselves  through 
carelessness,  shall  have  part  of  their  provisions  stoppeil, 
till  they  are  able  to  go  to  work  again. 

VII.  The  tools  and  utensils  to  be  returned  every  night 
to  the  store-house,  when  the  retreat  beats:  any  person 
who  shall  be  found  secreting  any  took,  or  any  article  of

Joim  Cre«8well,  have  appointed  Roger  Morley, 
und  John  Altree,  to  hold  the  oiiice  of  consitablesi 
and  ever}  person  is  required  to  assist  them  in 
the  execution  of  their  oIKce. 

On  the  3J)th,  Ann  Coombs,  a  female  convict, 
received  fifty  lashes  for  defrauding  Thomas 
Jones  of  some  provisions:  but  this  punishment 
did  not  deter  her  from  committing  similar  crimes 
the  next  day,  she  being  then  detected  stealing 
two  check  shirts  from  Francis  Mew,  a  marine: 
for  the  latter  crime  she  received  the  chastisement 
of  one  hundred  lashes. 

The  gardens  suBered  extremely  from  the  des- 
tructive etfects  of  the  grub-worm.  The  surgeon, 
who  with  great  perseverance,  had  improved  his 
spot  of  ground,  and  every  thing  in  it  was 
in  great  forwardness,  had  all  his  plants  and 
vegetables  nearly  destroyed  by  those  vermin; 
and  many  of  the  other  gardens  partook  of  the 
same  fate.  The  depredations  of  these  reptiles 
and  the  convicts,  rendered  the  cultivation  of 
gardens  very  discouraging  to  individuals.  The 
corporal  of  marines,  an  industrious  young  man, 
had  planted  a  piece  of  ground,  and  by  attention 
and  assiduity,  had  raised  a  quantity  of  vegetables, 
among  which  there  was  a  very  line  crop  of  po- 
tatoes, which  waa  expected  to  produce  at  least 
iive  bushels;  but,  on  the  evening  of  the  5th, 
between  sun-set  and  the  time  of  the  watch  being 
set,  some  villains  dug  up  the  whole  of  the  pota- 
toes, and  destroyed  a  quantity  of  other  vege- 
tables. Though  the  convicts  were  mustered  in 
their  huts  at  sun-set,  and  three  times  more  in  the 
course  of  the  night,  the  theft  was  not  discovered 
till  the  next  morning;  when  strict  search  was 
made  to  discover  the  oflender,  but  to  no  pur- 
pose. The  potatoes  were  (in  the  cant  phrase) 
ell  planted;  viz.  buried  in  the  ground,  to  be 
taken  out  as  they  were  wanted.  Such  acts  as 
these  were  daily  committed  by  these  atrocious 
wretches. 

Catherine  Johnson,  a  female  convict,  received 
fifty  lashes  on  the  7th,  for  abusing  the  store- 
keeper, and  accusing  him  wrongfully  of  theft. 

the  King's  stores,  or  cominltg  any  other  mbber^-,  shall  he 
punished  as  his  Majesty's  justices  of  the  peace  shall  direct, 
or  be  sent  to  Port  jacki  on  to  be  tri^d  by  the  criminal  court, 
as  the  cominandant  may  judge  proper. 

VIII.  Every  person  ift  cautioned  to  take  care  of  his 
cloathing:  if  any  person,  whether  free  or  convict,  shall 
buy  or  sell  any  article  of  slop  cloathing,  ho  shall  be  pro. 
iccuted  for  buying,  or  selling  the  king's  stores.

As  it  would  be  convenient  to  have  a  path  to 
the  west  side  of  the  island,  the  commandant 
employed  six  men  to  cut  a  road  from  the  settle- 
ment to  Mou>  ?itt,  and  from  thence  to  Anson 
Bay,  which  was  completed  by  the  21st. 

On  the  27th  of  October  fifteen  acres  of  wheat 
were  in  ear,  and  had  a  good  appearance.  Seven 
acres  of  Indian  corn  also  appeared  in  a  thriving 
state,  though  much  thinned  by  the  grub-worm. 
The  paroquets,  of  which  they  had  myriads, 
were  constantly  destroying  the  wheat,  and  the 
garden  productions,  though  a  number  of  persons 
were  employed  in  beating  them  away  with  long 
poles.  The  carpenters  completed  the  barn  on 
the  9th  of  November:  its  dimensions  were  thirty 
feet  lung,  and  sixteen  wide,  and  it  had  a  loft 
over  it.  It  was  a  complete  building,  and  con- 
veniently situated  in  the  center  of  the  cultivated 
grounds  in  Arthur's  Vale. 

Lieutenant  Cresswell,  on  the  I3th,  turned  a 
turtle  in  a  small  bay  to  the  westward  of  the 
settlement.  He  distributed  it  among  the  free 
persons,  and  others,  as  far  as  it  would  go. 

Robert  Webb,  a  seaman  belonging  to  the 
Sirius,  went  to  the  valley  above  Cascade  Bay  on 
the  15th;  having  obtained  the  commandant's 
consent  to  become  a  settler,  should  Governor 
Phillip  have  no  objection  to  it. 

On  the  3d  of  December,  at  day-light,  the 
Supply  arrived  in  the  road,  and  soon  afterwards 
the  commandant  received  his  letters  from  Go- 
vernor Phillip.  Six  men,  and  eight  women  con- 
victs were  landed,  with  provisions  and  stores  for 
the  settlement.  By  an  order  from  Governor 
Phillip,  all  persons  on  '.he  island  were  put  to 
two-thirds  allowance  of  provisions,  to  commence 
on  the  5th:  the  settlement  at  Port  Jackson  were 
put  to  this  allowance  in  November. 

At  sun-rise  on  the  25th,  the  colours  were 
hoisted,  in  observance  of  Christmas-day.  Divine 
service  was  performed,  two  hogs  ordered  to  be 
killed,  belonging  to  the  crown,  and  issued  to  the 
free  people  and  convicts,  at  the  rate  of  one 
pound  and  a  half  to  each  person.    The  crop  of 

complaining  shall  mention  it  to  the  corporal  of  the  guarfl, 
who  shall  report  it;  when  the  commandant  (or  in  his 
absence,  Lieutenant  John  Cresswell)  will  hear  and  decide 
upon  it. 

X  Disobedience  of  orders,  insolence  to  officers  or  OTer. 
seurs,  or  other  improper  behaviour,  tending  to  disturb  the 
peace,  or  to  be  injurious  to  tho  king's  service,  shall  bo 
severely  punished,  and  honesty  and  regularity  meet  with 
due  encouragcroont  and  reward. 
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wheat  turntng  out  tolerably  well,  two  pounds  of 
Hour  were  also  ordered  to  oacli'  man,  and  one 
pound  to  each  woman,  to-  celebrate  the  festival. 
Those  few  amon^  the  convicts  who  were  found 
industrious,  were  now  rewarded  for  it. 

Kichard  Phillinu)r(>,  a  convict,  had  informed 
the  conuunndant  that  the  term  of  hi^  transporta- 
tion expired  on  the  l(j(li  of  .lanuary,  and  having 
taken  th«^  oulh  aduunistered  on  that  occasion,  he 
expressed  a  wish  of  becoming  a  settler.  Heing 
a  sober   iiiduilrious   miui,  tlie  cummandiuit   iu" 


duigcd  him  with  time  to  look  out  for  a  situa' 
tion  agreeable  to  his  wishes:  at  length  he  fixed 
on  a  spot  in  the  island,  where  he  thought  pro- 
per to  reside,'  on  which  the  commandant  sent 
some  labourers  to  build  him  a  house,  and  t<» 
clear  away  a  little  ground  for  a  coramenvemcnt. 
Ue  also  gave  him  a  sow  with  young,  a4id  some 
poultry.  He  seemed  clearly  of  opinion,  that  in 
about  a  year  or  two  at  the  farthest,  he  should  be 
able  to  support  himself,  without  rct^uiring  anv' 
assistance  from  the  settlement. 


SECTION    XV. 

'llic  Arrhnl  of  the  Sirius  and' Supply  at  M)rfolk  Island — The  Loss  of  the  Sirius— Captain  HinUcr 
and  the  Creic  siucd — General  JMeeting  of  the  0[fivcrs — Regulations  adopted — JSlartial  Law  pro- 
clitinu'd — Lieutenant-Governor  Boss  takes  the  Commando—Lieutenant  King  leaves  Korfolk  Island'

HEARING  a  tumultuous  noise  of  huzzaing 
and  rejoicing,  intelligence  from  England 
was  anticipated;  and,  on  enquiry  into  the  cause, 
it  appeared  that  two  vessels  were  seen  in  the 
offing.  As  the  wind  blew  strong,  and  a  great 
sea  was  running  into  the  bay;  these  vessels,  which 
were  found  to  be  the  Sirius  and  Supply,  bore  up 
for  Ball  Bay,  to  which  place  the  commandant  re- 
paired, and  received  from  Lieutenant  Ball  his 
letters  from  Governor  Phillip.  Our  expectations 
were  again  disappointed,  for,  instead  of  those 
pleasing  hopes  being  realized  which  had  been 
excited  by  the  appearance  of  the  vessels  in  the 
morning,  they  were  informed  that  no  relief  had 
arrived,  nor  had  any  intelligence  been  received 
from  England.  The  commandant  was  also  di- 
rected to  furnish  Lieutenant-Governor  Ross  with 
copies  of  all  such  orders  as  he  had  received  from 
the  Governor,  which  had  not  yet  been  carried 
into  execution;  and  to  leave  him  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  he  had  established  for  pre- 
serving order  and  regularity  among  the  convicts. 
He  was  farther  directed  to  embark  on  board  the 
Sirius,  whose  commander  had  orders  to  receive 
him  on  board,  with  all  such  pctry  officer:,  sea- 
men, and  marines,  belonging  to  that  ship,  who 
Avere  not  desirous  of  becoming  settlers;  direc- 
tions having  been  given  to  the  Lieutenant-Go- 


u 
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v<  r  to  that  effect.  Lieutenant-Governor 
Ro-ss  brought  with  him  one  captain,  five  subal- 
terns, a  great  many  non-eomtnissioned  officers 
and  privates,  and  the  colours:  with  them  also 
were  brought  a  number  of  male  and  female  con- 
victs, and  children;  with  their  proportion  oF 
cloaths,  provisions,  and  stores.  The  two  vessels 
went  round  to-  Cascade  Bay,  where  part  of  the- 
marines,  and  some  of  the  convicts  were  landed  ; 
and  on  the  following  morning,  the  remainder  of 
the  marines  and  convicts,  with  a  considerable 
part  of  their  baggage  were  landed,  and  they 
marched  to  the  settlement.  The  Lieutenant- 
Governor  arrived  at  the  settlement  at  noon.  In 
the  orders  of  the  night,  he  desired  the  com- 
mandant would  continue  the  command  of  the 
island  till  his  departure. 

On  the  1 5th  the  remains  of  the  provisions  and 
stores  on  the  island  were  surveyed  by  Captain 
Johnson,  and  T..ieutenants  Creswell  and  Clark; 
after  which  Lieutenant  King  got  the  receipts 
from  Mr.  Roger  Morley,  to  whom  he  had  given 
an  order  to  act  as  store-keeper,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  GovernorJPhillip.  This  day  Jeremiah 
Leary,  a  convict,  ran  the  gantlet  among  the  con- 
victs for  theft,  and  was  severely  punished.  The 
two  vessels  were  working  up  for  the  island;  and 
at  one  in  the  afleruoon  tne  Supply  came  into  the 
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f0sd,  Tanded  a  quantity  of  baggage,  some  stock, 
and  thirteen  casks  of  provisions*. 

At  ten  in  the  morning  of  the  2\»t,  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Ross,  Captain  Hunter,  all  tiiu  coui- 
iiiissioned  officers  of  the  marines,  and  of  the 
Sirius,  and  Lieutenant  King,  assembled  in  tlic 
covcrnnient  house;  with  a  view  of  establishing 
uiiirtial  law  till  further  orders,  there  being  no 
law  in  force  on  the  island  by  which  criminals 
might  be  punished  with  death  fur  capital  of- 
fences, [t  was  therefore  unanimously  agreed, 
that  in  all  cases  where  sentence  of  death  was  pro- 
nounced, five  persons  out  of  seven  should  con-' 
ciir  in  opinion.  It  was  also  resolved,  that  all 
priviite  stock,  Indian  corn,  tfnd  potatoes,  should 
1)6  delivered  to  the  store-keeper,  and  appropriated 
for  the  use  of  the  public ;  and  that  every  person 
should  be  limited  to  half  allowance  of  provisions 
till  it  should  be  known  what  quantity  could  be 
saved  from  the  wreck;  and  that  three  locks 
should  be  put  on  the  store  house  and  barn ;  one 
kcv  of  which  to  be  possessed  by  Captain  Hunter, 
another  in  the  possession  of  a  person  to  be  named 
by  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  the  third  by  a 
person  to  be  named  by  the  convicts.  These  re- 
solutions were  agreed  to,  and  signed  by  the 
parties  assembled.    . 

At  eight  in  the  morning  of  the  22d,  all  per- 
sons on  the  island  were  assembled  near  the  lower 
flag-shaft,  on  which  the  union  was  hoisted.  The 
marines  were  drawn  up  in  two  lines;  the  colours 
of  the  detachment  unfurled:  the  Sirius's  crew 
were  drawn  up  on  the  right  and  the  convicts  on 
the  left;  the  officers  being  then  in  the  center. 
The  proclamation  was  then  read,  declaring  that 
the  island  was  to  be  governed  by  martial  law. 

*  Nu  landing  could  be  atii-inptcd  on  tlic  18lh:  on  the 
19th  the  wind  grew  more  niDilei.itc,  and  at  il.iy-light  the 
Supply  came  into  the  road,  and  the.  Sirins  was  at  some  dis. 
taiice  to  the  sonthw.ird,  standing  in  for  the  isliind.  'I'hi  ro 
being  Tcry  fine  landing,  Lieutenant  King  made  the  sii{tial 
that  large  boat*  could  land  safely,  and  by  ten  o'clock  e\ery 
thing  was  received  from  the  Sii|y()ly:  soon  afterwards,  the 
Sirius  hove  to,  in  order  to  hoist  her  boats  out,  which, 
bi'ina;  accomplished,  she  made  sail ;  but  the  tide  of  flood 
still  ran  very  strong,  and  she  could  not  weather  the  outer 
rock  of  the  reef  which  runs  off  point  Ross;  unfortunately 
the  wind  shifted  to  the  south-east,  and  forced  her  near  the 
island:  she  was  now  hove  on  stays,  but  having  fresh 
stcrn-vay,  she  tailed  on  the  reef  and  struc  k.  'J'lie  masts 
were  instantly  cut  away,  and  only  tNvo  boats'  load  of  pro. 
visions  could  be  got  out.  At  live  o'clock  the  surgeon's 
mate  came  on  ihorc  by  the  grating,  being  hauled  through  a 
Tfry  great  surf;  he  brought  a  note  from  Captain  Hunter, 


In  the  afternoon  John  Urannagin  and  Williani 
Dring  (two  convicts)  ullercd  their  services  to  go 
on  board  the  wreck,  to  heave  the  live  sfock  over; 
and,  haviitg  obtained  permission,  sent  a  number 
of  pigb  and  some  poultry  on  shore,  but  they 
continued  on  board:  at  the  dusk  of  the  evening, 
a  light  was  observed  in  the  after  part  of  the  ship; 
on  which  a  volley  of  small  arms  were  fired,  to 
oblige  them  to  quit  the  deck,  or  put  the  light 
out;  which  not  being  done,  a  three  pounder 
shot  was  fired  into  the  wreck,  but  without  eflect. 
In  consequence  of  this  John  Arscot,  a  convict 
carpenter,  offered  to  go  off;  and  though  it  was 
very  dark,  and  the  surf  ran  very  high,  he  got 
on  board,  and  obliged  the  other  two  convicts 
to  quit  the  wreck  by  the  hawser.  Arscot  bailed 
the  shore,  but  they  could  not  perfectly  under- 
stand him.  Brannagin,  one  of  the  convicts  was 
drunk  when  he  came  on  shore. 

On  the  23(1,  the  master  of  the  Sirius,  with' 
eight  men,  went  on  board  the  wreck  by  the 
hawser,  and  a  triangle  was  erected  on  the  reef, 
to  keep  the  bight  of  the  hawser  from  the  ground;: 
which  would  greatly  facilitate  the  landing  any 
article  from  the  wreck.  The  master  informed 
Captain  Hunter,  by  a  note,  that  Brannagin  and 
Dring,  the  two  convicts,  had  set  fire  to  the  wreck, 
which  had  burnt  through  the  gun  deck;  but  had- 
fortunately  been  extinguished  by  Arscot,  who 
went  on  board  to  send  them  out  of  the  ship.  On 
this  information  they  were  ordered  into  confine- 
ment, previous  to  their  being  tried  for  setting, 
fire  to  the  wreck. 

The  weather  behig  moderate  and  pleasant  in 
the  morning  of  the  2it\\,  Lieutenant  King  went 
on  board  the  Supply,  with  Lieutenants  Water- 
desiring  to  know  if  the  commandant  thought  it  would  be 
safe  for  the  sailors  to  abide  by  the  wreck  all  night.  He 
made  a  signal  for  the  wreck  to  be  quitted,  and  by  the  time' 
it  grew  dark,  the  captain  and  most  of-  the  sailors  were  on 
shore,  being  dragged  through  a  very  heavy  surf.  Oantain 
Hunter  and  Mr.  Watcrhouse  were  got  on  shore  toge*ierj 
the  former  being  so  much  cxhauste<i  that  lie  had  nearly 
quitted  his  hold  :  the  first  and  second  Lieutenant,  with  some 
of  the  sailors,  remained  on  board  all  night. 

When  the  ship  struck,  Lieutenant  Governor  Ross  order, 
ed  the  drums  to  assemble  the  marines  and, convicts:  martial' 
law  was  then  i)roclaimcd;  the  officers  and  marines  were 
ordercc'  to  wear  their  side-arms:  guards  were  set  over  the 
burn  and  store-houses;  and  some  other  necessary  regula- 
tions enforced  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor.  On  the  '20th, 
by  four  o'clock,  every  person  ^v^as  got  out  of  the  wreck, 
without  any  other  accident  tbau  rccciviug  a  few  bruises. 
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house  and  Fowell,  and  twenty-two  of  the  crew, 
belonging  to  the  late  Siriua. 

Cumorij  Remarks  on  J^orfolk  Island,  extract- 
ed from  Lieutenant  King's  narrative.  Thii 
island  is  a  long  square,  containing  about  four- 
teen thousand  acres:  it  is  six  miles  in  length, 
and  four  in  breadth.  It  L  hilly,  but  there  are 
some  extensive  plains  on  the  summits  of  those 
hills.  Mount  Piti  is  very  remarkable,  being 
about  two  hundred  fathoms  high.  The  whole 
island  is  covered  with  a  very  thick  forest,  choak- 
ed  up  with  underwood. 

It  is  supplied  with  several  streams  of  very  fine 
^ater,  some  of  which  are  sufficiently  large  io 
turn  a  number  of  mills.  On  a  hill,  near  the 
middle  of  the  island,  there  is  a  pond  of  fresh 
-water  of  about  lialf  an  acre,  with  no  rivulet 
near  it,  nor  any  spring  to  be  perceived ;  yet  it  is 
always  full  in  the  greatest  drought,  and  has  a 
very  good  taste.  All  the  streams  abound  with 
fine  eels. 

As  a  proof  of  the  salubrity  of  the  air  of  this 
island,  the  commandant  asserted  that  there  had 
hardly  been  any  sickness  since  he  landed  in  it; 
nor  had  his  people  any  illness,  except  a  few 
colds. 

There  are  only  five  sorts  of  trees  on  the  island 
that  are  entitled  to  the  appellation  of  timber; 
viz.  the  pine,  a  wood  resembling  the  live  oak; 
a  yellow  wood;  a  hard  black  wood;  and  a  wood 
resembling  the  English  beach.  The  pine-trees 
are  from  one  hundred  and  eighty  to  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty  feet  high.  The  iurpentine, 
which  exudes  freely  from  the  bark,  is  of  a  white 
glutinous  substance,  but  it  is  remarkable  that 
there  is  none  in  the  timber.  There  are  a  variety 
of  small  trees  upon  the  island;  but  as  they  are 
not  useful,  they  are  not  more  particularly  de- 
scribed.   The  flax-plant  of  New  Zealand  grows 


*  From  the  goodness  of  the  soil  of  Norfolk  Island,  Mr. 
King  supposes  it  capable  of  maintainiog  at  least  one  bun. 


spontaneously,  and  in  great  quantities  in  many 
parts  of  the  island,  but  chiefly  on  the  coustn,  mi 
in  the  vallies  near  the  sea. 

The  coasts  abound  with  excellent  fiah,  which 
are  principally  the  snapper,  and  weigh  from  fuur 
to  eight  pounds  each. 

The  spring  is  very  visible  in  August,  but  (lie 
trees  on  many  parts  of  the  island  are  in  u  con- 
stant succession  of  flowering  and  seeding  tim 
whole  year  round.  The  summer  is  extremely 
hot.  From  the  !^d  of  September,  17S9,  to  (he 
'■^'■Zd  of  February,  1790,  not  a  drop  of  rain  fell, 
excepting  on  two  days  in  December.  From  Fe- 
bruary to  August  may  be  called  the  rainy  sea- 
son ;  though  there  is  not  any  regular  time  of  rain 
during  these  months,  the  weather  being  some- 
times very  fine  for  a  fortnight  together;  but 
when  the  rain  does  fall,  it  pours  in  torrentii. 
The  winter,  which  may  be  said  to  begin  in 
April,  and  end  in  July,  is  very  pleasant:  there 
is  never  any  frost;  but  when  the  south-west  winds 
blow,  which  are  frequent  and  violent  in  these 
months,  the  air  is  raw  and  cold.  The  south- 
east and  east  winds  are  very  parching  and  drv, 
as  no  dew  falls  during  the  prevalence  of  these 
winds.  The  south-east  wind  blows  during  the 
summer  with  very  little  variation,  and  sometimes 
very  strong*. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  left  on  Norfolk 
Island,  when  Lieutenant  King  quitted  it,  were 
as  follow:

dred  families,  allowing  to  each  a  hundred  acres  of  ground, 
and  reserving  two  thousand  acres  fur  fuel. 
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AYING  received  from  povcnior  Phiiiip 
the  dispatches  for  his  Majesty's  princi- 
pal §ecrefpr^  ,of  stote^  and  lor  tlie  secretary 
of  the  Adimralty,  together  wi(h  tlie  governor's 
order  to  go  on  board  the  Supply,  and  to  pro- 
ceed In  her  to'Batavin,  and  from  thence  to  Eng- 
land with  the  i^bove  dispatclics;  and  Lieutenant 
Ball,  having  also  received  his  orders.  Lieutenant 
King  look  his  leave  of  the  governor,  and  at  noon 
on  the  17th  of  April  they  set  sail.  From  this 
time  till  the  22d,  they  had  variable  weather. 
Lieutenant  Ball  was  directed  to  call  at  Norfolk 
Island,  if  it  could  be  eflfected  without  the  loss  of 
much  time ;  but  as  the  winds  were  hanging  to 
the  eastward,  he  thought  proper  to  proceed  on 
the  voyage,  and  accordingly  bore  up  (n  go  to  the 
westward  of  the  shoal  seen  by  the  Golden  Grove. 

At  noon  on  ihe  3d  of  IMav,  lliey  were  drawing 
liear  the  situation  in  which  Lieutenant  Shortland 
had  discovered  land,  and  being  surrounded  by 
birds',  and  a  number  of  trees  floating  about  the 
vessel,  they  were  induced  to  suppose  themselves 
(lot  very  distant  from  it. 

On  the  4th  they  sounded,  but  got  no  groimd 
with  150  fathoms  of  line;  at  noon  it  apjjearcd 
like  a  small  isUnd.  covered  with  trees;  tlic  wea- 
ther was  hot  and  sultry,  with  dark  heavy  clouds 
all  round  the  horizon  :  they  had  a  great  deal  of 
thunder  and  lightning,  attended  with  heavy  rain. 
In  the  afternoon  of  the  6th  they  pcrcei\ed  two 
small  islands,  appearing  to  trend  north-north-east, 
and  south-southrwest;  the  niain  land  lying  ii  little 
to  the  westward  of  theiu. 

In  the  morning  of  the  19th,  they  saw  an  island 
bearing  weat  by  north,  six  or  seven  leagues  dis- 

•  The  natives  In  the  canoes  were  the  stoutest  and  heal, 
thicst  that  our  navigators  had  ever  Itet'urc  seen ;  tluir  Mn 
appoarrd  perfectly  smooth,  and  free  from  any  disorder, 
and  they  were  entirely  nalicd.  They  wore  of  a  copper 
culotir,  and  their  hair  roseml»le«l  that  of  tho  iNow  llol. 
landers  t  Eome  of  their  beards  extended  to  the  ii.ivel,  and 
much  art  ^UQihcd  tp  have  been  used  in  forming,  them  into 
ringlets;  the  prevailing  fashion  on  this  island  appearing  to 
bo  that  of  kecpiiij;  the  beard  kvell  combed,  curled,  and 
oiled.    The  strength  and  healthy  appearance  of  these  people 
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tant:  as  it  lay  directly  in  their  course,  they  soon 
perceived  that  it  was  inhabited,  and  beficid  a 
numl^T  of  peopl'^  standing  on  the  south  point, 
and  observed  .several  canoes  coming  ofl'  to  meet 
them:  but  as  the  vessel  approached  them,  they 
pad'.lied  towards  the  shore;  still,  however,  they 
!>'.:emcd  inclined  to  be  sociable,  and  the  vessel  be- 
ing hove  to,  they  speedily  came  near  them  ;  but 
no  invitation  or  intreaty  could  prevail  on  them 
to  come  along-side.  /  .  iength,  two  of  the  ca- 
noes, with  seven  men  in  each,  and  two  others, 
with  two  men  each,  came  close  under  the  stcrn^ 
but  not  a  man  of  them  would  venture  on  board : 
it  was  not  without  great  difliculty  that  they  were 
prevailed  on  to  come  near  enough  to  receive  a 
string  of  beads,  which  were  let  down  over  the 
stern;  after  which  they  all  paddled  hastily  to- 
wards the  land.  While  these  canecs  were  near 
the  vessel,  the  beach  on  the  island  wa«  covered 
with  natives ;  and  on  the  south  point  of  the 
island,  a  man  stood  alone,  with  a  lonj>-  j>ble  in 
his  haiid,  with  something  annexed  to  it,  which 
oficratcd  rnt  a  signal  to  those  in  the  canoes.  The 
hirgest  of  these  canoes  appeared  to  be  about 
twenty-eight  feet  in  length.  Each  liad  a  long 
out-rigger,  to  provent  them  from  over-setting  *. 

At  sun-set  they  saw  another  island,  be!»ring 
west  by  north  :  it  appeared  to  be  about  seventy 
miles  ill  circumference.  This  island  is  surround- 
ed by  a  sandy  beach,  on  which  the  surf  beats 
with  violence:  plenty  of  canoes  werelying  near  the 
beach,  and  some  parts  of  the  shore  were  covered 
with  the  natives;  but  none  of  them  attempted  tO 
come  otr.  Several  houses  were  observed  among 
the  trees,  which  appeared  to  be  large  and  well 

greatly  excited  the  admiration  of  tho  Europeans,  who  were 
astonished  tliat  so  small  a  spot  should  support  the  va.<-tni|m. 
Uer  ot  inhabitants  they  saw  on  the  island,  all  of  whom  ap- 
peared as  strong  and  handsome  as  those  they  had  obscrveil 
in  the  canoes;  one  thousand  inhabitants  arc  supposed  to 
exist  upon  this  island,  which  Lieutenant  Ball  named  Tench's 
liiaiul,  from  Captain  VV'atkin  Tench  of  the  marines.  Aft'^r 
lyin<;  to  near  an  hour,  and  perceiving  they  could  hare  no 
farther  intercourse  with  (he  natives,  they  bore  up  and  kept 
on  their  course,  steering  west  by  north. 

8  Z  constructed ; 
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constructed;  and  the  island  had  a  luxuriant  and 
pictqj[csque  appearance.  It  obtained  the  name 
of  Prince  William  licnry's  Island,  in  honour  of 
his  Roval  Highness  the  Duke  of  Clarence. 

At  day-light  on  the  5th  of  June,  they  saw  an 
island  bearing*  north-west,  and  at  eight  in  the 
morning  of  the  6th,  being  close  under  the  east 
side  of  Kercolang,  they  saw  a  canoe  with  u  matt 
sail  coming  towards  them :  the  natives  instantly 
appeared  under  the  stern  without  any  signs  of 
fear.  This  canoe  contained  twelve  Malays,  who 
were  all  cloathed.  The  out-riggers  of  the  ca- 
noe, which  were  long  and  slight,  would  not  per- 
mit them  to  come  along-side  ;  but  a  jacket  and 
hatchet  being  given  thorn,  and  intimations  being 
made  to  them  to  go  on  shore  and  bring  some- 
thing to  eat,  they  quitted  the  vessel,  and  went  to- 
wards the  shore,  where  they  were  followed. 
Before  they  landed,  a  larger  canoe,  with  fifteen 
Malays  in  it  vrent  to  the  canoe  which  had  left 
them;  and,  as  they  were  not  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  shore.  Lieutenants  King  and  Ball 
went  in  the  jolly-boat,  and  joined  the  two  ca- 
noes:  on  this  two  of  the  Malays  jumped  out  of 
the  canoes  into  their  boat,  and  went  inunedi- 
ately  to  the  oars.  Such  a  step  could  not  be  mis- 
understood :  it  was  absolutely  saying,  "  we  put 
ourselves  entirely  in  your  power  without  any  pre- 
caution." When  they  approached  the  beach, 
and  observed  the  surf  breaking  on  it,  they  made 
signs  for  the  tanocs  to  go  on  shore,  and  bring 
some  cocoa-nuts  and  plantains,  as  they  perceived 
vast  quantities  on  the  trees. 

Several  canoes  appeared  soon  after,  which 
were  laden  with  cocoa-nuts,  yams,  plantains 
sweet  potatoes,  rice,  and  several  other  articles, 
all  which  were  purchased  by  axes,  and  other 
barfler:  soon  after  which  Ihcy  returned  on  board, 
and  were  followed  by  upwards  of  a  hundred 
canoes.  The  island  of  Kercolang  is  about 
ninety  miles  in  circumference,  and  is  in  general 
of  a  very  convenient  height.  These  Malays 
wore  no  offensive  weapons  among  them,  except- 
ing two  which  were  on  «he  beach,  who  had 
something  ret^cmbling  halbirts  in  their  hands; 
and  they  knew  not  whether  these  were  formed  of 
vood  or  iron.     The  houses,  which  seemed  to  be 


•  Swing  a  brig  at  anchor  under  ttio  land,  Lieutenant 
King  and  Ball  went  on  board  her,  where  they  learned  tiiat 
tint  point  of  Pamonakan  bore  south  south- west  from  them, 
on  which  they  returaeJ  oa  board  the  Supply,  and  made  sail; 


erected  on  posts,  were  well  built  and  neatly 
thatched :  and  their  fishing-hooks  and  lines  are 
chiefly  European.  The  natives  are  apparently  a 
mild  and  quiet  people ;  and  the  confidence  that 
was  placed  in  them  sufficiently  proved  that 
strangers  were  not  unwelcome  guests  atnong  tbeni. 
Their  cloathing  was  a  coarse  kind  of  calico 
though  some  of  them  wore  silk:  and  many  ef 
them  bad  a  kind  of  turban  round  their  heads :  a 
Chinese  pointed  hat  was  also  worn  by  several  of 
them. 

From  the  6th  to  the  10th  of  Juntf,  they  had 
fresh  gales  of  wind  at  west,  with  heavy  squalls, 
and  much  rain,  which  often  obliged  them  to 
claw  all  up.  On  the  10th  Lieutenant  Ball  de- 
clined his  plan  of  going  through  the  streights  of 
Macasscr,  and  adopted  that  of  making  t!ie  pas- 
sage between  Celebes  and  GiMa,  through  the  Ma- 
luccas  ajid  the  streights  of  Salayer. 

At  noon  on  the  14th,  Cigola  bore  from  soufli 
by  west  half  west,  to  east  by  north.  On  the 
16th  they  were  directly  opposite  three  remark- 
able conical  hills :  at  midnight  they  had  a  per- 
fect deluge  of  raiu,  attended  with  fierce  light- 
ning and  loud  thunder  which  continued  two 
hours,  after  which  the  weather  became  serene 
and  pleasant.  At  day-light  on  the  t^Sth,  the 
island  of  Salayer  bore  from  south  40*"^  we?t  to 
north  80°  east,  and  thr  entrance  of  the  streightj 
north  70"  west.  The  island  of  Salayer  apjiears 
to  be  well  inhabited,  and  cultivated  to  advantage. 
The  houses  appeared  to  bo  very  good  ones. 

At  half  past  three  in  the  morning  of  the  5lh, 
a  small  island  was  seen  bearing  west  half  south. 
not  more  than  a  mile  and  a  halT  from  the  slim: 
on  this  they  hauled  their  wind  to  the  southward. 
and  tacked  occasionally  till  day-light.  Thi< 
island  is  named  in  the  charts Ph/o  Packit,  it  is  vcrv 
low  and  covered  with  trees.  Ships  bound  to  the 
westward,  or  to  Ratavia  from  Crimon  Javit. 
should  steer  west  half  nocth,  or  to  west  bv  north 
to  avoid  the  shoal  to  the  northward  of  Pulo 
Packit*. 

The  next  morning  Lieutenant  King  waited  on 
tlie  general  at  the  request  of  Lieutenant  Ball,  to 
settle  the  salute,  which  took  place  at  tive  in  thr 
evening;  when  the  Supply  saluted  the  fort  with 

and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  (!th,  they  anchored  in  [ktarii 
road.  Upwards  of  thirty  Dutch  fihips  were  sen)  l^iiij; 
thcro,  besides  a  cunfiilfrable  number  of  Knows  aiul  Chi.ie.'C 
Junks. 
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nine  gum,  which  were  returned  by  an  equivalent 
number  *. 

After  a  competent  investigation  of  this  busi- 
ness, no  other  answer  could  be  got  than,  that  the 
council  were  to  be  requested  to  permit  Lieute- 
nant Ball  to  purchase  whatp-.er  he  wanted,  and 
to  engage  a  vessel  to  carry  what  he  might  want 
to  Port  Jackson  :  tliis  being  adjusted,  they  took 
their  leave.     The  Shebander  drew  up  a  request, 
which  Lieutenant  Ball  signed,  and  the  follovviiig 
day  it  was  presented  to  the  council,  at  which  the 
director-general  presided  (the  general  being  then 
indisposed. )     Every  thing  was  granttui ;  but  they 
refused  to  interfere  in  taking  up  a  vessel,  or  in 
purchasing     provisions,     alledging    that    those 
matters  were  to  be  conducted  b;  Lieutenant  Ball. 
As  every  vessel  here  either  belonged  to  the  com- 
pany, or  was  not  capable  of  suili  a  voyage,  it 
was  lor  a  short  time  doubtful  whether  any  one 
could  be  procured.     At  length,  the  .Shebander, 
hearing  that  a  snow  of  about  230  tons  lay  at  a 
port  called  Samarri',  he  offered  her  to  Lieute- 
nant Ball ;  saying  he  would  purchase  her  and 
fit  her  out  completely,  if  Mr.  Ball  would  en- 
gage to  pay  eighty-six  rix  dollars  a  ton  for  the 
voyage:  the  Shebander  to  take  all  risques  upon 
himself,  with  respect  to  the  loss  of  the  vessel. 
As  the  necessity  for  provisions  was  urgent,  and  as 
no  other  veaB^:!  »^*as  to  be  procured,   Lieutenant 
Ball  thought  proper  lo  «':uer  into  the  agreement, 
and  the  Snow  was  acnt   for.     Provisions  were 
easily  purchased,  aid  at  a  reasonable  rate:  very 
encellent  beef  and  T*ork  were  brought  at  *ix-pence 
per  pound.     Of  dour,  little  could  be  procured, 
as  all  the  people  here  eat  rice,  whether  they  are 
Europeans  or  natives, 

As  Batavia  has  been  amply  described  in  Cap- 
tain Cook's  first  voyage,  an  elaborate  account  of 
this  splendid  place  might  be  thought  super- 
6uou8;  but  as  these  pages  may  probably  full  into 
the  hands  of  some  who  have  read  no  ot!'.er  ac- 


*  On  the  8»h,  Lieutenant  l$all  waited  on  the  genera',  ac- 
compaiiicd  by  the  Sliebandcr  and  LieiiU-nant  Kiiij;.  As  (he 
general  coul'i  not  speak  any  other  language  tlian  Dutch, 
and  the  Shebander  knew  too  little  Knglish  to  exvhiu  him- 
self  tuRiciently,  Lieutenant  King  w.as  obliged  to  interpret 
between  Lieutenant  Ball  and  the  Shebander.  And  iu-re  it 
may  be  necessary  to  remark,  that,  durins;  this  conversa- 
tion, which  was  in  the  general's  olliee,  thoy  were  not  a^kcd 
to  sit  down.  Had  the  general  been  polite  enough  to  have 
made  the  offer,  there  was  not  a  second  chair  in  the  apart- 
ment. 


count,  our  editor  subjoins  such  remarks  as  oc- 
curred to  him  during  his  residence  there. 

From  the  best  accounts  it  appears,  that  thei 
city  and  its  environs  cover  a  space  of  about  eighty 
square  miles:  it  is  situated  half  a  mile  from  the 
sea-shore,  and  has  a  communication  with  it  by  a, 
canal,  which  will  admit  vessels  of  eight  feet 
draught  of  water.  Tiie  city  is  erected  on  a  flat^ 
extending  forty  leagues  to  the  foot  cf  the  nearest 
mountains.  Two  large  rivers,  divided  into  a^ 
number  of  canals,  pass  through  the  principal 
stieets,  and  on  both  side.s  of  the  different  roads: 
these  canals  are  navigable  for  large  boats,  and 
are  planted  with  trees  on  each  side,  cut  in  the 
form  of  a  fan.  The  streets  are  well  drawn  at 
right  angles,  and  are  generally  wide  and  well 
paved  :  a  double  row  of  trees  are  planted  along 
the  sides,  which  impedes  tlu;  circulation  of  aiiy 
and  contributes  to  the  unhc:ilthiiiess  of  the  place. 
Alaiiy  of  (he  biiildin2;s  are  inagiiificcnt,  and  th^ 
houses  are  finished  with  elegance  and  neatness. 
The  inhabitants  ard  particularly  attent've  to  the 
pre^^Ti  ition  of  r'eanliness,  which  tends  to  me- 
liorate the  intense  heut  of  the  place. 

No  European  can  appear  \yilhout  a  carriage, 
the  paint  of  which,  and  his  other  equipage, 
identify  the  rank  of  (he  owner;  to  whom  proper 
respect  must  be  paid  by  inferiors,  under  certain 
ptnalties.  The  town  is  not  well  defended,  the 
fortifications  being  irregular  and  extensive :  the 
walls,  which  are  jiainted,  are  very  low  :  it  is 
surrounded  with  a  wide  and  deep  canal ;  but 
the  best  defence  of  (his  settlement  is  its  insalu- 
brity. The  citadel,  or  castle,  is  situated  <m  the 
right  of  the  city;  in  which  are  deposited  a  vast 
quantitv  of  cannon,  and  other  implements  of 
war;  tlie  governor-general,  and  (he  rest  of  (he 
company's  servants,  have  apartments;  and  iiere 
the  governor  and  council  assemble  twice  a  week 
to  transact  all  public  business  f . 

The  roads,  or  beautiful  avenues,  leading  from 

the 


+  The  suburbs  are  inhabited  by  the  Chinese  and  Portiiw 
fiuese:  the  houses  of  the  former  arc  numerous,  but  they  are 
low  and  dirty.  The  number  of  Chinese  in  Bata'via,  In  1788, 
was  two  hundred  thousand.  They  carry  on  every  trade  or 
occupation  ;  many  of  them  arc  extremely  rich,  but  tliey  are 
subject  to  great  exarttjus  from  the  company,  or  their  se.r- 
vants.  They  are  permitted  to  farm  the  duties  of  expordu 
lion  and  importation,  for  which  they  pay  tha  companv 
twelve  thousand  rix  dollars  in  silver  money  per  month. 
Goods  belonging  to  the  company  a<-o  exempt  from  duties, 
but  those  of  every  other  person  pay  eight  per  ceut. 
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the  tliffcrcnl  gates  of  the  city,  are  lined  with 
buildings;  which  nature  and  art  have  contributed 
to  render  commodious:  every  house  has  a  large 
garden,  where  elegance  and  convjnience  arc  alike 
consulted.  These  houses  are  occupied  by  the 
most  respectable  people  of  Batavia. 
-  The  government  of  this  island,  and  indeed 
of  all  the  Dutch  possessions  in  India,  is  lodged 
in  the  governor-general,  assisted  by  a  number 
of  counsellors,  called  "  Counsellors  of  India." 
The  number  is  not  fixed ;  but  twelve  of  them 
must  reside  at  Batavia.  At  this  time,  there  is 
one  who  governs  at  each  of  the  following  places, 
rix.  Cochin,  Ceylon,  Macasser,  and  at  the  em- 
peror's court  at  Jamarre,  or  Java,  where,  it  is 
said,  400  European  cavalry  are  kept,  to  do 
honour  to  the  emperor. 

The  council  meet  every  Tuesday  and  Friday 
in  the  council-room  at  the  casUe  Every  tliinr; 
relating  to  the  civil  and  militaiy  government, 
commerce,  and  every  other  concern  of  the  com- 
pany, IS  transacted  by  this  council :  but  the  go- 
vernor-general has  a  plenary  power  to  put  in 
rxeculion  any  measure  he  muy  judge  necessary, 
for  the  good  of  the  company  *. 

The  deference  paid  to  rank  is  not  confined  to 
carriages,  but  cxten(»  to  individuals :  no  person 
under  the  rank  of  an  aide  literen  is  permitted  to 
Avear  velvet. 

When  Lieutenant  Kiiiir  was  at  BaJavia,  there 
were  only  five  Kur(t|ii';iii  wonicn  on  (he  island  of 
J.ivii,  the  rest  being  born  of  IMahiy  or  Creole 
mothers:  it  is  indeed  di^tressinii:  to  see  how  much 
thev  aft'ect  the  njanners  of  their  Malay  slaves  in 
chewing  beetle,  and  «)llier  (iisiuret'cihie  prattiees. 
The  ladies  wear  a  looi^e  white  or  flowered  muslin 


robe,  which  is  open  and  large,  extending  to  tha 
wrists  and  neck :  much  time,  however,  is  em- 
ployed in  the  arrangement  of  their  hair,  which 
is  generally  long,  black,  and  thick :  it  is  ga- 
thered into  a  knot  on  the  back  part  of  the  head 
and  is  so  nicely  combed  that  not  a  single  hair  is 
out  of  its  place:  round  this  a  wreath  of  dianiordi 
is  displayed,  which  is  more  or  less  valuable,  ac- 
cording to  the  circumstances  of  the  wearer.  In 
the  evenings,  a  wreath  of  jessamine  is  placed 
round  the  hair,  which  gives  it  an  agreeable 
perfume  f. 

On  the  21st  of  July,  the  Snclheid,  a  packet 
of  140  tons,  belonging  to  the  company,  arrived 
at  Onrust,  and  Lieutenant  King  applied  to  the 
governor  and  council  for  a  passage  to  Europe  in 
that  vessel.  On  this  occasion,  the  captain  of  (iio 
packet  was  ordered  to  receive  him,  for  which  lie 
paid  190  rix  dollars  into  the  company's  chest, 
The  Older  to  the  captain  specified,  that  in  con- 
sideration of  that  sum  bemg  paid,  he  was  to 
have  a  passage  to  Europe  in  the  Snelheid,  and  to 
be  accommodated  and  victualled  as  a  !<:)ilor.  He 
was  therefore  obliged  to  make  a  further  agrro- 
ment  with  the  captain  fcr  the  use  of  half  of  his 
cabin,  for  which  he  was  to  pay  him  JOO  rix- 
dollars,  and  his  proportion  of  what  provisioni 
were  laid  in  by  him,  above  what  the  company 
allowed. 

The  caplain  of  ihe  packet  having  received  liis 
final  orders.  They  sailed  from  Odttst  on  the  Itli 
of  August,  and  in  itlie  evening  ot.  ihe  5th,  wire 
clear  of  the  streii;h(s  of  Sunda. 

Now  tiie  pestii'eroiis  air  of  Hatavfi  began  (o 
shew  itself,  tor  the  vessel  had  not  be  a  five  davs 
at  sea  before  siv  men  were  attacked  with  the 


The  Chinese  biiryinn-i^round  is  ahoiit  thrre  qiiarU'rs  of 
aiiiil»>  from  th(!  city,  and  cdiisists  of  fifte'.'n  or  twenJv-arjvs  j 
for  thf  ;iinii.il  rent  of  thii  ground,  they  pay  trii  tliousand 
fix  dollars;  .iiid,  at  (he  e>pira(ion  of  every  ten  years,  (hey 
re,purchase  it  for  a  viry  coiisidc-;  ble  sum,  as  rcgiiiafcd  by 
(ha  c""'-"''""''  '''"'  '''»'i>''''.  A  person  .  !'  conscijiicncc  as. 
surrd  I-ieuteiiant  Kii'S  (hat  the  Chinese  pay  twenly  tiiou- 
fBnd  riv  dollars  a  >  ear,  for  the  privile^i- >  f  wearinn  their 
liair  queued,  Thes.'  indiiK'rious  p.'ople  aro  also  siihjert  to 
many  other  impositions.  It  is  reiiiarkahe,  that  the  Chinese 
are  the  only  stran^erii  nhirh  are  not  aft'erted  by  the  un- 
healtliiness  of  the  plan  ,  Imt  much  may  be,  i.aid  in  fuTour 
of  their  (euiporanri'  and  ri'  ular  uumner  tf  living. 

*  The  present  j(overn()r-j{encral,  whose  name  is  William 
Arnold  .Aliini;,  has  beei  nsident  more  llian  thirty  year)  at 
Batavia  ;  eleven  of  whi.i>  ho  has  been  soveruor.(;eneral  : 
his  priva(e  charai  ter  is  said  to  be  amiable  and  respectable  : 
but  how  any  man  po8sesse<l  i  f  common  feelini^s,  can  sulVer 
tuch  humiliations  from  those  around  liim,  it  is  diificuU  to 


conceive,  Wlun  any  persim  approaches  the  general  to 
speak  to  him,  lii-i  beha\iitur  and  aiKlrcss  mn^t  be  the  ni(i<i 
abject  iniaginable;  and  the  re.<|)ect  and  profound  suhmisMDii 
which  every  servant  ot  the  eompaii)-,  and  every  inhaliitaiil 
must  assume  on  these  occasions,  are  iittle  short  of  adurti.

I  Onrust  is  a  ver)  suiait  island,  about  a  (juarter  of  a  iiiil> 
in  cirrumference,  -i.  a(ed  about  in'o  leagues  and  a  half 
from  Uatavia.  It  Is  surrounded  by  gnni,  and  there  is  a 
kinil  of  ci(a(lel  on  it.  Onrust  is  '-tipposed  to  be  inori 
healthy  than  Katavia;  but  when  i(  is  admiitvd  (hat  tHiiilt 
men  are  constantly  employed  in  inalvint;  cufliiis  for  those  W..'. 
die  OH  the  island,  it  cannot  bo  ihou^lit  a  vary  ^afc  iiitiu. 
tloa. 
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putrid  fever  :  and  very  soon  afterwards,  the  cap- 
tain, bis  two  mates,  and  all  the  sailors,  except 
four,  were  unable  to  get  out  of  their  beds.     It 
w'as  an  aggravation  to  the  horror  of  this  situa- 
tion, that  the  surgeon,  who  indeed  knew  very 
little  of  his  professiois,  was  so  ill  that  he  could 
not  even  help  himself.     In  this  dilemma,  Lieu- 
fenant  Kir.j^  found  it  necessary  to  use  every  means 
for  self-preservation ;  and   having  obtained  the 
consent  of  the  captain  (who  w^s  not  yet  deli- 
cious) and  thi!  chief  mate,  he  spoke  to  the  only 
four  men  wlio  were  well,   and  represented  to 
tl.em,  that  going  bclcw  'vould  subject  them  to 
the  infection :  he  assured  them  that  he  would  not 
go  below  himself,  excepi  on  extraordinary  oc- 
casions,  when   he  would   use  every  precaution 
against  the  infection  :  and  he  further  observed 
that  the  preservation  of  their  lives  nnd  the  vessel, 
with  the  recovery  of  those  who  were  sitk,  de- 
pended upon  their  conforming  to  his  orders;  and 
that  he  hoped,  with  God'"  assistance,  not  only 
to  preserve  them  in  health,  but  to  conduct  the 
vessel  into  a  port.     They  promised  him  implicit 
obedience,  and  be  began  to  make  a  tent  on  the 
alter  pait  of  the  quarter  deck,  for  them  to  lie 
under.     He  found  much  difficuhy  to  prevail  on 
them  to  relinquish  the  drams  of  new  arrack,  of 
vliich  tliey  got  ten  a-diiv,  hut  he  surceednd  ;  and 
in  lieu  of  it,  he  gave  each  man  three  huge  wine 
glasses  of  port  wine,  with  two  tea-spoons  full 
of  bark  in  each  glass.     Three  of  the  sick  men 
soon  died  of  the  putrid  fever,  tlieir  faces  being 
covered  with  purple  spots,     lie  ordered  them  to 
be  lashed  up  in  their  hamiiiocks,  and  hova  over- 
board with  their  cloaths;  making  those  who  per- 
formed that  ofilce,  wash  tliciiiselves  freely  with 
vinegar,  atid  fill  tlieii  noses  with  tobacco.     The 
captain  was  now  delirious,  as  were  most  of  those 
who  were  sick. 

On  the  Itith,  Lieutenant  King  obtained  the 
captain  and  chief  mate's  consent  to  bear  up  for 
the  Isle  of  France,  when  they  should  get  into 
Hw.  latitude  of  it.  The  chief  mate's  complaint 
terminating  in  an  intermitting  fever,  he  pre- 
vailed on  him  to  lie  under  the  tent;  and  by  a 
plentiful  administration  of  bark  and  |>ort  wine, 
he  became  able  to  keep  a  day  \va(ch. 

On  the  14th  his  particular  ompanion,  Mr. 
Miller,  was  taken  ill,  ami  the  cap>'ain  and  most 

•  The  town  of  Port  Loiiiti  is  largo,  .ind  covims  a  ^'i e.it 
deal  of  ground,  but  most  of  the  houses  arc  jialtry  bmldiii-s. 
lltire  uro  largu  ^ton'»,  and  vwry  living  necessary  for  tlic 
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of  the  sailors  were  dying,  not  having  had  any 
medicine  administered  to  them  during  their  ilJ- 
ness:  three  or  four  among  them,  who  were  of  a 
strong  constitution,  were  in  a  .state  of  raving 
madness,  uttering  dreadful  imprecations  against 
the  doctor:  he  was  therefore  obliged  to  order 
them  to  be  lashed  in  their  hannuoeks,  and  they 
died  a  few  days  aj'terwards.  Between  the  12th 
and  the  27th,  five  men  died ;  and  on  the  28th 
Mr.  Miller  departed  this  lit^ :  the  whole  were 
taken  off  by  a  aiost  malignant  putrid  fever. 

On  the  29th  they  made  tlie  island  of  Mauri- 
tius, and  anchored  the  same  day  at  the  entrance 
of  the  uorth-west  harbour.  The  captain  and 
three  sailors  died,  as  the  people  vv«?re  carrying 
them  on  shore  *. 

The  general  object  of  cultivation  on  this  island 
is  the  indigo,  from  which  four  or  five  crops  a- 
year  are  procured.  Attempts  have  been  made 
here  to  rear  cochineal ;  the  island  abounding  with 
the  plant  on  which  the  insects  lie,  but  which  are 
destroyed  bv  a  wiall  bird.  At  the  distance  of 
three  ier^iies  from  the  port,  the  King  has  a 
garden,  which  is  kept  with  the  utmost  care, 
where  the  gardener  lives  at  the  king's  expencc, 
who  rears  the  plants,  and  distributes  them  gratis 
to  the  colonists.  It  should  be  observed  that  550 
of  the  nutmeg  tree^  w'ere  reserved  for  Carjenne, 
Saint  Domingo,  JMnrtinico,  and  the  Scijehilles. 

Here  Lieutenant  King  was  importuned  by 
Messieurs  de  Conway,  Mc  Namarra,  Rossilly, 
and  all  the  respectable  people,  to  take  his  pas,sage 
in  La  Nymphe  frigate.  Monsieur  dc  Fourneaux 
politely  offered  him  half  his  cabin ;  and  no  in- 
ducement was  wanting  to  make  him  accept  it. 
This  packet  being  thoroughly  cleansed,  and  a 
fresh  crew  entered,  composed  of  all  nations, 
they  sailed  on  the  21st  of  September,  having  only 
four  sailors  on  board  out  of  twenty-six,  which 
came  from  Batavia,  the  rest  being  all  dead,  or 
left  at  the  hospital  with  little  hopes  of  recovery. 
They  arrived  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  on  the 
9th  of  October.  And  here  Lieutenant  King 
found  Lieutenant  Riou  wailing  for  orders  from 
England.  As  he  understood  that  all  vessels  be- 
lonsjing  to  the  Dutch  Company  "/ore  strictly  for- 
bid stopping  at  any  port,  or  having  couimunica- 
tion  with  any  vessels  during  their  pu-ssiigc  from  tlic 
Cape  to  Amsterdam,  he  wrote  a  loiter  to'"Mr.  Van 

('(|Mi|)iiient  of  fleets,  Tne  number  of  iiiliahiUtifs  o.i  the 
island,  exclusive  of  the  military,  is  about  ei|j,ht  thousand; 
aud  of  blacks  tweWc  thousand. 
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de  Graff,  the  Dutch  governor,  stating  that  he  was 
charged  with  dispatches,  and  requesting  that  the 
captain  might  be  permitted  to  heave  ihe  vessel 
(o,  oil'  the  most  convenient  port  in  the  English 
channel,  in  order  to  land  him  with  the  dispatches. 
This  request  he  readily  granted,  giving  the  cap- 
tain an  order  for  that  purpos'e,  and  the  lieute- 
nant a  copy  of  it.     On  (he  20t1i  of  October,  La 
Nymphe  arrived  here  from  the  Isle  of  France, 
and  the  same  day  tlie  packet  sailed.     On  the  2d, 
of  November  they  paisscd  the  island  of  St.  Helena, 
and  on  the  7tb  they  saw  the  island  of  Ascension. 
After  a  pleasant  voyage  of  two  months  from  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,   Lieutenant  King  arrived 
in  England  on  the  ^0(h  of  December,  having 
been  absent  on  the  public  service,   in  various 
stations,  and  in  different  places,  in  the  southern 
hemisphere,  three  years  and  seven  months. 

Here  ends  Lieutenant  King's  Journal,  giving 
an  account  of  the  first  setllcmeot  of  a  new  colony 
in  a  very  distant  region,  whicl.  cannol  fail  to  be 
interesting  to  those  who  delight  in  tracing  the 
orij^in  of  nations. 

By  the  XVlIth  section  \vc  are  informed  of  the 
arrival  of  the  Lady  Juliana  Transport,  which 
sailed  from  England  in  September,  I7S9,  arrived 
at  Port  Jackson  on  the  3d  of  June,  1790 ;  bring- 
ing supplies  from  England,  and  dispatches  from 
the  Guardian  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  which 
sailed  from  England  in  August,  and  unhappily 
struck  on  an  island  of  ice,  on  the  23d  of  De- 
cember, 1789.  By  the  loss  of  the  Guardian  the 
colony  was  deprived  of  liberal  supplies  which 
had  been  sent  from  England,  the  want  of  which 
greatly  impeded  the  progress  of  the  seHleraenl. 

By  a  general  return  of  male  con\icte,  with 
their  respective  employments  on  the  23d  of  July 
1790,  at  Sydney  there  were  729— At  Rose- Hill, 
J  79. 

By  the  XVIIIth  section,  we  are  informed  of 
an  excursion  into  the  country,  and  of  an  inter- 
view of  the  natives.  About  this  time  one  of 
them  threw  a  spear  with  great  violeiKc,  and 
struck  it  against  Governor  Phillip's  collar  bone. 
It  was  Governor  Phillip's  intention  as  soon  as 
he  should  he  able  to  go  out,  to  endeavour  to 
have  the  man  given  up  who  wounded  him,  not 
with  a  view  of  inflicting  any  punishment,  but 
of  detaining  one  or  more  oi'  these  people  till 
thcv  understood  each  other's  language.  No- 
thing very  interesting  appears  in  the  remaining 
part  of  the  section. 


Section  XIX.  is  wholly  occupied  in  describing 
the  fruits  in  season,  and  the  manners  of  the 
natives. 

Section  XX.  dwells  principally  upon  the  de- 
predations committed  by  the  natives,  with  some 
memoirs  of  the  life  of  Bannelong;  his  attend- 
ance at  Governor  Phillip's  house.  The  appear- 
ance of  a  prodigious  number  of  bats  is  parti- 
cularly mentioned.  "  Governor  Phillip  saw  one 
which  measured  upwards  of  four  feet  from  the 
tip  of  each  wing.  Some  were  taken  alive,  and 
would  eat  boiled  rice,  and  in  a  few  da>8  were  as 
domestic  as  if  they  had  been  bred  in  the  house : 
the  governor  had  one,  a  female,  that  would  hang 
by  one  leg  a  whole  day,  without  changing  its 
position ;  and  in  that  pendsnt  situation,  with  its 
breast  neatly  covered  with  one  of  .its  wings,  it 
ate  whatever  was  offered  to  it,  lapping  out  of  the 
hand  like  a  cat.  Their  smell  is  stronger  than 
that  of  a  fox ;  they  are  very  fat,  and  are  reckon- 
ed by  the  natives  excellent  food.  From  the  num- 
bers which  fell  into  the  brook  at  Rose-Hill,  the 
water  was  tainted  for  sevcraldays,  and  it  was 
supposed  that  more  than  twenty  thousani  uf 
them  were  seen  within  the  space  of  one  mile." 
A  further  description  of  the  manners  and  cus- 
toms of  the  natives  terminate  this  section. 

Section  XXI.  relates  an  excursion  into  ([.". 
country,  and  points  out  the  wonderful  dexterity 
of  the  natives  in  climbing  trees. 

Section  XXII.  relates  principally  a  second  ex- 
cursion into  the  country;  concluding  with  a  list 
of  the  first  settlers. 

Section  XXilI.  mentions  the  arrival  of  the 
Gorgon  and  several  transports  at  Port  Jackson. 
As  well  as  the  arrival  of  the  Albemarle  trans- 
port. Lieutenant  R.  P.  Young,  agent.  The 
convicts  on  board  the  Albemarle,  during  the  pus- 
sage,  attempted  to  seize  on  the  ship,  and  tiic 
ring-leader  having  knocked  down  a  centinel,  and 
seized  his  sword,  got  on  the  quarter-deck,  and 
was  attetnpling  to  kill  the  seaman  at  the  hc;liM  ; 
but  the  master  of  the  tihip,  hearing  a  noise,  to  ;^ 
up  a  loaccd  blunderbluss,  and  discharged  it  at 
the  villitin,  who,  Gnding  himself  wounded, 
dropped  the  sword,  and  ran  awiy.  M.  v  of  the 
convicts  hud  got  their  irons  oif,  and  .•ere  rushing 
aft  for  the  quurter-deck  ;  but,  on  i.!:eir  seeing 
their  leader  wounded,  they  ran  forward  and  hid 
rhemsehes,  so  that  the  whole  business  ^di 
tinished  in  a  few  seconds.  After  a  short  con- 
versatioa  among  the  oliicere,  two  of  the  rini^- 

.i«,/.t  i>r«  leaden 
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leaders  were  hanged,  and  two  seaman,  who  had 
furnished  the  convicts  with  knives,  and  wlio 
were  to  have  conducted  the  sliip  to  America, 
after  all  the  officers  and  ship's  company,  with  the 
soldiers,  had  b^en  put  to  death,  were  landed  at 
Madeira,  that  they  might  be  sent  to  England : 
they  were  both  of  them  Americans,  and  one  of 
them  had  a  superficial  knowledge  of  naviga- 
tion. 

This  section  also  mentions  the  arrival  of  the 
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*0f  the  convicfs  who  were  received  hj  the  last  ships, 
there  were  great  nuinbi-rs  of  the  worst  of  characters,  par. 
ticularly  among  those  who  came  from  Ireland,  and  whose 
great  ignorance  led  (hum  into  schemes  mure  destriictiTe  to 
themselves  than  they  were  likely  to  be  to  the  sctt'ement. 
Some  of  these  people  had  forminl  an  idea  liiat  they  cou'd 
go  along  the  coast,  and  suVsist  on  oytters,  and  other  shell 
fish,  till  they  reached  some  of  the  Chinese  settlements : 
others  had  heard  that  there  were  a  copper.coloiired  people, 
only  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles  to  the  nortiiward^  v  here 
they  would  be  free.  Full  of  these  notions,  three  partici 
setoff:  bat}  after  straggling  about  for  many  days,  scvera 


Rarrington,  which  brought  out  a  captain,  tliree 
non-commissioned  officers,  and  twenty-four  pri- 
vates of  the  New  South  VVales  corps,  with  264 
male  convicts:  four  women  came  out  with  their, 
husbands,  who  were  convicts,  and  two  children. 
Section  XXIV.  relates  that  the  Supply  left 
Port  Jackson  on  tV 3 'JGth  of  November,  1791. — 
doubled  Cape  tl-:n,  and  anchored  at  Rio  Ja- 
neiro ;  from  whence  they  proceeded  towards 
England*. 

of  them  were  taken,  and  others  returned  to  the  settlement.- 
Some  of  these  v  retches  were  so  prepossessed  with  the  idea 
of  being  able  f  live  in  the  wood^,  and  on  the  sea-coast  till 
they  could  reai'i  a  settlement,  or  fiiul  a  people  who  would 
Maintain  them  without  labour,  that  several  who  were 
brought  in  vVen  almost  famished,  and*  carried  to  the  hos- 
pital, went  ".'uy  again  as  s.oou  as  they  werejuiisjed  able  to 
return  to  (leir  labour:  and  though  what  would  ite  called  a 
day's  wo:*;;  in  England  is  very  seldom  done  by  a  ly  convict 
in  the  settlement,  yet  some  of  them  di-clared  they  would 
sooner  perish  in  the  woods  than  be  obliged  to  work.

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■'^  N  a  sensible  preface  to  this  interesting  pub- 
X  lication,  Mr.  Hodges  sa^s  the  following  pages 
"  consist  of  a  few  plain  representations  of  what 
I  observed  on  the  spot,  expressed  in  the  simple 
garb  of  ti!i*a,  without  the  smallest  embellish- 
meiit  from  fiction,  or  from  fancy — it  was  owing 
entirely  to  the  influence  and  persuasion  of  my 
most  justly  esteemed  friend,  Henry  James  Pye, 
Esq.  Poet  Liiureat,  that  these  observations  have 
been  submitted  to  a  tribunal,  which  I  have  ever 
regarded  with  awful  respect — the  Public." 

tie  then  modestly  claims  a  candid  allowance, 
on  the  part  of  his  readers,  fur  any  imperfections 
they  may  perceive  in  the  course  of  his  perform- 
ance: judiciously  observing,  that  "  tlie  studies 
absolutely  requisite  to  any  degree  of  proficiency 


in  a  liberal  art,  and  the  practice  of  that  art 
afterwards  as  a  profession,  can  leave  but  litflc 
leisure  for  the  cultivation  of  literature."  He 
also  declares  that  a  long  circumnavigation,  and 
the  professional  labour  required  in  completing 
the  works  for  Captain  Cook's  second  voyage, 
occupied  him  for  several  years;'  and  that  a 
voyage  to  India^  with  his  difixsrent  excursions 
into  that  country,  engaged  iio  inconsiderably 
portion  of  his  time  and  attention.  He  concludes 
with  observing,  that  the  eniheili.shments  wore 
engraved  from  his  drawings,  which  were  made 
upon  the  spot  to  the  utmost  of  his  ability;  and 
politely  returns  thanks  to  the  artists  for  the  skill 
and  Mtentioii  tb^t  |bey  have  displayed  upou 
them. 


SECTION  I. 

Appearance  of  the  Coast  of  Coromandel — Madras — Boats — Reception  of  Strangers — Sensations 

on  entering  the  Country — War  with  Hi/der   Ally — Sketch   of   the  Country,    Buildings,    ^c. 
— Hindoo  Temple.                 ^      '            ► 
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THE  coast  of  Coromandel  is  an  even  low 
sandy  country,  and  the  land  rises  so  gra- 
dually from  the  sea,  as  to  be  almost  impercep- 
tible, but  from  the  appearance  of  different 
objects,  which  present  themselves  upon  the  shore. 
The  English  town,  rising  from  within  Fort 
St.  George,  presents  a  beautiful  prospect  from 
the  sea,  the  houses  being  covered  with  chunam. 
a  kind  of  stucco,  as  tine  as  marble,  and  bears 
as  high  a  polish  as  that  elegant  material.  The 
stile  of  the  buildings  is  generally  handsome,  con- 
sisting of  long  colonades,  with  open  porticoes,

and  flat  roots;  exhibiting  to  the  eye  an  appear* 
ance  of  what  might  be  conceived  of  a  Grecian 
city  in  the  age  of  Alexander. 

When  the  ship  approaches  her  anchoring 
ground,  she  is  hailed  by  the  boats  of  the  coun- 
try, filled  with  people  of  business,  who  come 
on  board  in  crowds.  At  this  moment  the  Eu- 
ropean feels  the  great  distinction  between  Asia 
and  his  own  country;  and  when  he  ascends  upon 
the  deck,  he  sees,  with  some  degree  of  astonish- 
ment, the  long  muslin  dresses*,  and  black  faces, 
decorated  with  la  uc  gold  ear-rings  and  white 

rally  worn  by  the  children  in  England,  is  usually  called 
a  Jwa. 
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tOrbans.  The  fivt  salutations  the  European  re- 
ceives from  these  stranp^ers,  is  by  bending  their 
bodies  very  low,  touching  the  deck  with  the 
back  of  the  hand,  and  the  forehead  three  times. 

The  rt'atives  first  seen  in  India  by  Enrope:in 
travellers,  are  Hindoos,  the  original  inhahitants 
of  the  peninsula.  In  this  part  of  India  they 
are  delicately  framed,  and  their  hands  have  more 
the  appearance  of  those  of  tender  females.  Cor- 
respondent to  this  delicacy  of  appearance,  their 
manners  are  mild,  tranquil,  and  attentive.  They 
are  very  remarkably  for  never  presuming  to  in- 
terrupt any  person  when  he  is  speaking,  but 
wait  patiently  till  he  has  conchuleil,  and  then 
answer  with  the  utmost  composure  and  respect. 

From  the  ship  a  stranger  is  conveyed  on  shore 
in  a  boat  called  a  Massoolah  boat;  a  vehicle 
well  calculated  to  elude  the  violent  shocks  of 
the  surf,  that  breaks  here  with  great  violence: 
they  are  very  light,  and  dexterously  managed  by 
the  natives ;  they  are  usually  attended  by  two 
Katamarans,  paddled  by  or.c  man  each,  and  so 
constructed,  that  should  the  boat  be  overset  by 
the  violence  of  the  surf,  the  adventurers  in  it 
may  be  preserved. 

The  natives  make  a  motley  appearance;  some 
are  en*"u:Iy  naked,  others  wholly  clothed,  ex- 
cept the  face  and  nodi.  \N  ouicn  are  seen  carried 
on  men's  shoulders  on  pallankeens,  and  men 
rilling  on  horsebac  k  clothed  like  women  in 
linen  dresses.  The  whole  excited  the  strongest 
emotions  of  surprise  ! 

Our  traveller  was  preparing  eagerly  for  a 
tour  through  the  country,  hut  that  great  enemy 
to  the  arts,  war,  desceiidt'd  like  a  torrent  over 
t'.iat  quarter;  driving  the  husbandman  from  his 
plough,  and  the  matuifacturer  from  his  loom.  On 
I'.ic  i>ith  of  July,  I7h(),  Mr.  Hodges  was  a 
living  melancholy  witness  to  its  cllccts;  multi- 
tudes arrived  from  all  quarters  at  Madras  as  a 
place  of  refuge,  laden  with  the  snuiil  remains 
of  their  little  property,  mothers  with  infants  at 
their  breasts,  and  fathers  leading  their  horses 
burthened  with  their  young  families.  Confusion 
and  dismay  appeared  depicted  in  every  counte- 
nance; and,  within  the  space  of  ahout  three 
days,  not  less  than  two  liiuidred  thousand  of 
the  country  people  were    received  within    the

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black  town  of  Madras.  Our  government  be- 
haved on  this  melancholy  occasion  with  their 
usual  liherality;  and  piihlic  and  j)rivatc  relief 
was  in.stantly  ail'orded  them  to  a  very  consider- 
able amount.  Mr.  Smith,  who  was  at  the  head 
of  the  governn'ent  of  Madras,  with  the  soliciloui 
attention  of  his  lady,  to  procure  shelter  for  many 
English  families  within  the  walls  of  the  fort,  will 
ever  beigtateCully  remembered. 

Tlid^eountry  houses  of  the  English,  within  a 
mile  of  the  fort,  were  stripped  of  their  furni- 
ture, by  the  owners,  even  to  the  doors  and 
window  blinds:  a  necessary  precaution,  as  the. 
enemy  extended  their  depredations  even  to  the 
walls  of  Madras. 

The  troops  being  collected  from  diflerent  quar- 
ters, the  vanquished  spirits  of  the  people  appear- 
ed to  revive;  and  the  reyot  was  again  beheld  in 
the  act  of  cultivating  his  rice  field,  or  gathering 
in  his  fruits.  Nothing  less  was  expected,  as 
soon  as  the  army  took  the  field,  but  that  Hyder 
Ally  would  soon  be  escorted  by  them  into  Fort 
St.  George,  and  there  make  a  public  atonement 
for  the  miseries  he  had  occasioned  *.  But  this 
vision  soon  vanished,  on  the  unhappy  fate  of 
Colonel  Baillie's  detachment,  and  the  return  of 
the  army  from  a  thret;  week's  campaign,  uuich 
reduced  and  dispirited.  But  the  arrival  of  Sir 
Eyre  Coote  from  Bengal,  with  nu)ney  and  other 
supplies  in  September,  with  the  active  measiucs 
pursued  by  that  gallant  officer,  restored  eon- 
iidence  to  the  troops;  and  the  most  sringuiiie 
hopes  of  the  inhabitants  were  entertained  from 
his  exertions. 

The  opportunities  ])rc.''enfed  to  a  painter  arc 
few,  in  a  country  over-run  by  an  active  enemy. 
Our  traveller,  however,  made  a  drawing  of 
Alarmulong  bridge,  a  modern  work  built  at  the 
cxpence  of  an  Armenian  nier*  hant.  It  is  over 
a  small  river,  which  the  sea  receives  at  a  little 
distance  from  the  village  of  St.  Thoma,  four 
miles  to  the  southward  of  Madras.  The  Por- 
tuguese had  once  a  scttlemont  here,  and  the 
church,  with  a  few  houses  \et  reniiun.  The  le- 
gendary tale  of  the  IJonian  Ciitlioiic  church  is, 
that  St.  Thomas  the  apostle,  in  his  mission  to 
India,  suffered  niiirtyrdom  on  the  spot  where 
the  church  is  erected. 


It  is  sufficiently  fortified  !a  jhcvlmiI  any  surprize  by  a  body 
of  horse. 
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The  settlement  of  Madras  was  foraied  by  the 
English  about  the  middle  of  the  last  century, 
and  was  only  of  importance  for  its  trade,  till  the 
var  so  ably  conducted  by  Creneral  Lawrence, 
from  1748  to  1752;  from  which  period  the 
English  may  be  considered  as  sovereigns.  In 
ttic  school  of  this  able  officer  the  late  Lord 
Clive  rcreived  bis  military  education. 

Fort  St.  George  is  a  plaee  of  comfidersUe 
itrcngfh,  planned  by  the  ingenious  Mr.illoiiins, 
vho  wirs  eminent  for  his  philosophical  and  ma* 
thematicul  kno\v]edge.  Siiiee  his  time,  however, 
nmiiy  u(2ditions  have  been  made  to  the  works. 
It  liii!)  several  spaeious  streets,  consisting  of 
elegant  houses,  enriched  with  the  marble-like 
fitiicco.  The  interit^r  apartments,  indeed,  present 
to  the  eye  only  white  walls,  but  they  exhibit  a 
freshness  highly  grateful  in  so  hot  a  country. 
Ceilings  are  very  iincdmnion  in  the  rooms,  as 
none  are  to  he  found  able  to  resist  the  ravages  of 
that  destrnclivo,  insett  the  white  ant.  These 
animals  are  formidable  for  the  immensity  of 
their  numbers,  which  are  able  to  destroy,  in  one 
night's  time,  a  ceiling  of  any  dimensions.  "  I 
saw  an  instance,"  sa}8  Mr.  Hodges>  "  in  the 
ceiling  to  the  portico  of  the  Admiralty,  or 
Governor's  house,  which  fell  in  flakes  of  twenty 
feet  square.     It  is  the  wood  work  which  serves 


for  the  basis  of  the  celling^  nieh  as  laths, 
beams,  Ac.  thai  these  insects  attack;  and  this 
will  attfficiently  explain  the  circunstance  I  have 
juat  mentioned." 

Mr.  Hodges  wns  much  delighted  with  the 
beautiful  pieces  of  architecture  in  Choultry 
plain :  on  going  to  visit  a  family  in  one  of  these 
nouses,  in  the  cool  of  the  evening,  after  a  very 
hot  day,  tbe  moon  shone  in  its  fullest  lustre, 
and  every  house  on  the  plain  was  illuminated. 
Each  family,  surrounded  by  their  respective 
friends,  were  in  the  open  partieoes>  enjoying 
tbe  breeze.  Such  a  scene  operated  on  ovr  Eu- 
ropean like  enchantment*. 

The  cotintny  near  Madras  is  a  perfect  flat, 
on  which  is  eracted,  at  a  small  distance  from  tlic 
fort,  a  Choultry.  These  are  public  buildings 
very  common  in  Hindostan,  and  are  of  llinduo 
origin:,  they  are  analogous  to  those  structures 
called  caravanserais,  well  known  through  Asia. 
They  have  been  built  and  endowed  by  the  libe« 
rality  of  princes,  or  the  benevolence  and  piety 
of  individuals^  A  Brarain  generally  attends 
them  to  administer  relief  and  consolation  to  the 
poor  and  distressed,  who  arc  frequently  supplied 
with  a  mat  to  lie  on.  Tanks,  or  reservoirs  of 
water,  or  wells,  are  usually  near  the  spot. 


SECTION    II.

AFTER  residing  about  a  year  in   Madras, 
and   no    opportunity    presenting  itself   to 
our  author  of  seeing  and  making  drawings  of 
the  interior  part  of  the  country,  he  resolved  to 
pursue  his  voyage  to   Bengal:  and,  perceiving 
his  health  to  be  on  the  decline,  he  entertained 
thoughts  of  returning  to    Europe   by  the  fol- 
'    '  - 
♦  Few  objects  ate  to  be  inot  with  here  which  illustrate  the 
liistoiy  of  the  orisiiiai  inhabitants  of  India;  but  our  tra- 
Tillcr  saw  a  biautifnl  Hindoo  temple,  or  Pagoda,  about 
two  niiios  south  of  Madras.     It  is  lofty  and  of  consider, 
able  magnitude.     Adjoining  to  the  temple  is  a  large  tank, 
with  steps  descending  to  the  bottom,  filled  with  water.   The 
wiiulu  is  of  stoa«,  and  tke  niasoury  well  executed.    On  the 
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lowing  season.  He  embarked  in  February,  1781, 
and  arrived  in  the  Ganges  in  March  ,*  and  had 
the  happiness  to  find,  on  his  arrival  iu  Bengal, 
that|  the  change  of  air,  and  a  sea-voyage,  had 
perfectly  re-established  his  health. 

The  appearance  of   the  country  was  rather 
uni&YOurable  at  the  entrance  of  the  Ganges f;  a 

surface  of  the  temple  ncmy  basso  relicVos  appear,  bnt  our 
author  knew  not  whether  they  were  connected  with  tli« 
rites  and  worship  of  Brama  or  not,  bnt  he  avers  that  some 
of  them  are  of  the  niont  indecent  kind.

the  diitiilction  between  sky  and  water.  As  the 
ship  approBch^  Calcutta  the  river  becomes  nar- 
rower. A  8pot  denominated  Garden  Reach, 
presents  a  view  of  handsome  buildings,  oa  a 
tfat  surrounded  by  gardens :  these  structures  are 
the  villas  of  the  opulent  inhabitants  of  Calcutta. 
After  gaining  andther  reiich  of  the  river,  the 
'VI hole  city  of  Calcutta  bursts  at  once  upon  the 
eye.  This  capital  of  the  British  posnessions  in 
the  E^st,  is  defended  by  a  censiderahle  fortress 
dri  tlve  south  side  of  the  river,  superior  in 
ifrcngth  and  correctness  of  design  to  any  one  in 
India. 

The  city  of  Calcutta  extends  about  four 
miles  and  a  half  along  the  banks  of  the  river: 
fhe  breadth,  in  many  parts,  is  inconsiderable, 
The  streets  are  broad  :  and  the  line  of  buildings 
surrounding  two  sides  of  the  esplanade  of  the 
fort,  is  magnificent;  their  being  detached  from 
each  other,  and  insulated,  renders  them  addi- 
tionally superb.  The  buildings  are  ail  on  a 
large  scale,  that  a  free  circulation  of  air  may  be 
admitted;  a  very  necessary  consideration  in  a 
climate  the  heat  of  which  is  extreme.  Our  au- 
thor very  emphatically  says,  "  Every  house  may 
be  considered  as  it  temple  dedicated  to  hospi- 
tality." 

Calcutta,  from  an  inconsiderable  fort,  which 
yet  remains  ( and  in  which  the  black-hole  so  fatal 
to  many  of  our  coimtrymen  in  1756)  and  a  few 
warehouses,  soon  became  a  great  and  opulent 
city,  when  the  government  of  the  kingdom  of 
Bengal  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  English.  For 
its  magnificence,  however,  it  is  solely  indebted 
to  the  spirit  and  taste  of  the  late  governor-ge- 
neral Mr.  Hastings. 

It  is  curious  to  observe  the  mixture  of  Eu- 
ropean and  Asiatic  manners  which  arc  exhibited 
at  Calcutta.  Coaches,  phaetons,  chaises,  pal- 
lankeens  and  hackeries*— the  passing  ceremo- 
nies of  the  Hindoos— and  the  tlifferent  appear- 
ances of  the  fakers  form  a  sight  more  novel  and 
extraordinary  than  any  other  city  in  the  world 
can  present  to  a  stranger. 

Soon  after  our  author's  arrival  in  Bengal,  an 
op  jorninlty  offered  itself,  whicV-  he  readily  em- 
bri .  ed,  of  making  drawingsof  part  of  Ihecountry, 
hig;-  as  Moughain  on  the  Ganges,  a  distance  of 
tbrcfc  hundred   miles.      He    proceeded  on   this

i  j«iirney  in  a  pttllanheeih  From  the  apparent  state 
of  the  country  a  just  eatinate  might  be  formed 
of  the  happiness  or  misery  of  the  people. 
Throughout  the  kingdom  of  Bengal,  tillage 
was  in-  a  flourishing  state,  and  cattle  were  nu- 
merous in  all  quarters:  the  villages  were  neat 
and  clean,  and  the  houses  swarmed  with  itt- 
habitants. 

Few  objects  occur  to  claim  the  attention  of 
the  curious  traveller  from  Calcutta,  till  he 
reaches  the  plains  of  Plassey,  where  Lord  Clive 
displayed  great  abilities  both  as  a  general  and  a 
politician ;  and  on  that  plain  was  laid  the  foun- 
dation of  an  extensive  empire  in  India.  At 
Plassey  a  hou»e  presents  itself,  which  was  once 
a  hunting-seat  of  the  Nab.ib  of  Bengal :  it  is 
about  seveaty  miles  from  Calcutta,  aud  thirty 
from  Moorshedabad.  In  the  last  mentioned 
place  are  seen  the  remains  of  Cutterah,  for- 
merly a  seminary  for  men  of  learning  anmng 
the  Mussulmans :  this  building  was  erected  by 
Jaflir  Cawn,  the  Nabob  of  Bengal  in  the  early 
part  of  the  present  century;  who  from  h'n  mild- 
ness, his  love  of  learning,  and  his  inflexible 
justice,  vras  the  most  popular  nobleman  who 
ever  held  that  oflSte  in  Bengal,  under  the  Mo- 
gul government. 

The  road  proceeds  from  Moorshedabad' 
through  Jungapoor  and  Sooty,  to  Oodooanul-> 

I  lah.  This  road  is  crossed  by  several  small 
streams,  some  of  which  lia.e  ferry  boats  sta- 
tioned at  them,  to  accommodate  the  traveller. 
At  Oodooanullah  is  a  bridge,  built  by  Sultan 
Sujah  one  hundred  and  thirty  years  ago  ;  which 
is  one  of  the  most  elegant  specimens  in  archi- 
tecture of  those  times:  and  it  has  become 
famous  in  ouru  by  the  victory  obtained  over  the 
troops  of  Meer  Cossim  in  17C4,  by  the  late 
Major  Adams.  This  situation  is  thought  un- 
health),  from  the  forests  in  its  neighbourhood. 
It  was  the  seat  of  the  government  of  Bengal, 
under  Sultan  Sujah  :  there  yet  remains  a  part  of 
the,  palace,  supported  by  vast  octangular  piers, 
raised  from  the  edge  of  the  river.  This  palace, 
when  inhabited  by  Sultan  Sujah  was  nearly  con- 
sumed by  Are:  the  zazanah,  a  part  occupied 
only  by  the  females  of  the  family,  was  totally 
destroyed.  A  tradition  prevails  in  this  part  of 
the  country.  That  upwards  of  three  hundred 
women  fell  a  sacrifice  to  modesty  ou  this  oc- 
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rasidri ; '  nonte  6f •  *1ietn  attempting  to;  preaerve 
themselves,  from  the  Afiprehensiofn  of  tbeing  men 
by  the  men*.  ' 

Our  adventurer  was  escorted  'to  the  falU  of 
Mootejarna  by  a  party  of  seapoyB, -sent  by  bia 
revered  friend  Augustus  Cleveland,  Esq.  about 
eight  miles  inland'  from  the  river.  The  path  is 
111  rough  the  woods,  and  the  noise  of  the  ca- 
taract is  distinctly  heard  at  the  distance  of  about 
two  miles.  It  consists  of  two  falls,  which  taken 
together,  the  perpendicular  height  is  one  hun- 
dred and  five  feet.  The  water,  falling  over  im- 
mense masses  of  rocks,  is  received  in  a  bason 
below,  and  continues  running  through  different 
fragments  o.f  the  rock,  rent  from  above,  till  it 
is  lost  in  the  Ganges:  This  spot  is  held  in  su- 
perstitious veneration  by  the  common  people  of 
the  country. 

Returning  to  Sicri  OuHy,  our  author  con- 
tinued his  route  across  the  pass-  of  Terriagully, 
where  &  beautiful  sc^oe  pretented  itself.  The 
meandering  of  tlie  river  Oinges  through  a  de- 
lightful flat  country,  ami  glittering  through  a 
well-cultivated  immenMi  plain,  as  for  as  the  ex- 
tent of  the  horizon,  tbceyebeii^  almost  inca- 
pable '>f  discriminatinj^  tlie';cbninlericeMent  or 
termination  of  sky  or  land.  FcMn  ihe'pass  to 
Terriagully  the  road  continues,  by  the  sidic  of 
the  river,  opening  in  extensive  gladis..'  After 
this  the  road  skirts  the  woods,  abouodiag  with 
great  trees,  and  8%varming  with  a  variety  of 
birds  of  beautiful  colours;  many  of  them  ap- 
pearing to  be  of  the  parrot  tribe.  Peacocks 
were  seen  in  all  quarters,  sitting  on  the  vast  ho- 
rizontal branches,  and  exposing  their  varied 
plumage  to  the  sun.  In  this  route  several  in- 
ferior rivers  are  passed,  which  are  tributary  to 
the  great  Ganges. 

Prj)cceding  on  his  journey,  our  author  reached 
the  village  of  Sultungunge,  opposite  to  which,

Our  author  priiceedod  from*  StiUiingunge  to 
Bauglopoor,  and  at  thi;  icntrance  of  the  last  men- 
tioned place,  he  made  a  drawing  of  a  Banyan, 
which  is  certainly  one  of  those  curious  produc- 
tions in  nature  which  cannot;fail  to  excite  the  at- 
tention of  the  traveller.  The  branches  of  this 
tree  having  8h4iH)ts  depending  fronn  them,  and, 
taking  root,  again  prpducc,  and  become  the  pa- 
rent of  others.  In  many  inst^nces^  these  trees 
cover  Buch  an:  ei^t^ntof  gropud,  that  hundreds 
may  take  shelter  under  on^  of ,  them  from  the 
scorching  .rays  of  the  sun  f, 
-  MoMghetr  is  Aij^^ge  Indian  town,  and  has  an 
old  fort.  One  side  of  the  fort  is  flanked  by  the 
Ganges,  arid 'that  to  the  land  by  a  deep  ditch. 
There,  ac0  three  principal  gates;  one  on  tlie 
east,  Another  on  the  outh,  and  one  on  the  sid*; 
next  the  river.  The  walls  are  flanked  witli 
square  towers,  likfi  old  castles.  This  fort  was 
built  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century,  by  Sul> 
tan  Sujah;  but  the  place  has  been  a  military 
station  many  centuries  ago.  On  this  spot  was 
found,  a  few  years  ago,  a  brass  plate,  with  an 
inscription  of  a  grant,  as  early  as  the  first  cen- 
tury of  Christianity.  The  area  within  the 
walls  of  the  fort  is  large,  and  is  generally  made 

vated  spot,  on  the  banks  of  the  Nullah,  forming  an  island 
bounded  by  the  Ganges  on  one  side,  and  the  Nullah  en. 
circling  the  other.  From  Daugtepoor  to  Mougheir  it 
about  thirty.fiTe  miles:  tho  roads  are  good,  the  villages 
neat,  and  the  country  highly  cultivated, '  The  burial  places 
of  the  Mussulmans  are  on  the  sides  of  tho  road ;  for,  in 
.imitation  of  the  Greeks,  they  always  bury  near  the  high, 
ways:  the  lower  classes  have  mounds  of  earth,  covering 
the  whole  length  of  the  body;  those  of  superior  rank  have 
mauaoleums,  decorated  according;  to  their  wealth  or  dig. 
nity.  It  is  usmil  with  the  women  of  tho  family  to  attund 
these  tombs  of  their  friends,  after  snn.set,  carrying  lamps 
in  their  hands,  which  they  place  at  the  l^cad  of  the  tomb ; 
tho  effect  it  beautiful,  and  the  sentiment  is  delighlfnl. 

a  station 
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t  statioh  for  k  part  of  the  English  army.  A 
hpusb  for  the  commanding  officer  is  situated  On 
the  preroisies,  built  by  the  late  general  God- 
dard.  Fft.n  Calcutta  to  Mongheir,  a  variety 
of  country' a'ji'peara/ and  the  soil  is  rich:  fror.i 
RajemaKel  it  assiiuies  a  different  character,  and 
in  many  patts  contains  hills  and  mountains,  with 
immense  fofrests'  of  timber.  The  heat  here  in 
the  mdnthS  of  March,  April,  and  May,  is  im- 
inodiVafi;  And  till  it  becomes  tempered  by  the 
rains  which  fall  in  June  and  July,  the  bearers  of 
the  pallankeens  find  it  difficult  to  travel  in  the 
middle  of  the  day,  the  dust  and  heat  are  then  so 
intolerable:  frequently  are  they  obliged  to  put 
down  their  burthens,  and  shelter  themselves  in 
the  shade  of  the  banyan  trees;  many  of  which 
are  observed  upon  the  road,  particularly  near 
the  wells,  or  some  little  choultry  on  the  borders 
of  a  tank.  Their  rural  accommodations  for 
travellers  reflect  infinite  credit  on  the  care  of  the 
old  Hindoo  and  Moorish  governments.  Though 
the  emperor  Shere  Shah  was  an  usurper,  and 
piiilty  of  many  atrocities,  he  paid  the  most  hu- 
man-j  attention  to  the  comfort  and  conveniences 
of  his  people.  He  caused  wells  to  be  dug  at  the 
distiincc  of  every  two  miles,  and  trees  to  be 
planted  on  the-  road  side.  They  are  from  ten  to 
fourteen  feet  in  diameter,  lined  with  stone,  and 
raised  from  the  surface  of  the  ground  by  a  wall 
about  two  feet  high  *. 

Sometimes  whole  families  may  be  seen  travel- 
ling up  and  down  the  country,  forming  pic= 
turesque  groupes;  sometimes  with  loaded  ca- 
mels; arid  some  of  the  party  riding  tm  bullocks, 
and  the  females  in  hackeries:  the  younger  part 
of  the  company  on  small  horses,  chiefly  pye- 
bald,  brought  from  the  mountains  on  the  eastern 
lide  of  Bengal. 

The  lodgings  for  travellers  in  India  are  the  se- 

•  It  is  curious  to  observe  the  Turioty  of  traTellcrs  on 
the  road:  In  one  part  th«  natire  soldiers  may  be  seen,  their 
hair.pikos  sticking  by  their  side :  in  another,  perhaps,  a 
company  of  merchantu  attract  yonr  notice,  wholly  occu- 
pied  in  their  calculations:  devotees,  in  tlie  act  of  social 
worship,  draw  your  attention  to  anodier  quarter;  and  in 
another,  the  ^trtmon  Hindoo  pallankcen  bearers  baking 
their  bread.  This  operation  is  performed  by  making  a 
lirtle  iu  the  earth  about  a  foot  in  diameter,  in  whiih  they 
lifM  a  fire;  on  tho  top  of  which  thoy  place  a  flat  iron 
plate,  which  they  never  travel  without,  and  wkiili  thoy 
support  with  stones.  They  next  mix  their  Hour  with  a  lit- 
fie  water,  and  bake  their  cakes,  which  arc  soon  dres;  :, 
-and  are  b6th  wholesome  iand  palatable. 
i    +  S Jiall  Hindoo  templos  w%  often  seen  oa  tke  banks  of  the 
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rais,  or  cararanserais.  Many  of  these  are  found 
on  the  great  roads,  and  have  been  erected  by  pri-; 
vate  munificence,  or  at  the  public  expence.  A 
noble  structure  of  this  kind  is  now  remaining  at 
Rajemahcl,  built  by  Sultan  Sujah^  wjen  Subah 
of  Bengal.  Attendant  on  these  serais  are  poor 
persons,  who  furnish  a  bedstead  for  the  tra- 
veller to  sleep  on,  for  which  he  receives  a  small 
graturty.  The  Mahomedan,  on  these  occasions, 
is  usually  more  generous  than  the  Hindoo. 

From  Mougheir  Our  author  embarked,  and 
returned  by  water  to  Calcutta,  where  he  had  an 
opportunity  of  observing  a  series  of  scenery  en- 
tirely new;  the  boats  of  the  country,  and  the 
interesting  shores  of  the  Ganges.  This  ihi- 
mcuse  stream  suggests  the  idea  of  an  ocean  ra- 
tlier  than  a  river,  the  general  breadth  being 
from  about  two  to  five  miles.  "  The  rivers  t 
have  seen  in  Europe,"  says  Mr  Hodges,  "ap- 
pear as  rivulets  in  comparison  with  this  enorrjuotis 
mass  of  water.  I  do  not  know  a  more  pleasant 
amusement  than  sailing  down  the  Ganges  in  the 
warm  season;  the  air,  passing  over  the  great 
reaches  many  miles  in  length,  is  so  temuered  as 
to  feel  delightfully  refreshingf ." 

The  Hindoos  are  remarkable  for  their  clean- 
liness: the  streets  of  their  villages  are  generally 
swept  and  watered,  and  sand  is  frequently  seen 
strewed  before  the  doors  of  the  houses.  The 
simplicity  and  modest  demeanour  of  the  Hindoo 
women  cannot  but  arrest  the  attention  of  a 
stranger.  With  downcast  eye,  and  tranquil 
step,  they  proceed  along,  without  turning  to 
the  right  or  left  to  observe  any  single  circum- 
stance or  occurrence,  however  singular  it  may 
appear.  The  men  are  as  exemplary  in  their 
hospitality,  being  constantly  attentive  to  accom- 
modate the  traveller  upon  all  occasions.  In  per- 
fect  opposition   is    the  Mussulman   character} 


river,  with  passages  and  tiights  of  ateps  to  the  river.  Soon 
after  sun.rise  the  women  bathe  in  tliu  rivers  .and  thS' 
younger  piirt  of  thcni  continue  sporting;  and  playing  a  long 
Cinic  in  the  water  like  Naiads.  Our  adventurer  soon  af- 
terwards, adverting  tn  his  profession  observes  that,  "To 
a  painter's  mind,  the  tine  antique  ti^nres  never  fail  to  pro. 
sent  themselves,  whun  he  observes  a  heaulilul  female  forn. 
ascending  these  stops  from  the  river,  with  wet  drapery, 
whirh  perfectly  displays  the  whole  person,  and  with  vases 
on  their  heads,  carrjing  water  to  the  temples.  A  sight  nor 
IciiS  novel  ui'  extraordinary,  is  rlio-'Hramins  at  their  oral* 
sons;  perfeclly  abstraeted,  for  tlio  tinx!,  to  every  passing 
object,  however  attractive.  Tiiose  dcvotoes  are  generally 
naked,  except  a  small  piece  of  draj'cry  riuuul  the  middle." 


'Ut   '      v«U\**'  ■ 
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haughty,  irritable,  and  ferocious.  Such  i§  really 
the  portrait  of  the  lower  classes;  but  a  Moorish 
gentleman  is  a  perfect  model  of  a  well-bred 
man.  The  Hindoos  are  principally  husband- 
men,  merchants,  and  manufacturers;  if  we  ex- 
cept the  Rajapoots,  who  are  military;  and  the 
Bramins/  wlio  are  ecciesiastica.  The  Mussul- 
mans may  be  said  to  be  entirely  military,  few  of 
thetn  exercising  any  other  employment,  except 
that  of  collvcting  the  revenues,  the  Moorish 
governments  having  always  appropru^ted  a  mi- 
litary force  for  that  duty. 

At  this  season  of  the  year  a  small  black  cloud 
is  often  seen  rising  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  ho- 
rizon, and  afterwards  spreading  itself  to  the 
north-west.  This  phenomenon  is  always  at- 
tended with  storms  of  wind,  vivid    lightning, 


and  heavy  thunder;  add  followed  by  rain.  Then 
storms  continue  to  rage  for  half  an  hour  or  more 
and  then  disperse,  having  greatly  freshened  the 
air,  and  left  the  sky  of  a  deep  transparent  blue. 

Passing  the  ii(y  of  Moorshedabad,  on  the 
evening  of  a  Mussulman  holiday,  our  author 
was  much  surprised  at  seeing  the  river  covered 
with  innumerable  lights,  just  floating  above  the 
surface  of  the  water.  Unable  to  account  for  so 
uncommon  an  appearance,  he  found,  upon  en- 
quiry,  that,  on  these  occajions,  a  number  of 
small  lamps  are  fabricated,  which  they  illumi- 
nate  and  set  afloat  on  the  river:  the  stream  con- 
tinually running,  they  are  conveyed  to  a  con- 
siderable distance,  and  afford  amusement  for 
many  hours. 


SECTION    III. 

Embark  in  the  Governor-General's  Train — Boats  described — Views  on  the  River — Dutch,  French, 
and  Danish  SeUlements — Sir  Eijre  Cc  oie'a  Seat — Sir  John  D'Oyleys — Patna — Reception  of  the 
Governor — Mosque  of  Moonhicr — Arrive  at  Buxar — Curious  Ruins — Benares — Arrest  of  the 
Rajah— Insurrection  at  Benares — Events  of  the  War--Flight  from  Benares — Return  thither. 


THE  Bengal  government  having  thought  it 
expedient  for  the  public  utility,  that  the 
governor-general  should  visit  a  certain  part  of 
the  country,  Mr.  Hastings,  at  our  author's  re- 
quest, permitted  him  to  accompany  him..  On 
the  25th  of  June  1781,  our  adventurer  there- 
fore embarked  in  a  budgerow  for  this  expedi- 
tion. The  periodical  rains  had  commenced, 'and 
every  natural  object  exhibited  a  freshness  of  ver- 
dure, accompanied  with  vigour  and  fullness  of 
foliage,  A  great  number  of  gentlemen  neces- 
sarily attending  the  governor-general,  the  fleet 
was  considerable;  consisting  o\'  every  variety  of 
the  hoats,  except  those  which  are  called  burs. 

The  boats  used  by  the  natives,  as  well  as  by 
Europeans  for  travelling,  are  the  budgerows, 
^hich  both  sail  and  row:  they  have  usually 
from  twelve  to  twenty  oars,  varying  in  their 
iize  according  to  the  condition  of  their  owners; 
some  art  sixty  feet  in  length,  with  very  high 
sterns.  They  are  all  very  ill  calculated  to  go 
pear  the  wind,  and  are  really  dangerous  from 
their  great  weight  abaft :  they  are,  however, 
very  commodious,  having  in  the  centre  an  open 
portico,  leading  by  a  door  into  a  handsome 
room,  with  a  range  of  windows  on  each  side. 
This  may  be  called  the  sitting  roomj   within 


which  is  a  convenient  bed-chamber.  Besides 
this  boat,  a  gentleman  has  generally  two  others 
to  attend  him,  viz.  a  pulwah  for  culinary  pur- 
poses; and  a  smaller  boat^  called  a  paunchway, 
to  convey  him  occasionally  on  shore,  and  back 
again,  the  budgerows  not  being  to  convenient  to 
facilitate  a  landing  from  them. 

Anotl  it  boat  of  this  country,  which  is  of 
curious  construction,  is  called  a  Moor-punk}': 
these  are  remarkably  long  and  narrow,  extend* 
ing  about  a  hundred  feet  in  l,5B^'th,  and  nut  ex- 
ceeding  eight  in  breadth:  they  are  paddled 
sometimes  by  about  forty  men,  and  steered  by  a 
large  paddle  from  the  stern,  usually  rising  in  the 
shape  of  a  peacock,  or  a  snake. 

At  a  small  distance  above  Calcutta  is  the 
Danish  settlement  of  Serampoor,  containing  s 
handsome  town,  which  carries  on  a  considerable 
trade.  Both  sidas  of  the  river  are  decorated 
with  handsome  bouses  belonging  to  English  gen- 
tlemen. At  Ohiretty,  about  twenty  miles  i'rom 
Calcutta,  a  very  line  seat  was  inhabited  b^  the 
family  of  the  late  Sir  Eyre  Cvtute  in  1  <S|,  when 
that  general  was  fighting  the  baitlvs  of  bis  coun- 
try on  the  plains  of  the  Caniatic.  where  hii 
health  and  life  fell  a  sacrifice  to  his  gr»>ki  ex<> 
ertious.    With  an  army  which  never  excteitrd 
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n'fen  thousand  eflTective  men  this  judicious  and 
spirited  leader  kept  the  whole  power  of  Hyder 
Ally  at  bay,  and  was  always  superior  in  action 
to  the  multitudes  of  the  enemy,  though  they 
were  supported  by  a  most  formidable  train  of 
artillery,  and  immense  bodies  of  cavalry. 

A  little  farther  up  is  the  French  settlement  of 
Chandernagore,  which  the  ruins  of  llie  fort  pro- 
nounce to  have  been  very  considerable.  The 
fort  was  destroyed  in  1758  by  Commodore  Wat- 
son, in  a  very  severe  action.  Near  this  is  si- 
tuated the  town  of  Chinsurah,  a  Dutch  settle- 
ment. It  contains  a  church,  several  good 
houses,  and  has  a  little  mole  projecting  into  the 
river.  From  this  place  the  fleet  passed  by  Culna 
and  Nuddea,  two  considerable  towns  in  the  way 
toCutwa:  and  after  passina;  Plassy,  which  has 
been  already  mentioned,  tliey  arrived  at  Bur- 
hampoor,  a  great  military  station  in  Bengal, 
where  there  are  barracks  for  ten  thousand  men. 
A  little  above  is  the  island  of  Cossinibuzar,  in 
which  the  English  E;ist  India  Company  have  a 
factory.  On  each  side  of  the  river  collections 
of  villages  were  continnully  presenting  them- 
selves, and  the  country  appeared  to  he  in  high 
cultivation. 

When  the  fleet  arrived  at  Patna  the  shores 
were  lined  with  people:  the  banks  of  the 
rivers,  the  windows  of  the  houses,  and  even  the 
tops  of  the  buildings  were  crowded  when  the 
governor-general  went  on  shore;  so  great  was 
the  multitude  which  presfed  on  every  side  to 
greet  him.  They  were  all  struck  with  the  ele- 
gant simplicity  of  his  appearance,  and  his  con- 
stant attention  to  prevent  injury  to  any  of  the 
numerous  spectators.  They  contrasted  this  con- 
duct and  appearance  with  that  of  their  nabobs, 
who  had  always  appeared  mounted  on  lofty 
•kphsntij  glittering  in  splendor  with  their  train 
followed  by  the  soldiery*. 

The  cause  of  disagreement  between  the  Bri- 
tish Kovernment,  it  is  not  the  editor's  business  to 
dwell  upon.  Mr.  Hodges,  however,  declares, 
that,  during  his  residence  in  India,  he  never 
beard  the  perfidy  of  Cheyt  Sing  once  called  in 
question.  It  appeared  indeed  that  he  was  in  the 
interest  of  the  enemy;  and  it  was  notorious  to

every  person,  that  he  only  wanfrd  an  opportu- 
nity to  withdraw  his  allegiance  from  the  com- 
pany- ,      . 
Several   letters   and    messages   having  passed 

between  Cheyt  Sing  and  the  governor-general, 
the  resident,  Mr.  Markhain,  re(ei\ed  orders  to 
put  the  rajah  under  arrest  at  his  house  at  Sewalla 
Gaut;  to  which  he  submitted-  without  opposi- 
tion. This  happened  in  the  morning;  and, 
about  one  in  the  afternoon,  a  body  of  the  ra- 
jah's people  surrounded  the  house.  A  note  was 
at  the  same  lime  received  by  Mr.  Markliani, 
from  Lieutenant  Stalker,  who  had  been  loft  with 
two  companies  of  grenadier  seapoys  as  a  guard, 
declaring  the  people  began  to  be  troublesome, 
requesting  an  immediate  su|)ply  of  ammuni- 
tion: it  soon  appeared  that  such  delicacy  had 
been  observed  towards  the  rajah,  that  the  sea- 
poys' muskets  were  not  loaded.  To  this  unfor- 
tunate circumstance  may  be  attributed  the  un- 
happy fate  of  Lieutenanfs  Stalker,  Scott,  and 
Sims,  and  two  companies  of  grenadier  seapoys, 
not  more  than  twenty  of  them  escaping  with 
their  lives. 

Major  Popham,  who  was  then  at  Benares, 
set  off  immediately  from  his  camp  to  lead  the 
remainder  of  his  people  to  the  assistance  of  their 
fellow  soldiers;  but  they  only  arrived  in  time  to 
be  the  melancholy  spectators  of  this  horrid 
slaughter,  without  the  power  of  revenging  it, 
as  the  rebels  had  dispersed,  and  the  rajah  made 
his  escape.  Fortunately  the  rebels  were  sa- 
tisfied with  having  effected  the  liberation  of  the 
rajah,  and  the  massacre  of  the  seapoys;  for  had 
they  attacked  the  governor-general  in  his  then 
defenceless  situation,  every  person  with  him  must 
have  fallen  a  sacrifice  to  their  fury. 

On  the  following  day  every  Englishman  at- 
tended the  funeral  of  the  three  lieutenants,  and 
a  monument  was  afterwards  erected  over  their 
remains.  The  gloom  that  succeeded  was  truly 
melancholy ;  the  city  was  deserted  by  many  of 
the  iidiabitants,  and  business  appeared  to  be 
totally  abandoned.  From  this  situation  they 
were  roused  by  the  fully  and  ambition  of  Captain 
Mayafler,  who  '  Mnmandcd  a  part  of  Major 
Pophain's  detachment  at  Miizapoor.     This  of- 

wcrc  massacred.  Meer  Cossiin  brcanie  afterwards  an  oiit- 
CTSt  from  society,  and  is  said  to  have  bcuii  sturrtd  under 
the  walls  of  Delhi. 
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iicofj  regiifdlees  of  positive  orders  to  the  con- 
tiary,  led  the  troops  to  the ntlack  of  Ramnagiir ; 
a  fort  and  town  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river. 
The  streels  of  this  town  being  narrow,  and  the 
houses  built  of  stone,  thev  soon  became  a  forti- 
fication, being  filled  with  the  Rajah's  people. 

This  rash  conduct  occasioned  the  loss  of- Cap- 
tain 3Ia_vafler,  Captain  Doxat,  thirty-three  of 
the  cjrps  of  chasseurs,  and  one  hundred  and 
three  men  J)f  different  denoniinafious.  It  was 
iK)w  thought  advisable  lo  leave  this  place  of  in- 
socurity  and  repair  to  Chunar,  at  (he  distance  of 
about  twenty  miles.  This  measure  was  resolved 
on  about  seven  o'clock  in  the  eveoing,  and  the 
■whole  party  had  quitted  the  town  bv  eight.  The 
party,  including  servaiits,  troops,  &(-.  amount- 
ing to  about  four  hundred  men,  safely  arrived 
oj)p()site  Chunar  about  seven  in  the  morning. 
The  resolution  was  so  suddenly  taken,  (hat  our 
author  \>as  obliged  to  leave  beiiind  him  the 
whole  of  his  baggage,  except  his  drawings,  and 
a  tew  changes  of  lin:  ii,  which  he  had  thrown 
into  his  pallankeen,  and  Mhich  he  had  lost  sight 
of  in  the  night. 

The  war  was  now  evidently  commenced,  to 
the  apparent  disadvantage  of  the  English:  their 
inunbcr,  which  was  veiv  inconsiderable,  were 
almost  destitute  of  provision;  and  no  nnmey  re- 
mained to  pav'the  few  troops,  who  were  already 
considcral)! V  in  arrears,  occasioned  by  the  mis- 
conduct of  the  RMJah,  who  had  now  fixed  his 
standard  on  the  fort  of  Lutleerpoor,  and  who 
was  rcrruiting  his  ariiiv.  Oiu!  of  the  llircar- 
rahs*,  houcM-r,  reached  Lieutenant  I'ollull. 
then  at  Allahabad,  who  iuiinediatelv  marched 
with  three  hinulred  aii-l  ei:riity  men,  aild  reached 
the  opposite  shor<>  of  Clnuiar  on  the  'J7th. 

fn  tlif  mean  time,  a  |  erson  in  the  service  of 
Chevt  Sing,  at  Jionpnor,  had  collcrfcd  (w.> 
thou>-ai!d  nril('lil('rk-nic[i,  and  had  taken  post 
at  Sek(  r,  on  llie  o])[iosiie  Mile  o\'  (he  river  to 
Chunar.  Lu'iitcnaiit  I'olhill  recei\<'d  orders  to 
attack  this  man  tlie  following  morning,  whitli 
he  executed  suicr^-riili v,  droxc  the  enemy  away, 
and  took  possession  of  the  fort,  in  which  was 
deposit. d    a    considenihic     (juantity    of    grain.

Major  Po))ham    had   detached  a  party  un^er 
CaptHin   Riair,    to   break  up   tlie  camp  of  the 
enemy  formed  under  the  walls  of  Pateeta,  which 
was  carried  into  execution  with  great  gallantrv 
thongh  attended  with  considerable  io.s8. 

Intelligoncc  of  the  insurrection  having  spread 
to  a  considerable  distance,  a  force  was  detached 
from  Cawn]ioor  and  Lncknow,  to  the  a.ssistance 
of  the  governi)r-general,  under  Majors  Crab  and 
Roberts.  Ett'eetive  measures  were  instantly  taken 
(o  put  a  period  to  the  war,  by  attacking  vigo- 
rously the  forts  of  Pateeta  and  Lutteefpoor;  ami 
both  attacks  were  successful  on  the  same  dav, 
the  Rajah  flying  from  Lutteefpoor  to  take  sanc- 
ttiarv  ui  his  strong  hold  oi'  Jjidjt-gurf . 

The  fort  of  (Jliunar  is  situated  on  tiie  (lanfre;, 
about  twenty  miles  from  Renares:  it  is  built  on 
a  rock,  and  well  fortilied.  It  is  said  to  be  of 
the  lvi2,h(!,.jt  auticpiity,  and  w.>s  originally  built  hv 
the  Hindoos.  \  black  marble  slab  forms  an 
altar  in  the  citadel,  on  which  the  tutelary  deitv 
of  the  place  is  supposed  to  be  always  seated, 
except  from  sun-rise  till  nine  in  the  niornin;:;, 
during  which  time  he  is  at  Renares.  This  has 
always  been  considered  as  a  post  of  much  eon- 
sequence  upon  the  Cjanges,  fcouj  its  insidar  si- 
tuation and  considerable  height.  It  was  be- 
sieged bv  the  Eni;lish  in  the  years  17()i  and  1  W}~i, 
and  gallantly  defended  by  an  Abyssinian  in  the 
service  of  Vleer  Cossim. 

The  first  atfempt  of  the  I'^iii^lisli  against  Chuiiar 
was  unsuccesst'ul ;  but,  on  the  fall  of  .Vllahahad, 
(h»;  conunandant,  perceiving'  that  his  master's  af- 
fairs wer"  dcs[)('ra(e.  thou'^ht  it  useless  (o  con- 
tend anv  longer,  and,  in  Kehruarv,  17()."),  siu 
rendered  ttie  fort  to  Majtu'  .S|il)l)eit:  it  was

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Description  of  Benares — Elegant  Fascarle—Ohscrvaiioits  on  the  Hindoo,  JiloorisJi,  and  Gothic 

.irchitecturc.  - 


THE  city  of  Benares  is  the  capital  of  a  large 
district,  and  the  seat  of  the  Braniin  learn- 
ing. From  universal  report  it  appears  to  be  one 
of  the  most  ancient  of  the  Hindoo  cities  :  if  the 
accounts  of  their  own  antiquity  may  be  relied 
on,  it  is  perhaps  the  oldest  in  the  world.  Major 
Rennel,  however,  thinks  differently  on  this  sub- 
ject, fronr.  its  not  having  been  mentioned  by  the 
Svrian  ambassadors  soon  after  the  time  of  Alex- 
ander, and  also  from  its  being  unnoticed  by 
Pliny. 

From  Benares  to  Calcutta,  by  the  nearest  road, 
is  4G0  miles;  and  by  water  the  distance  is  much 
greater.  This  city  was  anciently  named  Kasi, 
but  the  page  of  history  is  silent  respecting  the 
cause  or  the  period  of  its  having  received  its 
present  name.  It  is  situated  on  the  north  side 
of  the  river,  which  is  here  remarkably  broad ; 
and  as  the  banks  are  very  high,  the  appearance 
t'rom  the  water  is  beautiful.  The  great  variety 
of  the  buildings  has  a  pleasing  elVect,  and  the 
\vliole  view  is  rendered  more  interesting  by  in- 
innnerable  tliglits  of  stone  steps,  which  form  the 
avenues  into  the  several  temples  or  to  the  houses. 
Many   elegant    Hindoo   temples    embellish    the 


banks  of  the  river,  and  a  multitude  of  other 
public  and  private  buildings  contribute  to  the 
general  magnificence. 

Not  far  from  the  centre  of  the  city  is  a  Ma- 
hotnedan  Mosque,  with  two  minarets;  the  height 
from  the  water  to  the  top  of  the  minarets  being 
'^iti'i  feet.  This  building  was  erected  by  the  em- 
peror Aurungzebe,  who  destroyed  a  magnificent 
temple  of  the  Hindoos  on  this  spot^  of  the  same 
extent  and  height. 

The  streets  are  narrow,  and  the  houses  are 
very  high:  but  the  more  wealthy  Hindoos  live  in 
detached  houses,  with  open  courts,  surrounded 
by  a  wall.  The  heat  of  this  city  is  thought 
very  considerable  in  the  hot  months,  as  well  from 
its  natural  situation,  and  the  narrowness  of  the 
streets,  as  from  the  houses  being  built  of  free- 
stone. 

A  dissertation  on  the  Hindoo,  Moorish,  and 
Gothic  architecture,  occupies  the  remainder  of 
this  section;  but  as  the  editor  of  this  work  ap- 
prehends it  would  be  improper  to  follow  the  au- 
thor in  a  long  digression  from  the  avowed  pur- 
pose of  the  original  work,  he  ventures  to  proceed 
to  St'ctioH  V.

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the  s<amp  of  religion,  and  instituted  the  cere- 
monies (hat  were  to  accompany  the  sacrifice, 
subject  to  restriction,  which  leaves  it  a  voluntary 
act  of  glory,   piety,  and  fortitude*. 

The  person  our  author  saw  was  of  the  mer- 
chant tribe  or  east,  a  class  of  people  which 
might  be  supposed  exempt  from  the  high  and 
impetuous  pride  of  rank,  and  in  whom  the  na- 
tural desire  of  preserving  life  might  be  expected 
to  predominate.  On  our  author's  repairing  to 
the  spot,  on  the  margin  of  the  riveir,  where  the 
solemn  ceremony  was  to  take  place,  he  saw  the 
body  of  a  man  on  a  bier,  and  covered  with  linen, 
lying  at  the  edge  of  the  river.  At  that  time, 
which  was  about  ten  in  the  morning,  only  a  few 
people  were  stssembled,  who  seemed  perfectly  in- 
diilerent  respecting  the  catastrophe  that  was  on 
the  point  of  taking  place.  After  some  time  the 
wife  appeared,  attended  by  the  Bramins  and 
music,  with  a  few  relations.  The  procession  was 
slow,  and  the  victim  moved  with  apparent  com- 
posure of  countenance  (ill  she  approached  the 
body  of  her  husband,  after  which  the  procession 
halied  for  some  time.  The  lady  then  addressed 
those  who  were  near  her,  without  trepidation  or 
clianjic  of  countenance,  holding  in  her  left  hand 
a  cocua-nut,  containing  a  liquid  mixture  of  a 
red  colour:  in  this  she  dipped  the  fore-iinger  of 
lier  right  hand,  and  marked  those  about  her  to 
whom  she  wished  to  shew  any  particular  atten- 
tion. As  our  author  stood  close  to  her,  she 
observed  him  attentively,  and  with  (he  colour 
marked  him  on  the  forehead.  She  appeared  to 
be  about  (wenty-five  years  of  age,  a  time  of  life 
when  the  bloom  of  beauty  has  generally  desert- 
ed (he  cheek  in  India;  but  a  sullicient  |)or(ion 
t)f  it  still  remained  to  prove  that  she  had  been

She  'hen  ein|>loyed  one  hand  in  pntting 
lire  into  the  palm  of  ihe  odier,  >|)riiikled  incense  on  it, 
and  fiiiiiit;ate(i  llie  iiianiiii'^.  It  was  thin  inliniated  to  iier 
that  hlie  would  not  he  periniKed  to  bum  herself,  at  whieh 
she  appeared  excecdin^'ly  a(ilir(ed  for  soiiio  time.  After 
whi'h  she  resrilutely  replied  that  dertlii  ".v^<s  in  her  own 
ptivMi",  and  tliat  if  .--he  was  not  siiliered  to  burn,  aeeordu;;; 
to  the  pfiiiciplcs  of  her  can,  she  was  detcruiiued  to  hiarvt

handsome:  her  figure  was  small,  but  elegantly 
turned ;  and  her  hands  and  arms  were  particu- 
larly  beautiful.  A  loose  robe  of  white  flowing 
drapery,  extended  from  her  head  to  the  fee* 
The  place  of  sacrifice  was  higher  up  on  tlitj 
bank  of  the  river,  about  a  hundred  yards  distant 
froni  the  spot  on  which  they  then  "stood.  The 
pile  was  composed  of  dried  branches,  leaves, 
and  rushes,  having  a  door  on  one  side,  and  beiii>^ 
arched  and  C(»vered  at  the  top ;  and  at  the  side 
of  (he  door  stood  a  uiaii  with  a  lighted  brand. 

From  the  time  of  the  first  appearance  of  the 
woman,  to  the  taking  up  of  the  body  to  convey 
it  to  the  pile,  occupied  about  half  an  hour, 
which  was  employed  in  prayer  with  the  Braminsi 
and  in  conversatitui  with  her  relations  and  frientis! 
\Vhen  the  body  was  taken  up,  she  followed  floss 
to  i(,  a((ended  by  the  chief  Jiramin ;  and  whin 
it  was  deposited  on  the  pile,  she  bowed  to  all 
around  her,  and  entered  n  ithotit  uttering  a  word. 
In  a  moment  after  her  entrance  the  door  was 
closed,  the  fire  applied  to  the  combustibles, 
which  were  instantly  in  a  (lame,  and  immen>-e 
quaii(i(ies  of  dried  wood,  and  o(her  inflanunatorj' 
articles,  were  thrown  upon  it.  This  part  of  j!;c 
ceremony  was  ticcompaiiied  with  (he  shouts  of 
the  multitude,  who  were  now  become  niinic- 
roiisf. 

The  war  which  had  commenced  here  in 
August,  v^as  not  completely  finished  /jll  October, 
though  the  Rahjah  had  left  the  country,  aiij 
joined  the  army  of  Mahrattas  under  JVIadajie 
Scindia.  The  strong  fortress  of  Bidjegur  siill 
held  out  against  the  troops  commnnded  l)v 
IMiijor  Popham,  and  our  author  was  happy  lii 
receive  the  commands  of  Mr.  Hastings  to  proceed 
to  Eidjegur  to  make  drawings  of  that,  and  of 

herself.  Iter  friends  finding  her  thus  resolute  in  her  pnr. 
pose,  were  at  last  obliged  to  eon^ent  to  the  dreadful  iiucri- 
iice  of  this  young  lady,    who  was  of  ?ery  high  rank. 

f  In  the  ('arnatic,  and  other  parts  of  India,  this  ronu 
niony  is  attended  with  circumstances  of  greater  horror.  It 
is  as.scrted  that  they  dig  a.  pit,  in  which  u  Inrgc  (pianiily  of 
eonibustihle  matter  is  deposited,  wh'H'h  is  set  on  lire !  aii.l 
the  body  being  let  down,  the  victim  throws  herself  into  ih'! 
Ilaming  mass.  In  other  places  a  very  liii;h  pile  is  raiMil. 
and  Ihe  body  with  the  wife  is  placed  upon  it,  and  the  whole 
is  set  on  lire.  Were  not  these  circiimslances  well  kiio\Mi, 
and'  well  anthontieated,  they  could  hardly  obtain  credit, 
"  (  cannot  but  confess,"  says  Air.  Hodges,  that  "  sonic 
degree  of  inrredulity  was  mingled  with  my  curiosity  on  tliis 
oe(asion;  and  Ihe  desire  of  ascertaining  so  extraordinary 
a  fact  was  my  gruateijt  inducvnient  tu  bu  a  spectator." 

I  '  •■  /  «i  .'.■.•.  .1     ]      the 
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the  fort  Lutteefpoor  upon  the  road.  After 
passing  the  open  country,  the  traveller  enters 
the  woods  which  surround  the  fort  of  Lutteef- 
ixior.  The  walls  of  the  fort  are  flanked  with 
round  towers.  Bic\jegur  is  (ifty  miles  from 
Benares,  and  the  fort  is  seated  on  the  top  of  a 
high  mountain  covered  with  wood.  From  the 
station  the  walls  were  battered,  and  after  a  prac- 
ticable breach  was  made,  the  garrison  thought 
proper  to  surrender.  In  the  garrison  were 
found  the  mother,  and  other  female  relatives  of 
Chayt  Sing,  to  whom  every  due  attention  was 
paid. 

Soon  after  the  taking  of  Bidjegur,  prepara- 
tions were  made  for  the  departure  of  the  party 
in  the  train  of  the  Governor-General ;  and  to- 
wards the  conclusion  of  December  they  sailed, 
and  reached  Bauglepoor  early  in  January,  1782. 
Intending  to  remain  here  for  some  time,  how- 
ever, our  author  took  his  leave  for  the  present 
of  the  gentlemen  who  had  been  of  his  party. 

Soon  after  their  departure,  Mr.  Cleveland 
asked  Mr.  Hodges  to  accompany  him  through  a 
part  of  the  district  into  the  hills,  to  which  he 
readily  acceded ;  and  in  the  beginning  of  Fe- 
bruary they  set  out  on  a  tour  through  a  part  of 
the  Jungle  Terry,  to  the  westward  of  Baugle- 
poor. The  appearance  of  this  part  of  the  country 
is  very  singular,  having  prodigious  masses  of 
stone  piled  one  upon  another,  from  the  inter- 
stices of  which  grew  large  timber  trees.  On 
some  of  the  highest  of  these  hills,  diirgaws,  or 
burial  places  were  observed,  willi  small  chapels 
annexed,  belonging  (o  <lie  Mussulmans. 

In  the  course  of  (heir  journey  Mr.  ("Icvoland 
was  invited  by  some  principal  hill  chiefs,  to  the 
fpremonv  of  an  annual  sacrifice,  which  invita- 
tion he  accepted.  The  people  by  whom  Mr. 
Cleveland  had  been  invited,  reside  in  a  range 
of  hills  which  lie  south-west  of  Bauglepoor, 
extending  south  to  the  back  of  Rejcmahel. 
These  people  are  by  some  supposed  to  be  the 
aboriginal  natives  of  the  country.  Their  man- 
ners are  certainly  d  liferent  froiu  the  Hindoos,  as 
they  are  neither  divided  into  casts  nor  tribe>.,  and 
eat  of  <!very  species  of  provision,  whitli  the 
followers  of  Braniah  cannot.  They  have  formed 
tlieniselve&  into  Society,  and  taking  post  in  the 
mountainous  parts,  have  occasionally  issued  to 
commit  depredations  on  the  defenceless  inha- 
bitants of  the  plains.  Troops  have  thererorc 
been  stationed  by  the  Hindoos,   Moorish,   and 


English  government,  to  check  their  inroads. 
Like  all  other  savages,  their  incursions  have  beea 
predatory,  and  what  they  sieze  is  generally  by 
surprize.  Being  armed  only  with  bows  and 
arrows,  and  a  sabre,  they  eatmot  attack  or  with- 
stand regular  troops  with  fire-arms. 

They  could  never  be  induced  to  reform  from 
their  infamous  practices,    by  the  most  \igilant 
exertions  of  the  military  against  them,  till  Mr. 
Cleveland  was  placed  at  the  head  of  the  dis- 
trict, whose  judgment  suggested  a  plan  which 
has  happily  succeeded.     Tne  humanity  of  this 
gentleman,  added  to  the  desire  of  improving  the 
revenue  of  his  district  tor  the  compan^y's  benefit, 
stimulated  him  to  venture  among  the  hills,  alone, 
and   unarmed,    where  he    had    the  address    to 
convene  some  of  the  principal  chiefs  ;  and,  after 
assuring  them  of  his  peaceable  intentions,  and 
expressing  a  desire  to  render  them  his  best  ser- 
vices,   invited  them    to    visit    his    residence   at 
Bauglepoor.     By  placing  so  much  confidence  in 
their  honour,  as  not  to  be  alarmed  for  his  pei"'- 
sonal  safety,  elfectually  gained  their  esteem,  and 
shortly  after  a  deputation  of  their  chiefs  waited 
on  him.     By  a  variety  of  attentions,  presents, 
and  acts  of  kindness,  he   so   far  subdued  their 
ferocious  spirits,  that  they  promised  to  discon- 
tinue their  usual  depredations ;  and  the  whole 
body  became  earnest  to  be  personally  introduced 
to  this  benevolent  stranger. 

Mr.  Cleveland  brought  forward  his-  well-di- 
gested plan  by  degrees,  and  whatever  he  pro- 
posed they  instantly  agreed  to.  He  sent  incon- 
siderable presents  to  their  wives,  caressed  the 
children;  and  to  the  chiefs  presented  medals,  as 
a  mark  of  his  esteem  and  amity.  At  lengthi. 
perceiving  they  were  prepared  for  the  accom- 
pliblinient  of  his  plan,  he  ordered  a  kind  of 
uniform  to  be  made  for  a  few,  furnished  them 
with  fire-locks,  and  caused  them  to  be  regularly 
drilled.  In  consequence  of  this,  many  others  pe- 
titioned-for  the  same  distinction.  Thus,  at  their 
own  desire,  a  battalion  was  formed  for  the  pre- 
sersation  of  good  ordtr;  and,  in  the  space  of 
two  years,  they  formed  a  fine  corps,  being  em- 
bodied for  the  express  purpose  of  preserving 
from  injury  that  very  country,  which  for  centu- 
ries before  had  been  the  scene  of  their  depreda- 
tions. 

At  length,  proceetling  on  (he  journey,  Mr. 
Cleveland  arrived  at  the  village  on  the  hill,  where, 
the  ceremony  of  the  annual  sacrifice  was  to  take 
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place.  Here  that  gentleman  was  received  vriih 
every  mark  of  respect  and  alKection  by  the  assem- 
bled chiefs;  and  even  the  women  and  children 
contended  who  should  be  the  most  forward  in 
manifesting  tlicir  regard.  They  had  built  a 
small  open  hut  solely  for  his  reception,  and  every 
person  in  the  neighbourhood  was  sununoncd  to 
be  present  the  next  morning  at  the  aimual  sa- 
crifice. 

The  ceremony  began  about  nine  o'clock,  be- 
fore a  small  hut,  and  about  six  feet  from  the 
ground  an  altar  was  raised  consisting  of  bamboos. 
The  sacrifice  was  preceded  by  the  decolation  of 
a  kid  and  a  cock,  the  heads  of  which  were 
thrown  upon  the  altar.  This  part  of  the  cere- 
mony was,  however;  little  attended  to.  About 
an  hour  afterwards  notice  was  given  that  the 
principal  rite  would  speedily  be  performed  *. 

The  day  after  the  performance  of  this  cere- 
mony, Mr.  Cleveland,  and  our  author,  pro- 
ceeded on  their  journey  back  to  Bauglepoor,  and 
the  following  day  arrived  at  the  village  of  Deo- 


gur,  a  place  much  retorted  (d  by  the  Hindoo 
pilgrims,  this  being  a  lacred  spot.  There  are 
five  padogas  here,  of  very  old  construction; 
they  have  each  a  small  chamber,  in  the  centre,  of 
twelve  feet  square,  hanging  over  a  Linghani. 
AtDcogur  multitudes  of  pilgrims  are  seen,  who 
carry  the  water  of  the  Ganges  to  the  western 
side  of  the  peninsula  of  India.  It  is  conveyed 
in  large  flasks,  containing  about  five  quarts  each, 
suspended  at  each  end  of  a  bamboo,  which  reKts 
upon  the  shoulders.  The  price  of  t!iis  holy 
water  is  regulated  by  the  distaoce  of  the  river 
from  the  place  it  is  sold  at. 

Their  return  was  so  nearly  in  the  direction 
they  came,  that  no  opportunity  was  afibrded 
them  for  observations.  In  the  great  faniino, 
which  raged  through  Hindostan  m  1770,  the 
Jungleterry  is  said  to  have  suffered  considerably : 
the  population  was  before  estimated  at  eighteen 
thousand  people;  but  it  is  now  reduced  to  a  few 
hundreds,  many  having  been  cut  off  by  famine, 
and  others  have  migrated  in  search  of  food. 


SECTION   VI. 

The  Jlutltor  returns  to  Calcutta — Seized  with  a  severe  Illness — Recoverij — Proceeds  on  another

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AVING  completed  his  business  by  a  resi- 
dence of  about  four  months  at  Bauglepoor, 


*  The  people  had  piircliased  and  fattened  a  fine  large  buf> 
faloe,  which  they  were  now  dra^^ing  by  the  horns  to  the 
^pot  when!  the  kid  and  the  cock  had  been  immolated.  The 
animal  was  Mith  difficulty  conducted  to  the  place  of  sacru 
fice,  where  the  chief  of  the  village  attended  ip  a  state  of 
almost  pcrfiTt  nudity,  having  only  a  cloth  round  \m  middle; 
but  he  had  a  large  shining  sabre  in  his  hand.  The  altar 
vras  surrounded  by  a  crowd  of  people,  consisting  of  men, 
women,  and  children;  and  the  young  men  were  all  en- 
tirely naked.  That  the  creature  might  not  escape,  they 
first  ham.stringed  him,  and  then  the  dreadful  operation 
began.  The  chief  stood  on  the  left  side  of  the  buffaloe, 
and  with  his  sabre  struck  the  upper  part  of  the  neck, 
which  gave  the  poor  animal  excruciating  torture,  which  he 
signified  by  writhing,  bellowing,  and  struggling  with  those 
that  held  him.  This  horrid  business  continued  for  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  spine  of  the  neck  was  entireljr 
cut  through.  When  the  animal  fell,  the  operator  pro- 
ceeded on  his  business,  and  at  length  the  head  was  perfectly 
separated  from  the  body.  Previous  ia  his  giving  the  last 
stroke,  he  paused,  and  an  universal  silence  reigned.  He 
tkea  Msumciil  an  lercct  posture,  ,aud,  by  raising  the  arm 


our  author  proceeded  io  Calcutta,  where  he  ar- 
rived on  the  15th  of  May,  1782.     The  extrenic 

which  held  the  sabre  to  the  utmost  extension,  gave  ths 
signal  to  the  multitude,  who  rushed  in  and  began  scooping 
up  the  animal's  blood,  which  had  flowed  copiously  from 
him  on  the  ground.  This  was  greedily  drank  up  by  the 
spectators,  mixed  as  it  was  with  dust  and  filth,  and  be- 
smeared each  other  with  their  hands.  Parties  of  them  ruslird 
in,  and  rolling  in  confused  heaps,  they  appeared  like  so 
many  bacchanals  in  their  frantjc  mom«uitSi  The  body  was 
then  cut  to  pieces  and  devoured :  the  head,  however,  was 
reserved,  as  well  as  those  of  the  kid  and  cock. 

After  the  completion  of  this  sacrifice,  they  retired  in 
parties  to  their  several  habitations,  and  began  to  devote  the 
day  to  revelling  and  intoxication.  On  this  occasion,  our 
author  expresses  a  wish,  for  the  honour  of  the  fair  sex, 
that  these  latter  excesses  had  been  confined  to  the  men. 
After  the  rites  of  Bacchus  had  far  exceeded  moderation, 
those  who  could  still  sustain  an  erect  position,  began  to 
dance  promiscuously,  men  and  women  together:  others  in 
parties,  roared  aloud  in  such  extravagant  strains  of  joy  as 
might  be  expected  from  the  present  state  of  the  performers; 
and  a  profound  silence  ensued. 
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1i<!at  at' tliis  fea^oin,  M'Uh  uii  usstiduotis  applica- 
tion to  his  prufetsioii,  tlirow  him  into  a  violent 
fever;  and,  after  his  recovery,  he  continued  in 
a  v«'eulc  and  languid  state  for  a  long  tiuiK. 

In  this  state  of  debility  he  had  it  frequently 
in  contemplation  to  repair  to  Europe;  but  the 
cold  weather  returning  in  the  month  of  No- 
vember, his  strength  and  vigour  returned  with  it. 
His  curiosity  revived,  and'  he  again  resolved  to 
indulge  his  inclination  to  visit  other  parts  of 
India.  He  mentioned  to  the  Governor-general 
his  inclination  to  visit  Agra,  &c.  and  he  had  the 
honour  of  receiving  his  sanction,  and  that  of 
the  council.  On  the  10th  of  January,  1783,  he 
began  his  journey  by  land,  passing  once  more 
through  Moorshedabad,  Bauglepoor,  Mongheir, 
and  Patna,  to  Benares.  Having  rested  only  one 
day  on  the  road,  he  determined  to  stop  at  Bena- 
res, finding  himself  considerably  fatigued  by  a 
journey  of  about  five  hundred  miles  in  a  pallan- 
keen.  He  was  happy  to  receive  the  civilities  of 
Mr.  Murkham,  the  resident,  a  gentleman  much 
esteemed  for  his  liberality  and  accomplish- 
ments. 

Having  remained  four  days  at  Benares,  he 
pursued  his  journey,  and  arrived  at  Allahabad 
on  the  second  day  after.  This  is  the  point  of 
confluence  of  the  two  great  rivers  Jumna  and 
Ganges.  The  fort  of  Allahabad,  built  entirely 
of  atone,  by  the  great  emperor  Acbar,  is  at  the 
point  of  the  fort,  commanding  from  its  situa- 
tion, the  navigation  of  both  rivers.  It  is  built 
in  the  old  atyle  of  fortification,  and  covers  a 
considerable  space  of  ground.  This  was  one 
of  the  many  fortresses  that  extended  nearly  from 
Lapore  to  Chunar  Gur  on  the  Ganges;  all  of 
which  were  erected  by  Acbar,  and  must  have 
secured  the  empire  from  the  confines  of  Persia 
to  the  borders  of  Bengal.  This  place  is  now 
in  the  posisession  of  Asoph  u1  Dowlah,  Nabob 
of  Oud.  It  was  once  the  residence  of  the 
present  great  Mogul,  the  unfortunate  Shah 
Atlum,  who,  after  the  loss  of  the  battles  of 
Geriah  and  Cuxar,  threw  himself  on  the  pro- 

*  During  hit  Stay  hero,  Mr.  Hpilges  made  sorcral  draw. 
in|^  of  the  fort«  and  then  proceeded  to  Cawnpoor,  a  mili. 
tary  town  on  the  Ganges.  It  is  a,  cantonment  for  a  brigade, 
amounting,  on  the  war  establishment,  to  ten  thousand 
men,  who  all  live  with  their  families  in  huts  instead  of 
tents. 

+  In  Fyazebad,  there  are  many  handsome  brick  build, 
ings  still  remaining:  that  in  which  Mr.  Ilodgcs  resided  1ms 
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tection  of  the  English,  by  wbose  in.luence  Alla^ 
hab;id  and  Korah  were  allotted  for  his  support*. 

Crossing  the  Ganges  at  this  place,  he  con- 
tinued hi!i  journey  towards  Lucknow,  where  he 
arrived  on  the  25th  of  January.  The  distance 
from  Cult  utta  to  this  place,  by  the  route  through 
Benares,  is  said  to  be  nine  hundred  miles;  but 
the  estimate  is  eiriiposed  to  be  too  great,  a« 
Major  Kennel  .Wlares  it  to  be  only  six  hun- 
dred and  fifty  miles  by  the  nearest  road.  Thia 
city  is  now  the  capital  of  the  province  of  Oud, 
and  the  residence  of  Asoph  ul  Dowlah,  the  Na- 
bob. It  is  large,  but  the  houses  are  chiefly 
mud  walls,  covered  with  thatch :  the  streets  are 
crooked  and  narrow,  and  the  worst  that  our 
author  had  seen  in  India.  In  the  dry  season 
the  dust  and  heat  are  intolerable  t  in  the  rainy 
season  the  mire  is  so  deep  that  they  are  hardly 
passable.  Elephants  in  abundance,  belonging 
to  the  Nabob,  and  the  great  men  of  his  court, 
are  continually  passing  the  streets,  to  the  great 
annoyancp  of  the  foot  passenger. 

The  palace  of  the  Nabob  is  on  a  high  bank 
near  the  river,  commanding  an  extensive  view. 
A  small  part  of  it  was  built  by  the  late  Nabob 
Sujah  ul  Dowlah ;  it  has,  however,  been  greatly 
extetided  by  the  present  prince.  The /durbar  is 
a  range  of  three  arcades,  supported  by  columns 
in  the  Moorish  style :  the  ceiling,  and  the  whole 
of  the  palace  is  beautifully  gilt,  and  ornamented. 
The  exterior  of  the  building  is  not  entitled  to 
commendation. 

After  some  occurrences  too  unimportant  to  be 
noticed,  our  author  set  out  for  Fyzabad,  and 
on  his  arrival  there  he  was  received  by  a  person, 
who  was  ordered  to  shew  the  pallankeen  bearers 
to  a  small  house  in  a  large  garden,  which  was 
allotted  for  his  accommodation  during  his  stay. 
The  city  of  Fyzabad  is  very  large,  and  seems  to 
he  very  populous,  consisting  chiefly  of  the  lower 
class  of  the  people;  for  the  court  being  removed 
to  Lucknow,  the  persons  of  opulence  and  dis- 
tinction followed  them  f. 

Soon  after  our  adventurer's  arrival,    he  was 


a  largo  and  beautiful  pavilion  over  the  principal  enti^nco. 
The  ascent  is  by  a  narrow  staircase,  leading  to  throe  rooms, 
which  command  the  whole  city  on  the  one  side,  and  on  tho 
other  a  vast  extent  of  country,  with  a  view  of  the  river* 
Gogra.  Opposite  the  gate  is  a  mosque,  with  tlireo  domes ; 
tho  form  ^f  which  is  that  of  an  egg  set  on  its  point :  tho 
apparent  deficiency  of  firmness  at  tho  base,  has  a  very  un- 
pleasant oiTcct  on  tho  spectator. 

0  E  visited 
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visited  by  a  person  from  the  inotlicr  of  the  pre- 
sent Nabobs  with  a  present  of  dishes  uf  various 
curries  and  pillaws  fur  his  refresh tueiit,  after  the 
ftitififiie  of  his  journey,  After  expressing  his 
thanlcs,  and  having  taken  his  repast,  (which 
indeed  was  excellent)  he  went  to  take  a  view  of 
the  city,  and  the  remains  of  the  palace,  built  by 
the  late  Nabob  Sujah  ul  Dowlah.  This  is  a 
vast  biiiidinf^,  covering  a  great  extent  of  ground, 
having  several  areas,  and  many  separate  build- 
ings in  them.  Nearly  adjoining  Fyzabad,  are 
the  remains  of  the  very  ancient  city  of  Oud, 
which  is  reported  to  have  been  the  first  imperial 


citj^  of  Hindostan,  and  (o  have  been  built  by 
Krishen.  In  Dowe's  translation  of  Feritsha's 
History,  it  is  mentioned  as  the  capital  of  a  great 
kingdom  1209  years  previous  to  the  christian 
H>ra.  Among  the  villages  which  our  author 
passed  thrucgh,  some  of  them  appeared  com- 
fortable, and  others  apparently  distressed.  After 
leaving  the  flourishing  district  of  Benares,  he 
viewed  with  a  melancholy  concern,  tlie  misera- 
ble appearance  of  all  the  territories  which  were 
under  the  absolute  direction  of  Mu»8ulniaa 
tyrants. 


SECTION     VII. 

Journey  to  Etaya— Description  of  Etaya — Jeswontnagur — O'Kraine — Shekoabad — Fyrozabad—

ON  the  10th  of  February  Mr.  Hodges  set 
out  to  meet  Major  Brown  at  Etaya,  ac- 
cording to  appointment.  As  he  travelled  by  a 
set  of  pallankeen  bearers  to  the  number  of  fifteen, 
and  had  no  relief  beyond  their  own  set,  his  stages 
became  short,  especially  as  he  was  now  encum- 
l)cred  with  considerable  baggage.  On  the  13th 
he  arrived  at  the  encampment  of  the  Major,  his 
tent  being  pitched  close  to  the  town  of  Etaya. 

The  town  is  large,  but  wretched,  situated  on 
a  very  high  bank  of  the  river  Junma.  On  the 
top  near  the  river,  are  the  remains  of  a  fort. 
The  town  has  only  two  tolerable  houses  in  it. 
On  the  I5th  they  moved  forward  to  Jeswontna- 
gur, and  on  the  16th  halted  at  O'Kraine,  al- 
most at  the  termination  of  the  Nabob  of  Oud's 
country.  On  the  last  day's  journey,  they  saw 
hardly  a  spot^in  cultivation;  the  villap;e8  were  in 
ruins,  and  the  whole  presented  an  unmterrupted 
scene  of  desolation.  They  met  several  unfor- 
tunate people  passing  down  into  the  provincex, 
in  order  actually  to  avoid  being  starved,  begging 
their  way. 

On  the  1 7th  our  author  arrived  at  Shekoabad, 
a  place  which  takes  its  name  from  Daro  Sheko, 

*  Along  the  wi'sterii  bank  of  ihc  river  were  seen  thernin'. 
«1  palacc!!  of  (he  great  Onirahs,  built  in  the  time  of  Acbar, 
.Tiilmngtiirc,  and  S>hah  ,Toan.  A  liKlc  farther  tlio  city  of 
Agra  presents  itKi'lf  to  tlie  eye,  with  the  great  fort  and 


the  most  unfortunate  son  of  the  Emperor  Shah 
Jean,  who,  in  the  contest  for  empire  with  Aii- 
rungzebe,  his  youngest  brother,  was  defeated, 
hunted  down  like  a  wild  beast,  and  taken ;  and 
afterwards  unmercifully  murdered.  They  con- 
tinued their  route  to  Fyrozabad  *. 

On  the  24th  Major  Brown  was  waited  on  by 
Afrasiab  Khawn,  an  Omrah  of  great  rank,  from 
the  Nabob  Mirza  Shuifeh  Khawn,  who  lay  en- 
camped about  six  mijes  to  the  north-west  of 
Agra,  and  to  whose  camp  they  proceeded,  cros- 
sing the  Jumna,  and  passed  through  a  part  of 
the  city  of  Agra.  On  the  foUowmg  day  the^ 
pitched  their  tents  to  the  eastward  of  the  Na- 
bob's encampments,  in  a  garden  surrounded  with 
awall.  This  was  a  work  of  Acbar  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  one  of  his  daughters. 

The  camp  of  Mirza  Shuifeh  extended  over  a 
vast  space  of  ground.  This  camp  was  said  to 
contain  forty  thousand  men;  but  probably  the 
number  was  greatly  exaggerated.  Every  soldier, 
tradesman,  and  artificer  had,  indeed,  his  family 
with  hint.  In  the  park  of  artillery  were  forty- 
two  pieces  of  cannon.  The  tent  of  the  Nabob 
might  formerly  have  been  an  imperial  one,  being 

palace;  and  the  prospect  is  tertninutcd  to  the  south- west 
by  that  superb  mondment  of  eastern  elegance,  the  Teje 
Mahcl,  built  by  the  emperor  Shah  Jean. 
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of  cimion  velvet,  embroidered  with  ^old,  and 
MmA  with  silk.  It  was,  however,  much  torn 
and  moth  eaten;  and  made  no  very  splendid 
appearance. 

A  few  days  after  their  arrival,  our  author  at- 
tended Major  Brown  to  the  Durbiir  of  the  Na- 
bob, where  he  saw  the  principal  coiiiinandcrs; 
among  whom  were  several  old  Persian  chiefs, 
with  beards  extending  to  their  girdles,  and 
countenances  of  great  dignity.  One  of  them 
declared  he  had  attended  Nedir  Shall,  or  Thomas 
Koule  Khan,  when  he  made  his  famous  expe- 
dition into  Hindostan  in  1731),- and  had  remained 
in  India  since  that  time.  After  the  ceremony 
of  reception,  which  was  thai  of  touching  the 
turban  with  his  right  hand,  without  rising  from 
their  seats,  they  were  desired  to  sit,  for  which 
purpose  some  antfque  chairs  wen  brought; 
and  otter  and  roseswater  were  handed  round, 
as  a  mark  of  distinction.  The  Nabob  Mirza 
Shuifah  sat  in  the  centre  of  a  semicircle,  sur- 
rounded by  his  chiefs,  with  a  multitude  of  ser- 
vants standing  behind.  The  Major,  and  our 
author  continued  ther6  about  half  an  hour, 
and  then  retired.  This  was  merely  a  visit  of 
ceremony,  Major  Brown's  mission  not  having 
been  entered. upon  for  several  days  afterwards; 
for,  among  these  people,  delay  is  considered  as  a 
settled  principle  of  etiquette. 

Whilst  they  lay  encamped  at  this  place,  our 
author  made  daily  excursions  to  Agra  and  the 
neighbourhood,  the  weather  greatly  favouring 
his  pursuits.  The  climate,  at  this  season,  is 
delightful,  the  morning  clear  and  very  cold,  fre- 
quently frosty ;  but  in  the  middle  of  the  day  it 
was  very  hoi.  The  city  of  Agra  is  situated  on 
the  south  side  of  the  Jumna.  It  is  believed  to 
be  a  place  of  great  antiquity  :  the  present  city, 
however,  was  built  by  the  emperor  Acbar, 
about  1566,  and  named  from  him  Acbarabad, 
and  was  the  principal  'seat  of  his  government. 
The  fort,  'including  the  imperial  palace,  is  of 
vast  extent". 

The  palace  of   Dara  Sheko,    built  by  that 

*  Shah  Jean,  the  grandson  of  Acbar,  displeased  with  the 
situation  of  Atg^,  from  the  immoderate  heats  to  which  it 
was  exposed  ii^fhc  rucnmer  months,  and  anxious  to  erect  a 
metropolis  which  nhoiild  bear  his  own  name,  built  a  large 
city  ae4r  the  old  one  of  Dchli,  and  named  it  Jihaiiabad: 
but  the  name,  like  the  empire,  ib  now  almost  annihilated 
To  people  this  new  city,  he  is  said  to  hare  transported  thi> 
ther  half  the  people  of  Agra,  to  the  amount  of  fite  hun- 
dred thousand.    la  the  eastern  front  of  the  fort  was  the 


prince,  occupies  an  extent  of  ground  not  kaa 
than  the  square  of  IJncolnVlun  Fields.  It  is 
extremely  dangerous  to  walk  among  these  ruins  ; 
for  at  every  step  the  passenger  is  in  danger  of 
sinking  through  holes  into  the  covered  vaults, 
which  are  now  the  habitation  of  noxious  rep> 
tiles.  At  the  distance  of  about  six  miles  from 
Agra,  on  the  road  leading  to  Dehli,  at  a  place 
called  Secundrii,  stands  the  tomb  of  the  empe- 
ror Acbar.  This  enormous  building  is  seated  in 
a  garden,  planted  with  forest  ami  fiiiit-trcc*, 
and  many  flowering  shrubs  walled  round.  After 
viewing  this  monument  of  an  emperor,  whose 
great  actions  have  resounded  through  the  world, 
and  whose  liberality  and  humanity  were  hij 
highest  praise,  our  author  became  desirous  of 
seeing  that  stone  whicli  contained  his  crumbling 
remains.  An  old  Mullah  attended,  who  had  tim 
keys  of  the  interior  of  the  building,  and  who 
obtains  a  precarious  subsistence  by  shewing  it  to 
the  curious  traveller.  The  inside  of  the  tomb  in 
a  capacious  hall,  occupying  the  whole  space  of 
the  interior  of  the  building,  which  terminates  in 
a  dome.  In  the  centre  the  body  i.s  deposited  iu 
a  sarcophagus  of  plain  white  marble,  on  which 
is  written,  in  black  marble  inlaid  the  name  of 
ACBAR. 

From  the  summit  of  the  minarets  a  specta- 
tor's eye  may  range  over  a  prodigious  circuit  of 
country,  the  whole  of  which  is  flat,  and  tilled 
with  ruins  of  ancient  grandeur  :  the  river  Jumna, 
is  seen  at  some  distanit:e,  and  the  glittering  towers 
of  Agra. 

To  the  south-east  of  the  city  of  Agra  stands 
a  beautiful  monument,  erected  by  t!ie  emperor 
Shah  Jehan,  tor  his  beloved  wife  Teje  Mabel, 
whose  name  it  bears.  This  beautiful  monument 
of  Teje  Mabel  rises  imiiicdiately  from  the  river, 
founded  on  a  base  of  red- free  stone.  On  the 
same  base  are  two  large  buildings,  one  on  eath 
side,  and  perfectly  similar,  each  crowned  with 
three  domes  of  white  marble.  When  this  build 
ing  is  belveld  from  the  opposite  side  of  tlie 
river,  it  possesses  a  degree  of  beauty,  from  the 

imperial  residence,  built  of  white  marble,  covered  On  the 
top  witli  plates  of  copper  gilt,  which  to  this  hour  retain 
their  pristine  lustre:  and  near  it  there  is  a  mosque,  built 
of  the  same  materials,  with  copper  ornaments  and  gill.  It 
was  impossible  ti)  contemplate  the  ruins  of  this  superb  and 
venerable  city^  without  feeling  the  deepest  impression  of 
melancholy.  The  ruins  extend,  along  thu  banks  of  the 
river,  about  fourteen  English  miles. 
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perfection  ef  the  materiala  and  the  workmanship; 
which  is  only  surpassed  by  its  grandeur,  extent, 
and  general  magiiiiicencc :  the  whole  together 
apipears  like  a  most  perfect  pearl  on  an  azure 
ground.  "This  effect"  says  Mr.  Hodges,  "  is 
such  as,  I  confess,  I  never  experienced  from  any 
work  of  art.  'fne  fine  materials,  the  beautiful 
forms,  and  the  symmetry  of  the  whole,  with  the 
judicious  choice  of  the  situation,  far  surpasses 
any  thing  I  ever  beheld." — It  was  the  intention 
of  the  royal  founder  to  have  erected  on  the  op- 
posite shore  a  similar  building,  for  bis  own  in- 
terment, and  to  have  joined  them  by  a  marble 
bridge :  but  this  magnificent  idea  was  frustrated 
by  sickness,  and  the  subsequent  disputes  con- 
cerning the  succession  between  liis  sons,  and  at 
last  by  his  own  imprisonment  by  Aurungxebe*. 
-  The  garden,  in  which  the  'iVje  Mahcl  is  si- 
tuated, is  entered  from  the  opposite  side,  through 
a  beautiful  large  gate  of  red  free-stone,  whence 
proceeds  a  large  flight  of  steps  iuto  the  garden. 
From  the  top  of  the  steps  the  centre  part  of  the 
middle  building  is  viewed  through  an  avenue  of 
cypress  and  other  trees:  the  avenue  is  paved  with 
•tone,  in  the  middle  of  which  are  copartmcnts, 
or  beds  of  flowers,  with  fountains  at  equal  dis- 
tances: four  'of  the  most  magnificent  of  which 
rise  from  a  square  base  of  white  marble.  Tliese, 
as  well  as  the  others,  are  supplied  by  a  reser- 
voir without  the  building,  which  is  filled  from 
the  river  by  pumps.  The  centre  building  is  in 
a  perfect  state;  but  those  which  surround  it  bear 
evident  marks  of  decay.  Several  Mollahs  attend 
the  mosque  here  at  the  hours  of  prayer;  and  be- 
have in  the  most  orderly  and  decent  manner :  they 
are  extremelv  attentive  to  strangers,  and  assiduous 
to  shew  and  explain  every  part  of  it.  The  in- 
side of  the  great  building  is  of  white  marble, 
with  many  ornaments  of  (lowers  beautifully 
carved.  The  tomb  is  in  a  chamber  below,  and 
the  body  of  Toje  Mabel  lies  in  a  sarcophagus  of 
white  marble,  under  the  centre  of  the  building. 
Near  it  is  a  similar  one,  containing  the  body  of 
her  husband.  Tiiese  sarcophagi  are  perfectly 
similar  to  those  in  the  tomb  of  Acbar. 

On  i\u'  .'>d  of  March  the  Nabob's  camp  moved 

close  to  Sccundrii,  where  they  remained  till  the 

jr>fh,    when  they  removed  to  G(^ugaut.      Our 

author  found  the  heat  excessive  about  this  time,

and   it  was,  soon  after  much   increased  by  the 
setting  in  of  the  hot  winds  from  the  westward. 

Our  author  was  much  entertained,  during  the 
several  marches, -by  the  variety  of  characters  lie 
saw ;  and  the  udroitliess  displayed  in  the  niHimgc- 
nicnt  of  their  horses.  He  was  also  much  i)iett»ed 
with  the  majciitic  movements  of  the  elephants: 
not  only  of  those  which  carried  the  great  men, 
but  of  those  with  the  Iieavy  baggage.  The  ap- 
pearance, indeed,  of  the  whole  army,  with  the 
camels,  artillery,  and  baggage-cattle,  formed  a 
scene  highly  gratifying  to  the  mind,  and  cntiiclv 
new  to  an  European. 

The  town  of  Futtypoor  Sicri  is  considerable, 
and  the  country  near  it  in  tolerable  cultivation. 
Oh  the  highest  hill  is  a  large  mosque,  built  by 
Acbar,  in  a  high  style  of  monkish  architecture. 
At  the  foot  of  the  hill  on  which  the  mosque  i« 
situated,  are  the  remains  of  the  palace,  totally 
in  ruins ;  not  a  single  apartment  remaining. 

They  remained  at  Futtypoor  Sicri  till  the  26th, 
when  the  camp  moved  to  Siedpoor,  about  seven 
miles  distant.  Here  they  fouttd  the  face  of  the 
country  very  different;  they  marched  through  a 
territory  in  many  parts  well  cultivated.  To  the 
south-Vvest  of  the  vill'age  it  was  extremely  beau- 
tiful, being  varied  witli  hilU,  the  vallies  and 
plains  between  which  were  in  fine  cultivation. 
The  village  itself  had,  only  a  few  months  before, 
been  plundered  and  burst,  and  all  the  inhabitants 
massacred  by  Mahommed  Beg  Kawn,  one  of 
the  chiefs  who  disputed  for  the  sovereignty  under 
the  Great  Mogul,  on  the  death  of  Nudjif 
Khawn;  and  who,  soon  after,  assassinated  with 
his  own  hand,  in  a  friendly  meeting,  the  chief 
of  bis  army,  Mirza  ShutTy  Khawn.  For  these, 
and  other  similar  crimes,  however,  he  suffered 
death,  by  the  order  of  Madajee  Scindia,  the 
Mahratta  chief. 

They  experienced  great  inconvenience,  about 
this  time,  from  the  hot  winds.  The  great  quan- 
tities of  sand,  also  raised  by  the  wind,  hindered 
them  from  seeing  the  sun  set  for  many  days,  th*) 
atmosphere  aboye  the  horizon  being  totally  ob- 
scured by  the  floating  masses  of  sand.  Durin,'^ 
our  author's  stay  at  Siedpoor,  there  were  sevtrai 
storms  of  wind :  the  country  peoJn  call  theun 
aundees,  ..nd  typhawns;  but  while  they  rugn 
they  are  ^eli  entitled  to  the  name  of  hurricancitj 


thousand  taen  coattantly  for  twcnty.two  years. 
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destroying  every  thing  tii  their  coarse,  and  being 
accompanied  ;irith  such  immense  quantities  6f 
dustj  as  to  have  the  appearance  of »  moving 
cavern,  approaching  to  overwhelm  the  terriiied 
spectators;  In  one  of  these  storms,  not  a  single 
tent  in  the  whole  camp  was  left  standing. 
.  The  dust  raised  by  the  storm. approaenes  with 
a  wave^ike  motion,  and  aftbrds  a  clear  idea  of 
those  tempests  vrhich  are  said;  to  happen  on  the 
plains  of  Arabia,  and  in  Africa:  they  aro  ad- 
mirably described  by  Lucan,  and  after  him  by 
Mr.  Addison:

Our  author's  intentions  of  visiting  Dehli  were 
frustrated  by  the  muvemertts  of  the  army  under 
Mirza  Sbuny  Khawn;  and- as  there  seemed  no 
probidiility  of  his  reachinc'-  that  capital  under 
tlie  sanction  of  Major  Brow*'s  embassy,  and  the 
conntry  being  over<run  by  two  hostile  armies, 
piiudcuce  dictated  to  him  to  direct  his  course 
towasds  GwalioT.  He  therefore  sent  off  all  his 
baggsige  under  the  escort  of  a  party  of  seapoys, 
and  took  faitJea-.e  of  Major  Brown  on  the  88th 
of  ApriK 

The  country  throiigh  which  our.  author  had 
lately  pas8e4vraa  most  dreary  and  desolate;  not 
a  blade  of  verdure  to  be  any  where  seen,  and  the 
sun  most  intensely  hot.  On  the  first  of  May  he 
arrived  at  Niirabad,  and  on  the  .following  day 
at  Gwalior.  Throughout  the  whole  of  the 
above  country,   which  our  author  had 


in'  his  way  from  Dohlpbor,  notthe  smallest  trace 
of  cultivation  was  to  be  sea),  nor  evin  a  jingle 
hut.  .  I^t  it,  however,  be  remembered  that  t^is 
is  the  boiderii^  country,  lying  between  the  fine 
province  of  Malwah,  and  that  country  yet  re- 
maining under  the  dominion  of  the  great  jVlogul ; 
and  it  has  constantly  been,  over  sinro  the  cstu- 
blishmeiit  of  the  Mahratta  power,  the  scene  of 
perpetual  wars"^. 

During  the  time  of  the  Mogul  government 
this  place  was  the  state  prison,,  where  the  oh- 
noxious  branches  of  the  royal  family  were  al- 
ways confined.  They  Mere  allowed,  for  their 
amusement,  a  large  menagerie  uf  beasts,  such  as 
lions,  tigers,  &c. 

On  the  dismemberment  of  the  Mogul  empire,.- 
Gwalior  fell  to  the  lot  of  a  Rajah  of  the  Jaut 
tribe  of  Hindoos,  who  assumed  the  govern- 
ment of  the  district  in  which  it  is  immediately 
situated,  under  the  title  of  Rana  of  Gohud  or 
Gohd.  Since  tlsat  time  it  has  changed  masters 
more' than  once:  the  Mahrattas,  whose  domi- 
nions extend  to  the  neighbourhood  of  it,  having 
sometimes  possessed  it,  and,  at  other  times,  the 
Rana;  but  the  means  of  transfer  were  always  by 
&mine  or  treachery. 

From  the  fatigue  our  author  had  undergone, 
and  from  the  violent  heats  and  exposure  to  the 
sun  in  making  his  drawings,  he  found  himself 
in  a  very  indifferent  state  of  health;  nor  was  he 
able  to  stir  abroad  for  many  days  after  his  ar^- 
rival  at  Gwalior,  After  remaming  there  ten 
days  he  therefore  determined  to  pursue  his 
journey  immediately  to  Lucknow;  and  accord- 
ingly proceeded  by  dauk  bearers,  and  left  his 
servants,  with  his  baggage  to  follow  at  leisure.

DETERMINING  to  return  towards  Calcut- 
ta, omr  adventurer  chose  to  pass  by  water 
down  the  river  Goomty.

*  The  fort  of  Gwalior  is  situated  on  a  rock,  on  every 
side  perpendicular,  cither  by  nature  or  art.  At  the  norths 
west  end  is  the  citadel  and  a  palace,  and  a  chain  of  seven 
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the  16th  of  July,  and,  from  the  various  wind- 
ings of  the  river,  he  did  not  enter  the  Ganges 
( into  which  the  river  falls )  till  the  fir^t  of  Ay- 
gates  leading  to  (he  (own  a^  (he  foot  of  tlie  mountain.  This 
palace  has  generally  been  considored,  by  Kuropuans,  as  the

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gust.  The  banks  df  the  river  mc  very  beautiful ; 
and  there  are  maqy  vilUges  on  Hi  banlu  be* 
iwecn  Lucknow  and  the  town  of  Jionpoor.  It 
is  dangerous  to  proceed  down  this  stream  with-p 
out  au  escort  of  the  military  for  protection : 
near  the  village  of  Sultanpoor,  a  body  of  about 
lilly  horse  appeared,  belonging  to  a  well-known 
inerauder,  Rah  Sing.  His  party  watched  Mr. 
Ilodgch'  boats  the  whole  of  one  night,  withiq 
fifty  yards  of  them;  but  (he  clearness  of  the 
Sca^iays  prevented  any  attack,  and  at  dayi-break 
the  party  marched  off. 

Not  far  from  where  this  city  enters;  the  Ganges, 
stands  tlie  fort  of  Jionpoor,  a  building  of  con- 
siderable extent.  The  stone  bridge  crossing  the 
Go<mity  at  this  place  is  in  tolerable  repair,  afnd 
consists  of  sixteen  pointed  arches.  The  inunda- 
tions have  frequently  risen  over  tlie  bridge:  in 
the  year  1774,  a  whole  brigade  of  the  Sriti^ 
forces  passed  over.it  in  boats.  ' 

.  Our  author  now  resolved  to  make  ajourneijr 
to  Sassecam,  twenty  coss  inland, .  the  birth  pfaioe 
of  the.etfiperor  Shore  Sbab,  to  visit  tiie  mau- 
soleum of  that  emperor,  and  to  make  drawings 
of  it  '  He  was  greatly  struck  with  the  grandet^ 
of  this  monument ;  rising  from  the  centre  of- at 
large  square  lake.  A'  great  part  of  the  building 
is  now  covered  witb  shrubs  and  trees,  which 
have  taken  root  within  the '  etoiies^  andprdmiso 
a  speedy  decay  of  ibis  gnuad  pile.  The  tomik 
of  the  emperor  is  still  remaintag  in  the  centre, 
with  several  others  surrounding  it,  which  are 
of  his  children.

An  incessant 
application  to  {iublic  bnsiness^ :  v^ithout  luffieient 
aire  of  a  very  delicate  fmme;  >  termuiated  the 
mortal  existence)  of  this  ^nestindtble  man,  who 
died' on  board  a  ship  at  the  moutht-bfithe  Ganges, 
in  which  he  had  embarked  for.the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope.
